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PREFACE. 


THE Revision of the Authorised Version was undertaken in consequence 
of a Resolution passed by both houses of the Convocation of the Province of 
Canterbury, as has been fully explained in the Preface to the Revised Version 
of the New Testament, which was first published in May 1881. When the 
two Companies were appointed for carrying out this work, the following 
General Principles, among others, were laid down by the Revision Committee 
of Convocation for their guidance :— 

‘l. To introduce as few alterations as possible into the Text of the 
Authorised Version consistently with faithfulness.’ 

‘2. To limit, as far as possible, the expression of such alterations to the 


language of the Authorised and earlier English Versions.’ 


- ‘4 That the Text to be adopted be that for which the evidence is 


decidedly preponderating; and that when the Text so adopted differs from 
that from which the Authorised Version was made, the alteration be indic- 
ated in the margin.’ 

‘7. To revise the headings of chapters and pages, paragraphs, italics, 
and punctuation.’ 

In order to shew the manner m which the Old Testament Company have 
endeavoured to carry out their instructions, it will be convenient to treat 
the subjects mentioned in the foregoing rules in a somewhat different order. 

It will be observed that in Rule 4 the word ‘Text’ is used in a different 
sense from that in Rule 1, and in the case of the Old Testament denotes the 
Hebrew or Aramaic onginal of the several books. In this respect the task 
of the Revisers has been much simpler than that which the New Testament 
Company had before them. The Received, or, as it is commonly called, 
the Massoretic Text of the Old Testament Scriptures has come down to us in 
manuscripts which are of no very great antiquity, and which all belong to 
the same family or recension’. That other recensions were at one time 
in existence is probable from the variations in the Ancient Versions, the 
oldest of which, namely the Greek or Septuagint, was made, at least in 
part, some two centuries before the Christian era. But as the state of 
knowledge on the subject is not at present such as to justify any attempt 
at an entire reconstruction of the text on the authority of the Versions, the 
Revisers have thought it most prudent to adopt the Massoretic Text as the 
basis of their work, and to depart from it, as the Authorised Translators 
had done’, only in exceptional cases. With regard to the variations in the 
Massoretic Text itself, the Revisers have endeavoured to translate what 
appeared to them to be the best reading in the text, and where the alternative 
reading seemed sufficiently probable or important they have placed it in the 
margin. In some few instances of extreme difficulty a reading has been 
adopted on the authority of the Ancient Versions, and the departure from 
the Massoretic Text recorded in the margin. In other cases, where the 
versions appeared to supply a very probable though not so necessary a 
correction of the text, the text has been left and the variation indicated in 
the margin only. 

In endeavouring to carry out as fully as possible the spirit of Rules 1 and 
2, the Revisers have borne in mind that it was their duty not to make a new 
translation but to revise one already existing, which for more than two

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centuries and a half had held the position of an English classic. They have 
therefore departed from it only in eases where they disagreed with the 
Translators of 1611 as to the meaning or construction of a word or sentence ; 
or where it was necessary for the sake of uniformity to render such parallel 
passages as were identical in Hebrew by the same English words, so that 
an English reader might know at once by comparison that a difference in the 
translation corresponded to a difference in the original; or where the language 
of the Authorised Version was liable to be misunderstood by reason of its 
being archaic or obscure; or finally, where the rendering of an earlier English 
version seemed preferable, or where by an apparently slight change it was 
possible to bring out more fully the meaning of a passage of which the trans- 
lation was already substantially accurate. 

It has been thought advisable in regard to the word ‘JEHOVAH’ to follow 
the usage of the Authorised Version, and not to insert it uniformly in place 
of ‘ Lord’ or ‘Gop’, which when printed in small capitals represent the words 
substituted by Jewish custom for the ineffable Name according to the vowel 
points by which it is distinguished. It will be found therefore that in this 
respect the Authorised Version has been departed from only in a few passages, 
in which the introduction of a proper name seemed to be required. 

Terms of natural history have been changed only where it was certain 
that the Authorised Version was incorrect and where there was sufficient 
evidence for the substituted rendering. In cases of doubt the alternative 
rendering has been given in the margin ; and even where no doubt existed, 
but where there was no familiar English equivalent for the original word, 
the Old Version has been allowed to remain!, and the more accurate term has 
been placed in the margin. 

In some words of very frequent occurrence, the Authorised Version being 
cither inadequate or inconsistent, and sometimes misleading, changes have 
been introduced with as much uniformity as appeared practicable or desirable. 
For instance, ‘the tabernacle of the congregation’ has been everywhere 
changed to ‘the tent of meeting’, on account of Exodus xxv. 22, xxix. 42, 43, 
and also because ‘the tabernacle of the congregation’ conveys an entirely 
wrong sense. The words ‘tabernacle’ and ‘tent’, as the renderings of two 
different Hebrew words, are in the Authorised Version frequently inter- 
changed in such a manner as to lead to confusion; and the Revisers have 
endeavoured throughout the Pentateuch to preserve a consistent clistinction 
between them. Their practice in regard to the words ‘assembly’ and ‘ con- 
sregation’ has been the same in principle, although they have contented 
themselves with introducing greater consistency of rendering without aiming 
at absolute uniformity. In consequence of the changes which have taken 
place in the English language, the term ‘meat offering’ has become in- 
appropriate to describe an offering of which flesh was no part; and by 
the alteration to ‘meal offering’ a sufficiently accurate representation of the 
original has been obtained with the least possible change of form. 

As regards the use of words, there are only a few cases in which it has 
been found needful to deviate from the language employed in the Authorised 
Version. One of these deviations occurs so frequently that it may be well to 
state briefly why it was adopted. The word ‘peoples’ was nowhere used by 
King James’s Translators in the Old Testament, and in the New Testament 
it occurs only twice (Rev. x. 11, xvii. 15). The effect of this was to leave 
the rendering of numerous passages inadequate or obscure or even positively 
Inisleading. ‘Thus in one of the best known Psalms (Ps. Ixvii.), where the 
Septuagint has Ado and the Vulgate populi, the English had ‘Let the people 
praise thee, O God; let all the people praise thee’; leaving it at least doubtful

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whether the ‘nations’ of verse 4, or God’s people, Israel, be referred to. And 
in Isaiah lv. 4, ‘Behold, I have given him for a witness to the people, a leader 
and commander to the people’, the word ‘people’ is naturally understood by 
the English reader to refer to Israel. 

Again, the Hebrew word goyim ‘nations’, which is applied to the nations 
of Canaan dispossessed by the Hebrews, and then also to the surrounding 
nations among whom the people of Israel were afterwards dispersed, acquired 
in later times a moral significance, which is represented in the Authorised 
Version by the rendering ‘heathen’ or ‘Gentiles’. While recognizing this 
ioral sense of the word, the Revisers have employed it much more sparingly 
than their predecessors had done. 

Similarly, the HeLrew Shed, which signifies the abode of departed spirits, 
and corresponds to the Greek Hades, or the under world, 1s variously rendered 
in the Authorised Version by ‘grave’, ‘pit’, and ‘hell’, Of these renderings 
‘hell’, if it could be taken in its original sense as used in the Creeds, would 
be a fairly adequate equivalent for the Hebrew word; but it is so commonly 
understood of the place of torment that to employ it frequently would lead 
to Inevitable misunderstanding. The Revisers therefore in the historical 
narratives have left the rendering ‘the grave’ or ‘the pit’ in the text, with a 
marginal note ‘Heb. Sheol’ to indicate that it does not siguify ‘the place of 
burial’; while in the poetical writings they have put most commonly ‘Sheol’ 
in the text and ‘the grave’ in the margin. In Isaiah xiv. however, where 
‘hell’ is used in more of its original sense and is less hable to be mis- 
understood, and where any change in so familiar a passage which was not 
distinctly an improvement would be a decided loss, the Revisers have con- 
tented themselves with leaving ‘hell’ in the text, and have connected it 
with other passages by putting ‘Sheol’ in the margin. 

In connexion with this it may be mentioned that ‘ Abaddon’, which has 
hitherto been known to the English reader of the Bible only from the New 
Testament (Rey. ix. 11), has been introduced in three passages (Job xxvi. 6; 
Proy. xy. 1], xxvii. 20), where a proper name appears to be required for giving 
vividness and point. 

The Hebrew word Ashérah, which is uniformly aud wrongly rendered ‘grove’ 
in the Authorised Version, most probably denotes the wooden symbol of a 
goddess ; and the Revisers therefore have not hesitated to introduce 1t as a 
proper name in the singular (Judg. vi. 25, &e.), with the plurals Asherim (Ex, 
xxxiv. 13, &c.) and Asheroth (Judg. iii. 7, &c.), following the analogy of the 
Baalim (Judg. iii. 7) and the Ashtaroth (Judg. ii. 13), which are already familiar. 

In regard to the language of the Authorised Version, the Revisers have 
thought it no part of their duty to reduce it to conformity with modern 
usage, and have therefore left untouched all archaisms, whether of language 
or construction, which though not in fanuliar use cause a reader no embarrass- 
ment and lead to no misunderstanding, They are aware that in so doing 
they will disappoint the large English-speaking race on the other. side of 
the Atlantic, and it is a question upon which they are prepared to agree 
to a friendly difference of opinion, The principle by which they have been 

1ided has been clear and consistent. Where an archaic word or expression 

was liable to be misunderstood or at least was not perfectly intelligible, they 

have substituted for it another, in equally good use at the time the Authorised 
Version was made, and expressing all that the archaism was intended to 
convey, but more familiar to the modern reader. In such cases the gain 

was greater than the loss. But in other instances where the word or ex- 
pression, although obsolete, was not unintelligible, it was thought that the 
change would involve greater loss than gain, and the old rendering was 
therefore allowed to stand, More especially was this the case when the 
| archaism was a perfectly correct rendering of the original and there was no 
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exact modern equivalent for it. The principle adopted by the Company 
will be best illustrated by two typical exainples. The verb ‘to ear’ in the 
sense of ‘to plough’ and the substantive ‘earing’ for ‘ploughing’ were 
very reluctantly abandoned, and only because it was ascertained that their 
meaning was unknown to many persons of good intelligence and education. 
But it was easy to put in their place equivalents which had a pedigree of 
almost equal antiquity, and it would have been an excess of conservatism 
to refuse to substitute for an unintelligible archaism an expression to which 
no ambiguity could be attached. On the other hand the word ‘bolled’ (Ex. 
ix. 31), which signifies ‘podded for seed’ and is known in provincial dialects, 
has no synonym in literary English. To have discarded it in favour of a 
less accurate or more paraphrastic expression would have been to impoverish 
the language ; and it was therefore left, because it exactly expresses one view 
which is taken of the meaning of the original. 

One of the few instances in which the language of the Authorised Version 
has been modified in accordance with later usage is the change of the neuter 
possessive pronoun from ‘his’ to ‘its’, It is well known that ‘its’ does not 
occur in the Bible of 1611, and it does not appear to have been introduced 
into any edition before 1660, But it is found ten times in Shakespeare, and 
there is other evidence to shew that at the time of the Authorised Version 
it was coming into use. It was found necessary in some cases to substitute 
‘its’ for ‘his’ in order to avoid obscurity, and there seemed no good reason, 
when it was once introduced, for refusing to admit it generally when it re- 
ferred to purely inanimate objects. 

In making minor changes, whether in translation or language, the Revisers 
have followed the example of the translators of the Authorised Version, who 
allowed themselves in this respect a reasonable freedom, without permitting 
their liberty to degenerate into license. 

It will be at once seen that the old division of the books into chapters 
and verses has been abandoned in favour of the arrangement in paragraphs, 
the numbering of the chapters and verses being however retained for con- 
venience of reference. Where the change of subject seemed to require a 
greater break than was marked by the beginning of a new paragraph, it has 
been indicated by a space before the paragraph. Occasionally the divisions 
of the chapters in the Authorised Version differ from those in the common 
Hebrew Bibles. In such cases the variations are given in the margin. In 
the Psalms, the titles are printed in smaller type, as in some modern English 
Bibles, which differ in this respect from the edition of 1611. One con- 
sequence of the arrangement in paragraphs has been the omission of the 
headings of chapters, which for other and more important reasons it was 
thought advisable to abandon, as involving questions which belong rather 
to the province of the commentator than to that of the translator. With 
the headings of chapters the head-lines of pages naturally disappeared also, 
and for the same reason. 

In the poetical portions, besides the division into paragraphs, the Reyvisers 
have adopted an arrangement in lines, so as to exhibit the parallelism which 
is characteristic of Hebrew Poetry. But they have not extended this arrange- 
ment to the prophetical books, the language of which although frequently 
marked by parallelism is, except in purely lyrical passages, rather of the 
nature of lofty and impassioned prose. 

In the use of italics the Revisers departed from the custom of the 
Authorised Version and adopted as their rule the following resolution of 
their Company : 

‘That all such words now printed In italics, as are plainly implied in the 
Hebrew and necessary in English, be printed in common type.’ 

But where any doubt existed as to the exact rendering of the Hebrew, 
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all words which have been added in order to give completeness to the 
English expression are printed in italic type, so that the reader by omitting 
them may be able to see how far their insertion is justified by the words of 
the original. This of course is especially true of those renderings for which 
an alternative is given in the margin, where the roman and italic type play 
exactly opposite parts. 

To complete the aceount of the Revised Version it remains only to 
describe the marginal notes. These will be found to contain 

(1) The renderings of such variations in the Massoretic Text as appeared 
to be of sufficient importance. These variations are known by the technical 
names of K’ri (read) and C’thib (written), which denote that the Kk’ri, or 
reading in the margin of the Hebrew Bible, is to be substituted for the 
Cthib which appears in the written text. The Revisers have generally, 
though not uniformly, rendered the C’thib in the text, and left the K’ri 
in the margin, with the introductory note ‘ Or, according to another reading’, 
or ‘ Another reading is’, When the K’r has been followed in the text, the 
C’thib has been placed in the margin, if 1t represented a variation of sufficient 
importance, 

(2) Alternative renderings, introduced by ‘Or’, These are either dif- 
ferent meanings of the word or passage, or they serve to connect it with other 
renderings elsewhere. 

(3) Literal renderings of the Hebrew or Aramaic, indicated by the prefix 
‘Heb.’ or ‘Aram,’ 

(4) Changes of text made on the authority of the ancient Versions. 

(5) Readings from ancient Versions which appeared to be of sufficient 
importanee to be noticed. 

(6) Renderings of the Hebrew consonants as read with different vowel 
points, or as differently divided. These are introduced by the words ‘ Or, as 
otherwise read’, 

(7) Marginal references to other passages, which are either strictly 
parallel, or serve’ the purpose of illustrating or justifying a particular ren- 
dering. : 

(8) Explanations of certain proper names, the meaning of which is 
referred to in the text. 

In the Proper Names the Revisers have endeavoured to aseertain the 
system of transliteration adopted by the Translators of the Authorised Version 
and to carry it out with somewhat greater consistency. They have not how- 
ever attempted anything like rigid uniformity, and have left unchanged all 
those names which by usage have become English; as, for instance, Moses, 
Aaron, Isaiah, Jeremiah, Ezekiel, and the like. , 

Among the Rules laid down by the Revision Committee of Convocation 
for the guidance of the Revisers was one that no change should be finally 
made in the text of the Authorised Version except by the vote of two-thirds 
of the Company present and voting; and this Rule has been invariably acted 
upon. The result has been that in many cases a rendering which was pre- 
ferred by the majority of the Company voting has been recorded in the 
margin, the majority not being sufficient to give it a place in the text. But 
all questions of marginal readings, as well as of punctuation and division into 
paragraphs, except where these affected the sense of a passage, were decided 
by a simple majority. 

It may be of some interest to describe the method observed by the 
Company in their work, if only to shew that every question raised was 
carefully and deliberately cousidered. In the first Revision it was the 
practice for the Secretary to read over each verse, first in the original and then 
in the Authorised Version: the proposals for change were then taken; first 
those conununicated in writing by absent members, and next those made by 
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the members present, Each proposal was moved, and if seconded was dis- 
cussed and voted upon; the decision in the first Revision being by a majority 
only. Ifa Heopecal met with no seconder, it was not discussed but allowed to 
drop. In the second Revision, the Secretary read out in order the changes 
which had been made at the first Revision; if these were unchallenged they 
were allowed to remain, otherwise they were put to the vote and affirmed or 
rejected according as they were or were not supported by the requisite majority 
of two-thirds, In the second Revision new propositions could only be made 
by special permission of the Company, and discussion was limited, as far as 
possible, to exceptional cases. In the final review, which was in reality the 
completion of the second Revision, the Company employed themselves in 
making a general survey of what they had done, deciding finally upon reserved 
points, harmonizing inconsistencies, smoothing down roughnesses, removing 
unnecessary changes, and generally giving finish and completeness to their 
work. Everything in this final survey was decided by the vote of a majority 
of two-thirds. 

The Revisers had already made some progress, and had in fact gone 
twice through the Pentateuch, before they secured the co-operation of the 
American Old Testament Revision Company. The first Revision of the 
several books was submitted to the consideration of the American Revisers, 
and, except in the case of the Pentatench, the English Company had the 
benefit of their criticisms and suggestions before they proceeded to the 
second Revision. The second Revision was in hke manner forwarded to 
America, and the latest thoughts of the American Revisers were in the 
hands of the English Company at their final review. In every instance the 
suggestions from America were treated with the same consideration as those 
proceeding from members of the English Company, and were adopted or 
rejected on their merits. It was a part of the terms of agreement with the 
American Company that all points of ultimate difference between them and 
the English Revisers should be placed on record, and they will accordingly 
be found fully stated at the end of the Old Testament, or at the end of the 
several portions, according as the Revised Version appears in one or more 
volumes. Many of them will be found to be changes of language which are 
involved in the essentially different circumstances of American and English 
readers; others express a preference for the marginal rendering over that 
given in the text; others again involve a real difference of opinion; but all 
shew that they have been dictated by the same leading principle, the sincere 
desire to give to modern readers a faithful representation of the meaning of 
the original documents. 

It could not but be expected that in the course of fourteen years many 
changes would take place in the members of the Company. Of the original 
number who first put their hands to the work on the 30th of June 1870, only 
fifteen now remain. Ten of the Company have been removed by death, and 
two resigned: the places of these were filled from time to time by others; 
but since October 1875 no new members have been added. The Revision 
was completed in eighty-five sessions, ending on 20th June, 1884; and it 
occupied 792 days. The greater part of the sessions were for ten days each, 
and each day the Company generally sat for six hours. The labour therefore 
has been great, but it has been given ungrudgingly ; and now with a feeling 
of deep thankfulness to Almighty God, and the earnest hope that their endea- 
vours may with His blessing tend to a clearer knowledge of the Old Testament 
Scriptures, the Revisers bring their long task to a close.

14And the name of the third river is 
8 Hiddekel: that is it which goeth 4in 
front of Assyria. And the fourth 
l5river is Euphrates. And the Lorp 
God took the man, and put him into 
the garden of Eden to dress it and to 
1Gkeep it. And the Lorp God eom- 
manded the man, saying, Of every 
tree of the garden thou mayest freely 
17 eat: but of the tree of the knowledge 
of good and evil, thon shalt not eat of 
it: for in the day that thou eatest 
thereof thou shalt surely die. 

18 And the Lorp God said, It is not good 
that the man should be alone; I will 

19 make him an help °meet for him. And 
ont of the ground the Lorp God formed 
every beast of the field, and every fowl 
of the air; and bronght them unto the 
man to see what he would call them: 
and whatsoever the man ealled every 
living ereature, that was the name 

20thereof. And the man gave names to 
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all cattle, and to the fowl of the air,

3eat: but of the fruit of the tree whieh 
is in the midst of the garden, God hath 
said, Ye shall not eat of it, neither shall 
4ye tonch it, lest ye die. And the ser- 
pent said nnto the woman, Ye shall not 
5surely die: for God doth know that in 
the day ye eat thereof, then your eyes 
shall be opened, and yeshall beas "God, 
6lnowing good and evil. And when 
the woman saw that the tree was good 
for food, and that it was a dehght to 
the eyes, and that the tree was !to be 
desired to make one wise, she took of 
the fruit thereof, and did eat; and she 
gave also unto her husband with her, 
7and he did eat. And the eyes of them 
both were opened, and they knew that 
they were naked; and they sewed fig 
leaves together, and made themselves

den in the cool of the day: and the 
man and his wife hid themselves from 
the presence of the Lorp God amongst 

9 the trees of the garden. And the Lorp 
God called unto the man, and said m- 

10 to him, Where art thon? And he said,

12 And the man said, The woinan whom

And the 
Lorp God said unto the woinan, What 
is this thon hast done? And the wo- 
man said, The serpent beguiled me, 

14and I did eat. And the Lorp God 
said unto the serpent, Because thou

And the 
sons of Javan; Elishah, and Tarshish, 

5 Kittim, and +Dodanim. Of these were 
the ‘isles of the nations divided in 
their lands, every one after his tongue; 
after their families, in they nations. 

6 And the sons of Ham; Cush, and 

7 Mizraim, and Put, and Canaan. And 
the sons of Cush; Seba, and Havilah, 
and Sabtah, and Raamah, and Sabteea: 
and the sons of Raamah; Sheba, and 

8Dedan. And Cush begat Nimrod: he 
began to be a mighty one in the earth. 

9 He was a mighty hunter before the 


Lorp: wherefore it is said, Like Nim- ; 


rod a mighty hunter before the Lorp. 
10 And the beginning of his kingdom was 
Babel, and Ereeh, and Aeead, and 
11 Calneh, in the land of Shinar. Out of 
that land She went forth into Assyria, 
and builded Nmeveh, and Rehoboth-Ir, 
12.and Calah, and Resen between Nineveh 
and Calah (the same is the great city). 
18 And Mizraim begat Ludim, and Ana- 
mim, and Lehabim, and Naphtuhim, 
1l4and Pathrusim, and Casluhim (whence 
went forth ‘the Philistines), and 
Caphtorim. 
15 And Canaan begat Zidon his first- 
16 born, and Heth ; and the Jebusite, and 
17the Amorite, and the Girgashite; and 
the Hivite, and the Arkite, and the 
18 Sinite; and the Arvadite, and the 
Zemarite, and the Hamathite: and 
afterward were the families of the 
19 Canaanite spread abroad. And the 
border of the Canaanite was from 
Zidon, as thou goest toward Gerar, unto 


Gaza; as thou goest toward Sodom and j 


Gomorrah and Admah and Zeboiin, 

20 unto Lasha. These dre the sons of Ham, 
after their families, after their tongues, 
in theixy lands, in ther nations. 

21 And unto Shem, the father of all 
the children of Eber, ®the elder brother 
of Japheth, to him also were children 

22 born. The sons of Shem; Elam, and 
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23 Aran. And the sons of Aram; Uz, 
24and Hul, and Gether, and Mash. And 
Arpachshad ® begat Shelah; and Shelah 
25begat Eber. And unto Eber were 
born two sons: the name of the one 
was 0Peleg; for in his days was the 
earth divided; and his brother’s name 
26 was Joktan. And Joktan begat Al- 
motlad, and Sheleph, and Hazarma- 
27 veth, and Jerah; and Hadoram, and 
28 Uzal, and Diklah; and “Obal, and 
29 Abimael, and*Sheba; and Ophir, and 
Havilah, and Jobab: all these were 
30 the sons of Joktan. And their dwell- 
ing was from Mesha, as thou goest 
toward Sephar, the 2inountain of the 
3least. These are the sons of Shem, after 
their families, after their tongues, m 
their lands, after their nations. 

82 These are the families of the sons of 
Noah, after theiy generations, in their 
nations: and of these were the nations 
divided in the earth after the flood. 

11 And the whole earth was of one 

23Janguage and of one ‘speech. And 
it came to pass, as they journeyed 
15 east, that they found a plain in the 
land of Shinar; and they dwelt there. 
3 And they said one to another, Go to, 
let us make briek, and burn them 
throughly. And they had briek for 
stone, and 46slime had they for mortar. 
4 And they said, Go to, let us build us 
a city, and a tower, whose top may 
veach unto heaven, and let ns make us 
a name; lest we be seattered abroad 
5 upon the face of the whole earth. And 
the Lorp came down to see the city 
and the tower, which the children of 
6 men builded. And the Lorp said, Be- 
hold,they are one people, and they have 
all one language; and this is what they 
begin to do: and now nothing will 
be withholden from them, whieh they 
7 purpose to do. Go to, let us go down, 
and there confound thet language, 
that they may not understand one 
Sanother’s speech. So the Lorp seat- 
tered them abroad from thence upon 
ihe face of all the earth: and they left 
9off to build the city. Therefore was 
the name of it called Babel; becanse 
the Lorp did there M4eonfound the 
langnage of all the earth: and from 
thence did the Lorp scatter them a- 
broad upon the face of all the earth. 


10 These are the generations of Shem. 
Shem was an hundred years old, and 
begat Arpaehshad two years after the 

11 flood: and Shem lived after he begat 
Arpaehshad five hundred years, and 
begat sons and danghters. 


12 And Arpaehshad lived five and thirty |. 
13 years, and begat Shelah: and Arpaeh- 


shad lived after he begat Shelah four 
hundred and three years, and begat 
sons and daughters. 


Asshur, and Arpachshad, and Lud, and|14 And Shelah lived thirty years, and 
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| 15 begat Eber: and Shelah lived after he 


begat. Eber four hundred and three 
years, and begat sons and daughters. 
16 And Eber lived four and thirty years, 
1l7and begat Peleg: and Eber lived after 
he begat Peleg four hundred and 
thirty years, and begat sons and 
daughters. 
18 And Peleg lived thirty years, and 
19 begat Reu: and Peleg lived after he 
begat Reu two hundred and unie years, 
and begat sons and daughters. 
20 And Ren lived two and thirty years, 
21and begat Serug: and Reu lived after 
he begat Serng two hundred and seven 
years, and begat sons and danghters. 
22 And Serng lived thirty years, and 
23 begat Nahor: and Serug lived after 
he begat Nahor two hundred years, 
and begat sons and daughters. 
24 And Nahor lived nine and twenty 
Y5 years, and begat Terah: and Naher 
lived after he begat Terah an hundred 
and nineteen years, and begat sons 
and daughters. 
26 And Terah lived seventy years, and 
begat Abram, Nahor, and Haran. 
27 Now these are the generations of 
Terah. Terah begat Abram, Nahor, and 
28 Haran; and Haran begat Lot. And 
Haran died in the presence of his 
| father Terah in the land of his nativity, 
29in Ur of the Chaldees. And Abram 
| and Nahor took them wives: the name 
of Abram’s wife was Sarai; and the 
name of Nahor’s wife, Mileah, the 
daughter of Haran, the father of Mil- 
30cah, and the father of Iseah. And 
Sarai was barren; she had no child. 
31 And Terah took Abram his son, and 
Lot the son of Haran, his son’s son, 
and Sarai his daughter in law, his son 
Abram’s wife; and they went forth 
with them from Ur of the Chaldees, to 
go into the land of Canaan; and they 
came unto Haran, and dwelt there. 
32 And the days of Terah were two 
hundred and five years: and Terah 
died in Haran. 













































12 Now the Lorp said unto Abram, Get 
thee out of thy country, and fron thy 
kindred, and from thy father's house, 
unto the land that I will shew thee: 

2and I will make of thee a great nation, 
and I will bless thee, and make thy 
name great; and be thou a blessing: 
38and I will bless them that bless thee, 
and him that ¢urseth thee will I curse: 
and im thee shall all the families of 
4the earth be blessed. So Abram 
went, as the Lorp had spoken unto 
him; and Lot went with him: and 
Abram was seventy and five years old 

5 when he departed ont of Haran. And 
Abram took Sarai his wife, and Lot 
his brother’s son, and all their sub- 
stance that they had gathered, and the 
souls that they had gotten in Haran; 
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and they went forth to go into the 
land of Canaan; and into the land 
6o0f Canaan they came. And Abram 
passed through the land unto the place 
of Shechem, nnto the loak of Moreh. 
And the Canaanite was then m the 
Tlaud. And the Lorp appeared mito 
Abram, and said, Unto thy seed will 
I give this land: and there bnilded 
he an altar unto the Lorp, who appear- 
8ed nnto him. And he removed from 
thence unto the mountain on the east 
of Beth-el, and pitched his tent, having 
Beth-el on the west, and Ai on the 
east: and there he builded anu altar un- 
to the Lorp, and called upon the name 
9of the Lorp. And Abram journeyed, 
going on still toward the 2 South. 

10 And there was a famine in the land: 
and Abram went down into Egypt to

12and it shall come to pass, when the 
Egyptians shall see thee, that they 
shall say, This is his wife: and they 
will kill me, but they will save thee 
13alive.

14 because of thee. And it came to pass, 
that, when Abram was come into 
Keypt, the Egyptians beheld the wo- 
15 man that she was very fair. And the 
princes of Pharaoh saw her, and praised 
her to Pharaoh: and the woman was 
16 taken into Pharaoh’s honse. And he 
entreated Abram well for her sake: 
and he had sheep, and oxen, and he- 
asses, and menservants, and maid- 
servants, and she-asses, and camels. 
17 And the Lorp plagned Pharaoh and 
his house with great plagues becanse 
18 of Sarai Abram’s wife. And Pharaoh 
called Abram, and said, What is this 
that thou hast done unto me? why 
didst thon not tell me that she was 
19thy wife? Why saidst thon, She is 
my sister? so that I took her to be 
my wife: now therefore behold thy 
20 wife, take her, and go thy way. And 
Pharaoh gave men charge concerning 
him: and they brought him on the way, 
and his wife, and all that he had. 

'18 And Abrain went up out of Egypt, 
he, and his wife, and all that he had, 
and Lot with him, into the South. 

2 And Abram was very rich in cattle, in 

3 silver, and in gold. And he went on his 

| journeys from the South even to Beth- 
el, unto the place where his tent had 
been at the beginning, between Beth- 
4el and Ai; unto the place of the altar, 
which he had made there at the first: 
and there Abram called on the name 
5of the Lorp. And Lot also, which

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went with Abram, had flocks, aid 
Gherds, and tents. And the land was 
not able to bear them, that they might 
dwell together: for then substance 
was great, so that they could not dwell 
7 together. And there was a strife be- 
tween the herdimen of Abram’s caitle 
and the herdmen of Lot’s cattle: and 
the Canaanite and the Perizzite dwell- 
Sed then in the land. And Abram 
said unto Lot, Let there be no strife, I 
pray thee, between me and thee, and 
between my herdmen and thy herd- 
Qmen; for we are brethren. Is not the 
whole land before thee? separate thy- 
self, I pray thee, from me: if thou 
wut take the left hand, then I will go 
to the right; or if thou take the right

1l4ingly. And the Lorp said unto Abram, 
after that Lot was separated from him, 
Lift up now thine eyes, and look from 
the place where thou art, northward 
and southward and eastward and west- 

lisward: for all the land which thou 
seest, to thee will I give it, and to thy 

16seed for ever. And I will make thy 
seed as the dust of the earth: so that 
if a man can number the dust of the 
earth, then shall thy seed also be 

17numbered, Arise, walk through the 
land in the length of it and ‘in the 
breadth of it; for nnto thee will I give 

18it. And Abram moved his tent, and 
came and dwelt by the 2o0aks of Mamre, 
which are in Hebron, and built there 
an altar unto the Lorp. 

14 And it came to pass in the days of 
Amraphel king of Shinar, Arioch king 
of Ellasar, Chedorlaomer king of E- 

2lam, and Tidal king of *Goiim, that 
they made war with Bera king of 
Sodom, and with Birsha king of Go- 
morrah, Shmab king of Admah, and 
Shemeber king of Zeboiim, and the 
3king of Bela (the same is Zoar). All 
these #jomed together in the vale of 
Siddim (the same is the Salt Sea). 
4Twelve years they served Chedorlao- 
mer, and in the thirteenth year they 
5 rebelled. 
came Chedorlaomer, and the kings that 
were with him, and smote the Rephaim 


2Or,tere- 
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the 1Plain of Jordan, that it was | 
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in Ham, and the Emim in °Shaveh- 
6 kirlathaim, and the Horites in their 
mount Seir, unto El-paran, which is 
7 by the wilderness. And they returned, 
aud came to En-mishpat (the same is 
Kadesh), and smote all the Scountry of 
the Amalekites, and also the Amorites, 
Sthat dwelt in Hazazon-tamar. And 
there went out the king of Sodom, 
and the king of Gomorrah, and the 
king of Admah, and the king of Ze- 
boiim, and the king of Bela (the same 
is Zoar); and they set the batile in 
array against them in the vale of Sid- 
Jdin; against Chedorlaomer king of 
Elam, and Tidal king of Goiim, and 
Amraphel king of Shinar, and Arioch 
king of Ellasar; four kings against 
10 the five. Now the vale of Siddim was 
full of 7slime pits; and the kings of 
Sodom and Gomorrah fled, and they fell 


there, and they that remained fled to | 


1lthe mountain. And they took all the 


goods of Sodom and Gomorrah, and | 


all their victuals, and went their way. 
12 And they took Lot, Abram’s brother’s 
son, who dwelt in Sodom, and his 
18 goods, and departed. And there came 
one that had escaped, and told Abram 
the Hebrew: now he dwelt by the 
Zoaks of Mamre the Amorite, brother 
of EKsheol, and brother of Aner; and 
these were confederate with Abram. 
14 And when Abram heard that his bro- 
ther was taken captive, he led forth 
his tramed men, born in his house, 
three hundred and eighteen, and pur- 
1l5sued as far as Dan. And he divided 
himself against them by night, he and 
his servants, and smote them, and 
pursued them unto Hobah, which is 
1Gon the ®left hand of Damascus. And 
he brought back all the goods, and 
also brought again his brother Lot, 
and his goods, and the women also, 
17and the people. And the king of So- 
dom went out to meet him, after his 
return from the slaughter of Chedor- 
Jaomer and the kings that were with 
him, at the vale of Shaveh (the same 
18is the King’s Vale). And Melchizedek 
king of Salem brought forth bread 
and wine: and he was priest of 9God 
19 Most High. And he blessed him, and 
said, Blessed be Abram of 9God Most 
High, 1°possessor of heaven and earth: 
20 and blessed be »God Most High, which 
hath delivered thine enemies into thy 
hand. And he gave him a tenth of all. 
21And the king of Sodom said unto 
Abram, Give me the persons, and take 
22 the goods to thyself. And Abram said 
to the king of Sodom, I have lift up 
mine hand unto the Lorn, 9God Most 
High, possessor of heaven and earth, 


And in the fourteenth year | 23that I will not take a thread nor a 


shoelatehet nor aught that is thine, 
lest thon shouldest say, I have made

15 After these things the word of the 
Lorp came unto Abram in a vision,

4heir. And, behold, the word of the 
Lorp came unto him, saying, This 
man shall not be thine heir; but

And 
he brought him forth abroad, and 
said, Look now toward heaven, and 
tell the stars, if thou be able to tell 
them: and he said unto him, So shall

And Sarai said unto Abram, 
Behold now, the Lorp hath restrained 
me from bearing; go in, I pray thee, 
unto my handmaid; it may be that I 
shall *obtain children by her. And A- 
bram hearkened to the voice of Sarai. 

3And Sarai Abram’s wife took Hagar 
the Egyptian, her handmaid, after A- 
bram had dwelt ten years in the land 
of Canaan, and gave her to Abram her 
4husband to be his wife. And he went 
in unto Hagar, and she conceived: 
and when she saw that she had con- 
ceived, her mistress was despised in 
Sher eyes. And Sarai said unto Abram.

My wrong be upon thee: I gave my | 
handmaid into thy bosom; and whe1: | 


she saw that she had conceived, I was 
despised in her eyes: the Lorp judge 
( between me and thee. But Abram 
said unto Sarai, Behold, thy maid is 
in thy hand; do to her that which is 
good in thine eyes. And Sarai dealt 
hardly with her, and she fied from 
Ther face. And the angel of the Lorp 
found her by a fountain of water 
in the wilderness, by the fountain in 
Sthe way to Shur. And he said, Ha- 
gar, Sarai’s handinaid, whence camest 
thon? and whither goest thon? And 
she said, I flee from the face of my 
9miistress Sarai. And the angel of the 
Lorp said unto her, Return to thy 
mistress, and submit thyself under her 
1hands. And the angel of the Lorn 
said unto her, I will greatly multiply 
thy seed, that it snall not be numbered 
11ifor mnultitude. And the angel of the 
Lorp sail unto her, Behold, thou art 
with child, and shalt bear a son; and 
thou shalt eall his name 6 Ishmael, be- 
cause the Lorn hath heard thy afflic- 
12tion. And he shall be as a wild-ass 
among men; his hand shall be against 
every man, and every man’s hand 
against him; and he shall dwell Tin 
13 the presenee of all his brethren. And 
she called the name of the Loxp that 
spake unto her, §Thou art %a God 
that seeth: for she said, Have I even 
here looked after him that seeth me? 
14 Wherefore the well was called ' Beer- 
lahai-roi; behold, it is between Kadesh 
15and Bered. And Hagar bare Abram a 
son: and Abram called the name of his 
16son, which Hagar bare, Ishmael. And 
Abram was fourscore and six years 
old, when Hagar bare Ishmael to 
Abram. 
17 And when Abram was ninety years 
old and nine, the Lorp appeared to 
Abram, and said unto him, [am 4 God 
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Almighty; walk before ine, and be 
Qthou perfeet. And I will make my 
covenant between me aud thee, and 
3 will multiply thee exceedingly. Aud 
Abrai fell on his face: and God talked 
4with him, saying, As for me, behold, 
my covenant is with thee, and thou 
shalt be the father of a multitude of 
5Hnations. Neither shall thy name any 
more be called Abram, but thy name 
shall be Abraham; for the father of a 
niultitude of nations have I made thee. 
6 And I will make thee exceeding fruit- 
ful, and I will make nations of thee. 
7 and kings shall come out of thee. And 
I will establish my covenant between 
me and thee and thy seed after thee 
throughout their generations for au 
everlasting covenant, to be a God 
unto thee and to thy seed after thee. 
8 And I will give unto thee, and to thy 
seed after thee, the land of thy sojourn- 
ings, all the land of Canaan, for au 
everlasting possession; and I will be 
9their God. And God said nnto Abra- 
ham, And as for thee, thou shalt keep 
my covenant, thou, and thy seed after 
thee throughout their generations. 

10 This is my covenant, which ye shall 
keep, between me and you and thy 
seed after thee; every male among 

Il you shall be cirenmeised. And ye 
shall be circumcised in the flesh of 
your foreskin; and it shall be a token 
of a covenant betwixt me and you. 

12 And he that is eight days old shall be 
cireuncised among you, every male 
throughout your generations, he that 
is born in the house, or bought with 

~ money of any stranger, which is not of 

13 thy seed. He that is born in thy house, 
and he that is bought with thy money, 
must needs be circumcised: and my 
covenant shall be in your flesh for an 

l4everlasting covenant. And the uncir- 
eulmcised male who is not circumcised 
in the flesh of his foreskin, that soul 
shall be cut off from his people; he 
hath broken my covenant. 

15 And Ged said unto Abraham, As for 
Sarai thy wife, thon shalt not call her 
name Sarai, but } Sarah shall her name 

16be. And I will bless her, and more- 
over I will give thee a son of her: yea, 
I will bless her, and she shall be a no- 
ther of nations; kings of peoples shall 

I7be of her. Then Abraham fell npon 
his face, and laughed, and said in his 
heart, Shall a child be born unto him 
that is an hundred years old? and shall 
Sarah, that is ninety years old, bear? 

18 And Abraham said unto Ged, Oh that 

19 Ishmael might live before thee! And 
God said, Nay, but Sarah thy wife shall 
bear thee a son; and thou shalt call 
his name @Isaac: and I will establish 
my covenant with him for an everlast- 
ing covenant for his seed after him. 


20 And as for Ishmael, I have heard thee: |} 13lord being old also? And the Lorp | 








behold, I have blessed him, and will 
make hin fruitful, and will multiply 
him exceedingly ; twelve princes shall 
he beget, and I will make him a great 
2lnation. But my covenant will I estab- 
lish with Isaac, which Sarah shall 
bear unto thee at this set time in the 
22next year. And he left off talking with 
him, and Ged weit up from Abraham. 
23 And Abraham took Ishmael his son, 
and all that were born in his house, 
and all that were bought with his 
money, every male among the men 
of Abraham's honse, and eireumcised 
the flesh of their foreskin in the self- 
same day, as God had said unto him. 
2-4 And Abraham was ninety years old and 
nme, when he was cieumeised in the 
25 flesh of his foreskin. And Ishmael his 
son was thirteen years old, when he 
was circumcised in the flesh of his 
26foreskin. In the selfsame day was 
Abraham circumcised, and Ishmael his 
27son. And all the men of his honse, 
those born in the house, and those 
bought with money of the stranger, 
were circumcised with him. 
18 And the Lorp appeared unto him by 
the ?oaks of Mamre, as he sat in the 
2tent door in the heat of the day; and 
he lift up his eyes and looked, and, lo, 
three men stood over against him: and 
when he saw them, he ran to meet 
them from the tent door, and bowed 
3 himself to the earth, and said, 4 My lord, 
if now I have found favour in thy 
sight, pass not away, I pray thee, from 
4thy servant: let now a little water be 
fetched, and wash your feet. and rest 
5 yourselves under the tree: and I will 
fetch a morsel of bread, and comfort 
ye your heart; after that ye shall 
pass on: >forasmuch as ye are come to 
your servant. And they said, So do, 
6as thou hast said. And Abraham hast- 
ened into the tent unto Sarah, and said, 
Make ready quickly three measnres of 
fine meal, knead it, and make cakes, 
7And Abraham ran unto the herd, 
and fetched a calf tender and good, 
and gave it unto the servant; and he 
8 hasted to dress it.

18I do; seeing that Abraham shall 
surely become a great and mighty na- 
tion, and all the nations of the earth 

19 shall be blessed in him? For I have 

3 See 5}known him, to the end that he may 
Ne command his children and his house- 
hold after him, that they may keep the 
way of the Lorp, to do justice and 
judgement; to the end that the Lorp 
may bring upon Abraham that which 
20 he hath spoken of him. And the Lorp 
: ee said, 4 Because the cry of Sodom and 


Gomorrah is great, and 4 because their 
21sin is very grievous; I will go down 
now, and see whether they have done 
altogether according to the cry of it, 
which is come unto me; and if not, I 
22 will know. And the men turned from 
thence, and went toward Sodom: but 
Abraham stood yet before the Lorp. 
23And Abraham drew near, and said, 
Wilt thou consume the righteous with 
24the wicked? Peradventure there be 
fifty righteous within the city: wilt 
thon consume and not spare the place 
for the fifty righteous that are there- 
25in? That be far from thee to do 
after this manner, to slay the righteous 
with the wicked, that so the righteous 
should be as the wicked; that be far 
from thee: shall not the Jndge of all 
26 the earth do right?

33ten’s sake. And the Lorp went his 
way, as soon as he had left communing 
with Abraham: and Abraham returned 
unto his place. 

19 And the two angels came to Sodom 
at even; and Lot sat in the gate of 
Sodom: and Lot saw them, and rose 
np to meet them; and he bowed 
himself with his face to the earth; 

2and he said, Behold now, my lords, 
turn aside, I pray you, into your 
servant's house, and tarry all night, 
and wash your feet, and ye shall rise 
up early, and go on your way. And 
they said, Nay; but we will abide in 
3the street all night. And he urged 
them greatly; and they turned in un- 
to him, and entered into his honse; 
and he made them a feast, and did 
bake unleavened bread, and they did 
4cat. But before they lay down, the 
men of the city, eren the men of 
Sodom, compassed the house round, 
hoth young and old, all the people 
5from every quarter; and they called 
unto Lot, and said unto him, Where 
are the men which came in to thee this 
night? bring them ont nnto us, that 
6we may know them. And Lot went 
out unto them to the door, and shut

And he said unto him, See, I 
have accepted thee concerning this 
thing also, that I will not overthrow 
the city of which thou hast spoken. 

22 Haste thee, escape thither; for I cannot 
do any thing till thou be come thither. 
Therefore the name of the city was 

23 called ®Zoar. ‘Phe sun was risen upon 
the earth when Lot came unto Zoar. 

24Then the Lorp rained npon Sodom 
and upon Gomorrah brimstone and fire 

25 from the Lorp out of heaven; and he 
overthrew those cities, and all the 
Plain, and all the inhabitants of the 
cities, and that which grew upon the 

26 ground. But his wife looked back from 
behind him, and she became a pillar of 

27 salt. And Abraham gat up early in the 
morning to the place where he had 

28 stood before the Lorp: and he looked 
toward Sodom and Gomorrah, and 
toward all the land of the Plain, and 
beheld, and, lo, the smoke of the land 
went up as the smoke of a furnace. 

29 And it came to pass, when God de- 
stroyed the cities of the Plain, that God 
remembered Abraham, and sent Lot 
out of the midst of the overthrow, when 
he overthrew the cities in the which 
Lot «welt. 

30 And Lot went up out of Zoar, and 
dwelt in the mountam, and his two 
daughters with him; for he feared 
to dwell in Zoar: and he dwelt in a 

31 cave, he and his two daughters. And 
the firstborn said unto the younger, 
Our father is old, and there is not a man 
in the earth to come in unto us after 

32the mammer of all the earth: come, 

let us make our father drink wine, and 
we will lie with him, that we may 
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33 preserve seed of our father. And they 
made their father drink wine that 
night: and the firstborn went in, and 
lay with her father; and he knew not 
when she lay down, nor when she 

3d4arose. And it came to pass on the 
morrow, that the firstborn said unto 
the younger, Behold, I lay yesternight 
with my father: let us make him drink 
wine this night also; and go thou in, 
and lie with him, that we may pre- 

35 serve seed of our father. And they 
made their father drink wine that night 
also: and the younger arose, aud lay 
with hnn; and he knew not when she 

36 lay down, nor when she arose. Thus 
were both the daughters of Lot with 

37 child by their father. And the first- 
born bare a son, and called his name 
Moab: the same is the father of the 

38 Moabites unto this day. And _ the 
younger, she also bare a son, and 
called his name Ben-ammi: the same 
is the father of the children of Ammon 
unto this day. 

20 And Abraham jourmeyed from thence 
toward the land of the South, and 
dwelt between Kadesh and Shur; and 

2he sojourned in Gerar. And Abraham 
said of Sarah his wife, She is my sister: 
and Abimelech king of Gerar sent, and 
3 took Sarah. But God came to Abimel- 
ech ina dream of the night, and said 
to him, Behold, thou art but a dead 
man, because of tle woman which thou 
hast taken; for she is a man’s wife. 
4Now Abimelech had not come near 
her: and he said, Lord, wilt thou slay 
5even a righteous nation? Said he noi 
himself unto me, She is my sister? 
and she, even she herself said, He is my 
brother: in the integrity of my heart 
and the innocency of my hands have 
61 doue this. And God said unto him 
in the dream, Yea, I know that in the 
integrity of thy heart thou hast done 
this, and I also withheld thee from 
sinning against me: therefore suffered 
71 thee not to touch her. Now there- 
fore restore the man’s wife; for he is 
a prophet, and he shall pray for thee, 
and thou shalt live: and if thou restore 
her not, know thou that thou shalt 
surely die, thou, and all that are thine. 
8And Abimelech rose early m_ the 
morning, and called all his servants, 
and told all these things m their ears: 
9and the men were sore afraid. Then 
Abimelech called Abraham, and said 
unto him, What hast thou done unto 
us? and wherein have I sinned against 
thee, that thou hast brought on me and 
on my kingdom a great sin? thou hast 
done deeds unto me that ought not to 
10be done. And Abimelech said unto 
Abraham, What sawest thou, that thou 

ll hast done this thing? And Abraham 
said, Because I thought, Surely the 
fear of God is not in this place; and 
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they will slay me for iny wife’s sake. 
12 And moreover she is indeed my sister, 
the danghter of my father, but not the 
daughter of my mother; ’and she be- 
13came my wife: and it came to pass, 
when God caused me to wander from 
my father’s house, that I said unto 
her, This is thy kindness which thou | 
shalt shew unio me; at every place | 
whither we shall come, say of me, He 
14is my brother. And Abimelech took 
sheep and oxen, and menservants and 
Wwomenservants, and gave them uuto 
Abraham, and restored him Sarah his 
15 wife. And Abimelech said, Behold, 
my land is before thee: dw ell where 
16it pleaseth thee. And unto Sarah he 
said, Behold, I have given thy brother 
a thousand pieces of silver: behold, 
lit is for thee a covering of the eyes 
to all that are with thee; and ?in re- 
17 spect of all thou art righted. And Abra- 
ham prayed unto God: and God healed 
Abimelech, and his wife, and his maid- 
1s servants; and they bare childr en. For 
the Lorp had fast closed up all the 
wombs of the honse of Abimelech, be- 
cause of Sarah Abraham’s wife. 
21 And the Lorp visited Sarah as he 
had said, and the Lorp did unto Sarah 
2as he had spoken. And Sarah con- 
ceived, and bare Abraham a son in 
Pe old age, at the set time of which 
God had spoken to him. And Abra- 
ie called the name of his son that 
was born unto him, whom Sarah bare 
4to him, Isaac. And Abraham cireum- 
cised his son Isaac when he was eight 
days old, as Ged had commanded him. 
5 And Abrahain was an hundred years 
old, wheu his son Isaac was born unto 
6 him. And Sarah said, God hath made 
me to laugh; every one that heareth 
7 will laugh. with me. And she said, 
Who would have said unto Abrahain, 
that Sarah should give children suck ? 
for Ihave borne him a son in his old age. 
8 And the child grew, and was weaned: 
and Abraham made a great feast ou 
%the day that Isaac was weaned. And 
Sarah saw the son of Hagar the 
Egyptian, which she had borne unto 
10 Abraham, 4mocking. Wherefore she 
said unto Abr aham, Cast out this bond- 
woman and her sou: for the son of this 
bondwoman shall net be heir with my 
1lson, even with Isaac. And the thing 
was very grievous in Abraham's sight 
12 6n account of his son. And God said 
unto Abraham, Let it not be grievous 
im thy sight because of the lad, and be- 
cause of thy bondwoman; in all that 
Sarah saith unto thee, hearken wnuto 
her voice; for in Isaae shall thy seed 
13be called. And also of the son of the 
bondwoman will I make a nation, be- 
Jicause he is thy seed. And Abraham 
rose up early in the morning, and took 
bread and a > bottle of water, and gave it 





unto Hagar, putting it on her shoulder ; 
and the child, and seut her away: and 
she departed, and wandered in the 
| 15 wilderness of Beer-sheba. And the 
water in the bottle was spent, and she 
cast the child under one of the shrubs. 

16 And she went, and sat her down over 
against hima good way off, as it were a 
bowshot: for she said, Let me not look 
upon the death of the child. And she 
sat over against him, and lift up her 

17 voice, and wept. And God heard the 
voice of the lad; and the angel of God 
called to Hagar out of heaven, and said 
unto her, What aileth thee, Hagar? 
fear not; for God hath heard the voice 

18of the lad where he is. Arise, lift up 
the lad, and hold him in thine hand ; 
for T will make him a great nation. 

19 And Ged opened her eyes, and she saw 
a well of water; 
filled the bottle with water, and gave

21And he dwelt in the wilderness of 
Paran: and his mother took him a wife 
out of the land of Egypt. 

22 And it came to pass at that time, that 
Abinelech and Phicol the captain of 
his host spake unto Abraham, saying, 
God is with thee in all that thou doest: 

23now therefore swear unto me here 
by God that thou wilt not deal falsely 
with me, nor with 7my son, nor with 
my son's son: but according to the 
kindness that I have done unto thee, 
thou shalt do imto me, and to the land 
24wherein thou hast sojourned, And 

25 Abraham said, I will swear. And 
Abraham repr oved Abimelech because 
of the well of water, which Abimelech’s 
servants had violently taken away. 

26 And Abimeleech said, J know not who 
hath done this thing: neither didst thou 
tell me, neither yet heard I of it, but 
7 to-day. And Abraham took sheep ald 
oxen, and gave them unto Abimelech; 

28 and they two made a covenant. And 
Abraham set seven ewe lambs of the 

29 flock by themselves. And Abimelech 
said unto Abraham, What mean these 
seven ewe lambs which thou hast set 

30by themselves? And he said, These 
seven ewe lambs shalt thou take of 
my hand, that it may be a witness 
unto me, that I have digged this well. 

31 Wherefore he called that place Beer- 
sheba; because there they sware both 

320f them. So they made a covenant at 
Beer-sheba: and Abimelech rose wp, 
and Phicol the captain of his host, and 
they returned into the land of the 

33 Philistines. And Abraham planted a 
tamarisk tree in Beer-sheba, and called 
there on the naine of the "Lorn, the 

34 Everlasting God. And Abraham so- 
journed in the land of the Philistines 
Pernt eae days. 
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22, And it eame to pass after these things, 
that God did prove Abraham, and 
said unto him, Abrahain; and he said, 

» Here am J. And he said, Take now 
thy son, thine only sou, whom thou 
lovest, even Isaae, and get thee into 
the land of Moriah; and offer hinn there 
for a burnt offering upon one of the 
mountains which I will tell thee of. 

3 And Abraham rose early in the morn- 
ing, und saddled his ass, and took 
two of his young wen with him, and 
Tsaac his son; and he clave the wood 
for the burnt offering, and rose up, 
and went unto the plaee of which 

4God had told him. On the third day 
Abraham lifted up his eyes, and saw

11 And the angel of the Lorn called unto 
him out of heaven, and said, Abraham, 
Abraham: and he said.

12 And he said, Lay not thine hand upon 
the led, neither do thou any thing 
nnto him: for now I know that thou 
fearest God, seeing thou hast not with- 
held thy son, thine only son, from me. 
13 And Abraham lifted up his eyes, and 
looked, and 2 behold, behind kim a ram 
caught in the thicket by his horns: 
and Abraham weut and took the ram, 
and offered him up for a burnt offering 
14in the stead of his son. And Abraham 
called the name of that place * Jehovah- 
jireh: as it is said to this day, Ta the 
mount of the Lorp ‘it shall be pro- 
I5vided. And the angel of the Lorp 
called unto Abraham a second time out 
16 of heaven, and said, By myself have I 
sworn, saith the Lorp, because thou 
hast done this thing, and hast not with- 
17held thy son, thine only son: that in 
blessing I will bless thee, and in multi- 
plying I will multiply thy seed as the 
stars of the heaven, aud as the sand 
which is npon the sea shore; and thy 
seed shall possess the gate of his

2lhor; Uz his firstborn, and Buz his 
brother, and Keinuel the father of 

29 Aram; and Chesed, and Hazo, and 
Pildash, and Jidlaph, and Bethuel. 

23 And Bethuel begat Rebekah: these 
eight did Mileah bear to Nahor, Abra- 

24ham’s brother. And his eoncubine, 
whose name was Rewnah, she also 
bare Tebah, and Gaham, and Tahash, 
and Maacah. 

23 And the life of Sarah was an hundred 
and seven and twenty years: these 
were the years of the life of Sarah. 

2 And Sarah died in Kiriath-arba (the 
same is Hebrou),in the land of Canaan: 
and Abraham caine to mourn for Sarah, 

3and to weep for her. And Abraham 
rose up from before his dead, and 
spake unto the ehildren of Heth, say- 
ting, I am a stranger and a sojourner 
with you: give me a possession of 
a buryingplace with you, that I may

15ing unto him, My ford, hearken unto that t 
me: a piece of land worth four hun- 
dred shekels of silver, what is that 
betwixt me and thee? bury therefore 

16thy dead. And Abraham hearkened 
unto Ephron; and Abraham weighed 
to Ephron the silver, which he had 
named in the audience of the children 
of Heth, four hundred shekels of 
silver, current money with the mer- 

17echant. So the field of Eplvon, which 
was in Machpelah, which was before 
Mamre, the field, and the cave which 
was therein, and all the trees that were 
in the field, that were in all the border 
thereof ronnd about, were made sure 

18 unto Abraham for a possession in the 
presence of the children of Heth, before 
all that went in at the gate of his 

19city. And after this, Abraham buried 
Sarah his wife in the cave of the field 
of Machpelah before Mamre (the same 
is Hebron), in the land of Canaan. 

20 And the field, and the cave that is 
therein, were made sure unto Abrahant 
for a possession of a buryingplace by 
the children of Heth. 

24 And Abraham was old, and well 
stricken in age: and the Lorp had 

2hlessed Abraham in all things. And 
Abraham said unto his servant, tlre 
elder of his house, that ruled over all 
that he had, Put, I pray thee, thy 
3hand under my thigh: and I will make 
thee swear by the Lorn, the God of 
heaven and the God of the earth, that 
thou shalt not take a wife for my son 
of the danghters of the Canaanites, 
4among whom I dwell: but thou shalt 
gounto my country, and to my kindred, 
and take a wife for my son Isaac. 
5 And the servant said unto him, Per- 
adventure the woman will not be 
willing to follow me unto this land: 
must I needs bring thy son again unto 
the land from whence thon camest? 
6 And Abraham said unto him, Beware 
thon that thou bring not my son 
7 thither again.

And it came 
to pass, before he had done speaking, 
that, behold, Rebekah came out, who 
was born to Bethuel the son of Mileah, 
the wife of Nahor, Abraham’s brother, 
with her pitcher upon her shoulder, 
16And the damsel was very fair to 
look upon, a virgin, neither had any 
man known her: and she went down 
to the fountain, and filled her pitcher, 
17and came up. And the servant ran 
to meet her, and said, Give me to 
drink, I pray thee, a little water of 
18 thy pitcher. And she said, Drink, my 
lord: and she hasted, and let down 
her pitcher upon her hand, and gave 
19him drink. And when she had done 
giving him drink, she said, I will 
draw for thy camels also, until they 
20 have done drinking, And she hast- 
ed, and emptied her pitcher into the 
trough, and ran again unto the well 
to draw, and drew for all his camels. 
91 And the man looked stedfastly on her; 
holding his peace, to know whether the 
Lorp had made his journey prosperous 
220r not.

And 
Shechem the son of Hamor the Hivite, 
the prince of the land, saw her; and 
he took her, and lay with her, and 
3 humbled her. And his soul clave nnto 
Dinah the daughter of Jacob, and he 
loved the damsel, and spake ®kindly 
4unto the damsel. And Shechem spake 
unto his father Hamor, saying, Get 
5ime this damsel to wife. Now Jacob 
heard that he had defiled Dinah his 
daughter; and his sons were with his 
cattle in the field: and Jacob held his 
Gpeace until they came. And Hamor 
the father of Shechem went out unto 
7Jacob to commune with him. And 
the sons of Jacob came in from the 
field when they heard it: and the men 
were grieved, and they were very 
wroth, because he had wrought folly 
in Israel in lying with Jacob's daugh- 
ter; which thing ought not to be done. 
8And Hamor communed with them, 
saying, The soul of my son Shechem 
longeth for your daughter: I pray

11 you possessions therein. And Shechem 
said woto her father and unto her 
brethren, Let me find grace in your 
eyes, and what ye shall say nnto me 
12T will give. Ask me never so much 
dowry and gift, and I will give accord- 
ing as yeshallsay untome: but giveme 
13 the damsel to wife. And the sons of Ja- 
cob answered Shechem and Hamor his 
father with guile, and spake, because 
14 he had defiled Dinah their sister, and 
said unto them, We cannot do this 
thing, to give our sister to one that is 
uncirenmcised; for that were a reproach 
15unto us: only on this condition will 
we consent nuto you: if ye will be as 
we be, that every male of you be cir- 
16 cuicised; then will we give onr dangh- 
ters unto you, and we will take your 
danghters to us, and we will dwell with 
you, and we will become one people. 
17 But if ye will not hearken unto us, 
to be cirewmeised; then will we take 
our daughter, and we will be gone.

35 And God said unto Jacob, Arise, go up 
to Beth-el, and dwell there: and make 
there an altar unto God, who appeared

Then Jacob 
said unto his household, and to all that 
were with him, Put away the strange 
gods that are among you, and purify 
yourselves, and change your garments: 
3 and let us arise, and go up to Beth-el;

Esau 
took his wives of the daughters of 
Canaan; Adah the danghter of Elon 
the Hittite, and Oholibamah the 
daughter of Anah, the Idanghter of 
3 Zibeon the Hivite; and Basemath

31 And these are the kings that reign- 
ed in the land of Edom, before there

And Aaron took him Elisheba, 
the daughter of Amminadab, the sister 
of Nahshon, to wife; and she bare him 
Nadab and Abihu, Eleazar and Ithamar. 

24 And the sons of Korah; Assir, and 
Elkanah, and Abiasaph; these are the 

25 families of the Korahites. And Eleazar 
Aarou’s son took him one of the daugh- 
ters of Putiel to wife; and she bare him 
Phinehas. These are the heads of the 
fathers’ houses of the Levites according 

26 to their families. These are that Aaron

And he 
wrote upon the tables the words of the 
covenant, the ten !commandments. 

29 And it cane to pass, when Moses came 
down from mount Sinai with the two 
tables of the testimony in Moses’ hand, 
when he came down from the mount, 
that Moses wist not that the skin of his 
face 2shone by reason of his speali- 

30 ing with him. And when Aaron and all 
the children of Israel saw Moses, be- 
hold, the skin of his face shone; and 
they were afraid to come nigh him. 

31 And Moses called unto them; and 
Aaron and all the rulers of the con- 
gregation returned unto him: and 

32 Moses spake to them. And afterward 
all the children of Israel came nigh: 
and he gave them in commandment all 
that the Lorp had spoken with him 

33in mount Sinai. And when Moses had 
done speaking with them, he put a veil 

340n his face. But when Moses went in 
before the Lorp to speak with him, 
he took the veil off, until he came out; 
and he came out, and spake unto the 
ebildren of Israel that which he was 

35 commanded; and the children of Israel 
saw the face of Moses, that the skin of 
Moses’ face shone: and Moses put 
the veil upon his face again, until he 
went in to speak with him. 

35 And Moses assembled all the con- 
gregation of the children of Israel, 
and said unto them, These are the 
words which the Lorp hath ecom- 

2manded, that ye should do them. 4Six 
days shall work be done, but on the 
seventh day there shall be to you an 
holy day, a sabbath of solemn rest to 
the Lorp: whosoever doeth any work 

3therein shall be put to death. Ye 
shall kindle no fire throughout your 
habitations upon the sabbath day. 

4 And Moses spake unto all the eon- 
gregation of the children of Israel, 
saying, This is the thing which the 

5 Lorp commanded, saying, Take ye 
from among you an offermg unto 
the Lorp: whosoever is of a willing 
heart, let him bring it, the Lorp’s of- 

6 fering; gold, and silver, and brass; and 
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blue, and purple, and scarlet, and 
7 fine linen, and goats’ hair; and rams’ 
skins dyed red, and sealskins, and 
Sacacia wood; and oil for the light, and 
spices for the anointing oil, and for 
9the sweet incense; and onyx stones, 
and stones to be set, for the ephod, 
10 and for the breastplate. And let every 
wise hearted man among you come, 
and make all that the Lorp hath com- 
li manded; the tabernaele, its tent, and 
its covering, its clasps, and its boards, 
12 its bars, its pillars, and its sockets; the 
ark, and the staves thereof, the mercy- 
13 seat, and the veil of the screen; the 
table, and its staves, and all its ves- 
14sels, and the *shewbread; the ecandle- 
stick also for the light, and its ves- 
sels, and its lamps, and the oil for the 
15 light; and the altar of incense, and its 
staves, and the anointing oil, and the 
sweet incense, and the sereen for the 
door, at the door of the tabernacle; 
16the altar of burnt offering, with its 
grating of brass, its staves, and all its 
17 vessels, the laver and its base; the 
hangings of the eonrt, the pillars there- 
of, and their sockets, and the sereen

of the tabernacle, and the pins of the 
19court, and their eords; the ‘finely 
wrought garments, for ministering in 
the holy place, the holy garments for 
Aaron the priest, and the garments of 
his sens, to minister in the priest’s 
oftice. 
20 And all the congregation of the child- 
ren of Israel departed from the pre- 
21 sence of Moses. And they came, every 
one whose heart stirred him up, and 
every one whom his spirit made willmg, 
and brought the Lorp’s offering, for 
the work of the tent of meeting, and 
for all the service thereof, and for the 





'22 holy garments. And they came, both

men ard women, as many as were 
willing hearted, and brought brooches, 
and Searrings, and signet-rings, and 
Yarmlets, all jewels of gold; even every 
man that offered an offering of gold

The children of 
Israel brought a freewill offering unto 
the Lorp; every man and woman, 
whose heart made them willing to 
bring for all the work, which the Lorp 
had commanded to be made by the 
hand of Moses. 

30 1And Moses said unto the children 
of Israel, See, the Lorp hath called 
by name Bezalel the sen of Uri, the 

831son of Hur, of the tribe of Judah; and 
he hath filed him with the spirit 
of God, in wisdom, in understanding, 
and in knowledge, and in all manner 

32 of workmanship; and to devise cunning 
works, to work in gold, and in silver, 

33and iu brass, and in cutting of stones 
for setting, and in carving of wood, 
to work in all manner of cunning 

34 workmanship. And he hath put in 
his heart that he may teach, both he, 
and Oholiab, the son of Ahisamach, 

Them hath he 
filed with wisdom of heart, to work 
all manner of workmanship, of the 
2engraver, and of the cunning work- 
man, and of the embroiderer, in blue, 
and in purple, in scarlet, and in fine 
linen, and of the weaver, even of them 
that do any workinanship, and of those 

86 that devise cunning works. And 
Bezalel and Oholiab shall work, and 
every wise hearted man, in whom the 
Lorp hath put wisdom and under- 
standing to know how to work all the 
work for the service of the sanctuary, 
according to all that the Lorp hath 
commanded. 

2 And Moses called Bezalel and Oholi- 
ab, and every wise hearted man, in 
whose heart the Lorp had put wis- 
dom, even every one whose heart 
stirred bim up to come unto the 

3work to do it: and they received of 
Moses all the offering, which the 
children of Israel had brought for the 
work of the service of the sanctuary, 
to make it withal. And they brought 
yet unto him freewill offerings every 

4morning. And all the wise men, that 
wrought all the work of the sanctuary, 
came every man from his work which 
5they wrought; and they spake unto 
Moses, saying, The people bring much 
more than enough for the service of 
the work, which the Lorp commanded 
6to make. And Moses gave command- 
ment, and they caused it to be pro- 
claimed throughout the camp, saying, 
Let neither man nor woman make 
any more work for the offering of the 
sanctuary. So the people were re- 

7 strained from bringing. For the stuif 
they had was sufficient for all the 
work to make it, and teo much. 

8 %And every wise hearted man among 
them that wrought the work made the 
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tabernacle with ten curtains; of fine 
twined linen, and blue, and purple, 
and searlet, with cherubim the’ work 
of the eunning workman made he 
9them. The length of each curtain 
was eight and twenty cubits, and tlic 
breadth of each curtain four cubits: 
10 all the curtains had one measure. And 
he coupled five curtaius one to an- 
other: and the other five curtaims he 
11 coupled one to another. And he made 
loops of blue upon the edge of the 
one curtain #from the selvedge in the 
coupling: likewise he made in the 
edge of the curtain that was outmost 
12in the second ®coupling. Fifty loops 
made he in the one curtain, and fifty 
loops made he in the edge of the cur- 
tain that was in the second *coupling: 
the loops were opposite one to another. 
13 And he made fifty clasps of gold, and 
coupled the curtains one toanother with 
the clasps: so the tabernacle was onc. 
14. And he made curtains of goats’ hair 
for a tent over the tabernacle: eleven 
15 curtains he made them. The length of 
each curtain was thirty cubits, and four 
cubits the breadth of each curtain: the 
16 eleven curtains had one measure. And 
he coupled five curtains by themselves, 
17 and six curtains by themselves. And 
he made fifty loops on the edge of 
the curtain that was outmost in the 
Scoupling, and fifty loops made he 
upon the edge of the curtain which 
was outmost in the second 5coupling. 
18 And he made fifty clasps of brass to 
couple the tent together, that it might 
19be one. And he made a covering for 
the tent of rams’ skims dyed red, and 

a covering of 7sealskins above. 
20 8And he made the boards for the 
tabernacle of acacia wood, standing up. 
21 Ten cubits was the length of a board, 
and a eubit and a half the breadth 
22 of each board. Each board had two 
tenons, 2joined one to another: thus 
did he make for all the boards of the 
23 tabernacle. And he made the boards 
for the tabernacle; twenty boards for 
24the south side southward: and he 
made forty sockets of silver under the 
twenty boards; two sockets under one 
board for its two tenons, and two 
sockets under another beard for its 
25 two tenons. And for the second side 
of the tabernacle, on the north side, 
26he made twenty boards, and their 
forty sockets of silver; two sockets 
under one board, and two sockets 
27under another board. And for the 
hinder part of the tabernacle west- 
28 ward he made six boards. And two 
boards made he for the corners of 
29 the tabernacle in the hinder part. And 
they were double beneath, and in like 
manner they were entire unto the top 
thereof unto Mone ring: thus he did 
to both of them in the two corners. 
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30 And there were eight boards, and 
their sockets of silver, sixteen sockets; 
31 under every board two sockets. And 
he made bars of acacia wood; five 
for the boards of the one side of the 
32. tabernacle, and five bars for the boards 
of the other side of the tabemacle, 
aud five bars for the boards of the 
tabernacle for the hinder part west- 
33 ward. And he made the middle bar 
to pass through in the midst of the 
boards from the one end to the other. 


(54 And he overlaid the hoards with gold, 
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and made their rings of gold for 
places for the bars, and overlaid the 
bars with gold. 

35 1And he made the veil of blue, and 
purple, and scarlet, and fine twined 
lmen: with cherubim the work of the 

o6 cunning workman made he it. And 
he made thereunto four pillars of 
acacia, and overlaid them with gold: 
their hooks were of gold; and he cast 

37 for thein four sockets of silver. And 
he made a sereen for the door of the 
Tent, of blue, and purple, and scarlet, 
and fine twined linen, the work of the 

38 embroiderer; and the five pillars of 
it with their hooks: and he overlaid 
their chapiters and their fillets with 
gold: and their five soekets were of 
brass. 

37 2And Bezalel made the ark of 
acacia wood: two cubits and a half 
was the length of it, and a cubit and 
a half the breadth of it, and a cubit 

2and a half the height of it: and he 
overlaid it with pure gold within and 
without, aud made a ®crown of gold 
3to it round about. And he cast for it 
four rings of gold, in the four feet 
thereof; even two rings on the one 4 side 
of it, and two rings on the other ‘side 
4of it. And he made staves of acacia 
wood, and overlaid them with gold. 
5 And he put the staves into the rings 
on the sides of the ark, to bear the 
6Gark. And he made a >mercy-seat of 
pure gold: two cubits and a half was 
the length thereof, and a cubit and a 
7 half the breadth thereof. And he made 
two chernbna of gold; of Sbeaten work 
made he them, at the two ends of the 
8mercy-seat; one cherub at the one end, 
and one cherub at the other end: of 
one piece with the merey-seat made he 
the cherubim at the two ends thereof. 
And the chernbim spread out their 
wings on high, covering the mercy- 
seat with their wings, with their faces 
one toanother; toward the mercy-seat 
were the faces of the cherubim. 

10 7And he made the table of acacia 
wood: two enbits was the length there- 
of, and a cubit the breadth thereof, and 
a cubit and a half the height thereof: 

Iland he overlaid it with pure gold, and 
made thereto a crown of gold round 

{2about. And he made unto it a border 
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of an handbreadth round about, and 
made a golden crown to the border 
13 thereof round about. And he cast for 
it four rings of gold, and put the rings 
in the four corners that were on the 
14 four feet thereof. Close by the border 
were the rings, the places for the 
15 staves to bear the table. 
the staves of acacia wood, and over- 


laid them with gold, to bear the table. | 


16 And he made the vessels which were 
upon the table, the dishes thereof, and 
the spoons thereof, and the bowls 
thereof, and the flagons thereof, to 
pour out withal, of pure gold. 

8And he made the candlestick of 
pure gold: of beaten work made he 
the candlestick, even its base, and its 
shaft; its cups, its knops, and its 
flowers, were of one piece with it: 

18 and there were six branches gomg out 
of the sides thereof; three branches 
of the candlestick out of the one 
side thereof, and three branches of 
the candlestick out of the other side 

19 thereof: three cups made like almond- 
blossoms m one branch, a knop and 
a flower; and three cups made like 
almond-blossoms in the other branch, 
a knop and a flower: so for the six 
branches going out of the candlestick. 

20 And in the candlestick were four cups 
made like almond-blossoms, the knops 

21 thereof, aud the flowers thereof: and 
a knop under two branches of one 
piece with it, and a knop under two 
branches of one piece with it, and a 
knop under two branches of one piece 
with it, for the six branches going out 

22 of it. Their knops and their branches 
were of one piece with it: the whole 
of it was one beaten work of pure gold. 

23 And he made the lamps thereof, seven, 
and the tongs thereof, and the snuff- 

24dishes thereof, of pnre gold. Of a 
talent of pure gold made he it, and all 
the vessels thereof. 

25 9And he made the altar of incense of 
acacia wood: a cubit was the length 
thereof, and a cubit the breadth there- 
of, foursquare; and two cubits was the 
height thereof; the horns thereof were 

26 of one piece with it. And he overlaid 
it with pure gold, the top thereof, and 
the sides thereof round about, and the 
horns of it: and he made unto it a 

27 crown of gold round about. And he 
mnade for it two golden rings under the 
crown thereof, upon the two ribs there- 
of, upon the two sides of it, for places 

28 for staves to bear it withal. And he 
made the staves of acacia wood, and 

29 overlaid them with gold. l0And he 
made the holy anomting oil, and the 
pure incense of sweet spices, after the 
art of the perfumer. 

38 UAnd he made the altar of burnt 
offering of acacia wood: five eubits 
was the length thereof, and _ five 
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cubits the breadth thereof, foursquare ; 
aud three cubits the height thereof. 
2 And he made the horns thereof upon 
the four corners of it; the horns there- 
of were of one piece with it: and he 


3 overlaid it with brass. And he made 
nll the vessels of the altar, the pots, and 
the shovels, and the basous, the flesh- 
hooks, and the firepans: all the vessels 

4thereof made he of brass. And he 
niade for the altar a grating of network 
of brass, under the ledge round it 

5 beueath, reaching halfway up. And 
he east four rings for the four ends of 
the grating of brass, to be places for 

6the staves. Aud he made the staves of 
acacia wood, and overlaid them with 

7 brass. And he put the staves into 
the rings on the sides of the altar, to 
bear it withal; he made it hollow with 
planks. 

8 1And he made the laver of brass, and 
the base thereof of brass, of the mirrors 
of 2the $serving women which served 
at the door of the tent of meeting. 

9 4And he made the court: for the 
south side southward the hangings of 
the court were of fine twined linen, 

10an hundred cubits: their pillars were 
twenty, and their sockets tweuty, of 
brass; the hooks of the pillars and 
ll their fillets were of silver. And for 
the north side an hundred cubits, 
their pillars tweuty, and their sock- 
ets twenty, of brass; the hooks of 
the pillars and their fillets of silver. 
12 And for the west side were hangmgs 
of fifty cubits, their pillars ten, and 
their sockets ten; the hooks of the 
13 pillars and their fillets of silver. And 
for the east side eastward fifty cubits. 
14The hangings for the one side of the 
gate were fifteen cubits; their pillars 
15 three, and theix sockets three; and so 
for the other side: on this hand and 
that hand by the gate of the court 
were hangings of fifteen cubits; their 
pillars three, and their sockets three, 
16 All the hangings of the court round 
17 about were of fine twined linen. And 
the sockets for the pillars were of 
brass; the hooks of the pillars and 
their fillets of silver; and the over- 
laying of thei: chapiters of silver; 
and all the pillars of tlhe court were 
18 fileted with silver. And the screen 
for the gate of the court was the work 
of the embroiderer, of blue, and purple, 
and scarlet, and fine twined linen: 
and twenty cubits was the length, and 
the height in the breadth was five 
cubits, auswerable to the hangings of 
19 the court. And their pillars were tour, 
and their sockets four, of brass; their 
hooks of silver, and the overlaying 
of their chapiters and their fillets of 
26silver. And all the pins of the taber- 
nacle, and of the court round abeut, | 
were of brass. | 








21 This is the sum of the things for the | 
tabernacle, even the tabernacle of the 
testimony, as they were counted, ac- 
cording to the commandment of Moses, 
for the service of the Levites, by the 
hand of Ithamar, the son of Aaron the 

22 priest. And Bezalel the son of Uri, 
the son of Hur, of the tribe of Judah, 
made all that the Lorp commanded 

23 Moses. And with him was Oholiab, 
the son of Ahisamach, of the tribe of 
Dan, 5an engraver, and 2 cunning 
workiman, and an embroiderer in blue, 
and in purple, aud in scarlet, and fine 
linen. 

24 All the gold that was used for the 
work in all the work of the sanctuary, 
even the gold of the offering, was 
twenty and nine taleuts, and seven 
hundred and thirty shekels, after the 

25 shekel of the sanctuary. And the silver 
of them that were uumbered of the | 
congregation was an hundred talents, | | 
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and a thousand seven hundred and 
threescore aud fifteen shekels, after 

26 the shekel of the sanctuary: a beka | 
a head, that is, half a shekel, after the | 
shekel of the sanctuary, for every oue | 
that passed over to them that were | 
uumbered, from twenty years old and 
upward, for six hundred thousand and

27 fifty men. And the hundred talents of 
silver were for casting the sockets of | | 
the sanctuary, and the sockets of the | 
veil; an hundred sockets for the hun- | 
dred talents, a talent for a socket. 

28 And of the thousand seven hundred | 
seventy and five shekels he made hooks 
for the pillars, and overlaid their 
chapiters, and made fillets for them. 

29.And the brass of the offering was 
seveuty talents, and two thousaud and 

O0four hundred shekels. And therewith 
he made ithe sockets to the door of the 
tent of meeting, and the brasen altar, 
and the brasen grating for it, and all 

31 the vessels of the altar, aid the sockets | 
of the court round about, and the | 
sockets of the gate of the court, and 
all the pins of the tabernacle, and all 
the pins of the court round about. 

39 And of the blue, and purple, and 
searlet, they made finely wrought 
garments, for ministering in the holy 
place, and made the holy garments 
for Aaron; as the LorpD comumanded | 
Moses. 

2 6And he made the ephod of gold, 
blue, and purple, and scarlet, and fine 
3twined linen. And they did beat the 
gold into thin plates, and cut it into 
wires, to work it in the blue, and in 
the purple, and in the scarlet, and in 
the fine linen, the work of the cunning 
dworkman. They made shoulderpieces | 
for it, joined together: at the two 
5euds was it joined together. And the 
cunningly woven band. that was upon | 
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it, to gird it on withal, was of the 

same piece and like the work there- 

of; of gold, of blue, and purple, and 
scarlet, and fine twined linen; as the 
Lorp commanded Moses. 

6 And they wrought the onyx stones, 
inclosed in ouches of gold, graven 
with the engravings of a signet, ac- 
cording to the names of the children 

7of Israel. And he put them on the 
shoulderpieces of the ephod, to be 
stones of memorial for the children 
of Israel; as the Lorp commanded 
Moses. 

8 1And he made the breastplate, the 
work of the cunning workman, like 
the work of the ephod; of gold, of 
blue, and purple, and scarlet, and fine 

9twined linen. It was foursquare; they 
made the breastplate double: a span 
was the length thereof, and a span 

) 10 the breadth thereof, being double. And 

they set in it four rows of stones: a 
row of sardius, topaz, and carbuncle 
liwas the first row. And the second 
row, an emerald, a sapphire, and a 

12 diamond. And the third row, a jacinth, 

lgan agate, and an amethyst. And the 
fourth row, a beryl, an onyx, and a 
jasper: they were inclosed in ouches of 

14 gold in their settings. And the stones 

were according to the names of the 
children of Israel, twelve, according to 
their names; like the engravings of a 
signet, every one according to his 

15 name, for the twelve tribes. And they 
made upon the breastplate chains like 

cords, of wreathen work of pure gold. 

16 And they made two ouches of gold, 

and two gold rings; and put the two 
rings on the two ends of the breast- 

17 plate. And they put the two wreathen 

chains of gold on the two rings at the 

18 ends of the breastplate. And the other 

two ends of the two wreathen chains 
they put on the two ouches, and put 
them on the shoulderpieces of the 
19ephod, in the forepart thereof. And 
they made two rings of gold, and put 
them upon the two ends of the breast- 
plate, upon the edge thereof, which 
was toward the side of the ephod in- 
20 ward. And they made two rings of 
gold, and put them on the two shoul- 
derpieces of the ephod underneath, 
in the forepart thereof, close by the 
coupling thereof, above the cunningly 

21 woven band of the ephod. And they 

did bind the breastplate by the rings 
thereof unto the rings of the ephod 
with a lace of blue, that it might be 
upon the cwnningly woven band of the 
ephod, and that the breastplate might 
not be loosed from the ephod; as the 
Lorp commanded Moses. 

22 2And he made the robe of the ephod of 

23 woven work, all of blue; and the hole 

of the robe in the midst thereof, as the 

hole of a coat of mail, with a binding

And they made upon the 
skirts of the robe pomegranates of blue, 
and purple, and scarlet, and twined 

25linen. And they made bells of pure 
gold, and put the bells between the 
pomegranates upon the skirts of the

26 granates; a bell and a pomegranate, a 
bell and a pomegranate, upon the skirts 
of the robe round about, to minister in; 
as the Lorp commanded Moses. 

27 3 And they made the coats of fine linen 
of woven work for Aaron, and for his 

28 sons, and the 4mitre of fine linen, and 
the goodly headtires of fine linen, and 
the linen breeches of fine twined linen, 

29 and the girdle of fine twined linen, and 
blue, and purple, and scarlet, the work 
of the embroiderer; as the Lorp com- 
manded Moses. 

30 5And they made the plate of the 
holy crown of pure gold, and wrote 
upon it a writing, like the engravings 

31 of a signet, HOLY TO THE LoRD. And 
they tied unto it a lace of blue, to 
fasten it upon the 4mitre above; as 
the Lorp commanded Moses. 

32 Thus was finished all the work of 
the tabernacle of the tent of meeting: 
and the children of Israel did accord- 
ing to all that the Lorp commanded 
Moses, so did they. 

33 And they brought the tabernacle unto 
Moses, the Tent, and all its furniture, 
its clasps, its boards, its bars, and its 

34 pillars, and its sockets; and the cover- 
ing of rams’ skins dyed red, and the 
covering of ®sealskins, and the veil of 

35 the screen; the ark of the testimony, 
and the staves thereof, and the inercy- 

36 seat; the table, all the vessels thereof, 

37 and the shewbread; the pure candle- 

stick, the lamps thereof, even the lamps 


to be set in order, and all the vessels , 


38 thereof, and the oil for the light; and 
the golden altar, and the anointing oil, 
and the sweet incense, and the screen 

39 for the door of the Tent; the brasen 
altar, and its grating of brass, its 
staves, and all its vessels, the laver 

40 and its base; the hangings of the 
court, its pillars, and its sockets, and 


the sereen for the gate of the cout, | 
the cords thereof, and the pins thereof, | 
and all the instruments of the service | 
of the tabernacle, for the tent of meet- | 


4ling; the finely wrought garments for 
ministering in the holy place, and the 
holy garments for Aaron the priest, 


and the garments of his sons, to minis- | 
42 ter in the priest’s office. According to | 
all that the Lorp commanded Moses, | 
so the children of Israel did all the | 


43 work. And Moses saw all the work, 
and, behold, they had done it; as 
the Lorp had commanded, even so 


had they done it: and Moses blessed | 


them. 
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40 And the Lorn spake unto Moses, say- 
2ing, On the first day of the first month 
shalt thou rear up the tabernacle of the 
3tent of meeting. And thou shalt put 
therein the ark of the testimony, and 
thou shalt screen the ark with the veil. 

4 And thou shalt bring in the table, and 
sct in order the things that are upon 
it; and thou shalt bring in the candle- 
stick, and light the lamps thereof. 

5 And thou shalt set the golden altar 
for incense before the ark of the testi- 
mony, and put the screen of the door 
6to the tabernacle. And thou shalt set 
the altar of burnt offering before the 
door of the tabernacle of the tent of 
7meeting. And thou shalt set the laver 
between the tent of meeting and the 
altar, and shalt put water therein. 

8 And thou shalt set up the court round 
about, and hang up the screen of the 
9gate of the court. And thou shalt 
take the anointing oil, and anoint the 
tabernacle, and all that is therein, and 
shalt hallow it, and all the furniture 
10 thereof: and it shall be holy. And 
thou shalt anoint the altar of burnt 
offering, and all its vessels, and sanc- 
tify the altar: and the altar shall be 
11 most holy. And thou shalt anoint the 
12 laver and its base, and sanctify it. And 
thou shalt bring Aaron and his sons 
unto the door of the tent of meeting, 
13and shalt wash them with water. And 
thou shalt put upon Aaron the holy 
garments; and thou shalt anoint him, 
and sanctify him, that he may minister 
14 unto me in the priest’s office. And thou | 
shalt bring Ins sons, and put coats 
15upon them: and thou shalt anoint 
them, as thou didst anoint their father, 
that they may minister unto me in the 
priest’s office: and their anointing shall 
be to them for an everlasting priest- 
hood throughout their generations. 
16 Thus did Moses: according to all that 
the Lorp commanded him, so did he. 
17 And it came to pass in the first month | 
in the second year, on the first day of 
the month, that the tabernacle was 
18reared up. And Moses reared up the | 
tabernacle, and laid its sockets, and 
set up the boards thereof, and put in | 
the bars thereof, and reared up its| 
19 pillars. And he spread the tent over | 
the tabernacle, and put the covering 
of the tent above upon it; as the Lorp 
20 commanded Moses. And he took and 
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put the testimony into the ark, and 
set the staves on the ark, and put the 
21 nicrey-seat above upon the ark: and 
he brought the ark into the tabernacle, 
and set up the veil of the screen, and 
screened the ark of the testimony; as 
22 the Lorp commanded Moses. And he 
put the table in the tent of meeting, 
upon the side of the tabernacle north- 
23 ward, without the veil. And he set 
the bread in order upon it before 
the Lorp; as the Lorp commanded 
24 Moses. And he put the candlestick 
in the tent of meeting, over against 
the table, on the side of the taber- 
25 nacle southward. And he ! lighted the 
lamps before the Lorn; as the Lorp 
26 commanded Moses. And he put the 
golden altar in the tent of meeting 
27 before the veil: and he burnt thereon 
incense of sweet spices; as the Lorp 
28 commanded Moses. And he put the 
screen of the door to the tabernacle. 
29 And he set the altar of burnt offering 
at the door of the tabernacle of the 
tent of meeting, and offered upon it 
the burnt offering and the meal offer- 
ing; as the Lorp commanded Moses. 
30 And he set the laver between the tent 
of meeting and the altar, and put 
31 water therein, to wash withal. 2And 
Moses and Aaron and his sons washed 
their hands and their feet thereat; 
32 when they went into the tent of meet- 
ing, and when they came near unto the 
altar, they washed: as the Lorp com- 
33 manded Moses. And he reared up the 
court round about the tabernacle and 
the altar, and set up the screen of the 
gate of the court. So Moses fimshed 
the work. 
34 Then the cloud covered the tent of 
meeting, and the glory of the Lorp 
39 filled the tabernacle. And Moses was 
not able to enter into the tent of meet- 
ing, because the cloud abode thereon, 
and the glory of the Lorp filled the 
36 tabernacle. And when the cloud was 
taken up from over the tabernacle, 
the children of Israel went onward, 
37 throughout all their journeys: but if 
the cloud were not taken up, then 
they journeyed not till the day that it 
38 was taken up. For the cloud of the 
Lorp was upon the tabernacle by day, 
and there was fire therein by night, 
in the sight of all the house of Israel, 
throughout all their journeys.

10 And if his oblation be of the flock, of

3 swect savour unto the Lorp: and that 
which is left of the meal offering shall 
be Aaron’s and his sons’: it is a thing 
most holy of the offerings of the Lorp 
made by tire. 

4 And when thou offerest an oblation 
of a meal offering baken in the oven, 
it shall be unleavened cakes of fine 
flour mingled with oil, or unleavened 

5 wafers anointed with oil. And if thy 
oblation be a ineal offering of the 
baking pan, it shall be of fine flour 

Gunleavened, mingled with oil. Thou | 
shalt part it in pieces, and ponr oil 

7 thereon: it is a meal offering. And if 
thy oblation be a meal offering of the 
frying pan, it shall be made of fine 

Sflour with oil, And thou shalt bring | 
the meal offering that is made of these 
things unto the Lorp: and it shall be 
presented unto the priest, and he shall | 

9 bring it unto the altar. And the priest 
shall take up from the meal offering 
the memorial thereof, and shall burn | 
it upon the altar: an offering made 
by tire, of a sweet savour unto the | 

And that which is left of the | 
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meal offering shall be Aaron’s and his 
sons’: it ig a thing most holy of the 
offerings of the Lorp made by fire. 

11 No meal offering, which ye shall offer 
unto the Lorp, shall be made with 
leaven: for ye shall burn no leaven, 
nor any honey, as an offering made 

12 by fire unto the Lorp. As an obla- 
tion of firstfruits ye shall offer thein 
unto the Lorn: but they shall not come 
up for a sweet savour on the altar. 

18 And every oblation of thy meal offermg 
shalt thou season with salt; neither 
shalt thou suffer the salt of the coven- 
ant of thy God to be lacking from thy 
meal offering: with all thine oblations 
thou shalt otfer salt. 

14 And if thou offer a meal offering of 
firstfruits unto the Lorp, thou shalt 
offer for the meal offering of thy first- 
fruits corn in the ear parched with 

15 fire, bruised corn of the fresh ear. And 
thou shalt put oil upon it, and lay 
frankincense thereon: it is a meal of- 

16fering. And the priest shall burn the 
memorial of it, part of the bruised 
corn thereof, and part of the oil there- 
of, with all the frankineense thereof: 
it is an offering made by fire mto the 
Lorp. 

8 And if his oblation be a sacrifice 
of 1peace offerings; if he offer of the 
herd, whether male or female, he shall 
offer it without blemish before the 

2Lorp. And be shall lay his hand 
upon the head of his oblation, and 
kill it at the door of the tent of meet- 
ing: and Aaron’s sons the priests shall 
sprinkle the blood upon the altar 

8round about. And he shall offer of the 
sacrifice of peace offerings an offering 
made by fire unto the Lorn; the fat 
that eovereth the inwards, and all the 
4fat that is upon the inwards, and the 
two kidneys, and the fat that is on 
them, which is by the loins, and the 
caul upon the liver, 2with the kidneys, 

5 shall he take away. And Aaron’s sons 
shall burn it on the altar upon the 
burnt offering, which is upon the wood 
that is on the fire: it is an offering 
made by fire, of a sweet savour unto 
the Lorp. 

6 And if his oblation for a saeriice 
of peace offerings unto the Lorp be 
of the flock; male or female, he shall 

7 offer it without blemish. Ii he offer 
a lamb for his oblation, then shall 

She offer it before the Lorp: and he 
shall lay his hand upon the head of 
his oblation, and kill it before the 
tent of meeting: and Aaron’s sons 
shall sprinkle the blood thereof unon 

9the altar round about. And he shall 
offer of the sacrifice of peace offer- 
ings an offering made by fire unto the 
Lorp; the fat thereof, the fat tail en- 
tire, he shall take it away hard by tne 
backbone; and the fat that covereth 





the inwards, and all the fat that is 
10upon the inwards, and the two kid- 
neys, and the fat that is wpon them, 
whieh is by the loins, and the caul 
upon the liver, ? with the kidneys, shall 
llbe take away. And the priest shall 
burn it upon the altar: it is the 4food 
of the offering made by five unto the 
Lorp. 
12 And if his oblation he a goat, then 
13 he shall offer it before the Lorn: and 
he shall lay his hand upon the head 
of it, and kill it before the tent of 
meeting: and the sons of Aaron shall 
sprinkle the blood thereof upon the 
Id4altar round about. And he shall offer 
thereof his oblation, even an offermg 
made by fire unto the Lorn; the fat 
that eovereth the nwards, and all the 
15fat that is upon the inwards, and the 
two kidneys, and the fat that is upon 
them, whieh is by the loins, and the 
caul upon the liver, * with the kidneys, 
16shall he take away. And the priest 
shall burn them upon the altar: it is 
the food of the offering made by fire, 
for a sweet savour: all the fat is the 
17 Lorp's. It shall be a perpetual stat- 
ute throughout your generations in 
all your dwellings, that ye shall eat 
neither fat nor blood. 


4 And the Lonp spake unto Moses, 


2saying, Speak unto the children of 
Israel. saying, If any one shall sin 
Sunwittingly, in any of the things 
which the Lorp hath eommanded not 
to be done, and shall do any one of 
8them: if the anointed priest shall sin 
so as to bring guilt on the people; 
then let him offer for his sin, which 
he hath sinned, a young bullock with- 
out blemish unto the Lonrp for a sin 
4offering. And he shall bring the 
bullock unto the door of the tent of 
meeting before the Lorp; and he 
shall lay his hand upon the head of 
the bullock, and kill the bullock before 
5the Lorp. And the anoimted priest 
shall take of the blood of the bullock, 
and bring it to the tent of meeting: 
Gand the priest shall dip his finger in 
the blood, and sprinkle of the blood 
seven times before the Lorp, before 
7the veil of the sanetuary. And the 
priest shall put of the blood upon the 
horns of the altar of sweet incense 
before the Lorp, which is in the tent 
of meeting; and all the blood of the 
bulloek shall he pour out at the base of 
the altar of burnt offering, which is at 
§ the door of the tent of meeting. And all 
the fat of the bullock of the sin offering 
he shall take off from it; the fat that 
eovereth the inwards, and all the fat

10he take away, as it is taken off from | 
the ox of the sacrifice of peace offer- 
ings: and the priest shall burn them 

11 npon the altar of burnt offermg. And 
the skin of the bullock, and all its 
flesh, with its head, and with its legs, 

12and its inwards, and its dung, even 
the whole bullock shall he carry forth 
without the camp unto a clean place, 
where the ashes are poured out, and 
burn it on wood with fire: where 
the ashes are poured ont shall it be 
burnt. 

13 And if the whole congregation of 
Israel shall err, and the thing be hid 
from the eyes of the assembly, and 
they have done any of the things 
which the Lorp hath commanded not 

14to be done, and are guilty; when 
the sin wherein they have sumed is 
known, then the assembly shall offer 
a young bullock for a sin offering, 
‘and bring it before the tent of meet- 

15ing. And the elders of the congrega- 
tion shall lay their hands upon the 
head of the bullock before the Lorp: 
and the bullock shall be killed before 
16the Lorp. And the anointed priest 
shall bring of the blood of the bullock 

17 to the tent of meeting: and the priest 
shall dip his finger in the blood, and 
sprinkle it seven times before the Lorn, 

18 before the veil. And he shall put of 
the blood upon the horns of the altar 
which is before the Lorp, that is in 
the tent of meeting, and all the blood 
shall he pour out at the base of the 
altar of burnt offering, which is at the

the fat thereof shall he take off from 

20it, and burn it upon the altar. Thus 
shall he do with the bullock; as he 
did with the bullock of the sin offer- 
mg, so shall he do with this: and the 
priest shall make atonement for them, 

2land they shall be forgiven. And he 
shall carry forth the bullock without 
the camp, and burn it as he burned 
the first bullock: it is the sin offermg 
for the assembly. 

22 When a ruler sinneth, and doeth un- 
Wittingly any one of all the things which 


the Lorp his God hath commanded not | 
23to be done, and is guilty; if his sin, | 


wherein he hath sinned, be made known 
to him, he shall bring for his oblation 
24a goat, a male without blemish; and he 
shall lay his hand upon the head of the 
goat, and kill it in the place where they 
kill the burnt offering before the Lorp: 
25it is a sin offering. And the priest 
shall take of the blood of the sin of- 
fering with his finger, and put it upon 
the horns of the altar of burnt offer- 
ing, and the blood thereof shall he 
pour out at the base of the altar of 
26 burnt offering. And all the fat thereof 
Shall he burn upon the altar, as the 
fat of the sacrifice of peace offerings:

and the priest shall make atonement 
for him as concerning his sin, and he 
shall be forgiven. 

27 And if any one of the !common 
people sin unwittingly, in domg any 
of the things which the Lorp hath 
commanded not to be done, and be

be made known to him, then he shall 
bring for his oblation a goat, a female 
without blemish, for his sim which he 

29hath sinned. And he shall lay his 
hand upon the head of the sin offering, 
and kill the sin offering in the place 

30 of burnt offering. And the priest shall 
take of the blood thereof with his finger, 
and put it upon the horus of the altar 
of burnt offermg, and all the blood 
thereof shall he pour out at the base 

31 of the altar. And all the fat thereof 
shall he take away, as the fat is taken 
away from off the sacrifice of peace 
offerings; and the priest shall burn it 
upon the altar for a sweet savour unto 
the Lorp; and the priest shall make 
atonement for him, and he shall be 
forgiven. 

32 And if he bring a lamb as his oblation 
for a sin offermg, he shall bring it a 

33 female without blemish. And he shall 
lay his hand upon the head of the sin 
offering, and kill it for a sin offer- 
ing in the place where they kill the 

34 burnt offermg. And the priest shall 
take of the blood of the sin offering 
with his finger, and put it upon the 
horns of the altar of burnt offering, 
and all the blood thereof shall he pour 

350ut at the base of the altar: and all 
the fat thereof shall he take away, as 
the fat of the lamb is taken away from 
the sacrifice of peace offerings; and 
the priest shall bun them on the 
altar, 2upon the offerings of the Lorp 
made by fire: and the priest shall make 
atonement for him as touching his sin 
that he hath sinned, and he shall be 
forgiven. 

5 And if any one sin, im that he heareth 
the voice of adjuration, he being a 
witness, whether he hath seen or 
known, if he do not utter zt, then he 

2shall bear his iniquity: or if any one 
touch any unclean thing, whether it 
be the carease of an unclean beast, 
or the ecarease of unclean eattle, or 
the carcase of unclean creeping things, 
and it be hidden from him, and he be 
3 unclean, then he shall be guilty: or if 
he touch the uneleanness of man, what- 
soever his uncleanness be wherewith 
he is unclean, and it be hid from him; 
when he knoweth of it, then he shall 
4be guilty: or if any one swear rashly 
with his lips to do evil, or to do good, 
whatsoever it be that a man shall utter 
rashly with an oath, and it be hid 
from him; when he knoweth of it, then 
he shall be guilty in one of these things: 
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5 and it shall be, when he shall be guilty 

i one of these things, that he shall

6and he shall bring this guilt offering 
nnto the Lorp for his sin which he 
hath siimed, a female from the flock, a 
lamb or a goat, for a sin offering; and 
the priest shall make atonement for 

7 him as concerning his sin. And if his 
means suffice not for a lamb, then 
he shall bring this guilt offering for 
that wherein he hath sinned, two 
turtledoves, or two young pigeons, un- 
to the Lorn; one for a sin offering, and 

8 the other for a burnt offering. And he 
shall bring them unto the priest, who 
shall offer that which is for the sin 
offermg first, and wring off its head 
from its neck, but shall not divide it 

Jasunder: and he shall sprinkle of the 
blood of the sin offering upon the side 
of the altar; and the rest of the blood 
shall be drained out at the base of 

10the altar: it is a sin offering. And 
he shall 2offer the second for a burnt 
offering, according to the ordinance: 
and the priest shall make atonement 
for him as concerning his sin which 
he hath sinned, and he shall be for- 
given. 

11 But if his means suffice not for two 
turtledoves, or two young pigeons, then 
he shall bring his oblation for that 
wherein he hath sinned, the tenth part 
of an ephah of fine flour for a sin offer- 
ing; he shall put no oil upon it, neither 
shall he put any frankincense thereon: 

12 for it is a sin offering. And he shall 
bring it to the priest, and the priest 
shall take his handful of it as the 
memorial thereof, and burn it on the 
altar, upon the offerings of the Lorp 

13 made by fire: it is a sin offering. And 
the priest shall make atonement for 
him as touching his sin that he hath 
sinned in any of these things, and he 












18 bear his iniquity. And he shall bring 
a vam without blemish out of the flock, 
according to thy estimation, for a guilt 
offering, unto the priest: and the priest 
shall make atonement for him con- 
cerning the thing wherein he erred 
unwittingly and knew it uot, and he 
19 shall be forgiven. It is a guilt offer- 
ing: he is certainly guilty before the 
Lorp.

of deposit, or of 5bargain, or of rob- 
bery, or have oppressed his neighbour ; 
3or have found that which was lost, 
and deal falsely therein, and swear 
to a lie; in any of all these that a 
4man doeth, sinning therein: then it 
shall be, if he hath simned, and is 
guilty, that he shall restore that which 
he took by robbery, or the thing 
which he hath gotten by oppression, 
or the deposit which was committed 
to him, or the lost thing which he 
dfound, or any thing about which he 
hath sworn falsely; he shall even re- 
store it in full, and shall add the 
fifth part more thereto: unto him to 
whom it appertaineth shall he give it, 
in the day of his being found guilty.

And the fire upon the altar 
shall be kept burning thereon, it shall 
not go out; and the priest shall burn 
wood on it every morning: and he 
shall lay the burnt offering in order 
upon it, and shall burn thereon the 
13 fat of the peace offerings.

16 And that which is left thereof shall 

Aaron and his sons eat: it shall be 
eaten without leaven in a holy place;

It shall not be 
baken with leaven. I have given it 
as their portion of my offerings made 
by fire; it is most holy, as the sin of- 

iSfering, and as the guilt offering. Every 
male among the children of Aaron shall 
eat of it, as a due for ever throughout 
your generations, from the offerings 
of the Lorp made by fire: whosoever 
toucheth them shall be holy. 

19 And the Lorp spake unto Mieses, 

20saying, This is the oblation of Aaron 
_ and of his sons, which they shall offer 
, unto the Lorp in the day when he 
| is anointed; the tenth part of an 
| ephah of fine flour for a meal offernig 

perpetually, half of it in the morning, 
2land half thereof in the evening. On 
a lbaking pan it shall be made with 
oil; when it is soaked, thou shalt bring 
it in: in *baken pieces shalt thou 
offer the meal offering for a sweet sa- 
22 vour unto the Lorp. And the anoint- 
ed priest that shall be in his stead 
from among his sons shall offer it: by 
a statute for ever it shall be wholly 

23 burnt unto the Lorp. And every meal 
offering of the priest shall be wholly 
burnt: it shall not be eaten. 

24 And the Lorp spake unto Moses, say- 
ing, Speak unto Aaron and to his sons, 
| saying, This is the law of the sin oifer- 

ing: in the place where the burnt offer- 
| ing is killed shall the sin offering be 
killed before the Lorp: it is most holy.

11 And this is the law of the sacrifice of 
peace offerings, which one shall offer 
i2unto the Lorp. If he offer it for a 
thanksgiving, then he shall offer with 
the sacrifice of thanksgiving unleaven- 
ed cakes mingled with oil, and un- 
leavened wafers anointed with oil, and 
eakes mingled with oil, of fine flour 
1Ssoaked. With cakes of leavened bread 
he shall offer his oblation with the sacri- 
fice of his peace offerings for thanks- 
14 giving. And of it he shall offer one out 
of each oblation for an heave offering 
unto the Lorp; it shall be the priest’s 
that sprinkleth the blood of the peace 
15 offerings. And the flesh of the saecri- 
fice of his peace offerings for thanks- 
giving shall be eaten on the day of his 
oblation; he shall not leave any of it

ings, that pertain unto the Lorn, 
having his uneleanness upon him, 
that soul shall be cut off from his 
21 people. And when any one shall touch 
any unelean thing, the uncleanness 
of man, or an unclean beast, or any 
nuelean abomination, and eat of tlic 
flesh of the sacrifice of peace offermgs, 
which pertain unto the Lorp, that soul 
shall be cut off from his people. 
22 And the Lorp spake unto Moses, 
23saying, Speak unto the children of 
Israel, saying, Ye shall eat no fat, of 
24 0x, or sheep, or goat. And the fat of 
that which dieth of itself, and the fat 
of that which is torn of beasts, may be 
nsed fer any other service: but ye shall 
25in no wise eat of it. For whosoever 
eateth the fat of the beast, of which 
men offer an offering made by fire 
unto the Lorp, even the soul that eat- 
eth it shall be ent off from his people. 
26 And ye shall eat no manner of blood, 
whether it be of fowl or of beast, m 
27 any of your dwellings. Whosoever it 
be that eateth any blood, that soul 
shall be cut off from his people. 
28 And the Lorp spake unto Moses, s2y- 
29 ing, Speak unto the children of Israel, 
saying, He that offereth the sacrifice of 
his peace offerings unto the Lorp shall 
bring his oblation unto the Lorp out 
of the sacrifice of his peace offerings: 
30 his own hands shall bring the offerings 
of the Lorp made by fire; the fat with 
the breast shall he bring, that the 
breast may be waved for a wave offer- 
3ling before the Lorp. And the priest 
shall burn the fat upon the altar: but 
the breast shall be Aaron’s and his 
82sons’. And the right }thigh shall ye 
give unto the priest for an heave offer- 
ing out of the sacrifices of your peace 
33 offerings. He among the sons of Aaron, 
that oifereth the blood of the peace 
offerings, and the fat, shall have the 
34right thigh for a portion. For the 
wave breast and the heave ) thigh 
have I taken of the children of Israel 
out of the sacrifices of their peace offer- 
ings, and have given them nnto Aaron 
the priest and unto his sons as a due 
for ever from the children of Israel. 
35 This is the 2anointing-portion of 
Aaron, and the anointing-portion of his 
sons, out of the offerings of the Lorp 
made by fire, in the day when he pre- 
sented them to minister unto the Lorn 
36 in the priest's office; which the Lorp 
commanded to be given them of the 
children of Israel, in the day that he 
anointed them. It is a due for ever 
37 throughout their generations. This is 
the law of the burnt offering, of the 
meal offering, and of the sin offering, 
and of the guilt offering, and of the 
consecration, and of the sacrifice of 
38 peace offerings; which the Lorp com- 
manded Moses in mount Sinai, in the 
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day that he commanded the children of 
Israel to offer their oblations nuto the 
Lorp, in the wilderness of Sinai.

And Aaron and his sons did 
all the things which the Lorp com- 
manded by the hand of Moses. 
9 And it came to pass on the eighth day, 
that Moses called Aaron and his sons, 
2and the elders of Israel; and he said 
nuto Aaron, Take thee a bull calf for 
a sin offering, and a ram for a burnt 
offering, without blemish, and offer 
3them before the Lorp. And unto the 
children of Israel thou shalt speak,

17 that were Icft, saying, Wherefore have 
ye not eaten the sin offermg in the 
place of the sanctuary, seeing it is 
most holy, and he hath given it you 
4to bear the miquity of the congrega- 
tion, to make atonement for them be-

it was not breught into the sanctuary 
within: ye should certainly have eaten 
it in the sanctuary, as [ commanded. 


/19 And Aaren spake unto Meses, Behold, 


this day have they offered their sin 
offering and theiy burnt effering before 
the Lorp; and there have befallen me 
such things as these: and if I had eaten 
the sin offering to-day, would it have 
been well-pleasing in the sight of the 

20Lorp? And when Moses heard that, 
it was well-pleasing in his sight. 


11 And the Lorp spake unto Moses and 
2te Aaron, saying unto them, Speak 
unte the children of Israel, saying, 
These are the livimg things which ye 
shall eat among all the beasts that are 
3onthe earth. Whatseever parteth the 
hoof, and is clovenfooted, and 5cheweth 
the cud, ameng the beasts, that shall 
4ye eat.

10in the rivers, them shall ye eat. And 
all that have not fins and scales in 
the seas, and in the rivers, of all that 
move in the waters, and of all the 
living creatures that are in the waters, 
they are an abomination unto you, 

Jland they shall be an abomination unto 
you; ye shall not eat of their fiesh, 
and their carecases ye shall have in 

12abomination. Whatsoever hath no fins 
nor scales in the waters, that is an 
abomination mito you. 

13 And these ye shall have in abomina- 
tion among the fowls; they shall not 
be eaten, they are an abomination : 
the 2eacle, and the gier eagle, and the 

14 ospray ; and the kite, and the faleon 

liafter its kind; every raven after its 

16kind; and the ostrich, and the @night 
hawk, and the seamew, and the hawk 

17 after its kind; and the little owl, and 

18 the cormorant, and the great owl; and 
the horned owl, and the pelican, and 

19 the vulture; and the stork, the 5heron 
aiter its kind, and the hoopoe, and the 
bat. 

20 All winged creeping things that go 
upon all fom are an abomination 

2lunto you. Yet these may ve eat of all 
winged creeping things that go upon 
all four, which have legs above their 
feet, to leap withal upon the earth; 

22 even these of them ye may eat; the 
Slocust after its kind, and the éhald 
locust after its kind, and the S cricket 
after its kind, and the ®grasshopper 

23 after its kind. But all winged creep- 
ing things, which have four feet, are 
an abomination unto you. 

24 And by these ye shall become mn- 
clean: whosoever toucheth the carease 
of them shall be unelean until the 

25even: and whosoever beareth aught of 
the earease of them shall wash his 
clothes, and be unclean until the even. 

26 iivery beast which parteth the hoof, 
and is not clovenfooted, nor cheweth 
the cud, is unelean unto you: every 


hut parteth not the hoof, she is un- 
7eclean unto you. And the swine, be- 


one that toucheth them shall be un- | 


27 cleau. And whatsoever goeth upon its 
paws, among all beasts that go on all 
four, they are unclean unto you: who- 
so toucheth their carcase shall be un- 

28 clean until the even. And he that 

beareth the carcase of them shall wash 
his clothes, and be unelean until the 
even: they are unclean unto you. 

29 And these are they which are unclean

All food there- 
in Which may be eaten, that on which 
water cometh, shall be unclean: and 
all drink that may be drunk in every 

35 such vessel shall be unclean. And 
every thing wherenpon any part of 
their carcase falleth shall be unclean; 
whether oven, or 8range for pots, it 
shall be broken in pieces : they are un- 
clean, and shall be unclean unto you. 

36 Nevertheless a fountain or a 9%pit 
wherein is a gathering of water shall 
be clean: but that which toucheth 

37 their carcase shall be unclean. And if 
aught of their carcase fall upon any 
sowing seed which is to be sown, it is 

38clean. But if water be put upon the 
seed, and aught of their carecase fall 
thereon, it is unclean unto you. 

39 And if any beast, of which ye may 
eat, die; he that toucheth the carease 
thereof shall be unclean until the even. 

40 And he that eateth of the carease of 
it shall wash his clothes, and be un- 
clean until the even: he also that bear- 
eth the carcase of it shall wash his 
clothes, and be unclean until the even. 

41 And every creeping thing that creep- 
eth upon the earth is an abomination; 

42it shall not be eaten. Whatsoever 
goeth upon the belly, and whatsoever 
goeth upon all four, or whatsoever 
hath many feet, even all creeping 
things that creep upon the earth, 
them ye shall not eat; for they are an

13 and he shall put the incense upon the 
fire before the Lorn, that the cloud of 
the incense may cover the mercy-seat 
that is upon the testimony, that he 
14 die not: and he shall take of the blood 
of the bullock, and sprinkle it with 
his finger upon the mercey-seat on the 
east; and before the mercy-seat shall 
he sprinkle of the blood with his 
15 finger seven times.

29 And it shall be a statute for ever unto 
you: in the seventh month, on the

30that sojourneth among you: for on 
this day shall atonement be made for 
you, to cleanse you; from all your 
sins shall ye be clean before the Lorp. 

S51 It is a sabbath of solemn rest unto

not come nigh to offer the bread of his 
22God. He shall eat the bread of his 
God, both of the most holy, and of the 
23holy. Only he shall not go in unto 
the veil, nor eome nigh unto the altar, 
because he hath a blemish; that he 
profane not my sanctuaries: for Lam 
94the Lorp which sanctify them. So 
Moses spake unto Aaron, and to his 
sons, aud unto all the ehildren of 
Israel. 
22 And the Lorp spake unto Moses, 
2 saying, Speak unto Aaron and to his 
sons, that they separate themselves 
from the holy things of the children of 
Israel, which they hallow unto me, 
alid that they profane not my holy 
38name: Tamthe Lorp. Say unto them, 
Whosoever he be of all your seed 
throughout your generations, that ap- 
proacheth unto the holy things, which 
the children of Tsracl hallow unto the 
Lorp, having his nnecleanness upon 
him, that soul shall be cut off from 
4hefore me: I am the Lorp. What 
man soever of the seed of Aaron is 
a leper, or hath an issue; he shall 
not eai of the holy things, until he 
be clean. And whoso toucheth Sany 
thing that is wnclean by the dead, or 
a man whose seed goeth from hin; 
5or whosoever toucheth any creepmg 
thing, whereby he may be made un- 
clean, or a man of whom he may 


take uncleanness, whatsoever unclean- | 


6ness he hath; the soul which touch- 
eth any such shall be unclean until 
the even, and shall not eat of the holy 
things, unless he bathe his flesh m 
T water. And when the sun is down, 
he shall be clean; and afterward he 
shall eat of the holy things, because 
Sit is his bread. That which dieth of 
itself, or is torm of beasts, he shall not 
eat to defile himself therewith: I am 
9the Lorp. They shall therefore keep 
my charge, lest they bear sin for it, 
and die therein, if they profane it: I 
am the Lorp whieh sanctify them. 
10 There shall no stranger eat of the 
holy thing: a sojourner of the priest's, 
or an hired servant, shall not eat of 
lithe holy thing. But if a priest buy 
any soul, the purchase of his money, 
he shall eat of it; and sneh as are born 
in his house, they shall eat of his bread.

Either 
a bullock or a lamb that hath any 
thing superfluous or lacking in his 
parts, that mayest thou offer for a 
freewill offering; but for a vow it 
24shall not be accepted. That which 
hath its stones bruised, or crushed, 
or broken, or cut, ye shall not offer 
unto the Lorp; neither shall ye °do 
25 thus in your land. Neither from the 
hand of a foreigner shall ye offer the 
bread of your God of any of these;

96 And the Lorp spake unto Moses, 
27 saying, When a bullock, or a sheep, or 
a goat, is brought forth, then it shall 
be seven days under the dam; and 
from the eighth day and thenceforth 
it shall be accepted for the oblation 
of an offering made by fire mito the 
28 Lorp.

And the 
sabbath of the land shall be for food 
for you; for thee, and for thy servant 
and for thy maid, and for thy hired 
servant and for thy stranger that so-

and for the beasts that are in thy 
land, shall all the increase thereof be 
for food. 

8 And thou shalt number seven sab- 
baths of years unto thee, seven times 
seven years; and there shall be unto 
thee the days of seven sabbaths of 
years, even forty and nine years. 

9 Then shalt thou send abroad the loud 
trumpet on the tenth day of the 
seventh month; in the day of atone- 
ment shall ye send abroad the trumpet 

10 throughout all your land. And ye 
shall hallow the fiftieth year, and pro- 
claim liberty throughout the land unto 
all the inhabitants thereof: it shall be 
a jubile unto you; and ye shall return 
every man unto his possession, and ye 
shall return every man unto his family. 

11A jubile shall that fiftieth year be 
unto you: ye shall not sow, neither 
reap that which groweth of itself in 
it, nor gather the grapes in it of the 

12 undressed vines. For it is a jubile ; it 
shall be holy unto you: ye shall eat 
the increase thereof out of the field. 

13In this year of jubile ye shall return 
lfevery man unto his possession. And 
if thou sell aught unto thy neighbour, 
or buy of thy neignbour’s hand, ye 

15 shall not wrong one another: accord- 
ing to the number of years after the 
jubile thou shalt buy of thy neigh- 
bour, and according unto the number 
of years of the crops he shall sell unto 

16thee. According to the multitude of 
the years thou shalt increase the price 
thereof, and according to the fewness 
of the years thou shalt diminish the 
price of it; for the number of the 
17crops doth he sell unto thee. And 
ye shall not wrong one another; but 
thou shalt fear thy God: for I am 
18the Lorp your God. Wherefore ye 
shall do my statutes, and keep my 
judgements and do them; and ye shall 

19 dwell in the land in safety. And the 

land shall yield her fruit, and ye shall 
eat your fill, and dwell therein in 
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20 safety. And if ye shall say, What shall 
we eat the seventh year? behold, we 
shall not sow, nor gather in our in- 

21 crease: then I will command my bless- 
ing upon you in the sixth year, and it 
shall bring forth fruit for the three 

\22years. And ye shall sow the eighth 
year, and eat of the fruits, the old 
store; until the ninth year, until her 
fruits come in, ye shall eat the old 

23 store. And the land shall not be sold 

, in perpetuity; for the land is mine: 
for ye are strangers and sojourners 

24 with me. And in all the land of your 
possession ye shall grant a redemption 
for the land. 

25 If thy brother be waxen poor, and 
sell some of his possession, then shall 
his kinsman that is next unto him 
come, and shall redeem that which his 

26 brother hath sold. And if a man have 
no one to redeem it, and he be waxen 
rich and find sufficient to redeem it; 

27 then let him count the years of the 
sale thereof, and restore the overplus 
unto the man to whom he sold it; and 
he shall return unto his possession. 

283 But if he be not able to get it back 
for himself, then that which he hath 
sold shall remain in the hand of him 
that hath bought it until the year of 
jubile: and in the jubile it shall go 
out, aud he shall return unto his pos- 
session. 

29 And if a man sell a dwelling house in 
a walled city, then he may redeem it 
within a whole year after it is sold; 
for a full year shall he have the right 

30 of redemption. And if it be not re- 
deemed within the space of a full year, 
then the house that is in the walled 
city shall be made sure in perpetuity 
to him that bought it, throughout his 
generations: it shall not go out in the 

S1jubile. But the houses of the villages 
which have no wall round about them 
shall be reckoned with the fields of 
the country: they may be redeemed, 
and they shall go out in the jubile.

6 And I will give peace in the land, and 
ye shall lie down, and none shall make 
you afraid: and I will cause evil 
beasts to cease out of the land, neither 
shall the sword go through your land. 

7 Aud ye shall chase your enemies, and 
they shall fall before you by the sword. 
8 And five of you shall chase an hundred, 
and an hundred of you shall chase ten 
thousand: and your enemies shall fall 
9before you by the sword. And I will 
have respect unto you, and make you 
fruitful, and multiply you; aud will 

10 establish my covenant with you. And 

ye shall eat old store long kept, and

4Or, ye shall bring forth the old *because of 
fram, |ilthenew. And I will set my tabernacle 


among you: and my soul shall not 

abhor you. And I will walk among 
you, and will be your God, and ye 

13shall be my people. I am the Lorp 
your God, which brought you forth 
out of the laud of Egypt, that ye 
should not be their bondmen; and I 
have broken the bars of your yoke, 
and made you go upright. 


14 Butifye willnot hearken unto me, and 
will not do all these commandments; 
15 and if yeshall reject my statutes, and if 
your soul abhor my judgements, so that 
ye will not do all my commandments, 
16 but break my covenant; I also will do 
this unto you; I will appoint terror 
over you, even consumption and fever, 
that shall consume the eyes, and make 
the soul to pine away: and ye shall sow 
your seed in vain, for your enemies 
17 shall eat it. And I will set my face 
agaist you, and ye shall be smitten 
before your enemies: they thai hate 
you shall rule over you; and ye shall 
18tiee when none pursueth you. And if 
ye will not yet for these things heark- 
en unto me, then I will chastise you 
19seven times more for your sins. And 
I will break the pride of your power; 
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and I will make your heaven as 
20iron, and your earth as brass: and 
your strength shall be spent in vain: 
for your land shall not yield her in- 
crease, neither shall the trees of the 
21 land yield their fruit. And if ye walk 
contrary unto me, and will not hearken 
unto me; I will bring seven times 
more plagues upon you according to 
22 your sins. And I will send the beast 
of the field among you, which shall 
rob you of your children, and destroy 
your cattle, and make you few m 
number; and your ways shall become 
23 desolate. And if by these things ye 
will not be reformed 5unto me, but | *°r % 
24 will walk contrary unto me; then will 
IT also walk contrary nnto you; and I 
will sinite you, even I, seven times for 
25 your sins, And I will bring a sword 
upon you, that shall execute the 
vengeance of the covenant; and ye 
shall be gathered together within your 
cities: and I will send the pestilence 
among you; and ye shall be delivered 
26into the hand of the enemy. When I 
break your staff of bread, ten women 
shall bake your bread in one oven, 
and they shall deliver your bread again 
by weight: and ye shall eat, and not 
be satisfied. 
27 And if ye will not for all this hearken 
unto me, but walk contrary unto me; 
28 then I will walk contrary unto you in 
fury; and I also will chastise you 
29seven times for your sins. And ye 
shall eat the flesh of your sons, and 
the flesh of your danglhters shall ye 
30eat. And I will destroy your high 
places, and cut down your sun-images, 
and cast your carcases npon the car- 
cases of your idols; and my soul shall 
3labhor you. And I will make your 
cities a waste, and will brmg your 
sanctuaries unto desolation, and I will 
not smell the savour of your sweet 
32 odours. And I will bring the land into 
desolation: and your enemies which 
dwell therein shall be astonished at it. 
33 And you will I scatter among the 
nations, and I will draw out the sword 
after you: and yonr land shall be a 
desolation, and your cities shall be a 
34 waste. Then shall the land enjoy her 
sabbaths, as long as it lieth desolate, 
and ye be in your enemies’ land; even 
then shall the land rest, and enjoy her 
35 sabbaths. As long as it lieth desolate 
it shall have rest; even the rest which 
it had not in your sabbaths, when ye 
36 dwelt upon it. And as for them that 
are left of you, I will send a faintness 
into thei’ heart in the lands of ther 
enemies: and the sound of a driven 
leaf shall chase them; and they shall 
flee, as one fleeth from the sword; and 
they shall fall when none pursueth. 
37 And they shall stumble one upon 
another, as it were before the sword, 
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when none pursueth: and ye shall 
have no power to stand before your 
38 enemies. And ye shall perish among 
the nations, and the land of your ene- 
39 mies shall eat you up. And they that 
are left of you shall pine away in 
their iniquity in your enemies’ lands; 
and also in the iniquities of their 
fathers shall they pine away with 
40them. And they shall confess their 
iniquity, and the iniquity of their 
fathers, in their trespass which they 
trespassed against me, and also that 
because they have walked contrary 
41 unto me, I also walked contrary unto 
them, and brought them into the land 
of their enemies: if then their nncnr- 
cumcised heart be humbled, and they 
then accept of the punishment of then 
42iniquity; then will I remember my 
covenant with Jacob; and also my 
covenant with Isaac, and also my 
covenant with Abraham will I remem- 
ber; and I will remember the land. 
43 The land also shall be left of them, 
and shall enjoy her sabbaths, while 
she lieth desolate without them; and 
they shall accept of the punishment 
of their iniquity: because, even be- 
cause they rejected my judgements, 
and their soul abhorred my statutes. 
44 And yet for all that, when they be in 
the land of their enemies, I will not 
reject them, neither will I abhor them, 
to destroy them utterly, and to break 
my covenant with them: for I am the 
45 Lorp their God: but I will for their 
sakes remember the covenant of their 
ancestors, whom I brought forth out 
of the land of Egypt in the sight of 
the nations, that I might be their 
God: I am the Lorn. 
46 These are the statutes and judge- 
ments and laws, which the Lorp made 
between him and the children of Is- 
rael in mount Sinai by the hand of 
Moses. 


2°77 And the Lorp spake unto Moses, 
2saying, Speak unto the children of Is- 
rael, and say unto them, When a man 
shall Jaccomplish a vow, 2the persons 
shall be for the Lorp by thy estima- 
3tion. And thy estimation shall be of 
the male from twenty years old even 
unto sixty years old, even thy estima- 
tion shall be fifty shekels of silver, 
4 after the shekel of the sanctnary. And 
if it be a female, then thy estima- 
5tion shall be thirty shekels. And if 
it be from five years old even unto 
twenty years old, then thy estimation 
shall be of the male twenty shekels, 
Gand for the female ten shekels. And 
if it be from a month old even unto 
five years old, then thy estimation 
shall be of the male five shekels of 
silver, and for the female thy estima- 
tion shall be three shekels of silver. 

































7 And if it be from sixty years old and 
upward; if it bea male, then thy estim- 
ation shall be fifteen shekels, and for 

8 the female ten shekels. But if he be 
poorer than thy estimation, then he 
shall be set before the priest, and the 
priest shall value him; according to 
the ability of him that vowed shall 
the priest value him. 

9 And if it be a beast, whereof men 
offer an oblation unto the Lorp, all 
that any man giveth of such unto the 


10 Lory shall be holy. He shall not alter 


it, nor change it, a good for a bad, or 
a bad for a good: and if he shall at all 
change beast for beast, then both it 
and that for which it is changed shall 


1lbe holy. And if it be any unclean 


beast, of which they do not offer an 
oblation unto the Lorn, then he shall 


12set the beast before the priest: and 


the priest shall value it, whether it be 
good or bad: as thou the priest valuest 

13it, so shall it be. Butif he will indeed 
redeem it, then he shall add the fifth 
part thereof unto thy estimation. 

14 And when a man shall sanctify his 
house to be holy unto the Lorn, then 
the priest shall estimate it, whether 
it be good or bad: as the priest shall 

15 estimate it, so shall it stand. And if 
he that sanctified it will redeem his 
house, then he shall add the fifth part 
of the money of thy estimation unto 
it, and it shall be his. 

16 And if a man shall sanctify nnto the 
Lorp part of the field of his posses- 
sion, then thy estimation shall be ac- 
cording to the sowing thereof: the 
sowing of a homer of barley shall be 

17 valued at fifty shekels of silver. If 
he sanctify his field from the year of 
jubile, according to thy estimation it 

18shall stand. But if he sanctify his 
field after the jubile, then the priest 
shall reckon unto him the money ac- 
cording to the years that remain unto 
the year of jubile, and an abatement 
shall be made from thy estimation. 

19 And if he that sanctified the field will 
indeed redeem it, then he shall add 
the fifth part of the money of thy 
estimation unto it, and it shall be 

20assured to him. And if he will not 
redeem the field, or if he have sold the 
field to another man, it shall not be 

2lredeemed any more: but the field, 
when it goeth out in the jubile, shall 
be holy unto the Lorp, as a field de- 
voted; the possession thereof shall be 

22 the priest’s. And if he sanctify unto 
the Loup a field which he hath bought, 
which is not of the field of his pos- 

23 session; then the priest shall reckon 
unto him the worth of thy estimation 
unto the year of jubile: and he shall 
give thine estimation in that day, as 

24a holy thing unto the Lorp. In the 
year of jubile the field shall return 
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unto him of whom it was bonght, even 
to him to whom the possession of the 

25land belongeth. And all thy estima- 
tions shall be according to the shekel 
of the sanctuary: twenty gerahs shall 
be the shekel. 

26 Only the firstling among beasts, which 
is nade a firstling to the Lorp, no man 
shall sanctify it; whether it be ox or 

27 shecp, it is the Lorp’s. And if it be 
of an unclean beast, then he shall ran- 
som it according to thine estimation, 
and shall add unto it the fifth part 
thereof: or if it be not redeemed, then 
it shall be sold according to thy estin- 
ation. 

28 Notwithstanding, no devoted thing, 
that a man shall devote unto the Lorp 
of all that he hath, whether of man or 
beast, or of the field of his possession, 
shall be sold or redeemed: every de- 


voted thing is most holy unto the 

29 Lorp. None devoted, which shall be 
devoted of men, shall be ransomed ; he 
shall surely be put to death. 

30 And all the tithe of the land, whether 
of the seed of the land, or of the fruit 
of the tree, is the Lorp’s: it is holy 

3lunto the Lorp. And if a man will 
redeem aught of his tithe, he shall add 

32unto it the fifth part thereof. And 
all the tithe of the herd or the flock, 
whatsoever passeth under the rod, the 

33 tenth shall be holy unto the Lorp. He 
shall not search whether it be good or 
bad, neither shall he change it: and 
if he change it at all, then both it and 
that for which it is changed shall be 
holy; it shall not be redeemed. 

34 These are the commandments, which 
the Lorp commanded Moses for the 
children of Israel in mount Sinai.

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1 Anp the Lorp spake unto Moses in 
the wilderness of Sinai, in the tent of 
meeting, on the first day of the second 
month, in the second year after they 
were come out of the land of Egypt.

old and upward, all that were able to 

31 go forth to war; those that were num- 
bered of them, of the tribe of Zebulun, 
were fifty and seven thousand and 
four hundred. 

32 Of the children of Joseph, namely, of 
the children of Ephraim, their genera- 
tions, by their families, by their fathers’ 
houses, according to the number of the 
names, from twenty years old and up- 
ward, all that were able to go forth to 

33 war; those that were numbered of 
them, of the tribe of Ephraim, were 
forty thousand aud five hundred. 

34 Of the children of Manasseh, their 
generations, by theiy families, by their 
fathers’ houses, according to the num- 
ber of the names, from twenty years 
old and upward, all that were able to 

35 go forth to war; those that were num- 
bered of them, of the tribe of Manas- 
sch, were thirty and two thousand 
and two hundred. 

36 Of the children of Benjamin, their 
generations, by their families, by their 
fathers’ houses, according to the num- 
ber of the names, from twenty years 
old and upward, all that were able to 

37 go forth to war; those that were num- 
bered of them, of the tribe of Ben- 
jamin, were thirty and five thousand 
and four hundyed. 

38 Of the children of Dan, their gen- 
erations, by their famihes, by their 
fathers’ houses, according to the num- 
ber of the names, from twenty years 
old and upward, all that were able to 

39 go forth to war; those that were num- 
bered of them, of the tribe of Dan, 
were tlneescore and two thousand and 
seven hundred. 

40 Of the children of Asher, their gener- 

ations, by their families, by their fa- 

thers’ houses, according to the number 





of the names, from twenty years old 

and upward, all that were able to go 

4i forth to war; those that were num- 
bered of them, of the tribe of Asher, 
were forty and one thousand and five 
hundred. 

42 Of the children of Naphtali, their 
generations, by their families, by their 
fathers’ houses, according to the num- 
ber of the names, from twenty years 
old and upward, all that were able to 

43 go forth to war; those that were num- 
bered of them, of the tribe of Naph- 
tali, were fifty and three thousand and 
four hundred. 

44 These are they that were numbered, 
which Moses and Aaron numbered, 
and the princes of Israel, bemg twelve 
men: they were each one for his fa- 

45 thers’ house. So all they that were 
numbered of the clildren of Israel by 
their fathers’ houses, from twenty years 
old and upward, all that were able to 

46 go forth to war in Israel; even all they 
that were numbered were six hundred 
thousand and three thousand and five 
hundred and fifty. 

47 But the Levites after the tribe of 
their fathers were not numbered a- 

48 mong them. For the Lorp spake unto 

49 Moses, saying, Only the tribe of Levi 
thou shalt not number, neither shalt 
thou take the sum of them among the 

50 children of Israel: but appoint thou 
the Levites over the tabernacle of the 
testimony, and over all the furniture 
thereof, and over all that belongeth to 
it: they shall bear the tabernacle, and 
all the furniture thereof; and they 
shall minister unto it, and shall en- 

51 camp round about the tabernacle. And 
when the tabernacle setteth forward, 
the Levites shall take it down: and 
when the tabernacle is to be pitched, 
the Levites shall set it up: and the 
stranger that cometh nigh shall be put 

52to death. And the children of Israel 
shall pitch their tents, every man by 
his own camp, and every man by 
his own standard, according to their 

53hosts. But the Levites shall pitch 
round about the tabernacle of the test- 
imony, that there be no wrath upon 
the congregation of the children of 
Israel: and the Levites shall keep the 
charge of the tabernacle of the test- 

54imony. Thus did the ehildren of Is- 
rael; according to all that the Lorp 
commanded Moses, so did they. 

2 And the Lorp spake unto Moses 

2and unto Aaron, saying, The children 
of Israel shall pitch every man by 
his own standard, with the ensigns 
of their fathers’ houses: over against 
the tent of meeting shall they pitch 
3round about. And those that pitch 
on the east side toward the sunrising 
shall be they of the standard of the 
eamp of Judah, according to their 
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hosts: and the prince of the children 
of Judah shall be Nahshon the son 
4of Amminadab. And his host, and 
those that were numbered of them, 
were threescore and fourteen thou-

10 On the south side shall be the stand- 
ard of the camp of Reuben according 
to their hosts: and the prince of the 
children of Renben shall be Elizur 

1lthe son of Shedeur. And his host, 
and those that were numbered there- 
of, were forty and six thousand and 

12five hundred. And those that pitch 


next unto him shall be the tribe of 
Simeon: and the prince of the children 


of Simeon shall be Shelumiel the son 

13 of Zurishaddai: and his host, and those 
that were numbered of them, were 
fifty and nine thousand and three 

14hundred: and the tribe of Gad: and 
the prince of the children of Gad shall 

15 be Eliasaph the son of } Reuel: and his 
host, and those that were numbered of 
them, were forty and five thonsand 

l6and six hundred and fifty. All that 
were numbered of the camp of Reuben 
were an hundred thousand and fifty 
and one thousand and four hundred 
and fifty, according to their hosts. And 
they shall set forth second. 

17 Then the tent of meeting shall set 
forward, with the camp of the Levites 
in the midst of the camps: as they en- 
camp, so shall they set forward, every 
man in his place, by their standards. 

18 On the west side shall be the standard 
of the camp of Ephraim according 
to their hosts: and the prince of the 
children of Ephraim shall be Eli- 

19shama the son of Ammihud. And his 


host, and those that were numbered. 


of them, were forty thousand and five 
20 hundred. And next unto him shall be 
the tribe of Manasseh: and the prince 
of the children of Manasseh shall be 
21 Gamaliel the son of Pedahzur: and his 
host, and those that were numbered 
of them, were thirty and two thon- 
22 sand and two hundred: and the tribe 
of Benjamin: and the prince of the 
children of Benjamin shall be Abidan 


23 the son of Gideoni: and his host, and 
those that were nmnbered of them, 
were thirty and five thousand and four 

24hundred. All that were numbered of 
the camp of Iphraim were an hundred 
thousand and eight thousand and an 
hundred, according to their hosts. 
And they shall set forth third. 

25 On the north side shall be the stand- 
ard of the camp of Dan according to 
their hosts: and the prince of the 
children of Dan shall be Ahiezer the 

26son of Ammishaddai. And his host, 
and those that were numbered of them, 
were threescore and two thousand and 

27 seven hundred. And those that pitch 
next unto him shall be the tribe of 
Asher: and the prince of the children 
of Asher shall be Pagiel the son of 

28 Ochran: and his host, and those that 
were numbered of them, were forty 
and one thousand and five hundred: 

29and the tribe of Naphtali: and the 
prince of the children of Naphtali shall 

30be Ahira the son of Enan: and his 
host, and those that were numbered 
of them, were fifty and three thou- 

3lsand and four hundred. All that 
were numbered of the camp of Dan 
were an hundred thousand and fifty 
and seven thousand and six hundred. 
They shall set forth hindmost by their 
standards. 

32 These are they that were numbered 
of the children of Israel by their fa- 
thers’ houses: all that were numbered 
of the camps according to their hosts 
were six hundred thousand and three 
thousand and five hundred and fifty. 

33 But the Levites were not numbered 
among the children of Israel; as the 

34 Lorp commanded Moses. Thus did the 
children of Israel; according to all that 
the Lorp commanded Moses, so they 
pitched hy their standards, and so they 
set forward, every one by their families, 
according to their fathers’ houses. 

8 Now these are the generations of 
Aaron and Moses in the day that the 
Lorp spake with Moses in mount Sinai. 

2 And these are the names of the sons of 
Aaron; Nadab the firstborn, and Abihu, 

3 Eleazar, and Ithamar. These are the 
names of the sons of Aaron, the priests 
which were anointed, whom he con- 
secrated to minister in the priest’s 

4office. And Nadab and Abibhu died 
before the Lorp, when they offered 
strange fire before the Lorp, in the 
wilderness of Sinai, and they had no 
children: and Eleazar and Ithamar 
ministered in the priest’s office in the 
presence of Aaron their father. 

5 And the Lorp spake unto Moses, say- 

6 ing, Bring the tribe of Levi near, and set 
them before Aaron the priest, that they 

7 may minister unto him. And they shall 
keep his charge, and the charge of the 
whole congregation before the tent of 
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and the family of the Uzzielites: these 
are the famihes of the Kohathites.

And those that were numbered 
of them, according to the number of 
all the males, from a month old and 
upward, were six thousand and two 

35 hundred. And the prince of the fathers’ 
house of the families of Merari was 
Zuriel the son of Abihail: they shall 
pitch on the side of the tabernacle 

36 northward. And 4the appointed charge 
of the sons of Merari shall be the boards 
of the tabernacle, and the bars thereof, 
and the pillars thereof, and the sockets 
thereof, and all the instruments there- 

37 of, and all the service thereof; and the 
pillars of the court round about, and 
their sockets, and their pins, and their 

38 cords. And those that pitch before 
the tabernacle eastward, before the 
tent of meeting toward the sunrising, 
shall be Moses, and Aaron and his 
sons, keeping the charge of the sanc- 
tnary ‘for the charge of the children 
of Israel; and the stranger that com- 

39eth nigh shall be put to death. A.l 
that were numbered of the Levites, 
which Moses and Aaron numbered at 
the commandment of the Lorp, by 
their families, all the males from a 
month old and upward, were twenty 
and two thousand. 

40 Andthe Lorp said unto Moses,Number 
all the firstborn males of the children of 
Israel from a month old and upward, 
and take the number of their names. 

41 And thou shalt take the Levites for 
me (I am the Lorp) instead of all the 
firstborn among the children of Israel ; 
and the cattle of the Levites instead 
of all the firstlings among the cattle 

42 of the children of Israel. And Moses 
numbered, as the Lorp commanded 
him, all the firstborn among the child- 

43ren of Israel. And all the firstborn 

males according to the number of 


shall keep their priesthood: and the 
stranger that cometh nigh shall be put 
to death. 

11 And the Lorp spake unto Moses, say- 

12 ing, And I, behold, I have taken the Le- 
vites from among the children of Israel 
instead of all the firstborn that openeth 
the womb among the children of Israel; 

13 and the Levites shall be mine: for all 
the firstborn are mime; on the day that 
I smote all the firstborn in the land 
of Egypt I hallowed unto me all the 
firstborn in Israel, both man and beast: 
mine they shall be; I am the Lorp. 

14 And the Lorp spake unto Moses in 

15 the wilderness of Sinai, saying, Num- 
ber the children of Levi by their fa- 
thers’ houses, by their families: every 
male from a month old and upward 

16 shalt thou number them. And Moses 
numbered them according to the word 
of the Lorp, as he was commanded. 

17 And these were the sons of Levi by 
their names; Gershon, and Kohath, 

18and Merari. And these are the names 
of the sons of Gershon by their fami- 

lies; Libni and Shimei. And the sons 
of Kohath by their families; Amram, 

20 and Izhar, Hebron, and Uzziel. And 
the sons of Merari by their fami- 
lies; Mahli and Mushi. These are the 
families of the Levites according to 
their fathers’ houses. 

21 Of Gershon was the family of the 
Libnites, and the family of the Shime- 
ites: these are the families of the 

22 Gershonites. Those that were num- 
bered of them, according to the num- 
ber of all the males, from a month 
old and upward, even those that were 
numbered of them were seven thon- 

23 sand and five hundred. The families 
of the Gershonites shall pitch behind 

24the tabernacle westward. And the 
prince of the fathers’ house of the Ger- 
shonites shall be Eliasaph the son of 

25 Lael. And the charge of the sons of 
Gershon in the tent of meeting shall 
be the tabernacle, and the Tent, the 
covering thereof, and the screen for 

Z6the door of the tent of meeting, and 
the hangings of the court, and the 
screen for the door of the court, which 
is by the tabernacle, and by the altar 
round about, and the cords of it for all 
the service thereof. 

27 And of Kohath was the family of the 
Amramites, and the family of the Izhar- 

ites, and the family of the Hebronites, 
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names, from a mouth old and upward, 
of those that were numbered of them, 
were twenty and two thousand two 
hundred aud threescore and thirteen. 
44 And the Lorp spake unto Moses, say- 
45ing, Take the Levites instead of all the 
firstborn among the children of Israel, 
and the cattle of the Levites instead of 
their eattle: and the Levites shall be 
46mine; Jam the Lorp. And for ! the 
redemption of the two hundred and 
threeseore and thirteen of the firstborn 
of the children of Israel, which are over 
and above the number of the Levites, 
47 thou shalt take five shekels apiece by 
the poll; after the shekel of the sanc- 
tnary shalt thou take them (the shekel 
48 is twenty gerahs): and thou shalt give 
the money wherewith the odd number 
of them is redeemed unto Aaron and 
49to his sons. And Moses took the 
redemption-money from them that 
were over and above them that were 
5O redeemed by the Levites: from the 
firstborn of the children of Israel took 
he the money; a thousand three hund- 
red and threescore and five shekels, 
51 after the shekel of the sanctuary: and 
Moses gave 2the redemption-money 
unto Aaron and to his sons, according 
te the word of the Lorp, as the Lorp 
commanded Moses. 
4 And the Lorn spake unto Moses and 
2unto Aaron, saying, Take the sum of 
the sons of Kohath from among the 
sons of Levi, by their families, by their 
3 fathers’ houses, from thirty years old 
and upward even until fifty years old, 
all that enter upon the ®service, to do 
4the work in the tent of meeting. This 
is the 4service of the sons of Kohath 
in the tent of meeting, about the most 
Sholy things: when the camp setteth 
forward, Aaron shall go in, and his 
sons, and they shall take down the 
veil of the screen, and cover the ark of 
Gthe testimony with it: and shall put 
thereon a covering of sealskin, and 
shall spread over it a cleth all of blue, 
and shall put in the staves thereof. 
7And upon the table of shewbread 
they shall spread a cloth of blue, and 
put thereon the dishes, and the spoons, 
and the bowls, and the cups to pour 
out withal: and the continnal bread 
8 shall be thereon: and they shall spread 
upon them a eloth of scarlet, and cover 
the same with a covering of sealskin, 
and shall put in the staves thereof. 
9 And they shall take a cloth of blue, and 
cover the eandlestick of the light, and 
its lamps, and its tongs, and its snuff- 
dishes, and all the oil vessels thereof, 
10 wherewith they minister unto it: and 
they shall put it and all the vessels 
thereof within a covering of sealskin, 
and shall put it upen ‘the frame. 
1j And upon the golden altar they shall 
spread a cloth of blue, and cover it 


with a covering of sealskin, and shall 
12 put in the staves thereof: and they 
shall take all the vessels of ministry, 
wherewith they minister im the sanctu- 
ary, and put them in a cloth of blue, 
and cever them with a covering of 
sealskin, and shall put them on the 
13frame. And they shall take away the 
ashes from the altar, and spread a 
14purple eloth thereon: and they shall 
put upon it all the vessels thereof, 
wherewith they minister about it, the 
firepans, the fleshhooks, and the shov- 
els, and the basouns, all the vessels of 
the altar; and they shall spread upon 
it a covering of sealskin, and put in 
15 the staves thereof. And when Aaron 
and his sons have made an end of 
eovering the sanctuary, aud all the 
furniture of the sanetuary, as the camp 
is to set forward; after that, the sons 
of Kohath shall come to bear it: but 
they shall not touch the °sanctuary, 
lest they die. These things are the 
burden of the sens of Kohath in the 
16 tent of meeting. And the charge of 
Eleazar the son of Aaron the priest 
shall be the oil for the light, and the 
_ sweet meense, and the centinual meal 
offering, and the anointing oil, the 
charge of all the tabernacle, and of all 
that therein is, the sanctuary, and the 
furniture thereof. 
17 And the Lorp spake unto Moses and 
18 unto Aaron, saying, Cut ye not off the 
tribe of the families ef the Kohathites 
19 from among the Levites: but thus de 
unto them, that they may live, and not 
die, when they approach unto the most 
holy things: Aaron and his sons shall 
go in, and appoint them every one to 
20 his service and to his burden: but they 
shall not go in to see the sanctuary 
even for a moment, lest they die. 
21 And the Lorn spake nnto Moses, say- 
22 ing, Take the sum of the sons of Ger- 
shon also, by their fathers’ houses, by 
23 their families; from thirty years old 
and upward until fifty years old shalt 
thon number them; all that enter in to 
Twait upon the service, to do the work 
24in the tent of meeting. This is the 
service of the families of the Gershon- 
ites, in serving and in bearing burdens: 
25 they shall bear the curtains of the tab- 
ernacle, and the tent of meeting, its 
covering, and the eovering of sealskin 
that is above upon it, and the sereen 
for the door of the tent of meeting; 
26and the hangings of the court, and 
the screen for the door ef the gate of 
the court, which is by the tabernacle 
and by the altar round about, and 
their cords, and all the instrnments 
of their service, and whatsoever shall 
be done with them, therein shall they 
27 serve. At the commandment of Aaron 
and his sons shall be all the service of 
the sons of the Gershonites, in all their 
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burden, and in all their service: and ye 
shall appoint unto them in charge all 
28their burden. This is the service of 
the families of the sons of the Ger- 
shonites in the tent of meeting: and 
their charge shall be under the hand of 
Ithamar the son of Aaron the priest. 

29 As for the sons of Merari, thou shalt 
number them by their families, by their 

30 fathers’ houses; from thirty years old 
and upward even unto fifty years old 
shalt thou number them, every one 
that entereth upon the service, to do 

31 the work of the tent of meeting. And 
this is the charge of their burden, ac- 
cording to all their service in the tent 
of meeting; the boards of the taber- 
nacle, and the bars thereof, and the 
pillars thereof, and the sockets there- 

32 of; and the pillars of the court round 
about, and their sockets, and their pins, 
and their cords, with all their instru- 
ments, and with all their service: and 
by name ye shall !appoimt the instru- 
ments of the charge of their burden. 

33 This is the service of the families of 
the sons of Merari, according to all 
their service, in the tent of meeting, 
under the hand of Ithamar the son of 
Aaron the priest. 

34 And Moses and Aaron and the princes 
of the congregation numbered the sous 
of the Kohathites by their families, 

35and by their fathers’ houses, from 
thirty years old and upward even unto 
fifty years old, every one that entered 
upon the service, for work in the tent 

36 of meeting: and those that were num- 
bered of them by their families were 
two thousand seven hundred and fifty. 

37 These are they that were numbered of 
the families of the Kohathites, all that 
did serve in the tent of meeting, whom 
Moses and Aaron numbered according 
to the commandment of the Lorp by 
the hand of Moses. 

58 And those that were numbered of the 
sons of Gershon, by their families, and 

39 by their fathers’ houses, from thirty 
years old and upward even unto fifty 
years old, every one that entered upon 
the service, for work in the tent of 

40 meeting, even those that were num- 
bered of them, by their families, by their 
fathers’ houses, were two thousand 

4land six hundred and thirty. These 
are they that were numbered of the 
families of the sons of Gershon, all 
that did serve in the tent of meeting, 
whom Moses and Aaron numbered 
according to the commandment of the 
Lorp. 


42 And those that were numbered of 


the families of the sons of Merari, by 
their families, by their fathers’ houses, 
43 from thirty years old and upward even 
unto fifty years old, every one that en- 
tered upon the service, for work in the 
4ttent of meeting, even those that were 





numbered of them by their families, 
were three thousand and two hundred. 

45 These are they that were numbered 
of the families of the sons of Merari, 
whom Moses and Aaron numbered 
according to the commandment of the 
Lorp by the hand of Moses. 

46 All those that were numbered of the 
Levites, whom Moses and Aaron and 
the princes of Israel numbered, by 
their families, and by their fathers’ 

47 houses, from thirty years old and up- 
ward even unto fifty years old, every 
one that entered in to do the work of 
service, and the work of bearing bur- 

48 dens in the tent of meeting, even those 
that were numbered of them, were 
eight thousand and five hundred and 

49 fourscore. According to the command- 
ment of the Lorp they were numbered |, 
by the hand of Moses, every one ac- 


cording to his service, and 2according peed 
to his burden: thus were they num- | to zis 

bered of him, as the Lorp commanded | 2%7n 
Moses. duty, as 


5 And the Lorp spake unto Moses, 
2 saying, Command the children of Israel, 
that they put out of the camp every 
leper, and every one that hath an issue, 
and whosoever is unclean by the dead: 
3 both male and female shall ye put out, 
without the camp shall ye put them; 
that they defile not their camp, in the 
4 midst whereof Idwell. And the children 
of Israel did so, and put them out with- 
out the camp: as the Lorp spake unto 
Moses, so did the children of Israel. 
5 And the Lorp spake unto Moses, 
Gsaying, Speak unto the children of 
Israel, When a man or woman shall 
commit any sin that nen commit, to do 
a trespass against the Lon», and that | 
7 soul be guilty; then they shall confess 
their sin which they have done: and 
he shall nake restitution for his guilt 
in full, and add unto it the fifth part 
thereof, and give it unto him in respect 
Sof whom he hath been guilty. But if 
the man have no kinsman to whom 
restitution may be made for the guilt, 
the restitution for guilt which is made 
unto the Lorp shall be the priest’s; 
besides the ram of the atonement, 
whereby atonement shall be made for 
9him. And every heave offering of 
all the holy things of the children of 
Israel, which they present unto the 
10 priest, shall be his. And every man’s 
hallowed things shall be his: whatso- 
ever any man giveth the priest, it shall 
be his. 
11 And the Lorn spake unto Moses, say- 
12 ing, Speak unto the children of Israel, 
and say unto them, If any man’s wife 
go aside, and cominit a trespass against 
13 him, and a man lie with her carnally, 
and it be hid from the eyes of her hus- 
band, and be kept close, and she be 
defiled, and there be no witness against . 


os 
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her, neither she be taken in the act; 
l4and the spirit of jealousy come upou 
him, and he be jealous of lis wife, and 
she be defiled: or if the spirit of jeal- 
ousy come upon him, and he be jealous 
of his wife, and she be not defiled: 
15 thei shall the man bring bis wife nnto 
the priest, and shall bring her oblation 
for her, the tenth part of an ephah of 
barley meal; be shall pour no oil upon 
it, nor put frankincense thereon; for 
it is a meal offering of jealousy, a 
meal offering of memorial, bringing 
1Giniquity to remembrance. And the 
priest shall bring her near, aud set ler 
17 before the Lorp: and the priest shall 
take holy water in an earthen vessel; 
and of the dust that is on the floor of 
the tabernacle the priest shall take, 
18and put it into the water: and the 
priest shall set the woman before the 
Lorp, and let the hair of the woman's 
head go loose, and put the meal offer- 
ing of memorial in her hands, which 
is the meal offering of jealousy: and 
the priest shall have in his hand the 
water of bitterness that causeth the 
19 curse: and the priest shall cause her 
to swear, and shall say unto the wo- 
man, If no man have lien with thee, 
and if thou hast not gone aside to un- 
cleanness, } being under thy husband, 
be thou free from this water of bitter- 
20ness that causeth the curse: but if 
thou hast gone aside, ! being under thy 
husband, and if thou be defiled, and 
some man have lien with thee besides 
21lthime husband: then the priest shall 
cause the woman to swear with the 
oath of 2cursing, and the priest shall 
say unto the woman, The Lorp make 
thee a 2eurse and an oath among thy 
people, when the Lorp doth make thy 
thigh to fall away, and thy belly to 
22swell; and this water that causeth 
the curse shall go into thy bowels, 
and make thy belly to swell, and thy 
thigh to fall away: and the woman 
23shall say, Amen, Amen. And the 
priest shall write these curses in a 
book, and he shall blot them out into 
24the water of bitterness: and he shall 
make the woman drink the water of 
bitterness that causeth the curse: and 
the water that causeth the curse shall 
25 enter into her and become bitter. And 
the priest shall take the meal offering 
of jealousy out of the woman’s hand, 
and shall wave the meal offering be- 
fore the Lorp, and bring it unto the 
26altar: and the priest shall take an 
handful of the meal offering, as the 
memorial thereof, and burn it upon 
the altar, and afterward shall make 
27the woman drink the water. And 
when he hath made her drink the 
water, then it shall come to pass, if 
she be defiled, and have committed 
a trespass against her husband, that

the water that causeth the curse shall 
enter into her and become bitter, aud 
her belly shall swell, and her thigh 
shall fall away: and the woman shall 
28 be a curse among her people. And 
if the woman be not defiled, but be 
clean; then she shall be free, and 
29 shall conceive seed. This is the law 
of jealousy, when a wife, ® being under 
her husbaud, goeth aside, and is de- 
30 filed; or when the spirit of jealousy 
cometh upon a man, and he be jealous 
over his wife; then shall he set the 
woman before the Lorn, and the priest 
shall execute upon her all this law. 
31 And the man shall be free from in- 
iquity, and that woman shall bear 
her iniquity. 
G And the Lorn spake unto Moses, say- 
2ing, Speak unto the children of Israel, 
and say unto them, When either man 
or woman shall make a special vow, 
the vow of 4a Nazirite, to ‘separate 
3 himself unto the Lorn: he shall separ- 
ate himself from wine and strong 
drink; he shall drink no vinegar of 
wine, or vinegar of strong drink, 
neither shall he drink any Hquor of 
grapes, nor eat fresh grapes or dried. 
4All the days of his separation shall 
he eat nothing that is made of the 
grape-vine, from the kernels even to 
5the husk. All the days of his vow of 
separation there shall no razor come 
upon his head: until the days be ful- 
filled, in the which he separateth 
himself unto the Lorp, he shall be 
holy, he shall let the locks of the hair 
6of his head grow long. All the days 
that he separateth himself unto the 
Loxp he shall not come near to a 
7dead body. He shall not make him- 
self unclean for his father, or for his 
mother, for his brother, or for his 
sister, when they die: because his 
separation unto God is upon his head. 
8 All the days of his separation he is 
9holy unto the Lorp. And if any man 
die very suddenly beside him, and he 
defile the head of his separation; then 
he shall shave his head in the day of his 
cleansing, on the seventh day shall he 
10 shave it. And on the eighth day he shall 
bring two turtledoves, or two young 
pigeons, to the priest, to the door of 
Illthe tent of meeting: and the priest 
shall offer one for a sin offering, and the 
other for a burnt offering, and make 
atonement for him, for that he sinned 
by reason of the dead, and shall hallow 
12 his head that same day. And he shall 
separate unto the Lorp the days of 
his separation, and shall bring a he- 
lamb of the first year for a guilt offer- 
ing: but the former days shall be void, 
because his separation was defiled. 
13 And this is the law of the Nazirite, 
when the days of his separation are 
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14 the door of the tent of meeting: and he 
shall offer his oblation unto the Lorp, 
one he-lamb of the first year without 
blemish for a burnt offering, and one 
ewe-lamb of the first year without 
blemish for a sin offering, and one ram 
withont blemish for peace offerings, 

15and a basket of unleavened bread, 
eakes of fine flour mingled with oil, 
and unleavened wafers anointed with 
oil, and their meal offering, and their 

16 drink offerings. And the priest shall 
present them before the Lorp, and shall 
offer his sin offering, and his burnt 

17 offering: and he shall offer the ram 
for a sacrifice of peace offerings unto 
the Lorp, with the basket of un- 
leavened bread: the priest shall offer 
also the meal offering thereof, and 

18the drink offering thereof. And the 
Nazirite shall shave the head of his 
separation at the door of the tent of 
meeting, and shall take the hair of the 
head of his separation, and put it on 
the fire which is under the sacrifice 

19o0f peace offerings. And the priest 
shall take the sodden shoulder of the 
ram, and one unleavened cake out of 
the basket, and one unleavened wafer, 
and shall put them upon the hands of 
the Nazirite, after he hath shaven the 

20 head of his separation: and the priest 
shall wave them for a wave offering 
before the Lorn; this is holy for the 
priest, together with the wave breast 
and heave 1 thigh: and after that the 

21 Nazirite may drink wine. This is the 
law of the Nazirite who voweth, and 
of his oblation unto the Lorp for his 
separation, beside that which he is able 
to get: according to his vow which he 
voweth, so he must do after the law of 
his separation. 

22 And the Lorp spake unto Moses, 

23 saying, Speak unto Aaron and unto 
his sons, saying, On this wise ye shall 
bless the children of Israel; ye shall 
say unto them, 

24 The Lorp bless thee, and keep thee: 

25 The Lorp make his face to shine 
upon thee, and be gracious unto thee: 

26 The Lonxp lift np his countenance 
upon thee, and give thee peace. 

| 27 So shall they put my name upon the 
children of Israel; and I will bless 
them. 

7 And it came to pass on the day that 
Moses had made an end of setting 
up the tabernacle, and had anonited 
it and sanctified it, and all the furn- 
iture thereof, and the altar and all 
the vessels thereof, and had anomted 

2them and sanctified them; that the 
princes of Israel, the heads of their 
fathers’ houses, offered; these were 
the princes of the tribes, these are 
they that were over them that were 
3numbered: and they brought their 
oblation before the Lorn, six covered | 
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wagons, and twelve oxen; a wagon 
for every two of the princes, and for 
each one an ox: and they presented 
4them before the tabernacle. And the 
5 Lorp spake unto Moses, saying, Take 
it of them, that they may be to do the 
service of the tent of meeting; and 
thou shalt give them unto the Levites, 
to every man according to his service. 
6 And Moses took the wagons and the 
oxen, and gave them unto the Levites. 
7 Two wagons and four oxen he gave 
unto the sons of Gershon, according to 
8their service: and four wagons and 
eight oxen he gave unto the sons of 
Merari, according nuto their service, 
under the hand of Ithamar the son of 
9 Aaron the priest. But unto the sons 
of Kohath he gave none: becanse 
the service of the sanctuary belonged 
unto them; they bare it upon their 
10shoulders. And the princes offered 
2for the dedication of the altar in the 
day that it was anointed, even the 
princes offered their oblation before 
llthe altar. And the Lorp said unto 
Moses, They shall offer their oblation, 
each prince on his day, for the dedica- 
tion of the altar. 
12 And he that offered his oblation the 
first day was Nahshon the son of Am- 
18 minadab, of the tribe of Judah: and 
his oblation was one silver charger, 
the weight thereof was an hundred 
and thirty shekels, one silver bowl 
of seventy shekels, after the shekel 
of the sanctuary; both of them full 
of fine flour mingled with oil for a 
14meal offering; one golden spoon of 
15 ten shekels, full of incense; one young 
bullock, one ram, one he-lamb of the 
16first year, for a burnt offering; one 
male of the goats for a sin offering; 
17 and for the sacrifice of peace offerings, 
two oxen, five rams, five he-goats, five 
he-lambs of the first year: this was 
the oblation of Nahshon the son of 
Amminadab. : 
18 On the second day Nethanel the son 
of Zuar, prince of Issachar, did offer: 
19hie offered for his oblation one silver 
charger, the weight thereof was an 
hundred and thirty skekels, one silver 
bowl of seventy shekels, after the 
shekel of the sanctuary; both of them 
full of fine flour mingled with oil for 
20a meal offering; one golden spoon of 
21 ten shekels, full of incense; one young 
bullock, one ram, one he-lamb of the 
22 first year, for a burnt offering; one 
male of the goats for a sin offering; 
23 and-for the sacrifice of peace offerings, 
two oxen, five rams, five he-goats, five 
he-lambs of the first year: this was the 
oblation of Nethanel the son of Zuar. 
24 On the third day Eliab the son of 
Helon, prince of the children of 
25 Zebulun: his oblation was one silver 
charger, the weight thereof was an 
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hundred and thirty shekels, one silver 
bowl of seventy shekels, after the 
shekel of the sanctuary; both of them 
full of fine flour mingled with oil for 
26a meal offering; one golden spoon of 
27 ten shekels, full of incense; one young 
bullock, one ram, one he-lainb of the 
28 first year, for a burnt offering; one 
male of the goats for a sin offering; 
29 and for the sacrifice of peace offerings, 
two oxen, five rams, five he-goats, five 
he-lambs of the first year: this was the 
oblation of Eliab the son of Helon. 
30 On the fourth day Elizur the son of 
Shedeur, prince of the children of 
31 Reuben: his oblation was one silver 
charger, the weight thereof was an 
hundred and thirty shelels, one silver 
bowl of seventy shekels, after the 
shekel of the sanctuary; both of them 
full of fine flour mingled with oil for a 
32. meal offering; one golden spoon of ten 
33shekels, full of incense; one young 
bullock, one ram, one he-lamb of the 
34 first year, for a burnt offering; one 
male of the goats for a sin offering ; 
35 and for the sacrifice of peace offerings, 
two oxen, five rams, five he-goats, five 
he-lambs of the first year: this was the 
oblation of Elizur the son of Shedeiw. 
36 On the fifth day Shelumiel the son of 
Zurishaddai, prince of the children of 
37 Simeon: his oblation was one silver 
charger, the weight thereof was an 
hundred and thirty shekels, one silver 
bowl of seventy shekels, after thie 
shekel of the sanctuary; both of them 
full of fine flour mingled with oil for 
38a meal offering; one golden spoon of 
39 ten shekels, full of incense; one young 
bullock, one ram, one he-lamb of the 
4Ofirst year, for a burnt offering; one 
male of the goats for a sin offering; 
41 and for the sacrifice of peace offerings, 
two oxen, five rams, five he-goats, five 
he-lambs of the first year: this was 
the oblation of Shelumiel the son of 
Zurishaddai. 
42 On the sixth day Eliasaph the son of 
Deuel, prince of the children of Gad: 
43his oblation was one silver charger, 
the weight thereof was an hundred 
and thirty shekels, one silver bowl 
of seventy shekels, after the shekel 
of the sanctuary; both of them full 
of fine flour mingled with oil for a 
44meal offermg; one golden spoon of 
45 ten shekels, full of incense; one young 
bullock, one ram, one he-lamb of the 
46 first year, for a burnt offering; one 
male of the goats for a sin offering; 
47 and for the sacrifice of peace offerings, 
two oxen, five rams, five he-goats, 
five he-lambs of the first year: this 
was the oblation of Eliasaph the son 
of Deuel. 
48 On the seventh day Elishama the 
son of Ammihud, prince of the child- 
49ren of Ephraim: his oblation was one 
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silver charger, the weight thereof was 
an hundred and thirty shelels, one sil- 
ver bowl of seventy shekels, after tlie 
shekel of the sanctuary; both of them 
full of fine flour mingled with oil for a 
50meal offering; one golden spoon of 
51 ten shekels, full of incense; one young 
bullock, one ram, one he-lamb of the 
52 first year, for a burnt offermg; one 
male of the goats for a sin offering; 
53 and for the sacrifice of peace offerings, 
two oxen, five rams, five he-goats, five 
he-lambs of the first year: this was 
the oblation of Elishama the son of 
Ammihud. 
54 On the eighth day Gamaliel the son 
of Pedahzur, prince of the children of 
55 Manasseh: his oblation was one silver 
charger, the weight thereof was an 
hundred and thirty shekels, one silver 
bowl of seventy shekels, after the 
shekel of the sanctuary; both of them 
full of fine fionr mingled with oil for a 
56meal offering; one golden spoon of 
57 ten shekels, full of incense; one young 
bullock, one ram, one he-lamb of the 
58 first year, for a burnt offering; one 
male of the goats for a sin offering; 
59 and for the sacrifice of peace offerings, 
two oxen, five rams, five he-goats, five 
he-lambs of the first year: this was 
the oblation of Gamaliel the son of 
Pedahzur. 
60 On the ninth day Abidan the son of 
Gideoni, prince of the children of 
61 Benjamin: his oblation was one silver 
charger, the weight thereof was an 
hundred and thirty she/eds, one silver 
bow] of seventy shekels, after the 
shekel of the sanctuary; both of them 
full of fine flour mingled with oil for a 
62meal offering; one golden spoon of 
63 ten shekels, full of incense; one young 
bullock, one ram, one he-lamb of the 
64 first year, for a burnt offering; one 
65 male of the goats for a sin offering; and 
for the sacrifice of peace offerings, 
two oxen, five rams, five he-goats, five 
he-lambs of the first year: this was 
the oblation of Abidan the son of 
Gideoni. 
66 On the tenth day Ahiezer the son of 
Ammishaddai, prince of the children of 
67 Dan: his oblation was one silver charg- 
er, the weight thereof was an hundred 
and thirty shekels, one silver bowl of 
seventy shekels, after the shekel of the 
sanctuary; both of them full of fine 
flour mingled with oil for a meal offer- 
68ing; one golden spoon of ten shekels, 
69full of incense; one young bullock, 
one ram, one he-lamb of the first year, 
7T0for a burnt offering; one male of the 
Ti goats for a sin offering; and for the 
sacrifice of peace offerings, two oxen, 
five rams, five he-goats, five he-lambs 
of the first year: this was the oblation 
of Ahiezer the son of Ammishaddai. 
72 On the eleventh day Pagiel the 
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son of Ochran, prince of the children 

73 0f Asher: his oblation was one silver 
charger, the weight thereof was an 
hundred and thirty shekels, one silver 
bowl of seventy shekels, after the she- 
kel of the sanctuary; both of them full 
of fine flour mingled with oil for a meal 

74 offering; one goldcn spoon of ten she- 

75 kels, full of incense; one young bullock, 
one ram, one he-lamb of the first 

76 year, for a burnt offering; one male of 

77the goats for a sin offering; and for 
the sacrifice of peace offerings, two 
oxen, five rams, five he-goats, five he- 
lambs of the first year: this was the 
oblation of Pagiel the son of Ochran. 

78 On the tweltth day Ahirva the son 
of Enan, prince of the children of 

79 Naphtali: his oblation was one silver 
charger, the weight thereof was an 
hundred and thirty shekels, one silver 
bowl of seventy shekels, after the 
shekel of the sanctuary; both of them 
full of fine flour mingled with oil for a 

80 meal offermg; one golden spoon of 

81 ten shekels, full of incense; one young 
bullock, one ram, one he-lamb of the 

82 first year, for a burnt offermg; one 
male of the goats for a sin offering; 

83 and for the sacrifice of peace offerings, 
two oxen, five rams, five he-goats, five 
he-lambs of the first year: this was the 
oblation of Ahira the son of Enan. 

84 This was the !dedication of the altar, 
in the day when it was anointed, 2by 
the princes of Israel: twelve silver 
chargers, twelve silver bowls, twelve 

85 golden spoons: each silver charger 
weighing au hundred and thirty she- 
kels, and each bow! seventy: all the 
silver of the vessels two thousand and 
four hundred shekels, after the shekel 

86 of the sanctuary; the twelve golden 
spoons, full of incense, werghing ten 
shekels apiece, after the shekel of the 
sanctuary: all the gold of the spoons 

87an hundred and twenty shekels: all 
the oxen for the burnt offering twelve 
bullocks, the rams twelve, the he-lambs 
of the first year twelve, and their meal 
offering: and the males of the goats 

88for a sin offering twelve: and all the 
oxen for the sacrifice of peace offerings 
twenty and four bullocks, the rams 
sixty, the he-goats sixty, the he-lambs 
of the first year sixty. This was the 
1dedication of the altar, after that it 

89 was anointed. And when Moses went 
into the tent of meeting to speak with 
him, then he heard the Voice speaking 
unto him from above the mercy-seat 
that was upon the ark of the testi- 
mony, from between the two cherubiin: 
and he spake unto him. 

8 And the Lorp spake unto Moses, 

2saying, Speak unto Aaron, and say 
unto him, When thou %hghtest the 
lamps, the seven lamps shall give 
3 light in front of the candlestick. And 





Aaron did so; he 4lighted the lamps 
thereof so as to give light in front of 
the candlestick, as the Lorp com- 
4manded Moses. And this was the 
work of the candlestick, beaten work 
of gold; unto the base thereof, and 
unto the flowers thereof, it was beaten 
work: according unto the pattern which 
the Lorp had shewed Moses, so he 
made the candlestick. 
5 And the Lorp spake nnto Moses, say- 
6ing, Take the Levites from among the 
children of Israel, and cleanse them. 
7 And thus shalt thon do unto them, to 
cleanse them: sprinkle the water of ex- 
piation upon them, and let them cause 
a razor to pass over all their flesh, and 
let them wash their clothes, and cleanse 
8 themselves. Then let them take a 
young bullock, and its meal offering, 
fine flour mingled with oi], and another 
young bullock shalt thou take for a 
9sin offering. And thou shalt present 
the Levites before the tent of meeting: 
and thou shalt assemble the whole 
congregation of the children of Israel: 
10and thou shalt present the Levites 
before the Lorp: and the children of 
Israel shall lay their hands upon the 
11 Levites: and Aaron shall ‘offer the 
Levites before the Lorp for a wave 
offering, 70n the behalf of the children 
of Israel, that they may be to do the 
12service of the Lorp. And the Le- 
vites shall lay their hands upon the 
heads of the bullocks: and offer thou 
the one for a sin offering, and the 
other for a burnt offering, unto the 
Lorp, to make atonement for the Le- 
13 vites. And thou shalt set the Levites 
before Aaron, and before his sons, and 
offer them for a wave offering unto 
14the Lorp. Thus shalt thou separate 
the Levites from among the children 
of Israel: and the Levites shall be 
15mine. And after that shall the Levites 
go in to do the service of the tent of 
meeting: and thon shalt cleanse them, 
and offer them for a wave offering. 
16 For they are §wholly given unto me 
from among the children of Israel; 
instead of all that openeth the womb, 
even the firstborn of all the children of 
17 Israel, have Itaken them unto me. For 
all the firstborn among the children of 
Israel are mine, both man and beast: 
on the day that I smote all the firstborn 
in the land of Egypt I sanctified them 
18 for myself. And I have taken the Le- 
vites instead of all the firstborn among 
19the childven of Israel. And I have 
given the Levites as 9a gift to Aaron 
and to his sons from among the children 
of Israel, to do the service of the child- 
ren of Israel in the tent of meeting, 
and to make atonement for the children 
of Israel: that there be no plague a- 
mong the children of Israel, © when the 
children of Israel come nigh unto the 
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20sanctuary. Thus did Moses, and Aaron, 
and all the congregation of the child- 
ren of Israel, unto the Levites: sic- 
cording unto all that the Lorp com- 
manded Moses touching the Levites, so 
did the children of Israel unte them. 

21 And the Levites purified themselves 
from sin, and they washed their clothes; 
and Aaron offered them for a wave 
offermg before the Lorp; and Aaron 
made atonement for them to cleause 

22them. And after that went the Levites 
in to do their service in the tent of meet- 
ing before Aaron, and before his sons: 
as the Lorp had commanded Moses 
concerning the Levites, so did they 
unto them. 

23 And the Lorp spake unto Moses, say- 

24 ing, This is that which belongeth unto 
the Levites: from twenty and five years 
old and upward they shall goin! to wait 
upon the service in the work of the tent 

25 of meeting: and from the age of fifty 
years they shall 2cease waiting upon 

26 the work, and shall serve no more; but 
shall minister with their brethren in the 
tent of mecting, to keep the charge, 
and shall de no service. Thus shalt 
thou do unto the Levites touching their 
charges. 

9 And the Lorp spake unto Moses in the 
wilderness of Sinai, in the first month of 
the secend year after they were come 


2 out of the land of Egypt, saying, More- 
over let the children of Israel keep the 
3 passover in its appointed season. In the 
fourteenth day of this month, 3at even, 
ye shall keep it in its appointed season: 
according to all the statutes of it, and 
according to all the ordinances there- 


4 of, shall ye keep it. And Moses spake 
unto the children of Israel, that they 
5should keep the passover. And they 
kept the passover in the first month, 
on the fourteenth day of the month, 
8at even, in the wilderness of Sinai: 
according to all that the Lorp com- 
manded Meses, so did the children of 
GIsrael. And there were certain men, 
who were unclean by the dead body of 
a man, so that they could not keep the 
passover on that day: and they came 
before Moses and before Aaron on that 
7day: and those men said unto him, 
We are unclean by the dead body of a 
man: wherefore are we kept back, that 
we may not offer the oblation of the 
Lorp in its appointed season among 
8the children of Israel? And Moses 
said unto them, Stay ye; that I may 
hear what the Lorp will command 
cencerning you. 
9 And the Lorp spake unto Moses, say- 
10ing, Speak unto the children of Israel, 
saying, If any man of you or of your 
generations shall be unclean by reason 
of a dead body, or be in a journey afar 
off, yet he shall keep the passover unto 
11 the Lorp: in the second month on the 


fourteenth day 3at even they shall keep 
it; they shall eat it with unleavened 

12 bread and bitter herbs: they shall leave 
none of it unto the morning, nor break 
a bone thereof: according to all the 
statute of the passover they shall keep 

13it. But the inan that is clean, and is 
not in a journey, and forbeareth to 
keep the passever, that soul shall be 
cut off from his people: because he 
offered not the oblation of the Lorp in 
its appomted season, that man shall 

14bear his sin. And if a stranger shall 
sojourn among you, and will keep the 
passover unto the Lorp; according to 
the statute of the passover, and ac- 
cerding to the ordinance thereef, so 
shall he do: ye shall have one statute, 
both for the stranger, and for him that 
is born in the land. 

15 And on the day that the tabernacle 
was reared up the cloud covered the 
tabernacle, even the tent of the test- 
imony: and at even it was upon the 
tabernacle as it were the appearance 

Il6of fire, until morning. So it was 
alway: the cloud covered it, and the 

17 appearance of fire by night. And when- 
ever the cloud was taken up from over 
the Tent, then after that the children 
of Israel journeyed: and in the place 
where the cloud abede, there the child- 

18 ren of Israel encamped. At the com- 
mandment of the Lorn the children 
of Israel journeyed, and at the com- 
mandment of the Lorp they encamped: 
as long as the cloud abode uvoen the 
tabernacle they remained encamped. 

19And when the cloud tarried upon 
the tabernacle many days, then the 
children of Israel kept the charge of 

20 the Lorn, andjourneyed not. Andsome- 
times the cloud was a few days upon 
the tabernacle; then according to the 
commandment of the Lorp they re- 
mained encamped, and according to 
the commandment of the Lorp they 

2ljourneyed. And sometimes the cloud 
was from evening until morning; and 
when the cloud was taken up in the 
morning, they journeyed: or zf zt con- 
tunued by day and by night, when the 
cloud was taken up, they journeyed. 

22 Whether it were two days, or a month, 
or a year, that the cloud tarried upon 
the tabernacle, abiding thereon, the 
children of Israel remained encamped, 
and journeyed not: but when it was 

23taken up, they journeyed. At the 
commandment of the Lorp they en- 
camped, and at the commandment of 
the Lorp they journeyed: they kept 
the charge of the Lorn, at the com- 
mandment of the Lornp by the hand 
of Moses. 

10 And the Lorp spake unto Moses, 

2saying, Make thee two trumpets of 
silver; of 4beaten work shalt thou 
make them: and thou shalt use

them for the calling of the congregation, 
and for the journeying of the camps. 
3 And when they shall blow with them, 
all the congregation shall gather them- 
selves unto thee at the door of the 
4Atent of meeting. And if they blow but 
with one, then the princes, the heads 
of the thousands of Israel, shall gather 
5themselves unto thee. And when ye 
blow an alarm, the camps that lie on 
the east side shall take then journey. 
GAnd when ye blow an alarm the 
second time, the camps that lie on 
the south side shall take their journey : 
they shall blow an alarm for their 
7journeys. But when the assembly is 
to be gathered together, ye shall blow, 
but ye shall not sound an alarm. 
SAnd the sons of Aaron, the priests, 
shall blow with the trumpets; and 
they shall be to yon for a statute for 
ever throughout your generations. 
9 And when ye go to war in your land 
egainst the adversary that oppresseth 
you, then ye shall sound an alarm 
with the trumpets; and ye shall be 
remembered before the Lorp your 
God, and ye shall be saved from your 
10enemies. Also in the day of your 


gladness, and in your set feasts, and’ 


in the beginnings of your months, ye 
shall blow with the trumpets over 
your burnt offerings, and over the 
sacrifices of your peace offerings; and 
they shall be to you for a memorial 
before your God: I am the Lorp 
your God. 

11 And it came to pass in the second 
year, in the second month, on the 
twentieth day of the month, that the 
cloud was taken up from over the 

12tabernacle of the testimony. And 
the children of Israel set forward 
according to their journeys out of the 
wilderness of Sinai; and the cloud 
abode in the wilderness of Paran. 

13And they first took their journey 
according to the commandment of the 

14 Lorp by the hand of Moses. And in 
the first place the standard of the 
camp of the children of Judah set 
forward according to their hosts: and 
over his host was Nahshon the son of 

15 Amminadab. And over tlie host of 
the tribe of the children of Issachar 

16 was Nethanel the son of Zuar. And 
over the host of the tribe of the 
children of Zebulun was Eliab the son 

17 of Helon. And the tabernacle was 
taken down ; and the sons of Gershon 
aud the sous of Merari, who bare the 

18tabernacle, set forward. Aud the 
standard of the camp of Reuben set 
forward according to their hosts: and 
over his host was Elizur the son of 

19 Shedeur. And over the host of the 
tribe of the children of Simeon was 
Shelumiel the son of Zurishaddai. 

20 And over the host of the tribe of the 


children of Gad was Eliasaph the 
21son of Denel. And the Wohathites 
set forward, bearing the sanctuary: 
and the other did set up the taber- 
22nacle against they came. And the 
standard of the camp of the children 
of Ephraim set forward according to 
their hosts: and over his host was 
23Elishama the son of Ammihud. And 
over the host of the tribe of the 
ebildren of Manasseh was Gamaliel 
24the son of Pedahzur. And over the 
host of the tribe of the childven of 
Benjamin was Abidan the sen of 
25Gidconi. And the standard of the 
camp of the children of Dan, which 
was the rearward of all the camps, 
set forward according to their hosts: 
aud over his host was Ahiezer the 
26son of Ammishaddai. And over the 
host of the tribe of the children of 
Asher was Pagiel the son of Ochran. 

27 And over the host of the tribe of the 
children of Naphtali was Ahira the 

23 son of Enan. Thus were the journey- 
ings of the children of Isracl according 
to their hosts; and they set forward. 

29 And Moses said unto Hobab, the son 
of Reuel the Midianite, Moses’ father 
in law, We are journeying unto the 
place of which the Lorp said, I will 
give it you: come thou with us, and 
we will do thee good: for the Lorp 
hath spoken good concerning Israel. 

30 And he said unto him, I will not go; 
but I will depart to mine own land, 

3land to my kindred. And he said, 
Leave us not, I pray thee; forasmuch 
as thou knowest how we are to encamp 
in the wilderness, and thou shalt be to 

32 us instead of eyes. And it shall be, if 
thou go with us, yea, it shall be, that 
what good soever the Lorp shall do 
unio us, the same will we do unto 
thee. 

33 And they set forward from the 
mount of the Lorp three days’ jour- 
ney; and the ark of the covenant of 
the Lorp went before them three days’ 
journey, to seek out a resting place for 

34them. And the cloud of the Lorp 
was over them by day, when they set 
forward from the camp. 

35 And it came to pass, when the ark 
set forward, that Moses said, Rise up, 
O Lorp, and let thine enemies be 
scattered; and let them that hate 

36 thee flee before thee. And when it 
rested, he said, Return, O Lorp, unto 
the ten thousands of the thousands of 
Israel. 

11 And the people were as murmurers, 
Lspeaking evil in the ears of the 
Lorp: and when the Lorn heard it, his 
anger was kindled ; and the fire of the 
Lorp burnt among them, and devoured 
in the uttermost part of the camp. 

2And the people cried unto Moses; 
and Moses prayed unto the Lorn, and 
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3 the fire abated. And the name of that 
place was called 1Taberah: because 
the fire of the Lorp burnt among 
them, 

4 And the mixed multitude that was 
among them fell a lusting: and the 
children of Israel also wept again, and 
said, Who shall give us flesh to eat ? 

5 We remember the fish, which we did 
eat in Egypt for nought; the cucum- 
bers, and the melons, aud the leeks, 

6and the onions, and the garlick: but 
now our soul is dried away; there is 
nothing at all: we have nought save 

7 this manna to look to. Andthe manna 
was like coriander seed, and the 2ap- 
pearance thereof as the appearance 

8 of bdellium. The people went about, 
and gathered it, and ground it in mills, 
or beat it in mortars, and seethed it in 
pots, and made cakes of it: and the 
taste of it was as the taste of *fresh 

9oil. And when the dew fell upon the 
camp in the night, the manna fell 

104upon it. And Moses heard the peo- 
ple weeping throughout their families, 
every man at the door of his tent: 
and the anger of the Lorp was 
kindled greatly; and Moses was dis- 
llpleased. And Moses said unto the 
Lorp, Wherefore hast thou evil en- 
treated thy servant? and wherefore 
have I not found favour in thy sight, 
that thou layest the burden of all 

12 this people upon me? Have I con- 
ceived all this people ? have I brought 
them forth, that thon shouldest say 
unto me, Carry them in thy bosom, 
as a nursing-father carrieth the suck- 
ing child, unto the land which thou 

13 swarest unto their fathers? Whence 
should I have flesh to give unto all 
this people? for they weep unto me, 
saying, Give us flesh, that we may 

Il4eat. I am net able to bear all this 
people alone, because it is too heavy 

15for me. And if thou deal tius with 
me, kill me, I pray thee, out of hand, 
if I have found favour in thy sight; 
and let me not see my wretched- 
ness. 

16 And the Lorp said unto Moses, 
Gather unto me seventy men of the 
elders of Israel, whom thou knowest 
to be the elders of the people, and 
officers over them; and bring them 
unto the tent of meeting, that they 

17may stand there with thee. And I 
will come down and talk with thee 
there: and I will take of the spirit 
which is upon thee, and will put it 
upou them; and they shall bear the 
burden of the people with thee, that 

18thou bear it not thyself alone. And 

say thou unte the people, Sanctify 
yourselves against to-morrow, and ye 

shall eat flesh: for ye have wept m 

the ears of the Lorn, saying, Who 

shall give us flesh to eat? for it was 
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well with us in Egypt: therefore the 
Lorp will give you flesh, and ye shall 

19cat. Ye shall not eat one day, nor 
two days, nor five days, neither ten 

20 days, nor twenty days; but a whole 
month, until it come out at your 
nostrils, and it be loathsome nuto 
you: because that ye have rejected 
the Lorp which is among you, and 
have wept before him, saying, Why 

Q1came we forth out of Egypt? And 
Moses said, The people, among whom 
I am, are six hundred thousand foot- 
men; and thou hast said, I will give 
them flesh, that they may eat a 

22, whole month. Shall flocks and herds 
be slain for them, to suffice them? 
or shall all the fish of the sea be 
gathered together for them, to suffice 
them ? 

93 And the Lorp said unte Moses, Is 
the Lorp’s hand waxed short? now 
shalt thou see whether my word shall 

24come to pass unto thee or not. And 
Moses weut out, and told the people 
the words of the Lorp: and he 
gathered seventy men of the elders of 
the people, and set them round about 

25 the Tent. And the Lorp came down 
in the cloud, and spake unto him, and 
took of the spirit that was upon him, 
and put it upon the seventy elders: and 
it came to pass, that, when the spirit 
rested upon them, they prophesied, 

26 but they did so no more. But there 
remained two men in the camp, the 
name of the one was Eldad, and the 
name of the other Medad: and the spirit 
rested upon them; and they were of 
them that were written, but had not 
gone out unto the Tent: and they 

27 prophesied in the camp. And there 
ran a young man, and teld Moses, and 
said, Eldad and Medad do prophesy m 

28 the camp. And Joshua the son of 

























































Nun, the minister of Moses, 5one of an Py 
his chosen men, answered and said, | ‘youth 


29 My lord Moses, forbid them. And 
Moses said unto him, Art thou jealous 
for my sake? would God that all the 
Lorp’s people were prophets, that the 
Lorp would put his spirit upon them ! 

30 And Moses gat him into the camp, 

3lhe and the elders of Israel. And 
there went forth a wind from the 
Lorp, and brought quails from the 
sea, and let them fall by the camp, 
about a day’s journey on this side, 
and a day’s journey on the other 
side, round about the camp, and about 
two cubits above the face of the earth. 

382 And the people rose up all that day, 
and all the night, and all the next 
day, and gathered the quails: he that 
gathered least gathered ten homers: 
and they spread them all abroad for 
themselves round about the camp. 

83 While the flesh was yet between their 

teeth, ere it was chewed, the anger

of the Lonp was kindled against the 
people, and the Lorp smote the people 

34 with a very great plague. And the 
name of that place was called ! Kibroth- 
hattaavah: because there they buried 

35 the people that lusted. From Kibroth- 
hattaavah the people journeyed unto 
Hazeroth; and they abode at Hazer- 
oth. 

12 And Miriam and Aaron spake against 
Moses beeanse of the Cushite woman 
whom he had married: for he had 

2married a Cushite woman. And they 
said, Hath the Lorp indeed spoken 
only 2with Moses? hath he not spoken 
also 2with us? And the Lorp heard 
3it. Now the man Moses was very 
meek, above all the men which were 
4upon the face of the earth. And the 
Lorp spake suddenly unto Moses, and 
unto Aaron, and unto Miriam, Come 
out ye three unto the tent of meeting. 
5And they three came out. And the 
Lorp came down in a pillar of clond, 
and stood at the door of the Tent, 
and called Aaron and Miriam: and 
6they both came forth. And he said, 
Hear now my words: if there be a 
prophet among you, I the Lorp will 
make myself known unto him in a 
vision, I will speak with him in a 
7dream. My servant Moses is not so; 
8 he is faithful in all mine house: with 
him will Ispeak mouth to mouth, even 
manifestly, and not in dark speeches; 
and the form of the Lorp shall he 
behold: wherefore then were ye not 
afraid to speak against my servant, 
Jagainst Moses? And the anger of the 
Lorp was kindled against them; and 

10 he departed. And the cloud removed 
from over the Tent; and, behold, 
Miriam was leprous, as white as snow: 
and Aaron looked upon Miriam, and, 

11 behold, she was leprous. And Aaron 
said unto Moses, Oh my lord, lay not, 
I pray thee, sin upon us, for that we 
have done foolishly, and for that we 

12have sinned. Let her not, I pray, be 
as one dead, of whom the flesh is half 
cousumed when he cometh out of bis 

13 mother’s womb. And Moses cried 
unto the Lorn, saying, Heal her, O 

14God, I beseech thee. And the Lorp 
said unto Moses, Hf her father had 
but spit in her face, should she not 
be ashamed seven days? let her be 
shut up without the camp seven days, 
and after that she shall be brought 

15in again. And Miriam was shut up 
without the camp seven days: and 
the people journeyed not till Miriam 

16 was brought in again. And afterward 
the people journeyed from Hazeroth, 
and pitched in the wilderness of 
Paran. 

13 And the Lorp spake unto Moses, 

2saying, Send thou men, that they may 
spy out the land of Canaan, which I

every tribe of their fathers shall ye 
send a man, every one a prince among 
3them. And Moses sent them from the 
wilderness of Paran according to the 
commandment of the Lorp: all of 
them men who were heads of the 
4children of Israel. And these were 
their names: of the tribe of Reuben, 
5 Shammua the son of Zaccur. Of the 
tribe of Simeon, Shaphat the son of 
6Hori. Of the tribe of Judah, Caleb 
7the son of Jephunneh. Of the tribe 
of Issachar, Igal the son of Joseph. 
8 Of the tribe of Ephraim, Hoshea the 
9son of Nun. Of the tribe of Benja- 
10min, Palti the son of Raphu. Of the 
tribe of Zebulun, Gaddiel the son of 
11So0di. Of the tribe of Joseph, namely, 
of the tribe of Manasseh, Gaddi the 
12son of Susi. Of the tribe of Dan, 
13 Ammiel the son of Gemailli. Of the 
tribe of Asher, Sethur the son of 
14Michael. Of the tribe of Naphtali, 
15Nahbi the son of Vophsi. Of the 
tribe of Gad, Genel the son of Machi. 
16These are the names of the men 
which Moses sent to spy out the land. 
And Moses called Hoshea the son of 
17Nun Joshua. And Moses sent them 
to spy out the land of Canaan, and 
said unto them, Get you up this way 
8by the South, and go up into the 
18 mountains: and see the land, what it 
is; and the people that dwelleth there- 
in, whether they be strong or weak, 
19 whether they be few or many; and 
what the land is that they dwell in, 
whether it be good or bad; and what 
cities they be that they dwell in, 
whether in camps, or in strong holds; 
20and what the land is, whether it be 
fat or lean, whether there be wood 
therem, or not. And be ye of good 
courage, and bring of the fruit of the 
land. Now the time was the time of 
21the firstripe grapes. So they went 
up, and spied ont the land from the 
wilderness of Zin unto Rehob, to the 
22 entering in of Hamath. And they 
went up ®%by the South, and came 
unto Hebron; and Ahiman, Sheshai, 
and Talmai, the children of Anak, 
were there. (Now Hebron was built 
seven years before Zoan in Egypt.) 
23And they came unto the valley of 
Esheol, and cut down from thence a 
branch with one cluster of grapes, and 
they bare it upon a staff between two; 
they brought also of the pomegrauates, 
Q4and of the figs. That place was 
called the valley of 4Esheol, because 
of the cluster which the children of 
25Israel cut down from thence. And 
they returned from spying out the 
26land at the end of forty days. And 
they went and came to Moses, and 
to Aaron, and to all the congregation 
of the children of Israel, unto the

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children of Israel, which they murmur 
28 against me. Say unto them, As I live, 
saith the Lorp, surely as ye have spoken 
29 in mine ears, so will I do to you: your 
carcases shall fall in this wilderness; 
aud all that were numbered of yon, 
according to your whole number, froin 
twenty years old and upward, which 
30 have murmured against me, surely ye 
shall not come into the land, concerning 
which I lifted up my hand that I would 
make you dwell therein, save Caleb 
the son of Jephunneh, and Joshua the 
31 son of Nun. But your little ones, which 
ye said should be a prey, them will I 
bring in, and they shall know the land 
32 which ye have rejected. But as for 
yon, your earcases shall fall m this 
33 Wilderness. And your children shall 
be 1 wanderers in the wilderness forty 
years, and shall bear your whoredoms, 
until your carcases be consumed in the 
34 wilderness. After the number of the 
days in which ye spied out the land, 
even forty days, for every day a year, 
shall ye bear your iniquities, even forty 
years, and ye shall know 2my aliena- 
35 tion. I the Lorp have spoken, surely 
this will I do unto all this evil con- 
gregation, that are gathered together 
against me: in this wilderness they 
shall be consumed, and there they 
36 shall die. And the men, which Moses 
seut to spy out the land, who returned, 
and made all the congregation to mur- 
mur against him, by bringing up an 
37 evil report against the land, even those 
men that did bring up an evil report of 
the land, died by the plague before the 
38 Lorp. But Joshna the son of Nnn, 
and Caleb the son of Jephnnneh, re- 
mained alive of those men that went 
39 to spy out the land. And Moses told 
these words unto all the children of 
Israel: and the people mourned great- 
40ly. And they rose up early in the 
morning, and gat them up to the top 
of the mountain, saying, Lo, we be 
here, and will go up unto the place 
which the Lorp hath promised: for 
41 we have sinned. And Moses said, 
Wherefore now do ye transgress the 
commandment of the Lorp, seeing it 
42 shall not prosper? Go not up, for the 
Lorp is not among you; that ye be 
not smitten down before your enemies. 
43 For there the Amalekite and the Ca- 
naanite are before you, and ye shall 
fall by the sword: because ye are 
turned back from following the Lorn, 
therefore the Lorp will not be with 
44 yon. Bnt they presumed to go up to 


the top of the mountain: nevertheless 
the ark of the covenant of the Lorn, 
and Moses, departed not ont of the 

45camp. Then the Amalekite came down, 
and the Canaanite which dwelt in that 
mountain, and smote them and beat 
them down, even unto Hormah. 


15 And the Lorp spake unto Moses, 
2saying, Speak unto the children of 
Israel, and say unto them, When ye be 
come into the land of your habitations, 
3 which I give unto you, and will make 
an offering by fire unto the Lorp, a 
burnt offering, or a sacrifice, to ac- 
complish a vow, or as a freewill offer- 
ing, or in your set feasts, to make a 
sweet savour unto the Lorp, of the 
4herd, or of the flock: then shall he 
that offereth his oblation offer unto 
the Lorp a meal offering of a tenth 
part of an ephah of fine flour mingled 
with the fourth part of an hin of oil: 
5and wine for the drink offering, the 
fourth part of an hin, shalt thou prepare 
with the burnt offering or for the sacri- 
Gfice, for cach lamb. Or for a ram, 
thou shalt prepare for a meal offering 
two tenth parts of an ephah of fine 
flour mingled with the third part of 
7an hin of oil: and for the drink offering 
thou shalt offer the third part of an hm 
of wine, of a sweet savour unto the 
8Lorp. And when thou preparest a 
bullock for a burnt offering, or for a 
sacrifice, >to accomplish a vow, or for 
9 peace offerings unto the Lorp: then 
shall he offer with the bullock a meal 
offering of three tenth parts of an 
ephah of fine flour mingled with half 
10an hin of oil. And thou shalt offer for 
the drink offering half an hin of wine, 
for an offering made by fire, of a sweet 
11 savour unto the Lorp. Thus shall it be 
done for each bullock, or for each ram, 
or for each of the he-lambs, or of the 
12kids. According to the number that 
ye shall prepare, so shall ye do to 
every one according to their number. 
13 All that are homeborn shall do these 
things after this manner, in offering an 
offermg made by fire, of a sweet savour 
14 unto the Lorp. And if a stranger so- 
journ with you, or whosoever be among 
you throughout your generations, and 
will offer an offering made by fire, of 
a sweet savour unto the Lorn; as ye 
15 do, so he shall do. For the assembly, 
there shall be one statnte for you, and 
for the stranger that sojourneth with 
you, a statnte for ever thronghout 
your generations: as ye are, so shall 
16 the stranger be before the Lorp. One 
law and one ordinance shall be for you, 
and for the stranger that sojourneth 
with yon. 
17 And the Lorp spake tnto Moses, say- 
18 ing, Speak unto the children of Israel, 
and say unto them, When ye come 
into the land whither I bring yon, 
19 then it shall be, that, when ye eat of 
the bread of the land, ye shall offer 
up an heave offermg unto the Lorp. 
20 Of the first of your 4dough ye shall 
offer up a cake for an heave offering: 
as ye do the heave offering of the

23 even all that the Lorp hath command- 
ed you by the hand of Moses, from the 
day that the Lorp gave command- 
nent, and onward throughout your 

24 generations; then it shall be, if it be 
doue Junwittingly, withont the know- 
ledge of the congregation, that all the 
eongregation shall offer one young 
bullock for a burnt offering, for a 
sweet savour unto the Lorp, with 
the meal offering thereof, and the 
drink offering thereof, aecording to 
the ordinanee, aud one he-goat for a 

25 sin offermg. And the priest shall make 
atonement for all the congregation of 
the children of Israel, and they shall 
be forgiven; for it was an error, and 
they have brought their oblation, an 
offering made by fire unto the Lorp, 
and their sin offering before the Lonp, 

26 for their error: and all the congrega- 
tion of the ehildren of Israel shall be 
forgiven, and the stranger that so- 
journeth among them; for in respect 
of all the people it was done unwit- 

27tmgly. And it one person sin unwit- 
tingly, then he shall offer a she-goat 

28 of the first year for a sin offering. And 
the priest shall make atonement for 
the soul that erreth, when he sinneth 
unwittingly, before the Lorp, to make 
atonement for him; and he shall be 

29forgiven. Ye shall have one law for 
him that doeth aught nnwittingly, 
for him that is homeborn among the 
ehildren of Israel, and for the stranger 

30 that sojourneth among them. But the 
soul that doeth aught with an high 
hand, whether he be homeborn or a 
stranger, the same blasplhemeth the 
Lorp; and that soul shall be cut off 

3lfrom among his people. Beeause he 
hath despised the word of the Lorp, 
and hath broken his commandment; 
that son] shall utterly be cut off, his 
iniquity shal] be upon him. 

32 And while the children of Israel were 
in the wilderness, they found a man 
gathering sticks upon the sabbath day. 

33 And they that found him gathering 
sticks brought him unto Moses and 
Aaron, and unto all the congregation. 

34 And they put him in ward, beeause it 
had not been declared what should be 

35done to him. And the Lorp said unto 
Moses, The man shall surely be put to 
death: all the congregation shall stone 

36 him with stones without the camp. And 
all the congregation brought him with- 
out the camp, and stoned him with 
stones, and he died; as the Lorp com- 
manded Moses. 
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37 Aud the Lorn spake unto Moses, say- 

388ing, Speak unto the children of Israel, 
and Iid them that they make them 
2fringes in the borders of their gar- 
ments throughout their generations,

39each border a cord of blue: and it 
shall be unto you for a fringe, that 
ye may look upon it, and remember

16 Now Korah, the son of Izhar, the son 
of Kohath, the son of Levi, with Dathan 
and Abiram, the sons of Eliab, and On, 
the son of Peleth, sons of Reuben, took 

2men: and they rose up before Moses, 
with certain of the children of Israel, 
two hundred and fifty princes of the 
congregation, called to the assembly, 
3men of renown: and they assembled 
themselves together against Moses and 
against Aaron, and said unto them, 
4Ye take too much upon you, seeing 
all the congregation are holy, every 
one of them, and the Lorp is among 
them: wherefore then lift ye up your- 
selves above the assembly of the Lorp? 
4 And when Moses heard it, he fell upon 
5his face: and he spake unto Korah 
aud unto all his company, saying, In 
the morning the Lorp will shew who 
are his, and who is holy, and ‘will 
cause him to come near unto him: 
even him whom he shall choose will

do; take you censers, Korah, and all 
This company; and put fire therein, 
and put incense upon them before the 
Lorp to-morrow: and it shall be that 
the mau whom the Lorp doth choose, 
he shall be holy: ye take too much 
8 upon you, ye sons of Levi. And Moses 
said unto Korah, Hear now, ye sons 
9of Levi: seemeth it but a small thing 
unto you, that the God of Israel hath 
separated you from the congregation 
of Israel, to bring yon near to himself; 
to do the service of the tabernacle of 
the Lorn, and to stand before the con- 

10 gregation to minister unto them; and 
that he hath brought thee near, and 
all thy brethren the sons of Levi with 
thee? and seek ye the priesthood also? 

11 Therefore thon and all thy company 
are gathered together against the Lorp: 
and Aaron, what is he that ye murmur 

12against him? And Moses sent to call 
Dathan and Abiram, the sons of Ehab: 
and they said, We will not eome up:

I, behold, I have given thee the charge

This shall be 
thine of the most holy things, reserved 
from the fire: every oblation of theirs, 
even every meal offering of theirs, and 
every sin offering of theirs, and every 
guilt offering of theirs, which they 
shall render unto me, shall be most 

10holy for thee and for thy sons. As 
the most holy things shalt thou eat 
thereof: every male shall eat thereof ; 
11it shall be holy unto thee. And this 
is thine; the heave offering of their 
gift, even all the wave offerings of the 
children of Israel: I have given them 
unto thee, and to thy sons and to thy 
daughters with thee, as a due for ever: 
every one thatis clean in thy house shall 
12 eat thereof. All the 4best of the oil, and 
all the 4best of the vintage, and of the 
corn, the firstfruits of them which they 
give unto the Lorp, to thee have I 
18 given them. The firstripe fruits of all 
that is in their land, which they bring 
unto the Lorp, shall be thine; every 
one that is clean in thy house shall eat 
14 thereof.

Every thing that openeth 
the womb, of all flesh which they offer 
unto the Lorp, both of man and beast, 
shall be thine: nevertheless the first- 
born of man shalt thou surely redeem, 
and the firstling of unclean beasts 
1Gshalt thou redeem. 5And those that 
are to be redeemed of them from a 
month old shalt thon redeem, accord- 
ing to thine estimation, for the money 


of five shekels, after the shekel of the | 
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sanetuary (the same is twenty gerahs). 

17 But the firstling of an ox, or the first- 
ling of a sheep, or the firstling ofa 
goat, thou shalt not redeem; they are 
holy: thou shalt sprinkle their blood 
npou the altar, and shalt burn their fat 
for an offering made by fire, for a sweet 

18 savour unto the Lorp. And the flesh of 
them shall be thiue, as the wave breast 
and as the right thigh, it shall he thine. 

19 All the heave offerings of the holy 
things, which the children of Israel 
offer unto the Lonp, have I given thee, 
and thy sons and thy daughters with 
thee, as a due for ever: it is a eoven- 
ant of salt for ever before the Lorp 
unto thee and to thy seed with thee. 

20 And the Lorp said unto Aaron, Thou 
shalt have no inheritance in their land, 
neither shalt thou have any portion 
among them: I am thy portion and 
thine inheritanee among the children 
of Israel. 

21 And unto the children of Levi, behold, 
J have given all the tithe in Israel for 
an inheritanee, in return for their serv- 
ice which they serve, even the service 

22 of the tent of meeting. And hence- 
forth the children of Israel shall not 
come nigh the tent of meeting, lest 

23 they bear sin, and die. But the Le- 
vites shall do the service of the tent 
of meeting, and they shall bear their 
iniquity: it shall be a statute for ever 
throughout your generations, and a- 
mong the children of Israel they shall 

24have no inheritance. For the tithe of 
the children of Israel, which they offer 
as an heave offering unto the Lorp, I 
have given to the Levites for an im- 
heritanee: therefore I have said unto 
them, Among the ehildren of Israel 
they shall have no inheritanee. 

25 And the Lorp spake unto Moses, say- 

26ing, Moreover thou shalt speak unto 
the Levites, and say unto them, When 
ye take of the children of Israel the 
tithe which I have given you from 
them for your inheritanee, then ye 
shall offer up an heave offering of it 

27 for the Lorp, a tithe of the tithe. And 
your heave offering shall be reckoned 
unto you, as though it were the eorn 
of the threshing-floor, and as the ful- 

28ness of the winepress. Thus ye also 
shall offer an heave offering unto the 
Lorp of all your tithes, which ye re- 
eeive of the children of Israel; and 
thereof ye shall give the Lorp’s heave 

29 offering to Aaron the priest. Out of 
all your gifts ye shall offer every heave 
offering of the Lorp, of all the !best 
thereof, even the hallowed part there- 

30 of out of it. Therefore thon shalt say 
unto them, When ye heave the !best 
thereof from it, then it shall be eount- 
ed unto the Levites as the inerease of 
the threshing-floor, and as the merease 


21 of the winepress. And ye shall eat it 


in every place, ye and your house- 
holds: for it is your reward in return 
for your service in the tent of meet- 

32ing. And ye shall bear no sin by rea- 
son of it, when ye have heaved from 
it the 1best thereof: and ye shall not 
profane the holy things of the children 
of Israel, 2that ye die not. 


19 And the Lorp spake unto Moses and 
2unto Aaron, saying, This is the stat- 
ute of the law whieh the Lorp hath 
commanded, saying, Speak unto the 
ehildren of Israel, that they bring thee 
a red heifer 3 withont spot, wherein is 
no blemish, and upon whieh never 
3eame yoke: and ye shall give her unto 
Eleazar the priest, and he shall bring 
her forth without the eamp, and one 
4shall slay her before his faee: and 
Eleazar the priest shall take of her

Then the 
priest shall wash his elothes, and he 
shall bathe his flesh in water, and 
afterward he shall come into the camp, 
and the priest shall be unelean until 
8the even. And he that burneth her 
shall wash his clothes in water, and 
bathe his flesh in water, and shall be 
9uneclean until the even. And a man 
that is elean shall gather up the ashes 
of the heifer, aud lay them up without 
the camp in a clean place, and it shall 
be kept for the eongregation of the 
children of Israel for a water of 4separ- 
10ation: it is a sin offering. And he 
that gathereth the ashes of the heifer 
shall wash his elothes, and be nnclean 
until the even: and it shall be unto 
the ehildven of Israel, and unto the 
stranger that sojourneth among them, 
11 for a statute for ever. He that touch- 
eth the dead body of any man shall be 
12unclean seven days: the same shall 
purify himself therewith on the third 
day, Sand on the seventh day he shall 
be clean: but if he purify not himself 
the third day, then the seventh day 
13he shall net be elean. Whosoever 
toueheth the dead body of any man 
that is dead, and purifieth not himself, 
defileth the tabernacle of the Lorp; 


and that soul shall be cut off from Is- |. 


rael: because the water of separation 
was not sprinkled upon him, he shall 
be unclean; his uncleanness is yet 
14upon him. This is the law when a 
man dieth in a tent: every one that 
eometh into the tent, and every one 
that is in the tent, shall be unelean

were there, and upon him that touched 
the bone, or the slain, or the dead, or 
19the grave: and the clean person shall 
sprinkle upon the unclean on the third 
day, and on the seventh day: and on 
the seventh day he shall purify him; 
and he shall wash his clothes, and 
bathe himself in water, and shall be 
20clean ateven. But the man that shall 
be unclean, and shall not purify him- 
self, that soul shall be cut off from the 
midst of the assembly, because he hath 
defiled the sanctuary of the Lorp: the 
water of separation hath not been 
sprinkled upon him; he is unclean. 
21 And it shall be a perpetual statute 
unto them: and he that sprinkleth 
the water of separation shall wash 
lris clothes; and he that toucheth the 
water of separation shall be unclean 
22 until even. And whatsoever the un- 
clean person toucheth shall be unclean ; 
and the soul that toucheth it shall be 
unclean until even. 


20 And the children of Israel, even the 
whole congregation, came into the 
wilderness of Zin in the first month: 
and the people abode in Kadesh; and 
Miriam died there, and was buried 

2there. And there was no water for 
the congregation: and they assembled 
themselves together against Moses and 
8against Aaron.

I thought to promote thee unto great 
honour ; but, lo, the Lorp hath kept

me his house full of silver and gold, I 
cannot go beyond the word of the 
Lorp, to do either good or bad ot 
mine own mind; what the Lorp 

14speaketh, that will I speak? And 
now, behold, I go unto my people: 
come, and I will advertise thee what 
this people shall do to thy people

and the anger of the Lorp was kindled

And when Phinehas, 
the son of Eleazar, the son of Aaron 
the priest, saw it, he rose up.from the 
midst of the congregation, and took a 
8 spear in his hand; and he went after 
the man of Israel into the 6pavilion, 
and thrust both of them through, the 
man of Israel, and the woman through 
her belly. So the plague was stayed 
9from the children of Israel. And 
those that died by the plague were 
twenty and four thousand.

And they that were nmn- 
bered of then were twenty and three 
thousand, every male from a month old 
and upward: for they were not num- 
bered among the children of Israel, 
because there was no inheritance given 
them among the ehildren of Israel. 

63 These are they that were numbered 
by Moses and Eleazar the priest; who 
numbered the children of Israel in the

G4eho. But among these there was not 
a man of them that were numbered by 
Moses and Aaron the priest; who num- 
bered the ehildren of Israel in the 

65 wilderness of Sinai. For the Lorp had 
said of them, They shall surely die in 
the wilderness. And there was not 
left a man of them, save Caleb the son 
Jephunneh, and Joshua the son of 

un. 

2'7 Then drew near the daughters of Ze- 
lophehad, the son of Hepher, the son 
of Gilead, the son of Machir, the son 
of Manasseh, of the families of Manas- 
seh the son of Joseph: and these are 
the names of his daughters; Mahlah, 
Noah, and Hoglah, and Mileah, and 

2Tirzah. And they stood before Moses, 
and before Eleazar the priest, and be- 
fore the princes and all the congrega- 
tion, at the door of the tent of meeting, 
3saying, Our father died in the wilder- 
ness, and he was not among the com- 
pany of them that gathered themselves 
together against the Lorp in the com- 
pany of Korah: but he died in his own 
4sin; and he had nosons. Why should 
the name of our father be taken away 
from among his family, because he had 
no son? Give unto ns a possession 
5 among the brethren of our father. And 
Moses bronght their cause before the 
6 Lorp. And the Lorp spake unto Mo- 
7 ses, saying, The danghters of Zelophe- 


had speak right: thou shalt surely 
give them a possession of an inherit- 
anee among their father’s brethren; 
and thou shalt cause the inheritance 
8 of their father to pass unto them. And 
thou shalt speak unto the children of 
Israel, saying, If a man die, and have 
no son, then ye shall cause his inherit- 
9ance to pass unto his daughter. And 
if he have no daugliter, then ye shall 
give his inheritance unto his brethren. 
10 And if he have no brethren, then ye 
shall give his inheritance unto his 
1lfather’s brethren. And if his father 
have no brethren, then ye shall give 
his inheritance nnto his kinsman that 
is next to him of his family, and he 
shall possess it: and it shall be unto 
the children of Israel a statute of judge- 
ment, as the Lorp commanded Moses. 
12 And the Lorp said unto Moses, Get 
thee up into this mountain of Abarim, 
and behold the land which I have given 
13 umto the children of Israel. And when 
thou hast seen it, thon also shalt be 
gathered unto thy people, as Aaron 
14 thy brother was gathered: because ye 
rebelled against my word in the wild- 
erness of Zin, in the strife of the 
congregation, 1to sanctify me at the 
waters before their eyes. (These are 
the waters of Meribah of Kadesh in 
15the wilderness of Zin.) And Moses 
16spake unto the Lorp, saying, Let the 
Lorp, the God of the spirits of all 
flesh, appoint a man over the congreg- 
17 ation, which may go out before them, 
and which may come in before them, 
and which may lead them out, and 
whieh may bring them in; that the 
congregation of the Lorp be not as 
ISsheep whieh have no shepherd. And 
the Lorp said unto Moses, T'ake thee 
Joshua the son of Nun, aman in whom 
is the spirit, and lay thine hand upon 
19him; and set him before Eleazar the 
priest, and before all the congregation; 
and give him a charge in their sight. 
20 And thou shalt put of thine honour 
npon him, that all the congregation of 
21 the children of Israel may obey. And 
he shall stand before Eleazar the priest, 
who shall inquire for him by the judge- 
ment of the Urim before the Lorp: at 
his word shall they go ont, and at his 
word they shall come in, both he, and 
all the children of Israel with him, even 
22 all the congregation. And Moses did 
as the Lorp commanded him: and he 
took Joshua, and set him before Elea- 
zar the priest, and before all the con- 
23 gregation: and he laid his hands upon 
him, and gave him a eharge, as the 
Lorp spake by the hand of Moses.

23 And on the fourth day ten bullocks, 
two rams, fourteen he-lambs of the 
24 first year without blemish: their meal 
offermg and their drink offerings for 
the bullocks, for the rams, and for the 
lambs, according to theiy number, after 
25 the ordinance: and one he-goat for a 
sin offering; beside the continual burnt 
offering, the meal offering thereof, and 
the drink offering thereof. 
26 And on the fifth day nine bullocks, 
two rams, fourteen he-lambs of the 
27 first year without blemish: and their 
meal offering and their drink offerings 
for the bullocks, for the rams, and for 
the lambs, according to their number, 
28 after the ordinance: and one he-goat 
for a sin offering; beside the continual 
burnt offering, and the meal offermg 
thereof, and the drink offering thereof. 
29 And on the sixth day eight bullocks, 


two rams, fourteen he-lambs of the 

30 first year without blemish: and their 
meal offering and their drink offerings 
for the bullocks, for the rams, and for 
the lambs, according to their number, 

3lafter the ordinance: and one he-goat 
for a sin offering; beside the continual 
burnt offering, the meal offering there- 
of, and the drink offerings thereof. 

32 And on the seventhday seven bullocks, 
iworams, fourteen he-lambs of the first 

33 year without blemish: and their meal 
offering and their drink offerings for 
the bullocks, for the rams, and for the 
lambs, according to their number, after 

34the ordinance: and one he-goat for a 
sin offering; beside the continual burnt 
offering, the meal offering thereof, and 
the drink offering thereof. 

85 On the eighth day ye shall have a 
lgsolemn assembly: ye shall do no 

36 servile work: but ye shall offer a burnt 
offermg, an offering made by fire, of 
a sweet savour unto the LorpD: one 
bullock, one ram, seven he-lambs of 

37 the first year without blemish: their 
meal offering and their drink offerings 
for the bullock, for the ram, and for 
the lambs, shall be according to their 

38 number, after the ordmance: and one 
he-goat for a sin offering; beside the 
continual burnt offering, and the meal 
offering thereof, and the drink offering 
thereof. 

39 These ye shall offer unto the Lorp in 
your set feasts, beside your vows, and 
your freewill offerings, for your burnt 
offerings, and for your meal offerings, 
and for your drink offerings, and for 

40 your peace offerings. And Moses told 


the children of Israel according to all i 


that the Lorp commanded Moses. 

30 And Moses spake unto the heads of 
the tribes of the children of Israel, 
saying, This is the thing which the 

2Lorp hath commanded. When a man 
voweth a vow unto the Lorp, or swear- 
eth an oath to bind his soul with a 
bond, he shall not 2break his word; he 
shall doaccording toallthat proceedeth 

3 out of his mouth. Also when a woman 
voweth a vow unto the Lorp, and 
bindeth herself by a bond, being in 

4 her father’s house, in her youth; and 
her father heareth her vow, and her 
bond wherewith she hath bound her 
soul, and her father holdeth his peace 
at her: then all her vows shall stand, 
and every bond wherewith she hath 

5 bound her soul shall stand. But if her 
father disallow her in the day that he 
heareth; none of her vows, or of her 
bonds wherewith she hath bound her 
soul, shall stand: and the Lorp shall 
forgive her, because her father dis- 

6allowed her. And if she be marrved 
to a husband, while her vows are upon 
her, or the rash utterance of her lips, 
wherewith she hath bound her soul; 
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7and her husband hear it, and hold his 
peace at her in the day that he heareth 
it; then her vows shall stand, and her 
bonds wherewith she hath bound her 
8 soul shail stand. But if her husband 
disallow her in the day that he heareth 
it; then he shall make void her vow 
which is upon her, and the rash utter- 
ance of her ips, wherewith she hath 
bound her sonl: and the Lorp shall 
9forgive her. But the vow of a widow, 
or of her that is divorced, even every 
thing wherewith she hath bound her 
10soul, shali stand agaiust her. And if 
she vowed in her husband’s house, or 
bound her sonl by a bond with an 
11 oath, and her husband heard it, and 
held his peace at her, and disallowed 
her not; then all her vows shall stand, 
and every bond wherewith she bonnd 
12 her soul shall stand. But if her hus- 
band made them null and void in the 
day that he heard them; then whatso- 
ever proceeded ont of her lips concern- 
ing her vows, or concerning the bond 
of her soul, shall not stand: her hus- 
band hath made them void; and the 
13 Lorp shall forgive her. Every vow, 
and every binding oath to afflict the 
soul, her husband may establish it, or 
14 her husband may make it void. But if 
her husband altogether hold his peace 
at her from day to day; then he estab- 
lisheth ali her vows, or all her bonds, 
which are upon her: he hath estab- 
lished them, because he held his peace 
at her in the day that he heard them. 
15 But if he shall make them null and 
void after that he hath heard them; 
16 then he shall bear her iniquity. These 
are the statutes, which the Lorp com- 
manded Moses, between a man and his 
wife, between a father and his daungh- 
ter, being in her youth, in her father’s 
house, 
31 And the Lorp spake nnto Moses, 
2saying, Avenge the children of Israel of 
the Midianites: afterward shalt thon 
3be gathered unto thy people. And 
Moses spake unto the people, saying, 
Arm ye men from among you for the 
war, that they may go against Midian, 
to execute the Lorp’s vengeance ou 
4Midian. Of every tribe a thousand, 
throughout all the tribes of Israel, 
Sshall ye send to the war. So there 
were delivered, out of the thousands 
of Israel, a thousand of every tribe, 
6 twelve thousand armed for war. And 
Moses sent them, a thousand of every 
tribe, to the war, them and Phinehas 
the son of Eleazar the priest, to the 
war, With the vessels of the sanctuary 
and the trumpets for the alarm in 
This hand. And they warred against 
Midian, as the Lorp commanded 
Moses; and they slew every male. 
8And they slew the kings of Midian 
with the rest of their slain; Evi, and 
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Rekem, and Zur, and Hur, and Reba, 
the five kings of Midian: Balaam also 
the son of Beor they slew with the 
§sword. And the children of Israel 
took captive the women of Midian and 
their little ones; and all their cattle, 
and all their flocks, and all their 

10 goods, they took for a prey. And all 
their cities in the places wherein they 
dwelt, and all their encampments, they 

{1 burnt with fire. And they took all 
the spoil, and all the prey, both of 

12 man and of beast. And they brought 
the captives, and the prey, and the 
spoil, nnto Moses, and unto Eleazar 
the priest, and uuto the congregation 
of the children of Israel, unto the 
eamp at the plains of Moab, which are 
by the Jordan at Jericho. 

13 And Moses, and Eleazar the priest, 
and all the princes of the congregation, 
went forth to meet them withont the 

l4camp. And Moses was wroth with 
the officers of the host, the captains 
of thousands and the captains of hund- 
reds, which came from the service of 

15 the war. And Moses said unto them, 
Have ye saved all the women alive? 

16 Behold, these cansed the children of 
Israel, through the counsel of Balaam, 
to commit trespass against the Lorp 
in the matter of Peor, and so the 
plagne was among the congregation of 

17the Lorp. Now therefore kill every 
male among the little ones, and kill 
every woman that hath known man 

18by lying with him. But all the 
women children, that have uot known 
mau by lying with him, keep alive for 

19 yourselves. And eneamp ye without 
the camp seven days: whosoever hath 
killed any person, and whosoever hath 
touched any slain, purify yourselves 
on the third day and on the seveuth 

20 day, ye and your captives, And as to 
every garment, and all that is made 
of skin, and all work of goats’ hair, 
and all things made of wood, ye shall 

21purify yourselves. And Eleazar the 
priest said unto the men of war which 
went to the battle, This is thestatnte 
of the law which the Lorp hath com- 

22manded Moses: howbeit the gold, 
and the silver, the brass, the iron, the 

23tin, and the lead, every thing that 
may abide the fire, ye shall make to 
go through the fire, and it shall be 
clean; nevertheless it shall be purified 
with the water of Jseparation: and 
all that abideth not the fire ye shall 

24make to gothroughthe water. Andye 
shall wash your clothes on the seventh 
day, and ye shall be clean, and after- 
ward ye shall come into the camp. 

25 And the Lorp spake unto Moses, 

%saying, Take the sum of the prey 
that was taken, both of man and of 
beast, thou, and Eleazar the priest, 

and the heads of the fathers’ houses 
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27 of the congregation: and divide the 
prey into two parts; between the men 
skilled in war, that went out to battle, 

98 and all the congregation: and levy a 
tribute unto the Lorp of the men of 
war that went out to battle: one soul 
of five hundred, both of the persons, 
and of the beeves, and of the asses, 

29 and of the flocks: take it of their half, 
and give it unto Eleazar the priest, 

30for the Lorp’s heave offermg. And 
of the children of Israel's half, thou 
shalt take one drawn out of every fifty, 
of tle persons, of the beeves, of the 
asses, and of the flocks, even of all the 
cattle, and give them unto the Levites, 
which keep the charge of the taber- 

3lnacle of the Lorp. And Moses and 
Eleazar the priest did as the Lorp 
32commanded Moses. Now the prey, 
over and above the booty which the 
men of war took, was six hundred 
thousand and seventy thousand and 

33 five thousand sheep, and threescore 

34and twelve thousand beeves, and 
threescore and one thousand asses, 

35 and thirty and two thousand persons 
in all, of the women that had not 

36 known man by lying with him. And 
the half, which was the portion of 
them that went out to war, was in 
number three hundred thousand and 
thirty thousand and seven thousand 

37and five hundred sheep: and the 
Lorp’s tribute of the sheep was six 
hundred and threescore and fifteen. 

38 And the beeyes were thirty and six 
thousand; of which the Lorp’s tribute 

39 was threescore and twelve. And the 
asses were thirty thousand and five 
hundred ; of which the Lorp’s tribute 

40was threescore and one. And _ the 
persons were sixteen thousand; of 
whom the Lorp’s tribute was thirty 

4land two persons. .And Moses gave 
the tribute, which was the Lorp's 
heave offering, unto Eleazar the priest, 

42 as the Lord commanded Moses. And 
of the children of Israel’s half, which 
Moses divided off from the men that 

43 warred, (now the congregation’s half 
was three hundred thousand and 
thirty thousand, seven thousand and 

44five hundred sheep, and thirty and 

45 six thousand beeves, and thirty thou- 

46sand and five hundred asses, and 

47 sixteen thousand persons;) even of 
the children of Israel’s half, Moses 
took one drawn out of every fifty, 
both of man and of beast, and gave 
them unto the Levites, which kept 
the charge of the tabernacle of the 
Lorp; as the Lorp commanded Moses. 

| 48 And the officers which were over the 
thousands of the host, the captains 





war which are under our charge, and 
50 there lacketh not one man ofus. And 
we have brought the Lorp’s oblation, 
what every man hath gotten, of jewels 
of gold, ankle chaims, and bracelets, 
signet-rings, earrings, and larmlets, to 
make atonement for our souls before 
5lthe Lorp. And Moses and Eleazar 
the priest took the gold of them, even 
52all wrought jewels. And all the gold 
of the heave offering that they offered 
up to the Lorp, of the captains of 
thousands, and of the captains of 
hundreds, was sixteen thousand seven 
53 hundred and fifty shekels. (2 For the 
men of war had taken booty, every 
54man for himself.) And Moses and 
Eleazar the priest took the gold of the 
captains of thousands and of hundreds, 
and brought it into the tent of meeting, 
for a memorial for the children of 
Israel before the Lorn. 


32 Now the children of Reuben and 
the children of Gad had a very great 
multitude of cattle: and when they 
saw the land of Jazer, and the land 
of Gilead, that, behold, the place was 

2a place for cattle; the children of Gad 
and the children of Reuben came and 
spake unto Moses, and to Eleazar the 
priest, and unto the princes of the 
3 congregation, saying, Ataroth, and 
Dibon, and Jazer, and ?Nimrah, and 
Heshbon, and Elealeh, and #Sebam, 
4and Nebo, and 5 Beon, the land which 
the Lorp smote before the congrega- 
tion of Israel, is a land for cattle, and 
5thy servants have cattle. And they 
said, If we have found grace in thy 
sight, let this land be given unto thy 
servants for a possession; bring us 
Gnot over Jordan. And Moses said 
unto the children of Gad and to the 
children of Reuben, Shall your breth- 
ren go to the war, and shall ye sit 
7here? And wherefore discourage ye 
the heart of the children of Israel 
from going over into the land which 
8 the Lorp hath given them? Thus did 
your fathers, when I seut them from 
9 Kadesh-barnea to see the land. For 
when they went up unto the valley of 
Eshcol, and saw the land, they dis- 
couraged the heart of the children of 
Israel, that they should not go into 
the land which the Lorp had given 
10them. And the Lorp’s anger was 
kindled in that day, and he sware, 
1lsaying, Surely none of the men that 
came up out of Egypt, from twenty 
years old and upward, shall see the 
land which I sware unto Abrahan, 
unto Isaac, and unto Jacob; because 
they have not wholly followed me:

49 huudreds, came near wito Moses: and 





Kenizzite, and Joshua the son of Nun: 
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kindled against Israel, and he made 
them wander to and fro in the wilder- 
ness forty years, until all the genera- 
tion, that had done evil in the sight 
14of the Lorp, was consumed. And, 
behold, ye are risen up in your fathers’ 
stead, an increase of sinful men, to 
angenient yet the fierce anger of the 
15Lorp toward Israel. For if ye turn 
away from after him, he will yet again 
leave them in the wilderness; and ye 
1Gshall destroy all this people. And 
they came near unto lim, and said, 
We will build sheepfolds here for our 
cattle, and cities for our little ones: 

17 but we ourselves will be ready armed 
to go before the children of Israel, 
until we have brought them unto their 
place: and our little ones shall dwell 
in the fenced cities because of the 

18inhabitants of the land. We will not 
return unto our houses, until the 
children of Israel have inherited every 

19man his inheritance. For we will not 
inherit with them on the other side 
Jordan, and forward; because our in- 
heritance is fallen to us ov this side 

20 Jordan eastward. And Moses said 
unto them, If ye will do this thing; 
if ye will arm yourselves to go before 

21 the Lorp to the war, and every armed 
man of you will pass over Jordan 
before the Lorp, until he hath driven 

22 out his enemies from before him, and 
the land be subdued before the Lorn: 
then afterward ye shall return, and be 
guiltless towards the Lorn, and towards 
Israel; and this land shall be unto 
you for a possession before the Lorn. 

23 But if ye will not do so, behold, ye 
have sinned against the Lorp: and be 

24sure your sin will find you out. Build 
you cities for your little ones, and folds 
for your sheep; and do that which hath 

25 proceeded out of your mouth. And 
the children of Gad and the children 
of Reuben spake unto Moses, saying, 
Thy servants will do as my lord com- 

26mandeth. Our little ones, our wives, 
our flocks, and all our cattle, shall be 

27 there in the cities of Gilead: but thy 
servants will pass over, every man 
that is armed for war, before the 
Lorp to battle, as my lord saith. 

28 So Moses gave charge concerning 
them to Eleazar the priest, and to 
Joshua the son of Nun, and to the 
heads of the fathers’ houses of the 

29 tribes of the children of Israel. And 
Moses said unto them, If the children 
of Gad and the children of Reuben 
will pass with you over Jordan, every 
man that is armed to battle, before the 
Lorp, and the land shall be subdued 
before you; then ye shall give them 
the land of Gilead for a possession: 

30 but if they will not pass over with you 
armed, they shall have possessions a- 


31 mong you in the land of Canaan. And 
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the children of Gad and the children of 
Reuben answered, saying, As the Lorp 
hath said unto thy servants, so will we 
32do. Wo will pass over armed before 
the Lonp into the land of Canaan, 
and the possession of our inheritance 
shall remain with us beyond Jordan. 
33 And Moses gave unto them, even to the 
children of Gad, and to the children 
of Reuben, and unto the half tribe of 
Manasseh the sou of Joseph, the king- 
dom of Sihon king of the Amorites, 
and the kingdom of Og king of Bashan, 
the land, according to the cities there- 
of with thezr borders, even the cities 
34o0f the land round about. And the 
children of Gad built Dibon, and At- 
35 aroth, and Aroer; and Atroth-shophan, 
36and Jazer, and Jogbehah; and Beth- 
nimrah, and Beth-haran: fenced cities, 
37 and folds for sheep. And the children 
of Reuben built Heshbon, and Elealeh, 
38 and Kiriathaim; and Nebo, and Baal- 
meou, (their names being changed,) 
and Sibmah: and gave other names 
nnoto the cities which they builded. 
39 And the children of Machir the son of 
Manasseh went to Gilead, and took it, 
and dispossessed the Amorites which 
40 were therein. And Moses gave Gilead 
unto Machir the son of Manasseh; and 
41 he dwelt therein. And Jair the son of 
Manasseh went and took the towns 
thereof, and called them 1Havvoth- 
42jair. And Noba went and took Ken- 
ath, and the ?villages thereof, and 
called it Nobah, after his own name. 


33 These are the ?journeys of the child- 
ren of Israel, 4when they went forth 
out of the land of Egypt by their hosts 
under the hand of Moses and Aaron. 

2 And Moses wrote their goings out ac- 
cording to their journeys by the com- 
mandment of the Lorp: and these are 
their journeys according to their goings 

3out. And they journeyed from Rain- 
eses in the first month, on the fif- 
teenth day of the first month; on the 
morrow after the passover the child- 
ren of Israel went out with an high 
hand in the sight of all the Egypt- 
dians, while the Egyptians were bury- 
ing all their firstborn, which the Lorp 
had smitten among them: upon their 
gods also the Lorp executed judge- 
5ments. And the children of Israel 
journeyed from Rameses, and pitched 
6in Suecoth. And they journeyed from 
Succoth, and pitched in Etham, which 
is in the edge of the wilderness. 
7And they journeyed from HKtham, 
and turned back unto Pi-hahiroth, 
which is before Baal-zephon: and 

Sthey pitched before Migdol. And 
they journeyed from before Hahiroth, 
and passed through the midst of 
the sea into the wilderness: and 
they went three days’ journey in the 
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wilderness of Etham, and pitched 
9in Marah. And they journeyed from 
Marah, and came unto Elim: and in 
Elim were twelve springs of water, 
and threescore and ten palm trees; 
10 and they pitched there. And they jour- 
neyed from Elim, and pitched by the 
11 Red Sea. And they journeyed from 
the Red Sea, and pitched in the wild- 
12erness of Sm. And they journeyed 
from the wilderness of Sin, and pitched 
13in Dophkah. And they journeyed from 
14 Dophkah, and pitched in Alush. And 
they journeyed from Alush, and pitch- 
ed in Rephidim, where was no water 
15for the people to drink. And they 
journeyed from Rephidin, and pitched 
16in the wilderness of Sinai. And they 
journeyed from the wilderness of Sinai, 
17 and pitehed in Wbroth-hattaavah. And 
they journeyed from Kibroth-hattaa- 
18 vah, and pitched in Hazeroth. And 
they journeyed from Hazeroth, and 
19 pitched in Nithmah. And they jour- 
neyed from Rithmah, and pitched in 
20 Rimmon-perez. And they journeyed 
from Rimmon-perez, and pitched in 
21 Libnah. And they journeyed from 
22 Libnah, and pitched in Rissah. And 
they journeyed from Rissah, and pitch- 
23ed in Kehelathah. And they jour- 
neyed from Kehelathah, and pitched in 
24mount Shepher. And they journeyed 
froin mount Shepher, and pitched in 
25 Haradah. And they journeyed from 
Haradah, and pitehed in Makheloth. 
26 And they journeyed from Makheloth, 
27and pitched in Tahath. And they 
journeyed from Tahath, and pitched 
238m Terah. And they journeyed from 
29 Terah, and pitched in Mithkah. And 
they journeyed from Mithkah, and 
30 pitched in Hashmonah. And they 
journeyed from Hashmonah, and pitch- 
3led in Moseroth. And they journeyed 
from Moseroth, and pitched in Bene- 
d2jaakan. And they journeyed from 
Bene-jaakan, and pitched in Hor-hag- 
33 gidgad. And they journeyed from Hor- 
haggidgad, and pitched in Jotbathah. 
34And they journeyed from Jotbathah, 
3s5and pitched in Abronah. And they 
journeyed from Abronah, and pitched 
36in Ezion-geber. And they journeyed 
from Ezion-geber, and pitched in the 
wilderness of Zin (the same is Kadesh). 
37 And they journeyed from Kadesh, and 
pitched in mount Hor, in the edge of 
38 the land of Edom. And Aaron the 
priest went up into mount Hor at the 
commandment of the Lorp, and died 
there, in the fortieth year after the 
children of Israel were come out of the 
land of Egypt, in the fifth month, on 
39 the first day of the month. And Aaron 
was an hundred and twenty and three 
years old when he died in mount Hor. 
40 And the Canaanite, the king of Arad, 


which dwelt in the South in the land 





of Canaan, heard of the coming of 
41 the children of Israel. And they jour- 
neyed from mount Hor, and pitched in 
42 Zalmonah. And they journeyed from 
43 Zalmonah, and pitched in Punon. And 
they journeyed from Punon, and pitch- 
44edin Oboth. And they journeyed from 
Oboth, and pitched in Iye-abarim, in 
45 the border of Moab. And they jour- 
neyed from Iyim, and pitched in Dibon- 
46 gad. And they journeyed from Dibon- 
gad, and pitched in Almon-diblathaim. 
47 And they journeyed from Almon-dibla- 
thaim, and pitched in the mountains 
48 of Abarim, before Nebo. And they 
journeyed from the mountains of Ab- 
arim, and pitched im the plains of Moab 
49 by the Jordan at Jericho. And they 
pitched by Jordan, from Beth-jesh- 
imoth even unto Abel-shittim in the 
plains of Moab, 
50 And the Lorp spake unto Moses in 
the plains of Moab by the Jordan 
5lat Jericho, saying, Speak unto the 
children of Israel, and say unto them, 
When ye pass over Jordan into the 
52land of Canaan, then ye shall drive 
out all the inhabitants of the land 
from before you, and destroy all their 
figured stones, and destroy all their 
molten images, and demolish all their 
53 high places: and ye shall take posses- 
sion of the land, and dwell therein: 
for unto you have I given the land to 
54 possess it. And ye shall inherit the 
land by lot according to your families; 
to the more ye shall give the more in- 
heritance, and to the fewer thou shalt 
give the less inheritance: wheresoever 
the lot falleth to any man, that shall 
be his; according to the tribes of your 
55 fathers shall ye inherit. But if ye will 
not drive out the inhabitants of the 
land from before you; then shall those 
which ye let remain of them be as 
pricks in your eyes, and as thorns in 
your sides, and they shall vex you in 
56the land wherem ye dwell. And it 
shall come to pass, that as I thought to 
do unto them, so will I do unto you. 
34 And the Lorp spake unto Moses, 
2saying, Command the children of Is- 
rael, and say unto them, When ye 
come into the land of Canaan, (this is 
the land that shall fall unto you for an 
inheritance, even the land of Canaan 
3 according to the borders thereof,) then 
your south quarter shall be from the 
wilderness of Zin along by the side of 
Edom, and your south border shall be 
from the end of the Salt Sea eastward: 
4 and your border shall turn about south- 
ward of the ascent of Akrabbim, and 
pass along to Zin: and the goings out 
thereof shall be southward of Kadesh- 
barnea; and it shall go forth to Hazar- 
5addar, and pass along to Azmon: and 
the border shall turn about from Az- 
mon unto the brook of Egypt, and the 
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goings out thereof shall be at the sea. 
G And for the western border, ye shall 
have the great sea Jand the border 
thereof: this shall be your west 
Thorder. And this shall be your north 
border: from the great sea ye shall 
Simark out for you mount Hor: from 
mount Hor ye shall mark out unto the 
entering in of Hamath; and the goings 
9 out of the border shall be at Zedad: and 
the border shall go forth to Ziphron, 
and the goings out thereof shall be at 
Hazar-enan: this shall be your nortli 
10 border. And ye shall mark ont your 
east border from Hazar-enan to Sheph- 
llam: and the border shall go down 
from Shepham to Riblah, on the east 
side of Am; and the border shall go 
down, and shall reach unto the “side 
12 of the sea of Chinnereth eastward: and 
the border shall go down to Jordan, 
and the goings out thereof shall be at 
the Salt Sea: this shall be your land 
according to the borders thereof ronnd 
13about. And Moses commanded the 
children of Israel, saying, This is the 
land which ye shall inherit by lot, 
which the Lorp hath commanded to 
give unto the nine tribes, and to the 
14 half tribe: for the tribe of the children 
of Reuben according to their fathers’ 
houses, and the tribe of the children 
of Gad according to their fathers’ 
houses, have received, and the half 
tribe of Manasseh have received, their 
15inheritance: the two tribes and the 
half tribe have received their inherit- 
ance beyond the Jordan at Jericho 
eastward, toward the sunrising. 
16 And the Lorp spake unto Moses, say- 
17ing, These are the names of the men 
which shall divide the land munto you 
for inheritance: Eleazar the priest, 
18aud Joshua the son of Nun. And ye 
shall take one prince of every tribe, to 
19 divide the land for inheritance. And 
these are the names of the men: of 
the tribe of Judah, Caleb the son of 
20Jephunneh. And of the tribe of the 
children of Simeon, Shemnel the son 
21o0f Ammihnd. Of the tribe of Benja- 
22min, Elidad the son of Chislon. And 
of the tribe of the children of Dan a 
23 prince, Bukki the son of Jogli. Of 
the children of Joseph: of the tribe 
of the children of Manasseh a prince, 
24Hanniel the son of Hphod: and of 
the tribe of the children of Ephraim 
a prince, Kemuel the son of Shiphtan. 
. And of the tribe of the children of 
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Zebulun a prince, Elizaphan the son 
260f Parnach. And of the tribe of the 
children of Issachar a prince, Paltiel 
27the son of Azzan. And of the tribe 
of the children of Asher a prince, 
28 Ahihud the son of Shelomi. And of 
the tribe of the children of Naphtali 
a prince, Pedahel the son of Ammi- 
29 hud. 
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commanded to divide the inheritance 
unto the children of Israel in the land 
of Canaan. 
35 And the Lorp spake unto Moses in 
the plains of Moab by the Jordan at 
2 Jericho, saying, Command the children 
of Israel, that they give nnto the Le- 
vites of the inheritance of their pos- 
session cities todwellin; and*suburbs 
for the cities round about them shall 
3ye give unto the Levites. And the 
cities shall they have to dwell in; and 
their suburbs shall be for their cattle, 
and for their substance, and for all 
4their beasts. And the suburbs of the 
cities, which ye shall give unto the 
Levites, shall be from the wall of the 
city and outward a thousand cubits 
5round abont. And ye shall measure 
without the city for the east side two 
thousand enbits, and for the south side 
two thousand cubits, and for the west 
side two thousand cubits, and for the 
north side two thonsand cubits, the 
city being in the midst. This shall 
be to them the suburbs of the cities. 
6 And the cities which ye shall give unto 
the Levites, they shall be the six cities 
of refuge, which ye shall give for 
the manslayer to flee thither: and be- 
side them ye shall give forty and two 
7cities. All the cities which ye shall 
give to the Levites shall be forty and 
eight cities: them shall ye give with 
8their suburbs. And concerning the 
cities which ye shall give of the pos- 
session of the children of Israel, from 
the many ye shall take many; and 
from the few ye shall take few: every 
one according to his inheritance which 
he inheriteth shall give cf his cities 
unto the Levites. 
9 And the Lorp spake unto Moses, say- 
10ing, Speak unto the children of Israel, 
and say unto them, When ye pass over 
11 Jordan into the land of Canaan, then ye 
shall appoint you cities to be cities of 
refuge for you; that the manslayer 
which killeth any person 4unwittingly 
12inay flee thither. And the cities shall 
be unto you for refuge from the 
avenger; that the manslayer die not, 
until he stand before the congregation 
13for judgement. And the cities which ye 
shall give shall be for you six cities of 
l4refuge. Ye shall give three cities be- 
yond Jordan, and three cities shall ye 
give in the land of Canaan; they shall 
15be cities of refuge. For the children 
of Israel, and for the stranger and for 
the sojourner among them, shall these 
six cities be for refuge: that every one 
that killeth any person ‘unwittingly 
16 may fice thither. But if he smote him 
with an instrument of tron, so that he 
died, he isa manslayer: the manslayer 
17 shall surely be put to death. And if 
he smote him with a stone in the hand, 
whereby a man may die, and he died, 
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he is amanslayer: the manslayer shall 
18 surely be put to death. Or if he smote 
him with a weapon of wood in the hand, 
whereby a man may die, and he died, 
heis amanslayer: the manslayer shall 
19surely be put to death. The avenger 
of blood shall himself put the man- 
slayer to death: when he meeteth him, 
20 he shall put him to death. And if he 
thrust him of hatred, or hurled at him, 
21 lying in wait, so that he died; or in 
enmity smote him with his hand, that 
he died: he that smote him shall surely 
be put to death; he is a manslayer: 
the avenger of blood shall put the 
manslayer to death, when he meeteth 
22him. But if he thrust him suddenly 
without enmity, or hurled upon him 
2 any thing without lying in wait, or 
with any stone, whereby a man may 
die, seeing him not, and cast it npon 
him, so that he died, and he was not 
his enemy, neither sought his harm: 

| 24 then the congregation shall judge be- 
tween the smiter and the avenger of 
blood according to these judgements : 
25 and the congregation shall deliver the 
mauslayer out of the hand of the a- 
venger of blood, and the congregation 
shall restore him to his city of refuge,

And these things shall be 


for a statute of judgement unto you 
throughout your generations in all 
380 your dwellings. Whoso killeth any 
person, the manslayer shall be slain 
at the mouth of witnesses: but one 
witness shall not testify against any 
31 person that he die. Moreover ye shall 
take no ransom for the life of a man- 
slayer, which is guilty of death: but 
32 he shall surely be put to death. And 
ye Shall take no ransom for him that 
is fled to his city of refuge, that he 
should come again to dwell in the 
land, until the death of the priest. 
3380 ye shall not pollute the land 
wherein ye are: for blood, it polluteth 
the land: and no expiation can be made 
for the land for the blood that is shed 
therein, but by the blood of him that 
34shed it. And thou shalt not defile the 
land which ye inhabit, in the midst of 
which I dwell: for I the Lorp dwell 
in the midst of the children of Israel. 
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36 And the heads of the fathers’ houses 
of the family of the children of Gilead, 
the son of Machiy, the son of Manas- 
seh, of the families of the sons of Jo- 
seph, came near, and spake before 
Moses, and before the princes, the 
heads of the fathers’ houses cf the 

2 children of Israel: and they said, The 
Lorp commanded my lord to give 
the land for inheritance by lot to the 
children of Israel: and my lord was 
commanded by the Lorp to give the 
inheritance of Zelophehad our brother 

3unto his daughters. And if they be 
married to any of the sons of the other 
tribes of the children of Israel, then 
shall their inheritance be taken away 
from the inheritance of our fathers, 
and shall be added to the inheritance 
of the tribe whereunto they shall be- 
long: so shall it be taken away from 
4the lot of our inheritance. And when 
the jubile of the children of Israel shall 
be, then shall their inheritance be 
added unto the inheritance of the tribe 
whereunto they shall belong: so shall 
their inheritance be taken away from 
the inheritance of the tribe of our 
5fathers. And Moses commanded the 
children of Israel according to the 
word of the Lorp, saying, The tribe 
of the sons of Joseph speaketh right. 

6 This is the thing which the Lorp doth 
command concerning the daughters of 
Zelophehad, saying, Let them marry 
to whom they think best; only to the 
family of the tribe of their father shall 

7they marry. So shall no inheritance 
of the children of Israel remove from 
tribe to tribe: for the children of Is- 
rael shall cleave every one to the in- 
heritance of the tribe of his fathers. 

8 And every daughter, that possesseth 
an inheritance in any tribe of the 
children of Israel, shall be wife unto 
one of the family of the tribe of her 
father, that the children of Israel may 
possess every man the inheritance of 

9his fathers. So shall no inheritance 
remove from one tribe to another 
tribe; for the tribes of the children 
of Israel shall cleave every one to his 

10 own inheritance. Even as the Lorp 
commanded Moses, so did the daugh- 

llters of Zelophehad: for Mahlah, Tir- 
zah, and Hoglah, and Mileah, and 
Noah, the daughters of Zelophehad, 
were married unto their father’s bro- 

12 thers’ sons. They were married into 
the families of the sons of Manasseh 
the son of Joseph, and their inherit- 
ance remained in the tribe of the family 
of their father. 

13 These are the commandments and 
the judgements, which the Lorp com- 
manded by the hand of Moses unto the 
children of Israel in the plains of Moab 
by the Jordan at Jericho. 
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THE FIFTH BOOK OF MOSKS, 


COMMONLY CALLED 
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1 TuHeEse be the words which Moses 
spake unto all Israel beyond Jordan 
in the wilderness, in the } Arabah over 
against 2Suph, between Paran, and 
Tophel, and Laban, and Hazeroth, 

2and Di-zahab. It is eleven days’ jour- 
ney from Horeb by the way of mount 

3 Seir unto Kadesh-barnea. And it came 
to pass in the fortieth year, in the 
eleventh month, on the first day of 
the month, that Moses spake nnto the 
children of Israel, according unto all 
that the Lorp had given him in com- 

4mandment unto them; after he had 
smitten Sihon the king of the Amor- 
ites, which dwelt in Heshbon, and Og 
the king of Bashan, which dwelt in 

5 Ashtaroth, at Edrei: beyond Jordan, 
in the land of Moab, began Moses to 

6declare this law, saying, The Lorp 
our God spake unto us in Horeb, say- 
ing, Ye have dwelt long enough in this 

7mountain: turn you, and take your 
journey, and go to the hill country of 
| the Amorites, and unto all the places 
| nigh thereunto, in the Arabah, in the 
hill country, and in the lowland, and 
in the South, and by the sea shore, 
the land of the Canaanites, and Leba- 
non, as far as the great river, the river 
8Euphrates. Behold, I have set the 
land before you: goin and possess the 
land which the Lorp sware unto your 
fathers, to Abraham, to Isaac, and to 
Jacob, to give unto them and to 

9 their seed after them. And I spake 
unto you at that time, saying, I am 

| 10 not able to bear you myself alone: the 

Lorp your God hath multiphed you, 

and, behold, ye are this day as the 

'1lstars of heaven for multitude. The 
Lorp, the God of your fathers, make 
you a thousand times so many more 
as ye are, and bless you, as he hath 

12 promised yon! How can I myself alone 
hear your cumbrance, and your burden, 

13and your strife? Take you wise men, 
and understanding, and known, accord- 

ing to your tribes, and I will make 

14 them heads over you. And yeanswered 
me, and said, The thing which thon 

15 hast spoken is good for us to do. So 
I took the heads of your tribes, wise 
men, and known, and made them heads 

over you, captains of thousands, and 





captains of hundreds, and captains of | 


fifties, and captains of tens, and of- 

16 ficers, according to your tribes. And 
I charged your judges at that time, 
saying, Hear the causes between your 
brethren, and judge righteously be- 
tween a man and his brother, and the 

17stranger that is with him. Ye shall 
not respeet persons in judgement; ye 
shall hear the small and the great 
alike; ye shall not be afraid of the face 
of man; for the judgement is God’s: 
and the cause that is too hard for you 
ye shall bring unto me, and I will hear 

18it. And I commanded you at that time 
all the things which ye should do. 

19 And we journeyed from Horeb, and 
went through all that great and terrible 
wilderness which ye saw, by the way 
to the hill country of the Amorites, as 
the Lorp our God commanded us; and 

20we came to Kadesh-barnea. And I 
said unto you, Ye are come unto the 
hill country of the Amorites, which 
the Lorp our God giveth unto us. 

21 Behold, the Lorp thy God hath set 
the land before thee: go up, take pos- 
session, as the Lorp, the God of thy 
fathers, hath spoken unto thee; fear 

22 not, neither be dismayed. And ye came 
near untome every one of you, and said, 
Let us send men before us, that they 
may search the land for us, and bring 
us word again of the way by which we 
must go up, and the cities unto which 

23 we shall come. And the thing pleased 
me well: and I took twelve men of 

24 you, one man for every tribe: and they 
turned and went up into the mountain, 
and came unto the valley of Eshcol, 

25and spied it out. And they took of 
the fruit of the land in their hands, 
and brought it down unto ns, and 
brought us word again, and said, It is 
a good land which the Lorp our God 

26 giveth unto us. Yet ye would not go 
up, but rebelled against the command- 

27ment of the Lorp your God: and ye 
murmured in your tents, and said, 
Because the Lorp hated us, he hath 
brought us forth out of the land of 
Egypt, to deliver ns into the hand of 

28 the Amorites, to destroy us. Whither 
are We going up? our brethren have 
made our heart to melt, saying, The 
people is greater and taller than we; 
the cities are great and fenced up to 
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heaven; and moreover we have seen 
29 the sons of the Anakim there. Then 
I said unto you, Dread not, neither be 
30 afraid of them. The Lorp your God 
who goeth before you, he shall fight 
for you, accor ding to all that he did 
31 for you in Egypt be’ore your eyes; and 
in the wilderness, where thou hast seen 
how that the Lorp thy God bare thee, 
as a man doth bear his son, in all the 
way that ye went, until ye came unto 
32this place. Yet Jin this thing ye did 
33not believe the Lorp your God, who 
went before you in the way, to seek 
you out a place to pitch your tents in, 
in fire by night, to shew you by what 
way ye should go, and in the cloud by 
34day. And the Lorn heard the voice 
of your words, and was wroth, and 
35 sware, saying, Surely there shall not 
one of these men of this evil generation 
see the good land, which I sware to 
36 give unto your fathers, save Caleb the 
son of Jephunneh, he shall see it; and 
to him will I give the land that he 
hath trodden upon, and to his children: 
because he hath wholly followed the 
37 Lorp. Also the Lorp was angry with 
me for your sakes, saying, Thou also 
38shalt not go in thither: Joshua the 
son of Nun, which standeth before 
thee, he shall go in thither: encourage 
thou him; for he shall cause Israel to 
39 inherit it. Moreover your little ones, 
which ye said should be a prey, and 
your children, which this day have no 
knowledge of good or evil, they shall 
go in thither, and unto them will I 
40 give it, and they shall possess it. But 
as for you, turn you, and take your 
journey into the wilderness by the way 
41to the Red Sea. Then ye answered 
and said unto me, We have sinned 
agaiust the Lorp, we will go up and 
fight, according to all that the Lorp 
our God commanded us. And ye gird- 
ed on every man his weapons of war, 
and 2were forward to go up into the 
42 mountain, And the Lorp said unto 
me, Say unto them, Go not up, neither 
fight; for I am not among you; lest 
ye be smitten before your enemies. 
43So0 I spake unto you, and ye heark- 
ened not; but ye rebelled against the 
commandment of the Lorp, : and were 
presumptuous, and went up into the 
i4mountain. And the Amorites, which 
dwelt in that mountain, came out a- 
gainst you, and chased you, as bees 
do, and beat you down in Seir, even 
~45unto Hormah. And ye returned and 
wept before the Lorp; but the Lorp 
hearkened not to your voice, nor gave 
So ye abode in Kadesh 
many days, according unto the days 
that ye abode there. 
2, Then we turned, and took our journey 
into the wilderness by the way to the 
Red Sea, as the Lorp spake unto me: 





and we compassed mount Seir many 
2days. And the Lorp spake unto me, 
5 saying, Ye have compassed this mount- 
ain long enough: turn you northward. 
4 And command thou the people, saying, 
Ye are to pass through the border of 
your brethren the children of Esau, 
which dwell in Seir; and they shall 
be afraid of you: take ye good heed 
5unto yourselves therefore: contend 
not with them; for I will not give you 
of their land, no, not so much as for 
the sole of the foot to tread on: because 
I have given mount Seir unto Esau 
Gfor a possession. Ye shall purchase 
food of them for money, that ye may 
eat; and ye shali also buy water of 
them for money, that ye may drink. 
7 For the Lorp thy God hath blessed 
thee in all the work of thy hand: he 
hath known thy walking through this 
great wilderness: these forty years the 
Lorp thy God hath been with thee; 
8 thou hast lacked nothing. So we passed 
by from our brethren the children of 
Esau, which dwell in Seir, from the 
way of the Arabah from Elath and 
from Ezion-geber. 
And we turned and passed by the 
9way of the wilderness of Moab. And 
the Lorp said unto me, Vex not Moab, 
neither contend with them in battle: 
for I will not give thee of his land for 
a possession; because I have given Ar 
unto the children of Lot for a posses- 
10sion. (The Emim dwelt therein afore- 
time, a people great, and many, and 
litall, as the Anakim: these also are 
accounted 8Rephaim, as the Anakim; 
but the Moabites call them Emin. 
12 The Horites also dwelt in Seir afore- 
time, but the children of Esau suc- 
ceeded them; and they destroyed them 
from before ‘them, and dwelt in their 
stead; as Israel did unto the land of 
his possession, which the Lorp gave 
13 unto them.) Now rise up, and get you 
over the brook Zered. And we went 
l4over the brook Zered. And the days 
in which we came from Kadesh-barnea, 
until we were come over the brook 
Zered, were thirty and eight years; 
until all the generation of the men of 
war were consumed from the midst of 
the camp, as the Lorp sware unto 
15them. Moreover the hand of the Lorp 
Was against them, to destroy them from 
the midst of the camp, until they were 
consumed. 
16 So it came to pass, when all the men 
of war were consumed and dead from 
17 among the people, that the Lorp spake 
18 unto me, saying, Thou art this day to 
19 pass over Ar, the border of Moab: and 
when thou comest nigh over against 
the children of Ammon, vex them uot, 
nor contend with them: for I will not 
give thee of the land of the children 
of Ammon for a “oF Sanmion: tor a possession a ae because I

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20 for a possession. (That also is account- 
ed a land of Rephaim: Nephaim dwelt 
therein aforctime; but the Ammonites 

21 call them Zamzummim; a people great, 
aud many, and tall, as the Anakim; 
but the Lorp destroyed them before 
them; and they succeeded them, and 

22 dwelt in their stead: as he did for the 
children of Esan, which dwell in Seir, 
When he destroyed the Horites from 
before them; and they sueeeeded thei, 
and dwelt in their stead even unto this 

23day: and the Avvim which dwelt in 
villages as far as Gaza, the Caphtorim, 
whieh came forth ont of Caphtor, de- 
stroyed them, and dwelt in their stead.) 

24 Rise ye up, take your journey, and pass 
over the valley of Arnon: behold, I 
have given into thine hand Sihon the 
Amorite, king of Heshbon, and his 
laud: begin to possess it, and eontend 

25 with him in battle. This day will I 
begin to put the dread of thee and the 
fear of thee upon the peoples that are 
under the whole heaven, who shall 
hear the report of thee, and shall 
tremble, and be in anguish beeause 
of thee. 

26 And I sent messengers out of the 
wilderness of Kedemoth unto Sihon 
king of Heshbon with words of peace, 

27 saying, Let me pass through thy land: 
I will go !along by the high way, I 
will neither turn unto the right hand 

28 nor to the left. Thou shalt sell me food 
for money, that I may eat; and give 
me water for money, that I may drink: 
only let me pass through on my feet; 

29 as the children of Esan whieh dwell in 
Seir, and the Moabites which dwell in 
Ar, did unto me; until I shall pass over 
Jordan into the land whieh the Lorp 

30 our God giveth us. But Sihon king of 
Heshbon would not let us pass by him: 
for the Lorp thy God hardened his 
spirit, and made his heart 2obstinate, 
that he might deliver him into thy 

3lhand, as at this day. And the Lorp 
said unto me, Behold, I have begun to 
deliver up Sihon and his land before 
thee: begin to possess, that thou may- 

32est miherit his land. Then Sihon eame 
out against us, he and all his people, 

33 unto battle at Jahaz. And the Lorp 
our God delivered him up before us; 
and we smote him, and his ?sons, and 

3d4all his people. And we took all his 
cities at that time, and ‘utterly de- 
stroyed every inhabited eity, with the 
women and the little ones; we left 

3s5u0ne remainmg: only the cattle we 
took for a prey unto ourselves, with 
the spoil of the cities which we had 
56taken. From Aroer, whieh is on the 
edge of the valley of Arnon, and from 
the city that is in the valley, even 
unto Gilead, there was not a eity 
too high for us: the Lorp our God 
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have given it unto the children of Lot | 37 delivered up all before us: ouly to the | 


land of the children of Ammon thou | 
eamest not near; all the side of the | 
river Jabbok, and the cities of the hill | 
eountry, and wheresoever the Lorp | 
our God forbad us. 

3 Then we turned, and went up thie | 
way to Bashau: and Og the king of | 
Bashau came out against us, he and 
all his people, unto battle at Edrei. . 

2 And the Lorp said unto me, Fear him | 
not: for I have delivered him, and all | 
his people, and his laud, into thy hand; | 
and thou shalt do unto him as thou | 
didst unto Sihon king of the Amorites, | 

3 which dwelt at Heshbon. So the Lorn | 
our God delivered into our hand Og 
also, the king of Bashan, and all his 
people: and we smote him until none 

4was left to him remainmg. And we 
took all his eities at that time; there 
was not a eity which we took not from 
them; threescore cities, all the region 
of Argob, the kingdom of Og in Bashan. 

5 All these were eities fenced with high 
walls, gates, and bars; beside the ®un- 

6 walled towns a great many. And we 
4utterly destroyed them, as we did 
unto Sihon king of Heshbon, utterly 
destroying every “inhabited city, with 

7the women and thie little ones. But 
all the eattle, and the spoil of the cities, 
we took for a prey unto ourselves. 

8 And we took the land at that time out 
of the hand of the two kings of the 
Amorites that were beyond Jordan, 
from the valley of Arnon unto mouut 

9 Hermon; (arhich Hermon the Sidonians 
eall Sirion, and the Amorites call it 

10Senir;) all the eities of the ‘plain, 
and all Gilead, aud all Bashan, unto 
Saleeah and Edrei, cities of the king- 

lidom of Og in Bashan. (For only 
Og king of Bashan remained of the 
remnaut of the Rephaim; behold, his 
bedstead was a bedstead of iron; is it 
not in Rabbah of the children of Am- 
mon? nine enbits was the length there- 
of, and four eubits the breadth of it, 
12after the cubit of a man.) And this 
land we took in possession at that time: 
from Aroer, which is by the valley of 
Arnon, and half the hill country of 
Gilead, and the eities thereof, gave I 
unto the Reubenites and to the Gad- 


| 13ites: and the rest of Gilead, and all 


Bashan, the kingdom of Og, gave I 
unto the half tribe of Manasseh; ®all 
the region of Argob, %even all Ba- 
shan. (The same is called the land of 
14Rephain. Jair the son of Manasseh 


took all the region of Argob, unto the | ¢ 


border of the Geshurites and the Ma- 
aecathites; and called them, even Ba- 
shan, “after his own name, Havvoth- 
15 jaix, unto this day.) And I gave Gilead 
16unto Maehir. And unto the Reuben- 
ites and unto the Gadites I gave from 
Gilead even unto the valley of Arnon, 
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the middle of the valley, Jand the 
border thereof; even unto the river 
Jabbok, which is the border of the 

17 children of Arnmon; the Arabah also, 
and Jordan land the border thereof, 
from Chinnereth even unto the sea of 
the Arabah, the Salt Sea, under the 
2slopes of Pisgah eastward. 

18 And I commanded you at that time, 
saying, The Lorp your God hath given 
you this land to possess it: ye shall 
pass over armed before your brethren 
.the children of Israel, all the men of 

19 valour. But your wives, and your little 
ones, and your cattle, (I know that ye 
have much cattle,) shall abide in your 

20 cities which I have given you; until 
the Lorp give rest unto your brethren, 
as unto you, and they also possess the 
land which the Lorp your God giveth 
them beyond Jordan: then shall ye 
return every man unto his possession, 

21 which I have given you. And I com- 
manded Joshua at that time, saying, 
Thine eyes have seen all that the Lorp 
your God hath done unto these two 
kings: so shall the Lorp do unto all 
the kingdoms whither thou goest over. 

22 Ye shall not fear them: for the Lorp 
your God, he it is that fighteth for 


you. 

23 AndIbesought the Lorp at that time, 

2isaying, O Lord Gop, thou hast begun 
to shew thy servant thy greatness, and 
thy strong hand: for what god is there 
in heaven or in earth, that can do ac- 
cording to thy works, and according to 

25 thy mighty acts? Let me go over, I 
pray thee, and see the good land that 
is beyond Jordan, that goodly mount- 

26ain, and Lebanon. But the Lorp 
was wroth with me for your sakes, 
and hearkened not nnto me: and the 
Lorp said unto me, Let it suffice thee; 
speak no more unto me of this matter. 

27 Get thee up into the top of Pisgah, and 
lift up thine eyes westward, and north- 
ward, aud southward, and eastward, 
and behold with thine eyes: for thou 

28 shalt not go over this Jordan. But 
charge Joshua, aud encourage him, 
and strengthen him: for he shall go 
over before this people, and he shall 
cause them to inherit the land which 

29 thou shalt see. So we abode in the 
valley over against Beth-peor. 

4 And now, O Israel, hearken unto the 
statutes and unto the judgements, 
which I teach you, for to do them; 
that ye may live, and go in and possess 
the land which the Lorp, the God of 

2your fathers, giveth you. Ye shall 
not add unio the word which I com- 
mand you, neither shall ye diminish 
from it, that ye may keep the com- 
mandments of the Lorp your God which 

31 command you. Your eyes have seen 
what the Lorp did because of Baal- 
peor: 


for ail the men that followed 


Baal-peor, the Lorp thy God hath de- 
stroyed them from the midst of thee. 
4 But ye that did cleave unto the Lorp 
your God are alive every one of you 
5this day. Behold, I have taught you 
statutes and judgements, even as the 
Lorp my God commanded me, that ye 
should do so in the midst of the land 
6 whither ye go in to possess it. Keep 
therefore and do them; for this is your 
wisdom and your understanding in the 
sight of the peoples, which shall hear 
all these statutes, and say, Surely this 
great nation is a wise and understand- 
Ting people. For what great nation is 
there, that hath 8a god so nigh unto 
them, as the Lorp our God is when- 
8 soever we call upon him? And what 
great nation is there, that hath statutes 
and judgements so righteous as all this 
law, which I set before you this day? 
9Only take heed to thyself, and keep 
thy soul diligently, lest thou forget the 
things which thine eyes saw, and lest 
they depart from thy heart all the 
days of thy life; but make them known 
unto thy children and thy children’s 
10children; the day that thou stoodest 
before the Lorp thy God in Horeb, 
when the Lorp said unto me, Assemble 
me the people, and I will make them 
hear my words, that they may learn 
to fear me all the days that they live 
upon the earth, and that they may 
liteach their children. And ye came 
near and stood under the mountain; 
and the mountain burned with fire 
unto the heart of heaven, with dark- 
12 ness, cloud, and thick darkness. And 
the Lorp spake unto you out of the 
midst of the fire: ye heard the voice 
of words, but ye saw no form; only ye 
13 heard a voice. And he declared unto 
you his covenant, which he commanded 
you to perform, even the ten 4com- 
mandments; and he wrote them upon 
1l4two tables of stone. And the Lorp 
commanded me at that time to teach 
you statutes and judgements, that ye 
might do them in the land whither ye 
15 go over to possess it. ‘Take ye there- 
fore good heed unto yourselves; for 
ye saw no manner of form on the day 
that the Lorp spake unto you in Horeb 
16 out of the midst of the fire: lest ye 
corrupt yourselves, and make you a 
graven image in the form of any figure, 
17 the likeness of male or female, the like- 
ness of any beast that is on the earth, 
the likeness of any winged fowl that 
18 flieth in the heaven, the likeness of 
any thing that creepeth on the ground, 
the likeness of any fish that is in the 
19 water under the earth: and lest thou 
lift up thine eyes unto heaven, and 
when thou seest the sun and the moon 
and the stars, even all the host of 
heaven, thou be drawn away and wor- 
ship them, and serve them, which the 
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Lorp thy God hath divided unto all 
the peoples under the whole heaven. 
20 But the Lorp hath taken you, and 
brought you forth out of the iron 
furnace, ont of Egypt, to be nnto him 
a people of inheritance, as at this day. 

21 Furthermore the Lorp was angry with 
me for your sakes, and sware that I 
should not go over Jordan, and that I 
should net go in unto that good land, 
which the Lorn thy God giveth thee 

22 for an inheritance: but I must die in 
this land, I must not go over Jordan: 
but ye shall go over, and possess that 

23 good land. Take heed unto yow'selves, 
lest ye forget the covenant of the Lorp 
your God, which he made with you, 
and make you a graven image in the 
form of any thing which the Lorp thy 

24 God hath forbidden thee. For the Lorp 
ie is a devouring fire, a jealous 
God. 

25 When thou shalt beget children, and 
children’s children, and ye shall have 
been long in the land, and shall cor- 
rupt yourselves, and make a graven 
image in the form of any thing, and 
shall do that which is evil in the sight 
of the Lorpd thy God, to provoke him 

26to anger: I call heaven and earth to 
witness agaist you this day, that ye 
shall soon utterly perish from off the 
land whereunto ye go over Jordan to 
possess it; ye shall not prolong your 
days upon it, but shall utterly be 

27 destroyed. And the Lorn shall scatter 
yon among the peoples, and ye shall 
be left few in number among the 
nations, whither the Lorp shall lead 

28 yon away. And there ye shall serve 
gods, the work of men’s hands, wood 
and stone, which neither see, nor hear, 

29 nor eat, nor smell. But if from thence 
ye shall seek the Lorp thy God, thou 
shalt find him, if thou search after him 
with all thy heart and with all thy 

30soul. When thou art in tribulation, 
and all these things are come upon 
thee, Jin the latter days thou shalt 
return to the Lorp thy God, and 

31 hearken unio his voice: for the Lorp 
thy God is a merciful God; he will 
not fail thee, neither destroy thee, nor 
forget the covenant of thy fathers 

32 which he sware unto them. For ask 
now of the days that are past, which 
were before thee, since the day that 
God created man upon the earth, and 
from the one end of heaven unto the 
other, whether there hath been any such 
thing as this great thing is, or hath 

33 been heard like it? Did ever people 
hear the voice of God speaking out of 
the midst of the fire, as thou hast 

34 heard, and live? Or hath God assayed 
to go and take him a nation from the 
midst of another nation, by 2tempta- 
tions, by signs, and by wonders, and 
by war, and by a inighty hand, and by 








a stretched out arm, and by great 
terrors, according to all that the Lorp 
your God did for you in Egypt before 
35 your eyes? Unto thee it was shewed, 
that thon mightest know that the Lorp 
he is God; there is none else beside 
36him. Out of heaven he made thee to 
hear his voice, that he might instruct 
thee: and upon earth he made thee to 
see his great fire; and thou heardest 
his words out of the midst of the fire. 
37 And because he loved thy fathers, 
therefore he chose their seed after 
them, and brought thee out with his 
presence, with his great power, out 
38 of Egypt; to drive ont nations from 
before thee greater and mightier than 
thou, to bring thee in, to give thee 
then’ land for an inheritance, as at 
39this day. Know therefore this day, 
and lay it to thine heart, that the 
Lorp he is God in heaven above and 
npon the earth beneath: there is none 
40else. And thon shalt keep his statutes, 
and his commandments, which I com- 
mand thee this day, that it may go 
well with thee, and with thy children 
after thee, and that thon mayest pro- 
long thy days upon the land, which 
the Lorp thy Ged giveth thee, for 
ever. 
41 Then Moses separated three cities 
beyond Jordan toward the sunrising ; 
42 that the manslayer might flee thither, 
which slayeth his neighbour unawares, 
and hated him not in time past; and 
that fleeing unto one of these cities 
43he might live: namely, Bezer in the 
wilderness, in the plain country, for 
the Reubenites; and Ramoth in Gilead, 
for the Gadites ; and Golan in Bashan, 
for the Manassites. 
44 And this is the law which Moses set 
45 before the children of Israel: these 
are the testimonies, and the statutes, 
and the judgements, which Moses 
spake unto the children of Israel, 
when they came forth out of Egypt; 
46beyond Jordan, in the valley over 
against Beth-peor, in the land of Sihon 
king of the Amorites, who dwelt at 
Heshbon, whom Moses and the child- 
ren of Israel smote, when they came 
47 forth out of Egypt: and they took his 
land in possession, and the land of 
Og king of Bashan, the two kings of 
the Amorites, which were beyond Jor- 
48 dan toward the sunrising ; from Aroer, 
which is on the edge of the valley of 
Arnon, even unto mount Sion (the 
49 same is Hermon), and all the Arabah 
beyond Jordan eastward, even unto 
the sea of the Arabah, under the 
4slopes of Pisgah. 


5 And Moses called unto all Israel, 
and said unto them, Hear, O Israel, 
the statutes and the judgements 
which [ speak in your ears this day, 
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that ye may learn them, and observe 
2to do them. The Lorp our God made 
3a covenant with usin Horeb. The Lorp 
madenot this covenant withour fathers, 
but with us, even us, who are all of us 
4here alive this day. The Lorp spake 
with you face to face in the mount out 
5of the midst of the fire, (I stood be- 
tween the Lorp and you at that time, 
to shew you the word of the Lorp: for 
ye were afraid because of the fire, and 
went not up into the mount;) saying, 

6 11 am the Lorp thy God, which 
brought thee out of the land of Egypt, 
out of the house of 2bondage. 

7 Thou shalt have none other gods 
3 before me. 

8 Thou shalt not make unto thee a 
graven image, the likeness of any form 
that is in heaven above, or that is in 
the earth beneath, or that is in the 

9water under the earth: thou shalt 
not bow down thyself unto them, nor 
serve them: for I the Lorp thy God 
am a jealous God, visiting the iniqui- 
ty of the fathers upon the children, 
and upon the third and upon the 
fourth generation of them that hate 

10me; and shewing mercy unto 4thou- 
sands, of them that love me and keep 
my commandmeuts. 

11 Thou shalt not take the name of the 
Lorp thy God *in vaiu: for the Lorp 
will not hold him guiltless that taketh 
his name >in vain. 

12 Observe the sabbath day, to keep it 
holy, as the Lorp thy God commanded 

13thee. Six days shalt thou labour, and 

14do all thy work: but the seventh day 
is a sabbath unto the Lorp thy God: 
in it thou shalt not do any work, thou, 
nor thy son, nor thy daughter, nor 
thy manservant, nor thy maidservant, 
nor thine ox, nor thine ass, nor any 
of thy cattle, nor thy stranger that is 
within thy gates; that thy manservant 
and thy maidservant may rest as well 
1l5as thou. And thou shalt remember 
that theu wast a servant in the land 
of Egypt, and the Lorp thy God 
brought thee out thence by a mighty 
hand and by a stretched out arm: 
therefore the Lorp thy God com- 
manded thee to keep the sabbath day. 

16 Honour thy father and thy mother, 
as the Lorp thy God commanded thee: 
that thy days may be long, and that 
it may go well with thee, upon the 
ene which the Lorp thy God giveth 
thee. 

17 Thou shalt do no murder. 

18 Neither shalt thou commit adultery. 

19 Neither shalt thou steal. 

20 Neither shalt thou bear false witness 
against thy neighbour. 

21 Neither shalt thou covet thy neigh- 

- bour’s wife; neither shalt thou desire 
thy neighbour’s house, his field, or his 
manservant, or his maidservant, his 
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ox, or his ass, or auy thing that is thy 
neighbour's. 

22 These words the Lorp spake unto all 
your assembly in the mount out of the 
midst of the fire, of the cloud, and of 
the thick darkness, with a great voice : 
and he added no more. And he wrote 
them upon two tables of stone, and 

23 gave them unto me. And it came to 
pass, when ye heard the voice out of 
the midst of the darkness, while the 
mountain did burn with fire, that ye 
caine hear unto me, even all the heads 

24of your tribes, and your elders; and 


ye said, Behold, the Lorp our God | 


hath shewed us his glory and _ his 
greatness, 
voice out of the midst of the fire: we 
have seen this day that God doth 
25 speak with man, and he liveth. Now 


therefore why should we die? for this | 


great fire will consume us: if we hear 
the voice of the Lorp our God any 

26 more, then we shall die. For who is 
there of all flesh, that hath heard the 
voice of the living God speaking out 
of the midst of the fire, as we have, 

27 and lived ? Go thon near, and hear all 
that the Lorp our God shall say: and 
speak thou unto us all that the Lorp 
our God shall speak unto thee; and 

28 we will hear it, and do it. And the 
Lorp heard the voice of your words, 
when ye spake unto me; and the 
Lorp said unto me, I have heard 
the voice of the words of this people, 
which they have spoken unto thee: 
they have well said all that they have 

29spoken. 6Oh that there were such an 
heart in them, that they would fear 
me, and keep all my commandments 
always, that it might be well with 
them, and with their children for 

30ever! Go say to them, Return ye to 
3lyour tents. But as for thee, stand 
thou here by me, and I will speak 
unto thee all the commandment, and 
the statutes, and the judgements, 
which thou shalt teach them, that 
they may do them in the land which 

32I give them to possess it. Ye shall 
observe to do therefore as the Lorp 
your God hath commanded you: ye 
shall not turn aside to the right hand 

33 or to the left. Ye shall walk im all 
the way which the Lorp your God 
hath commanded you, that ye may 
live, and that it may be well with you, 
and that ye may prolong your days in 
the land which ye shall possess. 

6 Now this is the commandment, the 
statutes, and the judgements, which 
the Lorp your God commanded to 
teach you, that ye might do them in 


the land whither ye go over to possess. 


2it: that thou mightest fear the Lorp 
thy God, to keep all his statutes and 
his commandments, which I command 
thee, thou, and thy son, and thy son’s

it; that it may be well with thee, and 


that ye may increase mightily, as the 
Lory, tlie God of thy fathers, hath 
promised unto thee, in a land flowing 


with milk aud honey. 
4 Hear, O Israel: 1the Lorp our God 


5is one Lonp: and thou shalt love*the 


Lorp thy God with all thine heart, 


and with all thy soul, and with all 


6thy might. And these words, which I 
command thee this day, shall be upon 

7 thine heart: and thou shalt teach 
them diligently unto thy children, and 
shalt talk of them when thou sittest 
in thine house, and when thou walk- 
est by the way, and when thou liest 

8 down, and when thou risest up. And 
thou shalt bind them for a sign upon 
thine hand, and they shall be for 

9frontlets between thine eyes. And 
thou shalt write them upon the door 
posts of thy house, and upon thy 
gates. 

10 And it shall be, when the Lorp thy 
God shall bring thee into the land 
which he sware unto thy fathers, to 
Abraham, to Isaac, and to Jacob, to 
give thee; great and goodly cities, 

11 which thou buildedst not, and houses 
full of all good things, which thou 
filledst not, and cisterns hewn out, 
which thou hewedsi not, vineyards and 
olive trees, which thou plantedst not, 

i2and thou shalt eat and be full; then 
beware lest thou forget the Lorp, which 
brought thee forth out of the land of 
Egypt, out of the house of bondage. 

13 Thou shalt fear the Lorp thy God; 
and him shalt thou serve, and shalt 

14swear by his name. Ye shall not go 
after other gods, of the gods of the 
peoples which are round about you; 

15 for the Lorp thy God in the midst of 
thee is a jealous God; lest the anger 
of the Lorp thy God be kindled against 
thee, and he destroy thee from off the 
face of the earth. 

16 Ye shall not tempt the Lorp your 
God, as ye tempted him in Massah. 

17 Ye shall diligently keep the command- 
ments of the Lorp your God, and his 
testimonies, and his statutes, which he 

18 hath commanded thee. And thou shalt 
do that which is right and good in the 
sight of the Lorp: that it may be well 
with thee, and that thou mayest go in 
and possess the good land which the 

19 Lorp sware unto thy fathers, to thrust 
out all thine enemies from before thee, 
as the Lorp hath spoken. 

20 When thy son asketh thee in time to 
come, saying, What mean the testi- 
monies, and the statutes, and the judge- 
ments, which the Lorp our God hath 
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son, all the days of thy life; and that 
Hear 
therefore, O Israel, and observe to do 


men in Egypt; and the Lorp brought 

ns ont of Egypt with a mighty hand: 

22 and the Lorp shewed signs and won- 
ders, great and sore, upon Egypt, upon 
Pharaoh, and npon all his house, before 

23 our eyes: and he brought us out from 
thence, that he might bring us in, to 
give us the land which he sware unto 

24 our fathers. And the Lorp command- 
ed ns to do all these statutes, to fear 
the Lorp our God, for our good always, 
that he might preserve us alive, as at 

25 this day. And it shall be righteous- 
ness unto us, if we observe to do all 
this commandment before the Lorp 
our God, as he hath commanded us. 

7 When the Lorp thy God shall bring. 
thee into the land whither thou goest 
to possess it, and shall 2cast out many 
nations before thee, the Hittite, and 
the Girgashite, and the Amorite, and 
the Canaanite, and the Perizzite, and 
the Hivite, and the Jebusite, seven 
nations greater and mightier than 

2thou; and when the Lorp thy God 
shall deliver them up before thee, and 
thou shalt smite them; then thou 
shalt 3utterly destroy them; thon 
shalt make no covenant with them, 

3nor shew mercy unto them: neither 
shalt thou make marriages with them; 
thy daughter thou shalt not give unto 
his son, nor his daughter shalt thon 
4take unto thy son. Tor he will turn 
away thy son from following me, that 
they may serve other gods: so will the 
anger of the Lorp be kindled against 
you, and he will destroy thee quickly. 

5 But thus shall ye deal with them; ye 
shall break down their altars, and 
dash in pieces their ‘pillars, and hew 
down their >Asherim, and burn their | 

6 graven images with fire. For thou art 
an holy people unto the Lorp thy God: 
the Lorp thy God hath chosen thee to 
be a peculiar people unto himself, &a- 
bove all peoples that are upon the face 

7of the earth. The Lorp did not set 
his love upon yon, nor choose you, be- 
cause ye were more in number than 
any people; for ye were the fewest 

Sof all peoples: but becanse the Lorp | 
loveth you, and because he would keep | 
the oath which he sware unto your | 
fathers, hath the Lorp brought you | 
out with a mighty hand, and redeemed | 
you out of the house of bondage, from 
the hand of Pharaoh king of Egypt. 

9Know therefore that the Lorp thy 
God, he is God; the faithful God, 
which keepeth covenant and mercy 
with them that love him and keep his 

- commandments to a thousand genera- 

10 tions; and repayeth them that hate 
him to their face, to destroy them: he 
will not be slack to him that hateth 
him, he will repay him to his face. 
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2icommanded you? then thou shalt say} 11 Thou shalt therefore keep the com- 


unto thy son, We were Pharaoh’s bond- 


mandment, and the statutes, and the 
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judgements, which I command thee 

this day, to do them. 

12 And it shall come to pass, because ye 
hearken to these judgements, and keep, 
and do them, that the Lorp thy God 
shall keep with thee the covenant and 
the mercy which he sware unto thy 

18fathers: and he will love thee, and 
bless thee, and multiply thee: he will 
also bless the fruit of thy body and 
the fruit of thy ground, thy corn and 
thy wine and thine oil, the increase of 
thy kine and the young of thy fiock, in 
the land which he sware unto thy 

14fathers to give thee. Thou shalt be 
blessed above all peoples: there shall 
not be male or female barren among 

15 you, or among your cattle. And the 
Lorp will take away from thee all 
sickness; and he will put none of the 
evil diseases of Egypt, which thou 
knowest, upon thee, but will lay them 

16upon all them that hate thee. And 
thou shalt consume all the peoples 
which the Lorp thy God shall deliver 
unto thee; thine eye shall not pity 
them: neither shalt thou serve thei 
gods; for that will be a snare unto 

17 thee. If thou shalt say in thine heart, 
These nations are more than I; how 

18 can I dispossess them? thou shalt not 
be afraid of them: thou shalt well re- 
member what the Lorp thy Ged did 
unto Pharaoh, and unto all Egypt; 

19the great 1temptations which thine 
eyes saw, and the signs, and the won- 
ders, and the mighty hand, and the 
stretched out arm, whereby the Lorp 
thy God brought thee out: so shall 
the Lorp thy God do wnto all the 

20 peoples of whom thou art afraid. More- 
over the Lorp thy God wiil send the 
hornet amoung them, until they that 
are left, and 2hide themselves, perish 

21from before thee. Thou shalt not be 
affrighted at them: for the Lorp thy 
God is in the midst of thee, a great 

22God and a terrible. And the Lorp 
thy God will east out those nations 
before thee by little and little: thou 
mayest not consume them “at once, 
lest the beasts of the field increase 

23 upon thee. But the Lorp thy God 
shall deliver them up before thee, 
and shall discomft them with a great 
discomfiture, until they be destroyed. 

24And he shall deliver their kings into 
thine hand, and thou shalt make their 
name to perish from under heaven: 
there shall no man be able to stand 
before thee, until thou have destroyed 

25them. The graven images of their 
gods shall ye burn with fire: thou 
shalt not covet the silver or the gold 
that is on them, nor take it unto thee, 
lest thou be snared therein: for it is 
an abomination to the Lorp thy God: 
26and thou shalt not bring an abomin- 
ation into thine house, and become 





a devoted thing like unto it: thou 
shalt utterly detest it, and thon shalt 
utterly abhor it; for it is a devoted 
thing. 

& All the commandment which I com- 
mand thee this day shall ye observe to 
lo, that ye may live, and multiply, and 
goin and possess the land which the 

2Lorp sware unto your fathers. And 
thou shalt remember all the way which 
the Lorp thy God hath led thee these 
forty years in the wilderness, that he 
might humble thee, to prove thee, to 
know what was in thine heart, whether 
thon wouldest keep his commandments, 
3o0r no. And he humbled thee, and 
suffered thee to hunger, and fed thee 
with manna, which thou knewest not, 
neither did thy fathers know; that he 
might make thee know that man doth 
not live by bread ouly, but by every 
thing that proceedeth out of the mouth 
4 of the Lorp doth man live. Thy rai- 
ment waxed not old upon thee, neither 
did thy foot swell, these forty years. 
5 And thou shalt consider in thine heart, 
that, as a man chasteneth his son, so 
the Lorp thy God chasteneth thee. 
6And thou shalt keep the command- 
ments of the Lorp thy God, to walk 
7in his ways, and to fear him. For the 
Lorp thy Ged bringeth thee into a 
good land, a land of brooks of water, 
of fountanis and depths, springing 
Sforth in valleys and hills; a land of 
wheat and bariey, and vines and fig 
trees and pomegranates; a land of oil 
J olives and honey; a land wherein thou 
shalt eat bread without searceness, 
thou shalt not lack any thing in it; a 
land whose stones are iron, and out 
of whose hills thou mayest dig brass. 

10 And thou shalt eat and be full, aud 
thou shalt bless the Lorp thy God for 
the good land which he hath given 

1llthee. Beware lest thou forget the 
Lorp thy God, in not keepmg his 
commandments, and his judgements, 
and his statutes, which I command 

12thee this day: lest when thou hast 
eaten and art full, and hast built goodly 

13 houses, and dwelt therein; and when 
thy herds and thy flocks multiply, and 
thy silver and thy gold is multiplied, 
and all that thou hast is multiplied; 

14 then thine heart be lifted up, and thou 
forget the Lorp thy God, which brought 
thee forth out of the land of Egypt, ont 

15 of the house of bondage; who led thee 
through the great and terrible wilder- 
ness, wherein were fiery serpents and 
scorpions, and thirsty ground where 
was no water; who brought thee forth 

16 water out of the rock of flint; who fed 
thee in the wilderness with manna, 
which thy fathers knew not; that he 
might humble thee, and that he might 
prove thee, to do thee good at thy 


17 latter end: and thou say in thine 
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heart, My power and the might of 

mine hand hath gotten me this wealth. 

18 But thou shalt remember the Lonrp thy 
God, for it is he that giveth thee 
power to get wealth; that he may 
establish his covenant which he sware 

19 unto thy fathers, as at this day. And 
it shall be, if thou shalt forget the 
Lorp thy God, and walk after other 
gods, and serve them, and worship 
them, I testify against you this day 

20that ye shall surely perish. As thie 
natious which the Lorp maketh to 
perish before you, so shall ye perish ; 
because ye would not hearken unto 
the voice of the Lorp your God. 

9 Hear, O Israel: thou art to pass 
over Jordan this day, to go in to pos- 
sess nations greater and mightier than 
thyself, cities great and fenced up to 

Qheaven, a people great and tall, the 
sons of the Anakim, whom thou know- 
est, and of whom thou hast heard say, 
Who can stand before the sons of 

3Anak? Know therefore this day, that 
the Lorp thy God is he which goeth 
over before thee as a devouring fire; 
he shall destroy them, and he shall 
bring them down before thee: so shalt 
thon drive them out, and make thei 
to perish quickly, as the Lorp hath 

4spoken unto thee. Speak not thou in 
thine heart, after that the Lorp thy 
Ged hath thrust thei out from before 
thee, saying, For my righteousness the 
Lorp hath brought me in to possess 
this land: whereas for the wickedness 
of these nations the Lorp doth drive 
5them out from before thee. Not for 
thy righteousness, or for the upright- 
ness of thine heart, dost thou go in to 
possess their land: but for the wicked- 
ness of these nations the Lorp thy 
God doth drive them out from before 
thee, and that he may establish the 
word which the Lorp sware unto thy 
fathers, to Abraham, to Isaac, and to 

6 Jacob. Know therefore, that the Lorp 
thy God giveth thee not this good land 
to possess it for thy righteousness; for 

7 thou art astiffnecked people. Remem- 
ber, forget thou not, how thou provok- 
edst the Lorp thy God to wrath in the 
wilderness: from the day that thou 
wentest forth out of the land of Egypt, 
until ye came unto this place, ye have 

8 been rebellious against the Lorp. Also 
in Horeb ye provoked the Lorp to 
wrath, and the Lorp was angry with 

9you to have destroyed you. When I 
was gone up into the mount to receive 
the tables of stone, even the tables of 
the covenant which the Lorp made 
with you, then I abode in the mount 
forty days and forty nights; I did 
neither eat bread nor drink water. 

10 And the Lorp delivered unto me the 
two tables of stone written with the 
finger of God; and on them was written 






according to all the words, which the 
Lond spake with you in the mount out 
of the midst of the fire in the day of 
lithe assembly. And it came to pass 
at the end of forty days and forty 
nights, that the Lorp gave ine the two 
tables of stone, even the tables of the 
12covenant. And the Loxp said unto 
me, Arise, get thee down quickly froin 
hence; for thy people which thou hast 
brought forth out of Egypt have cor- 
rupted themselves; they are quickly 
turned aside out of the way which I 
commanded them; they have made 
13them a molten image. Furthermore 
the Lorp spake unto me, saying, I have 
scen this people, and, behold, it is a 
14stiffnecked people: let me alone, that 
J may destroy them, and blot out their 
name from under heaven: aud I will 
make of thee a nation mightier and 
15 greater than they. So I turned and 
came down from the mount, and the 
mount burned with fire: and the two 
tables of the covenant were in my two 
1éhands. And I looked, and, behold, ye 
had sinned against the Lokp your God; 
ye had made you a molten calf: ye had 
turned aside quickly out of the way 
which the Lorp had commanded you. 
17 And I took hold of the two tables, and 
east them out of my two hands, and 
18brake them before your eyes. And I 
fell down before the Lorn, as at the 
first, forty days and forty nights; I 
did neither eat bread nor drink water ; 
because of all your sin which ye 
sinned, in doimg that which was evil 
in the sight of the Lorn, to provoke 
19him to anger. ForI was afraid of the 
anger and hot displeasure, wherewith 
the LorD was wroth against you to 
destroy you. But the Lorp hearkened 
20 unto me that time also. And the Lorp 
was very angry with Aaron to have 
destroyed him: and i prayed for Aaron 
2Lalso the same time. And I took your 
sin, the calf which ye had inade, and 
burnt it with fire, and stamped it, 
grinding it very small, until it was as 
fine as dust: and i cast the dust there- 
of into the brook that descended out 
299 of the mount. And at Taberah, and 
at Massah, and at WKibroth-hattaavah, 
23 ye provoked the Lorp to wrath. And 
when the Lorp sent you from Kadesh- 
barnea, saying, Go up and possess the 
land which I have given you; then ye 
rebelled against the commandment of 
the Lorp your God, and ye believed 
him not, nor hearkened to his voice. 
24 Ye have been rebellious against the 
Lorp from the day that I knew you. 
25 So I fell down before the Lorp the 


forty days and forty nights that I fell | 


down; because the Lorp had said he 
26 would destroy you. And I prayed unto 
the Lorp, and said, O Lord Gop, destroy 
not thy people and thine inheritance, 
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which thou hast redeemed through thy 
greatness, which thou hast brought 
forth out of Egypt with a mighty hand. 
27 Remember thy servants, Abraham, 
Isaac, and Jacob; look not unto the 
stubbornness of this people, nor to 
28 their wickedness, nor to their sin: lest 
the land whence thou broughtest us 
ont say, Because the Lorp was not 
able to bring them into the land which 
he promised unto them, and because 
he hated them, he hath brought them 
out to slay them in the wilderness. 


| 29 Yet they are thy people and thine in- 


heritanee, which thou broughtest out 
by thy great power and by thy stretched 
out arm. 

10 At that time the Lorp said unto me, 
Hew thee two tables of stone like nuto 
the first, and come up unto me into 
the mount, and make thee an ark of 

2wood. And I will write on the tables 
the words that were on the first tables 
which thou brakest, and thou shalt put 
3them in the ark. SoI made an ark of 
acacia wood, and hewed two tables of 
stene like unto the first, and went up 
into the mount, having the two tables 
4in mine hand. And he wrote on the 
tables, according to the first writing, 
the ten leommandments, which the 
Lorp spake unto you in the mount 
out of the midst of the fire in the day 
of the assembly: and the Lorp gave 
5them nnto me. And I turned and 
came down from the mount, and put 
the tables in the ark which I had 
made; and there they be, as the Lorp 
6 commanded me. (And the children of 
Israel journeyed from 2Beeroth Bene- 
jaakan to Moserah: there Aaron died, 
and there he was buried; and Eleazar 
his son ministered in the priest’s office 
7in his stead. From thence they jouwr- 
neyed unto Gudgodah; and from Gud- 
godah to Jotbathah, a land of brooks 
8 of water. At that time the Lorp separ- 
ated the tribe of Levi, to bear the ark 
of the covenant of the Lorp, to stand 
before the Lorp to minister unto hin, 
and to bless in his name, unto this 
9day. Wherefore Levi hath no portion 
nor inheritance with his brethren; the 
Lorp is his inheritance, according as 
the Lorp thy God spake unto him.) 

10 And I stayed in the mount, as at the 
first time, forty days and forty nights: 
and the Lorp hearkened unto me that 
time also; the Lorp would not destroy 

llthee. and the Lorp said unto me, 
Arise, take thy journey before the peo- 
ple; and they shall go in and possess 
the land, which I sware unto their 
fathers to give unto them. 

12 And now, Israel, what doth the Lorp 
thy God require of thee, but to fear 
the Lorp thy God, to walk in all his 
ways, and to love him, and to serve 

the Lorpv thy God with all thy heart 
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13 and with all thy soul, to keep the com- 
mandments of the Lorp, and his stat- 
utes, which I command thee this day 

14for thy good? Behold, unto the Lorp 
thy God belongeth the heaven, and 
the heaven of heavens, the earth, with 

15 all that therein is. Only the Lorp had 
a delight in thy fathers to love them, 
and he chose their seed after them, 
even you %above all peoples, as at 

16this day. Cireumcise therefore the 
foreskin of your heart, and be no more 

17 stiffnecked. For the Lorp yonr God, 
he is God of gods, and Lord of lords, 
the great God, the mighty, and the 
terrible, which regardeth not persons, 

18nor taketh reward. He doth execute 
the judgement of the fatherless and 
widow, and loveth the stranger, in 

19giving him food and raiment. Hove 
ye therefore the stranger: for ye were 

20 strangers in theland of Egypt. Thou 
shalt fear the Lorp thy God; him 
shalt thon serve; and to him shalt 
thou cleave, and by his name shalt 

21 thou swear. He is thy praise, and he 
is thy God, that hath done for thee 
these great and terrible things, which 

22thine eyes have seen. Thy fathers 
went down into Egypt with threescore 
and ten persons; and now the Lorp 
thy God hath made thee as the stars 
of heaven for multitude. 

11 Therefore thou shalt love the Lorp 
thy God, and keep his charge, and his 
statutes, and his judgements, and his 

2commandments, alway. And know ye 
this day: for J speak not with your 
children which have not known, and 
which have not seen the 4chastisement 
of the Lorp your God, his greatness, 
his mighty hand, and his stretched out 
8arm, and his signs, and his works, 
which he did in the midst of Egypt 
unto Pharaoh the king of Egypt, and 
4unto all his land; and what he did 
unto the army of Egypt, mto their 
horses, and to their chariots; how he 
made the water of the Red Sea to 
overflow them as they pursued after 
you, and how the Lorp hath destroyed 
5 them unto this day; and what he did 
unto you in the wilderness, until ye 
6 came unto this place; and what he did 
unto Dathan and Abiram, the sons of 
Eliab, the son of Reuben; how the 
earth opened her mouth, and swallow- 
ed them up, and their honseholds, and 
their tents, and every living thing that 
followed them, in the midst of ali Is- 
7rael: but your eyes have seen all the 
great work of the Lorp which he did. 
8 'Therefore shall ye keep all the com- 
mandiment which I command thee this 
day, that ye may be strong, and go in 
and possess the land, whither ye go 
Sover to possess it; and that ye may 
prolong your days upon the land, which 
the Lorp sware unto your fathers to 
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give unto them and to their seed, a 
land fiowing with milk and honey. 
10For the land, whither thou goest im 


to possess it, is not as the land of 
Egypt, from whence ye came out, 
where thou sowedst thy seed, and 
wateredst it with thy foot, as a garden 
ilof herbs: but the land, whither ye go 
over to possess it, is a land of hills 
and valleys, and drinketh water of the 

12 rain of heaven: a land which the Lorp 
thy God Jeareth for; the eyes of the 
Lorp thy God are always upon it, from 
the beginning of the year even unto 
the end of the year. 

13 And it shall come to pass, if ye shall 
hearken diligently unto my command- 
ments which I command you this day, 
to love the Lorp your God, and to 
serve him with all your heart and 

14 with all your soul, that I will give the 
rain of your land in its season, the 
former rain and the latter rain, that 
thon mayest gather in thy corn, and 

15thy wine, and thine oil. And I will 
give grass in thy fields for thy cattle, 

16 and thou shalt eat and be full. Take 
heed to yourselves, lest your heart be 
deceived, and ye turn aside, and serve 

17 other gods, and worship them; and 
the anger of the Lorp be kindled 
against you, and he shut up the 
heaven, that there be no rain, and 
that the land yield not her fruit; and 
ye perish quickly from off the good 
land which the Lorp giveth you. 

18 Therefore shall ye lay up these m 
words in your heart and in your soul; 
and ye shall bind them for a sign 
upon your hand, and they shall be for 

19 frontlets between your eyes. And ye 
shall teach them your children, talk- 
ing of them, when thou sittest in thine 
house, and when thou walkest by the 
way, and when thou liest down, and 

20 when thou risest up. And thou shalt 
write them upon the door posts of 

21 thine house, and upon thy gates: that 
your days may be multiplied, and the 
days of your children, upon the land 
which the Lorp sware unto your fa- 
thers to give them, as the days of the 

heavens above the earth. For if ye 
shall diligently keep all this com- 
mandment which I command you, to 
doit; to love the Lorp your God, to 
walk in all his ways, and to cleave 

93 unto him; then will the Lorp drive 
out all these nations from before you, 
and ye shall possess nations greater 

24and mightier than yourselves. Every 
place whereon the sole of your foot 
shall tread shall be yours: from the 
wilderness, and Lebanon, from the 
river, the river Euphrates, even unto 
the 2hinder sea shall be your border. 
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25 There shall no man be able to stand : 
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you upon all the land that ye shall 
tread upon, as he hath spoken nnto 


you. 

26 Behold, I set before you this day a 

27 blessing aud a curse; the blessing, if 
ye shall hearken unto the command- 
ments of the Lory your God, which I 

28 command you this day: and the curse, 
if ye shall not hearken unto the com- 
mandments of the Lord your God, 
but turn aside out of the way which 
I command you this day, to go after 
other gods, which ye have not known. 

29 And it shall come to pass, when the 
Lorp thy God shall bring thee into 
the land whither thou goest to possess 
it, that thou shalt set the blessing 
upon mount Gerizim, and the curse 

30 upon mount Ebal. Are they not be- 
youd Jordan, behind the way of the 
going down of the sun, in the land of 
the Canaanites which dwell in the 
Arabah, over against Gilgal, beside 

3lthe %oaks of Moreh? For ye are to 
pass over Jordan to go in to possess 
the land which the Lorp your God 
giveth you, and ye shall possess it, 

32 and dwell therein. And ye shall ob- 
serve to do all the statutes and the 
judgements which I set before you 
this day. 

12 These are the statutes and the judge- 
ments, which ye shall observe to do 
in the land which the Lorp, the God 
of thy fathers, hath given thee to 
possess it, all the days that ye hve 

2upon the earth. Ye shall surely de- 
stroy all the places, wherein the na- 
tions which ye shall possess served 
their gods, upon the high mountains, 
and upon the hills, and under every 
8 green tree: and ye shall break down 
their altars, and dash in pieces their 
4pillars, and burn their Asherim with 
fire; and ye shall hew down the graven 
images of their gods; and ye shall 
destroy their name out of that place. 
4 Ye shall not do so unto the Lorp your 
5God. But unto the place which the 
Lorp your God shall choose ont of 
all your tribes to put his name there, 
even unto his habitation shall ye 
seek, and thither thou shalt come: 
6and thither ye shall bring your burnt 
offerings, and your sacrifices, and 
your tithes, and the heave offeriug 
of your hand, and your vows, and 
your freewill offerings, and the first- 
lings of your herd and of your flock: 
7and there ye shall eat before the Lorp 
your God, and ye shall rejoice in all 
that ye put your hand unto, ye and 
your households, wherein the Lorp 
8 thy God hath blessed thee. Ye shall 
not do after all the things that we do 
here this day, every man whatsoever 
9is right in his own eyes: for ye are 
not as yet come to the rest and to the 
inheritance, which the Lorp your God 
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10 giveth thee. But when ye go over 
Jordan, and dwell in the land which 
the Lorp your God causeth you to 
inherit, and he giveth you rest from 
all your enemies round about, so that 

11 ye dwell in safety; then it shall come 
to pass that the place which the Lorp 
your God shall choose to cause his 
name to dwell there, thither shall ye 
bring all that I command you; your 
burnt offerings, and your sacrifices, 
your tithes, and the heave offermg of 
your hand, and all your choice vows 

12 which ye vow unto the Lorp: and ye 
shall rejoice before the Lorp your 
God, ye, and your sons, and your 
daughters, and your menservants, and 
your maidservants, and the Levite 
that is within your gates, forasmuch 
as he hath no portion nor inheritance 

13 with you. Take heed to thyself that 
thou offer not thy burnt offerings in 

14every place that thou seest: but in 
the place which the Lorp shall choose 
in one of thy tribes, there thou shalt 
offer thy burnt offerings, and there 
thou shalt do all that I command 

15thee. Notwithstanding thou mayest 
kill and eat flesh within all thy gates, 
after all the desire of thy soul, ac- 
cording to the blessing of the Lorp 
thy God which he hath given thee: 
the unclean and the clean may eai 
thereof, as of the gazelle, and as of 
16the hart. Only ye shall not eat the 
blood; thou shalt pour it out upon the 

17 earth as water. Thou mayest not eat 
within thy gates the’ tithe of thy corn, 
cr of thy wine, or of thine oil, or the 
firstlings of thy herd or of thy flock, 
nor any of thy vows which thou 
vowest, nor thy freewill offermgs, nor 

18 the heave offering of thine hand: but 
thou shalt eat them before the Lorp 
thy God in the place which the Lorp 
thy God shall choose, thou, and thy 
son, and thy daughter, and thy man- 
servant, and thy maidservant, and the 
Levite that is within thy gates: and 
thou shalt rejoice before the Lorp thy 
God in all that thou puttest thine 

19hand unto. Take heed to thyself that 
thou forsake not the Levite as long as 
thou livest upon thy land. 

20 When the Lorp thy God shall en- 
large thy border, as he hath promised 
thee, and thou shalt say, I will eat 
flesh, because thy scul desireth to eat 
flesh; thou mayest eat flesh, after all 

21 the desire of thy soul. If the place 
which the Lorp thy God shall choose 
to put his name there be too far from 
thee, then thou shalt kill of thy herd 
and of thy flock, which the Lorp hath 
given thee, as I have commanded thee, 
and thou shalt eat within thy gates, 

22 after all the desire of thy soul. Even 

as the gazelle and as the hart is 

eaten, so thou shalt eat thereof: the 


























23 alike.

27 Lorp shall choose: 
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unclean and the clean shall eat thereof 
Only be sure that thou eat not 
the blood: for the blood is the life; 
and thou shalt not eat the life with 


94 the flesh. Thou shalt not eat it; thou 


shalt pour it out upon the earth as 
Thou shalt not eat it; that it 
may go well with thee, and with thy 
children after thee, when thou shalt 
do that which is right in the eyes of 


26 the Lorp. Only thy holy things which 


thou hast, and thy vows, thou shalt 
take, and go unto the place which the 
and thou shalt 
offer thy burnt offerings, the flesh and 
the blood, upon the altar of the Lorp 
thy God: and the blood of thy sacri- 
fices shall be poured out upon the 
altar of the Lorp thy God, and thou 


28 shalt eat the flesh. Observe and hear 


all these words which I command thee, 
that it may go well with thee, and 
with thy children after thee for ever, 
when thou doest that which is good 
and right in the eyes of the Lorp thy 
God. 

29 When the Lorp thy God shall cut off 
the nations from before thee, whither 
thou goest in to possess them, and 
thou possessest them, and dwellest in 

30 their land; take heed to thyself that 
thou be not ensnared !to follow them, 
after that they be destroyed from be- 
fore thee; and that thou inquire not 
after their gods, saying, How do these 
nations serve their gods? 2even so 

31 will I do likewise. Thou shalt not do 
so unto the Lorp thy God: for every 
abomination to the Lorp, which he 
hateth, have they done unto their 
gods; for even their sons and their 

_ daughters do they burn in the fire to 
their gods. 

32 What thing soever I command you, 
that shall ye observe to do: thou shalt 
not add thereto, nor diminish from 
it. 

13 If there arise in the midst of thee a 
prophet, or a dreamer of dreams, and 

2he give thee a sign or a wonder, and 
the sign or the wonder come to pass, 
whereof he spake unto thee, saying, 
Let us go after other gods, which thou 
hast not kuown, and let us serve them; 
83 thou shalt not hearken unto the words 
of that prophet, or unto that dreamer 
of dreams: for the Lorp your God 
proveth you, to know whether ye love 
the Lorp your God with all your heart 
4and with all your soul. Ye shall walk 
after the Lorp your God, and fear 
him, and keep his commandments, and 
obey his voice, aud ye shall serve him, 
5and cleave unto him. And that pro- 
phet, or that dreamer of dreams, shall 
be put to death; because he hath 
spoken Sr ebellion’ against the Lorp 
your God, which brought you out of 
the land of Egypt, and ‘redeemed thee

9ceal him: but thou shalt snrely kill 
him; thine hand shall be first upon 
him to pnt him to death, and after- 

10 wards the hand of all the people. And 
thou shalt stone him with stones, that 
he die; beeause he hath songht to 
draw thee away from the Lorp thy 
God, which brought thee out of the 
land of Egypt, out of the house of 
And all Israel shall hear, 
and fear, and shall do no more any 
such wickedness as this is in the midst 
of thee.

make any baldness between your eyes 
2for the dead. For thou art an holy 
people unto the Lorp thy God, and 
the Lorp hath chosen thee to be a 
peculiar people unto himself, Sabove 
all peoples that are upon the face of 
the earth. 
3 Thon shalt not cat any abominable 
4thing. These are the beasts which 
ye shall eat: the ox, the sheep, and 
5the goat, the hart, and the gazelle, 
and the roebuck, and the wild goat, 
and the pygarg, and the antelope, and 
6the chamois. And every beast that 
parteth the hoof, and hath the hoof 
cloven in two, and Teheweth the end, 
among the beasts, that ye shall eat. 
7 Nevertheless these ye shall not eat of 
them that chew the end, or of them 
that have the hoof cloven: the camel, 
and the hare, and the Sconey, because 
they chew the eud but part not the 
Shoof, they are unclean unto you: and 
the swine, because he parteth the 
hoof but cheweth not the eud, he is 
nneclean unto you: of their flesh ye 
shall not eat, and then carcases ye 
shall not touch. 
9 These ye shall eat of all that are in 
the waters: whatsoever hath fins and 
10scales shall ye eat: and whatsoever 
hath not fins and seales ye shall not 
; | Cat; it is unclean unto you. 
> Of all clean birds ye may eat. But 
“these are they of which ye shall not 
eat: the %eagle, and the gier eagle, 
13and the ospray; and the glede, and 
the falcon, and the kite after its kind; 
; and every raven aftcr its kind; and 
the ostrich, and the night hawk, and 
the seamew, and the hawk after its 
16kind; the little owl, and the great 
17owl, and the horned owl; and the 
pelican, and the vulture, and the cor- 

18 morant; and the stork, and the heron 
after its kind, aud the hoopoe, and the 

19bat. And all winged creeping things 
are unclean unto you: they shall not 

20be eaten. Of all clean fowls ye may 
eat. 

21 Ye shall not eat of any thing that 
dieth of itself: thou mayest give it 
unto the stranger that is within thy 
gates, that he may eat it; or thon 
mayest sell it unto a foreigner: for 
thou art an holy people unto the Lorp 
thy God. Thou shalt not seethe a kid 
in its mother’s milk. 

22 Thon shalt surely tithe all the in- 
crease of thy seed, that which cometh 

23forth of the field year by year. 

thon shalt eat before the Lorp thy 

God, in the place which he shall 

choose to cause his name to dwell 

there, the tithe of thy corn, of thy 
wine, and of thine oil, and the first- 
lings of thy herd and of thy flock; 
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that thou mayest learn to fear the 
24Lorp thy God always. And if the 
way be too long for thee, so that thou 
art not able to carry it, because the 
place is too far from thee, which the 
Lorp thy God shall choose to set his 
name there, when the Lorp thy God 

25 shall bless thee: then shalt thou turn 
it iuto money, and bind up the money 
in thine hand, and shalt go mito the 
place which the Lonrp thy God shall 

26 choose: and thou shalt bestow the 
money for whatsoever thy soul de- 
sireth, for oxen, or for sheep, or for 
wine, or for strong drink, or for what- 
soever thy soul asketh of thee: and 
thou shalt eat there before the Lorp 
thy God, and thou shalt rejoice, thou 

27 and thine household: and the Levite 
that is within thy gates, thou shalt 
not forsake him; for he hath no por- 
tion nor mheritauce with thee. 

28 At the end of every three years thou 
shalt bring forth all the tithe of thine 
increase in the same year, and shalt 

29 lay it up within thy gates: and the 
Levite, because be hath no portion 
nor inheritance with thee, and the 
stranger, and the fatherless, and the 
widow, which are within thy gates, 
shall come, and shall eat and be satis- 
fied; that the Lorp thy God may 
bless thee in all the work of thine 
hand which thou doest. 

15 At the end of every seven years thou 

2shalt make a release. And this is the 
manner of the release: every creditor 
shall release that which he hath lent 
unto his neighbour; he shall not 
exact it of his neighbour and his 
brother; because the Lorp’s release 

3hath been proclained. Of a foreigner 
thou mayest exact it: but whatsoever 
of thine is with thy brother thine 
4hand shall 1release. Howbeit there 
shall be no poor with thee; (for the 
Lorp will surely bless thee in the 
land which the Lorp thy God giveth 
thee for an inheritance to possess it;) 
5if only thou diligently hearken unto 
the voice of the Lorp thy Gad, to 
observe to do all this commandment 

6 which I command thee this day. For 
the Lorp thy God will bless thee, as 
he promised thee: and thou shalt lend 
unto many nations, but thou shalt 
not borrow; and thou shalt rule over 
many nations, but they shall not rule 
over thee. 

7 If there be with thee a poor man, 
one of thy brethren, within any of 
thy gates in thy land which the Lorp 
thy God giveth thee, thou shalt not 
harden thine heart, nor shut thine 

8 hand from thy poor brother: but thou 
shalt surely open thine hand unto him, 
and shalt surely lend him sufficient 
for his need iz that which he wanteth. 


9 Beware that there be not a_ base 





thought in thine heart, saying, The 
seventh year, the year of release, is at 
hand; and thine eye be evil against

thy poor brother, and thou give him | 
nought; and he cry unto the Lorp | 


against thee, and it be sin unto thee. 
10 Thou shalt surely give hin, and thine 
heart shall not be grieved when thou 
givest unto him: because that for 
this thing the Lorp thy God shall 
bless thee in all thy work, and in all 


that thou puttest thine hand unto. | 


11 ¥or the poor shall never cease out of | 


the land: therefore I command thee, 
saying, Thou shalt surely open thine 
hand unto thy brother, to thy needy, 
and to thy poor, in thy land. 


12 If thy brother, an Hebrew man, or | 


an Hebrew woman, be sold unto thee, 


and serve thee six years; then in the 


seventh year thou shalt let him go 
13 free from thee. And when thou lettest 
him go free from thee, thou shalt not 
14let him go empty: thou shalt furnish 


him liberally out of thy flock, and out | 


of thy threshing-floor, and out of thy 
winepress: as the Lorp thy God hath 
blessed thee thou shalt give unto hin. 
15And thou shalt remember that thou 
wast a bondman in the land of Egypt, 
and the Lorp thy God redeemed thee: 
therefore I command thee this thing 

16 to-day. And it shall be, if he say 
unto thee, I will not go out from thee; 
because he loveth thee and thine house, 

17 because he is well with thee; then 
thou shalt take an awl, and thrust it 
through his ear unto the door, and he 
shall be thy servant for ever. And 
also unto thy ?maidservant thou shalt 

18do likewise. It shall not seem hard 
unto thee, when thou lettest hin go 
free from thee; for to the double of 
the hire of an hireling hath he served 
thee six years: and the Lorp thy God 
shall bless thee in all that thou doest. 

19 All the firstling males that are born 
of thy herd and of thy flock thou 
shalt sanctify unto the Lorp thy 
God: thou shalt do no work with the 
firstling of thine ox, nor shear the 

20 firstling of thy flock. Thou shalt eat 
it before the Lorp thy God year by 
year in the place which the Lorp 
shall choose, thou and thy household. 

21 And if it have any blemish, as 7f zt be 
lame or blind, any ill blemish whatso- 
ever, thou shalt not sacrifice it unto 

22 the Lorp thy God. Thou shalt eat it 
within thy gates: the unclean and thie 
clean shall eat it alike, as the gazelle, 

23and as the hart. Only thou shalt not 
eat the blood thereof; thou shalt pour 
it out upon the ground as water. 

16 Observe the month of Abib, and keep 
the passover unto the Lorp thy Gad: 
for in the month of Abib the Lorp thy 
God brought thee forth out of Egypt by 

2 night. And thou shalt sacrifice the pass-

over uuto the Lorp thy God, of the 
flock and the herd, in the place which 
the Lorp shall choose to cause his 
3name to dwell there. Thou shalt 
eat no leavened bread with it; seven 
days shalt thou eat unleavened bread 
therewith, even the bread of affliction ; 
for thou camest forth out of the land 
of Egypt in haste: that thou mayest 
remember the day when thou camest 
forth out of the land of Egypt all the 
4tdays of thy life. And there shall be 
no leaven seen with thee in all thy 
borders seven days; neither shall any 
of the flesh, which thou sacrificest the 
first day at even, remain all night 
5 until the morning. Thou mayest not 
sacrifice the passover within any of 
thy gates, which the Lorp thy God 
G giveth thee: but at the place which 
the Lorp thy God shall choose to 
cause his name to dwell in, there 
thou shalt sacrifice the passover at 
even, at the gomg down of the sun, at 
the season that thou camest forth out 
7of Egypt. And thou shalt Jroast and 
eat it in the place which the Lorp thy 
God shall choose: and thou shalt turn 
in the morning, and go unto thy tents. 
8 Six days thou shalt eat unleavened 
bread: and on the seventh day shall be 
2a solemn assembly to the Lorp thy 
God; thou shalt do no work therein. — 
9 Seven weeks shalt thou number unto 
thee: from the time thou beginnest to 
put the sickle to the standing corn 
shalt thou begin to number seven 

10 weeks. And thou shalt keep the feast 
of weeks unto the Lorp thy God ° with 
a tribute of a freewill offering of thine 
hand, which thou shalt give, according 
as the Lorp thy God blesseth thee: 

lland thou shalt rejoice before the Lorp 
thy God, thou, and thy son, and thy 
daughter, and thy manservant, and 
thy maidservant, and the Levite that 
is within thy gates, and the stranger, 
and the fatherless, and the widow, 
that are in the midst of thee, in the 
place which the Lorp thy God shall 
choose to cause his name to dwell 

12there. And thou shalt remember that 
thou wast a bondman in Egypt: and 
thou shalt observe and do these 
statutes. 

13 Thou shalt keep the feast of 4taber- 
nacles seven days, after that thou hast 
gathered in from thy threshing-fioor 

‘l4and from thy winepress: and thou 
| shalt rejoice in thy feast, thou, and 
| thy son, and thy daughter, and thy 
manservant, and thy maidservant, and 
| the Levite, and the stranger, and the 
fatherless, and the widow, that are 

1 within thy gates. Seven days shalt 
thou keep a feast unto the Lorp thy 
God in the place which the Lorp shall 
choose: because the Lorp thy God 
shall bless thee in all thine increase, 
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and in all the work ‘of thine hands, 


and thou shalt be altogether joyful. 

16 Three times in a year shall all thy 
piales appear before the Lorp thy God 
in the place which he shall choose; 
in the feast of unleavened bread, and 
in the feast of weeks, and in the feast 
of tabernacles: and they shall not 

17 appear before the Lorp empty: every 
quan °shall give as he is able, according | 
to the blessing of the Lorp thy God | 
which he hath given thee. 

18 Judges and officers shalt thou make 
thee in all thy gates, which the Lorp 
thy God giveth thee, accordmg to thy 
tribes: and they shall judge the peo- 

19 ple with righteous judgement. Thou 
shalt not wrest judgement; thou shalt 
not respect persons: neither shalt 
thou take a gift; for a gift doth blind 
the eyes of the wise, and pervert the 

206words of the righteous. 7That which 
is altogether just shalt thou follow, 
that thou mayest live, and inherit the 
Jand which the Lorp thy God giveth 
thee. 

21 Thou shalt not plant thee an Asherah 
of any kind of tree beside the altar of 
the Lorp thy God, which thou shalt 

22 make thee. Neither shalt thou set 
thee up a 8pillar; which the Lorp thy 
God hateth. 

17 Thou shalt not sacrifice unto the 
Lorp thy God an ox, or a sheep, 
wherein is a blemish, or any evil- 
favouredness: for that is an abomina- 
tion unto the Lorp thy Gad. 

2 If there be found in the midst of thee, 
within any of thy gates which the 
Lorp thy God giveth thee, man or 
woman, that doeth that which is evil 
in the sight of the Lorp thy God, in 

3 transgressing his covenant, and hath 
gone and served other gods, and wor- 
shipped them, or the sun, or the moon, 
or any of the host of heaven, which 

4] have not commanded; and it be 
told thee, and thou hast heard of it, 
then shalt thou inquire diligently, and, 
behold, if it be true, and the thing cert- 
ain, that such abomination is wrought 

5in Israel; then shalt thon bring forth 
that man or that woman, which have 
done this evil thing, unto thy gates, 
even the man or the woman; and 
thou shalt stone them with stones, 

6that they die. At the mouth of two 
witnesses, or three witnesses, shall he 
that is to die be put to death; at the 
mouth of one witness he shall not be 

7 put to death. The hand of the wit- 
nesses shall be first upon him to put 
him to death, and afterward the hand 
of all the people. So thou shalt put 


away the evil from the midst of 
thee. 

8 If there arise a matter too hard 
for thee in judgement, between blood 
and blood, between plea and plea,

gates: then shalt thou arise, and get 
thee up unto the place which the 

9 Lorp thy God shall choose; and thou 
shalt come unto the priests the Le- 
vites, and unto the judge that shall be 
in those days: and thou shalt inquire; 
and they shall shew thee the sentence 

10 of judgement: and thou shalt do ac- 
cording to the tenor of the sentence, 
which they shall shew thee from that 
place which the Lorp shall choose; 
and thou shalt observe to do according 

11to all that they shall teach thee: ac- 
cording to the tenor of the law which 
they shall teach thee, and according to 
the judgement which they shall tell 
thee, thou shalt do: thou shalt not 
turn aside from the sentence which 
they shall shew thee, to the right 

{2Zhand, nor to the left. And the man 
that doeth presumptuously, in not 
hearkening unto the priest that stand- 
eth to minister there before the Lorp 
thy God, or unto the judge, even that 
man shall die: and thou shalt put 

13away the evil from Israel. And all 
the people shall hear, and fear, and do 
no more presumptuously. 

14 When thou art come unto the land 
which the Loxp thy God giveth thee, 
and shalt possess it, and shalt dwell 
therein; and shalt say, I will set a 
king over me, like as all the nations 

15 that are round about me; thou shalt 
in any wise set him king over thee, 
whom the Lorp thy God shall choose: 
one from among thy brethren shalt 
thou set king over thee: thou mayest 
not put a foreigner over thee, which 

16is not thy brother. Only he shall not 
multiply horses to himself, nor cause 
the people to return to Egypt, to the 
end that he should multiply horses: 
forasmuch as the Lorp hath said unto 
you, Ye shall henceforth return no 

i7more that way. Neither shall he 
multiply wives to himself, that his 
heart turn not away: neither shall 
he greatly multiply to himself silver 
18and gold. And it shall be, when he 
sitteth upon the throne of his king- 
dom, that he shall write him a copy 
of this law in a book, out of that which 
197s before the priests the Levites: and 
it shall be with him, and he shall read 
therein all the days of his life: that he 
may learn to fear the Lorp his God, 
to keep all the words of this law and 

20 these statutes, to do them: that his 
heart be not lifted up above his breth- 
ren, and that he turn not aside from 
the commandment, to the right hand, 
or to the left: to the end that he may 
prolong his days in his kingdom, he 
aa his children, in the midst of Is- 
rael, 


Or, and | 18 The priests the Levites, +even all the 
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tribe of Levi, shall have no portion nor 
inheritance with Israel: they shall eat 
the offerings of the Lorp made by fire, 
2and his inheritance. And they shall 
have no inheritance among their breth- 
ren: the Lorp is then inheritance, as 

3 he hath spoken unto them. And this 
shall be the priests’ due from the peo- 
ple, from them that offer a sacrifice, 
whether it be ox or sheep, that they 
shall give unto the priest the shoulder, 
and the two cheeks, and the maw. 

4 The firstfruits of thy corn, of thy wine, 
and of thine oil, and the first of the 
fleece of thy sheep, shalt thou give 

Shim. For the Lorp thy God hath 
chosen him out of all thy tribes, to 
stand to minister in the name of the 
Lorp, him and his sons for ever. 

6 And if a Levite come from any of 
thy gates out of all Israel, where he 
sojourneth, and come with all .the 
desire of his soul unto the place which 

7 the Lorp shall choose; then he shall 
minister in the name of the Lorp 
his God, as all his brethren the Le- 
vites do, which stand there before the 

8Lorp. They shall have like portions 
to eat, beside that which cometh of 
the sale of his patrimony. 

9 When thou art come into the land 
which the Lorp thy God giveth thee, 
thou shalt not learn to do after the 

10 abominations of those nations. There 
shall not be found with thee any one 
that maketh his son or his daughter 
to pass throngh the fire, one that 
useth divination, one that practiseth 
augury, or an enchanter, or a sorcerer, 

1llor a charmer, or a consulter with a 
familiar spirit, or a wizard, or a necro- 

12mancer. For whosoever doeth these 
things is an abomination nnto the 
Loxp: and because of these abomin- 
ations the Lorp thy God doth drive 

13 them out from before thee. Thou shalt 

14 be perfect with the Lorp thy God. For 
these nations, which thou shalt pos- 
sess, hearken unto them that practise 
augury, and nnto diviners: but as for 
thee, the Lorp thy God hath not suf- 

15 fered thee so to do. The Lorp thy 
God will raise np unto thee a prophet 
from the midst of thee, of thy brethren, 
like unto me; unto him ye shall heark- 

16en; according to all that thou de- 
siredst of the Lorp thy God in Horeb 
in the day of the assembly, saying, 
Let me not hear again the voice of 
the Lorp my God, neither let me see 
this great fire any more, that I die 

17 not. And the Lorp said unto me, 
They have well said that which they 

18have spoken. I will raise them up a 
prophet from among their brethren, 
like unto thee; and I will put my 
words in his mouth, and he shall speak 
unto them all that I shall command 

19him. And it shall come to pass, that 
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whosoever will not hearken unto ny | 13he may dic. ‘Thine eye shall not pity 


words which he shall speak in my 

20 name, I will require it of him. But 
the prophet, whieh shall speak a word 
presuinptuously in my name, which I 
have not cominanded him to speak, or 
that shall speak in the name ot other 
gods, that same prophet shall die. 

21 And if thou say in thine heart, How 
shall we know the word which the 

22 Lorp hath not spoken? When a pro- 
phet speaketh in the name of the Lorn, 
if the thing follow not, nor come to 
pass, that is the thing which the Lorp 
hath not spoken: the prophet hath 
spoken it presumptuously, thou shalt 
not be afraid of him. 

19 When the Lorn thy God shall cut off 
the nations, whose land the Lorn thy 
God giveth thee, and thou sueceedest 
them, and dwellest in their cities, and 

2in their houses; thou shalt separate 
three cities for thee m the midst of 
thy land, which the Lorp thy God 
3 giveth thee to possess it. Thou shalt 
prepare thee the way, and divide the 
borders of thy land, which the Lorp 
thy God eauseth thee to inherit, into 
three parts, that every manslayer may 
4 flee thither. And this is the case of 
the manslayer, which shall flee thither 
and live: whoso killeth his neighbour 
unawares, and hated him not in time 
5 past; as when a man goeth into the 
forest with his neighbour to hew wood, 
and his hand feteheth a stroke with the 
axe to cut down the tree, and the head 
slippeth from 2the helve, and lighteth 
upon his neighbour, that he die; he 
shall flee unto one of these eities and 
6 live: lest the avenger of blood pursue 
the manslayer, while his heart is hot, 
and overtake him, beeause the way is 
long, and smite him mortally; whereas 
he was not worthy of death, inasmuch 
as he hated him not in time past. 
7 Wherefore I eommand thee, saying, 
Thou shalt separate three cities for 
8 thee. And if the Lorp thy God en- 
large thy border, as he hath sworn 
unto thy fathers, and give thee all 
the land which he promised to give 
9unto thy fathers; if thou shalt keep 
all this commandment to do it, whieh 
I commaud thee this day, to love the 
Lorp thy God, and to walk ever in 
his ways; then shalt thou add three 
cities more for thee, beside these three: 

10 that %innocent blood be not shed in 
the midst of thy land, whieh the Lorp 
thy God giveth thee for an inheritanee, 

lland so blood be upon thee. But if any 
man hate his neighbour, and lie in wait 
for him, and rise up against him, and 
smite him mortally that he die; and 

12 he flee into cue of these cities: then 
the elders of his eity shall send and 
fetch him thenee, and deliver him into 
the hand of the avenger of blood, that 


hnn, but thou shalt put away ‘the 
innocent blood from Israel, that it 
may go well with thee. 

14 Thou shalt not remove thy neigh- 
bour’s laudmark, which they of old 
time have set, in thine inheritanee 
whieh thou shalt inherit, in the land 
that the Lorp thy God giveth thee 
to possess it. 

15 One witness shall not rise up against 
a man for any iniquity, or for any sin, 
in any sin that he sinneth: at the 
mouth of two witnesses, or at the 
mouth of three witnesses, shall a mat- 

16 ter be established. If an unrighteous 
Witness rise np against any man to 
testify against him of “wrong doing; 

17 then both the men, between whom 
the controversy is, shall stand before 
the Lorp, before the priests and the 
judges which shall be m those days; 

18and the judges shall make diligent 
inquisition: and, behold, if the wit- 
ness be a false witness, and hath 
testified falsely against his brother; 

19 then shall ye do unto him, as he had 
thought te do unto his brother: so 
shalt thou put away the evil from the 

20midst of thee. And those which re- 
main shall hear, and fear, and shall 
heneeforth eommit no more any such 

21 evil in the midst of thee. And thie 
eye shall not pity; life shall go for 
life, eye for eye, tooth for tooth, hand 
for hand, foot for foot. 

20 When thou goest forth to battle a- 
gainst thine enemies, and seest horses, 


and chariots, and a people more than 


thou, thou shalt not be afraid of them: 
for the Lorp thy God is with thee, 
which brought thee up out of the land 
2of Egypt. And it shall be, when ye 
draw nigh unto the battle, that the 
priest shall approaeh and speak unto 
3 the people, and shall say unto them, 
Hear, O Israel, ye draw nigh this day 
unto battle against your enemies: let 
not your heart faint; fear not, nor 
tremble, neither be ye affrighted at 
4them; for the Lorp your God is he 
that goeth with you, to fight for you 
agamst your enemies, to save you. 
5 And the offieers shall speak unto the 
people, saying, What man is there 
that hath built a new house, and hath 
not dedicated it? let him go and return 
to his honse, lest he die in the battle, 
Gand another man dedicate it. And 
what man is there that hath planted 
a vineyard, and hath not 6used the 
fruit thereof? let him go and return 
unto his house, lest he die in the 
battle, and another man use the frnit 
7 thereof. And what man is there that 
hath betrothed a wife, and hath not 
taken her? let nm go and return unto 
his house, lest he die in the battle, and 
8 anothermantakeher. And the offieers 
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shall speak further unto the people, 
and they shall say, What man is there 
that is fearful and fainthearted? let 
him go and return unto his house, lest 
his brethren’s heart melt as his heart. 

9 And it shall be, when the officers have 
made an end of speaking unto the 
people, that they shall appoint captains 
of hosts at the head of the people. 

10 When thou drawest nigh unto a city 
to fight against it, then proclaim peace 

11 mto it. And it shall be, if it make 
thee answer of peace, and open unto 
thee, then it shall be, that all the 
people that is found therein shall be- 
come !tributary unto thee, and shall 

12serve thee. And if it will make no 
peace with thee, but will make war 
against thee, then thou shalt besiege 

13it: and when the Lorp thy God de- 
livereth it into thine hand, thou shalt 
smite every male thereof with the edge 

14 of the sword: but the women, and the 
little ones, and the cattle, and all that 
is in the city, even all the spoil thereof, 
shalt thou take for a prey unto thyself; 
and thou shalt eat the spoil of thine 
enemies, which the Lorp thy God hath 

15 given thee. Thus shalt thou do unto 
all the cities which are very far off 
from thee, which are not of the cities 

16 of these nations. But of the cities of 
these peoples, which the Lorp thy God 
giveth thee for an inheritance, thou 
shalt save alive nothing that breath- 

17eth: but thou shalt 2utterly destroy 
them; the Hittite, and the Amorite, 
the Canaanite, and the Perizzite, the 
Hivite, and the Jebusite; as the Lorp 

18thy God hath commanded thee: that 
they teach you not to do after all their 
abominations, which they have done 
unto their gods; so should ye sin a- 
gainst the Lorp your God. 

19 When thou shalt besiege a city a long 
time, in making war against it to take 
it, thou shalt not destroy the trees 
thereof by wielding an axe against 
them; for thou mayest eat of them, 
and thou shalt not cut them down; 
for is the tree of the field man, that it 

20 should be besieged of thee? Only the 
trees which thou knowest that they be 
not trees for meat, thou shalt destroy 
and cut them down; and thou shalt 
build bulwarks against the city that 
maketh war with thee, until it fall. 

21 If one be found slain im the laud 
which the Lorp thy God giveth thee 
to possess it, lying in the field, and it 
be not kuown who hath smitten him: 

2then thy elders and thy judges shall 
come forth, and they shall measure 
unto the cities which are round about 

3 him that is slain: and it shall be, that 
the city which is nearest unto the slain 
man, even the elders of that city shall 
take an heifer of the herd, which hath 
not been wrought with, aud which hath 


4 not drawn in the yoke; and the elders 
of that city shall bring down the heifer 
unto a valley withrunning water, which 
is neither plowed nor sown, aud shall 
break the heifer’s neck there in the 

5valley: and the priests the sons of 
Levi shall come near; for them the 
Lorp thy God hath chosen to minister 
unto him, and to bless in the name 
of the Lorn; and according to their 
word shall every controversy and every 

6stroke be: and all the elders of that 
city, who are nearest unto the slain 
man, shall wash their hands over the 
heifer whose neck was broken in the 

7 valley: and they shall answer and say, 
Our hands have not shed this blood, 

8 neither have our eyes seenit. Forgive, 
O Lorp, thy people Israel, whom thou 
hast redeemed, and suffer not innocent 
blood to remain in the midst of thy 
people Israel. And the blood shall be 

9forgiven them. So shalt thou put 
away the innocent blood from the 
ynidst of thee, when thou shalt do that 
which is right in the eyes of the Lorp. 

10 When thou goest forth to battle a- 
gainst thine enemies, and the Lorp 
thy God delivereth them into thine 
hands, and thou carriest them away 

lleaptive, and seest among the captives 
a beautiful woman, aud thou hast a 
desire unto her, and wouldest take 

12her to thee to wife; then thou shalt 
bring her home to thine house; and 
she shall shave her head, and pare 
13her nails; and she shall put the rai- 
ment of her captivity from off her, 
and shall remain in thine house, and 
bewail her father and her mother a 
full month: and after that thou shalt 
go in unto her, and be her husband, 

14 and she shall be thy wife. And it shall 
be, if thou have no delight in her, then 
thou shalt let her go whither she will; 
but thon shalt not sell her at all for 
money, thou shalt not deal with her ?as 
a slave, because thou hast humbled her. 

15 If a man have two wives, the one 
beloved, and the other hated, and they 
have borne him children, both the be- 
loved and the hated; and if the first- 

16 born son be hers that was hated; then 
it shall be, in the day that he causeth 
his sons to inherit that which he hath, 
that he may not make the son of the 
beloved the firstborn 4before the son 
of the hated, which is the firstborn: 

17 but he shall acknowledge the firstborn, 
the son of the hated, by giving him a 
double portion of all that he hath: for 
heis the beginning of his strength; the 
right of the firstborn is his. 

18 If aman have a stubborn and rebel- 
lious son, which will not obey the voice 
of his father, or the voice of his mother, 
and though they chasten him, will not 

19 hearken unto them: then shall his fa- 
ther and his mother lay hold on hin, 
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and bring him out unto the elders of 
his city, and unto the gate of his place; 
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the four borders of thy vesture, where- 
with thou coverest thyself. 


20and they shall say unto the elders of | 13 If any man take a wife, and go in 


his city, This our son is stubborn and 
rebellious, he will not obey our voice; 
he is a riotous liver, and a drunkard. 

21 And all the men of his city shall stone 
him with stones, that he die: so shalt 
thou put away the evil from the midst 
of thee; and all Israel shall hear, aud 
fear. 

22 And if a man have committed a siu 
worthy of death, and he be put to 
death, and thou hang him on a tree; 

23 his body shall not remain all night 
npon the tree, but thon shalt surely 
bury him the same day; for he that 
is hanged is Jaccursed of God; that 
thou defile not thy land which the 
Lorp thy God giveth thee for an 
inheritauce. 

22, Thou shalt not see thy brother’s ox 
or his sheep go astray, and hide thyself 
from them: thou shalt surely bring 

2them again unto thy brother. And if 
thy brother be not nigh unto thee, or 
if thou know him not, then thou shalt 
bring it home to thine honse, and it 
shall be with thee until thy brother 
seek after it, and thou shalt restore it 

3to him again. And so shalt thou do 
with his ass; and so shalt thon do with 
his garment; and so shalt thou do with 
every lost thing of thy brother’s, which 
he hath lost, and thou hast found: thou 
mayest not hide thyself. 

4 Thou shalt not see thy brother’s ass 
or his ox fallen down by the way, and 
hide thyself from them: thou shalt 
surely help him to lift them up again. 

5 A woman shall not wear that which 
pertaineth unto a man, neither shall 
a man put on a woman’s garment: 
for whosoever doeth these things is an 
abomination nnto the Lorp thy God. 

6 If a bird's nest chance to be before 
thee in the way, in any tree or on the 
ground, with young ones or eggs, and 
the dam sitting upon the young, or 
upon the eggs, thon shalt not take the 

7dam with the young: thou shalt in any 
wise let the dam go, but the young 
thon mayest take unto thyself; that it 
may be well with thee, and that thou 
mayest prolong thy days. 

8 When thou bnildest a new house, 
then thou shalt make a battlement for 
thy roof, that thou bring not blood 
upon thine house, if any man fall from 

9thence. Thon shalt not sow thy vine- 
yard with two kinds of seed: lest the 
2whole frnit be ®forfeited, the seed 
which thou hast sown, and the increase 
of the vineyard. 

10 Thou shalt not plow with an ox and 

ll an ass together. Thou shalt not wear 
a mingled stuff, wool and linen to- 
gether. 
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12 Thou shalt make thee ‘fringes npon 


14 unto her, and hate her, and lay shame- 
ful things to her charge, and bring up 
an evil name upon her, and say, I 
took this woman, and when JI came 
nigh to her, I found not in her the 

15tokens of virginity: then shall the 
father of the damsel, aud her mother, 
take and bring forth the tokens of the 
damsel’s virginity unto the elders of 

16 the city in the gate: and the damsel’s 
father shall say unto the elders, I gave 
my daughter unto this man to wife, 

17and he hateth her; and, lo, he hath 
laid shameful things to her charge, 
saying, I fonnd not in thy daughter 
the tokens of virginity; and yet these 
are the tokens of my daughter’s vir- 
ginity. And they shall spread the 
garment before the elders of the city. 

18 And the elders of that city shall take 

19 the man and chastise him; and they 
shall amerce him in an hundred shekels 
of silver, and give them unto the father 
of the damsel, because he hath brought 
up an evil name upon a virgin of Is- 
yael: and she shall be his wife; he 
may not put her away all his days. 

20 But if this thing be true, that the 
tokens of virginity were not found in 

21 the damsel: then they shall bring out 
the damsel to the door of her father’s 
house, and the men of her city shall 
stone her with stones that she die: 
because she hath wrought folly in Is- 
rael, to play the harlot in her father’s 
house: so shalt thon put away the evil 
from the midst of thee. 

22 If a man be fonnd lying with a wo- 
man married to an husband, then they 
shall both of them die, the man that 
lay with the woman, and the woman: 
so shalt thou put away the evil from 
Israel. 

23 If there be a damsel that is a virgin 
betrothed unto an husband, and a man 
find her in the city, and lie with her; 

24then ye shall bring them both out nto 
the gate of that city, and ye shall stone 
them with stones that they die; the 
damsel, because she cried not, being 
in the city; and the man, because he 
hath humbled his neighbour’s wife: so 
thou shalt put away the evil from the 
midst of thee. 

25 Dut if the man find the damsel that 
is betrothed in the field, and the man 
force her, and lie with her; then the 
man only that lay with her shall die: 

26but unto the damsel thon shalt do 
nothing; there is in the damsel no sin 
worthy of death: for as when a man 
riseth against his neighbour, and slay- 

27 eth him, even so is this matter: for he 
found her in the field; the betrothed 
damsel cried, and there was none to 
save her. 
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virgin, which is not betrothed, and 
lay hold on her, and lie with her, and 

29 they be found; then the man that lay 
with her shall give unto the daimsel’s 
father fifty shekels of silver, and she 
shall be his wife, because he hath 
humbled her; he may not put her 
away all his days. 

30 A man shall not take his father’s 
wife, and shall not uncover his father’s 
skirt. 

23 He that is wounded in the stones, 
or hath his privy member cut off, shall 
not enter into the assembly of the 
Lorp. 

2 A bastard shall not enter into the as- 
sembly of the Lorp; even to the tenth 
generation shall none of his enter into 
the assembly of the Lorp. 

3 An Ammonite or a Moabite shall not 
enter into the assembly of the Lorp; 
even to the tenth generation shall none 
belonging to them enter into the as- 

4sembly of the Lorn for ever: because 
they met you not with bread and with 
water in the way, when ye came forth 
out of Egypt; and because they hired 
against thee Balaam the son of Beor 
from Pethor of 1Mesopotamia, to curse 

5thee. Nevertheless the Lorp thy God 
would not hearken unto Balaain; but 
the Lorp thy God turned the curse 
into a blessing unto thee, because the 

6 Lorp thy God loved thee. Thou shalt 
not seek their peace nor their prosperity 
all thy days for ever. 

7 Thou shalt not abhor an Edomite ; 
for he is thy brother: thou shalt not 
abhor an Egyptian; because thou wast 

8a stranger in his land. The children 
of the third generation that are born 
unto them shall enter into the as- 
sembly of the Lorn. 

9 When thon goest forth in camp 
against thine enemies, then thou shalt 

10 keep thee from every evil thing. If 
there be among you any man, that is 
not elean by reason of that which 
chanceth him by night, then shall he 
go abroad out of the camp, he shall 

1lnot come within the camp: but it 
shall be, when evening cometh on, he 
shall bathe himselfin water: and when 
the sun is down, he shall come within 

12the camp. Thou shalt have a place 
also without the camp, whither thou 

13 shalt go forth abroad: and thou shalt 
have a 2paddle among thy weapons; 
and it shall be, wheu thou sittest down 
abroad, thou shalt dig therewith, and 
shalt turn back and cover that which 

14cometh from thee: for the Lorp thy 
God waiketh in the midst of thy camp, 
to deliver thee, and to give up thine 
enemies before thee; therefore shall 
thy camp be holy: that he see no 
unclean thing in thee, and turn away 
from thee. 
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98 If a man find a damsel that is a/15 Thou 


shalt not deliver unto his 
master a servant which is escaped 

16from his master unto thee: he shall 
dwell with thee, in the midst of thee, in 
the place which he shall choose with- 
in one of thy gates, where it liketh 
hiin best: thou shalt not oppress him. 

17 There shall be no ‘harlot of the 
daughters of Israel, neither shall there 
be a ®sodomite of the sons of Israel. 

18 Thou shalt not bring the hire of a 
whore, or the wages of a dog, into the 
house of the Lorp thy God for any 
vow: for even both these are an 
abomination unto the Lorp thy God. 

19 Thou shalt not lend upon usury to 
thy brother; usury of money, usury 
of victuals, usury of any thing that is 

20lent upon usury: unto a foreigner 
thou mayest lend upon usury; but 
unto thy brother thou shalt not lend 
upon usury: that the Lorp thy God 
may bless thee in all that thou puttest 
thine hand unto, in the land whither 
thou goest in to possess it. 

21 When thou shalt vow a vow unto the 
Lorp thy God, thou shalt not be slack 
to pay it: for the Lorp thy God will 
surely require it of thee; and it would 

22be sin in thee. But if thou shalt for- 
bear to vow, it shall be no sin in thee. 

23 That which is gone out of thy lips 
thou shalt observe and do; according 
as thou hast vowed unto the Lorp thy 
God, a freewill offering, which thou 
hast promised with thy mouth. 

24 When thou comest into thy neigh- 
bour’s vineyard, then thou mayest eat 
grapes thy fill at thine own pleasure ; 
but thou shalt not put any ‘in thy 
vessel. 

25 When thou comest into thy neigh- 
bour’s standing corn, then thou may- 
est pluck the ears with thine hand; but 
thou shalt not move a sickle unto thy 
neighbour’s staitdmg corn. 

24 When a mau taketh a wife, and 
marrieth her, then it shall be, if she 
find no favour m his eyes, because he 
hath found some unseemly thing in 
her, that he shall write her a bill of 
divorcement, and give it in her hand, 

Qand send her out of his house. And 
when she is departed out of his house, 
she may go and be another man’s wie. 

8 And if the latter husband hate her, and 
write her a bill of divorcement, and 
give it in her hand, and send her out 
of his house; or if the latter husband 
die, which took her to be his wite; 

4her former husband, which sent her 
away, may not take her again to be 
his wife, after that she is defiled; for 
that is abomination before the Lorn: 
and thou shalt not cause the laud to 
sin, which the Lorp thy God giveth 
thee for an inheritance. | 

5 When a man taketh a new wife, he | 

shall not go out in the host, neither

shall he be charged with any business : 
he shall be free at home one year, and 
shall cheer his wife which he hath 

Gtaken. No man shall take the mill or 
the upper millstone to pledge: for he 
taketh a man’s life to pledge. 

7 Jfiaman be found stealing any of his 
brethren of the children of Israel, and 
he deal with him 'as a slave, or sell 
him; then that thief shall die: so 
shalt thou put away the evil from the 
midst of thee. 

8 Take heed in the plague of leprosy, 
that thou observe diligeutly, and do 
according to all that the priests the 
Levites shall teach you: as I com- 
manded them, so ye shall observe to 

9do. Remember what the Lorp thy 
God did unto Miriam, by the way as 
ye came forth out of Egypt. 

10 When thou dost lend thy neighbour 
any manner of loan, thou shalt not go 
into his house to fetch his pledge. 

11Thou shalt stand without, and the 
man to whom thou dost lend shall 
bring forth the pledge without unto 

12thee. And if he be a poor man, thou 

13shalt not sleep with his pledge: thou 
shalt surely restore to him the pledge 
when the sun goeth down, that he 
may sleep in his garment, and bless 
thee: and it shall be righteousness 
unto thee before the Lorp thy God. 

14 Thou shalt not oppress an hired serv- 
ant that is poor and needy, whether 
he be of thy’ brethren, or of thy 
strangers that are in thy land within 

15 thy gates: in his day thou shalt give 
him his hire, neither shall the sun go 
down upon it; for he is poor, and 
setteth his heart upon it: lest he cry 
against thee unto the Lorp, and it be 
sin unto thee. 

The fathers shall not be put to death 
for the children, neither shall the 
children be put to death for the fa- 
thers: every man shall be put to death 
| for his own sin. 

17 «Thou shalt not wrest the judgement 

| of the stranger, zor of the father- 

_ less; nor take the widow’s raiment to 

18 pledge: but thou shalt remember that 
thou wast a bondman in Egypt, and

the Lorp thy God redeemed thee 
thence: therefore I command thee to 
do this thing. 

19 When thou reapest thine harvest in 

| thy field, and hast forgot a sheaf in 
the field, thou shalt not go again to 
fetch it: it shall be for the stranger, 
for the fatherless, and for the widow: 
that the Lorp thy God may bless thee 
in all the work of thine hands. 

20 When thou beatest thine olive tree, 
thou shalt not go over the boughs 
again: it shall be for the stranger, 
for the fatherless, and for the widow. 

21 When thou gatherest the grapas of thy 
vineyard, thou shalt not glean it after 
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thee: it shall be for the stranger, 
for the fatherless, and for the widow. 

22 And thou shalt remember that thou 
wast a bondman in the land of Egypt: 
therefore I command thee to do this 
thing. 

25 If there be a controversy between 
men, aud they come unto judgement, 
and the judges judge them; then they 
shall justify the righteous, aud con- 

2demn the wicked; and it shall be, if 
the wicked man be worthy to be beaten, 
that the judge shall cause him to lie 
down, and to be beaten before his face, 
according to his wickedness, by num- 

3ber. Forty stripes he may give him, 
he shall not exceed: lest, if he should 
exceed, aud beat him abeve these with 
many stripes, then thy brother should 
seem vile unto thee. 

4 Thou shalt not muzzle the ox when 
he treadeth out the corn. 

5 If brethren dwell together, and one 
of them die, and have no son, the wife 
of the dead shall not marry without 
unto a stranger: her husband’s brother 
shall go in unto her, and take her to 
him to wife, and perform the duty of 

6an husband’s brother unto her. And 
it shall be, that the firstborn which 
she beareth shall succeed in the name 
of his brother which is dead, that his 
name be not blotted out of Israel. 

7And if the man like not to take his 
brother’s wife, then his brother’s wife 
shall go up to the gate unto the elders, 
and say, My husband’s brother re- 
fuseth to raise up unto his brother a 
name in Israel, he will not perform 
the duty of an husband’s brother unto 
8me. Then the elders of his city shall 
call him, and speak unto him; and if 
he stand, and say, I like not to take 
9her; then shallhis brother’s wife come 
unto him in the presence of the elders, 
and loose his shoe from off his foot, 
and spit in his face; and she shall 
answer and say, So shall it be done 
unto the man that doth not build up 
10his brother’s house. And his name 
shall be called in Israel, The house of 
him that hath his shoe loosed. 

11 When men strive together one with 
another, and the wife of the one draw- 
eth near for to deliver her husband 
out of the hand of him that siniteth 
him, and putteth forth her hand, and 

12 taketh him by the secrets: then thou 
shalt cut off her hand, thine eye shall 
have no pity. 

13 Thou shalt not have in thy bag divers 

14 weights, a great and a small. Thou 
shalt not have in thine house divers 

15 measures, a great and a small, A 
perfect and just weight shalt thou 
have; a perfect and just measure 
shalt thou have: that thy days may 
be long upon the land which the 

16Lorp thy God giveth thee. For all 
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that do such things, even all that do 
unrighteously, are an abomination 
unto the Lorp thy God. 

17 Remember what Amalek did unto 
thee by the way as ye came forth out 

18 0f Egypt; how he met thee by the 
way, ard smote the hindmost of thee, 
all that were feeble behind thee, when 
thou wast faint and weary; and he 

19feared not God. Therefore it shall 
be, when the Lorp thy God hath 
given thee rest from all thine enemies 
round about, in the land which the 
Lorp thy God giveth thee for an 
inheritance to possess it, that thou 
shalt blot out the remembrance of 
Amalek from under heaven; thou 
shalt not forget. 

26 And it shall be, when thon art come 
in unto the land which the Lorp thy 
God giveth thee for an inheritance, 
and possessest it, and dwellest therein ; 

2 that thou shalt take of the first of all 
the fruit of the ground, which thou 
shalt bring in from thy land that the 
Lorp thy God giveth thee; and thou 
shalt put it in a basket, and shalt go 
unto the place which the Lorp thy 
God shall choose to cause his name to 

3dwell there. And thon shalt come 
unto the priest that shall be in those 
days, and say unto him, I profess this 
day unto the Lorp thy God, that Iam 
come unto the land which the Lorp 
sware unto our fathers for to give us. 
4And the priest shall take the basket 
out of thine hand, and set it down 
before the altar of the Lorp thy God. 

5 And thou shalt answer and say before 
the Lorp thy God, A 1 Syrian 2ready 
to perish was my father, and he went 
down into Egypt, and sojourned there, 
few in number; and he became there 
a nation, great, mighty, and populous: 

6and the Egyptians evil entreated us, 
and afflicted us, and laid upon us hard 

7 bondage: and wecricd unto the Lorn, 
the God of our fathers, and the Lorp 
heard our voice, and saw our affliction, 

8and our toil, and our oppression: and 
the Lorp brought us forth out of 
Egypt with a mighty band, and with 
an outstretched arm, and with great 
terribleness, and with signs, and with 

9 wonders: and he hath brought us into 
this place, and hath given us this land, 
a land flowing with milk and honey. 

10 And now, behold, I have brought the 
first of the fruit of the ground, which 
thou, O Lorp, hast given me. And 
thou shalt set it down before the Lorp 
thy God, and worship before the Lorp 

11 thy God: and thou shalt rejoice in all 
the good which the Lorp thy God 
hath given unto thee, and unto thine 
house, thou, and the Levite, and the 
stranger that is in the midst of thee. 

12 When thou hast made an end of tithing 
all the tithe of thine increase in the 


third year, which is the year of tithing, 
then thou shalt give it unto the Levite, 
to the stranger, to the fatherless, and 
to the widow, that they may eat within 

13 thy gates, and be filled; and thou shalt 
say before the Lorp thy God, I have 
put away the hallowed things out of 
mine house, and also have given them 
unto the Levite, and unto the stranger, 
to the fatherless, and to the widow, 
according to all thy commandment 
which thon hast commanded me: I 
have not transgressed any of thy com- 
mandments, neither have I forgotten 

14them: I have not eaten thereof in my 
now ning, neither have I put away 
thereof, being unclean, nor given there- 
of for the dead: I have hearkened to 
the voice of the Lorp my God, I have 
done according to all that thou hast 

15 commanded me. Look down from thy 
holy habitation, from heaven, and bless 
thy people Israel, and the ground which 
thou hast given us, as thou swarest 
unto our fathers, a land flowing with 
milk and honey. 

16 This day the Lorp thy God command- 
eth thee to do these statutes and judge- 
ments: thou shalt therefore keep and 
do them with all thine heart, and with 

17all thy soul. Thou hast avouched the 
Lorp this day to be thy God, and that 
thou shouldest walk in his ways, and 
keep his statutes, and his command- 
ments, and his judgements, and heark- 

18 en unto his voice: and the Lorp hath 
avouched thee this day to bea peculiar 
people untohimself, as he hath promised 
thee, and that thou shouldest keep all 

19 his commandments; and to make thee 
high above all nations which he hath 
made, ?in praise, and in name, and in 
honour; and that thou mayest be an 
holy people unto the Lorp thy God, 
as he hath spoken. 


27 And Moses and the elders of Israel 
commanded the people, saying, Keep 
all the commandment which I com- 

2mand you this day. And it shall be 
on the day when ye shall pass over 
Jordan unto the land which the Lorp 
thy God giveth thee, that thou shalt 
set thee up great stones, and plaister 
3them with plaister: and thou shalt 
write upon them all the words of this 
law, when thou art passed over; that 
thou mayest go in unto the land which 
the Lorp thy God giveth thee, a land 
flowing with milk and honey, as the 
Lorp, the God of thy fathers, hath 
4promised thee.

And there shalt thou build an 
altar unto the Lorp thy God, an altar 
of stones: thou shalt lift up no iron 
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6 tool upon them. Thou shalt build the

11 And Moses charged the people the 

12same day, saying, These shall stand 
upon mount Gerizim to bless the peo- 
ple, when ye are passed over Jordan;

13 and these shall stand upon mount Ebal 
for the curse; Renben, Gad, and Asher, 

And 
the Levites shall answer, and say un-

15 Cursed be the man that maketh a 
graven or molten image, an abomina- 
tion unto the Lorp, the work of the 
hands of the craftsman, and setteth it 
up in secret. And all the people shall 
answer and say, Amen. 

16 Cursed be he that setteth light by his 
father or his mother. And all the peo- 
ple shall say, Amen. 

17 Cursed be he that removeth his neigh- 
bour’s landmark. And all the people 
shall say, Ameu. 

18 Cursed be he that maketh the blind 
to wander out of the way. And all the 
people shall say, Amen. 

19 Cursed be he that wresteth the judge- 
ment of the stranger, fatherless, and 
widow. And all the people shall say, 
Amen. 

20 Cursed be he that Heth with his fa- 
ther’s wife; because he hath uncovered 
his father’s skirt. And all the people 
shall say, Amen. 

21 Cursed be he that lieth with any 
manner of beast. And all the people 
shall say, Amen. 

22 Cursed be he that lieth with his sister, 
the daughter of his father, or the daugh- 
ter of his mother. And all the people 
shall say, Amen. 

23 Cursed be he that lieth with his 
mother in law. And all the people 
shall say, Amen.

And all the peoples of the earth 
shall see that thou art called by the 
name of the Lorp; and they shall be 

llafraid of thee. And the Lorp shall 
make thee plenteous for good, in the 
fruit of thy body, and in the fruit of 
thy cattle, and in the fruit of thy 
ground, in the land which the Lorp 
sware unto thy fathers to give thee. 

12The Lorp shall open unto thee his

The Lorp shall 
make the pestilence cleave unto thee, 
until he have consumed thee from off 
the land, whither thou goest in to 
22 possess it. The Lorp shall smite thee 
with consumption, and with fever, 
and with inflammation, and with fiery 
heat, and with 1the sword, and with 
blasting, and with mildew; and they 
shall pursue thee until thou perish. 
23 And thy heaven that is over thy head 
shall be brass, and the earth that is 
24under thee shall be iron, The Lorp 
shall make the rain of thy land powder 
and dust: from heaven shall it come 
down upon thee, until thou be de- 
25 stroyed. The Lorp shall cause thee to 
be smitten before thine enemies: thou 
shalt go out one way against them, 
and shalt flee seven ways before them: 
and thou shalt be tossed to and fro 
among all the kingdoms of the earth. 
26 And thy carease shall be meat unto all 
fowls of the air, and unto the beasts of 
the earth, and there shall be none to 
27 fray them away. The Lorp shall smite 
thee with the boil of Egypt, and with 
the >emerods, and with the scurvy, and 
with the itech, whereof thou canst not 


28 be healed. The Lorp shall smite thee 


with madness, and with blindness, and 
29 with astonishment of heart: and thou 
shalt grope at noonday, as the blind 
gropeth in darkness, and thou shalt 
not prosper in thy ways: and thou 
shalt be only oppressed and spoiled 
alway, and there shall be none to save 
30thee. ‘Thou shalt betroth a wife, and 
another man shall lie with her: thou 
shalt build an house, and thou shalt 
not dwell therein: thou shalt plant a 
vineyard, and shalt not 4use the fruit 


| 31 thereof. Thine ox shall be slain before 


thine eyes, and thou shalt not eat 
thereof: thine ass shall be violently 
taken away from before thy face, and 
shall not be restored to thee: thy 
sheep shall be given unto thine enemies, 
and thou shalt have none to save thee. 
32'Thy sons and thy daughters shall be 
given unto another people, and thine 
eyes shall look, and fail with longing 
for them all the day: and there shall 
be nought in the power of thine hand. 
33 The fruit of thy ground, and all thy 





labours, shall a nation which thou 
knowest not eat up; and thou shalt be 
34 only oppressed and crushed alway: so 
that thou shalt be mad for the sight 
of thine eyes which thou shalt see. 
35 The Lorp shall smite thee in the 
knees, and in the legs, with a sore boil, 
whereof thou canst not be healed, from 
the sole of thy foot unto the crown of 
36 thy head. The Lorp shall bring thee, 
and thy king which thou shalt set over 
thee, unto a nation which thou hast 
not known, thou nor thy fathers; and 
there shalt thou serve other gods, wood 
37and stone. And thou shalt become 
an astonishment, a proverb, and a by- 
word, among all the peoples whither 
38 the Lorp shall lead thee away. Thou 
shalt carry much seed out into the 
field, and shalt gather little in; for the 
39 locust shall consume it. Thou shalt 
plant vineyards and dress them, but 
thou shalt neither drink of the wine, 
nor gather the grapes; for the worm 
40 shall eat them. Thou shalt have olive 
trees throughout all thy borders, but 
thou shalt not anoint thyself with the 
oil; for thine olive shall cast its fruit. 
41 Thou shalt beget sons and daughters, 
but they shall not be thine ; for they shall 
42 g0 into captivity. All thy trees and 
the fruit of thy ground shall the locust 
43 possess. The stranger that is in the 
midst of thee shall mount up above thee 
higher and higher; and thon shalt come 
44 down lower and lower. He shall lend 
to thee, and thou shalt not lend to him: 
he shall be the head, and thou shalt 
45 be the tail. And all these curses shall 
come upon thee, and shall pwrsue 
thee, and overtake thee, till thou be 
destroyed; because thou hearkenedst 
not unto the voice of the Lorp thy 
God, to keep his commandments and 
his statutes which he commanded 
46 thee: and they shall be upon thee for 
a sign and for a wonder, and upon thy 
47 seed for ever: because thou servedst 
not the Lorp thy God with joyfulness, 
and with gladness of heart, by reason 
48 of the abundance of all things: there- 
fore shalt thou serve thine enemies 
which the Lorp shall send against 
thee, in hunger, and in thirst, and in 
nakedness, and in want of all things: 
and he shall put a yoke of iron upon 
thy neck, until he have destroyed 
49 thee. The Lorn shall bring a nation 
against thee from far, from the end of 
the earth, as the eagle flieth; a nation 
whose tongue thou shalt not under- 
50stand; a nation of fierce countenance, 
which shall not regard the person of 
the old, nor shew favour to the young: 
5land he shall eat the fruit of thy cattle, 
and the frnit of thy ground, until 
thou be destroyed: which also shall 
not leave thee corn, wine, or oil, the 


increase of thy kine, or the young 
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of thy flock, until he have caused thee 
o2to perish, And he shall besiege thee 
in all thy gates, until thy high and 
fenced walls come down, wherein thou 
trustedst, throughout all thy land: 
and he shall besiege thee in all thy 
gates throughout all thy land, which 
the Lorn thy God hath given thee. 
53 And thou shalt eat the fruit of thine 
own body, the flesh of thy sons and 
of thy daughters which the Lorp thy 
God hath given thee; in the siege 
and in the straitness, wherewith thine 
54enemies shall straiten thee. The man 
that is tender among you, and very 
delicate, his eye shal] be evil toward 
his brother, and toward the wife of 
his bosom, and toward the remnant 
of his children which he hath re- 
55maimng: so that he will not give 
to any of them of the flesh of his 
children whom he shall eat, because 
he hath nothing left him; in the siege 
aud in the straitness, wherewith thine 
enemy shall straiten thee in all thy 
56 gates. The tender and delicate woman 
among you, which wonld not adventure 
to set the sole of her foot upon the 
ground for delicateness and tenderness, 
her eye shall be evil toward the hus- 
band of her bosom, and toward her son, 
57and toward her danghter; and toward 
her ! young one that cometh out from 
between her feet, and toward her 
children which she shall bear; for she 
shall eat them for want of all things 
secretly: in the siege and in the strait- 
ness, Wherewith thme enemy shall 
58 straiten thee in thy gates. If thou wilt 
not observe to do all the words of this 
law that are written in this book, that 
thou mayest fear this glorious and 
fearful name, THE LORD THY GOD; 
59then the Lorp will make thy plagues 
wonderful, and the plagues of thy 
seed, even great plagues, and of long 


continuance, and sore sicknesses, and | 


60 of long continnance. And he will bring 
upon thee again all the diseases of 
Egypt, which thou wast afraid of; 

61 and they shall cleave unto thee. Also 
every sickness, and every plague, which 
is not written in the book of this law, 


them will the Lor» bring upon thee, | 


62 until thou be destroyed. And ye shall 
be left few in number, whereas ye 
were as the stars of heaven for multi- 
tude; because thou didst not hearken 
unto the voice of the Lorp thy God. 

63 And it shall come to pass, that as the 
Lorp rejoiced over you to do you 
good, and to multiply you; so the 
Lorp will rejoice over youn to cause 
you to perish, and to destroy you; and 
ye shall be plneked from otf the land 

64 whither thou goest m to possess it. And 
the Lorp shail seatter thee among all 
peoples, from the one end of the earth 
even unto the other end of the earth; 
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and there thou shalt serve other gods, 
which thou hast not known, thou nor 
65 thy fathers, even wood and stone. And 
among these nations shalt thou find 
no ease, aud there shall be no rest for 
the sole of thy foot: but the Lorp 
shall give thee there a trembling heart, 
and failing of eyes, and pining of soul: 
66 and thy lite shall hang in doubt before 
thee; and thou shalt fear night and 
day, and shalt have none assurance of 
67 thy life: in the morning thou shalt 
say, Would God it were even! and at 
even thou shalt say, Would God it 
were inorning! for the fear of thine 
heart which thou shalt fear, and for the 
sight of thine eyes which thou shalt 
68see. And the Lorp shall bring thee 
into Egypt again with ships, by the 
way whereof I said unto thee, Thou 
shalt see it no more again: and there 
ye shall sell yourselves unto your 
enemies for bondmen and for bond- 
women, and no man shall bny you. 
29 These are the words of the covenant 
which the Lorp commanded Moses to 
make with the children of Israel in 
the land of Moab, beside the covenant 
which he made with them in Horeb. 

2 And Moses called unto all Israel, and 
said unto them, Ye have seen all that 
the Lorp did before your eyes in the 
land of Egypt unto Pharaoh, and unto 
ajl his servants, and unto all his land; 

3 the great 2temptations which thine eyes 
saw, the signs, and those great won- 

4ders: but the Lorp hath not given you 
an heart to know, and eyes to see, and 

Sears to hear, mto this day. And I 
have Jed you forty years in the wilder- 
ness: your clothes are not waxen old 
upon you, and thy shoe is not waxen 

6 old upon thy foot. Ye have not eaten 
bread, neither have ye drunk wine or 
strong drink: that ye might know that 

7I am the Lorp your God. And when 
ye came unto this place, Sihon the 
king of Heshbon, and Og the king 
of Bashan, came out against us unto 

Sbattle, and we smote them: and we 
took their land, and gave it for an 
inheritance unto the Renbenites, and 
to the Gadites, and to the half tribe 

9 of the Manassites. Keep therefore the 
words of this covenant, and do them, 
that ye may * prosper in all that ye do. 

10 Ye stand this day all of you before 
the Lorp your God; your heads, your 
tribes, your elders, and yonr officers, 

1leven all the men of Israel, your little 
ones, your Wives, and thy stranger that 
is in the midst of thy camps, from the 
hewer of thy wood unto the drawer of 


|12thy water: that thon shouldest enter 


into the covenant of the Lorp thy God, 
and into his oath, which the Lorp thy 
13 God maketh with thee this day: that he 
may establish thee this day unto himself 
for a people, and that he may be unto 
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23imade it sick; 





thee a God, as he spake unto thee, and 
as he sware unto thy fathers, to Abra- 
14ham, to Isaac, and to Jacob. Neither 
with you only do I make this covenant 
15 and this oath; )ut with him that stand- 
eth here with us this day before the 
Lorp our God, aud also with him that 
1Gis not here with us this day: (for ye 
know how we dwelt in the land of 
Egypt; aud how we came through the 
midst of the nations through which 
I7ye passed; and ye have seen their 
abominations, and their idols, wood 
and stone, silver and gold, which were 
18among them:) lest there should he 
among you man, or woman, or family, 
or tribe, whose heart turneth away 
this day from the Lorp our God, to 
go to serve the gods of those nations; 
lest there should be among you a root 
19 that beareth 1 gall and wormwood; and 
it come to pass, when he heareth the 
words of this 2curse, that he bless him- 
self in his heart, saying, I shall have 
peace, though I walk in the stubborn- 
ness of mine heart, ?to destroy the 
20 moist with the dry: the Lorp will not 
pardon him, but then the anger of the 
Lorp and his jealousy shall smoke 
against that man, and all the curse that 

is written im this book shall he upon 
him, and the Lory shall blot out his 
21name from wnder heaven. And the 
Lorb shall separate him unto evil out 
of all the tribes of Israel, according to 
all the curses of the covenant that is 
22 written in this book of the law. And 
the generation to come, your children 
that shall rise up after you, and the 
foreigner that shall come from a far 
land, shall say, when they see the 
plagues of that land, and the sick- 
nesses wherewith the Lorp hath 
and that the whole 
land thereof is brimstone, and salt, 
and a burning, that it is not sown, 
nor beareth, nor any grass groweth 
therein, like the overthrow of Sodom 
and Gomorrah, Adimab and Zeboiim, 
which the Lorp overthrew in_ his 
24anger, and in his wrath: even all 
the nations shall say, Wherefore hath 
the Lorp done thus unto this land? 
what meaneth the heat of this great 
25 anger? Theu men shall say, Because 
they forsook the covenant of the 

| TLorp, the God of their fathers, which 
' he made with them when he bronght 
| them forth out of the land of Egypt; 
26and went aud served other gods, and 
| worshipped them, gods whom they 
| knew not, and whom he had not 
27 4given unto them: therefore the anger 
of the Lorp was kindled against this 
land, to bring upon it all the curse 
28 that is written in this book: and the 
Lorp rooted them out of their land 
in anger, and in wrath, and in great 
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indignation, and cast them into another | 15 See, I have set before thee this day 
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29 land, as at this day. The secret things 


belong nuto the Lorp our God: but the 
things that are revealed beloug unto 
ns and to onr children for ever, that 
we may do all the words of this law. 
80 And it shall come to pass, when 
all these things are come upon thee, 
the blessing and the eurse, which I 
have set before thee, and thou shalt 
call them to mind among all the na- 
tious, whither the Lorp thy God hath 
Ydriven thee, and shalt return unto 
the Lorp thy God, and shalt obey 
his voice according to all that I com- 
mand thee this day, thou and thy 
children, with all thine heart, and with 
3all thy soul; that then the Lorp thy 
God will 5turn thy captivity, and have 
compassion upon thee, and will return 
and gather thee from all the peoples, 
whither the Lorp thy God hath scat- 
4tered thee. Tf any of thine onicasts 
be in the uttermost parts of heaven, 
from thence will the Lorp thy God 
gather thee, and from thence will he 
hfetch thee: and the Lorp thy God 
will bring thee into the land which 
thy fathers possessed, and thou shalt 
possess it; and he will do thee good, 
and multiply thee above thy fathers. 
6 And the Lory thy God will circumcise 
thine heart, and the heart of thy seed, 
to love the Lorp thy God with all 
thine heart, and with all thy soul, that 
7 thou mayest live. And the Lorp thy 
God will put all these curses npon 
thine enemies, and on them that hate 
Sthee, which persecuted thee. And 
thou shalt return and obey the voice 
of the Lorp, and do all his command- 
ments which I command thee this day. 
9 And the Lorp thy God will make thee 
plenteous in all the work of thine 
hand, in the fruit of thy body, and m 
the fruit of thy cattle, and in the fruit 
of thy ground, for good: for the Lorp 
will again rejoice over thee for good, 
10as he rejoiced over thy fathers: if 
thou shalt obey the voice of the Lorp 
thy God, to keep his commandments 
and his statutes which are written in 
this book of the law; if thou turn 
unto the Lorp thy God with all thme 
heart, and with all thy soul. 
11 For this commandment which I com- 
mand thee this day, it is not too hard 
12for thee, neither is it far off. It is 
not in heaven, that thou shouldest 
say, Who shall go up for us to heaven, 
aud bring it unto us, and make us to 
13hear it, that we may do it? Neither 
is it beyond the sea, that thou should- 
est say, Who shall go over the sea for 
ns, and bring it unto us, and make us 
14 to hear it, that we may do it? But the 
word is very nigh unto thee, in thy 
mouth, and in thy heart, that thou 
mayest do it. 
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16 life and good, aud death and evil; in 
that I command thee this day to love 
the Lorp thy God, to walk in his ways, 
and to keep his commandments and 
his statutes and his judgements, that 
thou mayest live and multiply, and 
that the Lorp thy God may bless thee 
in the land whither thon goest in to 

17 possess it. But if thie heart turn 
away, and thou wilt not hear, but shalt 
be drawn away, and worship other 

18 gods, and serve them; I denounce unto 
you this day, that ye shall surely 
perish; ye shall not prolong your days 
npon the land, whither thou passest 

19 over Jordan to go in to possess it. I 
call heaven and earth to witness a- 
gaimst you this day, that I have set 
before thee life and death, the blessing 
and the curse: therefore choose life, 
that thou mayest live, thon and thy 

20seed: to love the Lorp thy God, to 
obey his voice, and to cleave unto 
him: for Lhe is thy life, and the length 
of thy days: that thou mayest dwell 
in the land which the Lorp sware 
unto thy fathers, to Abraham, to Isaac, 
and to Jacob, to give them. 

31 And Moses wentand spake these words 

2untoall Israel. And he said unto them, 
Tam an hundred and twenty years old 
this day; I can no more go out and 
come in: and the Lorp hath said unto 
me, Thou shalt not go over this Jordan. 

3 The Lorp thy God, he will go over 
before thee; he will destroy these na- 
tious from before thee, and thou shalt 
possess them: and Joshua, he shall 
go over before thee, as the Lorp hath 

4spoken. And the Lorp shall do unto 
them as he did to Sihon and to Og, 
the kings of the Amorites, and unto 

5 their land; whom he destroyed. And 
the Lorp shall deliver them up before 
you, and ye shall do unto them aceord- 
ing wnto all the commandment which 

6I have commanded you. Be strong 
and of a good courage, fear not, nor be 
affrighted at them: for the Lorp thy 
God, he it is that doth go with thee; 
he will not fail thee, nor forsake thee. 

7And Moses called unto Joshua, and 
said unto him in the sight of all Israel, 
Be strong and of a good courage: for 
thou shalt go with this people into 
the land whieh the Lorp hath sworn 
unto their fathers to give them; and 
thou shalt cause them to inherit it. 

8 And the Lorp, he it is that doth go 
before thee; he will be with thee, he 
will not fail thee, neither forsake thee: 
fear not, neither be dismayed. 

9 And Moses wrote this law, and de- 
livered it unto the priests the sons 
of Levi, which bare the ark of the 
covenant of the Lorp, and unto all the 

10 elders of Israel. And Moses command- 
ed them, saying, At the end of every 
seven years, in the set time of the year 
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of release, in the feast of tabernacles, 

lil when all Israel is come to appear 
before the Lorp thy Ged in the place 
which he shall choose, thou shalt read 
this law before all Israel 1 thei hear- 

12ing. Assemble the people, the men and 
the women and the little ones, and 
thy stranger that is within thy gates, 
that they may hear, and that they 
may learn, and fear the Lerp your 
God, and observe to do all the words 

13 of this law; and that their children, 
which have not known, may hear, and 
learn to fear the Lorp your God, as 
long as ye live in the land whither ye 
go over Jordan to possess it. 

14 And the Lorp said nnto Moses, Be- 
hold, thy days approach that thou must 
die: call Joshua, and present your- 
selves in the tent of meeting, that I 
may give him a charge. And Moses 
and Joshua went, and presented them- 

15 selves in the tent of meeting. And the 
Lorp appeared in the Tent in a pillar 
of cloud: and the pillar of cloud stood 

162over the door of the Tent. And the 
Lorp said unto Moses, Behold, thou 
shalt sleep with thy fathers; and this 
people will rise up, and go a whoring 
after the strange gods of the land, 
whither they go to be among them, 
and will forsake me, and break my 
covenant which I have made with 

17them. Then my anger shall be kindled 
against them in that day, and I will 
forsake them, and I will hide my 
face from them, and they shall be de- 
voured, and many evils and troubles 
shall come upon them; so that they 
will say in that day, Are not these evils 
come upon us because ow God is not 

18 among us? And I will surely hide my 
face in that day for all the evil which 
they shall have wrought, in that they 

19 are turned unto other gods. Now there- 
fore write ye this song for you, and 
teach thou it the children of Israel: put 
it in their mouths, that this song may 
be a witness for me against the child- 

20ren of Israel. For when I shall have 
brought them into the land which I 
sware unto their fathers, flowing with 
milk and honey; and they shall have 
eaten and filled themselves, and waxen 
fat; then will they turn unto other 
gods, and serve them, and despise me, 

2land break my covenant. And it shall 
come to pass, when many evils and 
troubles are come upon them, that this 
song shall testify before them as a 
witness; for it shall not be forgotten 
out of the mouths of their seed: for I 
know their imagination which they go 
about, even now, before I have brought 

22 them into the land which I sware. So 
Moses wrote this song the same day, 
and taught it the children of Israel. 

23 And he gave Joshua the son of Nun 
a charge, and said, Be strong and of 
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a, good courage: for thou shalt bring 
the children of Israel into the land 
which I sware unto them: and I will 
be with thee. 

24 And it came to pass, when Moses 
had made an end of writing the words 
of this law in a book, until they were 

25 finished, that Moses commanded the 
Levites, which bare the ark of the 

26 covenant of the Lorn, saying, Take 
this book of the law, and pnt it by the 
side of the ark of the covenant of the 
Lorp your God, that it may be there 

27 for a witness against thee. For I 
know thy rebellion, and thy stiff neck: 
behold, while I am yet alive with you 
this day, ye have been rebellious a- 
gainst the Lorp; and how much more 

28 after my death? Assemble unto me 
all the elders of your tribes, and your 
officers, that I may speak these words 
in their ears, and call heaven and earth 

29to witness against them. For I know 
that after my death ye will utterly cor- 
rupt yourselves, and tnrn aside from 
the way which I have commanded you; 
and evil will befall you in the latter 
days; because ye will do that which is 
evil in the sight of the Lorn, to provoke 
him to anger through the work of your 
hands. 

30 And Moses spake in the ears of all 
the assembly of Israel the words of 
this song, nntil they were finished. 

832 Give ear, ye heavens, and I will 

speak ; 
And let the earth hear the words of 
my mouth: 
2 My doctrine shall drop as the rain, 
My speech shall distil as the dew ; 
As the small rain upon the tender 
pyass, 
And as the showers npon the herb: 
3 For I will proclaim the name of 
the Lorp: 
Ascribe ye greatness unto our God. 
4. The Rock, his work is perfect; 
For all his ways are judgement: 
A God of faithfulness and without 
iniquity, 
Just and right is he. 

5 They have !dealt corruptly with 
hin, they are not his children, 27t 
is their blemish ; 

They are a perverse and crooked 
generation. 

Do ye thus requite the Lorn, 

O foolish people and unwise? 

Is not he thy father that hath

oteone made thee, and established 
thee. 

7 Remember the days of old, 

Consider the years of many gener- 
ations: 

Ask thy father, and he will shew thee; 

Thine elders, and they will tell thee. 

8 When the Most High gave to the 

nations their inheritance,

When he separated the children of 
men, 

He set the bounds of the peoples

children of Israel. 

For the Lorp’s portion is his people; 

Jacob is the lot of his inheritance. 

He found him in a desert land, 

And in the waste howling wilder- 
ness ; 

He compassed him about, he cared 
for him, 

He kept him as the apple of ls eye: 

As an eagle that stirreth up her 
nest, 

That fluttereth over her young, 

4He spread abroad his wings, he 
took them, 

He bare them on his pinions: 

The Lorp alone did lead hin, 

And there was no strange god with 
him. 

He made him ride on the high 
places of the earth, 

And he did eat the increase of the 
field; 

And he made him to snek honey out 
of the rock, 

And oil ont of the flinty rock; 

Butter of kine, and milk of sheep, 

With fat of lambs, 

And rams of the breed of Bashan, 
and goats, 

With the fat of kidneys of wheat; 

And of the blood of the grape theu 
drankest wine. 

But Jeshurun waxed fat, and kicked: 

Thou art waxen fat, thou art grown 
thick, thou art become sleek: 

Then he forsook Godwhich madehim, 

And lightly esteemed the Rock of 
his salvation. 

They moved him to jealousy with 
strange gods, 

With abomimations provoked they 
him to anger. 

They sacrificed unto demons, which 
were no God, 

To gods whom they knew not, 

To new gods that came up of late, 

Whom your fathers dreaded not. 

Of the Rock that ‘begat thee thou 
art nnmindful, 

And hast forgotten God that gave 
thee birth. 

And the Lorp saw it, and abhorred 
them, 

Because of the provocation of his 
sons and his daughters. 

And he said, I will hide my face 
from them, 

I will see what their end shall be: 

For they are a very froward gener- 
ation, 

Children in whom is no faith. 

They have moved me to jealousy 
with that which is not God; 

They have provoked me to anger 
with their vanities: 
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And I will move thein to jealousy 
with those which are not a people; 

I will provoke them to anger with a 
foolish nation. 

For a fire is kindled in mine anger, 

And burneth unto the lowest ! pit, 

Aud devoureth the earth with her 
increase, 

Aud setteth on fire the foundations 
of the mountains. 

I will heap mischiefs upon them; 

I will spend inine arrows upon them: 

They shall be wasted with hunger, 
and devoured with 2burning heat 

And bitter destruction ; 

And the teeth of beasts will I send 
upon them, 

With the poison of crawling things 
of the dust. 

Without shall the sword bereaye, 

And in the chambers terror; 

Lt shall destroy both young man and 
virgin, 

The suekling with the man of gray 
hairs. 

{ said, I would scatter them afar, 
J would make the remembranee of 
them to cease from among men: 
Were it not that I feared the provoc- 
ation of the enemy, 

Lest their adversaries should mis- 
deel, 

Lest they should say, Our hand is 
exalted, 

And the Lorp hath not done all this. 

For they are a nation void of counsel, 

And there is no understanding in 
them. 

Oh that they were wise, that they 
understood this, 

That they would consider 
latter end! 

How should one chase a thousand, 

And two put ten thousand to flight, 

Except their Rock had sold them, 

And the Lorp had delivered them 
up? 

For their rock is not as our Roek,

And they took up the ark 
of the covenant, and went before the 

7 people, And the Lorp said unto Joshua, 
This day will I begin to magnify thee 
in the sight of all Israel, that they 
may know that, as I was with Moses,

command the priests that bear the ark 
of the covenant, saying, When ye are 
eome to the brink of the waters of 
Jordan, ye shall stand still in Jordan. 

9 And Joshua said unto the ehildren 
of Israel, Come hither, and hear the 

10 words of the Lorp your God. And 
Joshua said, Hereby ye shall know 
that the living God is among you, 
and that he will without fail drive 
out from before you the Canaanite, 
and the Hittite, and the Hivite, and 
the Perizzite, and the Girgashite, and 

llthe Amorite, and the Jebusite. Be- 
hold, the ark of the covenant of the 
Lord of all the earth passeth over 

12 before you into Jordan. Now there- 
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fore take you twelve men out of the 
tribes of Isracl, for every tribe a inan. 

13 And it shall come to pass, when the 
soles of the feet of the priests that 
bear the ark of the Lorp, the Lord of 
all the earth, shall rest in the waters 
of Jordan, that the waters of Jordan 
shall be cut off, even the waters that 
‘come down from above; and they 

l4shall stand in one heap. And it eame 
to pass, when the people removed 
from their tents, to pass over Jordan, 
the priests that bare the ark of the 

15 covenant being before the people; and 
when they that bare the ark were 
come unto Jordan, and the feet of 
the priests that bare the ark were 
dipped in the brink of the water, (for 
Jordan overfloweth all its banks all 

16 the time of harvest,) that the waters 
which came down from above stood, 
and rose up in one heap, a great way 
loff, at Adam, the city that is beside 
Zarethan: and those that went down 
toward the sea of the 2Arabah, even 
the Salt Sea, were wholly cut off: and 
the people passed over right against 

17 Jericho. And the priests that bare 
the ark of the covenant of the Lorp 
stood firm on dry ground in the midst 
of Jordan, and all Israel passed over 
on dry ground, until all the nation 
were passed clean over Jordan. 

4 And it came to pass, when all the 
nation were elean passed over Jordan, 
that the Lorp spake unto Joshua, 

2saying, Take you twelve men out of 
the people, out of every tribe a man, 

3and command ye them, saying, Take 
you hence out of the midst of Jordan. 
out of the place where the priests’ feet 
stood firm, twelve stones, and carry 
them over with you, and lay them 
down in the lodging place, where ye 
4shall lodge this night. Then Joshua 
called the twelve men, whom he had 
prepared of the children of Israel, out 

5 of every tribe a man: and Joshua said 
unto them, Pass over before the ark 
of the Lorp your God into the midst 
of Jordan, and take you up every man 
of you a stone upon his shoulder, ac- 
cording unto the number of the tribes 

6of the children of Israel: that this 
may be a sign among you, that when 
your elildren ask in time to come, 
saying, What mean ye by these stones? 

7 then ye shall say unto them, Because 
the waters of Jordan were cut off be- 
fore the ark of the eovenant of the 
Lorp; when it passed over Jordan, 
the waters of Jordan were cut off: and 
these stones shall be for a memorial 
unto the children of Israel for ever. 

8 And the children of Israel did so as 
Joshua commanded, and took up twelve 
stones out of the midst of Jordan, as 
the Lorn spake unto Joshua, accord- 
ing to the number of the tribes of the 
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children of Israel; and they carried 
them over with them unto the place 
where they lodged, and laid them 
9down there. And Joshua set up twelve 
stones in the midst of Jordan, in the 
place where the feet of the priests 
which bare the ark of the covenant 
stood: and they are there, unto this 
'10day. For the priests which bare the 
ark stood iu the midst of Jordan, until 
every thing was finished that the Lorp 
commanded Joshua to speak unto the 
people, according to all that Moses 
counaanded Joshua: and the people 
Il hasted and passed over. And it came 
to pass, when all the people were 
clean passed over, that the ark of the 
Lorp passed over, and the priests, in 
12the presence of the people. And the 
children of Reuben, and the children 
of Gad, and the half tribe of Manasseh, 
passed over armed before the children 
of Israel, as Moses spake unto them: 
13about forty thousand ready armed for 
war passed over before the Lorp unto 
14 battle, to the plains of Jericho. On that 
day the Lorp magnified Joshua in the 
sight of all Israel; and they feared him, 
as they feared Moses, all the days of 
his life. 
15 And the Lorp spake unto Joshua, 
16 saying, Command the priests that bear 
the ark of the testimony, that they eome 
l7up out of Jordan. Joshua therefore 
conmanded the priests, saying, Come ye 
18 up out of Jordan. And it eame to pass, 
when the priests that bare the ark of 
the covenant of the Lorp were eome up 
out of the midst of Jordan, and the soles 
of the priests’ feet were lifted up unto 
the dry ground, that the waters of 
Jordan returned unto their plaee, and 
went over all its banks, as aforetime. 
19 And the people came up out of Jordan 
on the teuth day of the first month, and 
encamped in Gilgal, on the east border 
20 of Jericho. And those twelve stones, 
which they took out of Jordan, did 
21 Joshua set up in Gilgal. And he spake 
unto the children of Israel, saymg, 
When your children shall ask their 
fathers in time to come, saying. What 
22 mean these stones? then ye shall let 
your children know, saying, Israel 
23 came over this Jordan on dry land. For 
the Lorp your God dried up the waters 
of Jordan from before you, until ye 
were passed over, as the Lorp your 
Gad did to the Red Sea, which he dried 
up from before us, until we were passed 
24 over: that all the peoples of the earth 
may know the hand of the Lorp, that

Joshua did circuincise: all the people 
that eame forth out of Egypt, that 
were males, even all the men of war, 
died in the wilderness by the way, 
after they came forth out of Egypt. 

5 For all the people that eame out were 
circumcised; but all the people that 
were born in the wilderness by the 
way as they came forth out of Egypt, 

6they had not circumeised. For the 
ehildren of Israel walked forty years 
m the wilderness, till all the nation, 
even the men of war which came forth 
out of Egypt, were consumed, because 
they hearkened not unto the voice of 
the Lorp: unto whom the Lorp sware 
that he would not let them see the 
land which the Lorp sware unto their 
fathers that he would give us, a land 

7flowmg with milk and honey. And 
their children, whom he raised up in 
their stead, them did Joshua cireum- 
cise: for they were uneircumcised, be- 
cause they had not eireumcised them 

Sby the way. And it eame to pass, 
when they had done circumcising all 
the nation, that they abode in their 
places in the camp, till they were 

Iwhole. And the Lorp said unto 
Joshua, This day have I rolled away 
the reproach of Egypt from off you. 
Wherefore the name of that place 
was called #Gilgal, unto this day. 

10 And the children of Israel encamped 
in Gilgal; and they kept the passover 
on the fourteenth day of the month at 

lleven in the plains of Jerieho. And 
they did eat of the ®old corn of the 
land on the morrow after the pass- 
over, unleavened cakes and parehed 

l2eorn, in the selfsame day. And the 
manna ceased on the morrow, after 
they had eaten of the ®old corn of the 
land; neither had the children of Is- 
rael manna any more; but they did eat 
of the fruit of the land of Canaan that 
year. 

13 And it came to pass, when Joshua 
was by Jericho, that he lifted up his 
eyes and looked, and, behold, there 
stood a mau over against him with his 
sword drawn in his hand: and Joshua 
went unto him, and said unto him, 
Art thou for us, or for our adversaries ? 

14And he said, Nay; but as ®captain of 

the host of the Lorp am I now come. 
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And Joshua fell on his face to the earth, 
and did worship, and said unto him, 
What saith my lord unto his servant ? 
15 And the eaptain of the Loxp’s host 
said unto Joshua, Put off thy shoe 
from off thy foot; for the place where- 
on thon standest is holy. And Joshua 
6 did so. (Now Jericho !was straitly 
shut up because of the children of 
Israel: none weut out, and 1one came 
2in.) And the Lorp said unto Joshua, 
See, I have given into thine hand 
Jericho, and the king thereof, and the 
3mighty men of valour. And ye shall 
compass the city, all the men of war, 
going about the city onee. Thus shalt 
4thou do six days. And seven priests 
shall bear seven 2trumpets of rams’ 
horns before the ark: and the seventh 
day ye shall compass the city seven 
times, and the priests shall blow with 
5the trumpets. And it shall be, that 
when they make a long blast with the 
raim’s horn, and when ye hear the sonnd 
of the trumpet, all the people shall shout 
with a great shout; and the wall of the 
city shall fall down 3 flat, aud the people 
shall go np every man straight before 
6him. And Joshna the son of Nun 
called the priests, and said nnto them, 
Take up the ark of the covenant, and 
let seven priests bear seven trumpets 
of rams’ horns before the ark of the 
7 Lorpv, And ‘they said unto the people, 
Pass on, and compass the city, and let 


the armed nien pass on before the ark |- 


8of the Lorp. And it was so, that when 
Joshua had spoken unto the people, the 
sevell priests bearing the seven trump- 
ets of rams’ horns before the Lorp 
passed on, and blew with the trumpets: 
and the ark of the covenant of the 
9 Lorp followed them. And the armed 
men went before the priests that blew 
the trumpets, and the rearward went 
after the ark, the priests blowing with 
10 the trumpets as they went. And Joshna 
commanded the people, saying, Ye shall 
not shont, nor let your voice be heard, 
neither shall any word proceed out of 
your mouth, until the day I bid you 
11 shout; then shallyeshout. So he caused 
the ark of the Lorp to compass the eity, 
going abont it onee: and they came in- 
to the camp, and lodged in the eamp. 
12 And Joshua rose early m the moru- 
ing, and the priests took up the ark 
13 0f the Lorp. And the seven priests 
bearing the seven trumpets of rams’ 
horns before the ark of the Lorp 
went on continually, and blew with the 
trumpets: and the armed men went 
before them; and the reward eame 
after the ark of the Lorp, the priests 
blowing with the trumpets as they 
14went. And the second day they com- 
passed the city onee, and returned into 
15 the eamp: so they did six days. And 
it came to pass on the seventh day, 





the day, and compassed the city after 
the same manier seven times: only on 
that day they compassed the city seven 
16 times. And it came to puss at the 
sevelth time, when the priests blew 
with the trumpets, Joshua said unto the 
people, Shout; for the orp hath given 
17 you the city. And the city shall be 
‘devoted, even it and all that is there- 
in, to the Lorp: ouly Rahab the harlot 
shall live, she aud all that are with 
her in the house, because she hid the 
18 messengers that we sent. And ye, in 
any wise keep yourselves from the 
devoted thing, lest when ye have de- 
voted it, ye take of the devoted thing; 
so should ye make the camp of Israel 
19% aceursed, and trouble it. But all the 
silver, and gold, and vessels of brass 
aud iron, are holy unto the Lorp: they 
shall come into the treasury of the 
20 Lorn. So the people shouted, and the 
priests blew with the trumpets: and it 
came to pass, when the people heard 
the sound of the trumpet, that the 
people shouted with a great shout, and 
the wall fell down flat, so that the 
people went np into the eity, every man 
straight before him, and they took the 
2leity. And they 7utterly destroyed all 
that was in the city, both man and 
woman, both young and old, and ox, 
and sheep, and ass, with the edge of 
22 the sword. And Joshua said unto the 
two men that had spied out the land, 
Go into the harlot’s house, and bring 
out thence the woman, and all that 
23 she hath, as ye sware unto her. And 
the yonng men the spies went in, and 
bronght ont Rahab, and her father, 
and her mother, and her brethren, 
and all that she had, all her kindred 
also they brought out; and they set 
them without the camp of Israel. 
24And they burnt the city with fire, and 
all that was therein: only the silver, 
and the gold, and the vessels of brass 
and of iron, they put into the treasury 
25 of the house of the Lorp. But Rahab 
the harlot, and her father’s household, 
and all that she had, did Joshua save 
alive; and she dwelt in the midst of 
Israel, unto this day; because she 
hid the messengers, which Joshua 
26 sent to spy out Jericho. And Joshua 
charged them with an oath at that 
time, saying, Cursed be the mau before 
the Lorp, that riseth up and buildeth 
this city Jericho: with the loss of his 
firstborn shall he lay the foundation 
thereof, and with the loss of his young- 
est son shall he set up the gates of it. 
27S0 the Lorkp was with Joshua; and 
his fame was in all the land. 
7 But the children of Israel com- 
mitted a trespagg in the devoted 
thing: for Achan, the son of Carmi, 


the son of Zabdi, the son of Zerah, 
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of the tribe of Judah, took of the 
devoted thing: and the anger of the 
Lorp was kindled against the children 
of Israel. 

2 And Joshna sent men from Jericho 
to Ai, which is beside Beth-aven, on the 
east side of Beth-el, and spake unto 
them, saying, Go up and spy out the 
land. And the men went up and spied 

Zout Ai. And they returned to Joshua, 


and said unto him, Let not all the people - 


go up; but let about two or three thou- 
sand men go up and smite Ai; make 
not all the people to toil thither; for 


4they are but few. So there went up | 
thither of the people about three thou- | 


sand men: and they fled before the men 
5of Ai. And the men of Ai smote of 
them about thirty and six men: and 
they chased them from before the gate 
even unto !Shebarim, and smote them 
at the going down: and the hearts of the 
people melted, and became as water. 
6 And Joshua rent his clothes, and fell to 
the earth upon his face before the ark 
of the Lorp until the evening, he and 
the elders of Israel; and they put dust 
7upon their heads. And Joshua said, 
Alas, O Lord Gop, wherefore hast thou 
at all brought this people over Jordan, 
to deliver us into the hand of the Amor- 
ites, to cause us to perish? would that 
we had been content and dwelt beyond 
8 Jordan! Oh Lord, what shall I say, 
after that Israel hath turned their 
9backs before their enemies! For the 
Canaanites and all theinhabitants of the 
land shall hear of it, and shall compass 
us round, and cut off our name from the 
earth: and what wilt thou do for thy 
10 great name? And the Lorn said unto 
Joshua, Get thee up; wherefore art thou 
11 thus fallen upon thy face? Israel hath 
sinned; yea, they have even transgress- 
ed my covenant which I commanded 
them: yea, they have even taken of the 
devoted thing; and havealsostolen, and 
dissembled also, and they have even put 
12it among their own stuff. Therefore 
the children of Israel cannot stand be- 
fore their enemies, they turn their backs 
hefore their enemies, because they are 
become 2accursed: I will not be with 
you any more, except ye destroy the 
13devoted thing from among you. Up, 
sanctify the people, and say, Sanctify 
yourselves against to-morrow: for thus 
saith the Lorp, the God of Israel, There 
is a devoted thing in the midst of thee, 
O Israel: thou canst not stand before 
thine enemies, until ye take away the 
14devoted thing from among you. In the 
morning therefore ye shall be brought 
near by your tribes: and it shall be, that 
the tribe which the Lorp taketh shall 
come near by families; and the family 
which the Lorp shall take shall come 
near by households; and the house- 
hold which the Lorp shall take shall 











15come near man by man. And it shall 
be, that he that is taken with the 
devoted thing shall be burnt with fire, 
he and all that he hath: because he hath 
transgressed the covenant of the Lorp, 
and because he hath wrought folly in 
Tsrael. 

16 So Joshua rose up early in the 
morning, and brought Israel near by 
their tribes; and the tribe of Judah 

17 was taken: and he brought near the 
3family of Judah; and he took the 
family of the Zerahites: and he brought 
near the family of the Zerahites #man 

18by man; and Zabdi was taken: and 
he brought near his household man 
by man; and Achan, the son of Carmi, 
the son of Zabdi, the son of Zerah, of 

19 the tribe of Judah, was taken. And 
Joshua said unto Achan, My son, 
give, I pray thee, glory to the Lorn, the 
God of Israel, and make confession 
unto him; and tell me now what thou 

20 hast done; ‘hide it not from me. And 
Achan answered Joshua, and = said, 
Of a truth I have sinned against the 
Lorp, the God of Israel, and thus and 

21 thus have I done: when I saw among 
the spoil a goodly ® Babylonish mantle, 
and two hundred shekels of silver, and 
a wedge of gold of fifty shekels weight, 
then I coveted them, and took them; 
and, behold, they are hid in the earth 
in the midst of my tent, and the silver 

22 under it. So Joshua sent messengers, 
and they ran unto the tent; and, 
‘behold, it was hid in his tent, and the 

23 silver under it. And they took them 
from the midst of the tent, and brought 
them unto Joshua, and unto all the 
children of Israel; and they laid them 

24 down before the Lorp. And Joshua, 
and all Israel with him, took Achan 
the son of Zerah, and the silver, and 
the mantle, and the wedge of gold, and 
his sons, and his daughters, and his 
oxen, and his asses, and his sheep, and 
his tent, and all that he had: and 
they brought them up unto the valley 

25 of Achor. And Joshua said, Why hast 
thou troubled us? the Lorp shall 
trouble thee this day. And all Israel 
stoned him with stones; and they 
burned them with fire, and stoned them 

°6 with stones. And they raised over him 
a great heap of stones, unto this day; 
and the Lorp turned from the fierce- 
ness of hisanger. Wherefore the name 
of that place was called, The valley of 
7 Achor, unto this day. 

8S And the Lorp said unto Joshua, Fear 
not, neither. be thou dismayed: take 
all the people of war with thee, and 
arise, go up to Ai: see, I have given 
into thy hand the king of Ai, and his 

2 people, and his city, and his land: and 
thou shalt do to Ai aud her king as 
thou didst unto Jericho and her king: 
only the spoil thereof, and the cattle 
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thereof, shall ye take for a prey unto 
yourselves: set thee an ambush for 
3the city behind it. So Joshua arose, 
aud all the people of war, to go up 
to Ai: and Joshua ehose out thirty 
thousand men, the mighty men of 
valour, and sent them forth by night. 
4 Aud he commanded them, sayimg, Be- 
hold, ye shall he in anibush against 
the city, behind the eity: go not very 
far from the eity, but be ye all ready: 
5and I, and all the people that are witli 
me, will approach unto the city: and 
it shall come to pass, when they come 
out against us, as at the first, that we 
will flee before them; and they will 
come out after us, till we have drawn 
them away from the eity; for they 
will say, They flee before us, as at the 
7 first; so we will flee before them: and 
ye shall rise up from the ambush, and 
take possession of the city: for the 
Lorp your God will deliver it into 
8 your hand. And it shall be, when ye 
have seized upon the city, that ye 
shall set the city on fire; aceording 
to the word of the Lorp shall ye do: 
9see, I have commanded you. And 
Joshua sent them forth: and they 
went to the ambushment, and abode 
between Beth-el and Ai, on the west 
side of Ai: but Joshua lodged that 
night among the people. 

10 And Joshua rose up early in the morn- 
ing, and mustered the people, and went 
up, he and the elders of Israel, before 

11 the people to Ai. Andall the people, even 
the men of war that were with him, 
went up, and drew nigh, and came be- 
fore the city, and pitehed on the north 
side of Ai: now there was a valley be- 

12 tween him and Ai. And he took about 
five thousand men, and set them in 
ambush between Beth-el and Ai, on the 

13 west side of !theeity. 2So they set the 
people, even all the host that was on 
the north of the city, and thei liers in 
wait that were on the west of the city; 
and Joshua *went that night into the 

14 midst of the vale. And it came to pass, 
when the king of Ai saw it, that they 
hasted and rose up early, and the men 
of the city went out against Israel 
to battle, he and all his people, ‘at 
the time appointed, before the Arabah; 
but he wist not that there was an am- 

15 bush against him belind the eity. And 
Joshua and all Israel made as if they 
were beaten before them, and fled by 

16the way of the wilderness. And all 
the people that were in ! the city were 
called together to pursue after them: 
and they pursued after Joshua, and 

17 were drawn away from the city. And 
there was not a man left m Ai or 
Beth-el, that wgnt not out after Israel: 
and they left the city open, and pwr 

18 sued after Israel. And the Lorn said 
unto Joshna, Stretch out the javelin 
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that is in thy hand toward Ai; for 
I will give it into thine hand. And 
Joshua stretched out the javelin that 
19 was in his hand toward the city. And 
the ambusli arose quickly out of their 
place, and they ran as soon as he had 
stretehed out his hand, and entered 
into the city, and took it; aud they 
20 hasted and set the eity on fire. Aud 
When the men of Ai looked behind 
thei, they saw, aud, behold, the smoke 
of the city ascended up to heaven, and 
they had no power to flee this way 
or that way: and the people that fled 
to the wilderness turned back upon 
21 the pursuers. And when Joshua and 
ali Israel saw that the ambush had 
taken the city, and that the smoke 
of the city ascended, then they turned 
22 again, and slew the men of Ai. And 
the other came forth out of the city 
against them; so they were in the 
midst of Israel, some on this side, and 
some oun that side: and they smote 
them, so that they Jet none of them 
23remain or escape. And the king of 
Ai they took alive, and brought him 
24to Joshua. And it came to pass, when 
Israel had made an end of slaying all 
the inhabitants of Ai in the field, in 
the wilderness wherein they pursued 
them, and they were all fallen by the 
edge of the sword, until they were 
consumed, that all Israel returned 
unto Ai, and smote it with the edge 
250f the sword. And all that fell that 
day, both of men and women, were 
twelve thousand, even all the men of 
26Ai. For Josliua drew not back his 
hand, wherewith he stretehed out the 
javelin, until he had Sutterly destroyed 
27 all the inhabitants of Ai. Only the 
cattle and the spoil of that city Israel 
took for a prey unto themselves, ae- 
cording unto the word of the Lorp 
28which he commanded Joshua. So 
Joshua burnt Ai, and made it an 
Theap for ever, even a desolation, 
29 unto this day. And the king of Ai he 
hanged on a tree until the eventide: 
and at the going down of the sun 
Joshua commanded, and they took his 
carease down from the tree, and cast 
it at the entering of the gate of the 
city, and raised thereon a great heap 
of stones, unto this day. 
30 Then Joshua built an altar unto the 
Lorp, the God of Israel, in mount Ebal, 
31as Moses the servant of the Lorp coin- 
manded the children of Israel, as it 
is written in the book of the law of 
Moses, an altar of 8unhewn stones, up- 
on whieh no man had lift up any iron: 
an they offered thereon burnt offerings 
unto the Lorp, and saerificed peace 
32 offermgs. And he wrote there upon 
9the stones a copy of the law of Moses, 
10 which he wrote, in the presence of the 
33 children of Israel. And all Israel, and 
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their elders and officers, and their 
judges, stood on this side the ark and 
on that side before the priests the Le- 
vites, which bare the ark of the coven- 
ant of the Lorn, as well the stranger 
as the homeborn; half of them in front 
of monnt Gerizim, and half of them 
in front of monnt Ebal; as Moses the 
servant of the Lorp had 1! commanded, 
that they should bless the people of 

34 Israel first of all. And afterward he 
read all the words of the law, the 
blessing and the curse, according to 
all that is written in the book of the 

35law. There was not a word of all that 
Moses commanded, which Joshua read 
not hefore all the ‘assembly of Isracl, 
and the women, and the little ones, 
and the strangers that 2were con- 
versant among them. 

9 And it came to pass, when all the 
kings which were beyond Jordan, in 
the hill country, and in the lowland, 
and on all the shore of the great sea in 
front of Lebanon, the Hittite, and the 
Amorite, the Canaanite, the Perizzite, 
the Hivite, and the Jebusite, heard 

2 thereof; that they gathered themselves 
together, to fight with Joshua and 
with Israel, with one accord. 

3 But when the inhabitants of Gibeon 
heard what Joshua had done unto 

4 Jericho and to Ai, they also did work 
wilily, and went and ®*made as if they 
had been ambassadors. and took old 
sacks upon their asses, and wme-skins, 

Sold and rent and bound up; and old 
shoes and clouted upon their feet, 
and old garments upon them; and all 
the bread of their provision was dry 

6and was become mouldy. And they 
went to Joshua unto the camp at Gilgal, 
and said unto him, and to the men of 
Israel, We are come from a far country: 
now therefore make ye a covenant with 

7us. And the men of Israel said unto 
the Hivites, Peradventure ye dwell 
among us; and how shall we make a 

8 covenant with you? And they said unto 
Joshna, We are thy servants. And 
Joshua said unto them, Whoare ye? and 

9 from whence come ye? And they said 
unto him, From a very far country thy 
servants are come because of the name 
of the Lorp thy God: for we have 
heard the fame of him, and all that 

10 he did in Egypt, and all that he did to 
the two kings of the Amorites, that 
were beyond Jordan, to Sihon king of 
Heshbon, and to Og king of Bashan, 

ll which was at Ashtaroth. And our 
elders and all the inhabitants of our 
country spake to us, saying, Take pro- 
vision in yonr hand for the journey, 
and go to meet them, and say unto 
them, We are your servants: and now 

12 make ye a covenant with us. This our 
bread we took hot for our provision 
out of our houses on the day we came 
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forth to go unto you; but now, he- 
hold, it is dry, and 1s become mouldy: 
13 and these wine-skins, which we filled, 
were new; and, behold, they be rent: 
and these our garments and our shoes 
are become old by reason of the very 
14 long journey. And the men took of their 
provision, and asked not counsel at the 
15 mouth of the Lorp. And Joshua made 
peace with them, and made a coven- 
ant with them, to let them hve: and 
the princes of the congregation sware 
16unto them. And it came to pass at 
the end of three days after they had 
made a covenant with them, that they 
heard that they were their neighbours, 
17 and that they dwelt among them. And 
the children of Israel journeyed, and 
came unto their cities on the third day. 
Now their cities were Gibeon, and 
Chephirah, and Beeroth, and Kiriath- 
18jearim. And the children of Israel 
smote them not, because the princes 
of the congregation had sworn unto 
them by the Lorn, the God of Israel. 
And all the congregation murmured a- 
19 gainst the princes. But all the princes 
said unto all the congregation, We 
have sworn unto them by the Lorp, 
the God of Israel: now therefore we 
20 may not touch them. This we will do 
to them, and let them live; lest wrath 
be npon us, because of the oath which 
21wesware unto them. And the princes 
said unto them, Let them live: so they 
became hewers of wood and drawers 
of water unto all the congregation; as 
the princes had spoken unto them. 
22 And Joshna called for them, and he 
spake unto them, saying, Wherefore 
have ye beguiled us, saying, We are 
very far from you; when ye dwell 
23among us? Now therefore ye are 
cursed, and there 4shall never fail to 
be of you bondmen, both hewers of 
wood and drawers of water for the 
24 house of my God. And they answered 
Joshua, and said, Because it was cert- 
ainly told thy servants, how that the 
Lorp thy God commanded his servant 
Moses to give you all the land, and to 
destroy all the inhabitants of the land 
from before you; therefore we were 
sore afraid for our lives because of 
25 you, and have done this thing. And 
now, behold, we are in thine hand: as 
it seemeth good and right unto thee to 
26do unto us, do. And so did he unto 
them, and delivered them out of the 
hand of the children of Israel, that they 
97 slew themnot. And Joshua made them 
that day hewers of wood and drawers 
of water for the congregation, and for 
the altar of the Lorn, ‘into this day, 
in the place which he should choose. 
Now it came to pass, when Adoni- 
zedek king of Jerusalem heard how 
Joshua had taken Ai, and had 5ut- 
terly destroyed it; as he had done

30nah, and fought against Libnah: and 
the Lorp delivered it also, and the king 
thereof, into the hand of Israel; and 
he smote it with the edge of the sword, 
and all the souls that were therein; 
he left none remaining in it; and he 
did unto the king thereof as he had 
done unto the king of Jericho. 

31 And Joshua passed from Libnah, 
and all Israel with hin, unto Lachish, 
and encainped against it, and fought 

32against it: and “the Lorp delivered 
Lachish into the hand of Israel, and he 
took it on the second day, and smote 
it with the edge of the sword, and all 
the souls that were therein, according 
to all that he had done to Libnah. 

33 Then Horam king of Gezer came up 
to help Lachish; and Joshua smote 
hin and his people, until he had left 
him none remaining. 

34 And Joshua passed from Lachish, and 
all Israel with him, unto Eglon; and 
they encamped against it, and fought 

35 against it; and they took it on that day, 
and smote it with the edge of the sword, 
and all the souls that were therein he 
Lutterly destroyed that day, according 
to all that he had done to Lachish. 

36 And Joshua went up from Egon, and 
all Israel with him, unto Hebron; and 

37 they fonght against it: and they took 
it, and smote it with the edge of the 
sword, and the king thereof, and all the 
cities thereof, and all the souls that 
were therein; he left none remaining, 
according to ‘all that he had done to 
Hglon; but he Jutterly destroyed it, 
and all the souls that were therein, 

38 And Joshua returned, and all Is- 
rael with him, to Debi; and fought 

39 against it: and he took at, "and the king 
thereof, and all the cities thereof ; and 
they smote them with the edge of the 
sword, and lutterly destr oyed all the 
souls that were therein; he left none 
remaining: as he had done to Hebron, 
so he did to Debir, and to the king 
thereof; as he had done also to Libnah, 
and to the king thereof. 

40 So Joshua smote all the land, the 
hill country, and the Sonth, and the 
lowland, and the slopes, and all their 
longs ; he left none remaining: but he 
utterly destroyed all that breathed, 
as the Lorp, the God of Israel, com- 

41manded. And J oshua smote them 
from Kadesh-barnea even unto Gaza, 
and all the country of Goshen, even 

42unto Gibeon. And all these kings 
and their land did Joshua take at one 
time, because the Lorp, the God of 

43 Israel, fought for Israel. And Joshua 
retumeds and all Israel with him, 
unto the camp to Gilgal. 

11 And it came to pass, when Jabin 
king of Hazor heard thereof, that he 
sent to Jobab ee Pode done cia of Madon, and 


to the king of Shimron, and to the 
2king of Achshaph, and to the kings 
that were on the north, in the hill 
country, and in the Arabah south of 
Chimeroth, and in the lowland, and 


3in 2the heights of Dor on the west, to | * 


the Canaanite on the east and on the 
west, and the Amorite, and the Hittite, 
and the Perizzite, and the Jebusite in 
the hill country, and the Hivite under 

4 Hermon in the land of Mizpah. And 
they weut out, they and all their hosts 
with them, much people, even as the 
sand that is upon the sea shore in 
innititude, with horses and chariots 

5very many. And all these kings inet 
together; and they came and pitched 
together at the waters of Merom, to 

6 fight with Israel. And the Lorp said 
unto Joshua, Be not afraid because 
of them: for to-morrow at this time 
will I deliver them up all slain before

Taud burn their chariots with fire. So 
Joshua came, and all the people of

10 And Joshua turned back at that time, 
and took Hazor, and smote the king 
thereof with the sword: for Hazor 
beforetime was the head of all those 

llkmgdoms. And they smote all the 
sonls that were therein with the edge 
of the sword, *utterly destroymg them: 
there was none left that breathed: 

l2and he burnt Hazor with fire. And 
all the cities of those kings, and all 
the kings of them, did Joshua take, 
and he smote them with the edge of the 
sword, and! utterly destroyed them; as 
Moses the servant of the Lorp com-’ 

13 manded. But as for the cities that stood | 
on their mounds, Israel burned none 
of them, save Hazor only; that did 

14 Joshua burn. And all the spoil of these 
cities, and the eattle, the children of 
Israel took for a prey unto them- 
selves; but every man they smote with 
the edge of the sword, until they had 
(lestroyed them, neither left they any 

15 that breathed. As the Lorp cominand- 
ed Moses his servant, so did Moses 
command Joshna: and so did Joshua; 
4he left nothing undone of all that the 
Lorp commanded Moses. 

16 So Joshua took all that land, the 
hill country, and all the South, and 
all the land of Goshen, and the low- 
land, and | eae eae ther Arata, a ae Arabah, and the _ hill 
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17same; from J mount Halak, that goeth 
np to Seir, even unto Baal-gad in the 
valley of Lebanon under mount Her- 
mon: and all their kings he took, and 
smote them, and put them to death. 

18 Joshua made war a long time with all 

19 those kings. There was not a city that 
made peace with the children of Is- 
rael, save the Hivites the inhabitants 
of Gibeon: they took all in baitle. 

20 For it was of the Lorp to2harden their 
hearts, to come against Israel in battle, 
that he might ®utterly destroy them, 
that they might have no favour, but 
that he might destroy them, as the 
Lorp commanded Moses, 

21 And Joshua came at that time, and 
ent off the Anakim from the hill 
conntry, from Hebron, from Debir, 
from Anab, and from all the hill eonn- 
try of Judah, and from all the hill 
country of Israel: Joshua ‘utterly de- 

22 stroyed them with their cities. There 
was hone of the Anakim left in the land 
of the children of Israel: only in Gaza, 
in Gath, and in Ashdod, did some re- 

23 main. So Joshna took the whole land, 
according to all that the Lorp spake 
unto Moses; and Joshua gave it for 
an inheritance unto Israel according 
to their divisions by their tribes. Aud 
the land had rest from war.

This is the land 
that yet remaineth: all the regions 
of the Philistines, and all the Geshur- 
Bites; fron the Shihor, which is before 
Egypt, even unto the border of Ekrou 
northward, arhkich is counted to the 
Canaanites: the five lords of the Philis- 
tines; the Gazites, and the Ashdodites, 
the Ashkelonites, the Gittites, and the 
4 Ekrouites; also the Avvnn, on the 
south: all the Jand of the Canaanites, 
and Mearah that belongeth to the Zido- 
nians, unto Aphek, to the border of the 
5 Amorites: and the land of the Gebal- 
ites, and all Lebanon, toward the sun- 
rising, from Baal-gad under mount Her- 
mon unto the entering in of Hamath: 
6all the inhabitants of the hill ecoun- 
try from Lebanon unto Misrephoth- 
mann, evenall the Zidonians; them will 
I drive ont from before the children 
of Israel: only allot thou it wto Israel 
for an inheritanee, as I have command- 
Zed thee. Now therefore divide this 
land for an inheritance unto the nine 
tribes, and the half tribe of Manas- 
Sseh. With him the Renbenites and 
the Gadites received their mheritance,

15 And Moses gave unto the tribe of the

24 And Moses gave wnto the tribe of 
Gad, nnto the children of Gad, ac- 
25cording to their families. And their 
border was Jazer, and all the cities 
of Gilead, and half the land of the 
children of Ammon, nnto Aroer that 
26is before Rabbah; and from Hesh- 
bon unto Ramath-mizpeh, and Be- 
tonim; and from Mahauaim unto the 
27 border of 2Dehir; and in the valley, 
Beth-haram, and Beth-nimrah, and 
Sneeoth, and Zaphon, the rest of the 
kingdom of Sihon king of Heshbon, 
4Jordan and the border thereof, unto 
the uttermost part of the sea of Chin- 
28 nereth beyoud Jordan eastward. This 
is the inheritance of the children of 
Gad according to their families, the 
eities and the villages thereof. 
29 And Moses gave inheritance unto the 





half tribe of Manasseh: and it was 
for the half tribe of the ehildren of 
Manasseh according to their families. 

30 And their border was from Mahanann, 
all Bashan, all the kingdom of Og king 
of Bashan, and all >the towns of Jair, 
which are in Bashan, threescore cities: 

38land half Gilead, and Ashtaroth, and 
Edrei, the cities of the kingdom of Og 
in Bashan, were for the children of 
Machiy the son of Manasseh, even for 
the half of the children of Machir ac- 
cording to their families. 

32. These are the inheritanees which 
Moses distributed in the plains of 
Moab, beyond the Jordan at Jericho, 

33 eastward. But unto the tribe of Levi 
Moses gaye none inheritance: the 
Lorp, the God of Israel, is their in- 
heritance, as he spake nnto them. 

14 And these are the inheritances which 
the children of Israel took in the land 
of Canaan, which Eleazar the priest, 
and Joshina the son of Nun, and the 
heads of the fathers’ houses of the 
tribes of the children of Israel, distrib- 

2 nted unto them, by the lot of their in- 
heritance, as the Lorp commanded by 
the hand of Moses, for the nine tribes, 

Sand for the half tribe. For Moses had 
given the inheritance of the two tribes 
and the half tribe beyond Jordan: bnt 
nuto the Levites he gave none inherit- 

4ance among them. For the children 
of Joseph were two tribes, Manasseh 
and Ephraim: and they gave no por- 
tion uuto the Levites in the land, save 
cities to dwell in, with the ®suburbs 
thereof for their cattle and for their 

5snbstance. As the Lorp commanded 
Moses, so the children of Israel did, 
and they divided the land. 

6 Then the children of Judah drew nigh 
unto Joshua in Gilgal: and Caleb the 
son of Jephnnneh the Kenizzite said 
nuto him, Thon knowest the thing 
that the Lorp spake unto Moses the 
man of God coneerning me and con- 

7 cerning thee in Kadesh-barnea. Torty 
years oll was I when Moses the serv- 
ant of the Lorp sent me from Kadesh- 
barneatospy ont theland; and Ibronght 
him word again as it was in mine heart. 

8 Nevertheless my brethren that went 
up with me made the heart of the 
people melt: but I wholly followed the 

9 Lorp my God, And Moses sware on that 
day, saying, Surcly the land whereon 
thy foot hath trodden shall be an in- 
heritance to thee and to thy children 
for ever, because thon hast wholly 

10 followed the Lorp my God. And now, 
behold, the Lorp hath kept ine alive, 
as he spake, these’ forty and_ five 
years, from the time that the Lorp 
spake this word unto Moses, while 
Israel] walked in the wilderness: and 
now, lo, I am this day fourscore and 

11 five years old. As yet I am as strong 
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this day as I was in the day that 
Moses sent me: as my strength was 
then, even so is my strength now, for 
war, and to go out and to come in. 

12 Now therefore give me this mountain, 
whereof the Lorp spake in that day; 
for thou heardest in that day how the 
Anakim were there, and eities great 
and fenced: it may be that the Lorp 
will be with me, and I shalh drive them 

13 out, as the Lorp spake. And Joshua 
blessed him; and he gave Hebron unto 
Caleb the son of Jephunneh for an in- 

14heritanee. Therefore Hebron became 
the inheritance of Caleb the son of 
Jephuuneh the Kenizzite, unto this 
day; because that he wholly followed 

15the Lorp, the God of Israel. Now 
the name of Hebron beforetime was 
\Kiriath-arba; which strba was the 
greatest man among the Anakim. And 
the land had rest from war. 

15 And the lot for the tribe of the 
children of Judah according to their 
families was unto the border of Edom, 
even to the wilderness of Zin south- 
ward, at the uttermost part of the 

2south. And their south border was 
from the uttermost part of the Salt Sea, 
from the 2bay that looked southward: 
3 and it went out southward of the ascent 
of Akrabbim, and passed along to Zin, 
and went up by the south of Kadesh- 
barnea, and passed along by Hezron, 
and went up to Addar, and turned about 
4to Karka: and it passed along to Az- 
mon,and went out at the brook of Egypt; 
and the goings ont of the border were 
at the sea: this shall be your south 
5 border. And the east border was the 
Salt Sea, even unto the end of Jordan. 
And the border of the north quarter was 
from the 2bay of the sea at the end of 
6 Jordan: and the border went up to Beth- 
hoglah, and passed along by the north 
of Beth-arabah; and the border went 
up to the stone of Bohan the son of Reu- 
7 ben: and the border went up to Debir 
from the valley of Achor, and so north- 
ward, looking toward Gilgal, that ts 
over against the aseent of Admnmin, 
which is on the south side of the river: 


and the border passed along to the wa- |

\Kiriath-arba, which Arba was the 
father of Anak (the same is Hebron). 

14 And Caleb drove out thenee the three 
sons of Anak, Sheslhiai, and Ahiman, 

15 and Tahnai, the childven of Anak. And 
he went up thence against the mhahit- 
ants of Debir: now the name of Debir 

16 beforetime was Kiriath-sepher. And 
Caleb said, He that smiteth Kiriath- 
sepher, and taketh it, to him will I give 

17 Aehsah my daughter to wife. And Oth- 
niel the son of Kenaz, the brother of 
Caleb, took it: and he gave him Aehsah 

18 his daughter to wife. And it eame to 
pass, when she came unto him, that she 
moved him to ask of her father a field:

goings out thereof were at the sea. 
4 And the children of Joseph, Manasseh 
and Ephrann, took their inheritance. 
5And the border of the children of 
Ephraim according to their families 
was thus: even the border of their in- 
heritaice eastward was Ataroth-addar, 
6unto Beth-horon the wpper; and the 
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of Manasseh; for he was the firstborn 
of Joseph. As for Machix the first- 
born of Manasseh, the father of Gilead, 
because he was a man of war, there- 
2fore he had Gilead and Bashan. And 
the lot was for the rest of the child- 
ren of Manasseh according to their 
fainilies; for the children of Abiezer, 
and for the children of Helek, and for 
the children of Asriel, and for the 
children of Shechem, and for the 
children of Hepher, and for the child- 
ren of Shemida: these were the male 
children of Manasseh the son of Joseph 
3according to their families. But Zelo- 
phehad, the son of Hepher, the son of 
Gilead, the son of Machir, the son of 
Manasseh, had no sons, but daughters: 
and these are the names of his daugh- 
ters, Mahlah, and Noah, Hoglah, Mil- 
4eah, and Tirzah. And they came near 
before Eleazar the priest, and before 
Joshua the son of Nun, and before the 
princes, saying, The Lorp commanded 
Moses to give us au: mheritance among 
our brethren: therefore according to 
the commandment of the Lorp he gave 
them an inheritance among the breth- 
5ren of their father. And there fell 
ten 5parts to Manasseh, beside the 
land of Gilead and Bashan, whicl: is 
Obeyond Jordan; because the daugh- 
ters of Manasseh had an inheritance 
among his sons: and the land of 
Gilead belonged unto the rest of the 
7sons of Manasseh. And the border of 
Manasseh was from Asher to Mich- 
methath, which is before Shechem; 
and the border went along to the right 
hand, nnto the inhabitants of En-tap- 
Spuah. The land of Tappuah belonged 
to Manasseh: but Tappuah on the 
border of Manasseh belonged to the 
9children of Ephraim. And the bor- 
der went down unto the brook of 
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cities belonged to Ephraim ainong the 
eities of Manasseh: and the border of 
Mauasseh was on the north side of the 
brook, and the goings out thereof were 

10 at the sea: southward it was Ephraim’s, 
and northward it was Manasseli’s, 
and the sea was his border; and they 
reaehed to Asher on the north, and to 

11 Issachar on the east. And Manasseh 
had in Issachar and in Asher Beth- 
shean and her 1 towns, and Tbleani and 
her towus, and the inhabitants of Dor 
and her towns, and the mbhabitants of 
En-dor and her towns, and the inhabit- 
ants of Taanach and her towns, and 
the inhabitants of Megiddo and her 

12 towns, even the three? heights. Yet the 
children of Manasseh could not drive 
out the inhabitants of those eities; but 
the Canaanites would dwell in that land. 

13 And it came to pass, when the children 
of Israel were waxen strong, that they 
put the Canaanites to taskwork, and 
did not utterly drive them out. 

14 And the ehildren of Joseph spake 
unto Joshua, saying, Why hast thou 
given ine but ove lot aud one ? part for 
an inheritance, seemg I ain a great 
people, forasmuch as hitherto the Lorp 

l5hath blessed me? And Joshua said 
unto them, If thou be a great people, 
get thee up to the forest, and eut dowu 
for thyself there in the land of the 
Perizzites and of the Rephaiin; since 
the hill eountry of Ephrann is too nar- 

16 row for thee. And the children of Josepl: 
said, The hill eountry 4is not enough for 
us: and all the Canaanites that dwell 
in the land of the valley have ehariots of 
iron, both they who are in Beth-shean 
and her towns, and they who are in the 

17 valley of Jezreel. And Joshua spake un- 
to the house of Joseph, even to Ephra- 
im and to Manasseh, saying, Thou art 
a great people, and hast great power: 

18 thou shalt not have one lot only: but 
the hill country shall be thine; for 
though it is a forest, thou shalt eut it 
down, and the goings out thereof shall 
be thine: for thou shalt drive out the 
Canaanites, though they have chariots 
of iron, and though they be strong. 

18 And the whole congregation of the 
children of Israel assembled them- 
selves together at Shiloh, and set up 
the tent of meeting there: and the 

2land was subdued before them. And 
there remained among the ehildren 
of Israel seven tribes, which had not 
38yet divided then inheritanee. And 
Joshua said unto the children of Is- 
rael, How long are ye slack to go in 
to possess the land, whieh the Lorp, 
the God of your fathers, hath given 

4 you? Appoint for you three men for 
eaeh tribe: and I will send them, and 
they shall arise, and walk through 
the land, and describe it aceording to 
their mheritanee; and they shall come 
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dunto me. And they shall divide it into 
seven portions: Judah shall abide in 
his border on the south, and tlic house 
of Joseph shall abide in their border 

60n the north. And ye shall describe 
the land into seven portions, aud bring 
the desertption hither to me: and J 
will east lots for you here before the 
7 Lorp our God. For the Levites have 
no portion mong you; for the priest- 
hood of the Lor is their mheritance: 
and Gad and Reuben and the half 
tribe of Manasseh have received their 
inheritanee beyond Jordan eastward, 
which Moses the servant of the Lonrp 
8gave them. And the men arose, and | 
went: aud Joshua charged them that 
went to describe the land, saying, Go 
and walk through the land, and de- 
seribe it, and come agaim to me, and [| 
will cast lots for you here before the | 
9 Lorp in Shiloh. And the men went and | 
passed through the land, and deseribed 
it by cities into seven portions m a 
book, and they eame to Joshua unto the 

10 camp at Shiloh. And Joshua east lots 
for them in Shiloh before the Loxp: 
and there Joshua divided the land unto 
the children of Israel according to their 
divisions. 

11 And the lot of the tribe of the ehild- 
ren of Benjamin came up aecording to 
their families: and the border of thei 
lot went out between the children of 

\2 Judah and the ehildren of Joseph. And 
their border on the north quarter was 
from Jordan; and the border weut 
up to the 5side of Jericho on the north, | Heb. 
and went up through the hill country | der. 
westward; aud the goings out thereof 
were at the wilderness of Beth-aven. 

13And the border passed aloug from 
thenee to Luz, to the 'side of Luz (the 
same is Beth-el), southward; and the 
border went down to Ataroth-addar, 
by the mountain that Heth on the south 

14o0f Beth-horon the nether. And the 
border was drawn and turned about 
on the west quarter southward, from 
the mountain that lieth before Beth- 
horon southward; aud the goings out 
thereof were at Kiriath-baal (the same 
is Kiriath-jearim), a city of the children 
of Judah: this was the west quarter. 

15 And the south quarter was from the 
uttermost part of Kiriath-jearim, and 
the border went out westward, and 
went ont to the fountain of the waters 

16o0f Nephtoah: and the border weut 
down to the uttermost part of the 
mountain that lieth before the valley 
of the son of Hinnom, whieh is in 
the vale of Rephaim northward; and 
it went down to the valley of Hinnom, 
to the side of the Jebusite southward, 

17and went down to En-rogel; and it 
was drawn on the north, and went out 
at En-shemesh, and went out to Gelil- 
oth, whieh is over against the ascent | 
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of Adummii; and it went down to the 
stone of Bohan the son of Reuben; 
18 aud it passed along to the side over a- 
gainst the Arabah northward, and went 
19down unto the Arabah: and the bor- 
der passed along to the side of Beth- 


hoglah northward: and the goings out | 


of the border were at the north tbay 
of the Salt Sea, at the south end of 
Jordan: this was the south border. 

20 And Jordan was the border of it on 
the east quarter. This was the in- 
heritance of the children of Benjamin, 
by the borders thereof round about, 

2l according to their families. Now the 
cities of the tribe of the children of 
Benjamin according to their faimilies 
were Jericho, and Beth-hoglah, and 

22 Fimek-keziz; and Beth-arabah, and 

23 Zemaraim, and Beth-el; and Avvinn, 

2-tand Parah, and Ophrah ; and Chephar- 
ammoni, and Oplini, and Geba; twelve 

25 cities with their villages: Gibeon, and

the inheritance of the children of Ben- 
jamni according to their families. 

19 And the second lot came out for Sin- 
eon, even for the tribe of the children 
of Simeon according to their fainilies: 
and their inheritance was in the midst 
of the inheritance of the children of 

2Judah, And they had for theix mherit- 
ance Beer-sheba, or Sheba, and Mola- 
3dah; and Hazar-shual, and Balah, and 
4Ezem; and Eltolad, and Bethul, and 
5 Hormah; and Ziklag, and Beth-mare- 
6aboth, and Hazar-susah; and Beth- 
lebaoth, and Sharuhen; thirteen cities 
7 with their villages: Ain, Rimmon, and 
Ether, and Ashan; four cities with their 
3 villages: and all the villages that were 
round about these cities to Baalath- 
beer, Ramah of the South. This is the 
inheritance of the tribe of the children 
of Simeon according to their families. 
9 Out of the *part of the children of Ju- 
dah was the inheritance of the child- 
ren of Simeon: for the portion of the 
children of Judah was too much for 
them: therefore the children of Simeon 
had inheritance nn the midst of their 
imheritance. 

10 And the third lot came up for the 
children of Zebulun according to their 
families: and the border of their in- 

ILheritance was unto Sarid: and their 
border went up westward, even to 
Maralah, and reached to Dabbesheth; 
and it reached to the brook that is 

12 before Jokneam; and it turned from 
Sarid eastward toward the sunrising 
nnuto the border of Chisloth-tabor; and 
it went out to Daberath, and went up 

I3to Japhia; aud from theuce it passed 








along eastward to Gath-hepher, to Eth- 
kazin; and it went out at Riamon 

14 which stretcheth unto Neah; and the 
border turned about it ou the north to 
Hannathon: and the goings out there- 

15 of were at the valley of Iphtah-el; and 
Kattath, and Nahalal, and Shimron, 
ald Idalah, and Beth-lehem: twelve 

16 cities with then villages. This is the 
inheritance of the children of Zebulun 
according to their families, these cities 
with their villages. 

17 The fourth lot came out for Issachar, 
even for the children of Issachar ac- 

1scordmg to their families. And their 
border was unto Jezreel, and Chesul- 

19loth, and Shunem; and Hapharaim, 
20and Shion, and Anaharath; and Rab- 

21 bith, and Kishion, and Ebez; and 
Reimeth, and En-gannim, and En-had- 

22 dah, and Beth-pazzez; and the border 
reached to Tabor, and Shahazumah, 
and Geth-shemesh; and the goings out 
of their border were at Jordan: sixteen 

23 cities with their villages. This is the 
inheritance of the tribe of the children 
of Issachar according to their families, 
the cities with their villages. 

24 And the fifth lot came out for the tribe 
of the childven of Asher according to 

25 their families. And their border was 
Helkath, and Hali, and Beten, and Ach- 

26 shaph; and Allammelech, and Amad, 
and Mishal; and it reached to Carmel 

27 westward, and to Shihor-libuath; and 
it turned toward the sunrising to Beth- 
dlagon, and reached to Zebulun, and to 
the valley of Iphtah-el northward to 
Beth-emek and Neiel; and it went out 

23 to Cabul on the left hand, and Ebron, 
and Rehob, and Hammon, and Kanah, 

29 even unto great Zidon; and the border 
turned to Raimah, and to 3the fenced 
city of Tyre; and the border turned to 
Hosah; and the goings out thereof were 
at the sea 4by the region of Achzib: 

30 Ununah also, and Aphek, and Rehob: 
twenty and two cities with their vil- 

31 lages. 
tribe of the children of Asher accord- 
ing to their families, these cities with 
their villages. 

32 The sixth lot came out for the children 
of Naphtali, even for the children of 
Naphtali according to their families. 

33 And their border was from Heleph, from 
the °oak in Zaanannim, and Adaini- 
nekeb, and Jabneel, unto Lakkum; and 
the goings out thereof were at Jordan: 

3dftand the border turned westward to Az- 
noth-tabor, and went out from thence 
to Hukkok; and it reached to Zebulun 
on the south, and reached to Asher 
on the west, and to Judah at Jordan 

35 toward the sunrising. Aud the fenced 
cities were Ziddin, Zer, and Hammath, 

36 Rakkath, and Clinneretl; and Ada- 

37 mah, and Ramah, and Hazor; and 

| 38 Kedesh, and Edrei, and En-hazor; and 
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anath, and Beth-shemesh; uimeteen 

89 cities with their villages. ‘This is the 
inheritance of the tribe of the children 
of Naphtali according to their families, 
the cities with their villages. 

40 The seventh lot came out for the tribe 
of the children of Dan according to 

41 their families, And the border of their 
inheritance was Zorah, and Eshtaol, 

42 and Ir-shemesh; and Shaalabbin, and 

43 Aijalon, and Ithlah; and Elon, and 

44'Timnah, and Ekron; and Eltekeh, and 

45 Gibbethon, and Baalath; and Jehud, 
and Bene-berak, and Gath-rimmon; 

46 and Me-jarkonu, and Rakkon, with the 

47 border over against 1 Joppa. And the 
border of the children of Dan went out 
“beyond them: for the children of Dan 
went up and fought against ° Lesheiu, 
and took it, and sinote it with the edge 
of the sword, and possessed it, and 
dwelt therein, and called Leshem, Dan, 
after the name of Dan their father. 

48 This is the inheritance of the tribe of 
the children of Dan according to their 
families, these cities with their villages. 

49 So they made an end of distributing 
the land for inheritance by the borders 
thereof; and the children of Israel gave 
an inheritance to Joshua the son of 

50 Nun in the midst of them: according 
to the connmnandment of the Lorp they 
gave him the city which he asked, even 
Timnath-serah in the hill conntry of 
Ephraim: and he built the city, and 
dwelt therein. 

51 These are the inheritances, which 
Eleazar the priest, and Joshua the son 
of Nun, and the heads of the fathers’ 
houses of the tribes of the children of 
Israel, distributed for inheritance by 
lot in Shiloh before the Lorn, at the 
door of the tent of meeting. So they 
made an end of dividing the land. 

20 And the Lorp spake unto Joshua, 

2saying, Speak to the children of Israel, 
saying, Assign you the cities of refuge, 
whereof I spake unto you by the hand 

3 of Moses: that the nanslayer that kileth 
any person 4unwittingly and unawares 
may flee thither: and they shall be unto 
you for a refuge from the avenger of 
4blood. And he shall flee unto one of 
those cities, and shall stand at the en- 
tering of the gate of the city, and de- 
clare his cause in the ears of the elders 

of that city; and they shall 5take him 
into the city unto them, and give him 

a place, that he may dwell among them. 

5) And if the avenger of blood pursue af- 
ter him, then they shall not deliver up 
the inanslayer into his hand; because 
he smote his neighbour unawares, and 
Ghated him not beforetime. And he 
shall dwell in that city, until he stand 
before the congregation for judgement, 
until the death of the high priest that 
shall be in those days: then shall the 
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manslayer return, and come unto his 
own city, and unto his own house, 
ito the city from whence he fled. 

7 And they Sset apart Kedesh in 7 Galilee 
in the hill country of Naphtali, and 
Shechem in the hill country of phra- 
im, and Kiriath-arba (the same is 
Hebron) in the hill country of Judah. 

SAnd beyond the Jordan at Jericho 
eastward, they assigued Bezer in the 
wilderness in the ® plain out of the tribe 
of Reuben, and Ramoth in Gilead 
out of the tribe of Gad, and Golan in 
Bashan out of the tribe of Manasseh. 

9'These were the appointed cities for 
all the children of Israel, and for the 
stranger that sojourneth among them, 
that whosoever killeth any person 4 un- 
wittingly might flee thither, and not 
die by the hand of the avenger of blood, 
until he stood before the congregation. 

21 Then came near the heads of fathers’ 

houses of the Levites unto Eleazar 
the priest, and unto Joshua the son of 
Nun, and unto the heads of fathers’ 
houses of the tribes of the children of 

2Israel; and they spake unto them at 
Shiloh in the land of Canaan, saying, 
The Lorp commanded by the hand 
of Moses to give us cities to dwell in, 
with the %suburbs thereof for our 

83cattle. And the children of Israel 
gave unto the Levites out of their in- 
heritance, according to the command- 
ment of the Lorp, these cities with 
their suburbs. 

4 And the lot came out for the families 
of the Kohathites: and the children of 
Aaron the priest, which were of the 
Levites, had by lot out of the tribe of 
Judah, and out of the tribe of the 
Simeonites, and out of the tribe of 
Benjamin, thirteen cities. 

5 And the rest of the children of Ko- 
hath had by lot out of the families 
of the tribe of Ephraim, and out of the 
tribe of Dan, and ont of the half tribe 
of Manasseh, ten cities. 

6 And the children of Gershon had by 
lot out of the families of the tribe of 
Issachar, and out of the tribe of Asher, 
and out of the tribe of Naphtali, and 
out of the half tribe of Manasseh in 
Bashan, thirteen cities. 

7 The children of Merari according to 

their families had out of the tribe of 

Reuben, and out of the tribe of Gad, 

and out of the tribe of Zebulun, twelve 

cities. 

8 And the children of Israel gave by lot 
unto the Levites these cities with their 
suburbs, as the Loxp commanded by 

9the hand of Moses. And they gave 
out of the tribe of the children of 
Judah, and out of the tribe of the 
children of Simeon, these cities which 

10are here mentioned by name: and they 
were for the children of Aaron, of the 
families of the Nohathites, who were of 
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23 with her suburbs; four cities. 


the children of Levi; for theirs was the 

11 first lot. And they gave them Kiriath- 
arba, which Arba was the father of 
1Anak, (the same is Hebron,) in the 
hill country of Judah, with the suburbs 

12 thereof round about it. But the fields 

of the city, and the villages thereof, 

gave they to Caleb the son of Jephun- 
neh for his possession, 

And unto the children of Aaron the 
priest they gave Hebron with her sub- 
urbs, the city sf refuge for the man- 
slayer, and Libnah with her suburbs; 
14and Jattir with her suburbs, and Esh- 
15temoa with her suburbs; and Holon 

with her suburbs, and Debir with her 

16 suburbs; and Ain with her suburbs, and 
Juttah with her suburbs, and Beth- 
shemesh with her suburbs; nine cities 

17 out of those two tribes. And out of 
the tribe of Benjamin, Gibeon with her 

18suburbs, Geba with her suburbs; Ana- 
thoth with her suburbs, and Alinon with 

19 her suburbs; four cities. All the cities 
of the children of Aaron, the priests, 
were thirteen cities with their suburbs. 

20 And the families of the children of 
Kohath, the Levites, even the rest of the 
children of Kohath, they had the cities 
of their lot out of the tribe of Ephraim. 

21 And they gave them Shechein with her 
suburbs in the hill country of Ephraim, 
the city of refuge for the manslayer, 

22 and Gezer with her suburbs; and Kib- 
zaim with her suburbs, and Beth-horon 

And 
out of the tribe of Dan, Elteke with 
her suburbs, Gibbethon with her sub- 

24urbs; Aijalon with her suburbs, Gath- 
rimmon with her suburbs; four cities. 

25 And out of the half tribe of Manasseh, 
Taanach with her suburbs, and Gath- 
rlinmon with her suburbs; two cities. 

26 All the cities of the families of the rest 
of the children of Kohath were ten 
with thei suburbs. 

27 And unto the children of Gershon, of 
the families of the Levites, out of the 
half tribe of Manasseh they gave Golan 
in Bashan with her suburbs, the city of 
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refuge for the manslayer; and Be-esh- | 


28 terah with ber suburbs; two cities. And 
out of the tribe of Issachar, Kishion 
with her suburbs, Daberath with her 

29 suburbs; Jarmuth with her suburbs, 
En-gannim with her suburbs; four 

30 cities. And out of the tribe of Asher, 
Mishal with her suburbs, Abdou with 

31 her suburbs; Helkath with her suburbs, 
and Rehob with ber suburbs; four 

32 cities. And out of the tribe of Naphtali, 
Kedesh in Galilee with her suburbs, 
the city of refuge for the manslayer, 
and Hammoth-dor with her suburbs, 
and Kartan with her suburbs; three 

33 cities. All the cities of the Gershon- 
ites according to their families were 
thirteen cities with their suburbs. 

34 And unto the families of the children 
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of Merari, the rest of the Levites, out 
of the tribe of Zebulun, Jokneam with | 


her suburbs, aud Kartah with her 
35suburbs, Dimnah with her suburbs, 
Nahalal with her suburhs; four cities. 
362And out of the tribe of Reuben, 
Bezer with her suburbs, and Jahaz 
37 With her suburbs, Kedemoth with her 
suburbs, and Mephaath with her sub- 
38 urbs; four cities. And out of the tribe 
of Gad, Ramoth in Gilead with her 
suburbs, the city of refuge for the man- 


39 urbs; Heshbon with her suburbs, Jazer 
with her suburbs; four eities in all. 
40 All these were the cities of the children 
of Merari according to their families, 
even the rest of the families of the Le- 
vites; and their lot was twelve cities. 
41 All the cities of the Levites in the 
midst of the possession of the children 
of Israel were forty and eight cities 
42 with their suburbs. These cities were 
every one with then suburbs round 
about them. thus it was with all these 
| cities. 
.43 So the Lorp gave unto Israel all the 
land which he sware to give unto their 


fathers; and they possessed it, and [ 


44d welt therem. And the Lorp gave 
them rest round about, according to 
all that he sware unto their fathers: 
and there stood not a man of all their 
enemies before them; the Lorp de- 
livered all their enemies into their 
45hand. There failed not aught of any 
good thing which the Lorp had spoken 
unto the house of Israel; all came to 
pass. 
22 Then Joshua called the Reubenites, 
and the Gadites, and the half tribe of 
2 Manasseh, and said unto them, Ye 
have kept all that Moses the servant of 
the Lorp commanded you, and have 
hearkened unto my voice in all that I 
3commanded you: ye have not left your 
brethren these many days untothisday, 
but have kept the charge of the com- 
4mandment of the Lorp your God. And 
now the Lorp your God hath given rest 
unto your brethren, as he spake unto 
them: therefore now turn ye, and get 
you unto your tents, unto the land 
of your possession, which Moses the 
servant of the Lorp gave you beyond 
5 Jordan. Only take diligent heed to do 
the commandment and the law, which 
Moses the servant of the Lorp com- 
manded you, tolovethe Lorp your God, 
and to walk in all his ways, and to keep 
lis commandments, and to cleave unto 
him, and to serve him with all your 
6heart and with all your soul. So 
Joshua blessed them, and sent them 
away: and they went uuto their tents. 
7 Now to the one half tribe of Ma- 
nasseh Moses had given inheritance 
in Bashan: but unto the other half 
gave Joshua among their brethren 
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beyond Jordan westward. Moreover 
when Joshua sent them away unto 

8 their tents, he blessed them, and spike 
unto them, saying, Return with much 
wealth unto your tents, aud with very 
much cattle, with silver, and with gold, 
and with brass, and with iron, and with 
very much raiment: divide the spoil of 
your enemies with your brethren. 

9 And the children of Reuben and the 
children of Gad and the half tribe of 
Manasseh returned, and departed from 
the children of Israel out of Shiloh, 
which is in the land of Canaan, to go 
unto the land of Gilead, to the land of 
their possession, whereof they were 
possessed, according to the command- 
meut of the Lorp hy the hand of Moses. 

10 And when they came unto the region 
about Jordan, that is in the land of 
Canaan, the childrcu of Reuben and the 
children of Gad and the half tribe of 
Manasseh built there an altar by Jor- 

lldan, a great altar to see to. And the 
children of Israel heard say, Behold, 
the children of Reuben and the children 
of Gad and the half tribe of Manasseh 
have built an altar in the forefront of 
the land of Canaan, in the region about 
Jordan, on the side that pertaineth to 

12 the children of Israel. And wheu the 
children of Israel heard of it, the 
whole congregation of the children of 
Israel gathered themselves together at 
Shiloh, to go up against them to war. 

13 And the children of Israel sent unto 
the children of Reuben, and to the 
children of Gad, and to the half tribe 
of Manasseh, into the land of Gilead, 
Phinehas the son of IZleazar the priest ; 

14and with him ten princes, one prince of 
a fathers’ house for each of the tribes 
of Israel; and they were every one 
of them head of their fathers’ houses 
15among the thousands of Israel. And

27 but it shall be a witness between us 
and you, and between our generations 
after us, that we may do the service of 
the Lorp before him with ow burnt 
offerings, and with our sacrifices, and 
with our peace offerings; that your 
children may not say to our children 
in time to come, Ye have no portion in 

28the Lorp. Therefore said we, It shall 
be, when they so say to us or to our 
generations in time to come, that we 
shall say, Behold the pattern of the 
aliar of the Lorp, which our fathers 
made, not for burut offering, nor for 
sacrifice; but it is a witness between 

29 us and you. God forbid that we should 
rebel against the Lorn, and turn away 
this day from following the Lorp, to 
build an altar for burnt offering, for 
meal offering, or for sacrifice, besides

30 And when Phinehas the priest, and 
the princes of the congregation, even 
the heads of the thousands of Israel 
which were with hin, leard the words 
that the children of Renben and the 
children of Gad and the children of 
Manasseli spake, it pleased them well. 

31 And Phinehas the son of Eleazar the

And 
when the children of Israel cried nuto 
the Lorp, the Lorp raised up a saviour 
to the children of Israel, who saved 
them, even Othniel the son of Kenaz, 
10Caleb's younger brother.

him, Why hast thou served us thus, 
that thou calledst us not, when thou 
wentest to fight with Midian? And 
they did chide with him sharply. 
%And he said nto them, What have 
I now done in comparison of you? 
Is not the gleaning of the grapes of 
Ephraim better than the vintage of Abi- 
3ezer? God hath delivered into your 
hand the princes of Midian, Oreb and 
Zeeb: and what was I able to do in 
eomparison of you? Then then anger 
was abated toward him, when he had 
4said that. And Gideon came to Jor- 
dan, ? and passed over, he, and the three 
hundred men that were with him, faint, 
5 yet pursuing. And he said unto the 
inen of Suecoth, Give, I pray you, 
loaves of bread unto the people that 
follow me; for they be faint, and I am 
pursuing after Zebah and Zahnunna, 
6 the kings of Midian. And the princes 
of Succoth said, Are the hands of Zebah 
and Zahnunna now in thine hand, that 
we should give bread unto thme army ? 
7 And Gideon said, Therefore when the 
Lorp hath delivered Zebah and Zal- 
munna into <aine hand, then I will ‘tear 
your flesh with the thorns of the wilder- 
Sness and with briers. And he went up 
thence to Penuel, and spake unto them 
in like manner: and the men of Penuel 
answered him as the men of Succoth 
9 had answered. And he spake also unto

10 Now Zebah and Zalmunna were in 

Karkor, and their hosts with them, ab- 

| out fifteen thousand men, all that were 

| left of all the host of the children of the 

east: for there fell an hundred and 

twenty thousand men that drew sword. 

11 And Gideon went up by the way of them 

| that dwelt in tents on the east of Nobah 

| and Jogbehah, and smote the host; for 

12the host was secure. And Zebah and 

Zalmunna fled; and he pursued aiter 

them; and he took the two kings of 

pee: . Midian, Zebah and Zalmunna, and ° dis- 

erruied. | 12 eomfited all the host. And Gideon the 
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son of Joash returned from the battle 

14 from theaseent of Heres. And he caught 
a young man of the men of Succoth, 
aud inquired of him: and he &deseribed 
for hin the princes of Succoth, and the 
elders thereof, seventy aud seven men. 

15 And he came mito theinen of Succoth, 
and said, Behold Zebah and Zalmunua, 
concerning whom ye did taunt nie, say- 
ing, Are the hands of Zebah and Zal- 
yaunna now in thine hand, that we 
should give bread nnto thy men that 

16 are weary? And he took the elders of 
the city, and thorns of the wilderness 
and briers, and with them he ‘taught 

17the men of Suecoth. Aud he brake 
down the tower of Penuel, and slew 

18 the men of the city. Then said he unto 
Zebah and Zalmunna, What manner 
of men were they whoin ye slew at 
Tabor? And they answered, As thou 
art, so were they; each one resembled 

19the children of a king. And he said, 
They were my brethren, the sons of 
my mother: as the Lorp liveth, if ye 
had saved them alive, I would not 

20slay you. And he said unto Jether 
his firstborn, Up, and slay them. But 
the youth drew not his sword: for he 
feared, because he was yet a youth. 

21 Then Zebah and Zalmunna said, Rise 
thou, and fall upon us: for as the man 
is, sO is his strength. And Gideon arose, 
and slew Zebah and Zalmunna, and 
took the crescents that were on their 
camels’ necks. 

22 Then the men of Israel said unio 
Gideon, Rule thou over us, both thou, 
and thy son, and thy son’s son also: 
for thou hast saved us out of the hand 

23 of Midian. And Gideon said unto them, 
I will not rule over you, neither shall 
my son rule over you: the Lorp shall 

24rule over you. And Gideon said unto 
them, I would desire a request of you, 
that ye would give me every man the 
8earrings of his spoil. (For they had 
golden earrings, because they were 

25 Ishmaelites.) And they answered, We 
will willingly give them. And they 
spread a garment, and did east therein 
every man the earrmgs of his spoil. 

26 And the weight of the golden earrmgs 
that he requested was a thousand and 
seven hundred shekels of gold; beside 
the crescents, and the pendants, and the 
purple raiment that was on the kings of 
Midian, and beside the chains that were 

27 about their camels’ necks. And Gideon 
made an ephod thereof, and put it m 
his city, even in Ophrah: and all Israel 
went a whoring after it there: and it 
beeame a snare unto Gideon. and to his 

28 house. So Midian was subdued before 
the children of Israel, and they lifted up 
their heads no more. And the land had 
rest forty years in the days of Gideon. 

29 And Jerubbaal the son of Joash 
went and dwelt in his own honse. 
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80 And Gideon had threeseore and ten sons | 12 the trees? And the trees said unto the 
of his body begotten: for he had many | 13 vine, Come thou, and reign over us. And 
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3l wives. And his concubine that was in 
Shechem, she also bare him a son, and 

32 he tealled his name Abimelech. And 
Gideon the son of Joash died ma good 
old age, aud was buried m the sepulchre 
of Joash his father, in Ophralt of the 
Abiezrites. 

33 And it came to pass, as soon as 
Gideon was dead, that the children of 
Israel turned again, and went a whor- 
ing after the Baalim, and made Baal- 

34 berith their god. And the children of 
Israel remembered not the Lorp their 
God, who had delivered them out of 
the hand of all then enemies on every 

35side: neither shewed they kindness to 
the house of Jerubbaal, who is Gideon, 
according to all the goodness which 
he had shewed unto Israel. 

9 And Abimelech the son of Jerub- 
baal went to Shechem unto his mo- 
ther’s brethren, and spake with them, 
and with all the family of the house 

2of his mother’s father, saying, Speak, 
I pray you, m the ears of all the 
meu of Shechem, Whether is better 
for you, that all the sons of Jerubbaal, 
which are threescore and ten persons, 
rule over you, or that one rule over 
you? remember also that I am your 

3 bone and your flesh. And his mother’s 
brethren spake of him in the ears of all 
the men of Shechem all these words: 
and their hearts inclmed to follow Abi- 
melech; forthey said, Heisour brother. 

4 And they gave him threescore and ten 
pieces of silver ont of the house of 
Baal-berith, wherewith A bimelech hired 
vain and light fellows, which followed 

Shim. And he went unto his father’s 
house at Ophrah, and slew his brethren 
the sons of Jerubbaal, being threescore 
and ten persons, upon one stone: but 
Jotham the youngest son of Jerubbaal 
was left; for he hid himself. 

6 And all the men of Shechem as- 
sembled themselves together, and all 
2the house of Millo, and went and 
made Abnnelech king, by the %oak of 

7 the ¢pillar that was m Shechem. And 
when they told it to Jotham, he went 
and stood in the top of mount Gerizim, 
and lifted up his voice, and cried, and 
said unto them, Hearken unto me, ye 
men of Shechem, that God may hearken 

Suunto you. The trees went forth on a 
time to anoint a king over them; and 
they said unto tle olive tree, Reign 

9 thon over us. But the olive tree said 
uuto them, Should I leave my fatness, 
Swherewith by me they honour God 
and man, and go to wave to and fro 

10 over the trees? And the trees said to 
the fig tree, Come thou, and reign over 

llus. But the fig tree said unto them, 
Should I leave my sweetuess, and my 
good fruit, and goto wave toand fro over 


the vine said unto them, Should I leave 
my wine, which cheereth God and man, 
aud go to wave toand fro over the trees ? 
14 Then said all the trees unto the 6 bram- 
15 ble, Come thou, and reign over us. And 
the bramble said unto the trees, If in 
truth ye anoint me kimg over you, then 
come and put your trust in my shadow: 
and if not, let fire come out of the 6 bram- 
ble, and devour the cedars of Lebanon. 
16 Now therefore,if ye have dealt truly and 
uprightly, in that ye have made Abi- 
melech king, and if ye have dealt well 
with Jerubbaal and his house, and have 
done unto him according to the deserv- 
17 ing of his hands; (for my father fought 
for you, and 7adventured his life, and 
delivered you out of the hand of Midian: 
18 and ye are risen up against my father’s 
house this day, and have slain his sons, 
threescore and ten persons, upon one 
stone, and have made Abimelech, the 
son of his maidservant, king over the 
men of Shechem, because he is your 
19 brother ;) if ye then have dealt truly 
and uprightly with Jerubbaal and with 
his house this day, then rejoice ye in 
Abnnelech, and let him also rejoice in 
20 you: but if not, let fire come out from 
Abimelech, and devour the men of 
Shechem, and the house of Millo; and 
let fire come out from the men of She- 
chem, and from the house of Millo, and 
21 devour Abimelech. And Jotham ran 
away, and fled, and went to Beer, and 
dwelt there, for fear of Abimelech his 
brother. 
22 And Abimelech was prince over Israel 
23three years. And God sent an evil 
spnit between Abimelech and the men 
of Shechem; and the men of Shechem 
dealt treacherously with Abimelech: 
24that the violence done to the three- 
score and ten sons of Jernbbaal might 
come, and that their blood might be 
laid upon Abimelech their brother, 
which slew them, and upon the men 
of Shechem, which strengthened his 
25 hands to slay his brethren. And the 
men of Shechem set liers im wait for 
him on the tops of the mountais, and 
they robbed all that came along that way 
by them: and it was told Abimelech. 
26 And Gaal the son of Ebed came with 
his brethren, and went over to She- 
chem: and the men of Shechem put 
27 then trust in him. And they went 
out into the field, and gathered their 
vineyards, and trode the grapes, and 
Sheld festival, and went mto the house 
of their god, and did eat and drink, and 
23 cursed Abimelech. And Gaal the son 
of Ebed said, Who is Abtmelech, and 
who is Shechem, that we should serve 
hin? is not he the son of Jerubbaal? 
and Zebul his officer? serve ye the 
men of Hamor the father of Shechem: 
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29 but why should we serve him? Aud 
would to God this people were under 
my hand! then would I remove Abi- 
melech. And he said }to Abimelech, 
Tnerease thine army, and come out. 

30 And when Zebul the ruler of the city 
heard the words of Gaal the son of 

31Ebed, his anger was kindled. And 
he sent messengers unto Abimelech 
2eraftily, saying, Behold, Gaal the 
son of Ebed and his brethren are come 
to Shechem; and, behold, they °con- 
strain the city to take part against thee. 

32 Now therefore, up by night, thou and 
the people that is with thee, and lie 

33in wait in the field: and it shall be, 
that in the morning, as soon as the sun 
is up, thou shalt rise early, and set 
upon the city: and, behold, when he 
and the people that is with him come 
out against thee, then mayest thou do 
to them 4as thou shalt find occasion. 

34 And Abimelech rose up, aud all 
the people that were with him, by 
night, and they laid wait against 

35Shechem in four companies. And 
Gaal the son of Ebed went out, and 
stood in the entering of the gate of 
the city: and Abimelech rose up, and 
the people that were with him, from the 

36ambushment. And when Gaal saw 
the people, he said to Zebul, Behold, 
there come people down from the tops 
of the mountains. And Zebul said 
unto him, Thou seest the shadow of 
the mountains as if they were men. 

37 Aud Gaal spake again and said, See, 
there come people down by the § middle 
of the land, and one company cometh 
by the way of ®the oak of Meonenin. 

38'Then said Zebul nnto him, Where is 
now thy mouth, that thou saidst, Who 
is Abimelech, that we should serve 
him? is not this the people that thou 
hast despised? go out now, I pray, 

a9 and fight with them. And Gaal went 
out before the men of Shechem, and 
40fonght with Abimelech. And _ Abi- 
melech chased him, and he fled before 
him, and there fell many wounded, 
even unto the entermg of the gate. 
41 And Abimelech dwelt at Arumah: and 


Zebul drave out Gaal and his brethren, |- 


that they should not dwell in Shechem. 
42 And it came to pass on the morrow, 
that the people went out into the 
43 field; and they told Abimelech. And 
he took the people, and divided them 
into three companies, and laid wait in 
the field; and he looked, and, behold, 
the people came forth out of the city; 
and he rose up agaist them, and 
44smote them. And Abimelech, and the 
companies that were with him, rushed 
forward, and stood in the entering of 
the gate of the city: and the two 
companies rushed upon all that were 
45in the field, and smote them. And 





that day; and he took the city, and 
slew the people that was therein: and 
he beat down the city, and sowed it 
with salt. 

46 Aud when all the men of the tower 
of Shechem heard thereof, they entered 
into the hold of the house of ? E)-berith. 

47 And it was told Abimelech that all the 
men of the tower of Shechem were 

48 gathered together. And Abiinelech gat 
him up to mount Zalmou, he aud all 
the people that were with him; and 
Abimeleeh took 8an axe in his hand, 
and eut down a bough from the trees, 
and took it up,and laid it on his shoulder: 
and he said unto the people that were 
with him, What ye have seen me do, 
make haste, and do as I have done. 

49 And all the people likewise cut down 
every man his bough, and followed 
Abimelech, and put them to the hold, 
and set the hold oun fire upon them; so 
that all the men of the tower of She- 
chem died also, about a thousand men 
and women. 

50 Then went Abimelech to Thebez, 
and eucamped against Thebez, and 

51 took it. But there was a strong tower 
within the city, and thither fled all the 
men and women, and all they of the 
city, and shut themselves in, and gat 
them up to the roof of the tower. 

52 And Abimelech came unto the tower, 
and fought against it, and went hard 
unto the door of the tower to burn it 

53 with fire. And a certain woman cast 
an upper millstone upon Abimelech’s 

54head, and brake his skull. Then he 
called hastily unto the young man his 
armourbearer, and said unto him, Draw 
thy sword, and kill me, that men say 
not of me, A woman slew him. And 
his young man thrust him through, 

bdand he died. And when the men of 
Israel saw that Abimelech was dead, 
they departed every man unto his place. 

56 Thus God requited the wickedness of 
Abimelech, which he did unto his father, 

57in slaying his seventy brethren: and 
all the wickedness of the men of She- 
chem did God requite upon their heads: 
aud upon them came the curse of Jo- 
tham the son of Jerubbaal. 

10 And after Abimelech there arose to 
save Israel Tola the son of Puah, the 





son of Dodo, a man of Issachar; and | 
he dwelt in Shamir in the hill country | 


2of Ephraim. And he judged Israel 
twenty and three years, and died, and 
was buried in Shamir. 

3 And after him arose Jair, the Gilead- 
ite; and he judged Israel twenty and 

4two years. And he had thirty sons 
that rode on thirty ass colts, and they 
had thirty cities, which are called 
*Hayvoth-jair uuto this day, which 

5are in the land of Gilead. And Jair 
died, and was buried in Kamon. 

6 And the children of Israel again 
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did that which was evil in the sight of 
the Lorp, and served the Baalim, and 
the Ashtaroth, and the gods of ! Syria, 
and the gods of Zidon, and the gods of 
Moab, and the gods of the children of 
Ammon, and the gods of the Philis- 
tines; and they forsook the Lorn, and 
7served him not. And the anger of the 
Lorp was kindled against Israel, and 
he sold them into the hand of the Phil- 
istines, and into the hand of the child- 
8ren of Ammon. And they vexed and 
oppressed the children of Israel that 
year: eighteen years oppressed they all 
the children of Israel that were beyond 
Jordan in=the land of the Amorites, 
9which is in Gilead. And the child- 
ren of Ammon passed over Jordan to 
fight also against Judah, and against 
Benjamin, and against the house of 
Ephraim; so that Israel was sore dis- 

10 tressed. And the children of Israel 
cried unto the Lorp, saying, We have 
sinned against thee, even because 
we have forsaken our God, and have 

1llserved the Baalim. And the Lorp 
said unto the children of Israel, Did 
not J save you from the Egyptians, and 
from the Amorites, from the children 
of Ammon, and from the Philistines? 

12 The Zidonians also, and the Amalek- 
ites, and the 2Maonites, did oppress 
you; and yecried unto me, and I saved 

13 you out of their hand. Yet ye have 
forsaken me, and served other gods: 

14 wherefore I will save yon nomore. Go 
and cry unto the gods which ye have 
chosen; let them save you in the time 

15 of your distress. And the children of 
Israel said unto the Lorp, We have 
sinned: do thon unto us whatsoever 
seemeth good unto thee; only deliver 

16 us, we pray thee, this day. And they 

put away the strange gods from among 

them, and served the Lorn: and his soul 

was grieved for the misery of Israel. 
Then the children of Ammon were 

gathered together, and encamped in 

Gilead. And the children of Israel as- 

sembled themselves together, and en- 

18camped in Mizpah. And the people, 
the princes of Gilead, said one to an- 
other, What man is he that will begin to 
fight against the children of Ammon? 
he shall be head over all the inhabit- 
ants of Gilead. 

11 Now Jephthah the Gileadite was a 
mighty man of valour, and he was the 
son of an harlot: and Gilead begat 

2Jephthah. And Gilead’s wife bare 
him sons; and when his wife’s sons 
grew up, they drave out Jephthah, and 
said unto him, Thon shalt not inherit 
in our father’s honse; for thon art the 

3son of another woman. Then Jeph- 
thah fled from his brethren, and dwelt 
in the land of Tob: and there were 
gathered vain fellows to Jephthah, 
and they went out with him. 
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4 And it came to pass aiter a while, | 
that the children of Ammon made war 
5against Israel. And it was so, that 
when the children of Ammon made 
war against Israel, the elders of Gilead 
went to fetch Jephthah ont of the land 
6of Tob: and they said unto Jephthah, 
Come and be our chief, that we may 
7 fight with the children of Ammon. And 
Jephthah said unto the elders of Gilead, 
Did not ye hate me, and drive me out 
of my father’s house? and why are ye 
come unto me now when ye are in dis- 
8 tress? And the elders of Gilead said un- 
to Jephihah, Therefore are we turned 
again to thee now, that thon mayest | 
go with us, and fight with the children , 
of Ammon, and thou shalt be our head | 
$ over all the inhabitants of Gilead. And | 
Jephthah said unto the elders of Gilead, | 
If ye bring me home again to fight with 
the children of Ammon, and the Lorp | 
deliver them before me, shall I be your | 
10head? And the elders of Gilead said 
unto Jephthah, The Lorp shall be 
3witness between us; surely accord- 
11img to thy word so will we do. Then 
Jephthah went with the elders of | 
Gilead, and the people made him head 
and chief over them: and Jephthah 
spake all his words before the Lorp 
in Mizpah. 

12 And Jephthah sent messengers unto | 
the king of the children of Ammon, 
saying, What hast thou to do with me, 
that thou art come unto me to fight a- 

13 gainst my land? And the king of the 
children of Ammon answered unto the 
messengers of Jephthah, Because Is- 
rael took away my land, when he came 
up out of Egypt, from Arnon even unto 
Jabbok, and wnto Jordan: now there- 
fore restore those lands again peace- 

14ably. And Jephthah sent messengers 
again unto the king of the children of 

15Ammon: and he said unto him, Thns 
saith Jephthah: Israel took not away 
the land of Moab, nor the land of the 

16 children of Ammon: but when they 
came up from Mgypt, and Israel walked 
through the wilderness unto the Red 

17 Sea, and came to Kadesh; then Israel 
sent messengers unto the king of 
Edom, saying, Let me, I pray thee, 
pass through thy land: but the king 
of Edom hearkened not. And in 
like manner he sent unto the king of 
Moab: but he would not: and Israel 

1S abode m Kadesh. Then he walked 
through the wilderness, and compassed 
the land of Edom, and the land of 
Moab, and came by the east side of 
the land of Moab, and they pitched 
on the other side of Arnon; but they 
came not within the border of Moab, 
for Arnon was the border of Moab. 

19 And Israel sent messengers unto Sihon 
king of the Amorites, the king of 
Heshbon; and Israel said unto him, 
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Let us pass, we pray thee, through 
20thy land unto my place. But Sihon 
trusted not Isracl to pass through his 
border: but Sihon gathered all his 
people together, and pitched in Jahaz, 
Qtand fought against Israel. And _ the 
Lorp, the God of Israel, delivered Sihon 
and all his people into.the hand of Is- 
racl, aud they smote them: so Israel 
possessed all the land of the Amorites, 
22 the inhabitants of that country. And 
they possessed all the border of the 
Amorites, from Arnon even unto Jab- 
bok, and from tho wilderness even un- 
23to Jordan. Sonow the Lorp, tle God 
of Israel, hath dispossessed the Amor- 
ites from before his people Israel, and 
24 shouldest thou possess them? Wilt not 
thou possess that which Chemosh thy 
god giveth thee to possess? So whom- 
soever the Lorp onr God hath dis- 
possessed from before us, them will we 
25 possess. And now art thou any thing 
better than Balak the son of Zippor, 
king of Moab? did he ever strive 
against Isracl, or did he ever fight 
26 against them? While Israel dwelt in 
Heshbon and her ! towns, and in Aroer 
and her 1towns, and in all the cities 
that are along by the side of Arnon, 
three hundred years; wherefore did 
ye not recover them within that time? 
271 therefore have not sinned against 
thee, but thou doest me wrong to war 
against me: the Lorp, the Judge, be 
judge this day between the children 
of Israel and the children of Ammon. 
28 Howbeit the king of the children of 
Ammon hearkened not unto the words 
of Jephthah which he sent him. 

29 Then the spirit of the Lorp came up- 
on Jephthah, and he passed over Gilead 
and Manasseh, and passed over Mizpeh 
of Gilead, and from Mizpeh of Gilead 
he passed over unto the children of Am- 

30mon. And Jephthah vowed a vow unto 
the Lorp, and said, If thou wilt indeed 
deliver the children of Ammon into 


‘| 81 mine hand, then it shall be, that 2 what- 


soever cometh forth of the doors of my 
house to meet me, when I return in 
peace from the children of Ammon, it 
shall be the Lorp’s, and I will offer it 
52up for a burnt offering. So Jephthah 
passed over unto the children of Am- 
mon to fight against them; and the 
Lorp delivered them into his hand. 

33 And he smote them from Aroer until 
thou come to Minnith, even twenty 
cities, and unto ®Abel-cheramim, with 
a very great slaughter. So the child- 
ren of Ammon were subdued before 
the children of Israel. 

34 And Jephthah came to Mizpah unto 
his house, and, behold, his dauglhiter 
came out to meet him with timbrels 
and with dances: and she was his 
only child; beside her he had neither 

85son nor daughter. And it came to 


pass, when he saw her, that he rent his 
clothes, and said, Alas, my daughter! 
then hast brought me very low, and 
thou art one of them that trouble me:

them, I and my people were at great 
strife with the children of Ammon; 
and when I called you, ye saved me 

3not out of their hand. And when I 
saw that ye saved me not, I put my 
life in my hand, and passed over a- 
gainst the children of Ammon, and the 
Lorp delivered them into my hand: 
wherefore then are ye come up unto 


me this day, to fight against me? | 


4Then Jephthah gathered together all 
the men of Gilead, and fought with 
Ephraim: and the men of Gilead 
smote Ephraim, because they said, Ye 
are fugitives of Ephraim, ye Gilead- 
ites, in the midst of Ephraim, and in 

5 the amidst of Manasseh. And the Gilead- 
ites took the fords of Jordan ‘against 
the Ephraimites: and it was so, that 
when any of the fugitives of Ephraim

And her husband arose, and 
went after her, to speak 7kindly unto 
her, to bring &her again, having his 
servant with him, anda couple of asses: 
and she brought him into her father’s 
house: and when the father of the dam- 
sel saw him, he rejoiced to meet him. 
4 And his father in law, the damsel’s fa- 
ther, retained him; and he abode with 
him three days: so they did eat and 
5 drink, and lodged there. And it came 
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to pass on the fourth day, that they arose 
early in the morning, and he rose up to 
depart: and the damsel’s father said 
unto his son in law, Comfort thine heart 
with a morsel of bread, and afterward 
Gye shall go your way. So they sat 
down, and did eat and drink, beth of 
them together: and the dainsel’s father 
said unto the man, Be eontent, I pray 
thee, and tarry all night, and let thine 

7 heart be merry. Aud the man rose up 
to depart; but his father in law urged 
Shim, and he lodged there again. And 
he arose early in the morning on the 
fifth day to depart; and the dainsel’s 
father said, Comfort thine heart, I pray 
thee, and tarry ye until the day de- 
chneth; and they did eat, both of them. 

9 And when the man rose up to depart, 
he, and his concubine, and his servant, 
his father in law, the damsel’s father, 
said nnto him, Behold, now the day 
draweth toward evening, I pray you 
tarry all night: behold, the day grow- 
eth to an end, ledge here, that thine 
heart may be merry; and to-morrow get 
you early on your way, that thou may- 
10est golhome. But the man would not 
tarry that night, but he rose up and 
departed, and came over against Jebus 
(the same is Jerusalem): and there were 
with him a couple of asses saddled; his 
11 concubine also was with him. When 
they were by Jebus, the day was far 
spent; and the servant said unto his 
master, Come, I pray thee, and let us 
turn aside into this city of the Jebusites, 
12and lodge im it. And his master said 
unto him, We will not turn aside into 
the city of a stranger, 2that is not of 
the children of Israel; but we will pass 
13 over to Gibeah. And he said unto his 
servant, Come and let us draw near to 
one of these places; aud we will lodge 
I4in Gibeah, or in Ramah. So they 
passed on and went their way; and the 
sun went down upon them near to 
Gibeah, which belongeth to Benjamin. 
15 And they turned aside thither, to go in 
to lodge in Gibeah: and he weut in, and 
sat him down in the street of the city: 
for there was no man that took them into 
16 his house to lodge. And, behold, there 
came an old man from his work out of 
the field at even; now the man was of 
the hill country of Ephraim, and he so- 
journed in Gibeah: bnt the men of the 
17 place were Benjamites. And he lifted 
up his eyes, and saw the wayfaring mau 

in the street of the city; and the old man 
said, Whither goest thou? and whence 
1Scomest thou? And he said unto him, 
We are passing from Beth-lehem-judah 
unto the farther side of the hill coun- 
try of Ephraim; from thence am J, 
and I went to Beth-lehem-jndah: and 

I am now going to the house of the 
Lorp; and there is no man that taketh 
19me into his house. Yet there is both 
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straw and provender for our asses; and 
there is bread and wine also for me, and 
for thy handmaid, and for the young 
man Which is with thy servants: there is 

20 no want of any thing. And the old man 
said, Peace be tito thee; howsoever 
let all thy wants lie upon me; only 

21 lodge not in the street. So he brought 
hin into his house, and gave the asses 
fodder: and they washed their fect, 

22and did eat and drink. As they were 
making their hearts merry, behold, the 
men of the city, certain 4 sons of > Belial, 
beset the house round about, beating 
at the door; and they spake to the mas- 
ter of the house, the old man, saying, 
Bring forth the man that came into 
thine house, that we may know him. 

23 And the man, the master of the house, 
went out nmnto them, and said unto 
thein, Nay, my brethren, I pray you, 
do not so wickedly; seeing that this 
man is come imto mine house, do not 

24 this folly. Behold, here is my daughter 
a maiden, and his concubine; them I 
will bring out now, and humble yethem, 
and do with them what seemeth good 
unto you: but unto this man do not 

25 any such folly. But the men would not 
hearken to him: so tlle man laid hold on 
his concubine, and bronght her forth un- 
tothem; and they knew her, and abused 
her all the night until the morning: and 
when the day began to spring, they let 

26 her go. Then came the woman in the 
dawning of the day, and fell down at 
the door of the man’s house where her 

27 lord was, till it was light. And her lord 
rose up in the morning, and opened the 
doors of the house, and went out to go 
his way: and, behold, the woman his 
concubine was fallen down at the door 
of the house, with her hands upon the 

28 threshold. And he said unto her, Up, 
and let us be going; but none answered: 
then he took her up upon the ass; aud 
the man rose up, and gat him unto his 

29 place. And when he was come into 
his house, he took a knife, and laid hold 
on his coneubine, and divided her, 
Climb by limb, into twelve pieces, and 
sent her throughout all the borders of 

30israel. And it was so, that all that 
saw it said, There was no such deed 
done uor seen from the day that the 
children of Israel came up out of the 
land of Egypt unto this day: consider 
of it, take counsel, and speak. 

20 Then all the children of Israel went 
out, and the congregation was as- 
sembled as oue man, from Dan even 
to Beer-sheba, with the land of Gilead, 

2unto the Lorp at Mizpah. And the 
Tchiefs of all the people, Seven of all 
the tribes of Israel, presented them- 
selves in the assembly of the people of 
God, four hundred thousand footmen 

83that drew sword. (Now the children 
of Benjamin heard that the children of 
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| Ysrael were gone wp to Mizpah.) And 
the children of Israel said, Tell us, how 
was this wickedness brought to pass? 

4And the Levite, the husband of the 
woman that was murdered, answered 
and said, I came into Gibeah thai 
belongeth to Benjamin, I and my 
5 coneubine, to lodge. And the men of 
Gibeah rose agamst me, and beset 
the house round abont upon me by 
night; me they thought to have slain, 
and my concubine they forced, and she 
6is dead. And I took my concubme, and 
cut her in pieces, and sent her through- 
out all the country of the inheritance 
of Israel: for they have committed 
7lewdness and folly in Israel. Behold, 
ye children of Israel, all of youn, give 
8 here your advice and counsel. And all 
the people arose as one man, saying, We 
will not any of us goto his tent, neither 
will we any of ns turn unto his honse. 
9 But now this is the thing which we will 
do to Gibeah; we will go up against it 

LO by lot; and we will take ten men of an 
hundred throughont all the tribes of 
Israel, and an hundred of a thousand, 
and a thousand out of ten thousand, to 
fetch victual for the people, thai they 
may do, when they come to ! Gibeah of 
Benjamin, according to all the folly 

1ithat they have wrought in Israel. So 
all the men of Israel were gathered 
against the city, knit together as one 
nan. 

12 And the tribes of Israel sent men 
through all the 2tribe of Benjamin, 
saying, What wickedness is this that is 

13come to pass amony you? Now there- 
fore deliver up the men, the ®sons of 
4Belial, which are in Gibeah, that we 
may put them to death, and put away 
evilfrom Israel. But® Benjamin would 
not hearken to the voice of their 

14 brethren the children of Israel. And 
the children of Benjamin gathered 
themselves together out of the cities 
unto Gibeah, to go out to battle against 

15 the children of Israel. And the child- 
ren of Benjamin were numbered on 
that day out of the cities twenty and 
Ssix thousand men that drew sword, 
besides the imhabitants of Gibeah, 


which were numbered seven hundred, 


i6chosen men. Among all this people 
there were seven hundred chosen 
men lefthanded; every one could sling 
stones at an hair-breadth, and not miss. 
17 And the men of Israel, beside Benja- 
inin, were numbered four hundred thon- 


sand men that drew sword: all these | 


18 were men of war. And the children of 
Israel arose, and went up to Beth-el, 
and asked counsel of God; and they 
said, Who shall go up for us first to 
battle against the children of Benjamin? 

| And the Lorn said, Judah shall go up 
i9 first. And the children of Israel rose up 
| in the morning, and encamped against 





20 Gibeah. And the men of Israel went 
out to battle against Benjamm; and 
the men of Israel set the battle in 

2larray against them at Gibeah. And 
the children of Benjamin came forth 
out of Gibeah, and destroyed down to 
the ground of the Israelites on that day 

22 twenty and two thousand men. And the 
people, the men of Israel, enconraged 
themselves, and set the battle again 
in array in the place where they set 

23 themselves in array the firstday. (And 
the children of Israel went up and wept 
before the Lorp imtil even; and they 
asked of the Lorp, saymg, Shall I 
again draw nigh to battle against the 
children of Benjamin my brother? And 
the Lorp said, Go up against him.) 

24 And the children of Israel came 
near against the children of Benjamin 

25 the second day. And Benjamin went 
forth against them out of Gibeah the 
second day, and destroyed down to 
the ground of the children of Israel 
again eighteen thousand men; all 

26 these drew the sword. Then all the 
children of Israel, and all the peo- 
ple, went up, and came unto Beth-el, 
and wept, and sat there before the 
Lorp, and fasted that day until even; 
and they offered burnt offerings and 

27 peace offerings before the Lorp. And 
the children of Israel asked of the 
Lorp, (for the ark of the covenant of 

28 God was there in those days, and 
Phinehas, the son of Eleazar,.the son 
of Aaron, stood before it in those days,) 
saying, Shall I yet again go out to 
battle against the children of Benjamin 
my brother, or shall I cease? And the 
Lorp said, Go up; for to-morrow I 

29 will deliver him imto thine hand. And 
Israel set liers in wait against Gibeah 
round abont. 

30 And the children of Israel went up 
against the children of Benjamin. on 
the third day, and set themselves in 
array against Gibeah, as at other times. 

Bi And the children of Benjamin went out 
against the people, and were drawn 
away from the city; and they began 
to smite and kill of the people, as at 
other times, in the high ways, of which 
one goeth up to Beth-el, and the other 
to Gibeah, in the field, about thirty 

52men of Israel. And the children of 
Benjaiin sail, They are smitten down 
before us, as at the first. But the 
children of Israel said, Let us flee, and 
draw them away from the city unto the 

33 high ways. And all the men of Israel 
rose up out of their place, and set 
themselves inarray at Baal-tamar: and 
the liers im wait of Israel brake forth 
out of their place, even ont of 7Maareli- 

34geba. And there came over against 
Gibeah ten thousand chosen men out 
of all Israel, and the battle was sore: 
but they knew not that evil was 8close 
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jamin before Israel: and the children 
of Isracl destroyed of Benjamin that 
day twenty and five thousand and an 
hundred men: all these drew the sword. 
36 So the children of Benjamim saw that 
they were smitten: for the men of 
Israel gave place to Benjamin, be- 
canse they trusted unto the Hers in 
wait which they had set against Gib- 
37eah. And the liers in wait hasted, 
and rushed upon Gibeah; and the liers 
in wait drew themselves along, and 
smote all the city with the edge of the 
38 sword.

-the man was !afraid, and turned hinn- 
self: and, behold, a woman lay at his 
9feet. And he said, Who art thou? 
And she answered, I am Rnth thine 
handmaid: spread therefore thy skirt 
over thine handmaid; for thou art 2a 
10near kinsman. And he said, Blessed 
be thon of the Lorp, my daughter: 
thou hast shewed more kindness in 
the latter end than at the beginning, 
inasmuch as thou followedst not young 
11men, whether poor or rich. And now, 
my daughter, fear not; I will do to 
thee all that thou sayest: for all the 
3city of my people doth know that thou 
12Qart a virtnous woman. And now it is 
trne that lam a near kinsman: howbeit 
13 thereisa kmsman nearer than I. Tarry 
this night, and it shall be m the morn- 
ing, that if he will perform nnto thee 
the part of a kmsman, well; let him 
do the kinsman’s part: but if he will 
not do the part of a kinsman to thee, 
then will I do the part of a kins- 
man to thee, as the Lorp liveth: lie 
14down until the morning. And she lay 
at his feet util the mornmg: and 
she rose up before one could discern 
another. For he said, Let it not be 
known that the woman came to the 
15 threshing-floor. And he said, Bring 
the mantle that is wpon thee, and hold 
it; and she held it: and he measured 
six measures of barley, and laid it on 
16her: and the went into the city. And 
when she came to her mother in law, 
she said, > Who art thou, my danghter ? 
And she told her all that the man had 
17 done to her. And she said, These six 
measures of barley gave he me; for he 
Ssaid, Go not empty unto thy mother 
18in law. Then said she, Sit still, my 
danghter, nntil thou know how the 
matter will fall: for the man will not 
rest, until he have finished the thing 
this day. 

4 Now Boaz went up to the gate, and 
sat him down there: and, behold, the 
near kinsman of whom Boaz spake 
came by; unto whom he said, Ho, 
such a one! turn aside, sit down here. 
And he turned aside, and sat down. 

2 And he took ten men of the elders of 
the city, and said, Sit ye down here. 
3 And they sat down. And he said unto 
the near kinsman, Naomi, that is come 
again out of the country of Moab, 
selleth the parcel of land, which was 
4 our brother Elimelech’s: and I thought 
to 8clisclose it unto thee, saying, Buy 
it before them that sit here, and before 
the elders of my people. 1f thou wilt 
redeem it, redeem it: but if %thou 
wilt not redeem it, then tell me, that 
I may know: for there is none to 
redeem it beside thee; and I am after 
thee. And he said, I will redeem it. 


est the field of the hand of Naomi, 
thou must buy it also of Huth the 
Moabitess, the wife of the dead, to 
raise up the name of the dead upon 
6his inheritance. And the near kinsman 
said, I cannot redeem it for myself, 
lest I mar mine own inheritance: take 
thou my right of redemption on thee; 
7 for I eaunot redeem it. Now this was 
‘the custom in former time in Israel 
concerning redeeming and concerning 
exchanging, for to confirm all things; 
a man drew off his shoe, and gave it 
to his neighbonr: and this was the 
Smanner of attestation in Israel. So 
the near kinsinan said unto Boaz, Buy 
it for thyself. And he drew off his 
9shoe. And Boaz said unto the elders, 
and unto all the people, Ye are wit- 
nesses this day, that I have bought 
all that was Elimelech’s, and all that 
was Chilion’s and Mahlon’s, of the hand 
100f Naomi. Moreover Ruth the Moab- 
itess, the wife of Mahlon, have I pur- 
chased to be my wife, to raise up the 
name of the dead upon his inheritance, 
that the name of the dead be not cnt 
off from among his brethren, and 
from the gate of his place: ye are 
11 witnesses this day. And all the people 
that were in the gate, and the elders, 
said, We are witnesses. The Lorp 
make the woman that is come mto 
thine honse like Rachel and like Leah, 
which two did build the house of 
Israel: and do thou worthily in 
Ephrathah, and be famons im Beth- 
12lehem: and let thy house be hke the 
house of Perez, whom Tamar bare unto 
Judah, of the seed which the Lorp 
shall give thee of this young woman. 
18S0 Boaz took Ruth, and she became 
his wife; and he went in unto her, and 
the Lorp gave her conception, and she 
14 bare ason. And the women said unto 
Naomi, Blessed be the Lorp, which 
hath not left thee this day without a 
near kmsman, and let his name be 
15 famous in Israel. And he shall bs unto 
thee a restorer of life, and a nourisher 
of thme old age: for thy daughter in 
law, which loveth thee, which is better 
to thee than seven sons, hath borne 
16him. And Naomi took the child, and 
laid it in her bosom, and became 
17 nurse unto it. And the women her 
neighbours gave it a name, saying, 
There is a son born to Naomi; and 
they called his name Obed: he is 
the father of Jesse, the father of 
David. 
18 Now these are the generations of 
19 Perez: Perez begat Hezron; and Hez- 
ron begat Ram, and Ram begat Am- 
20 minadab; and Amminadab begat Nah- 
shon, and Nahshon begat !2Salmon; 
2land Salmon begat Boaz, and Boaz 
22 begat Obed; and Obed begat Jesse, 
and Jesse begat David. 
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1 Now there was a certain man of| 
Ramathaim-zophim, of the hill country 
of Ephraim, and his uname was Elka- 
nah, the son of Jeroham, the son of 
Elihu, the son of Tohu, the son of 

2 Zuph, an Ephraimite: and he had two 
wives; the name of the one was 
Hannah, and the name of the other | 
Peninnah: and Peninnah had children, 

3bnt Hannah had no children. And 
this man went up out of his city from | 
year to year to worship and to sacri- | 
tice nnto the Lorp of hosts in Shiloh. | 
And the two sons of Eli, Hophni and 
Phinehas, priests unto the Lorp, were 

4there. And when the day came that 
Elkanah sacrificed, he gave to Penin- 
nah his wife, and to all her sons and her 

5 daughters, portions: but unto Hannah 
he gave la double portion: for he loved 
Hannah, but the Lorp had shunt up her 

6womb. And her rival provoked her 
sore, for to make her fret, because 

7 the Lorn had shat up her womb, And 
ashe did so year by year, when she went 
np to the house of the Lorp, so she 
provoked her; therefore she wept, and 

8 did not eat. And Elkanah her husband 
said unto her, Hannah, why weepest 
thou? and why eatest then not? and 
why is thy heart grieved? am not I 

9better to thee than ten sons? So 
Hannah rose np after they had eaten 
in Shiloh, and after they had drunk. 
Now Eh the priest sat upon his seat by 
the door post of the temple of the Lorp. 

10 And she was in bitterness of soul, 
and prayed unto the Lorp, and wept 
1lsore. And she vowed a vow, and said, O 
Lorp of hosts, if thou wilt indeed look 
on the affliction of thine handmaid, 
and remember me, and not forget thine 
handmaid, but wilt give unto thine 
handmaid 2a man child, then I will 
give him unto the Lorp all the days of 
his life, and there shall no razor come 

12 upon his head. And it came to pass, 
as she continued praying before the 
Lorp, that Eli marked her mouth. 

13 Now Hannah, she spake im her heart; 
only her lips moved, but her voice was 
not heard: therefore Eli thought she 

14had been drunken. And Eli said unto 
her, How long wilt thou be drunken ? 

15 put away thy wine from thee. And 
Hannah answered aud said, No, my 
jord, I am a woman of a sorrowful 
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spirit: I have drunk neither wine nor 
strong drink, but I poured out my 
16 soul before the Lorp. Count uot thine 
handmaid for 3a danghter of 4Belial: for 
out of the abundance of my complaint 
and my provocation have I spoken 
17 hitherto. Then Eli answered and said, 
Goin peace: and the God of Israel grant 
thy petition that thou hast asked of 
18him. And she said, Let thy servant 
find grace in thy sight. So the woman 
went her way, and did eat, and her 
19 countenance was no more sad. And they 
rose up in the morning early, and wor- 
shipped before the Lorp, and returned, 
and came to their house to Ramah: 
and Elkanah knew Hannah his wife; 
20 and the Lorp remembered her. And 
it came to pass, when the time was 
come about, that Hannah conceived, 
and bare a son; and she called his 
name Samuel, saying, Because I have 
21 asked linn of the Lorp. And the man 
Elkanah, and all his house, went up 
to offer unto the Lorp the yearly 
22 sacrifice, and his vow. But Hannah 
went not up; for she said unto her 
husband, J will not go up until the 
child be weaned, and then I will bring 
hin, that he may appear before the 
93 Lorp, and there abide for ever. And 
Elkanah her husband said unto her, 
Do what seemeth thee good; tarry 
until thou have weaned him; only 
the Lorp establish his word. So the 
womau tarried and gave her son suck, 
24 until she weaned him. And when she 
had weaned him, she took him up 
with her, with ®three bullocks, and 
one cphah of meal, and a ®bottle 
of wine, and brought him unto the 
house of the Lorp in Shiloh: and the 
25 child was young. And they slew the 
bullock, and brought the child to Eh. 
26And she said, Oh my lord, as thy 
soul liveth, my lord, I am the woman 
that stood by thee here, praying unto 
27the Lorp. For this child I prayed; 
and the Lorp hath given me my 
28 petition which I asked of him: there- 
fore I also have 7granted him to the 
Lorp; as long as he liveth he is 
granted to the Lorp. Aud ®he wor- 
shipped the Lorp there. 
2, And Hannah prayed, and said: 
My heart exulteth in the Lorn, 
Mine horn is exalted in the Lorp: 
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My mouth is enlarged over mine 
enemies ; 
Because I rejoice in thy salvation. 
2 ‘There is none holy as the Lorp; 
Yor there is none beside thee: 
Neither is there any rock like our 
God. 
Talk no more so exceeding proudly ; 
Let not arrogancy come out of your 
mouth: 
lor the Lorp is a God of knowledge, 
1 And by him actions are weighed. 
4 he bows of the mighty men are 
broken, 
And they that stumbled are girded 
with strength. 
5 They that were full have hired out 
themselves for bread; 
And they that were hungry 2have 
ceased: 
Yea, the barren hath borne seven; 
And she that hath many children 
languisheth. 
6 The Lorp killeth, and maketh alive: 
He bringeth down to ®the grave, 
and bringeth up. 
7 The Lorp maketh poor, and inaketh 
rich: 
He bringeth low, he also lifteth up. 
8 Heraisethupthe poor out of the dust, 
He lifteth up the needy from the 
dunghill, 
To make them sit with princes, 
Aud inherit the throne of glory: 
Vor the pillars of the earth are the 
Lorp’s, 
And he hath set the world upon them. 
9 He will keep the feet of his tholy 
ones, 
But the wicked shall be put to 
silence in darkness; 
For by strength shall no man pre- 
vail. 
They that strive with the Lorp 
shall be broken to pieces; 
Against them shall he thunder in 
heaven: 
The Lorp shall judge the ends of 
the earth; 
And he shall give strength unto his 
king, 
And exalt the horn of his anointed. 
11 And Elkanah went to Ramah to his 
house. And the child did minister unto 
the Lorp before Eli the priest. 
12 Now the sons of Eh were sons of 
13% Belial; ‘they knew not the Lorp. And 
the custom of the priests with the peo- 
ple was, that, when any man offered 
sacrifice, the priest’s servant came, 
while the flesh was in seething, with 
a fleshhook of three teeth in his hand; 
14 and he struck it into the pan, or kettle, 
or caldron, or pot; all that the flesh- 
hook brought up the priest took ®there- 
with. So they did m Shiloh unto all 
15 the Israelites that came thither. Yea, 
before they burnt the fat, the priest’s

servant came, and said to the man that 





sacrificed, Give flesh to roast for the 
priest; for he will not have sodden 

16 flesh of thee, but raw. And if the man 
said unto him, They will surely burn 
the fat %presently, and then take as 
much as thy soul desireth; then “he 
would say, Nay, but thou shalt give it 
me now: and if not, I will take it by 

17 force. And the sin of the young meu was 
very great before the Lorp: for men 
abhorred the offering of the Lorn. 

18 But Samuel iministered before the 
Loxp, being a child, girded with a linen 

19ephod. Moreover his mother made him 
a little robe, and broughtit to him from 
vear to year, when she came up with 
her husband to offer the yearly sacrifice. 

20 And Eli blessed Elkanah and his wife, 
and said, The Lorp give thee seed of 
this woman !2for the loan which was 
lent to the Lorp. And they went un- 

2lto their own home. And the Lorp 
visited Hannah, and she conceived, and 
bare three sons and two daughters. 
And the child Samucl grew before the 
Lorp, 

22 Now Eli was very old; and he 
heard all that his sons did unto all Is- 
rael, and how that they lay with the 
women that 14 did service at the door of 

23 the tent of meeting. And he said unto 
them, Why doyesuch things? for I hear 
of your evil dealings from all this people. 

24 Nay, my sons; for it is no good report 
that I hear: ye make the Lorp’s peo- 

25 pletotransgress. If one mansin against 
another, 1©God shall judge him: but 
if a man sin against the Lorp, who 
shallintreat for him? Notwithstanding 
they hearkened not unto the voice of 
their father, because the Lorp would 

26 slay them. And the child Samuel grew 
on, and was in favour both with the 
Lorp, and also with men. 

27 And there came a man of God un- 
to Eh, and said unto him, Thus saith 
the Lorp, Did I reveal myself unto 
the house of thy father, when they were 
in Egypt "in bondage to Pharaoh’s 

28 house? 18 And did I choose him out of 
all the tribes of Israel to be my priest, 
to go up unto nine altar, to burn in- 
cense, to wear an ephod before me? 
“land did I give unto the house of thy 
father all the offerings of the children 

29o0f Israel made by fire? Wherefore 
“lkick ye at my sacrifice and at mine 
offering, which I have commanded in 
my habitation; and honourest thy 
sons above me, to make yourselves 
fat with the chiefest of all the offer- 

30ings of Israel my people? Therefore 
the Lorpb, the God cf Israel, saith, I 
said indeed that thy house, and the 
house of thy father, should walk be- 
fore me for ever: but now the Lorp 
saith, Be it far from me; for them that 
honour me I will honour, and they that 
despise me shall be lightly esteemed. 
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31 Behold, the days come, that I will cut off |} 12it shall tingle. 


thine arm, and the arm of thy father’s 
house, that there shall not be an old 

32 man in thine house. And thou shalt be- 
hold 1 the afiliction of my habitation, 
all the wealth which Cod shall give 
Israel: and there shall net be an old 

33man in thine house for ever, 2And 
the man of thine, whom I shall not 
eut off from mine altar, shall be to 
consume thine eyes, and to grieve 
thine heart: and all the increase of 
thine house shall die 8in the flower 

34o0f their age. And this shall be the 
sign unto thec, that shall come upon 
thy twe sons, on Hophni and Phine- 
has; in one day they shall die both of 

85them. And I will raise me up a faithful 
priest, that shall do according to that 
which is in mine heart and in my mind: 
and I will build him a sure house; and 
he shall walk before mine anointed for 

36ever. And it shall eome to pass, that 
every one that is left in thine house 
shall come and bow down te him for 
a piece of silver and a loaf of bread, 
and shall say, Put me, I pray thee, 
into one of the priests’ offices, that I 
may eat a morsel of bread. 

8 And the child Samuel ministered unto 
the Lorp befere Eh. And the word of 
the Lorp was ‘precious in those days; 

2there was no ®open vision. And it 
came to pass at that time, when Eh 
was laid down in his place, (now his 
eyes had begun to wax dim, that he 

3could not see,) and the lamp of God 
was not yet gone out, and Samuel 
was laid down to sleep, in the temple 
of the Lorp, where the ark of God 
4was; that the Lorp called Samuel: 

5 and he said, Heream I, And he ran 
unto Eli, and said, Here am I; for 
thou ecalledst me. And he said, I 
called not; lie down again. And he 

6went and lay down. And the Lorp 
called yet again, Samuel. And Samuel 
arose and went to Eli, and said, Here 
am I; for theu calledst me. And he 
answered, I called not, my son; lie 

7down again. Now Samuel did not yet 
know the Lorp, neither was the word 
of the Lorp yet revealed unto him. 

8 And the Lorp called Samuel again the 
third time. And he arese and went 
to Eli, and said, Here am I; for thou 
calledst me. And Eli perceived that the 

9 Lorp had called the child. Therefore 
Eli said unto Samuel, Go, lie down: 
and it shall be, if he call thee, that 
thou shalt say, Speak, Lorn; for thy 
servant heareth. So Samuel went and 

10lay down im his place. And the Lorp 
came, and stood, and called as at other 
times, Samnel, Samuel. Then Samuel 
said, Speak; for thy servant heareth. 

11 And the Lorp said to Samuel, Behold, 
I wiil do a thing in Israel, at which 


both the ears of every one that heareth 





In that day I will per- 
form against Eli all that I have spoken 
concerning his house, from the begin- 

13 ning even unto the end. For I have 
told him that I will judge his house 
for ever, for the iniquity which he 
knew, because his sons Sdid bring a 
curse upon themselves, and he re- 

14strained them not. And therefore I 
have sworn unto the house of Eli, 
that the iniquity of Eli’s house shall 
not be 7 purged with sacrifice nor offer- 

15ing for ever. And Samuel lay until 
the morning, and opened the doors of 
the house of the Lorp. And Samuel 

16 feared to shew Eli the vision. Then 
Eh called Samuel, and said, Samuel, 
my son. And he said, Here am I. 

17 And he said, What is the thing that 
the Lorp hath spoken unto thee? I 
pray thee hide it not from me: God 
do so to thee, and more also, if theu 
hide any thing from me of all the 

18 things that he spake unto thee. And 
Samuel told him every whit, and Ind 
nothing from him. And he said, It 
is the Lorp: let him do what seemeth 

19 him good. And Samuel grew, and the 
Lorp was with him, and did let none 

20 of his words fall to the ground. And 
all Israel from Dan even to Beer-sheba 
knew that Samuel was established to be 

21a prophet of the Lorp. And the Lorp 
appeared again in Shiloh: for the Lorp 
revealed himself to Samuel in Shiloh 

4 by the word of the Lorp. And the 
word of Samuel came to all Israel. 

Now Israel went out against the 
Philistines to battle, and pitched be- 
side 8Eben-ezer: and the Philistines 

2 pitched in Aphek, And the Philistines 
put themselves in array against Is- 
rael: and when %they joined battle, 
Israel was smitten before the Philis- 
tines: and they slew of the army in 
the field about four thousand men. 
3 And when the people were come into the 
camp, the elders of Israel said, Where- 
fore hath the Lorp smitten us to-day 
before the Philistines? Let us fetch 
the ark of the covenant of the Lorp out 
of Shiloh unto us, that it may come 
among us, and save us out of the hand 
4of our enemies. So the people sent to 
Shiloh, and they brought from thence 
the ark of the covenant of the Lorp of 
hosts, which 1/sitteth upon the cherub- 
im: and the two sons of Eli, Hophui 
and Phinehas, were there with the 
5 ark of the covenant of God. And wien 
the ark of the covenant of the Lorp 
came into the camp, all Israel shouted 
with a great shout, so that the earth 
6ranug again. And when the Philistines 
heard the noise of the shout, they said, 
What meaneth the noise of this great 
shout in the camp of the Hebrews? And 
they understood that the ark of the 
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the Philistines were afraid, for they 
said, God is come into the camp. And 
they said, Woe unto us! for there hath 

8 not been such a thing heretofore. Woe 
uuto us! who shall deliver us out of 
the hand of these mighty gods? these 
are the gods that smote the Egyptiaus 
with all manner of !plagues im the 

9 wilderness. Be strong, and quit your- 
selves like men, O ye Philistines, that 
ye be not servants unto the Hebrews, 
as they have been to you: quit your- 
10 selves like men, and fight. And the Phil- 
istines fought, and Israel was smitten, 
aud they fled every man to his tent: 
and there was a very great slaughter; 
for there fell of Israel thirty thousand 
ilfootmen. And the ark of God was 
taken; and the two sous of Eli, Hophni 
12and Phinehas, were slain. And there 
ran a man of Benjamin out of the 
2army, and came to Shiloh the same 
day with his clothes rent, and with 
13earth upon his head. And when he 
caine, lo, Eli sat npon his seat ?by the 
way side watching: for his heart trem- 
bled for the ark of God. And when 
the man came into the city, and told it, 
ldall the city cried out. And when Eli 
heard the noise of the crying, he said, 
What meaneth the noise of this tu- 
mult? And the man hasted, and came 
1I5and told Eh. Now Eli was ninety and 
eight years old; and his eyes were ‘set, 
16 that he could not see. And the man 
said unto Eh, I am he that came out 
of the ?army, and I fled to-day out 
of the 2army. And he said, How went 
17the matter, iny son? And he that 
brought the tidings answered and said, 
Israel is fled before the Philistines, and 
there hath been also a great slaugh- 
ter among the people, and thy two sons 
also, Hophni and Phinehas, are dead, 
1lgand the ark of God is taken. And 
it came to pass, when he made men- 
tion of the ark of God, that he fell 
from off his seat backward by the side 
of the gate, and his neck brake, and 
he died: for he was an old man, and 
heavy. And he had judged Israel forty 
19 years. And his daughter in law, Phi- 
nehas’ wife, was with child, near to be 
delivered: and when she heard the 
tidings that the ark of God was taken, 
ad that her father inlaw and her hus- 
band were dead, she bowed herself aud 
brought forth ; for her pains came upon 
20her. And about the time of her death 
the women that stood by her said mito 
her, Fear not; for thou hast brought 
forth a son. But she answered not, nei- 
21 ther did she regard it. And she named 
the child ®Ichabod, saying, The glory 

is departed from israel: because the 
ark of God was taken, and because of her 
And 
she said, The glory is departed from 
Israel; for the ark of God is taken. 








5 Now the Philistines had taken the 


ark of God, and they brought it from 

2 Eben-ezer unto Ashdod. And the Philis- 
tines took the ark of God, and brought 
it into the house of Dagon, aud set it 

3by Dagon. And when they of Ashdod 
arose early on the morrow, behold, 
Dagon was fallen Supon his face to 
the ground before the ark of the Lorp. 
And they took Dagon, and set him 

4in his place again. And when they 
arose early on the morrow morning, be- 
hold, Dagon was fallen Supon his face 
to the ground before the ark of the 
Lorp; and the head of Dagon and both 
the palms of his hands day cut off upon 
the threshold; only the stump of Dagon 

5 was left to him. Therefore neither the 
priests of Dagon, nor any that come into 
Dagon’s house, tread on the threshold 
of Dagon in Ashdod, unto this day. 

6 But the hand of the Lorp was heavy 
upon them of Ashdod, and he destroyed 
them, and smote them with 7tumours, 
Seven Ashdod and the borders thereof. 

7 And when the men of Ashdod saw that 
it was so, they said, The ark of the 
God of Israel shall not abide with us: 
for his hand is sore upon us, and upon 

8 Dagon our god. They sent therefore 
and gathered all the lords of the Philis- 
tines unto them, and said, What shall 
we do with the ark of the God of Israel? 
And they answered, Let the ark of the 
God of Israel be carried about unto 
Gath. And they carried the ark of 

9the God of Israel about thither. And 
it was so, that, after they had carried 
it about, the hand of the Lorp was 
against the city with a very great 
discomfiture: and he smote the men 
of the city, both small and great, and 

10tumours brake out upon them. So 
they sent the ark of God to Ekron. 
And it came to pass, as the ark of God 
came to Ekron, that the Ekronites 
cried out, saying, They have brought 
about the ark of the God of Israel to 

linus, to slay us and our people. They 
sent therefore aud gathered together 
all the lords of the Philistines, and 
they said, Send away the ark of the 
God of Israel, and let it go again to its 
own place, that it slay us not, and our 
people: for there was a deadly dis- 
comfiture throughout all the city; the 
hand of God was very heavy there. 

12 And the men that died not were smitten 
with the tumours: and the cry of the 
city went up to heaven. 

6 And the ark of the Lorp was in 
the %couutry of the Philistiues seven 

2months!9, And the Philistines called 
for the priests aud the diviners, saying, 
What shall we do with the ark of the 
Lorp? shew us wherewith we shall 

3send it to its place. And they said, If 
ye send away the ark of the God of 
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wise return him a ! guilt offering: then 
ye shall be healed, andit shall be known 

to you why his hand is not removed 
4from you. Then said they, What shall 
be the guilt offerimg which we shall 
return to him? And they said, Five 
golden tumours, and five golden mice, 
according to the uumber of the lords of 
the Philistines: for one plague was on 
52 you all, and on your lords. Wherefore 
ye shall make images of your tumours, 
and images of your mice that mar the 
land; and ye shall give glory unto the 
God of Israel: peradventure he will 
lighten his hand from off you, and from 
off your gods, and from off your land. 

6 Wherefore then do ye harden your 
hearts, as the Egyptians and Pharaoh 
hardened their llearts? when he had 

8 wrought wonderfully among them, did 
they net let 4the people go, and they 
7departed? Now therefore take and 
prepare you a new cart, and two mileh 
kine, on which there hath come no 
yoke, and tie the kine to the cart, and 

8 bring their calves home from them: and 
take the ark of the Lorp, and lay it 
upon the cart; and put the jewels 
of gold, which ye return him for a 
guilt offering, in a coffer by the side 
thereof; and send it away, that it may 
9go. And see, if it goeth up by the way 
of its own border to Beth-shemesh, 
then he hath done us this great evil: 
but if not, then we shall know that it 
is not his haud that smote ns; it was 
10a chance that happened to us. And 
the men did so; and took two mileh 
kine, and tied them to the cart, and 
11 shut up their calves at home: and they 
put the ark of the Lorp upon the cart, 
and the coffer with the mice of gold 
12 and the images of their tumours. And 
the kine took the straight way by the 
way to Beth-shemesh; they went along 
5the high way, lowing as they went, 
and turned not aside to the right hand 
or to the left; and the lords of the 
Philistines went after them unto the 
13 border of Beth-shemesh. And they 
of Beth-shemesh were reaping their 
wheat harvest in the valley: and they 
lifted up their eyes, and saw the ark, 
1Idand rejoiced to see it. And the cart 
came into the field of Joshua the Beth- 
shemite, and stood there, where there 
was a great stone: and they clave the 
wood of the eart, and offered up the 
kine for a burnt offering unto the Lorn. 
15 And the Levites took down the ark of 
the Lorp, and the coffer that was with 
it, wherein the jewels of gold were, and 
put them on the great stone: and the 
men of Beth-shemesh offered burnt 
offerings and sacrificed sacrifices the 
l6same day unto the Lorp. And when 
the five lords of the Philistines had seen 

it, they returned to Ekron the same day. 
17 And these are the golden tumours 











which the Philistines returned for a 
guilt offering unto the Lorp; for 
Ashdod one, for Gaza one, for Ashkelon 
one, for Gath one, for Wkron one; 

18 and the golden mice, according to the 
munber of all the cities of the Philis- 
tines belonging to the five lords, both 
of fenced cities and of country vil- 
lages: even unto the great ®stone, 
whereon they set down the ark of the 
Lorp, which stone remaineth unto this 
day in the field of Joshua the Beth- 

19shemite. 7And he smote of the men 
of Beth-sheiesh, because they had 
looked into the ark of the Lorp, even 
he smote of the people seventy men, 
and fifty thousand men: and the 
people mourned, because the Lorp 
had sinitten the people with a great 

20 slaughter. And the men of Beth- 
shemesh said, Who is able to stand 
before the Lorn, this holy God? and 

21to whom shall he go up from us? And 
they sent messengers to the inhabit- 
auts of Kiriath-jearim, saying, The 
Philistines have brought again the ark 
of the Lorp; come ye down, and feteh 

Tit up to you. And the men of Kiriath- 
jearim came, and fetched up the ark 
of the Lorp, and brought it into the 
house of Abinadab in ®the hill, and 
sanctified Eleazar his son to keep the 
ark of the Lorp. 

2 And it came to pass, from the day 
that the ark abode m Kiriath-jearim, 
that the time was long; for it was 
twenty years: and all the house of 
Israel %lamented after the Lorp. 

3And Samuel spake unto all the house 
of Israel, saying, If ye do return 
unto the Lorp with all your heart, 
then put away the strange gods and 
the Ashtaroth from ameng you, aud 
19prepare your hearts unto the Lorp, 
and serve him only: and he will de- 
liver you out of the hand of the Philis- 

4tines. Then the children of Israel did 
put away the Baalim and the Ash- 
taroth, and served the Lorp only. 

5 And Samuel said, Gather all Israel 
to Mizpah, and I will pray for yon 

Gunto the Lorp. And they gathered 
together to Mizpah, and drew water, 
and poured it out before the Lorn, and 
fasted on that day, and said there, We 
have sinned against the Lorp. And 
Sainuel judged the children of Israel 

7in Mizpah. And when the Philistines 
heard that the children of Israel were 
gathered together to Mizpah, the lords 
of the Philistines went up against Israel. 
And when the children of Israel heard 
it, they were afraid of the Philistines. 

SAnd the children of Israel said to 
Samuel, Cease not to cry wnto the 
Lorp our God for us, that he will save 
us out of the hand of the Philistines. 

9 And Samuel took a sucking lamb, and 
offered it for a whole burnt offermg 
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the Lorp for Israel; and the Lorp an- 
1Oswered him. And as Samuel was of- 
fering up the burnt offering, the Philis- 
tines drew near to battle against Israel: 
but the Lorp thundered with a great 
ithunder on that day upon the Philis- 
tines, and discomfited them; and they 
11 were smitten down before Israel. And 
the men of Israel went ont of Mizpah, 
and pursued the Philistines, and smote 
them, until they came under Beth- 
/12car. Then Samuel took a stone, and 
set it between Mizpah and Shen, and 
called the name of it 2? Eben-ezer, say- 
ing, Hitherto hath the Lorp helped 
13us. So the Philistines were subdued, 
and they came no more within the 
border of Israel: and the hand of the 
Lorp was against the Pinlistines all 
1l4the days of Samuel. And the cities 
which the Philistines had taken from 
Israel were restored to Israel, from 
Ekron even unto Gath; and the border 
thereof did Israel deliver out of the 
hand of the Philistines. And there was 
peace between Israel and the Amorites. 
15 And Samuel judged Israel all the days 
16 of his life. And he went from year to 
year in circuit to Beth-el, and Gilgal, 
and Mizpah; and he judged Israel in all 
17 those places. And his return was to 
Ramah, for there was his house; and 
there he judged Israel: and he built 
there an altar unto the Lorp. 
8 And it came to pass, when Samnel was 
old, that he made his sons judges over 
2Israel. Now the name of his firstborn 
was Joel; and the name of his second, 
Abijah: they werejudgesin Beer-sheba. 
3 And his sons walked not in his ways, 
but turned aside after lucre, and took 
bribes, and perverted judgement. 
4 Then all the elders of Israel gathered 
themselves together, and came to Sam- 
5 uel unto Ramah: and they said unto him, 
Behold, thou art old, and thy sons walk 
not in thy ways: now make us a king to 
6 judge us like all the nations. But the 
thing displeased Samuel, when they 
said, Give us a king to judge us. And 
7 Samuel prayed unto the Lorp. And 
the Lorp said unto Samuel, Hearken 
unto the voice of the people in all that 
they say unto thee: for they have not 
rejected thee, but they have rejected 
me, that [should not be king over them. 
8 According to all the works which they 
have done since the day that I brought 
them up out of Egypt even unto this 
day, in that they have forsaken ime, 
and served other gods, so do they also 
9unto thee. Now therefore hearken 
unto their voice: howbeit thou shalt 
protest solemnly unto them, and shalt 
shew them the manner of the king that 
shall reign over them. 
10 And Samuel told all the words of the 
Lorp unto the people that asked of him 
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I. SAMUEL. 
unto the Lorp: and Samuel cried umto | lla king. And he said, This will be the 


manner of the king that shall reign 
over you: he will take your sons, 
and appoint them unto him, *for his 
chariots, and to be his horsemen; and 

12 they shall run before his chariots: and 
he will appoint them unto him for 
captains of thousands, and captains 
of fifties; and he will set some to plow 
his ground, and to reap his harvest, 
and to make his instruments of war, 
and the instruments of his chariots. 

13 And he will take your daughters to be 
4ceonfectionaries, and to be cooks, and 

And he will take your 
fields, and your vineyards, and your 
oliveyards, even the best of them, 

15and give them to his servants. And 
he will take the tenth of your seed, 
and of your vineyards, and give to his 

16 5officers, and to his servants. And 
he will take your menservants, and 
your maidservants, and your goodliest 
Syoung men, and your asses, and put 

17them to his work. He will take the 
tenth of your flocks: and ye shall 

18 be his servants. And ye shall cry out 
in that day because of your king which 
ye shall have chosen yon; and the 
Lorp will not answer you in that day. 

19 But the people refused to hearken un- 
to the voice of Samuel; and they said, 
Nay; but we will have a king over us; 

20 that we also may be like all the nations; 
and that our king may judge us, and 
go out before us, and fight our battles. 

21 And Samuel heard all the words of the 
people, and he rehearsed them m the 

22 ears of the Lorp. And the Lorp said 
to Samuel, Hearken unto then voice, 
and make them a king. And Samuel 
said unto the men of Israel, Go ye 
every man unto his city. 

9 Now there was a man of Benjamin, 
whose name was Kish, the son of Abiel, 
the son of Zeror, the son of Becorath, 
the son of Aphiah, the son of a Ben- 

2jamite,a mighty man of 7valour. And 
he had a son, whose name was Saul, a 
Syoung man and a goodly: and there 
was not among the children of Israel a 
goodlier person than he: from hisshoul- 
ders and upward he was higher than 

3any of the people. And the asses of 
Kish Saul’s father were lost. And Kish 
said to Saul his son, Take now one of 
the servants with thee, and arise, go 
4seek the asses. And he passed through 
the hill country of Ephraim, and passed 
through the land of Shahshah, but they 
found them not: then they passed 
through the land of Shaalim, and there 
they were not: and he passed through 
the land of the Benjamites, but they 

5 found them not. When they were come 
to the land of Zuph, Saul said to his 
servant that was with him, Come and 
let us return ; lest my father leave caring 
for the asses, and take thought for us. 
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6 And hesaid unto him, Beliold now, there 
is in this city a man of God, and he is 
a man that is held in honour; all that 
he saith cometh surely to pass: now let 
us go thither; peradventure he can tell 
us concerning our journey whereon 
7we go. Then said Saul to his servant, 
But, behold, if we go, what shall we 
bring the man? for the bread is spent 
in our vessels, and there is not a 
present to bring to the man of God: 
8what have we? And the servant an- 
swered Saul again, and said, Behold, I 
have in my hand the fourth part of a 
shekel of silver: that will I give to 
the man of God, to tell us our way. 
9(Beforetime in Israel, when a man 
went to inquire of God, thus he said, 
Come and let us go to the seer: for 
he that is now called a Prophet was 
10 beforetime called a Seer.) Then said 
Saul to his servant, Well said; come, 
let ns go. So they went unto the city 
11 where the man of God was. As they 
went up the ascent to the city, they 
found young maidens going out to draw 
water, and said unto them, Is the seer 
12here? And they answered them, and 
said, He is; behold, he zs before thee: 
make haste now, for he is come to-day 
into the city; for the people have a 
13 sacrifice to-day in the high place: as 
soou.as ye be come into the city, ye 
shail straightway find him, before he 
go up to the high place to eat: for the 
people will not eat until he come, be- 
cause he doth bless the sacrifice; and 
afterwards they eat that be bidden. 
Now therefore get you up; for at this 
14time ye shall find him. And they 
went up to the city; and as they came 
within the city, behold, Samuel came 
out agamst them, for to go np to the 
high place. 
15 Now the Lorp had revealed unto 
Samuel a day before Saul came, saying, 
16 To-morrow about this time I will send 
thee a man out of the land of Ben- 
jamin, and thou shalt anoint him to be 
2prince over my people Israel, and he 
shall save my people out of the hand of 
the Philistines: for I have looked upon 
my people, because their cry is come 
17unto me. And when Samuel saw Saul, 
the Lorp ®said unto him, Behold the 
man tof whom I spake to thee! this 
same shail have authority over my 
18 people. Then Saul drew near to Samuel 
in the gate, and said, Tell me, I pray 
19 thee, where the seer’s house is. And 
Samuel answered Saul, and said, I am 
the seer; go up before me unto the high 
place, for ye shall eat with me to-day: 
and in the morning I will let thee go, 
and will tell thee ali that is in thine 
20 heart. And as for thine asses that were 
lost three days ago, set not thy mind on 
them; for they are found. And ‘for 
whom is all that is desirable in Israel? 
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21 house? And Saul answered and said, 
Am not I a Benjamite, of the smailest 
of the tribes of Israel? aud my family 
the least of all the famihes of the © tribe 
of Benjamin? wherefore then speakest 

22 thou to me after this manner? And 
Samuel took Saul and his servant, and 
brought them into the guest-chamber, 
and made them sit im the chiefest place 
among them that were bidden, which 

23 were about thirty persons. And Samu- 
el said unto the cook, Bring the por- 
tion which I gave thee, of which I said 

24unto thee, Set it by thee. And the 
cook took up the ‘thigh, and that which 
was upon it, and set it before Saul. 
And Samuel said, Behold that which 
hath been reserved! set it before thee 
and cat; because unto the appointed 
time hath it been kept for thee, ®for 
I said, I have invited the people. So 
Saul did eat with Samuel that day. 

25 And when they were come down from 
the high place into the city, 9he com- 
muned with Saul upon the housetop. 

26 And they arose early: and it came to 
pass about the spring of the day, that 
Samuel called to Saul on the housetop, 
saying, Up, that Imay send thee away. 
And Saul arose, and they went out 
both of them, he and Samuel, abroad. 

27 As they were going down at the end 
of the city, Samuel said to Saul, Bid 
the servant pass on before us, (and 
he passed on,) but stand thou still at 
this time, that I may cause thee to 

10 hear the word of God. Then Samuel 
took the vial of oil, and poured it upon 
his head, and kissed hin, and said, Is 
it not that the Lorp hath anointed 
thee to be prince over his inheritance ? 

2 When thou art departed from me to- 
day, then thon shalt find two men by 
Rachel's sepulchre, in the border of 
Benjamin at Zelzah; and they will say 
nnto thee, The asses which thou went- 
est to seek are found: and, lo, thy father 
hath left the care of the asses, and 
taketh thought for you, saying, What 

3shall Ide formy son? Then shalt thou 
go on forward from thence, and thou 
shalt come to the !°oak of Tabor, and 
there shall meet thee there three men 
going up to God to Beth-el, one carrying 
three kids, and another carrying three 


Ts it not for thee, and for all thy father’s 








loaves of bread, and another carrymg | 


4a bottle of wine: and they will salute 
thee, and give thee two loaves of bread; 
which thou shalt receive of thei hand. 
5 After that thou shalt come to !2the hill 
of God, where is the garrison of the 
Philistines: and it shall come to pass, 
when thou art come thither to the city, 
that thou shalt meet a band of prophets 
coming dewn from the high place with 
a psaltery, and a timbrel, and a pipe, 
and a harp, before them ; and they shail 
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Lorp willcome mightily upon thee, and 
thou shalt prophesy with them, and 
7 shalt be turned mto another man. And 
1let it be, when these sigus are come 
unto thee, 2that thou do as occasion 
8 serve thee; for God is with thee. And 
thou shalt go down before me to Gilgal; 
and, behold, I will come down uuto 
thee, to offer burnt offermgs, and to 
sacrifice sacrifices of peace offerings : 
seven days shalt thou tarry, till 1 come 
unto thee, and shew thee what thou 
9shalt do. And it was so, that when he 
had turned his back to go froin Samu- 
el, God gave him another heart: and 
all those sigus caine to pass that day. 

10 And when they came thither to 4the 
hill, behold, a band of prophets met 
him; and the spirit of God came 
mightily upon him, and he prophesied 

llamong them. And it came to pass, 
when all that knew him beforetime saw 
that, behold, he prophesied with the 
prophets, then the people said one to 
another, What is this that is come un- 
to the son of Kish? Is Saul also ainong 

12the prophets? Aid one of the same 
place answered and said, And wlio is 
their father? Therefore it became a 
proverb, Is Saul also among the pro- 

13 phets? And when he had made an end 
of prophesying, he came to the high 
place. 

14 And Saul’s uncle said unto him 
and to his servant, Whither went ye? 
And he said, To seek the asses: and 
when we saw that they were not found, 

15 we came to Samuel. And Saul’s uncle 
said, Tell me, I pray thee, what Samuel 

16said unto you. And Saul said unto 
his uncle, He told us plainly that the 
asses were found. But concerning the 
matter of the kingdom, whereof Samu- 
el spake, he told him not. 

17 And Samuel called the people to- 

18 gether unto the Lorp to Mizpah; and 
he said unto the children of Israel, 
Thus saith the Lonp, the God of Israel, 
I brought up Israel out of Egypt, and 
I delivered you out of the land of the 
Egyptians, and out of the hand of all 

19 the kingdoms that oppressed you: but 
ye have this day rejected your God, 
who himself saveth you out of all your 
calamities and your distresses; and ye 
have said unto him, Nay, but set a 
king over us. Now therefore present 
yourselves before the Lorp by your 

20 tribes, and by your thousands. So 
Samuel brought all the tribes of Israel 
near, and the tribe of Benjamin was 

2itaken. And he brought the tribe of 
Benjamin near by their families, and 
the family of the Matrites was taken >: 
and Saul the son of Kish was taken; 
but when they sought him, he could 

22not be found. Therefore they asked 
of the Lorn further, ®Is there yet a 
man to come hither? And the Lorp 
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answered, Behold, he hath hid himself 

23 among the stuff. And they ran and 
fetched him thence; and when he 
stood among the people, he was higher 
than any of the people from his shoul- 

24ders and upward. And Samuel said 
to all the people, See ye him whom 
the Lorp hath chosen, tliat there is 
none like lim among all the people? 
And all the people shouted, and said, 
7God save the king. 

25 Then Samuel told the people the 
manuer of the kingdom, and wrote 
it in 8a book, and laid it up before 
the Lorp. And Samuel sent all the 
people away, every man to his house. 

26 And Saul also went to his house to 
Gibeah; and there went with him the 
Xhost, whose hearts God had touched. 

27 But certain !°sons of 11 Belial said, How 
shall this man save us? And they de- 
spised him, and brought him no pre- 
seit. 12But he held his peace. 

11 Then Nabash the Ammonite came 
up, and encamped against Jabesh- 
gilead: and all the men of Jabesh 
said unto Nahash, Make a covenant 

2 with us, and we will serve thee. And 
Nahash the Ammonite said unto them, 
On this condition will I make it with 
you, that all your right eyes be put out; 
and I will lay it for a reproach upon 

3all Israel. And the elders of Jabesh 
said unto him, Give us seven days’ 
respite, that we may seid messengers 
unto all the borders of Israel: and 
then, if there be none to save ns, we 

4 will come out to thee. Then came the 
messengers to Gibeah of Saul, and 
spake these words in the ears of the 
people: and all the people lifted up 

5 their voice, and wept. And, behold, 
Saul came following the oxen out of 
the field; and Saul said, What aileth 
the people that they weep? And they 
told him the words of the men of 

6Jabesh. And the spirit of God came 
mightily upon Saul when he heard 
those words, and his anger was kindled 

7 greatly. And he took a yoke of oxen, 
and cut them in pieces, aud sent them 
throughout all the borders of Israel 
by the hand of messengers, saying, 
Whosoever cometh not forth after Saul 
and after Samuel, so shall it be done 
unto his oxen. And }8the dread of the 
Lorn fell on the people, and they 

S8came out as one man. And he num- 
bered them in Bezek; and the children 
of Israel were three hundred thousand, 
and the men of Judah thirty thousand. 

9And they said mto the messengers 
that eame, Thus shall ye say unto the 
men of Jabesh-gilead, To-morrow, by 
the time the sum is hot, ye shall have 
deliverance. And the messengers came 
and told the men of Jabesh; and they 

10 were glad. Therefore the men of Ja- 

besh said, To-morrow we will come out 
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wnito you, and ye shail do with us all 

11that seemeth good unto you. And it 
was so on the morrow, that Saul put 
the people in three companies; and 
they eame into the midst of the camp 
in the morning wateh, and smote the 
Ammonites until the heat of the day: 
and it came to pass, that they which 
remained were scattered, so that two 

12o0f them were not left together. And 
the people said unto Samuel, Who is 
he that said, Shall Saul reign over us? 
bring the men, that we may put them 

13 to death. And Saul said, There shall 
not a man be put to death this day: 
for to-day the Lorp hath wrought 
1deliverance in Israel. 

14 Then said Sammel to tho people, 
Come and let us go to Gilgal, and re- 

15new the kingdom there. And all the 
people went to Gilgal; and there they 
made Saul king before the Lorp in 
Gilgal; and there they sacrificed sacri- 
fices of peaee offermgs before the 
Lorp; and there Saul and all the men 
of Israel rejoiced greatly. 

12 And Samuel said nnto all Israel, Be- 
hold, [have hearkened unto your voice 
in all that ye said nnto me, and have 

2made a king over you. 
hold, the king walketh before you: and 
I am old and grayheaded; and, behold, 
my sons are with you: and I have 
walked before yon from my youth 

Here I am: witness 
against me before the Lorp, and be- 
fore his anointed: whose ox have I 
taken? or whose ass have I taken? 
or whom have I defrauded? whom 
have I oppressed? or of whose hand 
have I taken a ransom °to blind mime 
eyes therewith? and I will restore it 

4you. And they said, Thou hast not 
defrauded us, nor oppressed us, neither 
hast thon taken aught of any man’s 
Shand. And he said unto them, The 
Lorp is witness against you, and his 
anointed is witness this day, that ye 
have not found aught in my hand. 
6And they said, He is witness. And 
Samuel said unto the people, It is the 
Lorp that ‘appointed Mosesand Aaron, 
and that brought your fathers up ont 
7of the land of Egypt. Now therefore 
stand still, that I may plead with you 
before the Lorp coneerning all the 
righteous aets of the Lorp, which he 
8 did to you and to your fathers. When 
Jacob was come into Egypt, and your 
fathers eried unto the Lorn, then the 
Lorp sent Moses and Aaron, who 
brought forth your fathers out of 
Egypt, and made them to dwell in this 
9plaee. But they forgat the Lorp their 
God, and he sold them into the hand 
of Sisera, captain of the host of Hazor, 
and into the hand of the Philistines, 
and into the hand of the king of Moab, 
10and they fought against them. And 


And now, be- 


3unto this day. 





they eried unto the Lorn, and said, 
We have sinned, because we have for- 
saken the Lorp, and have served the 
Baalim and the Ashtaroth: but now 
deliver ns out of the hand of our 
11 enemies, and we will serve thee. And 
the Loxp sent Jerubbaal, and © Bedan, 
and Jephthah, and Samuel, and de- 
livered you out of the hand of your 
enemies on every side, and ye dwelled 
12in safety. And when ye saw that 
Nahash:the king of the children of 
Ammon came against yon, ye said 
unto me, Nay, but a king shall reign 
over us: when the Lorp your God was 
18 your king. Now therefore behold the 
king whom ye have chosen, and whom 
ye have asked for: and, behold, the 
14Lorp hath set a king over you. If 
ye will fear the Lorp, and serve him, 
and hearken unto his voiee, and not 
rebel against the commandment of the 
Lorp, Sand both ye and also the king 
that reigneth over you be followers of 
15the Lorp your God, well: but if ye will 
not hearken unto the voice of the Lorp, 
but rebel against the commandment of 
the Lorp, then shall the hand of the 
Lorp be against you, 7as it was against 
16your fathers. Now therefore stand 
still and see this great thing, which 
17 the Lorp will do before your eyes. Is 
it not wheat harvest to-day ? 
eall unto the Lorp, that he may send 


thunder and rain; and ye shall know 


and see that your wickedness is great, 


which ye have done in the sight of 
18 the Lorp, in asking you a king. So 


Samuel ealled unto the Lorn; and the 
Lorp sent thunder and rain that day: 


and all the people greatly feared the 
19 Lorp and Samuel. And all the people 
said unto Samuel, Pray for thy serv- 
ants unto the Lorp thy God, that we 
die not: for we have added unto all 
our sins this evil, to ask us a king. | 
20 And Samuel said unto the people, Fear 


not: ye have indeed done all this evil: 
yet turn not aside from following the 


Lorp, but serve the Lorp with all 


21 your heart; Sand turn ye not aside: 


for then should ye go after vain things 
which cannot profit nor deliver, for 
For the Lorp will not 
forsake his people for his great name’s 


22 they are vain. 


sake: beeause it hath pleased the Lorp 
to make you a people unto himself. 
25 Moreover as for me, God forbid that 
I should sin against the Lorp in ceas- 
ing to pray for you: but I will instruct 
you in the good and the right way. 
24 Only fear the Lorn, and serve him in 
truth with all your heart: for consider 
how great things he hath done for yon. 
25 But if ye shall still do wickedly, ye 


shall be eonsumed, both ye and your 


king. 
13 Sanl was [thirty] years old when 
he began to reign; and he reigned 
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hast not kept that which the Lorp | 


2two years over Israel. And Saul chose 
him three thousand men of Israel; 
whereof two thousand were with Saul 
in Michmash and in the mount of 
Beth-el, and a thousand were with 
Jonathan in Gibeah of Benjamm: and 
the rest of the people he sent every 

3man to his tent. And Jonathan smote 
the garrison of the Philistines that was 
in Geba, and the Philistines heard of 
it. And Saul blew the trumpet through- 
ont all the land, saying, Let the He- 

4 brews hear. And all Israel heard say 
that Saul had smitten the garrison of 
the Philistines, and that Israel also 
was had in abomination with the Phil- 
istines. And the people were gathered 
together after Saul to Gilgal. 

5 And the Philistines assembled them- 
selves together to fight with Israel, 
thirty thousand chariots, and six thou- 
sand horsemen, and people as the sand 
which is on the sea shore in multi- 
tude: and they came up, and pitched 
in Michmash, eastward of Beth-aven. 

6 When the men of Israel saw that they 
were in a strait, (for the people were 
distressed,) then the people did hide 
themselves in .caves, and m thickets, 
and in rocks, and in lholds, and in 

72pits. Now some of the Hebrews had 
gone over Jordan to the land of Gad 
and Gilead; but as for Saul, he was 
yet in Gilgal, and all the people fol- 
lowed him trembling. 

8 And he tarried seven days, according 
to the set time that Samuel had ap- 
pointed: but Samuel came not to 
Gilgal; and the people were scattered 

9from him. And Saul said, Brg hither 
the burnt offering to me, and the 
peace offerings. And he offered the 

10burnt offering. And it came to pass 
that, as soon as he had made an end 
of offering the burnt offering, behold, 
Saniuel came; and Saul went out to 
meet him, that he might *salute him. 
11 And Samnuel said, What hast thou 
done? And Saul said, Because I saw 
that the people were scattered from 
me, and that thou camest not within 
the days appointed, and that the Philis- 
tines assembled themselves together 
12at Michmash; therefore said I, Now 
will the Philistines come down upon 
me to Gilgal, and I have not mtreated 
the favour of the Lorn: I foreed my- 
self therefore, and offered the burnt 

13 offering. Aud Samuel said to Saul, 
Thou hast done foolishly: thon hast 
not kept the commandment of the 
Lorp thy God, which he commanded 
thee: for now would the Lorp have 
established thy kingdom upon Israel 

14for ever. But now thy kingdom shall 

not continue: the Lorp hath songht 
hin a man after his own heart, and 
the Lorp hath appointed him to be 





prince over his people, because thou 


commanded thee. 

15 And Samuel arose, and gat him up 
from Gilgal unto Gibeah of Benjamin. 
And Sanl numbered the people that 
were present with him, about six 

16 hundred men. And Saul, and Jonathan 
his son, and the people that were pre- 
sent with them, abode in Geba of Ben- 
jamin: but the Philistines encamped 

17in Michmash. And the spoilers came 
out of the camp of the Philistines in 
three companies: one company turned 
unto the way that leadeth to Ophrah, 

18 unto the land of Shnal: and another 
company turned the way to Beth-horon: 
and another company turned the way of 


13. 





the border that looketh down upon the 
valley of Zeboim toward the wilderness. 
19 Now there was no smith found 
throughout all the land of Israel: for 
the Philistines said, Lest the Hebrews 
20make them swords or spears: but all 
the Israelites went down to the Philis- 
tines, to sharpen every man his share, 
and his coulter, and his axe, and his 
21 mattock; 4yet they had a file for the 
mattocks, and for the coulters, and for 
the forks, and for the axes; and to set 
22 the goads. So it came to pass in the 
day of battle, that there was neither 





sword nor spear found in the hand of 
any of the people that were with Saul 
and Jonathan: but with Saul and with 

23 Jonathan his son was there found. And 
the garrison of the Philistines went 
out unto the pass of Michmash. 

14 Nowitfell upon a day, that Jonathan 
the son of Saul said unto the young 
man that bare his armour, Come and 
let us go over to the Philistines’ gar- 
rison, that is on yonder side. But he 

2told not his father. And Saul abode 
in the uttermost part of Giheah under 
the pomegranate tree which is in 
Migron: and the people that were 
with him were about six hundred 
3men; and Ahijah, the son of Ahitub, 
Ichabod’s brother, the son of Phinehas, 
the son of Eli, the priest of the Lorp 
in Shiloh, wearing an ephod. And 
the people knew not that Jonathan 
4was gone. And between the passes, 
by which Jonathan sought to go over 
unto the Philistines’ garrison, there 
was a rocky crag on the one side, and 
a rocky crag on the other side: and the 
name of the one was Bozez, and the 
5name of the other Seneh. The one 
crag rose up on the north in front of 
Michmash, and the other on the south 
6in front of Geba. And Jonathan said 
to the young man that bare his armonr, 
Come and let us go over unto the 
garrison of these wneireumcised: it 
may be that the Lorp will work for us: 
for there is no restraint to the Lorp 
7to save by many or by few. And his 
armourbearer said unto him, Do all 
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hold I am with thee according to thy 
Sheart. Then said Jonathan, Behold, 
We will pass over unto the men, and 
we will discover ourselves unto them. 

0 1f they say thus unto us, Tarry until we 
eome to yous; then we will stand still 
in our place, and will not go up unto 
10them. But if they say thus, Come up 
unto us; then we will go up: for the 
Lorp hath delivered them into our 
hand: and this shall be the sign unto 
Illus. And both of them discovered them- 
selves unto the garrison ef the Phihs- 
tines: and the Philistines said, Behold, 
the Hebrews eome ferth out of the 
holes where they had hid themselves. 
12 And the men of the garrison answered 
Jonathan and his armourbearer, and 
said, Come up to us, and we will shew 
you a thing. And Jonathan said unto 
his armourbearer, Come up after me: 
for the Lorp hath delivered them 
13 into the hand of Israel. And Jonathan 
elimbed up upon his hands and upon 
his feet, and his armourbearer after 
lim: and they fell before Jonathan; 
and his armourbearer slew them after 
l4him. And that first slaughter, whieh 
Jonathan and his armourbearer made, 
was about twenty men, within as it 
were Jhalf a furrow’s length in an aere 
15 of land. And there was a trembling in 
the camp, in the field, and among all 
the people ; the garrison, and the spoil- 
crs, they also trembled: and the earth 
quaked; so there was 2an exceeding 
16 great trembling. And the watehmen 
of Saul in Gibeah of Benjamin looked ; 
and, behold, the multitude melted a- 
way, and they went hither and thither. 
17 Then said San] unto the people that 
were with him, Number now, and see 
who is gone from us. And when they 
had numbered, behold, Jonathan and 
his armourbearer were not there. 
18 And Saul said unto Ahijah, ?Bring 
hither the ark of God. For the ark of 
God was there at that time 4 with the 
19ehildren of Israel. And it came to 
pass, while Saul talked unto the priest, 
that the tumult that was in the camp 
of the Philistines went on and in- 
ereased: and Saul said unto the priest, 
20 Withdraw thine hand. And Saul and 
all the people that were with him were 
gathered together, and eame to the 
battle: and, beheld, every man’s sword 
was against his fellow, and there was 
2la very great discomfiture. Now the 
Hebrews that were with the Philis- 
tines as beforetime, whieh went up 
with them into the eamp °from the 
country round about; even they also 
turned to be with the Israelites that 
22 were with Saul and Jonathan. Like- 
wise all the men of Israel whieh had 
hid themselves in the hill eountry of 
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Philistines fled, even they also followed 
23 hard after them in the battle. So the 
TLorp saved Israel that day: and the 
24 battle passed over by Beth-aven. And 
the men of Israel were distressed that 
day: but Saul adjured the people, say- 
ing, Cursed be the man that catcth 
any food until it be evening, and I be 
avenged on mine enemies. So none of 
25 the people tasted food. And all 7the 
people eame into the forest; and there 
26was honey upen the ground. And 
when the people were come unto the 
forest, behold, the honey dropped: but 
no man put his hand to his mouth; for 
27 the people feared the oath. But Jona- 
than heard not when his father eharged 
the people with the oath: wherefore 
he put forth the end of the rod that 
was in his hand, and dipped it in the 
honeycomb, and put his hand to his 
mouth; and his eyes were enlightened. 
23 Then answered one of the people, and 
said, Thy father straitly eharged the 
people with an oath, saying, Cursed 
be the man that eateth food this day. 
29 And the people were faint. Then said 
Jonathan, My father hath troubled the 
land: see, 1 pray you, how mine eyes 
have been enlightened, beeause I 
30 tasted a little of this honey. How 
mueh more, if haply the people had 
eaten freely to-day of the spoil ef their 
enemies whieh they found? 9for now 
hath there been no great slaughter 
31 among the Philistines. And they smote 
of the Philistines that day from Mich- 
mash to Aijalon: and the people were 
32 very faint. And the people flew upon 
the spoil, and took sheep, and oxen, 
and calves, and slew them on the 
ground: and the people did eat them 
33 with the blood. Then they told Saul, 
saying, Behold, the people sim agamst 
the Lorp, in that they cat with the 
blood. And he said, Ye have dealt 
treacherously: roll a great stone unto 
34me this day. And Saul said, Disperse 
yourselves among the people, and say 
unto them, Bring me hither every 
man his ox, and every man his sheep, 
and slay them here, and eat; and sin 
not against the Lorp in eating with the 
blood. And all the people brought 
every man his ox with him that night, 
35 and slew them there. And Saul built an 
altar unto the Lorp: the same was the 
first altar that he built nnto the Lorp. 
36 And Saul said, Let us go down after 
the Philistines by night, and spoil them 
until the morning light, and let us not 
leave aman of them. And they said, 
Do whatsoever seemeth good unto thee. 
Then said the priest, Let us draw 
87near hither unto God. And Saul 
asked counsel of God, Shall I go down 
after the Philistines ? wilt thou deliver 
them into the hand of Israel? But 


Ephraim, when they heard that the! 38he answered him not that day. And 
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Saul said, Draw nigh: hither, all ye 
Peier of the people: and know and see 
wherein this sin hath been this day. 

59 Vor, as the Lorp liveth, which saveth 
Israel, though it be in Jonathan my 
son, he shall surely die. But there was 
not aman among all the people that 

40 answered him. Then said he unto all 
Israel, Be ye on one side, and I and 
Jonathan my son will be on the other 
side. And the people said unto Saul, 
Do what seemeth good unto thee. 

41 Therefore Saul said unto the Lorp, the 
God of Israel, 2Shew the right. And 
Jonathan and Saul were taken by lot: 

42 but the people escaped. And Saul said, 
Cast lots between me and Jonathan my 

43son. And Jonathan was taken. Then 
Saul said to Jonathan, Tell me what 
thou hast done. And Jonathan told 
him, and said, I did certainly taste a 
little honey with the end of the rod that 
was in mine hand; and, lo, I must die. 

44 And Saul said, God do sv and more 
also: for thou "shalt surely die, Jona- 

45than. And the people said unto Saul, 
Shall Jonathan die, who hath wrought 
this great salvation in Israel? God for- 
bid: as the Lorn liveth, there shall not 
one hair of his head fall to the ground ; 
for he hath wrought with God this day. 
So the people 3rescued Jonathan, that 

Then Saul went up from 

following the Philistines: and the Phil- 

is{ines went to their own place. 

Now when Saul had taken the king- 
dom over Israel, he fought against all 
his enemies on every side, against 
Moab, and agaist the children of Am- 
mon, andagainst Edom, and agaist the 
kings of Zobah, and agaist the Phihs- 
tines: and whithersoever he turned 
48 himself, 4he vexed them. And he did 

valiantly, and smote the Amalekites, 
and delivered Israel out of the hands 
of them that spoiled them. 

49 Now the sons of Saul were Jonathan, 
and Ishvi, and Malchi-shua: and the 
names of his two daughters were these ; 
the name of the firstborn Merab, and 

50 the name of the younger Michal: and 
the name of Saul’s wife was Ahmoam 
the danghter of Abhimaaz: and the 
name of the captain of his host was 
Abner the son of Ner, Saul’s mele. 

| 515 And Kish was the father of Saul; and 
Ner the father of Abner was the son 
of Abiel. 

52 Aud there was sore war against the 
Philistines all the days of Saul: and 
when Saul saw any mighty man, or any 
valiant man, he ®took him unto him. 

15 And Samuel said unto Saul, The Lorp 
sent me to anoint thee to be king over 
his people, over Israel: now therefore 
hearken thou unto the voice of the 

2words of the Lorp. Thus saith the 

Lorp of hosts, I 7have marked that 
which Amalek did to Israel, how he 





set himself against him in the way, 

3 when he came up out of Egypt. Now 
go and smite Amalek, and ®utterly 
destroy all that they have, and spare 
them not; but slay both man and 
woman, infant and suckling, ox and 
sheep, camel and ass. 

4 And Saul summoned the people, and 
numbered them in Telaim, two hund- 
red thousand footmen, and ten thou- 

Ssand men of Judah. And Saul came 
to the city of Amalek, and %laid wait 

Gin the valley. And Saul said unto the 
Kenites, Go, depart, get you down 
from among the Amalekites, lest I 
destroy you with them: for ye shewed 
kindness to all the children of Israel, 
when they came up out of Egypt. 
So the Kenites departed from among 

7the Amalekites. And Saul smote the 
Amalekites, from Havilah as thou 
goest to Shur, that is before Egypt. 

SAnd he took Agag the king of the 
Amalekites alive, and utterly destroyed 
all the people with the edge of the 

GS sword. But Sauland the people spared 
Agag, and the best of the sheep, and of 
the oxen, and of the fatlings, and the 
lambs, and all that was good, and 
would not §utterly destroy them: but 
every thing that was vile and refuse, 
that they destroyed utterly. 

10 Then came the word of the Lorp 
Ilunto Samuel, saying, It repenteth 
me that I have set up Saul to be 
king: for he is turned back from 
following me, and hath not performed 
my commandments. And Samuel was 
wroth ; and he cried mto the Lorp all 
J2night. And Samuel rose early to meet 
Saul in the morning; and it was told 
Saimuel, saying, Saul came to Carmel, 
and, behold, he set him up a 1monu- 
ment, andis goue about, and passed on, 
I3 and gone down to Gilgal. And Samu- 
el came to Saul: and Saul said unto 
him, Blessed be thou of the Lorp: I 
have performed the commandment of 
l4the Lorp. And Samuel said, What 
meaneth then this bleating of the sheep 
in mine ears, and the lowing of the oxen 
15 which IL hear? And Saul said, They have 
brought them from the Amalekites: for 
the people spared the best of the sheep 
and of the oxen, to sacrifice unto the 
Lorp thy God; and the rest we have 
16 Uutterly destroyed. Then Samuel said 
unto Saul, Stay, and I will tell thee what, 
the Lorp hath said to me this night. 
17 And he said unto him, Say on. And 
Samuel said, 12 Though thou wast little 
in thine own sight, wast thou not made 
the head of the tribes of Israel? And 
the Lorp anointed thee king over Is- 
18rael; and the Lorp sent thee on a 
journey, and said, Go and atterly de- 
stroy the smners the Amalekites, and 
fight agamst them until they be con- 
19sumed. Wherefore then didst thou 
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not obey the voice of the Lorn, but 
didst fly upon the spoil, and didst that 
whieh was evilin the sight of the Lonrp ? 

20 And Ssnl said unto Samuel, Yea, 1 
have obeyed the voice of the Lorpb, and 
have gone the way which the Lorp 
sent me, and have bronght Agag the 
king of Amalek, and have ! utterly de- 

21 stroyed the Amalekites. But the people 
took of the spoil, sheep and oxen, the 
chief of the devoted things, to sacrifice 

22 nnute the Lorp thy God in Gilgal. And 
Samuel said, Hath the Lorpas great de- 
lightin burnt offerings and sacrifices, as 
in obeying the voice of the Lorp? Be- 
hold, to obey is better than sacrifice, and 

23to hearken than the fat of rams. For 
rebellion is as the sin of 2witcheraft, 
and stubbornness is as 3idolatry and 
4teraphiin. Beeanse thou hast rejected 
the word of the Lorn, ho hath also re- 

24 yected thee from being king. And Saul 
said unto Samuel, I have sinned: for I 
have transgressed the commandnent 
of the Lorp, and thy words: because 
I feared the people, and obeyed their 

25 voice. Now therefore, I pray thee, par- 
don my sin, and turn again with me, that 

26 I may worship the Lorp. And Samuel 
said unto Saul, I will not return with 
thee: for thou hast rejected the word of 
the Lorp, and the Lorp hath rejected 

27 theefrom being king over Israel. Andas 
Samuel turned about to goaway, he laid 
hold upon the skirt of his robe, and it 

283 rent. And Samuel said unto him, The 
Lorp hath rent the kingdom of Isra- 
el from thee this day, and hath given 
it toa neighbour of thine, thatis better 

29than thon. And also the Strength of 
Israel will not he nor repent: for he is 

80 not a man, that he shonld repent. Then 
he said, 1 have sinned: yet honour me 
now, L pray thee, before the elders of 
my people, and before Israel, and turn 
again with me, that I may worship 

31 the Lorp thy God. So Samuel furned 
again after Saul; and Saul worshipped 
the Lorp. 

32 Then said Samuel, Brmg ye hither to 
me Agag the king of the Amalekites. 
And Agag came unto him delicately. 
And Agag said, Surely the bitterness 

33 of death is past. And Samuel said, As 
thy sword hath made women childless, 
so shall thy mother be childless among 
women. And Samuel hewed Agag in 
pieces before the Lorp in Gilgal. 

34 Then Samuel went to Ramah; and 
Saul went up to his house to Gibeah of 

35 Saul. And Samuel came no more to see 
Saul until the day of his death; ‘for 
Samuel mourned for Saul: and the 
Lorp repented that he had made Saul 
king over Israel. 

16 And the Lorp said unto Samuel, How 
long wilt thou mourn for Saul, seeing L 
have rejected him from being king over 
Israel? fill thine horn with oil, and go, 
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J will send thee to Jesse the Beth-lehem- 
ite: for [have provided me aking among 
2his sons. And Sanmel said, How can J 
go? if Saul hear it, he will kill me. Aud 
the Lorp said, Take an heifer with thee, 
and say, Iam come to sacrifice to the 
3Lorp. And call Jesse to the sacrifice, 
and I will shew thee what thou shalt do: 
and thou shalt anoint uuto me him 
4whom J name unto thee. And Samuel 
did that whieh the Lorp spake, and 
eame to Beth-lehem. And the elders of 
the erty came to meet him trem)ling, 
5 and said, Comest thou peaceably ? And 
he said, Peaceably: T am come to sacri- 
fice untothe Lorp: sanctify yourselves, 
‘and eome with ine to the sacrifice. And 
he sanctified Jesse and his sons, and 
6called them to the sacrifice. And it 
came to pass, when they were come, 
that he looked on® Eliab, and said, Sure- 
ly the Lory’s anointed is before hin. 
7 But the Lorp said unto Samuel, Look 
not on his countenance, or on the height 
of his stature; because I have rejected 
him: for the Lorn seeth not as man 
seeth; for man looketh on the outward 
appearanee, but the Lorp looketh on 
Sthe heart. Then Jesse called Abina- 
dab, aud made him pass before Samnel. 
And he said, Neither hath the Lorp 
9chosen this. Then Jesse made 9 Sham- 
mah to pass by. And he said, Neither 
10 hath the Loxp chosen this. And Jesse 
made seven of his sons to pass before 
Samnel. And Samuel sail unto Jesse, 
11 The Lorp hath not chosen these. And 
Samuel sail unto Jesse, Are here all 
thy children? And he said, There re- 
maineth yet the yonngest, and, behold, 
he keepeth the sheep. And Samuel 
said unto Jesse, Send and fetch him: 
for we will not sit 1°down till he came 
I2hither. And he sent, and brought him 
in. Now he was rnddy, and withal " of 
a beantifnl conuntenanee, and goodly to 
look upon. And the Lorp said, Arise, 
13anomt him: for this is he. Then 
Samuel took the horn of oil, and anoint- 
ed him in the midst of his brethren: and 
the spirit of the Lorp came mightily 
npon David from that day forward. So 
Samuel rose up, and went to Ramah. 
14 Now the spirit of the Lorp had de- 
parted from Saul, and an evil spirit 
15from the Lorp troubled him. And 
Saul’s servants said unto him, Behold 
now, an evil spirit from God troubleth 
16thee. Let our lord now command thy 
servants, which are before thee, to 
seek out a man who is a cunning 
player on the harp: and it shall come 
to pass, when the evil spirit from God 
is upon thee, that he shall play with 
17 his hand, and thou shalt be well. And 
Sanl said unto his servants, Provide 
me now a man that can play well, and 
18 bring him tome. Then answered one 
of the young men, and said, Behold, I 
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have seen a son of Jesse the Beth- 
lehemite, that is cunning in playing, 
and a mighty man of valour, and a man 
of war, and } prudent in speech, and a 
comely person, and the Lorp is with 

19him, Wherefore Saul sent messengers 
unto Jesse, and said, Send me David thy 

20 son, which is with the sheep. And Jesse 
took an ass luden with bread, and a 
3 bottle of wine, and a kid, and sent them 

21 by David his son unto Saul. And David 
came to Saul, and stood before him: and 
he loved him greatly; and he became 

22his armourbearer. And Sanl sent to 
Jesse, saying, Let David, 1 pray thee, 
stand before me; for he hath found 

23 favour in my sight. And it came to 
pass, when the evil spirit from God was 
upon Saul, that David took the harp, 
and played with his hand: so Saul was 
refreshed, and was well, and the evil 
spirit departed from him. 

17 Now the Philistines gathered together 
their armies to battle, and they were 
gathered together at Socoh, which be- 
longeth to Judah, and pitched between 
Socoh and Azekah, in Ephes-dammin. 

2And Saul and the men of Israel were 
gathered together, and pitched in the 
vale of 4Elah, and set the battle m 
3 array against the Philistines. And the 
Philistines stood on the mountain on 
the one side, and Israel stood on the 
mountain on the other side: and there 
4was a valley between them. And there 
went out a champion out of the camp 
of the Philistines, named Goliath, of 
Gath, whose height was six cubits and 
5a span. And he had an helmet of 
brass upon his head, and he was clad 
with a coat of mail; and the weight 
of the coat was five thousand shekels 
6 of brass. And he had greaves of brass 
upon his legs, and a 5javelin of brass 
7 between his shoulders. And the °staff 
of his spear was like a weaver’s beam; 
and his spear’s head weighed six 
hundred shekels of iron: and his shield- 
8 bearer went before him. And he stood 
aud cried unto the 7armies of Israel, 
and said unto them, Why are ye come 
out to set your battle in array? am 
not I a Philistine, and ye servants to 
Saul? choose you a mau for you, and 
9 let him come down tome. If he be able 
to fight with me, and kill me, then will 
we be your servants: but if I prevail 
against him, and kill him, then shall ye 

10 be our servants, and serve us. And the 
Philistine said, I defy the armies of 
Israel this day; give me a man, that we 

ll may fight together. And when Saul 
and all Israel heard those words of the 
Philistine, they were dismayed, and 
greatly afraid. 

12 9 Now David was the son of that Eph- 

rathite of Beth-lehem-judah, whose 

name was Jesse; and he had eight sons: 


and the man was an old man in the days 














of Sanl, stricken iz years among men. 
13 And the three eldest sons of Jesse had 
gone after Saul to the battle: and the 
names of his three sons that went to the 
battle were Eliab the firstborn, and next 
unto him Abinadab, and the third Sham- 
14mah. And David wasthe youngest: and 
15 the three eldest followed Saul. Now Da- 
vid went to and fro from Saul to feed his 
16 father’s sheep at Beth-lehem. And the 
Philistine drew near morning and even- 
ing, and presented himself forty days. 
17 And Jesse said unto David his son, 
Take now for thy brethren an ephah of 
this parched corn, and these ten loaves, 
and carry them quickly to the camp 
18to thy brethren; and bring these ten 
cheeses unto the captain of their thou- 
sand, and look how thy brethren fare, 
19 and take their pledge. Now Saul, and 
they, and all the men of Israel, 1° were 
in the vale of Elah, fighting with -the 
20 Philistines. And David rose up early 
in the morning, and left the sheep with 
a keeper, and took, and went, as Jesse 
had commanded him; and he came to 
the !' place of the wagons, as the host 
which was going forth to the }’fight 
21 shouted for the battle. And Israel and 
the Philistines put the battle in array, 
22 army against army. And David left his 
baggage in the hand of the keeper of the 
baggage, and ran to the army, and came 
23 and saluted his brethren. And as he 
talked with them, behold, there came 
up the champion, the Philistine of Gath, 
Goliath by name, out of the ranks of the 
Philistines, and spake according to the 
same words: and David heard them. 
24 And all the men of Israel, when they 
saw the man, fled from him, and were 
25sore afraid. And the men of Israel 
said, Have ye seen this man that is 
come up? surely to Sdefy Israel is he 
come up: and it shall be, that the 
man who killeth him, the king will 
enrich him with great riches, and will 
give him his daughter, and make his 
26father’s house free in Israel. And 
David spake to the men that stood by 
him, saying, What shall be done to the 
man that killeth this Philistme, and 
taketh away the reproach from Israel? 
for who is this uncircumcised Philistine, 
that he should 8defy the armies of the 
27living God? And the people answered 
him after this manner, saying, So shall 
it be done to the man that killeth him. 
28 And Eliab his eldest brother heard 
when he spake unto the men; and Ehi- 
ab’s anger was kindled against David, 
and he said, Why art thou come down ? 
and with whom hast thou left those few 
sheep in the wilderness? I know thy 
pride, aud the nanghtiness of thine 
heart; for thou art come down that thou 
29 mightest see the battle. And David said, 
What have I now done? °Ts there not 
30a cause? And he tnrned away from him 
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toward another, aud spake after the 
same manner: and the people answered 
him again after the former manner. 
31 And when the words were heard which 
David spake, they rehearsed them be- 
82 fore Saul; and he sent for him. And 
David said to Saul, Let no inan’s heart 
fail }becanse of him; thy servant will 
38 go and fight with this Philistine. And 
Saul said to David, Thou art not able 
to go against this Philistine to fight 
with him: for thou art but a youth, and 
34he aman of war from his youth. And 
David said unto Saul, Thy servant kept 
his father’s sheep; 2and when there 
eame a lion, or a bear, and took a lamb 
35 out of the floek, I went out after him, 
and smote him, and delivered it out of 
his mouth: and when he arose against 
me, I caught him by his beard, and 
36 smote him, and slew him. Thy servant 
smote both the lion and the bear: and 
this uneirenmeised Philistine shall be 
as one of them, seeing he hath ®defied 
37 the armies of theliving God. And David 
said, The Lorp that delivered me out of 
the paw of thelion, and ont of the paw of 
the bear, he will deliver me out of the 
hand of this Philistine. And San said 
nuto David, Go, and the Lorp shall be 
38 with thee. And Saul clad David with his 
apparel, and he put an helmet of brass 
upou his head, and he elad him with a 
39 coat of mail. And David girded his sword 
upon his apparel, and he assayed to go; 
for he had not proved it. And David 
said unto Saul, I cannot go with these ; 
for I have not proved them. And 
40 David put them off him. And he took 
his statf in his hand, and chose him 
five smooth stones out of the +brook, 
and put them in the shepherd’s bag 
which he had, even in his scrip; and 
his sling was in his hand: and he drew 
41 near to the Philistine. And the Philis- 
tine came on and drew near unto 
David; and the man that bare the shield 
42 went before him. And when the Phil- 
istine looked about, and saw David, 
he disdained him: for he was but a 
youth, and ruddy, and withal of a fair 
43 countenanee. And the Philistine said 
unto David, Am I a dog, that thon 
eomest to me with staves? And the 
Philistine eursed David by his gods. 


44 And the Philistine said to David, Come | 


to me, and I will give thy flesh unto 
the fowls of the air, and to the beasts 
45 of the field. Then said David to the 
Philistine, Thon comest to me with a 
sword, and with a spear, and with a 
javelin: but Icome to thee in the name 
of the Lorp of hosts, the God of the 
arinies of Israel, which thou hast 3de- 
46fied. This day will the Lorp deliver 


thee into mine hand; and I will smite 
thee, and take thine head from off thee; 
and I will give the carcases of the host 
of the Philistines this day unto the 
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fowls of the air, and to the wild beasts 
of the earth; that all the earth may know 
47 that there is a God in Israel: and that 
all this assembly may kuow that the 
Lonrp saveth not with sword and spear: 
for the battle is the Lorp’s, and he will 
48 give you into our hand. And it came 
to pass, when the Philistine arose, and 
came and drew nigh to meet David, that 
David hastened, and ran toward the 
49 army to meet the Philistine. And Da- 
vid put his hand in his bag, and took 
thence a stone, and slang it, aud smote 
the Philistine in his forehead; and the 
stone sank into his forehead, and he fell 
50 upon his face to the earth. So David 
prevailed over the Philistine witha sling 
and with a stone, and smote the Philis- 
tine, and slew him; but there was no 
51 sword in the hand of David. Then Da- 
vid ran, and stood over the Philistine, 
and took his sword, and drew it ont of 
the sheath thereof, and slew him, and 
eut off his head therewith. And when 
the Philistines saw that their°champion 
52 was dead, they fled. And the men of 
Israel] and of Judah arose, and shouted, 
and pursned the Philistines, until thou 
comest to Gai, and to the gates of 
Ekron. And the womded of the Philis- 
tines fell down by the way to7Shaaraim, 
53even unto Gath, and unto Ekron. And 
the children of Israel returned from 
chasing after the Philistines, and they 
54 spoiled their camp. And David took 


the head of the Philistine, and brought | 


it to Jerusalem; but he put his armour 
in his tent. 

55 And when Saul saw David go forth 
against the Philistine, he said unto 
Ahner, the captain of the host, Abner, 
whose son is this youth? And Abner 
said, As thy soul liveth, O king, I 

56 cannot tell. And the king said, Inquire 

57 thou whose son the stripling is. And 
as David returned from the slaughter 
of the Philistine, Abner took him, and 
brought him before Sau] with the head 

58 of the Philistine in his hand. And Saul 


said to him, Whose son art thou, thou | 
young man? And David answered, I | 


am the son of thy servant Jesse the 
18 Beth-lehemite. Aud it came to pass, 
when he had made an end of speaking 
unto Saul, that the soul of Jonathan 
was knit with the soul of David, and 
Jonathan loved him as his own soul. 
2 And Saul took him that day, and would 
Jet him go no more home to his father’s 
3house. Then Jonathan and David 
made a covenant, hecause he loved 
4him as his own soul. And Jonathan 
stripped himself ot the robe that was 
upon him, and gave it to David, and 
his apparel, even to his sword, and to 
5 his bow, and to his girdle. And David 
Swent ont whithersoever Saul sent 
him, and ® behaved himself wisely: and 
Saul set him over the men of war, and 
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it was good in the sight of all the 
people, and also in the sight of Saul’s 
servants. 

6 Anditecame to passasthey came, when 
David returned from the slanghter of 
the } Philistine, that the women came 
out of all the cities of Israel, singing 
and dancing, to meet king Saul, with 
timbrels, with joy, and with ?instru- 

7 ments of music. And the women 3sang 
one to another in their play, and said, 

Saul hath slain his thousands, 
And David his ten thousands. 

8 And Saul was very wroth, and this say- 
ing displeased him; and he said, They 
have ascribed unto David ten thou- 
sands, and to me they have ascribed but 
thousands: and what can he have more 

9but the kmgdom? And Saul eyed Da- 
vid from that day and forward. 

10 And it came to pass on the morrow, 
that an evil spirit from God came 
mightily upon Saul, and he 4 prophesied 
in the midst of the house: and David 
played with his hand, as he did day by 
day: and Saul had his spear in his hand. 

11 And Saul cast the spear; for he said, 
I will smite David even to the wall. 
And David avoided out of his presence 

12twice. And Saul was afraid of David, 
because the LorD was with him, and was 

13 departed from Sanl. Therefore Saul re- 
moved him from him, and made him his 
captain over a thousand; and he went 

14 out and came in before the people. And 
David ®behaved himself wisely in all 
his ways; and the Lorp was with him. 

15 And when Saul saw that he behaved 
himself very wisely, he stood in awe of 

16him. But all Israel and Judah loved 
David; for he went out and came in 
before them. 

17 And Saul said to David, Behold, my 
elder daughter Merab, her will I give 
thee to wife: only be thou valiant for 
me, and fight the Lorn’s battles. For 
Saul said, Let not mine hand be upon 
him, but let the hand of the Philistines 

18 beupon him. And David saidunto Saul, 
Who am I, and * what is my life, or my 
father’s fainily in Israel, that I should 

19 be son in law to the king? Butit came 
to pass at the time when Merab Saul's 
daughter should have been given to 
David, that she was given unto Adriel 

20the Meholathite to wife. And Michal 
Saul’s daughter loved David: and they 
told Saul, and the thing pleased him. 

21And Saul said, I will give him her, 
that she may be a snare to him, and 
that the hand of the Philistines may be 
against him. Wherefore Saul said to 
David, Thou shalt this day be my son 
22in law a second time. And Saul com- 
maniled his servants, saying, Commune 
with David secretly, and say, Behold, 
the king hath delight in thee, and ali 
his servants love thee: now therefore 
23 be the king’s son in law. And Saul’s 
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servants spake those words in the ears 
of David. And David said, Seemeth 
it to you a light thing to be the king’s 
son in law, seeing that I am a poor 
24man, and lightly esteemed? And the 
servants of Saul told him, saying, On 
25this manner spake David. And Saul 
said, Thus shall ye say to David, The 
king desireth not any dowry, but an 
hundred foresknis of the Philistines, to 
be avenged of the king’s enemies. Now 
Saul thought to make David fall by 

26 the hand of the Philistines. And when 
his servants told David these words, it 
pleased David well to be the king’s son 
in law. And the days were not expired; 

27 and David arose and went, he and his 
men, and slew of the Philistines two 
hundred men; and David brought their 
foreskins, and they gave them in full 
tale to the king, that he might be the 
king’s son m Jaw. And Saul gave him 

28 Michal his daughter to wife. And Saul 
saw and Imew that the Lorp was with 
David; and Michal Saul’s daughter 

29 loved him. And Saul was yet the more 
afraid of David; and Saul was David’s 
enemy continually. 

30 Then the princes of the Philistines 
went forth: and it came to pass, as 
often as they went forth, that David 
Tbehaved himself more wisely than all 
the servants of Saul; so that his name 
was much 8set by. 

19 And Saul spake to Jonathan his son, 
and to all his servants, that they should 

2slay David. But Jonathan Saul’s son 
delighted much in David. And Jona- 
than told David, saying, Saul my father 
seexeth to slay thee: now therefore, I 
pray thee, take heed to thyself in the 
moruing, and abide in a secret place, 
3and hide thyself: and I will go ont 
and stand beside my father in the field 
where thou art, and I will commune 
with my father of thee; and if I see 
4anght, I will tell thee. And Jonathan 
spake good of David unto Saul his 
father, and said unto him, Let not the 
king sin against his servant, against 
David; because he hath not sinned 
against thee, and because his works 
5 have been to thee-ward very good: for 
he put his hfe in his hand, and smote 
the Philistine, and the Lorp wrought a 
great victory for all Israel: thou saw- 
est it, and didst rejoice: wherefore then 
wilt thou sin against innocent blood, to 
6slay David without a cause? And Saul 
hearkened unto the voice of Jonathan: 
and Saul sware, As the Lorp liveth, 
The shall not be put to death. And 
Jonathan called David, and Jonathan 
shewed hin all those things. And 
Jonathan brought David to Saul, and 
he was in his presence, as beforetime. 
8 And there was war again: and Da- 
vid went out, and fought with the 
Philistines, and slew them with a 
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great slaughter; and they fled before 
9him. And tan evil spirit from the Lorp 
was upon Saul, as he sat in his house 
with his spear in his hand; and David 

10 played with his hand. And Saul senght 
to smite David even to the wall with the 
spear; but he slipped away out of Saul’s 
presenee, aud he sinote the spear into 
the wall: and David fled, and eseaped 

11 that night. And Saul sent messengers 
nnto David’s house, to watch him, and 
to slay him in the morning: and Mi- 
chal David’s wife told hin, saying, If 
thou save not thy life to-night, to- 

12 mnorrew thou shalt be slain. So Michal 
let David down through the window: 
and he went, and fled, and eseaped. 

13 And Miehal took the teraphim, and 
laid it in the bed, and put a 2pillow of 
goats’ hair at the head thereof, and 

14 covered it with the elothes. And when 
Saul sent messengers to take David, 

15 she said, He is sick. And Saul sent 
the messengers to see David, saying, 
Bring him up to me in the bed, that I 

16may slay him. And when the messen- 
gers came in, behold, the teraphim was 
in the bed, with the 2pillow of goats’ 

17 hair at the head thereof. And Saul said 
unto Michal, Why hast thou deceived 
me thus, aud let mine enemy go, that 
he is eseaped? And Michal answered 
Saul, He said unto me, Let ine go; 
why should I kill thee? 

18 Now David fled, and escaped, and came 
to Samuel to Ramah, and told him all 
that Saul had done to him. And he and 

19 Samuel went and dwelt in Naioth. And 
it was told Saul, saying, Behold, David 

20is at Naioth in Ramah. And Saul sent 
messengers to take David: and when 
they saw the company of the prophets 
prophesying, and Samuel standing as 
head over them, the spirit of God eame 
upon the messengers of Saul, and they 

2lalso prophesied. And when it was told 
Saul, hesent other messengers, and they 
also prophesied. And Saul sent messen- 
gers again the third time, and they also 

22 prophesied. Then went he also to Ra- 
mah, and came to 2the great4well that is 
in Seeu: and he asked and said, Where 
are Samuel and David? And one said, 
Behold, they be at Naioth in Ramah. 

23 And he went thither to Naioth m Ra- 
mah: and the spirit of God came upon 
him also, and he went on, and prophe- 
sied, nntil he eame to Naioth in Ramah. 

24 And he also stripped off his clothes, and 
he also prophesied before Samuel, and 
5lay down naked all that day and all 
that night. Wherefore they say, Is 
Saul also among the prophets? 

20 And David fled from Naioth in Ra- 
mah, and came and said before Jona- 
than, What have I done? what is mine 
iniquity ? and what is my sin before thy 

2 father, that he seeketh my life? And 
he said unto him, God forbid; thou shalt 


_10would not I tell it thee? 
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net dic: behold, my father doeth no- 
thing either great or siall, but that he 
§liseloseth it unto me: and why should 
my father hide this thing from me? it 
3is not so. And David sware moreover, 
and said, Thy father knoweth well that 
I have found grace in thine eyes; and 
he saith, Let not Jonathan know this, 
lest he be grieved: but truly as tlie Lorp 
liveth, and as thy soul liveth, there is 
+ but astep between me and death. Then 
said Jonathan uute David, 7Whatso- 
ever thy soul 8desireth, I will even do 
5it for thee. And David said unto Jo- 
nathan, Behold, to-morrow is the new 
moon, and I should not fail to sit with 
the kmg at meat: but let me go, that 
I may hide myself im the field unto 
6 the third day at even. If thy father 
miss me at all, then say, David earn- 
estly asked leave of me that he might 
run to Beth-lehem his city: for it is the 
yearly sacrifice there for all the family. 
7 If he say thus, It is well; thy servant 
shall have peace: but if he be wroth, 
then know that evil is determined by 
Shim. Therefore deal kindly with thy 
servant; for thou hast brought thy sery- 
ant into a covenant of the Lorp with 
thee: but if there be m me iniquity, 
slay me thyself; for why shouldest thou 
9 bring me to thy father? And Jonathan 
said, Far beit from thee: for if I should 
at all know that evil were determined 
by my father to eome upon thee, then 
Then said 
David to Jonathan, Who shall tell me 
if perehanee thy father answer thee 
llroughly? And Jonathan said unto 
David, Come and let us go ont into 
the field. And they went out both of 
them imto the field. 
12 And Jonathan said unto David, The 


Lorp, the God of Israel, be witness; | 
when I have sounded my father about | 


this time to-morrow, or the third day, 
behold, if there be good toward David, 
shall I not then send unto thee, and 
13 diselose it unto thee? The Lorp do 
so to Jonathan, and more also, should 
it please my father to do theo evil, if 
I disclose it not unto thee, and send 
thee away, that thou mayest goin peace: 
and the Lorp be with thee, as he hath 
14been with my father. And thou shalt 
not only while yet I live shew me the 
kindness of the Lorp, that I die not: 
15 but also thou shalt not eut off thy kimd- 
ness from my house for ever: no, not 
when the Lorp hath eut off the ene- 
mies of David every one from the face 
16of the earth. So Jonathan made a 
covenant with the house of David, 
saying, And the Lorp shall require it 
17 at the hand of David’s enemies. And 
Jonathan eaused David to swear agai, 
9for the love that he had to him: for 
he loved him as he loved his own soul. 
18Then Jonathan said unto him, To- 
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morrow is the new moon: and thou 
shalt be missed, because thy seat will 
19 belempty. And when thou hast stayed 
three days, thon shalt go down 2 quickly, 
and come to the place where thou didst 
hide thyself ?when the business was 
iv hand, and shalt remain by 4 the stone 
20 Ezel. And I will shoot three arrows 
on the side thereof, as though I shot at 
21a mark. And, behold, I will send the 
lad, saying, Go, find the arrows. If I 
say unto the lad, Behold, the arrows 
are on this side of thee: take 5them, 
and come; for there is peace to thee 
22 and no hurt, as the Lorp hveth. But 
if I say thus unto the boy, Behold, the 
arrows are beyond thee: go thy way; 
for the Lorp hath sent thee away. 
23 And as touching the matter whiclz 
thou and I have spoken of, behold, 
the Lorp is between thee and me for 
ever, 
24 So David hid himself in the field: and 
when the new moon was come, the king 
25sat him down to eat meat. And the 
king sat npon his seat, as at other times, 
even upon the seat by the wall; and 
Jonathan stood up, and Abner sat by 
Saul’s side: but David’s place was 
26empty. Nevertheless Saul spake not 
any thing that day: for he thonght, 
Something hath befallen him, he is not 
27 clean; surely he is not clean. And it 
came to pass on the morrow after the 
new moon, which was the second day, 
that David's place was empty: and Saul 
said unto Jonathan his son, Wherefore 
cometh not the son of Jesse to meat, nei- 


| 28 ther yesterday, nor to-day? And Jona- 


than answered Saul, David earnestly 
asked leave of me to go to Beth-lehem: 
29 and he said, Let me go, I pray thee; for 
our family hath a sacrifice in the city; 
and my brother, he hath commanded 
me to be there: and now, if I have found 
favour in thine eyes, let me get away, 
I pray thee, and see my brethren. 
Therefore he is not come unto the 
30king’s table. Then Sanl’s anger was 
kindled against Jonathan, and he said 
unto him, Thon son of a perverse re- 
bellious woman, do not I know that 
{hon hast chosen the son of Jesse to 
thine own shame, and unto the shame 
31 of thy mother’s nakedness? For as 
long as the son of Jesse liveth upon the 
ground, thou shalt not be stablished, 
nor thy kingdom. Wherefore now send 
and fetch him nnto me, for he 7shall 
32surely die. And Jonathan answered 
Sanl his father, and said unto him, 
Wherefore should he be put to death? 
33 what hath he done? And Saul cast his 
spear at him to smite him: whereby 
Jonathan knew that it was determined 
34 of his father to put David to death. So 
Jonathan arose from the table in fierce 
anger, and did eat no meat the second 
day of the month: for he was grieved 


for David, becanse his father had done 
him shame. 
35 And it came to pass in the morning, 

that Jonathan went out into the field 

8at the time 2ppointed with David, and 
36 a little lad with him. And he said unto 
his lad, Run, find now the arrows which 


Tshoot. And as the lad ran, he shot an | 


37 arrow beyond him. And when the lad 
was come to the place of the arrow 
which Jonathan had shot, Jonathan 
cried after the lad, and said, Is not the 

38 arrow beyond thee? And Jonathan 
cried after the 1:d, Make speed, haste, 
stay not. Aud Jonathan’s lad gathered 
up the arrows, and came to his master. 

39 But the lad knew not any thing: only 
Jonathan and David knew the maiter. 

40 And Jonathan gave his weapons unto 
his lad, and said unto him, Go, carry 

41 them to the city. And as soon as the 
lad was gone, David arose out of a 
place toward the South, and fell on his 
face to the ground, and bowed himself 
three times: and they kissed one an- 
other, and wept one with another, until 

42 David exceeded. And Jonathan said 
to David, Go in peace, forasmuch as we 
have sworn both of us in the name of 
the Lorp, saying, The Lorp shall be 
between me and thee, and between my 
seed and thy seed, for ever. And he 
arose and departed: and Jonathan went 
into the city. 

21 Then came David to Nob to Ahimel- 
ech the priest: and Ahimelech eame 
to meet David trembling, and said 
unto him, Why art thon alone, and no 

2man with thee? And David said unto 
Alimelech the priest, The king hath 
commanded me a business, and hath 
said unto me, Let no man know any 
thing of the business whereabout I 
send thee, and what I have commanded 
thee: and I have appointed the young 
3men to such and such a place. Now 
therefore what is under thine hand? 
give me five loaves of bread in mine 
hand, or whatsoever there is present. 
4Aud the priest answered David, and 
said, There is no common bread under 
mine hand, but there is holy bread; if 
only the young men have kept them- 
5selves from women. And David an- 
swered the priest, and said unto him, 
Of a truth women have been kept from 
us about these three days; when I 
came out, the vessels of the young 
men were holy, !! though it was but a 
common journey; how much more 
then to-day shall their vessels be 
Gholy? So the priest gave him holy 
bread: for there was no bread there 
but the shewbread, that was taken 
from before the Lorn, to put hot bread 
in the day when it was taken away. 
7 Now a certain man of the servants of 
Saul was there that day, detained be- 
fore the Lorn; and his name was Doeg 
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the Edomite, the !ehiefest of the herd- 
8men that belonged to Sanl. And David 
said unto Ahimelech, And is there not 
here under thine hand spear or sword ? 
for I have neither brought my sword 
nor my weapons with me, because the 

9 king's business required haste. And 
the priest said, The sword of Goliath 
the Philistine, whoin thon slewest in 
the vale of 2Elah, behold, it is here 
wrapped in a cloth behind the ephod: 
if thou wilt take that, take it: for there 
is no other save that here. And David 
said, There is none like that; give it me. 

10 And David arose, and fled that day 

for fear of Saul, and went to Achish the 
liking of Gath. And the servauts of 
Achish said unto him, Is not this David 
the king of the land? did they not 
sing one to another of him in dauces, 
saying, 
Saul hath slain his thousands, 
And David his ten thousands ? 
12 And David laid up these words in his 
heart, and was sore afraid of Achish the 
13king of Gath. And he changed his be- 
haviour before them, and feigned hini- 
self mad in their hands, and ®scrabbled 
on the doors of the gate, and let his 

14 spittle fall down upon his beard. Then 

said Achish unto his servants, Lo, ye see 

the man is mad: wherefore then have 

15 ye brought him to me? Do I lack mad 

men, that ye have bronght this fellow 

to play the mad man in my presence ? 
shall this fellow come into my house ? 

22, David therefore departed thence, and 
escaped to the cave of Adullam: and 
when his brethren and all his father’s 
house heard it, they went down thither 

2to him. And every one that was in 
distress, and every one that was in 
debt, and every one that was ‘dis- 
contented, gathered themselves unto 
him; and he became captain over them: 
and there were with him about four 
hundred men. 

3 And David went thence to Mizpeh of 
Moab: and he said unto the king of 
Moab, Let my father and my mother, 
I pray thee, come forth, and be with 
you, till I know what God will do for 

4me. And he brought them before the 
king of Moab: and they dwelt with 
him all the while that David was in the 

5hold, And the prophet Gad said unto 
David, Abide not in the hold; depart, 
and get thee into the land of Judah. 
Then David departed, and came into 
the forest of Hereth. 

6 And Sanl heard that David was dis- 
eovered, and the men that were with 
him: now Saul was sitting in Gibeah, 
under the tamarisk tree®in Ramah, with 
hig spear in his hand, and all his serv- 

7ants were standing about him. And 
Saul said unto his servants that stood 
about him, Hear now, ye Benjamites; 
will the son of Jesse give every one of 
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you fields and vineyards, will he make 
you all captains of thousands and cap- 

8 tains of hundreds; that all of you have 
couspired against me, and Sthere is 
none that diseloseth to me when my son 
maketh a league with the son of Jesse, 
and there is none of you that is sorry 
for me, or discloseth unto ine that my 
son hath stirred up my servant against 
9me, to lie in wait, as at this day? Then 
answered Doeg the Edomite, which 
Wstood by the servants of Saul, and said, 

I saw the son of Jesse coming to Nob, 
10 to Ahimelech the son of Ahitub. And 
he inquired of the Lorp for hin, and 
gave him victuals, and gave him the 
11 sword of Goliath the Philistine. Then 
the king sent to call Ahimeleeh the 
priest, the son of Ahitub, and all his 
father’s house, the priests that were in 
Nob: and they came all of them to the 
Iking. And Saul said, Hear now, thou 
son of Ahitub. And he answered, Here 
131 ain, my lord. And Saul said unto him, 
Why have yeconspiredagainst me, thou 
and the son of Jesse, in that thou hast 
given him bread, and a sword, and hast 
mquired of God for him, that he should 
rise against me, to lie in wait, as at this 
14day? Then Ahimelech answered the 
king, and said, And who among all thy 
servants is so faithful as David, which 

is the king’s son in law, and is taken 
into thy council, and is honourable in 
15thine house? Have I to-day begun 
to inguire of God for him? be it far 
from me: let not the king impute any 
thing unto his servant, nor to all the 
house of my father: for thy servant 
knoweth nothing of all this, less or 
16more. And the king said, Thou shalt 
surely die, Ahimelech, thou, and all 
17thy father’s house. And the king 
said unto the guard that stood about 
him, Turn, and slay the priests of the 
Lorp; because their hand also is with 
David, and beeause they knew that 
he fled, and did not disclose it to me. 
But the servants of the king would 
not put forth their hand to fall upon 
18 the priests of the Lorp. And the king 
said to Doeg, Turn thou, and fall upon 
the priests. And Doeg the Edomite 
turned, and he fell upon the priests, and 
he slew on that day fourscore and five 
persons that did wear a linen ephod. 
19 And Nob, the city of the priests, smote 
he with the edge of the sword, both men 
and women, children and suckliigs, 
and oxen aid asses and sheep, with the 
20 edge of the sword. And one of the sons 
of Ahimelech the son of Ahitub, named 
Abiathar, escaped, and fled after David. 
21 And Abiathar told David that Saul had 
22slain the Lorp’s priests. And David 
said nnto Abiathar, I knew on that day, 
when Doeg the Edomite was there, 
that he would surely tell Saul: I have 
occasioned the death of all the persons 
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23 of thy father’s house. Abide thou 
with me, fear not; for he that seeketh 
my life secketh thy life: for with me 
thou shalt be in safeguard. 

23 And they told David, saying, Behold, 
the Philistines are fightmg against 
Keilah, and they rob the threshing- 

2floors. Therefore David inquired of 
the Lorp, saying, Shall I go and smite 
these Philistines? And the Lorp said 
unto David, Go, and smite the Philis- 

3 tines, and save Keilah. And David's 
men said unto him, Behold, we be 
afraid here in Judah: how much more 
then if we go to Keilah against the 

4armies of the Philistines? Then David 
inquired of the Lorp yet again. And 
the Lorp answered him and said, Arise, 
go down to Keilah; for I will deliver 

5 the Philistines into thine hand. And 
David and his men went to Keilah, 
and fought with the Philistines, and 
brought away their eattle, and slew 
them with a great slaughter. So David 
saved the inhabitants of Keilah. 

G And it eame to pass, when Abiathayr 
the son of Ahimelech fled to David to 
Keilah, that he eame down with an 

Vephod in his hand. And it was told 
Saul that David was eome to Keilah. 
And Saul said, God hath 1delivered 
him into mine hand; for he is shut in, 
by entering into a town that hath gates 

Sand bars. And Saul summoned all the 
people to war, to go down to Keilah, 

9to besiege David and his men. And 
David knew that Saul devised misehief 
against him; and he said to Abiathar 
the priest, Bring hither the ephod. 

10 Then said David, O Lorn, the God of 
Israel, thy servant hath surely heard 
that Saul seeketh to eome to Keilah, 

11 to destroy the city for my sake. Will 
the men of Keilah deliver me up into 
his hand? will Saul come down, as 
thy servant hath heard? O Lorp, the 
God of israel, I beseech thee, tell thy 
servant. And the Lorp said, He will 

12come down. Then said David, Will 
the men of Keilah deliver up me and 
my men into the hand of Saul? And 
the Lorp said, They will deliver thee 

-13np. Then David and his men, which 
were about six hundred, arose and de- 
parted out of Keilah, and went whither- 
soever they could go. And it was told 
Saul that David was escaped from 
Keilah; and he forbare to go forth. 

14 And David abode in the wilderness 
m the strong holds, and remained 
in the hill country in the wilderness 
of Ziph. And Saul sought him every 
day, but God delivered him not into 

15his hand. And David saw that Saul 
was eome out to seek his life: and 
David was in the wilderness of Ziph 

1Gin 2the wood. And Jonathan Saul’s 
s0n arose, and went to David into 
2the wood, and strengthened his hand 
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17in God. And he said unto him, Fear 
not: for the hand of Saul my father 
shall not find thee; and thou shalt 
be king over Israel, and I shall be 
next unto thee; and that also Saul my 

18 father knoweth. And they two madea 
covenant before the Lorp: and David 
abode in 2the wood, and Jonathan 

19 went to his house. Then eame up the 
Ziphites to Saul to Gibeah, saying, 
Doth not David hide himself with us in 
the strong holds in 2the wood, in the 
hill of Haehilah, whieh is on the south 

20 of ?the desert ? Now therefore, O king, 
eome down, aecording to all the desire 
of thy soul to come down; and our part 
shall be to deliver him up into the 

2lking’s hand. And Saul said, Blessed 
be ye of the Lorp; for ye have had 

22compassion on me. Go, I pray you, 
make yet more sure, and know and see 
lhiis place where his 4haunt is, and who 
liath seen him there: for it is told me 

23 that he dealeth very subtilly. See there- 
fore, and take knowledge of all the 
lurking places where he hideth himself, 
and come ye again to me >of a eertain- 
ty, and I will go with yon: and it shall 
come to pass, if he be in the land, that 
I will seareh him out among all the 

24 Sihousands of Judah. And they arose, 
and went to Ziph before Saul: but 
David and his men were in the wilder- 
ness of Maon, in the 7Arabah on the 

25 south of >the desert. And Saul and 
lis men went to seek him. And they 
told David: wherefore he eame down to 
the rock, and abode in the wilderness of 
Maon. And when Saul heard that, he 
pursued after David in the wilderness 

26 of Maon. And Saul went on this side of 
themonniain, and Davidand his menou 
that side of the mountain: and David 
made haste to get away for fear of Saul; 
for Saul and his men eompassed David 
and lis men round abont to take them. 

27 But there eame a messenger unto 
Saul, saying, Haste thee, and come; 
for the Philistines have made a raid 

28 upon the Jand. So Saul returned from 
pursuing after David, and went against 
the Philistines: therefore they ealled 

29 that plaee ®Sela-hammahlekoth. And 
David went up from thenee, and dwelt 
in the strong holds of En-gedi. 

24 And it came to pass, when Saul was 
returned from following the Philistines, 
that it was told him, saying, Behold, 
David is in the wilderness of En- 

2gedi. Then Saul took three thousand 
ehosen men out of all Israel, and went 
to seek David and his men upon the 
3rocks of the wild goats. And he came 
to the sheepcotes by the way, where 
was a eave; and Saul went in to eover 
his feet. Now David and Lis men were 
*abiding in the innermost parts of 
4the cave. And the men of David said 
unto him, Behold, the day of whieh

6 Andhe said nuto his men, The Loxp for- 
bid that I should do this thing unto 
wy lord, the Lorp's anointed, to put 
forth mine hand against him, seeing 

The is the Lorp’s anointed. So David 
checked his men with these words, and 
suffered them not to rise against Saul. 
And Saul rose up out of the cave, and 

8 went on his way. David also arose after- 
ward, and weit ont of the cave, aud 
cried after Saul, saying, My lord the 
king. And when Saul looked behind 
him, David bowed with his face to the 

Jearth, and did obeisanee. And David 
said to Saul, Wherefore hearkeuest thou

Behold, this day thine 
eyes have seen how that the Lorp had 
delivered thee to-day into mine hand m 
the cave: and some bade me kill thee:

lled. Moreover, my father, see, yea, 
see the skirt of thy robe in my hand: 
for in that I cut off the skirt of thy 
robe, and killed thee not, know thou 
and see thet there is neither evil nor 
transgression in mine hand, and I have 
not sinned against thee, though thou 

121 huntest after my soul to take it. The

As 
saith the proverb of the ancients, Out 
of the wicked cometh forth wickedness :

14 After whom is the king of Israel come 
out? after whom dost thon pursue? 

l5after a dead dog, after a flea. The 
Lorp therefore be judge, and give 
sentence between me and thee, and 
see, and plead my cause, and 2 deliver 

16me out of thine hand. And it came 
to pass, when David had made an end 
of speaking these words nnto Saul, 
that Saul said, Is this thy voice, my 
son David? And Saul lifted up bis 

17 voice, and wept. And he said to David, 
Thou art more righteous than I: for 
thou hast rendered unto me good, 
whereas I have rendered unto thee evil. 

18 And thou hast declared this day how 
that thou hast dealt well with me: 
forasmuch as when the Lorp had de-

Now the name of the man 
was Nabal; and the name of his wife 
Abigail: and the woman was of good 
understanding, and of a beautiful coun- 
tenance: bnt the man was churlish and 
evil in his doings; and he was of the 
4honse of Caleb.

12S0 David's young men turned on 
their way, and went back, and came 
and told him aceording to all these 

18 words. And David said nnto his men, 
Gird ye on every man his sword. And 
they girded on every man his sword; 
and David also girded on hissword: and 
there went up after David about four 
hundred men; and two hundred abode 

14by the stuff. But one of the young 
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iuen told Abigail, Nabal’s wife, say- 
ing, Behold, David sent messengers 
out of the wilderness to !salute our 
15 master; and he ?flew upon them. But 
the men were very good unto us, and 
we were not ?hurt, neither missed we 
any thing, as long as we were convers- 
ant with them, when we were in the 
16 fields: they were a wall unto us both 
by night and by diy, all the while 
we were with them keeping the sheep.

Forgive, I 
pray thee, the trespass of thine hand- 
maid: for the Lorp will certainly make 
my lord a sure house, because my lord 
fighteth the bittles of the Lorn; and 
evil shall not be found in thee all thy 
29days. And though man be risen up 
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to pursue thee, and to seek thy soul, 
yet the soul of my lord shall be bound 
in the bundle of }life with the Lorp 
thy God; and the souls of thine 
enemies, them shall he shng out, as 
30from the hollow of a sling. And it 
shall come to pass, when the Lorp 
shall have done to my lord according to 
all the good that he hath speken con- 
cerning thee, and shall have appomted 
31 thee prince over Israel; that this shall 
be no 4grief umto thee, nor offence 
of heart unto my lord, Meither that 
thou hast shed blood causeless, or 
that my lord hath avenged himself:

3 Now Samuel was dead, and all Israel 
had lamented him, and buried him in 
Ramah, even in his own eity. And 
Saul had put away those that had 
familiar spirits, and the wizards, out of 

4the land. And the Philistines gathered 
themselves together, and came and 
pitched in Shunem: aud Saul gathered 
all Israel together, and they pitched in 

5Gilboa. And when Saul saw the host 
of the Philistines, he was afraid, and 

Ghis heart trembled greatly. And when 
Saul inquired of the Lorp, the Lorp 
answered him not, neither by dreams, 








7nor by Urim, nor by prophets. Then 
said Saul unto his servants, Seek mea 
woman that hath a familiar spirit, that 

I may go to her, and inquire of her. 
And his servants said to him, Behold, 
there is a woman that hath a familiar 
Sspirit at En-dor. And Saul disguised 
himself, and put on other raiment, 
ald went, he and two men with him, 
and they came to the woman by night: 
aud he said, Divine unto me, I pray 
thee, by the familar spirit, and bring 
me up Whomsoever I shall name un- 
9to thee. And the woman said unto 
him, Behold, thou knowest what Saul 
hath done, how he hath cut off those 
that have famihar spirits, and the 
wizards, out of the land: wherefore 
then layest thou a snare for my life, 
10 to eause me to die? And Saul sware 
to her by the Lorp, saying, As the 
Lorp liveth, there shall no ®punish- 
ment happen to thee for this thing. 


goest to Shur, even unto the land of | 11 Then said the woman, Whom shall I 


bring up unto thee? And he said, 
12 Bring me up Samuel. And when the 
woman saw Samuel, she eried with a 
loud voice: aud the woman spake to 
Saul, saying, Why hast thou deeeived 
13me? for thou art Sanl. And the king 
said unto her, Be not afraid: for what 
seest thon? And the woman said unto 
Saul, I see 7a god eoming up out of the 
Ifearth. And he said unto her, What 
form is he of? And she said, An old 
man cometh up; and he is covered with 
a robe. And Saul pereeived that it was 
Samuel, and he bowed with his faee to 
15the ground, and did obeisance. 
Samuel said to Saul, Why hast thou dis- 
quieted me, to bring me up? And Saul 
answered, I am sore distressed; for the 
Philistines make war against me, and 
God is departed from me, and answer- 
eth me no more, neither by prophets, 
nor by dreams: therefore I have ealled 
thee, that thou mayest make known 
16 unto me what I shall do. And Samuel 
said, Wherefore then dost thou ask of 
me, seeing the Lorp is departed from 
thee, and ®is become thine adversary ? 
17 And the Lorp hath “wrought for him- 
self, as he spake by me: and the Lorp 
hath rent the kingdom out of thine 
hand, and given it to thy neighbour, 
18 eveu to David. Beeause thou obeyedst 
not the voice of the Lorp, aud didst 
not exeeute his fierce wrath upon 
Ainalek, therefore hath the Lorp done 
19 this thing unto thee this day. More- 
over the Lorp will deliver Israel also 
with thee into the hand of the Philis- 
tines: and to-morrow shalt thou and 
thy sons be with me: the Lorp shall 
deliver the host of Israel also into the 
20 hand of the Vlilistines. Theu Saul 
fell straightway his full length upon 
the earth, aud was sore afraid, because 
of the words of Samuel: and there | 
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was no strength in him; for he had 
eaten no bread all the day, nor all the 

21 night. And the woman came unto Saul, 

and saw that he was sore troubled, and 
said unto hihn, Behold, thine handmaid 
hath hearkened unto thy voice, and I 
have put wy life inmy hand, and have 
hearkened unto thy words which thou 
22spakest unto me. Now therefore, I 
pray thee, hearken thou also unto the 
voice of thine handmaid, aud Jet me 
set a morsel of bread before thee; and 
eat, that thou mayest have strength, 
23 when thou goest on thy way. But he 
refused, and said, I will not eat. But 
his servants, together with the woman, 
constrained him; and he hearkened 
unto their voice. So he arose from the 
24earth, and sat upou the bed. And the 
woman had a fatted calf in the house; 
and she hasted, and killed it; and she 
took flour, and kneaded it, and did bake 
25unteavened bread thereof: and she 
brought it before Saul, and before his 
servants; and they did eat. Then they 
rose up, and went away that night. 
29 Now the Philistines gathered to- 
gether all their hosts to Aphek: and 
the Israelites pitehed by the fountam 
2 which is in Jezreel. And the lords of 
the Philistines passed on by hundreds, 
and by thousands: and David and his 
men passed on in the rearward with 
8 Achish. Then said the princes of the 
Philistines, What do these Hebrews 
here? And Achish said unto the princes 
of the Philistines, Is not this David, 
the servant of Saul the king of Isracl, 
which hath been with me these days 
or these years, aud I have fonnd no 
fault in him sinee he fell away unto 
4me unto this day? But the princes 
of the Philistines were wroth with 
him; and the princes of the Philis- 
tines said unto him, Make the man re- 
turn, that he may go back to his place 
where thou hast appointed him, and 
let him uot go down with us to battle, 
lest in the battle he beeome an ad- 
versary to us: for wherewith should 
this fellow reconcile himself unto his 
| lord? should it not be with the heads 
5o0f these men? Is not this David, of 
whom they sang one to another in 
dances, saying, 
Saul hath slain his thousands, 
And David his ten thousands ? 

6 Then Achish ealled David, and said uuto 
him, As the Lorp liveth, thou hast been 
upright, and thy going out and thy 
eoming in with me in the host is good in 
ny sight: for I have not found evil in 
thee since the day of thy coming unto 
me unto this day: nevertheless the 

7 lords favour thee not. Wherefore now 
return, and go in peace, that thou dis- 
please not the lords of the Philistines. 

8 And David said unto Achish, But what 
have Idone? and what hast thou found 
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in thy servant so long as I have been 

before thee unto this day, that Linay not 

go and fight against the enemies of my 

Qiord the king? And Achish answered 

aud said to David, I know that thou 

art good in my sight, as an angel of 

God: notwithstanding the princes of 

the Philistines have said, He shall not 

10 go up with us to the battle. Wherefore 
now rise up early in the morning with 
the servants of thy lord that are come 
with thee: and as soon as ye be up carly 
in the morning, and have light, depart. 

11 So David rose up early, he and his 
men, to depart in the morning, to 
return into the land of the Philis- 
tines. And the Philistines went up to 
Jezreel. 

30 And it came to pass, when David and 
his men were come to Ziklag on the 
third day, that the Amalekites had 
made a raid upon the South, and upon 
Ziklag, and had smitten Ziklag, and 

2burned it with fire; and had taken 
captive the women and all that were 
therein, both small and great: they slew 
not any, but carried them off, and went 

3 their way. And when David and his 
men eame to the city, behold, it was 
burned with fire; and their wives, and 
their sons, and their daughters, were 

4 taken captives. Then David and the 
people that were with him lifted up 
their voice and wept, until they had 

5 no more power to weep. And David’s 
two wives were taken captives, Alino- 
am the Jezreelitess, and Abigail the 

6 wife of Nabal the Carmelite. And David 
was greatly distressed; for the people | 
spake of stoning him, because the soul | 
of all the people was grieved, every 
man for his sons and for his daughters : 
but David strengthened himself in the 
Lorp his God. 

7 And David said to Abiathar the priest, 
the sou of Ahimelech, I pray thee, bring 
me hither the ephod. And Abiathar 
brought thither the ephod to David. 

8 And David inquired of the Lorp, say- 
ing, }If I pursue after this troop, shall 
I overtake them? And he answered 
him, Pursue: for thou shalt surely 
overtake them, and shalt withont fail 

9 recover all. So David went, heand the 
six hundred men that were with him, | 
and came to the brook Besor, where 

10 those that were left behind stayed. But 
David pursued, he and four hundred 
men: for two hundred stayed behind, 
which were so faint that they could | 

11 not go over the brook Besor: and they | 
found an Egyptian in the field, and | 
brought him to David, and gave him 
bread, and he did eat; and they gave | 

12him water to drink: and they gave | 

him a piece of a cake of figs, and two 
clusters of raisins; and when he had 
eaten, his spirit came again to him: | 
for he had eaten no bread, nor drunk ' 
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any water, three days and three nights. 
13 And David said unto him, To whom 
belongest thou? aud whence art thou? 
And he said, I am a young man of 
Egypt, servant to an Amalekite; and 
my master left me, because three days 
14agone I fell sick. We made a raid up- 
on the South of the Cherethites, and 
upon that which belongeth to Judah, 
and upon the South of Caleb; and we 
15burned Ziklag with fire. And David 
said to him, Wilt thou bring me down 
to thistroop? And he said, Swear mnto 
me by God, that thou wilt neither kill 
ime, nor deliver me up mto the hands 
of my master, and I will bring thee 
16 down to this troop. And when he had 
brought him down, behold, they were 
spread abroad over all the ground, 
eating and drinking, and feasting, } be- 
eanse of all the great spoil that they 
had taken out of the land of the Philis- 
tines, aud out of the land of Judah. 
17 And David smote them from the twi- 
light even unto the evening of the next 
day: and there escaped not a man of 
them, save four hundred young men, 
18 which rode upon camels and fled. And 
David recovered all that the Amalek- 
ites had taken: and David rescued his 
19 two wives. And there was nothing lack- 
ing to thei, neither small nor great, 
neither sons nor daughters, neither 
spoil, nor any thing that they had 
taken to them: David brought back 
20all. And David took all the flocks and 
the herds, which they drave before those 
other cattle, and said, This is David's 
21 spoil. And Davidcame to the two hund- 
red men, which were so fainé that they 
could not follow David, whom aiso they 
had made to abide at the brook Besor: 
and they went forth to meet David, and 
to meet the people that were with him: 
and when David came near 2to the peo- 
22 ple, he ®saluted them. Then answered 
all the wicked men and 4men of 5 Belial, 
of those that went with David, and 
said, Because they went not with us, 
we will not give them aught of the spoil 
that we have recovered, save to every 
man his wife and his chiidr en, that they 
23 may lead them away, and depart. Then 
‘said David, Ye shall not do so, my 
brethren, with that which the Lorp 
hath given unto us, who hath preserved 
us, and delivered the troop that came 
24 against us into our hand. And who will 
hearken unto you m this matter? for 
as his share is that goeth down to 
the battle, so shall his share be that 
tarrieth by the stuff: they shall share 
25 alike. And it was so from that day for- 
ward, that he made it a statute and an 
ordinance for Isracl, unto this day. 
26 And when David came to Ziklag, he 
sent of the spoil nuto the elders of 
Judah, even to his friends, saying, Be- 
hold a Spresent for you of the spoil of 
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27the enemies of the Lorp; to them 
which were in Beth-el, and to them 
which were in Ramoth of the South, 

28 and to them which were in Jattir; and 
to them which were in Aroer, and to 
them which were m Siphmoth, and to 

29 them which were in Iishtemoa; and to 
them which were in Racal, and to them 
which were in the cities of the Jerah- 
meelites, and to them which were in 

30 the cities of the Kenites; and to them 
which were in Hormah, and to them 
which were in 7Cor-ashan, and to them 

31 which were in Athach; and to them 
which were in Hebron, and to all the 
places where David himself and his 
men were wont to haunt. 

31 8Now the Philistines fought against 
Israel: and the men of Israel fled from 
before the Philistines, and fell dewn 

2°%slain in mount Gilboa. And the Phil- 
istmes followed hard upen Saul and 
upon his sons; and the Philistines slew 
Jonathan, and Abinadab, and Malehi- 

3shua, the sons of Saul. And the battle 
went sore against Saul, and the archers 
overtook him; and he was greatly dis- 
4tressed by reason of the archers. Then 
said Saul to his armourbearer, Draw 
thy sword, and thrust me through there- 
with; lest these uncircumcised come 
and thrust me through, and Nabuse 
ine. But his armourbearer would not ; 
for he wassore afraid. Therefore Saul 

5 took his sword, and fell upon it. And 
when his armourbearer saw that Saul 
was dead, he likewise fell upon his 

6 sword, and died with him. So Saul died, 
and his three sons, and his armour- 
bearer, and all his men, that same day 

7 together. And when the men of Israel 
that were on the other side of the 
valley, and they that were beyond Jor- 
dan, saw that the men of Israel fled, and 
that Saul and his sons were dead, they 
forsook the cities, and fled; and the 
Philistines came and dwelt in them. 

8 And it eame tc pass on the morrow, 
when the Philistines came to strip the 
slain, that they found Saul and his 

9 three sons fallenin mount Gilboa. And 
they cut off his head, and stripped off his 
armour, and sent into the land of the 
Philistines round abont, to carry the 
tidings unto the house of their idols, 

1Oand to the people. And they put his 
armour in the honse of the Ashtaroth: 
aud they fastened his body to the wall 

1lof Beth-shan. And when the inhabit- 
ants of Jabesh-gilead heard concern- 
ing him that which the Philistines 

12had done to Saul, all the valiant men 
arose, and went all night, and tcok the 
body of Saul and the bodies of his 
sons from the wall of Beth-shan; and 
they came to Jabesh, and burnt them 

13there. And they took their bones, and 
buried them under the tamarisk tree 
in Jabesh, and fasted seven days. 
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of Saul, when David was returned 
from the slaughter of the Amalekites, 
and David had abode two days in 
2Ziklag; it camo even to pass on the 
third day, that, behold, a man came 
out of the camp from Sant with his 
clothes rent, and earth upon his head: 
and so it was, when he camo to Da- 
vid, that he fell to the earth, and did 
Z3obeisance. And David said unto hin, 
From whence comest thon? And he 
said unto him, Ont of the camp of 
4Israel am I escaped. And David said 
unto him, How went the matter? I 
pray thee, tell me. And he answered, 
The people are fled from the batile, 
and many of the people also are fallen 
and dead; and Sanl and Jonathan his 
5son are dead also. And David said un- 
to the young man that told him, How 
knowest thon that Saul and Jonathan 
Ghis son be dead? And the young man 
that told him said, As I happened 
by chance upon mount Gilboa, behold, 
Sanl leaned upon his spear; and, lo, the 
chariots and the horsemen followed 
Thard after him. And when he looked 
behind him, he saw me, and called 
unto me. And I answered, Here am I. 
8 And he said unto me, Who art thou? 
And I answered him, I am an Amalek- 
Site. And he said unto me, Stand, I 
pray thee, } beside me, and slay me, for 
2anguish hath taken hold of me;_be- 
10cause my life is yet whole in me. So I 
stood 1beside him, and slew him, be- 
cause I was sure that he could not live 
after that he was fallen: and I took 
the crown that was upon his head, 
and the bracelet that was on his arm, 
and have bronght them hither unto 
limy lord. Then David took hold on 
his clothes, and rent them; and like- 
wise all tho men that were with 
12him: and they mourned, and wept, 
and fasted until even, for Saul, and for 
Jonathan his son, and for the people 
of the Lorp, and for the house of 
Israel; because they were fallen by 
13the sword. And David said unto the 
young man that told him, Whence art 
thou? And he answered, I am the 
14 son of a stranger, an Amalekite. And 
David said unto him, How wast thou 


15 destroy the Lorp’s anomted? And Da- 
vid called one of the young men, and 
said, Go near, and fall upon him. And

1 Awp it came to pass after the death | 16he smote him that he died. And Da- 


vid said unto him, Thy blood be npon 
thy head; for thy mouth hath testi- 
fied against thee, saying, I have slain 
the Lorp’s anointed. 
17 And David lamented with this lament- 
ation over Saul and over Jonathan 
18his son: and he bade them teach the 
children of Judah the song of the bow: 
behold, it is written in the book of 
3 Jashar. 
4Thy glory, O Israel, is slain npon 
thy high places! 
How are the mighty fallen! 
Tell it not in Gath, 
Publish it not in the streets of 
Ashkelon ; 
Lest the daughters of the Philis- 
tines rejoice, 
Lest the daughters of the uncir- 
cumcised triumph. 
Ye mountains of Gilboa, 
Let there be no dew nor rain upon 
youn, neither fields of offerings: 
For there the shield of the mighty 
was °vilely cast away, 
The shield of Saul, Snot anointed 
with oil. 
From the blood of the slain, from 
the fat of the mighty, 
The bow of Jonathan turned not back, 
And the sword of Saul returned not 
cmpty. 
Saul and Jonathan were lovely and 
pleasant in their lives, 
And in theirv death they were not 
divided ; 
They were swifter than eagles, 
They were stronger than hons. 
Ye daughters of Israel, weep over 
Sanl, 
Who clothed you in scarlet 7delic- 
ately, 
Who put ornaments of gold upon 
your apparel. 
How are the mighty fallen in the 
midst of the battle!

& And it came to pass after this, 
that David inquired of the Lorp, 
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saying, Shall I go np into any of the 
cities of Judah? And the Lorp said unto 
him, Go up. And David said, Whither 
shallI goup? And he said, Unto Heb- 
2ron. So David went up thither, and 
his two wives also, Ahinoam the Jez- 
reelitess, and Abigail the wife of Nabal 

3 the Carmelite. And his men that were 
with him did David bring up, every 
man with his household: and they dwelt 

4in the cities of Hebron. And the men 
of Judah came, and there they anointed 
David king over the house of Judah. 

And they told David, saying, The 
men of Jabesh-gilead were they that 
5buried Saul. And David sent mes- 
sengers nnto the men of Jabesh-gilcad, 
and said unto them, Blessed be ye of 
the Lorp, that ye have shewed this 
kindness unto your lord, even unto 

6 Saul, and have buried him. And now 
the Lorp shew kindness and truth unto 
you: and I also will requite you this 
kindness, beeanse ye have done this 

7thing. Now therefore let your hands be 
strong, and be ye valiant: for Saul your 
lord is dead, andalso the honse of Judah 
have anointed ime king over them. 

8 Now Abner the son of Ner, eaptain of 
Saul’s host, had taken 1Ish-bosheth the 
son of Saul, and brought him over to 

9 Mahanaim ; and he made him king over 
Gilead, and over the 2Ashurites, and 
over Jezreel, and over Ephraim, and 

10 over Benjamin, and over all Israel. (Ish- 
bosheth Saul’s son was forty years old 
when he began to reign over Israel, and 
he reigned two years.) But the house 

llof Judah followed David. And the 
thne that David was king in Hebron 
over the house of Judah was seven 
years and six monthis. 

12 And Abner the son of Ner, and the 
servants of Ish-bosheth the son of 
Saul, went out from Mahanabn to 


| 13Gibeon, And Joab the son of Zeruiah, 


and the servants of David, went out, 
and met them by the pool of Gibeon; 
and they sat down, the one on the one 
side of the pool, and the other on the 
1tother side of the pool. And Abner said 
to Joab, Let the young men, I pray 
thee, arise and play before us. And 
15 Joab said, Let them arise. Then they 
arose and went over by nnmber; twelve 
for Benjamin, and for Ish-bosheth the 
son of Saul, and twelve of the servants 
16 of David. And they canght every one 
his fellow by the head, and thrust his 
sword in his fellow’s side; so they fell 
down together: wherefore that place 
was called 4Helkath-hazzurim, which 
17is in Gibeon. And the battle was very 
sore that day; and Abner was beaten, 
and the men of Israel, before the serv- 
18 ants of David. And the three sons of 
Zeruiah were there, Joab, and Abishai, 
and Asahel: and Asahel was as light 


of foot as a wild roe. And Asahel 





pursued after Abner; and in going he 
turned not to the right hand nor to 
20 the left from following Abner. Then 
Abner looked behind him, and said, Is 
it thon, Asahel? And he answered, It 
2lis I. And Abner said to him, Turn 
thee aside to thy right hand or to thy 
left, and lay thee hold on one of the 
young men, and take thee his armour. 
But Asahel would not turn aside from 
22 following of him. And Abner said 
agaim to Asahel, Turn thee aside from 
following me: wherefore should I smite 
thee to the ground? how then should 
T hold up my face to Joab thy brother ? 
23 Howbeit he refused to turn aside: 
wherefore Abner with the hinder end 
of the spear smote him in the belly,

and he fell down there, and died in 
the same place: and it came to pass, 
that as many as eamc to the place 
where Asahel fell down and died stood 
24still. But Joab and Abishai pursred 


after Abner: and the sun went down |

25 of the wilderness of Gibeon. And the } 


children of Benjamin gathered thei- 
selves together after Abner, and became 
one band, and stood on the top of an hill. 
26 Then Abner called to Joab, and said, 
Shall the sword devour for ever? know- 
est thon not that it will be bitterness 


in the latter end? how long shall it | 


be then, ere thon hid the people return 
27from following their brethren? And 
Joab said, As Ged liveth, Tif thou 
hadst not spoken, surely then 8in the 
morning the people had gone away, 

28 nor followed every one his brother. So 
Joab blew the trumpet, and all the 
people stood still, and pursued after 
Israel no more, neither fought they any 

29more. And Abner and his men went 
all that night through the Arabah; 
and they passed over Jordan, and 
went throngh all Bithron, and came to 

30 Mahanaim. And Jo rb returned from 
folowmg Abner: and when he had 
gathered all the people together, there 
lacked of David’s servants nineteen 

31 men and Asahel. But the servants of 
David had smitten of Benjamin, and 
of Abner’s men, so that three hundred 

32and threeseore men died. And they 
took up Asahel, and buried )im in the 
sepulehre of lis father, which was in 
Beth-lehem. And Joab and his men 
went all night, and the day brake upon 
them at Hebron. 

3 Now there was long war between the 
house of Saul and the house of Da- 
vid: and David waxed stronger and 
stronger, but the house of Saul waxed 
weaker and weaker. 

2 And unto David were sons born 
in Hebron: and his firstborn was 

Amnon, of Ahinoam the Jezreclitess; 
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3and his second, Chileab, of Abigail the 
wife of Nabal the Carmelite; and the 
third, Absalom the son of Maacah thie 
daughter of Tahnai king of Geshu; 
4and the fourth, Adonijah the son of 
Haggith; and the fifth, Shephatiah the 
5son of Abital; and the sixth, Ithream, 
of Eglah David's wife. These were 
born to David in Hebron. 
6G And it came to pass, while there was 
war between the house of Saul and the 
house of David, that Abner ! made him- 
7 self strong in the house of Saul. Now 
Saul had a coneubine, whose name was 
Rizpsh, the daughter of Aiah: and Jsh- 
bosheth said to Abner, Whevefore hast 
thou gone in unto my father’s coneub- 
Sine? Then was Abner very wroth for 
the words of Ish-bosheth, and said, Ain 
Ta dog’s head that belongeth to Judah ? 
This day do I shew kindness unto the 
house of Saul thy father, to his breth- 
ren, and to his friends, and have not 
delivered thee into the hand of David, 
and yet thon chargest me this day with 
92a fault concerning this woman. God 
do so to Abner, and more also, if, as the 
Lorp hath sworn to David, I do not 
10 even so to him; to translate the kmg- 
dom from the house of Saul, and to set 
up the throne of David over Israel and 
over Judah, from Dan even to Beer- 
lisheba. And he could not answer Abner 
another word, beeanse he feared him. 
12 And Abner sent messengers to David 
on his behalf, saying, Whose is the 
land? sxying also, Make thy league 
with me, and, behold, my hand shall 
be with thee, to bring about all Israel 
13unto thee. And he said, Well; I will 
make a league with thee: but one 
thing I require of thee, that is, thou 
shalt not see my face, except thou first 
bring Michal Saul’s danghter, when 
l4thou comest to see my face. And 
David sent messengers to Ish-bosheth 
Saul’s son, saying, Deliver me my wife 
Michal, whom I betrothed to me for an 
hundred foreskins of the Philistines. 


‘15 And Ish-bosheth sent, and took her 


from her husband, even from 4 Paltiel 

16the son of Laish. And her husband 
went with her, weeping as he went, 
and followed her to Bahnrim. Then 
said Abner unto him, Go, return: and 
he returned. 

17 And Abner had communication with 
the elders of Israel, saying, In times 
past ye sought for David to be king over 

18 you: now then doit: for the Lorp hath 
spoken of David, saying, By the hand of 
my servant David I will save my people 
Israel out of the hand of the Philistines, 
and out of the hand of all their enemies. 

19And Abner also spake in the ears of 
Benjamin: and Abner went also to 
speak in the ears of David in Hebron all 
that seemed good to Israel, and to the 

20 whole house of Benjamin. So Abner 
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eame to David to Hebron, and twenty 

men with hnn, And David made Abner 

and the men that were with lim a feast. 

21 And Abner said unto David, I will arise 
and go, and will gather all Israel nnto 
mny lord the king, that they may make a 
covenant with thee, and that thou may- 
est reign over all that thy soul desireth. 
And David sent Abner away; and he 

22 went in peace. And, behold, the serv- 
ants of David aud Joab came from 5a 
foray, and brought in a great spoil with 
them: but Abner was not with David in 
Hebron; for he had sent hin away, 

23 and he was gone in peace. When Joab 
and all the host that was with him 
were come, they told Joab, saying, 
Abner the son of Ner came to the king, 
and he hath sent him away, and he is 

24 gone in peace. Then Joab came to the 
king, and said, What hast thon done? 
behold, Abner came unto thee; why is 
it that thou hast sent him away, and he 

25is quite gone? Thou knowest Abner 
the son of Ner, that he came to deceive 
thee, and to know thy going ont and 
thy coming in, and toknow all that thou 

26 doest. And when Joab was come out 
from David, he sent messengers after 
Abner, and they brought hin back from 
the Swell of Sirah: but David knew it 

27not. And when Abner was returned to 

Hebron, Joab took him aside into the 

midst of the gate to speak with him 

quietly, and smote him there in the 
belly, that he died, for the blood of 

28 Asahel his brother. And afterward 
when David heard it, he said, I and 
my kingdom are guiltless before the 
Lorp for ever from the blood of Abner 

29the son of Ner: let it fall upon the 
head of Joab, and upon all his father’s 
house; and let there not fail from the 
house of Joab one that hath an issue, or 
that isa leper, or that leaneth ona staff, 
or that falleth by the sword, or that 

530 lacketh bread. So Joab and Abishai 
his brother slew Abner, because he had 
killed their brother Asahel at Gibeon 
in the battle. 

31 And David said to Joab, and to all the 
people that were with him, Rend your 
clothes, and gird you with sackcloth, 
and mourn before Ahner. And king Da- 

32 vid followed the bier. And they buried 
Abner in Hebron: and the king lifted 
up his voice, and wept at the grave of 

33 Abner; and all the people wept. And 
the king lamented for Abney, and said, 

Should Abner die as a fool dieth ? 
34 Thy hands were not bound, nor thy 
feet put into fetters: 
As aman falleth before the children 
of iniquity, so didst thou fall. 

And all the people wept again over 
85him. And all the people came to 
eause David to eat bread while it 
was yet day; but David sware, say- 
ing, God do so to me, and more also, 
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86sun be down, An: all the people took 
notice of it, and it pleased them: as 
whatsoever the king did pleased all the 

37 people. So all the people and all Israel 
understood that day that it was net of 
the king to slay Abner the sen of Ner. 

88 And the king said unto his servants, 
Know ye not that there is a prince and 
a great man fallen this day in Israel? 

39 And I am this day weak, though an- 
oited king; and these men the sons of 
Zeruiah be too hard for me: the Lorp 
reward the wicked deer aceording to 
his wickedness. 

4 And when J/sh-bosheth, Saul’s son, 
heard that Abner was dead in Hebron, 
his hands became feeble, and all the 

2Israelites were troubled. And /sh- 
bosheth, Saul’s son, had two men that 
were captains of bands: the name of 
the one was Baanah, and the name of 
the other Rechab, the sons of Rimmon 
the Beerothite, of the children of Ben- 
jamin: (for Beeroth also is reckoned 

3to Benjamin: and the Beerothites fled 
to Gittaim, and have been sojourners 
there mntil this day.) 

4 Now Jonathan, Saul’s son, had a son 
that was lame of his feet. He was 
five years old when the tidings came 
of Saul and Jonathan ont of Jezyreel, 
and his nurse took him up, and fled: 
and it eame to pass, as she made haste 
to flee, that he fell, and became lame. 
And his name was 1 Mephibosheth. 

5 And the sons of Rimmon the Beercth- 
ite, Rechab and Baanah, went, and 
came about the heat of the day to the 
honse of Ish-besheth, as he took his rest 

6atioon, 2 And *they eame thither into 
the midst of the house, as thongh they 
would have fetched wheat; and they 
smote him in the belly: and Rechab 

7and Gaanah his brother escaped. Now 
when they came into the house, as he 
lay on his bed m his bedchamber, they 
smote him, and slew him, and_ be- 
headed him, and took his head, and 
went by the way of the Arabah all 

Snight. And they brought the head 
of Ish-bosheth unto David to Hebron, 
and said to the king, Behold the head 
of Ish-besheth the son of San] thiue 
enemy, whieh sought thy life; and the 
Lorp hath avenged my lord the king 

9 this day of Saul, and of luis seed. And 
David answered Rechab and Baanah 
his brother, the sons of Rimmon the 
Beerothite, and said unto them, As the 
Lorp liveth, who hath redeemed iny 

10soul out of all adversity, when one 
told me, saying, Behold, Saul is dead, 
thinking to have brought good tidings, 
I took hold of him, and slew him in 
Ziklag, which was the reward I gave 

11 him for his tidings. How much moro, 
when wicked men have slain a right- 
eous person in his own house upon his 





bed, shall I not now require his blood 
of your hand, and take you away from 

12the earth? And David commanded 
his young men, and they slew them, 
and eut off their hands and their feet, 
and hanged them up beside the pool 
in Hebron. But they took the head of 
Ish-bosheth, and buried it in the grave 
of Abner in Hebron. 

& Then came all the tribes of Israel to 
David unto Hebron, and spake, saying, 
Behold, we are thy bone and thy flesh. 

2In times past, when Saul was king 
over ns, it was thou that leddest out 
and bronghtest in Israel: and the Lorp 
said to thee, Thou shalt feed my people 
Israel, aud then shalt be 4prince over 

3Israel. So all the elders of Israel came 
to the king to Hebron; and king David 
made a covenant with them in Hebron 
before the Lorp: and they anointed 
David king over Israel. 

4 David was thirty years old when he 
began to reign, and he reigned forty 

5years. In Hebron he reigned over 
Judah seven years and six months: and 
in Jerusalem he reigned thirty and 
three years over all Israel and Judah. 

65And the king and his men went to 
Jerusalem against the Jebusites, the 
inhabitants of the land: whieh spake 
unto David, saying, ®°lMxeept thou take 
away the blind and the lame, thou shalt 
not eomne in hither: thinking, David 
7cannot eome in hither. Nevertheless 
David took the streng hold of Zion; the 

8 same is the city of David. And David 
said on that day, Whosoever smiteth 
the Jebusites, let him get up to the 
waterceurse, Tand smite the lame and 
the blind, 8that are hated of David's 
sonl. Wherefore they say, 9 There are 
the blind and the lame; he eannot 

9come into the house. And David dwelt 
i the strong hold, and called it the eity 
of David. And David built romd about 

10from Millo and inward. And David 
waxed greater and greater; fer the 
Lorp, the God of hosts, was with him. 

11 20And Hiram king of Tyre sent mes- 
sengers to David, and cedar trees, and 
earpenters, and. masons: and they 

12 built David an house. And David 
pereeived that tho Lorp had estab- 
lished him king over Israel, and that 
he had exalted his kingdom for his 
people Israel’s sake, 

13 And David took him more eoncubines 
and wives out of Jerusalem, after he 
was come from Hebron: and there 
were yet sons and daughters born to 

14David. And these be the names of 
those that were bern unto him in Jeru- 
salem; Shammua, and Shebab, and 

15 Nathan, and Solomon, and Ibhar, and 

16 lishua; and Nepheg, and Japhia; and 
Elishaina, and 1! Eliada, and Eliphelet. 

17 And when the Philistines heard 
that they had anointed David king 
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ever Israel, all the Philistines went 
up to seek David; and David heard of 
18it, and went dewn to the hold. Now 
the Philistines had como and spread 
themselves in the valley of Nephain. 
19 And David inqnired of the Lorn, say- 
ing, Shall I go up against the Phil- 
istines? wilt thou deliver them into 
mine hand? And the Lorp sail unto 
David, Go up: for FE will certainly «e- 
liver the Philistines inte thine hand. 


| 20 And David came to Baal-perazim, and 


David smote them there; and ho said, 
The Lorp hath ! broken mine enemies 
before me, like the breach of waters. 
Therefore he called the name of that 
Qi place 2Baal-perazim. And they Icit 
their images there, and David and ]his 
men took thein away. 
22 And the Philistines camo up yet a- 
gain, and spread themselves in the 
23 valley of Rephaim. And when David 
inquired of tho Lorn, he said, Thou 
shalt not go up: make a circuit behind 
them, and come npon them over against 
24the 3mulberry trees. And it shall be, 
when thon hearest the seund of march- 
ing in the tops ef the mulberry trees, 
that then thou shalt bestir thyself: for 
then is the Lorp gono ont before thee 
to smite the host of the Philstines. 
25 And David did so, as the Lerp com- 
manded him; and smote the Philistines 
from ‘Geba nntil thou come to Gezer. 
G6 5And David again gathered together 
all the chesen meu of Israel, thirty 
2thonsand. And David arose, and went 
with all the people that were with him, 
from Baalo Judah, to bring up from 
thence the ark of God, ° which is called 
by the Name, even thename of the Lorp 
ef hosts that 7sitteth upen the cherub- 
3im. And they set the ark of God upon 
a new cart, and brought it out of the 
house of Abinadab that was in 8the hill: 
and Uzzah and Ahiov, tlhe sons of Abi- 
4nadab, drave the new cart. And they 
brought it out of the house of Abina- 
dab, which was in § the hil, with the ark 
of God: and Ahie went before the ark. 
5 And David aud all the house of Israel 
played beforethe Lorp °withall manner 
of instruments made of fix wood, aud 
with harps, and with psalteries, aud 
with timbrels, and with !castanets, and 
6 with cymbals. And when they came to 
the threshing-floor of Nacon, Uzzah put 
ferth his hand to the ark of Ged, and 
took hold of it; for the oxen /2stnmbled. 
7 And the anger of the Lorp was kindled 
against Uzzah; and Ged smoto hin 
there for his error; and there ke 
~8died by the ark of God. And David 
was displeased, becanse the Lorp had 
breken forth upon Uzzah: andhe called 
that place 14 Perez-uzzah, unto this day. 
9 And David was afraid of the Lorp that 
day; and he said, Hew shall the ark of 
10the Lorp come unte me? Se David 


wonld not remove the ark of the Lorn 
nnto him inte the city of David; but 
David carried it aside into the house of 
11 Obed-edom the Gittite. And the ark 
of the Lorn remained in the house of 
Obed-edom the Gittite three mouths: 
and the Lorp blessed Obed-edom, and 
12all his house. And it was told king Da- 
vid, saying, The Loxp hath blessed the 
hense of Obeid-edom, aud all that per- 
taineth wito him, beeanse ef tho ark of 


God, And David went and brought | )§ee 
np the ark ef God frem the honse of | xv. 2— 
Obed-edom into the city ef David with | *v! 


1Sjoy. Andit was so, that when they that 
bare the ark ef the Lorp hail gone six 
paces, he sacrificed an ox and a fathing. 

14 And David danced before the Lorp with 
allhismight; and David was girded with 

15a nen cphod. So David and all the 
house of Israel brought up the ark of 
the Lorp with shouting, and with the 

16 somid of the trninpet. And it was so, 
as the ark ef the Lorp came into the 
city of David, that Michal the danghter 
of Saul looked out at the window, and 
saw king David leaping and dancing be- 
fore the Lorp; and she despised him in 

17 her heart. And they brenght in the ark 
of the Lorn, and set it in its place, in the 
midst of the tent that David had pitched 
for it: and David efiered burnt offerings 
and peace offerings before the Lorp. 

18 Aud when David had made an end of 
etfering the burnt oifering andthe peace 
offerings, he blessed the people in the 

19 name of the Lorpof hosts. Andhedealt 
amoug all the people, even among the 
whole multitude of Israel, both to men 
ald women, to every oneacakeof bread, 
and a portion of flesh, and a cake of 
raisins. So all the people departed 

ZO every one to his heuse. Then David 
returned to bless his household. And 
Michal the danghter of Saul came out 
to meet David, and said, How glorions 
was the king of Israel to-day, who mn- 
covered himself te-day in the eyes of 
the handmaids ef his servants, as one of 
the vain fellows shamelessly unecovereth 

21 himself! And David said unto Michal, 
It was before the Lorp, which chose 
nie abeve thy father, and above all his 
house, to appoint me prince over the 
people of the Lorp, over Israel: there- 

22 fore will I play before the Lorp. And 
I will be yet mere vile than thus, and 
will be base in mine own sight: but of 
the handmaids which thon hast spoken 
of, of them shall I be had in honour. 

23 And Michal the danghter of Saul had 
no child unto the day ef her death. 

7 17And it came to pass, when the king 
dwelt in his house, and the Lorp had 
given him rest frem all his enemies 

2round about, that tho king said unto 
Nathan the prophet, See now, Idwell in 
an house of cedar, but the ark of God 

§ dwelleth within enrtains. And Nathan 
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said to the king, Go, do all that is 
in thine heart; for the Lorp is with 
4thee. And it came to pass the same 
night, that the word of the Lorp came 
5unto Nathan, saying, Go and tell my 
servant David, Thus saith the Lorn, 
Shalt thon bnild me an house for me 
6to dwell in? for I have not dwelt in 
an house since the day that I brought 
up the children of Israel out of Egypt, 
even to this day, but have walked ina 
7 tent and in a tabernacle. In all places 
wherein I have walked with all the 
children of Israel, spake [ a word with 
lany of the tribes of Israel, whom I 
commanded to feed my people Israel, 
saying, Why have ye not built me an 
Shouse of cedar? Now therefore thus 
shalt thou say unto my servant David, 
Thus saith the Lorp of hosts, I took 
thee from the 2sheepeote, from follow- 
ing the sheep, that thon shonldest be 
3prince over my people, over Israel: 
9and I have been with thee whitherso- 
ever thon wentest, and have cut off all 
thine enemies from before thee; and I 
will make thee a great name, like nn- 
to the name of the great ones that are 
10in the earth. And I will appoint a 
place for my people Israel, and will 
plant them, that they may dwell in 
their own place, and be moved no 
more; neither shall the chiidren of 
wickedness afflict them any more, as 


ll at the first, and as from the day that |

people Israel; and I 4will cause thee 
to rest from all thine enemies.

over the Lorp telleth thee that the | 


12 Lorp will make thee an house. When 
thy days be fulfilled, and thou shalt 
sleep with thy fathers, I will set up 
thy seed after thee, which shall proceed 
out of thy bowels, and I will establish 

13his kmgdom. He shall build an house 
for my name, and I will establish the 

14 throne of his kingdom for ever. I will 


be his father, and he shall be my son: | 


if he commit iniqnity, I will chasten 
him with the rod of men, and with the 
15 stripes of the children of men; but my 
mercy shall not depart from him, as I 
took it from Saul, whom I pnt away 
16 before thee. And thine house and thy 
kingdom shall be made sure for ever 
before thee: thy throne shall be estab- 
17 lished for ever. According to all these 
words, and according to all this vision, 
so did Nathan speak unto David. 
18 Then David the king went in, and sat 
before the Lorp; and he said, Who am 
J, O Lord Gop, and what is my house, 
that thou hast bronght me thus far? 
19 And this was yet a small thing in 
thine eyes, O Lord Gop; but thou 
hast spoken also of thy servant’s house 
for a great while to come; Sand this 
foo after the manner of men, O Lord 
20Gop! And what can David say more 





unto thee? for thou knowest thy serv- 
21ant,O Lord Gop. For thy word’s sake, 
and according to thine own heart, hast 
thon wrought all this greatness, to 

22 make thy servant know it. Wherefore 
thon art great, O Lorp God: for there 
is none like thee, neither is there any 
God beside thee, according to all that 

23 we have heard with our ears. And 
what one nation in the earth is like thy 
people, even like Israel, whom God went 
to redeem unto himself for a people, 
and to make him a name, and to do 
great things for you, and terrible things 
for thy land, before thy people, which 
thou redeemedst to thee out of Egypt, 

24 from the nations and their gods? And 
thou didst establish to thyself thy peo- 
ple Israel to be a people unto thee for 
ever; and thon, Lorn, becamest their 

25 God. And now, O Lorp God, the word 
that thon hast spoken concerning thy 
servant, and concerning his house, 
confirm thou it for ever, and do as 

26 thon hast spoken. And let thy name be 
magnified for ever, saying, The Lorp 
of hosts is God over Israel: and the 
house of thy servant David shall be 

27 established before thee. For thou, O 
Lorp of hosts, the God of Israel, hast 
revealed to thy servant, saying, I will 
build thee an house: therefore hath 
thy servant 7found in his heart to pray 

28 this prayer unto thee. And now, O 
Lord Gop, thou art God, and thy words 
are truth, and thou hast promised this 

29 good thing unto thy servant: now there- 
fore ® let it please thee to bless the house 
of thy servant, that it may continue for 
ever before thee: for thou, O Lord Gop, 
hast spoken it: and with thy blessing 
let the house of thy servant be blessed 
for ever. 

S °And after this it came to pass, that 
David smote the Philistines, and sub- 
dued them: and David took !° the bridle 
of the mother city out of the hand of 

2the Philistines. And he smote Moab, 
and measured them with the line, mak- 
ing them to lie down on the ground; 
and he measured two lines to put to 
death, and one full line to keep alive. 
And the Moabites became servants to 

3 David, and bronght presents. David 
smote also Hadadezer the son of Rehob, 
king of Zobah, as he went to recover his 

4dominion at Uthe River. And David 
took from him a thousand and seven 
hundred horsemen, and twenty thou- 
sand footimen: and David houghed 
all the chariot horses, but reserved of 

5them for an hundred chariots. And 
when ?2the Syrians of Dainascus came 
to succour Hadadezer king of Zobah, 
David smote of “the Syrians two and 

Gtwenty thousand men. Then David 
put garrisons in 2Syria of Damascus: 
and the Syrians became servants 
to David, and brought presents. And 
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the Lorp lgave vietory to David 
7 whithersoever he went. And David 
took the shields of gold that were 
on the servants of Hadadezer, and 
Sbrought them to Jerusalem. And from 
2Betah and from Jerothai, cities of 
Hadadezer, king David took exeeeding 
9much brass. And when Toi king of 
Haimath heard that David had sinitten 
10al the host of Hadadezer, then Toi 
se1t 8 Joram his son unto king David, 
to 4saluie him, and to bless him, be- 
eause he had fought against Hadadezer 
and sinitten him: for Hadadezer Shad 
wars with Toi. And 6 /oram brought 
with him vessels of silver, and vessels 
11 of gold, and vessels of brass: these also 
did king David dedicate unto the Lorn, 
with the silver and gold that he dedie- 
ated of all the nations whicli he sub- 
12 dued; of *Syria, and of Moab, and of 
the ehildren of Ammon, and of the 
Philistines, and of Amalek, and of the 
spoil of Hadadezer, son of Rehob, king 
13 0f Zobah. And David gat him a name 
when he returned from smiting of 7the 
Syrians in the Valley of Salt, even 
l4eighteen thousand men. And he put 
garrisons in Edom; throughout all 
Edom put he garrisons, and all the 
Edomites beeame servants to David. 
And the Lorp ‘gave victory to David 
whitherseever he went. 
15 And David reigned over all Israel; 
and David executed judgement and 
16 justice unto all his people. And Joab 
the son of Zeruial was over the host ; 
and Jehoshaphat the son of Alilud was 
17 8reeorder: and Zadok the son of Ahi- 
tub, and Alnmelech the son of Abiathar, 
were priests; and Seraiah was 9scribe; 
18 and Benaiah the son of Jehoiada *97eas 
over the Cherethites and the Pelethites ; 
and David’s sons were ! priests. 
9 And David said, Is there yet any 
that is left of the house of Saul, that 
I may shew him kindness for Jona- 
2than’s sake? And there was of the 
house of Saul a servant whose name 
was Giba, and they called him unto 
David; and the king said unto him, 
Art thou Ziba? And he said, Thy serv- 
3antis he. And the king said, Is there 
not yet any of the house of Saul, that 
I may shew the kindness of God unto 
him? And Ziba said unto the king, 
2 Jonathan hath yet a son, which is 
4lame on his feet. And the king said 
unto him, Where is he? And Ziba 
said unto the king, Behold, he is in 
the house of Maehir the son of Am- 
Smiel, in Lo-debar. Then king David 
sent, and fetched him out of the house 
of Maechiy the son of Ammiel, froin Lo- 
Gdebar. And Mephibosheth, the son of 
Jonathan, the son of Saul, came unto 
David, and fell on his face, and did 
obeisanee. And David said, Mephibo- 
sheth. And he answered, Behold thy 








7servant! And David said unto him, 
Fear not: for I will surely shew thee 
kindness for Jonathan thy father’s sake, 
and will restore thee all the land of 
Saul thy father; and thou shalt eat 
8 bread at my table continually. And he 
did obcisanee, and said, What is thy 
servant, that thou shonldest look upon 
9such a de«l dag as I am? Then the 
king called to Ziba, Saul’s servant, and 
said unto him, All that pertained to 
Saul and to all his house have I given 

10 unto thy master’s son. And thou shalt 
till the land for hin, thou, and thy sons, 
and thy servants; and thon shalt bring 
in the fruits, that thy master’s son may 
have bread to eat: but Mephibosheth 
thy master’s son shall eat bread alway 
at my table. Now Ziba had fifteen 

1lsons and twenty servants. Then said 
Ziba unto the king, According to all 
that my lord the king commandeth his 
servant, so shall thy servant do. As 
for Mephibosheth, said the king, he 
shall eat at my table, as one of the 

12 king’s sons. And Mephibosheth had a 
young son, whose name was Mica. And 
all that dwelt in the house ef Ziba were 

13servants unto Mephibosheth. So Me- 
phibosheth dwelt in Jerusalem: for he 
did eat continually at the king’s table; 
and he was lame on both his feet. 

10 15 And it eame to pass after this, that 
the king of the children of Ammon 
died, and Hanun his son reigned in 

Qhis stead. And David said, I will shew 
kindness unto Hanun the son of Na- 
hash, as his father shewed kindness 
unto me. So David sent by the hand 
of his servants to comfort liim concern- 
ing his father. And David's servants 
came into the land of the children of 

8Ammon. Butthe princes of the children 
of Ammon said unto Hanun their lord, 
Thinkest thou that David doth honour 
thy father, that he hath sent comforters 
unto thee? hath not David sent his 
servants unto thee to search the city, 
and to spy it out, and to overthrow it? 
4So Hanun took David’s servants, and 
shaved off the one half of their beards, 
and cut off their garments in the middle, 
even to their buttocks, and sent them 
5away. When they told it unto David, 
he sent to meet them; for the men were 
greatly ashamed. And the king said, 
Tarry at Jericho until your beards be 

6 grown, and then return. And when the 
children of Ammon saw that they were 
become odious to David, the children of 
Ammon sent aud hired the Syrians of 
Beth-rehob, and the Syrians of Zobah, 
twenty thousand footmen, and the king 
of Maaeah with a thousand men, and 
the men of Tob twelve thousand men. 

7 And when David heard of it, he sent 
Joab, and all the host of the mighty 

Smen. And the children of Ammon 
came out, and put the battle in array 
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| at the entering in of the gate: and the 
Syrians of Zobah, and of Rehcb, and 
the men of Tob and Maaeah, were by 
9themselves in the field. Now when 
Joab saw that Jthe battle was set a- 
gainst hin before and behind, he ehose 

of all the ehoies men of Israel, and 
put them in array against the Syrians: 
1LOand the rest of the people he coinmit- 
ted into the hand of 2 Abishai his bro- 
ther, and he put them in array against 

11 the children of Ammon. And he said, 

If the Syrians be too strong for me, 
then thou shalt help me: but if the 
children of Ammon be too strong for 
thee, then I will come and help thec. 
12Be of good courage, and let us play 
the men for our people, and fer the 
eities of onr God: and the Lorn do 
13that whieh seemeth him good. So 
Joab and the people that were with 
him drew nigh unto the battle against 
the Syrians: and they fled before him. 
14 And when the ehildren of Ammon saw 
that the Syrians were fled, they like- 
wise fled before Abishai, and entered 
into the eity. Then Joab returned 
from the eliildren of Ammon, and eame 
15to Jerusalem. And when the Syrians 
saw that they were put to the worse 
before Israel, they gathered themselves 
16together. And 3Hadarezer sent, and 
brought out the Syrians that were 
beyond the River: and they came to 
Helam, with Shobach the eaptain of 
the host of Hadarezer at their head. 
17 And it was told David; and he gathered 
all Israel together, and passed over 
Jordan, and eame to Helam. And the 
Syrians set themselves in array against 
18 David, and fonght with him. And the 
Syrians fled before Israel; and David 
slew of the Syrians the men of seven 
hundred chariots, and forty thousand 
horsemen, and smote Shobach the capt- 
aim of their host, that he died there. 
| 19 And when all the kings that were serv- 
ants to Hadarezer saw that they were 
put to the worse before Israel, they 
made peace with Israel, and served 
them. So the Syrians feared to help 
the ehildren of Ammon any more. 

11 4And it eame to pass, at the return of 
tho year, at the time when kings go 
out to batile, that David sent Joab, 
and his servants with him, and all Is- 
rael; and they destroyed the ehildven 
of Ammon, and besieged Rabbah. But 
David tarried at Jerusalem. 

2 And it eame to pass at eventide, that 
David arose from off his bed, and 
walked upon the roof of the king’s 
house: and from the roof he saw a 
woman bathing; and the woman was 

3 very beautiful to look upon. And Da- 

vid sent and inquired after the woman. 

And one said, Is not this Bath-shebn, 

the daughter of Eliam, the wife of 

4 Uriah the Hittite? And David sent 
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messengers, and took her; and she 
came in unto him, and he lay with her ; 
(for she was puriiied from her unelean- 
ness ;) andshe returned unto her house. 

5 And the woman coneeived; and she 
sent and told David, and said, I am 

6 with child. And David sent to Joab, 
saying, Send me Uriah the Hittite. 

7 And Joab sent Uriah to David. And 
when Uriah was eome unto him, David 
asked of him how Joab did, and how 
the people fared, and how the war 

8 prospered. And David said to Uriah, 
Go down to thy house, and wash thy 
feet. And Uriah departed out of the 
king’s honse, and there followed him 
9a Smess of meat from the king. But 
Uriah slept at the door of the king’s 
house with all the servants of his 
lord, and went not down to his house. 
10 And when they had told David, saying, 
Uriah went not down unto his house, 
David said unto Uriah, Art thou not 
come from a journey? wherefore didst 
11 thou not go down untothine house? And 
Uriah said unto David, The ark, and 
Israel, and Judah, abide in booths; and 
my lord Joab, and the servants of my 
lord, are eneamped in the open field; 
shall I then go into mine house, to 
eat and to drink, and to lie with my 
wife? as thon livest, and as thy soul 
12 liveth, I will not do this thing. And 
David said to Uriah, Tarry here to- 
day also, aud to-morrow I will let thee 
depart. So Uriah abode in Jerusalem 
15%that day, and the morrow. And when 
David had ealled him, he did eat and 
drink before him; and he made him 
drunk: and at even he went ont to 
le on his bed with the servants of 
his lord, but went not down to his 
1thouse. And it eame to pass m the 
morning, that David wrote a letter 
to Joab, and sent it by the hand of 
15 Uriah. And he wrote in the letter, say- 
ing, Set ye Uriah in the forefront of 
the 7hottest battle, and retire ye from 
him, that he may be smitten, and die. 
16 And it eame to pass, when Joab Skept 
watch upon the eity, that he assigned 
Uriah unto the place where he knew 
17 that valiant men were. And the men 
of the eity went out, and fought with 
Joab: and there fell some of the peo- 
ple, even of the servants of David; and 
18 Uriah the Hittite died also. Then Joab 
sent and told David all the things eon- 

19 cerning the war; and ho eharged the 
messenger, saying, When thou hast 
made an end of telling all the things 
20 concerning the war unto the king, it 
shall be that, if the king’s wrath arise, 
and he say unto thee, Wherefore went 
ye so nigh unto the eity to fight? knew 
ye not that they would shoot from the 
21wall? who smote Abimeleen the son 
of 9Jerubbesheth ? did not a woman 
east an upper millstone upon him from 
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the wall, that he died at Thebez? 
why w ent ye so nigh the wall? then 
shalt thou say, thy servant Uriah 

22 the Hittite is dead also. So the mes- 
senger went, and came and shewed 
David all that Joab had sent him for. 

23 And the messenger said unto David, 
The men prevailed against us, and 
came out mito us into the field, and we 
were upon then even unto the enter- 

24 ing of the gate. And the shooters shot 
at “thy servants from off the wall; and 
some of the king’s servants be dead, 
and thy servant Uriah the Hittite is 

25 dead also. Then David said unto the 
messenger, Thus shalt thou say unto 
Joab, Let not this thing displease thee, 
for the sword devoureth one as well as 
another: make thy battle more strong 
against the city, and overthrow it: and 

26encouragethonhim. And when the wife 
of Uriah heard that Uriah her husband 
was dead, she made lamentation for her 

27 husband. And when the mourning was 
past, David sent and took her home to 
his house, and she became his wife, and 
bare hima son. But the thing that Da- 
vid had done displeased the Lorp. 

13 And the Lorp sent Nathan unto Da- 
vid. And he came unto him, and said 
unto him, There were two men in one 
city; the one rich, and the other poor. 

2The rich man had exceeding many 

3 flocks and herds: but the poor man 
had nothing, save one little ewe lamb, 
which he had bought and nourished 
up: and it grew up together with him, 
and with his children ; it did eat of his 
own morsel, and dr ank of his own cup, 
and lay in ‘his bosom, and was unto 

Ahim as a daughter. And there came 
a traveller unto the rich man, and he 
spared to take of his own flock and of 
his own herd, to dress for the wayfar- 
ing man ‘that was come unto him, but 
took the poor man’s lamb, and dressed 
it for the man that was come to him. 

5 And David’s anger was greatly kindled 
against the man; and he said to Na- 
than, As the Lorp liveth, the man 
that hath done this is lyorthy to die: 

6 and he shall restore the lamb fourfold, 
because he did this thing, and because 
a had no pity. 

7 And Nathan said to David, Thou art 
aie man. Thus saith the ‘Lorn, the 
God of Israel, [ anointed thee king’ over 
Israel, and ie delivered thee out of thie 

Shand of Saul; and I gave thee thy 
master’s house, and thy inaster’s wives 
into thy bosom, and gave thee the 
house of Israel and of Judah; and if 
that had been too little, I would have 
added unto thee such and such things. 

9 Wherefore hast thou despised the word 
of the Lor, to do that which is evil‘in 
his sight ? thou hast smitten Uriah the 
Hittite with the swor d, and hast taken 
his wife to be thy See ee lain | 20 Aid the Lone eee | caves, | and hast slain 
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him with the sword " the ‘tal 
10o0f Ammon. Now therefore, the swor i 
shallnever depart fr om thine house ; be- 
cause thon hast despised me, and hast | 
taken the wife of Uriah the Hittite to be 
Il thy wife. Thus saith the Lorp, Behold, 
I will raise up evil against thee out of 
thine own honse, and I will take thy 
wives before thine cyes, and give them 
unto thy neighbour, and he shall lie 
with thy wives in the sight of this sun. 
12 For thou didst it seeretly : but I will do 
this thing before all Israel, and before 
13thesui. And David said unto Nathan, 
I have sinned against the Lorp. And 
Nathan said unto David, The Lorp also 
hath put away thy sin; thou shalt not 
14 die. Howbeit, because by this deedthon 
hast given gr eat occasion to theenemies 
of the Lonrp to blaspheme, the child also 
thatis born unto thee shall surely die. 
15 And Nathan departed unto his house. 
And the Lorp struck the child that 
Uriah’s wife bare unto David, and it 
16was very sick. David ther efore he- 
sought God for the child; and David 
fasted, and went in, and lay all night 
17 upon the earth. And the elders of 
his honse arose, and stood beside him, 
to raise him up from the earth: but 
he would not, neither did he eat bread 
18 with them. "And it came to pass on 
the seventh day, that the child died. 
And the servants of David feared to 
tell him that the child was dead: for 
they said, Behold, while the child was 
yet alive, we spake unto him, and he 
hearkened not unto our voice: 2how 
will he then vex himself, if we tell him 
19 that the child is dead ? But when Da- 
vid saw that his servants whispered 
together, David perceived that the 
child was dead: and David said nnto 
his servants, Is the child dead? And 
20 they said, He is dead. Then David 
arose from the earth, and washed, 
and anointed himself, aud ch anged his 
apparel; and he came into the house 
of the Lorp, and worshipped: then 
he came to his own house; and when 
he required they set bread before 
21him, and he did eat. Then said his 
servants unto him, What thing is this 
that thou hast done? thou didst fast 
and weep for the child, while it was 
alive; but when the child was dead, 
22 thou didst rise and eat bread. And 
he said, While the child was yet alive, 
I fasted and w ept: for I said, W ho 
knoweth whether the Lorp will not 
be gracious to ine, that the child may 
23 live? But now he is dead, wherefore 
should I fast? can J bring him back 
again? J shall go to him, but he shall 
24 notreturn tome. And David comforted 
Bath-sheba his wife, and went in unto 
her, and lay with her: and she bare a 
son, and ?he called his name Solomon. 
25 And the Lorp loved him ; and he sent 
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by the hand of Nathan the prophet, | 10every man fromhim. And Amnon said 


and he called his name 1Jedidiah, for 
the Lorp’s sake. 

26 2Now Joab fought against Rabbah of 
the children of Ammon, and took the 

27 royal city. And Joab sent messengers 
to David, and said, I have fought a- 
gainst Rabbah, yea, I have taken the 

28 city of waters. Now therefore gather 
the rest of the people together, and en- 
camp against the city, and take it: lest 
I take the city, and 3it be called after 

29my name. And David gathered all the 
people together, and went to Rabbah, 

30 and fought against it, and took it. And 
he took the crown of +their king from 
off his head; and the weight thereof 
was a talent of gold, and zx zt were pre- 
cious stones; and it wasseton David's 
head. And he brought forth the spoil 

S51 of the city, exceeding mueh. And he 
brought forth the people that were 
therein, and put them ®mnder saws, 
and under harrows of iron, and > under 
axes of iron, and made them pass 
through the 7briekkiln: and thus did 
he unto all the cities of the children of 
Ammon. And David and all the people 
returned unto Jerusalem. 

18 And it came to pass after this, that 
Absalom the son of David had a fair 
sister, whose name was Tamar; and 
Amnon the son of David loved her. 


nuto Tamar, Bring the food into the 
chamber, that Imay eat of thine hand. 
And Tamar took the cakes which she 
had made, and brought them into the 
11 chamber to Amnon her brother. And 
when she had brought them near unto 
him to eat, he took hold of her, and 
said unto her, Come lie with me, my 
12sister. And she answered him, Nay, 
my brother, do not %foree me; for no 
sueh thing ought to be done in Israel: 
13 do not thou this folly. And I, whither 
shall I carry my shame? and as for 
thee, thou shalt be as one of the fools 
in Israel. Now therefore, I pray thee, 
speak unto the king; for he will not 
14 withhold me from thee. Howbeit he 
would not hearken unto her voice: but 
being stronger than she, he foreed ler, 
15 and lay with her. Then Amnon hated 
her with exceeding great hatred; for 
the hatred wherewith he hated her 
was greater than the love wherewith 
he had loved her. And Ammon said 
16 unto her, Arise, be gone. And she said 
unto him, 1°Not so, because this great 
wrong in putting me forth is worse than 
the other that thon didst unto me. 
‘But he would not hearken unto her. 
17 Then he ealled his servant that minis- 
tered unto him, and said, Put now this 
wolnan out from me, aid bolt the door 


2And Anmon was so vexed that he fell | JS after her. And she had "a garment of 


sick beeause of his sister Tatar; for 
she was a virgin; and it seemed hard 
to Amnon to do any thing unto her. 
3 But Amnon had a friend, whose name 
was Jonadab, the son of Shineah Da- 
vid’s brother: aud Jonadab was a very 
4subtil man. And he said nuoto him, 
Why, O son of the king, art thou thus 
lean §from day to day? wilt thou not 
tell me? And Amnon said unto hin, 
I love Tamar, my brother Absalom’s 
5sister. And Jonadab said nnto hin, 
Lay thee down on thy bed, and feign 
thyself sick: and when thy father 
cometh to see thee, say unto hin, Let 
my sister Tamar come, I pray thee, and 
give me bread to eat, and dress the food 
mm my sight, that [may see it, and eat 
Git at her hand. So Amuon lay down, 
and feigned himself sick: and when the 
king was come to see him, Amnon said 
unto the king, Let my sister Tamar 
come, I pray thee, and make mea couple 
of cakes in my sight, that I may eat at 
Ther hand. Then David sent home to 
Tamar, saying, Go now to thy brother 
8 Annion’s house, and dress hin food. So 
Tamar went to her brother Amnon’s 
house; and he was laid down. And 
she took dough, and kneaded it, and 
made cakes in his sight, and did bake 
9 the cakes. And she took the pan, and 
poured them out before him; but he re- 


(livers colours upon her: for with sueh 
robes were the king’s daughters that 
were virgins apparelled. Then his 
servant brought her out, and bolted the 

19 door after her. And Tamar put ashes 
on her head, and rent her garment of 
divers colours that was on her ; and she 
laid her hand on her head, and went 
her way, crying aloud as she went. 

20 Aud Absalom her brother said unto 
her, Hath “Amnon thy brother been 
with thee? but now hold thy peaee, 
my sister: he is thy brother; take 
not this thing to heart. So Tamar 
remained desolate in her brother Ab- 

21salom's louse. But when king Dayid 
heard of all these things, he was very 

22 wroth. And Absalom spake unto Am- 
non neither good nor bad: for Absalom 
hated Amnon, because he had foreed 
his sister Tamar. 

23 Andit came topass after twofullyears, 
that Absalom had sheepshearers in 
Baal-hazor, which is beside Ephraim: 
and Absalom invited all the king’s sons. 

24 And Absalom came tothe king, and said, 
Behold now, thy servant hath sheep- 
shearers; let the king, I pray thee, and 

25 his servants go with thy servant. And 
the king sail to Absalom, Nay, my son, 
let us not all go, lest we be burdensome 
uuto thee. And he pressed him: how- 
beit he would not go, but blessed him.

let my brother Amnon go with us. And 
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the king said unto him, Why should he 
27 go with thee? But Absalom pressed 
hin, that helet Amnonand all the king's 
28 sons go with hun. And Absalom com- 
manded his servants, saying, Mark ye 
now, when Amnon’s heartis erry with 
wine ; and when I say unto you, Smite 
Amnon, then kill him, fear not: have not 
I commanded you? be courageous, and 
29 be valiant. And the servants of Absa- 
Jom did unto Amnon as Absalom had 
commanded. Then all the king’s sons 
arose, and every man gat him up upon 
30 his mule, and fled. And it eame to pass, 
while they were in the way, that the 
tidings came to David, saying, Absalom 
hath slain all the king’s sons, and 
3lthere is not one of them left. Then 
the king arose, and rent his garments, 
and jay on the earth; and all his sery- 
ants stood by with their elothes rent. 
32And Jonadab, the son of Shimeah 
David's brother, answered and said, 
Let not my lord suppose that they 
have killed all the young men the king's 
sons; for Amnon only is dead: for by 
the appointment of Absalom this hath 
been determined from the day that 
33he forced his sister Tamar. Now 
therefore let not my lord the king take 
the thing to his heart, to think that all 
the king’s sons are dead: for Amnon 
34only is dead. But Absalom fled. And 
_ the young man that kept the wateh 
hfted up his eyes, and looked, and, be- 
hold, there eame much people by the 
35way of the hill side behind him. And 
Jonadab said unto the king, Behold, the 
king’s sons are come: as thy servant 
36 said, so it is. And it eame to pass, as 
soon as he had made an end of speak- 
ing, that, behold, the king’s sons eaime, 
and lifted up their voiee, and wept: and 
the king also and all his servants wept 
371very sore. But Absalom fled, and 
went to Talmai the son of 2 Ammihur, 
king of Geshur. And David mourned 
for his son every day. 
38 So Absalom fled, and went to Geshur, 
39 and was there threeyears. And the soul 
of king David longed to go forth unto 
Absalom: for he was eomforted con- 
cerning Amnon, seeing he was dead. 
14 Now Joab the son of Zeruiah per- 
ceived that the king’s heart was to- 
2ward Absalom. And Joab sent to 
Tekoa, and fetehed thence a wise 
woman, and said unto her, I pray 
thee, feign thyself to be a mourner, 
and put on mourning apparel, I pray 
thee, and anoint not thyself with oil, 
but be as a woman that had a long 
3time mourned for the dead: and go in 
to the king, and speak on this mamier 
unto him. So Joab put the words in 
4her mouth. And when the wonan of 
Tekoa spake to the king, she fell on 
her faee to the ground, and did obei- 


5sance, and said, Help, O king. And the | 
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king said unto her, What aileth thee ? 
And she answered, Of a truth I ama 
widow woman, and mine husband is 
Gdead. And thy handmaid had two 
sons, and they two strove together in 
the field, and there was none to part 
them, but the one smote the other, 

7 and killed him. And, behold, the whole 
family is risen against thine handmaid, 
and they said, Deliver him that smote 
his brother, that we may kill him for 
the life of his brother whom he slew, 
and so destroy the heir also: thus shall 
they qneneh my coal which is left, 
and shall jeave to my husband neither 
hame nor remainder upon the face of 
Stheearth. And the king said unto the 
woman, Go to thine house, and I will 

9 give charge eonceruing thee. And the 
woman of Tekoa said unto the king, 
My lord, O king, the iniquity be on me, 
and on my father’s house: and the king 
10and his throne be guiltless. And the 
king said, Whosoever saith aught unto 
thee, bring him to me, and he shall not 
11 touch thee any more. Then said she, 
I pray thee, let the king remember the 
Lorp thy God, that theavenger of blood 
destroy not any more, lest they destroy 
my son. And he said, As the Lorp 
liveth, there shall not one hair of thy 
12 son fall to the earth. Then the woman 
said, Let thine handmaid, I pray thee, 
speak a word unto my lord the king. 
13 And hie said, Say on. And the woman 
said, Wherefore then hast thou devised 
such a thing against the people of 
God? for in speaking this word the 
king is as one which is guilty, in that 
the king doth not feteh home again 
14 his banished one. For we must needs 
die, and are as water spilt on the 
ground, which eannot be gathered up 
again; neither doth God take away life, 
but deviseth means, that he that is 
banished be not an outeast from him. 
15 Now therefore seeing that I am eome 
to speak this word unto my lord the 
king, it is beeause the people have 
made me afraid: and thy handmaid 
said, I will now speak unto the king; it 
may be that the king will perform the 
1Grequest of his servant. For the king 
will hear, to deliver his servant out of 
the hand of the man that would destroy 
me and my son together ont of the in- 
17 heritanee of God. Then thine handmaid 
said, Let, I pray thee, the word of my 
lord the king be %eomfortable: for as 
4an angel of God, so is my lord the king 
5to discern good and bad: and the Lorp 
18thy God be with thee. Then the king 
answered and said unto the woman, 
Hide not from me, I pray thee, aught 
that I shall ask thee. And the woman 
said, Let my lord the king now speak. 
19 And the king said, Is the hand of Joab 
with thee in all this? And the woman 
answered and said, As thy soul liveth, 
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my lord the king, none can turn to the 
right hand or to the left from aught 
that my lord the king hath spoken: 
for thy servant Joab, he bade me, and 
he put all these words m the mouth 
20 of thine handmaid: to change the face 
of the matter hath thy servant Joab 
done this thing: and my lord is wise, 
aceording to the wisdom of 1 an angel of 
God, to know all things that are in the 
2tearth. And the king said unto Joab, 
Behold now, ?I have done this thing: 
go therefore, bring the yonng man 
22 Absalom again. And Joab fell to the 
ground on his face, and did obeisance, 
and blessed the king: aud Joab said, To- 
day thy servant knoweth that I have 
found graceinthy sight, my lord, O kmeg, 
in that the king hath performed the re- 
23 quest of Shlis servant. SoJoabaroseand 
went to Geshur, and brought Absalom to 
24 Jerusalem. And the king said, Let him 
turn to his own house, but let him not 
seeimy face. So Absalom turned tohis 
own house, and saw not theking’s face. 
25 Now in all Israel there was none to 
be so much praised as Absalom for his 
beanty: from the sole of his foot even 
| to the crown of his head there was 
}26no blemish in him. And when he 
polled his head, (now it was at every 
| year’s end that he polled it: because 
| the hair was heavy on him, therefore 
| he polled it:) le weighed the hair of 
| his head at two hundred shekels, after 
| 27 the king’s weight. And unto Absaloin 
| there were born three sons, and one 
| daughter, whose name was Tamar: she 
| was a woman of a fair countenance. 
28 And Absalom dwelt two full years in 
_ Jerusalem; and he saw not the king’s 
29face. Then Absalom sent for Joab, to 
send him to the king; but he would 
not eome to hnn: and he sent again a 
|

second time, but he would not come.- 


30 Therefore he said unto his servants, 
See, Joab’s field is near mine, and he 
hath barley there ; go and set it on fire. 
And Absalom’s servants set the field on 

3lfire. Then Joab arose, and caime to 
Absalem unto his honse, and said unto 
him, Wherefore have thy servauts 

| 32 set my field on fire? And Absalom an- 
swered Joab, Behold, [ sent nuto thee, 
| saying, Come hither, that I may send 
thee to the king, to say, Wherefore am 
I come froin Geshur ? it were better for 
me to be there still: now therefore let 
_ me see the king’s face; and if there 
| 33 be iniquity in me, let him kill me. So 
Joab came to the king, and told him: 
and when he had called for Absalon, 
he eame to the king, and bowed him- 
self on his face to the ground before the 
| king: and the king kissed Absalom. 

15 And it came to pass after this, that 

Absalom prepared him a chariot and 

horses, and fifty men to run before him. 

2And Absalom rose np early, and stood 
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beside the way of the gate: and it 
was so, that when any man had a 
sult which should come to the king 
for judgement, then Absalom called 
unto him, and said, Of what city art 
thon? And he said, Thy servant is of 
3one of the tribes of Israel. And Ab- 
salom said unto hin, See, thy matters 
are good and right; but there is no 
iman deputed of the king to hear thee. 

4 Absalom said moreover, Oh that I 
were nade judge in the land, that 
every man which hath any snit or 
cause might come unto me, and I 

Swould do him justice! And it was 
so, that when any man eame nigh 
to do him obeisance, he put forth 
his hand, and took hold of hin, and 

Gkissed him. And on this mamer did 
Absalom to all Israel that came to the 
king for judgement: so Absalom stole 
the hearts of the men of Israel. 

7 And it came to pass at the end of 
4forty years, that Absalom said unto 
the king, I pray thee, let me go and pay 
my vow, which I have vowed unto the 

8Lorp, in Hebron. For thy servant 
vowed a vow while I abode at Geshur in 
5 Syria, saying, If the Lorp shall indeed 
bring me again to Jerusalem, then I 

9 willSserve the Lorp. And the king said 
unto him, Goin peace. So he arose, and 

10 went to Hebron. But Absalom sent 
spies thronghout all the tribes of Israel, 
saying, As soon as ye hear the sound of 
the trumpet, then ye shall say, Absalon 
1liskingin Hebron. And with Absalom 
went two hundred men out of Jeru- 
salem, that were invited, and went in 
their simplicity ; and they knew not any 
12thing. And Absalom 7 sent for Ahitho- 
phel the Gilonite, David’s counsellor, 
from his city, even from Giloh, while 
he ‘offered the sacrifices. And the con- 
spiracy was strong; for the people 
-hicreased contmually with Absalom. 
13 And there came a messenger to David, 
saying, The hearts of the men of Israel 
14are after Absalom. And David said 
unto all his servants that were with 
him at Jerusalem, Arise, aud let us 
flee; for else none of us shall eseape 
from Absalom: make speed to depart, 
lest he overtake us quickly, and bring 
down evil upon us, and smite the eity 
15 with the edge of the sword. And the 
king’s servants said nnto the king, 
Behold, thy servants are ready to do 
whatsoever my lord the king shall 
16choose. And the king went forth, and 
all his household after him. And the 
king left ten women, which were con- 
17 cubines, to keep the house. And the 
king went forth, and all the people after 
hin; and they tarried §in Beth-merhak. 
18 And all his servants passed on beside 
hin; and all the Cherethites, and all 
the Pelethites, and all the Gittites, six 
hundred men which eaime after him 
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from Gath, passed on before the king. 
19Then said the king to Ittai the Gittite, 
Wherefore goest thou also with us? 
return, and abide with the king: for 
thou art a stranger, and also an exile; 
20return to thine own place. Whereas 
thou eamest but yesterday, should I 
this day make thee go up and down 
with us, seeing I go whither I may? re- 
turn thon, aud take back thy brethren ; 
21lmerey and truth be with thee. And 
Ittai answered the king, and said As 
the Lorp liveth, and as my lord the 
king liveth, surely in what place my 
lord the king shall be, whether for death 
or for hfe, even there also will thy serv- 
22ant be. And David said to Ittai, Go 
and pass over. Aud Ittai the Gittite 
passed over, and all his men, aud all 
23 the little ones that were with him. And 
all the country wept with a loud voice, 
and all the people passed over: the 
king also himself passed over the brook 
Kidron, and all the people passed over, 
24 toward the way of the wilderness. And, 
lo, Zadok also came, and all the Levites 
with him, bearing the ark of the coven- 
aut of God; and they set down the ark 
of God, and Abiathar went up, until all 
the people had doue passing out of the 
25 city. And the king said unto Zadok, 
Carry back the ark of God into the 
eity: if I shall find favour in the eyes 
of the Lorn, he will bring me again, 
and shew me both it, and his habita- 
26 tion: but if he say thus, I have no de- 
light in thee; behold, here am I, let 
him do to me as seemeth good unto 
27him. The king said also unto Zadok 
the priest, } Art thou not a seer? return 
into the city in peace, and your two 
sons with you, Ahimaaz thy son, and 
28 Jonathan the son of Abiathar. See, 1 
will tarry *at the fords of the wilder- 
ness, until there come word from you 
29to eertify me. Zadok therefore and 
Abiathar carried the ark of God again 
to Jerusalem: and they abode there. 
30 And David went up by the ascent 
of the mount of Olives, and wept as 
he went up; and he had his head 
eovered, and went barefoot: and all 
the people that were with lim covered 
every man his head, and they went up, 
31 weeping as they wentup. And one told 
David, saying, Ahithophel is among 
the eonspirators with Absalom. And 
David said, O Lorn, I pray thee, turn 
the counsel of Ahithophel into foolish- 
3d2ness. And it came to pass, that when 
David was come to the top of the 
ascent, >where God was worshipped, 
behold, Hushai the Archite eame to 
meet him with his coat rent, and earth 
33 upon his head: and David said unto 
him, If thou passest on with me, then 
34 thou shalt be a burden unto me: but if 
thou return to the city, and say unto 








Absalom, I will be thy servant, O king; 
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aus I have been thy father’s servant 
in time past, so will I now be thy 
servant: then shalt thon defeat for 
35me the counsel of Abithophel. And 
hast thou not there with thee Zadok 
wid Abiathar the pricsts ? therefore it 
shall be, that what thing soever thou 
shalt hear out of the king’s house, thou 
shalt tell it to Zadok and Abiathar the 

36 priests. Behold, they have there with 
them their two sons, Ahimaaz Zadok’s 
son, aud Jonathan Abiathar’s son; and 
by them ye shall send unto me every 

37 thing that ye shall hear. So Hushai 
David's friend came into the city; and 
Absalom came into Jerusalem. 

16 And when David was a little past 
the top of the ascent, behold, Ziba the 
servant of Mephibosheth met him, with 
a couple of asses saddled, and upon 
them two hundred loaves of bread, and 
an hundred clusters of raisins, and 
an hundred of summer fruits, and a 

24bottle of wine. And the king said un- 
to Ziba, What meanest thou by these? 
And Ziba said, The asses be for the 
king’s household to ride on; and the 
bread and suminer fruit for the young 
men to eat; and the wine, that such as 
be faint in the wilderness inay drink. 

38And the king said, Aud where is thy 
master’s sou? And Ziba said unto the 
king, Behold, he abideth at Jerusalem: 
for he said, To-day shall the house of 
Israel restore me the kingdom of my 

4father. Then said the king to Ziba, 
Behold, thine is all that pertaineth 
unto Mephibosheth. And Ziba, said, I 
do obeisance; let me find favonr in thy 
sight, my lord, O king. 

5 And when king David eame to Ba- 
hurim, behold, there came out thence a 
man of the family of the house of Saul, 
whose name was Shimei, the son of 
Gera; he came out, and cursed still as 

Gheeame. And he cast stones at David, 
and at all the servants of king David: 
and all the people aud all the mighty 
men were on his right hand and on 

7 his left. And thus said Shimei when 
he cursed, Begone, begone, thou man 

Sof blood, and man of > Belial: the Lorp 
hath returned upon thee all the blood 
of the house of Saul, in whose stead 
thou hast reigned; and the Lorp hath 
delivered the kingdom into the hand 
of Absalom thy son: and, behold, 
thou art taken in thine own wischief, 
because thou art a man of blood. 

9 Then said Abishai the son of Zeruiah 
unto the king, Why should this dead 
dog curse my lord the kmg? let me 
go over, I pray thee, and take off 

1lOhis head. Aud the king said, What 
have I to do with you, ye sons of 
Zeruiah? ®Beeause he curseth, and 
because the Lorp hath said unto him, 
Curse David; who then shall say,

II. SAMUEL. 


David said to Abishai, and to all his 
servants, Behold, my son, which came 
forth of my bowels, sceketh my life: 
how much more may this Benjamite 
now do it? let him alone, and let him 
curse; for the Lorp hath bidden hin. 
12It may be that the Lorp will look on 
ithe wrong done unto me, and that 
the Lorp will requite me good for his 

13 cursing of ine this day. So David and 
his men went by the way: and Shimei 
went along on the hill side over against 
him, and cursed as he went, and threw 

14stones 2at him, and cast dust. And 
the king, and all the people that were 
with him, came ®weary; and he re- 
freshed himself there. 

15 And Absalom, and all the people the 
men of Israel, came to Jerusalem, and 

16 Ahithophel with him. And it came to 
pass, when Hushai the Archite, David's 
friend, was come nnto Absalom, that 
Hushai said unto Absalom, 4God save 

1i7the king, God save the king. And 
Absalom said to Hushai, Is this thy 
kindness to thy friend? why wentest 

18 thou uot with thy friend? And Hushai 
said unto Absalom, Nay; but whom 
the Lorp, and this people, and all the 
men of Israel have chosen, his will I 

19be, and with him will I abide. And 
again, whom should I serve? should J 
not serve in the presence of his son? as 
I have served in thy father’s presence, 

20so will I be iu thy presence. Then 
said Absalom to Ahithophel, Give your 

21 counsel what we shall do. And Ahitho- 
phel said unto Absalom, Go in unto 
thy father’s concubines, which he hath 
left to keep the honse; and all Isracl 
shall hear that thou art abhorred of 
thy father: then shall the hands of 

22 all that are with thee be strong. So 
they spread Absalom a tent upon the 
top of the house; and Absalom went 
in nuto his father’s coneubines in the 

23 sight of all Israel. And the counsel 
of Ahithophel, which he counselled in 
those days, was as if a man inquired 
at the 5oracle of God: so was alli the 
counsel of Ahithophel both with David 
and with Absalom. 

1'7 Moreover Ahithophel said nnto Absa- 
lom, Let me now choose out twelve 
thousand men, and I will arise and 

2 pursue after David this night: and I 
will come npon him while le is weary 
and weak handed, and will make him 
afraid: and all the people that are with 


| him shall flee; and I will smite the king 


Zonly: and I will bring back all the 
people unto thee: the man whom thou 
seekest is as if all returned: so all the 

4people shall be in peace. And the 
saying pleased Absalom well, and all 
the elders of Israel. 

5 Then said Absalom, Call now Hushai 
the Archite also, and let us hear like- 

6 wise what he saith. And when Hushai 
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was come to Absalom, Absalom spake 
nuto him, saying, Abhithophel hath 
spoken after this manner: shall we dc 
after his saying? if not, speak thou. 
7 And Hushai said nnto Absalom, The 
counsel that Ahithophel hath given this 
8 time is not good. Eushai said more- 
over, Thou kuowest thy father and his 
men, that they be mighty men, and 
they be ®chafed iu their minds, as a 
bear robbed of her whelps in the field: 
aud thy father is a man of war, and 
9 will not lodge with the people. Behold, 
he is hid now in some pit, or in some 
other place: and it will come to pass, 
Twhen some of them be fallen at the 
first, that whosoever heareth it will 
say, There is a slaughter among the 
10 people that follow Absalom. And even 
he that is valiant, whose heart is as the 
heart of a lion, shall utterly melt: for 
all Israel knoweth that thy father is a 
mighty man, and they which be with 
11 lim are valiant men. But I counsel 
that all Israel be gathered together un- 
to thee, from Dan even to Beer-sheba, 
as the sand that is by the sea for mult- 
itude; and ®that thou go to battle in 
12ihine own person. So shall we come 
upon him in some place where he shall 
be fonnd, and we will light npon him as 
the dew falleth on the ground: and of 
him and of all the men that are with 
him we will not leave so much as 
13 0ne. Moreover, if he 9be gotten into a 
city, then shall all Israc] bring ropes to 
that city, and we will draw it into the 
river, until there be not one small stone 
14found there. And Absalom and all the 
men of Israel said, The counsel of 
Hushai the Archite is better than the 
counsel of Ahithophel. For the Lorp 
had ordained to defeat the good counsel 
of Ahithophel, to the intent that the 
Lorp might bring evil upon Absalom. 
15 Then said Hushai unto Zadok and to 
Abiathar the priests, Thns and thus 
did Ahithophel counsel Absalom and 
the elders of Israel; and thus and thus 
16 have I counselled. Now therefore send 
quickly, and tell David, saying, Lodge 
not this night at the fords of the 
wilderness, but in any wise pass over; 
lest the knig be swallowed up, and all 
17 the people that are with him. !!Now 
Jonathan and Ablimaaz stayed by En- 
rogel; and a maidservant used to go 
aud tell them; and they went and told 
king David: for they might not be seen 
18 to come into the city. But alad saw 
them, and told Absalom: and they went 
both of them away quickly, and came 
to the house of a man in Bahurim, 
who had a well in his court; and they 
19went down thither. And the woman 
took and spread the covermg over the 
well’s mouth, and strewed bruised corn 
20 thereon; and nothing was known. And 
Absalom’s servants came to the woman 
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to the house; and they said, Where 
are Ahimaaz and Jonathan? And 
the woman said unto them, They be 
gone over the breok of water. And 
when they had songht and eould not 
find them, they returned to Jerusalem. 
21And it eame to pass, after they were 
departed, that they came up out of the 
well, and went and told king David; 
and they said unto David, Arise ye, and 
pass quickly over the water: for thus 
hath Ahithophel econnselled against 

22 you. Then David arose, and all the 
people that were with him, and they 
passed over Jordan: by the morning 
light there laeked not one of them 

23 that was not gone over Jordan. And 
when Ahithophel saw that his counsel 
was not followed, he saddled his ass, 
and arose, and gat him home, unto his 
eity, and set his house in order, and 
hanged himself; and he died, and was 
buried in the sepulehre of his father. 

24 Then David eame to Mahanaim. And 
Absalom passed over Jordan, he and 

25 all the men of Israel with hnn. And 
Absalom set Amasa over the host 
mstead of Joab. Now Amasa was the 
son of a man, whose name was lIthra 
the Israelite, that went in to 2Abigal 
the daughter of Nahash, sister to 

26 Zeruiah Joab’s mother. And Israel 
and Absalom pitehed in the land of 
Gilead. 

27 And it came to pass, when David was 
eome to Mahanaim, that Shobi the son 
of Nahash of Ltabbah of the children 
of Ammon, and Maehir the son of 
Ammiel of Lo-debar, and Barzillai the 

28 Gileadite of Rogelim, brought beds, and 
basons, and earthen vessels, and wheat, 
and barley, and meal, and parched corn, 
and beans, and lentils, and parehed 

29 pulse, and honey, and butter, and sheep, 
and cheese of kme, for David, and for 
the people that were with him, to eat: 
for they said, The people is hungry, and 
weary, and thirsty, in the wilderness. 

18 And David numbered the people that 
were with him, and set eaptains of 
thousands and captains of hundreds 

2over them. And David sent forth the 
people, a third part under the hand of 
Joab, and a third part under the hand 
of Abishai the son of Zeruiah, Joab’s 
brother, and a third part under the 
hand of Ittai the Gittite. And the king 
said unto the people, I will surely go 
Sforth with you myself also. But the 
people said, Thou shalt not go forth: 
for if we flee away, they will not 
eare for us; neither if half of us die, 
will they care for us: ®=bnt thou art 
worth ten thousand of us: therefore 
now it is better that thon be ready to 
Asuceour us out of the city. And the 
king said unto them, What seemeth 
you best I will do. And the king stood 
by the gate side, and all the people 
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went out by hundreds and by thiou- 
Ssands. And the king commanded Joab 
and Abishai and Ittai, saying, Deal 
gently for my sake with the young man, 
even with Absaloin. And all the people 
heard when the king gave all the 
eaptains eliarge concerning Absalom. 
6 So the people went ont into the field 
against Israel: and the battle was in 
7 ihe forest of Ephraim. And the people 
of Israel were smitten there before the 
servants of David, and there was a 
great slaughter there that day of 
Stwenty thousand men. For the battle 
was there spread over the face of all 
the country: and the forest devoured 
more people that day than the sword 
9devoured. And Absalom chaneed to 
meet the servants of David. And 
Absalom rode upon bis mule, and the 
mule went under the thick beughs 
of a great 4oak, and his head eaught 
hold of the oak, and Le was taken 
up between the heaven and the earth; 
and the mule that was under him went 
l0on. And a eertain man saw it, and 
told Joab, and said, Behold, I saw 
11 Absalom hanging in an oak. And Joab 
said unto the man that told him, 
And, behold, thou sawest it, and why 
didst thou not smite him there to the 
ground? and I would have given thee 
{2 ten pieces of silver, and a girdle. And 
the man said nnto Joab, Though I 
should reeeive a thousand pieces of sil- 
ver in mine hand, yet would I not put 
forth mine hand against the king’s son: 
for in our hearing the king charged 
thee and Abishai and Ittai, saying, 
5’Beware that none touch the young 
13man Absalom. Otherwise if I had dealt 
falsely against Shis life, (and there is 
no matter hid from the king,) then thou 
thyself twouldest have stood aloof. 
14'Then said Joab, I may not tarry thus 
with thee. And he took three §darts 
in his hand, and thrust them through 
the heart of Absalom, while he was 
yet alive in the midst of the oak. 
15 And ten young men that bare Joab’s 
armour eompassed about and smote 
16 Absalom, and slew him. And Joab 
blew the trumpet, and the people re- 
turned from pursuing after Israel: for 
17 Joab ®*held back the people. Andthey 
took Absalom, and east him into the 
great pit in the forest, and raised over 
hin a very great heap of stones: and 
all Israel fled every one to his tent. 
18 Now Absalom im his life time had taken 
and reared up for himself the pillar, 
which is in the king’s dale: for he said, 
I have no son to keep my name in 
remembranee: and he called the pillar 
after his own name: and it is called 
Absalom’s monument, unto this day. 
19 Then said Ahimaaz the son of Za- 
dok, Let me now run, and bear the 
king tidings, how that the Lorp hath 
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shalt bear tidings another day: but 
this day thou shalt bear no tidings, be- 
21 cause the king’s son is dead. Then said 
Joab to the Cushite, Go tell the king 
what thou hast seen. And the Cushite 
bowed himself unto Joab, and ran. 
22 Then said Ahimaaz the son of Zadok 
yet again to Joab, But come what 
may, let me, I pray thee, also run after 
the Cushite. And Joab said, Where- 
fore wilt thou run, my son, seeing 
that thou 2wilt have no reward for the 
23 tidings? But come what may, said he, 
I will run. And he said unto him, 
JTtun. Then Ahimaaz ran by the way 
of the Plain, and overran the Cushite. 
24 Now David sat between the two gates: 
and the watchman went up to the 
roof of the gate unto the wall, and 
lifted up his eyes, and looked, and, be- 
25hold, a manu running alone. And the 
watchman cried, and told the king. 
And the king said, If he be alone, there 
is tidings in Lis mouth. And he came 
26 apace, aud drew near. And the watch- 
mal saw another man running: and 
the watchman called unto the porter, 
aud said, Behold, axother man running 
alone. And the king said, He also 
27 bringeth tidings. And the watchman 
said, Me thinketh the running of the 
foremost is like the rnnning of Ahimaaz 
the son of Zadok. And the king said, 
He is a good nan, and cometh with 
28 good tidings. And Ahimaaz called, and 
sid unto the ling, 3 Allis well. And he 
bowed himself before the king with his 
face to the earth, and said, Blessed be 
the Lorp thy God, which hath delivered 
up the nen that lifted up theb hand 
29 against my lord the king. And the king 
said, 4Is it well with the young man 
Absalom? Aud Alimaaz answered, 
When Joab sent the king’s servant, 
Seven me thy servant, I saw a great 
tumult, but I knew not what it was. 
30And the king said, Turn aside, and 
stand here. And he turned aside, and 
31 stood still. And, behold, the Cushite 
came; and the Cnshite said, Tidings 
for my lord the king: for the Lorp 
hath avenged thee this day of all them 
32that rose up against thee. And the 
king said unto the Cushite, Is it well 
with the young man Absalom? And 
the Cushite answered, The enemies of 
my lord the king, and all that rise up 
against thee to do thee hurt, be as 
33that young man is. And the king 
was munch moved, and went up to the 
chamber over the gate, and wept: and 
as he went, thus he said, O my son 
Absalom, my son, my son Absalom! 
would God I had died for thee, O 
Absalom, my son, ny son! 


19 And it was told Joab, Behold, the king 


the people heard say that day, The king 
ogrieveth for his son. And the people 
gat them by stealth that day into the 
city, as people that are ashamed steal 
4away when they flee in battle. And 
the King covered his face, and the 
king cried with a loud voice, O my son 
Absalom, O Absalom, my son, my son! 
5 And Joab came into the house to the 
king, and said, Thou hast shamed this 
day the faces of all thy servants, which 
this day have saved thy life, and the 
lives of thy sons and of thy daughters, 
and the lives of thy wives, and the lives 
6 of thy concubines; in that thou lovest. 
them that hate thee, and hatest them 
that love thee. For thou hast de- 
clared this day, that princes and serv- 
ants are nought unto thee: for this 
day I perceive, that if Absalom had 
lived, and all we had died this day, then 
7it had pleased thee well. Now therefore 
arise, go forth, and speak comfort- 
ably unto thy servants: for I swear by 
the Lorn, if thou go not forth, there 
will not tarry a man with thee this 
night: and that will be worse unto thee 
than all the evil that hath befallen 
8 thee from thy youth until now. Then 
the king arose, and sat in the gate. And 
they told unto all the people, saying, 
Behold, the king doth sit in the gate: 
and all the people came before the king. 
Now Israel had fled every man to his 
9teut. And all the people were at strife 
throughout all the tribes of Israel, 
saying, The king delivered us out of 
the hand of our enemies, and he saved 
us ont of the hand of the Philistines; 
and now he is fled out of the land 
10from Absalom. And Absalom, whom 
we anointed over us, is dead in battle. 
Now therefore why speak ye not a 
word of bringing the king back? 

11 And king David sent to Zadok and 
to Abiithar the priests, saying, Speak 
unto the elders of Judah, saying, Why 
are ye the last to bring the king back 
to his honse? seeing the speech of all 
Israel is come to the king, to bring him 

12 to his house. Ye are my brethren, ye 
are my bone and my flesh: wherefore 
then are ye the last to bring back the 

13king? And say ye to Amisa, Art thou 
not my bone aud my flesh? God do 
so to me, and more also, if thou be 
not captain of the host before me cou- 

li4tinually in the room of Joab. And 
he bowed the heart of all the inen of 
Judah, even as the heart of one man; 
so that they sent unto the king, say- 
tng, Return thou, and all thy servants. 

1580 the king returned, and came to 
Jordan. And Judah came to Gilgal, to 
go to meet the king, to bring the king 
over Jordan. 
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6 Heb.

16 And Shimei the son of Gera, the Bei- 
jamite, which was of Bahurm, hasted 
and came down with the men of Judah 

17 to meet king David. And there were 
a thousand men of Benjamin with lin, 
end Ziba the servant of the house of 
Saul, and his fifteen sons and his twenty 
servants with him; and they went 
through Jordan in the presence of the 

1king. And there went over Ja ferry 
boat to bring over the king’s household, 
and to do what he thought srood. And 
Shimei the son of Gera fell down before 
the king, when he 2was come over Jor- 

19dan. And he said unto the king, Let 
not my lord impute iniquity unto me, 
neither do thou remember that which 
thy servant did perversely the day that 
my lord the king went out of Jerusalem, 
that the king should take it to his heart. 

20 For thy servant doth know that I have 
sinned: therefore, behold, I am come 
this day the first of all the house of 
Joseph to go down to meet my lord 

21the king. But Abishai the son of 
Zeruiah answered and said, Shall not 
Shimei be put to death for this, becanse 

22he cursed the Lorp’s anointed? And 
David said, What have I to do with 
you, ye sons of Zeruiah, that ye should 
this day be adversaries unto me? shall 
there any man be put to death this day 
in Israel? for do not I know that I am 

23this day ling over Israel? And the 
king said unto Shimei, Thou shalt not 
die. And the king sware nnto him. 

24 And Mephibosheth the son of Svul 
came down to meet the king; and he had 
neither dressed his feet, nor trimmed 
his beard, nor washed his clothes, 
from the day the king departed until 

25 the day he came home in peace. And 
it eame to pass, ?when he was come to 
Jerusalem to meet the king, that the 
king said nnto him, Wherefore wentest 

26 not thou with me, Mephibosheth? And 
he answered, My lord, O king, my 
servant deceived me: for thy servant 
said, I will saddle me an ass, that J may 
ride thereon, and go 4with the king; 

27 because thy servant is lame. And hie 
hath slandered thy servant unto my 
lord the king; but my lord the king 
is as 5an angel of God: do therefore 

28 what is good in thine eyes. For all my 
father’s house were but 6dead men be- 
fore my lord the king: yet didst thon 
set thy servant among them that did 

. eat at thine own table. What nght 
therefore have I yet that I should ery 

29 any more unto the king? And the king 
said unto him, Why speakest thou any 
more of thy matters? I say, Thou and 

30 Zibadividetheland. And Mephibosheth 
said unto the king, Yea, let him take all, 
forasmuch as my lord the king is come 
in peace unto his own house. 

31 And Barzillai the Gileadite came down 
from Rogelim; and he went over Jor- 


dan with the king, to eonduct him over 


32 Jordan. Now LDarzillai was a very 
aged man, even fonrseore years old: 
and he had provided the king with 
sustenance while he lry at Mahanaim; 

53 for he was a very great man. And the 
king said unto Barzillai, Come thon 
over with ine, and I will sustain thee 

34with me in Jerusalem. And Bayrzillai 
said unto the king, How many are the 
days of the yeirs of my life, that I 
should go up with the king unto Jeru- 

35 salem? Iam this dry fourscore years 
old: can I discern between good and 
bad? ean thy servant taste what I eat 
or what I drink? can I hear any more 
the voice of singing men and singing 
women? wherefore then should thy 
servant be yet a burden unto my lord 

36 the king? Thy servant would but just 
go over Jordan with the king: and why 
should the king recompense it me with 

37 such a reward? Let thy servant, I pray 
thee, turn back again, that I may die 
in mine own city, by the grave of my 
father and my mother. But behold, 
thy servant Chimham; let him go over 
with my lord the king; and do to him 

38 what shall seem good unto thee. And 
the king answered, Chimham shall go 


over with me, and I will do to him that } 


which shall seem good unto thee: and 
whatsoever thou shalt 7require of me, 

39 that will I do for thee. And all the 
people went over Jordan, and the king 
went over: and the king kissed Bar- 
zillai, and blessed him; and he returned 
nnto his own place. 

40 So the king went over to Gilgal, and 
Chimham went over with him: and all 
the people of Judah brought the king 
over, and also half the people of Israel. 

41 And, behold, all the men of Israel c1me 
to the king, and said unto the king, Why 
have our brethren the men of Judah 
stolen thee away, and brought the king, 
and his household, over Jordan, and 

42all David’s men with him? And all 
the men of Judah answered the men 
of Israel. Because the king is near of 
kin to us: wherefore then be ye angry 
for this matter? have we eaten at all 
of the king’s cost? or hath he given 

43ns any git? And the men of Israel 
answered the men of Judah, and said, 
We have ten parts in the king, and we 
have also more right in David than ye: 
why then did ye despise us, ®that our 
advice should not be tirst had in bring- 
ing back our king? And the words of 
the men of Judah were fiercer than 
the words of the men of Israel. 

20 And there happened to be there a 
man of 9 Belial, whose name was Sheba, 
the son of Bichri, a Benjamite: and he 
blew the trumpet, and s1id, We have 
no portion in David, neither have we 
inheritance in the son of Jesse: every 

2man to his tents, O Israel. So all the 
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men of Israel went up from follow- 
ing David, and followed Sheba the 
son of Bichri: but the men of Judah 
clave unto their king, from Jordan 
even to Jerusalem. 

3 And David came to his house at Je- 
rusalem; and the king took the ten 
women his coneubines, whom he had 
left to keep the house, and put them in 
ward, and provided them with susten- 
ance, but went not in unto them. So 
they were shut up unto the day of their 
death, lliving in widowhood. 

4 Then said the king to Amasa, Call me 
the men of Judah together within three 

5days, and be thou here present. So 
Amasa went to call the men of Judah 
together: but he tarried longer than 
the set time which he had appointed 

6him. And David said to Abishai, Now 
shall Sheba the son of Bichri do us more 
harm than did Absalom: take thou thy 
lord’s servants, and pursue after him, 
lest he get him fenced cities, and escape 

7 out of our sight. And there went out 
after bin Joab’s men, and the Chereth- 
ites and the Pelethites, and all the 
mighty men: and they went out of 
Jerusalem, to pursne after Sheba the 

8son of Bichri. When they were at the 
great stone which is in Gibeon, Amasa 
came to meet them. And Joab was 
girded with his apparel of war that he 
had put on, and thereon was a girdle 
with a sword fastened upon his loins 
in the sheath thereof; and as he went 

9 forth it fell out. And Joab said to Ama- 
sa, Is it well with thee, my brother? 
And Joab took Amasa by the beard 

10 with his right hand to kiss him. But 
Amasa took no heed to the sword that 
was in Joab’s hand: so he smote him 
therewith in the belly, and shed out his 
bowels to the ground, and struck him 
not again; and he died. And Joab and 
Abishai his brother pursued after Sheba 

11the son of Bichri. And there stood by 
hin one of Joab’s young men, and said, 
He that favoureth Joab, and he that 
12is for David, let him follow Joab. And 
Amasa lay wallowing in his blood in 
the midst of the high way. And when 
the man saw that all the people stood 
still, he carried Amasa out of the high 
way into the field, and cast a garment 
over him, when he saw that every one 
13that came by him stood still. When 
he was removed out of the high way, 
all the people went on after Joab, to 
pursue after Sheba the son of Bichri. 

14 And he went through all the tribes of 
Israel unto Abel, and to Beth-maacah, 
and all the Berites: and they were 
gathered together, and went also after 

15him. And they came and besieged him 
in Abel of Beth-maacah, and they cast 
up a mount against the city, and it 
stood against the rampart: and all the 
people that were with Joab 2battered 





16 the wall, to throw it down. Then cried 
a wise woman out of the city, Hear, 
hear; say, I pray you, unto Joab, Come 
near hither, that I may speak with 

17 thee. And he came near nnto her; and 
the woman said, Art thou Joab? And 
he answered, Iam. Then she said nn- 
to him, Hear the words of thine hand- 
maid. And he answered, I do hear. 

18 Then she spake, saying, They were 
wont to speak im old time, saying, 
They shall surely ask counsel at Abel: 

19and so they ended the matter. I am 
of them that are peaceable and faithful 
m Israel: thou seekest to destroy a city 
and a mother in Israel: why wilt thou 
swallow up the inheritance of the Lorp ? 

20 And Joab answered and said, Far be it, 
fay be it from me, that I should swallow 

21 up ordestroy. The matter is not so: but 
aman of the hill country of Ephraim, 
Sheba the son of Bichri by name, hath 
lifted up his hand against the king, 
even against David: deliver him only, 
and I will depart from the city. And 
the woman said unto Joab, Behold, 
his head shall be thrown to thee over 

22 the wall. Then the woman went unto 
all the people in her wisdom. And 
they cut off the head of Sheba the son 
of Bichri, and threw it out to Joab. 
And he blew the trumpet, and they 
were (lispersed from the city, every 
man to his tent. And Joab returned 
to Jerusalem unto the king. 

23 Now Joab was over all the host of Is- 
rael: and Benaiah the son of Jehoiada 
was over the 3Cherethites and over the 

24 Pelethites: and Adoram was over the 
4tribute: and Jehoshaphat the son of 

25 Ahilud was the ® recorder: and Sheva 
was Sscribe: and Zadok and Abiathar 

26 were priests: and Ira aiso the Jairite 
was 7priest unto David. 

21 And there was a famine in the days 
of David three years, year after year; 
and David sought the face of the Lorp. 
And the Lorp said, It is for Sanl, and 
for his bloody house, because he put 


2to death the Gibeonites. And the king | ; 


called the Gibeonites, and said unto 
them; (now the Gibeonites were not 
of the children of Israel, but of the 
remnant of the Amorites; and the child- 
ren of Israel had sworm unto them: 
and Saul sought to slay them in his 
zeal for the children of Israel and Ju- 
3dah:) and David said unto the Gibeon- 
ites, What shall I do for you? and 
wherewith shall I make atonement, 
that ye may bless the inheritance of 
4the Lorp? And the Gibeonites said 
unto him, It is no matter of silver or 
gold between us and Saul, or his house; 
®neither is it for us to put any man to 
death in Israel. And he said, What ye 
5shall say, that will I do for you. And 
they said unto the king, The man that 
consumed us, and that devised against 
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remaining in any of the borders of 
6Israel, let seven men of his sons be 
delivered tmto us, and we will hang 
them up unto the Lorp in Gibeah 
of Saul, the chosen of the Lorp, And 
7 the king said, I will give them. But 
tho king spared Mephibosheth, the 
son of Jonathan the son of Saul, be- 
causo of the Lorp’s oath that was 
between them, between David and 
SJonathan the son of Saul. But the 
king took the two sens of Rizpah the 
daughter of Aiah, whom she bare unto 
Saul, Armoui and Mephibosheth ; and 
the five sous of 2Michal the daughter 
of Saul, whom she bare to Adriel the 
9son of Barzillai the Meholathite: and 
he delivered them iuto the hands of 
the Gibeonites, and they hanged them 
in the mountain before the Lorp, and 
they fell ald seven tegether: and they 
were put to death in the days of har- 
vest, in the first days, at the beginning 
10o0f barley harvest. And Rizpah the 
daughter of Aiah took sackeloth, and 
spread it for her upon the roek, from 
the beginning of harvest until water 
Was poured upon them from heaven ; 
and she suffered neither the birds of 
the air to rest on them by day, nor the 
11 beasts of the field by night. And it was 
told David what Rizpah the daughter 
of Aiah, the eoneubme of Saul, had 
12done. And David weut and took the 
bones of Sanl and the bones of Jona- 
than his son from the men of Jabesh- 
gilead, which had stolen them from 
the street of Beth-shan, where the 
Philistines had hanged them, in the 
day that the Philistines slew Saul in 
18 Gilboa: and he brought up from thence 
the bones of Saul and the bones of 
Jonathan his son; and they gathered 
the bones of them that were hanged. 
14 And they buried the bones of Saul and 
Jonathan his son in the country of 
Benjamin in Zela, in the sepulehre of 
Kish his father: and they performed all 
that the king commanded. And after 
that God was intreated for the land. 
15 And the Philistines had war again with 
Israel; and David went down, and his 
servants with him, and fought against 
the Philistines: and David waxed faint. 
16 And Ishbi-benob, which was of the sons 
of the giant, the weight of whose spear 
was three hundred skekels of brass in 
weight, he being girded with 5a new 
sword, thought to have slain David. 
17 But Abishai the son of Zeruiah suc- 
coured him, and smote the Philistine, 
and killed him. Then the men of Da- 
vid sware nuto him, saying, Thou shalt 
go no more out with us to battle, that 
thou queneh not the lamp of Israel. 
18 6And it came to pass after this, that 
there was again war with the Philistmes 
at 7Gob: then Sibbecai the Hushathite 
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us, 1¢hat we should be destroyed from 


slew 8Saph, which was of the sons of 
19the 4giant. And there was again war 
with the Philistines at Gob; and E1- 
hanan the son of Jaare-oregim the 
Leth-Ichemite slew 9Goliath tho Git-

And there was again 
war at Gath, wlhiere was a nan of great 
stature, that had on every hand six 
fingers, aud on every foot six toes, four 
and twenty in number; and he also was

fied Israel, Jonathan the son of 'Shinei

were born to the ‘giant in Gath; and 
they fell by the hand of David, and by 
the hand of his servauts.

The anointed of the God of Jacob, 
And !the sweet psalmist of Israel: 
2'Vhe spirit of the Lorp spake 2by me, 
And his word was upon my tongue.

And after him was Eleazar 
the son of Dodai the son of au Ahohite, 
one of the three mighty men with 
David, when they defied the Philistines 
that were there gathered together to 
battle, and the men of Israel !°were 

10gone away: he arose, and smote the 
Philistines until his hand was weary, 
and his hand clave unto the sword: 
and the Lorp wrought a great 4 victory 
that day ; and the people returned after 
11 him only to spoil. And after him was 
Shammah the son of Agee a Hararite. 
And the Philistines were gathered to- 
gether into a troop, where was a plot 
of ground full of lentils ; and the people 
12 fled from the Philistines. But he stood 
in the midst of the plot, and defended 
it, and slew the Philistines: and the 
13 Lorp wrought a great victory. And 
three of the thirty chief went down, 
and came to David in the harvest time 
unto the eave of Adullam; and the 
troop of the Philistines were encamped 
14in the valley of Rephaim. And David 
was then in the hold, and the garrison 
of the Philistines was then in Beth- 
1l5lehem. And David longed, and said, 
Oh that one would give me water to 
drink of the well of Beth-lehem, which 
16is by the gate! And the three mighty 
men brake through the host of the 
Philistines, and drew water out of the 
wellof Beth-lehem, that was by the gate, 








and took it, and breught it to David: 
but he would not drink thereof, but 
17 poured it out unto the Lorp. And he 
said, Be it far from me, O Lorp, that I 
should do this: shall J drink the blood 
of the men that went Min jeopardy of 
their lives? therefore he would net drink 
it. These things did the three mighty 
18men. And Abishai, the brother of Joab, 
the son of Zeruiah, was chicf of the 
three. And he lifted np his spear a- 
gainst three hundred “Mand slew them, 
and had a name among the three. 
19Was he not most honourable of the 
three? therefore he was made their 


captain: howbeit he attained not unto | 


20 the first three. And Benaiah the son of 

* Jehoiada, the son of a valiant man of 
Kabzeel, who had done mighty deeds, 
he slew the two sons of Aricl of Moab: 
he went down also and slew a lion in 

21 the midst of a pit in time of snow: and 
he slew an Egyptian, a goodly man: and 
the Egyptian had a spear in his hand; 
but he went down to him with a staff, 
and plucked the spear out of the E- 
gyptian’s hand, and slew him with his 

22own spear. These things did Benaiah 
the son of Jehoiada, and had a name 

23 among the three inighty men. He was 
more honourable than the thirty, but 
he attained not to the first three. And 
David set him over his 16 guard.

29 And God gave Solomon wisdom and 
understanding exceeding much, and 
largeness of heart, even as the sand that

31 of Egypt. For he was wiser than all 
men; than Iithan the Ezrahite, and 
Heman, and Calcol, and Darda, the sons 
of Mahol: and his fame was in all the 

32 nations reund about. And he spake 
three thousand proverbs: and his songs 

33 were a thonsand and five. And he 
spake of trees, froin the cedar that is 
in Lebanon even unto the hyssep that 
springeth out of the wall: he spake also 
of beasts, and of fowl, and of creeping 

34 things, and of fishes. And there eame 
ef all peoples to hear the wisdom of 
Solomon, from all kings of the earth, 
which had heard of his wisdem. 

5 And Hiram king of Tyre sent his 
servants unto Selomoen; for he had 
heard that they had anointed him king 
in the reom of his father: for Hiram 

2 was ever a lover of David. And Solo- 

3mon sent to Hiram, saying, Thon know- 
est how that David my father eould not 
build an house for the name of the Lorp 
his Ged for the wars which were about 
him on every side, until the Lorp put 

4them under the soles of his feet. But 
now the Lorp my Ged hath given me 
rest on every side; there is neither ad- 

5 versary, nor evil occurrent. And, be- 
hold, I purpose to build an house for the 
name of the Lorp my Ged, as the Lorp 
spakeunto Davidimy father, saying, Thy 
son, whom I will set upon thy throne 
in thy room, he shall build the house 

6foer myname. Now therefore command 
theu that they hew me cedar trees out 
of Lebanon; and my servants shall be 
with thy servants; and I will give thee 
hire for thy servants aceording to all 
that thou shalt say: for thou knowest 
that there is not among us any that 
ean skill to hew timber like unto the 
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7 Zidonians. And it came to pass, when 
Hiram heard the words of Selomon, 
that he rejoiced greatly, and said, 
Blessed be the Lorp this day, which 
hath given unto David a wise son over 
8 this great people. And Hiram sent to 
Solomon, saying, I have heard the mes- 
sage Which thou hast sent unto me: I 
will do all thy desire concerning timber 


Or, of cedar, and concerning timber of 1 fir. 
cwress | 9My servants shall bring them down 
from Lebanon unto the sea: and Iwill 
make them into rafts to go by sea unto 
the place that thou shalt appomt me, 
and will cause them to be broken up 
2 Or, there, and thou shait 2receive them: 
saat and theu shalt accomplish my desire, 
away 10in giving food fer my household. So 
via 8Hiram gave Selomon timber of cedar 
and in” and timber of fir according to all 
ver.13. | 11 his desire. And Solomou gave Hiram 
4 Heb. twenty thousand 4measures of wheat 
or for food to his household, and twenty 
5 Or, measures of ®pure oil: thus gave 
Prter 


12 Solomon to Hiram year by year. And 
the Lorp gave Solomen wisdom, as 
he promised Ini; and there was peace 
between Hiram and Selomon; and they 
two made a league together. 

13 And king Selomon raised a levy out 
of all Israel; and the levy was thirty 

14thousand men. And he sent them te 

Lebanon, ten thousand a month by 

courses: amonth they were in Lebanon, 

and two mouths at home: and Adoni- 

15ram was over the levy. And Solomon 

had threescore and ten thousand that 

bare burdens, and fourscore thousand 

that were hewers in the mountains; 

16 besides Solomon’s chief officers that 

were over the work, three thousand 

and three hundred, which bare rule 

over the people that wrought in the 

17 work. And the king commanded, and 

they Shewed out great stones, costly 

stones, to lay the foundation of the 

18 house with wrought stone. And Selo- 

mon’s builders and Hiram’s builders 

and the Gebalites did fashion them, 

| and prepared the timber and the stones 
to build the house. 

TAnd it came to pass in the four 
hundred and eightieth year after the 
children of Israel were come out of the 
land of Egypt, in the fourth year of 
| Selomon’s reign over Israel, in the 

month Ziv, which is the second month, 
| 3 Hel, that he &began to build the house of 
| ouae 2the Lorp. And the house which king 
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Solomon built fer the Lorp, the length 
thereof was threescore cubits, and the 
| breadth thereof twenty cubits, and the 
3height thereof thirty cubits. And the

the holy | porch before 9the temple of the house, 
we) | twenty cubits was the length thereof, 
win ws according to the breadth of the house; 
iin, and ten cubits was the breadth thereof 
and 4 before the house. And for the house 
Bout. he made windows of fixed lattice- 





5 work, And against the wall of the house 
he built stories ronnd about, against 
the walls ef the house round about, both 
of the temple and of 11 the oracle: and he 

6 made side-chambers round about: the 
nethermost story was five cubits broad, 
and the middle was six cubits broad, 
and the third was seven cubits broad: 
for on the outside he made rebate- 
ments iz the wall of the house reund 
about, that the beams should not have 

7 held in the walls of the house. And the 
house, when it was in building, was 
built of stone made ready Mat the 
quarry: and there was neither hammer 
ner axe nor any tool of iron heard in 

8 the house, while it wasin building. The 
door for the middle side-chambers 
was in the right }4side of the house: 
aud they went up by winding stairs inte 
the middle chambers, and out of the 

9 middle into the third. So he built the 
house,and finished it; and he covered the 
house with beams and! planks of cedar. 

10 And he built the stories against all the 
house, each five cubits high: and they 
rested on the house with timber of cedar. 

11 And the werd of the Lorp came to 

12 Solomon, saying, Concerning this house 
which thou art in building, if thou wilt 
walk in my statutes, and execute my 
judgements, and keep all my command- 
ments to walk in them; then will I 
establish my word with thee, which I 

13 spake unte David thy father. And I will 
dwell among the children of Israel, and 
will not forsake my people Israel. 

14 Se Solomon built the honse, and 

15 finished it. And he built the walls of 
the house within with boards of cedar; 
lfrem the floor of the house unto the 
walls of the cieling, he covered them on 
the inside with wood: and le covered 
the floor of the house with boards 

1Gofifir. 1And he built twenty cubits 
on the hinder part of the heuse with 
beards of cedar frem the floor unte the 
19 walls: he even built ‘hem for it with- 
in, fer an oracle, even fer the most holy 

17 place. Andthehouse, that is, the temple 
before the oracle, was forty cubits long. 

18 And there was cedar on the house 
within, carved with 2knoeps and open 
flowers: all was cedar; there was no 

19stone seen. And he prepared an oracle 
in the midst of the house within, to set 
there the ark of the covenant of the 

20 Lorn. And within the oracle was a space 
of twenty cubits in length, and twenty 
cubits in breadth, and twenty cubits in 
the height thereof; and he overlaid it 
with pure gold: 2!and he covered the 

2L altar with cedar. So Selomon overlaid 


the house within with pure geld: and 
he drew chains of gold across before 
the oracle; and he overlaid it with gold. 
22 And the whole house he overlaid with 
gold, until all the house was finished: 
also the whole altar that belonged to 
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23 the oracle he overlaid with gold, } And 
in the oracle he made two cherubim of 
24 olive wood, each ten cubits high. And 
five cubits was the one wing of the 
cherub, and five cubits the other wing 

of the cherub: from the uttermost part 

of the one wing unto the uttermost part 

25 of the other were ten enbits. And the 
other cherub was ten cubits: both the 
cherubim were of one measure and one 
26form. The height of the ene elierub 
was ten cubits, and so was it of the 
27 other cherub. And he set the chernb- 
im within the inner house: and the 
wings of the chernbim were stretched 
forth, so that the wing of the one 
touched the one wall, and the wing of 
the other cherub teuehed the other 
wall; and their wings touched one an- 
28 other in the midst of the house. And 
he overlaid the chernbim with gold. 
29 And he carved all the walls of the 
house round about with carved figures 

of cherubim and pahn trees and open 
30 flowers, within and without. And the 
fioor of the house he overlaid with gold, 
81 within and without. And for the enter- 
ing of the oracle he made doors of clive 
wood: the 2lintel and door posts were 
32a fifth partof the wall. So he made two 
doors of olive wood ; and he earved upon 
them carvings of cherubim and paln 
trees and open flowers, and overlaid 
them with gold; and he spread the gold 
upon the cherubim, and upon the palm 
33 trees. So also made he for the entering 
of the temple door pests of olive wood, 
8tout ef a fourth part of the wall; and 
two doors of *fir wood; the two leaves 
of the one door were folding, and the 
two leaves of the other door were fold- 
35ing. And he carved thereon cherubim 
and palm trees and open flowers: and 
he overlaid them with geld fitted upon 
36 the graven work. And he built the inner 
court with three rews of hewn stone, 
87 and a rew of cedar beams. Inthe fourth 
year was the foundation of the house of 
38 the Lorp laid, in the month Ziv. And in 
the eleventh year, in the month Bul, 
whieh isthe eighth month,wasthe house 
finished 4 throughout all the parts there- 
of, and according to all the fashion of 
it. So was he seven years in building it. 

7 And Solomon was building his ewn 
house thirteen years, and he finished all 
2his house. For he built the house of the 
forest of Lebanon; the length thereof 
was an hundred cubits, and the breadth 
thereof fifty cubits, and the height 
thereof thirty cubits, upon four rows of 
cedar pillars, with cedar beams upon 
8the pillars. And it was covered with 
eedar above over the forty and five 
Sbeams, that were upon the pillars; 
4fifteen in a row. And there were 
6prospects in three rows, and light 
was over against light in three ranks. 

5 And all the doors and posts 7were 


square in prospect: and light was over 
G6 against light in three ranks. And he 
made the perch of pillars; the length 
thereof was fifty cubits, and the breadth 
thereof thirty cubits; and a porch 
before them; aud pillars and ® thick 
7 beams before them. Aud he made the 
poreh of the throne where he might 
judge, even the perch of judgement: 
and it was covered with cedar from 
8 floor to floor. And his honse where he 
might dwell, the other court within the 
porch, was of the like work. He made 
alse an honse for Pharaoh’s daughter, 
(whem Solomon had taken to wife,) 
9hke unto this porch. All these were 
of costly stones, even of hewn stone, 
Yaceording to measure, sawed with 
saws, Within and without, even from 
the foundation unto the coping, and so 
on the outside unto the great court. 
10And the foundation was of costly 
stones, even great stones, stones of 
ten cubits, and stones of cight cubits. 
11 And above were costly stenes, even 
hewn stone, according to measure, and 
12cedar wood. And the great court 
round about had three rows of hewn 
stone, and a row of cedar beams; )°like 
as the inner court of the house of the 
Lorp, and the poreh of the house. 
18 And king Solomon sent and fetched 
14 Hiram out of Tyre. ™4He was the 
son of a widew woman of the tribe of 
Naphtali, and his father was a man of 
Tyre, a worker in brass; and he was 
filled with wisdom and understanding 
and cunning, to work all werks in 
brass, And he came to king Solomon, 
15and wrought all his work. For he 
fashioned the twe pillars of brass, }2 of 
eighteen cubits high apieee: and a 
line of twelve cubits eompassed either 
16 of them about. And he made two chap- 
iters of molten brass, to set upon the 
tops of the pillars: the height of the one 
ehapiter was five cnbits, and the height 
of the other chapiter was five cubits. 
17 There were nets of checker work, and 
wreaths of chain work, for the chapiters 
which were upon the top of the pillars ; 
seven for the one chapiter, and seven 
18 for the other chapiter. Se he made the 
pillars; and there were two rows round 
about npon the one network, to cover 
the chapiters that were upon the top cf 
the }4 pillars: and so did he fer the other 
19chapiter. And the chapiters that were 
upon the top of the pillars in the porch 
20 were of lily work, four cubits. And 
there were chapiters above alsoupon the 
two pillars, close by the belly which was 
beside the network: and the pomegran- 
ates were two hundred, in rows reund 
21 about upon the ether chapiter. 15 And he 
set up the pillars at the poreh of the tem- 
ple: and he set up the right pillar, and 
called the name thereof 16 Jachin: and 
he set wp the left pillar, and ealled the 
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22name thereof 1Boaz. And upon the 
top of the pillars was lily work: so was 
23 the work of the pillars finished. 2And 
he made the molten sea of ten enbits 
from brim to brim, round in eompass, 
and the height thereof was five enbits: 
and a line of thirty enbits eompassed 
24it round about. And under the brim of 
it round about there were knops whieli 
did compass it, for ten eubits, eom- 
passing the sea round abont: the knops 
were in two rows, cast when it was 
25ecast. It stood npon twelve oxen, three 
looking toward the north, and three 
looking toward the west, and three 
looking toward the south, and three 
looking toward the east: and the sea 
was set npon them above, and all their 
26 hinder parts were inward, And it was 
an handbreadth thick; and the brim 
thereof was wrought hke the brim of a 
eup, like the flower of a lily: it held two 
27 thousand baths. And he made the ten 
bases of brass; four cubits was the 
length of one base, and four enbits the 
breadth thereof, and three eubits the 
28 height of it. And the work of the bases 
was on this manner: they had 4 borders; 
5and there were borders between the 
29 ledges: and on the borders that were 
between the ledges were lions, oxen, 
and eherubim; and upon the ledges 
Sthere was a pedestal above: and be- 
itwas | neath the Hons and oxen were wreaths 
in like | 300f hanging work, And every base had 
above four brasen wheels, and axles of brass: 
7 Heb. and the four feet thereof had 7under- 
Jue setters: beneath the laver were the 
undersetters molten, with wreaths at 

31 the side of each. And the mouth of 

it within the chapiter and above was 

a eubit: and the mouth thereof was 
round after the work of a pedestal, a 
enbit and an half: and also upon the 
mouth of it were gravings, and their 
borders were foursqnare, not round. 
32 And the fonr wheels were underneath 
the borders; and the axletrees of the 
wheels were in the base: and the height 
of a wheel was a cubit and half a eubit. 
33 And the work of the wheels was like the 
work of a chariot wheel: their axle- 
trees, and their felloes,and their spokes, 
34and their naves, were all molten. And 
there were four undersetters at the four 
corners of each base: the undersetters 
35 thereof were of the base itself. And in 
the top of the base was there a round 
compass of half a eubit high: and on 
the top of the base the ®stays thereof 
and the borders thereof were of the 
36same. And on the plates of the stays 
thereof, and on the borders thereof, he 
graved cherubim, lions, and palm trees, 
aceording to the space of each, with 
37 wreaths round about. 9 After this man- 
ner he made the ten bases: all of them 
had one casting, one measnre, and one 
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38 form. © And he made ten lavers of brass: 








one layer contained forty baths: and 
every laver was four cubits: and upon 
every one of the ten bases one laver. 
39 And he set the bases, five on the right 
liside of the house, and five on the left 
side of the house: and he set the sea on 
the right side of the house eastward, 
40 toward the south. And ?}2Hiram made 
the !lavers, and the shovels, and the 
basons. So Hiram madean end of doing 
all the work that he wrought for king 
41 Solomon in the house of the Lorn: the 
two pillars, and the two bowls of the 
chapiters that were on the top of the 
pillars; and the two networks to cover 
+ the two bowls of the chapiters that were 
42on the top of the pillars; and the four 
hundred pomegranates for the two net- 
works; two rows of pomegranates for 
each network, to eover the two bowls 
of the chapiters that were }4upon the 
43 pillars; and the ten bases, and the ten 
44 laverson the bases; andthe onesea,and 
45 the twelve oxen under the sea; and the 
pots, and the shovels, and the basons: 
even all / these vessels, which Hiram 
made for king Solomon, in the house of 
46 the LorpD, were of burnished brass, In 
the plain of Jordan did the king cast 
thein, in the clay ground between Suc- 
47 coth and Zarethan. And Solomon left 
all the vessels unweighed, beeanse they 
were exeeeding many: the weight of 
48 the brass 16eould not be found ont. And 
Solomon made all the vessels that were 
in the house of the Lorp: the golden 
altar, and the table whereupon the 
49 shewbread was, of gold; and the eandle- 
sticks, five on the right side, and five on 
the left, before the oraele, of pure gold; 
and the flowers, and the lamps, and 
50 the tongs, of gold; and the cups, and 
the snutfers, and the basons, and the 
spoons, and the firepans, of pure gold; 
and the hinges, both for the doors of the 
inner house, the most holy place, and 
for the doors of the house, to wit, of the 
51 temple, of gold. 17Thus all the work 
that king Solomon wroughtin the honse 
of the Lorp was finished. And Solomon 
brought in the things which David his 
father had dedieated, even the silver, 
and the gold, and the vessels, and put 
them in the treasuries of the house of 
the Lorp. 

Then Solomon assembled the elders of 
Israel, and all the heads of the tribes, 
the princes of the fathers’ houses of the 
children of Israel, unto king Solomon in 
Jerusalem, to bring up the ark of the 
eovenant of the Lorp out of the city of 
2 David, which is Zion, And all the men 

of Israel assembled themselves unto 

king Solomon at tlie feast, in the month 

Ethanim, whieh is the seventh month. 
3 And all the elders of Israel came, and 
4 the priests took up the ark. And they 
brought up the ark of the Lorn, and the 
tent of meeting, and all the holy vessels 
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that were in the Tent; even these did 
the priests and the Levites bring up. 
5 And king Solomon and all the congreg- 
ation of Israel, that were assembled 
unto him, were with him before the ark, 
sacrificing sheep and oxen, that could 
not be told nor numbered for multitude. 
6And the priests brought m the ark of 
the covenant of the Lonrp unto its place, 
into the oraele of the house, to the most 
holy place, even nnder the wings of the 
7eherubim. For the cherubim spread 
forth their wings over the place of the 
ark, and the cherubim covered the ark 
Sand the staves thereof above. And !the 
staves were so long that the ends of 
the staves were seen from the holy 
place before the oracle; but they were 
not seen without: and there they are, 
Junto this day. There was nothing in 
the ark save the two tables of stone 
which Moses put there at Horeb,? when 
the Lorp made a covenant with the 
children of Israel, when they came out 
10 of the land of Egypt. And it came to 
pass, when the priests were come out 
of the holy place, that the eloud filled 
1lthe house of the Lorp, so that the 
priests could not stand to minister by 
reason of the cloud: for the glory of the 
Lorp filled the house of the Lorp. 
12 8 Then spake Solomon, The Lorp hath 
said that he would dwell in the thick 
13darkness. I have surely built thee an 
house of habitation, a place for thee to 
14 dwell in for ever. And the king turned 
his face about, and blessed all the con- 
eregation of Israel: and all the con- 
15 gregation of Israel stood. And he said, 
Blessed be the Lorp, the God of Israel, 
which spake with his mouth unto 
David my father, and hath with his 
16 hand fulfilled it, saying, Sinee the day 
that I brought forth my people Israel 
out of Egypt, I chose no city out of all 
the tribes of Israel to build an house, 
that my name might be there; but I 
chose David to be over my people Is- 
17rael. Now it was in the heart of David 
my father to build an house for the 
name of the Lorp, the God of Israel. 
18 But the Lorp said unto David my 
father, Whereas it was in thine heart 
to build an house for my name, thou 
didst well that it was in thine heart: 
19 nevertheless thou shalt not build the 
house; but thy son that shall come 
forth out of thy loins, he shall build the 
20house for my name. And the Lorp 
hathestablished his word that he spake; 
for I am risen up in the room of David 
my father, and sit on the throne of 
Israel, as the Lorp promised, and have 
built the house for the name of the 
21 Lorp, the God of Israel. And there 
have I set a place for the ark, wherem 
is the covenant of the Lorp, which he

22 And Solomon stood before the altar 
of the Lorn in the presence of all the 
congregation of Israel, and spread forth 

23 his hands toward heaven: and he said, 
O Lorp, the God of Israel, there is no 
God like thee, in heaven above, or on 
earth beneath; who keepest covenant 
and mercy ‘with thy servants, that walk 

24 before thee with all their heart: who 
hast kept with thy servant David my 
father that which thou didst promise 
him: yea, thou spakest with thy mouth, 
and hast fulfilled it with thine hand, as 

25it is this day. Now therefore, O Lorn, 
the God of Israel, keep with thy servant 
David my father that which thou hast 
promised hin, saying, >There shall not 
fail thee a man in my sight to sit on 
the throne of Israel; if only thy child- 
ren take heed to their way, to walk 
before me as thou hast walked before 

26me. Now therefore, O God of Israel, 
let thy word, I pray thee, be verified, 
which thou spakest unto thy servant 

27 David my father. But will God in very 
deed dwell on the earth? behold, hea- 
ven and the heaven of heavens cannot 
contain thee; how much less this honse 

29 that I have builded! Yet have thou 
respect unto the prayer of thy servant, 
and to his suppheation, O Lorp my 
God, to hearken unto the ery and to 
the prayer which thy servant prayeth 

29 before thee this day: that thine eyes 
may be open toward this house night 
and day, even toward the place where- 
of thou hast said, My name shall be 
there: to hearken unto the prayer 
which thy servant shall pray toward 

80 this place. And hearken thou to the 
supplication of thy servant, and of thy 
people Israel, when they shall pray 
toward this place: yea, hear thou in 
heaven thy dwelling place; and when 

31 thou hearest, forgive. ®If a man sin 
against his neighbour, and an oath be 
laid upon him to eause him to swear, 
and he come and swear before thine 

32 altar in this house: then hear thou in 
heaven, and do, and judge thy servants, 
condemning the wicked, to bring his 
way upon his own head; and justifying 
the righteous, to give him according to 

33his righteousness. When thy people 
Israel] be smitten down before the ene- 


my, beeause they have sinned against | 


thee; if they turn again to thee, and 


confess thy name, and pray and make | 


supplication unto thee in this house: 
34then hear thou in heaven, and forgive 
the sin of thy people Israel, and bring 
them again unto the land which thou 
35 gavest unto theirfathers. When heaven 
is shut up, and there is no rain, be- 
eause they have sinned against thee; if 
they pray toward this place, and con- 
fess thy name, and turn from their sin,

37 If there be in the land famine, if there 
be pestilence, if there be blastimg or 
mildew, locust or caterpiller; if their 
enemy besiege them in the land of 
their 2cities; whatsoever plague, what- 
38 soever sickness there be; what prayer 
and supplication soever be made by any 
man, or by all thy people Israel, which 
shall know every man the plague of his 
own heart, and spread forth his hands 
39 toward this house: then hear thou in 
heaven thy dwelling place, and forgive, 
and do, and render unto every man 
according to all his ways, whose heart 
thou knowest; (for thou, even thouonly, 
knowest the hearts of all the children 


'40of men;) that they may fear thee all 


the days that they live in the land which 
41 thou gavest unto our fathers. Moreover 
concerning the stranger, that is not of 
thy people Israel, when he shall come 
out of a far country for thy name’s 
42 sake; (for they shall hear of thy great 
name, and of thy mighty hand, and of 
thy stretched out arm;) when he shall 
43 come and pray toward this house; hear 
thou in heaven thy dwelling place, and 
do according to all that the stranger 
ealleth to thee for; that all the peoples 
of the earth may know thy name, to fear 
thee, as doth thy people Israel, and that 
they may know that this house which 
44T have built is called by thy name. If 
thy people go out to battle agamst their 
enemy, by whatsoever way thou shalt 
send them, and they pray unto the Lorp 
toward the city which thou hast chosen, 
and toward the house which Ihave built 
45for thy name: then hear thou in hea- 
ven their prayer and their supphcation, 
46 and maintain their 4canse. If they sin 
against thee, (for there is no man that 
sinneth not,) and thou be angry with 
them, and deliver them to the enemy, 
so that they carry them away captive 
unto the land of the enemy, far off or 
47near; yet if they shall bethink them- 
selves in the land whither they are 
carried captive, and turn again, and 
make supplication unto thee in the 
land of thein that carried them captive, 
saying, We have sinned, and have done 
48 perversely, we have dealt wickedly; if 
they return unto thee with all their 
heart and with all their soul in the 
land of their enemics, which carried 
them captive, and pray unto thee to- 
ward their land, which thou gavest 
unto their fathers, the city which thou 
hast chosen, and the house which I 
19have built for thy name: then hear 
thou their prayer and their supplica- 
tion in heaven thy dwelling place, and 
50 maintain their 4cause; and forgive thy 





people which have sinned against thee, 
and all their transgressions wherein 
they have transgressed against thee;

those who carried them captive, that 
they may have compassion on them: 
51for they be thy people, and thine in-

Tor 
thou didst separate them from among 
all the peoples of the earth, to be thine 
inheritance, as thou spakest by the 
hand of Moses thy servant, when thou 
broughtest our fathers out of Egypt, 
O Lord Gop. 

54 7And it was so, that when Solomon 
had made an end of praying all this 
prayer and supplication unto the Lorp, 
he arose from before the altar of the 
Lorp, from kneeling on his knees with 
his hands spread forth toward heaven. 

55 And he stood, and blessed all the con- 
gregation of Israel] with a loud voice, 

56 saying, Blessed be the Lorp, that hath 
given rest unto his people Israel, accord- 
ing to all that he promised: there hath 
not ®failed one word of all his good pro- 
mise, which he promised by the hand 

57 of Moses his servant. The Lorp our 
God be with us, as he was with our 
fathers: let him not leave us, nor for- 

58 sake us: that he may incline our hearts 
unto him, to walk in all his ways, and 
to keep his commandments, and his 
statutes, and his judgements, which he 

59 commanded our fathers. And let these 
my words, wherewith I have made sup- 
plication before the Lorn, be nigh unto 
the Lorp our God day and night, that 
he maintain the cause of his servant, 
and the cause of his people Israel, 9as 

60every day shall require: that all the 
peoples of the earth may know that the 
Lorp, he is God; there is none else. 

61 Let your heart therefore be perfect with 
the Lorp our God, to walk in his stat- 
utes, and to keep his commandments, 

G62as at this day. And the king, and all 
Israel with him, offered sacrifice before 

63the Lorp. And Solomon offered for the 
sacrifice of peace offerings, which he 
offered unto the Lorp, two and twenty 
thousand oxen, aud an hundred and 
twenty thousand sheep. So the king 
and all the children of Israel dedicated 

64the house of the Lorp. The same day 
did the king hallow the middle of the 
court that was before the house of the 
Lorp; for there he offered the burnt 
offering, and the meal offering, and the 
fat of the peace offerings: because the 
brasen altar that was before the Lorp 
was too little to receive the burnt of- 


fering, and the meal offering, and the 
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65 fat of the peace offerings. So Solomon 
held the feast at that time, and all 
Israel with him, a great congregation, 
from the entering in of Ifamath unto 
the brook of Egypt, before the Lorp 
our God, seven days and seven days, 

66even fourteen days. On the eighth 
day he sent the people away, and they 
blessed the king, and went unto their 
tents joyful and glad of heart for all 
the goodness that the Lorp had shewed 
unto David his servant, and to Israel

I will establish the throne of thy king- 
dom over Israel for ever; according as 
30r, I 8promised to David thy father, say- 
an ing, There shall not fail thee a man 
tng Gupon the throne of Israel.

mandments and my statutes which I 

have set before yon, but shall go and 

serve other gods, and worship them: 

7 then will I cut off Israel out of the land 

which I have given them; and this 

house, whieh I have hallowed for my 

name, will I east out of my sight; and 

Israel shall be a proverb and a byword 

‘Or, | Samong all peoples: 4and though this 
Gnade ls house be so high, yet shall every one 
pe that passeth by it be astonished, and 
Peery shall hiss; and they shall say, Why hath 
one &c. the Lorp done thus unto this land, and 
9to this honse? And they shall answer, 
Because they forsook the Lorp their 
God, which brought forth their fathers 
out of the land of Egypt, and laid hold 
on other gods, and worshipped them, 
and served them: therefore hath the 
Lorp brought all this evil upon them. 
10 5And it came to pass at the end of 
twenty years, wherem Solomon had 
built the two houses, the house of the 
11 Lorn and the king’s house, (1ow Hiram 
the king of Tyre had furnished Solomon 
with cedar trees and fir trees, and with 
gold, according to all his desire,) that 
then king Solomon gave Hiram twenty 
12 cities in the land of Galilee. And Hiram 
came out from Tyre to see the cities

So 
chariots, and the cities for his horse- | viii. £ 
men, and that which Solomon destved 
to build for his pleasure in Jerusalem, 
and in Lebanon, and in all the land of 
20his dominion. As for all the people 
that were left of the Amorites, the 
Hittites, the Perizzites, the Hivites, 
and the Jebusites, which were not of 
21 the children of Israel; their children 
that were left after them in the land, 
whom the ehildren of Israel were not 
able utterly to destroy, of them did 
Solomon raise a levy of bondservants, 
22unto this day. But of the. children 
of Israel did Solomon make no bond- 
servants: but they were the men of 
war, and his servants, and his princes, 
and his captains, and rulers of his 
23 chariots and of his horsemen. These 
were the chief officers that were over 
Solomon’s work, five hundred and fifty, 
which bare rule over the people that 
24 wrought in the work. But Pharaoh’s 
daughter came up ont of the city of 
David unto her house which Solomon 
| 





























had built for her: then did he build 

25 Millo. And three times in a year did 
Solomon offer burnt offerings and peace 
offerings upon the altar which he built 
unto the Lorp, burning incense there- 
with, upon the altar that was before 
the Lorp. So he finished the house. 

26 And king Solomon made a navy of 
ships in Ezion-geber, which is beside 
Eloth, on the shore of the Red Sea, in 

27the land of Edom. And Hiram sent 
in the navy his servants, shipmen that 
had knowledge of the sea, with the 

28 servants of Solomon. And they came 
to Ophir, and fetched from thence gold, 
four hundred and twenty talents, and 
bronght it to king Solomon. 

10 9 And when the queen of Sheba heard | ° See 
of the fame of Solomon coneerning the } ix/7, &. 
name of the Lorp, she came to prove 

2 him with hard questions. Andsheeame 
to Jerusalem with a very great train, | | 
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with camels that bare spices, and very 
much gold, and precious stones: and 
when she was come to Solomon, she 
commnned with him of all that was in 
3lier heart. And Solomon told her all 
her questions: there was not any thing 
hid from the king which he told her 
4not. And when the queen of Sheba 
had seen all the wisdom of Solomon, 
5and the honse that he had bnilt, and 
the meat of his table, and the sitting 
of his servants, and the lattendance 
of his ministers, and their apparel, and 
his cupbearers, and ?his ascent by 
which lie went up unto the house of the 
Lorp; there was no more spirit in her. 
6G And she said to the king, It was a 
trne report that I heard in mine own 
land of thine 8acts, and of thy wis- 
7dom. Hlowbeit I believed not the 
words, until I came, and mine eyes had 
seen it: and, behold, the half was not 
told me: 4thy wisdom aud prosperity 
exceedeth the fame which I heard. 
8 Happy are thy men, happy are these 
thy servants, which stand continually 
before thee, and that hear thy wisdom. 
9 Blessed be the Lorp thy God, which 
delighted in thee, to set thee on the 
throne of Israel: because the Lorp 
loved Israel for ever, therefore made 
he thee king, to do judgement and just- 
10ice. And she gave the king an hund- 
red and twenty talents of gold, and of 
spices very great store, and precious 
stones: there came no more such a- 
buudance of spices as these which the 
queen of Sheba gave to king Solomon. 
11And the navy also of Hiram, that 
brought gold from Ophir, brought in 
from Ophir great plenty of Salmug 
12 trees and precious stones. And the 
king made of the almug trees ®pillars 
for the house of the Lorp, and for the 
| king’s house, harps also and psalteries 
for the singers: there came no such 
alnng trees, nor were seen, unto this 
13day. And king Solomon gave to the 
queen of Sheba all her desire, whatso- 
ever she asked, beside that 7 which 
Solomon gave her of his royal bounty. 
So she turned, and went to her own 
land, she and her servants. 
14 Now the weight of gold that came to 
Solomon in one year was six hundred 
15 threescore and six talents of gold, be- 
side that which the chapmen brought, 
and the traffic of the merchants, and of 
all the kings of the mingled people, and 
16 of the governors of the country. And 
king Solomon made two hundred tar- 
gets of beaten gold: six hundred shekels 
170f gold went to one target. And he 
made three hundred shields of beaten 
gold; three ®pound of gold went to one 
shield: and the king put them in the 
18house of the forest of Lebanon. More- 
over the king made a great throne of 


ivory, and overlaid it with the finest 


Se 


19 gold. There were six steps to the throne, 
and the top of the throne was round be- 
hind: and there were %stays on either 
side by the place of the seat, and two 

20 lions standing beside the stays. And 
twelve lions stood there on the one side 
and on the other upon the six steps: 
there was not the like made in any 

21 kingdom. Andall king Solomon’s drink- 
ing vessels were of gold, and all the 
vessels of the house of the forest of 
Lebanon were of pure gold: none were 
of silver; it was nothing accounted of 

22 in the days of Solomon. For the king 
had at sea a navy of Tarshish with the 
navy of Hiram: once every three years 
came the navy of Tarshish, bringing 
gold, and silver, ivory, and apes, and 

23 peacocks. Soking Solomon exceededall 
the kings of the earth in riches and in 

24wisdom. And all the earth songht the 
presence of Solomon, to hear his wis- 
dom, which God had put in his heart. 

25 And they brought every man his pre- 
sent, vessels of silver, and vessels of 
gold, and raiment, and armour, and 
spices, horses, and mules, a rate year 

26 by year. 1°And Solomou gathered to- 
gether chariots and horsemen: and he 
had a thousand and four hundred chari- 
ots, and twelve thousand horsemen, 
which he bestowed in the chariot cities, 

27 and with the king at Jerusalem. And 
the king made silver to be in Jerusalem 
as stones, and cedars made he to be as 
the sycomore trees that are in the low- 

28 land, for abundance. 1 And the horses 
which Solomon had were brought out 
of Egypt; and the king’s merchants 
received them in droves, each drove at 

29a price. ~And a chariot came up and 
went out of Egypt for six hundred 
shekels of silver, and an horse for an 
hundred and fifty: and so for all the 
kings of the Hittites, and for the kings 
of Syria, did they bring them out !@by 
their means. 

11 Now king Solomon loved many strange 
women, }8together with the daughter 
of Pharaoh, women of the Moabites, 
Ammonites, Edomites, Zidonians, and 

2Hittites; of the nations concerning 
which the Lorp said nnto the children 
of Israel, Ye shall not go among 
them, neither shall they come among 
you: for surely they will turn away 
your heart after their gods: Solo- 

3inon clave unto these in love. And he 
had seven hnndred wives, princesses, 
and three hundred concubines: and 

4 his wives turned away his heart. For 
it came to pass, when Solomon was old, 
that his wives turned away his heart 
after other gods: and his heart was 
not perfect with the Lorp his God, as 

5 was the heart of David his father. For 
Solomon went after Ashtoreth the god- 
dess of the Zidonians, and after Mileom 
the abomination of the Ammonites. 
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G6 And Solomon did that which was evil 
in the sight of the Lorn, and went 
not fully after the Lorn, as did David 

This father. Then did Solomon build 
an high place for Chemosh the ab- 
omination of Moab, in the mount 
that is before Jerusalem, and for Mo- 
leech the abomination of the children 

Sof Ammon. And so did he for all his 
strange wives, which burnt ineense and 
sacrificed unto their gods. 

9 And the Lorp was angry with Solo- 
mon, because his heart was turned 
away from the Lonp, the God of Israel, 
which had appeared unto him twice, 

10and had commanded him coneerning 
this thing, that he should not go after 
other gods: but he kept not that which 
11 the Lorp commanded. Wherefore the 
Lorp said unto Solomon, Forasmuch 
as this tis done of thee, and thon hast 
not kept my covenant and my statutes, 
which I have commanded thee, I will 
surely rend the kingdom from thee, and 
12 will give it to thy servant. Notwith- 
standing in thy days I will not doit, for 
David thy father’s sake: but I will rend 
13it out of the hand of thy son. Howbeit 
I will not rend away all the kingdom; 
but I will give one tribe to thy son, 
for David my servant’s sake, and for 
Jerusalem’s sake which I have chosen. 
14 And the Lorp raised up an adversary 
unto Solomon, Hadad the Edomite: 
he was of the kmg’s seed in Edom. 
15 For it came to pass, when David 2was 
in Edom, and Joab the captain of the 
host was gone up to bury the slain, 
and had smitten every male in Edom; 
16 (for Joab and all Israel remained there 
six months, until he had eut off every 
17male in Edom;) that Hadad fled, he 
and certain Edomites of his father’s 
servants with him, to go into Egypt; 
18 Hadad being yet a little child. And 
they arose out of Midian, and came to 
Paran: and they took men with them 
ont of Paran, and they came to Egypt, 
unto Pharaoh king of Egypt; which 
gave him an house, and appointed him 
19 victuals, and gave himland. And Hadad 
found great favour in the sight of Pha- 
raoh, so that he gave him to wife the 
sister of his own wife, the sister of 
20 Tabpenes the queen. And the sister of 
Tahpenes bare him Gennbath his son, 
whom Tahpenes weaned in Pharaoh’s 
house: and Genubath was in Pharaoh’s 
house among the sons of Pharaoh. 
21 And when Hadad heard in Egypt that 
David slept with his fathers, and that 
Joab the captain of the host was dead, 
Hadad said to Pharaoh, Let me depart, 
that I may go to mine own country. 
22 Then Pharaoh said unto him, But what 
hast thou lacked with me, that, be- 
hold, thou seekest to go to thine own 
country? And he answered, Nothing: 
howbeit let me depart in any wise. 
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23 And God raised up another adversary 
unto him, Rezon the son of Eliada, 
which had fled from his lord Hadadezer 

24king of Zobah: and be gathered men 
unto him, and became captain over a 
troop, when David slew thei of Zobah: 
and they went to Damascus, and dwelt 
therein, and reigned in Damascus. | 

25 Aud he was an adversary to Israel all 
the days of Solomon, beside the iis- 
chief that Hadad did: aud he abhorred 
Israel, and reigned over Syria. 

26 And Jeroboaim the son of Nebat, an 
Ephraimite of Zeredah, a servant of 
Solomon, whose mother’s name was 
Zeruah, a widow woman, he also lifted 

27up his hand against the king. And 
this was the cause that he lifted up 
his hand against the king: Solomon 
built Millo, and repaired the breach of 

28 the city of David his father. And the 
inan Jeroboam was a mighty man of 
valour: and Solomon saw the young 
man that he was industrious, and he 
gave him charge over all the 4labour 

29 of the house of Joseph. And it came 
to pass at that time, when Jerobo- 
am went out of Jerusalem, that the 
prophet Ahijah the Shilonite found 
him in the way; now Ahijah had elad 
himself with a new garment; and they 

30two were alone in the field. And 
Abijah laid hold of the new garment 
that was on him, and rent it in twelve 

3lpieces. And he said to Jeroboam, 
Take thee ten pieces: for thus saith 
the Lorp, the God of Israel, Behold, 
I will rend the kingdom out of the 
hand of Solomon, and will give ten 

32 tribes to thee: (but he shall have one 
tribe, for my servant David’s sake, and 
for Jerusalem’s sake, the city which I 
have chosen out of all the tribes of 

33Israel:) because that they have for- 
saken ime, and have worshipped Ash- 
toreth the goddess of the Zidouians, 
Chemosh the god of Moab, and Mileom 
the god of the children of Ammon; and 
they have not walked in my ways, to 
do that which is right in mine eyes, and 
to keepmy statutes aid my judgements, 

84as did David his father. Howbeit I 
will not take the whole kingdom out of 
his hand: but I will make him prince 
all the days of his life, for David my 
servant’s sake, whom I chose, > beeause 
he kept my commandments aud my 

835 statutes: but I will take the kmgdom 
out of his son’s hand, and will give it 

86 unto thee, even ten tribes. And unto 
his son will I give one tribe, that 
David my servant may have a lamp 
alway before me in Jerusalem, the 
city which I have chosen me to put 

387 my name there. And I will take thee, 
and thou shalt reign according to all 
that thy soul desireth, and shalt be 

88 king over Israel. And it shall be, if 


thou wilt hearken unto all that I com- 
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and do that which is right in mine 
eyes, to keep my statutes and my com- 
mandiments, as David my servant did; 
that I will be with thee, and will build 
thee a sure house, as I built for David, 

39 and will give Isracl unto thee. And I 
will for this afflict the seed of David, but 

40not for ever. Solomon sought there- 
fore to kill Jeroboam: but Jeroboam 
arose, and fled into Egypt, unto Shishak 
king of Egypt, and was in Egypt until 
the death of Solomon. 

41 1Now the rest of the 2acts of Solo- 
mon, and all that he did, and his 
wisdom, are they not written in the 

42book of the acts of Solomon? And 
the time that Solomon reigned in Je- 
rusalem over all Israel was forty years. 
43And Solomon slept with his fathers, 
and was buried in the city of David 
his father: and Rehoboam his son 
reigned in his stead. 

12 %And Rehoboam went to Shechem: 
for all Israel were come to Shechem 

2to make him king. And it came to 
pass, when Jeroboam the son of Nebat 
heard of it, (for he was yet in Egypt, 
whither he had fled from’ the presence 
of king Solomon, and Jeroboam dwelt 
3in Egypt, and they sent and called 
him;) that Jeroboam and all the 
congregation of Israel came, and spake 
4unto Rehoboam, saying, Thy father 
made our yoke grievous: now there- 
fore make thou the grievous service of 
thy father, and his heavy yoke which 
he put upon us, lighter, and we will 
5serve thee. And he said unto them, 
Depart yet for three days, then come 
again fo me. And the people departed. 
6 And king Rehoboam took counsel with 
the old men, that had stood before 
Solomon his father while he yet lived, 
saying, What counsel give ye me to 
7return answer to this people? And 
they spake unto him, saying, If thou wilt 
be a servant unto this people this day, 
and wilt serve them, and answer them, 
and speak good words to them, then 
8 they will be thy servants for ever. But 
he forsook the counsel of the old men 
which they had given him, and took 
counsel with the young men that were 
erown up with him, that stood before 
9him. And he said unto them, What 
counsel give ye, that we may return 
answer to this people, who have spoken 
to me, saying, Make the yoke that 
thy father did put upon us lighter? 

| 10 And the young men that were grown 
up with him spake unto him, saying, 
Thus shalt thou say unto this people 
thatspake unto thee, saying, Thy father 
made our yoke heavy, but make thou it 
lighter unto us; thus shalt thou speak 
unto them, My little finger is thicker 

11 than my father’s loins. And now where- 

as my father did lade you with a heavy 


mand thee, and wilt | manna thee, and wilt walleix in my ways, 








yoke, I willadd to your yoke: my father 
chastised you with whips, but I will 
12chastise you with scorpions. So Jero- 
boam and all the people came to Reho- 
boam the third day, as the king bade, 
saying, Come tome again the third day. 
13And tho king answered the people 
roughly, and forsook the counsel of 
the old men which they had given him; 
14and spake to them after the counsel 
of the young men, saying, My father 
made your yoke heavy, but I will add 
to your yoke: my father chastised you 
with whips, but I will chastise you 
15 with scorpions. So the king heark- 
ened not unto the people; for it was 
a thing brought about of the Lorp, 
that he might establish his word, 
which the Lorp spake by the hand of 
Ahijah the Shilonite to Jeroboam the 
16 son of Nebat. And when all [srael saw 
that the king hearkened not unto them, 
the people answered the king, saying, 
What portion have we in David? nei- 
ther have we inheritance in the son of 
Jesse: to your tents, O Israel: now see 
to tline own house, David. So Israel 
17 departed unto their tents. But as for 
the children of Israel which dwelt in 
the cities of Judah, Rehoboam reigned 
18 over them. Then king Rehoboam sent 
Adoram, who was over the levy; and 
all Israel stoned him with stones, that 
he died. And king Rehoboam made 
speed to get him up to his chariot, to 
19 flee to Jerusalem. So Israel rebelled 
against the house of David, unto this 


20day. And it came to pass, when all 


Isracl heard that Jeroboam was re- 
turned, that they sent and called him 
unto the congregation, and made him 
king over all Israel: there was none 
that followed the house of David, but 
the tribe of Judah only. 

21 4And when Rehoboam was come to 
Jerusalem, he assembled all the house 
of Judah, and the tribe of Benjamin, 
an hundred and fourscore thousand 
chosen men, which were warriors, to 
fight against the house of Israel, to 
bring the kingdom again to Rehoboam 

22 the son of Solomon. But the word of 
God came unto Shemaiah the man of 

23 God, saying, Speak unto Rehoboam the 
son ‘of Solomon, king of Judah, and 
unto all the house of Judah and Benj a 
min, and to the >rest of the people, say- 

24 ing, Thus saith the Lorn, Ye shall not 
go up, nor fight against your brethren 
the children of Israel: return every 
man to his house; for this thing is of 
me. So they hearkened unto the word of 
the Lorp, and returned and went their 
way, according to the word of the Lorn. 

25 Then Jeroboam built Shechem in 
the hill comtry cf Ephraim, and 
dwelt therenm; and he went out 

26from thence, and built Penucl. And 
Jeroboam said in his heart, Now 
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shall the kingdom return te the house 
27of David: if this people go up to offer 
sacrifices in the house of the Lorn at 
Jerusalem, then shall the heart of this 
people turn again unte their lerd, even 
unto Reheboam king of Judah; and 
they shall killine, and return to Rehe- 

28 beam king of Judah. Whereupon the 
king took counsel, and made twe calves 
ef gold; and he said unte them, 1 It is 
toe much for yeu to go up to Jerusa- 
lem; behold thy gods, O Israel, which 
brenght thee up eut ef the land of 

29 Egypt. And he sect the ene in Beth- 

30 cl, and the other put he in Dan. And 
this thing became a sin: for the people 
went to worship before 2the one, even 

3lunte Dan. Andhe made honses of high 
places, and made priests from among 
all the people, which were not of the 

32 sons of Levi. And Jeroboam ordained 
a feast in the eighth month, en the 
fifteenth day of the month, like unto 
the feast thatis in Judah, and he ? went 
up unto the altar; se did he in Beth-el, 
4sacrificing unto the calves that he had 
made: and he placed in Beth-el the 
priests of the high places which he had 

33made. And he*®went up untothe altar 
which he had made in Beth-el on the 
fifteenth day in the eighth month, even 
in the month which he had devised ® of 
his own heart: and he ordained a feast 
for the children of Israel, and ? went up 
unte the altar, to burn incense. 

13 And, behold, there came a nan ef God 
out of Judah by the word of the Lorp 
unto Beth-el: and Jeroboam was stand- 

2ing by the altar to burnincense. And 
he cried against the altar by the word of 
the Lorp, and said, O altar, altar, thus 
saith the Lorp: Behold, a child shall 
be born unto the house of David, Josiah 
by name; and upon thee shall he sacri- 
fice the priests of the high places that 
burn incense upon thee, and men’s 
3 bones shall they burn upon thee. And 
he gave a sign the same day, saying, 
This is the sign which the Lorp hath 
spoken: Behold, the altar shall be rent, 
and the ashes that are upen it shall be 
4poured out. And it came to pass, when 
the king heard the saying of the man of 
God, which he cried against the altar 
in Beth-el, that Jerobeam put forth his 
hand from the altar, saying, Lay held 
en him. And his hand, which he put 
forth against him, dried up, so that 
he could net draw it back again to 
Shim. The altar also was rent, and 
the ashes poured out from the altar, 
according te the sign which the man 
ef God had given by the werd of the 
6Lorp. And the king answered and 
said unto the man of God, Intreat 
now the favour of the Lorp thy God, 
and pray for me, that my hand may 
be restored me again. And the man 
ef God intreated the Lorp, and the 
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king’s hand was restored hin again, 
7and became as it was before. And 
the king said nnto the man ef God, 
Come home with me, and refresh 
thyself, and I will give thee a reward. 
8And the man of God said unto the 
king, If thou wilt give me half thine 
house, I will net go in with thee, neither 
will I cat bread ner drink water in this 
9 place: forse was it charged me by the 
word ef the Lerp, saying, Thou shalt 
eat no bread, ner drink water, neither 
return by the way that thon camest. 
10S0 he went another way, and re- 
turned not by the way that he came 
to Beth-el. 

11 Now there dwelt an eld prephet in 
Beth-el; and Sone of his sons came 
and told him all the works that the 
man ef God had done that day in Beth- 
el: the words which he had spoken unto 
the king, them also they told unte their 

12 father. And their father said unte them, 
What way went he ? 7 New his sons had 
seen what way the man of God went, 

13 which came from Judah. And he said 
unto his sons, Saddle me the ass. So 
they saddled him the ass: and he rode 

14thereon. And he went after the man 
of God, and found him sitting under an 
8oak: and he said untohim, Art thouthe 
man of Ged that camest from Judah ? 

15 And hesaid, Iam. Then he said unto 
him, Come home with me, and eat 

16 bread. And he said, I may not return 
with thee, nor go in with thee: neither 
will I eat bread ner drink water with 

17thee in this place: for it was said to 
me by the word of the Lorp, Thou 
shalt eat no bread nor. drink water 
there, nor turn again to ge by the way 

18that thon camest. And he said unto 
him, I also am a prophet as thou art; 
and an angel spake unto me by the 
word of the Lorn, saying, Bring him 
back with thee into thine house, that 
he may eat bread and drink water. 

19 But he lied unto him. So he went 
back with him, and did eat bread in 

20 his house, and drank water. And it 
came te pass, as they sat at the table, 
that the word of the Lorp came unto 
the prophet that bronght him back: 

21 and he cried unto the man of God that 
came from Judah, saying, Thus saith 
the Lorp, Forasmneh as thou hast 
%been disobedient unto the month of 
the Lorp, and hast not kept the com- 
mandment which the Lorp thy God 

22 commanded thee, but camest back, and 
hast eaten bread and drunk water in 
the place of the which he said to thee, 
Kat no bread, and drink no water; thy 
carcase shall not come unto the sepul- 

23 chre of thy fathers. And it came to 


pass, after he had eaten bread, and 
after he had drunk, that he saddled 
for him the ass, to wit, for the prephet 
24 whom he had brought back. 


And 
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when he was gone, a lion met him by 
the way, and slew him: and his carcase 
was cast in the way, and the ass stood 
by it; the hon also stood by the carease. 

25 And, behold, men passed by, and saw 
the carecase cast in the way, and the 
lion standing by the carcase: and they 
came and told it in the city where the 

26o0ld prophet dwelt. And when the 
prophet that brought him back from 
the way heard thereof, he said, It is 
the man of God, who ! was disobedient 
unto the mouth of the Lorp: there- 
fore the Lorp hath delivered him unto 
the lidn, which hath torn him, and 
slain him, according to the word of the 

27 Lorp, which he spake untohim, And 
he spake to his sons, saying, Saddle 
me the ass. And they saddled it. 

28And he went and found his carcase 
cast in the way, and the ass and the 
lion standing by the carcase: the Hon 

| had not eaten the carcase, nor torn 

-29the ass. And the prophet took up the 

| earease of the man of God, and laid it 

upon the ass, and brought it back: 

: and he came to the city of the old 

| prophet, to mourn, and to bury hin. 

-30And he laid his carease in his own 

grave; and they mourned over him, 

dl saying, Alas, my brother! And it came 

| to pass, after he had buried lim, that 
he spake to his sons, saying, When I 
am dead, then bury me in the sepul- 
chre wherein the nan of God is buried ; 

32 lay my bones beside his bones. For 
the saying which he cried by the word 
of the Lorn against the altar in Beth- 
cl, and against all the houses of the 
high places which are in the cities of 
Samaria, shall surely come to pass. 

33 After this thing Jeroboam returned 
not from his evil way, but made again 
from among all the people priests of 
the high places: 2whosoever would, 
he consecrated him, that there might 

34be priests of the high places. And 
Sthis thing became sin unto the honse 
of Jeroboam, even to ent it off, and 
to destroy it from off the face of the 
earth. 

14 At that time Abijah the son of 

2Jeroboam fell sick, And Jeroboam 
said to his wife, Arise, I pray thee, 
and disguise thyself, that thou be not 
known to be the wife of Jeroboam: 
and get thee to Shiloh; behold, there is 
Ahijah the prophet, which spake con- 
cerning me that [ should be king over 

3 this people. And take with thee ten 
loaves, and cracknels, and a 4ecruse of 
honey, and go to him: he shall tell 
thee what shall become of the child. 

4 And Jeroboain’s wife did so, and a- 
rose, and welt to Shiloh, and came 
to the house of Ahijah. Now Ahi- 
jah could not see; for his eyes were 

5set by reason of his age. And the 
Lorp said unto Ahijah, Behold, the 
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wife of Jeroboam cometh to inquire 
of thee concerning her son; for he is 
sick: thus and thus shalt thou say 
unto her: for it shall be, when she 
cometh in, that she shall feign herself 
6to be another woman. And it was so, 
when Ahijah heard the sound of her 
feet, as she came in at the door, that 
he said, Come in, thou wife of Jero- 
boam ; why feignest thou thyself to be 
another? for I am sent to thee with 

7 heavy tidings. Go, tell Jeroboam, Thus 
saith the Lorp, the God of Israel: For- 
asmuch as I exalted thee from among 
the people, and made thee >prince over 
Smy people Israel, and rent the king- 
dom away from the house of David, and 
gave it thee: and yet thou hast not been 
as my servant David, who kept my 
commandments, and who followed me 
with allhis heart, todo that only which 

9 was right in mine eyes; but hast done 
evil above all that were before thee, and 
hast gone and made thee other gods, 
and molten images, to provoke me to 
anger, and hast cast me behind thy 
10 back: therefore, behold, I will bring 
evil upon the house of Jeroboam, and 
will cut off from Jeroboam every man 
child, him that is shut up and him 
that is left at large in Israel, and will 
utterly sweep away the house of Jero- 
boam, as a man sweepeth away dung, 
11 till it be all gone. Him that dieth of 
Jeroboam in the city shall the dogs 
cat; and him that dieth in the field 
shall the fowls of the air eat: for the 
12 Lorp hath spoken it. Arise thou there- 
fore, get thee to thine house: and 
when thy feet enter into the city, the 
13child shall die. And all Israel shall 
mourn for him, and bury him ; for he 
only of Jeroboam shall come to the 
grave: because im him there is found 
some good thing toward the Lorp, the 
God of Israel, in the house of Jeroboam. 

14 Moreover the Lorp shall raise him up 
a king over Israel, who shall cut off the 
house of Jeroboamthatday: ®but what? 
15even now. For the Lorp shall smite 
Israel, as a reedis shakenin the water ; 
and he shall root up Israel out of this 
good land, which he gave to their 
fathers, and shall scatter them beyond 
the River; because they have made 
their Asherim, provoking the Lorp to 
l6 anger. And he shall give Israel up 
because of the sins of Jeroboam, 7 which 
he hath sinned,and wherewith he hath 
17 made Israel to sin. And Jeroboam’s 
wife arose, and departed, and came 
to Tirzah: and as she came to the 
threshold of the house, the child died. 
18 And all Israel buried him, and mourned 
for him; according to the word of the 
Lorp, which he spake by the hand of 
19 his servant Ahijah the prophet. And 
therest of the acts of Jeroboam, how he 
warred, and how he reigned, behold, 
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they are written in the book of the 
chronicles of the kings of Israel. 

20 And the days which Jeroboam reigned 
were two and twenty years: and he 
slept with his fathers, and Nadab his 
son reigned in his stead. 

21 1And Rehoboam the son of Solomon 
reigned in Judah. Lehoboam was 
forty and one years old when he began 
to reign, and he reigned seventeen 
years in Jerusalem, the eity which the 
orp had chosen out of all the tribes 
of Israel, to put his name there: and 
his mother’s name was Naamah the 

22Ammonitess. And Judah did that 
which was evil inthe sight of the Lorn; 
and they provoked him to jealousy with 
their sins which they committed, above 

23 all that their fathers had done. For 
they also built them high places, and 
2pillars, and Asherim, ou every high 
hill, and under every green tree; 

Q4and there were also *sodomites in the 
land: they did according to all the 
abominations of the nations which 
the Lorp drave out before the child- 

25ren of Israel. 4Aud it came to pass 
in the fifth year of king Rehoboam, 
that Shishak king of Egypt came up 

2% against Jerusalem: and he took away 
the treasures of the house of the Lorp, 
and the treasures of the king’s house ; 
he even took away all: and he took 
away all the shields of gold which 

27 Solomon had made. And king Icho- 
boam made in their stead shields of 
brass, and committed them to the 
hands of the captains of the >guard, 
which kept the door of the king’s house. 

28 And it was so, that as oft as the king 
went into the house of the Lorp, the 
guard bare them, and brought them 

29 back into the guard chamber. 6 Now 
the rest of the acts of Rehoboam, and 
all that he did, are they not written in 
the book of the chronicles of the kings 

300f Judah? And there was war between 
Rehoboam and Jeroboam continually. 

31 And Rehoboam slept with his fathers, 
and was buried with his fathers in the 
city of David: and his mother’s name 
was Naamah the Ammonitess. And 
7 Abijam his son reigned in his stead. 

15 ®Now in the eighteenth year of king 
Jeroboam the son of Nebat began 

2 Abijam to reign over Judah. Three 
years reigned he in Jerusalem: and 
his mother’s name was 9Maacabh the 

3daughter of MAbishalom. And he 
walked im all the sins of his father, 
which he had done before him: and 
his heart was not perfect with the 
Lorp his God, as the heart of David 
dhis father. Nevertheless for David's 
sake did the Lorp his God give him 
a lamp in Jerusalem, to set up his 
son after him, and to establish Jeru- 
5salem: because David did that which 
was right in the eyes of the Lorp, and 
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turned not aside from any thing that 
he commanded hin all the days of his 
life, save only in the matter of Uriah 
Gthe Ilittite. Now there was war be- 
tween Qehoboain and Jeroboam all 
7the days of his life. And the rest of 
the acts of Abijain, and all that he 
did, are they not written in the book 
of the chronicles of the kings of Ju- 
dah? And there was war between 
8 Abijamand Jeroboam. 12And Abijain 
slept with hisfathers ; andthey buried 
him in the eity of David: and Asa his 
son reigned in his stead. 
9 And in the twentieth year of Je- 
roboam king of Israel began Asa to 
10reign over Judah. And forty and 
one years reigned he in Jerusalem: 
and his mother’s name was Maacah 
lithe daughter of Abishalom. And Asa 
did that which was right in the eyes of 
the Lorp, as did David his father. 
12 And he put away the sodomites out of 
the land, and removed all the idols 
13 that his fathers had made. 1 And also 
Maacah his mother he removed from 
being Nqueen, because she had made 
an abominable image ?° for an Asherah ; 
and Asa cut down her image, and burnt 
14it at the brook Kidron. But the high 
places were not taken away: neverthe- 
less the heart of Asa was perfect with 
15 the Lorp allhis days. And he brought 
into the house of the Lorp the things 
that his father had dedicated, and the 
things that himself had dedicated, sil- 
16 ver, and gold, and vessels. And there 
was war between Asa and Daasha 
17king of Israel all their days. And 
Baasha king of Israel went up against 
Judah, and built Ramah, that he might 
not suffer any to go out or come in to 
18 Asa king of Judah. Then Asa took all 
the silver and the gold that were left in 
the treasures of the house of the Lorn, 
and the treasures of the king’s house, 
and delivered them into the hand of 
his servants: and king Asa sent them 
to Ben-hadad, the son of Tabrimmon, 
the son of Hezion, king of Syria, that 
19 dwelt at Damascus, saying, }7 There zs 
a league between me and thee, between 
my father and thy father: behold, I 
have sent unto thee a present of silver 
and gold; go, break thy league with 
Baasha king of Israel, that he may 
20depart from me. And Ben-hadad 
hearkened unto king Asa, and sent the 
captains of his armies against the cities 
of Israel, and smote Ijon, and Dan, and 
Abel-beth-maacah, and all Chinner- 
21 oth, with all the land of Naphtali. And 
it came to pass, when Baasha heard 
thereof, that he left off building of Ra- 
22 mah,anddweltin Tirzah. Then king Asa 
made a proclamation unto all Judah; 
none was exempted: and they carried a- 
way the stones of Ramah, and the timber 
thereof, wherewith Baasha had builded; 
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and king Asa built therewith Geba of 

23Benjamin, and Mizpah. 4Now the 
rest of all the acts of Asa, and all his 
might, and all that he did, and the 
cities which he built, are they not 
written in the book of the chronicles of 
the kingsof Judah? But in the time of 
his old age he was diseased in his feet. 

24And Asa slept with his fathers, and 
was buried with his fathers in the 
city of David his father: and Jehosha- 
phat his son reigned in his stead. 

25 And Nadab the son of Jeroboam be- 
gan to reign over Israel in the second 
year of Asa king of Judah, and he 

26reigned over Israel two years. And 
he did that which was evil in the 
sight of the Lorp, and walked in 
the way of his father, and in his sin 
wherewith he made Israel to sin. 

27 And Baasha the son of Ahijah, of the 
house of Issachar, conspired against 
him; and Baashasmote him at Gibbe- 
thon, which belonged to the Philistines ; 
for Nadab and all Israel were laying 

28 siege to Gibbethon. Even in the third 
year of Asa king of Judah did Baasha 
slay him, and reigned in his stead. 

29 And it came to pass that, as soon as he 
was king, he smote all the house of Je- 
roboam; he left not to Jeroboam any 
that breathed, until he had destroyed 
him; according unto the saying of the 
Lorp, which he spake by the hand of 

30his servant Ahijah the Shilonite: for 
the sins of Jeroboam which he sinned, 
and wherewith he made Israel to sin; 
because of his provocation wherewith 
he provoked the Lorp, the God of 

31 Israel, to anger. Now the rest of the 
acts of Nadab, and all that he did, are 
they not written in the book of the 

82chronicles of the kings of Israel? And 
there was war between Asa and Baasha 
king of Israel] all their days. 

33 In the third year of Asa king of 
Judah began Baasha the son of Ahijah 
to reign over all Israel in Tirzah, and 

34reiqned twenty and four years, And 
he did that which was evil in the sight 
of the Lorp, and walked in the way 
of Jeroboam, and in his sin wherewith 

16 he made Israel to sin, And the word 
of the Lorp came to Jehu the son 
of Hanani against Baasha, saying, 

2Forasmuch as I exalted theo out of 
the dust, and made thee 2prince over 
my people Israel; and thou hast 
walked in the way of Jeroboam, and 
hast made my people Israel to sin, to 
provoke me to anger with their sins; 
3 behold, I will utterly sweep away 
Baasha and his house; and I will make 
thy house like the house of Jeroboam 
4the son of Nebat. Him that dieth of 
Baasha in the city shall the dogs eat; 
and him that dieth of his in the field 
5 shall the fowls of the air eat. Now the 
rest of the acts of Baasha, and what 
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he did, and his might, are they not 

written in the book of the chronicles 

6o0f the kings of Israel? And Baasha 
slept with his fathers, and was buried 
in Tirzah; and Elah his son reigned 

Tin his stead. And moreover by the 
hand of the prophet Jehu the son of 
Hanani came the word of the Lorp 
against Baasha, and against his house, 
both because of all the evil that he did 
in the sight of the Lorp, to provoke 
him to anger with the work of his 
hands, in bemg like the house of Jero- 
boam, and because he smote *him. 

8 In the twenty and sixth year of Asa 
king of Judah began Elah the son of 
Baasha to reign over Israel in Tirzah, 

Nand reigned two years. And his serv- 
ant Zimri, captain of half his chariots, 
conspired against him: now he was in 
Tirzah, drinking himself drunk in the 
house of Arza, which was over the 

10 household in Tirzah: and Zimyri went 
in and smote him, and killed him, in the 
twenty and seventh year of Asa king 
of Judah, and reigned in his stead. 

11 And it came to pass, when he began to 
reign, as soon as he sat on his throne, 
that he smote all the house of Baasha: 
he left him not a single man child, 
neither of his kinsfolks, nor of his 

12friends, Thus did Zimri destroy all 
the house of Baasha, according to the 
word of the Lorp, which he spake 
against Baasha by Jehu the prophet, 

13 for all the sins of Baasha, and the sins 
of Elah his son, which they sinned, and 
wherewith they made Israel to sin, to 
provoke the Lorn, the God of Isracl, to 

14 anger with their vanities. Now the rest 
of the acts of Elah, and all that ho did, 
are they not written in the book of the 
chronicles of the kings of Israel ? 

15 In the twenty and seventh year of 
Asa king of Judah did Zimvi reign 
seven days in Tirzah, Now the peo- 
ple were encamped against Gibbe- 
thon, which belonged to the Philistines. 

16 And the people that were encamped 
heard say, Zimri hath conspired, and 
hath also smitten the king: where- 
fore all Israel made Omri, the captain 
of the host, king over Israel that 

17day in the camp. And Omri went up 
from Gibbethon, and all Israel with 

18him, and they besieged Tirzah. And 
it came to pass, when Zimri saw that 
the city was taken, that he went into 
the ‘4eastle of the king’s house, and 
burnt the king’s house over him with 

19 fire, and died, for his sins which he 
sinned in doing that which was evil 
in the sight of the Lorp, in walking in 
the way of Jeroboam, and in his sin 
which he did, to make Israel to sin. 

20 Now the rest of the acts of Zimri, and 

his treason that he wrought, are they 

not written in the book of the chron- 
icles of the kings of Israel ? 
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21 Then were the people of Israel di- 
vided into two parts: half of the peo- 
ple followed Tibni the son of Ginath, 
to make him king; and half followed 

220mri. But the people that followed 
Omri prevailed against the people that 
followed Tibni the son of Ginath: so 

23 Tibni died, and Omri reigned. In the 
thirty and first year of Asa king of 
Judah began Omri to reign over Isracl, 
and reigned twelve years: six years 

2treigned he in Tirzah. And he bought 
the hill }Samaria of Shemer for two 
talents of silver; and he “built on the 
hill, and called the name of the city 
which he built, after the name of 
Shemer, the owner of the hill, }Sa- 

25maria. And Omri did that which was 
evil in the sight of the Lonp, and dealt 
wickedly above all that were before 
26him. For he walked in all the way of 
Jeroboam the son of Nebat, and iu his 
sins wherewith he made Israel to sin, 
to provoke the Lorp, the Ged of Israel, 

27 to anger with their vanities. Now the 
rest of the acts of Omri which he did, 
and his might that he shewed, are they 
not written in the book of the chron- 

28icles of the kings of Israel? Se Omri 
slept with his fathers, and was buried 
in Samaria: and Ahab his son reigned 
in his stead. 

29 And in the thirty and eighth year of 
Asa king of Judah began Ahab the sen 
of Omri to reign over Israel: and Ahab 
the sen of Omri reigned over Israel in 

30 Samaria twenty and two years. And 
Ahab the son of Omri did that which 
was evil in the sight of the Lorp above 

3lall that were before him. And it came 
to pass, as if it had been a light thing 
for him to walk in the sins of Jercboam 
the son of Nebat, that he teok to wife 
8 Jezebel the daughter of Ethbaal king 
of the Zidonians, and went and served 

32 Baal, and worshipped him. And he 
reared up an altar for Baal in the house 
of Baal, which he had built in Sa- 

33 maria. And Ahab made 4the Asherah; 
and Ahab did yet more to provoke 
the Lorp, the God of Israel, to anger 
than all the kings of Israel that were 

34before him. 5In his days did Hiel the 
Beth-elite build Jericho: he laid the 
foundation thereof with the loss of 
Abiram his firstborn, and set up the 
gates thereof with the loss of his 
youngest son Segub; according to the 
word of the Lerp, which he spake by 
the hand of Joshua the son cf Nun. 

17 And Elijah the Tishbite, who was of 

the sojourners of Gilead, said unto 
Ahab, As the Lorp, the God of Israel, 
liveth, before whom I stand, there 
shall not be dew nor rain these vears, 
2but accerding to my word. And the 
word of the Lord came unto him, say- 

3 ing, Get thee hence, and turn thee east- 

ward, and hide thyself by the brook 
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4 Cherith, that is before Jordan. And it 
shall be, that thou shalt drink of the 
brook; and I have commanded the 

5 ravens to feed thee there. So he went 
and did according unto the werd of the 
Lorp: for he went and dwelt by tlic 
brook Cherith, that is before Jordan. 

6 And the ravens brought him bread and 
flesh in the morning, and bread and 
flesh in the evening; and he drank 

Tof the breok. And it came to pass 
after a while, that the brook dried up, 
because there was no rain in the land. 

8 And the word of the Lorp came unto 

9him, saying, Arise, get thee to Zare- 
phath, which belongeth to Zidon, and 
dwell there: behold, [have commanded 
a widow woman there to sustain thee. 

10So he arose and went to Zarephath; 
and when he came te the gate of the 
city, behold, a widow woman was there 
gathering sticks: and he called to her, 
and said, Fetch me, I pray thee, a little 
water in a vessel, that I may drink. 
11 And as she was going to fetch it, he 
called to her, and said, Bring me, I 
pray thee, a morsel of bread in thine 
I2hand. And she said, As the Lorp thy 
God liveth, I have not a cake, but an 
handful of meal in the barrel, and a 
little oil in the cruse: and, behold, Iam 
gathering two sticks, that I may go in 
and dress it fer me and my son, that 
13 we may eat it, and die. And Ehjah 
said unto her, Fear net; ge and do as 
thou hast said: but make me thereof 
a little cake first, and bring it forth 
unto me, and afterward make for thee 
I4and for thy son. Fer thus saith the 
Lorp, the God of Israel, The barrel of 
meal shall not waste, neither shall the 
cruse of oil fail, until the day that the 
Lorp sendeth rain upon the earth. 
15 And she went and did according to the 
saying of Elijah: and she, and he, and 
16her honse, did eat many days. The 
barrel of meal wasted not, neither did 
the cruse of oil fail, according to the 
word of the Lorp, which he spake by 
17 Elijah. And it came to pass after 
these things, that the son of the wo- 
man, the mistress of the house, fell 
sick; and his sickness was so sore, 
that there was no breath left in hnn. 
18 And she said unto Elijah, What have 
I to do with thee, O thou man of God ? 
7thou art come nnto me to bring my 
sin to remembrance, and to slay my 
19son! And he said unto her, Give me 
thy son. And he took him out of her 
bosom, and carried him up inte the 
chamber, where he abode, and laid 
20 him upon his own bed. And he cried 
unto the Lorp, and said, O Lorp my 
God, hast thou also brought evil upon 
the widow with whom I sojeurn, by 
21 slaying her son? And he stretched 
himself upon the child three times, 
and cried unto the Lorp, and said, O 
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Lorp my Ged, I pray thee, let this 

22 child’s soul come into him again. And 
the Lorp hearkened unto the voice of 
Elijah; and the soul of the child came 

23into him again, and he revived. And 
Elijah took the child, and brought him 
down out of the chamber into the 
house, and delivered him unto his 
mother: and Elijah said, See, thy sen 

24 liveth. And the woman said to Elijah, 
Now I know that thou art a man of 
God, and that the word of the Lorp in 
thy mouth is truth. 

18 And it came to pass after many days, 
that the werd of the Lorp came toe 
Elijah, in the third year, saying, Go, 
shew thyself unto Ahab; and I will 

2send rain upon the earth. And Elijah 
went te shew himself unto Ahab. And 
3 the famine was sore in Samaria, And 
Ahab called Obadiah, which was ever 
the household. (Now Obadiah feared 
4the Lorp greatly: for it was so, when 
Jezebel cut off the prophets of the 
Lorp, that Obadiah teek an hundred 
prophets, and hid them by fifty in a 
cave, and fed them with bread and 
5 water.) And Ahab said unto Obadiah, 
Go through the land, unto all the fount- 
ains of water, and unto all the brooks: 
peradventure we may find grass and 
save the horses and mules alive, ! that 
6we lose uot all the beasts. So they 
(divided the land between them to pass 
threughout it: Ahab went one way by 
himself, and Obadiah went another 
7 way by himself. And as Obadiah was 
in the way, behold, Elijah met hin: 
and he knew him, and fell on his face, 
and said, Is it theu, my lord Elijah? 
8 And he answered him, It is I: go, tell 
9thy lord, Behold, Elijah is here. And 
he said, Wherein have I sinned, that 
thou wouldest deliver thy servant into 
10the hand of Ahab, to slay me? As the 
Lorp thy God liveth, there is no nation 
or kingdom, whither my lord hath not 
sent to seek thee: and when they said, 
He is not here, he took an oath of the 
kingdom and uation, that they found 

11 thee net. And now thou sayest, Go, 
tell thy lerd, Behold, Elijah is here. 

12 And it shall come to pass, as soon as I 
am gone from thee, that the spirit of 
the Lorp shall carry thee whither I 
know not; and se when I come and tell 
Ahab, and he cannot find thee, he shall 
slay me: but I thy servant fear the 

13 Lorp from my youth. Was it not told 
my lerd what I did when Jezebel slew 
the prophets of the Lorn, how I hid an 
hundred men of the Lorp’s prophets 
by fifty in a cave, and fed them with 

14bread and water? And now thou say- 
est, Go, tell thy lerd, Behold, Elijah zs 

15here: and he shall slay me. And Elijah 
said, As the Lorp of hosts liveth, before 
whom I stand, I will surely shew my- 

16 self unto him to-day. So Obadiah went 


to meet Ahab, aud teld him: and Ahab 
17 went to meet Elijah. And it came to 
pass, when Ahab saw Ehjah, that Ahab 
said unto him, Is it thou, thou troubler 
1S8of Israel? And he answered, I have 
not troubled Israel; but thou, and thy 
father’s house, in that ye have fersaken 
the commandments of the Lorp, and 
19 thou hast followed the Baalim. Now 


therefore send, and gather to me all | 


Israel unto mount Carmel, and the pro- 
phets of Baal four hundred and fifty, 
aud the prophets of the Asherah four 
hundred, which eat at Jezebel’s table. 
20 So Ahab sent unto all the children of 
Israel, and gathered the prophets to- 
21 gether nnto meunt Carmel. And Eli- 
jah came near unto all the people, and 
said, How long halt ye between two 
opinions? if the Lorp be God, follow 
him: but if Baal, then follow him. And 
the people answered hin not a word. 
22 Then said Elijah unto the people, I, 
even I only, am left a prophet of the 
Lorp; but Baal’s prephets are four 
23 hundred and fifty men. Let them there- 
fore give ns two bullocks; and let them 
choose ene bullock for themselves, and 
cut it in pieces, and lay it on the wood, 
aud put no fire under: and I will dress 
the other bullock, and lay it on the wood, 
24and put no fire under. And call ye on 
the name of yeur god, and I will call on 
the name of the Lorp: and the God 
that auswereth by fire, let him be God. 
And all the peeple answered and said, 
25 Itis wellspeken. And Elijah said nnto 
the prophets of Baal, Choose you one 
bullock for yourselves, and dress it 
first; for ye are many; and call on the 
name ofyour god, but put no fire under. 
26 And they teek the bullock which was 
given them, and they dressed it, and 
called on the name of Baal from morn- 
ing even until noon, saying, O Baal, 
2hear us. But there was no voice, nor 
any that answered. And they =leaped 
27 about the altar which was made. And 
it came to pass at noon, that Elijah 
mocked them, and said, Cry aloud: for 
he is a god; either he is musing, or he 
is gone aside, or he is in a journey, or 
peradventure he sleepeth, and must 
28 be awaked. And they cried aloud, and 
cut themselves after their manner with 
4knives and lances, till the blood gushed 
29eut npon them. And it was se, when 
midday was past, that they prophesied 
until the time of the offering of the 
evening oblation; bnt there was neither 
voice, nor any to answer, nor any 
305that regarded. And Elijah said unto 
all the people, Come near unte me; 
and all the people came near unto 
him. And he repaired the altar of 
31 the Lorp that was thrown dewn. And 
Elijah took twelve stones, accerding 
te the number of the tribes of the 
sons of Jacob, unte whom the word of 
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the Lorn came, saying, Israel shall be 
32thy name. And with the stones he 
built an altar in the name of the Lorn; 
and lie made a trench about the altar, 
as great as would contain ! two mea- 
33 sures of seed. And he put the wood 
in order, and cut the bullock in pieces, 
and laid it on the wood. And he said, 
Fill four barrels with water, and peur 
it on the burnt offering, and on the 
34 wood. And he said, Do it the second 
time; and they did it the second time. 
And he said, Do it the third time; and 
35 they did it the third time. And the 
water ran round about the altar; and 
he filled the trench also with water. 
36 And it came to pass at the time of the 
offering of the evening oblatien, that 
Elijah the prophet came near, and 
said, O Lorn, the Ged of Abraham, of 
Isaac, and of Israel, let it be known 
this day that thou art God in Israel, 
and that I am thy servant, and that I 
have done all these things at thy word. 
37 Hear me, O Lorp, hear me, that this 
people may know that thou, Lorp, art 
God, 2and that thou hast turned their 
38 heart back again. Then the fire of the 
Lorp fell, and censumed the burnt 
offering, and the weed, and the stones, 
and the dust, and licked up the water 
39 that was in the trench. And when all 
the people saw it, they fell on their 
faces: and they said, The Lorp, he is 
40 God; the Lorp, he is God. And Elijah 
said unto them, Take the prophets of 
Baal; Jet not one of them escape. And 
they took them: and Ehjah brought 
them down to the brook Kishon, and 
41 slew them there. And Elijah said unto 
Ahab, Get thee up, eat and drink; for 
there is the sound of abundance of rain. 
42 So Ahab went up to eat and to drink. 
And Elijah went up to the top of 
Carmel; and he bowed himself down 
upon the earth, and put his face be- 
43 tween his knees. And he said to his 
servant, Go up new, look toward the 
sea. And he went up, and leoked, and 
said, There is nothing. And he said, 
44Go again seven times. And it came 
to pass at the seventh time, that he 
said, Behold, there ariseth a cloud out 
ef the sea, as small as a man’s hand. 
And he said, Ge np, say unto Ahab, 
3Make ready thy chariot, and get thee 
45 down, that the rain stop thee not. And 
it came to pass in a little while, that 
the heaven grew black with clouds and 
wnid, and there was a great rain. And 
46 Ahab rede, and went to Jezreel. And 
the hand of the Lerp was on Elijah; 
. and he girded up his leins, and ran be- 
' fore Ahab to the entrance of Jezreel. 
19 And Ahab teld Jezebel all that Eli- 
jah had done, and withal how he had 
slain all the prephets with the sword. 
2'Then Jezebel sent a messenger unto 
Elijah, saying, So let the gods do 
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to me, and iGtOalso. if I mate not 
thy life as the life of one of them 


3 by to-morrow about this time. 4And 
when he saw that, he arose, and went 
for his life, and came to Beer-sheba, 
which belongeth te Judah, and left 

4 his servant there. But he himself went 
a day’s journey into the wilderness, and 
caine and sat down under a 5juniper 
tree: and he reqnested for himself that 
he might die; and said, It is enough; 
now, O Lorp, take away my life; for I 

5am not better than my fathers. And 
he lay down and slept under a juniper 
tree; and, behold, an angel teuched him, 

6 and said unto him, Arise and eat. And 
he looked, and, behold, there was at his 
head a cake baken on the 6coals, and a 
eruse of water. Aud he did eat and 

7 drink, and Jaid him down again. And 
the angel of the Lorp came again the 
second time, and touched him, and said, 
Arise and eat; because the journey is 

8 toe great for thee. And he arose, and 
did eat and drink, and went in the 
strength of that meat forty days and 
forty nights unto Horeb the mount of 

9God. And he came thither unto a cave, 
and lodged there; and, behold, the word 
of the Lorp came to him, and he said 
unto him, What doest then here, Eli- 

10jah? And he said, I have been very 
jealons for the Lorn, the Ged of hosts; 
for the children of Israel have forsaken 
thy covenant, thrown down thine al- 
tars, and slam thy prophets with the 
sword: and I, even I only, am left; 
and they seek my life, to take it away. 
11 And he said, Go forth, and stand upon 
the monnt before the Lorp. And, be- 
held, the Lorp passed by, and a great 
and strong wind rent the monntains, 
and brake in pieces the recks before 
the Lorp; but the Lorp was not in the 
wind: and after the wind an earth- 
quake; but the Lorp was not in the 
12 earthquake: and after the earthquake 
a fire; but the Lorp was not in the 
fire: and after the fire 7a still small 
18 voice. And it was so, when Elijah 
heard it, that he wrapped his face in his 
mantle, and went out, and steed in the 
entering in of the cave. And, behold, 
there came a voice unto him, and said, 
14 What doest theu here, Ehjah? And 
he said, [have been very jealons for the 
Lorp, the Ged of hosts; for the children 
of Israel have forsaken thy covenant, 
thrown down thine altars, and slain thy 
prephets with the swerd; and I, even I 
only, am left; and they seek my life, 
15to take it away. And the Lorp said 
unto him, Go, return on thy way °to 
the wilderness of Damascus: and when 
thou comest, thou shalt anoint Hazael 
16te be king ever Syria: and Jehu the 
son of Nimshi shalt thou aneint te be 
king over Israel: and Elisha the son 
of Shaphat of Abel-meholah shalt thou 
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anoint to be prophet in thy room. 
17 And it shall come to pass, that him that 
escapeth from the sword of Hazael 
shall Jehu slay: and him that escapeth 
from the sword of Jehu shall Elisha 
18slay. Yet will I leave me seven thon- 
sand in Israel, all the knees which have 
not bowed unto Baal, and every mouth 
19 which hath not kissed him. So he de- 
parted thence, and found Elisha the 
son of Shaphat, who was plowing, with 
twelve yoke of oxen before him, and he 
with the twelfth: and Elijah passed 
over unto him, and cast his mantle upon 
°0him. And he left the oxen, and ran 
after Elijah, and said, Let me, I pray 
thee, kiss my father and my mother, 
and then I will follow thee. And he 
said unto him, Go back agai; for 
21 what have I done to thee? And he re- 
turned from followmg him, and took 
the yoke of oxen, and slew them, and 
1 boiled their flesh with the instruments 
of the oxen, and gave unto the people, 
and they did eat. Then he arose, and 
iyent after Elijah, and ministered unto 
nn. 
| 20 And Ben-hadad the king of Syria 
gathered all his host together: and 
there were thirty and two kings with 
him, and horses and chariots: and he 
went up and besieged Samaria, and 
2fought against it. And he sent mes- 
sengers to Ahab king of Israel, into the 
city, and said unto him, Thus saith 
3 Ben-hadad, Thy silver and thy gold is 
mine; thy wives also and thy children, 
4even the goodliest, are mine. And the 
king of Israel answered and said, It is 
according to thy saying, my lord, O 
king; I am thine, and all that I have. 
, 5And the messengers came again, and 
said, Thus speaketh Ben-hadad, say- 
ing, I sent indeed unto thee, saying, 
Thou shalt deliver me thy silver, and 
thy gold, and thy wives, and thy child- 
6ren; but I willsend my servants unto 
thee to-morrow about this time, and 
they shall search thine house, and the 
honses of thy servants; and it shall be, 
that 2whatsoever is pleasant in thine 
eyes, they shall put it in their hand, and 
7take it away. Then the king of Israel 
called all the elders of the land, and 
said, Mark, I pray you, and see how 
this man seeketh mischief: for he sent 
unto me for my wives, and for my child- 
ren, and for my silver, and for my gold; 
| Sand I denied him not. And all the 
elders and all the people said unto him, 
Hearken thou not, neither consent. 
9 Wherefore he said unto the messengers 
of Ben-hadad, Tell my lord the king, 
All that thou didst send for to thy serv- 
ant at the first I will do: but this thing 
I may not do. And the niessengers de- 
parted, and brought him word again. 
10 And Ben-hadad sent unto him, and said, 
The gods do so unto me, and more also, 





if the dust of Samaria shall suffice for 
handfuls for all the people that ’follow 
lime. And the king of Israel answered 
and said, Tell him, Let not hin that 
girdeth on his armour boast himself as 

12 he that putteth it off. And it came to 
pass, when en-hadad heard this mes- 
sage, as he was drinking, he and the 
kings, in the ‘pavilions, that he said 
unto his servants, °Set yourselves in 
array. And they set themselves in array 

13 against the city. And, behold, a prophet 
came near unto Ahab king of Israel, 
and said, Thus saith the Lorp, Hast 
thou seen all this great multitude? be- 
hold, I will deliver it into thine hand 
this day; and thou shalt know that I am 

itthe Lorp. And Ahab said, By whom? 
And he said, Thus saith the Lorp, By 
the young men of the princes of the 
provinces. ‘Then he said, Who shall 
7begin the batile? And he answered, 

15 Thou. Then he mustered the young 
men of the princes of the provimees, and 
they were two hundred and thirty two: 
and after them he mustered all the 
people, even all the children of Israel, 

16 being seven thousand. And they went 
outat noon. But Ben-hadad was drink- 
ing himself drunk in the ‘pavilions, he 
and the kings, the thirty and two kings 

17 that helped him. And the young men 
of the princes of the provinces went out 
first; and Ben-hadad sent out, and they 
told him, saying, There are men come 

18 out from Samaria. And he said, Whe- 
ther they be come out for peace, take 
them alive; or whether they be come 

19 out for war, take them alive. So these 
went out of the city, the yonng men of 
the princes of the provinces, and the 

20army which followed them. And they 
slew every one hisman; and the Syrians 
fled, and Israel pursued them: and Ben- 
hadad the king of Syria escaped on an 

21horse with horsemen. And the king of 
Israel went out, and smote the horses 
aud chariots, and slew the Syrians with 

22a great slaughter. And the prophet 
came near to the king of Israel, and 
said unto him, Go, strengthen thyself, 
and mark, and see what thou doest: 
for at the return of the year the king 
of Syria will come up against thee. 

93 And the servants of the king of Syria 
said unto him, Their god is a god of the 
hills; therefore they were stronger than 
we: but let us fight against them in the 
plain, and surely we shall be stronger 

24 than they. And do this thing; take the 
kings away, every man out of his place, 

25and put %eaptanis in then’ room: and 
number theean army, like thearmy that 
thou hast lost, horse for horse,and chari- 
ot for chariot: and we will fight against 
them in the plain, and surely we shall be 
stronger than they. And he hearkened 

26 unto their voice, and did so. And it 
came to pass at the return of the year, 
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that Ben-hadad mustered the Syrians, 
and went up to Aphek, to fight against 
27Israel. And the ehildren of Israel 
were inustered, and were victualled, 
and went against them: and the ehild- 
ren of [sracl encamped before them 
like two little flocks of kids; but the 

28 Syrians filled the country. And Ja 
man of God came near and spake unto 
the king of Israel, and said, ‘hus saith 
the Lorp, Beeause the Syrians have 
said, The Lorp isa god of the hills, but 
he is not a god of the valleys; therefore 
will I deliver all this great multitude in- 
to thine hand, and ye shall know that 

29I am the Lorp, And they encamped 
one over against the other seven «lays. 
And so it was, that in the seventh day 
the battle was joined; and the children 
of Israel slew of the Syrians an hund- 

80 red thousand footmen in one day. But 
the rest fled to Aphek, into the eity; 
and the wall fell npon twenty and seven 
thousand men that were left. And Ben- 
hadad fied, and came into the city, 

31?2into an inner chamber. And his serv- 
ants said unto lim, Behold now, we 
have heard that the kings of the house 
of Israel are merciful kings: let us, we 
pray thee, put saekcloth on our loins, 
and ropes upon our heads, and go ont 
to the king of Israel: peradventure he 

32 willsave thy life. So they girded sack- 
eloth on their loins, and pué ropes on 
their heads, and came to the king of 
Israel, and said, Thy servant Ben- 
hadad saith, I pray thee, let me 
live. And he said, Is he yet alive? 

33 he is my brother. Now the men ®ob- 
served diligently, and hasted 4to eateh 
whether it were his mind; and they 
said, Thy brother Ben-hadad. Then 
he said, Go ye, bring him. Then Ben- 
hadad came forth to him; and he 
caused him tocome up into the chariot. 

34And Ben-hadad said wnto him, The 
cities which my father took from thy 
father I will restore; and thou shalt 
make streets for thee in Damascus, as 
my father made in Samaria. And I, 
said Ahab, will let thee go with this 
eovenant. So he made a covenant 
with him, and let him go. 

35 And a certain man of the sons of 
the prophets said unto his fellow by 
the word of the Lorp, Smite me, I 
pray thee. And the man refused to 

386smite him. Then said he unto him, 
Beeause thou hast not obeyed the 
voice of the Lorp, behold, as soon 
as thou art departed from me, a lion 
shall slay thee. And as soon as he 
was departed from him, a lion found 

37 him, and slew him. Then he found an- 
other man, and said, Smite me, I pray 
thee. And the man smote him, smiting 

38 and wounding him. So the prophet de- 

parted, and waited for the king by the 

way, and disguised himself with his 
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39 headband over his eyes. And as the 
king passed by, he cried unto the king: 
and he said, Thy servant went out into 
the midst of the battle; and, behold, a 
man turned aside, and brought a man 
nto me, and said, Keep this man: if by 
any means he be missing, then shall thy 
life be for his life, or else thou shalt pay 

40a talent of silver. And as thy servant 
was busy here and there, he was gone. 
And the king of Israel said unto him, 
So shall thy judgement be; thyself 

41hast decided it. And he hasted, and 
took the headband away from his eyes; 
and the king of Israel discerned him 

42 that he was of the prophets. And he 
said unto him, Thus saith the Lorn, 
Beeause thou hast let go out of thy 
hand the man whom I had devoted 
to destruction, therefore thy hfe shall 
go for his hfe, aud thy people for his 

43 people. And the king of Israel went to 
his house heavy and displeased, and 
came to Samaria. 

21 Anditeame to pass after these things, 
that Naboth the Jezreelite had a vine- 
yard, which was in Jezreel, hard by the 

2 palace of Ahab king of Samaria. And 
Ahab spake unto Naboth, saying, Give 
me thy vineyard, that I may have it 
for a garden of herbs, beeause it is near 
unto my honse; and I will give thee 
for it a better vineyard than it: or, if 
it seem good to thee, I will give thee the 

3 worth of it in money. And Naboth said 
to Ahab, The Lorp forbid it me, that 
I should give the inheritanee of my 

4 fathers unto thee. And Ahab came into 
his house heavy and displeased because 
of the word which Naboth the Jezreel- 
ite had spoken to him: for he had said, 
I will not give thee the inheritance of 
my fathers. And he laid him down upon 
his bed, and turned away his face, and 

5 would eat no bread. Dut Jezebel his 
wife eame to him, and said unto him, 
Why is thy spirit so sad, that thou 

Geatest no bread? And he said unto 
her, Because I spake unto Naboth 
the Jezreelite, aud said unto him, Give 
me thy vineyard for money; or else, if 
it please thee, I will give thee another 
vineyard for it: and he answered, I will 

7 not give thee my vineyard. And Jezebel 
his wife said unto him, Dost thou now 
govern the kingdom of Israel? arise, 
and eat bread, and let thine heart be 
merry: L will give thee the vineyard 

8 of Naboth the Jezreehte. So she wrote 
Cletters in Ahab’s name, and sealed 
them with his seal, and sent the letters 
unto the elders and to the nobles that 
were in his eity, and that dwelt with 

9Naboth. And she wrote in the letters, 
saying, Proclaim a fast, and set Naboth 
1070n high among the people: and set 
two men, sons of ® Belial, before him, 
and let them bear witness against him, 
saying, Thou didst »curse God and the 
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king. 
11 stone him, that he die. And the men 
of his city, even the elders and the 
nobles who dwelt in his city, did as 
Jezebel had sent unto them, according 
as it was written in the letters which she 
12 had sent unto them. They proclaimed 
a fast, and set Naboth!on high among 
13the people. And the two men, sons of 
Belial, came in and sat before him: and 
the men of Belial bare witness against 
him, even against Naboth, in the pre- 
sence of the people, saying, Naboth did 
2curse God and the king. Then they 
carried him forth cut of the city, and 
stoned him with stones, that he died. 
14 Then they sent to Jezebel, saying, Na- 
15 both is stoned, and is dead. And it came 
to pass, when Jezebel heard that Naboth 
was stoned, and was dead, that Jezebel 
said to Ahab, Arise, take possession of 
the vineyard of Naboth the Jezreelite, 
which he refused to give thee for money: 
16 for Naboth is not alive, but dead. And 
it came to pass, When Ahab heard that 
Naboth was dead, that Ahab rose up to 
go down to the vineyard of Naboth the 
Jezreelite, to take possession of it. 
17 And the word of the Lorp came to 
18Ehljah the Tishbite, saying, Arise, go 
down to meet Ahab king of Israel, 
which dwelleth in Samaria: behold, he 
is iu the vineyard of Naboth, whither 
he is gone down to take possession of 
19it. And thou shalt speak unto him, 
saying, Thus saith the Lorn, Hast 
thou killed, and also taken possession ? 
and thou shalt speak unto him, saying, 
Thins saith the Lorp, In. the place 
where dogs licked the blood of Naboth 
shall dogs lick thy blood, even thine. 
20 And Ahab said to Ehjah, Hast thou 
found me, O mine enemy? And he an- 
swered, [have found thee: because thou 
hast sold thyself to do that which ts 
2levil in the sight of the Lorp. Behold, 
I will bring evil upon thee, and will 
utterly sweep thee away, and will cut off 
from Ahab every man child, aud him 
that is shut up and him that is left at 
22 large in Israel: and I will make thine 
house like the honse of Jeroboam the 
son of Nebat, and like the house of 
Baasha the son of Ahijah, for the pro- 
vocation wherewith thou hast provoked 
me to anger, aud hast made Israel to 
23sin. And of Jezebel also spake the 
Lorp, saymg, The dogs shall eat Jeze- 
24 bel ?by the rampart of Jezreel. Him 
that dieth of Ahab in the city the dogs 
shall eat; and him that dieth in the 
field shall the fowls of the air eat. 
25(But there was none like unto Ahab, 
which did sell himself to do that which 
was evil in the sight of the Lorp, whom 
26 Jezebel his wife stirred up. And hedid 
very abominably in following idols, 
according to all that the Amorites did, 
whom the Lorp east out before the 


pass, when Ahab heard those words, 
that he rent his clothes, and put sack- 
cloth upon his flesh, and fasted, and lay 
28in sackcloth, and went softly. And the 
word of the Lorp came to Elijah the 
29 Tishbite, saying, Seest thou how Ahab 
humbleth himself before me? because 
he humbleth himself before me, I will 
not bring the evilin his days: but in his 
son’s days will I bring the evil upon his 
house. 
22, And they continued three years with- 
2 out war between Syriaand Israel. 4And 
it came to pass in the third year, that 
Jchoshaphat the king of Judah came 
3 down to the king of Israel. And the 
king of Israel said unto his servants, 
Know ye that Ramoth-gilead is ours, 
and we *be still, and take it not out 
4 of the hand of the king of Syria? And 
he said nnto Jehoshaphat, Wilt thou 
go with me to battle to Ramoth-gilead ? 
And Jehoshaphat said to the king of 
Israel, I am as thou art, my people as 
thy people, my horses as thy horses. 
5 And Jehoshaphat said nnto the king 
of Israel, Inquire, I pray thee, at the 
6 word of the Lorp to-day. Then the 
king of Israel gathered the prophets to- 
gether, about four hundred men, and 
said unto them, Shall I go against 
Ramoth-gilead to battle, or shall I for- 
bear? And they said, Go up; for the 
Lord shall deliver it into the hand of 
7tho king. But Jehoshaphat said, Is 
there not here besides a prophet of the 
Lorp, that we might inquire of him? 
8 And the king of Israel said unto Jeho- 
shaphat, There is yet oneman by whom 
we may inquire of the Lorp, Micaiah 
the son of Imlah: but I hate him; for 
he doth not prophesy good coneerning 
me, but evil. And Jehoshaphat said, 
9Let not the king say so. Then the 
king of Israel called an Sofficer, and 
said, Fetch quickly Micaiah the son 
100f Imlah. Now the king of Israel 
and Jehoshaphat the king of Judah 
sat each on his throne, arrayed in their 
robes, in 7an open place at the entrance 
of the gate of Samaria; and all the 
11 prophets prophesied before them. And 
Zedekiah the son of Chenaauah made 
him horns of iron, and said, Thus saith 
the Lorp, With these shalt thou push 
the Syrians, until they be consumed. 
12 And ail the prophets prophesied so, 
saying, Go up to Ramoth-gilead, and 
prosper: for the Lorn shall deliver it 
13into the hand of the king. And the 
inessenger that went to call Micaiah 
spake unto him, saying, Behold now, 
the words of the prophets declare good 
nuto the king with one mouth: let thy 
word, I pray thee, be like the word of 
one of them, and speak thou good. 
14And Micaiah said, As the Lorp liveth, 


what the Lorp saith unto me, that will 
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15I speak. And when he was come to the 
king, the king said unto him, Micaiah, 
shall we go to Itamoth-gilead to battle, 
or shall we forbear? And he answered 
him, Go np, and prosper; and the 
Lorp shall deliver it into the hand of 

16 the king. And the king said unte him, 
How inany times shall I adjure thee 
that thou speak unto me nething but 
the truth in the name of the Lorp? 

17 And he said, I saw all Israel scattered 
upon the mountains, as sheep that 
have no shepherd: and the Lorn said, 
These have no master; let them return 

1S every man to his house in peace. And 
the king of Israel said to Jehosha- 
phat, Did I not tell thee that he 
would not prophesy good concerning 

19me, but evil? And he said, Therefore 
hear thou the werd ef the Lorp: Isaw 
the Lorp sitting on his throne, and all 
the host ef heaven standing by him 
200n his right hand and on his left. And 
the Lorp said, Who shall ! entice Ahab, 
that he may go up and fall at Rameth- 
gilead? And one said on this manner; 

21 and another said en that manner. And 
there came forth 2a spirit, and stood 
before the Lorp, and said, I will en- 

22 tice him. And the Lorp said unto 
him, Wherewith? And he said, I will 
go forth, and will be a lying spirit in 
the mouth of all his prophets. And he 
said, Thon shalt entice him, and shalt 

23 prevail also: goforth, and do so. Now 
therefore, behold, the Lorp hath put 
a lying spirit in the mouth of all these 
thy prophets; and the Lorp hath 

24spoken evil conceruing thee. Then 
Zedekiah the son ef Chenaanah came 
near, and smote Micaiah en the cheek, 
and said, Which way went the spirit 
of the Lorp from me to speak unto 

25thee? And Micaiah said, Behold, thou 
shalt see on that day, when thou shalt 
go %inte an imner chamber te hide 

26 thyself. And the king of Israel said, 
Take Micaiah, and earry him back 
unto Amen the gevernor of the city, 

27 and to Joash the king’s son; and say, 
Thus saith the king, Put this fellow in 
the prison, and feed him with bread of 
afiliction and with water of affliction, 

28 until I come in peace. And Micaiah 
said, If thou return at all in peace, the 
Lerp hath net spoken by me. Andhe 
said, 4Hear, ye peoples, all of you. 

29 Se the king of Israel and Jeho- 
shaphat the king of Judah went up 

30to Namoth-gilead. And the king of 
Israel said unto Jehoshaphat, I will 
disguise nryself, and go mto the battle; 
but put thou on thy rebes. And the 
king of Israel disguised himself, and 

31 went mto the battle. Now the king of 
Syria had commanded the thirty and 
two captains of his chariots, saying, 
Fight neither with small ner great, 

32save only with the king of Israel. And 
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it caine to pass, when the captains of 
the chariots saw Jehoshaphat, that 
they said, Surely it is the king of Israel; 
and they turned aside te fight against 
33 him: and Jehoshaphat eried out. And 
it came to pass, when the captains of 
the chariots saw that it was not the 
king of Israel, that they turned back 
34from pursuing him. And a certam 
nan drew his bew Sat a venture, and 
smote the king of Israel between ® the 
joints of the harness: wherefore he 
said unto the driver of his chariot, Turn 
thine hand, and carry me cut of the 
35 hest; fer I am sere wounded. And the 
battle increased that day: and the 
king was stayed up in his chariot 
against the Syrians, and died at even: 
and the blood ran out of the wound 
36into the bottem of the chariot. And 
there went a cry throughout the host 
abont the going dewn of the sun, 
saying, Every man to his city, and 
37 every man tehis country. So the king 
died, and was bronght to Samaria; and 
38 they buried the king in Samaria. And 
they washed the chariot by the peel 
of Samaria; and the dogs licked up 
his blood; (7now the harlots washed 
themselves there;) according unto the 
39 word of the Lorp which be spake. New 
the rest of the acts of Ahab, and all 
that he did, and the ivory house which 
he built, and all the cities that he built, 
are they not written in the book of 
the chronicles of the kings of Israel ? 
40So0 Ahab slept with his fathers; and 
Ahaziah his son reigned in his stead. 
41 8And Jehoshaphat the son of Asa 
began te reign over Judah in the 
fourth year of Ahab king of Israel. 
42 Jehoshaphat was thirty and five years 
eld when he began to reign; and he 
reigned twenty and five years in Jeru- 
salem. And his mother’s name was 
43 Azubah the daughter of Shilhi. And he 
walked in all the way of Asa his father; 
he turned not aside from it, doing 
that which was right in the eyes of the 
Lorp: howbeit the high places were not 
taken away; the people still sacrificed 
and burnt incense m the high places. 
44And Jehoshaphat made peace with 
45the king of Israel. Now the rest of 
the acts of Jehoshaphat, and his might 
that he shewed, and how he warred, are 
they net written in the beok of the 
46 chronicles of the kings of Judah? And 
the remnant of the sodomites, which re- 
mained in the days of his father Asa, he 
47 put away out of the land. And there 
was ne king in Edom: a deputy was 
48king. Jehoshaphat made ships of Tar- 
shish te ge to Ophir for gold: but they 
went not; for the ships were broken 
49at Ezion-geber. Then said Ahaziah 
the sen of Ahab unto Jehoshaphat, Let 
my servants go with thy servants m 
the ships. But Jehoshaphat would 
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50not. 1And Jehoshaphat slept with his | 


fathers, and was buried with his fathers 
in the city ef David his father: and 
Jeheram his sen reigned in his stead. 


51 Ahaziah the son of Ahab began to 


reign over Israel in Samaria in the 
seventeenth year of Jehoshaphat king 
ef Judah, and he reigned two years 
And he did that which 








was evil in the sight of the Lorn, 
and walked in the way of his father, 
and in the way of his mether, and 
in the way of Jeroboam the son of 
Nebat, 2wherein he made Israel to sin. 


53 And he served Baal, and worshipped 


him, and provoked to anger the Lorn, 
the God of Israel, according to all that 
his father had done.

1 Awnp Moab rebelled against Isracl after | 11. And again he sent unto him another 


2the death of Ahab. And Ahaziah fell 
down through the lattice in his upper 
chamber that was in Samaria, and was 
sick: and he sent messengers, and 
said unto them, Ge, inquire of Baal- 
zebub the ged of Ekron whether I 
3 shall recover of this sickness. But the 
angel of the Lorp said to Elijah the 
Tishbite, Arise, go up to meet the mes- 
sengers of the king ef Samaria, and say 
unte them, Is it because there is no 
God in Israel, that ye go to inquire of 
4Baal-zebub the ged of Ekron? Now 
therefore thus saith the Lorp, Thou 
shalt not come down from the bed 
whither thou art gone up, but shalt 
5 surely die. And Elijah departed. And 
the messengers returned unto him, and 
he said unto them, Why is it that ye 
Gare returned? And they said unto him, 
There came up a man to meet us, and 
said unto us, Go, turn again unto the 
king that sent yeu, and say unto him, 
Thus saith the Lor, Isit because there 
is no God in Israel, that thon sendest 
to inquire of Baal-zebub the god of 
Ekron? therefore thon shalt net come 
down from the bed whither thou art 
7 gene up, but shalt surely die. And he 
said unto them, What manner of man 
was he which came up te meet yeu, 
Sand told you these words? And they 
answered him, He was lan hairy man, 
and girt with a girdle of leather about 
his leins. And he said, It is Ehjah the 
9 Tishbite. Then the hing sent unte him 
a captain of fifty with his fifty. And 
he went up to him: and, beheld, he 2sat 
on the top of the hill. And he spake 
unto him, O man of God, the king hath 


10 said, Come down. And Elijah answered 


and said to the captain of fifty, If I be 
a man of God, let fire come down from 
heaven, and consume thee and thy 
fifty. And there came down fire from 
heaven, and consumed him and his fifty. 


captain of fifty with his fifty. And he 
answered and said unto him, O man of 
God, thus hath the king said, Come 

12 down quickly. And Elijah answered and 
said unto them, If I be a man of God, 

let fire come down from heaven, and 

. consume thee and thy fifty. And the 
fire of God came down from heaven, 

13and consumed him and his fifty. And 
again he sent the captain ofa third fifty 
with his fifty. And the third captain 
of fifty went up, and came and fell on 
his knees before Ekjah, and besought 
him, and said unto him, O man of God, 
I pray thee, let my life, and the life 
of these fifty thy servants, be precious 

14in thy sight. Behold, there came fire 
dewn frem beaven, and censumed 
the two former captains of fifty with 
their fifties: but now let my life be 

15 precious in thy sight. And the angel of 
the Lorp said unto Elijah, Go down 
with him: be not afraid of him. And he 
arose, and went dewn with him unto the 

16king. And he said unto him, Thus saith 
the Lorp, Forasmuch as thou hast sent 
messengers to inquire of Baal-zebub 
the god of Ekron, is it because there 
is ne God in Israel to inquire of his 
word? therefore thou shalt not come 
down from the bed whither thou art 

17 goneup, but shalt surely die. So he died 
accordmg to the word ef the Lorp which 
Elijah had speken. And Jehoram began 
to reign in his stead in the second year 
of Jehoram the son of Jehoshaphat 
king of Judah; because he had no son. 

18 Now the rest of the acts of Ahaziah 
which he did, are they not written in 
the book ef the chronicles of the kings 
of Israel? 

2. And it came to pass, when the Lorp 
would take up Elijah by a whirlwind 
into heaven, that Elijah went with Eh- 

2sha from Gilgal. And Elijah said unto 
Elisha, Tarry here, I pray thee; forthe 
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Lorp hath sent me as far as Beth-el. 
And Elisha said, As the Lorp Hveth, 
and as thy soul liveth, I will not leave 
thee. So they went down to Beth- 
3el. And the sons of the prophets that 
were at Beth-el caine forth to Elisha, 
and said unto him, Knowest thou that 
the Loxrp will take away thy master 
from thy head to-day? And he said, 
Yea, I know it; hold ye your peace. 
4 And Elijah said unto him, Elisha, tarry 
here, I pray thee; for the Lorp hath 
sent me to Jericho. And he said, As 
the Lorp liveth, and as thy son! liveth, 
I will not leave thee. So they came to 
5 Jericho. And the sons of the prophets 
that were at Jericho came near to 
Elisha, and said unto him, Knowest 
thou that the Lorp will take away thy 
master from thy head to-day? And he 
answered, Yea, I know it; hold ye 
Gyour peace. And Elijah said unto 
/ him, Tarry here, I pray thee; for the 
Lorp hath sent me to Jordan. And he 

~ said, As the Lorp liveth, and as thy 
soul liveth, I will not leave thee. And 
7they two went on. And fifty men of 
the sons of the prophets went, and 
stood over against them afar off: and 
S they two stood by Jordan. And Elijah 
took hig mantle, and wrapped it to- 
gether, and smote the waters, and they 
were divided hither and thither, so that 
they two went over on dry ground. 
9 And it came to pass, when they were 
gone over, that Elijah said unto Elisha, 
Ask what I shall do for thee, before I 
be taken from thee. And Elisha said, 
I pray thee, let 2a double portion of 
10thy spirit be upon me. And he said, 
Thou hast asked a hard thing: never- 
theless, if thou see me when I am taken 
from thee, it shall be so nnto thee; but 
11if not, it shall not be so. And it came 
to pass, as they still went on, and 
talked, that, behold, there appeared %a 
chariot of fire, and horses of fire, which 
parted them both asunder; and Elijah 
went up by a whirlwind into heaven. 


‘12 And Elisha saw it, and he cried, My

father, my father, the 4chariots of Is- 
rael and the horsemen thereof! And 
he saw him no more: aud he took 
hold of his own clothes, and rent them 
13in two pieces. He took up also the 
mantle of Elijah that fell from him, 
and went back, and stood by the bank 
l4of Jordan. And he took the mantle 
ef Ehjah that fell from him, and smote 
the waters, and said, Where is the 
Lorp, ®the God of Elijah? and when 
he also had smitten the waters, they 
were divided hither and thither: and 
15 Elisha went over. And when the sons 
of the prophets which were at Jericho 
over against him saw him, they said, 
The spirit of Elijah doth rest on Elisha. 
And they came to meet him, and bowed 
themselves to the ground before him. 


16 And they said nnto him, Behold now, 
there be with thy servants fifty strong 
men; let them go, we pray thee, and 
seck thy inaster: lest peradventure 
the spirit of the Lorp hath taken him 
up, and cast him upon some mountain, 
or into some valley. And he said, Ye 

17 shall not send. And when they urged 
him till he was ashamed, he said, Send. 
They sent therefore fifty men; and 
they sought three days, but found him 

18not. And they came back to hin, 
while he tarried at Jericho; and he 
said unto them, Did I not say unto 
you, Go not? 

19 And the men of the city said unto 
Elisha, Behold, we pray thee, the situ- 
ation of this city is pleasant, as my 
lord seeth: but the water is nanght, 

20and the land Smiscarrieth. And he 
said, Bring me a new cruse, and put 
salt therein. And they brought it to 

2lhim. And he went forth unto the 
spring of the waters, and cast salt 
therein, and said, Thus saith the Lorn, 
I have healed these waters; there 
shall not be from thenee any more 

22 death or 7miscarrying. So the waters 
were healed unto this day, according 
to the word of Elisha which he spake. 

23 And he went up from thence unto 
Beth-el: and as he was going np by 
the way, there came forth little child- 
ren out of the city, and mocked hin, 
and said nnto hin, Go up, thou bald 

24head; go up, thou bald head. And 
he looked behind him and saw them, 
and cursed them in the name of the 
Lorp. And there came forth two 
she-bears out of the wood, and tare 

25 forty and two children of them. And 
he went from thence to mount Car- 
mel, and from thence he returned to 
Samaria. 

3 Now Jehoram the son of Ahab began 
to reign over Israel in Samaria in the 
eighteenth year of Jehoshaphat king 
of Judah, and reigned twelve years. 

2And he did that which was evil in 


the sight of the Lorp; but not like | 
his father, and lke his mother: for | 


he put away the 9pillar of Baal that 

8his father had made. Nevertheless 
he cleaved unto the sins of Jereboam 
the son of Nebat, wherewith he made 
Israel to sin; he departed not there- 
from. 

4 Now Mesha king of Moab wasa sheep- 
master; and he rendered unto the king 
of Israel 1°the wool of an hundred thou- 
sand lambs, and of an hundred thou- 

sand rams. But it came to pass, when 
Ahab was dead, that the king of Moab 

6 rebelled against the king of Israel. And 
king Jehoram went out of Samaria 
at that timé, and mustered all Israel. 

7And he went and sent to Jehosha- 
phat the king of Judah, saying, The 
king of Moab hath rebelled against 
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Moab to battle? And he said, I will 
go up: I am as thou art, my people as 
thy people, my horses as thy horses. 

8 And he said, Which way shall we go 
up? And he answered, The way of 

9 the wilderness of Edom. So the king 
_ of Israel went, and the king of Judah, 
and the king of Edom: and they made 

a circuit of seven days’ journey: and 
there was no water for the host, nor 
10 for the beasts that followed them. And 
the king of Israel said, Alas! for the 
Lory hath called these three kings to- 
gether to deliver them into the hand 
Jlof Moab. But Jchoshaphat said, Is 
there not here a prophet of the Lorp, 
that we may inquire of the Lorp by 
him? And one of the king of Israel's 
servants answered and said, llisha the 
son of Shaphat is here, which poured 
12 water on the hands of Elijah. And 
Jchoshaphat said, The werd of the 
Lorp is with him. So the king of 
Israel and Jehoshaphat and the king 
130f Edom went down to him. And 
Elisha said unto the king of Israel, 
What have I to do with thee? get thee 
to the prophets of thy father, and to 
the prophets of thy mother. And the 
king of Israel said unto him, Nay: 
for the Lorp hath called these three 
kings together to deliver them into the 
l4hand ef Moab. And Elisha said, As 
the Lorp of hosts liveth, before whom 

I stand, surely, were it not that I re- 
gard the presence of Jehoshaphat the 
king of Judah, I would not look toward 
15 thee, nor see thee. But now bring me 
a minstrel, And it came to pass, when 
the minstrel played, that the hand of 
16the Lorp came upon him. And he 
said, Thus saith the Lorp, Make this 
17 valley full of trenches. Jor thus saith 
the Lorp, Ye shall net see wind, nei- 
ther shall ye sec rain, yet that valley 
shall be filled with water: and ye shall 
drink, both ye and your cattle and your 
ISbeasts. And this is but a light thing 
in the sight of the Lorn: he will also 
deliver the Moabites into your hand. 
19 And ye shall smite every fenced city, 
and every choice city, and shall fell 
every good tree, and stop all fountains 
of water, and mar every good piece of 
20 land with stones. And it came to pass 
in the morning, about the time of offer- 
ing the oblation, that, behold, there 
came water by the way of Edom, and 
the country was filled with water. 
21 Now when all the Moabites heard that 
the kings were come up to fight against 
them, they !gathered themselves to- 
gether, all that were able to 2put on 
armour, and upward, and stoed en the 
22 border. And they rose up early in the 
morning, and the sun shone upon the 
water, and the Moabites saw the water 
23 over against them as red as blood: and 


they said, This is blood; the kings 
Sare surely destroyed, and they have 
smitten each man his felow: now 
24therefore, Moab, to the speil. And 
when they came to the camp of Israel, 
the Israelites rose up and smote the 
Moabites, so that they fled before them: 
and they went forward *into the land 
25 smiting the Meabites. And they beat 
down the cities; and on every good 
piece of land they cast every man his 
stone, and filled it; aud they stopped 
all the feuntains of water, and felled 
all the good trees: until in Kir-hareseth 
only they left the stones thereof; how- 
beit the slingers went about it, and 
26 smote it. And when the king of Moab 
saw that the battle was too sore for 
him, he took with him seven hundred 
men that drew sword, to break through 
unto the king of Edom: but they could 
27not. Then he tool his eldest son that 
should have reigned in his stead, and 
offered him for a burnt offering upon 
the wall. And 5there was great wrath 
against Israel: and they departed from 
him, and returned to their own land. 
4 Now there cried a certain woman of 
the wives of the sons of the prophets 
unto Elisha, saying, Thy servant my 
linsband is dead: and thou knowest 
that thy servant did fear the Lorn: 
and the creditor is come to take unte 
him my twe children to be boudmen. 

2 And Elisha said nnto her, What shall 
I do for thee? tell me; what hast thou 
in the house? And she said, Thine 
handmaid hath not any thing ni the 

3 house, save a pot of oil. Then he said, 
Go, borrow thee vessels abroad of all 
thy neighbours, even empty vessels; 

4borrow not afew. And thou shalt go 
in, and shut the door upon theo and 
upon thy sons, and pour out into all 
those vessels; and thon shalt set aside 

5that which is full. So she went from 
him, and shut the door upon her and 
upon her sons; they brought the ves- 

Gsels to her, and she poured out. And 
it came to pass, when the vessels were 
full, that she said unto her son, Bring 
me yet a vessel. And he said unto her, 
There is not a vessel more. And the 

Toil stayed. Then she came and told 
the man of God. And he said, Go, sell 
the oil, and pay thy debt, and live thou 
and thy sons of the rest. 

8 And it fell on a day, that Whsha 
passed to Shunem, where was a great 
woman; aud she constrained him to 
eat bread. And so it was, that as oft 
as he passed by, he turned in thither 

9to eat bread. And she said unto her 


husband, Behold now, I perceive that 
this isan holy man of God, which pass- 
10eth by us continually. Let us make, 
I pray thee, a littie chamber Son the 
wall; and let us set for him there a 
bed, and a table, and a stool, and a

eandlestick: and it shall be, when he 
cometh to us, that he shall turn in 
{ithither. And it fell on a day, that he 
came thither, and he turned into the 
12 chamber and lay there. And he said 
to Gehazi his servant, Call this Shu- 
nammite, And when he had ealled her, 
18she stood before him. And he said 
uuto hin, Say now unto her, Behold, 
thon hast ! been careful for us with all 
this care; what is to be done for thee? 
wouldest thon be spoken for to the 
king, or to the captam of the host? 


And she answered, f dwell ainong mince ! 


14own people. And he said, What then 
is to be done for her? And Gehazi an- 
swered, Verily she hath no son, and her 
15 husband is old. And he said, Call her. 
And when he had ealled her, she stood 
1Gin the door. And he said, At this 
season, when the time 2cometh round, 
thou shalt embrace a son. And she 
said, Nay, my lord, thon man of God, 
17 do not lie unto thine handmaid. And 
the woman conccived, and bare a son 
at that season, when the time came 
rod, as Elisha bad said nnto her. 
18 And when the child was grown, it fell 
on a day, that he went ont to his father 
19to the reapers. And he said unto his 
father, My head, my head. And he 
said to his servant, Carry him to his 
20mother. And when he had taken him, 
and brought him to his mother, he sat 
on her kuees till noon, and then died. 
91 And she went up, and Iaid him on the 
bed of the man of God, and shut the 
22 door upon him, and went ont. And 
she called unto her husband, and said, 
Send me, I pray thee, one of the serv- 
ants, and one of the asses, that I nay 
run to the man of God, and come again. 
93 And he said, Wherefore wilt thou go 
to him to-day? it is neither new moon 
nor sabbath. And she said, *It shall 
%be well. Then she saddled an ass, 
and said to her servant, Drive, and go 
forward; slacken me not the riding, 
25 except I bid thee. So she went, and 
came unto the man of God to mount 
Carmel. And it came to pass, when 
the man of God saw her afar off, that 
he said to Gehazi his servant, Behold, 
26 yonder is the Shnnammite: rim, I pray 
thee, now to meet her, and say unto 
her, Is it well with thee? is it well 
with thy hnsband? is it well with the 
child? And she answered, It is well. 
27 And when she came to the man of God 
to the hill, she caught hold of his feet. 
And Gehazi came near to thrnst her 
away; but the man of God said, Let 
her alone: for her sonl is 4vexed with- 
jn her; and the Lorp hath hid it from 
28 ime, and hath not told me. Then she 
said, Did I desire a son of my lord? 
did I not say, Do not deeeive me? 
29 Then he said to Gehazi, Gird up thy 
loins, and take my staff in thine hand, 


and go thy way: if thon meet any man, 
salute him not; and if any salute thee, 
answer him not again: and lay my 

30 staff upon the face of the child. And 
the mother of the child said, As the 
Lorp liveth, and as thy soul liveth, I 
will not leave thee. And he arose, 

31 and followed her. And Gcehazi passed 
on before them, and laid the staff wpon 
the face of the child; but there was 
neither voiee, nor Shearing. Where- 
fore he returned to meet him, aud told 
him, saying, The child is not awaked. 

32 And when Elisha was come into the 
liouse, behold, the child was dead, and 

33laid npon his bed. He went in there- 
fore, and shnt the deor upon them 

34 twain, and prayed unto the Lorp. And 
he went up, and lay npon the child, and 
put his month upon his mouth, and his 
eyes upon his eyes, and his hands npon 
his hands: and ho ®stretehed himself 
npon him; and the flesh of the child 

35 waxed warm. ‘Then he returned, and 
walked in the house onee to and fro; 
and went up, and ®stretched himself 
upon him: Vand the child sneezed 
seven times, and the child opened his 

36cyes. And he called Gehazi, and said, 
Call this Shunammite. So he ealled 
her. And when she was come im unto 

37 him, he said, Take up thy son. Then 
she went ni, and fell at his feet, and 
bowed herself to the gronnd; and she 
took up her son, and went out. 

88 And Elisha came again to Gilgal: and 
there was a dearth in the land; and 
the sons of the prophets were sitting 
before him: and he said unto his serv- 
ant, Set on the great pot, and seethe 
pottage for the sons of the prophets. 

39And one went ont into the field to 
gather herbs, and found a wild vine, 
and gathered thereof wild gonrds his 
lap full, and came and shred them into 
the pot of pottage: for they knew them 

40not. So they poured out for the men 
to eat. And it came to pass, as they 
were eating of the pottage, that they 
eried ont, and said, O man of God, 
there is death in the pot. And they 

41eould not eat thereof. But he said, 
Then bring meal. And he cast it into 
the pot; and he said, Ponr out for the 
people, that they may eat. And there 
was no Sharm in the pot. 

42, And there came a man from Baal- 
shalishah, and brought the man of God 
bread of the firstfruits, twenty loaves 
of barley, and fresh ears of corn in ®his 
sack. And he said, Give unto the peo- 

48 ple, that they may eat. And his !serv- 
ant said, What, should I set this before 
an hundred men? But he said, Give the 
people, that they may eat; for thus saith 
the Lorp, They shall eat, and shall 

44 leave thereof. So he set it before them, 
and they did eat, and left thereof, ae- 
cording to the word of the Lorp. 
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5 Now Naaman, captain of the host of 
the king of Syria, was a great man 
lwith his master, and honourable, he- 
cause by him the Lorp had given 2 vict- 
ory unto Syria: he was also a mighty 

2man of valour, but he was aleper. And 
the Syrians had gone outin bands, and 
had brought away captive out of the 
land of Israel a little maid; and she 
3%waited on Naaman’s wife. And she 
said unto her mistress, Would God my 
lord were 1 with the prophet that is in 
Samaria! then would he recover him 
4of his leprosy. And 4one went in, and 
told his lord, saying, Thus and thus said 
the maid that is of the land of Israel. 
5 And the king of Syria said, Go to, go, 
and I will send a letter unto the king of 
Israel. And hedeparted, and took with 
him ten talents of silver, and six thou- 
sand pieces of gold, and ten changes of 
Graiment. And he brought the letter to 
the king of Israel, saymg, And now 
when this letter is come unto thee, be- 
hold, I have sent Naaman my servant 
to thee, that thou mayest recover him 
7of his leprosy. And it came to pass, 
when the king of Israel had read the 
letter, that he rent his clothes, and 
said, Am I God, to kill and to make 
alive, that this man doth send unto me 
to recover a man of his leprosy? but 
consider, I pray you, and see how he

' 10 at the door of the house of EHsha. And 
| élisha sent a messenger unto him, say- 
ing, Go and wash in Jordan seven times, 
and thy flesh shall come again to thee, 
lland7thou shalt be clean. But Naaman 
was wroth, and went away, and said, 

| Behold, I thought, He will surely come 
out to me, and stand, and call on the 
name of the Lorp his God, and wave 
his hand over the place, and recover the 
12leper. Are not SAbanah and Pharpar, 
the rivers of Damascus, better than all 
the waters of Israel? may I not wash in 
them, and be clean? So he turned and 

13 went away inarage. Andhis servants 
came hear, and spake unto him, and 
said, My father, if the prophet had bid 
thee dosome great thing, wouldest thou 
not have done it? how much rather 
then, when he saith to thee, Wash, and 

| 14be clean? Then went he down, and 
dipped himself seven times in Jordan, 
according to the saying of the man of 
God: and his flesh came again like unto 

the flesh of a little child, and he was 
15clean. And he returned to the man of 

| God, he and all his company, and came, 
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and stood before him: and he said, Be- 
hold now, I know that there is no God in 
all the earth, but in Israel: now there- 
fore, I pray thee, take a ° present of thy 
16servant. But hesaid, As the Lorpliveth, 
before whom I stand, I willreceive none. 
And he urged him to take it; but he re- 

17fused. And Naaman said, If not, yet I 
pray thee lettherebegiventothy servant 
two mules’ burden of earth ; for thy serv- 
ant will henceforth offer neither burnt 
offering nor sacrifice unto other gods, but 

18 unto the Lorp. In this thing the Lorp 
pardon thy servant; when my master 
goeth into the house of Rimmon to wor- 
ship there, and he leaneth on my hand, 
and [bow myselfin the house of Rimmon, 
when I bow myself in the house of Rim- 
mon,the Lorp pardon thy servant in this 

19thing. Andhesaid untohim, Goin peace. 
So he departed from him 1a little way. 

90 But Gehazi, the servant of Flisha the 
man of God, said, Behold, my master 
hath spared this Naaman the Syrian, in 
not receiving at his hands that which he 
brought: as the Lorp liveth, I will run 
after him, and take somewhat of him. 

21 So Gehazi followed after Naaman. And 
when Naaman saw one running after 
him, he lighted down from the chariot to 

22 meet him, and said, Is all well? And he 
said, All is well. My master hath sent 
me, saying, Behold, even now there be 
come to me from the hill country of 
Ephraim two young men of the sons of 
the prophets; give them, I pray thee, 
a talent of silver, and two changes of 

23 raiment. And Naaman said, Be content, 
take two talents. And he urged him, 
and bound two talents of silver in two 
bags, with two changes of raiment, and 
laid them upon two of his servants; and 

24 they bare them before him. And when 
he came to the 4 hill, he took them from 
their hand, and bestowed them in the 
house: and he let the men go, and they 

25departed. But he went in, and stood 
before his master. And Elisha said un- 
to him, Whence comest thon, Gehazi? 
And he said, Thy servant went no 

26 whither, And he said unto him, 12 Went 
not mine heart with thee, when the man 
turned again from his chariot to meet 
thee? Is it a time to receive money, and 
to receive garments, and oliveyards and 
vineyards, and sheep and oxen, and 

27menservants and maidservants? The 
leprosy therefore of Naaman shall 
cleave unto thee, and unto thy seed for 
ever. And he went out from his pre- 
sence a leper as white as snow. 

6 And the sons of the prophets said unto 
Elisha, Behold now, the place where we 
dwell before thee is too strait for us. 

2 Let us go, we pray thee, unto Jordan, 
and take thence every man a beam, and 
let us make us a place there, where 
we may dwell. And he answered, Go 

3 ve. 
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thee, and go with thy servants. And he 

4 answered, I will go. So he went with 
them. And when they came to Jordan, 

5 they cut down wood. But as one was 
felling a beam, the axe-head fell into 
the water: and he cried, and said, Alas, 

6my master! for it was borrowed, And 
the man of God said, Where fell it? 
And he shewed him the place. And he 
cut down a stick, and cast it in thither, 

Tand Jmade the iron to swim. And he 
said, Take it up to thee. Soe he put 
out his hand, and took it. 

8 Now the king of Syria warred against 
Israel; and he took counsel with his 
servants, saying, In such and such a 

9 place shall be my 2camp. And the man 
of Ged sent unto the king of Israel, 
saying, Beware that thou pass not such 
a place; for thither the Syrians are 

10 coming down. And the king of Israel 
sent to the place which the man of God 
told him and warned him of; and he 
saved himself there, not once nor twice. 

11 And the heart of the king of Syria was 
sore troubled for this thing; and he 
called his servants, and said unto them, 
Will ye not shew me which of us is 

12 for the king of Israel? And one of his 
servants said, Nay, my lord, O king: 
but Elisha, the prophet that is in Israel, 
telleth the king of Israel the words that 

13 thou speakest in thy bedchamber. And 
he said, Go and see where he is, that 
I may send and fetch him. And it 
was told him, saying, Behold, he is in 

14Dothan. Therefore sent he thither 
horses, and chariots, and a great host: 
and they came by night, and compassed 

15 the city about. And when the *servant 
of the man of God was risen early, and 
gone forth, behold, an host with horses 
and chariots was round about the city. 
And his servant said unto him, Alas, 


16 my master! how shall we do? And he | 


answered, Fear not: for they that be 
with ns are more than they that be 
17 with them. And Elisha prayed, and 
said, Lorp, I pray thee, open his eyes, 
that he may see. And the Lorp opened 
the eyes of the young man; and he 
saw: and, behold, the mountain was 
full of horses and chariots of fire ronnd 
18about Elisha. And when they came 
down to him, Elisha prayed unto the 
Lorp, and said, Smite this ‘people, I 
pray thee, with blindness. And he 
smote them with blindness according to 
19the word of Elisha. Aud Elisha said 
-¢ unto them, This is not the way, neither 
is this the city: follow me, and I will 
bring you to the man whom ye seek. And 
20 he led them to Samaria. And it came 
to pass, when they were come into Sa- 
maria, that Elisha said, Lorp, open the 
eyes of these men, that they may see. 
And the Lorp opened their eyes, and 
they saw; and, behold, they were in the 
2Q1midst of Samaria. And the king of 


Israel said unto Ehsha, when he saw 
them, My father, shall I smite them? 

92 shall I smite them? And he answered, 
Thou shalt not smite them: wouldest 
thou smite those whom thou hast taken 
captive with thy sword and with thy 
bow ? set bread and water before them, 
that they may eat and drink, and go to 

23 their master. And he prepared great 
provision for them: and when they had 
eaten and drnnk, he sent them away, 
and they went to their master. And 
the bands of Syria came no more into 
the land of Isracl. 

94 And it came to pass after this, that 
Ben-hadad king of Syria gathered all 
his host, and went up, and besieged 

25 Samaria. And there was a great famine 
in Samaria: and, behold, they besieged 
it, until an ass’s head was sold for four- 
score 5pieces of silver, and the fourth 
part of a kab of dove’s dung for five 

265 nieces of silver. And as the king of 
Israel was passing by upon the wall, 
there cried a woman unto him, saying, 

27 Help, my lord, O king. And he said, If 
the Lorn do not help thee, whence shall 
Thelp thee? out of the threshing-floor, 

28 or out of the winepress? And the king 
said unto her, What aileth thee? And 
she answered, This woman said unto 
me, Give thy son, that we may eat him 
to-day, and we will eat my son to-mor- 

29row. So we boiled my son, and did eat 
him: and I said unto her on the next 
day, Give thy son, that we may eat 

30 him: and she hath hid her son. And it 
came to pass, when the king heard the 
words of the woman, that he rent his 
clothes; (now he was passing by upon 
the wall;) and the people looked, and, 
behold, he had sackeloth within upon 

31 hisflesh. Thenhe said, God doso to me, 
and more also, if the head of Elsha the 
son of Shaphat shall stand on him this 

$2 day. But Elisha satin his house, andthe 
elders sat with him; and the hing senta 
man from before him: but ere the mes- 
senger came to him, he said to the eld- 
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ers, See ye how this son of a murderer |. 


hath sent to take away mime head? 
look, when the messenger cometh, shut 
the door, and 7hold the door fast against 
him: is not the sound of his master’s 
83feet behind him? And while he yet 
talked with them, behold, the mes- 
senger came down unto him: and he 
said, Behold, this evilis of the Lorn; 
why should I wait for the Lorp any 
7 longer? And Elisha said, Hear ye 
the word of the Lorp: thus saith the 
Lorp, To-morrow about this time shall 
a 8measure of fine flour be sold for a 
shekel, aud two measures of barley for 
2a shekel, in the gate of Samaria. Then 
the captain on whose hand the king 
leaned answered the man of God, and 
said, Behold, if the Lorp should make 
windows in heaven, might this thing 
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be? And he said, Behold, thou shalt 
see it with thine eyes, but shalt not 
eat thereof. 

3 Now there were four leprous men at 
the entering in of the gate: and they 
said one to another, Why sit we here 
4until we die? If we say, We will 
enter into the city, then the famine is 
in the city, and we shall die there: 
and if we sit still here, we die also. 
Now therefore come, and let us fall 
unto the hest of the Syrians: if they 
save us alive, we shall live; and if they 
Skill us, we shall but die. And they 
rose up in the twilight, to go unto the 
eamp of the Syrians: and when they 
were come to the outermost part of 
the camp of the Syrians, beheld, there 
6 was no man there. 
imade the hest of the Syrians to hear 
a noise of chariots, and a noise of 
horses, even the noise of a great host: 
and they said one to another, Lo, the 
king of Israel hath hired against us 
the kings ef the Hittites, and the kings 
of the Egyptians, to come upon us. 
7 Wherefore they arose and fled in the 
twilight, and left their tents, and their 
horses, and their asses, even the camp 
8as it was, and fled for their life. And 
when these lepers came to the outer- 
most part of the camp, they went into 
one tent, and did eat and drink, and 
carried thenee silver, and gold, and 
raiment, and went and hid it; and they 
came back, and entered into another 
tent, and carried thence also, and went 
9and hid it. Then they said one to an- 
other, We do not well: this day is a 
day of good tidings, and we hold our 
peace: if we tarry till the morning 
light, 1punishment will overtake us: 
now therefore come, let us go and tell 
10 the king’s household. Se they came 
and celled unto the 2porter of the city: 
and they told them, saying, We caine 
to the camp of the Syrians, and, be- 
hold, there was no man there, neither 
voice of man, but the horses tied, and 
{he asses tied, and the tents as they 
liwere. And*he called the porters; and 
they told it to the king’s household 
12 within. And the king arese in the 
night, and said unte his servants, I 
will now shew you what the Syrians 
have done to ns. They kuow that we 
be hungry; therefore are they gone out 
of the camp to hide themselves in the 
field, saying, When they come out of 
the city, we shall take them alive, and 
3 get into the city. And one of his sery- 
ants answered and said, Let some take, 
I pray thee, five of the horses that re- 
main, which are left 4in the city, (be- 
liold, they are as all the multitude of 
Israel that are left in it; behold, they 
are as all the multitude of Israel that 
are consumed:) and let us send and 
l4see, They tock therefore two chariots 
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with horses; and the king sent after 
the host of the Syrians, saying, Go and 
15see. And they went after them unto 
Jordan: and, lo, all the way was full of 
garments and vessels, which the Syrians 
had cast away in their haste. And the 
messengers returned, and told the king. 
16 And the people went out, and speiled 


the camp of the Syrians. Sea measure 


of fine flour was sold for a shekel, and 
two measures of barley for a shekel, 
according to the word of the Lorp. 

17 And the king appointed the captain on 
whose hand he leaned to have the charge 
of the gate: and the people trede upen 
him in the gate, and he died as the man 
of God had said, who spake when the 

18 king came down to him. And it came to 
pass, as the man of God had speken te 
the king, saying, Two measures of bar- 
ley for a shekel, and a measure of fine 
fiour for a shekel, shall be to-morrow 
about this time in the gate of Samaria; 

19 and that captain answered the man of 
God, and said, New, behold, if the Lorp 
should make windows in heaven, might 
such a thing be? and he said, Behold, 
thou shalt see it with thine eyes, but 

20 shalt not eat thereef: it came to pass 
even so unto hin; for the people trode 
upon him in the gate, and he died. 

8 Now Elisha had spoken unto the wo- 
man, wiiose son he had restored to life, 
saying, Arise, and go thou and thine 
household, and sojourn wheresoever 
thou canst sojourn: fer the Lorp hath 
called for a famine; and it shall also 

2come upon the land seven years. And 
the woinan arose, and did according to 
the word of the man of God: and she 
went with her household, and sojourned 
in the land of the Philistines seven 

3dyears. Andit came to pass at the seven 
years’ end, that the woman returned out 
of the land of the Philistines: and she 
went forth to ery unte the king for her 

4house and for her land. Now the king 
was talking with Gehazi the servant of 
the man of Ged, saying, Tell me, I pra 
thee, all the great things that Elisha 

5 hath done. And it caine to pass, as he 
was telling the king how he had restored 
to life him that was dead, that, behold, 
the woman, whose son he liad restored 
to life, cried to the king for her house 
and for her land. And Gehazi said, My 
lord, O king, this is the weman, and 
this is her son, whom Elisha restored 

6 to life. And when the king asked the 
woman, she told him. So the king ap- 
pointed unto her a certain ‘officer, say- 
ing, Restore all that was hers, and all 
the fruits of the field sinee the day that 
she left the land, even until now. 

7 And Elisha came to Dainaseus; and 
Ben-hadad the king of Syria was sick; 
and it was told him, saying, The man of 

8 God is come hither. And the king said 
unto Hazael, Take a present in thine 


5 Or, 
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hand, and go meet the man of God, 
and inquire of the Lorp by him, saying, 
9 Shall 1 recover of this sickness? . Se 
Hazael went to mect him, and took a 
present } with hin, 2even of every good 
thing of Damascus, forty camels’ bur- 
den, and came and stood before him, 
and said, Thy son Ben-hadad king of 
Syria hath sent me to thee, saying, Shall 
101 recover of this sickness? And Elisha 
said unto him, Go, say unto him, Thou 
shalt surely recover; howbcit the Lorp 
hath shewed me that he shall surely die. 

11 And he settled his countenance sted- 
fastly wpou him, until he was ashamed: 
12 and the inan ef God wept. And Hazael 
said, Why weepeth my lord? And he 
answered, Because I knew the evil 
that thon wilt do unte the children of 
Israel: their streng holds wilt thou set 
on fire, and their young men wilt thou 
slay with the sword, and wilt dash in 
pieces their little ones, and rip up 
13their women with child. And Hazael 
said, But what is thy servant, which is 
bnt a dog, that he should de this great 
thing? And Elisha answered, The 
Lorp hath shewed me that thou shalt 
14 be king over Syria. Then he departed 
from Elisha, and came to his master; 
who said to him, What said Elisha to 
thee? And he answered, He teld me 
that theu shouldest surely recover. 
15 Andit came to pass on the merrow, that 
he took the coeverlet, and dipped it in 
water, and spread it on his face, se that 
he died: and Hazael reigned in his stead. 
16 And in the fifth year of Joram the 
sen of Ahab king of Israel, 4 Jehosha- 
phat being then king of Judah, Je- 
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two years old was he when he began 
to reign; and he reigned eight years 
18in Jerusalem. And he walked in the 


te way of the kings of Israel, as did 
xxi. 5, &e. the heuse of Ahab: for he had Sthe 
a daughter of Ahab te wife: and he did 


that which was evil in the sight of the 
19Lorp. Howbeit the Lorp wowd not 
destroy Judah, for David his servant's 
sake, as he premised him to give nnto 
him a lamp 7for his children alway. 
20 Tn his days Edom revolted from under 
the hand of Judah, and made a king 
2l over themselves. Then Joram passed 
over to Zair, and all his chariets with 
him: and he rose up by night, and 
smote the Edomites which compassed 
him abont, and the captains of the 
chariots: and the people fled to their 
22 tents. Se Edom revolted from under 
the hand of Judah, unto thisday. Then 
did Libnah revolt at the same time. 
23 And the rest of the acts of Joram, and 
all that he did, are they not written in 
the beek of the chronicles of the kings 
240f Judah? And Joram slept with his 
fathers, and was buried with his fathers 
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in the city of David: and Ahaziah his 

son reigned in his stead. 

25 8In the twelfth year of Joram the 
son of Ahab king of Isracl did Ahaziah 
the son of Jehoram king of Judah be- 

26 gin to rcign. Two and twenty years 
old was Ahaziah when he began to 
reign; and he reigned one year in Je- 
rusalem. And his mother’s name was 
Athaliah the 9danghter of Omri king 

27 of Israel. And he walked in the way 
ef the honse of Ahab, and did that 
which was evil in the sight of the Lenn, 
as did the house of Ahab: for he was 
the son in law of the honse of Ahab. 

28 And he went with Joram the sen of 
Ahab te war agamst Hazael ling of 
Syria at Ramoth-gilead: and the Syri- 

29 ans wounded Joram. And king Joran 
returned to be healed in Jezreel ef the 
wounds which the Syrians had given 
him at Ramah, when he fought agamst 
Hazael king of Syria. And Ahaziah 
the son of Jehoram king of Judah 
went down to see Joram the son of 
Ahab in Jezrcel, because he was sick. 

9 And Elisha the prophet called one 
of the sons of the prophets, and said 
nato him, Gird up thy lems, and take 
this vial of oil in thime haud, and go 

2to Ramoth-gilead. And when thon 
comest thither, look ont there Jehu 
the sonof Jehoshaphat the son of Nim- 
shi, and go in, and make him arise up 
from among bis brethren, and carry 
3 him to an inner chamber. Then take 
the vial of oil, and peur it on his head, 
and say, Thus saith the Lorp, I have 
anointed thee king over Israel. Then 
open the door, and flee, and tarry not. 
4So the young man, cven the young 
man the prophet, went to Ramoth- 
5eilead. And when he came, beheld, 
the eaptams of the host were sitting ; 
and he said, I have an errand to thee, 
O captain. And Jebu said, Unte which 
of all us? And he said, To thee, O 
Geaptain. And he arose, and went into 
the house; and he poured the oil on 
his head, and said unto him, Thns 
saith the Lorn, the Ged of Israel, I 
have anointed thee king over the people 
Tof the Lerp, even over Israel. And 
theu shalt smite the house of Ahab 
thy master, that 1 may avenge the 
blood of my servants the prephets, 
and the blood of all the servants of 
8the Lorn, at the hand of Jezebel. For 
the whole house of Ahab shall perish: 
and I will cut off from Ahab every 
man child, and him that is shut up and 
9 him that is left at large in Israel. And 
I will make the house of Ahab like 
the house of Jeroboam the son of Ne- 
bat, and like the house of Baasha the 
10son of Ahijah. And the dogs shall eat 
Jezebel in the portion of Jezreel, and 
there shall be none te bury her. And he 

11 opened the door, and fled. Then Jehu 
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came forth to the servants of his lord: 
and one said unto him, Is all well? 
wherefore eame this mad fellow to 
thee? And he said unto them, Ye know 
12the man and what his talk was. And 
they said, It is false; tellusnow. And 
he said, Thus and thus spake he to me, 
saying, Thus saith the Lorn, I have 
13 anointed thee king over Israel. Then 
they hasted, and took every man his 
garmeut, and put it under him !on the 
top of the stairs, and blew the trumpet, 
14saying, Jehu is king. So Jehu the 
son of Jehoshaphat the son of Nimshi 
eonspired against Joram. (Now Joram 
kept Ramoth-gilead, he and all Israel, 
15 beeause of Hazael king of Syria: but 
king 2 Joram was returned to be healed 
in Jezreel of the wounds which the 
Syrians had given him, when he fought 
with Hazael king of Syria.) And Jehu 
said, If this be your mind, then let 
none eseape and go forth out of the 
16 city, to go to tell it in Jezreel. So 
Jehu rode in a chariot, and went to 
Jezreel; for Joram lay there. And 
Ahaziah king of Judah was come 
17down to see Joram. Now the wateli- 
man stood on the tower in Jezreel, 
and he spied the eompany of Jehu as 
he came, and said, I see a company. 
And Joram said, Take an horseman, 
and send to mect them, and Jet him 
18 say, ®?Is it peace? So there went one 
on horseback to meet lim, and said, 
Thus saith the king, Is it peace? And 
Jehu said, What hast thou to do with 
peace? turn thee behind me. And the 
watchman told, saying, The messenger 
came to them, but he cometh not a- 
19gain. Then he sent out a second on 
horsebaek, which came to them, and 
said, Thus saith the kmg, Is it peace? 
And Jehu answered, What hast thou 
to do with peace? turn thee behind 
20me. And the watchman told, saying, 
He eame even nnto them, and cometh 
not again: and the driving is like the 
driving of Jehu the son of Nimshi; for 
21 he driveth furiously. And Joram said, 
4Make ready. And they made ready 
his ehariot. And Joram king of Israel 
and Ahaziah king of Judah went out, 
each in his chariot, and they went out 
to meet Jehu, and found him in the 
22 portion of Naboth the Jezreelite. And 
it came to pass, when Joram saw Jehn, 
that he said, Is it peace, Jehu? And 
he answered, What peace, so long as 
the whoredoms of thy mother Jezebel 
23 and her witchcrafts are somany? And 
Joram turned his hands, and fled, and 
said to Ahaziah, Thero is treachery, 
240 Ahaziah. And Jehu ®drew his bow 
with his full strength, and smote Joram 
between his arms, and the arrow went 
ont at his heart, and he sunk down in his 
25ehariot. Then said Jehu to Bidkar his 
captain, Take up, and cast him in the 


portion of the field of Naboth the Jez- 

reclite: for remember how that, when 

I and thon rode together after Ahab 

his father, the Lorp ®laid this burden 

26 upon him; Surely I have seen yester- 
day the blood of Naboth, and the blood 
of his sons, saith the Lorp; and I will 
requite thee in this 7plat, saith the 
Lorp. Now therefore take and cast 
him into the plat of ground, aceordmg 

27to the word of the Lorp. ®&But when 
Ahaziah the king of Judah saw this, he 
fled by the way of the garden house. 
Aud Jelin followed after him, and said, 
Smite him also in the chariot: and they 
smote him at the ascent of Gur, which 
is by Ibleam. And he fled to Megiddo, 

298 and died there. And his servants car- 
ried him in a ehariot to Jerusalem, 
and buried him in his sepulchre with 
his fathers in the city of David. 

29 And in the eleventh year of Joram 
the son of Ahab began Ahaziah to 
reign over Judah. 

30 And when Jehu was come to Jezreel, 
Jezebel heard of it; and she painted 
her eyes, and tired her head, and 

31 looked out at the window. Andas Jehu 
entered in at the gate, she said, 9Is it 
peace, thou Zimri, thy master’s murd- 

32erer? And he lifted up his face to the 
window, and said, Who is on my side? 
who? And there looked out to him two 

33 or three eunuechs. And he said, Throw 
her down. So they threw her down: 
and some of her blood was sprinkled 
on the wall, and on the horses: and he 

34 trode her under foot. And when he was 
come in, he did eat and drmk; and he 
said, See now to this cursed woman, 
and bury her: for she is a king’s daugh- 

35ter. And they went to bury her: buf 
they found no more of her than the 
skull, and the feet, and the palms of 

36 her hands. Wherefore they came a- 
gain, and told him. And he said, This 
is the word of the Lorp, whieh he 
spake by his servant Elijah the Tish- 
bite, saying, In the portion of Jezreel 
shall the dogs eat the flesh of Jezebel: 

87 and the earease of Jezebel shall be as 
dung upon the face of the field in the 
portion of Jezreel; so that they shall 
not say, This is Jezebel. 

10 Now Ahab had seventy sons in Sa- 
maria. And Jehu wrote letters, and 
sent to Samaria, unto the rulers of Jez- 
reel, even the elders, and unto them that 

2 brought up the sons of Ahab, saying, And 
now as soon as this letter cometh to 
you, seeing your master’s sons are with 
you, and there are with you chariots and 
horses, a fenced city also, and armour ; 

3 look ye out the bestand meetest of your 
master’s sons, and set him on his fa- 
ther’s throne, and fight for your master’s 

4house. But they were execedingly a- 

fraid, and said, Behold, the two kings 
stood not before him: how then shall 
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2 Or,

5we stand? And he that was over the 
houschold, and he that was over the 
city, the elders also, and they that 
bronght up the children, sent to Jehu, 
saying, We are thy servants, and will 
do all that thou shalt bid us; we will 
not make any man king: do thou that 
Gwhich is good m thine eyes. Then he 
wrote a letter the second time to them, 
saying, If ye be on my side, and if ye 
will hearken unto my voice, take ye 
the heads of the men yonr master’s 
sons, and come to me to Jezreel by 
to-morrow this time. Now the king’s 
sons, being seventy persons, were with 
the great men of the city, which bronght 
7them np. And it came to pass, when 
the letter came to them, that they 
took the king’s sons, and slew them, 
even seventy persons, and pnt their 
heads in baskets, and sent them unto 
Shim to Jezrecl. And there came a 
messenger, and told him, saying, They 
have brought the heads of the king’s 
sons. And he said, Lay ye them in 
two heaps at the entering in of the 
9gate until the morning. And it came 
to pass in the morning, that he went 
out, and stood, and said to all the peo- 
ple, Ye be righteous: behold, I con- 
spired against my master, and slew 
10him: but who smote all these? Know 
now that there shall fall unto the earth 
nothing of the word of the Lorn, which 
the Lorp spake concerning the house 
of Ahab: for the Lorp hath done that 
which he spake by his servant Eli- 
lljah. So Jehu smote all that remained 
of the house of Ahab m Jezreel, and 
all his great men, and his familiar 
friends, and his priests, until he left 
12him none remaining. And he arose 
and departed, and went to Samaria. 
And as he was at the }shearmg house 
130f the shepherds in the way, Jehu 
met with the brethren of Ahaziah 
king of Judah, and said, Who are ye? 
And they answered, We are the breth- 
ren of Ahaziah: and we go down to 
salute the children of the king and the 
14children of the queen. And he said, 
Take them alive. And they took them 
alive, and slew them at the ?pit of the 
1shearmg house, even two and forty 
men; neither left he any of them. 

15 And when he was departed thence, 
he lighted on Jehonadab the son of 
Rechab coming to meet him: aud he 
saluted him, and said to him, Is thine 
heart right, as my heart is with thy 
heart? And Jehonadab answered, It 
is. If it be, give me thine hand. 
And he gave him his hand; and he 
took him up to him into the chariot. 

16And he said, Come with me, and see 
my zeal for the Lorp. So they made 

17him ride in his chariot. And when 
he came to Samaria, he smote all that 
remained unto Ahab in Samaria, till 
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he had destroyed him, according to 
the word of the Lorp, which he spake 
18to Elijah. And Jehu gathered all the 
people together, and said unto them, 
Ahab served Baal a little; but Jehu 
19shall serve lim mneh. Now there- 
fore call unto me all the prophets of 
Baal, all his worshippers, and all his 
priests ; let none be wanting: for I have 
a great sacrifice to do to Baal; who- 
soever shall be wanting, he shall uot 
live. But Jehn did it in subtilty, to the 
intent that he might destroy the wor- 
20 shippers of Baal. Aud Jehu said, Sance- 
tify a solemn assembly for Baal. And 
21they proclaimed it. And Jehu sent 
through all Israel: and all the worship- 
pers of Baal came, so that there was not 
a man left that camenot. And they 
came into the house of Baal; and the 
honse of Baal was filled from one end 
22to another. And he said unte him 
that was over the vestry, Bring forth 
vestments for all the worshippers of 
Baal. Andhe bronght them forth vest- 
23 ments. And Jehu went, and Jehonadab 
the son of Rechab, into the honse of 
Baal; and he said unto the worship- 
pers of Baal, Seareh, and look that 
there be here with you none of the 
servants of the Lorn, but the worship- 
24pers of Baal only. And they went in 
to offer sacrifices and burnt offerings. 
Now Jehu had appointed him four- 
score men without, and said, If any of 
the men whom I bring into your hands 
escape, he that letteth him go, his life 
25 shall be for the life of him. And it 
came to pass, as soon as he had made 
an end of offering the burnt offer- 
ing, that Jehu said to the ? guard and 
to the captains, Go in, and slay them; 
let none come forth. And they smote 
them with the edge of the sword; and 
the guard and the captains cast them 
ont, and went to the city of the house 
26o0f Baal. And they brought forth the 
4pillars that were in the house of Baal, 
27 and burnedthem. Andthey brakedown 
the pillar of Baal, and brake down the 
honse of Baal, and made it a draught 
28 house, unto this day. Thus Jehu de- 
29 stroyed Baal out of Israel. Howbeit 
from the sins of Jeroboam the son of 
Nebat, 5wherewith he made Israel to 
sin, Jehn departed not from after them, 
to wit, the golden calves that were in 
30 Beth-el, and that were in Dan. And 
the Lorp said unto Jehu, Geeause thou 
hast 6done well in executing that which 
is right In mine eyes, and hast done 
unto the house ef Ahab according to 
all that was in mine heart, thy sons of 
the fonrth generation shall sit on the 
3lthrone of Isracl. But Jehu took no 
heed to walk in the law of the Lorp, 
the God of Israel, with all his heart: 
he departed not from the sins of Jero- 
boam, wherewith he made Israel to sin. 
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32 In those days the Lorp began to cut 
Israel short: and Hazael smote them 
83 in all the coasts of Israel; from Jordan 
eastward, all the land of Gilead, the 
Gadites, and the Reubenites, and the 
Manassites, from Aroer, which is by the 
valley of Arnon, even Gilead and Ba- 
34shan. Now the rest of the acts of Jehu, 
and all that he did, and all his might, 
are they not written in the book of the 
35 chronicles of the kings of Israel? And 
Jeli slept with his fathers: and they 
buried him in Samaria. And Jehoahaz 
36 his son reigned in his stead. And the 
time that Jeliu reigned over Israel in 
Samaria was twenty and eight years. 
11 ! Now when Athaliah the mother of 
Ahaziah saw that her son was dead, 
she arose and destroyed all the seed 
2royal. But Jehosheba, the daughter of 
king Joram, sister of Ahaziah, took Jo- 
ash the son of Ahaziah, and stole him 
away from among the king’s sons that 
were slain, even him and his nurse, 
2and put them in the? bedchamber ; and 
they hid him from Athaliah, so that he 
3was not slain. And he was with her 
hid in the house of the Lorp six years: 
aud Athaliah reigned over the land. 

4 4And m the seventh year Jehoiada 
sent aud fetched the captains over 
hundreds, of the °Carites and of the 
Senard, and brought them to him into 
the house of the Lorp; and he made 
a covenant with them, and took an 
oath of them in the house of the 
Lorp, aud shewed them the king’s 

5son. And he commanded them, say- 
ing, This is the thing that ye shall 
do: a third part of you, that come 
in on the sabbath, shall be keepers of 

6 the watch of the king’s house; and a 
third part shall be at the gate Sur; 
and a third part at the gate behind 
the guard: so shall ye keep the watch 

7 of the house, and be a barrier. And 
the two compauies of you, even all 
that go forth on the sabbath, shall 
keep the watch of the house of the 

8Lorp about the king. And ye shall 
compass the king round about, every 
man with his weapons in his hand; 
aud he that cometh within the ranks, 
let him be slain: and be ye with the 
king when he goeth out, and when 

%he cometh in. And the captains over 
hundreds did according to all that 
Jehoiada the priest commanded: and 
they took every man his men, those 
that were to come in on the sabbath, 
with those that were to go out on 
the sabbath, and came to Jehoiada the 

And the priest delivered to 
the captains over hundreds the spears 
and shields that had been king Da- 
vid’s, Which were in the house of the 

11 Lorp. And the guard stood, every 
man with his weapons in his hand, 
froin the right 7side of the house to 





the left side of the house, along by the 
altar and the house, by the king round 
12 about. Then he brought out the king’s 
son, and 8 put the crown upon him, and 
gave him the testimony ; and they made 
him king, aud anomted him; and they 
clapped their hands, and said, 9 God 
13save the king. And when Athaliah 
heard the noise of the guard and of the 
people, she came to the people into the 
14 house of the Lorp: and she looked, and, 
behold, the king stood !°by the pillar, 
as the manner was, and the captains 
and the trumpets by the king; and all 
the people of theland rejoiced, and blew 
with trumpets. Then Athahab rent 
her clothes, andcried, Treason, treason. 
15And Jehoiada the priest commanded 
the captains of hundreds that were 
set over the host, and said unto them, 
Have her forth between the ranks; 
and him that followeth her slay with 
the sword: for the priest said, Let her 
not be slain in the house of the Lorp. 
16 So they made way for her; and she went 
by the way of the horses’ entry to the 
king’s honse: and there was she slain. 
17 And Jehoiada made a covenant be- 
tween the Lorp and the king and the 
people, that they should be the Lorp’s 
people; between the king also and the 
18 people. And all the people of the land 
went to the house of Baal, and brake 
it down; his altars and his images 
brake they in pieces thoroughly, and 
slew Mattan the priest of Baal before 
the altars. And the priest appomted 
Nofficers over the house of the Lorp. 
19 And he took the captams over hund- 
reds, and the Carites, and the guard, 
and all the people of the land; and 
they brought down the king from the 
house of the Lorp, and came by the 
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king’s house. And he sat on the 

20 throne of the kings. So all the people 
of the land rejoiced, and the city was 
quiet: and they slew Athahah with 
the sword at the king’s house. 

21 Jchoash was seven years old when 

12 he began to reign. In the seventh 
year of Jehu began Jehoash to reign; 
and he reigned forty years in Jeru- 
salem: and his mother’s name was 

2 Zibiah of Beer-sheba. And Jehoash 
did that which was right in the eyes 
of the Lorp all his days wherein Je- 

3 hoiada the priest instructed him. How- 
beit the high places were not taken 
away: the people still sacrificed and 
burnt incense in the high places. 

4 And Jehoash said to the priests, All 
the money of the hallowed things that 
is brought into the house of the Lorp, 
12in current money, the money of 
the persons for whom each man is 
rated, and all the money that it com- 
eth into any man’s heart to bring into 

5the house of the Lorp, let the priests 
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take it to them, every man from his 
acquamitance: and they shall repair 
the breaches of the house, whereso- 
Gever any breach shall be found. But 
it wasso, thatin the three and twentieth 
year of king Jehoash the priests had 
not repaired the breaches of the house. 

7 ‘Phen king Jehoash called for Jehoiada 
the priest, and for the other priests, 
and said unto them, Why repair ye not 
the breaches of the house? now there- 
fore take no more mouey from your 
acquaintanee, but deliver it for the 

8 breaches of the house. And the priests 
consented that they should take no 
more money from the people, neither 
repair the breaches of the house. 

$ But Jehoiada the priest took a chest, 
and bored a hole in the lid of it, and 
set it beside the altar, on the right side 
as one cometh into the house of the 
Lorp: and the priests that kept the 
1door put therem all the money that 
was brought into the house of the 
10Lorp. And it was so, when they saw 
that there wasinuch moueyinthechest, 
that the king’s 2scribe and the high 
priest came up, and they ? put up in bags 
and told the money that was found 
Ilim the house of the Lorp. And they 
gave the money that was weighed out 
into the hands of them that did the 
work, that had the oversight of the 
house of the Lorp: and they 4 paid it 
ont to the carpenters and the builders, 
that wrought upon the house of the 
12 Lorp, and to the masons and the hew- 
ers of stone, and for buying timber and 
hewn stone to repair the breaches of 
the house of the Lorp, and for all that 
5was laid out for the house to repair it. 
13 But there were not made for the house 
of the Lorp cups of silver, snuffers, 
basons, trumpets, any vessels of gold, or 
vessels of silver, of the money that was 
brought into the house of the Lorp: 
14 for they gave that to them that did the 
work, and repaired therewith the house 
“15 of the Lorp. Moreover they reckoned 
not with the men, mto whose hand 
they delivered the money to give to 
them that did the work: for they dealt 
16 faithfully. The money for the guilt 
offerings, and the money for the sin 
offerings, was not brought into the 
house of the Lorp: it was the priests’. 
17 Then Hazael king of Syria went up, 
and fought against Gath, and took it: 
and Hazael set his face to go up to 
18 Jerusalem, And Jehoash king of Judah 
took all the hallowed things that Jeho- 
shaphat, aud Jehoram, and Ahaziah, 
his fathers, kings of Judah, had dedic- 
ated, and his own hallowed things, and 
all the gold that was found in the 
treasures of the house of the Lorp, 
aud of the king’s house, and sent it to 
Hazael king of Syria: and he went 


19away from Jerusalem. Now the rest of 
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the acts of Joash, and all that he did, 
are they not written in the book of the 
20chronicles of the kings of Judah? And 
his servants arose, and made a con- 
spiracy, and sinote Joash at the house 
of Millo, on the way that goeth down to 
21Silla. For Jozacar the son of Shime- 
ath, and Jehozabad the son of Sho- 
mer, his servants, smote him, and he 
died; and they buried him with his 
fathers in the city of David: and 
Amaziah his son reigned in his stead. 

13 In the three and twentieth year of 
Joash the son of Ahaziah, king of Judah, 
Jchoahaz the son of Jehu began to reign 
over Israel in Samaria, and reigued 

2 seventeen years. And he did that which 
was evil in the sight of the Lorp, and 
followed the sins of Jeroboam the son 
of Nebat, wherewith he imade Israel 
to sin; he departed not therefrom. 

3 And the anger of the Lorp was kindled 
against Israel, and he delivered them 
mto the hand of Hazael king of Syria, 
and into the hand of Ben-hadad the 

4son of Hazael, continually. And Je- 
hoahaz besought the Lorp, and the 
Lorp hearkened unto him: for he saw 
the oppression of Israel, how that the 
5king of Syria oppressed them, (And 
the Lorp gave Israel a saviour, so 
that they went out from under the 
hand of the Syrians: and the children 
of Israel dwelt in their tents, as before- 
6time. Nevertheless they departed not 
from the sins of the house of Jeroboam, 
wherewith he made Israel to sin, but 
Twalked therein: and there remained 
7the Asherah also m Samaria.) For 
he left not to Jehoahaz of the people 
save fifty horsemen, and ten chariots, 
and ten thousand footmen; for the king 
of Syria destroyed them, and made 

8 them like the dust §in threshing. Now 
the rest of the acts of Jehoahaz, and 
all that he did, and his might, are 
they not written in the book of the 

And 
Jehoahaz slept with his fathers; and 
they buried him in Samaria: and

And 
he did that which was evil in the sight 
of the Lorp; he departed not from all

Now the rest of the 
acts of Joash, and all that he did, and 
his might wherewith he fought agamst 
Amaziah king of Judah, are they not

14 Now Elisha was fallen sick of his 
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sickness whereof he died: and Joash

15 and the horsemen thereof! And Elisha 
said unto him, Take bow and arrows: 
and he took unto him bow and arrows. 

16 And he said to the king of Isracl, Put 
thine hand upon the bow: and he put 
his hand wpon zt. And Elisha laid his 

17 hands upon the king’s hands. And he 
said, Open the window eastward: and 
he opened it. Then Elisha said, Shoot: 
and he shot. And he said, The Lorp’s 
arrow of tvictory, even the arrow of 
4victory over Syria: for thou shalt 
smite the Syrians in Aphek, till thou 

18have consumed them. And he said, 
Take the arrows: and he took them. 
And he said unto the king of Israel, 
Sumte upon the ground: and he smote 

19 thrice, andstayed. Andtheman of God 
was wroth with him, and said, Thou 
shouldest have smitten five or six times; 
then hadst thou smitten Syria till thou 
hadst consumed it: whereas now thou 
shalt smite Syria but thrice. 

20 And Elisha died, and they buried him. 
Now the bands of the Moabites in-

And the men of Babylon 
made Suecoth-benoth, and the men of 
Cuth made Nergal, and the men of Ha- 

3lmath made Ashima, and the Avvites 
made Nibhaz and Tartak, and the 
Sepharvites burnt their children in the 
fire to Adrammelech and Anammelech, 

32 the! gods of Sepharvain. Sotheyfeared 
the Lorp, and made unto them from 
among themselves priests of the high 
places, which sacrificed for them in 

33 the houses of the high places. They 
feared the Lorp, and served their 
own gods, after the manner of the 
nations from among whom they had 

34 been carried away. Unto this day they 
do after the former manners: they fear 
not the Lorp, neither do they after 
their statutes, or after their ordinances,

He 
trusted in the Lorp, the God of Is- 
rael; so that after him was none lke 
him among all the kings of Judah, nor 
6umong them that were before him. For 
he clave to the Lorp, he departed not 
from following him, but kept his com- 
mandments, which the Lorp commmand- 
7ed Moses. And the Lorp was with him; 
whithersoever he went forth he pros- 
pered: and he rebelled against the king 
8of Assyria, and served him not. He 
smote the Philistines unto Gaza and 
the borders thereof, from the tower of 
the watchmen to the fenced city. 

9 Aud it came to pass in the fourth year 
of king Hezekiah, which was the seventh 
year of Hoshea son of Elah king of Is- 
rael, that Shalmaneser king of Assyria 
came up against Samaria, and besieged 

10it. And at the end of three years they 
took it: even in the sixth year of Hez- 
ekiah, which was the ninth year of 
Hoshea king of Israel, Samaria was 

ll taken. And the king of Assyria carried 
Israel away unto Assyria, and put them 
in Halah, and in Habor, on the river of 
Gozan, and in the cities of the Medes: 

12 because they obeyed not the voice of 
the Lorp their God, but transgressed 
his covenant, even all that Moses the 
servant of the Lorp commanded, and 
would not hear it, nor do it. 

13 5Now in the fourteenth year of king 
Hezekiah did ®Sennachertb king of 
Assyria come up against all the 
fenced cities of Judah, and took them. 

14And Hezekiah king of Judah sent 
to the king of Assyria to Lachish, say- 
ing, I have offended; return from me: 
that which thou puttest on me will 
ITbear. And the king of Assyria ap- 
pointed unto Hezekiah king of Judah 
three hundred taleuts of silver and 

15 thirty talents of gold. And Hezekiah 
gave him all the silver that was found 
in the house of the Lorp, and in the 

16 treasures of the king’s house. At that 
time did Hezekiah cut off the gold from 
the doors of the temple of the Lorn, 
and from the 7pillars which Hezekiah 
king of Judah had overlaid, and gave 

17 it to the king of Assyria. And the king 
of Assyria sent ®Tartan and ®Rab- 
saris and ®Rabshakeh from Lachish 
to king Hezckiah with a great army 
unto Jerusalem. And they went up 
and came to Jerusalem. And when 
they were come up, they came and 
stood by the conduit of the upper pool, 
which is in the high way of the fuller’s 

18 field. Aud when they had called to 
the king, there came out to them 
Eliakim the son of Hilkiah, which was 
over the household, and Shebnah the 
9seribe, and Joah the son of Asaph 

19 the !recorder. And Rabshakeh said 
unto them, Say ye now to Hezekiah, 
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with me 
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Thus saith the great king, the king of 
Assyria, What confidenceis this where- 
20 in thou trustest? Thon sayest, but they 
are but } vain words, Vhere ts counsel 
and strength for the war. Now on 
whom. dost thou trust, that thou hast 
2lrebelled against me? Now, behold, 
thou trustest upon the staff of this 
bruised reed, even upon Egypt; whereon 
if a man lean, it will go into his hand, 
and pierce it: so is Pharaoh king of 
22 Lgypt unto all that trust on him. But 
if ye say unto me, We trust in the 
Lorp our God: is not that he, whose 
high places and whose altars Hezekiah 
hath takenaway, and hath saidto Judah 
and to Jerusalem, Ye shall worship 
23 before this altar in Jerusalem? Now 
therefore, I pray thee, 2give pledges 
to my master the king of Assyria, and 
I wiil give thee two thousand horses, 
if thou be able on thy part to set riders 
24upon them. How then canst thon 
turn away the face of one captain of 
the least of my master’s servants, and 
put thy trust on Egypt for chariots 
25and for horsemen? Am I now come 
up without the LorpD against this place 
to destroy it? The Lorp said unto 
me, Go up against this land, and de- 
26 stroy it. Then said Eliakim the son 
of Hilkiah, and Shebnah, and Joah, 
unto Rabshakeh, Speak, I pray thec, to 
thy servants in the >Syrian language; 
for we nnderstand it: and speak not 
with us in the Jews’ language, in the 
ears of the people that are on the wall. 
27 But Rabshakeh said unto them, Hath 
my master sent me to thy master, 
and to thee, to speak these words? 
hath he not sent me to the men which 
sit on the wall, to eat their own dung, 
and to drink their own water with 
28 you? Then Rabshakeh stood, and 
cried with a loud voice in the Jews’ 
language, and spake, saying, Hear ye 
the word of the great king, the king of 
29 Assyria. Thus saith the king, Let not 
Hezekiah deceive you; for he shall 
not be able to deliver yon out of his 
30 hand: neither let Hezekiah make you 
trust in the Lorp, saying, The Lorp 
will surely deliver us, and this city 
shall not be given into the hand of 
3l the king of Assyria.

34 the king of Assyria? Where are the 
gods of Hamath, aud of Arpad? where 
are the gods of Sepharvaim, of Hena, 
nnd Ivvah? have they delivered Sa- 

35 maria out of my hand? Who are they 
among all the gods of the countries, 
that have delivered their comutry out 
of my hand, that the Lorp should de- 

36 liver Jerusalem out of ny hand? But 
the people held their peace, and an- 
swered him not a word; for the king’s 
commandment was, saying, Answer 

37 him not. Then came Ehakim the son 
of Hilkiah, which was over the house- 
hold, and Shebna the scribe, and Joah 
the son of Asaph the recorder, to 
Hezekiah with their clothes rent, and 
told him the words of Rabshakeh. 

19 And it came to pass, when king 
Hezekiah heard it, that he rent his 
elothes, and covered himself with sack- 
cloth, and went mto the honse of the 

2Lorp. And he sent Eliakim, which 
was over the household, and Shebna the 
scribe, and the elders of the priests, 
covered with sackcloth, unto Isaiah 
8the prophet the son of Amoz. And 
they said unto him, Thus saith Hezek- 
iah, This day is a day of trouble, and 
of rebuke, and of contumely: for the 
children are come to the birth, and 
there is not strength to bring forth. 
41t may be the Lorp thy God will hear 
all the words of Rabshakeh, ®whom 
the king of Assyria his master hath 
sent to reproach the living God, and 
will rebuke the words which the Lorp 
thy God hath heard: wherefore lift up 
thy prayer for the remnant that is left. 
5 So the servants of king Hezekiah came 
6 to Isaiah. And Isaiah said nnto them, 
Thus shall ye say to your master, Thus 
saith the Lorp, Be not afraid of the 
words that thon hast heard, where- 
with the servants of the king of 
7 Assyria have blasphemed me. Behold, 
I will put a sphit in him, and he 
shall hear a rumour, and shall return 
to his own land; and I will cause hin 
to fall by the sword in his own land. 
8 Soe Rabshakeh returned, and found 
the kmg of Assyria warring against 
Libnah: for he had heard that he was 
9departed from Lachish. And when he 
heard say of Tirhakah king of Ethio- 
pia, Behold, he is come out to fight 
against thee: he sent messengers again 

10 unto Hezekiah, saying, Thus shall ye 
speak to Hezekiah king of Judah, say- 
ing, Let not thy God in whom thou 
trustest deceive thee, saying, Jerusalem 
shall not be given into the hand of the 

11king of Assyria. Behokl, thou hast 


heard what the kings of Assyria have 
done to all lands, by *destroying them 
utterly: and shalt thou be delivered ? 
12 Have the gods of the nations delivered 
them, which my fathers have destroyed,

Gozan, and Haran, and Rezeph, and 
the children of Eden which were in 
13 Telassar? Where is the king of Ha- 
math, and the king of Arpad, and the 
king of the city of Sepharvaim, of 
14 Hena, and Ivvah? And Hezekiah re- 
ecived the letter from the hand of 
the messengers, and read it: and Hez- 
ekiah went up unto the house of the 
Lerp, and spread it before the Lonrp. 
15 And Hezekiah prayed before the Lorn, 
and said, O Lorp, the God of Israel, 
that }sittest upon the cherubim, thou 
art the God, even thon alone, of 
all the kingdoms of the earth; thou 
16 hast made heaven and earth. Incline 
thine ear, O Lorp, and hear; open 
thine eyes, O Lorp, and see: and hear 
the words of Sennacherib, wherewith 
he hath sent him to reproach the 
17 living God. Of a truth, Loxp, the kings 
of Assyria have laid waste the nations 
18and their lands, and have cast their 
gods into the fire: for they were no 
gods, but the work of men’s hands, 
wood and stone; therefore they have 
19destroyedthem. Now therefore, O Lorp 
our God, save thou us, I beseech thee, 
out of his hand, that all the kingdoms 
of the earth may know 2that thou art 
the Lorp God, even thou only. 

20 Then Isaiah the son of Amoz sent to 
Hezekiah, saying, Thus saith the Lorn, 
the God of Israel, Whereas thou hast 
prayed to me against Sennacherib king 

21 of Assyria, I have heard thee. This is 
the word that the Lorp hath spoken 
concerning him: The virgin daughter 
of Zion hath despised thee and laughed 
thee to scorn; the daughter of Jeru- 
salem hath shaken her head ?at thee. 

22 Whom hast thou reproached and blas- 
phemed? and agamst whom hast thou 
exalted thy voice and lifted up thine 
eyes on high? eren against the Holy 

23One of Israel. By thy messengers 
thou hast reproached the Lord, and 
hast said, With the 41multitude of my 
chariots am J come up to the height of 
the mountains, to the innermost parts 
of Lebanon; and I will eut down the 
tall cedars thereof, and the choice ®fir 
trees thereof: and I will enter into 
his farthest lodging place, the forest 

24of his fruitful field. I have digged 


and drunk strange waters, and with |

plant vineyards, and eat the fruit 

30thereof. And 8the remnant that is 
escaped of the house of Judah shall 
again take root downward, and bear 

31lfruit upward. For out of Jerusalem 
shall go forth a remnant, and out of 
mount Zion they that shall escape: the 
zeal of °the Lorp shall perform this. 
32'Therefore thus saith the Lorp con- 
cerning the king of Assyria, He shall 
not come unto this city, nor shoot an 
arrow there, neither shall he come 
before it with shield, nor cast a mount 

oo against it. By the way that he came, 
by the same shall he return, and he 
shall not come unto this city, saith 

34the Lorp. For I will defend this city 
to save it, for mine own sake, and for 
my servant David's sake. 

35 10And it came to pass that night, that 
the angel of the Lorp went forth, and 
smote in the camp of the Assyrians an 
hundred fourscore and five thousand: 
and when men arose early in the morn- 
ing, behold, they were all dead corpses. 

36So0 Sennacherib king of Assyria de- 
parted, and went and returned, and 

37 dwelt at Nineveli. And it came to pass, 
as he was worshipping in the house of 
Nisroch his god, that ! Adrammelech 
and Sharezer smote him with the sword: 
and they escaped into the land of Ararat. 
And Esar-haddon his son reigned in his 
stead. 

20 12In those days was Hezekiah sick 
unto death. And Isaiah the prophet 
the son of Amoz came to him, and 
said unto him, Thus saith the Lorp, 
Set thine house in order; for thou shalt 

2 die, and not live. Then he turned his 
face to the wall, and prayed unto the 
3 Lorp, saying, Remember now, O Lorp, 
I beseech thee, how I have walked 
before thee in truth and with a perfect 
heart, and have done that which is good 
in thy sight. And Hezekiah wept sore. 
4And it came to pass, afore Isaiah 
was gone Mout into Mthe middle part 
of the city, that the word of the Lorp 
5came to him, saying, Turn again, and 
say to Hezekiah the prince of my 
people, Thus saith the Lorp, the God 
of David thy father, I have heard 
thy prayer, I have seen thy tears: be- 
hold, I will heal thee: on the third 
day thou shalt go up unto the house 
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6ef the Lorp. And I will add unto thy | 21 !°Manassceh was twelve years old when 


days fifteen years; and I will deliver 
thee and this city out of the hand of 
the king of Assyria; and I will defend 
this city for mine own sake, and for 
7my servant David’s sake. And Isaiali 
said, Take a cake of figs. And they took 
and laid it on the boil, and he reeov- 
Sered. And Hezekiah said unto Isaiah, 
What shall be the sigu that the Lorp 
will heal me, and that I shall go up 
unto the house of the Lorp the third 
9day? And Isaiah said, This shall be 
the sign unto thee from the Lorp, that 
the Lorn will do the thing that he hath 
spoken: !shall the shadow go forward 

10 ten 2steps, or go back ten steps? And 
Hezekiah answered, It is a light thing 
for the shadow to decline ten steps: 
nay, but let the shadow return back- 

11 ward ten steps. And Isaiah the prophet 
eried unto the Lorp: and he bronght 
the shadow ten steps backward, by 
which it had gone down on the ®dial 
of Ahaz. 

12 4At that time 5Berodach-baladan the 
son of Baladan, king of Babylon, sent 
lettersanda present unto Hezekiah: for 
he had heard that Hezekiah had been 

13siek. And Hezekiah hearkened unto 
them, and shewed them all the house of 
his preeious things, the silver, and the 
gold,and the spices, and the precious eil, 
and 7 the house of his 8armour, and all 
that was feund in his treasures: there 
was nothing in his house, nor in all his 
dominion, that Hezekiah shewed them 

14not. Then came Isaiah the prophet unto 
king Hezekiah, and said unto him, What 
said these men? and from whence came 
they unto thee? And Hezekiah said, 
They are come from a far country, eveu 
15from Babylon. And he said, What have 
they seen in thine house? And Hezekiah 
answered, All that is in mine house have 
they seen: there is nothing among my 
treasures that I have not shewed them. 

16 And Isaiah said unto Hezekiah, Hear 

17 the word of the Lorp. Behold, the days 
come, that all that is in thine house, and 
that which thy fathers have laid up in 
store unto this day, shall be earried to 
Babylon: nothing shall be left, saith 

18the Lorp. And of thy sons that shall 
issue from thee, which thou shalt beget, 
shall they take away; and they shall 
be eunnchs in the palace of the king 

19 ef Babylon. Then said Hezekiah unto 
Isaiah, Good is the word of the Lorp 
which thou hast spoken. He said more- 
over, Is it not so, if peace and truth 

20shall be in my days? Now the rest of 
the acts of Hezekiah, and all his might, 
and how he made the pool, and the con- 
duit, and brought water into the city, 
are they not written in the book of the 

21 chronicles of the kings of Judah? %And 
Hezekiah slept with his fathers: and 
Manasseh his son reigned in his stead. 


he began to reign; and he reigned five 
and fifty years in Jerusalein: and his 
2mother’s name was Hephzi-bah. And 
he did that which was evil in the sight 
ef the Lonp, after the abominations 
of the heathen, whoin the Lorp cast 

3 out before the childreu of Israel. For 
he built again the high places which 
Hezekiah his father had destroyed; 
and he reared up altars for Baal, and 
made an Asherah, as did Ahab king of 
Israel, and worshipped all the host of 

4 heaven, and served them. And he built 
altars in the house of the Lorn, where- 
of the Lorp said, In Jerusalem will I 
Sput my name. And he built altars for 
all the host of heaven in the two courts 
6of the house of the Lorp. And he 
made his sen to pass through the fire, 
aud praetised augury, and used en- 
chautments, and 1! dealt with them that 
had familiar spirits, and with wizards: 
he wrought much evil in the sight of 
the Lorp, to provoke him to anger. 

7 And he set the gravenimageof Asherah, 
that he had made, in the house of which 
the Lorp said to David and to Solo- 
mon his son, In this house, and in Jeru- 
salem, whieh I have chosen ont of all 
the tribes of Israel, will I put my name 
S8for ever: neither will I cause the feet 
of Israel to wander airy more out of the 
land which I gave their fathers; if only 
they will observe to do aecording to all 
that I have commanded them, and ac- 
eording to all the law that my servant 

9 Moses commanded them. But they 
hearkened not: and Manasseh seduced 
them to do that which is evil more 
than did the nations, whom the Lorp 
destroyed before the children of Israel. 
10 And the Lorp spake by his servants the 
11 prophets, saying, Because Manasseh 
king of Judah hath done these abomina- 
tions, and hath done wickedly above all 
that the Amorites did, which were before 
him, and hath made Judah also to sin 
12 with his idels: therefore thus saith the 
Lorp, the God of Israel, Behold, I bring 
such evil upen Jerusalem and Judah, 
that whosoever heareth of it, both his 
13 ears shall tingle. And I willstretch over 
Jerusalem the line of Samaria, and the 
plummet of the house of Ahab: and I 
will wipe Jerusalem as a man wipeth 

a dish, wipmg it and turning it up- 
14side down. And I will east off the 
remnant of mine inheritance, and de- 
liver them into the hand of their ene- 
mies; and they shall become a prey 
15 and a spoil to all their enemies; because 
they have done that which is evil in 
my sight, and have provoked me to 
anger, since the day their fathers eame 
forth out of Egypt, even unto this day. 
16 Moreover Manasseh shed innocent 
blood very much, till he had filled Jeru- 
salem from one end to another; beside 
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his sin wherewith he made Judah to 
sin, in doing that which was evil in 

17 the sight of the Lorp. Now the rest of 
the acts of Manasseh, and all that he 
did, and his sin that he sinned, are they 
not written in the book of the chrom- 

18 cles of the kings of Judah? !And Ma- 
nasseh slept with his fathers, and was 
buried in the garden of his own house, 
in the garden of Uzza: and Amon his 
son reigned in his stead. 

19 Amon was twenty and two years 
old when he began to reign; and he 
reigned two years in Jerusalem: and his 
mother’s name was Meshullemeth the 

20 daughter of Haruz of Jotbah. And he 
did that which was evil in the sight of 
the Lorp, as did Manasseh his father. 

21 And he walked in all the way that his 
father walked in, and served the idols 
that his father served, and worshipped 

22 them: and he forsook the Lorp, the 
God of his fathers, and walked not in 

23 the way of the Lorn. And the servants 
of Amon conspired against him, and 
put the king to death in his own house. 

24 But the people of the land slew all 
them that had conspired against king 
Amon; and the people of the land made 

25 Josiah his sou king in his stead. Now 
the rest of the acts of Amon which he 
did, are they not written in the book of 
the chronicles of the kings of Judah? 

26 And he was buried in his sepulchre in 
the garden of Uzza: and Josiah his 
son reigned in his stead. 

232 *Josiah was eight years old when he 
began to reign; and he reigned thirty 
aud one years in Jerusalem: and his 
mother’s name was Jedidah the daugh- 

2ter of Adaiah of Bozkath. And he did 
that which was right in the eyes of the 
Lorp, and walked in all the way of 
David his father, and turned not aside 
to the right hand or to the left. 

3 Andit came to pass in the eighteenth 

year of king Josiah, that the king sent 

Shaphan the son of Azaliah, the son 

of Meshullam, the scribe, to the house 
4of the Lorp, saying, Go up to Hilkiah 
the high priest, that he may snm the 
money which is brought into the house 
of the Lorp, which the keepers of the 
3door have gathered of the people: 

5 aid let them deliver it into the hand of 

the workmen that have the oversight 

of the house of the Lorp: and let them 
give it to the workmen which are in 
the house of the Lorn, to repair the 

6 breaches of the house; unto the ear- 

penters, and to the builders, and to the 

masons; and for buying timber and 

7 hewn stone to repair the house. How- 

beit there was no reckoning made with 

them of the money that was delivered 
into their hand; for they dealt faith- 

Sfully. And Hilkiah the high priest said 

unto Shaphan the seribe, [ have found 

the book of the law in the house of the 


Lorp. And Hilkiah delivered the book 
9to Shaphan, and he read it. And Sha- 
phan the seribe came to the king, and 
brought the king word again, and said, 
Thy servants have ‘emptied out the 
money that was found in the house, and 
have delivered it into the hand of the 
workmen that have the oversight of the 
10 house of the Lorp. And Shaphan the 
scribe told the king, saying, Hilkiah the 
priest hath delivered me a book. And 
11 Shaphan read it before the king. And 
it came to pass, when the king had heard 
the words of the book of the law, that he 
12 rent hisclothes. And the king command- 
ed Hilkiah the priest, and Ahikam the 
son of Shaphan, and Achbor the son of 
Mieaiah, and Shaphan the scribe, and 
13 Asaiah the king’sservant, saying, Goye, 
inquire of the Lorp for me, and for the 
people, and for all Judah, concerning 
the words of this book that is found: for 
great is the wrath of the Lorp that is 
kindled against us, because our fathers 
have not hearkened unto the words of 
this book, to do according unto all that 
14which is ‘written concerning us. So 
Hilkiah the priest, and Ahikam, and 
Achbor, and Shaphan, and Asaiah, went 
unto Huldah the prophetess, the wife 
of Shallum the son of ‘Tikvah, the son of 
Harhas, keeper of the wardrobe; (now 
she dwelt in Jerusalem in the °second 
quarter ;) and they communed with her. 
15 And she said unto them, Thus saith the 
Lonp, the God of Israel: Tell ye the man 
16 that sent you umto me, Thus saith the 
Lorp, Behold, I will bring evil upon 
this place, and upon the imbhabitants 
thereof, even all the words of the book 
17 which the king of Judah hath read: be- 
cause they have forsaken me, and have 
burned incense unto other gods, that 
they might provoke me to anger with 
all the work of their hands; therefore 
my wrath shall be kindled against this 
18 place, and it shall not be quenched. But 
unto the king of Judah, who sent you to 
inquire of the Lorp, thus shall ye say 
to him, Thus saith the Lorp, the God 
of Israel: As touching the words which 
19thou hast heard, because thine heart 
was tender, and thou didst humble thy- 
self before the Lorp, when thon heard- 
est what I spake against this place, 
and against the inhabitants thereof,that 
they should become 7a desolation and 

a curse, and hast rent thy clothes, and 


wept before me; I also have heard thee, | 


20saith the Lorp. Therefore, behold, I 
will gather thee to thy fathers, and thou 
shalt be gathered to thy grave in peace, 
neither shall thine eyes see all the evil 
whieh I will bring upon this place. And 
they brought the king word again. 

23 ®And the king sent, and they 
gathered unto him all the elders of 

2Judah and of Jerusalem. And the 
king went up to the house of the 
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Lorp, and all the men of Judah and 
all the inhabitants ef Jerusalem with 
him, and the priests, and the prephets, 
ant all the people, beth small and great : 
and he read in their ears all the words 
of the beok of the covenant which was 
3found im the house of the Lorn. And 
1 Or, the king steed 1 by the pillar, andimadea 
a covenant before the Lorp, to walk after 
form the Lorp, and to keep his command- 
ments, and his testimonies, and his 
staintes, with all Ais heart, and all his 
pOr, soul, te2confirm the words of this coven- 
oe ant that were written in this book: and 
all the people steod te the covenant. 
4 And the king commanded Hilkiah the 
high priest, and the priests of the second 
«aa order, and the keepers of the ?deor, to 
L bring forth out of the temple of the 
Lorp all the vessels that were made for 
Baal, and for the Asherah, and for all 
the host of heaven: and he burned 
them without Jerusalem in the fields of 
Kidren, and earried the ashes of them 
5unte Beth-el. And he put dewn the 
4 Heb. 4idolatrous priests, whom the kings of 
eo Judah had ordained to burn incense in 
pee Hos the high places in the cities of Judah, 
Feoh, and in the places reund about Jerusa- 
i. 4. lem ; them alsothat burned incense unte 
Baal, to the sun, and te the moon, and 
5Or, to the *planets, and to all the hest of 
lee 6heaven. And he brought out the Asher- 
ah from the heuse ef the Lorp, with- 
eut Jerusalem, unto the breok Kidren, 
and burnedit at the breek Kidren, and 
stamped it small te powder, and cast 
the powder thereef npen the graves of 
6 Heb. 7the Scommon people. And he brake 
a down the houses of the 7sodomites, that 
people were in the house of the Lorp, where 
Absa, | the women wove ®hangings for the 
xiv. 24, 8 Asherah. And he bronghtall the priests 
xy. 12, out of the cities of Judah, and defiled 
ee the high places where the priests had 
Heb. burned incense, from Geba to Beer- 
oe sheba; and he brake down the high 
places of the gates that were at the 
entering in of the gate of Joshua the 
governor of the city, which were on a 
man’s left hand at the gate of the city. 
9 Nevertheless the priests of the high 
places came not up to the altar of the 
Lorp in Jerusalem, but they did eat 
unleavened bread among their breth- 
1Oren. And he defiled Topheth, which is 
rea in the valley of the 9children ef Hin- 
another nom, that no man might make his son

or his daughter to pass through the fire 
11 to Molech. Andhe took away the horses 
that the kings of Judah had given to 
the sun, at the entering in of the house 
of the Lorn, by the chamber of Nathan- 
meleeh the chamberlain, which was 
in the preeinets; and he burned the 
12chariets of the sun with fire. And 
the altars that were on the roof of the 
upper chamber of Ahaz, which the kings 
of Judah had made, and the altars 


son, 
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which Manasseli had made in the two 
courts of the house of the orp, did 
the king break down, and beat them 
down frei thenee, and cast the dust ef 
5them inte the brook Kidron. And the 
high places that were before Jerusa- 
lem, which were on the right hand of 
the mount of Ncorruption, whieh Solo- 
mon the king of Israel had builded for 
Ashtoreth the abomination of the Zi- 
donians, and for Chemosh the abomina- 
tion of Moab, and for Mileem the abom- 
ination of the children ef Ammon, did 

14 the king defile. And he brake in pieces 
the 2 pillars, and cut down the Asheriin, 
and filled their places with the hones 

150f men. Moreover the altar that was 
af Beth-el, and the high place which 
Jeroboam the son of Nebat, who made 
Israel te sin, had made, even that altar 
and the high place he brake down; and 
he burned the high place and stamped it 
small to powder, and burned the Asher- 

Iéah. And as Josiah turned himself, he 
spied the sepulchres that were there in 
the meunt; and he sent, and took the 
bones out of the sepulchres, and burned 
them upon the altar, and defiled it, ae- 
cording to the word of the Lorp which 
the man of God proclained, who pro- 

17 claimed these things. Then he said, 
What monument is that which I see? 
And the men of the city told hin, It 
is the sepulehre of the man of Ged, 
which came from Judah, and pro- 
claimed these things that thou hast 

18 done against the altar of Beth-el. And 
he said, Let him be; let no man move 
his bones. So they let his bones alene, 
with the bones of the prephet that 

19came out of Samaria. And all the 
houses also of the high places that 
were in the cities of Samaria, which 
the kings of Israel had made to pro- 
voke the Lorn to anger, Josiah teok 
away, and did to them accerding to all 
the acts that he had dene in Beth-el. 

20 And he }8slew all the priests ef the high 
places that were there, npon the altars, 
and burned men’s bones npon them; 
and he returned to Jerusalem. 

21 And the king commanded all the peo- 
ple, saying, Keep the passever unto the 
Lorp your God, as it is written in this 

22boek of the covenant. Surely there 
was not kept such a passover frem 
the days of the judges that judged Is- 
rael, 14nor in all the days of the kings 
of Israel, nor of the kings ef Judah; 

23 but in the eighteenth year ef king Josiah 
was this passever kept te the Lorp in 

24 Jerusalem. Moreover them that had 
familiar spirits, and the wizards, and 
the teraphim, and the idols, and all the 
abominations that were spied in the 
land of Judah and in Jerusalem, did 
Josiah put away, that he might 2cenfirm 
the words of the law which were written 
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25 in the house of the Lorp. And like mmto 
him was there no king before him, that 
turned to the Lorp with all his heart, 
and with all his soul, and with all his 
night, according to all the law of Moses; 
neither after him arose there any like 

26 him. Notwithstanding the Lorp turned 
not from the fierceness of his great 
wrath, wherewith his anger was kindled 
against Judah, because of all the pro- 
vocations that Manasseh had provoked 

27 him withal. And the Lorp said, I will 
remove Judah also out of my sight, as 
I have removed Israel, and I will cast 
off this city which I have chosen, even 
Jerusalem, and the house of whieh I 

2S said, My name shall be there. Now 
the rest of the aets of Josiah, and all 
that he did, are they not written in the 
book of the chronicles of the kmgs of 

29 Judah? 1In his days Pharaoh-neeoh 
king of Egypt went up against the king 
of Assyria to the river Euphrates: and 
king Josiah went against him; and he 
slew him at Megiddo, when he had seen 

50him, And his servants carried him 
in a chariot dead from Megiddo, and 
brought him to Jerusalem, and buried 
him in his own sepulechre. *And the 
people of the land took Jehoahaz the son 
of Josiah, and anointed him, and made 
him king in his father’s stead. 

51 Jehoahaz was twenty and three years 
old when he began to reign; and he 
reigned three months in Jerusalem: 
and his mother’s name was Haimutal 
the danghter of Jeremiah of Libnah. 

32 And he did that whieh was evil in the 
sight of the Lorp, aceording to all 

53 that his fathers had done. And Pha- 
raoh-neeoh put him in bands at Riblah 
in the land of Hamath, ?that he inight 
not reign in Jerusalem; and put the 
land to a 4 tribute of an hundred talents 

34of silver, and a talent of gold. And 
Pharaoh-neeoh made Eliakim the son 
of Josiah king in the room of Josiah 
his father, and changed his name to 
Jehoiakim : but he took Jchoahazaway; 
and he eame to Egypt, and died there. 

35 And Jehoiakim gave the silver and 
the gold to Pharaoh; but he taxed the 
land to give the money according to 
the commandment of Pharaoh: he ex- 
acted the silver and the gold of the 
people of the land, of every one accora- 
ing to his taxation, to give it unto 
Pharaoli-neeoh. 

36 °Jehoiakim was twenty and five years 
old when he began to reign; and he 
reigned eleven years in Jerusalem: 
and his mother’s name was Zebidah 
the daughter of Pedaiah of Rumah. 

of And he did that which was evil in 
the sight of the Lorn, aecording to all 

24 that his fathers had done. In his 
days Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon 
eame wp, and Jehoiakim became his 
servant three years: then he turned 


Qand rebelled against him. And the 
Lorp sent against him bands of the 
Chaldeans, and bands of the Syrians, 
and bands of the Moabites, and bands 
of the children of Ammon, and sent 
them against Judah to destroy it, ae- 
cording to the word of the Lorp, whieh 
he spake by the hand of his servants 

3the prophets. Surely at the command- 
ment of the Lorp came this upon Jn- 
dah, to remove them out of his sight, 
for the sins of Manasseh, aceording to 

4all that he did; and also for the inno- 
cent blood that he shed; for he filled 
Jerusalem with innocent blood: and 
5the Lorp would not pardon. Now 
the rest of the acts of Jehoiakim, and 
all that he did, are they not written 
in the book of the chronieles of the 
6kings of Judah? So Jehoiakim slept 
with his fathers: and Jehoiachin his son 

7 reigned in his stead. And the king of 
Egypt came not again any more out of 
his land: for the king of Babylon had 
taken, from the brook of Egypt unto 
the river Euplirates, all that pertamed 
to the king of Egypt. 

8 Jehoiachm was eighteen years old 
when he began to reign; and he 
reigned in Jerusalem three months: 
and his mother’s name was Nehushta 
the daughter of Elnathan of Jerusalem. 

9And he did that whieh was evil in 
the sight of the Lorn, aeeording to all 

10that his father had done. At that 
time the servants of Nebuehadnezzar 
king of Babylon came up to Jeru- 
salem, and the city was besieged. 
11 And Nebuehadnezzar king of Babylon 
came unto the city, while his servants 
12 were besieging it; and Jehoiachin the 
king of Judah went out to the kmg 
of Babylon, he, and his mother, and 
his servants, and his prinees, and his 
6 officers: and the king of Babylon took 
him in the eighth year of his reign. 
13 And he earried out thenee all the trea- 
sures of the house of the Lorp, and the 
treasures of the king’s house, and eut 
in pieces all the vessels of gold which 
Solomon king of Israel had made in 
the temple of the Lorp, as the Lorp 
l4had said. And he carried away all 
Jerusalem, and all the prinees, and all 
the mighty men of valour, even ten 
thousand eaptives, and all the crafts- 
men and the smiths; none remained, 
save the poorest sort of the people of 
15theland. And he carried away Jehoia- 
chin to Babylon; and the king’s motlhier, 
and the king’s wives, and his ® officers, 
and the 7ehief men of the land, ear- 
ried he into captivity from Jerusalem 
16to Babylon. And all the men of 
might, even seven thousand, and the 
craftsmen and the smiths a thousand, 
all of them strong and apt for war, 
even them the king of Babylon brought 
l7captive to Babylon. 8And the king 
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of Babylon made Mattaniah his father's 
brother king in his stead, and changed 
his name to Zedekiah. 

18 !Zedekiah was twenty and one years 
old when he began to reigu; and he 
reigned eleven years in Jernsalem: and 
his mother’s name was 2ifamutal the 

19 daughter of Jeremiah of Libnah., And 
he did that which was evil im the sight 
of the Lorn, according to all that Jehoi- 

20akim had done. For through the anger 
of the Lorn did it come to pass in Je- 
rusalem and Judah, until he had cast 
them out from his presence: and Zedek- 
iah rebelled agaiust the king of Baby- 

25 lon. %Andit came to pass in the ninth 
year of his reign, in the tenth month, 
in the tenth day of the month, that 
Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon came, 
he and all his army, against Jerusa- 
lem, and encamped against it; and 
they built forts against it round about. 

2So0 the city was besieged unto the 
3eleventh year of king Zedekiah. On 
the ninth day of the fourth month the 
famine was sore in the city, so that 
there was no bread for the people of 
4the land. Then a breach was made 
in the city, and all the men of war 
Hed by night by the way of the gate 
between the two walls, which was by 
the king’s garden: (now the Chaldeans 
were against the city round about:) 
and the king went by the way of the 
5Arabah. But the army of the Chal- 
deans pursued after the king, and over- 
took him in the plains of Jericho: and 
all his army was seattered from him. 

6 Then they took the king, and carried 
him up unto the king of Babylon to 
Riblah; and they gave judgement up- 

7on him. And they slew the sons of 
Zedekiah before his eyes, and put out 
the eyes of Zedekiah, and bound him 
in fetters, and carried him to Babylon. 

8 Now inthe fifth month, on the seventh 
day of the month, which was the nine- 
teenth year of king Nebuchadnezzar, 
king of Babylon, came Nebuzaradan 
the captain of the guard, a servant of 
the king of Babylon, unto Jerusalem:

10 And m the days of Saul they made war 
with the Hagrites, who fell by their 
hand: and they dwelt in their tents 
throughout all the land east of Gilead. 
11 And the sons of Gad dwelt over 
against them, in the land of Bashan 
12unto Salecah: Joel the chief, and 
Shapham the second, and Janai, and 
13 Shaphat in Bashan: and their brethren 
of their fathers’ houses; Michael, and 
Meshullam, and Sheba, and Jorai, 
and Jacan, and Zia, and Eber, seven. 
14 These were the sons of Abihail the son 
of Huri, the son of Jaroah, the son of 
Gilead, the son of Michael, the son of 
Jehishai, the son of Jahdo, the son of 
15 Buz; Ahi the sen of Abdiel, the son of 
Guni, chief of their fathers’ houses. 
16 And they dwelt in Gilead in Bashan, 
and in her ®towns,and in all the 7suburbs 
17 of Sharon, as far as their Sborders. All 
these were reckoned by genealogies in 
the days of Jotham king of Judah, and 
in the days of Jerobeam king of Israel. 
18 The sons of Reuben, and the Gadites, 
and the half tribe of Manasseh, of 
valiant men, men able to bear buckler 
and sword, and to shoot with bow, and 
skilful in war, were forty and four 
thousand seven hundyed and three- 
score, that were able to go forth to war. 
19 And they made war with the Hagrites, 
with Jetur, and Naphish, and Nodab. 
20 And they were helped against them, 
and the Hagrites were delivered into 
their hand, and all that were with 
them: for they cried to God in the 
battle, and he was intreated of them; 
becanse they put their trust in hin. 
21 And they tookaway their cattle; of their 
camels fifty thousand, and of sheep two 
hundred and fifty thousand, and of asses 
two thousand, and of 9men an hundred 
22 thousand. For there fell many slain, 
because the war was of God. And they 
dwelt in their stead until the captivity. 
23 And the children of the half tribe of 
Manasseh dwelt in the land: they in- 
creased from Bashan unte Baal-hermon 
Q4iand Seniy and momt Hermon, And 
these were the heads of their fathers’ 
houses; even Epher, and Ishi, and 
Eliel, and Azriel, and Jeremiah, and 
Hodaviah, and Jahdiel, mighty men of 
valour, famous men, heads of their 
fathers’ houses. 
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25 And they trespassed against the God 
of their fathers, and went a whoring 
after the gods of the peoples of the land, 

25 whom God destroyed before them. And 
the God of Israel stirred up the spirit 
of Pul king of Assyria, and the spirit 
of Tilgath-pilneser king of Assyria, and 
he carried them away, even the Reu- 
benites, aud the Gadites, and the half 
tribe of Manasseh, and bronght them 
unto Halah, and Habor, and Hara, and 
to the river of Gozan, unto this day. 

6 ‘The sons of Levi; }Gershon, Kohath, 

2and Merari. And the sons of Kohath; 
Amrain, Izhar, and Hebron, and Uz- 
3ziel. And the children of Amram; 
Aaron, and Moses, and Miriam. And 
the sons of Aaron; Nadab and Abihn, 
4Eleazar and Ithamar.

31 And these are they whom David set 
over the service of song in the house 
of the Lorp, after that the ark had 

d2rest. And they ministered with song 


before the tabernacle of the tent of 
meeting, until Solomon had built the 
house of the Lorp in Jerusalem: and 
they waited on their office according 
33to their order. And these are they 
that 1° waited, and their sons. Of the 
sons of the Kohathites: Heman the 
singer, the son of Joel, the son of 

34 Samuel; the son of Elkanah, the son of 
Jeroham, the son of Eliel, the son of 

3514'Toah; the sou of 15 Zuph, the son of

And they 
gave unto them the eities of refuge, 
Sheehem in the hill country of Ephraim 
with her suburbs; Gezer also with her 
68 suburbs; 2and Jokmeam with her sub- 
urbs, aud Beth-horon with her sub- 
69 urbs; and Aijalon with her suburbs, 
and Gath-rimmon with her suburbs: 
70 and out of the half tribe of Manasseh; 
Aner with her suburbs, and Bileam 
with her suburbs, for the rest of the 
Tifamily of the sons of Kohath. Unto 
the sons of Gershom were given, out of 
the family of the half tribe of Mauas- 
seh, Golan in Bashair with her sub- 
urbs, and Ashtaroth with her suburbs: 
72and out of the tribe of Issaehar; 
Kedesh with her suburbs, Daberath 
73 with her suburbs; and Ramoth with 
ber suburbs, and Anem with her sub- 
T4urbs: and out of the tribe of Asher;

and 3 Puah, Jashub, and Shimron, forr. 
2And the sons of Tola; Uzzi, and Re- 
phaiah, and Jeriel, and Jahmai, and 
Ibsam, and Shemuel, heads of their 
fathers’ houses, to wit, of Tola; mighty 
men of valour in their generations: 
their number in the days of David 
was two and twenty thousand and six 
3hundred.

Michael, and Obadiah, and Joel, Is- 
4 shiah, five: all of them ehief men. And 
with them, by their generations, after 
their fathers’ honses, were bands of 
the host for war, six and thirty thou- 
sand: for they had many wives and 
5sons. And their brethren among all 
the families of Issachar, mighty men 
of valour, reekoued in all by genealogy, 
were fourseore and seven thousand.

And Mikloth 
begat /Shimeah. And they also dwelt 
with their brethren in Jernsalem, over 
3d5agaiist their brethren. And Ner begat 
Kish; and Kish begat Saul; and Saul 
begat Jonathan, and Malchi-shna, and 
3416 Abinadab, and 17Eshbaal. And the 
son of Jonathan was 16 Merib-baal; 
35and Merib-baal begat Micah. And the 
sous of Micah; Pithon, and Melech, and 
5619'Tarea, and Ahaz.

And 
Shallum the son of Kore, the son of 
Ebiasaph, the son of Korah, and his 
brethren, of his father’s house, the 
Korahites, were over the work of the 
service, keepers of the Sgates of the 
Ttabernacle: and their fathers had 
been over the camp of the Lorn, keep-

of leazar was ruler over them in time 
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past, and the Lorp was with him. 
21 Zechariah the son of Meshelemiah was 
porter of the door of the teut of meet- 
22ing. All these which were chosen to 
be porters in the 6 gates were two hund- 
red and twelve. ‘hese were reckoned 
by gencalogy in their villages, whom 
David and Saimnel the secr did ordain 
23 in their 8set office. So they and their 
childyen had the oversiglit of the gates 
of the house of the Lorp, even the 
house of the ‘tabernacle, by wards. 
2490On the four sides were the porters, 
toward the cast, west, north, and south. 
25 And their brethren, in their villages, 
were to come in every seven days from 
26 time to time to be with them: for the 
four chief porters, who were Levites, 
were in a set office, and were over the 
chambers and over the treasuries in the 
27 house of God. And they lodged round 
about the house of God, because the 
charge thereof was upon them, and to 
them pertained the opening thereof 
28 morning by morning. And certain of 
them had charge of the vessels of serv- 
ice; for by tale were they brought in 
29 and by tale were they taken out. Some 
of them also were appointed over the 
furiiture, and over all the vessels of 
the sanctuary, and over the fine flonr, 
and the wine, and the oil, and the 
30 frankincense, and the spices. And 
some of the sons of the priests pre- 
31 pared the confection of the spices. And 
Mattithiah, one of the Levites, who was 
the firstborn of Shallum the Korahite, 
had the set office over the things that 
32 were baked m pans. And some of their 
brethren, of the sons of the Kohathites, 
were over the shewbread, to prepare it 
33 every sabbath. And these are the sing- 
ers, heads of fathers’ howses of the Le- 
vites, who dwelt in the chambers and 
were free from other service: for they 
were employed in their work day and 
34night. These were heads of fathers’ 
houses of the Levites, throughont their 
generations, chief men: these dwelt at 
Jerusalem. 
35 And in Gibeon there dwelt the father 
of Gibeon, Jeiel, whose wife’s name was 
36 Maacah: and his firstborn son Abdon, 
and Zur, and Kish, and Baal, and Nev, 
37and Nadab; and Gedor, and Ahio, and 
38 Zechariah, and Mikloth. And Mikloth 
begat Shimeam. And they also dwelt 
with their brethren in Jerusalem, over 
a9 against their brethren. And Ner begat 
Wish; and Kish begat Saul; and Saul 
begat Jonathan, and Malchi-shna, and 
40 Abinadab, and Hshbaal. And the son of 
Jonathan was Merib-baal; and Merib- 
Al baal begat Micah. And the sons of Mi- 
eah; Pithon, and Melech, and Tahrea, 
42Wand Ahaz. And Ahaz begat Jarah; and 
Jarah begat Alemeth, and Azmaveth, 
43 and Zimri; and Zimri begat Moza: and 
Moza begat Binea; and Rephaiah his 
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son, Eleasah his son, Azel his son: 

44and Azel had six sons, whose names 
are these; Azrikam, Bocheru, and Ish- 
mael, and Sheariah, and Obadiah, and 
Hanan: these were the sons of Azel. 

10 1Now the Philistines fought against 
Israel: and the men of Israel fled 
from before the Philistines, and fell 

2 down 2slain in mount Gilboa. And the 
Philistines followed hard after Saul 
and after his sons; and the Philstines 
slew Jonathan, and 2 Abmadab, and 

3 Malchi-shua, the sons of Saul. And 
the battle went sore against Saul, and 
the archers overtook him; and he was 
distressed by reason of the archers. 

4 Then said Saul unto his armourbearer, 
Draw thy sword, and thrust me through 
therewith; lest these uncircumcised 
come and 4abuse me. But his armour- 
bearer would not; for he was sore a- 
fraid. Therefore Saul took his sword, 

5 and fell upon it. And when his armour- 
bearer saw that Sanl was dead, he 
likewise fell npon his sword, and died. 

6 So Saul died, and his three sons; and 

7 all his house died together. And when 
all the men of Israel that were in the 
valley saw that they fled, and that 
Saul and his scns were dead, they 
forsook their cities, and fled; and the 
Philistines came and dwelt in them. 

8 And it came to pass on the morrow, 
when the Philistines came to strip 
the slain, that they found Saul and 

9X his sons fallen in mount Gilboa. And 
they stripped him, and took his head, 
and his armour, and sent into the 
land of the Philistines round about, 
to carry the tidmgs unto their idols, 

10and to the people. And they put his 
armour in the house of their gods, 
and fastened his head in the house of 

11 Dagon. And when all Jabesh-gilead 
heard all that the Philistines had done 

12to Saul, all the valiant men arose, and 
took away the body of Saul, and the 
bodies of his sons, and brought them 
to Jabesh, and buried their bones 
under the Soak in Jabesh, and fasted 

13seven days. So Saul died ‘for his 
trespass Which he committed agaimst 
the Lorp, because of the word of the 
Lorp, which he kept not; and also 
for that he asked counsel of one that 
had a familiar spirit, to inquire there- 

14by, and inquired not of the Lorp: 
therefore he slew him, and turned 
the kingdom unto David the son of 
Jesse. 

11 7Then all Israel gathered themselves 
to David unto Hebron, saying, Behold, 

2 we are thy bone and thy flesh. In times 
past, even when Saul was king, it was 
thou that leddest out and broughtest 
in Israel: and the Lorp thy God 
said unto thee, Thou shalt feed my 
people Israel, and thou shalt be § prince 

3over my people Israel. So all the 
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elders of Israel came to the king to 
Hebron; and David made a covenant 
with them in Hebron before the Lorn; 
and they anointed David king over 
Israel, aceording to the word of the 

4Loxp by the hand of Samuel. And 
David and all Israel went to Jeru- 
salem (the same is Jebus); and the 
Jebusites, the inhabitants of the land, 

5 were there. And the inhabitants of 
Jebus said to David, Thou shalt not 
come in hither. Nevertheless David 
took the strong hold of Zion; the same 

Gis the city of David. And David said, 
Whosoever smiteth the Jebusites first 
shall be chief and captain. And Joab 
the son of Zeruiah went up first, and 

7 was made chief. And David dwelt in 
the strong hold; therefore they called 

Sit the city of David. And he built the 
city round about, from Millo even 
round about: and Joab %repaired the 

9rest of the city. And David waxed 
greater and greater; for the Lorp of 
hosts was with him. 

10 10Now these are the chief of the 
mighty men whom David had, who 
lishewed themselves strong with him 
in his kingdom, together with all Israel, 
to make him king, according to the 
word of the Lonp concerning Israel. 

11 And this is the number of the mighty 
men whom David had: Jashobeam, the 
son of a Hachmonite, the chief of the 
12 thirty; he lifted np his spear against 
three hundred 4 and slew them at one 

12time. And after him was Eleazar the 
son of Dodo, the Ahohite, who was one 

13 of the three mighty men. He was with 
David at 14 Pas-dammim, and there the 
Philistines were gathered together to 
battle, where was a plot of ground full 
of barley; and the people fled from be- 

14fore the Philistines. And they stood 
in the midst of the plot, and defended 
it, and slew the Philistines; and the 
Lorp saved them bya great ) victory. 

15 And three of the thirty chief went down 
to the rock to David, into the cave of 
Adullam; and the host of the Phil- 
istines were encamped in the valley of 

16 Rephaim. And David was then in the 
hold, and the garrison of the Philistines 

17 was then in Beth-lehem. And David 
longed, and said, Oh that one would 
give me water to drink of the well of 

18 Beth-lehem, which is by the gate! And 
the three brake through the host of 
the Philistines, and drew water out 
of the well of Beth-lehem, that was 
by the gate, and took it, and brought it 
to David: but David would not drink 
thereof, but poured it out unto the 

19 Lorp, and said, My God forbid it me, 
that I should do this: shall I drink the 
blood of these men 16that have put 
their lives in jeopardy? for with the 
jeopardy of their lives they brought it. 
Therefore he would not drink it. These 
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20 things did the three mighty men. And 
1Abishai, the brother of Joab, he was 
chief of the three: for he lifted up his 
spear against three hundred 2and slew 
them, and had a name among the three. 

218Of the three, he was more honour- 
able than the two, aud was made their 
eaptain: howbeit he attained not to the 

22 first three. Denaiali the son of Jehoi- 
ada, the son of a valiant man of Kab- 
zeel, who had done mighty deeds, he 
slew the two sons of Ariel of Moab: he 
went down also and slew a lion in the 

23 midst of a pit in time of snow. And 
he slew an Egyptian, a man of great 
stature, five cubits high; and in the 
Egyptian’s hand was a spear like a 
weaver’s beam; and he went down to 
him with a staff, and plucked the spear 
out of the Egyptian’s hand, and slew 

24 him with hisown spear. These things 
did Benaiah the son of Jehoiada, and 
had a name among the three mighty 

25imen. Behold, he was more honourable 
than the thirty, but he attamed not to 
the jirst three: and David set him over 
his guard. 

26 Also the mighty men of the armies; 
Asahel the brother of Joab, Elhanan 

27 the son of Dodo of Beth-lehem; > Sham- 
moth the Harorite, Helez the 6Pelonite; 

28 Ira the son of Ikkesh the Tekoite, Abi- 

29ezer the Anathothite; 7Sibbecai the 

30 Hushathite, § Iai the Aholite; Maharai 
the Netophathite, >Heled the son of 

31 Baanah the Netophathite; Ithai the 
son of Ribai of Gibeal of the children 
of Benjamin, Benaiah the Pirathon- 

32 ite; 0Hurai of the brooks of Gaash, 

3311 Abiel the Arbathite; Azmaveth the 
Baharumite, Eliahba the Shaalbon- 

34 ite; the sons of 12 Hashem the Gizon- 
ite, Jonathan the son of Shage the 

35 Hararite; Ahiam the son of Sacar 
the Hararite, 4Eliphal the son of 

36 Ur; Hepher the Mecherathite, Ahijah 

37the Pelonite; Hezro the Carmelite, 

38 Naarai the son of Ezbai; Joel the 
brother of Nathan, Mibhar the son of 

39 Hagri; Zelek the Ammonite, Naharai 
the Berothite, the armourbearer of Jo- 

40 ab the son of Zeruiah; Ira the Ithrite, 

41 Gareb the Ithrite; Uriah the Hittite, 

42 Zabad the son of Ahlai; Adina the son 
of Shiza the Reubenite, a chief of the 

43 Reubenites, and thirty with him; Ha- 
nan the sou of Maaeah, and Joshaphat 

44 the Mithnite; Uzzia the Ashterathite, 
Shama and Jeiel the sons of Hotham 

45 the Aroerite; Jediael the son of Shimri, 

46 and Joha his brother, the Tizite; Eliel 
the Mahavite, and Jeribai, and Joshav- 
iah, the sons of Elnaam, and Ithmah 

47the Moabite; Eliel, and Obed, and 
Jaasiel the Mezobaite. 

12 Now these are they that came to David 
to Ziklag, while he yet kept himself 
close beeause of Saul the son of Kish: 
and they were among the mighty men, 
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2 his helpers in war. They !7 were armed 
with bows, and could use both the right 
hand and the left in slinging stones and 
in shooting arrows from the bow; they 
were of Saul’s brethren of Benjamin. 

3 The chief was Ahiezer, then Joash, the 
sons of Shemaali the Gibeathite; and 
Jeziel, and VPelet, the sons of Azma- 
veth; and Beracah, and Jehu the Ana- 

4 thothite; and Ishmaiah the Gibeonite, 
a mighty man among the thirty, and 
over the thirty; and Jeremiah, and 
Jahaziel, and Johanan, and Jozabad 

5 the Gederathite ; Eluzai, and Jerimoth, 
and Bealiah, and Shemariah, and She- 

6phatiah the Haruphite; Elkanah, and 
Isshiali, and Azarel, and Joezer, and 

7 Jashobeam, tle Korahites; and Joelah, 
and Zebadiah, the sons of Jerolham 

Sof Gedor. And of the Gadites there 
separated themselves uuto David to 
the hold in the wilderness, mighty 
men of valour, men trained for war, 
that could handle shield and spear; 
whose faces were like the faces of 
lions, and they were as swift as the 

9roes upon the mountains; Ezer the 
chief, Obadiah the second, Eliab the 

10 third; Mishmannah the fourth, Jerem- 
1liah the fifth; Attai the sixth, Eliel the 
12seventh; Johanan the eighth, Elzabad 


13the ninth; Jeremiah the tenth, Mach- 


14 bannaithe eleventh. These of thesons 
of Gad were captains of the host: he 
that was least was equal toan hundred, 

15 and the greatest toa thousand. These 

- are they that went over Jordan in the 
first month, when it had overflown all 
its banks; and they put to flight all 
them of the valleys, both toward the 

16 east, and toward the west. And there 
eame of the children of Benjamim and 

17 Judah to the hold unto David. And 
David went out to meet them, and an- 
swered and said unto them, If ye be 
come peaceably unto me to help me, 
mine heart shall be knit unto you: but 
if ye be come to betray me to mine ad- 
versaries, seeing there is no !9 wrong in 
miue hands, the God of our fathers look 

18 thereon, and rebuke it. Then the spirit 
20came upon Amasai, who was cliief of 
the 21\thirty, and he said, Thine are 
we, David, and on thy side, thou son of 
Jesse: peace, peace be unto thee, and 
peace be to thine helpers; for thy God 
helpeth thee. Then David received 
them, and made them captains of the 

19 band. Of Manassel also there fell away 
some to David, when he came with the 
Philistines against Saul to battle, but 
they helped them not: for the lords of 
the Philistines upon advisement sent 
him away, saying, He will fall away to 
his master Saul to the jeopardy of our 

20heads. As he went to Ziklag, there 

fell to him of Manasseh, Adnah, and 

Jozabad, and Jediael, and Michael, 

and Jozabad, and Elihu, and Zillethai, 
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captains of thousands that were of Ma- 
21 nasseh. And they helped David agaimst 
1the band of rovers: for they were all 
mighty men of valour, and were capt- 
22 ains in the host. For from day to day 
there came to David to help him, until 
it wasa great host, like the host of God. 
23 And these are the numbers of the heads 
of them that were armed for war, which 
came to David to Hebron, to turn the 
kingdom of Saul to him, according to 
24 the word of the Lorp. The children 
of Judah that bare shield and spear 
were six thousand and eight hundred, 
25armed for war. Of the children of 
Simeon, mighty men of vaJour for the 
war, seven thousand and one hundred. 
26 Of the children of Levi four thousand 
27 andsix hundred. And Jehoiada was the 
leader of the house of Aaron, and with 
him were three thousand and seven 
28hundred; and Zadok, a young man 
mighty of valour, and of his father’s 
29 house twenty and twocaptams. And of 
the children of Benjamin, the brethren 
of Saul, three thousand: for hitherto 
the greatest part of them had 2kept 
their allegiance to the honse of Saul. 
30 And of the children of Ephraim twenty 
thousand and eight hundred, mighty 
men of valour, famous men in their 
31 fathers’ houses. And of the half tribe 
of Manasseh eighteen thonsand, which 
were expressed by name, to come and 
32 make David king. And of the children of 
Issachar, men that had understanding 
of the times, to know what Israel onght 
to do; the heads of them were two 
hundred; and all their brethren were 
33at their commandment, Of Zebulun, 
such as were able to go out in the host, 
that could set the battle in array, with 
all manner of instruments of war, fifty 
thousand; and that could order the bat- 
tle array, and were not of double heart. 
34 And of Naphtali a thousand captains, 
and with them with shield and spear 
35 thirty and seven thousand. And of 
the Danites that could set the battle 
in array, twenty and cight thousand 
36and six hundred. And of Asher, such 
as were able to go out in the host, 
that could set the battle in array, forty 
37 thousand. And on the other side of 
Jordan, of the Reubenites, and the 
Gadites, and of the half tribe of Ma- 
nasseh, with all manner of instruments 
of war for the battle, an hundred and 
58 twenty thousand. All these, being men 
of war, that could order the battle 
array, came with a perfect heart to 
Hebron, to make David king over all 
Israel: and all the rest also of Israel 
were of one heart to make David king. 
39 And they were there with David three 
days, eating and drinking: for their 
brethren had made preparation for 
40them. Moreover they that were nigh 
unto them, even as far as Issachar and 


Zebulun and Naphiali, brought bread 
on asses, and on camels, and on mnles, 
and on oxen, victual of meal, cakes of 
figs, and clusters of raisms, and wine, 
and oil, and oxen, and sheep in abund- 
ance: for there was joy in Israel. 

13 And David consulted with the capt- 
ains of thousands and of hundreds, 

2even with every leader. And David 
said unto all the assembly of Israel, 
Tf it seem good unto you, and if it be 
of the Lorp our God, let us send a- 
broad every where unto our brethren 
that are left in all the 2land of Israel, 
4with whom the priests and Levites 
are in their cities that have 5suburbs, 
that they may gather themselves unto 
3us: and let us bring again the ark of 
our God to us: for we sought not unto 
4it in the days of Saul. And all the 
assembly said that they would do so: 
for the thing was right in the eyes of 
5all the people. So David assembled 
all Israel together, from Shihor the 
brook of Egypt even unto the enter- 
ing in of Hamath, to bring the ark of 
6 God from Kiriath-jearim. And David 
went up, and all Israel, to Baalah, that 
is, to Kiriath-jearim, which belonged 
to Judah, to brmg up from thence the 
ark of God, the Lorp that 7sitteth up- 
on the chernbim, ®which is called by 
7the Name. And they carried the ark 
of God upon a new cart, and brought 
at out of the house of Abinadab: and 
8 Uzza and Ahio drave the cart. And 
David and all Israel played hefore God 
with all their might: even with songs, 
and with harps, and with psalteries, and 
with timbrels, and with cymbals, and 
9 with trumpets. And when they came 
unto the threshing -floor of Chidon, 
Uzza put forth his hand to hold the 
10ark; for the oxen 9stumbled. And the 
anger of the Lorp was kindled against 
Uzza, and he smote him, because he 
put forth his hand to the ark: and 

11 there he died before God. And David 
was displeased, because the Lorp had 
broken forth upon Uzza: and he called 
that place }°Perez-uzza, nuto this day. 

12 And David was afraid of God that day, 
saying, How shall I bring the ark of 

13 God home tome? So David removed 
not the ark nnto him into the city 
of David, but carried it aside into the 

14house of Obetl-edom the Gittite. And 
the ark of God remained with the 
family of Obed-edom in his house 
three months: and the Lorp blessed 
the house of Obed-edom, and all that 
he had. 

14 "And Hiram kmg of Tyre sent mes- 
sengers to David, and cedar trees, and 
masons, and carpenters, to build him 

2an house. And David perceived that 
the Lorp had established him king 
over Israel, for his kingdom was exalted 
on high, for his people Israel’s sake. 
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8 And David took more wives at Jern- 
salem: and David begat more sons 

4and daughters. And these are the 
nanies of the children which he had im 
Jerusalem; Shammmua, and Shobab, 

5 Nathan, aud Solomon; and I[bhar, and 

6 lishua, and Elpelet; and Nogah, and 

7Nepheg, and Japhia; and Elishama, 
and Beeliada, and Eliphelet. 

8 And when the Philistines heard that 
David was anointed king over all Is- 
rael, all the Philistines went up to 
seek David: and David heard of it, 

Sand went ont against them. Now the 
Philistines had come and made a raid 

10in the vaHey of Rephaim. And David 

inquired of God, saying, Shall I go np 
against the Philistines? and wilt thou 
deliver them into mine hand? And 
the Lorp said unte him, Go up; for 
I will deliver them into thine hand. 
11 So they came up to Baal-perazim, and 
David smote them there; and David 
said, God hath 2broken mine enemies 
by mine hand, like the breach of waters. 
Therefore they ealled the name of that 
12 place *Baal-perazim. And they left 
their gods there; and David gave com- 
mandment, and they were burned with 
S5fire. And the Philistines yet again 
14 made a raid in the valley. And David 
inquired again of God; and God said 
unto him, Thou shalt not go up after 
them: turn away from them, and come 
npon them over against the mulberry 
15trees. And it shall be, when thou 
hearest the sound of marching in the 
tops of the mulberry trees, that then 
thon shalt go out to battle: for God is 
gone out before thee to smite the host 
16of the Philistines. And David did as 
God commanded him: and they smote 
5In the host of the Philistines from *Gibeon 
oe Wnon, | 1Teven to Gezer. And the fame of David 
went out into all lands; and the Lorp 
brought the fear of him upon all na- 

tions. 

15 And David made him houses in the 
city of David; and he prepared a place 
for the ark of God, and pitched for it a 

Z2tent. Then David said, None ought to 
earry the ark of God but the Levites: 
fer them hath the Lorp chosen to carry 
the ark of God, and to minister unto 

3him for ever. And David assembled 
all Israel at Jerusalem, to bring up the 
ark of the Lorp unto its place, which 

4he had prepared for it. And David 
gathered together the sons of Aaron, 
dand the Levites: of the sons of Ko- 
hath; Uriel the chief, and his brethren 
6an hundred and twenty: of the sons 
of Merari; Asaiah the chief, and his 

7 brethren two hundred and twenty: of 
the sons of Gershom; Joel the chief, 
and his brethren an hundred and thir- 

Sty: of the sons of Elizaphan; Shema- 
iah the chief, and his brethren two 

9hundred: of the sons of Hebron; Eliel 
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the chief, and his brethren fourscore: 
10 of the sons of Uzziel; Amminadab the 
chief, and his brethren an hundred 
lland twelve. And David called for 
Zadok and Abiathar the priests, and 
for the Levites, for Uriel, Asaiah, and 
Joel, Shemaiah, and Eliel, and Am- 
12 minadab, and said unte them, Ye are 
the heads of the fathers’ houses of the 
Levites: sanctify yourselves, beth ye 
and your bretlyen, that ye may bring 
up the ark of the Lorp, the God of 
Israel, unto the place that I have pre- 
13pared for it. For because ye bare it 
not at the first, the Lorp our God 
made a breach upon us, for that we 
sought him not aceording to the ordin- 
ldance. So the priests and the Levites 
sanctified themselves to bring up the 
ark of the Lorp, the God of Israel. 
15 And the children of the Levites bare 
the ark of God upon their shoulders 
with the staves thereon, as Moses 
commanded according to the word of 
16the Lerp. And David spake to the 
chief of the Levites to appoint their 
brethren the singers, with instruments 
of music, psalteries and harps and 
eymbals, sounding aloud and lifting 
17 np the voice with joy. So the Levites 
appointed Heman the son of Joel; 
and of his brethren, Asaph the son of 
Berechiah; and of the sons of Merari 
their brethren, Ethan the son of Ku- 
18 shaiah; and with them their brethren 
of the second degree, Zechariah, Ben, 
and Jaaziel, and Shemiramoth, and 
Jehiel, and Umn, Eliab, and Benaiah, 
and Maaseiah, and Mattitliah, and 
Eliphelehu, and Mikneiah, and Obed- 
19edom, and Jeiel, the doorkeepers. So 
the singers, Heman, Asaph, and Ethan, 
were appointed, with eymbals of brass 
20te sound aloud; and Zechariah, and 
Aziel, and Shemiramoth, and Jehiel, 
and Unni, and Ehab, and Maaseiah, 
and Benaiah, with psalteries set to 
216 Alamoth; and Mattithiah, and Eliphe- 
lehu, and Mikneiah, and Obed-edom, 
and Jeiel, and Azaziah, with harps set 
22 to Tthe Sheminith, to lead. And Che- 
naniah, clnef of the Levites, was over 
8the song: he instrueted about ®the 
23 song, because he was skilful. And 
Berechiah and Elkanah were door- 
24 keepers for the ark. And Shebaniah, 
and Joshaphat, and Nethanel, and 
Aimasai, and Zechariah, and Benaiah, 
and Eliezer, the priests, did blew with 
the trumpets before the ark of God: 
and Obed-edom and Jehiah were door- 
25 keepers for the ark. 9So David, and the 
elders of Israel, and the captains over 
theusands, went to bring up the ark of 
the covenant of the Lorp out of the 
26 house of Obed-edom with joy: and it 
came toe pass, when God helped the 
Levites that bare the ark of the coven- 
ant of the Lorp, that they sacrificed 
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27 seven bullocks and seven rams. 
David was clothed with a robe of fine 
linen, and all the Levites that bare the 
ark, and the singers, and Chenaniah 
the master of 1the song wth the sing- 
ers: and David had upon him an ephod 

28 of linen. Thus all Israel brought up 
the ark of the covenant of the Lorp 
with shonting, and with sound of the 
cornet, and with trumpets, and with 
cymbals, sounding aloud with psalteries 

29 and harps. And it came to pass, as 
the ark of the covenant of the Lorp 
came to the city of David, that Michal 
the daughter of Saul looked out at the 
window, and saw king David dancing 
and playing; and she despised him 

16 in her heart. And they brought 
in the ark of God, and set it in the 
midst of the tent that David had 
pitched for it: and they offered burnt 
offerings and peace offerings before 

2God. And when David had made an 
end of offering the burnt offering and 
the peace offerings, he blessed the 

83 people in the name of the Lorp. And 
he dealt to every one of Israel, both 
man and woman, to every one a loaf 
of bread, and a portion 207 flesh, and a 
cake of raisins. 

4 And he appointed eertain of the 
Levites to minister before the ark of 
the Lorp, and to celebrate and to 
thank and praise the Lorp, the God 

5 of Israel: Asaph the chief, and seeond 
to him Zechariah, * Jeiel, and Shemira- 
moth, and Jehiel, and Mattithiah, and 
Eliab, and Benaiah, and Obed-edom, 
and Jeiel, with psalteries and with 
harps; and Asaph with cymbals, sound- 

6ing aloud; and Benaiah and Jahaziel 
the priests with trumpets continually, 
before the ark of the covenant of God. 

7 Then on that day did David ‘first 
ordain to give thanks unto the Lorp, 
by the hand of Asaph and his brethren. 

8 50 give thanks unto the Lorp, call 

upon his name; 
Make known his doings among thie 
peoples. 

9 Sing unto him, sing praises unto him ; 
6 Talk ye of all his marvellous works. 
Glory ye in his holy name: 

Let the heart of them rejoice that 
seek the Lorn.

42 ever; and with them Heman and Jedu- 
thun with trumpets and cymbals for 
those that should sound aloud, and 
witk instruments for 1the songs of 
God: and the sons of Jeduthun to be 

43 at the gate. And all the people de- 
parted every man to his house: and 
David returned to bless his house. 

17 2And it came to pass, when David 
dwelt in his house, that David said to 
Nathan the prophet, Lo, I dwell in an 
house of cedar, but the ark of the cov- 
enant of the Lorp dwelleth under curt- 

2ains. And Nathan said unto David, 
Do all that is in thine heart; for Godis 
3 with thee. And it came to pass the 
same night, that the word of God came 
4to Nathan, saying, Go and tell David 
my servant, Thus saith the Lorp, Thou 
shalt not build me an house to dwell in: 
5 for I have not dwelt in an house since 
the day that I brought up Israel, unto 
this day; but Shave gone from tent to 
tent, and from one tabernacleto another.

fore thee; and I will make thee a name, 
like unto the name of the great ones that 
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a place for my people Israel, and will 
plant them, that they may dwellin their 
own place, and be moved no more; 
neither shall the children of wiekedness 
waste them any more, as at the first, 
10and as from the day that I command- 
ed judges to be over my people Israel ; 
aud I 6will subdue all thine enemies. 
Moreover I tell thee that the Lorp will

And this was a small thingin thine 
eyes, O God; but thou hast spoken of 
thy servant’s house for a great while to 
come, and hast regarded me according

2 And he smote Moab; and the Moabites 
became servants to David, and brought 
3presents. And David smote Hadar- 
ezer king of Zobah 2unto Hamath, as 
he went to stablish his dominion by 
4 the river Euphrates. And David took 
from him a thousand chariots, and 
seven thousand horsemen, and twenty 
thousand footmen: and David houghed 
all the chariot horses, but reserved of 
5them for an hundred chariots. And 
when 3the Syrians of 4 Damascus came 
to succour Hadarezer king of Zobah, 
David smote of >the Syrians two and 
6twenty thousand men. Then David put 
garrisons in ® Syria of Damascus; and 
3the Syrians became servants to David, 
and brought presents. And the Lorp 
5 gave victory to David whithersoever 
7he went. And David took the shields of 
gold that were on the servants of Hadar- 
ezer, and brought them to Jerusalem. 
8 And from Tibhath and from Cun, cities 
of Hadarezer, David took very much 
brass, wherewith Solomon made the 
brasen sea, and the pillars, and the 
9 vessels of brass. And when Tou king of 
Hamath heard that David had smitten 
all the hostof Hadarezer king of Zobah, 


| 10hesent Hadoram his son to king David, 


to salute him, and to bless him, because 
he had fought against Hadarezer and 
smitten hini; for Hadarezer had wars 
with Tou; and he had with him all 
manner of vessels of gold and silver 

lland brass. These also did king David 
dedicate unto the Lorn, with the silver 
and the gold that he carried away from 
all the nations; from Edom, and from 
Moab, and from the children of Am- 
mon, and from the Philistines, and 

12from Amalek. Moreover 6Abishai the 
son of Zeruiah smote of the Edomites 
in the VaHey of Salt eighteen thousand. 

13 And he put garrisons in Edom; and 
all the Edomites became servants to 
David. And the Lorp ‘gave victory 
to David whithersoever he went. 


'14 And David reigned over all Israel; 


and he executed judgement and justice 
15 nnto all his people. And Joab the son of 
Zeruiah was over the host; and Jeho- 
shaphat the son of Ahilnd was 7re- 
16corder. And Zadok the son of Ahitub, 
and Abimelech the son of Abiathar, 
were priests; and Shavsha was8 scribe ; 
17 and Benaiah the son of Jehoiada was 
over the Cherethites and the Peleth- 


Nahash the king of the children of 
Ammon died, and his sou reigned in 
2Qhis stead. And David said, I will shew 
kindness unto Hanun the son of Nahash, 
because his father shewed kindness to 
ine. So David sent messengers to com- 
fort him concerning his father. And 
David’s servants came into the land of 
the children of Ammon to Hanun, to 
3comfort hin. But the princes of the 
children of Ammon said to Hanun, 
Thinkest thou that David doth honour 
thy father, that he hath seut comforters 
unto thee? are not his servants come 
unto thee for to search, and to over- 
+ throw, and to spy out the land? So Ha- 
nun took David’s servants, aud shaved 
them, and cut off their garments in the 
middle, even to their buttocks, and sent 
Sthem away. Then there went certain, 
and told David how the men were served. 
And he sent to meet them; for the men 
were greatly ashamed. And the king 
said, ‘Tarry at Jericho until your beards 
6 be grown, aud then return. And when 
the children of Ammon saw that they 
had made themselves odious to David, 
Hanun and the children of Ammon 
sent a thousand talents of silver to hire 
them chariots and horsemen out of 
Mesopotamia, and out of Aram-maacah, 
Zand out of Zobah. So they hired them 
thirty and two thousand chariots, and 
the king of Maacah and his people; 
who came and pitched before Medeba. 
And the children of Ammon gathered 
themselves together from their cities, 
Sand came to battle. And when David 
heard of it, he sent Joab, and all the 
Jhost of the mighty men. And the 
children of Ammon came out, and put 
the battle in array at the gate of the 
city: and the kings that were come 
10 were by themselves in the field. Now 
when Joab saw that 1° the battle was set 
against him before and belimd, he chose 
of all the choice men of Israel, and 
put them in array against the Syrians. 
11 And the rest of the people he com- 
mitted into the hand of 6 Abishai his 
brother, and they put themselves in 
array against the children of Ammon. 
12And he said, If the Syrians be too 
strong for me, then thou shalt help me: 
but if the children of Ammon be too 
strong for thee, then I will help thee. 
13 Be of good courage, and let us play the 
men for our people, and for the cities 
of our God: and the Lorp do that 
14 whichseemeth him good. So Joab and 
the people that were with him drew 
nigh before the Syrians unto the battle; 
15and they fled before him. And when 
the children of Ammon saw that the 
Syrians were fled, they likewise fled be- 


fore Abishai his brother, and entered 
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into the city. Then Joab came to Jeru- | 3the sum of them. And Joab said, The | 


16salem. And when the Syrians saw thiat 
they were put to the worse before Isracl, 
tliey sent messengers, aud drew forth 
the Syrians that were beyond the hiver, 
with Shophach the captain of the 

And 
it was told David; and he gathered all 
Israel together, and passed over Jordan, 
and came upon them, and sect the 
battle in array against them. So when 
David had put the battle in array 
against the Syrians, they fought with

thousand footmen, and killed Shophach

servants of Hadarezer saw that they 
were put to the worse before Isracl, they 
made peace with David, and served 
him: neither would the Syrians help 
the children of Ammon any Inore.

kings go out to battle, that Joab led 
forth the power of the army, and wasted 
the country of the children of Ammon, 
and came and besieged Rabbah. But 
David tarried at Jerusalem. And 2Joab 
2 smote Rabbah, and overthrew it. 3 And 
David took the crown of #their king 
from off his head, and found it to weigh 
a talent of gold, and there were precious 
stones in it; and it was set upon Da- 
vid’s head: and he brought forth the 
8 spoil of the city, exceeding much.

And thus did David unto all the cities of 
the children of Ammon.

2And David said to Joab and to the 
princes of the people, Go, number 
Israel from Beer-sheba even to Dan; 
and bring me word, that I may know

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20 1 And it came to pass, at the time of | 


Lonrp make his people an hundred times 
so auy more as they be: but, my 
lord the king, are they not all my lord’s 
servants? why doth my lord require 
this thing? why will he be a cause of 
4gnil€ mito Israel? Nevertheless the 
king’s word prevailed against Joab. 
Wherefore Joab departed, and weut 
threughout all Israel, ail came to 
5Jcrusalem. And Joab gave up the 
sum of the numbering of the people un- 
to David. And all they of Israel were 

wu thousand thousand and an hundred 
thousand men that drew sword: and 
Judah was four hundred threescore and 
ten thousand men that drew sword. 

6 But Levi and Benjamin counted he not 
among them: for the king’s word was 
Tabominable to Joab. And Ged was 
displeased with this thing; therefore 
She smote Israel. And David said unto 
God, I have shimed greatly, in that I 
have done this thing: but now, put 
away, I beseech thee, the iniquity of thy 
servant; for I have done very foolishly. 

9 And the Lorp spake unto Gad, David’s

vid, saying, Thus saith the Lorp, I 
offer thee three things; choose thee 
one of them, that I may do it unto thee. 
11 So Gad came to David, and said unto 
him, Thus saith the Lorp, Take which 
12 thou wilt; either three years of famine; 
or three months to be consumed before 
thy foes, while that the sword of thine 
enemies overtaketh thee; or else three 
days the sword of the Lorp, Seven 
pestilence im the land, and the angel 
of the Lorp destroying throughout all 
the coasts of Israel. Now therefore 
consider what answer I shall return 
13 to him that sent me. And David said 
rte Gad, I am in a great strait: let me 
fall nowinto the hand of the Lorp; for 
very Mgreat are his mercies: and let 
141ne not fall mto the hand of man. So 
the Lorp sent a pestilence upon Israel: 
and there fell of Israel seventy thou- 
15sand men. And God sent an angel 
unto Jerusalem to destroy it: and as 
he was about te destroy, the Lorp be- 
held, and he repented him of the evil, 
and said to the destroying angel, It is 
enough; now stay thine hand. And the 
augel of the Lorp stood by the thresh- 
16 ing-floor of © Ornan the Jebusite.

18‘Then the angel of the Lorp com- 
manded Gad to say to David, that 
David should go up, and rear an altar 
unto the Lorp iu the threshing-floor of 

19 Ornan the Jebusite. And David went 
up at the saying of Gad, which he 

20 spake in the name of the Lorp. And 
Ornan turned back, and saw the angel; 
and his four sons that were with him 
hid themselves. Now Ornan wasthresh- 

2ling wheat. And as David came to 
Ornan, Ornan looked and saw David, 
and went out of the threshing-floor, and

22to the ground. Then David said to 
Ornan, Give me the place of this

And Ornan said unto David, 
Take it to thee, and let my lord the 
king do that which is good in his eyes: 
lo, I give thee the oxen for burnt offer- 
ings, and the threshing instruments

24 offering; I give it all. And kmg David 
said to Ornan, Nay; but I will verily 
buy it for the full price: for I will not 
take that which is thine for the Lorp, 
nor offer a burnt offering without cost. 

25 So David gave to Ornan for the place 
six hundred shekels of gold by weight. 

26 And David built there an altar unto 
the Lorp, and offered burnt offerings 
and peace offerings, and called upon 
the Lorp; and he answered him from 
heaven by fire upon the altar of burnt 

27 offering. And the Lorp commanded 
the angel; and he put up his sword 
again into the sheath thereof. 

23 At that time, when David saw that 
the Lorp had answered him in the 
threshing-floor of Ornan the Jebusite, 

29then he sacrificed there. For the 
tabernacle of the Lorp, which Moses 
made in the wilderness, and the altar 
of burnt offering, were at that time in 

30 the high place at Gibeon. But David 
could not go before it to inquire of 
God: for he was afraid because of the 

22, sword of the angel of the Lorp. Then 
David said, This is the house of the 
Lorp God, and this is the altar of 
burnt offering for Israel. 

2 And David commanded to gather to- 
gether the strangers that were in the 
Jand of Israel; and he set masons to 
hew wrought stones to build the house 

30f God. And David prepared iron in 
abundance for the nails for the doors of 
the gates, and for the couplings; and 

4 brassm abundance without weight; and 
cedar trees without number: for the 
Zidonianus and they of Tyre brought 

| 5cedar trees in abundance to David. And 
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David said, Solomon my son is young 
and tender, and the house that is to be 
bnilded for the Lorp must be exceed- 
ing magnifical, of fame and of glory 
throughout all countries: I will there- 
fore make preparation for it. So David 
prepared abundantly before his death. 
6 Then he called for Solomon his son, 
and charged him to build an house 
7 for the Lorp, the God of Israel. And 
David said to Solomon this son, As 
for me, it was in my heart to build an 
house unto the name of the Lorp my 
8 God. But the word of the Lonp came 
to me, saying, Thou hast shed blood 
abundantly, and hast made great wars: 
thou shalt not build an house unto my 
name, because thon hast shed much 
blood upon the earth in my sight: 
9 behold, a son shall be born to thee, 
who shall be a man of rest; and I will 
give him rest from all his enemies 
round about: for his name shall be 
2Solomon, and I will give peace and 
10 quietness unto Israel im his days: he 
shall build an house for my name; 
and he shall be my son, and I will be 
his father; and I will establish the 


throne of his kingdom over Israel for } 


llever. Now, my son, the Lorp be with 
thee; and prosper thon, and build the 
house of the Lorp thy God, as he 
12hath spoken concerning thee. Only 
the Lorp give thee discretion and un- 
derstanding, and give thee charge con- 
cerning Israel; that so thou mayest 
keep the law of the Lorp thy God. 
13 Then shalt thou prosper, if thou ob- 
serve to do the statutes and the judge- 
ments which the Lorp charged Moses 
with concernmg Israel: be strong, and 
of good courage; fear not, neither be 
14dismayed. Now, behold, in my 8af- 
fliction I have prepared for the house 
of the Lorp an hundred thousand 
talents of gold, anda thousand thousand 
talents of silver; and of brass and iron 
without weight; for it is in abund- 
ance: timber also and stone have I pre- 
pared; and thou mayest add thereto. 
15 Moreover there are workmen with thee 
in abuudance, hewers and workers of 
stone and timber, and all men that are 
16 cunning in any manner of work; of the 
gold, the silver, and the brass, and the 
iron, there is no number; arise and be 
17 doing, and the Lorp be with thee. Da- 
vid also commanded all the princes of 
Israel to help Solomon his son, saying, 
18Is not the Lorp your God with you? 
aud hath he not given you rest on every 
side? for he hath delivered the in- 
habitants of the land into mine hand; 
and the land is subdued before the 
19Lorp, and before his people. Now 
set your heart and your soul to seek 
after the Lorp your God; arise there- 
fore, and build ye the sanctuary of the 
Lorp God, to bring the ark of the 
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covenant of the Lorp, and the holy 
vessels of God, into the house that is 
to be built to the name of the Lorp.

23 Now David was old and full of 
days; and he made Solomon his son 








2king over Israel. And he gathered to- 
gether all the princes of Israel, with 
3the priests and the Levites. And the 
Levites were nwnbered from thirty 
years old and upward: and their num- 
ber by their polls, man by man, was 
4thirty and eight thousand. Of these, 
twenty and four thousand were to over- 
see the work of the house of the Lorn; 
and six thousand were officers and 
5 judges: and four thousand were door- 
keepers; and four thousand praised the 
Lorp with the instruments which I 
made, said David, to praise therewith. 
6 And David divided them into ! courses 
according to the sons of Levi; Gershon, 
7 Kohath, and Merari. Of the Gershon- 
Sites; 2Ladan and Shimei. The sons of 
Ladan; Jehiel the chief, and Zetham, 
9and Joel, three. The sons of Shimei; 
Shelomoth, and Haziel, and Haran, 
three. These were the heads of the fa- 
10 thers’ houses of Ladan. And the sons 
of Shimei; Jahath, 3? Zina, and Jeush, 
and Beriah. These four were the sons of 
11 Shimei. And Jahath was the chief, and 
Zizah the second: but Jeush and Beriah 
had not many sons; therefore they 
became a fathers’ house in one reckon- 
12ing. The sons of Kohath; Amram, 
13Izhar, Hebron,.and Uzziel, four. The 
sons of Amram; Aaron and Moses: and 
Aaron was separated, 4that he should 
sanctify the most holy things, he and 
his sons, for ever, to burn incense be- 
fore the Lorp, to minister unto him, and 
14 to bless in his name, for ever. But as 
for Moses the man of God, his sons were 
15named among the tribe of Levi. The 
sons of Moses; Gershom and Eliezer. 
16The sons of Gershom; 5Shebuel the 
17 chief. And the sons of Eliezer were, 
Rehabiah the chief. And Eliezer had 
none other sons; but the sons of Re- 
18habiah were very many. The sons of 
19 Izhar; ®Shelomith the chief. The sons 
of Hebron; Jeriah the chief, Amariah 
the second, Jahaziel the third, and Je- 
20kameam the fourth. The sons of Uz- 
ziel; Mieah the chief, and Isshiah the 
21second. The sons of Merari; Mahh 
and Mushi. The sons of Mahli; Elea- 
22 zar and Kish. And Eleazar died, and 
had no sons, but daughters only: and 
their brethren the sons of Kish took

vid said, The Lonp, the God of Israel, 
hath given rest unto his people; and 
he dwelleth in Jerusalem for ever: 

26 and also the Levites shall no more have 
need to carry the tabernacle and all the 
vessels of it for the service thereof. 

27 For 7by the last words of David the sons 
of Levi were numbered, from twenty 

28 years old and upward. For ® their office 
was to wait on the sons of Aaron for 
the service of the house of the Lorp, 
in the courts, and in the chambers, and 
in the purifying of all holy things, 
even the work of the service of the 

29 house of God; for the shewbread also, 
and for the fine flour for a meal offer- 
ing, whether of unleavened wafers, er 
of that which is baked in the pan, or of 
that which is soaked, and for all manner 

30 of measure and size; and to stand every 
morning to thank and praise the Lorn, 

8land likewise at even; and to offer all 
burnt offerings unto the Lorp, in the 
sabbaths, in the new moons, and on 
the set feasts, in number according to 
the ordinance concerning them, con- 

32 tinually before the Lorn: and that they 
should keep the charge of the tent of 
mecting, and the charge of the holy 
place, and the charge of the sons of 
Aaron their brethren, for the service 
of the house of the Lorp. 

24 And the courses of the sons of Aaron 
were these. The sons of Aaron; Nadab 

2and Abihu, Eleazar and Ithamar. But 
Nadab and Abihu died before their fa- 
ther, and had no children: therefore 
Eleazay and Ithamar executed the 
3 priest’s office. 9And David with Zadok 
of the sons of Eleazar, and Ahimelech 
of the sons of Ithamar, divided them 
according to their ordering in their 
4service. And there were more chief 
men found of the sons of Eleazar than of 
the sons of Ithamar; and thus were they 
divided: of the sons of Eleazar there 
were sixteen, heads of fathers’ houses; 
and of the sons of Ithamar, according 
5to their fathers’ houses, eight. Thus 
were they divided by lot, one sort with 
another; for there were princes of the 
sanctuary, and princes of God, both 
of the sons of Eleazar, and of the sous 
Gof Ithamar. And Shemaiah the son 
of Nethanel the scribe, who was of 
the Levites, wrote them in the pre- 
sence of the king, and the princes, and 
Zadok the priest, and Ahimelech the 
son of Abiathar, and the heads of the 
fathers’ houses of the priests and of the 
Levites: one fathers’ house being taken 
for Eleazar, and one taken for Itha- 
Tmar. Now the first lot came forth to 
8 Jehoiarib, the second to Jedaiah; the 
9 third to Harim,the fourth to Seorim; the 
fifth to Malchijah, the sixth to Mijamin ; 
10the seventh to Hakkoz, the eighth to 

11 Abijah; the ninth to Jeshua, the tenth 


12to Shecaniah; the eleventh to Eliashib, : 
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13 the twelfth to Jakim; the thirteenth to 
Huppah, the fourteenth to Jeshebeab ; 
14 the fifteenth to Bilgah, the sixteenth to 
15Immer; the seventeenth to Hezir, the 
16 eighteenth toHappizzez; the nineteenth 
to Pethahiah, the twentieth to Jehez- 
17 kel; the one and twentieth to Jachin, 
18the two and twentieth to Gamul; the 
three and twentieth to Delaiah, the four 
19 and twentieth to Maaziah. This was 
the ordering of them in their service, 
to come into the honse of the Lorn ac- 
cording to the ordinance given unto 
them by the hand of Aaron their father, 
as the Lorp, the God of Israel, had 
commanded him. 
20 And of the rest of the sons of Levi: 
of the sons of Amram, !Shubael; of 
21 the sons of Shubael, Jehdeiah. Of Re- 
habiah: of the sons of Rehabiah, Isshiah 
22the chief. Of the Izharites, 2Shelo- 
moth; of the sons of Shelomoth, Ja- 
23 hath. And the sons of Hebron; Jeriah 
the chief, Amariah the second, Jahaziel 
24 the third, Jekameam the fourth. The 
sons of Uzziel, Micah; of the sons of 
25 Micah, Shamir. The brother of Micah, 
Isshiah: of the sons of Isshiah, Zechar- 
26iah. The sons of Merari; Mahli and 
27 Mushi: the sons of Jaaziah; Beno. The 
sons of Merari; of Jaaziah, Beno, and 
28 Shoham, and Zaccur, and Ibri. Of Mah- 
29 li; Eleazar, whohadnosons. Of Kish; 
30 the sons of Kish, Jerahmeel. And the 
sons of Mushi; Mahli, and Eder, and 
Jerimoth. These were the sons of the 
Levites after their fathers’ houses. 
31 These likewise cast lots even as their 
brethren the sons of Aaron in the pre- 
sence of David the king, and Zadok, 
and Ahimelech, and the heads of the 
fathers’ houses of the priests and of the 
Levites; the fathers’ houses of the chief 
even as those of his younger brother. 
25 Moreover David and the captains of 
the host separated for the service cert- 
ain of the sons of Asaph, and of Heman, 
and of Jeduthun, who should prophesy 
with harps, with psalteries, and with 
eymbals: and the number of them that 
did the work according to their service 
2was: of the sons of Asaph; Zaccnr, and 
Joseph, and Nethaniah, and4Asharelah, 
the sons of Asaph; under the hand of 
Asaph, who prophesied ®after the order 
3 of the king. Of Jeduthun: the sons of 
Jeduthun; Gedaliah, and 6 Zeri, and Je- 
shaiah, Hashabiah, and Mattithiah, ‘six; 
under the hands of their father Jedu- 
thun with the harp, who prophesied in 
4 giving thanks and praising the Lorp. Of 
Heman: the sons of Heman; Bukkiah, 
Mattaniah, § Uzzicl, 9Shebuel, and Jeri- 
moth, Hananiah, Hanani, Eliathah, Gid- 
dalti, and Romamti-ezer, Joshbekashah, 
5 Mallothi, Hothir, Mahazioth: all these 
were the sons of Heman the king’s seer 
in the words of God, to lift up the horn. 
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And God gave to Heman fourteen sons 





Gand three daughters. All these were 
under the hands of their father for song 
in the house of the Lorn, with cymbals, 
psalteries, and harps, for the service of 
the house of God; 1©Asaph, Jeduthun, 
and Heman being under the order of 

7the king. And the number of them, 
with their brethren that were instructed 
in singing unto the Lorp, even all that 
were skilful, was two hundred four- 
Sscore and eight.

34king’s friend: and after Ahithophel 
was Jehoiada the son of Benaiah, and 
Abiathar: and the captain of the king's 
host was Joab. 


| 28 And David assembled all the princes 


of Israel, the prinees of the tribes, and 
the captains of the companies that 
served the king by course, and the 
captains of thousands, and the eaptains 
of hundreds, and the rulers over all the 
substanee and 4 possessions of the king 
and of his sons, with the officers, and 
the mighty men, even all the mighty 
2men of valour, unto Jerusalem. Then 
David the king stood up upon his feet, 
aud said, Hear me, my brethren, and 
my people: as for me, it was in mine 
heart to build an house of rest for the 
ark of the covenant of the Lorp, and 
for the footstool of our God; and I 
3had made ready for the building. But 
God said unto me, Thou shalt not build 
an house for my name, because thou 
art a man of war, and hast shed blood.

18and for the altar of incense refined 
gold by weight: and gold for the pat- 
tern of the chariot, even the cherubim, 
that spread out their wings, and cov- 
ered the ark of the covenant of the 

19Lorp. All this, said David, 2have I 
been made to understand m writing 
from the hand of the Lorp, even all 

20 the works of this pattern. And David 
said to Solomon his son, Be strong 
and of good courage, and do it: fear 
not, nor be dismayed: for the Lorp 
God, even my God, is with thee; he 
will not fail thee, nor forsake thee, un- 
til all the work for the service of the 

21 house of the Lorp be finished. And, 
behold, there are the courses of the 
priests and the Levites, for all the 
service of the house of God: and there 
shall be with thee in all manner of 
work every willmg man that hath skill, 
for any manner of service: also the 
captains and all the people will be 
wholly at thy commandment. 

29 And David the king said unto all the 
congregation, Solomon my son, whom 
alone God hath chosen, is yet young 
and tender, and the work is great: 
for the palace is not for man, but for 

2the Lorp God. Now I have prepared 
with all my might for the house of my 
God the gold for the things of gold, and 
the silver for the things of silver, and 
the brass for the things of brass, the 
iron for the things of iren, and wood for 
the things of wood; 4onyx stones, and 
stones to be set, stones for inlaid work,. 
and of divers colours, and all manner 
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of precious stones, and marble stones 
3inabundance. Moreover also, because 1 
have set my affection to the honse of 
my God, seeing that I have a treasure 
of mine own of gold and silver, I give 
it unto the honse of my God, over and 
above all that I have prepared for the 
4 holy house; even three thousand talents 
of gold, of the gold of Ophir, and seven 
thousand talents of refined silver, to 
overlay the walls of the houses withal: 
5 of gold for the things of gold, and of sil- 
ver for the things of silver, and for all 
manner of work to be made by the hands 
of artificers. Who then offereth will- 
ingly >to consecrate himself this day 
6 unto the Lorp? Then the princes of 
the fathers’ houses, and the princes of 
the tribes of Israel, and the captains 
of thousands and of hundreds, with the 
rulers over the king’s work, offered 
7 willingly; and they gave for the service | 
of the house of God of gold five thou- 
sand talents and ten thousand darics, 
and of silver ten thousand talents, and 
of brass eighteen thousand talents, 
and of iron a hundred thousand tal- 
Sents. And they with whom precious 
stones were found gave them to the 
treasure of the house of the Lorp, 
under the hand of Jehiel the Gershonite. 
9 Then the people rejoiced, for that they 
offered willingly, because with a per- 
fect heart they offered willingly to the 
Lorp: and David the kimg also re- 
10 joiced with great joy. Wherefore David | 
blessed the Lorp before all the congreg- 
ation: and David said, Blessed be thon, | 
O Lorp, the God of Israel our father, 
11 for ever and ever. Thine, O Lorn, is | 
the greatness, and the power, and the | 
glory, and the victory, and the majesty: | 
for all that is in the heaven and in the 
earth zs thine; thine is the kingdom, | 
O Lorn, and thou art exalted as head

Srusalem. Moreover the brasen altar, 
that Bezalel the son of Uri, the son of 
Hur, had made, ! was there before the 
tabernacle of the Lorp: and Solomon 
and the eongregation sought unto it. 

6 And Solomon 2 went up thither to the 
brasen altar before the Lorp, which 
was at the tent of meeting, and offered 
a thousand burnt offerings upon it. 

7 5In that night did God appear unto 
Solomon, and said unto hnn, Ask what 

81 shalt give thee. And Solomon said 








unto God, Thou hast shewed great 
kindness unto David my father, and 
Xhast made me king in his stead. Now, 
O Lorp God, let thy promise unto 
David my father be established: for 
thou hast made me king over a people 
like the dust of the earth in multitude. 
10 Give me now wisdom and knowledge, 
that I may go out and come im before 
this people: for who can judge this 
llthy people, that is so great? And

of graving, and to devise any device:

with the cunning men of my lord David 

15thy father. Now therefore the wheat 
and the barley, the oil and the wine, 
which my lord hath spoken of, let him 

16 seid unto his servants: and we will cut 
wood out of Lebanon, as much as thou 
shalt need: and we will bring it to thee 
in floats by sea to 9Joppa; and thou 

17 shalt earry it up to Jerusalem. And 
Solomon numbered all the strangers 
that were in the land of Israel, after the 
numbering wherewith David his father 
had numbered them; and they were 
found an hundred and fifty thousand 
and three thonsand and six hundred. 

18 0And he set threescore and ten thou- 
sand of them to bear burdens, and 
fourscore thousand that were hewers 
in the mountains, and three thousand 
and six hundyed overseers to set the 
people awork. 

3 Then Solomon began to build the 
house of the Lorp at Jerusalem in 
mount Moriah, where the Lorp ap- 
peared unto David his father, }2 which 
he made ready in the place that David 
had appointed, in the threshing-floor of 

2144 Ornan the Jebusite. And he began to 
build in the seeond day of the second 
month, in the fourth year of his reign. 

3 Now these are the foundations which 
Solomon laid for the building of the 
house of God. The length by cubits 
after the first measure was threescore 
cubits, and the breadth twenty cubits. 

4 And the porch that was before the house, 
the length of it, according to the breadth 
of the house, was twenty cubits, and 
the height an hundred and twenty: and 
he overlaid it within with pure gold. 

5 And the greater house he cieled with 
1fir tree, which he overlaid with fine 
gold, and wrought thereon palm trees 

6andchains. And hegarnished the house 
with precious stones for beauty: and 

7 the gold was gold of Parvaim. He over- 
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laid also the house, the beams, the 
thresholds, and the walls thereof, and 
the doors thereof, with gold; and 
Sgraved cherubim on the walls. And 
he made the most holy house; the 
length thereof, according to the breadth 

of the house, was twenty cnbits, and 
the breadth thereof twenty cubits: and 
he overlaid it with fine gold, amount- 
Qing to six hundred talents. And the 
weight of the nails was fifty shekels 
of gold. And he overlaid the upper 
10 chambers with gold. And in the most 
holy house he made two cherubim of 
image work; and they overlaid them 
llwith gold. And the wings of the 
cherubim were twenty cubits long: 
the wing of the one cherub was five 
cubits, reaching to the wall of the 
honse; and the other wing was Jlike- 
wise five cubits, reaching to the wing 
12 of the other cherub. And the wing 
of the other cherub was five cubits, 
reaching to the wall of the honse: and 
the other wing was five cnbits also, 
joining to the wing of the other cherub. 
13 The wings of these cherubim spread 
themselves forth twenty cubits: and 
they stood on their feet, and their 
14 faces were !toward the house. And he 
made the veil of blue, and purple, and 
erimson, and fine linen, and wrought 
15 cherubim thereon. 2 Also he made be- 
fore the house two pillars of thirty 
and five cubits high, and the chapiter 
that was on the top of each of them 
16 was five cubits. And he made chains 
in the oracle, and put them on the tops 
of the pillars; and he made an hund- 
red pomegranates, and put them on 
17 the chains. ?And he set up the pillars 
hefore the temple, one on the right 
hand, and the other on the left; and 
called the name of that on the right 
hand 4Jachin, and the name of that 
4 on the left >Boaz. Moreover he made 
an altar of brass, twenty cubits the 
length thereof, and twenty enbits the 
breadth thereof, and ten cubits the 
Yheight thereof. Also he made the 
inolten sea of ten cubits from brim to 
bri, round in compass, and the height 
thereof was five cubits; and a line of 
thirty cubits compassed it round about. 

3 And under it was the similitude of 
Toxen, which did coimpass it round ab- 
out, 8for ten cubits, compassing the sea 
round about. The 7oxen were in two 

4 rows, cast when it wascast. It stood up- 
on twelve oxen, three looking toward 
the north, and three looking toward 
the west, and three looking toward the 
south, and three looking toward the 
east: and the sea was set upon them 
above, and all their hinder parts were 
5inward. And it was an handbreadth 
thick ;and the brim thereof was wrought 
like the brim ofa enp, like the flower of

Gsand baths. He made also ten lavers, 
and put five on the right hand, and five 
on the left, to washinthem; suchthings 
as belonged to the burnt offering they 
washed in them: but the sea was for 

7 the priests to wash In, And he made 
the ten candlesticks of gold according 
to the ordinance concerning them; and 
he set them in the temple, five on the 

Sright hand, and five on the left. He 
made also ten tables, and placed them 
in the temple, five on the right side, 
and five on the left. And he made an 

9 hundred basons of gold. Furthermore 
he made the court of the priests, and 
the great court, and doors for the 
court, and overlaid the doors of them 

10 with brass. And he set the sea on the 
right side of the house eastward, to- 
ll ward the south. And Huram made the 
pots, and the shovels, and the basons. 
So Huram made an end of doing the 
work that he wrought for king Solo- 
12mon in the house of God: the two 
pillars, and the bowls, and the two 
chapiters which were on the top of the 
pillars; and the two networks to cover 
the two bowls of the chapiters that 
13 were on the top of the pillars; and the 
four hundred pomegranates for the two 
networks; two rows of pomegranates 
for each network, tocover the two bowls 
of the chapiters that were 9upon the 
14pillars. He made also the bases, and 
the lavers made he upon the bases; 
15one sea, and the twelve oxen under it. 
16 The pots also, and the shovels, and the 
fleshhooks, and all the vessels thereof, 
did 10Huram his father make for king 
Solomon for the house of the Lorp 
17 of bright brass. In the plain of Jordan 
did the king cast them, in the clay 
ground between Succoth and Zeredah. 
1811 Thus Solomon made all these vessels 
in great abundance: for the weight of 
the brass #2could not be found out. 
19 And Solomon made all the vessels that 
were in the house of God, the golden 
altar also, and the tables whereon was 
20 the shewbread; and the candlesticks 
with their lamps, that they should 
burn according to the ordinance be- 
21 fore the oracle, of pure gold; and the 
flowers, and the lamps, and the tongs, 
22of gold, and that perfect gold; and 
the snuffers, and the basons, and the 
spoons, and the firepans, of pure gold: 
and as for the entry of the house, the 
inner doors thereof for the most holy 
place, and the doors of the house, to 
5 wit, of the temple, were of gold. Thus 
all the work that Solomon wrought 
for the house of the Lorn was finished. 
And Solomon brought im the things 
that David his father had dedicated; 
even the silver, and the gold, and all 
the vessels, and put them in thie trea- 
suries of the honse of God.

let thy priests, O Lorp God, be clothed 
with salvation, and let thy saints rejoice 
42in 9goodness. O Lorp God, turn not 
away the face of thine anoited : remem- 
ber the 1°mercies of David thy servant. 

7 Now when Solomon had made an end 
of praying, the fire eame down from hea- 
ven, and consumed the burnt offering 
and the sacrifices; and the glory of the 

2 Lorp filled the house. And the priests 
could not enter into the house of the 
Lorp, because the glory of the Lorp 

3 filled the Lorp’s house. And all the 
children of Israel looked on, when the 
fire eame down, and the glory of the 
Lorp was upon the louse; and they 
bowed themselves with their faces to 
the ground upon the pavement, and 
worshipped, and gave thanks unto the 
Lorp, saying, For he is good; for his 
4merey endurcth for ever. Then the 
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king and all the people offered sacrifice 

5 before the Lorp, And king Solomon 
otfered a sacrifice of twenty and two 
thousand oxen, and an hundred and 
twenty thousand sheep. So the king 
and all the people dedicated the house 
Gof God. And the priests stood, accord- 
ing to their offices; the Levites also 
with instruments lof music of the 
Lorp, which David tle king had made 

to give thanks unto the Lorp, for his 
merey endureth for ever, when David 
praised by their ministry: and the 
priests sounded trumpets before them ; 
7and all Israel stood. #2 Moreover Solo- 
mon hallowed the middle of the court 
that was before the house of the Lorn; 

for there he offered the burnt offerings, 
and the fat of the peace offerings: be- 

| cause the brasen altar which Solomon 
| had made was not able to receive the 
| burnt offering, and the meal offering, 

Sand the fat. So Solomon held the feast 

at that time seven days, and all Israel 
with him, a very great congregation, 
| from the entering in of Hamath unto 

9 the brook of Egypt. Andon the eighth 

day they held a*solemn assembly: for 
they kept the dedication of the altar 
seven days, and the feast seven days. 

10 And on the three and twentieth day of 

| the seventh month he sent the people 

away unto their tents, joyful and glad 
of heart for the goodness that the 

Lorp had shewed unto David, and to 
Solomon, and to Israel his people. 

11 4Thus Solomon finished the house of 
the Lorp, and the king’s house: and 
all that came into Solomon’s heart to 
make in the house of the Lorp, and 

) in his own house, he prosperously 

12 effected. And the Loxp appeared to 
~ Solomon by night, and said mmto hin, 
I have heard thy prayer, and have 
chosen this place to myself for an 
| 13 house of sacrifice. If Ishut up heaven 
that there be no rain, or if I com- 
awnand the locust to devour tlhe land, or 

if I send pestilence among my people; 
14if my people, 5which are ealled by 
my name, shall humble themselves, 
and pray, and seek my face, and tin 
from their wicked ways; then will I 
hear from heaven, and will forgive 
their sin, and will heal thet land. 
15Now mine eyes shall be open, and 
mine ears attent, unto the prayer that 
16is made in this place. For now have I 
chosen and hallowed this house, that 
my name may be there for ever: and 
nine eyes and mine heart shall be there 

‘17 perpetually. And as for thee, if thou 

| wilt walk before ine as David thy fa- 

ther walked, and do aceording to all 
that I have commanded thee, and wilt 
keep my statutes and my judgements; 
18 then I will establish the throne of thy 
kingdom, according as 1 covenanted 
with David thy father, saying, There 


i] 





shall not fail thee a man to be ruler in 
19Israecl. But if ye turn away, and for- 
sake my statutes and my comman<- 
ments which I have set before you, and 
shall go and serve other gods, and wor- 

20 ship them : then will I pluck them up by 
the roots out of my land which I have 
given them; and this house, which I 
have hallowed for my name, will I cast 
out of iny sight, and I will make it 
a proverb and a byword among all 

21 peoples. And this house, which is so 
high, every one that passeth by it shall 
be astonished, and shall say, Why hath 
the Lonp done thus unto this land, and 

22 to this house? And they shall answer, 
Because they forsook the Lorp, the 
God of their fathers, which brought 
them forth out of the land of Egypt, and 
laid hold on other gods, and worshipped 
them, and served them: therefore hath 
he brought all this evil upon them. 

S 6And it came to pass at the end of 
twenty years, wherem Solomon had 
built the house of the Lorp, and his 

2 own house, that the cities which Huram 
had given to Solomon, Solomon built 
them, and caused the children of Israel 
to dwell there. 

8 And Solomon went to Hamath-zobah, 

4 and prevailedagainst it. And he built 
Tadmor in the wilderness, and all the 
store cities, which he built in Hamath. 

5 Also he built Beth-horon the upper, and 
Beth-horon the netler, fenced cities, 

6 with walls, gates, and bars; and Baal- 
ath, and all the store cities that Sol- 
omon had, and all the cities for his 
chariots, and the cities for his horse- 
men, and all that Solomon desired to 
build for his pleasure in Jerusalem, and 
in Lebanon, and in all the land of his 

7dominion. As for all the people that 
were left of the Hittites, and the Amor- 
ites, and the Perizzites, and the Hiv- 
ites, and the Jebusites, which were 

Snot of Israel; of their children that 
were left after them in the land, whom 
the children of Israel consumed not, 
of them did Solomon raise a levy of 

9 bondservants, unto this day. But of the 
children of Israel did Solomon make no 
servants for his work; but they were 
inen of war, and chief of his captains, 
and rulers of his chariots and of his 

10horsemen. And these were the chief of- 
ficers of king Solomon, even two hund- 
red and fifty, that bare rule over the 

11 people. And Solomon brought up the 
daughter of Pharaoh out of the city of 
David unto the house that he had built 
for her: for he said, My wife shall not 
dwell in the house of David king of Is- 
rael because ‘the placesare holy, where- 
unto the ark of the Lorp hath come. 

12 Then Solomon offered burnt offer- 
ings unto the Lorp on the altar of 
the Lorp, which he had built before 

13 the porch, even as the duty of every

i5 And they departed not from the coin- 
mandment of the king unto the priests 
and Levites concerning any matter, or 

16 concerning the treasures. Now all the 
work of Solomon was prepared unto 
the day of the foundation of the house 
of the Lorb, and until it was finished. 
So the house of the Lorp was perfected. 

17 Then went Solomon to Ezion-geber, 
and to Eloth, on the sea shore in the 

18land of Edom. And Huram sent him 
by the hands of his servants ships, and 
servants that had knowledge of the 
sea; and they came with the servants 
of Solomon to Ophir, and fetched from 
thence four hundred and fifty talents 
of gold, and brought them to king 
Solomon. 

9 1And when the queen of Sheba heard 
of the fame of Solomon, she came to 
prove Solomon with hard questions at 

Jerusalem, with a very great train, and 

camels that bare spices, and gold in 

| abundance, and precious stones: and 
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when she was come to Solomon, she 

communed with him of all that was in 

. 2her heart. And Solomon told her all 
her questions: and there was not any 

| thing hid from Solomon which he told 
8her not. And when the qneen of 

Sheba had seen the wisdom of Solo- 

mon, and the house that he had built. 

| 4and the meat of his table, and the 
sitting of his servants, and the ?at- 
tendance of his ministers, and their 
apparel; his enpbearers also, and their 
| apparel; and his ascent by which he 
went up unto the house of the Lorn; 

| 5 there was no more spirit in her. And 
she said to the king, It was a true 

report that I heard in mine own land 

3Or, of thine 3acts, and of thy wisdom. 
-_ 6 Howbeit I believed not their words, 








until I came, and mine eyes had seen 

| it: and, behold, the half of the great- 
ness of thy wisdom was not told me: 

| thou exceedest the fame that I heard. 
7 Happy are thy men, and happy are 
these thy servants, which stand con- 
tually before thee, and hear thy wis- 
8dom. Blessed be the Lorp thy God, 
| which delighted in thee, to set thee on 


— 


his throne, to be king for the Lorn thy 
God: because thy God loved Israel, to 


ee we 
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establish them for ever, therefore made 
he thee king over them, to do judgement 
9and justice. And she gave the king an 
hundred and twenty talents of gold, and 
spices in greatabundance, and precious 
stones: neither was there any such 
spice as the queen of Sheba gave to 

10 king Solomon. And the servants also of 
Huram, and the servants of Solomon, 
which brought gold from Ophir, brought 

114algum trees and precious stones. And 
the king made of the algum trees 
terraces for the house of the Lorn, and 
for the king’s house, and harps and 
psalteries for the singers: and there 
were none such seen before in the land 

12o0f Judah. And king Solomon gave to 
the queen of Sheba all her desire, what- 
soever she asked, beside that which she 
had brought unto the king. So she 
turned, and went to her own land, she 
and her servants. 

13 Now the weight of gold that came to 
Solomon in one year was six hundred 
and threescore and six talents of gold; 

14 beside that which the chapmen and mer- 
chants brought: and all the kings of 
Arabia and the governors of the country 
brought gold and silver to Solomon. 

15 And king Solomon made two hundred 
targets of beaten gold: six hundred 
shekels of beaten gold went to one targ- 

1l6et. And he made three hundred shields 
of beaten gold; three hundred shekels 
of gold went to one shield: and the king 
put them in the house of the forest of 

17 Lebanon. Moreover the king made a 
great throne of ivory, and overlaid it 

18 with pure gold. And there were six steps 
to the throne, with a footstool of gold, 
which were fastened to the throne, and 
5 stays on either side by the place of the 
seat, and two lions standing beside the 

19stays. And twelve lions stood there on 
the one side and on the other upon the 
six steps: there was not the like madein 

20 any kingdom. And all king Solomon’s 
drinking vessels were of gold, and all 
the vessels of the house of the forest of 
Lebanon were of pure gold: silver was 
nothing accounted ofin the days of Solo- 

21mon. For the king had ships that went 
to Tarshish with the servants of Huram: 
once every three years came thle ships 
of Tarshish, bringing gold, and silver, 

22 ivory, and apes, and peacocks. So 
king Solomon exceeded all the kings of 

23 the earthin richesand wisdom. And all 
the kings of the earth sought the pre- 
sence of Solomon, to hear his wisdom, 

24 which God had put in his heart. And 
they brought every man his present, 
vessels of silver, and vessels of gold, and 
raiment, armour, and spices, horses, 

95 and mules, a rate year by year. And 
Solomon had four thousand stalls for 
horses and chariots, and twelve thou- 
sand horsemen, which he bestowed in 
the chariot cities, and with the king at 
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26 Jerusalem. And he ruled over all tlie 
kings from the River even unto the 
land of the Philistines, and to the border 

27 of Egypt. And the king made silver to 
be in Jerusalem as stones, and cedars 
made he to be as the syeomore trecs 
that are in the lowland, for abundauce. 

28 And they brought horses for Solomon 
out of Egypt, and out of all lands. 

299 1Now the rest of the acts of Solomon, 





Balt ke first and last, are they not written in 
2 Heb. the 2history of Nathan the prophet, 
idee and in the prophecy of Ahijah the 
3 Heb. Shilonite, and in the visions of *Iddo 
Ae coke the seer concerning Jeroboam the son 
300f Nebat? And Solomon reigned in 
: Jerusalem over all Israel forty years. 
31 And Solomon slept with his fathers, 
| and he was buried in the city of David 
his father: and Rehoboam his son 

| reigned in his stead. 
ct 10 4And Rehoboam went to Shechem: 
Bae for all Israel were come to Shechem 


2to make him king. And it came to 

pass, when Jeroboam the son of Nebat 

heard of it, (for he was in Egypt, 

whither he had fled from the presence 

of king Solomon,) that Jeroboam re- 
3turned out of Egypt. And they sent 

and called him; and Jeroboam and all 

Israel came, and they spake to Keho- 

4boam, saying, Thy father made our 

yoke grievous: now therefore make 

thon the grievous service of thy father, 

and his heavy yoke which he put upon 

us, lighter, and we will serve thee. 

5 And he said unto them, Come again 
/ unto me after three days. And the 
6 people departed. And king Rchoboam 

took counsel with the old men, that had 

stood before Solomon his father while 

he yet lived, saying, What counsel give 

ye me to return answer to this people? 

7 And they spake unto him, saying, If 

thou be kind to this people, and please 

them, and speak good words to them, 

then they will be thy servants for 

Sever. But he forsook the counscl of 

the old men which they had given him, 

| and took counsel with the young men 
that were grown up with him, that 

9stood before him. And he said unto 

| them, What counsel give ye, that we 
| may return answer to this people, who 
: have spoken to me, saying, Make the 
| yoke that thy father did put upon us 
10lighter? And the young men that 
were grown up with him spake unto 
| him, saying, Thus shalt thou say unto 
the people that spake unto thee, saying, 

Thy father made our yoke heavy, but 

make thou it lighter unto us; thus shalt 
thou say unto them, My little finger is 
| 11 thicker than my father’s loins. And 
now whereas my father did lade you 

| with a heavy yoke, I will add to your 
yoke: my father chastised you with 

whips, but I will chastise you with scor- 
| | 12pions. So Jeroboam and all the people 
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caine to ichoboam the third day, as tlie 
king bade, saying, Coine to me again 
13 the third day. And the king answered 
them roughly; and king Rehoboam for- 
14sook the counsel of the old men, and 
spake to them after the counsel of the 
young men, saying, My father made 
your yoke heavy, but I will add there- 
to: my father chastised you with whips, 
but I will chastise you with scorpions. 
1580 the king hearkened not unto the 
people; for it was brought about of 
God, that the Lorp might establish his 
word, which he spake by the hand of 
Ahijah the Shilonite to Jeroboam the 
16son of Nebat. And when all Israel saw 
that the king hearkened not nnto them, 
the people answered the king, saying, 
What portion have we in David? nei- 
ther have we inheritance in the son 
of Jesse: every man to your tents, O 
Israel: now see to thine own house, 
David. SoallIsraeldeparted unto their 
17tents. But as for the children of Israel 
that dwelt in the cities of Judah, Reho- 
18 boam reigned over them. Then king 
Rehoboam sent Hadoram, who was 
over the levy; and the children of 
Israel stoned him with stones, that he 
died. And king Rehoboam made speed 
to get him up to his chariot, to flee to 
19 Jerusalem. So Israel rebelled against 
the house of David, unto this day. 
1i 5And when Rehoboam was come to 
Jerusalem, he assembled the house 
of Judah and Benjamin, an hundred 
and fourscore thousand chosen men, 
which were warriors, to fight against 
Israel, to bring the kingdom again 
2to Rehoboam. But the word of the 
Lorp came to Shemaiah the man of 
3God, saying, Speak unto Rehoboam 
the son of Solomon, king of Judah, 
and to all Israel in Judah and Ben- 
4jamin, saying, Thus saith the Lorn, 
Ye shall not go up, nor fight against 
your brethren: return every man to 
his house; for this thing is of me. 
So they hearkened unto the words 
of the Lorp, and returned from going 
Sagainst Jeroboam. And Rehoboam 
dwelt in Jerusalem, and built cities for 
6 defence in Judah. He built even Beth- 
Tlehem, and Ktam, and Tekoa, and 
8 Beth-zur, and Soco, and Adullam, and 
9 Gath, and Mareshah, and Ziph, and Ad- 
10 oraim, and Lachish, and Azekah, and 
Zorah, and Aijalon, and Hebron, which 
are in Judah and in Benjamin, fenced 
licities. And he fortified the strong holds, 
and put captains in them, and store 
12 of victual, and oil and wine. And in 
every several city he put shields and 
spears, and made them exceeding 
strong. And Judah and Benjamin be- | 
13longed to kim. And the priests and the | 
Levites that were in all Israel rescrt- | 


14ed to him out of all their border. For ' 


the Levites left their suburbs and their | 
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possession, and came to Judah and 
Jerusalem: for Jeroboam and his sons 
east them off, that they should not exe- 
cute the priest's office unto the Lorp: 
15and he appointed him priests for the 
high places, and for the 1 he-goats, and 

16 for the calves which he had made. And 
after them, out of all the tribes of Is- 
rael, such as set their hearts to seek the 
Lorp, the God of Israel, came to Jeru- 
salem to sacrifice unto the Lorp, the 

17 God of their fathers. So they strength- 
ened the kingdom of Judah, and made 

tehoboam the son of Solomon strong, 
three years: for they walked three 
years in the way of David and Solomon. 

18 And Rehoboain took him a wife, Mahal- 
ath the daughter of Jerimoth the son 
of David, 2and of Abihail the daughter 

19 of Eliab the son of Jesse; and she bare 
him sons; Jeush, and Shemariah, and 

20 Zaham. And after her he took * Maacah 
the daughter of Absalom; and she bare 
him Abijah, and Attai, and Ziza, and 

21 Shelomith. And Rehoboam loved Ma- 
acah the daughter of Absalom above 
all his wives and his concubmes: (for 
he took eighteen wives, and threescore 
concubines, and begat tweuty and eight 

22sons and threescore daughters.) And 
Rehoboam appointed Abijah the son 
of Maacah to be chief, even the prince 
among his brethren: for he was minded 

23 to make him king. And he dealt wisely, 
and dispersed of all his sons through- 
out all the lands of Judah and Ben- 
jamin, unto every fenced city: and he 
gave them victual in abundance. And 
he 4sought for them many wives. 

12 And it came to pass, when the king- 
dom of Rehoboam was established, 
and he was strong, that he forsook the 
law of the Lorp, and all Israel with 

Qhim. 5And it came to pass in the fifth 
year of king Rehoboam, that Shishak 
king of Egypt came up against Jeru- 
salem, because they had trespassed 

3agzainst the Lorp, with twelve hund- 
red chariots, and threescore thousand 
horsemen: and the people were with- 
out number that came with him ont 
of Egypt; the Lubim, the Sukliim, 
4and the Etlopians. And he took the 
fenced cities which pertained to Judah, 
5and came unto Jerusalem. Now She- 
maiah the prophet came to Rehoboam, 
and to the prmeces of Judah, that were 
gathered together to Jerusalem be- 
cause of Shishak, and said unto them, 
Thus saith the Lorp, Ye have for- 
saken me, therefore have I also left 

6 you in the hand of Shishak. Then the 
princes of Israel and the king hum- 
bled themselves; and they said, The 

7 Lorp is righteous. And when the 
Lorp saw that they humbled them- 
selves, the word of the Lorp came to 

Shemaiah, saying, They have hurnbled 

themselves; I will not destroy them: 
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bat I will grant them some dleliv- 
cranee, end my wrath shall not be 
poured out upon Jerusalem by the 
8hand of Shishak. Nevertheless they 
shall be his servants; that they may 
know my service, and the seryice of the 
9 kingdoms of the countries. So Shishak 
king of Egypt came up against Jeru- 
salem, and took away the treasures of 
the house of the Lorp, and the treasures 
of the king’s house; he took all away: 
he took away also the shields of gold 
10 which Solomon had made. And king 
Rehoboam made in their stead shields of 
brass, and committed them to the hands 
of the captains of the ‘guard, that 
11 kept the door of the king’s house. And 
it was so, that as oft as the king en- 
tered into the house of the Lorp, the 
guard came and bare them, and brought 
them back into the guard ehamber. 
12 And when he humbled himself, the 
wrath of the Loxrp turned from him, that 
he would not destroy him altogether: 
and moreover in Judah ®there were 
13 good things found. °So king Rehoboam 
strengthened himself in Jerusalem, and 
reigned: for Rehoboam was forty and 
one years old when he began to reign, 
aud he reigned seventeen years in Je- 
rusalem, the city which the Lorp had 
chosen out of all the tribes of Israel, 
to put his name there: and his mother’s 
name was Naamah the Ammonitess. 
14And he did that which was evil, be- 
cause he set not his heart to seek the 
15Lorp. 1°Now the acts of Rehoboam, 
first and last, are they not written in 
the U histories of Shemaiah the prophet 
and of Iddo the seer, !2 after the manner 
of genealogies? And there were wars 
between Rehoboam and Jeroboam con- 
16 tinually. And Rehoboam slept with 
his fathers, and was buried in the city 
of David: and Abijah his son reigned 
in his stead. 
13 In the eighteenth year of king Jero- 
boam began Abijah to reign over Judah. 
2Three years reigned he in Jerusalem: 
and lis mother’s name was !! Micaiah 
the daughter of Uriel of Gibeah. And 
there was war between Abijah and Je- 
3roboam. And Abijah jomed battle with 
an army of vahant men of war, even 
four hundred thousand chosen men: 
and Jeroboam set the battle in array 
against him with eight hundred thou- 
sand chosen men, who were mighty men 
4of valour. And Abijah stood up upon 
mount Zemaraim, which its in the hill 
country of iphraim, and said, Hear me, 
50 Jeroboam and all Israel; ought ye 
not to know that the Lorp, the God of 
Israel, gave the kimgdom over Israel 
to David for ever, even to him and to 
6 his sons by a covenant of salt? Yet Je- 
roboam the son of Nebat, the servant of 
Solomon the son of David, rose up, and 
7rebelled agaist his lord. And there 
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were gathered nnto him vain inen, sens 
of } Belial, which strengthened them- 
selves against Rehoboam the son of 
Solomon, when Rehoboam was young 
and tenderhearted, and conld uot with- 
S8stand them. And now ye think to 
withstand the kingdem of the Lorp in 
the hand of the sons of David; and ye 
be a great multitude, and there are 
with you the golden calves which Jero- 
9boam made you for gods. Have ye not 
driven out the priests of the Lorn, the 
sons of Aaron, and the Levites, and have 
made you priests after the manner of 
the peoples ef other lands? so that who- 
soever cometh to consecrate himself 
with a yeung bullock and seven rams, 
the same may be a priest of them that 
10are no gods. But as for us, the Lorp 
is our God, and we have not forsaken 
him; and ae have priests mnuistering 
unto the Lorp, the sons of Aaren, and 
llthe Levites in their work: and they 
burn unto the Lorp every morning and 
every evening burnt offerings aud sweet 
incense: the shewbread elso set they 
in order npen the pure table; and the 
candlestick of gold with the lamps 
thereof, to burn every evening: for we 
keep the charge of the Lorp onr God; 
12but ye have forsaken him. And, behold, 
God is with us at our head, and his 
priests with the trumpets of alarm to 
sound an alarm against you. O children 
of Israel, fight ye not against the Lorn, 
the Ged of your fathers; fer ye shall 
13not prosper. But Jereboam caused 
an ambushment to come about behind 
them: so they were before Judah, and 
the ambushinent was behind them. 
14And when Judah looked back, behold, 
the battle was before and behmd them: 
and they cried unto the Lorn, and the 
priests sounded with the trumpets. 
15 Then the men of Jndah gave a shout: 
and as the men of Judah shouted, it 
came to pass, that God smote Jero- 
boam and all Israel before Abijah and 
16Judah. And the children of Israel 
fled before Judah: and God delivered 
17them into their hand. And Abijah 
and his peeple slew them with a great 
slaughter: so there fell down slain of 
Israel five hundred thonsand chosen 
18men. Thus the children of Israel were 
brought under at that time, and the 
children of Jndah prevailed, because 
they relied upon the Lorp, the God 
19 of their fathers. And Abijah pursued 
after Jeroboam, and took cities from 
him, Beth-el with the towns thereof, 
and Jeshanah with the towns thereof, 
and 2Ephron with the towns thereef. 
20 Neither did Jeroboam recover strength 
again in the days of Abijah: and the 
21 Lorp smote him, and he died. But 
Abijah waxed inighty, and teek unto 
himself fonrteen wives, and begat 


twenty and two sons, and sixteen 
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22 daughters. Aud the rest of the acts of 


Abijah, and his ways, and his sayings, 
are written in the commentary of the 
prophet Iddo. 

14 *Soe Abijah slept with his fathers, and 
they buried him iu the city of David, 
and Asa his sou reigned in his stead: 
in his days the land was quiet ten 

2years. And Asa did that which was 
ood and right in the eyes of the Lerp 
3his Ged: for he took away the strange 
altars, and the high places, aud brake 
down the 4pillars, aud lewed down 
4the 5Asherim; and commanded Judah 
to scek the Lorp, the God of their 
fathers, and te do the law and the com- 
5mandment. Also he took away out of 
all the cities of Judah the high places 
and the snn-images: and the kingdom 
6was quiet before him. And he built 
fenced cities in Judah: for the land 
Was quiet, and he had no war in those 
years; because the Lorp had given 
7him rest. For he said unto Judah, Let 
us build these cities, and make about 
them walls, and towers, gates, and 
bars; the land is yet before us, because 
we have sought the Lorp our Ged; we 
have songht him, and he hath given 
us rest on every side. So they built 
Sand prospered. And Asa had an army 
that bare bucklers and spears, out of 
Judah three hundred theusand; and 
ent of Benjamin, that bare shields and 
drew bews, two hundred and fenrscore 
thousand: all these were mighty men 
9 ef valour. And there came out against 
them Zerah the Ethiepian with an army 
ef athonsand thousand, and three hund- 
red chariots; and he came unto Mare- 
10shah. Then Asa went out to meet him, 
and they set the battle in array m the 

11 valley of Zephathah at Mareshah. And 
Asa cried unto the Lorp his Ged, and 
said, Lorp, ®there is none 7 beside thee 
to help, between the mighty and him 
that hath no strength: help us, O 
Lorp our God ; for we rely on thee, and 
in thy name are we come against this 
multitnde. O Lorn, theu art our Ged; 

12let not man prevail against thee. So 
the Lorp smote the Ethiopians before 
Asa, aud before Judah; and the Ethio- 

13pians fled. And Asa and the people 
that were with him pursued them unto 
Gerar: and there fell of the Lthiopians 
8s9 many that they could not recover 
themselves; for they were ®destroyed 
before the Lorp, aud before his host; 
and they carried away very much beoty. 

14 And theysmoteall the citiesround about 
Gerar; for °the fear of the Lorp came 
upon them: and they spoiled all the 
cities; for there was much spoilin them. 

15 They smote also the tents of cattle, and 
carried away sheep in abundance and 
camels, and retnrned to Jerusalem. 

15 And the spirit of God came upon 

2Azariah the son of Oded: and he 
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went out to meet Asa, and said unto 

him, Hear ye me, Asa, and all Judah 

and Benjamin: the Lorp is with you, 

| while ye be with him; and if ye seek 
him, he will be found of you; but if 

ye forsake him, he will forsake you. 

3 Now for 1 long seasons Israel hath been 
without the true God, and without a 

4 teaching priest, and without law: but 
when in their distress they turned unto 
the Lorp, the God of Israel, and sought 
5him, he was found of them. And in 
those times there was no peace to him 
that went out, nor to him that came 
in, but great vexations were upon all 

6 the inhabitants of the lands. And they 
were broken in pieces, nation against 
nation, and city agamst city: for God 

7 did vex them with aH adversity. But 
be ye strong, and let not your hands 
be slack: for your work shall be re- 
Swarded. And when Asa heard these 
words, 2and the prophecy of Oded the 
prophet, he took courage, and put away 
the abominations out of all the land 
of Judah and Benjamin, and out of 
the cities which he had taken from 
the hill conntry of Ephraim; and he 
renewed the altar of the Lorn, that 

9 was before the porch of the Lornp. And 
he gathered all Judah and Benjamin, 
and them that sojourned with them 
out of Ephraim and Manasseh, and out 
of Simeon: for they fell to him out of 
Israel in abundance, when they saw 
that the Lorp his God was with him. 
10So they gathered themselves together 
at Jerusalem in the third month, im 
the fifteenth year of the reign of Asa. 
11And they sacrificed unto the Lorp in 
that day, of the spoil which they had 
brought, seven hundred oxen and seven 
12 thousand sheep. And they entered into 
| thecovenant to seek the Lorn, the God 
| of thet fathers, with all their heart 
'13and with all their soul; and that who- 
soever would not seek the Lorp, the 
God of Israel, should be pnt to death, 
whether small or great, whether man 
14or woman. And they sware unto the 
Lorp with a loud voice, and with 
shonting, and with trumpets, and with 
15cornets. And all Judah rejoiced at the 
oath: for they had sworn with all their 
heart, and sought lim with their whole 
desire; and he was found of them: 
all the Lorp gave them rest round 
1Gabout. %And also Maacah the mother 
of Asa the king, he removed her from 
being 4queen, becanse she had made 
an abominable image °for an Asherah; 
and Asa cut down her image, and made 
dust of it, and burnt it at the brook 
17 Kidron. But the high places were not 
: taken away out of Israel: nevertheless 
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the heart of Asa was perfect all his 
18days. And he brought into the house 
| of God the things that his father had 
| dedicated, and that he himself had 
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dedicated, silver, and gold, and vessels. 

19 And there was no more war unto the 
five and thirtieth year of the reign of 
Asa. 

16 °In the six and thirticth year of the 
reign of Asa, Baasha king of Israel 
went up against Judah, and bnilt 
Ramah, that he might not suffer any to 
go out or come in to Asa king of Judah. 

2'Then Asa brought out silver and gold 
out of the treasures of the house of the 
Lorp and of the king’s house, and sent 
to Ben-hadad king of Syria, that dwelt 
8at 7Damascus, saying, 8 There is a 
leagne between me and thee, as there 
was between my father and thy father: 
behold, [have sent thee silver and gold; 
go, break thy league with Baasha king 
of Israel, that he may depart from me. 
4And Ben-hadad hearkened unto kmg 
Asa, and sent the captains of his armies 
against the cities of Israel; and they 
smote Ijon, and Dan, and Abel-maim, 
and all the %store cities of Naphtah. 
5 And it came topass, when Baasha heard 
thereof, that he left off building of 
6 Ramah, and let his work cease. ‘Then 
Asa the king took all Judah; and they 
carried away the stones of Ramah, and 
the timber thereof, wherewith Beasha 
had builded; and he built therewith 
7 Geba and Mizpah. And at that time 
Hanani the seer came to Asa king of 
Judah, and said unto him, Because 
thou hast relied en the king of Syria, 
and hast not relied on the Lorp thy 
God, therefore is the host of the kmg 
of Syria escaped out of thine hand. 
8 Were not the Ethiopians and the Lubim 
a huge host, with chariots and horse- 
men exceeding many? yet, because 
thou didst rely on the Lorp, he de- 
9 livered them imto thine hand. For the 
eyes of the Lorp run to and fro through- 
out the whole earth, to shew himself 
strong in the behalf of them whose | 
heart is perfect toward him. Herein 
thou hast done foolishly; for from 

10 henceforth thou shalt have wars. Then 
Asa was wroth with the seer, and put 
him in the 1°prison house; for he was 
in a rage with him becanse of this 
thing. And Asa oppressed some of the 

11 people the same time. 1! And, behold, 
the acts of Asa, first and last, lo, they 
are written in the book of the kmgs of 

12 Judah and Israel. And in the thirty 
and ninth year of his reign Asa was 
(liseased in his feet; his disease was 
exceeding great: yet in his disease he 
sought not to the Lorp, but to the 

18 physicians. And Asa slept with his 
fathers, and died in the one and forti- 

14 eth year of his reign. And they buried 
him in his own sepulchres, which he 

had hewn out for himself in the city 

of David, and laid him in the bed which 
was filled with sweet odours and divers 
kinds of spices prepared by the apothe- 
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caries’ art: and they made a very great 
burning for him. 
17 And Jehoshaphat his son reigned in 
his stead, and strengthened himself 
2against Israel. And he plaeed forces 
in all the fenced cities of Judah, aud 
set garrisons in the land of Judah, and 
in the cities of Ephraim, which Asa his 
3father had taken. And the Lorp was 
with Jehoshaphat, because he walked 
in the first ways of his father David, 
4and sought not unto the Baalim; but 
sought to the God of his father, and 
walked in his commandments, and not 
5 after the domgs of Israel. Therefore 
the Lorp stablished the kingdom in his 
hand; and all Judah brought to Jeho- 
shaphat presents; and he had riches 
Gand honour in abundance. And his 
heart was lifted up in the ways of the 
Lorp: and furthermore he took away 
the high places and the Asherim out 
7Zof Judah. Also in the third year of 
his reign he sent his prinees, even Ben- 
hail, and Obadiah, and Zechariah, and 
Nethanel, and Mieaiah, to teaeh in 
Sthe cities of Judah; and with them 
the Levites, even Shemaiah, and Ne- 
thaniah, and Zebadiah, and Asahel, 
and Shemiramoth, and Jehonathan, 
and Adonijah, and Tobijah, and Tob- 
adonijah, the Levites; and with them 
Elishama and Jehoram, the priests. 
9 And they taught in Judah, having the 
book of the law of the Lorp with 
them; and they went about through- 
out all the cities of Judah, and taught 
10 among the people. And1the fear of the 
Lorp fell upon all the kingdoms of the 
lands that were round about Judah, so 
that they made no war against Jeho- 
lishaphat. And some of the Philistines 
bronght Jehoshaphat presents, and 
silver for tribute; the Arabians also 
brought him flocks, seven thousand 
and seven hundred rams, and seven 
thousand and seven hundred he-goats. 
12 And Jehoshaphat waxed great exceed- 
ingly; and he built in Jndah castles and 
13 cities of store. And he had many works 
in the cities of Judah; and men of war, 
mighty men of valour, in Jerusalem. 
14 And this was the numbering of them 
according to their fathers’ houses: of 
Judah, the captains of thousands; Ad- 
nah the captain, and with him mighty 
men of valour three hundred thousand: 
1Sand next to him Jehohanan the capt- 
ain, and with him two hundred and 
16fourseore thousand: and next to him 
Amasiah the son of Ziehri, who will- 
ingly offered himself unto the Loxp; 
and with him two hundred thousand 
17 mighty men of valour: and of Benja- 
min; Khada a mighty man of valour, 
and ‘with him two hundred thousand 
18 armed with bow and shield: and next 
to him Jehozabad, and with him an 
hundred and fourseore re thousand ready 
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19 prepared for war. These were they 
that waited on the king, beside those 
whoin the king put in the fenced cities 
thronghout all Judah. 

18 Now Jehoshaphat had riches and 
honour in abundance; and he joimed 

2aflinity with Ahab, ?And after certain | 7 Se 
years he weut down to Ahab to Samaria. | xxii. 
And Ahab killed sheep and oxen for | ** 
hin in abundance, and for the people 
that were with him, and moved him to 

3 go up with himto Namoth-gilead. And 
Ahab king of Israel said unto Jehosha- 
phat king of Judah, Wilt thou go with 
me to Ramoth-gilead? And heanswered 
him, I am as thou art, and my people 
as thy people; and we well be with thee 

tin the war. And Jehoshaphat said unto 
the king of Israel, Inquire, I pray thee, 

5 at the word of the Lorp to-day. Then 
the king of Isracl gathered the prophets 
together, four hundred men, and said 
unto them, Shall we goto Ramoth-gilead 
to battle, or shall Iforbear? And they 
said, Go up; for God shall deliver it | 

Ginto the hand of the king. But Jeho- | 
shaphat said, Is there not here besides | 
a prophet of the Lorn, that we might | 

7 inquire of him? And the king of Israel | 
said unto Jehoshaphat, There is yet 
ohne man by whom we may inquire of 
the Lorp: but I hate him; for he never 
prophesicth good concermng me, but 
always evil: the same is Mieaiah the 
son of Imla. And Jehoshaphat said, 

8 Let not the king sayso. Then the king 
of Israel called an ®officer, and said, eee 
Feteh quiekly Micaiah the son of Imla. 

9 Now the king of Israeland Jehoshaphat 
the king of Judah sat each on histhrone, 
arrayed in then robes, and they sat in 
4an open place at the entrance of the | ‘Heb.

gate of Samaria; and all the prophets } jixy-toor. 


10 prophesied before them. And Zedekiah 
the son of Chenaanah made him horns 
of tron, and said, Thus saith the Lorp, 
With these shalt thou push the Syrians, 

1luntil they be consumed. And all the 
prophets prophesied so, saying, Go 
up to Ramoth-gilead, and prosper: for 
the Lorp shall deliver it into the hand 

lof the king. And the messenger that 
went to call Micaiah spake to hin, | 
saying, Behold, the words of the pro- 
phets declare good to the king with | 
one mouth: let thy word therefore, I 
pray thee, be like one of theirs, and | 

13speak thou good. And Mieaiah said, | 
As the Lorn liveth, what my God saith, 

14that will I speak. And when he was | 
come to the king, the king said unto 
him, ® Micaiah, shall we go to Ramoth- | * Heb. 
gilead to battle, or shall I forbear? And | *!¢** 
he said, Go ye up, and prosper ; and they 

15 shall be delivered into your hand. And 
the king said to him, How many times 
shall I adjure thee that thou speak 
unto me nothing but the truth in the ; 

16 name of the Lorp? And he said, I saw 
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all Israel scattered upon the monntains, 
as sheep that have no shepherd: and 
the Lorp said, These have no master; 
let them return every man to his house 
17in peace. And the king of Israel said 
to Jehoshaphat, Did I not tell thee 
that he would not prophesy good con- 
1Scerning me, but evil? And he said, 
Therefore hear ye the word of the 
Lorp: I saw the Lorp sitting upon his 
throne, and all the host of heaven 
standing on his right hand and on his 
19 left. And the Lorp said, Who shall 
lentice Ahab king of Israel, that he 
may go up and fall at Ramoth-gilead? 
And one spake saying after this man- 
ner, and another saying after that man- 
20ner. And there came forth 2a spirit, 
and stood before the Lorp, and said, I 
will entice him. And the Lorp said 
21unto him, Wherewith? And he said, I 
will go forth, and will be a lying spirit 
in the mouth of all his prophets. And 
he said, Thou shalt entice him, and 
shalt prevail also: go forth, and do so. 
22 Now therefore, behold, the Lorp hath 
put a lying spirit in the mouth of 
these thy prophets; and the Lorp hath 
23spoken evil concerning thee. Then 
Zedekiah the son of Chenaanah came 
near, and smote Micaiah upon the 
cheek, and said, Which way went the 
spirit of the Lorp from me to speak 
24 unto thee? And Micaiah said, Behold, 
thou shalt see on that day, when thou 
shalt go 2into an inner chamber to hide 
25 thyself. And the king of Israel said, 
Take ye Micaiah, and carry him back 
unto Amon the governor of the city, and 
26 to Joasli the king’s son; and say, Thus 
saith the king, Put this fellow in the 
prison, and feed him with bread of 
affliction and with water of affliction, 
27 until I return in peace. And Micaiah 
said, If thou return at all in peace, the 
Lorp hath not spoken by me. And he 
said, ‘Hear, ye peoples, all of you. 
28 So the king of Israel and Jehoshaphat 
the king of Judah went up to Ramoth- 
29 gilead. And the king of Israel said unto 
Jehoshaphat, I will disguise myself, 
aud go into the battle; but pnt thou on 
thy robes. So the king of Israel dis- 
guisel himself; and they went into the 
30 battle. Now the king of Syria had com- 
manded the captains of his chariots, 
saying, Fight neither with small nor 
great, save only with the king of Israel. 
31 And it came to pass, when the captains 
of the chariots saw Jehoshaphat, that 
they said, Itis the king of Israel. There- 
fore they turned about to fight agaimst 
him: but Jehoshaphat cried out, and 
the Lorp helped him; and God moved 
32 them to depart from him. And it came 
to pass, when thecaptains of the chariots 
saw that it was not the king of Israel, 
that they turned back from pursuing 
35nim. And a certain man drew his 
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bow “at a venture, and smote the king 
of Israel between the joints of the 
harness: wherefore he sail to the 
driver of the chariot, Turn thine hand, 
and carry me out of the host; for I 
3-Lam sore wounded. And the battle in- 
creased that day: howbeit the king of 
Israel stayed himself up in his chariot 
against the Syrians until the even: 
and about the time of the gomg down 
of the sun he died. 
19 And Jehoshaphat the king of Judah 
returned to his house in peace to Jeru- 
2salem. And Jehu the son of Hanan 
the seer went out to meet him, and said 
to king Jehoshaphat, Shouldest thou 
help the wicked, and love them that 
hate the Lorp? for this thing wrath 
is upon thee from before the Lorn. 
3 Nevertheless there are good things 
found in thee, in that thou hast put 
away the Asheroth ont of the land, 
and hast set thine heart to seek God. 
4 And Jehoshaphat dwelt at Jerusalem: 
and he went ont again among the peo- 
ple from Beer-sheba to the hill country 
of Ephraim, and brought them back un- 
to the Lorp, the God of their fathers. 
5 And he set judges in the land through- 
out all the fenced cities of Judah, city 
6 by city, and said to the judges, Con- 
sider what ye do: for ye judge not for 
man, but for the Lorp; and de zs with 
7 you 7in the judgement. Now therefore 
let the fear of the Lorp be upon you; 
take heed and do it: for there is no 
iniquity with the Lorp our God, nor 
respect of persons, nor taking of gifts. 
8 Moreover in Jernsalem did Jehosha- 
phat set of the Levites and the priests, 
and of the heads of the fathers’ houses 
of Israel, for the judgement of the Lorn, 
and for controversies. And they re- 
9 turned to Jerusalem. And he charged 
them, saying, Thus shall ye do in the 
fear of the Lorp, faithfully, and with 
10a perfect heart. And whensoever any 
controversy shall come to you from 
your brethren that dwell in their cities, 
between blood and blood, between law 
and commandment, statutes and judge- 
meuts, ye shall warn them, that they 
be not guilty towards the Lorp, and 
so wrath come upon you and upon 
your brethren: this do, and ye shall 
llnot be guilty. And, behold, Amariali 
the chief priest is over yon in all 
matters of the Lorp; and Zebadiah 
the son of Ishmael, the ruler of the 
house of Judah, in all the king’s mat- 
ters: also the Levites shall be officers 
before you. ®Deal courageously, and | 
the Lorp be with the good. | 
20 And it came to pass after this, that | 
the children of Moab, and the children | 
of Ammon, and with them some of the | 
9Arvamonites, came against Jehoshaphat | 
2to battle. Then there came some that 
told Jehoshaphat, saying, There cometh 
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a great multitnde against thee from 
beyond the sca from Syria; and, -be- 
hold, they be in Hazazon-tamar (the 
3samo is En-gedi). Aud Jehoshaphat 
feared, and set hiniself to seek unto the 
Lorn; audhe proclaimed a fast through- 
4out all Judah, And Judah gathered 
themselves together, to seek help of the 
Lorp: even out of all the cities of Ju- 
5dah they came to seek the Lorp. And 
Jehoshaphat stood in the congregation 
of Judah and Jernsaleni, in the house 

| 6 of the Lonrp, before the new court; and 
hie said, O Lorn, the God of our fathers, 
art not thon God in heaven? and art 
not thou ruler over all the kingdoms of 
the nations? and in thine hand is power 
and might, so that none is able to with- 
7stand thee. Didst not thou, O our God, 
drive out the inhabitants of this land 
before thy people Israel, and gavest it 
to the seed of Abraliam thy friend for 
Sever? And they dwelt therein, and have 
built thee a sanctuary therein for thy 
9name, saying, If evil come upon us, 
1the sword, judgement, or pestilence, or 
famine, we will stand before this house, 
aud before thee, (for thy name is in this 
house,) and cry unto thee iu our afflic- 
10 tion, and thou wilt hear and save. And 
now, behold, the children of Ammon 
and Moab and mount Seir, whom thou 
wouldest not let Israel invade, when 
they came out of the land of Egypt, but 
they turned aside from them, and de- 
listroyed them not; behold, how they 
reward us, to come to cast us out of thy 
possession, which thon hast given us to 
12 inherit. O our God, wilt thon not judge 
them? for we have no might against 
this great company that cometh against 
us 3 neither know we what todo: but ow’ 

13 eyes are npon thee. Andall Judah stood 
before the Lorp, with their little ones, 
14 their wives, and their children. Then 
upon Jahaziel the son of Zechariah, the 
son of Benaiah, the son of Jeiel, the son 

of Mattaniah, the Levite, of the sons of 

__ Asaph, came the spirit of the Lorp in 
| 15the midst of the congregation; and he 
said, Hearken ye, all Judah, and ye in- 
habitants of Jerusalem, and thou king 
Jehoshaphat: thus saith the Lorp unto 
you, Fear not ye, neither be dismayed 
by reason of this great multitude; for 
16 the battle is not yours, but God’s. To- 
morrow go ye down against them: be- 
hold, they come up by the ascent of Ziz; 
and ye shall find them at the end of the 

| valley, before the wilderness of Jeruel. 
| 17 Ye shall not need to fight in this battle: 
_ set yourselves, stand ye still, and see 
the salvation of the Lorp with you, O 
Judah and Jerusalem: fear not, nor be 
dismayed: to-morrow go out against

| 18them; for the Lorp is with you. And 


Jehoshaphat bowed his head with his 
face to the ground: and all Judah 
and the inhabitants of Jerusalem fell 
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down before the Lorp, worshipping 
19the Lorn. And the Levites, of the 
children of the Kohathites and of the 
children of the Korahites, stood up to 
praise the Lorp, the God of Israel, 
20 with an exceeding loud voice. And 
they rose early in the morning, and 
went forth inte the wilderness of Tekoa: 
and as they went forth, Jehoshaphat 
stood and said, Hear me, O Judah, and 
yo inhabitants of Jerusalem; believe 
in the Lorp your God, so shall ye be 
established; believe his prophets, so 
21 shall ye prosper, And when he had 
taken counsel with the people, he ap- 
pointed them that should sing unto the 
Lorp, and praise *the beauty of holi- 
ness, as they went out before the army, 
and say, Give thanks unto the Lorn; 
22 for his mercy endureth for ever. And 
when they began to sing and to praise, 
the Lorp set hers in wait against the 
children of Ammon, Moab, and mount 
Seir, which were come against Judah; 
23 and they weresmitten. For the children 
of Ammon and Moab stood up against 
the inhabitants of monnt Seir, utterly 
toslay and destroy them: and when they 
had made an end of the inhabitants of 
Seir, every one helped to destroy an- 
2tother. And when Judah came to the 


watch-tower of the wilderness, they | 


looked npon the multitude; and, behold, 
they were dead bodies fallen to the earth, 

25 and there were none that escaped. And 
when Jehoshaphat and his people came 
to take the spoil of them, they found 
among them in abundance both riches 
and ®dead bodies, and precious jewels, 
which they stripped off for themselves, 
more than they could carry away: and 
they were three days in talking of the 

26 spoil, itwas somuch. And onthefourth 
day they assembled themselves in the 
valley of 4Beracah; for there they 
blessed the Lorp: therefore the name 
of that place was called The valley of 

27 Beracah, unto this day. Then they 
returned, every man of Judah and Jeru- 
salem, and Jehoshaphat in theforefront 
of them, fo go again to Jerusalem with 
joy; for the Lorp had made them to 

28 rejoice over their enemies. And they 
came to Jerusalem with psalterics and 
harps and trumpets unto the house of 

29the Lorp. And the fear of God was on 
all the kingdoms of the countries, when 
they heard that the Lorp fought against 

30 the enemies of Israel. So the reahn of 
Jchoshaphat was quiet: for his God 
gave hin rest round about, 

31 5And Jehoshaphat reigned over Ju- 
dah: he was thirty and five years old 
when he began to reign; and he reigned 
twenty and five years in Jerusalem: 
and his mother’s name was Aznbah the

28 1Ahaz was tweuty years old when 
he began to reigu; and he reigned 
sixtcen years in Jernsalem: and he 
did uot that which was right in the 
eyes of the Lorn, like David his father: 

2but he walked in the ways of the kings 
of Israel, and made also melten bnages 
3for the Baalim. Moreover he burnt 
incense in the valley of the son of 
Hinnom, and burnt his children in the 
fire, according to the abominations of 
the heathen, whom the Lorp cast out 
4before the children of Israel. And 
he sacrificed and burnt incense im the 
high places, and on the Jills, and 
Sunder every green tree. Wherefore 
the Lorp his Ged delivered him into 
the hand of the king of Syria; and 
they smote him, and carried away of 
his a great multitude of captives, and 
brought them to Damascus. And he 
was also delivered into the hand of the 
king of Israel, who smote him with a 
6 great slaughter. For Pekah the son of 
Remaliah slew in Judah an hundred 
and twenty thousand in one day, all of 
them valiant men; because they had 
forsaken the Lorp, the God of their 
7 fathers. And Zichri, a mighty man of 
Ephraim, slew Maaseiah the king’s son, 
and Azrikam the ruler of the house, and 
Elkanah that was 2next to the king. 
8 And the children of Israel carried away 
captive of their brethren twe hundred 
thousand, women, sons, and daughters, 
and teok also away much spoil from 
them, and brought the spoil to Samaria. 
9 But a prophet of the Lorp was there, 
whose name was Oded: and he went 
out to meet the host that came to 
Samaria, and said unto them, Behold, 
because the Lorn, the Ged of your 
fathers, was wroth with Judah, he hath 
dclivered them into yeur hand, and ye 
have slain them in a rage which hath 

10 reached up unto heaven. And now ye 
purpose to keep under the children of 
Judah and Jerusalem for bondmen and 
bondwomen unto you: but are there 
not even with you ®trespasses of your 

11 own against the Lorp your God? Now 
hear me therefore, and send back the 
captives, which ye have taken captive 
of your brethren: for the fierce wrath 

12 of the Lorpis upon you. Then certain 

of the heads of thechildren of Ephraim, 

Azariah the son of Johanan, Berechiah 

the son of Meshillemoth, and Jehiz- 

kiah the son of Shallum, and Amasa 
the son of Hadlai, stood up against 


the captives hither: for ye purpose that 
which will bring upon us 4a trespass 
against the Lorn, to add unto our sins 
and to our ‘trespass: for our 4tres- 
pass is great, and there is fierce wrath 
ltagainst Isracl. So the armed men left 
the captives and the spoil before the 
15 princes and all the congregation. And 
the men which have been expressed 
by name rose up, and took the captives, 
and with the spoil clothed all that were 
naked among them, and arrayed thei, 
and shed them, and gave them to cat 
and to drink, and anointed them, and 
carried all the feeble of them upon 
asses, and brought them to Jericho, the 
city of palm trees, unto thei brethren: 
then they returned to Samaria. 
16 5At that time did -king Ahaz send 
unto the kings ef Assyria to help 
17him. For again the Edomites had 
come and smitten Jadah, and carried 
18 away ‘captives. The Philistines also 
had invaded the cities of the lowland, 
and of the South of Judah, and had 
taken Beth-shemesh, and Aijalon, and 
Gederoth, and Soco with the &towns 
thereof, and Timnah with the Stowns 
thereof, Gimzo alse and the ®towns 
19 thereof: and they dwelt there. For the 
Lorp breught Judah low because of 
Ahaz king of Israel; for he had 9 dealt 
wantonly in Judah, and trespassed sore 
20 againstthe Lorp. And Tilgath-pilneser 
king of Assyria came unto him, and 
dlistressed him, but 14 strengthened him 
21 not. For Ahaz took away a portion out 
of the house of the Lorp, and out of the 
house of the king and of the princes, 
and gave it unto the king of Assyria: 
22 but it helped him not. And in the time 
lof his distress did he trespass yet 
more against the Lorp, this same king 
23 Ahaz. For he sacrificed unto the gods 
of 38 Damascus, which smote him: and 
he said, Because the gods of the kings 
of Syria helped them, therefore will I 
sacrifice to them, that they may help me. 
But they were the ruin of him, and of 
24 allIsrael. And Ahaz gathered together 
the vessels of the heuse of God, and eut 
in pieces the vessels of the house of 
God, and shut up the doors of the house 
of the Lorp; and he made him altars 
25in every corner of Jerusalem. And in 
every several city of Judah he made 
high places to burn incense unto other 
gods, and provoked to anger the Lorp, 
26 the God of his fathers. Now the rest of 
his acts, and all his ways, first and last, 
behold, they are written in the book 
97 of the kings of Judah and Israel. And 
Ahaz slept with his fathers, and they 
buried him in the city, even in Jern- 
salem; for they bronght him not into the 
sepulchres of the kings of Israel: and 
Hezekiah his son reigned in his stead.

and he reigned nine and twenty years 
in Jerusalem: and his mother’s name 
was Abijah the daughter of Zechariah. 
2And he did that which was right in 
the eyes of the Lorp, according to 
all that David his father had done. 

3 He in the first year of his reign, in 

the first month, opened the doors of 
the house of the Lorp, and repaired 
4them. And he brought in the priests 
| and the Levites, and gathered them 
| together into the broad place on the 
5east, and said unto them, Hear me, ye 
Levites; now sanetify yourselves, and 
sanctify the house of the Lorp, the 

_ God of your fathers, and carry forth 

the filthiness out of the holy place. 

6 For our fathers have trespassed, and 

done that which was evil in the sight of 
the Lorp our God, and have forsaken 
him, and have turned away their faces 
from the habitation of the Lorp, and 
7turned their backs. Also they have 
shut up the doors of the porch, and put 
out the lamps, and have not burned 

'  jneense nor offered burnt offerings in 

| the holy place unto the God of Israel. 

_ 8 Wherefore the wrath of the Lorp was 

upon Judah and Jerusalem, and he 
hath delivered them to be ! tossed to 
and fro, to ke an astonishment, and an 
| Qhissing, as ye see with your eyes. For, 
| lo, our fathers have fallen by the sword, 

' and our sons and our daughters and our 

_ 10 wives are in captivity for this. Now 
it is in mine heart to make a covenant 
with the Lorp, the God of Israel, that 
his fierce anger may turn away from 

llns. My sons, be not now negligent: 
for the Lorp hath ehosen you to stand 
before him, to minister unto him, and 
that ye should be his ministers, and 
burn incense. 

12 Then the Levites arose, Mahath the 
son of Amasai, and Joel the son of 
Azariah, of the sons of the Kohathites: 
and of the sons of Merari, Kish the son 

of Abdi, and Azariah the son of Jehal- 
| lelel: and of the Gershonites, Joah the 
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| son of Zimmah, and Eden the son of 
(13 Joah: and of the sons of Elizaphan, 

_ $hhnri and Jeuel: and of the sons of 

14 Asaph, Zechariah and Mattaniah: and 

of the sons of Heman, Jehuel and Shim- 

ei: and of the sons of Jeduthun, Shema- 

l5iah and Uzziel. And they gathered 
their brethren, and sanctified them- 

selves, and went in, according to the 
commandment of the king by the words 

of the Lorp, to cleanse the house of 

16the Lorp. And the priests went in 

unto the inner part of the house of the 

Lorp, to cleanse it, and brought out 

all the uncleanness that they found 

in the temple of the Lorp into the 

court of the house of the Lorp. And 

the Levites took it, to carry it out 
l7abroad to the brook Kidron. Now 

they began on the first day of the 
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first month to sanctify, and on the 
eighth day of the month eame they 
to the poreh of the Lorp; and they 
sanctified the house of the Lorp in 
eight days: and on the sixteenth day 
of the first month they made an end. 

18 Then they went in to Hezekiah the 
king within the palace, and said, We 
have cleansed all the house of the 
Lorp, and the altar of burnt offering, 
with all the vessels thereof, and the 
table of shewbread, with all the vessels 

19thereof. Moreover all the vessels, 
which king Ahaz in his reign did cast 
away when he trespassed, have we pre- 
pared and sanctified; and, behold, they 
are before the altar of the Lorp. 

20 ‘Then Hezekiah the king arose early, 
and gathered the prinees of the city, 
and went up to the house of the Lorp. 

21 And they brought seven bullocks, and 
seven rams, and seven lambs, and seven 
he-goats, for a sin offering for the king- 
dom and for the sanctuary and for Ju- 
dah. And he commanded the priests the 
sons of Aaron to offer them on the altar 

22 of the Lorp. So they killed the bull- 
oeks, and the priests received the blood, 
and sprinkled it on the altar: and they 
killed the rams, and sprinkled the blood 
upon the altar: they killed also the 
lambs, and sprinkled the blood upon 

23 the allar. And they brought near the 
he-goats for the sin offering before the 
king and the congregation; and they 

24laid their hands upon them: and the 
priests killed them, and they made a 
sin offermg with their blood upon the 
altar, to make atonement for all Is- 
rael: for the king eommanded that 
the burnt offering and the sin offering 

25 should be made for all Israel. And he 
set the Levites in the house of the 
Lorp with eymbals, with psalteries, 
and with harps, according to the eom- 
mandment of David, and of Gad the 
king’s seer, and Nathan the prophet: 
for the commandment was of the Lorp 

26 by his prophets. And the Levites stood 
with the instruments of David, and the 

27 priests with the trumpets. And Hezek- 
iah eommanded to offer the burnt offer- 
ing upon thealtar. And when the burnt 
offering began, the song of the Lorp 
began also, and the trumpets, together 
with the instruments of David king of 

28 Israel. And all the congregation wor- 
shipped, and the singers sang, and the 
trumpeters sounded; all this continued 
until the burnt offering was finished. 

29 And when they had made an end of 
offering, the king and all that were pre- 
sent with him bowed themselves and 

30 worshipped. Moreover Hezekiah the 
king and the prinees commanded the 
Levites to sing praises unto the Lorp 
with the words of David, and of Asaph 
the seer. And they sang praises with 

gladness, and they bowed their heads 
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Then Hezekiah an- 





Boer swered and said, Now ye have !con- 
your secrated yourselves unto the Lorp, 
rand, 


come near aud brig sacrifices and 
thank offerings into the house of the 
Lorp. Aud the congregation brought 
in sacrifices and thank offerings; and 
as many-as were of a willing heart 
32 brought burnt offerings. And the num- 
ber of the burnt offerings, which the 
congregation brought, was threescore 

| aud ten bullocks, an hundred rams, 
and two hundred lambs: all these were 
33 for a burnt offering to the Lorp. And 
the consecrated things were six hund- 
| red oxen and three thousand sheep. 
34 But the priests were too few, so that 
| they could uot flay all the burnt of- 








ferings: wherefore their brethren the 
Levites did help them, till the work 
was ended, and until the priests had 
sanctified themselves: for the Levites 
were more upright im heart to sanctify 

85 themselves than the priests. And also 
the burnt offerings were in abund- 
ance, with the fat of the peace offer- 
ings, and with the drink offerings for 
every burnt offering. So the service 
of the house of the Lorp was set m 

36 order. And Hezekiah rejoiced, and all 
the people, because of that which God 
had prepared for the people: for the 
thing was done suddenly. 

830 And Hezekiah sent to all Israel 
and Judah, and wrote letters also 
to Ephraim and Manasseh, that they 
should come to the house of the Lorp 
at Jerusalem, to keep the passover 

2 unto the Lorp, the God of Israel. For 
the king had taken counsel, and his 
princes, and all the congregation in 
Jerusalem, to keep the passover in the 

3second month. For they could not keep 
it at that time, because the priests had 
not sanctified themselves in sufficient 
number, neither had the people gath- 
ered themselves together to Jerusalem. 

4 And the thing was right in the eyes of 
the king and of all the congregation. 

5 So they established a decree to make 
proclamation throughout all Israel, 
from Beer-sheba even to Dan, that they 
should come to keep the passover un- 
to the Lorp, the God of Israel, at 
Jerusalem: for they had not kept it 
2in great numbers in such sort as it 

6is written. So the posts went with the 
letters from the king and his princes 
throughout all Israel and Judah, and 
according to the commandment of the 

i king, saying, Ye children of Israel, turn 
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again unto the Lorp, the God of Abra- 
ham, Isaac, and Israel, that he may re- 
turn to the remnant that are escaped 
of you out of the hand of the kings 
| | 7of Assyria. And be uot ye like your 
| 
| 


fathers, and like your brethren, which 
trespassed against the Lorn, the God of 
their fathers, so that he gave them up 
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88to desolation, as ye see. Now be ye 
not stiffnecked, as your fathers were; 
but ‘yield yourselves untothe Loxrp, and 
enter into his sanctuary, which he hath 
sauctified for ever, and serve the Lorp 
your God, that his ficree auger may 
9turn away from you. Jor if ye turn 
again unto the Lorp, your brethren and 
your children shall find compassion 
before them that led thein captive, 
aud shall come again into this land: 
for the Lorp your God is gracious and 
nierciful, and will not turn away his 
face from you, if ye return unto him. 
1050 the posts passed from city to city 
through the country of Ephrabn and 
Manasseh, even unto Zebulun: but they 
laughed them to seorn, and mocked 
llthem. Nevertheless divers of Asher 
and Manassehl and of Zebulun humbled 
themselves, and came to Jerusalem. 
12 Also in Judah was the hand of God to 
give thei one heart, to do the com- 
mandiment of the king and of the princes 

13 by the word of the Lorp. And there 
assembled at Jerusalem much people 
to keep the feast of unleavened bread 
in the second month, a very great con- 
14 eregation. And they arose aid tool 
away the altars that were in Jerusalem, 
and all the °altars for incense took 
they away, and cast them into the 
15 brook Kidron. Then they killed the 
passover on the fourteenth day of the 
second month: and the priests and 
the Levites were ashamed, and sane- 
tified themselves, and brought burnt 
offerings into the house of the Lorp. 
16And they stood in their place after 
their order, according to the law of 
Moses the man of God: the priests 
sprinkled the blood, whieh they received 
17 of the hand of the Levites. For there 
were many in the congregation that 
had not sanctified themselves: there- 
fore the Levites had the charge of 
killing the passovers for every one 
that was not clean, to sanctify them 
18unto the Lorp. For a multitude of 
the people, even many of Ephraim 
and Manasseh, Issachar aud Zebulun, 
had not cleansed themselves, yet did 
they eat the passover otherwise than it 

is written. For Hezekiah had prayed 
for them, saying, The good Lorp par- 
19 don every one that setteth his heart 
to seek God, the Lorp, the God of 
his fathers, though he be not cleansed 
according to the purification of the 
20 sanctuary. And the Lorp hearkened to 
21 Hezekiah, and healed the people. And 
the children of Israel that were present 

at Jerusalem kept the feast of unleav- 
ened bread seven days with great glad- 
ness: and tne Levites and the priests 
praised the Lorp day by day, stinging 
with loud instruments unto the Lorp. 
22 And Hezekiah spake comfortably unto 
all the Levites that were well skilled 
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in the service of the Lorp. So they did 
eat throughout the feast for the seven 
days, offeriug sacrifices of peace offer- 
ings, and ’inaking eonfession to the 
23 3 LorD, the God of their fathers. And 
the whole congregation took counsel 
to keep other seven days: and they 
kept other seven days with gladness. 
24 For Hezekiah king of Judah did give 
to the congregation for offerings a 
thousand bullocks and seven thousand 
sheep; and the princes gave to the eon- 
gregation a thousand bullocks and ten 
thousand sheep: and a great number 
25 of priests sanctified themselves. And 
all the eongregation of Judah, with 
he priests and the Levites, and all the 
congregation that came out of Israel, 
and the strangers that came out of the 
land of Israel, and that dwelt in Judah, 
26 rejoiced. So there was great joy in 
Jerusalem: for since the time of Solo- 
mon the son of David king of Israel 
there was not the like in Jerusalem. 
27 Then the priests the Levites arose and 
blessed the people: and their voiee was 
heard, and their prayer caine up to his 
holy habitation, even unto heaven. 
31 Now when all this was finished, all 
Israel that were present went ont to 
the eities of Judah, and brake in pieees 
the “pillars, and hewed down the Ash- 
erim, and brake down the high places 
and the altars out of all Judah and 
Benjamin, in Ephraim also and Ma- 
nasseh, until they had destroyed them 
all. Then all the children of Israel 
returned, every man to his possession, 
2into their own cities. And Hezekiah 
appointed the courses of the priests 
and the Levites after their courses, 
every man according to his serviee, 
both the priests and the Levites, for 
burnt offerings and for peace offerings, 
to minister, and to give thanks, and to 
praise in the gates of the eamp of the 
3Lorp. J/e appointed also the king’s 
portion of his substanee for the burnt 
offerings, to wit, for the morning and 
evening burnt offermgs, and the burnt 
efferings for the sabbaths, and for the 
new moons, and for the set feasts, as 
it is written in the law of the Lorp. 
4 Moreover he commanded the people 
that dwelt in Jerusalem to give the 
portion of the priests and the Levites, 
that they might ®give themselves to 
5the law of the Lorp. And as soon as 
the commaudment came abroad, the 
children of Israel gave in abundance 
the firstfruits of corn, wine, and oil, 
aud honey, and of all the increase of 
the field; and the tithe of all things 
6 brought they in abundantly. And the | 
children of Israel and J udah, that dwelt | 


7 God, and laid them by heaps. 


In the 
third month they began to lay the 
foundation of the heaps, and finished 

8 them in the seventh ionth. And when 
Hezekiah and the princes came and saw 
tlhe heaps, they blessed the Lorp, and 

9 his people Israel. Then Hezekiah ques- 
tioned with the priests and the Levites 

10 concerning the heaps. And Azariah 
the chief priest, of the house of Zadok, 
answered him and said, Since the people 
began to bring the oblations into the 
house of the Lorn, we have eaten and 
had enough, and have left plenty: for 
the Lorp hath blessed his people; and 
that which is left is this great store. 

11 Then Hezekiah eommanded to prepare 
chambers in the house of the Lorp; and 

12 they prepared them. And they brought 
in the oblations and the tithes and the 
dedicated things faithfully: and over 
them Conaniah the Levite was ruler, 
and Shimei his brother was second. 

13 And Jehiel, and Azaziah, and Nahath, 
and Asahel, and Jerimoth,and Jozabad, 
and Eliel, and Ismachiah, and Mahath, 
and Denaiah, were overseers under 
the hand of Conaniah and Shimei his 
brother, by the appointment of Hezek- 
iah the king, and Azariah the ruler 

14 of the house of God. And Kore the 
son of Imnah the Levite, the porter 
at the east gate, was over the freewill 
offerings of God, to distribute the 
oblations of the Lorp, and the most 

I5holy things. And under him were 
Eden, and Miniamin, and Jeshua, and 
Shemaiah, Amariah, and Sheeaniah, 
in the cities of the priests, in their 
4set office, to give to their brethren by 
courses, as well to the great as to the 

16 small: beside them that were reckoned 
by genealogy of males, from three 
vears old and upward, even every oue 
that entered into the house of the 
Lorp, as the duty of every day re- 
quired, for their service in their charges 

17 aceording to their courses; and them 
that were reckoned by genealogy of 
the priests by their fathers’ houses, 
and the Levites from twenty years old 
and upward, in their charges by their 

18 courses; Sand them that were reckoned 
by genealogy of all their little ones, 
their wives, and their sons, and their 
daughters, through all the congreg- 
ation: for in their ¢set offiee they 

19 sanctified themselves in holiness: also 
for the sons of Aaron the priests, which 
were in the fields of the suburbs of their 
cities, in every several city, there were 
men that were expressed by name, to 
give portions to all the males among 
the priests, and to all that were reek- 
oned by genealogy among the Levites. 


in the cities of Judah, they also brought | 20 And thus did Hezekiah throughout all 


in the tithe of oxen and sheep, and 
the tithe of dedieated things which 


were consecrated unto the LORD their 21 fore ute Lorp his God. And in every 
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work that he began in the service of 
the house of God, and in the law, and 
in the commandments, to seek his 
God, he did it with ail his heart, and 
prospered. 

32 1After these things, and this faith- 
fuluess, Sennacherib king of Assyria 
came, and entered into Judah, and 
encamped against the fenced cities, 
and thought 2to win them for him- 

2self. And when Hezekiah saw that 
Sennacherib was come, and that %he 
was purposed to fight against Jerusa- 
3lem, he took counsel with his princes 
and his mighty men to stop the waters 
of the fountains whieh were without 
4the city; and they helped him. So 
there was gathered much people to- 
gether, and they stopped all the 
fountains, and the brook that flowed 
through the midst of the land, saying, 
Why should the kings of Assyria come, 
Sand find much water? And he took 
courage, and built up all the wall that 
was broken down, and ‘raised 7¢ up to 
the towers, and 5the other wall with- 
out, and strengthened Millo in the city 
of David, and made weapons and shields 
6in abundance. And he set captains of 
war over the people, and gathered them 
together to him in the broad place at 
the gate of the city, and spake coin- 
7fortably to them, saying, Be strong 
and of a good courage, be not afraid 
nor dismayed for the king of Assyria, 
nor for all the multitude that is with 
him: for *there is a greater with us 

8 than with him: with him is an arm of 
flesh; but with us is the Lorp our 
God to help us, and to fight our battles. 
And the people rested themselves upon 
the words of Hezekiah king of Judah. 

9 After this did Sennacherib king of 
Assyria send his servants to Jerusa- 
lem, (now he was before Laehish, and 
all his power with him,) unto Hezekiah 
king of Judah, and unto all Judah that 

10 were at Jerusalem, saying, Thus saith 
Sennaecherib king of Assyria, Whereon 
do ye trust, that ye abide ‘the siege 

11in Jerusalem? Doth not Hezekiah per- 
suade you, to give you over to die by 
famine and by thirst, saying, The Lorp 
our God shall deliver us out of the 

12hand of the king of Assyria? Hath 
not the same Hezekiah taken away his 
high places and his altars, and eom- 
manded Judah and Jerusalem, saying, 
Ye shall worship before one altar, and 

13 upon it shall ye burn incense? Know ye 
not what I and my fathers have done 
unto all the peoples of the lands? Were 
the gods of the nations of the lands 
any ways able to deliver their land out 

14o0f mine hand? Who was there among 
all the gods of those nations which my 
fathers Sutterly destroyed, that could 
deliver his people out of mine hand, 
that your God should be able to deliver 
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15 you out of mine hand? Now therefore 
let not Hezekiah deceive you, nor 
persuade you on this manner, neither 
believe ye him: for no god of any 
nation or kingdom was able to deliver 
his people out of nine hand, and out of 
the hand of ny fathers: how mueh less 
shall your %God deliver you out of 

16 mine hand? And his servants spake yet 
more against the Lorp God, andagainst 

17 his servant Hezekiah. He wrote also 
10letters, to rail ou the Lorp, the God 
of Israel, and to speak against him, 
saying, As the gods of the nations of 
the lands, which have not delivered 
then people out of mine hand, so shall 
not the God of Hezekiah deliver his 

18people out of mine hand. And they 
cried with a loud voice in the Jews’ 
language unto the people of Jerusalem 
that were on the wall, to affright them, 
and to trouble them; that they might 

19 take the city. And they spake of the 
God of Jerusalem, as of the gods of 
the peoples of the earth, which are the 

20 work of men’s hands. And Hezekiah 
the king, and Isaiah the prophet the son 
of Amoz, prayed because of this, and 

21 cried to heaven. And the Lorp sent 
an angel, which cut off all the mighty 
men of valour, and the leaders and 
captains, in the camp of the king of 
Assyria. So he returned with shame 
of face to his own land. And when he 
Was come into the house of his god, 
they that came forth of his own bowels 
slew him there with the sword. 

22Thus the Lorp saved Hezekiah and 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem from 
the hand of Sennacherib the king of 
Assyria, and from the hand of all othe;, 

23 and guided them on every side. And 
many brought gifts unto the Lorp 
to Jerusalem, and precious things to 
Hezekiah king of Judah: so that he 
was exalted in the sight of all nations 
from thenceforth. 

24 !2Inthose days Hezekiah was sick even 
unto death: and he prayed unto the 
Lorp; and he spake unto him, and gave 

25 him a sign. But Hezekiah rendered 
not again according to the benefit done 
unto him; for his heart was lifted up: 
therefore there was wrath upon him, 

26and upon Judah and Jerusalem. Not- 
withstanding Hezekiah humbled hin- 
self for 4 the pride of his heart, both he 
and the inhabitants of Jerusalem, so 
that the wrath of the Lorp came not 
upon them in the days of Hezekiah. 

27 And Hezekiah had exceeding much 
riches and honour: and he provided hina 
treasuries for silver, and for gold, and 
for precious stones, and for spices, and 
for shields, and for all manner of good- 

28 ly vessels; storehouses also for the in- 
crease of corn and wine and oil; and 
stalls forall manner of beasts, and flocks 

29in folds. Moreover he provided him 
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cities, and possessions of flocks and 
herdsin abundance: for God had given 
30 bim very much substance. This same 
Hezekiah also stopped the upper spring 
of the waters of Gihon, and brought 
them straight down on the west side 
of the city of David. And Hezekiah 
31 prospered in all his works. Howbeit in 
the business of the }ambassadors of the 
princes of Babylon, who sent unto him 
to inquire of the wonder that was done 
in the land, Ged left him, to try him, 
that he might know all that was in his 
32 heart. Now the rest of the acts of Hez- 
ckiah, and his good deeds, behold, they 
are written in the vision of Isaiah the 
prophet the son of Amoz, in the book 
33 of the kings of Judah and Israel. And 
Hezekiah slept with his fathers, and 
they buried him in the ascent of the 
sepulchres of the sons of David: and all 
Judah and the inhabitants of Jerusalem 
did him honour at his death. And Ma- 
nasseh his son reigned in his stead. 
33 2Manasseh wastwelve years old when 
he began to reign; and he reigned fifty 
2and five years in Jernsalem. And he 
did that which was evil in the sight of 
the Lorp, after the abominations of 
the heathen, whom the Lorp east out 
3before the children of Israel. For he 
built again the high places which 
Hezekiah his father had broken down; 
and he reared up altars for the Baalim, 
and made Asheroth, and worshipped all 
the host of heaven, and served them. 
4 And he built altars in the house of the 
Lorp, whereof the Lorp said, In Jeru- 
5salem shall my name be for ever. And 
he built altars for all the host of 
heaven in the two courts of the house 
Gof the Lornp. He also made his child- 
ren to pass through the fire in the 
valley of the son of Hinnom: and he 
practised augury, and used enchant- 
ments, and practised sorcery, and dealt 
with them that had familiar spirits, and 
with wizards: he wrought much evil in 
the sight of the Lorp, to provoke him 
7 to anger. And he set the graven image 
of the idol, which he had made, in the 
honse of God, of which God said to 
David aid to Solomon his son, In this 
house, andin Jernsalem, which I have 
chosei ont of all the tribes of Israel, 
Swill I put my name for ever: neither 
will I any more remove the foot of 
Israel from off the land which I have 
appointed for your fathers; if only 
they will observe to do all that I have 
commanded them, even all the law and 
the statutes and the ordinances by the 
9hand of Moses. And Manasseh made 
Judahand the inhabitants of Jerusalem 
to err, so that they did evil more than 
did the nations, whom the Lorp de- 
stroyed before the children of Israel. 
10 And the Lorp spake to Manasseh, and 
to his people: but they gave no heed. 





11 Wherefore the Lorp brought upon them 
the captains of the host of the king 
of Assyria, which took Manasseh 3in 
chains, and bound him with fetters, 

12and carried him to Babylon. And when 
he was in distress, he besought the 
Lorp his God, and humbled himself 
greatly before the God of his fathers. 

13 And he prayed unto him; and he was 
intreated of him, and heard his sup- 
plication, and bronght him again to 
Jerusalem into his kingdom. Then 
Manasseh knew that the Lorp he 
was God. 

14 Now after this he built au outer wall 
to the city of David, on the west side 
of Gihon, in the valley, even to the 
entering in at the fish gate; and he 
compassed about Ophel, and raised 
it up a very great height: and he put 
4valiant captains in all the fenced cities 

15 of Judah, And he took away the strange 
gods, and the idol out of the house of 
the Lorp, and all the altars that he 
had built in the mount of the house 
of the Lorp, and in Jerusalem, and 

16cast them out of the city. And he 
5built up the altar of the Lorn, and 
offered thereon sacrifices of peace offer- 
ings and of thanksgiving, and com- 
manded Judah to serve the Lorp, the 

17 God of Israel. Nevertheless the people 
did sacrifice still in the high places, but 

18 only unto the Lorp their God. Now 
the rest of the acts of Manasseh, and 
his prayer unto his God, and the words 
of the seers that spake to him in the 
name of the Lorp, the God of Israel, 
behold, they are written among the acts 

19 of the kings of Israel. His prayer also, 
and how God was intreated of him, and 
all his sin and his trespass, and the 
places wherein he built high places, and 
set up the Asherim and the graven 
images, before he humbled himself: 
behold, they are written in the history 

20 of SHozai. So Manasseh slept with 
his fathers, and they buried him in his 
own honse: and Amon his son reigned 
in his stead. 

21 7Amon was twenty and two years old 
when he began to reign; and he reigned 

22 twoyearsin Jerusalem. And hedid that 
which was evil in the sight of the Lorn, 
as did Manasseh his father: and Amon 
sacrificed unto all the graven images 
which Manasseh his father had made, 

23and served them. And he humbled 
not himself before the Lorp, as Ma- 
nasseh his father had humbled himself; 
but this same Amon ®trespassed more 

94and more. And his servants conspired 
against him, and put him todeath in his 
25own house. But the people of the land 
slew all them that had conspired against 
king Amon; and the people of the land 
made Josiah his son king in his stead. 

34 * Josiah was eight years old when 

he began to reign; and he reigned 
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thirty and one years in Jerusalem. 

2 And he did that whieh was right in the 
eyes of the Lorp, and walked in the 
ways of David his father, and turned 
not aside to the right hand or to the left. 

3}for in the eighth year of his reign, 
while he was yet young, he began to 
seck after the God of David his father: 
aud in the twelith year he began to 
purge Judah and Jerusalem from the 
high places, and the Asherim, and the 
graven images, and the molten images. 

4 And they brake down the altars of the 
Baalim in his presence; and the sun- 
images, that were on high above them, 
he hewed down; and the Asherim, and 
the graven images, and the molten 
images, he brake in pieces, and made 
dust of them, and strowed it upon the 
graves of them that had sacrificed unto 

5them. And he burnt the bones of the 
priests upon their altars, and purged 

6 Judah and Jernsalem. And so did he 
in the cities of Manasseh and Ephraim 
aud Simeon, even unto Naphtali, lin 

7 their ruins round about. And he brake 
down the altars, and beat the Asherim 
and the graven images into powder, 
and hewed down all the sun-images 
throughout all the land of Israel, and 
returned to Jerusalem. 

8 2Now in the eighteenth year of his 
reign, when he had purged the land, 
and the honse, he sent Shaphan the son 
of Azaliah, and Maaseiah the governor 
of the city, and Joah the son of Joahaz 
the 3recorder, to repair the house of the 

9 Lorp his God. And they came to Hilkiah 
the high priest, and delivered the money 
that was brought into the house of God, 
which the Levites, the keepers of the 
4door, had gathered of the hand of 
Manassch and Ephraim, and of all the 
remnant of Israel, and of all Judah and 
Benjamin, and of the inhabitants of 

10 Jernsalem. And they delivered it into 
the hand of the workmen that had the 
oversight of the house of the Lorn; and 
6the workmen that wrought in the 
house of the Lorp gave it to amend 

ll and repair the house; even to the car- 
penters and to the builders gave they 
it, to buy hewn stone, and timber for 
couplings, and to make beams for the 
houses whieh the kings of Judah had 

12 destroyed. And the men did the work 
faithfully: and the overseers of them 
were Jahath and Obadiah, the Levites, 
of the sons of Merari; and Zeehariah 
and Meshullam, of the sons of the Ko- 
hathites, 7to set it forward: and other 
of the Levites, all that could skill of 

13 instruments of music. Also they were 
over the bearers of burdens, and set 


forward all that did the work im every |, 


manner of serviee: and of the Levites 
there were scribes, and officers, and 
14porters. And when they brought out 
the money that was brought into the 





house of the Lorp, Hilkiah the priest 
found the book of the law of the Lorp 
158given by Moses. And Ifilkiah an- 
swered and said to Shaphan the seribe, 
I have found the book of the law in 
the house of the Lorp. And Hilkiah 
16 delivered the book to Shaphan. And 
Shaphan carried the book to the king, 
and moreover brought the king word 
again, saying, All that was committed 
17 to thy servants, they do it. And they 
have %emptied out the money that was 
found in the house of the Lorp, and 
have delivered it into the hand of the 
overseers, and into the hand of the 
18 workmen. And Shaphan the scribe 
told the king, saying, Hilkiah the 
priest hath dehvered me a book. And 
Shaphan read therein before the king. 
19 And it came to pass, when the king had 
heard the words of the law, that he 
90rent his clothes. And the king com- 
manded Hilkiah, and Ahikam the son 
of Shaphan, and 1°Abdon the son of 
Mieah, and Shaphan the seribe, and 
91 Asaiah the king’s servant, saying, Go 
ye, inquire of the Lonrp for me, and for 
them that are left in Israel and in Ju- 
dah, concerning the words of the book 
that is found: for great is the wrath of 
the Lorp that is poured out upon us, 
because our fathers have not kept the 
word of the Lorp, to do according un- 
22 to all that is written in this book. So 
Hilkiah, and they whom the king had 
commanded, went to Huldah the pro- 
phetess, the wife of Shallum the son of 
11 Tokhath, the son of 12 Hasrah, keeper 
of the wardrobe; (now she dwelt in Je- 
rusalem in the second quarter ;) and 
23 they spake to her to that effect. And 
she said unto them, Thus saith the 


Lonp, the God of Israel: Tell ye the man | 


24 that sent you unto me, Thus saith the 
Lonp, Behold, I will bring evil upon this 
place, and upon the inhabitants thereof, 
even all the curses that are written in 
the book which they have read before 

25 the king of Judah: beeause they have 
forsaken me, and have burned incense 
uuto other gods, that they might pro- 
voke me to anger with all the works 
of their hands; therefore is my wrath 
poured out upon this place, and it shall 

26 not be quenched. But unto the king 
of Judah, who sent you to inquire of 
the Lorn, thus shall ye say to hin, 
Thus saith the Lorn, the God of Israel: 
As touching the words whieh thou hast 

27 heard, beeause thine heart was tender, 
and thou didst humble thyself before 
God, when thou heardest his words 
against this place, and against the in- 
habitants thereof, and hast humbled 
thyself before me, and hast rent thy 
clothes, and wept beforeme; Lalsohave 

9heard thee, saith the Lorp. Behold, 

I will gather thee to thy fathers, and 

thou shalt be gathered to thy grave in 
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peace, neither shall thine eyes see all 
the evil that I will bring upon this place, 
and upon the inhabitants thereof. And 
they brought the king word again. 

29 1Then the king sent and gathered 
together all the elders of Judah and 

80 Jerusalem. And the king went up to 
the house of the Lorp, and all the 
men of Judah and the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem, and the priests, and the 
Levites, and all the people, both great 
and small: and he read in their ears 
all the words of the book of the coven- 
ant that was found in the house of 

31 the Lorp. And the king stood in his 
place, and made a covenant before the 
Lorp, to walk after the Lorp, and to 
keep his commandments, and his test- 
imonies, and his statutes, with all his 
heart, and with all his soul, to perform 
the words of the covenant that were 

32 written in this book. And he caused all 
that were found in Jerusalem and Ben- 
jamin to stand to zt. And the inhabit- 
ants of Jerusalem did according to the 
covenant of God, the God of their fa- 

33 thers. And Josiah took away all the 
abominations out of all the countries 
that pertained to the children of Israel, 
and made all that were found in Israel 
to serve, even to serve the Lorp their 
God. All his days they departed not 
from following the Lorp, the God of 
their fathers. 

35 And Josiah kept a passover unto the 
Lorp in Jerusalem: and they killed the 
passover on the fourteenth day of the 

2first month. And he set the priests in 
their charges, and encouraged them to 
the service of the house of the Lorn. 
3 And he said unto the Levites that taught 
all Israel, which were holy unto the 
Lorp, Put the holy ark in the house 
which Solomon the son of David king 
of Israel did build; there shall no more 
bea burden upon your shoulders: now 
serve the Lorp your God, and his people 
4Israel. And prepare yourselves after 
your fathers’ houses by your courses, 
according to the writing of David king 
of Israel, and according to the writing 
5 of Solomon his son. And stand in the 
holy place according to the divisions of 
the fathers’ houses of your brethren the 
children of the people, 2and let there be 
for each a portion of a fathers’ house 
6 of the Levites. And kill the passover, 
and sanctify yourselves, and prepare 
for yow brethren, to do according to 
the word of the Lorp by the hand of 
7 Moses. And Josiah *gave to the child- 
ren of the people, of the flock, lambs 
and kids, all of them for the passover 
offerings, unto all that were present, 
to the number of thirty thonsand, and 
three thousand bullocks: these were of 
8 the king’s substance. And his princes 
gave 4for a freewill offering unto the 
people, to the priests, and to the Levites. 


Hilkiah and Zechariah and Jehiel, the 
rulers of the house of God, gave unto 
the priests for the passover offerings two 
thousand and six hundred small cattle, 
9and three hundred oxen. Conaniah 
also, and Shemaiah and Nethanel, his 
brethren, and Hashabiah and Jeiel 
and Jozabad, the chiefs of the Levites, 
gave unto the Levites for the passover 
offerings five thousand small cattle, and 
10 five hundred oxen. So the service was 
prepared, and the priests stood in their 
place, and the Levites by their courses, 
according to the king’s commandment. 
11 And they killed the passover, and the 
priests sprinkled the blood, which they 
received of their hand, and the Levites 
12 flayed them. And they removed the 
burut offerings, that they might give 
them according to the divisions of the 
fathers’ houses of the children of the 
people, to offer unto the Lorp, as it is 
written in the book of Moses. And so 
13 did they with the oxen. And they roast- 
ed the passover with fire according to 
the ordinance: and the holy offerings 
sod they in pots, and in caldrons, and in 
pans, and carried them quickly to all the 
14 children of the people. And afterward 
they prepared for themselves, and for 
the priests; because the priests the sons 
of Aaron were busied in offermg the 
burnt offerings and the fat until night: 
therefore theLevites prepared for them- 
selves, and for the priests the sons of 
15 Aaron. And the singers the sons of 
Asaph were in their place, according 
to the commandment of David, and 
Asaph, and Heman, and Jeduthun the 
king’s seer; and the porters were at 
every gate: they needed not to depart 
from their service, for their brethren the 
16 Levites prepared for them. So all the 
service of the Lorp was prepared the 
same day, to keep the passover, and to 
offer burnt offerings npon the altar of 
the Lorp, according to the command- 
17ment of king Josiah. And the child- 
ren of Israel that were present kept 
the passover at that time, and the feast 
18 of unleavened bread seven days. And 
there was no passover like to that kept 
in Israel from the days of Samuel the 
prophet; neither did any of the kings 
of Israel keep such a passover as Josiah 
kept, and the priests, and the Levites, 
and all Judah and Israel that were 
present, and the inhabitants of Jerusa- 
19lem. In the eighteenth year of the reign 
of Josiah was this passover kept. 
20 5 After all this, when Josiah had pre- 
pared the temple, Neco king of Egypt 


went up to fight against Carchemish by | *° 


Euphrates: and Josiah went out against 
21him. But he sent ambassadors to him, 
saying, What have I to do with thee, 
thou king of Judah? Jcome not against 
thee this day, but against the house 
wherewith I have war; and God Shath 
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commanded me to make haste: forbear 
thee from meddling with God, who is 
with me, that he destroy thee not. 

22 Nevertheless Josial would not turn 
his face from him, but disguised him- 
self, that he might fight with him, and 
hearkened not unto the words of Neco, 
from the mouth of God, and came to 

23 fight in the valley of Megiddo. And the 
archers shot at king Josiah; and the 
king said to his servants, Havemeaway; 

24 for I am sore wounded. So his serv- 
ants took him out of the chariot, and 
put him in the second chariot that he 
had, and brought him to Jerusalem ; 
and he died, and was buried in the 
sepulchres of his fathers. And all 
Judah and Jerusalem mourned for 

25 Josiah. And Jeremiah lamented for 
Josiah: and all the singing men and 
singing women spake of Josiah in their 
lamentations, unto this day; and they 
made them an ordinance in Israel: and, 
behold, they are written in the lament- 

26 ations. Now the rest of the acts of 
Josiah, and his good deeds, according 
to that which is written in the law of 

27 the Lorp, and his acts, first and last, 
behold, they are written in the book of 
the kings of Israel and Judah. 

36 1 Then the people of the land took 
Jehoahaz the son of Josiah, and made 
him king in his father’s stead in Jeru- 

2salem. Joahaz was twenty and three 
years old when he began to reign; and 
he reigned three months in Jerusalem. 

3 And the king of Egypt deposed him at 
Jerusalem, and amerced the land in an 
hundred talents of silver and a talent of 

4gold. And the king of Egypt made Eli- 
akim his brother king over Judah and 
Jerusalem, and changed his naime to 
Jehoiakim. And Neco took Joahaz his 
brother, and carried him to Kigypt. 

5 2Jehoiakim was twenty and five 
years old when he began to reign; 
and he reigned eleven years in Je- 
rusalem: and he did that which was 
evil in the sight of the Lorp his God. 

6 Against him came up Nebuchadnezzar 
king of Babylon, and bound him in 

7 fetters, to carry him to Babylon. Nebn- 
chadnezzar also carried of the vessels 
of the house of the Lorp to Babylon, 
and put them in his ?temple at Babylon. 

8 Now the rest of the acts of Jehoiakim, 
and his abominations which he did, 
and that which was found 4in him, 
behold, they are written in the book of 
the kings of Israel and Judah: and 
5Jchoiachin his son reigned in his 
stead. 

9 6Jehoiachin was7eight years old when 
he began to reign; and he reigned three 
months and ten days in Jerusalem: and 
he did that which was evil in the sight 

10 of the Lorp. And Sat the return of the 
year king Nebuchadnezzar sent, and 
brought him to Babylon, with the 
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goodly vessels of the house of the 
Lonp, and made Zedekiah his brother 
king over Judah and Jerusalem. 

11 %Zedekiah was twenty and one years 
old when he began to reign; aud he 
reigned eleven years in Jerusalem: 

12Zand he did that which was evil m the 
sight of the Lonp his God; he humbled 
not himself before Jeremiah the pro- 
phet speaking from the mouth of the 

13 Lorn. And healsorebelled against king 
Nebuchadnezzar, who had made him 
swear by God: but he stiffened his neck, 
and 10hardened his heart from turn- 
ing unto the Lorn, the God of Israel. 

14 Moreover all the chiefs of the priests, 
and the people, trespassed very greatly 
after all the abominations of the hea- 
then; and they polluted the house of 
the Lorp which he had hallowed in Je- 

15rusalem. And the Lorn, the God of 
their fathers, sent to them by his mes- 
sengers, rising up early and sending; 
because he had compassion ou his peo- 

16 ple, and on his dwellmg place: but they 
mocked the messengers of God, and 
despised his words, and seoffed at his 
prophets, until the wrath of the Lorp 
arose against his people, till there was 

17no Uremedy. Therefore he brought 
upon them the king of the Chaldeans, 
who slew their young men with the 
sword in the honse of their sanctuary, 
and had no compassion upon young man 
or maiden, old man or ancient: he gave 

18them all into his hand. And all the 
vessels of the house of God, great and 
small, and the treasures of the house 
.of the Lorp, and the treasures of the 
king, and of his princes; all these he 

19 brought to Babylon. And they burnt 
the honse of God, and brake down the 
wall of Jerusalem, and burnt all the 
palaces thereof with fire, and destroyed 

20all the goodly vessels thereof. And 
them that had escaped from the sword 
carried he away to Babylon; and they 
were servants to him and his sons 
until the reign of the kingdom of Persia: 

21 to fulfil the word of the Lorp by the 
mouth of Jeremiah, until the land had 
enjoyed her sabbaths: for as long as 
she lay desolate she kept sabbath, to 
fulfil threescore and ten years. 

22 12Now in the first year of Cyrus 
king of Persia, that the word of the 
Lorp by the mouth of Jeremiah might 
be accomplished, the Lorp stirred up 
the spirit of Cyrus king of Persia, 
that he made a proclamation through- 
ont all his kingdom, and put zt also in 

23 writing, saying, Thus saith Cyrus king 
of Persia, All the kingdoms of the earth 
hath the Lorp, the God of heaven, 
given me; and he hath charged me to 
build him an house m Jerusalem, which 
isin Judah. Whosoever there is among 
you of all his people, the Lorp his God 
be with him, and let him go up.

10knives; thirty bowls of gold, silver 
bowls of a second sort four hundred 
and ten, and other vessels a thousand. 

11 Allthe vessels of gold and of silver were 
five thousand and four hundred. All 
these did Sheshbazzar bring up, when 
they of the captivity were brought up 
from Babylon unto Jerusalem. 


2 32Now these are the children of the 
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29red twenty and three. The children 
30 of Nebo, fifty and two. The children 
of Magbish, an hundred fifty and six. 
31 The children of the other Elam, a thou- 
32 sand two hundred fifty and four. The 
children of Harim, three hundred and 
338 tweuty. The children of Lod, Hadid, 
and Ono, seven hundred twenty and five. 
834 The children of Jericho, three hundred 
35 fortyand five. The children of Senaah, 
three thousand and six hundred and

province, that went up out of the capt- 
ivity of those which had been carried 
away, whom 4Nebuchadnezzar the king 
of Babylon had carried away unto Baby- 
lon, and that returned unto Jerusalem 
and Judah, every one unto his city; 
2which came with Zerubbabel, Jeshua, 


36 thirty. The priests: the children of 

Jedaiah, of the house of Jeshna, nine 
37 hundred seventy and three. The child- 

ren of Ihmer, a thousand fifty and two. 
38 The children of Pashhur, a thonsand 
39two hundred forty and seven. The 
children of Harim, a thousand and

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40seventcen. The Levites: the children 
of Jeshua and Kadimiel, of the children 
41 of }Hodaviah, seventy and four. The 
singers: the children of Asaph, an 
42 hundred twenty and eight. The child- 
ren of the porters: the children of Shal- 
lum, the children of Ater, the child- 
ren of Talmon, the children of Akkub, 
the children of Hatita, the children of 
Shobai, in all an hundred thirty and 
43 nine. The Nethinim: the children of 
Ziha, the children of Hasupha, the 
44 children of ‘Tabbaoth; the children of 
Keros, the children of 2 Siaha, the child- 
45 ren of Padou; the children of Lebanah, 
the children of Hagabah, the children 
46 of Akkub; the childreu of Hagab, the 
children of ?Shamilai, the children of 
47 Hanan; the children of Giddel, the child- 
ren of Gahar, the children of Reaiah ; 
48 the children of Rezin, the children of 
49 Nekoda, the children of Gazzam; the 
children of Uzza, the children of Pa- 
50seah, the children of Besai; the child- 
ren of Asnah, the children of Meunin, 
51 the children of 4 Nephisim; the children 
of Bakbuk, the children of Hakupha, 
52the children of Harhur; the children 
of 5Bazluth, the children of Mehida, 
53 the children of Harsha; the children 
of Barkos, the children of Sisera, the 
54children of Temah; the children of 
55 Neziah, the children of Hatipha. The 
children of Solomon’s servants: the 
children of Sotai, the children of ® Has- 
56 sophereth, the children of ? Peruda; the 
children of Jaalah, the children of Dar- 
57 kon, the children of Giddel; the children 
of Shephatiah, the children of Hattil, 
the children of Pochereth-hazzebain, 
58 the children of 8Ami. All the Nethin- 
im, and the children of Solomon’s serv- 
ants, were three huudred ninety and 
59two. And these were they which went 
up from Tel-melah, Tel-harsha, Cherub, 
°Addan, and Immer: but they could not 
shew their fathers’ houses, and their 
60 seed, whether they were of Israel: the 
children of Delaiah, the children of To- 
biah, the children of Nekoda, six hund- 
Gl red fifty andtwo. And of the children of 
the priests: the children of 1° Habaiah, 
the children of Hakkoz, the children of 
Barzillai, which took awife of the daugh- 
ters of Barzillai the Gileadite, and was 
62 called atter their name. These sought 
their register among those that were 
reckoned by genealogy, but they were 
notfound: therefore! were they deemed 
polluted and put from the priesthood. 
63 And the !2Tirshatha said unto them, 
that they should not eat of the most holy 
things, till there stood up a priest with 
64 Urim and with Thummim. The whole 
congregation together was forty and 
two thousand three hundred and three- 
65 score, beside their menservants and 
their maidservants, of whom there were 
seven thousand three hundred thirty 
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and seven: and they had two hund- 
red singing men and singing woinen. 
66 Their horses were seven hundred thirty 
and six; their inules, two hundred forty 
67 and five; their camels, four hmidred 
thirty and five; their asses, six thon- 
68 sand seven hundred and twenty. And 
some of the heads of fathers’ houses, 
when they came to the house of the 
Lorp which is in Jerusalem, offered 
willingly for the house of God to set it 
69up in its place: they gave after their 
ability into the treasury of the work 
threescore and one thousand darics of 
gold, and five thousand }° pound of sil- 
ver, and one hundred priests’ garments. 
70 So the priests, and the Levites, and 
some of the people, and the singers, and 
the porters, and the Nethinim, dwelt in 
their cities, and all Israel in their cities. 

3 4And when the seventh month was 
come, and the children of Israel were 
in the cities, the people gathered them- 
selves together as oue man toJernsalem. 

2'Then stood up Jeshua the son of Joza- 
dak, and his brethren the priests, and 
Zerubbabel the son of Shealtiel, and his 
brethren, and builded the altar of the 
God of Israel, to offer burnt offerings 
thereon, as it is written in the law of 

3 Moses the man of God, And they set 
the altar upon its base; for fear was 
upon them because of the people of the 
countries: and they offered burnt offer- 
ings thereon unto the Lorn, even burnt 

4 offerings morning and evening. And 
they kept the feast of tabernacles, as it 
is written, and offered the daily burnt 
offerings by number, according to the 
ordinance, as the duty of every day re- 

5 quired; and afterward the continual 
burnt offering, and the offerings of the 
new moons, and of all the set feasts of 
the Lorp that were consecrated, and of 
every one that willingly offered a free- 

6 will offering unto the Lorp. From the 
first day of the seveuth month began 
they to offer burnt offerings unto the 
Lorp: but the foundation of the tem- 

7 ple of the Lorp was not yet laid. They 
gave money also unto the !masous, 
and to the carpenters; and meat, and 
drink, and oil, unto them of Zidon, and 
to them of Tyre, to bring cedar trees 
from Lebanon to the sea, unto Joppa, 
according to the grant that they had of 
Cyrus king of Persia. 

8 Now in the second year of their 
coming uuto the house of God at Jeru- 
salem, in the second month, began 
Zerubbabel the son of Shealtiel, and 
Jeshua the son of Jozadak, and the 
rest of their brethren the priests and the 
Levites, and all they that were come 
out of the captivity unto Jerusalem ; 
and appointed the Levites, from twen- 
ty years old and upward, to !7have the 
oversight of the work of the house 

9of the Lory. Then stood Jeshua 
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with his sons and his brethren, Kad- 
miiel and his sons, the sons of ! Judah, 
2together, to have the oversight of 
the workmen in the house of God: the 
sons of Henadad, with their sons and 
1Otheir brethren the Levites. And when 
the builders laid the foundation of 
the temple of the Lorn, ®they set the 
priests in their apparel with trumpets, 
and the Levites the sons of Asaph 
with cymbals, to praise the Lorn, after 

11 the order of David king of Israel. And 
they sang one to another in praising 
and giving thanks mto the Lorp, say- 
ing, For he is good, for his mercy 
endureth for ever toward Israel. And 
all the people shouted with a great 
shout, when they praised the Lorn, 
because the foundation of the house of 

12the Lorp was laid. But many of the 
priests and Levites and heads offathers’ 
houses, the old men that had seen #the 
first house, when the foundation of this 
house was laid before their eyes, wept 
with a loud voice; and many shonted 

12 aloud for joy: so that the people could 
not discern the noise of the shout of Joy 
from the noise of the weeping of the 
people: for the people shouted with a 
loud shout, and the noise was heard 
afar off. 

4 Now when the adversaries of Judah 
and Benjamin heard that the children 
of the captivity builded a temple unto 

2 the Lorn, the God of Israel; then they 
drew near to Zerubbabel, and to the 
heads of fathers’ houses, and said unto 
them, Let us build with you: for we 
seek your God, as ye do; °and we do 
sacrifice unto him since the days of 
Iisar-haddon king of Assyria, which 

3 brought us up hither. But Zerubbahel, 
and Jeshua, and the rest of the heads 
of fathers’ houses of Israel, said unto 
them, Ye have nothing to do with us to 
build an house unto our God; but we 
ourselves together will build unto the 
Lorp, the God of Israel, as king Cyrus 
the king of Persia hath commanded us. 

4 Then the people of the land weakened 
the hands of the people of Judah, and 

56troubled them in building, and hired 
counsellors against them, to frustrate 
their purpose, all the days of Cyrus 
king of Persia, even until the reign of 

6 Darius king of Persia. And in the 
reign of 7Ahasuerus, in the beginning 
of his reign, wrote they an accusation 
against the inhabitants of Judah and 
Jerusalem. 

7 Andin the days of Artaxerxes wrote 
Bishlam, Mithredath, Tabeel, and the 
rest of his companions, unto Artaxerxes 
king of Persia; and the writing of 
the letter was written in the 9Syrian 
character, and set forth in the 9Syrian 

Stongue. %Rehum the chancellor and 
Shimshai the scribe wrote a letter 
against Jerusalem to Artaxerxes the 


9 king in this sort: then wrote Rehum the 
chancellor, and Shimshai the scribe, 
and the rest of their companions; the 
Dinaites, and the Apharsathchites, the 
Tarpelites, the Apharsites, the Archev- 
ites, the Babylonians, the Shushanch- 

10ites, the Dehaites, the Elamites, and 
the rest of the nations whom the great 
and noble Osnappar brought over, and 
set in the city of Samaria, and in the 
rest of the country beyond the river, 
lland so forth. This is the copy of the 
letter that they sent unto Artaxerxes 
the king ; Thy servants the men beyond 
12the river, and so forth. Be it known 
unto the king, that the Jews which came 
up from thee are come to us unto Jeru- 
salem; they are building the rebellious 
and the bad city, and have finished the 
walls, and repaired the foundations. 
13 Be it known now unto the king, that, if 
this city be builded, and the walls fin- 
ished, they will not pay tribute, custom, 
or toll, and in the end it will endamage 
l4the kings. Now because we eat the salt 
of the palace, and it is not meet for us 
to see the king’s dishonour, therefore 
have we sent and certified the king; 
15 that search may be made in the book of 
the records of thy fathers: soshalt thou 
find in the book of the records, and 
know that this city is a rebellious city, 
and hurtful unto kings and provinces, 
and that they have moved sedition with- 
in the same of old time: for which cause 
16 was this city laid waste. We certify the 
king that, if this city be builded, and the 
walls finished, by this means thou shalt 
17 have no portion beyond the river. Then 
sent the king an answer uwito Rehum the 
chancellor, and to Shimshai the scribe, 
and to the rest of their companions that 
dwell in Samaria, and “in the rest of 
the country beyond the river, Peace, and 
18seforth. The letter which ye sent unto 
us hath been !2 plainly read before me. 
19 And I decreed, and search hath been 
made, and it is found that this city of 
old time hath made insurrection against 
kings, and that rebellion and sedition 
20 have been made therein. There have 
been mighty kings also over Jernsalem, 
which have ruled over all the country 
beyond the river; and tribute, custom, 
2land toll, was paid unto them. Make 
ye now a decree to cause these men 
to cease, and that this city be not 
builded, until a deeree shall be made 
22by me. And take heed that ye be not 
slack herein: why should damage grow 
23to the hurt of the kings? Then when 
the copy of king Artaxerxes’ letter 
wasread before Rehum, and Shimshai 
the scribe, and their companions, they 
went in haste to Jerusalem unto the 
Jews, and made them to cease by force 
24and power. Then ceased the work 
of the house of God which is at Jeru- 
salem; and it ceased unto the second

year of the reign of Darius king of 
Persia. 

5 Now the prophets, Haggai the 
prophet, and Zechariah the son of 
Iddo, prophesied unto the Jews that 
were in Judah and Jerusalem; in the 
name of the God of Israel 1prophe- 

2sted they unto them, Then rose up 
Zerubbabel the son of Shealtiel, and 
Jeshua the son of Jozadak, and began 
to build the house of God which is at 
Jerusalem; and with them were the 

3prophets of God, helping them. At 
the same time came to them Tattenai, 
the governor beyond the river, and 
Shethar-bozenai, and their companions, 
and said thus unto them, Who gave 
you a decree to build this house, and to 

4tinish this wall? 2Then spake we unto 
them after this manner, What are the 
names of the men that make this build- 

5ing? But the eye of their God was upon 
the elders of the Jews, and they did not 
make them cease, till the matter should 
come to Darius, and then ® answer should 
be returned by letter concerning it. 

6 The copy of the letter that Tattenai, 
the governor beyond the river, and 
Shethar-bozenai, and his companions 
the Apharsachites, which were beyond 
the river, sent unto Darius the king: 

7 they sent a letter unto him, wherein 
was written thus; Unto Darius the 

Sking, all peace. Be it known unto the 
king, that we went into the province of 
Judah, to the house of the great God, 
which is builded with great stones, and 
timber is laid in the walls, and this 
work goeth on with diligence and pros- 

9 pereth in their hands. Then asked we 
those elders, and said unto them thus, 
Who gave you a decree to build this 

10 house, and to finish this wall? We 
asked them their names also, to certify 
thee, that we might write the names 
of the men that were at the head of 

llthem. And thus they returned us an- 
swer, saying, We are the servants of 
the God of heaven and earth, and build 
the house that was builded these many 
years ago, which a great king of Israel 

12 builded and finished. But 4after that 
our fathers had provoked the God of 
heaven unto wrath, he gave them imto 
the hand of Nebuchadnezzar king of 
Babylon, the Chaldean, who destroyed 
this house, and carried the people away 

13into Babylon. But in the first year of 
Cyrus king of Babylon, Cyrus the king 
made a decree to build this honse of 

14God. And the gold and silver vessels 
also of the house of God, which Nebu- 
chaduezzar took out of the temple that 
was in Jerusalem, and brought them 
into the temple of Babylon, those did 
Cyrus the king take out of the temple 
of Babylon, and they were delivered 
unto oie whose name was Sheshbaz- 
zar, whom he had made governor; 


Sand he said uuto him, Take these ves- 
sels, go, put them in the temple that 
is in Jerusalem, and let the house of 

16God be builded in its place. Then 
came the same Sheshbazzar, aud laid 
the foundations of the house of God 
which is in Jerusalem: and since that 
time even until now hath it been in 
building, and yet it is not completed. 

17 Now therefore, if it seem good to the 
king, let there be search made im the 
king’s treasure house, which is there at 
Babylon, whether it be so, that a deeree 
was made of Cyrus the king to build 
this house of God at Jerusalem, and let 
the king send his pleasure to us con- 
cerning this matter. 

G Then Darius the king made a decree, 
and search was made in the house of 
the archives, where the treasures were 

2laid up in Babylon. And there was 
found at ® Achmetha, in the palace that 
is in the province of Media, a roll, and 
therein was thus written for a record. 

3 In the first year of Cyrus the king, Cy- 
rus the king made a decree; Concern- 
ing the house of God at Jerusalem, let 
the house be builded, the place where 
they offer sacrifices, and let the found- 
ations thereof be strongly laid; the 
height thereofthreescore cubits, and the 

4 breadth thereof threescore cubits; with 
three rows of great stones, and 7a row 
of new timber: and let the expenses 

5 be given out of the king’s house: and 
also let the gold and silver vessels of 
the house of God, which Nebuchad- 
nezzar took forth ont of the temple 
which is at Jertsalem, and brought 
unto Babylon, be restored, and brought 
again unto the temple which is at Jeru- 
salem, every one to its place, and thou 
shalt put them im the house of God. 

6 Now therefore, Tattenai, governor be- 
yond the river, Shethar-bozenai, and 
8your companions the Apharsachites, 
which are beyond the river, be ye far 

7from thence: let the work of this 
house of God alone; let the governor 
of the Jews and the elders of the Jews 
build this house of God in its place. 

8 Moreover I make a Cecree what ye shall 
do to these elders of the Jews for the 
building of this house of God: that of 
the king’s goods, even of the tribute 
beyond the river, expenses be given 
with all diligence tmto these men, that 

9 they be not hindered. And that which 
they have need of, both young bullocks, 
and rams, and lambs, for burnt offer- 
ings to the God of heaven, wheat, salt, 
wine, and oil, according to the word 
of the priests which are at Jerusalem, 
let it be given them day by day with- 

10 ont fail: that they may offer sacrifices 
of sweet savour unto the God of hea- 
ven, and pray for the life of the king, 

1land of his sons. Also I have made a 
deeree, that whosoever shall alter this 
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word, let a beam be pulled out from his 
house, and let him be lifted wp and fast- 
ened thereon; and let his house be 
12 made a dunghill for this: and the God 
that hath caused his name to dwell there 
overthrow all kings and peoples, that 
shall put forth their hand to alter the 
same, to destroy this house of God 
which is at Jerusalem. JI Darius have 
made a decree; let it be done with all 
diligence. 
13 Then Tattenai, the governor beyond 
the river, Shethar-bozenai, and their 
companions, ! because that Darius the 
king had sent, did accordingly with 
Id4all diligence. And the elders of the 
Jews builded and prospered, through 
the prophesying of Haggai the prophet 
and Zechariah the son of Iddo, And 
they builded and finished it, accord- 
ing to the commandment of the God 
of Israel, and according to the de- 
cree of Cyrus, and Darius, and Arta- 
15 xerxes king of Persia. And this house 
was finished on the third day of the 
month Adar, which wasin the sixth year 
16 of the reign of Darius the king. And 
the children of Israel, the priests and 
the Levites, and the rest of the children 
of the captivity, kept the dedication 
17 of this house of God with joy. And 
they offered at the dedication of this 
house of God an hundred bullocks, two 
hundred rams, four hundred lambs; and 
for a sin offering for all Israel, twelve 
he-goats, according to the number of the 
18 tribes of Israel. And they set the priests 
in their divisions, and the Levites in 
their courses, for the service of God, 
which is at Jerusalem; as it is written 
in the book of Moses. 
19 And the children of the captivity kept 
the passover upon the fourteenth day 
20 of the first month. For the priests and 
the Levites had purified themselves 2 to- 
gether; all of them were pure: and they 
killed the passover for all the children 
of the captivity, and for their brethren 
21 the priests, and for themselves. And 
the children of Israel, which were come 
again out of the captivity, and all such 
as had separated themselves unto them 
from the filthiness of the heathen of 
the land, to seek the Lorp, the God of 
22 Israel, did eat, and kept the feast of 
unleavened bread seven days with joy: 
for the Lorp had made them joyful, and 
had turned the heart of the king of As- 
syria unto them, to strengthen their 
hands in the work of the house of God, 
the God of Israel. 
7 Nowafter these things, in the reign of 
Artaxerxes king of Persia, Ezra the son 
of Seraiah, the son of Azariah, the son 
2of Hilkiah, the son of Shallum, the son 
3 of Zadok, the son of Ahitub, the son of 

Amariah, the son of Azariah, the son of 
4 Meraioth, the son of Zerahiah, the son 
5 of Uzzi, the son of Bukki, the son of Abi- 


shua, the son of Phinehas, the son of 
Eleazar, the son of Aaron the chief 
6 priest: this Ezra wentupfrom Babylon; 
and he was a ready scribe in the law of 
Moses, which the Lorp, the God of Isra- 
el, had given: and the king granted him 
all his request, according to the hand 
7 of the Lorp his God upon him. And 
there went up some of the children of 
Israel, and of the priests, and the Le- 
vites, and the singers, and the porters, 
and the Nethinim, unto Jerusalem, in 
theseventh year of Artaxerxes the king. 
8 And he came to Jerusalem in the fifth 
month, which was in the seventh year 
9of the king. For upon the first day of 
the first month 2 began he to go up from 
Babylon, and on the first day of the fifth 
mouth came he to Jerusalem, according 
to the good hand of his God upon him. 

10 For Ezra had set his heart to seek the 
law of the Lorp, and to doit, and to teach 
in Israel statutes and judgements. 

11 Now this is the copy of the letter 
that the king Artaxerxes gave unto 
Ezra the priest, the seribe, even the 
scribe of the words of the command- 
meuts of the Lorp, and of his statutes 

12to Israel. 4 Artaxerxes, king of kings, 
uuto Ezra the priest, the seribe of the 
law of the God of heaven, perfect and 

13 so forth. Imakea decree, that all they 
of the people of Israel, and their priests 
and the Levites, in my realm, which 
are minded of their own free will to go 

14 to Jerusalem, go with thee. Forasmuch 
as thon art sent of the king and his 
seven counsellors, to inquire concern- 
ing Judah and Jerusalem, according to 
the law of thy God which is in thine 

15 hand; and to carry the silver and gold, 
which the king and his counsellors 
have freely offered unto the God of Is- 
rael, whose habitation is in Jerusalem, 

16 and all the silver and gold that thou 
shalt find in all the province of Baby- 
lon, with the freewill offering of the 
people, and of the priests, offering will- 
ingly for the house of their God which 

17is in Jerusalem; therefore thou shalt 
with all diligence buy with this money 
bullocks, rams, lambs, with their meal 
offermgs and their drink offerings, and 
shalt offer them npon the altar of the 
house of your God which is in Jerusa- 

18lem. And whatsoever shall seem good 
to thee and to thy brethren to do with 
the rest of the silver and the gold, that 

19 do ye after the will of your God. And 
the vessels that are given thee for the 
service of the house of thy God, deliver 

20 thon before the God of Jerusalem. And 
whatsoever more shall be needful for 
the house of thy God, which thou shalt 
have occasion to bestow, bestow it out 

21of the king’s treasure house. And I, 
even I Artaxerxes the king, do make a 
decree to all the treasurers which are 
beyond the river, that whatsoever Ezra, 
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the priest, the scribe of the law of the 
God of heaven, shall require of you, 
22it be done with all diligence, unto an 
hundred talents of silver, and to an 
hundred ! measures of wheat, and to an 
hundred baths of wine, and to au hund- 
red baths of oil, and salt without pre- 

23 scribing how much. Whatsoever is 
commanded by the God of heaven, let 
it be done exactly for the house of the 
God of heaven; for why shonld there 
be wrath against the realm of the king 

24and his sons? Also we certify you, that 
touching any of the priests and Levites, 
the singers, porters, Nethinim, or serv- 
ants of this house of God, it shall not 
be lawful to impose tribute, custom, or 

25 toll, upon them. And thou, Ezra, after 
the wisdom of thy God that is in thine 
hand, appoint magistrates and judges, 
which may judge all the people that 
are beyond the river, all such as know 
the laws of thy God; and teach ye him 

26 that knoweth them not, And whoso- 
ever will not do the law of thy God, 
and the law of the king, let judgement 
be executed upon him with all dili- 
gence, whether it be unto death, or 
to 2banishment, or to confiscation of 
goods, or to imprisonment. 

27 Blessed be the Lorn, the God of our 
fathers, which hath put such a thing as 
this in the kmg’s heart, to beautify the 
house of the Lorp which is in Jerusa- 

28 lem; and hath extended mercy unto me 
before the king, and his counsellors, and 
before all the king’s mighty princes. 
And I was strengthened according to 
the hand of the Lorp my God upon me, 
and I gathered together out of Israel 
chief men to go up with me. 

S Now these are the heads of their fa- 
thers’ houses, and this is the genealogy 
of them that went up with me from 
Babylon, in the reign of Artaxerxes the 

2king. Of the sons of Phinehas,Gershom : 
of the sons of Ithamar, Daniel: of the 
3sons of David, Hattush. Of the sons 
of Shecaniah; of the sons of Parosh, 
Zechariah: and with him were reckoned 
by genealogy of the males an hundred 
4and fifty. Of the sons of Pahath-moab, 
Eliehoenai the son of Zerahiah; and 
5 with him two hundred males. Of the 
sons of Sheeaniah, the son of Jahaziel; 
6 and with him three hundred males. And 
of the sons of Adin, Ebed the son of 
Jonathan; and with him fifty males. 
7 And of the sons of Elam, Jeshaiah the 
sou of Athaliah; and with him seventy 
8males. And of the sons of Shephatiah, 
Zebadiah the son of Michael; and with 
9him fourscore males. Of the sons of 
Joab, Obadiah the son of Jehiel; and 
with him two hundred and eighteen 
10males. And of the sons of Shelomith, 
the son of Josiphiah; and with him 

11 an hundred and threescore males. And 
of the sons of Bebai, Zechariah the 


son of Bebai; and with him twenty 
l2and eight males. And of the sons of 
Azgad, Johanan the son of Hakkatau; 
and with himan hundredand ten males. 
13 And of the sons of Adonikam, that 
were the last; and these are their 
names, Eliphelet, Jeuel, and Shemaiah, 
14and with them threescore males. And 
of the sons of Bigvai, Uthai and 8 Zab- 
bud; and with them seventy males. 
15 And I gathered them together to the 
river that runneth to Ahava; and 
there we encamped three days: and 
I viewed the people, and the priests, 
and found there none of the sous of 
16 Levi. Then sent I for Eliezer, for 
Ariel, for Shemaiah, and for Elnathan, 
and for Jarib, and for Elnathan, and 
for Nathan, and for Zechariah, and for 
Meshullam, chief men; also for Joi- 
arib, and for Elnathan, 4which were 
17 teachers. And ®°I sent them forth 
unto Iddo the chief at the place Ca- 
siphia; and I told them what they 
should say unto SIddo, and his brethren 
the Netlinim, at the place Casiphia, 
that they should bring unto us minis- 
18 ters for the house of our God, And 
according to the good hand of our God 
upon us they brought us 7a man of 
discretion, of the sous of Mahli, the 
son of Levi, the son of Israel; and She- 
rebiah, with his sons and his brethren, 
19eighteen; and Hashabiah, and with 
him Jeshaiah of the sons of Merari, 
his brethren and their sons, twenty; 
20 and of the Nethinim, whom David and 
the princes had given for the service of 
the Levites, two hundred and twenty 
Nethinim: ali of them were expressed 
Q1iby name. Then I proclaimed a fast 
there, at the river Ahava, that we might 
humble owrselves before our God, to 
seek of him a straight way, for us, 
and for our little ones, and for all our 
22 substance. For I was ashamed to ask 
of the king a band of soldiers and horse- 
men to help us against the enemy in 
the way: because we had spoken unto 
the king, saying, The hand of our God 
is upon all them that seek him, for 
good; but his power and his wrath 
is against all them that forsake him. 
23So0 we fasted and besought our God 
for this: and he was intreated of us. 
24 Then I separated twelve of the chiefs 
of the §priests, 9even Sherebiah, Hash- 
abiah, and ten of their brethren with 
25 them, and weighed unto them the sil- 
ver, and the gold, and the vessels, even 
the offering for the house of our God, 
which the king, and his counsellors, 
and his princes, and all Israel there 
26 present, had offered: I even weighed 
into their hand six hundred and fifty 
talents of silver, and silver vessels an 
hundred talents; of gold an hundred 
27 talents ; and twenty bowls of gold, of a 
thousand darics; and two vessels of fine | 
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28 bright brass, precious as gold. And I 
said unto them, Ye are holy unto tke 
Lorp, and the vessels are holy; and the 
silver and the gold are a freewill offer- 
ing unto the Lorp, the God of your 

29 fathers. Watch ye, and keep them, until 
ye weigh them before the chiefs of the 
priests and the Levites, and the princes 
of the fathers’ houses of Israel, at Je- 
rusalem, in the chambers of the house 

30 of the Lorp. So the priests and the 
Levites received the weight of the 
silver and the gold, and the vessels, 
to bring them to Jerusalem unto the 
house of our God. 

31 Then we departed from the river of 
Ahava on the twelfth day of the first 
month, to go unto Jerusalem: and the 
hand of our God was upon us, and 
he delivered us from the hand of the 
enemy and the lier in wait by the way. 

32 And we came to Jerusalem, and abode 

33 there three days. And on the fourth 
day was the silver and the gold and 
the vessels weighed in the house of 
our God tinto the hand of Meremoth 
the son of Uriah the priest; and with 
him was Eleazar the son of Phinehas; 
and with them was Jozabad the son of 
Jeshua, and Noadiah the son of Binnui, 

34the Levites; the whole by number and 
by weight: and all the weight was 

35 written at that time. The children of 
the captivity, which were come out of 
exile, offered burnt offerings unto the 
God of Israel, twelve bullocks for all 
Israel, ninety and six rams, seventy and 
seven lambs, twelve he-goats for a sin 
offering: all this was a burnt offering 

36unto the Lorp. And they delivered 
the king’s commissions unto the king’s 
satraps, and to the governors beyond 
the river: and they furthered the peo- 
ple and the house of God. 

9 Now when these things were done, 
the princes drew near unto me, saying, 
The people of Israel, and the priests 
and the Levites, have not separated 
themselves from the peoples of the 
lands, doing according to their ab- 
ominations, even of the Canaanites, 
the Hittites, the Perizzites, the Jebus- 
ites, the Ammonites, the Moabites, the 

2 Egyptians, and the Amorites. For they 
have taken of their danghters for them- 
selves and for their sons; so that the 
holy seed have mingled themselves 
with the peoples of the lands: yea, the 
hand of the princes and ?rulers hath 

3been 8chief in this trespass. And 
when I heard this thing, I rent my 
garment and my mantle, and plucked 
off the hair of my head and of my 
4beard, and sat down astonied. Then 
were assembled unto me every one that 
trembled at the words of the God of 
Israel, because of the trespass of them 
of the captivity; and I sat astonied 
Suntil the evening oblation. And at 





the evening oblation I arose up from 
my ‘humiliation, even with my gar- 
ment and my mantle rent; and I fell 
upon my knees, and spread out my 
6 hands unto the Lorp my God; and I 
said, O my God, I am ashamed and 
blush to lift up my face to thee, my God: 
for our iniquities are increased over our 
head, and our guiltiness is grown up un- 
7 to the heavens. Since the days of our 
fathers we have been ° exceeding guilty 
unto this day; and for our iniquities 
have we, our kings, and our priests, 
been deliveredinto the hand of the kings 
of the lands, to the sword, to captivity, 
and to spoiling, and to confusion of face, 
8as itis this day. And now for a little 
monient grace hath been shewed from 
the Lorp our God, to leave us a rem- 
nant to escape, and to give us a nail 
in his holy place, that our God may 
lighten our eyes, and give us a little 
Sreviving in our bondage. For we are 
bondmen; yet our God hath not for- 
saken us in our bondage, but hath ex- 
tended mercy unto us in the sight of the 
kings of Persia, to give us a reviving, 
to set up the house of our God, and to 
repair the Truins thereof, and to give 
us a Swall in Judah and in Jerusalem. 

JO And now, O our God, what shall we 
say after this? for we have forsaken 

J1ithy commandments, which thou hast 
commanded by thy servants the pro- 
phets, saying, The land, unto which ye 
go to possess it, is an unclean land 
through the uncleanness of the peoples 
of the lands, through their abomina- 
tions, which have filled it from one end 

12 to another with their filthiness. Now 
therefore give not your daughters unto 
their sons, neither take their daughters 
unto your sons, nor seek their peace or 
their prosperity for ever: that ye may 
be strong, and eat the good of the land, 
and leave it for an inheritance to your 

13children for ever. And after all that 
is come upon us for our evil deeds, and 
for our great guilt, seeing that thou our 
God hast punished us less than our 
iniquities deserve, and hast given us 

14such a remnant, shall we again break 
thy commandments, and join in affinity 
with the peoples that do these abomin- 
ations? wouldest not thon be angry 
with us till thou hadst consumed us, so 
that there should be no remnant, nor 

li any to escape? O Lorp, the God of 
Israel, thou art righteous; for we are 
left a remnant that is escaped, as it is 
this day: behold, we are before thee 
in our guiltiness; for none can stand 
before thee because of this. 

10 Now while Ezra prayed, and made 
confession, Weeping and casting him- 
self down before the house of God, 
there was gathered together unto 
him out of Israel a very great con- 
gregation of men and women and 
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of the sons of Elam, answered and said 
unto Ezra, We have trespassed against 
our God, and have married strange 
women of the peoples of the land: yet 
now there is hope for Israel concerning 
3 this thing. Now therefore let us make 
a covenant with our God to put away 
all the wives, and such as are born of 
them, according to the counsel of tiny 
lord, and of those that tremble at the 
commandment of our God; and let it 
4 be done according to the law. Arise; 
for the matter belongeth unto thee, and 
we are with thee: be of good courage, 
5and doit. Then arose Ezra, and made 
the chiefs of the priests, the Levites, 
and all Israel, to swear that they would 
do according to this werd. So they 
Osware. Then lizra rose up from before 
the house of God, and went into the 
chamber of Jehohanan the son of Elia- 
shib: 2and when he came thither, he 
did eat no bread, nor drink water: for 
he mourned because of the trespass 
Tof them of the captivity. And they 
made proclamation throughout Judah 
and Jerusalem unto all the children of 
the captivity, that they should gather 
themselves together unto Jerusalem; 
Sand that whosoever came not within 
three days, according to the counsel of 
tne princes and the elders, all his sub- 
stance should be ®forfeited, and him- 
self separated from the congregation 
9 of the captivity. Then all the men of 
Judah and Benjamin gathered them- 
selves together unto Jerusalem within 
the three days; it was the ninth month, 
on the twentieth day of the month: 
and all the people sat in the broad 
place before the house of God, trein- 
bling because of this matter, and for 
104the great rain. 
stood up, and said unto them, Ye have 
trespassed, and have married strange 
women, to increase the guilt of Israel. 
11 Now therefore ‘make confession nnto 
the Lorp, the God of your fathers, and 
do his pleasure: and separate your- 
selves from the peoples of the land, 
12and from the strange women. Then 
all the congregation answered and said 
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stand without, neither is this a work 
of one day or two: for we have great- 
14ly transgressed in this matter. 
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But 
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Let 
how our princes ‘be appointed for 
all the congregation, and let all them 
that are in our cities which have mar- 
ried strange Women come at appointed 
times, and with them the elders of 
every city, and the judges thereof, 
until the fierce wrath of our God be 
turned from us, Suntil this matter be 
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Tikvah ®%stood up against this matter: 
and Meshullam and Shabbethai the 
16 Levite helped them. And the children 
of the captivity did so. And Fizra the 
priest, with certain heads of fathers’ 
houses, after their fathers’ houses, and 
all of them by their names, were separ- 
ated; and they sat down in the first 
day of the tenth month to examine the 
l7matter. And they made an end with 
all the men that had married strange 
women by the first day of the first 
18month. And among the sons of the 
priests there were found that had mar- 
ried strange women: namely, of the 
sons of Jeshua, the son of Jozadak, 
and his brethren, Maaseiah, and E1i- 
1Mezer, and Jarib, and Gedaliah. And 
they gave their hand that they would 
put away their wives; and being guilty, 
they offered a ram of the flock for their 
20 guilt. And of the sons of Immer; 
21 Hanam and Zebadiah. And of the 
sons of Harim; Maasciah, and Elijah, 
and Shemaiah, and Jehiel, and Uzziah. 
22 And of the sons of Pashhur; Ehoenai, 
Maaseiah, Ishmael, Nethanel, Joza- 
23 bad, and Elasah. And of the Levites; 
Jozabad, and Shimei, and Kelaiah (the 
same is Kelita), Pethahiah, Judah, and 
24 Eliezer. And of the singers; Elia- 
shib: and of the porters; Shallum, and 
25 Telem, and Uri. And of Israel: of the 
sons of Parosh; Ramiah, and Izziah, 
and Malchijah, and Mijamin, and Elea- 
26 zar, and Malehijah, and Benaiah. And 
of the sons of Elam; Mattaniah, Zech- 
ariah, and Jehiel, and Abdi, and Jere- 
27 moth, and Elijah. And of the sons of 
Zattu; Ekoenai, Eliashib, Mattaniah, 
and Jeremoth, and Zabad, and Aziza. 
28 And of the sens of Bebai; Jehohanan, 
29 Hananiah, Zabbai, Athlai. And of the 
sons of Bani; Meshullam, Mallueh, and 
Adaiah, Jashub, and Sheal, 1°Jeremoth. 
30 And of the sons of Pahath-meab; Adna, 
and Chelal, Benaiah, Maaseiah, Mat- 
taniah, Bezalel, and Binnui, and Manas- 
31seh. Andof the sons of Harim; Eliezer, 
Isshijah, Malehijah, Shemaiah, Shim- 
32eon; Benjamin, Malluch, Shemarizh. 
33O0f the sons of Hashum; Mattenai, 
Mattattah, Zabad, Eliphelet, Jeremai, 
34 Manasseh, Shimei. Of the sons of 
35 Bani; Maadai, Amram, and Uel; Ben- 
36alah, Bedeiah, 4Chelnhi; Vaniah, 
37 Meremoth, Eliashib; Mattaniah, Mat- 
38 tenai, and @Jaasn; and Bani, and 
39 Binnui, Shimei; and Shelemiah, and 
40 Nathan, and Adaiah; Maclhnadebai, 
41 Shashai, Sharai; Azarel, and Shelem- 
42iah, Shemariah; Shallum, Amariah, 
43 Joseph. Of the sons of Nebo; Jeiel, 
Mattithiah, Zabad, Zebina, 4 Iddo, and 
44 Joel, Benaiah. All these had taken 
strange wives: and 4some of them had 
wives by whom they had children. 
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1 Tue words of Nehemiah the son of 
Hacahah. 
Now it came to pass in the month 
Chislev, 2in the twentieth year, as I 
2 was in Shushan the * palace, that Han- 
ani, one of my brethren, came, he and 
certain men out of Judah; and I asked 
them concerning the Jews that had 
escaped, which were left of the captivi- 
3 ty, and concerning Jerusalem. And they 
said unto me, The remnant that are left 
of the captivity there m the province 
are in great aftliction and reproach: the 
wall of Jerusalem also is broken down, 
and the gates thereof are burned with 
4 fire. And it came to pass, when I heard 
these words, that I sat down aud wept, 
and mourned certain days; and I fasted 
and prayed before the God of heaven, 
5and said, I beseech thee, O Lorp, the 
God of heaven, the great and terrible 
God, that keepeth covenant and mercy 
with them that love him and keep his 
6commandments: let thine car now be 
attentive, and thine eyes open, that 
thou mayest hearken unto the prayer 
of thy servant, which I pray before 
thee at this time, day and night, for 
the children of Israel thy servants, 
while I confess the sins of the children 
of Israel, which we have sinned against 
thee: yea, I and my father’s house 
7 have sinned. We have dealt very cor- 
ruptly against thee, and have not kept 
the commandments, nor the statutes, 
nor the judgements, which thou com- 
8mandedst thy servaut Moses. Re- 
member, I beseech thee, the word that 
thou commandedst thy servant Moses, 
saying, If ye trespass, I will scatter 
9 you abroad among the peoples: but 
if ye return unto me, and keep my 
commandments and do them, though 
your outcasts were in the uttermost 
part of the heaven, yet will I gather 
them from thence, and will bring them 
unto the place that I have chosen to 
10 cause my name to dwell there. Now 
these are thy servants and thy people, 
whom thou hast redeemed by thy great 
1l power, and by thy strong hand. O 
Lord, I beseech thee, let now thine ear 
be attentive to the prayer of thy serv- 
ant, and to the prayer of thy servants, 
who delight to fear thy name: and 
prosper, I pray thee, thy servant this 
day, and grant him mercy in the sight 
of this man. (Now I was cupbearer 
to the king.) 


2 And it came to pass in the month 
Nisan, in the twentieth year of Arta- 
xerxes the king, when wine was before 
him, that I took up the wine, and gave 
it unto the king. Now I had not been 

2beforetime sad in his presence. And 
the king said unto me, Why is thy 
countenance sad, seeing thou art not 
sick? this is nothing else but sorrow of 
heart. Then I was very sore afraid. 

3 And I said unto the king, Let the king 
live for ever: why should not my coun- 
tenance be sad, when the city, the place 
of my fathers’ sepulchres, lieth waste, 
and the gates thereof are consumed 

4with fire? Then the king said unto 
me, For what dost thou make request? 
So I prayed to the God of heaven. 

5 And I said unto the king, If it please 
the king, and if thy servant have found 
favour in thy sight, that thou wouldest 
send me unto Judah, unto the city of 
my fathers’ sepulchres, that Imay build 

Git. And the king said unto me, (the 
queen also sitting by him,) For how 
long shall thy journey be? and when 
wilt thou return? So it pleased the 
king to send me; and I set him a time. 

7 Moreover I said unto the king, If it 
please the king, let letters be given me 
to the governors beyoud the river, that 
they may let me pass through till I 

Scome unto Judah; and a letter unto 
Asaph the keeper of the king’s 4 forest, 
that he may give me timber to make 
beams for the gates of the castle which 
appertaineth to the house, and for the 
wall of the city, and for the house that 
Ishali enterimto. And the king grant- 
ed me, according to the good hand of 

9my God upon me. Then I came to the 
governors beyond the river, and gave 
them the king’s letters. Now the king 
had sent with me captains of the army 
10and horsemen. And when Sanballat 
the Horonite, and Tobiah the servant, 
the Ammonite, heard of it, it grieved 
them exceedingly, for that there was 
come a man to seek the welfare of the 

J1 children of Israel. So I came to Jeru- 

12 salem, and was there three days. And 
I arose in the night, I and some few 
men with me; neither told I any man 
what my God put into my heart to 
do for Jerusalem: neither was there 
any beast with me, save the beast 

13that I rode upon. And I went out 
by night by the valley gate, even to- 
ward the dragon’s well, and to the 
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dung gate, and viewed the walls of 
Jerusalem, whieh were broken down, 
and the gates thereof were consumed 

14 with fire. Then I went on to the fount- 
ain gate and to the king’s pool: but 
there was no place for the beast that 

15 was under me to pass. Then went I 
up in the night by tho brook, and 
viewed the wall; and I turned back, 
and entered by the valley gate, and so 

16returned. And the !rnlers knew not 
whither I went, or what I did; neither 
had I as yet told it to the Jews, nor 
to the priests, nor to the nobles, nor 
to the !rulers, nor to the rest that did 

17 the work. Then said I unto them, Ye 
see the evil case that we are in, how 
Jerusalem lieth waste, and the gates 
thereof are burned with fire: come 
and let us build up the wall of Jern- 
salem, that we be no more a reproach. 

18 And I told them of the hand of my 
God which was good npon me; as 
also of the king’s words that he had 
spoken untome. And they said, Let us 
rise up and build. So they strength- 
ened their hands for the good work. 

19 But when Sanballat the Horonite, and 
Tobiah the servant, the Ammonite, 
and Geshem the Arabian, heard it, 
they laughed us to scorn, and despised 
us, and said, What is this thing that 
ye do? will ye rebel against the king ? 

20 Then answered I them, and said unto 
them, The God of heaven, he will 
prosper us; therefore we his servants 
will arise and build: but ye have no 
portion, nor right, nor memorial, in 
Jerusalem. 

3 Then Eliashib the high priest rose up 
with his brethren the priests, and they 
builded the sheep gate; they saneti- 
fied it, and set up the doors of it; even 
unto the tower of 2Hammeah they 
sanctified it, unto the tower of Han- 

2anel. And next unto him builded the 
men of Jericho. And next to 3them 

3 builded Zaccur the son of Imri. And 
the fish gate did the sons of Hassenaah 
build; they laid the beams thereof, 
and set up the doors thereof, the bolts 

4thereof, and the bars thereof. And 
next unto them repaired Meremoth the 
son of Uriah, the son of Hakkoz. And 
next unto them repaired Meshullam 
the son of Berechiah, the son of Meshe- 
zabel. And next unto them repaired 

5 Zadok the son of Baana. And next 
unto them the Tekoites repaired; but 
their nobles put not their necks to the 

6work of their tlord. And 5the old 
gate repaired Joiada the son of Paseah 
and Meshullam the son of Besodeiah ; 
they laid the beams thereof, and set 
up the doors thereof, and the bolts 

7 thereof, and the bars thereof. And 
next unto them repaired Melatiah the 
Gibeonite, and Jadon the Meronothite, 
the men of Gibeon, and of Mizpah, 


which appertained to the throue of the 
8 governor beyond the river. Next unto 
him repaired Uzziel the son of Har- 
haiah, goldsmiths. And next unto him 
repaired Hananiah one of the Sapothe- 
caries, and they ‘fortified Jerusalem 
9even unto the broad wall. And next 
unto them repaired Rephaiah the sou 
of Hur, the ruler of half the district of 
10 Jerusalem. And next unto them re- 
paired Jedaiah the son of Harumaph, 
even over against his house. And next 
unto him repaired Hattush the son of 
11 Hashabneiah. Malchijah the son of 
Harim, and Hasshub the son of Pahath- 
moab, repaired another portion, and 
12 the tower of the furnaces. And next 
unto him repaired Shallum the son of 
Halohesh, the ruler of half the district 
of Jerusalem, he and his daughters. 
13 The valley gate repaired Hanun, and 
the inhabitauts of Zanoah; they built 
it, and set up the doors thereof, the 
bolts thereof, and the bars thereof, 
and a thousand cubits of the wall un- 
14to the dung gate. And the dung gate 
repaired Malchijah the son of Rechab, 
the ruler of the district of Beth-hac- 
cherem; he built it, and set up the 
doors thereof, the bolts thereof, and 
15the bars thereof. And the fountain 
gate repaired Shallun the son of Col- 
hozeh, the ruler of the district of Miz- 
pah; he built it, and covered it, and 
set up the doors thereof, the bolts 
thereof, and the bars thereof, and the 
wall of the pool of ®Shelah by the 
king’s garden, even unto the stairs 
that go down from the city of David. 
16 After him repaired Nehemiah the son 
of Azbuk, the ruler of half the district 
of Beth-zur, unto the place over against 
the sepulehres of David, and unto the 
pool that was made, and unto the house 
17of the mighty men. After him re- 
paired the Levites, Rehum the son of 
Bani. Next unto him repaired Hash- 
abiah, the ruler of half the district of 
18 Keilah, for his district. After him re- 
paired their brethren, Bavvai the son 
of Henadad, the ruler of half the dis- 
19 trict of Keilah. And next to hin re- 
paired Ezer the son of Jeshua, the 
ruler of Mizpah, another portion, over 
against the going up to the armoury 
20at the turning of the wall. After him 
Baruch the son of 9 Zabbai earnestly re- 
paired another portion, from the turn- 
ing of the wall unto the door of the 
21 house of Eliashib the high priest. After 
him repaired Meremoth the son of Uri- 
ah the son of Hakkoz another portion, 
from the door of the house of Eliashib 
even to the end of the house of Elia- 
22shib. And after him repaired the 
23 priests, the men of the }0Plain. After 
8them repaired Benjamin and Has- 
shub over against their house. After 
Sthem repaired Azariah the son of |

Maaseiah the sou of Ananiah beside his 
24own house. After him repaired Binnui 
the son of Henadad another portion, 
from the honse of Azariah unto the turn- 
ing of the wall, and unto the corner. 
25Palal the son of Uzai repaired over 
against the turning of the wall, and 1 the 
tower that standeth out from the upper 
house of the king, which is by the 
court of the guard. After him 2 Peda- 
2Giah the son of Parosh repaired. (Now 
the Nethinim dwelt in Ophel, unto the 
place over against the water gate to- 
ward the east, and the tower that 
27 standeth out.) After him the Tekoites 
repaired another portion, over against 
the great tower that standeth out, and 
28unto the wall of Ophel. Above the 
horse gate repaired the priests, every 
29 one over against hisown house. After 
8them repaired Zadok the son of Immer 
over against hisown house. And after 
him repaired Shemaiah the son of She- 
eaniah, the keeper of the east gate. 
30 After him repaired Hananiah the son 
of Shelemiah, and Hanun the sixth 
son of Zalaph, another portion. After 
him repaired Meshullam the son of 
Berechiah over against his chamber. 

31 After him repaired Malchijah one of 
the goldsmiths unto the house of the 
Nethinim, and of the merchants, over 
against the gate of Hammiphkad, and 

32to the ‘ascent of the corner. And 
between the ‘ascent of the corner and 
the sheep gate repaired the goldsmiths 
and the merchants. 

4 But it came to pass that, when San- 
ballat heard that we builded the wall, 
he was wroth, and took great indign.- 

%tion, and mocked the Jews. And he 
spake before his brethren and the army 
of Samaria, and said, What do these 
feeble Jews ? ‘will they fortify them- 
selves? will they sacrifice? will they 
make an end in a day? will they re- 
vive the stones out of the heaps of 

3rubbish, seeing they are burned? Now 
Tobiah the Ammonite was by him, and 
he said, Even that which they build, 
if a 6fox go up, he shall break down 

4their stone wall. Hear, O our God; 
for we are despised: and turn back 
their reproach upon their own head, 
and give them up to spoiling in a land 

5of captivity: and cover not their in- 
iquity, and let not their sin be blotted 
out from before thee: for they have 
provoked thee to anger before the 

6builders. So we built the wall; and 
ell the wall was joined together unto 
half the height thereof: for the people 
had a mind to work. 

7 But it came to pass that, when San- 
ballat, and Tobiah, and the Arabians, 
and the Ammonites, and the Ashdod- 
ites, heard that 7the repairing of the 
walls of Jerusalem went forward, and 
that the breaches began to be stopped,

not know, neither see, till we come into 
the midst of them, and slay them, and 
And it came 
to pass that, when the Jews which dwelt 
by them came, they said unto us ten 
times 8from all places, Ye must return 
Therefore set I in the lowest 
parts of the space behind the wall, in 
the open places, I even set the people 
after their families with their swords, 
And I 
looked, and rose up, and said unto the 
nobles, and to the %rulers, and to the 
rest of the people, Be not ye afraid of 
them: remember the Lord, which is 
great and terrible, and fight for your 
brethren, your sons and your daugh- 
15 ters, your wives and your houses. And 
it came to pass, when our enemies heard 
that it was known unto us, and God had 
brought their counsel to nought, that 
we returned all of us to the wall, every 
16one unto his work. And it came to 
pass from that time forth, that half 
of my servants wrought in the work, 
end half of them held the spears, the 
shields, and the bows, and the coats 
of mail; and the rulers were behind 
17 all the house of Judah. They that 
builded the wall and they that bare 
burdens laded themselves, every one 
with one of his hands wrought in 
the work, and with the other held his 
18 weapon; and the builders, every one 
had his sword girded by his side, and 
so builded. And he that sounded the 
19 trumpet was by me. And I said unto 
the nobles, and to the %rulers and to 
the rest of the people, The work is 
great and large, and we are separated 
upon the wall, one far from another: 
20in what place soever ye hear the sound 
of the trumpet, resort ye thither unto 
21us; our God shall fight for us. So 
we wrought in the work: and half of 
them held the spears from the rising 
of the morning till the stars appeared. 
22 Likewise at the same time said I unto 
the people, Let every one with his serv- 
ant lodge within Jerusalem, that in the 
night they may be a guard to us, and 
23 may labourin the day. So neither I, nor 
my brethren, nor my servants, nor the 
men of the guard which followed me, 
none of us put off our clothes, every 
one went with his weapon to the water. 
5 Then there arose a great cry of the 
people and of their wives against 
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2their brethren the Jews. For there 
were that said, We, onr sons and our 
daughters, are many: let us get corn, 
3that we may eat and live. Soine also 
there were that said, We are mort- 
gaging onr fields, and our vineyards, 
and our houses: let us get corn, be- 
4eause of the dearth. There were also 
that said, We have borrowed money for 
the king’s tribute «pon our fields and 
5 our vineyards. Yet now our flesh is as 
the flesh of our brethren, our children 
as their children: and, le, we bring into 
bondage our sons and our daughters to 
be servants, and some of our daughters 
are brought into bondage already: nei- 
ther is it in our power to help it; for 
other men have our fields and our vine- 
G yards. And I was very angry when I 
7 heard their cry and these words. Then 
I consulted with myself, and contend- 


10r, ed with the nobles and the ! rulers, and 
deputies : r 

said unto them, Ye exact uswry, every 

one of his brother. And Iheld a great 

Sassembly against them. And I said un- 

2 Heb, to them, We after our ability have 2re- 

eh’ deemed our brethren the Jews, which 


were sold unto the heathen; and would 

ye even sell your brethren, and should 

they be sold unto us? Then held they 

their peace, and found never a word. 

9 Also I said, The thing that ye do is 

not good: ought ye not to walk in the 

fear of our God, beeause of the re- 

proach of the heathen our enemies? 

{0 And I likewise, my brethren and my 

servants, do lend them money and corn 
on usury. I pray you, let us leave off 

Ilthis usury. Restore, I pray you, to 

| them, even this day, their fields, their 
vineyards, their oliveyards, and their 

houses, also the hundredth part of the 
money, and of the corn, the wine, and 
12 the oil, that ye exact of them. Then 
said they, We will restore them, and 
will require nothing of them; so will 
we do, even as thou sayest. Then I 
ealled the priests, and took an oath of 
them, that they should do according to 
13 this promise. Also I shook out my lap, 
and said, So God shake out every man 
from his house, and from his labour, 
that performeth not this promise; even 
thus be he shaken out, and emptied. 
And all the eongregation said, Amen, 
and praised the Lorp. And the people 
14 did according to this promise. More- 
over from the time that I was appoint- 
ed to be their governor in the land of 
Judah, from the twentieth year even 
unto the two and thirtieth year of Arta- 
xerxes the king, that is, twelve years, 

I and my brethren have not eaten the 
15 bread of the governor. But the former 
governors that were before me 3 were 
chargeable unto the people, and took of 
them bread and wine, ¢ beside forty she- 
kels of silver; yea, even their servants 
5bare rule over the people: but so did 
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16 not I, because of the fear of God. Yea, 
also I 6continued in the work of this 
wall, neither bought we any land: and 
all my servants were gathered thither 

17 unto the work. Moreover there were at 
ny table of the Jews and the !rulers 
an hundred and fifty men, beside those 
that came unto us from among the 
heathen that were ronnd about us. 

18 Now that which was prepared for onc 
day was one ox and six choice sheep; 
also fowls were prepared for ime, and 
once in ten days store of all sorts of 
wine: yet for all this I demanded not 
tne bread of the governor, beeause the 
bondage was heavy upon this people. 

19 Remember untome, O my God, for good, 
all that T have done for this people. 

G Now it caine to pass, when it was 
reported to Sanballat and Tobiah, and 
to Geshem the Arabian, and unto the 
rest of our enemies, that I had builded 
the wall, and that there was uo breach 
left therein; (though even unto that 
time I had not set up the doors in the 

2gates;) that Sanballat and Geshem 
sent unto me, saying, Come, let us 
meet together in one of the villages im 
the plain of Ono. But they thought 
3to do me mischief. And I sent mes- 
sengers unto them, saying, I am doing 
a great work, so that I cannot come 
down: why should the work cease, 
whilst I leave it, and come down to 
4 you? And they sent unto me four times 
aiter this sort; and I answered them 
5 after the same mamer. Then sent San- 
ballat his servant nnte me in like man- 
ner the fifth time with an open letter 
6in his hand; wherein was written, It is 
reported among the nations, and 7Gash- 
niu saith it, that thou and the Jews 
think to rebel; for which eause thou 
buildest the wall: and thou wouldest be 
their king, according to these words. 
7 And thou hast also appomted prophets 
to preach of thee at Jerusalem, say- 
ing, Thereis aking in Judah: and now 
shall it bereported to the king aeeording 
to these words. Come now therefore, 
8and let us take counsel together. Then 
I sent unto him, saying, There are no 
such things doueasthousayest, but thou 
feignest them out of thine own heart. 
9 For they all would have made us afraid, 
saying, Their hands shall be weakened 
from the work, that it benotdone. But 
now,® OGod, strengthen thou my hands. 

10 And I went unto the house of Shemaiah 
the son of Delaiah the son of Mehetabel, 
who was shut up; and he said, Let us 
meet together in the house of God, 
within the temple, and let us shut 
the doors of the temple: for they will 
come toslay thee; yea, in the night will 

llthey come to slay thee. And I said, 

Should sucha man as I flee? and who 

is there, that, being such as I, 9 would 

go into the temple to save his life? I 
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12 will not go in. And I discerned, and, 
lo, God had not sent him: bunt he pro- 
nounced this prophecy against me: and 
Tobiah and Sanballat had hired hin. 

13 For this cause was he hired, that I 
should be afraid, and do so, and sin, 
and that they might have matter for an 
evil report, that they might reproach 

14me. Remember, O my God, Tobiah 
and Sanballat according to these their 
works, and also the prophetess Noad- 
iah, and the rest of the prophets, that 
would have put me in fear. 

15 So the wall was finished in the twenty 
and fifth day of the month Eta, in fifty 

16and two days. And it came to pass, 
when all our enemies heard thereof, 
that all the heathen that were abont us 
lfeared, and were much cast down in 
their own eyes: for they perceived that 
this work was wrought of our God. 

17 Moreover in those days the nobles of 
Judah sent many letters unto Tobiah, 
and the letters of Tobiah came unto 

18them. For there were many in Judah 
sworn unto him, because he was the 
son in law of Shecaniah the son of 
Arah; and his son Jehohanan had 
taken the daughter of Meshullam the 

19son of Berechiah to wife. Also they 
spake of his good deeds before me, 
and reported my words to him. And 
Tobiah sent letters to put me in fear. 

"7 Now it came to pass, when the wall 
was built, and I had set up the doors, 
and the porters and the smgers and 

2 the Levites were appointed, that I gave 
my brother Hanaii, and Hananiah the 
governor of the castle, charge over 
Jerusalem: for he was a faithful man, 

3and feared God above many. And I 
said nito them, Let not the gates of 
Jerusalem be opened until the sun be 
hot; and while they stand on guard, let 
them shunt the doors,and bar ye them: 
and appoint watches of the inhabitants 
of Jerusalem, every one in his watch, 
and every one ¢o be over against his 

Ahouse. Now the city was wide and 
large: but the people were few therein, 

5and the houses were not builded. And 
my God put into my heart to gather to- 
gether the nobles, and the ?rulers, and 
the people, that they might be reckoned 
by genealogy. And I found the book 
of the genealogy of them which came 
up at the first, and I found written 

6 therein: ? These are the children of the 
province, that went up out of the capt- 
ivity of those that had been carried 
away, whom Nebuehadnezzar the king 
of Babylon had carried away, and that 
returned unto Jerusalem and to Judah, 

7 every one unto his city ; who came with 
Zerubbabel, Jeshua, Nehemiah, Azar- 
ial, Raamiah, Nahamani, Mordecai, 
Bilshan, Mispereth, Bigvai, Nehum, 
Baanah. The number of the men of the 


8 people of Israel: the children of Parosh, 


two thousand an hnudred and seventy 
Xand two. The children of Shephatiah, 
10 three hundred seventy and two. The 
children of Arah, six hundred fifty and 
t1ltwo. The children of Pahath-moab, of 
the children of Jeshua and Joab, two 
thousand and eight hundred and eigh- 
12 teen. The children of Elam, a thonsand 
13 two hundred fifty and four. The child- 
ren of Zattu, eight hundred forty and 
14five. The children of Zaccai, seven 
15 hundred and threescore. The children 
of Binnui, six hnndred forty and eight. 
16 The children of Bebai, six hundred 
17 twenty and eight. The children of Az- 
gad,two thonsand three hundred twenty 
18and two. The children of Adomikam, 
19 six hundred threescore and seven. The 
children of Bigvai, two thousand three- 
20score and seven. The children of Adin, 
21 six hnndred fifty and five. The children 
of Ater, of Hezekiah, ninety and eight. 
22 The children of Hashum, three hnndred 
23twenty and eight. The children of Be- 
zai, three hundred twenty and four. 
24The children of Hariph, an hundred 
25and twelve. The children of Gibeon, 
26 ninety and five. The men of Beth- 
lehem and Netophah, an hundred four- 
27 score and eight. The men of Anathoth, 
28 an hundred twenty and eight. Themen 
29 of Beth-azmaveth, forty and two. The 
men of Kiriath-jearim, Chephnah, and 
Beeroth, seven hundred forty and three. 
30 The men of Ramah and Geba, six hund- 
3lred twenty and one. The men of Mich- 
mas, an hundred and twenty and two.

33 twenty and three. The men of the other 
34 Nebo, fiftyand two. The children of the 
other Elam, a thousand two hundred 
35 fifty and four. The children of Harim, 
36 three hundred and twenty. The child- 
ren of Jericho, three hundred forty 
37 and five. The children of Lod, Hadid, 
and Ono, seven hundred twenty and 
38one. The children of Senaah, three 
39 thousand nine hundred and thirty. The 
priests: the children of Jedaiah, of the 
house of Jeshua, nine hundred seventy 
40and three. The children of Immer, a 
41 thousand fifty and two. The children 
of Pashhur, a thousand two hundred 
42 forty and seven. The children of Ha-

Levites: the children of Jeshna, of 
Kadmiel, of the children of 4 Hodevah, 
44seventy and four. The singers: the 
children of Asaph, an hundred forty 
45 and eight. The porters: the children of 
Shallum, the children of Ater, the child- 
ren of Talmon, the children of Akknb, 
the children of Hatita, the children of 
Shobai, an hundred thirty and eight. 
46 The Nethinim: the children of Ziha, 
the children of Hasupha, the children of 
47 Tabbaoth; the children of Keros, the 
children of Sia, the children of Padon; 
48 the children of Lebana, the children of 
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49 Hagaba, the children of Salmai; the 
children of Hanan, the children of Gid- 
50 del, the children of Gahar ; the children 
of Reaiah, the children of Rezin, the 
51 children of Nekoda; the children of 
Gazzam, the children of Uzza, the child- 
52ren of Pascah; the children of Besai, 
the children of Meunim, the children of 
53 2 Nephushesin; the children of Bakbuk, 
the children of Hakupha, the children 
54 of Harhur; the children of Bazhth, the 
children of Mehida, the children of Har- 
55 sha; the children of Barkos, thechildren 
560f Sisera, the children of Temah; the 
children of Neziah, the children of 
57 Hatipha. The children of Solomon’s 
servants: the children of Sotai, the 
children of Sophereth, the children of 
58 Perida; the children of Jaala, the child- 
ren of Darkon, the clhildven of Giddel; 
59 the children of Shephatiah, the childyven 
of Hattil, the children of Pochereth- 
60 hazzebaim, the children of Amon. All 
the Nethinim, and the children of Seloe- 
mon’s servants, were three hundred 
Glninety and two. And these were they 
which went up from Tel-melah, Tel- 
harsha, Cherub, Addon, and Immer: 
but they could not shew then fathers’ 
houses, ner their seed, whether they 
62 were of Israel: the children of Delaiah, 
the children of Tobiah, the children of 
Nekoda, six hundred forty and two. 
63 And of the priests: the children of 
Hobaiah, the children of Hakkoz, the 
children of Barzillai, which took a wife 
of the daughters of Barzillai the Gilead- 
ite, and was called after their name. 
64 These songht their register among those 
that were reckoned by genealogy, but it 
was not found: therefore 2were they 
deemed polluted and put from the 
65 priesthood. And the ?'Tirshatha said 
unto them, that they should not eat of 
the most holy things, till there stood up 
66a priest with Urimand Thummim. The 
whole congregation together was forty 
and two thousand three hundred and 
G7 threescore, beside then’ menservants 
and their maidservants, of whom there 
were seven thousand three hundred 
thirty and seven: and they had two 
hundred forty and five singing men and 
68singing women. Their horses were 
seven hundred thirty and six; their 
69 mules, two hundred forty and five; thezr 
camels, four hundred thirty and five; 
their asses, six thonsand seven hundred 
T0and twenty. And some from among 
the heads of fathers’ houses gave unto 
the work. The Tirshatha gave to the 
treasury a thousand darics of gold, fifty 
basons, five hundred and thirty priests’ 
7i garments. And some of the heads of 
fathers’ houses gave into the treasury 
of the work twenty thousand darics of 
gold,and two thousand and twohundred 
724pound of silver. And that which the 
rest of the people gave was twenty thou- 


sand daries of gold, and two thousand 
pound of silver, and threescere and 
73 seven priests’ garments. Se the priests, 
aud the Levites, and the porters, aud 
the singers, aud some of the people, 
and the Nethinim, and all Israel, dwelt 
in their cities, 
S5And when the seventh month was 
come, the children of Israel were in 


8S their cities. And all the people gathered 


themselves together as one man into the 
broad place that was before the water 
gate; and they spake unto lizra the 
scribe to bring the book of the law of 
Moses, which the Lor» had commanded 
2to Israel. And Ezra the priest brought 
the law before the congregation, beth 
men and women, and all that could hear 
with understanding, upon the first day 
8of the seventh month. And he read 
therein before the broad place that was 
before the water gate © from early morn- 
ing until midday, in the presence of | : 
the men and the women, and of those 
that could understand; and the ears of 
all the people were attentive unto the 
4 book of the law. And Ezra the scribe 
stood upon a 7pulpit of wood, which 
they had made for the purpose; and 
beside him stood Mattithiah, and She- 
ma, and Anaiah, and Uriah, and Hil- 
kiah, and Maaseiah, on his right hand; 
and on his left hand, Pedaiah, and 
Mishael, and Malchijah, and Hashum, 
and Hashbaddanah, Zechariah, and 
5 Meshullam. And Ezra opened the book 
in the sight of all the people; (for he 
was above all the peeple;) and when he 
6 opened it, all the people stood up: and 
LIizra blessed the Lorp, the great Ged. 
And all the people answered, Amen, 
Amen, with the lifting up of their hands: 
and they bowed their heads, and wor- 
shipped the Lorp with then faces to 
7 the ground. Also Jeshua, and Bam, and 
Sherebiah, Jamin, Akkub, Shabbethai, 
Hodiah, Maaseiah, Kelita, Azariah, 
Jozabad, Hanan, Pelaiah, and the Le- 
vites, caused the people to understand 
the law: and the people stood in their 
S8place. And they read in the book, in 
the law of God, Sdistinctly; and they 
gave the sense, °so that they understood 
9the reading. And Nehemiah, which 
was the Tirshatha, and Ezra the priest 
the scribe, and the Levites that tanght 
the people, said unto all the people, 
This day is holy unto the Lorp your 
God; mourn not, nor weep. For all 
the people wept, when they heard the 
10 words of the law.. Then he said unto 
them, Go your way, eat the fat, and 
drink the sweet, and send portions unto 
him for whom nothing is prepared: 
for this day is holy unto our Lord: 
neither be ye grieved; for the joy of 
11 the Lorp is your ?°strength. So the 
Levites stilled all the people, saying, 
Hold your peace, for the day is holy; 
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12neither be ye grieved. And all the 
people went their way to eat, and to 
drink, aud to send portions, and to 
make great mirth, because they had 
nnderstood the words that were de- 
clared unto them. 

13 And on tlie second day were gathered 
together the heads of fathers’ houses 
of all the people, the priests, and the 
Levites, unto Ezra the scribe, even to 
give attention to the words of the 

I4law. And they found written in the 
law, how that the Lorp had command- 
ed hy Moses, that the children of Is- 
rael should dwell in booths in the feast 

15 of the seventh month: and that they 
should publish and proclaim in all 
their cities, and in Jerusalem, saying, 
Go forth unto the mount, and fetch 
olive branches, and branches of wild 
olive, and myrtle branches, and palm 
branches, and branches of thick trees, 

16to make booths, as it is written. So 
the people went forth, and brought 
them, and made themselves booths, 
every one upon the roof of his house, 
and in their courts, and in the courts 
of the house of God, and in the broad 
place of the water gate, and in the 
hroad place of the gate of Ephrain. 

17 And all the congregation of them that 
were come again out of the captivity 
ade booths, and dwelt in the booths: 
for since the days of Jeshua the son of 
Nun unto that day had not the children 
of Israel done so. And there was very 

18 great gladness. Also day by day, from 
the first day unto the last day, he read 
in the book of the law of God. And 
they kept the feast seven days; and on 
the eighth day was a} solemn assembly, 
according unto the ordinance. 

9 Now in the twenty and fourth day of 
this month the children of Israel were 
assembled with fasting, and with sack- 

2 cloth, and earth npon them. And the 
seed of Israel separated themselves 
from all strangers, and stood and con- 
fessed their sins, and the iniquities of 

3 their fathers. And they stood up in their 
place, and read in the book of the law 
of the Lorp their God a fourth part of 
the day; and another fourth part they 
confessed, and worshipped the Lorp 

4their God. Then stood up upon the 
stah's of the Levites, Jeshua, and Bani, 
Kadmiel, Shebaniah, Bunni, Sherebiah, 
Bani, and Chenani, and cried with a 
loud voice unto the Lorp their God. 
5 Then the Levites, Jeshua, and Kadmiel, 
Bani, Hashahneiah, Sherebiah, Hodiah, 
Shebaniah, and Pethahiah, said, Stand 
np and bless the Lorp your God from 
everlasting to everlasting: and 2blessed 
be thy glorious name, which is exalted 
6 above all blessing and praise. Thou art 
the Lorp, even thou alone; thou hast 
made heaven, the heaven of heavens, 


things that are thereon, the seas and all 
that is in them, and thou preservest 
them all; and the host of heaven wor- 
7shippeth thee. Thou art ®the Lorp 
the God, who didst choose Abram, and 
broughtest him forth out of Ur of the 
Chaldees, and gavest him the name of 
8 Abraham; and foundest his heart faith- 
ful before thee, and madest a coven- 
ant with him to give the land of the 
Canaanite, the Hittite, the Amorite, 
and the Perizzite, and the Jebusite, and 
the Girgashite, even to give it unto his 
seed, and hast performed thy words; 
9 for thou art righteous. And thou saw- 
est the affliction of our fathers in E-

gypt, and heardest their cry by the Red |. 


10 Sea; and shewedst signs and wonders 
upon Pharaoh, and on all his servants, 
and on all thepeople of his land ; for thou 
knewest that they dealt proudly against 
them; and didst get thee a name, as 

1lit is this day. And thou didst divide 
the sea before them, so that they went 
through the midst of the sea on the 
dry land; and their pursuers thou didst 
cast into the depths, as a stone into 

12the mighty waters. Moreover thou 
leddest them in a pillar of cloud by 
day; and in a pillar of fire by night, to 
give them light in the way wherein they 

13 should go. Thou camest down also upon 
mount Sinai, and spakest with them 
from heaven, and gavest them right 
jnudgementsand true laws, good statutes 

14and commandments : and madest known 
nnto them thy holy sabbath, and com- 
mandedst them commandments, and 
statutes, and a law, by the hand of 

15 loses thy servant: and gavest them 
bread from heaven for their hunger, 
and broughtest forth water for them 
ovt of the rock for their thirst, and 
commandedst them that they should 
go in to possess the land which thou 
hadst lifted up thine hand to give them. 

16 But they and our fathers dealt proudly, 
and hardened their neck, and heark- 

17 ened not to thy commandments, and 
refused to obey, neither were mindful 
of thy wonders that thou didst among 
them; but hardened their neck, ¢and 
in their rebellion appointed a captain 
to return to their bondage: but thou 
art 5a God ready to pardon, gracious 
and full of compassion, slow to anger, 
and plenteous in merey, and forsook- 

18est them not. Yea, when they had 
made them a molten calf, and said, 
This is thy God that brought thee up 
out of Egypt, and had wrought great 

19 provocations; yet thou in thy mani- 
fold mercies forsookest them not in 
the wilderness: the pillar of cloud 
departed not from over them by day, 
to lead them in the way; neither the 
pillar of fire by night, to shew them 
light, and the way wherein they should 


with all their host, the earth and all | 20 go. Thou gavest also thy good spirit to 
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instruct them, and withheldest not thy 
mauna from their mouth, and gavest 
21 them water for their thirst. Yea, forty 
years didst thou sustain then in the 
wilderness, and they lacked nothing ; 
their clothes waxed uot old, and thir 
22 feet swelled not. Moreover thou gavest 
them kingdoms and peoples, ! which 
thon didst allot after their portions: so 
they possessed the land of Sihon, even 
the land of the king of Heshbon, and 
23 the land of Og king of Bashan. Their 
children also multiplicdst thon as the 
stars of heaven, and broughtest them in- 
to the land, concerning which thou didst 
say to thei fathers, that they should 
24¢0 in to possess it. So the children 
went in and possessed the land, and 
thou subduedst before them the inhab- 
itants of the land, the Canaanites, and 
gavest them into their hands, with their 
kings, and the peoples of the land, that 
they might do with them as they would. 
25 And they took fenced cities, and a fat 
land, and possessed houses full of all 
good things, cisterns hewn out, vine- 
yards, and oliveyards, and fruit trees in 
abundance: so they did eat, and were 
filled, and became fat, and delighted 
themselves in thy great goodness. 
26 Nevertheless they were disobedient, 
and rebelled against thee, and cast thy 
law behind their back, and slew thy pro- 
phets which testified against them to 
turn them again unto thee, and they 
27 wrought great provocations. Therefore 
thou deliveredst them into the hand of 
their adversaries, who distressed them: 
and in the time of their trouble, when 
they cried unto thee, thou heardest from 
heaven; and according to thy manifold 
mercies thou gavest them saviours who 
saved them out of the hand of their 
28 adversaries. But after they had rest, 
they did evil again before thee: there- 
fore leftest thou them in the hand of 
their enemies, so that they had the 
dominion over them: yet when they 
returned, and cried unto thee, thou 
heardest from heaven; and many times 
didst thou deliver them according to thy 
29 mercies; and testifiedst against them, 
that thou mightest bring them again 
unto thy law: yet they dealt proudly, 
and hearkened not unto thy command- 
ments, but sinned against thy judge- 
ments, (which if a man do, he shall live 
in them,) and 2withdrew the shoulder, 
and hardened their neck, and would 
30 not hear. Yet many years didst thou 
bear with them, and testifiedst against 
them by thy spirit through thy prophets: 
yet would they not give ear: therefore 
gavest thou them into the hand of the 
31 peoples of the lands. Nevertheless in 
thy manifold mercies thon didst not 
make a full end of them, nor forsake 
them; for thou art a gracious and mer- 
32 ciful God. Now therefore, our God, 
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the great, the mighty, and the terri- 
ble God, who keepest covenant and 
merey, let not all the travail seem 
little before thee, that hath come up- 
on us, on our kings, on our princes, 
and ou our priests, and on our pro- 
phets, and on our fathers, and on all 
tly people, since the time of the kings 
33 of Assyria unto this day. Howhbeit 
thou art just in all that is come upon 
us; for thou hast dealt truly, but we 
34 have done wickedly: neither have our 
kings, our princes, our priests, Lior our 
fathers, kept thy law, nor hearkened 
unto thy commandments and thy test- 
imonies, wherewith thou didst testi- 
35fy against them. For they have not 
served thee in their kingdom, and in 
thy great goodness that thou gavest 
them, and in the large and fat land 
which thou gavest before them, nei- 
ther turned they from their wicked 
36 works. Behold, we are servants this 
day, and as for the land that thou 
gavest unto our fathers to eat the 
fruit thereof and the good thereof, 
37 behold, we are servants in it. And it 
yieldeth much increase unto the kings 
whom thou hast set over us because 
of our sins: also they have power 
over our bodies, and over our cattle, 
at their pleasure, and we are in great 
38 distress. And ®yet for all this we 
make a 4sure covenant, and write it; 
and our princes, our Levites, and our 
priests, 5seal unto it. 
10 Now those that sealed were, Nehem- 
iah the Tirshatha, the son of Hacal- 
Qiah, and Zedekiah ; Seraiah, Azariah, 
3 Jeremiah; Pashhur, Amariah, Malchi- 
4jah; Hattush, Shebaniah, Malluch; 
5, 6 Harim, Meremoth, Obadiah; Daniel, 
7 Ginnethon, Baruch; Meshullam, Abi- 
8 jah, Mijamin; Maaziah, Bilgai, She- 
9maiah: these were the priests. And 
the Levites: namely, Jeshua the son 
of Azaniah, Binnui of the sons of He- 
10 nadad, Kadmiel; and their brethren, 
Shebaniah, Hodiah, Kehia, Pelaiah, 
11 Hanan; Mica, Rehob, Hashabiah; 
12,13 Zaccur, Sherebiah, Shebaniah; Ho- 
14 diah, Bani, Beninu. The chiefs of the 
people: Parosh, Pahath-moab, Elam, 
15 Zattu, Bani; Bunni, Azgad, Bebai; 
16,17 Adonijah, Bigvai, Adin; Ater, Hezek- 
18iah, Azzur; Hodiah, Hashum, Bezai; 
19,20 Hariph, Anathoth, *Nobai; Magpiash, 
21 Meshullam, Hezir; Meshezabel, Za- 
22. dok, Jaddua; Pelatiah, Hanan, Ana- 
23iah; Hoshea, Hananiah, Hasshub;

98 anah. And the rest of the people, the 
priests, the Levites, the porters, the 
singers, the Nethinim, aud all they 
that had separated themselves from 
the peoples of the lands unto the law 
of God, theiy wives, their sons, and 
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their daughters, every one that had 
29 knowledge and understanding; they 
clave to their brethren, their nobles, and 
entered into a curse, and into an oath, 
to walk in God’s law, which was given 
by Moses the servant of God, and to 
observe and do all the commandments 
of the Lorp our Lord, and his judge- 
30ments and his statutes; and that we 
would not give our daughters unto the 
peoples of the land, nor take their 
31 daughters for our sons: and if the peo- 
ples of the land bring ware or any 
victuals on the sabbath day to sell, 
that we would not buy of them on the 
sabbath, or on a holy day: and that we 
would forgo the }seventh year, and the 
322exaction of every debt. Also we made 
ordinanees for us, to charge ourselves 
yearly with the third part of a shekel 
for the service of the house of our 
33 God; for the shewbread, and for the 
continual meal offering, and for the 
coutinual burnt offering, of the sab- 
baths, of the new moons, for the set 
feasts, and for the holy things, and for 
the sin offerings to make atonement 
for Israel, and for all the work of the 
34 house of our God. And we cast lots, 
the priests, the Levites, and the peo- 
ple, for the wood offering, to bring it 
into the house of our God, according 
to our fathers’ houses, at times appoint- 
ed, year by year, to burn upon the altar 
of the Lorp our God, as it is written 
35in the law: and to bring the firstfruits 
of our ground, and the firstfruits of all 
fruit of all manner of trees, year by 
36 year, unto the house of the Lorn: also 
the firstborn of our sons, and of our 
cattle, as it is written in the law, and 
the firstlings of our herds and of our 
flocks, to bring to the house of our 
God, unto the priests that minister m 
37 the house of our God: and that we 
should bring the firstfruits of our 
8dough, and our heave offermgs, and 
the frnit of all manner of trees, ¢the 
wine and the oil, unto the priests, to 
the chambers of the house of our God; 
and the tithes of our ground unto the 
Levites; for they, the Levites, take 
the tithes in all the cities of our tillage. 
38 And the priest the son of Aaron shall 
be with the Levites, when the Levites 
take tithes: and the Levites shall bring 
up the tithe of the tithes unto the house 
of our God, to the chambers, into the 
39 treasure house. For the children of 
Israel and the children of Levi shall 
bring the heave offering of the corn, 
of 4the wine, and of the oil, unto the 
chambers, where are the vessels of 
the sanctuary, and the priests that 
minister, and the porters, and the 
singers: and we will not forsake the 
house of our God. 
11 And the princes of the people dwelt in 
Jerusalem: the rest of the people also 


cast lots, to bring one of ten to dwell in 
Jerusalem the holy city, and nme parts 
2in the other cities. And the people 
blessed all the men that willingly of- 
fered themselves to dwellin Jerusalem. 

3 5Now these are the chiefs of the pro- 
vince that dwelt in Jerusalem: but in 
the cities of Judah dwelt every one in 
his possession in their cities, to wit, 
Israel, the priests, and the Levites, and 
the Nethinim, and the children of Solo- 
4mou’s servants. And in Jerusalem 
dwelt certain of the children of Judah, 
and of the children of Benjamin. Of

» the ward of the pwification, and so did 
the singers and the porters, according 
to the commandment of David, and of 

46 Solomon his son. For in the days of 
David and Asaph of old 5there was a 
chief of the singers, and songs of praise 

47and thanksgiving unto God. And all 
Israel in the days of Zerubbabel, and 
in the days of Nehemiah, gave the 
portions of the singers and the porters, 
as every day required: and they sancti- 
fied for the Levites; and the Levites 
sanctified for the sons of Aaron. 

18 On that day they read in the book 
of Moses in the audience of the people; 
and therein was found written, that an 
Ammonite and a Moabite should not 
enter into the assembly of God for 

2ever; because they met not the child- 
ren of Israel with bread and with water, 
but hired Balaam against them, to 
curse them: howbeit our God turned 

3 the curse into a blessing. And it came 
to pass, when they had heard the law, 
that they separated from Israel all 
the mixed multitude. 

4 Now before this, Eliashib the priest, 
who was appointed over the chambers 
of the house of our God, being allied un- 


5 to Tobiah, had prepared for hima great 
chamber, where aforetime they laid the 
meal offerings, the frankincense, and 
the vessels, and the tithes of the corn, 
the wine, and the oil, which were given 
by commandment to the Levites, and 
the singers, and the porters; and the 

6 heave offerings for the priests. But in 
all this t2me 1 was not at Jerusalem: 
for in the two and thirtieth year of 
Artaxerxes king of Babylon I went 
unto the king, and after certain days 

7 asked I leave of the king: and I came 
to Jerusalem, and understood of the 
evil that Eliashib had done for Tobiah, 
in preparing him a chamber in the 

8courts of the house of God. And it 
grieved me sore: therefore I cast forth 
all the household stuff of Tobiah out 

9of the chamber. Then I commanded, 
and they cleansed the chambers: and 
thither brought I again the vessels of 
the house of God, with the meal offer- 
10ings and the frankincense. And I per- 
ceived that the portions of the Levites 
had not been given them; so that the 
Levites and the singers, that did the 
work, were fled every one to his field. 
11 Then contended I with the 2rulers, 
and said, Why is the house of God for- 
saken? And I gathered them together, 
12and set them in their place. Then 
brought all Judah the tithe of the corn 
and the wine and the oil unto the trea- 
13suries. And Imade treasurers over the 
treasuries, Shelemiah the priest, and 
Zadok the seribe, and‘of the Levites, 
Pedaiah: and next to them was Hanan 
the son of Zaccur, the son of Mattan- 
iah: for they were counted faithful, 
and their business was to distribute un- 
14to their brethren.

20 sat in the king’s gate. Esther had not 
yet shewed her kindred nor her people ; 
as Mordecai had charged her: for 
Esther did the commandment of Mor- 
deeai, like as when she was bronght 

21lup with him. In those days, while 
Mordecai sat in the king’s gate, two of 
the king’s chamberlains, Bigthan and 
Teresh, of those which kept the 3door, 
were wroth, and sought te lay hands 

22 on the king Ahasuerns. And the thing 
was known te Merdceai, who shewed 
it unto Esther the queen; and Esther 
told the king thereof im Mordecai’s 

23 name. And when inquisition was made 
of the matter, and it was found to be 
so, they were both hanged on a tree: 
and it was written in the book of the 
chronicles befere the king. 

3. After these things did king Ahasuerus 
promote Haman the son of Hamme- 
datha the Agagite, and advaneed him, 
and set his seat above all the princes 

2 that were with him. And ali the king’s 
servants, that were in the king’s gate, 
bewed down, and did reverence te Ha- 
man: for the king had so commanded 
eoneerning him. But Merdecai bowed 

3 not down, nor did him reverence. Then 
the king’s servants, that were in the 
king’s gate, said unto Mordeeai, Why 
transgressest thou the king’s eommand- 

4ment? Now it came to pass, when they 
spake daily unte him, and he hearkened 
not unto them, that they teld Haman, 
to see whether Mordecai’s 4matters 
wonld stand: for he had teld them 

' 5that he was a Jew. And when Haman 
saw that Mordecai bowed not dewn, nor 
did him reverence, then was Haman 

6full of wrath. But he theught scorn te 
lay hands on Mordecai alene; for they 
had shewed him the people ef Mordeeai: 
wherefore Haman sought to destroy 
all the Jews that were throughont the 
whole kingdom of Ahasuerus, even the 

7 people of Mordecai. In the first month, 
which is the month Nisan, in the twelfth 
year of king Ahasuerus, they cast Pur, 
that is, the lot, before Haman from day 
to day, and from menth to month, toe 
the twelfth month, which is the month 

8Adar. And Haman said unto king 
Ahasuerus, There is a certain people 
scattered abroad and ‘dispersed ameng 
the peoples in all the provinces of thy 
kingdom; and their laws are diverse 
from those of every people; neither 
keep they the king’s laws: therefore it 
is not 6for the king’s profit to suffer 
9them. If it please the king, let it be 
written that they be destroyed: and I 
will pay ten thousand talents of silver 
into the hands of those that have the 
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thresh- 
old. 
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charge of the king's business, to bring it 

10 into the king’s treasuries. And the king 
took his ring from lis hand, and gave 
it unto Haman the son of Haininedatha 

lithe Agagite, the Jews’ enemy. And 
the king said nnto Haman, The silver 
is given to thee, the people also, te do 
with them as it seemeth good to thee. 

12 Then were the king’s 7scribes called in 
the first month, en the thirteenth day 
thereof, and there was written aecord- 
ing te all that Haman commanded unte 
the king’s satraps, and to the governors 
that were ever every province, and to 
the princes ef every people; to every 
province according to the writing there- 
of, andte every people after their lan- 
guage; in the name ef king Ahasuerus 
was it written, and it was sealed with 

13 the king’s ring. And letters were sent 
by posts into all the king’s provinces, 
to destrey, to slay, and to cause to 
perish, all Jews, both young and old, 
little children and women, in ene day, 
even upon the thirtcenth day of the 
twelfth month, which is the menth 
Adar, and to take the spoil of them for 

l4a prey. A copy of the writing, ®that 
the decree should be given out in every 
provinee, was published unto all the 
peoples, that they shonld be ready a- 

15 gainst that day. The posts went forth 
in haste by the king’s commandment, 
and the decree was given out in Shu- 
shan the palace: and the king and 
Haman sat down to drink; but the 
eity of Shushan was perplexed. 

4 Now when Mordecai knew all that was 
dene, Merdecait rent his clothes, and 
put on sackcloth with ashes, and went 
out into the midst ef the city, and cried 

2with a loud and a bitter ery: and he 
came even before the king’s gate: for 
none might enter within the king's 
3gate clothed with sackcloth. And 
m every province, whithersoever the 
king’s commandment and his decree 
came, there was great mourning among 
the Jews, and fasting, and weeping, and 
wailing; and 9many lay in sackeleth 
4and ashes. And Esther’s maidens and 
her chamberlains came and told it her; 
and the queen was exceedingly grieved: 
and she sent raiment to clothe Morde- 
cai, and te take his sackeloth frem off 
5 him: buthe reeeived it net. Then called 
Esther for Hathach, one of the king's 
chamberlains, whom he had appointed 
to attend upon her, and eharged him 
te go te Merdecai, to know what this 
6was, and why it was. So Hathach 
went forth to Mordecai unto the bread 
place of the eity, which was before the 
7 king’s gate. And Mordeeai told him of 
allthat had happened unto him, and the 
exaet sum of the money that Haman 
had promised to pay to the king’s 
treasuries for the Jews, to destroy 
8them. Also he gave him the copy of the 
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writing of the decree that was given out 
in Shushan to destroy them, to shew it 
unto Esther, and to declare it unto her; 
and to charge her that she should go 
in unto the king, to make supplication 
unto him, and to make request before 
Shim, for her people. And Hathach 
came and told Esther the words of 

10 Mordecai. Then Esther spake unto 

Hathach, and gave him a- message 
11 unto Mordecai, saying: All the king’s 
servants, and the people of the king’s 
provinces, do know, that whosoever, 
whether manor woman, shall come unto 
the king into the inner court, who is not 
called, there is one law for him, that 
he be put to death, except such to whom 
the king shall hold out the golden 
sceptre, that he may live: but I have 
not been called to come in unto the 
12king these thirty days. And they told 

13 to Mordecai Esther’s words. Then Mor- 

decai bade them return answer unto 

Esther, Think not with thyself that 

thou shalt escape in the king’s house, 

14more than all the Jews. For if thou 
altogether holdest thy peace at this 
time, then shall relief and deliverance 
arise to the Jews from another place, 
but thou and thy father’s house shall 
perish: and who knoweth whether thou 

art not come to the kingdom for such a 

15 time as this? Then Esther bade them 

1Greturn answer unto Mordecai, Go, 

gather together all the Jews that are 
present in Shushan, and fast ye for me, 
and neither eat nor drink three days, 
night or day: I also and my maidens 
will fast in like manner; and so will 

I go in unto the king, which is not 

according to the law: and if I perish, 

17I perish. So Mordecai went his way, 

and did according to all that Esther 

had commanded hin. 

5 Nowit came to pass on the third day, 
that Esther put on her royal apparel, 
and stood in the inuer court of the king’s 
house, over against the king’s house: 
and the king sat upon his royal throne 
in the royal house, over against the 

2 entrance of the house. And it was so, 
when the king saw Esther the queen 
standing in the court, that she obtained 
favour in his sight: and the king held 
out to Esther the golden sceptre that 
was inhishand. So Esther drew near, 
and touched the top of the sceptre. 

3 Then said the king unto her, What wilt 
thou, queen Esther? and what is thy 
request? it shall be given thee even to 

4 the half of the kingdom. And Esther 
said, If it seem good unto the king, let 
the king and Haman come this day 
unto the banquet that I have prepared 

5for him. Then the king said, Cause 
Haman to make haste, that it may be 
done as Iisther hath said. So the king 
and Haman came to the banquet that 

6 Esther had prepared. And the king said 
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unto’ Esther at the banquet of wine, 

What is thy petition? and it shall be 
granted thee: and what is thy request ? 
even to the half of the kingdom it shall 

7 be performed. Then answered Esther, 
and said, My petition and my request 
Sis; if I have found favour in the sight 
of the king, and if it please the king to 
grant my petition, and to perform my 
request, let the king and Haman come 
to the banquet that I shall prepare for 
them, and I will do to-morrow as the 
9king hath said. Then went Haman 
forth that day joyful and glad of heart: 
but when Haman saw Mordecai in the 
king's gate, that he stood not up nor 
lmoved for him, he was filled with 

10 wrath against Mordecai. Nevertheless 
Haman refrained himself, and went 
home; and he sent and fetched his 

11 friends and Zeresh his wife. And Ha- 
man recounted unto them the glory of 
his riches, and the multitude of his 
children, and all the things wherein 
the king had promoted him, and how 
he had advanced him above the princes 

12 and servants of the king. Haman said 
moreover, Yea, Esther the queen did 
let no man come in with the king unto 
the banquet that she had prepared 
but myself; and to-morrow also am I 
invited by her together with the king. 

13 Yet all this availeth me nothing, so 
long as I see Mordecai the Jew sitting 

14at the king’s gate. Then said Zeresh 
his wife and all his friends unto him, 
Let a 2gallows be made of fifty cubits 
high, and in the morning speak thou 
unto the king that Mordecai may be 
hanged thereon: then go thou in merrily 
with the king unto the banquet. And 
the thing pleased Haman; 
caused the gallows to be made. 

6 On that night ?could not the king 
sleep; and he commanded to bring 
the book of records of the chronicles, 
and they were read before the king. 

2And it was found written, that Mor- 
deeai had told of Bigthana and Teresh, 
two of the king’s chamberlains, of 
those that kept the 4door, who had 
sought to lay hands on the king Ahas- 
3uerus. And theking said, What honour 
and dignity hath been done to Mordecai 
for this? Then said the king’s servants 
that ministered unto him, There is no- 
4 thing done for him. And the king said, 
Who is in the court? Now Haman was 
come into the outward court of the 
king's house, to speak unto the king to 
hang Mordecai on the gallows that he 
5had prepared for him. And the king’s 
servants said unto him, Behold, Ha- 
man standeth in the court. And the 
6 king said, Let him comein. So Haman 
came in. And the king said unto him, 

What shall be done unto the man whom 

the king delighteth to honour? NowHa- 

man said in his heart, To whom would 
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the kmg delight to do honour more than 
7to myself? And Taman said unto the 
king, For the man whom the king de- 
8 lighteth to honour, let royal apparel be 
brought whieh the king useth to wear, 
and the horse that the king rideth up- 
on, and on the head of which a crown 
9royal is set: and let the apparel and 
the horse be delivered to the hand of 
one of the king’s most noble prinegs, 
that they may array the man withal 
whom the king delighteth to honour, 
and cause him to ride on horseback 
through the street of the city, and pro- 
claim before him, Thus shall it be done 
to the man whom the king delighteth to 
1Ohonour. Then the king said to Hainan, 
Make haste, and take the apparel and 
the horse, as thou hast said, and do 
even so to Mordecai the Jew, that sit- 
teth at the king’s gate: let nothing fail 
11 of all that thou hast spoken. Then took 
Haman the apparel and the horse, and 
arrayed Mordecai, and caused him to 
ride through the street of the city, and 
proclaimed before him, Thus shall it be 
done unto the man whom the king de- 
12 lighteth to honour. And Mordecai came 
again to the king’s gate. But Haman 
hasted to his house, mourning and hav- 
13ing his head covered. And Haman re- 
counted unto Zeresh his wife and all his 
friends every thing that had befallen 
him. Then said his wise men and Zer- 
esh his wife unto him, If Mordecai, be- 
fore whom thou hast begun to fall, be of 
the seed of the Jews, thou shalt not pre- 
vail against him, but shalt surely fall 
14 before him. While they were yet talking 
with him, came the king’s chamberlains, 
and hasted to bring Haman unto the 
banquet that Esther had prepared. 
7 So the king and Haman came ?to 
2 banquet with Esther the queen. And 
the king said again unto Esther on the 
seeond day at the banquet of wine, 
What is thy petition, queen Esther? 
and it shall be granted thee: and what 
is thy request? even to the half of the 
3 kingdom it shall be performed. Then 
Esther the queen answered and said, If 
Thave found favour in thy sight, O king, 
and if it please the king, let my life be 
given me at my petition, and my people 
4at my request: for we are sold, Land my 
people, to be destroyed, to be slam, and 
to perish. But if we had been sold for 
bondmen and bondwomen, I had held 
my peace, %although the adversary 
could not have compensated for the 
5king’s damage. Then spake the king 
Ahasuerus and said unto Esther the 
queen, Who is he, and where is he, that 
6 durst presume in his heart todo so? And 
Esther said, Anadversary and an enemy, 
even this wicked Haman. Then Haman 
was afraid before the king and the 
7 queen. And the king arose in his wrath 
from the banquet of wine and arent into 


the palace garden: and Haman stood 
up toinake request for his life to Esther 
the gueen; for he saw that there was 
evil determined against him by the 
8king. Then the king returned out of 
the palaee garden into the place of the 
banquet of wine; and Haman was fallen 
upon the eouch whereon Esther was. 
Then said the king, Will he even force 
the queen before me in the house? As 
the word went out of the king's mouth, 

9 they covered Haman’s face. Then said 
Harbonah, one of the chamberlains 
that were before the king, Behold also, 
the 4gallows fifty cubits high, which 
Haman hath made for Mordecai, who 
spake good for the king, standeth in 
the house of Haman. And the king 

10said, Hang him thereon. So they 
hanged Haman on the gallows that 
he had prepared for Mordeeai. Then 
was the king’s wrath pacified. 

8 On that day did the king Ahasuerus 
give the house of Haman the Jews’ 
enemy unto Esther the queen. And Mor- 
deeai came before the king; for Esther 

2 had told what he was unto her. And the 
king took off his ring, which he had 
taken from Haman, and gave it unto 
Mordecai. And Esther set Mordecai 

3 over the house of Haman. And Esther 
spake yet again before the king, and 
fell down at his feet, and besought him 
with tears to put away the mischief 
of Haman the Agagite, and his device 
that he had devised against the Jews. 

4'Then the king held out to Esther the 
golden sceptre. So Esther arose, and 

5stood before the king. And she said, 
If it please the king, and if I have 
found favour in his sight, and the thing 
seem right before the king, and I be 
pleasing in his eyes, let it be written to 
reverse the letters devised by Haman 
the son of Hammedatha the Agagite, 
whieh he wrote to destroy the Jews 
which are in all the king’s provinces: 
6for how can I endure to see the evil 
that shall come unto my people? or how 
ean I endure to see the destruction of 
7my kindred? Then the king Ahasue- 
rus said unto Esther the queen and 
to Mordecai the Jew, Behold, I have 
given Esther the house of Haman, and 
him they have hanged upon the gal- 
lows, because he laid his hand upon 
8the Jews. Write ye also ®to the Jews, 
as it liketh you, in the king’s name, 
and seal if with the king’s ring: for 
the writing whieh is written in the 
king’s name, and sealed with the king’s 
9rimg, may no man reverse. Then were 
the king’s scribes called at that time, 
in the third month, whieh is the month 
Sivan, on the three and twentieth day 
thereof; and it was written aceording 
to all that Mordecai commanded un- 
to the Jews, and to the satraps, 
and the governors and princes of the 
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provinces which are from India unto 
Ethiopia, an hundred twenty and seven 
provinces, unto every province accord- 
ing to the writing thereof, and unto 
every people after their language, and 
to the Jews according to their writing, 
10 and according to their language. And 
he wrote in the name of king Ahas- 
uerus, and sealed it with the King’s 
ring, and sent letters by posts on horse- 
baek, riding on !swift steeds that were 
used in the king’s service, bred of the 
listud: wherein the king granted the 
Jews which were in every city to gather 
themselves together, and to stand for 
their life, to destroy, to slay, and to 
eause to perish, all the power of the 
people and province that would assault 
them, their little ones and women, and 
to take the spoil of them for a prey, 
12 upon one day im all the provinces of 
king Ahasuerus, namely, upon the 
thirteenth day of the twelfth month, 
13 which is the month Adar. A copy of 
the writing, that the decree should be 
given out in every province, was pub- 
lished unto all the peoples, and that 
the Jews should be ready against that 
day to avenge themselves on their ene- 
1l4mies. So the posts that rode upon swift 
steeds that were used in the king’s 
service went out, being hastened and 
pressed on by the King’s command- 
ment; and the decree was given ont in 
15Shushan the palaee. And Mordecai 
went forth from the presence of the 
king in royal apparel of blue and white, 
and with a great crown of gold, and 
with a robe of fine linen and purple: 
and the eity of Shushan shouted and 
l6was glad.

And 
ih) every province, and in every eity, 
whithersoever the king’s eommand- 
ment and his decree came, the Jews had 
gladness and joy, a feast and a good 
day. And many from among the peo- 
ples of the land became Jews; for the 
fear of the Jews was fallen npon them.

17laid not their hand. This was done 
on the thirteenth day of the month 
Adar; and on the fourteenth day of the 
same they rested, and made it a day of 
18 feasting and gladness. But the Jews 
that were in Shushan assembled to- 
gether on the thirteenth day thereof, 
and on the fourteenth thereof; and on 
the fifteenth day of the same they rest- 
ed, and made it a day of feasting and 
19 gladness. Therefore do the Jews of the 
villages, that dwell in the unwalled 
towns, make the fourteenth day of the 
month Adar a day of gladness and 
feasting, and a good day, and of send- 
ing portions one to another. 
|20 And Mordecai wrote these things, 
and sent letters unto all the Jews 
that were in all the provinces of 
the king Ahasuerus, both nigh and 
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21far, to enjoin them that they should ; 28thereof, every year; and that these 


keep the fourteenth day of the month 
Adar, and the fifteenth day of the same, 
22 yearly, as the days wherein the Jews 
had rest from their enemies, and the 
month which was turned unto them 
from sorrow to gladness, and from 
mourning into a good-day: that they 
should make them days of feasting and 
gladness, and of sending portions one 
23 to another, and gifts to the poor. And 
the Jews undertook to do as they had 
begun, and as Mordecai had written 
24 unto them; because Haman the son of 
Hammedatha, the Agagite, the enemy 
of all the Jews, had devised against 
the Jews to destroy them, and had 
east Pur, that is, the lot, to cousnme 
25 them, and to destroy them; but when 
the matter came before the king, he 
commanded by letters that his wicked 
device, which he had devised against 
the Jews, should return upon his own 
head; and that he and his sous should 
26be hanged on the gallows. Where- 
fore they called these days Purim, 
after the name of Pur. Therefore be- 
cause of all the words of this letter, 
and of that which they had seen con- 
cerning this matter, and that which 
27had come unto them, the Jews or- 
dained, and took upon them, and upon 
their seed, and upon all such as joined 
themselves unto them, so as it should 
not fail, that they would keep these two 
days according to the writing thereof, 
and according to the appointed time 


days should be remembered and kept 
throughout every generation, every 
family, every province, and every 
city; and that these days of Puriin 
shonld not fail from among the Jews, 
nor the memorial of thein ! perish fro 
29their seed. Then Esther the queen, 
the daughter of Abihail, and Mordecai 
the Jew, wrote with all 2authority to 
confirm this second letter of Purnn. 
30 And he sent letters unto all the Jews, 
to the hundred twenty and seven pro- 
vinees of the kingdom of Ahasuerus, 
31 with words of peace and truth, to con- 
firm these days of Purim in their ap- 
pointed times, according as Mordecai 
the Jew and Esther the qneen had en- 
joined them, and as they had ordained 
for themselves and for their seed, in 
the matter of the fastings and their 
32 ery. And the commanduicnt of Esther 
confirmed these matters of Purim; 
and it was written in the book. 
10 And the king Ahasuerus laid a tribute 
upon the land, and upon the isles of the 
2sea. And all the acts of his power and 
of his might, and the full account of the 
greatness of Mordecai, whereunto the 
kingadvanced him, are they not written 
in the book of the chronicles of the 
3kings of Media and Persia? For Mor- 
decai the Jew was next unto king Ahas- 
uerus, and great among the Jews, aud 
accepted of the multitude of his breth- 
ren; seeking the good of lis people, 
aud speaking peace to all his seed.

1 TERE was a man in the land of Uz, 
whose name was ! Job; and that man 
was perfect aud upright, and one that 

Q9feared God, and eschewed evil. And

16 While he was yet speaking, there came 
also another, and said, The fire of God 
is fallen from heaven, and hath burned 
up the sheep, and the ‘servants, and 
consumed them; and I only am escaped

taken them away, yea, and slain the 
4servants with the edge of the sword; 
and I only am escaped alone to tell

ing and drinking wine in their eldest 

19brother’s house: and, behold, there 
came a great wind ®froimn the wilder- 
ness, and smote the four corners of the 
honse, and it fell upon the young men, 
and they are dead; and I only am 

20 escaped alone to tell thee. Then Job 
arose, and rent his mantle, and shaved 
his head, and felldown upon the ground, 

21and worshipped; and he said, Naked 
came I out of my mother’s womb, and 
naked shall I return thither: the Lorp 
gave, and the Lorp hath taken away; 

22 blessed be the name of the Lorp. In 
all this Job sinned not, nor charged 
God with foolishness. 

2 Again there was a day when the sons 
of God came to present themselves be- 
fore the Lorp, and Satan came also 
among them to present himself before 

2the Lorp. And the Lorp said unto 
Satan, From whence comest thou? And 
Satan answered the Lorp, and said, 
From going to and fro in the earth, 
and from walking up and down in it.

5 will he give for his life. But put forth 


thine hand now, and touch his bone and 
his flesh, and he will renounce thee to 
6 thy face. And the Lorp said unto 
Satan, Behold, he is in thine hand; 
7only spare his life. So Satan went 
forth from the presence of the Lorp, 
and smote Job with sore boils from the 
8 sole of his foot unto his crown. And he 
took him a potsherd to scrape himself 
withal; and he sat among the ashes. 
9 Then said his wife unto him, Dost thou 
still hold fast thine integrity ? renounce 

10 God, and die. But he said unto her, 
Thou speakest as one of the foolish 
women speaketh. What? shall we re- 
ceive good at the hand of God, and 
shall we not receive evil? In all this 
did not Job sin with his lips. 

11 Now when Job’s three friends heard 
of all this evil that was come upon 
him, they came every one from his 
own place; Eliphaz the Temanite, and 
Bildad the Shuhite, and Zophar the 
Naamathite: and they made an appoint- 
ment together to come to bemoan him 

12 and to comfort him. And when they 
lifted up their eyes afar off, and knew 
him not, they lifted up their voice, and 
wept; and they rent every one his 
mantle, and sprinkled dust upon their 

13heads toward heaven. So they sat 
down with him upon the ground seven 
(lays and seven nights, and none. spake 
a word unto him: for they saw that 
his 10grief was very great.

Qalso was vanity. I said of laughter, 
It is mad: and of mirth, What doeth 
3it? I searehed in mine heart how to 
cheer my flesh with wine, mine heart 
yet euiding me with wisdom, and 
how to lay hold on folly, till I might 
see what it was good for the sons of 
men that they should do under the 
4heaven all the days of then life. I 
made me great works; I builded me 
Shouses; I planted me vineyards; I 
made me gardens and parks, and I 
planted trees in them of all kinds of 
Gfruit: I made me pools of water, to 
water therefrom the forest where trees 
7were reared: I bought menservants 
and maidens, and had servants born 
in my house; also I had great posses- 
sions of herds and flocks, above all 
Sthat were before me in Jerusalem: I 
gathered me also silver and gold, and 
the peculiar treasure of kings and of 
the provinces: I gat me men singers 
and women singers, and the delights 
of the sons of men, 14concubines very 
Imany. So I was great, and increased 
more than all that were before me in 
Jerusalem: also my wisdom remained 
10 with me. And whatsoever mine eyes 
desired I kept not from them: I with- 
held not my heart from any joy, for 
my heart rejoiced because of all my 
labour; and this was my portion from 
jiall my labour. Then I looked on all 
the works that my hands had wrought, 
and on the labour that I had laboured 
to do: and, behold, all was vanity and 
a striving after wind, and there was 
no profit under the sun. 

12 And I turned myself to behold wis- 
dom, and madness and folly: for what 
can the man do that cometh after 
the king? even that which hath been 

13already done. Then I saw that wis- 
dom excelleth folly, as far as light 

14excelleth darkness. The wise man’s 
eyes are in his head, and the fool 
walketh in darkness: and yet I per- 
ceived that one event happeneth to 
15them all. Then said I in my heart, 
As it happeneth to the fool, so will 
it happen even to me; and why was 
I then more wise? Then I said im 
my heart, that this also was vanity. 

16 For of the wise man, even as of the 
fool, there is no remembrance for 
ever; seeing that in the days to come 
all will have been already forgotten. 
And how doth the wise man die even 

17as the fool! So I hated life; beeause 
the work that is wrought under the sun

was grievous unto me: for all is vamty 

and a striving after wind. 

18 And I hated all my labour wherein I 
laboured under the sun: seeing that I 
must leave it unto the man that shall 

19 be after me. And who knoweth whether 
he shall be a wise man or a fool? yet 
shall he have rule over all my labour 
wherein I have laboured, and wherein 
I have shewed wisdom under the sun. 

20 Thisalso is vanity. Therefore I turned 
about to cause my heart to despair con- 
cerning all the labour wherein I had 

21 laboured under the sun. For there is 
a man whose labour is with wisdom, 
and with knowledge, and with !skil- 
fulness; yet to a man that hath not 
laboured therein shall he 2leave it for 
his portion. This also is vanity and a 

22 greatevil. For what hath a man of all 
his labour, and of the °strivmg of his 
heart, wherein he laboureth under the 

23 sun? For all his days are but sorrows, 
and his travailis grief; yea, even in the 
night his heart taketh no rest. This 
also is vanity. 

24 There is nothing better for aman than 
that he should eat and drink, and make 
his soul enjoy good in his labour. This 
also I saw, that it is from the hand of 

25God. For who can eat, or who can 

26 4have enjoyment, ®more than I? For 
to the man that pleaseth him God 
giveth wisdom, and knowledge, and joy: 
but to the smner he giveth travail, to 
gather and to heap up, that he may give 
to him that pleaseth God. This also 
is vanity and a striving after wind. 

3 To every thing there is a season, and 
a time to every Spurpose under the 

2 heaven: a time to be born, and a time 
to die; a time to plant, and a time to 
3 pluck up that which is planted; a time 
to kill, and a time to heal; a time to 
4 break down, and a time to build up; a 
time to weep, and a time to laugh; a 
time to mourn, and a time to dance; 
5a time to cast away stones, and a 
time to gather stones together; a time 
to embrace, and a time to refrain from 
Gembracing; a time to seek, and a time 
to lose; a time to keep, and a time to 
7 cast away; atime to rend, and a time 
to sew; a time to keep silence, and a 
8time to speak; a time to love, and a 
time to hate; a time for war, and a time 
9for peace. What profit hath he that 
worketh in that wherein he laboureth ? 

10 I have seen the travail which God hath 
given to the sons of men to be exer- 

11 cised therewith. He hath made every 
thing beautiful in its time: also he hath 
set 7the world in their heart, yet so 
that man cannot find out the work 
that God hath done from the beginning 

12even to the end. I know that there 
is nothing better for them, than to 
rejoice, and Sto do good so long as 

13 they live. And also that every man 





should eat and drink, and enjoy good 

14in all his labour, is the gift of God. I 
know that, whatsoever God doeth, it 
shall be for ever: nothing can be put 
to it, nor any thing taken from it: and 
God hath done it, that men should fear 

15 before him. 9'That which is hath been 
already; and that whicli is to be hath 
ahready been: and God secketh again 
that which is °passed away. 

16 And moreover I saw under the sun, 
in the place of judgement, that wicked- 
ness was there; and in the place of 
righteousness, that wickedness was 

17 there. I said in mine heart, God shall 
judge the righteous and the wicked: 
for there is a time there for every 

186 purpose and for every work. “I said 
in mine heart, /t 7s because of the sons 
of men, that God may prove them, 
and that they may see that they them- 

19selves are but as beasts. For that 
which befalleth the sons of men befall- 
eth beasts; even ove thing befalleth 
them: as the one dieth, so dieth the 
other; yea, they have all one breath; 
and man hath nopreeminenceabove the 

20 beasts: for all is vanity. All go unto 
oue place; all are of the dust, and all 

21 turn to dust again. Who knoweth the 
spirit 4Mof man whether it goeth 
upward, and the spirit of the beast 
lbwhether it goeth downward to the 

22earth? Wherefore I saw that there is 
nothing better, than that a man should 
rejoice in his works; for that is his 
portion: for who shall bring him bach 
to see what shall be after him? 

4 Then I returned and saw all the 
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oppressions that are done under the | ° 


sun: and behold, the tears of such 
as were oppressed, and they had no 
comforter; and on the side of their 
oppressors there was power, but they 

2 had no comforter. Wherefore I praised 
the dead which are already dead more 
than the living which are yet alive; 

3yea, hetter than them both did J 
esteem him which hath not yet been, 
who hath not seen the evil work that 
is done under the sun. 

4 Then I saw all labour and every 
17 skilful work, that &for this a man is 
envied of his neighbour. This also is 

5 vanity and a striving after wind. The 
fool foldeth his hands together, and eat- 

6eth his own flesh. Better is an hand- 
ful 19 with quietness, than two handfuls 
19 with labour and striving after wind. 

7 Then I returned and saw vanity under 

8the sun. There is one that is alone, 
and he hath not a second; yea, he hath 
neither son nor brother; yet is there 
no end of all his labour, neither are his 
eyes satisfied with riches. For whom 
then, saith he, do I labour, and de- 
prive my soul of good? This also is 

9 vanity, yea, it is a sore travail. Two 
are better than one; because they have

Yor if 
they fall, the one will lift up his fellow: 
but woe to him that is alone when he 
falleth, and hath not another to lift him 

llup. Again, if two lie together, then 
they have warmth: hut how can one be 

12warm alone? And if a man prevail 
against him that is alone, two shall 
withstand him; and a threefold cord is 
not quickly broken. 

13 Better is a poor and wise youth than an 
old and foolish king, who knowetl not 
how to receive adinonition any more. 

14 Vor out of prison he came forth to- be 
king; l yea, even in his kingdom he was 

15born poor. I saw all the living which 
walk under the sun, that they were with 
the youth, the second, that stood up in 

I6his stead. ?'There was no end of all the 
people, even of all them over whom he 
was: yet they that come after shall not 
rejoiceinhim. Surely this also is vanity 
and a striving after wind. 

5 Keep thy foot when thon goest to 
the house of God; for to draw nigh to 
hear is better than to give the sacrifice 
of fools: for they know not that they 

2do evil. Be not rash with thy month, 
and let not thine heart be hasty to utter 
Sany thing hefore God; for God is in 
heaven, and thou upon earth: therefore 

Slet thy words be few. For a dream 
cometh with a multitude of 4 business; 
and a fool’s voice with a multitude of 

4words. When thou vowest a vow unto 
God, defer not to pay it; for he hath 
no pleasure in fools: pay that which 

5thou vowest. Letter is it that thou 
shouldest not vow, than that thou 

6shouldest vow and not pay. Suffer 
not thy mouth to eause thy flesh to sm; 
neither say thou before the 5angel, that 
it was an error: wherefore shonld God 
be angry at thy voice, and destroy the 

7work of thine hands? Tor thus it 
cometh to pass through the multitude of 
dreams and vanities and many words: 
but fear thou God. 

8 If thon seest the oppression of the 
poor, and the violent taking away of 
judgement and justice in 7a province, 
inarvel not at the matter: for one 
higher than the high regardeth; and 

9 there be higher than they. ® Moreover 
the profit of the earth is for all: the 
king himself is served by the field. 

10 He that loveth silver shall not be 
satisfied with silver; nor he that loveth 
abundance with inerease: this also is 

ll vanity. When goods increase, they are 
increased that eat them: and what ad- 
vantage is there to the owner thereof, 
saving the beholding of them with his 

l2eyes? The sleep of a labouring man 
is sweet, whether he eat little or much: 
but the fulness of the rich will not suf- 
fer him to sleep. 

13 There is a grievous evil which I 


have seen under the sun, namely, 








riches kept by the owner thereof to 
14his hurt: and those riches perish by 

evil adventure; and if he hath be- 

gotten a son, there is nothing im his 
15hand. As he came forth of his mother’s 
womb, naked shall he go again as he 
came, and shall take nothing for his 
labour, which he may carry away in 
1Ghis hand. And this also is a grievous 
evil, that in all points as he came, 
so shall he go: and what profit hath 
he that he laboureth for the wind? 
1720A)] his days also he eateth m dark- 
ness, and he is sore vexed and hath 
sickness and wrath. 

Sehold, 11that which I have seen to 
be good and to be comely is for one to 
eat and to drink, and to enjoy good in 
all his labour, wherein he Jaboureth 
nnder the sun, !2a]1 the days of his life 
which God hath given him: for this is 
19 his portion. Every man also to whom 

God hath given riches and wealth, and 

hath given him power to eat thereof, 

and to take his portion, and to rejoice 
in his labour; this is the gift of God. 

20 For he shall not much remember the 
days of his life; because God answereth 
him in the joy of his heart. 

G There is an evil which I have seen 
nnder the sun, and it is heavy upon 

2men:amanto whom God giveth riches, 
wealth, and honour, so that he lacketh 
nothing for his soul of all that he de- 
sireth, yet God giveth him not power 
to eat thereof, bnt a stranger eateth it; 
this is vanity, and it is an evil disease. 
3 Ifa man beget an hundred children, and 
live many years, so that the days of his 
years be many, bunt his soul be not filled 
with good, and moreover he have no 
burial; I say, that an untimely birth is 
4 better than he: for it cometh in vanity, 
and departeth in darkness, and the 
name thereof is covered with darkness; 
5moreover it hath not seen the sun 
18yor known it; 1this hath rest rather 
6than the other: yea, though he live a 
thousand years twice told, and yetenjoy 
7 no good: donot all go to one place? All 
the labour of man is for his mouth, and 
8 yet the appetite is not filled. For what 
advantage hath the wise more than 
the fool? }0r what hath the poor man, 
that knoweth to walk before the living? 
9 Better is the sight of the eyes than the 
wandering of the desire: this also is 
vanity and a striving after wind. 

10 16Whatsoever hath been, the name 
thereof was given long ago, and it is 
known that it is 1%man: neither can he 
contend with him that is mightier than 

llhe. Seeing there be many ‘8things 
that increase vanity, what is man the 

12 better ? For who knoweth what is good 
for man in his life, all the days of 
iis vain life which he spendeth as a 
shadow? for who can tell a man what 
shall be after him under the sun ? 
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7 Agood name is better than precious 
ointment; and the day of death than 
2 the day of one’s birth. Jt is better to 
ro 10 the house of mournmg, than to 
go to the house of feasting: for that is 
the end of all men; and the living will 
Slay it to his heart. Sorrow is better 
than laughter: for by the sadness of 
the eountenanee the heart is made 
41 plad. The heart of the wise is in the 
house of mourning; but the heart of 
fools is in the honse of mirth. It is 
better to hear the rebuke of the wise, 
than for aman to hear the song of fools. 
6 lor as the erackling of thorns under a 
pot, so is the laughter of the fool: this 
Talso is vanity. ?Surely extortion mak- 
eth a wise man foolish; and a gift de- 
8 stroyeth the understanding. Better is 
the end of a thing thau the beginning 
thereof: and the patient in spirit is 
9 better than the proud in spirit. be not 
hasty in thy spirit to be 3angry: for 
4anger resteth in the bosom of fools. 

10 Say not thou, What is the eause that the 
former days were better than these ? for 
thou dost not inquire > wisely concern- 

lling this. Wisdom ®is as good as an in- 
heritance: yea, more excellent is it for 

12 them that see the sun. Tor wisdom is 
a defence, even as money is a defeuce: 
but the exeellency of knowledge is, that 
wisdom preserveth the life of him that 

13hathit. Consider the work of God: for 
who ean make that straight, which he 

14hath made crooked? In the day of 
prosperity be joyful, and in the day of 
adversity consider: God hath even made 
the one side by side with the other, to 
the end that man should not find out 
any thing that shall be after him. 

15 All this have I scen in the days of my 
vanity: there is a righteous man that 
perisheth in his righteousness, and 
there is a wieked man that prolongeth 

1l6his life in his evil-domg. Be not 
righteous over much; neither make 
thyself over wise: why shouldest thou 

17destroy thyself? Be not over mueh 
wicked, neither be thou foolish: why 

18 shouldest thou die before thy time? It 
is good that thou shouldest take hold 
of this; yea, also from that withdraw 
not thine hand: for he that feareth 
God shall come forth of them all. 

19 Wisdom is a strength to the wise 
man more than ten rulers which are 

20in a city. *Surely there is not a 
righteous man upon earth, that doeth 

21 good, and sinneth not. Also ‘take not 
heed unto all words that are spoken; 
lest thou hear thy servant eurse thee: 

22for oftentimes also thine own heart 
knoweth that thou thyself likewise 
hast cursed others. 

23 All this have I &proved in wisdom: 
I said, I will be wise; but it was far 

24from me. That whieh %is is far off, 
and exeeeding deep; who ean find it 
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250ut? I turned about, and iny heart 
was set to know and to search out, 


and to seek wisdom and the reason of 


things, and to know that wickedness 
is folly, and that foolishness is mad- 
26ness: and I find a thing more bitter 
than death, even the woman 1}! whose 
lieart is snares and nets, and her hands 
as bands: whoso pleaseth God shall 
cseape from her; but the sinner shall 

27 be taken by her. Behold, this have I 
found, saith the Preacher, !2/aying one 
thing toanother, to find out theavcount: 

28 which my soul still seeketh, but I have 
not found: one man among a thousand 
have I found; but a woman among all 

29 those have I not found. Behold, this 
only have I found, that God made man 
upright; but they have sought out 
many inventions. 

S Who is as the wise man? and who 
knoweth the interpretation of a thing? 
A man’s wisdom maketh his face to 
shine, and the }2hardness of his faee 

2is ehanged. I counsel thee, Keep the 
king’s command, and that in regard of 
3 the oath of Ged. Be not hasty to go ont 
of his presenee; persist not in an cvil 
thing: for he docth whatsoever pleas- 
4eth him. Beeause the king’s word hath 
power; and who may say unto him, 
5 What doest thou? Whoso keepeth the 
commandment shall know no evil thing; 
and a wise man’s heart discerneth tnne 
Gand judgement: for to every 4 purpose 
there is a time and judgement; beeause 
the 45inisery of man is great upon him:

2 1Andit shall come to pass in the latter 
days, that the mountain of the Lorn’s 
house shall be established 2m the top 
of the mountains, and shall be exalted 
above the hills; and all nations shall 

3 flow unto it. And many peoples shall 
go and say, Come ye, and let us go 
up to the mountain of the Lorp, to the 
house of the Ged of Jacob; and he will 
teach us of his ways, and we will walk 
in his paths: for out of Zion shall go 
forth 3the law, and the word of the 

4Lorp from Jerusalem. And he shall 
judge 4between the nations, and shall 
Sreprove many peoples: and they shall 
beat their swords inte plowshares, and 
their spears into pruninghooks: nation 
shall not lift up sword agaist nation, 
neither shall they learn war any more. 

5 Ohouse of Jacob, come ye, and let us 

6 walk in the light of the Lorp. For thou 
hast fersaken thy people the house of 
Jacob, because they be filled with eus- 
toms from the east, andare soothsayers 
like the Phihstines, and they strike 
hands with the children of strangers.

2water; the mighty man, and the man 
of war ; the judge, and the prophet, and 

3 the divimer, and the ? ancient ; the eapt- 
ain of fifty, and the honourable man, 
and the counsellor, and the cunning 
Wartificer, and the skilful enchanter. 

4And I will give children to be their 
princes, and 14babes shall rule over 

5them. And the people shall be op- 
pressed, every one by another, and 
every one by his neighbour: the child 
shall behave himself proudly against

When a man shall take 
hold of his brother in the house of his

will smite with a scab the crown of the 
head of the danghters of Zion, and the 
Lorp will lay bare their secret parts. 
18 In that day the Lord will take away the 
bravery of their anklets, and the} cauls, 
19 and the crescents; the pendants, and 
20the * bracelets, and the mufflers; the 
headtires, and the ankle chains, and the 
sashes, and the perfume boxes, and the 
21 amulets; the rings, and the nose jewels; 
22 the festival robes, and the mantles, and 
23 the shawls, and the satchels; the hand 
mirrors, and the fine linen, and the 
24 turbans, and the veils. And it shall 
come to pass, that instead of sweet 
spices there shall be rottenness; and 
instead of a girdle a rope; and instead 
of well set hair baldness; and instead 
of a stomacher a girding of sackcloth:

8 Woe unto them that join house to 
house, that lay field to field, till there 
be no room, and ye be made to dwell 

9Qalone in the midst of the land! In 
mine ears saith the Lorp of hosts, Of 
a truth many houses shall be desolate, 
even great and fair, without inhabit- 

10ant. For ten acres of vineyard shall 
yield one bath, and a homer of seed 
shall yield but an ephah. 

11 Woe uuto them that rise up early in 
the morning, that they may follow 
strong drink; that tarry late into the 

12night, till wine inflame them! And 
the harp and the lute, the tabret and 
the pipe, and wine, are in their feasts: 
but they regard not the work of the 
Lorp, neither have they considered 

13the operation of his hands. There- 
fore my people are gone into captivity, 
for lack of knowledge: and !9their 
honourable menu are famished, and 
their multitude are parched with thirst. 

14 Therefore 2%hell hath enlarged her 
desire, and opened her mouth without 
measure: and their glory, and their 
multitude, and their 2! pomp, and he 
that rejoiceth among them, descend 

1l5into it. And the mean man is bowed 
down, and the great man is humbled, 
and the eyes of the lofty are humbled: 

16 but the Lorp of hosts is exalted in 
judgement, and God the Holy One is

18 Woe unto them that draw miquity 
with cords of vanity, and sin as it

work, that we may see it: and let the 
counsel of the Holy One of Israel draw 
nigh and come, that we may know it! 

20 Woe unto them that call evil good, 
and good evil; that put darkness for 
light, and light for darkness; that put 
bitter for sweet, and sweet for bitter! 
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21 Woc unto them that are wise in 
their own eyes, and prudent in their 
own sight! 

22 Woe unto them that are mighty to 
drink wine, and men of strength to 

23 mingle strong drink: which justify the 
wicked for a reward, and take away the 
righteousness of the righteous from 

29him! Therefore as the tongue of fire 
devoureth the stubble, and as the dry 
grass sinketh down in the flame, so 
their root shall be as rottenness, and 
their blossom shall go up as dust:

And many shall stumble 
thereon, and fall, and be broken, and 
be snared, and be taken. 

16 Bind thou up the testimony, seal the 

17% law among my disciples. And I will 
wait for the Lorn, that hideth his face 
from the house of Jacob, and I will 

18 look for him. Behold, I and the child- 
yen whom the Lorp hath given me 
are for signs and for wonders in Israel 
from the Lorp of hosts, which dwell- 
eth in mount Zion, 

19 And when they shall say unto you, 
Seek unto them that have familiar 
spirits and unto the wizards, that chirp 
and that mutter: should not a people 
seek unto their God? on behalf of the 
living should they seek unto the dead? 

20 To the 2°law and to the testimony ! 2lif 
they speak not according to this word, 
sirely there is no morning for them. 

21 And they shall pass through it, hardly 
bestead and hungry: and it shall come 
to pass that, when they shall behungry, 

they shall fret themselves, and 22curse 

by their king and by their God, and turn 
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22 their faces upward: and they shall look 
unto the earth, and behold, distress 
and darkness, the gloom of anguish; 
Jand 2into thick darkness they shall 

9 be driven away. %But there shall be 
no gloom to her that was in anguish. 
In the former time he brought into con- 
tempt the land of Zebulun and the land 
of Naphtali, but in the latter time hath 
he made it glorious, by the way of the 
sea, beyond Jordan, *Galilee of the 

Qnations. The people that walked in 
darkness have seen a great light: they 
that dwelt in the land of the >shadow of 
death, upon them hath the hight shined. 

3 Thon hast multiphed the nation, ® thou 
hast increased their joy: they joy 
before thee according to the joy in 
harvest, as men rejoice when they 

4 divide the spoil. For the yoke of his 
burden, and the staff of his shoulder, 
the rod of his oppressor, thou hast 

5 broken as in the day of Midian. For 
Tall the armour of the armed man in 
the tumult, and the garments rolled in 
blood, shall even be for burning, for 

6fuel of fire. For unto us a child is 
born, unto us a son is given; and the 
government shall be upon his shoulder: 
aud his name shall be called § Wonder- 
ful, Counsellor, Mighty God, °Everlast- 

7ing Father, Prince of Peace. Of the 
increase of his government and of peace 
there shall be no end, upon the throne 
of David, and upon his kingdom, to 
establish it, and to nphold it with 
judgement and with righteousness from 
henceforth even for ever. The zeal of 
the Lorp of hosts shall perform this. 

8 The Lord sent a word into Jacob, 

Yand it hath lighted upon Israel. And 
all the people shall know, even Ephraim 
and the inhabitant of Samaria, that 
say in pride and in stoutness of heart, 

10 The bricks are fallen, but we will build 
with hewn stone: the sycomores are 
cnt down, but we will change them into 

llcedars. Therefore the Lorp /°shall 
set up on high against him the advers- 
aries of Rezin, and 14 shall stir up his 

12 enemies; the Syrians ’ before, and the 
Philistmes 14behind; and they /°shall 
devour Israel with open mouth. Tor 
all this his anger is not turned away, 
but his hand is stretched out still. 

13 Yet the people hath not turned unto 
him that smote them, neither have 

14 they sought the Lorp of hosts. There- 
fore the Lorp 16 will ent off from Israel 
head and tail, palm-branch and rnsh, 

15in one day. The ancient and the 
honourable man, he is the head; and 
the prophet that teacheth lies, he is 

16 the tail. For they that lead this people 
cause them to err; and they that are 

17 led of them are 8destroyed. Therefore 
the Lord shall not rejoice over their 
young men, neither shall he have com- 
passion on their fatherless and widows: 
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for every one is profane aid an evil- 
doer, and every month speaketh folly. 
For all this his anger is not turned 
away, but his handisstretched ont still. 
18 Tor wickedness burneth as the fire; 
it devoureth the briers and thorns: 
yea, it kindleth in the thickets of the 
forest, and they roll upward in thick 
19 clonds of smoke. Through the wrath 
of the Lorn of hosts is the land 19 burnt 
up: the people also are as the fuel of 
20 fire; no man spareth his brother. And 
one shall snatch on the right hand, 
aud be hungry; and he shall eat on 
the left hand, and they shall not be 
satisfied: they shall eat every man 
21 the flesh of his own arm: Manasseh, 
Ephraim; and Ephraim, Manasseh: 
and they together shall be against 
Judah. For all this his anger is not 
turned away, but his hand is stretched 
out still. 
10 Woe unto them that decree unright- 
eous decrees, and to the writers that 
2write perverseness: to turn aside the 
needy from judgement, and to take 
‘away the right of the poor of my peo- 
ple, that widows may be their spoil, 
and that they may make the fatherless 
3their prey! And what will ye do in the 
day of visitation, and in the desolation 
which shall come from far? to whom 
will ye flee for help? and where will ye 
4leave your glory? 2°They shall only 
bow down wider the prisoners, and 
shall fall under the slam. For all this 
his anger is not turned away, but his 
hand is stretched out still. 


5 21 Ho Assyrian, the rod of mine anger, 
the staff in whose hand is mine indig- 
6nation! I will send him against a pro- 
fane nation, and against the people of 
my wrath will I give him a charge, to 
take the spoil, and to take the prey, 
and 22to tread them down like the mire 
7of the streets. Howbeit he meaneth 
not so, neither doth his heart think so; 
but it is in his heart to destroy, and to 
8 cut off nations notafew. For he saith, 
Are not my princes all of them kings? 
9Is not Calno as Carchemish? is not 
Hamath as Arpad? is not Samaria as 

10 Damascus? As my hand hath 2° found 
the kingdoms of the idols, whose graven 
images did excel them of Jerusalem 

ll and of Samaria; shall I not, as I have 
done unto Samaria and her idols, so 
do to Jerusalem and her idols? 

12 Wherefore it shall come to pass, that 
when the Lord hath performed his 
whole work upon mount Zion and on 
Jerusalem, I will 24punish the fruit of 
the stout heart of the king of Assyria, 

13 and the glory of his high looks. For he 
hath said, By the strength of my hand 
I bave done it, and by my wisdom; 
for I am prudent: and I have removed 
the bounds of the peoples, and have 
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robbed their treasures, and I have 

brought down as a valiant man !them 

14 that sit on thrones: and my hand hath 
foundas a nest the riches of the peoples; 
and as one gathereth eggs that are for- 
saken, have I gathered all the earth: 
and there was none that moved the 
wing, or that opened the mouth, or 

15 chirped. Shall the axe boast itself 
against him that heweth therewith ? 
shall the saw magnify itself against him 
that shaketh it? as if a rod should 
shake them that lift it up, or as if a 
staff should lift up im that is not wood. 

16 Therefore shall the Lord, the Lorp 
of hosts, send among his fat ones 
leanness; and under his glory there 
shall be kindled a burning like the 

17 burning of fire. And the light of Is- 
rael shall be for a fire, and his Holy 
One for a fiame: and it shall burn and 
devour his thorns and his briers in one 

18day. And he shall consume the glory 
of his forest, and of his fruitful field, 
both soul and body: and it shall be as 

19 when a standardbearer fainteth. And 
the remnant of the trees of his forest 
shall be few, that a child may write 
them. 

20 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that the remnant of Israel, and 
they that are escaped of the house of 
Jacob, shall no more again stay upon 
him that smote them; but shall stay 
upon the Lorp, the Holy One of Israel, 

21in truth. 4A remnant shall return, 
even the remnant of Jacob, unto the 

22 mighty God. For though 5thy people 
Israel be as the sand of the sea, only a 
remnant Sof them shall return: a con- 
sumption 7s determined, overflowing 

23 with righteousness. For a consum- 
mation, and that determined, shall the 
Lord, the Lorp of hosts, make in the 
midst of all the 7 earth. 

24 Therefore thus saith the Lord, the 
Lorp of hosts, O my people that 
dwellest in Zion, be not afraid of 8the 
Assyrian: thongh he smite thee with 
the rod, and lift up his staff against 

25 thee, after the manner of Egypt. For 
yet a very little while, and the indigna- 
tion shall be accomplished, and 9 mine 

26 anger, in thea destruction. And the 
Lorp of hosts shall stir up against 
him a scourge, as in the slaughter of 
Midian at the rock of Oreb: and his 
rod shall be over the sea, and he shall 
lift it up after the manner of Egypt. 

27 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that his burden shall depart from 
off thy shoulder, and his yoke from off 
thy neck, and the yoke shall be de- 
stroyed 1 beeanse of }2the anointing. 

28 He is eome to Aiath, he is passed 
through Migron; at Michmash he lay- 

29 eth up his baggage: they are gone over 

the pass; they have taken up their 
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30 Gibeah of Saul is fled. Cry aloud 
with thy voice, O daughter of Gallim! 
hearken, O Laishah! 14O thou poor 

31 Anathoth! Madmenah is a fugitive; 
the inhabitants of Gebim gather them- 

32 selves to flee. This very day shall he 
halt at Nob: he shaketh his hand at 
the mount of the 16daughter of Zion, 
the hill of Jerusalem. 

33 Behold, the Lord, the Lorp of hosts, 
shall lop the boughs with terror: and 
the high ones of stature shall be hewn 
down, aud the lofty shall be brought 

d4low. And he shall cut down the 
thickets of the forest with iron, and 
Lebanon shall fall by a mighty one. 

11 And there shall come forth a shoot 
out of the stoek of Jesse, and a branch 

2 out of his roots shall bear fruit: and the 
spirit of the Lorp shall rest upon him, 
the spirit of wisdom and understand- 
ing, the spirit of counsel and might, 
the spirit of knowledge and of the fear 
3of the Lorp; and 17his 18delight shall 
be in the fear of the Lorp: and he 
shall not judge after the sight of his 
eyes, neither 19%reprove after the hear- 
4 ing of his ears: but with righteousness 
shall he judge the poor, and reprove 
with equity for the meek of the 7earth: 
and he shall smite the 7 earth with the 
rod of his mouth, and with the breath 
of his lips shall he slay the wicked. 
5 And righteousness shall be the girdle 
of his loins, and faithfulness the girdle 
Gof his reins. And the wolf shall dwell 
with the lamb, and the leopard shall 
lie down with the kid; and the calf 
and the young lion and the fatling 
together; and a little child shall lead 
7them. And the cow and the bear shall 
feed; thety young ones shall lie down 


together: and the lion shall eat straw | 


Slike the ox. And the sneking child 
shall play on the hole of the asp, and 
the weancd child shall put his hand 

Jon the 20basilisk’s den. They shall 
not hurt nor destroy in all my holy 
mountain: for the earth shall be full 
of the knowledge of the Lorp, as the 
waters cover the sea. 

10 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that the root of Jesse, which 
standeth for an ensign of the peoples, 
unto him shall the nations seek; and 
his resting place shall be 2! glorious. 

11 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that the Lord 2? shall set his hand 
again the second time to “recover the 
remnant of his people, which shall 
remain, from Assyria, and from Egypt, 
and from Pathros, and from Cush, and 
from Elam, and from Shinar, and from 
Ifamath, and from the 24islands of the 

12sea. And he shall set up an ensign 
for the nations, and shall assemble the 
outcasts of Israel, and gather together 
the dispersed of Judah from the four 


13 corners of the earth. The envy also of 
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Ephraim shall depart, and they that 
vex 1Judah shall be cut off: Ephraim 
shall not envy Judah, and Judah shall 
14not vex Ephraim. And they shiall fly 
down upon the shoulder of the Philis- 
tines on the west; together shall they 
spoil the children of the east: they 
shall put forth their hand upon Edom 
and Moab; and the children of Ammon 
15shall obey them. And the Lonp shall 
2untterly destroy the tongue of the 
Egyptian sea; and with his ®scorch- 
ing wind shall he shake his hand over 
the River, and shall smite it into seven 
streams, and cause men to march 
16 over dryshod. And there shall be an 
high way for the remnant of his people, 
which shall remain, from Assyria ; like 
as there was for Israel in the day that 
he came np out of the land of Egypt. 
12 And in that day thou shalt say, I 
will give thanks unto thee, O Lorp; 
for thongh thou wast angry with me, 
4thine anger is turned away, and thou 
2comfortest me. Behold, God is my 
salvation; I will trust, and will not 
be afraid: for 5the LorpD JEHOVAH is 
my strength and song; and he is be- 
3come my salvation. Therefore with 
joy shall ye draw water out of the 
4wells of salvation. And in that day 
shall ye say, Give thanks unto the 
Lorp, ‘call upon his name, declare his 
doimgs among the peoples, make men- 
5tion that his name is exalted. Sing 
unto the Lorp; for he hath done 7ex- 
cellent things: 8let this be known in 
Gall the earth. Cry aloud and shout, 
thou %inhabitant of Zion: for great is 
the Holy One of Israel in the midst of 
thee. 


13 The burden of Babylon, which 
Isaiah the son of Amoz did see. 

2 Set ye up an ensign upon the bare 
mewitam, hft up the voice unto them, 
wave the hand, that they may go into the 

3 gates of the nobles. I have command- 
ed my consecrated ones, yea, I have 
called my mighty men for mine anger, 

4even Umy proudly exulting ones. ‘The 
noise of a multitude in the mountains, 
like as of a great people! the noise of a 
tumult of the kingdoms of the nations 
gathered together! the Lorp of hosts 

5 mustereth the host for the battle. They 
come from a far country, from the ut- 
termost part of heaven, even the Lorp, 
and the weapons of his indignation, to 

6 destroy the whole land. Howl ye; for 
the day of the Lorp is at hand; as de- 
struction from }2the Almighty shall it 

Tcome. Therefore shall all hands be 
feeble, and every heart of man shall 

Smelt: and they shall be dismayed; 
13pangs and sorrows shall take hold of 
them; they shall be in pain as a woman 
in travail: they shall be amazed one at 
another; then faces shall be faces of 


9 flame. Behold, the day of the Lonp 
cometh, cruel, with wrath and fierce 
anger; to make the land a desolation, 
and to destroy the sinners thereof out 

10 of it. For the stars of heaven and the 
constellations thereof shall not give 
their lights the sun shall be dar kenedin 
his going forth, and the moon shall not 

11 cause her light to shine. And I will 
punish the world for their evil, and the 
wicked for they iniquity; and I will 
cause the arrogancy of the proud. to 
cease, and will lay low the hanghtiness 

120f the terrible. I will make a man 
more rare than fine gold, even a man 
1l3than the pure gold of Ophir. There- 
fore I will make the heavens to tremble, 
and the earth shall be shaken out of 
her place, in the wrath of the Lorn of 
hosts, and in the day of his fierce anger. 

14 And it shall come to pass, that as the 
chased !‘ roe, and as sheep that no man 
gathereth, they shall turn every man 
to his own people, and shall flee every 

15man to his own land. Every one that 
is found shall be thrust through; and 
every one that is taken shall fall by 

16 the sword. Their infants also shall be 
dashed in pieces before their eyes; 
their houses shall be spoiled, and their 

17 wives ravished. Behold, I will stir up 
the Medes against them, which shall 
not regard silver, and as for gold, they 

18 shall not delight mit. And thezr bows 
shall dash the young men in pieces; 
and they shall have no pity on the fruit 
of the womb; their eye shall not spare 

19children. And Babylon, the glory of 
kingdoms, the beauty of the Chaldeans’ 
pride, shall be as when God overthrew 
20Sodom and Gomorrah. It shall never 
be inhabited, neither shall it be dwelt 
in from generation to generation: nei- 
ther shall the Arabian pitch tent there; 
neither shall shepherds make their 

21 flocks to lie down there. But wild beasts 
of the desert shall he there; and their 
houses shall be full of doleful crea- 
tures; and ostriches shall dwell there, 

22 and 16satyrs shall dance there. And 
Nywolves shall }8ery in their castles, 
and jackals in the pleasant palaces: 
and her time is near to come, and her 

14 days shall not be prolonged. For the 
Lorp will have compassion on Jacob, 
and will yet choose Israel, and set them 
in their own land: and the stranger 
shall join himself with them, and they 
shall cleave to the house of Jacob. 

2 And the peoples shall take them, and 
bring them to then place: and the 
house of Israel shall possess them in 
the land of the Lorp for servants and 
for handmaids; and they shall take 


them captive, whose captives they 
were; and they shall rule over their 
oppressors. 

3 And it shall come to pass in the 
day that the Lorp shall give thee | 
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rest from thy sorrow, and from thy 
trouble, and from the hard service 

4 wherein thou wast made to serve, that 
thou shalt take up this parable agamst 
the king of Babylon, and say, How 
hath the oppressor ceased! the I golden 

5 city ceased! The Lorp hath broken 
the staff of the wicked, the sceptre of 

6 the rulers; 2 that smote the peoples in 
wrath with a continual stroke, that 
ruled the nations in anger, with a per- 
7secution that none restrained. The 
whole earth is at rest, and is quiet: 
Sthey break forth into singmg. Yea, 
the fir trees rejoice at thee, and the 
cedars of Lebanon, saying, Since thou 
art laid down, no feller is come up 
Qagainst us. %Hell from beneath is 
moved for thee to meet thee at thy 
coming: it stirreth up ‘the dead for 
thee, even all the ®chief ones of the 
earth; it hath raised up from their 
thrones all the kings of the nations. 
10 All they shall answer and say unto 
thee, Art thou also become weak as 
we? art thou become lke unto us? 
11 Thy pomp is brought down to hell, 
and the noise of thy viols: the worm is 
spread nnder thee, and worms cover 
12thee. How art thou fallen from hea- 
ven, O day star, son of the morning! 
how art thou cut down to the ground, 
13 which didst lay low the nations! And 
thou saidst in thine heart, I will ascend 
into heaven, I will exalt my throne 
above the stars of God; and I will sit 
upon the mount of congregation, in the 
14uttermost parts of the north: I will 
ascend above the heights of the clouds; 
15] will be hke the Most High. Yet 
thou shalt be brought down to *hell, 
to the uttermost parts of the pit. 
16 They that see thee shall narrowly look 
upon thee, they shall consider thee, 
saying, Is this the man that made the 
earth to tremble, that did shake king- 
17doms; that made the world as a wild- 
erness, and overthrew the cities there- 
of; that let not loose his prisoners to 
18their home? All the kings of the na- 
tions, all of them, sleep in glory, every 
19one m his own house. But thou art 
cast forth away from thy sepulchre 
like an abominable branch, ®clothed 
with the slain, that are thrust throngh 
with the sword, that go down to the 
stones of the pit; as a carcase trodden 
20 under foot. Thou shalt not be joined 
with them in burial, because thou hast 
destroyed thy land, thou hast slain 
thy people; the seed of evil-doers shall 
21lnot be named for ever. Prepare ye 
Tslaughter for his children for the in- 
iquity of their fathers; that they rise 
not up, and possess the earth, and fill 
22 the face of the world with cities. And 
I will rise up against them, saith the 
Lorp of hosts, and cut off from Baby- 
lon name and remnant, and son and 





23son’s son, saith the Lorp. I will also 
make it a possession for the porcupine, 
and pools of water: and I will sweep 
it with the besom of destruction, saith 
the Lorp of hosts. 


24 The Lorp of hosts hath sworn, say- 
ing, Surely as I have thought, so shall it 
come to pass; and as I have purposed, 

25so shall it stand: that I will break the 
Assyrian in my land, and upon my 
mountains tread him under foot: then 
shall his yoke depart from off them, and 
his burden depart from off their shoul- 

26der. This is the purpose that is pur- 
posed upon the whole earth: and this is 
the hand that is stretched out upon all 

27the nations. For the Lorp of hosts 
hath purposed, and who shall disannul 
it? and his hand is stretched out, and 
who shall turn it back ? 


28 In the year that king Ahaz died was 
this §burden. 

29 Rejoice not, O Philistia, all of thee, 
because the rod that smote thee is 
broken: for out of the serpent’s root 
shall come forth a basilisk, and his 
fruit shall he a fiery flying serpent. 

30 And the firstborn of the poor shall 
feed, and the needy shall lie down in 
safety: and I will kill thy root with 
famine, and thy remnant shall be slain. 

31 Howl, O gate; cry, O city; thou art 
melted away, O Vhilistia, all of thee; 
for there cometh a smoke out of the 
north, and !®0none standeth aloof at 

82 his appointed times. What then shall 
one answer the messengers of the 
nation? That the Lorp hath founded 
Zion, and in her shall the afflicted of 
his people take refuge. 


15 The 1! burden of Moab. 
For in a night Ar of Moab is laid 
waste, and brought to nought; for ??in 
a night Kir of Moab is laid waste, and 
2 brought to nought. 13 He is gone up 
to 14Bayith, and to Dibon, to the high 
places, to weep: Moab howleth } over 
Nebo, and 45over Medeba: on all their 
heads is baldness, every beard is cut 
Soff. In their streets they gird them- 
selves with sackcloth: on then house- 
tops, and in their broad places, every 
one howleth, weeping abundantly. 
4 And Heshbon crieth out, and Elealeh; 
their voice is heard even unto Jahaz: 
therefore the armed men of Moab cry 
aloud; his soul trembleth within him. 
5 My heart crieth out for Moab; her 
nobles flee unto Zoar, to Eglath- 
shelishiyah: for by the ascent of Lu- 
hith with weeping they go up; for in 
tho way of Horonaim they raise up 
6a ery of destruction. For the waters 
of Nimrim shall he '8desolate: for the 
grass is withered away, the tender 
grass faileth, there is no green thing. 
7 Therefore the abundance they have

16 2Send ye the lambs for the ruler of 
the land from 8Sela 4which 7s toward 
the wilderness, unto the inount of the 

2daughter of Zion. For it shall be 
that, as wandering birds, as a scattered 
nest, so shall the daughters of Moab 
3 be at the fords of Arnon. Giye couusel, 
execute judgement; make thy shadow 
as the night in the midst of the noon- 
day: hide the outcasts; bewray not the 
4wanderer. 5Let mine onteasts dwell 
with thee; as for Moab, be thon a 
covert to him from the faee of the 
spoiler: for the extortioner is brought 
to nought, spoiling ceaseth, 7the op- | 
pressors are consumed out of the land. | 
5And a throne shall be established in 
merey, and one shall sit thereon in 
truth, in the teut of David; judging, 
and seeking judgement, and swift to 
do righteousness. 
6° We have heard of the pride of Moab, 
that he is very proud; even of his ar- 
roganey, and his pride, and his wrath; 
This boastings are nought. Therefore 
shall Moab how] for Moab, every one | 
shall howl: for the 8raisin-cakes of 
Kir-hareseth shall ye mourn, utterly 
8stricken. For the fields of Heshbon 
languish, and the vine of Sibmah: 
*the lords of the nations have broken 
down the choice plants thereof; they 
reached even unto Jazer, they wan- 
dered into the wilderness; her branehes 
were spread abroad, they passed over | 
the sea. Therefore I will weep with 
the weeping of Jazer for the vine of 
Sibmah: I will water thee with my 
tears, O Heshbon, and Elealeh: for 
upon thy snmmer fruits and upon thy 
10harvest the battle shout is fallen. Aud 
gladness is taken away, and joy out of 
the fruitful field; and in the vineyards 
there shall be no singing, neither joy- 
ful noise: no treader shall tread out 
wine in the presses; I have made the 
llvintage shout to cease. Wherefore 
nry bowels sound like an harp for 
Moab, and mine inward parts for Kir- 

I2heres. And it shall come to pass, 
when Moab presenteth himself, when 
he wearieth himself upon the high 
place, and shall come to his sanctuary 
to pray, that he shall not prevail. 





13 This is the word that the Lorp 


spake concerning Moab in time past. 
14 But now the Lorp hath spoken, say- 
ing, Within three years, as the years

17 The burden of Damascus, 
Behold, Damascus is taken away 
from being a city, and it shall be a

3usury to him, The earth shall be ut- 
terly emptied, and utterly spoiled; for 

4 the Lorp hath spoken this word. ‘Lhe 
earth inowmneth and fadeth away, the 
world lmguisheth and fadeth away, 
‘the lofty people of the earth do lan- 

5euish. The earth also is polluted under 
the inhabitants thereof; because they 
have transgressed the laws, changed 
the ordinance, broken the everlasting 

fcovenaut, Therefore hath the curse 
devoured the earth, and they that 
dwell therein are found guilty: there- 
fore the inhabitants of the earth are 
7 burned, and few men left.

4son of Asaph the 2reeorder, And Rab- 
shakeh said uuto them, Say ye now to 
Hezekiah, Thus saith the great king, 
the king of Assyria, What confidence 
5is this wherein thon trustest? I say, 
thy counsel and strength for the war 
are but vain words: now on whom 
dost thou trust, that thon hast rebelled 
Gagainst me?

10 messengers to Hezekiah, saying, Thus 
shall ye speak to Hezekiah king of 
Judah, saying, Let not thy God in 
whom thou trustest deceive thee, say- 
ing, Jerusalem shall not be given into 

11 the hand of the king of Assyria. Be- 
hold, thon hast heard what the kings 
of Assyria have done to all lands, by 
8destroying them utterly: and shalt 

12 thou be delivered? Have the gods of 
the nations delivered them, which my 
fathers have destroyed, Gozan, and 
Haran, and Rezeph, and the children of 
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13 Eden which were in Telassar? Where 
is the king ef Hainath, and the king 
of Arpad, and the king of the city 
of Sepharvaim, of Hena, and 1Ivvah?

of the earth? Jt is he that sitteth

inhabitants thereof are as grasshop- 
pers; that streteheth out the heavens 
as 9a eurtain, and spreadeth them 
293 out as a tent to dwell in: that bring- 
eth princes to nothing; he maketh the 
24 judges of the earth as 5vanity. 1°Yea, 
they have not been planted; yea, they 
have not been sown; yea, their stoek 
hath not taken root in the earth: 
moreover he bloweth npon them, and 
they wither, and the whirlwind taketh 
25 them away as stubble. To whom then 
will ye liken me, that I should be 
equal to him? saith the Holy One.

13 And all thy children shall be © taught 
of the Lorp; and great shall be 

14the peace of thy children. In right- 
eousness shalt thou be established: 
ithou shalt be far from oppression, 
for thou shalt not fear; and from 
terror, for it shall not come near thee. 

15 Behold, they may ® gather together, but 
not by me: whosoever shall &gather 
together against thee %shall fall be- 

16 cause of thee. Behold, I have created 
the smith that bloweth the fire of 
coals, and bringeth forth a weapon for 
Whis work; and I have created the 

17 waster to destroy. No weapon that is 














formed against thee shall prosper; and 
every tongue that shall rise against 
thee in judgement thou shalt condemn. 
This is the heritage of the servants of 
the Lorp, and ‘their righteousness 
which is of me, saith the Lorn. 

55 Ho, every one that thirsteth, come 
ve to the waters, and he that hath no 
money; come ye, buy, and eat; yea, 
come, buy wine aud milk without 

2money and without price. Wherefore 
do ye #2spend money for that which is 
not bread? and your labour for that 
which satisfieth not ? hearken diligent- 
ly unto me, and eat ye that which is 
good, and let your soul delight itself 
3infatness. Incline your ear, and come 
unto me; hear, and your soul shall 
live: and I will make an everlasting 
covenant with you, even the sure 
4mercies of David. Behold, I have 
given him for a witness to the peoples, 
a MJeader and commander to the peo- 
5ples. Behold, thou shalt call a nation 
that thou knowest not, and a nation 
{nat knew not thee shall run unto thee, 
heeause of the Lorp thy God, and for 
the Holy One of Israel; for he hath 
glorified thee. 
6 Seek ye the Lorp while he may be 
found, call ye upon him while he is 
7 near: Jet the wieked forsake his way, 
and the unrighteous man his thoughts: 
and let him return unto the Lorp, and 
he will have mercy upon him; and to 
our God, for he will abundantly pardon. 
8 For my thoughts are not your thoughts, 
neither are your ways my ways, saith 
9the Lorp. For as the heavens are 
higher than the earth, so are my 
ways higher than your ways, and my 

10 thoughts than your thoughts. For as 
the rain cometh down and the snow 
from heaven, and returneth not thi- 
ther, but watereth the earth, and 
maketh it bring forth and bud, and 
giveth seed to the sower and bread to 

1lthe eater; so shall my word be that 
goeth forth out of my mouth: it shall 
not return unto me void, but it shall 
accomplish that which I please, and 
it shall prosper iu the thing whereto 

121 sent it. For ye shall go out with 
joy, and be led forth with peace: the 
mountains and the hills shall break 
forth before you into singing, and all 
the trees of the field shall clap their 

1Bhands. Instead of the thorn shall 
come up the fir tree, and instead of the 
brier shall come up the mnyrtle tree: and 
it shall be to the Lorp for a name, 
for an everlasting sign that shall not 
be cut off. 

56 Thus saith the Lorp, Keep ye 
judgement, and do righteousness: 
for my salvation is near to come, 
and my righteousness to be revealed. 

2Blessed is the man that doeth this, 
and the son of man that holdeth 
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fast by it; that keepeth the sabbath | 


from pr ofaning it, aud keepeth his 
3hand from doing any evil. Neither let 
the stranger, that hath joimed hiuself 
to the Lorp, speak, saying, The Lorp 
will surely separate ime froin his peo- 
ple: neither let the eunuch say, Behold, 
4I am a dry tree. For thus saith the 
Lorpv of the cunuchs that keep iny 
sabbaths, and choose the things that 
please me, and lold fast by my coven- 
sant: Uuto them will I give in ume 
house and within my walls a ! memor- 
ial and a name 2better than of sons 
and of daughters; I will give ®them 
an everlasting name, that shall not be 
6cut off. Also the strangers, that join 
themselves to the Lorp, to minister 
unto him, and to love the name of the 
Lorp, to be his servants, every oue 
that keepeth the sabbath from pro- 
faning it, and holdeth fast by my cov- 
Tenaut; even them will I bring to my 
holy mountaim, and make them joyful 
in my house of prayer; their burut 
offerings and their sacrifices shall be 
accepted upon inine aitar: for mine 
house shall be called an house of 
Sprayer for all peoples. The Lord Gop 
which gathereth the outcasts of Israel 
saith, Yet will I gather others to him, 
Mee his own that are gathered. 
9 All ye beasts of the field, come to 
ics our, yea, all ye beasts in the forest. 

10 His watchmen are blind, they are all 
without knowledge; they are all dumb 
dogs, they cannot. bark; dreaming, 

Illying down, loving to slumber. Yea, 
the dogs are greedy, they can never 
have enough; and these are shepherds 
that cannot understand: they have all 
turned to their own way, each one to 

i2his gain, from every quarter. Coie 
ye, say they, I will fetch wine, aud we 
will fill ourselves with strong drink; 
and to-morrow shall be as this day, 
a day great beyond measure. 

57 The righteous perisheth, and no 
man layeth it to heart; and 7mereiful 
men are taken away, none consider- 
ing that the righteous is taken away 

28from the evil to come. He entereth 
into peace; they rest in their beds, each 
one that walketh 9in his uprightness. 
3 But draw near hither, ye sons of the 
sorceress, the seed of the adulterex 
4and the whore. Against whem do ye 
sport yourselves? against whoin make 
ye a wide mouth, and draw out the 
tongue? are ye not children of trans- 
5 gression, a seed of falsehood, ye that 
inflame yourselves among the oaks, 
under every green tree; that slay 
the children in the valleys, under the 
6 clefts of the rocks? Among the smooth 
stones of the valley is thy portion ; 
they, they are thy lot: even to them 
hast thou poured a drink offering, thou 
hast offered 14 an oblation. Shall I be 





7 appeased for these things? Upon a 
high and lofty mountain hast thou set 
thy bed: thither also wentest thou up 

8 tu offer sacrifice. And behind the doors 
and the posts hast thou set up thy 
luemorial: for thou hast diseovered 
thyself to another than me, and art 
gone up; thou hast cnlarged thy bed, 
aud made thee a covenant with them ; 
thou Jovedst their bed where thou 

9sawest it. And thou wentest to the 
king with ointment, and didst increase 
thy perfumes, and didst send thine 
aimbassadors far off, and didst debase 

10 thyself even unto !%hell. Thou wast 
wearied with the length of thy way; 
yet saidst thou not, There is no hope: 
thou didst fiud %a quickening of thy 
strength; therefore thou wast not 
11 Mfamt. And of whom hast thou been 
afraid and in fear, that thou Hest, and 
hast not remembered me, nor laid it 
to thy heart? have not I held my 
peace even of long time, and thou 
12 fearest me not? I will declare thy 
righteousness; aud as for thy works, 
13they shall not profit thee. When thou 
eriest, let them which thou hast 
gathered deliver thee; but the wind 
shall take them, a breath shall carry 
them all away: but he that putteth 
his trust in me shall possess the land, 
and shall inherit my holy mountain. 
14 And lhe shall say, Cast ye up, cast ye 
up, prepare the way, take up the stum- 
blingbloek out of the way of my people. 
15 For thus saith the high and lofty 
One that inhabiteth eternity, whose 
name is Holy: I dwell in the high and 
holy place, with him also that is of a 
eontrite and humble spirit, to revive 
the spirit of the humble, and to revive 
16 the heart of the contrite ones. For I 
will not contend for ever, neither will 

I be always wroth: for the spirit 
should !" fail before me, and the souls 
17 which I have made. Tor the miquity 
of his covetousness was I wroth and 
smote him, I hid my face and was 
wroth: and he went on }8frowardly in 
18 the way of his heart. I have seen his 
ways, and will heal him: I will lead 
him also, and restore comforts unto 
19him and to his mourners. I create 
the fruit of the lips: Peace, peace, to 
liim that is far off and to him that is 
near, saith the Lorp; and I will heal 
20 him. But the wicked are like the trou- 
bled sea; for it cannot rest, and its 
21 waters cast up mire and dirt. There is 
no peace, saith my God. to the wicked. 
58 Cry 2°aloud, spare not, lift up thy 
voice like a trumpet, and declare unto 
ny people their transgression, and to 
2the house of Jacob their sins. Yet 
they seek me daily, and delight to 
know my ways: as a nation that did 
righteousness, and forsook not the | 


2lordinauce of their God, they ask of | 
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ine righteous ordinances, they delight 
3to draw near unto God. Wherefore 
have we fasted, say they, and thou 
seest not? wherefore have we aftlicted 
ow sow, and thou takest no know- 
ledge? Behold, in the day of your fast 
ye find your own pleasure, and Jexact 
4all your labours. Behold, ye fast for 
strife and eonteution, and to smite with 
the fist of wickedness: 2ye fast not 
this day so as to inake your voice to 
Sbe heard on high. Js such the fast 
that I have chosen? the day for a 
man to affliet his sonl? Is it to bow 
down his head as a rush, and to spread 
sackeloth and ashes under him? wilt 
thou call this a fast, and an aceeptable 
Gaday to the Lorp? Is not this the fast 
that I have chosen ? to loose the bonds 
of wickedness, to undo the bands of 
the yoke, and to let the oppressed go 
free, and that ye break every yoke? 
TIs it not to deal thy bread to the 
hungry, and that thou bring the poor 
that are east out to thy house? when 
thou seest the naked, that thou eover 
him; and that thon hide not thyseif 
Sfrom thine own flesh? Then shall thy 
light break forth as the morning, and 
thy healing shall spring forth speedily : 
and thy righteousness shall go before 
thee; the glory of the Lorp shill be 
9thy rearward. Then shalt thou call, 
and the Lorp shall answer; thou shait 
ery, aud he shall say, Here Tam. If 
thou take away from the midst of thee 
the yoke, the putting forth of the 
IG finger, aud speaking wickedly; and if 
thou ?draw out thy soul to the hun- 
gry, and satisfy the afflieted soul; then 
shall thy hght rise in darkness, and 
13 thine obscurity be as the noonday: and 
the Lorp shall guide thee continually, 
and satisfy thy soul in 4dry places, and 
make strong thy bones; and thou shilt 
be like a watered garden, and like a 
spring of water, whose waters fail not. 


12 And they thet shall be of thee shall | 


build the old waste places: thou shalt 
raise up the foundations of many gen- 
eratious; and thon shalt be called The 
repairer of the breach, The restorer 
130f paths to dwell in. If thou turn 
away thy foot from the sabbath, from 
doing thy pleasure on my holy day; 
and call the sabbath a delight, and 
the holy of the Lorp honourable; and 
shalt honour 5it, not doing thine own 
ways, nor finding thine own pleasure, 


Idnor speaking thine own words: then 


shalt thou delight thyself in the Lonrp ; 
and I will make thee to ride upon the 
high plaees of the earth; and I will 
feed thee with the heritage of Jacob 
thy father: for the mouth of the Lorp 
hath spoken it. 


5 Behold, the Lorp’s hand is not short- 


ened, that it cannot save; neither his 
2car heavy, that it cannot hear: but 





your iniquities have separated between 
you and your God, and your sins have 
hid his face from you, that he will not 
3hear. Jor your hands are defiled with 
llood, and your fingers with iniquity; 
vour lips have spoken hes, your tongue 
4muittereth wickedness. None Ssueth 
in righteousness, and none pleadeth in 
truth: they trust in vanity, aud speak 
hes; they conceive mischief, and bring 
5forth iniquity. They hatch ‘basilisks’ 
eggs, and weave the spider’s web: he 
that eateth of their eggs dieth, and 
that which is crushed breaketh out 
Ginto a viper, Their webs shall not be- 
cone garments, neither shall they cover 
themselves with their works: their 
works are works of iniquity, and the 

7 act of violence is in their hands. Their 
feet run to evil, and they make haste 

to shed innocent blood: their thoughts 
are thoughts of iniquity; desolation 
and destruction are in their ®paths. 

8 The way of peace they know not; and 
there is no 9judgement in their goings: 
they have made them crooked paths; 
whosgvever goeth therein doth not know 
Npeaee. Therefore is judgement far 
from us, neither doth righteousness 
overtake us: we look for light, but be- 
hold darkness; for brightness, but we 

10 walk in obscurity. We grope for the 
wall like the biind, yea, we grope as 
they that have no cyes: we stumble 

| at noonday as iu the twilight ; among 
| them that are lusty we are as dead 
‘llinen. We roar all like bears, and 
inourn sore like doves: we look for 

| judgement, but there is none; for 
| 12 saivation, but it is far off from us. For 
our transgressious are multiphed be- 
fore thee, and our sins testify against 


| us: for our transgressions are with us, 


| and as for our iniquities, we know 
(18them: in transgressing and denying 
the Lorp, and turning away from 
following our God, speaking oppression 
aud revolt, conceiving and uttering 
from the heart words of falsehood. 
14And judgement is turned away back- 
ward, and righteousness staudeth afar 
off: for truth is fallen in the street, and 
15 uprightness eannot enter. Yea, truthis 
licking; and he that departeth from 
evil maketh himself a prey: and the 
Lorp saw it, and it displeased him that 
16 there was no judgement. And he saw 

| that there was no man, and wondered 
that there was !!no intercessor: there- 
fore his own arm brought salvation unto 
him; and his righteousness, it upheld 
17hin. And he put on righteousness as a 
2 breastplate, and an helmet of salva- 
tion upon his head; and he put on gar- 
ments of vengeance for clothing, and 
18 was clad with zeal as a cloke. According 
to their 14 deeds, accordingly he will re- 
pay, fury to his adversaries, recom- 
pence to his enemies; to the islands 
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60 Arise, shine; for thy light is eome, 


1She willrepay recompence. So shall they 
fear the name of the Loxp from the 
west, and his glory from the rising of 
the sun; !for he shall come as 2a rash- 
ing stream, which the breath of the 

20 Lorp driveth. And a redeemer shall 
come to Zion, and unto them that 
tran from transgression in Jacob, saith 

21the Lonp. And as for me, this is my 
covenant with them, saith the Lonrp: 
my spirit that is upon thee, and my 
words which I have put in thy inouth, 
shall not depart out of thy mouth, nor 
out of the mouth of thy seed, nor out of 
the mouth of thy see's seed, saith the 
Lorp, from henceforth and for ever.

4 If thou wilt return, O Israel, saith 
the Lorn, unto me shalt thou return: 
and 27if thou wilt put away thine ab- 
ominations out of my sight, then shalt 

2thou not be removed; and thou shalt 
swear, As the Lorn hveth, in truth, 
in judgement, and in righteousness; 
and the nations shall bless themselves 
in him, and in him shall they glory. 

3 For thus saith the Lorp to the men 
of Judah and to Jerusalem, Break up 
your fallow ground, and sow not among 

4thorus. Cireumcise yourselves to the 
Lonrp, and take away the foreskins of 
your heart, ye men of Judah and in- 
habitants of Jerusalem: lest my fury 
go forth like fire, and burn that none 
can quench it, because of the evil of 

Syour doings. Declare ye in Judah, 
and publish in Jerusalem; and say, 
Blow ye the trumpet in the land: cry 
aloud and say, Assemble yourselves, 
and let us go into the fenced cities. 

6 Set up a standard toward Zion: flee 
for safety, stay not: for I will bring 
evil from the north, and a great de- 

7 struction. A lion is gone up from his 
thicket, and a destroyer of uations; he 
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is on his way, he is gone forth from 
his place; to make thy land desolate, 
that thy cities be laid waste, withont 
Sinhabitant. For this gird you with 
sackeloth, lament and howl: for the 
fierce anger of the Lorp is not turned 
9back from us. And it. shall come to 
pass at that day, saith the Lorn, that 
the heart of the king shall perish, and 
the heart of the princes; and the 
priests shall be astonished, and the 

10 prophets shall wonder. Then said I, 
Ah, Lord Gop! surely thou hast great- 
ly deceived this people and Jerusalem, 
saying, Ye shall have peace; whereas 

11 the sword reacheth unto the soul. At 
that time shall it be said to this people 
and to Jerusalem, A hot wind from 
the bare heights in the wilderness to- 
ward the daughter of my people, not 

12to fan, nor to cleanse; 1a full wind 
from these shall come for me: how 
will I also 2utter judgements against 

13them. Behold, he shall come up as 
clouds, and his chariots shall be as the 
whirlwind: his horses are swifter than 
eagles. Woe untous! for we are spoiled. 

140 Jerusalem, wash thine heart from 
wickedness, that thou mayest be saved. 
Jlow long shall thine evil thoughts 

15 lodge within thee? For °a voice de- 
clareth from Dan, and publisheth evil 

16from the hills of Ephraim: make ye 
mention to the nations; behold, pub- 
lish against Jerusalem, that watchers 
come from a far country, and give 
out their voice against the cities of 

17 Judah. As keepers of a field are they 
against her round about; because she 
hath been rebellious against me, saith 

18the Lorp. Thy way and thy doings 
have procured these things unto thec; 
this is thy wickedness; 4for it is bitter, 
4for it reacheth unto thine heart. 

19 My bowels, my bowels! >I am pained 
at Smy very heart; my heart is dis- 
quieted in me; I cannot hold my peace ; 
because 7thou hast heard, O my soul, 
the sonnd of the trumpet, the alarm of 

20 war. Destruction upon destruction is 
cried; for the whole land is spoiled: 
suddenly are my tents spoiled, and my 

21 curtains in a moment. How long shall 
I see the standard, and hear the sound 

22o0f the trumpet? For my people is 
foolish, they know me not; they are 
sottish children, and they have none 
understanding: they are wise to do 
evil, but to do good they have neo 
knowledge. 

23 I beheld the earth, and, lo, it was 
8waste and void; and the heavens, 

24and they had no light. I beheld the 
mountains, and, lo, they trembled, and 

25 all the hills °moved to and fre. I be- 
held, and, lo, there was no man, and 
all the birds of the heavens were fled. 

261 beheld, and, lo, 1°the fruitful field 

was a wilderness, and all the cities 





thereof were broken down at the 
presence of the Lorp, and before his 

27 fierce anger. For thus saith the Lorp, 
The whole land shall be a desolation; 

28 yet will I not make a full end. For 
this shall the earth mourn, and the 
heavens above be black: because I 
have spoken it, I have purposed it, 
and I have not repented, neither will 

291 turn back from it. The whole city 
fieeth for the noise of the horsemen 
and bowmen; they go into the thickets, 
and climb np upon the recks: every 
city is forsaken, and not a man dwell- 

30 eth therein. And thou, when thou art 
spoiled, what wilt thou do? Though 
thou clothest thyself with scarlet, 
though thou deckest thee with orna- 
ments of gold, though thou 1 enlargest 
thine eyes with paint, in vain dost 
thou make thyself fair; thy lovers de- 

31 spise thee, they seek thy life. For I 
have heard a voice as of a woman in 
travail, the anguishas of her that bring- 
cth forth her first child, the voice of 
the daughter of Zion, that gaspeth 
for breath, that spreadeth her hands, 
saying, Woe is me now! for my soul 
fainteth before the murderers. 

5 Run ye to aud fro through the streets 
of Jerusalem, and see now, and know, 
and seek in the broad places thereof, 
if ye can find a man, if there be any 
that deeth justly, that seeketh !2truth; 

2and I will pardon her. And though 
they say, As the Lorp liveth; surely 
3they swear falsely. O Lorn, #do not 
thine eyes look upon 1truth? thou 
hast stricken them, but they were not 
grieved; thou hast consumed them, 
but they have refused to receive 1cor- 
rection: they have made their faces 
harder than a reck; they have refused 
4to return. Then I said, Surely these 
are poor: they are foolish; for they 
know not the way of the Lorp, nor 
5 the judgement of their God: I will get 
me unto the great men, and will speak 
unto them; for they know the way 
of the Lorp, and the judgement of 
their God. But these with one accord 
have broken the yoke, and burst the 
6bands. Wherefore a lion out of the 
forest shall slay them, a wolf of the 
evenings shall spoil them, a leopard 
shall watch over their cities, every one 
that goeth out thence shall be torn in 
pieces: because their transgressions 
are many, and their hackslidings are 
7increased. How can I pardon thee? 
thy children have forsaken me, and 
sworn by them that are no gods: when 
T had 6fed them to the full, they com- 
mitted adultery, and assembled them- 
selves in troops at the harlots’ houses. 

8 They were as fed horses “in the 
morning: every one neighed after his 

9neighbour’s wife. Shall I not visit for 

these things? saith the Lorp: and shall 
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not my soul be avenged on such a 
nation as this? 

10 Go ye up upon her walls, and de- 
stroy; but make not a fullend: take 
away her branches: for they are not 

11the Lorp’s. For the honse of Isracl 
and the house of Judah have dealt 
very treacherously against me, saith 

12the Lerp. They have denied the Lorn, 
and said, It is not he; neither shall 
evil come upon us; neither shall we 
13see sword nor famine: and the pre- 
phets shall become wind, and the word 
is net in them: thus shall it be done 
14tunto them. Wherefore thus saith the 
Lorp, the God of hosts, Beeause ye 
speak this werd, behold, I will make 
my words im thy mouth fire, and 
this people wood, and it shall de- 
15vour them. Lo, I will bring a nation 
npon yeu from far, O house of Isra- 
cl, saith the Lorp: it is Ja mighty 
nation, it is an ancient nation, a 
nation whose language thou knowest 
not, neither understandest what they 
16say. Their quiver is an open sepul- 
17ehre, they are all mighty men. rd 
they shall eat up thine harvest, and 
thy bread, which thy sons and thy 
daughters should eat: they shall eat 
up thy flocks and thine herds: they 
shall eat up thy vines and thy fig 
trees: they shall ?beat down thy 
fenced cities, wherein thon trnstest, 

18 with the sword. But even in these 
days, saith the Lerp, I will not make 

19afull end with you. And it shall come 
to pass, when ye shall say, Wherefere 
hath the Lorp our God done all these 
things unto us? then shalt thou say 
unto them, Like as ye have forsaken 
me, and served strange gods in yeur 
land, so shall ye serve strangers in a 
land that is not yeurs. 

20 Declare ye this in the house of 
Jaeob, and publish it in Judah, saying, 

21 Hear now this, O foolish people, and 
without 2understanding; which have 
eyes, and see not; which have ears, 

22 and hear not: Fear ye not me? saith 
the Lorp: will ye not tremble at my 
presence, which have placed the sand 
for the bound of the sea, 4by a per- 
petual decree, that it cannot pass it? 
and though the waves thereof toss 
themselves, yet can they not prevail; 
theugh they roar, yet can they not pass 

23o0ver it. But this people hath a re- 
volting and a rebellions heart; they 

2tare revolted and gone. Neither say 
they in their heart, Let us now fear 
the Lorp our God, that giveth rain, 
both the former and the latter, in its 
season; that reserveth unto us the 

25 appointed weeks of the harvest. Your 
iniquities have turned away these 
things, and your sins have withholden 

26 good from you. For among my people 
are found wicked men: they watch, as 


fowlers lic in wait; they set a trap, 

27 they catch men, As a cage is full of 
birds, so are their liouses full of de- 
ceit: therefore they are become great, 

28 and waxen rich, They ave waxen fat, 
they shine: yea, they overpass in deeds 
of wickedness: they plead not the 
cause, the cause of the fatherless, that 
they should prosper; and the right of 

29 the needy do they net judge. Shall I 
not visit for these things? saith the 
Lorp: shall not my soul be avenged 
on such a nation as this ? 

30 5A wonderful and horrible thing is 

31 come to pass in the land; the prophets 
prophesy falsely, and the priests bear | 
rule 6by their means; and my people 
love to have it so: and what will ye do 
in the end thereof? 

G Flee for safety, ye children of Ben- 
jamin, out of the midst of Jerusalem, 
and blow the trumpet in Tekoa, and 
raise up asignalon Beth-haccherem: for 
evil looketh forth from the north, and 

2a great destruction. The comely and 
delicate one, the daughter of Zion, will 

51 cut off. Shepherds with their flocks 
shall come unto her; they shall piteh 
their tents against her round about; 
they shall feed every one in his place. 

47Prepare ye war against her; arise, 
and let us ge up at noon. Woe unto 
ns! fer the day declineth, for the 
shadows of the evening are stretched 

5ont. Arise, and let us go up by night, 

Gand let us destroy her palaces. For 
thus hath the Lorp of hosts said, Hew 
ye down Strees, and east up a meunt 
against Jerusalem: this is the city to 
be visited; she is wholly oppression in 

7 the midst of her. As a well %casteth 
ferth her waters, so she 9casteth forth 
her wickedness: violence and spoil is 
heard in her; before me continually 

Sis sickness and wennds. Be then in- 
structed, O Jerusalem, lest my soul be 
ahenated from thee; lest I make thee 
a desolation, a land not inhabited. 

9 Thus saith the Lorp of hests, They 
shall threughly glean the remnant of 
Israel as a vine: turn again thine 
hand os a grapegatherer J%into the 

10 baskets. To whom shall I speak and 
testify, that they nay hear? behold, 
their ear is uncircumcised, and they 
cannot hearken: behold, the werd of 
the Lerp is become unto them a re- 
preach; they have no delight in it. 

11 Therefore Iam full of the fury of the 
Lorp; I am weary with holding in: 
pour it out upon the children in the 
street, and upon the assembly of young 
men together: for even the husband 
with the wife shall be taken, the aged 

12 with him that is full of days. And 
their houses shall be turned unto 
others, their fields and their wives to- 
gether: for I will stretch cut my hand 
upon the inhabitants of the land, saith 
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13the Lorp. For from the least of 
them even uuto the greatest of them 
every one is given to eovetousness; 
and from the prophet even unto 
the priest every one dealeth falsely. 

14 They have healed also the thurt of 
2my people lightly, saying, Peace, 

15 peace ; when there is no peace. 3 Were 
they ashamed when they had com- 
mitted abomination? nay, they were 
vot at all ashained, neither could they 
blush: therefore they shall fall among 
them that fall: at the time that I visit 
them they shall +be cast down, saith 
the Lorn. 

16 Thus saith the Lorp, Stand ye in 
the ways and see, and ask for the old 
paths, where is the good way, and walk 
therein, and ye shall find rest for your 
souls: but they said, We will not walk 

17 therein. And I set watchmen over 
you, saying, Hearken to the sound of 
the trumpet; but they said, We will 

18not hearken. Therefore hear, ye na- 
lions, and know, O congregation, what 

19is among them. Hear, O earth: be- 
hold, I will bring evil upon this people, 
even the fruit of their thonghts, be- 
cause they have not hearkened unto 
my words; and as for my law, they 
have rejected it. To what purpose 
cometh there to me frankincense from 
Sheba, and the sweet ®cane from 
a far country? your burnt offerings 
are not acceptable, nor your sacrifices 

21 pleasing, unto me. Therefore thus 
saith the Lorp, Behold, I will lay 
stumblingblocks before this people: 
and the fathers and the sons together 
shall stumble against them ; the neigh- 
bour and his friend shall] perish. 

22 Thus saith the Lorp, Behold, a peo- 
ple cometh from the north country ; 
and a great nation shall be stirred up 
from the uttermost parts of the earth. 

23 They lay hold on bow and spear; they 
are cruel, and have no mercy; their 
voice roareth like the sea, and they 
ride upon horses; every one set in 
array, aS a man to the battle, against 

24thee, O daughter of Zion. We have 
heard the fame thereof; our hands 
wax feeble: anguish hath taken hold 
of us, and pangs as of a woman in 

5 travail. Go not forth into the field, 
nor walk by the way; for there zs the 
sword of the enemy, avd terror on 

26 every side. O daughter of my people, 
gird thee with sackcloth, and wallow 
thyself in ashes: make thee mourn- 
ing, as for an only son, most bitter 
lamentation; for the spoiler shall sud- 

27denly come upon us. I have made 
thee a ®tower and a fortress among my 


people; that thou mayest know and try 
28their way. They are all grievous re- 
volters, going about with slanders ; they 
are brass and iron: they all of them 
299 deal corruptly. The bellows 7 blow 
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12 saith the Lonrp. 











fiercely; the lead is consumed of the 
fire: in vain do they go on refining; 
for the wicked are not plucked away. 


30 Refuse silver shall men call them, be- 


cause the Lorp hath rejected them. 


7 The word that came to Jeremiah 
2from the Lorp, saying, Stand in the 
gate of the Lorp’s house, and proclaim 
there this word, and say, Hear the 
word of the Lorn, all ye of Judah, 
that enter in at these gates to worship 
3the Lorp. Thus saith the Lorp of 
hosts, the God of Israel, Amend your 
ways and your doings, and I will cause 
4you to dwell in this place. Trust ye 
not in lying words, saying, The temple 
of the Lorp, the temple of the Lorp, 
the temple of the Lorp, are these. 
5For if ye throughly amend your ways 
and your doings; if ye throughly 
execute judgement between a iman 
6and his neighbour; if ye oppress not 
the stranger, the fatherless, and_the 
widow, and shed not innocent blood 
in this place, neither walk after other 
7 gods to your own hurt: then will I 
cause you to dwell in this place, in the 
land that I gave to your fathers, from 
Sof old even for evermore. Behold, ye 
trust in lying words, that cannot pro- 
9fit. Will ye steal, murder, and com- 
mit adultery, and swear falsely, and 
burn incense unto Baal, and walk after 
other gods whom ye have not known, 


10 and come and stand before me in this 


house, which is called by my name, 
and say, We are delivered; that ye 


llmay do all these abominations? Is 


this house, which is called by my 
name, become a den of robbers in your 
eyes? Behold, I, even I, have seen ip 
But go ye now unto 
my place which was in Shiloh, where 
I caused my name to dwell at the 
first, and see what I did to it for the 


13 wickedness of my people Israel. And 


now, because ye have done all these 
works, saith the Lorp, and I spake 
unto you, rising up early and_speak- 
ing, but ye heard not; and I called 
14you, but ye answered not: thérefore 
will I do unto the house, which is 
called by my uname, wherein ye trust, 
and unto the place which I gave to 
you and to your fathers, as I have 

15 done to Shiloh. And I will cast you 
out of my sight, as I have cast out all 
your brethren, even the whole seed of 
Ephraim. 

16 Therefore pray not thou for this 
people, neither lift up cry nor prayer 
for them, neither make intercession to 

17me: for I will not hear thee. Seest 
thou not what they do in the cities of 
Judah and in the streets of Jerusa- 

18lem? The children gather wood, and 
the fathers kindle the fire, and the 
women knead the dough, to make 











cakes to the queen of heaven, and to 
pour out drink offerings unto other gods, 
that they may provoke me to anger. 

19 Do they provoke me to anger? saith the 
Lorp; do they not provoke themselves, 
to the confusion of their own faces? 

20 Therefore thus saith the Lord Gon: 
Behold, mine anger and my fury shall 
be poured out upon this place, upon 
man, and upon beast, and upon the 
trees of the field, and upon the fruit of 
the ground; and it shall burn, and 
shall not be quenched. 

21 Thus saith the Lorn of hosts, the 
God of Israel: Add your burnt offer- 
ings unto your sacrifices, and eat ye 

22flesh. For I spake not unto your 
fathers, nor commanded them in the 
day that I brought them out of the 
land of Egypt, concerning burnt offer- 

23ings or sacrifices: but this thing I 
commanded them, saying, Hearken 
unto my voice, and I will be your God, 
and ye shall be my people: and walk 
ye in all the way that I command you, 

24thatit may be well with you. But they 
hearkened not, nor inclined their ear, 
but walked in their own counsels and 
in the stubbornness of their evil heart, 
and went backward and not forward. 

25 Sinee the day that your fathers came 
forth out of the land of Egypt unto 
this day, 1 have sent unto you all my 
servants the prophets, daily rising up

they did worse than their fathers. 

27 And thon shalt speak all these werds 
unto them; but they will not hearken 
to thee: thou shalt also call unto them; 

28 but they will not answer thee. And 
thou shalt say unto them, This is the 
nation that hath not hearkened to the 
voice of the Lorp their God, nor re- 
ceived linstruction: 2 truth is perished, 
and is eut off from their mouth. 

29 Cut off Sthine hair, O Jerusalem, 
and east it away, and take up a lament- 
ation on the bare heights; for the 
Lorp hath rejected and forsaken the 

30 generation of his wrath. For the child- 
ren of Judah have done that which is 
evil in my sight, saith the Lorn: they 
have set their abominations in the 
house which is called by my name, to 

3k defile it. And they have built the 
high places of Topheth, which is in 
the valley of the son of Hinnom, to 
burn their sons and their daughters 
in the fire; which I commanded not, 

32 neither came it into my 4mind. There- 
fore, behold, the days come, saith the 
Lonrp, that it shall no more be called 
Topheth, nor The valley of the son of 
Hinnom, but The valley of Slaughter: 
for they shall bury in Topheth, 5 till 

33 there be no place to bury. And the 
eareases of this people shall be meat 
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for the fowls of the heaven, and for 
the beasts of the earth; and none 

34shall fray them away. Then will I 
cause to cease from the cities of 
Judah, and from the streets ot Jern- 
salem, the voice of mirth and the voice 
of gladness, the voice of the bride- 
groom and the voice of the bride: for 
the land shall become a waste. 

S At that time, saith the Lorn, they 
shall bring out the bones of the kings 
of Judah, and the bones of his princes, 
and the bones of the priests, and the 
bones of the prophets, and the bones 
of the inhabitants of Jerusalem, out of 

2their graves: and they shall spread 
them before the sun, and the moon, 
and all the host of heaven, whom 
they have loved, and whom they have 
served, and after whom they have 
walked, and whom they have sought, 
and whom they have worshipped:

And I 
will make Jerusalem heaps, a dwell- 
ing place of jackals; and I will make 
the cities of Judah a desolation, with- 

12out inhabitant. Who is the wise 
man, that may understand this? and 
whois he to whom the mouth of the 
Lorp hath spoken, that he may de- 
clare it? wherefore is the land perished 
and burned up like a wilderness, so 
that none passeth through ? 

13 And the Lorp saith, Because they 
have forsaken my law which I set 
before them, and have not obeyed my 

14 voice, neither walked therein; but 
have walked after the stubbornness of 
their own heart, and after the Baalim, 

15 which their fathers taught them: there- 
fore thus saith the Lorp of hosts, the 
God of Israel, Behold, I will feed them, 
even this people, with wormwood, and 
give them water of gall to drink. 

161 will seatter them also among the 
nations, whom neither they nor their 
fathers have known: and I will send 
the sword after them, till I have con- 
sumed them. 

i7 Thus saith the Lorp of hosts, Con- 
sider ye, and call for the mourning 
women, that they may come; and send 
for the eunning women, that they may 

1Scome: and let them make haste, and 
take up a wailing for us, that our 
eyes may run down with tears, and 

19 our eyelids gush out with waters. For 
a voice of wailing is heard out of Zior, 
How are we spoiled! we are greatly 
confounded, because we have forsaken 
the land, because they have cast 

20down our dwellings. Yet hear the 
word of the Lorp, O ye women, and let 
your ear reccive the word of his mouth, 
and teach your daughters wailing, and 
every one her neighbour lamentation. 

21 For death is come up into our windows, 
it is entered into our palaces; to eut 
off the children from without, ard the 

22 young men from the streets. Speak, 
Thus saith the Lorp, The careases of 
men shall fall as dung upon the open 
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ficld, and as the handful after the har- 
vestman, and none shall gather them. 

23 Thus saith tho Lorp, Let not the 
wise man glory in his wisdom, neither 
let the mighty man glory in his might, 
let not the rich man glory in his riches: 

24 but let him that glorieth glory in this, 
that he understandeth, and knoweth 
me, that I am the Lorp whicli exercise 
lovingkindness, judgement, and right- 
eousness, in the earth: for in these 

25 things I delight, saith the Lorp. Be- 
hold, the days come, saith the Lorn, 
that I will punish all them which are 
circumcised in thet uneircumeision ; 

26 Egypt, and Judah, and Edom, and the 
children of Ammon, and Moab, and all 
that have the corners of their hair 
polled, that dwell in the wilderness: 
for all the nations are ulcircumcised, 
and all the house of Israel are uncir- 
cumeised in heart. 

10 Hear ye the word whieh the 
Lorp speaketh unto you, O house 

2of Israel: thus saith the Lorgp, 
Learn not the way of the nations, 
and be not dismayed at the signs of 
heaven; for the nations are dismayed 
3at them. For the !customs of the 
peoples are vanity: for 2one eutteth a 
tree out of the forest, the work of the 
hands of the workman with the axe. 
4 They deek it with silver and with gold; 
they fasten it with nails and with 
5 hammers, that it move not. ‘They are 
like a palm tree, of turned work, and 
speak not: they must needs be borne, 
beeause they cannot go. Be not a- 
fraid of them; for they cannot do 
evil, neither is it in them to do good. 
6 There is none like unto thee, O Lorn; 
thou art great, and thy name is great 
7in might. Who would not fear thee, 
O King of the nations? for 4to thee 
doth it appertain: forasmuch as a- 
mong all the wise men of the nations, 
and im all their royal estate, there is 
Snone like unto thee. But they are 
Stogether brutish and foolish: the 
instruetion of idols, it is but a stock. 
9 There is silver beaten into plates which 
is brought from Tarshish, and gold 
from 7 Uphaz, the work of the artificer 
and of the hands of the goldsmith; 
blue and purple for their clothing; 
they are all the work of cunning men. 

10 But the Lorp is 8the true God; he is 
the living God, and an everlasting 
king: at his wrath the earth trem- 
bleth, and the nations are not able 
to abide his indignation. 

11 %Thus shall ye say unto them, The 
gods that have not made the heavens 
and the earth, 1°these shall perish from 
the earth, and from under the heavens. 

12 He hath made the earth by his 

power, he hath established the world 

by his wisdom, and by his under- 
standing hath he stretched out the 





13 heavens: !! when he uttereth his voiee, 
there is a tumult of waters m the 
heavens, and he causeth the vapours 
to asceud from the ends of the earth; 
he maketh lightnings for the rain, and 
bringeth forth the wind out of his 

14 treasuries. Kvery man lis become 
brutish and is without knowledge; 
every goldsmith is put to shame by 
his graven image: for his molten 
image is falsehood, and there is no 

15 breath hi them. They aro vanity, a 
work of delusion: in the time of 

16 their visitation they shall perish. The 
portion of Jacob is not like these; for 
he is the former of all things; and 
Israel is the tribe of his inheritance: 
the Lorp of hosts is his name. 

17 Gather up thy wares out of the land, 

1840 thou that abidest in the siege. For 
thus saith the Lorp, Behold, I will 
sling out the inhabitants of the land 
at this time, and will distress them, 

19 that they may ‘feel it. Woe is me for 
my hurt! my wound is grievous: but 
I said, Truly this is my ‘grief, and I 

20 must bear it. My tent is spoiled, and 
all my cords are broken: my children 
are gone forth of me, aud they are not: 
there is none to stretch forth my tent 
any more, aud to set up my curtains. 

21 For the shepherds are become brutish, 
and have not inquired of the Lorn: 
therefore they have not 18prospered, 

22 and all their flocks are scattered. The 
voice of a rumour, behold it cometh, 
aud a great commotion out of the 
north country, to make the cities of 
Judah a desolation, a dwelling place 

23 0f jackals. O Lorp, I know that the 
way of man is not in himself: it is 
uot in man that walketh to direct his 

24steps. O Lorn, correet me, but with 
judgement; not in thine anger, lest 

25 thou !%bring me to nothing. 2 Pour 
out thy fury upon the heathen that 
know thee not, and upon the families 
that call not on thy name: for they 
have devoured Jaeob, yea, they have 
devoured him and eonsumed him, and 
have laid waste his 2! habitation. 


11 The word that came to Jeremiah 
2from the Lorn, saying, Hear ye the 
words of this covenant, and speak 
unto the men of Judah, and to the in- 

3 habitants of Jerusalem; and say thou 
unto them, Thus saith the Lorp, the 
God of Israel: Cursed be the man that 
heareth not the words of this coven- 


4ant, which I commanded your fathers | 


in the day that I brought them forth 
out of the land of Egypt, out of the | 
iron furnace, saying, Obey my voice, 
and do them, according to all which I | 
command you: soshallye bemy people, 
5 and I will be your God: that I may es- 
tablish the oath which Isware unto your 
fathers, to give them a land flowing with 
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milk and honey, as at this day. Then 
answered J, and said, Amen, O Lorn. 

6 And the Lorp said unto me, Pro- 
claim all these words in the cities of 
Judah, and in the streets of Jerusalem, 
saying, Hear ye the words of this cov- 

Tenant, and do them. For I earnestly 
protested uuto your fathers in the day 
that I brought them up out of the land 
of Egypt, even unto this day, rising 
early and protesting, saying, Obey my 

8 voice. Yct they obeyed not, nor inclined 
their ear, but walked every one in the 
stubbornness of their evil heart: there- 
fore I brought upon them all the words 
of this covenant, which I commanded 
them to do, but they did them not. 

9 And the Lorp said unto me, A con- 
spiracy is found among the men of 
Judah, and among the inhabitants of 

10 Jerusalem. They are turned back to 
the iniquities of their forefathers, 
which refused to hear my words; and 
they are gone after other gods to serve 
them: the house of Israel and the house 
of Judah have broken my covenant 

11 which I made with their fathers. There- 
fore thus saith the Lorn, Behold, I will 
bring evil upon them, which they shall 
not be able to escape; and they shall 
cry unto me, but I will not hearken 

12unto them. Then shall the cities of 
Judah and the inhabitants of Jerusa- 
lem go and cry unto the gods unto 
whom they offer incense: but they 
shall not save them at all in the time 

13 of their !trouble. For according to the 
number of thy cities are thy gods, O 
Judah; and according to the number of 
the streets of Jerusalem have ye set up 
altars to the 2shameful thing, even al- 

14 tars to burn incense unto Baal. There- 
fore pray not thou for this people, 
neither lift up cry nor prayer for them: 
for I will not hear them in the time that 
they cry unto me ®for their ! trouble. 

15 *What hath my beloved to do in 
mine house, seeing she hath wrought 
lewdness with many, and the holy 
flesh is passed from thee ? >when thou 

16 doest evil, then thon rejoicest. The 
Lorp called thy name, A green olive 
tree, fair with goodly fruit: with the 
noise of a great tumult he hath kmdled 
fire upon it, and the branches of it are 

For the Lorp of hosts, that 
planted thee, hath pronounced evil 
against thee, because of the evil of the 
house of Israel and of the house of 
Judah, which they have wrought for 
themselves in provoking me to anger 
by offering incense unto Baal. 

18 And the Lorp gave me knowledge 
of it, and I knew it: then thou shew- 

19edst me their domgs. But I was 
like a gentle lamb that is led to the 
slaughter; and I knew not that they 
had devised devices against me, say- 
ing, Let us destroy the tree with the 


6fruit thereof, and let us cut him off 
from the land of the living, that his 
name may be no more remembered. 

20 But, O Lorp of hosts, that judgest 
righteously, that triest the reims and 
the heart, let me see thy vengeance on 
them: for unto thee have I revealed 

2imy cause. Therefore thus saith the 
Lorp concerning the men of Anathoth, 
that seek thy life, saying, Thou shalt 
not prophesy in the name of the Lorn, 

22 that thou die not by our hand: there- 
fore thus saith the Lorp of hosts, Be- 
hold, I will 7punish them: the young 
men shall die by the sword; their sons 
and their daughters shall die by famine; 

23and there shall be no remnant unto 
them: for I will bring evil upon the 
men of Anathoth, Seven the year of 
their visitation. 

12 Righteous art thon, O Lorn, when I 
plead with thee: yet would I 9reason 
the cause with thee: wherefore doth 
the way of the wicked prosper? where- 
fore are all they at ease that deal 

2 very treacherously ? Thou hast plant- 
ed them, yea, they have taken root; 
they grow, yea, they bring forth fruit: 
thou art near in their mouth, and far 

3 from their reins. But thou, O Lorn, 
knowest me; thou seest me, and triest 
mine heart toward thee: pull them out 
like sheep for the slaughter, and 1° pre- 
pare them for the day of slaughter. 

4 How long shall the land mourn, and 
the herbs of the whole country wither? 
for the wickedness of them that dwell 
therein, the beasts are consumed, and 
the birds; beeause they said, He shall 

Snot see our latter end. If thou hast 
run with the footmen, and they have 
wearied thee, then how canst thou 
contend with horses? and though in 
a land of peace thou art secure, yet 
how wilt thou do in the !pride of 

6 Jordan? For even thy brethren, and 
the house of thy father, even they 
have dealt treacherously with thee; 
even they have cried aloud after thee: 
believe them not, though they speak 
12fair words unto thee. 

7 I have forsaken mine house, I have 
cast off mine heritage; I have given 
the dearly beloved of my soul into the 

Shand of her enemies. Mine heritage 
is become unto me as a lion in the 
forest: she hath uttered her voice 
against me; therefore I have hated 

9her. Is mine heritage unto ne as a 
speckled bird of prey? are the birds of 
prey against her round about? go ye, 
assemble all the beasts of the field, 

10 bring them to devour. Many shep- 
herds have destroyed my vineyard, 
they have trodden my portion nnder 
foot, they have made my pleasant por- 

11 tion a desolate wilderness. They have 
made it a desolation; it mourneth unto 
me, being desolate; the whole land is 
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made desolate, beeause no man layeth 

12it to heart. Spoilers aro eome upon 
all the bare heights in the wilderness: 
for the sword of the Lorp devoureth 
from the one end of the land even to 
the other end of the land: no flesh 

13hath peace. They have sown wheat, 
and have reaped thorns; they have 
put themselves to pain, and profit no- 
thing: and tye shall be ashamed of 
your fruits, because of the fierce anger 
of the Lorp. 

14 Thus saith the Lorp against all mine 
evil neighbours, that touch the inherit- 
anee which I have eaused my people 
Israel to inherit: Behold, I will pluek 
them up from off their land, and will 
pluck up the house of Judah from a- 

15 mong them. And it shall eome to pass, 
after that [have plucked them up, I will 
return and have compassion on them; 
and I will bring them again, every man 
to his heritage, and every man to his 

16land. And it shall eome to pass, if 
they will diligently learn the ways of 
my people, to swear by my name, As 
the Lorp liveth; even as they taught 
my people to swear by Baal; then 
shall they be built up in the midst of 

l7my people. But if they will not hear, 
then will I pluck up that nation, 
plueking up and destroying it, saith 
the Lorp, 


18 Thus said the Lorp unto me, Go, 
and buy thee a linen girdle, and put it 
upon thy loins, and put it not in water. 

2So I bought a girdle aecording to the 
word of the Lorp, and put it upon my 
3loms, And the word of the Lorp came 
4 unto me the second time, saying, Take 
the girdle that thou hast bought, which 
is upon thy loins, and arise, go to 
_ Euphrates, and hide it there in a hole 
5of the rock. So I went, and hid it by 
Euphrates, as the Lorp eommanded 
6me. And it came to pass after many 
days, that the Lorp said unto me, 
Arise, go to Euphrates, and take the 
girdle from thence, which I eommand- 
7 ed thee to hide there. Then I went to 
Euphrates, and digged, and took the 
girdle from the place where I had hid 
it: and, behold, the girdle was marred, 
8it was profitable for nothing. Then 
the word of the Lorp eame unto me, 
d saying, Thus saith the Lorn, After this 
manner will I mar the pride of Judah, 
and the great pride of Jerusalem. 

10 This evil people, which refuse to hear 
my words, which walk in the stubborn- 
ness of their heart, and are gone after 
other gods to serve them, and to wor- 
ship them, shall even be as this girdle, 

11 which is profitable for nothing. For 

as the girdle eleaveth to the loins of a 

man, so have I eaused to eleave unto 

me the whole house of Israel and 
the whole house of Judah, saith the 


JEREMIAH, 


Lorp; that they might be unto me 
for a people, and for a name, and for a 
praise, and for a glory: but they would 
12not hear. Therefore thou shalt speak 
unto them this word: Thus saith the 
Lonrp, the God of Israel, Every 2 bottle 
shall be filled with wine: and they 
shall say unto thee, Do we not know 
that every 2bottle shall be filled with 

13 wine? Then shalt thou say unto them, 
Thus saith the Lorp, Behold, I will 
fill all the inhabitants of this land, 
even the kings that sit 2upon David's 
throne, and the priests, and the pro- 
phets, and all the inhabitants of Jeru- 

l4salem, with drunkermess. And I will 
dash them one against another, even 
the fathers and the sous together, saith 
the Lorp: I will not pity, nor spare, 
nor have eompassion, that I should 
not destroy them. 

15 Hear ye, and give ear; be not proud: 

16 for the Lorp hath spoken. Give glory 
to the Lorp your God, before ‘he cause 
(larkness, and before your feet stumble 
upon the dark mountains; and, while 

- ye look for light, he turn it into *the 
shadow of death, and make it gross 

17darkness. But if ye will not hear it, 
my soul shall weep in sceret for your 
pride; and mime eye shall weep sore, 
and run down with tears, because the 

18 Lorn’s flockis taken eaptive. Say thou 
unto the king and to the queen-mother, 
7Humble yourselves, sit down: for 
your headtives are eome down, even 

198the crown of your glory. The cities 
of the South are shut up, and there is 
none to open them: Judah is carried 
away eaptive all of it; it is wholly 
earried away eaptive. 

20 Lift up your eyes, and behold them 
that come from the north: where is 
the flock that was given thee, thy 

21 beautiful flock? 9 What wilt thou say, 
when he shall set thy friends over thee 
as head, seeing thou thyself hast in- 
structed them against thee? shall not 
sorrows take hold of thee, as of a wo- 

22man in travail? And if thou say mm 
thine heart, Wherefore are these things 
come upon me? for the greatness 
of thine iniquity are thy sknts dis- 
eovered, and thy heels suffer violence. 

23 Can the Ethiopian ehange his skin, or 
the leopard his spots? then may ye 
also do good, that are Naceustomed to 

24do evil. Therefore will I scatter them, 
as the stubble that passeth away, !@ by 

25the wind of the wilderness. This is 
thy lot, the portion measured unto 
thee from me, saith the Lorp; because 
thou hast forgotten me, and trusted in 

26 falsehood. Therefore will I also discover 
thy skirts upon thy face, and thy 

27 shame shall appear. I have seen thine 
abominations, even thine adulteries, 
and thy neighings, the lewdness of thy 
whoredom, on the hillsin the field. Woe

14 The word of the Lorp that came to 
Jeremiah concerning the drought. 

2 Judah mourneth, and the gates there- 
of languish, they sit in black upon the 
ground; and the cry of Jerusalem is 

3gone up. And their nobles send their 


: ae ae llittle ones 2to the waters: they come 
BOE for to the pits, and find no water; they 
water return with their vessels empty: they 
are ashamed and confounded, and 

4eover their heads. Because of the 

oe og ground which is ®chapt, for that no 


rain hath been in the land, the plow- 
men are ashamed, they cover their 
5heads. Yea, the hind also in the field 
ealveth, and forsaketh her young, be- 

6 cause there is no grass. And the wild 
asses stand on the bare heights, they 
pant for air like 4jackals; their eyes 
fail, because there is no herbage. 

7 Though our iniquities testify against 
us, work thou for thy name’s sake, O 
Lorp: for our backshdings are many ; 

Swe have sinned against thee. O thou 
hope of Israel, the saviour thereof in 
the time of trouble, why shouldest 
thou be as a sojourner in the land, 
and as a wayfaring man that >turneth 

Jaside to tarry for a night? Why 
shouldest thon be as a man astonied, 
as a mighty mau that cannot save? 
yet thou, O Lorp, art in the midst of 
us, and we are called by thy name; 
leave us not. 

10 Thus saith the Lorp unto this peo- 
ple, Even so have they loved to wan- 
der; they have not refraimed their 
feet: therefore the Lorp doth not 
accept them; now will he remember 
their iniquity, and visit then’ sins. 

11 And the Lorn said nnto me, Pray not 

12for this people for their good. When 
they fast, I will not hear their cry; 
and when they offer burnt offering 
and 6oblation, [ will not accept them: 
but I will consume them by the sword, 
and by the famine, and by the pest- 

13ilenee. Then said I, Ah, Lord Gop! 
behold, the prophets say unto them, 
Ye shall not see the sword, neither 
shall ye have famine; but I will give 

14 you 7assured peace in this place. Then 
the Lorp said unto me, The prophets 
prophesy Hes in my name: J sent 
them not, neither have I commanded 
them, neither spake I unto them: they 
prophesy unto you a lying vision, and 
divination, and a thing of nought, and 

15 the deceit of their own heart. There- 
fore thus saith the Lorp concerning 
the prophets that prophesy in my 
name, and I sent them not, yet they 
say, Sword and famine shall not be in 
this land: By sword and famine shall 

16 those prophets be consumed. And the 
people to whom they prophesy shall 
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be cast out in the streets of Jerusalem 
becanse of the famine and the sword; 
and they shall have none to bury them, 
them, their wives, nor their sons, nor 
their daughters: for I will pour their 

17 wickedness upon them, And thou shalt 
say this word unto them, Let mine eyes 
yun down with tears night and day, and 
let them not cease; for the virgin 
daughter of my people is broken with 
a great breach, with a very grievous 

18 wound. IfI go forth into the field, then 
behold the slain with the sword! and if 
L enter into the city, then behold them 
that are sick with famine! for both the 
prophet and the priest 9go about in 
the land and have no knowledge. 

19 Hast thou utterly rejected Judah? 
hath thy soul loathed Zion? why hast 
thou smitten us, and there is no heal- 
ing for us? We looked for peace, but 
no good came; and for a time of heal- 

20 ing, and behold dismay! We ! acknow- 
ledge, O Lorn, our wickedness, and the 
iniquity of our fathers: for we have 

21 sinned against thee. Do not ®abhor 
us, for thy name’s sake; do not dis- 
grace the throne of thy glory: remem- 
ber, break not thy covenant with us. 

22 Are there any among the vanities of 
the heathen that can cause rain? or 
cau the heavens give showers?: art 
not thou he, O Lorp our God? there- 
fore we will wait npon thee; for thou 
hast 13 made all these things. 

15 Then said the Lorp unto me, 
Though Moses and Samuel stood be- 
fore me, yet my mind could not be 
toward this people: cast them out of 

2my sight, and let them go forth. And 
it shall come to pass, when they say 
unto thee, Whither shall we go forth? 
then thou shalt tell them, Thus saith 
the Lorp: Such as are for death, to 
death; and such as are for the sword, 
to the sword; and such as are for the 
famine, to the famine; and such as 
Z3are for captivity, to captivity. And 
IT will appoint over them four !*kinds, 
saith the Lorp: the sword to slay, 
and the dogs to ’ tear, and the fowls 
of the heaven, and the beasts of the 
dearth, to devour and to destroy. And 
I will canse them to be tossed to and 
fro among all the kingdoms of the 
earth, becanse of Manasseh the son 
of Hezekiah king of Judah, for that 
5which he did m Jerusalem. For who 
shall have pity upon thee, O Jeru- 
salem? or who shall bemoan thee? or 
who shall turn aside to ask of thy 
6welfare? Thou hast rejected me, 
saith the Lorp, thou art gone back- 
ward: therefore have I stretched out 
my hand against thee, and destroyed 
thee; I am weary with repenting. 
7 And [ have fanned them with a fan in 
the gates of the land; I have bereaved 
them of children, I have destroyed my 
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people; they have not returned from |16 The werd of the Lorp came also 


8their ways. Their widows are in- 
creased to me above the sand of thie 
seas: 1 have brought upon them 1a- 
gainst the mother of the young men 
a spoiler at noonday: I have caused 
anguish and terrors to fall upon her 

9suddenly. She that hath borne seven 
languisheth; she hath given up the 
ghost; her sun is gone down while it 
was yet day; she hath been ashamed 
and confounded: and the residue of 
them will I deliver to the sword be- 
fore their enemies, saith the Lorp. 

10 Woe is me, my mother, that thou hast 
borne me a man of strife and a man of 
contention to the whele earth! I have 
not lent on usury, neither have men 
lent to me on usury; yet every one of 

11them doth curse me. The Lorp said, 
Verily 2I will ®°strengthen thee for 
good; verily 4I will cause the enemy 
to make supplication unte thee in the 
time of evil and in the time of afific- 
tion. 

12 5Can one break iron, even iron 

13frem the north, and brass? Thy 
substance and thy treasures will I 
give for a spoil without priee, and 
that for all thy sins, even in all thy 

14borders. And 6I will make them to 
pass with thine enemies into a land 
which thou knowest not: for a fire 
is kindled in mine anger, which shall 
burn upon you. 

15 O Lorp, thou knowest: remember 
me, and visit me, and avenge me of ny 
persecutors; take me not away in thy 
longsuffering: knew that for thy sake 

161 have suffered reproach. Thy words 
were found, and I did eat them; and 
thy words were unto me a joy and 
the rejoicmg of mine heart: for Iam 
called by thy name, O Lorn God of 

I7hosts. I sat not in the assembly of 
them that make merry, nor rejoiced: 
I sat alone because of thy hand; for 
thou hast filled me with indignation. 

18 Why is my pain perpetual, and my 
wound incurable, which refuseth to be 
healed? wilt thou indeed be unto meas 
a deceitful brook, as waters that 7fail? 

19 Therefore thus saith the Lorp, If 
thou return, then will I bring thee 
again, that thou mayest stand before 
me; and if thou take forth the precious 
from the vile, thou shalt be as my 
mouth: they shall return unto thee, 
but thou shalt not return unto them. 

20 And I will make thee unto this people 
a fenced brasen wall; and they shall 
fight against thee, but they shall not 
prevail against thee: for lam with thee 
to save thee and to deliver thee, saith 

21 the Lorp. And I will deliver thee out 
of the hand of the wicked, and I will 
redeem thee out of the hand of the 
terrible. 


2unto me, saying, Thou shalt not take 
thee a wife, neither shalt thou have 
3sous or daughters in this place. For 
thns saith the Lorp concerning the 
sons and concerning the danghters 
that are bern in this place, and con- 
cerning their mothers that bare them, 
and concerning their fathers that be- 
4gat them in this land: They shall die 
8of grievous deaths; they shall not be 
lamented, neither shall they be buried; 
they shall be as dung upon the faee of 
the ground: and they shall be con- 
sumed by the sword, and by famine; 
and their carcases shall be meat for 
the fowls of heaven, and for the beasts 
5of theearth. For thus saith the Lorn, 
Enter not into the house of mourning, 
neither go to lament, neither bemoan 
them: for I have taken away my peace 
from this people, saith the Lorp, even 
lovingkindness and tender mercies. 
6 Both great and small shall die in this 
land: they shall not be buried, neither 
shall men lament for them, nor cut 
themselves, nor make themselves bald 
7for them: neither shall men 9 break 
bread for them in mourning, to com- 
fort them for the dead; neither shall 
men give them the cup of consolation 
to drink for their father or for their mo- 
8ther. And theu shalt not go inte the 
house of feasting tosit with them, toeat 
9 and to drink. For thus saith the Lorp 
of hosts, the God of Israel: Behold, I 
will cause to cease out of this place, 
before your eyes and in your days, the 
voice of mirth and the veice of glad- 
ness, the veice of the bridegroom and 
10the voico of the bride. And it shall 
come to pass, when thou shalt shew 
this people all these words, and they 
shall say unto thee, Wherefore hath 
the Lorp pronounced all this great evil 
against us? or what is our iniquity? 
or what is our sin that we have com- 
mitted against the Lorp our God? 
1lthen shalt thou say unto them, Be- 
cause your fathers have forsaken me, 
saith the Lorp, and have walked after 
other gods, and have served them, and 
have worshipped them, and have for- 
saken me, and have not kept my law; 
12and ye have done evil more than your 
fathers; for, behold, ye walk every 
one after the stubbornness of his evil 
heart, so that ye hearken not unto me: 
13 therefore will I cast you forth out of 
this land into the land that ye have not 
known, neither ye nor your fathers ; and 
there shall ye serve other gods day and 
night; 1°for I will shew you no favour. 
14 Therefore, behold, the days come, saith 
the Lorp, that it shall no more be said, 
As the Lorp liveth, that brought up the 
children of Israel out of the land of 
15Egypt; but, As the Lorp liveth, that 
breught up the children of Israel from 
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the land of the north, and from all the | 10it? I the Lorp search the heart, I try 


countries whither he had driven them: 
and I will bring them again into their 
land that I gave unto their fathers. 
| 16 Behold, I will send for many fishers, 
saith the Lorp, and they shall fish 
them; and afterward J will send for 
many hunters, and they shall hunt 
them from every mountain, and from 
every hill, and ont of the holes of the 
\7rocks. For mine eyes are upon all 
their ways: they are not lid from my 
face, neither is their iniquity concealed 
18from mine eyes. And first I will 
recompense their iniquity and their 
sin double; 1 because they have pol- 
luted my land with the careases of 
their detestable things, and have filled 
mine inheritanee with their abomina- 
19tions. O Lorp, my strength, and iny 
strong hold, and my refuge in the day 
of affliction, unto thee shall the nations 
come from the ends of the earth, and 
shall say, Our fathers have inherited 
nought but lies, even vanity and things 
20 wherein there is no profit. Shall a 
man make unto himself gods, which 
| 21 yet are no gods? Therefore, behold, 
| I will eanse them to know, this once 
will I cause them to know mine hand 
and my might; and they shall know 

| that my name is Jehovah. 

(17 The sin of Judah is written with a 
pen of iron, ard with the point of a 
diamond: it is graven upon the table 
of their heart, and npon the horns of 

22your altars; whilst their children re- 
member their altars and their ?Asherim 
by the green trees upon the high hills. 

30 my niountain in the field, I will 
give thy substance and all thy trea- 
sures fer a spoil, ard thy high places, 
because of sin, throughout all thy 

4borders. And then, even of thyself, 
shalt discontinue from thine heritage 
that I gave thee; and I will cause 
thee to serve thine enemies in the 
land which thou knowest not: for ye 
have kindled a fire in mine anger 
which shall burn for ever. 

5 Thus saith tLe Lorp: Cursed is the 
man that trusteth in man, and maketh 
flesh his arm, and whose heart depart- 

Geth from the Lorp. For he shall be 
like 4the heath in the desert, and shall 
not see when good cometh; but shall 
inhabit the parehed places im the wild- 
erness, a salt land and not inhabited. 

7 Blessed is the man that trusteth in 
the Lorp, and whose hope the Lorp 

Sis. Tor he shall be as a tree planted 
by the waters, and that spreadeth out 
his roots by the river, and shall not 
Sfear when heat cometh, but his leaf 
shall be green; and shall not be care- 
ful in the year of dronght, neither 

9shall cease from yielding fruit. The 
heart is deceitful above all things, and 
it is desperately sick: who ean know 


the reins, even to give every man ae- 
cording to his ways, aceording to the 
llfruit of his doings. As the partridge 
Tthat gathereth young which she hath 
not brought forth, so is he that get- 
teth riches, and not by right; in the 
inidst of his days 8they shall leave 
him, and at his end he shall be a fool. 

12 A glorieus throne, set on high from 
the beginning, is the place of our sane- 

13tuary. O Lorp, the hope of Israel, all 
that forsake thee shall be ashamed; 
they that depart from me shall be 
written in the earth, because they have 
forsaken the Lorn, the fountain of 

14living waters. Heal me, O Lorp, and 
I shall be healed; save me, and I 
shall be saved: for thou art my praise. 

15 Behold, they say unto me, Where is 
the word of the Lorp? let it come 

16now. As for me, I have not hastened 
from being a shepherd after thee; 
neither have I desired ° the woeful day ; 
thon knowest: that which came out 

170f my lips was before thy face. Be 
not a terror unto me: thou art my 

18 refuge in the day of evil. Let them 
be ashamed that persecute me, but 
let not me be ashamed; let them 
be dismayed, but let not me be dis- 
mayed: bring upon them the day of 
evil, and 10destroy them with double 
destruction. 

19 Thus said the Lorp unto me: Go, 
aud stand in the gate of 11 the children 
of the people, whereby the kings of 
Judah come in, and by the which they 
go cut, and in all the gates of Jeru- 

20salem; and say unto them, Hear ye 
the word of the Lorp, ye kings of 
Judah, and all Judah, and all the in- 
habitants of Jerusalem, that enter in 

21 by these gates; thus saith the Lorp: 
Take heed 12to yourselves, and bear no 
burden on the sabbath day, nor bring 

22 it in by the gates of Jerusalem; neither 
earry forth a burden out of your houses 
on the sabbath day, neither do ye any 
work: but hallow ye the sabbath day, 

23as I commanded your fathers; but 
they hearkened not, neither inelined 
their ear, but made their neck stiff, 
that they might not hear, and might 

24not receive instruction. And it shall 
eome to pass, if ye diligently hearken 
unto me, saith the Lorp, to bring in 
no burden through the gates of this 
city on the sabbath day, but to hallow 
the sabbath day, to do no work there- 
25in; then shall there enter in by the 
gates of this city kings and prinees 
sitting upon the throne of David, riding 
in chariots and on horses, they, and 
their princes, the men of Judah, and 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem: and this 

26 city shall remain for ever. And they 
shall come from the eities of Judah, 
and from the places round about Jeru- 
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salem, and from the land of Benjamin, 
and from the lowland, and from the 
mountains, and from the South, bring- 
ing bnrut offerings, and saerifiees, and 
we Joblations, and frankincense, and bring- 
offerings ing sacrifices of thanksgiving, unto the 


27honse of the Lorp. Bnt if ye will 
not hearken unto me to hallow the 
sabbath day, and not to bear a burden 
and enter in at the gates cf Jerusalem 
on the sabbath day; then will I kindle 
a fire in the gates thereof, and it shall 
devonr the palaces of Jerusalem, and 
it shall not be qnenehed. 


18 The word whieh came to Jeremiah 
2from the Lonrp, saying, Arise, and go 
down to the potter’s house, and there 
T will eause thee to hear my words. 
8 Then I went down to the potter’s 
honse, and, behold, he wrought his 
4work on the wheels. And when the 
vessel that he made of the elay was 
marred in the hand of the potter, 
he made it agam another vessel, as 
seemed good to the potter to make it. 
5 Then the word of the Lorp came 
6to me, saying, O honse of Israel, 
cannot I do with you as this potter? 
saith the Lorp. Behold, as the clay 
in the potter’s hand, so are ye im 
Timine hand, O honse of Israel. At 
what instant I shall speak coneern- 
ing a nation, and coneerning a king- 
dom, to pluek up and to break down 
Sand to destroy it; if that nation, con- 
eerning which I have spoken, turn 
from their evil, I will repent of the 
evil that I thought to do unto them. 
9 And at what instant I shall speak con- 
eerning a nation, and econcernmg a 

10 kingdom, to bnild and to plant it; if it 
do evil in my sight, that it obey not 
my voice, then I will repent of the 
good, wherewith I said I would benefit 

1lthem. Now therefore go to, speak to 
the men of Judah, and to the in- 
habitants of Jerusalem, saying, Thus 
saith the Lorp: Behold, I frame evil 
against you, and devise a device against 
you: return ye now every one fro 
his evil way, and amend your ways 

12and your doings. But they say, There 
is no hope: for we will walk after our 
own dleviees, and we will do every one 
after the stubbornness of his evil 
heart. 

13 Therefore thus saith the Lorp: Ask 
ye now among the nations, who hath 
heard such things; the virgin of Israel 

14 hath done a very horrible thing. Shall 
the snow of Lebanon fail from the 
rock of the field? or shall the cold 
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16not cast up; to make their land an 
astonishment, and a perpetual hissing ; 
every one that passeth thereby shall 

17 be astonished, and shake his head. I 
will scatter them as with an east wind 
before the enemy; I will 4look upon 
their back, and not their face, in the 
day of their calamity. 

18 Then said they, Come, and let us 
devise devices against Jeremiah; for 
the law shall not perish from the priest, 
nor counsel from the wise, nor the 
word from the prophet. Come, and let 
us smite him with the tongue, and let 
us not give heed to any of his words. 

19 Give heed tome, O Lorp,and hearken 
to the voice of them that contend with 

20me. Shall evil be reeompensed for 
good? for they have digged a pit for 
my soul. Remember how [ stood be- 
fore thee to speak good for them, to 

21 turn away thy fury from them. There- 
fore deliver np their children to the 
famine, and give them over to the 
power of the sword; and let their 
wives beeome childless, and widows; 
and let their men be slain of death, 
and their young inen smitten of the 

22 sword in battle. Let a ery be heard 
from their houses,when thou shalt bring 
a troop suddenly upon them: for they 
have digged a pit to take me, and hid 

23 snares for my feet. Yet, Lorp, thou 
knowest all their counsel against me 
to slay me; forgive not their iniquity, 
neither blot out their sin from thy 
sight: but let them be ‘overthrown 
before thee; deal thou with them in 
the time of thine anger. 


19 Thus said the Lorp, Go, and buy a 
potter’s earthen bottle, and take of the 
elders of the people, and of the elders 

2of the priests; and go forth unto the 
valley of the son of Hinnom, which is 
by the entry of Sthe gate Harsith, and 
proclaim there the words that I shall 
3tell thee: and say, Hear ye the word 
of the Lorp, O kings of Judah, and 
inhabitants of Jerusalem; thus saith 
the Lorp of hosts, the God of Israel, 
Behold, I will bring evil upon this 
place, the which whosoever heareth, 
4his ears shall tingle. Because they 
have forsaken me, and have estranged 
this place, and have burned incense m 
it unto other gods, whom they knew 
not, they and their fathers and the 
kings of Judah; and have filled this 
5 place witli the blood of innocents; and 
have built the high places of Baal, to 
burn their sons in the fire for burnt 
offerings unto Baal; which I command- 
ed not, nor spake it, neither came it 
Ginto my 7mind: therefore, behold, the 
days come, saith the Lorp, that this 
place shall no more be called Topheth, 
nor The valley of the son of Hinnom, 
7 but The valley of Slaughter. And I 
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will 1make void the counsel of Judah 
and Jerusalem in this place; and I 
will cause them to fall by the sword 
before their enemies, and by the hand 
of them that seek their life: and their 
eareases will I give to be meat for the 
fowls of the heaven, and for the beasts 
8of the earth. And I will make this 
city an astonishment, and an hissing ; 
every one that passeth thereby shall 
be astonished and hiss beeause of all 
9 the plagues thereof. And I will cause 
them to eat the flesh of their sons and 
the flesh of their daughters, and they 
shall eat every one the flesh of his 
friend, in the siege and in the strait- 
ness, wherewith their enemies, and 
they that seek their life, shall straiten 
10them. Then shalt thou break the 
bottle m the sight of the men that go 

11 with thee, and shalt say unto them, 
Thus saith the Lorn of hosts: Even 
so will I break this people and this 
city, as one breaketh a potter’s ves- 
sel, that cannot be made whole again: 
and they shall bury in Topheth, ?till 

12 there be no place to bury. Thus will 
I do unto this place, saith the Lorn, 
and to the inhabitants thereof, even 

13 making this city as Topheth: and the 
houses of Jerusalem, and the houses of 
the kiugs of Judah, which are defiled, 
shall be as the place of Topheth, even 
all the houses npon whose roofs they 
have burned incense unto all the host 
of heaven, and have poured out drink 
offerings unto other gods. 

14 Then came Jeremiah from Topheth, 
whither the Lorp had sent him to pro- 
phesy ; and he stood in the court of the 
Lorp’s house, and sxid to all the peo- 

15 ple: Thus saith the Lorn of hosts, the 
God of Israel, Behold, I will bring upon 
this city and upon all her towns all the 
evil that I have pronounced against it; 
because they have made their neck stiff, 
that they might not hear my words. 

20 Now Pashhur the son of Immer the 
priest, who was chief officer in the 
house of the Lorn, heard Jeremiah pro- 

2phesying these things. Then Pashhur 
smote Jeremiah the prophet, and put 
him in the stocks that were in the 
upper gate of Benjamin, which was in 
3the house of the Lorp. And it came 
to pass on the morrow, that Pashhur 
brought forth Jeremiah out of the 
stocks. Then said Jeremiah unto him, 
The Lorp hath not called thy name 
4Pashhur, but ?Magor-missabib. For 
thns saith the Lorp, Behold, I will 
make thee a terror to thyself, and to 
all thy friends: and they shall fall by 
the sword of their enemies, and thine 
eyes shall behold it: and I will give all 
Judah into the hand of the king of 
Babylon, and he shall carry them 
captive to Babylon, and shall slay them 
Moreover I will give 
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all the riches of this city, and all the 
gams thereof, and all the precious 
things thereof, yea, all the treasures 
of the kings of Judah will I give into 
the hand of their enemies, which shall 
spoil them, and take them, and carry 

6 them to Babylon. And thou, Pashhur, 
and all that dwell in thine house shall 
go into captivity: and thou shalt come 
to Babylon, and there thou shalt die, 
and there shalt thou be buried, thou, 
and all thy friends, to whom thou hast 
prophesied falsely. 

7 O Lorp, thou hast 4deceived me, 
and I was deceived: thou art stronger 
than I, and hast prevailed: I am be- 
come a laughingstock all the day, every 

8one mocketh me. For as often as I 
speik, I ery out; I ery, Violence and 
spoil: beeause the word of the Lorp is 
made a reproach unto me, and 3 de- 

9rision, all the day. And if I say, I will 
not make mention of him, nor speak 
any more in his name, then there is 
in mime heart as it were a burning 
fire shut up in my bones, and I am 
weary with forbearing, and I cannot 

10 contain. For I have heard the defaming 
of many, terror on every side. De- 
nounce, and we will denounce him, 
say all my familiar friends, they that 
watch for my halting; peradventure 
he will be enticed, aud we shall pre- 
vail against him, and we shall take 
1l our revenge on him. But the Lorp is 
with me as a mighty one and a ter- 
rible: therefore my persecutors shall 
stumble, and they shall not prevail: 
they shall be greatly ashamed, becanse 
they have not 5dealt wisely, even with 
an everlasting disnonour which shall 
12 never be forgotten. But, O Lorp of 
hosts, that triest the righteous, that 
seest the reins and the heart, let me 
see thy vengeance on them; for unto 
13 thee have I revealed my cause. Smg 
unto the Lorp, praise ye the Lorp: 
for he hath delivered the soul of the 
needy from the hand of evil-doers. 
14 Cursed be the day wherein I was 
born: let not the day wherein my 
15 mother bare me be blessed. Cursed 
be the man who brought tidings to ny 
father, saying, A man child is born 
unto thee; making him very glad. 
16 And let that man he as the cities 
which the Lorp overthrew, and re- 
pented not: and let him hear a cry in 
themorning, and shouting at noontide; 
17 because he slew me not from the womb; 
and so my mother should have been 
niy grave, and her womb always great. 
18 Wherefore camel forth out of the womb 
to see labour and sorrow, that my days 
should be consumed with shame? 


21 The word which came unto Je- 
remiah from the Lorp, when king 
sent unto him Pashhur | 
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the son of Malchiah, and Zephaniah 

the son of Maaseiah the priest, saying, 

2 Inquire, I pray thee, of the Lorp for us; 
for Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon 
maketh war against us: peradventure 
the Lorp will deal with us according 
to all his wondrous works, that he 
may go up from us. 

3 Then said Jeremiah unto them, Thus 

4shall ye say to Zedekiah: Thus saith 
the Lorp, the God of Israel, Behold, 
I will turn back the weapons of war 
that are in your hands, wherewith ye 
fight against the king of Babylon, and 
against the Chaldeans which besiege 
you, without the walls, and I will gather 

5 them into the midst of this city. And 
I myself will fight against you with an 
outstretched hand and with a strong 


arm, even in anger, and in fury, and, 


6in great wrath. And I will smite the 
inhabitants of this city, both man and 
beast: they shall die of a great. pesti- 
Tlence. And afterward, saith the Lorp, 
I will dehver Zedekiah king of Judah, 
and his servants, and the people, even 
such as are left in this city from the 
pestilence, from the sword, and from 
the famine, into the hand of Nebu- 
chadrezzar king of Babylon, and into 
the hand of their enemies, and into the 
hand of those that seek their life: and 
he shall smite them with the edge of 
the sword; he shall not spare them, 
neither have pity, nor have mercy. 
8 And unto this people thou shalt say, 
Thus saith the Lorp: Behold, I set 
before you the way of life and the 
9way of death. He that abideth in this 
city shall die by the sword, and by the 
famine, and by the pestilence: but he 
that goeth out, and falleth away to the 
Chaldeans that besiege you, he shall 
hve, and his life shall be unto him for 
10a prey. For I have set my face upon 
this city for evil, and not for good, 
salth the Lorp: it shall be given into 
the hand of the king of Babylon, and 
he shall burn it with fire. 
11 And touching the house of the king 
of Judah, hear ye the word of the 
12 Lorp: O house of David, thus saith 
the Lorp, Execute judgement in the 
morning, and deliver the spoiled out of 
the hand of the oppressor, lest my 
fury go forth like fire, and burn that 
none can quench it, because of the 
13evil of lyour doings. Behold, I am 
against thee, O 2inhabitant of the val- 
ley, 8and of the rock of the plain, saith 
the Lorp; ye which say, Who shall 
come down against us? or who shall 
14enter into our habitations? and I will 
punish you according to the fruit of 
your doings, saith the Lorn: and I will 
kindle a fire in her forest, and it shall 
devour all that is round about her. 


22, Thus said the Lorp: Go down to 
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the house of the king of Judah, and 
2speak there this word, aud say, Hear 
the word of the Lorn, O king of Judah, 
that sittest upon the throne of David, 
thou, and thy servants, and thy people 
3that enter in by these gates. Thus 
saith the Lorp: Execute ye judgement 
and righteousness, and deliver the 
spoiled out of the hand of the oppress- 
or: and do no wrong, do no violence, 
to the stranger, the fatherless, nor the 
widow, neither shed innocent blood in 
4this place. For if ye do this thing in- 
deed, then shall there enter in by the 
gates of this house kings sitting ¢upon 
the throne of David, riding in chariots 
and on horses, he, and his servants, 
5and his people. But if ye will not 
hear these words, I swear by myself, 
saith the Lorn, that this house shall 
6 become a desolation. For thus saith 
the Lorp 5 concerning the house of the 
king of Judah: Thou art Gilead unto 
me, and the head of Lebanon: yet 
surely I will make thee a wilderness, 
and cities which are not inhabited. 
7 And I will ® prepare destroyers against 
thee, every one with his weapons: and 
they shall cut down thy choice cedars, 
Sand cast them into the fire. And 
many nations shall pass by this city, 
and they shall say every man to 
his neighbour, Wherefore hath the 
Lorp done thus unto this great city? 
9 Then they shall answer, Because they 
forsook the covenant of the Lorp their 
God, and worshipped other gods, and 
served them. 

10 Weep ye not for the dead, neither 
bemoan him: but weep sore for him 
that goeth away; for he shall return 
no more, nor see his native country. 

11For thus saith the Lorp touching 
‘Shallum the son of Josiah, king of 
Judah, which reigned instead of Josiah 
his father, which went forth out of 
this place: He shall not return thither 

12any more; but in the place whither 
they have led him captive, there shall 
he die, and he shall see this land no 
more. 

13 Woe unto him that buildeth his 
house by wnrighteousness, and his 
chambers by injustice; that useth his 
neighbour’s service without wages, and 

14 giveth him not his hire; that saith, I 
will build mea wide house and spacious 
chambers, and cutteth him out wind- 
ows; and it is cieled with cedar, and 

15 painted with vermilion. Shalt thou 
reign, because thou 8strivest to excel 
in cedar? did not thy father eat and 
drink, and do judgement and justice? 

16 then it was well with him. He judged 
the cause of the poor and needy; then 
it was well. Was not this to know 

17me? saith the Lorp. But thine eyes 
and thine heart are not but for thy 
*covetousness, and for to shed innocent 
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4 And I will set up shepherds over them 
whieh shall feed them: and they shall 
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blood, and for oppression, and for vio- 
18lenee, to do it. ‘Therefore thus saith 
the Lorp concerning Jehoiakim the son 
of Josiah, king of Judah: They shall 
not lament for him, saying, Ah my 
brother! or, Ah sister! they shall not 
lament for him, saying, Ah lord! or, 
19 Ah his glory! He shall be buried with 
the burial of an ass, drawn and east 
forth beyond the gates of Jerusalem. 
20 Go up to Lebanon, and ery; and lift 
up thy voice in Bashan: and ery from 
Abarim; for all thy lovers are de- 
2istroyed. I spake unto thee in thy 
prosperity; but thou saidst, I will not 
hear. Tlis hath been thy manner 
from thy youth, that thou obeyedst 
22 not my voice. The wind shall !feed all 
thy shepherds, and thy lovers shall go 
into captivity: surely then shalt thou 
be ashamed and eonfounded for all thy 
93 wiekedness. O 2inhabitant of Lebanon, 
that makest thy nest in the eedars, 
Show greatly to be pitied shalt thou be 
when pangs eome upon thee, the pain 
94as of a woman in travail! As I live, 
saith the Lorp, though 4 Coniah the son 
of Jehoiakim king of Judah were the 
signet upon my right hand, yet would 
251 pluek thee thence; and I will give 
thee into the hand of them that seek 
thy life, and into the hand of them 
of whom thou art afraid, even into 
the hand of Nebuehadrezzar king of 
3abylon, and into the hand of the 
26 Chaldeans. And I will east thee out, 
and thy mother that bare thee, into an- 
other country, where ye were not born; 
27 and there shall ye die. But to the land 
whereunto ®their soul longeth to re- 
| 28 turn, thither shall they not return. Is 
this man Coniah a despised broken 
S6yessel? is he a vessel wherein is no 
pleasure? wherefore are they cast out, 
he and his seed, and are east into the 
29 land which they know not? O ‘earth, 
earth, earth, hear the word of the Lorp. 
30 Thus saith the Lorn, Writeye thisman 
childless, a man that shall not prosper 
in his days: for no man of his seed 
shall prosper, sitting npon the throne 
of David, and ruling any more in 
Judah. 

23 Woe unto the shepherds that de- 
stroy and seatter the sheep of my 
_ 2pasture! saith the Lorp. Therefore 

thus saith the Lorp, the God of Israel, 

against the shepherds that feed my 
people: Ye have seattered my floek, 
and driven them away, and have not 
visited them; behold, [ will visit upon 
you the evil of your doings, saith the 
3Lorp. And I will gather the remnant 
of my flock out of all the eountries 
whither I have driven them, and will 
| bring them again to their folds; and 








18 come upon you.

fear no more, nor be dismayed, neither 

shall any be lacking, saith the Lorp. 

5 Behold, the days eome, saith the 

Lorp, that I will raise unto David a 

righteous *Braneh, and he shall reign 

as king and %deal wisely, and shall 
execute judgement and justice in the 

Gland. In his days Judah shall be 
saved, and Israel shall dwell safely: 
and this is his name whereby he shall 
be called, 10The Lorp is our right- 

7 eousness. 1!'Therefore, behold, the days 
eome, saith the Lorp, that they shall 
no more say, As the Lorp liveth, 
whieli brought up the children of 

SIsrael out of the land of Egypt; but, 
As the Lorp liveth, which brought np 
and which led the seed of the house of 
Tsrael out of the north eonntry, and 
from all the countries whither I had 
driven them; and they shall dwell in 
their own land. 

9 Coneerning the prophets. Mine 
heart within me is broken, all my 
bones shake; I am like a drunken 
man, and like a man whom wine hath 
overeome; beeause of the Lorp, and 

10 beeause of his holy words. For the 
land is full of adulterers; for beeause 
of 12swearing the land mourneth; the 
pastures of the wilderness are dried 
up; and their course is evil, and their 

11 force is not right. For both prophet 
and priest are profane; yea, in my house 
have I found their wickedness, saith 

12the Lorp. Wherefore their way shall 
be nnto them as slippery places in the 
darkness: they shall be driven on, and 
fall therein: for I will bring evil upon 
them, even the year of their visitation, 

3saith the Lorp. And I have seen folly 
in the prophets of Samaria; they pro- 
phesied by Baal, and eaused my people 

14 Israel to err. In the prophets of Je- 
rusalem also I have seen an horrible 
thing; they commit adultery, and walk 
in lies, and they strengthen the hands 
of evil-doers, that none doth return 
from his wickedness: they are all of 
them beeome unto me as Sodom, 
and the inhabitants thereof as Go- 
morrah. 

15 Therefore thus saith the Lonp of hosts 
concerning the prophets: Behold, I will 
feed them with wormwood, and make 
them drink the water of !‘ gall: for from 
the prophets of Jerusalem is profane- 

16 ness gone forth into all the land. Thus 
saith the Lorp of hosts, Hearken not 
unto the words of the prophets that pro- 
phesyuntoyou; they teach you vanity: 
they speak a vision of their own heart, 
and not out of the mouth of the Lorp. 

17 They say continually unto them } that 
despise me, The Lorp hath said, Ye 
shall have peaee; and unto every one 
that walketh in the stubbornness of 
his own heart they say, No evil shall 

For who hath stood 
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in the council of the Lorp, that he 
should perceive and hear his word? who 
hath marked ?my word, and heard it? 
19 Behold, the tempest of the Lor», even 
his fury, is gone forth, yea, a whirling 
tempest: it shall burst upon the head 
200f the wicked. The anger of the 
Lorp shall not return, until he have 
Zexecnted, and till he have performed 
the intents of his heart: in the latter 
days ye shall 8understand it perfectly. 
211 sent not these proplicts, yet they 
ran: I spake not unto them, yet they 
22 prophesied. But if they had stood in 
my council, then had they caused my 
people to hear my words, and had 
turned them from their evil way, and 
23 from the evil of their doings. Am Ia 
God at hand, saith the Lorn, and not 
24a God afar off? Can any hide himself 
in secret places that I shall not see 
hin? saith the Lorn. Do not I fill 
lieaven and earth? saith the Lorp. 
25I have heard what the prophets 
have said, that prophesy lies in my 
name, saying, I have dreamed, I have 
26dreamed. How long shall this be in 
the heart of the prophets that prophesy 
lies; even the prophets of the deceit 
27 of their own heart? which think to 
cause my people to forget my name 
by their dreams which they tell every 
man to his neighbour, as their fathers 
28forgat my name for Baal. The pro- 
phet that hath a dream, let him tell a 
dream; and he that hath my word, 
let him speak my word faithfully. 
What is the straw to the wheat? saith 
29the Lorp. Is not my word like as 
fire? saith the Lorp; and like a ham- 
mer that breaketh the rock in pieces? 
30 Therefore, behold, I am against the 
prophets, saith the Lorn, that steal 
my words every one from his neigh- 
3lbour. Behold, I am against the pro- 
phets, saith the Lorp, that 4 use ther 
32 tongues, and say, He saith. Behold, 
I am against them that prophesy lying 
dreams, saith the Lorp, and do tell 
them, and cause my people to err by 
their lies, and by their vain boasting: 
yet I sent them not, nor commanded 
them; neither shall they profit this 
33 people at all, saith the Lorp. And 
when this people, or the prophet, or a 
priest, shall ask thee, saying, What is 
the burden of the Lorp? then shalt 
thou &say unto them, 6 What burden! 

I will cast you off, saith the Lorp. 
34 And as for the prophet, and the priest, 
and the people, that shall say, The 
burden of the Lorn, I will even punish 
35 that man and his house. Thus shall 
ye say every one to his neighbour, and 
every one to his brother, What hath 
the Lorp answered? and, What hath 





his burden; for ye have perverted the 
words of the living God, of the Lorp of 
37 hosts our God. Thus shalt thou say 
to the prophet, What hath the Lorp 
answered thee? and, What hath the 
58 Lorp spoken? Butifyesay, The burden 
of the Lorn; therefore thus saith the 
Lorp: Because ye say this word, The 
burden of the Lorn, and I have sent un- 
to you, saying, Ye shall not say, The 
39 burden of the Lorp; therefore, behold, 
I will 8utterly forget you, and I will cast 
you off, and the city that I gave unto 
you and to your fathers, away frominy 
40 presence: and I will bring an everlast- 
ing reproach upon you, and a perpetual 
shame, which shall not be forgotten. 


24 The Lorn shewed me, and, behold, 
two baskets of figs sct before the 
temple of the Lorp; after that Ne- 
buchadrezzar king of Babylon had 
carried away captive Jeconiah the son 
of Jehoiakim, king of Judah, and the 
princes of Judah, with the craftsmen 
and smiths, from Jerusalem, and had 

2 brought them to Babylon. One bas- 
ket had very good figs, like the figs 
that are first ripe: and the other 
basket had very bad figs, which could 

3not be eaten, they were so bad. Then 
said the Lorp unto me, What seest 
thou, Jeremiah? And I said, Figs; 
the good figs, very good; and the bad, 
very bad, that cannot be eaten, they 
4are so bad. And the word of the Lorp 
5eame unto me, saying, Thus saith 
the Lorn, the God of Israel; Like these 
good figs, so will I regard the captives 
of Judah, whom J ‘have sent out of this 
place into the land of the Chaldeans, 

6 for good. For I will set mine eyes upon 
them for good, and I will bring them 
again to this land: and I will build 
them, and not pull them down; and I 
will plant them, and not pluck them up. 

7 And I will give them an heart to know 
me, that lam the Lorp: and they shall 
be my people, and J will be their God: 
for they shall return unto me with their 

S8whole heart. And as the bad figs, 
which cannot be eaten, they are so bad; 
surely thus saith the Lorp, So wil 1 
give up Zedekiah the king of Judah, 
and his princes, and the residue of Jeru- 
salem, that remain in this land, and 

9 them that dwell in theland of Egypt: I 
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and fro among all the kmgdoms of the 
earth for evil; to be a reproach and a 
proverb, a taunt and a curse, in all 
10 places whither Ishalldrivethem. And 
I will send the sword, the famine, and 
the pestilence, among them, till they 
be consumed from off the land that I 
gave unto them and to their fathers. 


36the Lorp spoken? And the burden of |}25 The word that came to Jerem- 
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for every man’s own word 7shall be 
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akim the son of Josiah, king of Jn- 
dah; the same was the first year of 
2 Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon; the 
which Jeremiah the prophet spake 
unto all the people of Judah, and to 
all the inhabitants of Jernsalem, say- 
3ing: From the thirteenth year of Josiah 
the son of Amon, king of Jndah, even 
unto this day, these three and twenty 
years, the word of the Lorp hath come 
unto me, and I have spoken unto you, 
rising up early and speaking; but ye 
4have not hearkened. And the Lorp 
hath sent unto yon all his servants the 
prophets, rising up early and sending 
‘them; but ye have not hearkened, nor 
5inclined your ear to hear; saying, Re- 
turn ye now every one from his evil 
way, and from the evil of your doings, 
and dwell in the land that the Lorp 
hath given nnto yonand to your fathers, 
6 from of old and even for evermore: and 
go not after other gods to serve them, 
and to worship them, and provoke me 
not to anger with the work of your 
7hands; and I willdo you no hurt. Yet 
ye have not hearkened unto me, saith 
the Lorp; that ye might provoke me to 
anger with the work of your hands to 
Syour own hurt. Therefore thus saith 
the Lorp of hosts: Because ye have 
9not heard my words, behold, I will 
send and take all the families of the 
north, saith the Lorp, and J will send 
unto Nebuchadrezzar the king of Baby- 
Ion, my servant, and will bring them 
against this land, and against the 
inhabitants thereof, and against all 
these nations round about; and I will 
lutterly destroy them, and make them 
an astonishment, and an hissing, and 

10 perpetual desolations. Moreover I will 
2take from them the voice of mirth and 
the voice of gladness, the voice of the 
bridegroom and the voice of the bride, 
the sound of the millstones, and the 

ILlight of the candle. And this whole land 
shall be a desolation, and an astonish- 
ment; aud these nations shall serve the 

12 king of Babylon seventy years. And it 
shall come to pass, when seventy years 
are accomplished, that I will punish the 
king of Babylon, and that nation, saith 
the Lorn, for their iniquity, and the 
land of the Chaldeans; and I will make 

13it®desolateforever. And I will bring up- 
on that land all my words which I have 
pronounced against it, even all that is 
written in this book, which Jeremiah 
hath prophesied against all the nations. 

Jifor many nations and great kings 
4shall serve themselves of them, even 
of them: and I will recompense them 
according to their deeds, and accord- 
ing to the work of their hands. 

15 For thus saith the Lorp, the God of 
Israel, unto me: Take the enp of the 
wine of this fury at my hand, and 
canse all the nations, to whom I send 





16thee, to drink it. And they shall 
drink, and reel to and fro, and be 
mad, becanse of the sword that I will 

17send among them. Then took I the 
cnp at the Lorp’s hand, and made all 
the nations to drink, unto whom the 

18 Lorp had sent me: to wit, Jerusalem, 
and the cities of Judah, and the kings 
thereof, and the princes thereof, to 
make them a desolation, an astonish- 
ment, an hissing, and a curse; as it is 

19this day; Pharaoh king of Egypt, and 
his servants, and his princes, and all 

20 his people; and all the mingled people, 
and all the kings of the land of Uz, 
and all the kings of the land of the 
Phihstines, and Ashkelon, and Gaza, 
and Ekron, and the remnant of Ash- 

21dod; Edom, and Moab, and the child- 

22ren of Ammon; and all the kings of 
Tyre, and all the kings of Zidon, and 
the kings of the isle which is beyond 
23the sea; Dedan, and Tema, and Buz, 
and all that have the corners of their 
24hair polled; and all the kings of 
Arabia, and all the kings of the min- 
gled people that dwell in the wilderness ; 

25 and all the kings of Zimri, and all the 
kings of Elam, and all the kings of 

26the Medes; and all the kings of the 
north, far and near, one with another; 
and all the kingdoms of the world, 
which are upon the face of the earth: 
and the king of ©Sheshach shall drink 

27 after them. And thou shalt say unto 
them, Thus saith the Lorp of hosts, the 
God of Israel: Drink ye, and be drunk- 
en, and spue, and fall, and rise no more, 
because of the sword which I will send 

28among yon. And it shall be, if they 
refuse to take the cup at thine hand 
to drink, then shalt thou say nnto 
them, Thus saith the Lorp of hosts: 

29 Ye shall surely drink. For, lo, I be- 
gin to work evil at the city which is 
called by my name, and should ye be 
utterly unpunished? Ye shall not be 
nopunished: for I will call for a sword 
upon all the inhabitants of the earth, 

30 saith the Lorp of hosts. Therefore 
prophesy thou against them all these 
words, and say nnto them, The Lorp 
shall roar from on high, and nfter his 
voice from his holy habitation; he 
shall mightily roar against his ‘fold; 
he shall give a shont, as they that 
tread the grapes, against all the in- 

31 habitants of the earth. A noise shall 
come even to the end of the earth; for 
the Lorp hath a controversy with the 
nations, he will plead with all flesh; as 
for the wicked, he will give them to 
the sword, saith the Lorp. 

32 Thus saith the Lorn of hosts, Be- 
hold, evil shall go forth from nation 
to nation, and a great tempest shall be 
raised np from the nttermost parts of 

33 the earth. And the slain of the Lorp 
shall be at that day from one end of the 
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earth even unto the other end of the 
earth: they shall not be lamented, 
neither gathered, ner buried; they 
shall be dung upon the face of the 

34 ground. Howl, ye shepherds, and cry ; 
aud wallow yourselves in ashes, ye 
principal of the flock: for the days of 
your slaughter are fully come, Jand I 
will break you in pieces, and ye shall 

35 fall like a pleasant vessel. And 2the 
shepherds shall have no way to flce, nor 

36 the principal of the flock toescape. A 
voice of the cry of the shepherds, and 
the howling of the principal of the flock! 
for the Lorplayeth waste their pasture. 

37 And the peaceable folds are brought 
to silence because of the fierce anger 

38o0f the Lorp. He hath forsaken his 
covert, as the lion: for their land is be- 
come an astonishment because of ° the 
fierceness of the oppressing sword, 
and because of his fierce anger. 


26 In the beginning of the reign of 
Jehoiakim the son of Josiah, king of 
Judah, came this word from the Lorn, 

2saying, Thus saith the Lorp: Stand 
in the court of the Lorp’s house, and 
speak unto all the cities of Judah, 
which come to worship in the Lorp’s 
house, all the words that I command 
thee to speak unto them; keep not 
3back a word. It may be they will 
hearken, and turn every man from his 
evil way; that I may repent me of 
the evil, which I purpose to do unto 
them because of the evil of their 

4 doings. And thou shalt say unto them, 
Thus saith the Lorp: If ye will not 
hearken to me, to walk in my law, 

5which I have set before you, to 
hearken to the words of my servants 
the prophets, whom I send unto yon, 
even rising up early and sending them, 
6but ye have not hearkened; then 
will I make this house like Shiloh, 
and will make this city a curse to all 
7the nations of the earth. And the 
priests and the prophets and all the 
people heard Jeremiah speaking these 

8 words in the house of the Lorp. And 
it came to pass, when Jeremiah had 
made an end of speaking all that the 
Lorp had commanded him to speak un- 
to all the people, that the priests and 
the prophets and all the people laid 
hold on him, saying, Thou shalt surely 

9die. Why hast thou prophesied in the 
name of the Lorp, saying, This house 
shall be like Shiloh, and this city shall 
be desolate, without inhabitant? And 
all the people were gathered unto Je- 
remiah in the house of the Lorp. 

10 And when the princes of Judah 
heard these things, they came up from 
the king’s house unto the house of the 
Lorp; and they sat in the entry of 
the new gate of the Lorp’s house. 

11 Then spake the priests and the pro- 
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phets unto the princes and to all the 
people, saying, This mau is worthy of 
death; fer he hath prophesied against 
this city, as ye have heard with your 
l2ears. ‘hen spake Jeremiah unto all 
the princes and to all the people, say- 
ing, The Lorp sent me to prophesy 
against this house and against this 
city all the words that ye have heard. 
13 Therefore now amend your ways and 
your doings, and obey the voice of the 
Lorp your God; and the Lorp will 
repent him of the evil that he hath 
14 pronounced against you. But as for 
ime, behold, I ain m your hand: do 
with me as is good and right in your 
l5eyes. Only know ye for certain that, 
if ye put me to death, ye shall bring 
innocent bleed upon yourselves, and 
upon this city, and upon the inhabit- 
ants thereof: for of a truth the Lorp 
hath sent me unto you to speak all 
1G these words in your ears. Then said 
the princes and all the people unto the 
priests and to the prephets: This man 
is not worthy of death; for he hath 
spoken to us in the name of the Lorp 
17our Ged. Then rose up certain of the 
elders of the land, and spake to all the 
18 assembly of the people, saying, 4Mi- 
caiah the Morashtite prophesied in the 
days of Hezekiah king of Judah; and 
he spake to all the people of Judah, 
saying, Thus saith the Lorp of hosts: 
5 Zion shall be plowed as a field, and 
Jerusalem shall become heaps, and 
the mountain of the house as the high 
19 places of a forest. Did Hezekiah king 
of Judah and all Judah put him at all 
to death? did he not fear the Lerp, 
and intreat the favour of the Lorp, 
and the Lorp repented him of the 
evil which he had pronounced against 
them? Thus should we commit great 
20 evil against our own souls. And there 
was also a man that prephesied in the 
name of the Lorp, Uriah the son of 
Shemaiah of Kiriath-jearim; and he 
prophesied against this city and against 
this land according to all the words of 
21 Jeremiah: and when Jehoiakiimn the 
king, with all his mighty men, and all 
the princes, heard his words, the king 
sought to put him te death; but when 
Uriah heard it, he was afraid, and 
92 fled, and went into Egypt: and Je- 
hoiakim the king sent men into Egypt, 
namely, Elnathan the son of Achbor, 
and certain men with him, into Egypt: 
23and they fetched forth Uriah out of 
Egypt, and brought him unto Jehoia- 
kim the king; who slew him with the 
sword, and cast his dead body into the 
24 graves of the Scommon people. But 
the hand of Ahikam the son of Sha- 
phan was with Jeremiah, that they 
should not give him into the hand of 
the people to put him to death, 
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OT In the beginning of the reign of 1 Je- 


hoiakim the son of Josiah, king of Ju- 
dah, came this word unto Jeremiah 
2from the Lorn, saying, Thns saith the 
Lorp to me: Make thee bands and 
32bars, and put them uponthy neck ; and 
send them to the king of Edom, and to 
the king of Moab, and to the king of the 
children of Ammon, and to the king of 
Tyre, and to the king of Zidon, by the 
hand of the messengers which come 
to Jerusalem unto Zedekiah king of 
4 Judah; and give them a charge unto 
their masters, saying, Thus saith the 
Lorp of hosts, the God of Israel: Thus 
5 shill ye say unto your masters ; I have 
made the earth, the manand the beast 
that are upon the face of the earth, 
by my great power and by my out- 
stretched arm; and I give it unto 
G whom it seemeth right unto me. And 
now have I given all these lands into 
the hand of Nebuchadnezzar the king 
of Babylon, my servant; and the 
beasts of the field also have I given 
7 him to serve him. And all the nations 
shall serve him, and his son, and his 
son’s son, until the time of his own 
land come: and then many nations 
and great kings shall serve them- 
Sselves of him. And it shall come to 
pass, that the nation and the king- 
dom which will not serve the same 
Nebuehadnezzar king of Babylon, and 
that will not put their neck under the 
yoke of the king of Babylon, that 
nation will I punish, saith the Lorp, 
with the sword, and with the famine, 
and with the pestilence, until I have 
S9consumed them by his hand. But 
as for you, hearken ye not to your 
prophets, nor to your diviners, nor to 
your dreams, nor to your soothsayers, 
nor to your sorcerers, which speak 
unto you, saying, Ye shall not serve 


| 10 the king of Babylon: for they prophesy 


a lie unto you, to remove you far from 
your land; and that I should drive 


llyou out and ye should perish. But 


the nation that shall bring their neck 
under the yoke of the king of Babylon, 
and serve him, that nation will I let 
remain in their own land, saith the 
Lorp; and they shall till it, and dwell 
therein. 

12 And I spake to Zedekiah king of 
Judah according to all these words, 
saying, Bring your necks under the 
yoke of the king of Babylon, and serve 

13him and his people, and live. Why 
will ye die, thou and thy people, by 
the sword, by the famine, and by the 
pestilence, as the Lorp hath spoken 
concerning the nation that will not 

14 serve the king of Babylon? And heark- 
en not unto the words of the prophets 
that speak unto you, saying, Ye shall 
not serve the king of Babylon: for 

15 they prophesy a lie unto you. For I 








have not sent them, saith the Lorp, 
but they prophesy falsely in my name; 
that I might drive you out, and that 
ye might perish, ye, and the prophets 

16 that prophesy unto you. Also I spake 
to the priests and to all this people, 
saying, Thus saith the Lorp: Hearken 
not to the words of your prophets that 
prophesy unto you, saying, Behold, 
the vessels of the Lorp’s house shall 
now shortly be bronght again from 
Babylon: for they prophesy a lie unto 

l7you. Hearken not unto them; serve 
the king of Babylon, and live: where- 
fore should this city become a desol- 

18ation? But if they be prophets, and 
if the word of the Lorn be with them, 
let them now make intercession to the 
Lorp of hosts, that the vessels which 
are left in the house of the Lorp, and 
in the house of the king of Jndah, and 

19 at Jerusalem, go not to Babylon. For 
thus saith the Lorp of hosts concern- 
ing the pillars, and concerning the sea, 
and coneerning the bases, and con- 
cerning the residue of the vessels that 

20are left in this city, which Nebuchad- 
nezzar king of Babylon took not, when 
he carried away captive Jeconiah the 
son of Jehoiakim, king of Judah, from 
Jerusalem to Bahylon, and all the 

21 nobles of Judah and Jernsalem; yea, 
thus saith the Lorp of hosts, the God 
of Israel, concerning the vessels that 
are left in the honse of the Lorn, and 
in the honse of the king of Judah, and 

22at Jerusalem: They shall be carried 
to Babylon, and there shall they be, 
until the day that I visit them, saith 
the Lorp; then will I bring them up, 
and restore them to this place. 

28 And it came to pass the same year, 
in the beginning of the reigu of Zedek- 
iah king of Judah, in the fourth year, 
in the fifth month, that Hananiah the 
son of Azzur the prophet, which was 
of Gibeon, spake unto me in the honse 
of the Lorn, in the presence of the 
priests and of all the people, saying, 

2 Thus speaketh the Lorp of hosts, the 
God of Israel, saying, I have broken 

3 the yoke of the king of Babylon. With- 
in two full years will I bring again into 
this place all the vessels of the Lorp’s 
house, that Nebuchadnezzar king of 
Babylon took away from this place, and 
4earried them to Babylon: and I will 
bring again to this place Jeconiah the 
son of Jehoiakim, king of Judah, with 
all the captives of Judah, that went 
to Babylon, saith the Lorp: for I will 
break the yoke of the king of Babylon. 

5 Then the prophet Jeremiah said unto 
the prophet Hananiah in the presence 
of the priests, and in the presence of 
all the people that stood in the house 

6 of the Lorn, even the prophet Jeremiah 
said, Amen: the Lorp do so: the LorpD 
perform thy words which thou hast

prophesied, to bring again the vessels 
of the Lorp’s house, and all them of 
the captivity, from Babylon unto this 
Tplace. Nevertheless hear thou now 
this word that I speak in thine ears, 

Sand in the ears of all the people: The 
prophets that have been before me 
and before thee of old prophesied 
against many countries, and agaist 
great kingdoms, of war, and of evil, 

9and of pestilence. The prophet which 
prophesieth of peace, when the word 
of the prophet shall come to pass, 
then shall the prophet be known, ! that 

10 the Lorp hath truly sent him. Then 
Hananiah the prophet took the bar 
from off the prophet Jeremiah’s neck, 

iLand brake it. And Hananiah spake in 
the presence of all the people, saying, 
Thus saith the Lorp: Hven so will I 
break the yoke of Nebuchadnezzar king 
of Babylon within two full years from 
off the neck of all the nations. And 
the prophet Jeremiah went his way. 

12 Then the word of the Lorp came unto 
Jeremiah, after that Hananiah the 
prophet had broken the bar from off 
the neck of the prophet Jeremiah, say- 

13ing, Go, and tell Hananiah, saying, 
Thus saith the Lorp: Thou hast broken 
the bars of wood; but thou shalt 

14make in their stead bars of iron, Tor 
thus saith the Lorp of hosts, the God 
of Israel: I have put a yoke of iron 
upon the neck of all these nations, 
that they may serve Nebuchadnezzar 
king of Babylon; and they shall serve 
him; and I have given him the beasts 
15o0f the field also. Then said the pro- 
phet Jeremiah unto Hananiah the 
prophet, Hear now, Hananiah; the 
Lorp hath not sent thee; but thon 
makest this people to trust in a lie, 

16 Therefore thus saith the Lorp, Be- 
hold, I will send thee away from off 
the face of the earth: this year thon 
shalt die, because thou hast spoken re- 

17 bellion against the Lorp. So Hananiah 
the prophet died the same year in the 
seventh month. 

29 Now these are the words of ie 
letter that Jeremiah the prophet sent 
from Jerusalem unto the residue of the 
elders of the captivity, and to the 
priests, and to the prophets, and to 
all the people, whom Nebuchadnezzar 
had carried away captive from Jeru- 

2 salem to Babylon: (after that Jeconiah 
the king, and the queen- -mother, and 
the eunuchs, and the princes of Judah 
and J erusalem, and the craftsmen, and 
the smiths, were departed from Jeru- 

3salem;) by the hand of Elasah the son 
of Shaphan, and Gemariah the son of 
Hilkiah, (whom Zedekiah king of Judah 
sent unto Babylon to Nebuchadnezzar 
4king of Babylon,) saying, Thus saith 
the Lorp of hosts, the God of Israel, 
unto all the captivity, whom I have 


caused to be carried away captive from 

5 Jerusalem unto Babylon: Build ye 
houses, and dwell in them; and plant 
gardens, and eat the fruit of them; 
Gtake ye wives, and beget sons and 
daughters; aud take wives for your 
sons, and give your daughters to hus- 
bands, that they may bear sons and 
daughters; and multiply ye there, and 

7 be not diminished. And seek the peace 
of the city whither I have caused you 
to be carried away captive, and pray 
tuto the Lorp for it: for in the peace 

8 thereof shall ye have peace. Tor thus 
saith the Lorp of hosts, the God of 
Israel: Let not your prophets that be 
in the inidst of you, and your diviners, 
deceive you, neither hearken ye to 
your dreams which ye 2cause to be 
9dreamed, For they prophesy falsely 
unto you in my name: I have not sent 
10them, saith the Lonp. 
the Lorp, After seventy years be ac- 
complished for Babylon, I will visit 
you, and perform my good word to- 
ward you, in causing you to return to 
l1lthis place. For I know the thoughts 
that I think toward you, saith the 
Lorp, thoughts of peace, and not of 
evil, to give you ®hope in your latter 
l2end. And ye shall call upon me, and 
ye shall go and pray unto me, and I 
13 will hearken unto you. And ye shall 
seck me, and find me, when ye shall 
search for me with all your heart. 
14 And I will be found of you, saith the 
Lorp, and I will 4turn agam your 
captivity, and I will gather you from 
all the uations, and from all the places 
whither I have driven you, saith the 
Lorp; and I will bring you again unto 
the place whence I caused you to be 
l5carried away captive. For ye have 
said, The Lorp hath raised us up pro- 
16 phets in Babylon. For thus saith the 
Lorp concerning the king that sitteth 
upon the throne of David, and con- 
cerning all the people that dwell in 
this city, your brethren that are not 
gone forth with you into captivity; 
17 tlius saith the Lorp of hosts: Behold, 
I will send npon them the sword, the 
famine, and the pestilence, and will 
make them lke vile figs, that cannot 
18 be eaten, they are so bad. And I will 
pursue after them with the sword, 
with the famine, and with the pesti- 
lence, and will deliver them to be 
5tossed to and fro among all the king- 
doms of the earth, to be an execration, 
and an astonishment, and an hissing, 
and a reproach, among all the nations 
19 whither I have driven them: hecause 
they have not hearkened to my words, 
saith the Lorp, wherewith I sent unto 
them my serv ants the prophets, rtsing 
up early and sending them; but ye 
20 would not hear, saith the Lorp. Hear 
ye therefore the word of the Lorp, 
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all ye of the captivity, whom I have sent 
away from Jerusalem to Babylon. 

21 Thus saith the Lorp of hosts, the 
Ged of Israel, concerning Ahab the 
son of Kolaiah, and concerning Zed- 
ekiah the son of Maaseiah, which 
prophesy a lie unto you in my name: 
Behold, I will deliver them into the 
hand ef Nebuchadrezzar king of Baby- 
len; and he shall slay them before your 

22 eyes; and of them shall be taken up 
a curse by all the captives of Judah 
which are in Babylon, saying, The 
Lorp make thee like Zedekiah and 
like Ahab, whem the king of Babylon 

23 roasted in the fire: because they have 
wrought folly in Israel, and have com- 
mitted adultery with then neighbours’ 
wives, and have spoken words in my 
name falsely, which I commanded them 
not; and I am he that knoweth, and 
am witness, saith the Lorp. 

24 And teoncerning Shemaiah the Ne- 

25 helamite theu shalt speak, saying, Thus 
speaketh the Lorp of hosts, the God 
of Israel, saying, Because theu hast 
sent letters in thine own name unto 
all the people that are at Jerusalem, 
and to Zephaniah the son of Maaseiah 
the priest, and to all the priests, say- 

26ing, The Lorp hath made thee priest 
in the stead of Jehoiada the priest, 
thatye should be officers in the house of 
the Lonrp, for every man that is mad, 
and maketh himself a prophet, that 
thou shouldest put him in the stocks 

27 and in 2shackles. Now therefore, why 
hast thou not rebuked Jeremiah of Ana- 
thoth, which maketh himself a prophet 

28to you, forasmuch as he hath sent 
unto us in Babylon, saying, The captiv- 
aty is long: build ye houses, and dwell 
in them; and plant gardens, and eat 

29 the fruit of them? And Zephaniah the 
priest read this letter in the ears of 

30 Jeremiah the prophet. Then came the 
word of the Lorp unte Jeremiah, say- 


| 31 ing, Send to all them of the captivity, 


saying, Thus saith the Lorp concern- 
ing Shemaiah the Nehelamite: Because 
that Shemaiah hath prophesied unto 
you, and I sent him net, and he hath 
32 caused you to trust in a lie; therefore 
thus saith the Lorp, Behold, I will 
punish Shemaiah the Nehelamite, and 
his seed; he shall not have a man to 
dwell among this people, neither shall 
he behold the good that I will do unto 
my people, saith the Lorp: because 
He hath spoken rebellion against the 
4ORD. 


30 The word that came to Jeremiah 
2frem the Lorn, saying, Thus speaketh 
the Lorp, the Ged of Isracl, saying, 
Write thee all the words that I have 
3speken unto thee in a book. Fer, lo, 
the days come, saith the Lorp, that I 
will ®turn again the captivity of my 





people Israel and Judah, saith the 
Lerp: and I will cause them to return 
to the land that I gave to their fathers, 
and they shall possess it. 
4 And these are the words that the 
Lorp spake concerning Israel and 
5 concerning Judah. For thus saith the 
Lorp: We have heard a voice of trem- 
6 bling, 4 of fear, and not of peace, Ask 
ye how, and see whether a man doth 
travail with child: wherefore do I see 
every man with his hands on his leins, 
as a woman in travail, and all faces 
7are turned into paleness? Alas! for 
that day is great, so that none is like 
it: it is even the time of Jacob’s 
trouble; but he shall be saved ont of 
Sit. And it shall come te pass in that 
day, saith the Lorp of hosts, that I 
will break his yoke from off thy neck, 
and will burst thy bands; and strangers 
shall no more serve themselves of him: 
9but they shall serve the Lorp their 
God, and David their king, whem I 
10 will raise up unte them. Therefore 
fear thou net, O Jacob my servant, 
saith the Lorp; neither be dismayed, 
O Israel: for, lo, I will save thee from 
afar, and thy seed from the land of 
their captivity; and Jacob shall return, 
and shall be quiet and at ease, and 
llnone shall make him afraid. For I 
am with thee, saith the Lorp, to save 
thee: for J will make a full end of all 
the nations whither I have scattered 
thee, but I will not make a full end of 
thee; but I will correct thee with judge- 
ment, and will in uo wise ®leave thee 
unpunished. 
12 For thus saith the Lorp, Thy hurt 
is incurable, and thy wound grievous. 
13 There is none to plead thy cause, 
‘that thou mayest be bound up: thou 
1lfhast no healing medicines. All thy 
lovers have forgotten thee; they seek 
thee not: for I have wounded thee 
with the weund of an enemy, with the 
chastisement of a cruel one; for the 
8ereatness of thine iniquity, because 
15 thy sins were increased. Why criest 
thou %for thy hurt? thy pain is in- 
curable: for the ®&greatness of thine 
iniquity, because thy sins were in- 
creased, I have done these things 
16unto thee. Therefore all they that 
devour thee shall be devoured; and 
all thine adversaries, every one of 
them, shall go into captivity; and they 
that spoil thee shall be a spoil, and all 
that prey upon thee will I give for a 
17 prey. For I will restore health un- 
to thee, and I will heal thee of thy 
wounds, saith the Lorp; because they 
have called thee an outcast, saying, It 
is Zion, whom no man |! seeketh after. 
18 Thus saith the Lorp: Behold, I will 
Sturn again the captivity of Jacob’s 
tents, and have compassion on _ his 
dwelling places; and the city shall be 
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nations, and declare it in the isles afar 
off; and say, He that scattered Isracl 
will gather him, and keep him, as a 
11 shepherd doth his flock. Jor the Lorp 
hath ransomed Jacob, and redeemed 
him from the hand of him that was 
And they shall 
come and sing in the height of Zion, 
and shall flow together unto the good- 
ness of the Lorn, to the corn, and to 
the wine, and to the oil, and to the 
young of the flock and of the herd: 
and their soul shall be as a watered 
garden; and they shall net sorrow any 
13 more at all. Then shall the virgin re- 
joice in the dance, and the young men 
and the old together: for I will turn 
their mourning into joy, and will com- 
fort them, and make them rejoice from 
14their sorrow. And I will satiate the 
soul of the priests with fatness, and 
my people shall be satisfied with my 
goodness, saith the Lorn. 

Thus saith the Lorp: A voiceis heard 
in Ramah, lamentation, and bitter 
weeping, Rachel weeping for her child- 
ren; she refuseth to be comforted for 
her children, because they are not. 
16 Thus saith the Lorn: Refrain thy voice 

from weeping, and thine eyes frem 
tears: for thy work shall be rewarded, 
saith the Lorp; and they shall come 
17 again from the land of the enemy. Aud 
there is hope for thy latter end, saith 
the Lorp; and thy children shall come 
18 again totheir own berder. I havesure- 
ly heard Ephraim bemeaning himself 
thus, Thou hast chastised me, and I 
was chastised, as a calf unaccustomed 
to the yoke: turn thon me, and I shall 
be turned; for thon art the Lorp my 
19 God. Surely after that I was turned, 
and after that I was 
instructed, I smote upen my thigh: J 
was ashamed, yea, even confounded, 
because I did bear the reproach of my 
20 youth. Js Ephraim my dear son? is 
he a pleasant child? for as eften as I 
speak against him, I do earnestly re- 
member him still: therefore my bowels 
Bare troubled fer him; I will surely 
have mercy upon him, saith the Lorn. 
21 Set thee up waymarks, make thee 
guide-posts: set thine heart toward 
the high way, even the way by which 
thou wentest: turn again, O virgin of 
Israel, turn again to these thy cities. 
22 How long wilt thou go )ither and 
thither, O thou backsliding daughter? 
for the Lorp hath created a new thing

2 Now at that time the king of Babylon’s 
army besieged Jerusalem: and Jerem- 
iah the prophet was shut up in the 
eourt of the guard, which was in the 

3 king of Judah’s house. For Zedekiah 
king of Judah had shut him up, say- 
ing, Wherefore dost thou prophesy, 
and say, Thus saith the Lorp, Be- 
hold, I will give this city into the hand 
of the king of Babylon, aud he shall 

4take it; and Zedekiah king of Judah 
shall not escape out of the hand of the 
Chaldeans, but shall surely be deliv- 
ered into the hand of the king of Bab- 
ylon, and shall speak with him mouth 
to mouth, and his eyes shall behold 

5his eyes; and he shall lead Zedekiali 
to Babylon, and there shall he be until 
I visit him, saith the Lorn: though 
ye fight with the Chaldeans, ye shall 
not prosper ? 

6 And Jeremiah said, The word of the 

7 Lorp came unto me, saying, Behold, 
Flanamel the son of Shallum thine uncle 
shall come unto thee, saying, Buy thee 
my field that is in Anathoth: for the 
right of redemption is thine to buy it. 

8 So Hanamel mine uncle’s sou came to 
me in the court of the guard according 
to the word of the Lorp, and said 
unto me, Buy my field, I pray thee, 
that is in Anathoth, which is im the 
Jand of Benjamin: for the right of 
inheritance is thine, and the redemp- 
tiou is thine; buy it for thyself. Then 
I knew that this was the word of the 

9Lorp. And I bonght the field that was 
in Anathoth of Hanamel mine uncle’s 
son, and weighed him the money, even 

10seventeen shekels of silver. And I 
subscribed the deed, and sealed it, and 
called witnesses, and weighed him the 

11 money in the balances. So I took the 
deed of the purchase, both that which 
was sealed, taccording to the law and 
custom, and that which was open: 

1Zand I delivered the deed of the pur- 
chase unto Baruch the son of Neriah, 
the son of Mahseiah, in the presence of 
Hanamel mine uncle’s son, aud m the 
presence of the witnesses that sub- 
scribed the deed of the purchase, be- 
fore all the Jews that sat in the court 

130f the guard. And I charged Baruch 

14 before them, saying, Thus saith the 
Lorp of hosts, the God of Israel: Take 
these deeds, this deed of the purchase, 
both that which is sealed, and this 
deed which is open, and put them in 
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an earthen vessel; that they may econ- 

15tinne many days. For thus saith the 
Lorp of hosts, the Ged of Israel: 
Honses and fields and vineyards shall 
yet again be bought in this land. 

16 Now after I had delivered the deed 
of the purchase unto Baruch the son 
of Neriah, I prayed unto the Lorn, 

I7saying, Ah Lord Gop! behold, then 
hast made the heaven and the earth by 
thy great power and by thy stretched

18for thee: which shewest mercy unto 
thousands, and reeompensest the in- 
iquity of the fathers into the bosom 
of their children after them: the great, 
the mighty God, the Lorp of hosts is 

19 hisname: great in counsel, and mighty 
in work: whose eyes are open upon all 
the ways of the sons of men; to give 
every cne acecrding to his ways, and 
according to the fruit of his doings: 

20 which didst set signs and wenders in 
the land of Egypt, even unto this day, 
2both in Israel and ameng other men; 
and madest thee a name, as at this 

21day; and didst bring forth thy people 
Israel out cf the land of Egypt with 
signs, and with wonders, and with a 
strong hand, and with a stretched out 

22arm, and with great terror; and gavest 
them this land, which thou didst swear 
to their fathers to give them, a land 
23flowing with milk and honey; and 
they came in, and possessed it; but 
they obeyed net thy veiee, neither 
walked in thy law; they have done 
nothing of all that thou eommandedst 
them todo: therefore thou hast eansed 

24 all this evil to come upen them: behold 
the mounts, they are come unto the 
city to take it; and the city is given 
into the hand of the Chaldeans that 
fight against it, beeanse of the sword, 
and of the famine, and of the pestilence: 
and what thou hast speken is eome to 

25 pass; and, behold, theu seest it. And 
thou hast said unto me, O Lord Gop, 
Buy thee the field for money, and call 
witnesses; whereas the city is given 
into the hand of the Chaldeans. 

26 Then came the word of the Lorp 

27 unto Jeremiah, saying, Beheld, I am 
the Lorn, the God of all flesh: is there 
any thmg toc hard for me? 

28 Therefore thus saith the Lorn: Be- 
hold, I will give this city into the hand 
of the Chaldeans, and into the hand of 
Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon, and 

29he shall take it: and the Chaldeans, 
that fight against this city, shall eome 
and set this city on fire, and burn it, 
with the houses, upon whese roofs 
they have offered incense unto Baal, 
and poured out drink offerings unto 
other gods, to proveke me to anger. 

30For the children of Israel and the 
children cf Judah have only done that 
which was evil in my sight from their 
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youth: for the children of Israel have 

ouly provoked ine to anger with the 

werk of their hands, saith the Loxrp. 

31 For this eity hath been to me a pro- 
vocation of mine anger and of iny fury 
froin the day that they built it even 
unto this day; that I should remeve 

32 it from before my faee: because of all 
the evil of the children of Israel and 
of the children of Jndah, which they 
have done to provoke me to anger, 
they, their kings, their princes, their 
priests, and their prophets, and the 
men of Judah, and the inhabitants 

33 of Jerusalem. And they have tured 
unto me the back, and not the face: 
and though I tanght them, rising up 
early and teaching them, yet they 
have net hearkened to receive instrne- 

34tion. But they set their abominations 
in the house which is ealled by my 

35 name, to defile it. And they built the 
high places of Baal, which are in the 
valley cf the son of Hinnom, to cause 
their sons and their danghters to pass 
threugh the fire unto Molech; which 
I commanded them not, neither came 
it into my ®mind, that they should do 
this abonminatien; to cause Judah to 
sin. 

36 Andnowtherefore thus saith the Lorn, 
the Ged of Israel, eoneerning this city, 
whereof ye say, It is given into the hand 
of the king of Babylon by the sword, 
and by the famine, and by the pesti- 

37 lence: Behold, I will gather them cut 
of ali the countries, whither I have 
driven them in mine anger, and in my 
fury, and in great wrath; and I will 
bring thei again unto this place, and 

38 I will cause them to dwell safely: and 
they shall be my people, and I will be 

39 their God: and I will give them one 
heart and one way, that they may fear 
me for ever; for the goed of them, and 

40 of their children after them: and I will 
make an everlasting covenant with 
them, that I will net turn away 4from 
them, to de them goed; and I will put 
my fear in their hearts, that they shall 

41 not depart from me. Yea, I will re- 
joice over them to do them good, and 
Twill plant them in this land °assnred- 
ly with my whole heart and with my 

42 whole soul. For thus saith the Lorp: 
Like as I have brenght all this great 
evil upon this people, so will I bring 
upon them all the goed that I have 

43 promised them. And fields shall be 
bonght m this land, whereof ye say, It 
is desolate, without man cr beast; it is 
given into the hand of the Chaldeans. 

44 Men shall buy fields for money, and 

subseribe the deeds, and seal them, and 

call witnesses, in the land of Benjamin, 
and in the places about Jerusalem, 
and in the eities of Judah, and in the 
eities of the hill conntry, and in the 
cities of the lowland, and in the eities 
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of the South: for I will cause their 
captivity to return, saith the Lorn. 
83 Moreover the word of the Lorp 
came unto Jeremiah the second time, 
while he was yet shut up in the court 
2of the guard, saying, Thus saith the 
Lorp that doeth it, the Lorp that 
formeth it to establish it; the Lorp is 
8his name: Call unto me, and I will 
answer thee, and will shew thee great 
things, and Jdifficult, which thou know- 
dest not. For thus saith the Lorp, the 
God of Israel, concerning the houses 
of this city, and conecrning the houses 
of the kings of Judah, which are 
broken down to make a defence against 
the mounts, and against the sword: 
5 They come to fight with the Chaldeans, 
bui it is to fill them with the dead 
bodies of men, whom I have slain in 
mine anger and in my fury, and for all 
whose wickedness I have hid my face 
6from this city. Behold, I will bring it 
2health and cure, and I willcure them; 
and I will reveal unto them abund- 
Tance of peace and truth. And I will 
cause the captivity of Judab and the 
captivity of Israel to return, and will 





the hands of him that telleth them, 
saith the Lorp. 

14 Behold, the days come, saith the 
Lorp, that I will perform that good 
word which I have spoken concerning 
the house of Israel and concerning the 

1S5house of Judah. In those days, and 
at that time, will I cause a? Branch of 
righteousness to grow up unto David; 
and he shall execute judgement and 

16 righteousness in the land. In those 
days shall Judah be saved, and Jeru- 
salem shall dwell safely: and this is 
the name whereby she shall be called, 

174The Lorp is our righteousness. For 
thus saith the Lorp: ®David shall 
never want a man to sit upon the 

18 throne of the house of Israel; neither 
shall the priests the Levites want a 
man before me to offer burnt offerings, 
and to burn 6 oblations, and to do sacri- 

19 fice continually. And the word of the 
Lorp came unto Jeremiah, saying, 

20'Thus saith the Lorp: If ye can break 
my covenant of the day, and my coven- 
ant of the night, so that there should 
not be day and night in their season; 

21 then may also my covenant be broken 
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8 build them, as at the first. And I will 
cleanse them from all their iniquity, 
whereby they have sinned against me; 
and I will pardon all their iniquities, 
whereby they have sinned against me, 
and whereby they have transgressed 

Jagainst me. And thts city shall be to 
me for a name of joy, for a praise and 
for a glory, before all the nations of 
the earth, which shall hear all the good 
that I do unto them, and shall fear 
and tremble for all the good and for all 

10 the peace that I procure unto it. Thus 
saith the Lorp: Yet again there shall 
be heard in this place, whereof ye say, 
It is waste, without man and with- 
out beast, even in the cities of Ju- 
dah, andin the streets of Jerusalem, 
that are desolate, without man and 
withont inhabitant and without beast,

ness, the voice of the bridegroom and 
the voice of the bride, the voice of them 


with David my servant, that he shouid 
not have a son to reign upon his 
throne; and with the Levites the 
22 priests, my ministers.

jah from the Lorp, when Nebuchad- 
nezzar king of Babylon, and all his 
army, and all the kingdoms of the 
earth that were under his dominion, 
and all the peoples, fought against 
Jerusalem, and against all the cities 
2 thereof, saying: Thus saith the Lorp, 
the God of Israel, Go, and speak to 
Zedekiah king of Judah, and tell him, 
Thus saith the Lorp, Behold, I will 
give this city into the hand of the king 


and in the cities of the South, and in a. 
| the land of Benjamin, andin the places| of Babylon, and he shall burn it with 
3 fire: and thou shalt not escape out of 


about Jerusalem, and in the cities of 
Judah, shall the flocks again pass nnder 


his hand, but shalt surely be taken, 
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and delivered into his hand; and thine 
eyes shall behold the eyes of the king 
of Babylon, and he shall speak with 
thee mouth to mouth, and thou shalt 
1goto Babylon. Yet hear the word of 
the Lorp, O Zedekiah king of Judah: 
thus saith the Lorp coneerning thee, 

5 Thou shalt not die by the sword; thon 
shalt die in peace; and with the burn- 
ings of thy fathers, the former kings 
whieh were before thee, so shall they 
1make a burning for thee; and they 
shall lament thee, saying, Ah lord! 
for I have spoken the word, saith the 

GLorp. Then Jeremiah the prophet 
spake all these words unto Zedekiah 

7 king of Judah in Jerusalem, when the 
king of Babylon’s army fought against 
Jerusalem, and against all the cities of 
Judah that were left, against Lachish 
and against Azekah; for these alone 
remained of the cities of Judah as 
feneed cities. 

8 The word that came unto Jeremiah 
from the Lorn, after that the king 
Zedekiah bad made a covenant with 
all the people which were at Jerusalem, 

9to proclaim liberty unto them; that 
every nan should let his manservant, 
and every man his maidservant, being 
an Hebrew or an Hebrewess, go free; 
that none should serve himself of them, 

10 to wit, of a Jew his brother: and all 
the princes and all the people obeyed, 
which had entered into the covenant, 
that every one shonld let his man- 
servant, and every one his maidservant, 
go free, that none should serve them- 
selves of them any more; they obeyed, 
liand let them go: but afterwards they 
turned, and caused the servants and 
the handmaids, whom they had let go 
free, to return, and brought them 
into subjection for servants and for 
12 handmaids: therefore the word of the 
Lorp came to Jeremiah from the 
13 Lorp, saying, Thus saith the Lorp, 
the God of Israel: I made a eovenant 
with your fathers in the day that I 
brought them forth out of the land of 
Egypt, out of the house of 2 bondage, 
ldsaying, At the end cf seven years ye 
shall let go every man his brother that 
is an Hebrew, which 2hath been sold 
uuto thec, and hath served thee six 
years, thou shalt let him go free from 
thee: but your fathers hearkened not 
unto me, neither inclined their ear. 
15 And ye were now turned, and had doue 
that which is right in mine eyes, in 
proelaiming liberty every man to his 
neighbour; and ye had made a coven- 
ant before me in the house which is 
16called by my name: but ye turned 
and profaned my name, and caused 
every man his servant, and every 
man his handmaid, whom ye had let 
go free at their pleasure, to return; 


and ye brought them into subjeetion, 
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to be unto you for servants and for 
17handmaids. Therefore thus saith the 
Lorp: Ye have not hearkened unto 
me, to proclaim liberty, every man 
to his brother, and every man to his 
neighbour: behold, I proclaim unto 
you a liberty, saith the Lorp, to 
the sword, to the pestilenee, and to 
the famine; and I will make you to 
be 4tossed to and fro among all the 
18 kingdoms of the earth. And I will give 
the men that have transgressed my 
eovenant, which have not performed 
the words of the covenant whieh they 
made before me, when they cut the 
ealf in twain and passed between the 
19 parts thereof; the prinees of Judah, 
and the prinees of Jerusalem, the 
eunuchs, and the priests, and all the 
people of the land, which passed be- 
20 tween the parts of the ealf; I will even 
give them into the hand of their ene- 
mies, and into the hand of them that 
seek their life: and their dead bodies 
shall be for meat unto the fowls of the 
heaven, and to the beasts of the earth. 
21 And Zedekiah king of Judah and his 
prinees will I give into the hand of 
their enemies, and into the hand of them 
that seek their life, and into the hand of 
the king of Babylon’s army, which are 
22 gone up from you. Behold, I will com- 
mand, saith the Lorp, and eause them 
to return to this eity; and they shall 
fight against it, and take it, and burn it 
with fire: and I will make the cities of 
Judah a desolation, without inhabitant. 


85 The word which came unto Jerem- 
iah from the Lorp in the days of Jehoi- 
akim the son of Josiah, king of Judah, 

2saying, Go unto the house of the 
Reehabites, and speak unto them, and 
bring them into the house of the Lorn, 
into one of the chambers, and give them 
8 wine to drink. Then I took Jaazaniah 
the son of Jeremiah, the son of Habaz- 
ziniah, and his brethren, and all his 
sons, and the whole house of the Re- 
4chabites; and I brought them into the 
house of the Lorp, into the chamber 
of the sons of Hanan the son of Igdal- 
iah, the man of God, whieh was by 
the chamber of the princes, which was 
above the chamber of Maaseiah the 
son of Shallum, the keeper of the 
56door: and I set before the sons of the 
house of the Rechabites bowls full of 
wine, and cups, and I said unto them, 
6Drink ye wine. But they said, We 
will drink no wine: for Jonadab the son 
of Rechab our father commanded us, 
saying, Ye shall drink no wine, neither 
7ye, nor your sons, for ever: neither 
shall ye build house, nor sow seed, nor 
plant vineyard, nor have any: but all 
your days ye shall dwell in tents; that 
ye may live many days in the land 
Swherein ye sojourn. And we have 
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obeyed the voice of Jonadab the son of 
Rechab our father in all that he charged 
us, to drink no wine all our days, we, 
our Wives, our sons, nor our dangh- 
9ters; nor to build houses for us to 
dwellin: neither have we vineyard, nor 
10 field, nor seed: but we have dwelt in 
tents, and have obeyed, and done ac- 
cording to all that Jonadab our father 
lleommanded us. But it came to pass, 
when Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon 
came up into the land, that we said, 
Come, and let us go to Jerusalem for 
fear of the army of the Chaldeans, and 
for fear of the army of the Syrians; so 
we dwell at Jerusalem. 
12 Then came the word of the Lorp 
13unto Jeremiah, saying, Thus saith 
the Lorp of hosts, the God of Israel: 
Go, and say to the men of Judah 
and the inhabitants of Jerusalem, Will 
ye not receive instruction to hearken 
14to my words? saith the Lorp. The 
words of Jonadab the son of Rechab, 
that he commanded his sons, not to 
dvink wine, are performed, and nnto 
this day they drink none, for they 
obey their father’s commandment: but 
I have spoken unto you, rising up 
early and speaking; and ye have not 
15 hearkened unto me. I have sent also 
unto you all my scrvants the pro- 
phets, rising up early and sending 
them, saying, Return ye now every 
man from his evil way, and amend 
your doings, and go not after other 
gods to serve them, and ye shall dwell 
in the land which I have given to you 
and to your fathers: but ye have not 
inclined your ear, nor hearkened unto 
16me. Forasmuch as the sons of Jona- 
dab the son of Rechab have performed 
the commandmeut of their father 
which he commanded them, but this 
people hath not hearkened unto me; 
17 therefore thus saith the Lorp, the 
God of hosts, the Gad of Israel: Be- 
hold, I will bring upon Judah and 
upon all the inhabitants of Jernsalem 
all the evil that I have pronounced 
against them: because I have spoken 
unto them, but they have not heard; 
and I have called unto them, but they 
18have not answered. And Jeremiah 
said unto the house of the Rechabites, 
Thus saith the Lorp of hosts, the 
God of Israel: Because ye have obeyed 
the commandment of Jonadab your 
father, and kept all his precepts, and 
done according unto all that he com- 
19manded you; therefore thus saith the 
Lorp of hosts, the God of Israel: Jona- 
dab the son of Rechab shall not want a 
man to stand before me for ever. 


36 And it came to pass in the fourth 
year of Jehoiakim the son of Josiah, 
king of Judah, that this word came 
unto Jeremiah from the Lorp, saying, 


2 Take thee a roll of a book, and write 
therein all the words that I have spoken 
unto thee against Israel, and against 
Judah, and against all the nations, 
from the day I spake unto thee, from 
the days of Josiah, even unto this day. 

3It may be that the house of Judah 
will hear all the evil which I purpose 
to do unto them; that they may re- 
turn every man from his evil way; 
that I may forgive their iniquity and 

4their sin. Then Jeremiahcalled Baruch 
the son of Neriah; and Baruch wrote 
from the mouth of Jeremiah all the 
words of the Lorp, which he had 
spoken unto him, upon a roll of a book. 
5And Jeremiah commanded Baruch, 
saying, I am !shnt up; I camnot go 

Ginto the house of the Lorp: therefore 
go thou, and read in the roll, which 
thou hast written from my mouth, the 
words of the Lorp in the ears of the 
people in the Lorp’s house upon the 
fast day: and also thon shalt read 
them in the ears of all Judah that 

7come out of their cities. It may be 
8they will present their supphcation 
before the Lorn, and will return every 
one from his evil way: for great is the 
anger and the fury that the Lorp hath 

8 pronounced against this people. And 
Baruch the son of Neriah did according 
to all that Jeremiah the prophet com- 
mauded him, reading in the book the 
words of the Lorp in the Lorp’s house. 

9 Now it came to pass in the fifth year 
of Jehoiakim the son of Josiah, king of 
Judah, in the ninth month, that all the 
people in Jerusalem, and all the people 
that came from the cities of Judah 
unto Jerusalem, proclaimed a fast be- 

10 fore the Lorp. Then read Baruch in 
the book the words of Jeremiah in 
the house of the Lorp, in the chamber 
of Gemariah the son of Shaphan the 
scribe, in the upper court, at the entry 
of the new gate of the Lorp’s house, in 

11 the ears of all the people. And when 
Micaiah the son of Gemariah, the son 
of Shaphan, had heard out of the book 
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12all the words of the Lorp, he went } 


down into the king’s house, into the 
seribe’s chamber: and, lo, all the princes 
sat there, even Elishama the scribe, 
and Delaiah the son of Shemaiah, and 
Elnathan the son of Achbor, and Ge- 
mariah the son of Shaphan, and Zed- 
ekiah the son of Hananiah, and all the 
13 princes. Then Micaiah declared unto 
them all the words that he had heard, 
when Baruch read the book in the 
l4ears of the people. Therefore all the 
princes sent Jehudi the son of Nethan- 
jah, the son of Shelemiah, the son of 
Cushi, unto Baruch, saying, Take in 
thine hand the roll wherein thou hast 
read in the ears of the people, and 
come. So Baruch the son of Neriah 
took the roll in his hand, and came 
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15unto them. And they said unto him, 
Sit down now, and read it in our ears. 
16 So Baruch read it in their ears. Now 
it came to pass, when they had heard 
all the words, they turned in fear one 
toward another, and said unte Baruch, 
We will surely tell the king of all these 
17 words. And they asked Baruch, say- 
ing, Tell us now, How didst thou write 
18 all these words at his mouth? Then 
Baruch answered them, He pronounced 
all these words unto me with his mouth, 
and I wrote them with ink in the book. 


119Then said the princes unto Baruch, 


Go, hide thee, thou and Jeremiah; and 
20let no man know where ye be. And 
they went in to the king into the 
court; but they had laid up the roll in 
the chamber of Elishama the scribe; 
and they told all the words in the cars 
2Lof the kmg. §Sothe king sent Jehudi 
to fetch the roll: and he took it out of 
the chamber of Elshama the scribe. 
And Jehudi read it in the ears of the 
king, and in the ears of all the princes 

22 which stood beside the king. Now the 
king sat in the winter house in the 
ninth month: and there was a fire in 

23the brasier burning before him. And 
it came to pass, when Jehudi liad read 
three or four leaves, that the king cut 
it with the penknife, and cast it into 
the fire that was in the brasier, until 
all the roll was consumed in the fire 

24that was in the brasier. And they 
were not afraid, nor rent their gar- 
ments, neither the king, nor any of his 
servants that heard all these words. 

25 Moreover Elnathan and Delaiah and, 
Gemariah had made intercession to the 
king that he would not burn the roll: 

26 but he would not hear them. And the 
king commanded Jerahmeel 2 the king’s 
son, and Seraiah the son of Azriel, and 
Shelemiah the son of Abdeel, to take 
Baruch the seribe and Jeremiah the 
prophet: but the Lorp hid them. 

27 Then the word of the Lorp came to 
Jeremiah, after that the king had 
burned the roll, and the words which 
Barueh wrote at the mouth of Jeremiah, 

28 saying, Take thee again another roll, 
and write in it all the former words 
that were in the first roll, which 
Jehoiakim the king of Judah hath 

29 burned. And concerning Jehoiakim 
king of Judah thou shalt say, Thus 
saith the Lorp: Thou hast burned 
this roll, saying, Why hast thou written 
therein, saying, The king of Babylon 
shall certainly come and destroy this 
land, and shall cause to cease from 

30 thence man and beast? Therefore thus 
saith the Lorp concerning Jehoiakim 
king of Judah: He shall have none to 
sit upon the throne of David: and his 
dead body shall be cast out in the day 
to the heat, and in the night to the 


31 frost. And I will punish him and his 
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seed and his servants for their iniquity ; 

and I will bring upon them, and upon 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem, and up- 
on the men of Judah, all the evil that 
I have pronounced against them, but 

32 they hearkened not. Then took Je- 
remiah another roll, and gave it to 
Baruch the scribe, the son of Neriah; 
who wrote therein from the mouth of 
Jeremiah all the words of the book 
which Jehoiakim king of Judah had 
burned in the fire: and there were added 
besides unte them many like words. 


37 And Zedekiah the son of Josiah 
reigned as king, instead of ’ Coniah the 
son of Jehoiakim, whom Nebuchadrez- 
zar king of Babylon made king m the 

2land of Judah. But neither he, nor 
his servants, nor the people of the 
land, did hearken unto the werds of 
the Lorp, which he spake by the 
prophet Jeremiah. 

3 And Zedekiah the king sent Jehucal 
the son of Shelemiah, and Zephaniah 
the son of Maaseiah the priest, to the 
prophet Jeremiah, saying, Pray now 

4unto the Lorp our God for us. Now 
Jeremiah came in and went out among 
the people: for they had not put him 

5into prison. And Pharaoh’s army was 
come forth: out of Egypt: and when 
the Chaldeans that besieged Jerusalem 
heard tidmgs of them, they brake up 
6from Jerusalem. Then came the word 
of the Lorp unto the prophet Jeremiah, 
7saying, Thus saith the Lorn, the God 
of Israel: Thus shall ye say to the 
king of Judah, that sent you mto me 
to inquire of me; Behold, Pharaoh’s 
army, which is eome forth to help you, 
shall return to Egypt into their own 

Sland. And the Chaldeans shall come 
again, and fight against this city; and 
they shall take it, and burn it with fire. 

9Thus saith the Lorp: Deceive not 
4yourselves, saying, The Chaldeans shall 
surely depart from us: for they shall 

10 not depart. For though ye had smitten 
the whole army of the Chaldeans that 
fight against you, and there remained 
but 5wounded men among them, yet 
should they rise up every man in his 
tent, and bnin this city with fire. 

11 And it came to pass that when the 
army of the Chaldeans was broken up 
from Jerusalem for fear of Pharaoh’s 

12 army, then Jeremiah went forth out of 
Jerusalem to go into the land of Ben- 
jamin, to receive his portion 6 there, in 

13 the midst of the people. And when he 
was in the gate of Benjamin, a captain 
of the ward was there, whose name 
was Irijah, the son of Shelemiah, the 
son of Hananiah; and he laid hold on 
Jeremiah the prophet, saying, Thou 

14fallest away to the Chaldeans. Then 

said Jeremiah, It is false; I fall not 
away to the Chaldeans; but he heark- 
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ened not to him: so Jrijah laid hold on 
Jeremiah, and brought him to the 
15 princes. And the prmces were wroth 
with Jeremiah, and smote him, and 
put him in prison in the honse of 
Jonathan the scribe; for they had 
16 made that the prison. When Jeremiah 
was come into the }dungeon house, 
and into the cells, and Jeremiah had 
17 remained there many days; then Zed- 
ekiah the king sent, and fetched him: 
and the king asked him secretly in his 
house, and said, Is there any word 
from the Lorp? And Jeremiah said, 
There is. He said also, Thou shalt be 
delivered into the hand of the king 
18 of Babylon. Moreover Jeremiah said 
unto king Zedekiah, Wherein have I 
smned against thee, or against thy 
servants, or against this people, that ye 
19 have put me in prison? Where now are 
your prophets which prophesied unto 
you, saying, The king of Babylon shall 
not come against you, nor against this 
20land? And now hear, I pray thee, O 
my lord the king: let my supphcation, 
I pray thee, 2be accepted before thee; 
that thou cause me not to return to 
the house of Jonathan the scribe, lest 
211 die there. Then Zedekiah the king 
commanded, and they committed Je- 
remiah into the court of the guard, 
and they gave him daily a loaf of 
bread out of the bakers’ street, until 
all the bread in the city was spent. 
Thus Jeremiah remamed in the court 
of the guard. 
38 And Shephatiah the son of Mattan, 
and Gedahah the son of Pashhur, and 
Jucal the son of Shelemiah, and Pash- 
hur the son of Matchiah, heard the 
words that Jeremiah spake unto all 
2the people, saying, Thus saith the 
Lorp, He that abideth in this city 
shall die by the sword, by the famine, 
and by the pestilence: but he that 
goeth forth to the Chaldeans shall 
live, and his life shall be unto him for 
oa prey, and he shall hve. Thus saith 
the Lorp, This city shall surely be 
given into the hand of the army of the 
king of Babylon, and he shall take it. 
4 Then the princes said unto the king, 
Let this man, we pray thee, be put to 
death; forasmueh as he weakeneth 
the hands of the men of war that re- 
main in this city, and the hands of all 
the people, in speaking such words 
unto them: for this man seeketl not 
the welfare of this people, but the 
S5hurt. And Zedekiah the king said, 
Behold, he is in your hand: for the 
king is not he that can do any thing 
Gagainst you. Then took they Jerem- 
jah, and east him into the ?dungeon 
of Malchiah *the king’s son, that was 
in the court of the guard: and they 
let down Jeremiah with cords. And 
in the dungeon there was no water, 
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but mire: and Jeremiah sank in the 
Trire. Now when Ebed-melech the 
Ethiopian, an eunuch, which was im 
the king’s house, heard that they had 
put Jeremiah in the dungeon; the 
king then sitting iu the gate of Ben- 
8jamin; Ebed-melech went forth out 
of the king’s house, and spake to the 
9 king, saying, My lord the king, these 
men have done evilinall that they have 
done to Jeremiah the prophet, whom 
they have cast into the dungeon; and 
She is like to die in the place where 
he is because of the famine: for there 
10is no more bread in the city. Then 
the king commanded Ebed-imelech the 
Ethiopian, saying, Take from hence 
thirty men with thee, and take up 
Jeremiah the prophet out of the dun- 

11 geon, before he die. So Ebed-melech 
took the men with him, and went into 
the house of the king under the trea- 
sury, and took thence old cast clouts 
and old rotten rags, and let them down 
by cords into the dungeon to Jeremiah. 

12 And Ebed-inelech the Ethiopian said 
unto Jeremiah, Put now these old cast 
clouts and rotten rags under thine 
armholes under the cords. And Jerem- 

1Siah did so. So they drew up Jeremiah 
with the cords, and took him up out of 
the dungeon: and Jeremiah remained 
in the court of the guard. 

14 Then Zedekiah the king sent, and 
took Jeremiah the prophet unto him 
into the third entry that is in the 
house of the Lorn: and the king said 
unto Jeremiah, I will ask thee a thing; 

15 hide nothingfrom me. Then Jeremiah 
suid unto Zedekiah, If I declare it unto 
thee, wilt thou not surely put me to 
death? and if I give thee counsel, thou 

16 wilt not hearken untome. So Zedekiah 
the king sware secretly unto Jeremiah, 
saying, As the Lorp liveth, that made 
us this soul, I will not put thee to death, 
neither will I give thee into the hand 

17 of these men that seek thy life. Then 
said Jeremiah wnto Zedekiah, Thns 
saith the Lorp, the God of hosts, the 
God of Israel: If thou wilt go forth 
unto the kmg of Babylon’s princes, 
then thy soul shall live, and this city 
shall not be burned with fire; and 

18 thou shalt live, and thine louse: but 
if thou wilt not go forth to the king of

Zedekiah king of Judah, in the tenth 
month, eame Nebuehadrezzar king 
of Babylon and all his army against 
2Jerusalem, and besieged it; in the 
eleventh year of Zedekiah, in the fourth 
inmonth, the ninth day of the month, 
3a breach was made in the city:) that 
all the prinees of the king of Babylen 
came in, and sat in the middle gate, 
even Nergal-sharezer, Samgar-nebo, 
Sarsechim, ‘NRab-saris, Nergal-shar- 
ezer, 7Rab-mag, with all the rest of 
the princes of the king of Babylon.

59 The word which Jeremiah the proe- 
phet commanded Seraiah the son of 
Neriah, the son of Mahseiah, when he 
went with Zedekiah the king of Judah 
to Babylon in the fourth year of his 
reign. Now Scraiah was 2chief chani- 

60 berlain. And Jeremiah wrote in 3a 
book all the evil that shonld come 
upon Babylon, even all these words 
that are written concerning Babylen. 

G1 And Jeremiah said to Seraiah, When 
thou comest to Babylon, ‘then see 

G2that thou read all these werds, and 
say, O Lorp, thou hast spoken con- 
cerning this place, to cut it off, that 
none shall dwell therein, neither man 
nor beast, but that it shall be desolate 

63 for ever. And it shall be, when thou 
hast made an end of reading this book, 
that thou shalt bind a stone to it, and 
cast it into the midst of Euphrates: 

64and thou shalt say, Thus shall Baby- 
Jon sink, and shall net rise again be- 
cause of the evil that I will bring > upon 
her: aud they shall be weary. 

Thus far are the words of Jeremiah. 


52 6 Zedekiah was one and twenty years 
old when he began to reign; and he 
reigned eleven years in Jerusalem: and 
his mother’s name was Hamutal the 

2 daughter of Jeremiah ef Libnah. And 
he did that which was evil in the sight 
of the Lorp, according to all that Je- 

3hoiakim had done. For through the 
anger of the Lorn did it come to pass 
in Jerusalem and Judah, until he had 
cast them out from his presence: and 
Zedekiah rebelled agamst the king of 

4 Babylon. And it came to pass in the 
ninth year of his reign, in the tenth 
month, in the tenth day of the menth, 
that Nebnehadrezzar king of Babylou 
eame, he and all his army, against 
Jerusalem, and encamped against it;

So the city was besieged unto 
the eleventh year of king Zedekiah. 

GIn the fourth month, im the ninth 
day of the month, the famine was 
sore in the city, so that there was 
ne bread for the people of the land. 

7 Then a breach was made in the city, 
and all the men of war fled, and went 
forth out of the eity by night by the 
way of the gate between the two walls, 
which was by the king’s garden; (now 
the Chaldeans were against the city 
round about:) and they went by the 

Sway of the Arabah. But the army of 
the Chaldeans pursued after the king, 
and evertook Zedekiah im the plains 
of Jericho; and all his army was seat- 

9tered from him. Then they took the 
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king, and carried him up unto the king 
of Babylon to Riblah in the land of 
Hamath; and he 7gave judgement 
10upon him. And the king ef Babylon 
slew the sens of Zedekiah before his 
eyes: he slew also all the princes of 

11 Judah in Riblah. And he put out the 
eyes of Zedekiah; and the king of 
Babylon bound him in fetters, and 
carried him to Babylen, and put him 
in prison till the day of his death. 

12 Now in the fifth month, in the tenth 
day ef the month, which was the nine- 
teenth year of king Nebuchadrezzar, 
king ef Babylon, came Nebuzaradan 
the captain of the guard, which stood 
before the king of Babylon, into Jern- 

13 salem: and he burned the house of the 
Lorp, and the king’s house; and all 
the houses of Jerusalem, even Severy 


14 great house, burned he with fire, And | 


all the army of the Chaldeans, that 
were with the captum of the guard, 
brake dewn all the walls ef Jerusalem 
15reund about. Then Nebuzaradan the 
captain of the guard carried away capt- 
ive of the poorest sert of the people, 
and the residue of the people that were 
left in the city, and those that fell 
away, that fell to the king ef Babylon, 
and the residue of the %multitude. 
16 But Nebuzaradan the captain of the 
guard left of the poorest ef the land 
to be vinedressers and husbandmen. 
17 And the pillars ef brass that were in 
the house of the Lorp, and the bases 
and the brasen sea that were in the 
house of the Lorn, did the Chaldeans 
break in pieces, and carried all the 
18brass of them to Babylon. The pots 
also, and the shovels, and the snuffers, 
and the basons, and the spoons, and 
all the vessels of brass wherewith they 
19 ministered, took they away. And the 
eups, and the firepans, and the basons, 
and the pots, and the candlesticks, and 
the speons, and the bewls; that which 
was of gold, in gold, and that which 
was of silver, in silver, the captain of 
20 the guard took away. The two pillars, 
the one sea, and the twelve brasen 
bulls that were under the bases, which 
king Solomon had made for the house 
of the Lorp: the brass of all these 
21 vessels was without weight. And as 
for the pillars, the height of the one 
pillar was eighteen cubits; and a line 
of twelve cubits did compass it; and 
the thickness thereof was four fingers: 
22it was hollow. And achapiter of brass 
was upen it; and the height ef the one 
chapiter was five cubits, with network 
and pomegranates upon the chapiter 
round abeut, all of brass: and the 
second pillar alse had like unto these, 
23and pomegranates. And there were 
ninety and six pomegrauates Mon the 
sides; all the pomegranates were an 
hundred upon the network reund about.

7 they be a rebellious house. And thou 
shalt speak my words unto them, 

| whether they will hear, or whether 
they will forbear: for they are most 
Srebellious. But thou, son of man, hear 
what I say unto thee; be not thou 
rebellious like that rebellious house: 
open thy mouth, and eat that I give 
9thee. And when I looked, behold, 
an hand was put forth unto me; and, 
1010, a roll of a book was therein; and

he spread it before me; and it was 
written within and without: and there 
was written therein lamentations, and 

3 mourning, and woe. And he said un- 
to me, Son of man, eat that thou find- 
est; eat this roll, and go, speak unto the 

2 house of Israel. SoIopened my mouth, 
and he caused me to eat the roll. 

3 And he said unto me, Son of man, cause 
thy belly to eat, and fill thy bowels 
with this roll that I give thee. Then 
did I eat it; and it was in my mouth 
as honey for sweetness. 

4 And he said unto me, Son of man, 
go, get thee unto the house of Israel, 
and speak with my words unto them. 

5 For thou art not sent to a people of a 
strange speech and ofan hard language, 

6 but to the house of Israel; not to many 
peoples of a strange speech and of an 
hard language, whose words thou canst 
not understand. Surely, if I sent thee 
to them, they would hearken unto 

7thee, But the house of Israel will not 
hearken unto thee; for they will not 
hearken unto me: for all the house of 
Israel are of an hard forehead and of 

8a stiff heart. Behold, I have made thy 
face hard against their faces, and thy 
forehead hard against their foreheads. 
9As an adamant harder than flint have 
I made thy forehead: fear them not, 
neither be dismayed at their looks, 
though they be a rebellious house. 

10 Moreover he said unto me, Son of 
man, all my words that I shall speak 
unto thee receive in thine heart, and 

11 hear with thine ears. And go, get thee 
to them of the captivity, unto the 
children of thy people, and speak unto 
them, and tell them, Thus saith the 
Lord Gop; whether they will hear, or 
whether they will forbear. 

12 Then the spirit lifted me up, and 
I heard behind me the voice of a 
great rushing, saying, Blessed be the 
glory of the Lorp from his place. 

13 And J heard the noise of the wings of 
the living creatures as they touched 
one another, and the noise of the 
wheels 6 beside them, even the noise of 

14a great rushing. So the spirit lifted 
me up, and took me away: and I went 
in bitterness, in the heat of my spirit, 
and the hand of the Lorp was strong 

15upon me. Then I came to them of 
the captivity at Tel-abib, that 7dwelt 
by the river Chebar, 8and to where 
they 7dwelt; and I sat there astonied 
among them seven days. 

16 And it came to pass at the end of 
seven days, that the word of the Lorp 

17 came unto me, saying, Son of man, I 
have made thee a watchman unto the 
house of Israel: therefore hear the word 
at my mouth, and give them warning 

18fromme. When I say unto the wicked, 
Thou shalt surely die; and thou givest 


him not warning, hor speakest to warn

20 hast delivered thy soul. Again, when 
a righteous man doth turn from his 
righteousness, and commit iniquity, 
aud I lay a stumblingblock before him, 
he shall die: because thon hast not 
given him warning, he shall die in his 
sin, and his righteous deeds which he 
hath done shall not be remembered; 
but his blood will require at thine hand. 

21 Nevertheless if thou warn the right- 
eous man, that the righteous sin not, 
and he doth not sin, he shall surely 
live, because he took warning; and 
thou hast delivered thy soul. 

92 And the hand of the Lorp was there 
upon me; and he said unto me, Arise, 
go forth into the? plain, and I will there 

23 talk with thee. Then I arose, and went 
forth into the 4 plain: and, behold, the 
glory of the Lorp stood there, as the 
glory which I saw by the river Chebar: 

21and I fell on my face. Then the spirit 
entered into me, and set me upon my 
feet; and he spake with me, and said 
unto me, Go, shut thyself within thine 

25 house. But thou, son of man, behold, 
they shall lay bands upon thee, and 
shall bind thee with them, and thou 

26 shalt not go out among them: and I 
will make thy tongue cleave to the roof 
of thy mouth, that thou shalt be dumb, 
and shalt not be to them a reprover: 

27for they are a rebellious house. But 
when I speak with thee, I will open 
thy mouth, and thou shalt say unto 
them, Thus saith the Lord Gop: He 
that heareth, let him hear; and he that 
forbeareth, let him forbear: for they 
are a rebellious house. 

4 Thoualso, son of man, take thee a tile,

2upon it a eity, even Jerusalem. and 
lay siege against it, and build forts 
against it, and cast up a mount against 
it; set camps also against it, and plant 
battering rams against it round about. 
3 And take thou unto thee an iron “pan, 
and set it for a wall of iron between 
thee and the city: and set thy face 
toward it, and it shall be besieged, 
and thou shalt lay siege against it.

4 Moreover lie thou upon thy left side, 
and lay the iniquity of the house of 
Israel upon it: according to the num- 
ber of the days that thou shalt lie 
upon it, thou shalt bear their iniquity. 

5For I have appomted the years of 
their iniquity to be unto thee a nuin- 
ber of days, even three hundred and 
ninety days: so shalt thou bear the 
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Giniquity of the house of Israel. And 
again, when thou hast accomplished 
these, thou shalt lie on thy right side, 
and shalt bear the iniquity of the 
house of Judah: forty days, each day 
for a year, have I appointed it unto 

7thee. And thou shalt set thy face to- 
ward the siege of Jerusalem, with thine 
arm uncovered; and thou shalt pro-

turn thee from one side to another,

Then 
said I, Ah Lord Gop! behold, my soul 
hath not been polluted: for from my 
youth up even till now have I not 
eaten of that which dieth of itself, 
or is torn of beasts; neither came 
there abominable flesh into my mouth. 

15Then he said unto me, See, I have 
given thee cow’s dung for man’s dung, 
and thou shalt prepare thy bread 

16 thereon. Moreover le said unto me, 
Son of man, behold, I will break the 
staff of bread in Jerusalem: and they 
shall eat bread by weight, and with 
carefulness; and they shall drink water 
by measure, and with astonishment: 

17 that they may want bread and water, 
and be astonied one with another, and 
pine away in their iniquity. 

5 And thou, son of man, take thee a 
sharp sword, as a barber’s razor shalt 
thon take it unto thee, and shalt cause 
it to pass upon thme head and upon 
thy beard: then take thee balances to 

2 weigh, and 3divide the hair. A third 
part shalt thou burn in the fire in 
the midst of the city, when the days 
of the siege are fulfilled; and thou 
shalt take a third part, and smite with 
the sword round about it; and a third 
part thou shalt seatter to the wind, 
and I will draw out a sword after 

3them. And thou shalt take ‘thereof

5 Thus saith the Lord Gop: This is 
Jerusalem: [ have set her in the midst 
of the nations, and comntries are round 

Gabout her. And she hath !rebelled 
against my judgements in doing wick- 
edness more than the nations, and 
against my statutes more than the 
conntries that are rormd abont her: 
for they have rejected my judgements, 
and as for my statutes, they have 

7not walked in them. Therefore thus 
saith the Lord Gop: Because ye are 
turbulent more than the nations that 
are round about you, and have not 
walked in my statutes, neither have 
kept my judgements, neither have done 
after the? ordinances of the nations that 

Sare round about you; therefore thus 
saith the Lord Gop: Behold, [, even I, 
am against thee; and I will execute 
judgements in the midst of thee in 

9 the sight of the nations. And I will do 
in thee that which I have not done, 
and whereunto I will not do any more 
the like, because of all thine abomina- 

10tions. Therefore the fathers shall eat 
the sons in the midst of thee, and the 
sons shall eat their fathers; and I will 
execute judgements in thee, and the 
whole remnant of thee will I scatter 
iu unto all the winds. Wherefore, as 
T live, saith the Lord Gop, surely, be- 
cause thou hast defiled my sanctuary 
with all thy detestable things, and with 
all thine abominations, therefore will I 
also ?diminish thee; neither shall mine 
eye spare, and I also will have no pity. 
12 A third part of thee shall die with the 
pestilence, and with famine shall they 
be consumed in the midst of thee; 
and a third part shall fall by the sword 
round about thee; and a thnd part I 
will scatter unto all the winds, and 
will draw out a sword after ther. 


_13 Thus shall mine anger be accomplished, 


and I will 4satisfy my fury >upon them, 
and I will be comforted: and they shall 
know that I the Lorp have spoken in 
my zeal, when I have accomplished 
limy fury upon them. Moreover I will 
make thee a desolation and a reproach, 
among the nations that are round ab- 
out thee, in the sight of all that pass 
lS5by. So it shall be a reproach and a 
taunt, an instruction and an astonish- 
ment, unto the nations that are round 
about thee, when I shall execute judge- 
ments in thee in anger and in fury, and 
in furious rebukes: I the Lorp have 
when I shall send upon 
them the evil arrows of famine, that 
are for destruction, which I will send 
to destroy you; and I will increase 
the famine upon you, and will break

upon you famine and evil beasts, and

and blood shall pass through thee; and 
I will bring the sword upon thee: I 
the Lorp have spoken it. 
6 And the word of the Lorp came 
2unto me, saying, Son of man, set thy 
face toward the mountains of Israel, 
3and prophesy unto them, and say, 
Ye mountains of Israel, hear the word 
of the Lord Gop: Thus saith the 
Lord Gop to the mountains and to 
the hills, to the 7watercourses and 
to the valleys: Behold, I, even I, will 
bring a sword upon you, and I will 
4destroy your high places. And your | 
altars shall become desolate, and your | 
sun-images shall be broken: and I will 
cast down your slain men before your | 
5idols. And I will lay the carcases of | 
the children of Israel before their 
idols; and [I will scatter your bones 
Ground about your altars. In all your 
dwelling places the cities shall be laid 
waste, and the high places shall be 
desolate; that your altars may be laid 
waste and Smade desolate, and your 
idols may be broken and cease, and 
your sun-images may be hewn down, 
and your works may be %abolished. 
7 And the slain shall fall in the midst of 
you, and ye shall know that I am the 
8Lorp. Yet will I leave a remnant, in 
that ye shall have some that escape the 
sword among the nations, when ye shall 
9 bescattered through thecountries. And 
they that escape of you shall remem- 
ber me among the nations whither they 
shall be carried captives, how that 101 
have been broken with their whorish 
heart, which hath departed from me, 
and with their eyes, which goa whoring 
after their idols: and they shall loathe 
themselves in their own sight for the 
evils which they have committed in all 
10their abominations. And they shall 
know that Iam the Lorp: I have not 
said in vain that I would do this evil 
unto them. 

Thus saith the Lord Gop: Smite with 
thine hand, and stamp with thy foot, 
and say, Alas! becanse of all the evil | 
abominations of the house of Israel: 
for they shall fall by the sword, by the 

12 famine, and by the pestilence. He that 

is far off shall die of the pestilence ; 
and he that is near shall fall by the 
sword; and he that remaineth and is 
1 besieged shall die by thefamine: thus 
will I accomplish my fury upon them. 
13 And ye shall know that [am the Lorp, 
when their slain men shall be among 
their idols round about thei altars, 
upon every high hill, in all the tops of 
the mountains, and under every green 
tree, and under every thick oak, 
the place where they did offer sweet 
1l4savour to all their idols. And I will 
stretch out my hand upon them, and 
make the land desolate and waste,

they shall know that I aim the Lorn. 
7 Moreover the word of the Lorp came 
2unto me, saying, And thou, son of 
man, thus saith the Lord Gop unto 
the land of Israel, An end: the end 
is come upon the four corners of the 
3land. Now is the end upon thee, and 
I will send mine anger upon thee, and 
will judge thee aceording to thy ways; 
and I will bring upon thee all thine 
4abominations. And mine eye shall not 
spare thee, neither will I have pity: 
but I will brmg thy ways upon thee, 
and thine abominations shall be in the 
midst of thee: and ye shal) know that 
I am the Lorp. 
5 Thus saith the Lord Gop: An evil, an 
Gonly evil; behold, it cometh. An end 
is come, the eud is come, it awaketh 
Tagainst thee; behold, itcometh. !Thy 
doom is come unto thee, O inhabitant 
of the land: the time is come, the day 
is near; a day of tumult, and not of 
joyful shonting, 2upon the mountains. 
8 Now will I shortly pour out my fury 
upon thee, and accomplish mine anger 
against thee, and will judge thee ac- 
cording to thy ways; and I will bring 
9upon thee all thine abominations. And 
mine eye shall not spare, neither will 
I have pity: I will bring npon thee 
according to thy ways, and thine ab- 
oninatious shall be in the midst of 
thee; and ye shall know that I the 
10 Lorp do smite. Behold, the day, be- 
hold, it cometh: %thy doom is gone 
forth; the red hath blossomed, pride 
Violence is risen up 
iuto a rod of wickedness; 4none of 
them shall remain, nor of their multi- 
tude, nor of their wealth: neither shall 
12 there be °eminency among them. The 
time is come, the day draweth near: 
let not the buyer rejoice, nor the seller 
mourn: for wrath is upon all the multi- 
13tude thereof. Ter the seller shall not 
return to that which is sold, Salthough 
they be yet alive: for the vision is touch- 
ing the whole multitude thereof, 7none 
shallreturn; neither shall anystrength- 
en himself ®in the miquity of his life. 
14 They have blown the trumpet, and have 
made all ready; but none goeth to the 
battle: for my wrath is upon all the 
15 multitude thereof. The sword is with- 
out, and the pestilence and the famine 
within: he that is in the field shall die 
with the sword; and he that is in the 
city, famine and pestilence shall devour 
16him. But they that escape of them 
shall escape, and shall be on the mount- 
ains like doves of the valleys, all of 
them mourning, every one in his in- 
17iquity. All hands shall be feeble, and 


18 all knees shall be weak as water. They 


shall also gird themselves with sack- 
cloth, and horror shall cover them; 








and shame shall be upon all faces, and 


They 
shall cast their silver in the streets, 
and their gold shall be as an unclean 
thing; their silver and their gold shall 
not be able to deliver them in the day 
of the wrath of the Lorn; they shall 
not satisfy their souls, neither fill their 
bowels: because it hath been the stum- 

20 blingblock of their iniquity. As for the 
beauty of his ornament, *he set it in 
majesty: but they made the images of 
their abominations and their detestable 
things 1° therein: therefore have I made 

21it unto them as an unclean thing. And 
I will give it into the hands of the 
strangers for a prey, and to the wicked 
of the earth for a spoil; and they shall 

22 profane it. My face will I turn also 
from them, and they shall profane 
my lsecret place: and robbers shall 

23 enter into it, and profane it. Make the 
chain: for the land is full of 12bloody 
crimes, and the city is full of violence. 

24 Wherefore I will bring the worst of 
the heathen, and they shall possess 
their houses: I will also make the 
pride of the strong to cease; and ® their 

25 holy places shall be profaned. 14 De- 
struction cometh; and they shall seek 

26 peace, and there shall be none. Mis- 
chief shall come upon mischief, and 
rumour shall be upon rumour; and 
they shall seek a vision of the prophet; 
but the law shall perish from the priest, 

27 and counsel from the ancients. The 
king shall mourn, and the prince shall 
lhe clothed with desolation, and the 
hands of the people of the land shall 
be troubled: I will do unto them after 


their way, and according to their de- | 
serts will I judge them; and they shall. 


know that I am the Lorn. 
8 And it came to pass in the sixth year, 
in the sixth month, in the fifth day of 


the month, as I sat in mine house, and | 


the elders of Judah sat before me, that 
thehand of the Lord Gop fell there upon 
2me. Then I beheld, and, lo, a likeness 
as the appearance of fire; from the ap- 
pearance of his loins and downward, 
fire: and from his loins and upward, as 
the appearance of brightness, as the 
3colour of amber. And he put forth 
the form of an hand, and took me by a 
lock of mine head; and the spirit lifted 
me up between the earth and the hea- 
ven, and brought me in the visions of 
God to Jerusalem, to the door of the 
gate of the inner court that looketh to- 
ward the north; where was the seat of 
the image of jealousy, which provoketh 
4tojealousy. And, behold, the glory of 
the God of Israel was there, according 
to the 47appearance that I saw in the 
5plain.

isso and see the wicked abominations that 
10 they do here. So I went in and saw; 
and behold every form of creeping 
things, and abominable beasts, and all 
the idols of the house of Israel, pour- 
11 trayed upon the wallround about. And 
there stood before them seventy men 
of the elders of the house of Israel, and 
in the midst of them stood Jaazaniah 
the son of Shaphan, with every man 
his censer in his hand; and the odour 
| 12 of the cloud of incense went up. Then 
said he unto me, Son of man, hast thou 
seen what the elders of the house of 
Israel do in the dark, every man in his 
chambers of imagery? for they say, 
The Lorp seeth us not; the Lorp hath 
13 forsaken the earth. He said also un- 
to me, Thon shalt again see yet other 
great abominations which they do. 
14Then he brought me to the door of 
the gate of the Lorp’s house which 
was toward the north; and behold, 
there sat the women weeping for Tam- 
15muz. Then said he unto me, Hast 
thou seen this, O son of man? thou 
shalt again see yet greater abomina- 
16 tions than these. And he brought me 
into the inner court of the Lorp’s 
house, and behold, at the door of the 
temple of the Lorn, between the porch 
and the altar, were about five and 
twenty men, with their backs toward 
the temple of the Lorp, and their faces 
toward the east; and they worshipped 
17 the sun toward the east. Then he said 
mito me, Hast thon seen this, O son 
of man? Is it a light thing to the 
house of Judah that they commit the 
abominations which they commit here? 
for they have filled the land with vio- 
lence, and have turned again to provoke 
me to anger: and, lo, they put the 
18 branch to their nose. Therefore will 
I also deal in fury: mine eye shall not 
spare, neither will I have pity: and 
though they cry in mine ears with a 
lond voice, yet will I not hear them. 
Q Then he cried in mine ears with a 
loud voice, saying, 4 Cause ye them that 
have charge over the city to draw near, 
every man with his destroying weapon 
2in his hand. And behold, six men 
came from the way of the upper gate, 
which heth toward the north, every 
man with his 5slanghter weapou in 
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his hand; and one man in the midst 
of them clothed in linen, with a 
writer’s inkhorn by his side. And 
they went in, and stood beside the 
3brasen altar. And the glory of the 
God of Israel was gone up from the 
cherub, whereuponit was, to the thresh- 
old of the house: and he called to the 
man clothed in linen, which had the 
4writer’s inkhorn ®by his side. And the 
Lorp said unto him, Go through the 
midst of the city, through the midst 
of Jerusalem, and set a mark upon 
the foreheads of the men that sigh 
and that cry for all the abominations 
5 that be done in the niidst thereof. And 
to the others he said in mine hearing,

7 which were before the house. And he 
said unto them, Defile the house, and 
fill the courts with the slain: go ye 
forth. And they went forth, and smote 
Sin the city. And it came to pass, while 
they were smiting, and I was left, that 
I fell upon my face, and eried, and 
said, Ah Lord Gop! wilt thou destroy 
all the residue of Israel in thy pouring 
9 out of thy fury upon Jerusalem? Then 
said he unto me, The iniquity of the 
house of Israel and Judah is exceeding 
great, and the land is full of blood, 
and the city full of 9 wresting of judge- 
ment: for they say, The Lorp hath for- 
saken the °earth, and the Lorp seeth 
10not. And as for me also, mine eye 
shall not spare, neither will I have 
pity, but I will bring their way upon 
lltheir head. And behold, the man 
elothed in linen, which had the ink- 
horn by his side, reported the matter, 
saying, I have done as thou hast com- 
manded me. 

10 Then I looked, and behold, in the 
firmament that was over the head of 
the chernbim, there appeared above 
them as it were a sapphire stone, as 
the appearance of the likeness of a 

2throne. And he spake unto the man 
clothed in linen, and said, Go in be- 
tween the whirling wheels, even under 
the cherub, and fill both thine hands 
with coals of fire from between the 
cherubim, and !°scatter them over the 
3city. And he went inin my sight. Now 
the cherubim stood on the right side of 
the house, when the man went in; and 
4the cloud filled the inner court. And 
the glory of the Lorp mounted up from 
the cherub, and stood over the threshold 
of the house; and the house was filled 
with the cloud, and the court was full 
of the brightness of the Lorn’s glory. 
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5 And the sound of the wings of the 
cherubimn was heard even to the outer 
court, as the voice of 1God Almighty 
6 when le speaketh. And it came to 

pass, when he commanded the 1nan 
clothed in linen, saying, Take fire 
from between the whirling mwheels, 
from between the cherubim, that he 
went in, aud stood beside a whecl. 
7And the cherub stretched forth his 
hand from between the cherubimu unto 
the fire that. was between the cherub- 
im, and took thereof, aud put it into 
the hands of him that was clothed 
in linen, who took it and went out. 
8 And there appeared in the cherubin 
the form of a man’s hand under their 
9wings. And I looked, and behold, four 
wheels beside the cherubim, one wheel 
beside one cherub, aud another wheel 
beside another cherub: and the ap- 
pearance of the wheels was 2as the 
10colour of a 2beryl stone. And as for 
their appearance, they four had one 
likeness, as if a wheel had been 4 with- 
11ina wheel. When they went, they went 
5upon their four sides: they turned 
not as they went, but to the place 
whither the head looked they followed 
12it; they turned not as they went. And 
their whole body, and their backs, and 
their hands, and their wings, and the 
wheels, were full of eyes round about, 
even the wheels that they four had. 

13 As for the wheels, they were called m 

14my hearing, the whirling wheels. And 

every one had four faces: the first face 
was the face of the cherub, and the 
second face was the face of a man, and 
the third the face of a lion, and the 
15fourth the face of an eagle. And the 
cherubim mounted up: this is the liv- 
ing creature that I saw by the river 
16 Chebar. And when the cherubim went, 
the wheels went beside them: and when 
the cherubim lifted up them wings to 
mount up from the earth, the wheels 
also turned not from beside them.

42give no hire any more. So will I 
isatisfy my fury 2upon thee, and my 
jealousy shall depart from thee, and 

I will be quiet, and will be no more 
43angry. Because thou hast not re- 
membered the days of thy youth, but 
hast fretted me in all these things; 
therefore behold, I also will bring thy 
way upon thine head, saith the Lord 
Gop: aud *thou shalt not commit this 
lewdness above all thine abominations. 

44 Behold, every one that useth pro- 
verbs shall use this proverb against 
thee, saying, As is the mother, so is 
45 her daughter. Thou art thy mother’s 
daughter, that loatheth her husband 
and her children; and thou art the 
sister of thy sisters, which loathed 
their husbands and their children: 
your mother was au Hittite, and your 
46father an Amorite. And thine elder 
sister is Samaria, that dwelleth at 
thy left hand, she and her daughters: 
and thy younger sister, that dwelleth 
at thy right hand, is Sodom and her 
47 daughters. Yet hast thou not walked 
in their ways, nor done after their ab- 
ominations; but, as 7f that were a very 
little thing, thou wast more corrupt 
48 than they in all thy ways. As I live, 
saith the Lord Gop, Sodom thy sister 
hath not done, she nor her daughters, 
as thou hast done, thou and thy dangh- 
49 ters. Behold, this was the imquity 
of thy sister Sodom; pride, fulness of 

| bread, and prosperous ease was m her 
| and in her daughters; neither did she 
strengthen the hand of the poor and 
5Oneedy. And they were haughty, and 
committed abomination before me: 
therefore I took them away ‘as I saw 
51 good. Neither hath Samaria committed 
half of thy sins; but thou hast maulti- 
plied thine abominations more than 
they, and hast justified thy sisters by 
all thine abominations which thou hast 
52 done. Thou also, bear thine own shame, 
in that thou hast given judgement 
for thy 5sisters; through thy sins that 
thon hast committed more abominable 
than they, they are more righteous 
than thou: yea, be thou alsoconfounded, 
and bear thy shame, in that thou hast 

or ag | Jdjustitied thy sisters. And I will *turn 
to again their captivity, the captivity of 
Sodom and her daughters, and the 
captivity of Samaria and her daughters, 
and the captivity of thy captives in 
54 the midst of them: that thou mayest 
bear thine own shame, and mayest be 
ashamed because of all that thou hast 
done, in that thou art a comfort unto 
55 them. And thy sisters, Sodom and her 
daughters, shall return to their former 
estate, and Samaria and her daughters 
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shall return to their former estate, 


and thou and thy daughters shall re- 
56turn to your former estate. For thy 
sister Sodom was not mentioned by 
thy mouth in the day of thy pride; 
57 before thy wickedness was discovered, 
as at the time of the reproach of the 
daughters of Syria, and of all that are 
round about her, the daughters of the 
Philistines, which do despite unto thee 
58round about. Thou hast borne thy 
lewdness and thine abominations, saith 
59the Lorp. For thns saith the Lord 
Gop: I will even deal with thee as 
thon hast done, which hast despised 
the oath in breaking the covenant. 
60 Nevertheless I will remember my 
covenant with thee in the days of thy 
youth, and I will establish unto thee an 
61 everlasting covenant. Then shalt thou 
remembcr thy ways, and be ashamed, 
when thou shalt receive thy sisters, 
thine elder sisters aud thy younger : and 
I will give them unto thee for daugh- 
62 ters, but not by thy covenant. And J 
will establish my covenant with thee; 
and thon shalt know that I am the 
63 Lorp: that thou mayest remember, and 
be confounded, and never open thy 
mouth any more, because of thy shame; 
when I have forgiven thee all that 
thou hast done, saith the Lord Gop. 
17 And the word of the Lorp came unto 
2me, saying, Son of man, put forth a 
riddle, and speak a parable unto the 
3house of Isracl; and say, Thus saith 
the Lord Gop: A great eagle with 
great wings and long pinions, full of 
feathers, which had divers colours, 
came unto Lebanon, and took the top 
4of the cedar: he cropped off the top- 
most of the young twigs thereof, and 
carried it into 7a land of traffic; he 
5set it in a city of merchants. He 
took also of the seed of the land, and 
planted it in 8a fruitful soil; he placed 
it beside 9many waters; he set it as 
6a willow tree. And it grew, and be- 
came a spreading vine of low stature, 
whose branches turned toward him, 
and the roots thereof were under him: 
so it became a vine, and brought 
forth branches, and shot forth sprigs. 
7 There was also another great eagle 
with great wings and many feathers: 
and, behold, this vine did bend its 
roots toward hin, and shot forth its 
branches toward him, from the beds 
of its plantation, that he might water 
8it. It was planted in a good soil 
by *many waters, that it might bring 
forth branches, and that it might bear 
fruit, that it might be a goodly vine. 
9Say thou, Thus saith the Lord Gop: 
Shall it prosper? shall he not pull up 
the roots thereof, and cut off the fruit 
thereof, that it may wither; that all 
its fresh springing leaves may wither; 
even without great power or much 
llpeople to pluck it up by the roots 
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10thereof? Yea, behold, being planted, 
shall it prosper? shall it not utterly 
wither, when the east wind toueheth it ? 
it shall wither in the beds where it grew. 
11 Moreover the word of the Lorp eame 
12unto me, saying, Say now to the 
rebellions house, Know ye not what 
these things mean? tell them, Behold, 
the king of Babylon came to Jeru- 
salem, and took the king thereof, and 
the princes thereof, and brought them 
13to him to Babylon; and he took of 
the seed royal, and made a coven- 
ant with him; he also brought hin 
under an oath, and took away the 
| 14mighty of the land: that the kingdom 
might be Ibase, that it might not lift 
itself up, but that by keeping of his 
I5covenant it might stand. But he re- 
belled against him in sending his am- 
bassadors mto Egypt, that they might 
give hin horses and much people. 
Shall he prosper? shall he eseape 
that doeth sueh things? shall he break 
16 the covenant, and yet escape? As I 
live, saith the Lord Gop, surely in the 
place where the king dwelleth that 
made him king, whose oath he de- 
spised, and whose covenant he brake, 
even with him in the midst of Babylon 
17he shall die. Neither shall Pharaoh 
with his mighty army and great com- 
pany make for him in the war, when 
they cast up mounts and build forts, to 
18cut off many persons. For he hath 
despised the oath by breaking the 
eovenant; and behold, he had given 
his hand, and yet hath done all these 
19things; he shall not escape. There- 
fore thus saith the Lord Gop: As I 
live, surely mine oath that he hath 
despised, and my covenant that he 
hath broken, I will even bring it upon 
20his own head. And I will spread my 
net upon him, aud he shall be taken 
in my snare, and I will bring him to 
Babylon, and will plead with him there 
for his trespass that he hath trespassed

101f he beget a son that is a robber, a 
shedder of blood, and 4that doeth any 
11 one of these things, and that doeth not 
any of those duties, but even hath eaten 
upon the mountains, and defiled his 
12neighbour’s wife, hath wronged the 


poor and needy, hath spoiled by vio- | 


lenee, hath not restored the pledge, and 
hath lifted up his eyes to the idols, hath 
13ecommitted abomination, hath given 
forth upon usury, and hath taken in- 
erease: shall he then live? he shall not 
live: he hath done all these abomina- 
tions: he shall surely ‘die; his blood 
14 shall be upon him. Now, lo, if he beget 
a son, that seeth all his father’s sins, 
which he hath done, and ®feareth, and 
15doeth not sueh like, that hath not 
eaten upon the mountains, neither 
hath lifted up his eyes to the idols of 
the house of Israel, hath not defiled 
16his neighbour’s wife, neither hath 
wronged any, hath not taken aught to 
pledge, neither hath spoiled by violence, 
but hath given his bread to the hun- 
gry, and hath covered the naked with 
17a garment, that hath withdrawn his 
hand from the poor, that hath not 
received usury nor increase, hath exe- 
cuted my judgements, hath walked in 
my statutes; he shall not die for the 
iniquity of his father, he shall surely 
18live.

But they rebelled against 
me, and would not hearken unto me; 
they did not every man east away the 
abominations of their eyes, neither did 
they forsake the idols of Egypt: then 

I said [ would pour out my fury upon 
them, to aeeomplish my anger against 
them in the midst of the land of 
9Egypt. But I wrought for my name’s 
sake, that it should not be profaned 
in the sight of the nations, among 
whom they were, in whose sight I made 
myself known unto them, in bringing 
them forth out of the land of Egypt. 
10So I eaused them to go forth out of 
the land of Egypt, and brought them 
llinto the wilderness.

Moreover | 
also I gave them statutes that were not |

26 should not live; and I polluted them 
in their own gifts, in that they > caused 
to pass through the jire all that open- 
eth the womb, that I might make 
them desolate, to the end that they 
might know that I aim the Lorp. 

27 Therefore, son of nan, speak unto the 
house of Israel, and say unto them, 
Thus saith the Lord Gon: In this more- | 
over have your fathers blasphemed | 
me, in that they have committed a_ 

28 trespass against me. For when I had 
brought them into the land, which I 
lifted up mine hand to give unto them, | 
then they 6saw every high hill, and 
every thick tree, and they offered there 
their saerifiees, and there they present-

As 
I live, saith the Lord Gop, surely with

36 Like as I pleaded with your fathers in 
the wilderness of the land of Egypt, so 
will I plead with you, saith the Lord 
37Gop. And I will eause you to pass 
under the rod, and I will bring you into 
38 the bond of the eovenant; and I will 
purge out from among you the rebels, 
and them that transgress against me; 
I will bring them forth out of the land 
where they sojourn, but they shall not 
enter into the land of Israel: and ye 
39 shall know that I am the Lorp. As 
for you, O house of Israel, thus saith 
the Lord Gop: Go ye, serve every one 
his idols, }and hereafter also, if ye will 
not hearken unto me: but my holy name 
shall ye no more profane with your 
40 gifts, and with your idols.

Thou 
therefore, son of man, prophesy, and 
smite thine hands together; and let the 
sword be doubled the third time, the 
sword of the deadly wounded: it is the 
sword of the great one that is deadly 
wounded, which %entereth into their 
15chambers. I have set the point of 
the sword against all their gates, that 
their heart may melt, and their stum- 
blings be multiplied: ah! it is made as 
lightning, it is pointed for slaughter.

10 ted lewdness. In thee have they dis- 
covered their fathers’ nakedness: in 
thee have they humbled her that was 
1lunclean in her separation. And one 
hath committed abomination with his 
neighbour’s wife; and another hath 
lewdly defiled his daughter in law; and | 
another in thee hath humbled his sister, | 
12his father’s daughter. In thee have 
they taken bribes to shed blood; thou 
hast taken usury and increase, and thou 
hast greedily gained of thy neighbours 
by oppression, and hast forgotten me, 
13 saith the Lord Gop. Behold, therefore, 
I have smitten mine hand at thy dis- 
houest gain which thou hast made, and 
at thybloodwhich hath been in the midst 
14 of thee. Can thine heart endure, or can 
thine hands be strong, in the days that I 
shall deal with thee? I the Lorp have 
15spoken it, and will do it. And I will 
scatter thee among the nations, and dis- 
perse thee through the countries; and I 
will consume thy filthiness out of thee. 
16 And thou shalt be profaned in thyself, 
in the sight of the nations; and thou 
shalt know that I am the Lorp. 
17 And the word of the Lorp came unto 
18 me, saying, Son of man, the house of 
Israel is become dross unto me: all of 
them are brass and tin and iron and 
lead, in the midst of the furnace; they 
19 are the dross of silver. Therefore thns 
saith the Lord Gop: Becanse ye are all 
become dross, therefore behold, I will 
gather you into the midst of Jernsalem. 
20 As they gather silver and brass andiron 
and lead and tin into the midst of the 
furnace, to blow the fire upon it, to melt 
it; so will I gather you in mine anger 
andin my fury, and I willlay you there, 
21and melt you. Yea, I will gather you, 
and blow upon you with the fire of my 
wrath, and ye shall be melted in the 
22midst thereof. As silver is melted in 
the midst of the furnace, so shall ye be 
melted in the midst thereof; and ye 
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shall know that I the Lorp have poured 
ont my fury upon you. 
93 And the word of the Lorp came uuto 
24 me, saying, Son of man, say unto her, 
Thou art a land that is not cleansed, 
nor rained upon in the day of imdig- 
25nation. There is a conspiracy of her 
prophets in the midst thereof, like a 
roaring lion ravening the prey: they 
have devoured souls; they take treasure 
and precious things; they have made 
her widows many in the midst thereof. 
26 Her priests have done violence to my 
law, and have profaned mine holy 
things: they have put no difference 
between the holy and the common, 
neither have they caused men to dis- 
cern between the uncleanand the clean, 
and have hid their eyes from my sab- 
baths, and I am profaned among them.

The people of 
the land have used oppression, and ex- 
ercised robbery; yea, they have vexed 
the poor and needy, and have oppressed

should not destroy it: but I found 
3lnone. Therefore have I poured out 
mine indignation upon them; I have 
consumed them with the fire of my 
wrath: their own way have I brought 
upon their heads, saith the Lord Gop. 
23 The word of the Lorp came again 
2unto me, saying, Son of man, there 
were two women, the daughters of 
Sone mother: and they committed 
whoredoms in Egypt; they committed 
whoredoms in their youth: there were 
their breasts pressed, and there they 
bruised the teats of their virginity. 
4 And the names of them were Oholah 
the elder, and Oholbah her sister: 
and they became mine, and they bare 
sons and daughters. And as for their 
names, Samaria is 1 Oholah, and Jeru- 
5 salem 2Oholibah. And Oholah played 
the harlot ? when she was mine; and she 
doted on her lovers, on the Assyrians 
Gher neighbours, which were clothed 
with blue, governors and ‘rulers, all 
of them desirable young men, horse- 
7men riding upon horses. And she be- 
stowed her whoredoms upon them, the 
choicest men of Assyria all of them: 
and on whomsoever she doted, witli all 
8 their idols she defiled herself. Neither 
hath she left her whoredoms 5 since the 
days of Egypt; for in her youth they 
lay with her, and they bruised the 











teats of her virginity: and they poured 
9 out their whoredom upon her. Where- 
fore I delivered her into the hand of 
her lovers, into the hand of the As- 
10syrians, upon whom she doted. These 
discovered her nakedness: they took 
her sons and her daughters, and her 
they slew with the sword: and she 
became a byword among women; for 
they executed judgements upon her. 

11 And her sister Oholibah saw this, yet 
was she more corrupt in her doting 
than she, and in her whoredoms which 
were more than the whoredoms of 

12 lier sister. She doted upon the As- 
syrians, governors and rulers, her 
neighbours, clothed most gorgeously, 
horsemen riding upon horses, all of 

13 them desirable young men. And I saw 
that she was defiled; they both took 

14 oue way. And she increased her whore- 
doms; for she saw men pourtrayed 
upon tke wall, the images of the 
Chaldeans pourtrayed with vermilion, 

15 girded with girdles upon their loins, 
Texceeding in dyed attire upon their 
heads, all of them princes to look upon, 
after the likeness of the Babylonians 
8in Chaldea, the land of their nativity. 

16And %as soon as she saw them she 
doted npon them, and sent messengers 

17unto them into Chaldea. And the 
Babylonians came to her into the bed 
of love, and they defiled her with their 
whoredom, and she was polluted with 
them, and her soul was alienated from 
18them. So she discovered her whore- 
doins, and discovered her nakedness: 
then my soul was alienated from her, 
like as my soul was alienated from her 
19sister. Yet she multiplied her whore- 
doms, remembering the days of her 
youth, wherein she had played the 

20 harlot in the land of Egypt. And she 
doted upon their paramours, whose 
flesh is as the flesh of asses, and whose 

21issue is like the issue of horses. Thus 
thou calledst toremembrance the lewd- 
ness of thy youth, in the bruising of 
thy teats by the Egyptians for the 
breasts of thy youth. 

22 Therefore, O Oholibah, thus saith 
the Lord Gop: Behold, I will raise up 
thy lovers against thee, from whom 
thy soul is alienated, and I will bring 

23 them against thee on every side; the 
Babylonians and all the Chaldeans, 
Pekod and Shoa and Koa, and all the 
Assyrians with them: desirable young 
mcn, governors and rulers all of them, 
princes and 1°men of renown, all of 

24them riding upon horses. And they 
shall come against thee with weapons, 
chariots, and wagons, and with an 
assembly of peoples; they shall set 
themselves against thee with buckler 
and shield and helmet round about: 
and I will commit the judgement unto 

them, and they shall judge thee accord-

25ing to their judgements. And I will 
set ny jealousy against thee, and they 
shall deal with thee in fury; they 
shall take away thy nose and thine 
cars; and thy residue shall fall by the 
sword: they shall take thy sons and 
thy daughters; and thy residue shall 

26be devoured by the fire. They shall 
also strip thee of thy clothes, and take 

27 away thy fairjewels. Thus willl make 
thy lewdness to cease from thee, and 
thy whoredom !brought from the land 
of Egypt: so that thou shalt not lift 
up thine eyes unto them, nor remei- 

28 ber Egypt any more. Jor thus saith 
the Lord Gop: Behold, I will deliver 
thee into the hand of them whom thou 
hatest, into the hand of them from 

29 whom thy soul is alienated: and they 
shall deal with thee in hatred, and shall 
take away all thy labour, and shall leave 
thee naked and bare: and the naked- 
ness of thy whoredoms shall be dis- 
covered, both thy lewdness and thy 

830 whoredoms. These things shall be done 
unto thee, for that thou hast gone a 
whoring after the heathen, and because 

31 thou art polluted with their idols. Thou 
hast walked in the way of thy sister; 
therefore will I give her cup into thine 

82hand. Thus saith the Lord Gop: 
Thon shalt drink of thy sister’s cup, 
which is deep and large: thou shalt be 
laughed to scorn and had in derision; 

332it containeth much. Thon shalt be 
filled with drunkenness and sorrow, 
with the cup of astonishment and 
desolation, with the eup of thy sister 
34Samaria. Thou shalt even drink it 
and drain it out, and thou shalt gnaw 
the sherds thereof, and shalt tear thy 
breasts: for I have spoken it, saith the

39 For when they had slain their child- 
ren to their idols, then they came the 
same day into my sanctuary to profane 
it; and, lo, thus have they done in the 

4Oinidst of mime house. And further- 
more ye have sent for men 4that come 
from far: unto whom a messenger 
was sent, and, lo, they came; for whom 
thou didst wash thyself, paintedst 
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thine eyes, and deckedst thyself with 
4lornaments; and satest upon a stately 
bed, with a table prepared before it, 
whereupon thou didst set mine incense 

42and mine oil. And ihe voice of a 
multitude being at ease was with her: 
and with men of the common sort were 
brought drunkards from the wilder- 
ness; and they put bracelets upou the 
hands of them ¢wain, and beautiful 

43 crowns upon their heads. Then said 
I 5of her that was old im adulteries, 
Now will they commit © whoredoms 

44with her, 7and she with them. And 
they went in unto her, as they go in 
unto an harlot: so went they in unto 
Oholah and unto Oholibah, the lewd 

45 women. And riglteons men, they shall 
judge them with the judgement of adul- 
teresses, and with the judgement of 
women that shed blood; because they 
are adulteresses, and blood is in their 

46hands. Yor thus saith the Lord Gop: 
I will bring up an assembly against 
them, and will give them to be tossed to 

47 and fro and spoiled. And the assem- 
bly shall stone them with stones, and 
despatch them with then swords; they 
shall slay their sons and their dangh- 
ters, and burn up their houses with fire. 

48 Thus will I cause lewdness to cease out 
of the land, that all women may be 
tanght not to do after your lewduess. 

49 And they shall recompense your lewd- 
ness upon you, and ye shall bear the 
sins of your idols: and ye shall know 
that Iam the Lord Gop. 

24 Again, in the ninth year, in the tenth 
month, in the tenth day of the month, 
the word of the Lorp came unto me, 

2saying, Son of man, write thee the 
name of the day, even of this selfsame 
day: the king of Babylon ® drew close 
unto Jerusalem this selfsame day. 

8 And utter a parable unto the rebellious 
house, and say unto them, Thus saith 
the Lord Gop, Set on the caldron, set 
it on, and also pour water into it:

And I will 
make thee a bare rock: thon shalt be 
a place for the spreading of nets; thou 
shalt be built no more: for I the Lorp 
have spoken it, saith the Lord Gop. 


14 Thus saith the Lord Gop to Tyre:'! 


Shall not the isles shake at the sound 
of thy fall, when the wounded groan, 
when the slaughter is made in the midst 
16of thee? Then all the princes of the 
sea shall come down from their thrones, 
and lay aside their robes, and strip off 
their broidered garments: they shall 
clothe themselves with ‘4treinbling ; 
they shall sit upon the ground, and 
shall tremble every moment, and be 
17 astonished at thee. And they shall take 
up a lamentation for thee, and say to 
thee, How art thou destroyed, that wast 
inhabited Sof seafaring men, the re- 
nowned city, which wast strong in the 
sea, she and her inhabitants, which 
caused their terror to be on all that 
186haunt it! Now shall the isles tremble 
in the day of thy fall; yea, the isles 
that are in the sea shall be dismayed 
19at thy departure. For thus saith 
the Lord Gop: When I shall make 
thee a desolate city, like the cities that 
are not inhabited; when I shall bring 
np the deep upon thee, and the great 
20 waters shall cover thee; then will I 
bring thee down with them that de- 
scend into the pit, to the people of old 
time, and will make thee to dwell in 
the nether parts of the earth, 7in the 
places that are desolate of old, with 
them that go down to the pit, that thou 
be not inhabited; 8and I will set glory 

21in the land of the living: I will make 
thee 9a terror, and thou shalt be no 
more: though thou be sought for, yet 
shalt thou never be found again, saith 
the Lord Gop. 

2'7 The word of the Lorp came again 
2 unto me, saying, And thou, son of man, 
3take np a lamentation for Tyre; and 

say unto Tyre, O thou that dvweilest at 
the entry of the sea, which art the 
merchant of the peoples unto many 
isles, thus saith the Lord Gop: Thou, 
O Tyre, hast said, Iam perfect in beauty. 
4 Thy borders arein the heart of the seas, 
thy builders have perfeeted thy beanty. 
5 They have made all thy planks of 
fir trees from Senir: they have taken 
cedars from Lebanon to make a mast 
6for thee. Of the oaks of Bashan have 
they made thine oars; they have made 
thy 12benches of ivory inlaid in box- 
7 wood, from the isles of Kittim. Of 
fine linen with broidered work from 
Egypt was thy sail, that it might be to 
thee for anensign ; blueand purplefrom 
the isles of Elishah was thine awning. 
8 The inhabitants of Zidon and Arvad 
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were thy rowers: thy wise men, O Tyre, 

9 were in thee, they were thy pilots. The 
lancients of Gebal and the wise meu 
thereof were in thee thy calkers: all 
the ships of the sea with their mariners 
were in thee to 2occupy thy mer- 
10chandise. Persia and Lud and Put 
were in thine army, tly men of war: 
they hanged the shield and helmet in 
thee; they set forth thy comeliness. 
11 The men of Arvad with thine army were 
upon thy walls round about, and *the 
Gammadim were in thy towers: they 
hanged their shields upon thy walls 
round about; they have perfected thy 
12 beauty. Tarshish was thy merchant by 
reason of the multitude of all kinds of 
riches; with silver, iron, tin, and lead, 
13 they traded for thy wares. Javan,Tubal, 
and Meshech, they were thy traffickers: 
they traded the persons of men and 
vessels of brass for thy merchandise. 
14 They of the house of Togarmah traded 
for thy wares with horses and war- 
15 horses and mules. The men of Dedan 
were thy traffickers: many isles were 
the mart of thine hand: they brought 
thee 4in exchange horus of ivory and 
1l6ebony. Syria was thy merchant by 
reason of the multitude of thy handy- 
works: they traded for thy wares with 
5emeralds, purple, and broidered work, 
and fine linen, and coral, and rubies. 
17 Judah, and the land of Israel, they 
were thy traffickers: they traded for 
thy merchandise wheat of Minnith, 
and Spannag, and honey, and oil, and 
1sbalm. Damascus was thy merchant 
for the multitude of thy handyworks, 
by reason of the multitude of all kinds 
of riches; with the wine of Helbon, and 
19 white wool. Vedan and Javan traded 
Twith yarn for thy wares: ®bright 
iron, cassia, and calamnus, were ainong 
20 thy merchandise. Dedan was thy traf- 
ficker in precious cloths for riding. 
21 Arabia, and all the princes of Kedar, 
they were the merchants of thy hand; 
in lambs, and rams, and goats, in these 
22 were they thy merchants. The traf- 
fickers of Sheba and Raamah, they 
were thy traffickers: they traded for 
thy wares witli chief of all spices, and 
with all precious stones, and gold. 
23 Haran and Canneh and Eden, the traf- 
fickers of Sheba, Asshur and Chilmad, 
24 were thy trattickers. These were thy 
traffickers in choice wares, in %wrap- 
pings of blue and broidered work, and 

in chesis of rich apparel, bound with 
cords and made of cedar, among thy 
25 merchandise. The ships of Tarshish 
were thy caravans for thy merchandise: 
aud thou wast replenished, and made 
very glorious in the heart of the seas. 
26Thy rowers have brought thee into 
great waters: the east wind hath broken 
27thee in the heart of the seas. Thy 
riches, and thy wares, thy merchandise, 
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thy mariners,and thy pilots,thy calkers, , 


and the °oceupiers of thy merchandise, 
and all thy men of war, that are in thee, 
with all thy company which is in the 
midst of thee, shall fall into the heart 
28 of the seas im the day of thy ruin. At 
the sound of the ery of thy pilots the 
29lsuburbs shall shake. And all that 
handle the oar, the mariners, and all 
the pilots of the sea, shall come down 
from their ships, they shall stand upon 
30 the land, and shall canse their voice 
to be heard over thee, and shall cry 
bitterly, and shall cast up dust upon 
their heads, they shall wallow them- 
31 selves in the ashes: and they shall make 
themselves bald for thee, and gird them 
with sackcloth, and they shall weep for 
thee in bitterness of soul with bitter 
32mourning. And in their wailing they 
shall take up a lamentation for thee, 
and lament over thee, saying, Who is 
there like Tyre, like her that is brought 
to silence in the midst of the sea? 
33 When thy wares went forth out of the 
seas, thou filledst many peoples; thou 
didst enrich the kings of the earth with 
the multitude of thy riches and of thy 
34merchandise. In the time that thou 
wast broken by the seas in the depths 
of the waters, thy merchandise and all 
thy company did fall in the midst of 
35 thee. All the inhabitants of the isles 
are astonished at thee, and their kings 
are horribly afraid, they are troubled 
36in their countenance. The merchants 
among the peoples hiss at thee; thou 
art become la terror, and thou shalt 
never be any more. 
28 The word.of the Lorp came again 
2unto me, saying, Son of man, say 
unto the prince of Tyre, Thus saith 
the Lord Gop: Because thine heart is 
lifted up, and thou hast said, I am a 
god, I sit in the seat of God, in the 
1lsmidst of the seas; yet thou art man, 
and not God, though thou didst set 
3thine heart as the heart of God: be- 
hold, thou art wiser than Daniel; there 
is no secret that they can hide from 
4dthee: by thy wisdom and by thine 
understanding thou hast gotten thee 
riches, and hast gotten gold and sil- 
5ver into thy treasures: by thy great 
wisdom and by thy trafiic hast thou in- 
creased thy riches, and thine heartis 
6 lifted up because of thy }6riches: there- 
fore thus saith the Lord Gov: Because 
thou hast set thine heart as the heart 
7of God; therefore behold, I will bring 
strangers upon thee, the terrible of the 
nations: and they shall draw their 
swords against the beauty of thy wis- 
dom, and they shall 17 defile thy bright- 
8ness. They shall bring thee down to 
the pit; and thou shalt die the deatlis of 


them that are slam, in the heart of the | 


9seas. Wilt thou yet say before him 
that slayeth thee, I am God? but theu 
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art man, and not God, in the hand of 
10 him that ! woundeth thee. Thou shalt 
die the deaths of the uneirenmcised 
by the hand of strangers: for I have 
spoken it, saith the Lord Gop. 
11 Moreover the word of the Lorn came 
12 unto me, saying, Son of man, take upa 
lamentation for the king of Tyre, and 
say unto hin, Thus saith the Lord Gop: 
Thou sealest up the 2sum, full of wis- 
13 dom, and perfect in beauty. Thou wast 
in Eden the garden of God; every 
precious stone was thy covering, the 
Ssardius, the topaz, and the diamond, 
the beryl, the onyx, and the jasper, the 
sapphire, the 4emerald, and the 5ear- 
bunele, and gold: the workmanship of 
thy tabrets and of thy pipes was in 
thee; in the day that thou wast cre- 
14ated they were prepared. Thon wast 
the anointed cherub that covereth: and 
Lf set thee, so that thou wast upon 
the holy mountain of God; thou hast 
walked up and down in the midst of the 
15 stones of fire. Thou wast perfect in 
thy ways from the day that thou wast 
created, till unrighteousness was found 
16in thee. By the multitude of thy traf- 
fic they filled the midst of thee with 
violence, and thou hast sinned: there- 
fore have I cast thee as profane out of 
the mountain of God; aud I have de- 
stroyed thee, O covering cherub, from 
| 17 the midst of the stones of fire. Thine 
heart was lifted up because of thy 
beauty, thou hast corrupted thy wisdom 
| by xeason of thy brightness: Ihave cast 
thee to the ground, [have laid thee be- 
| fore kings, that they may behold thee. 
18 By the multitude of thine iniquities, in 
the unrighteousness of thy trafic, thou 
hast profaned thy sanctuaries; there- 
fore have I brought forth a fire from 
the midst of thee, it hath devoured 
| thee, and I have turned thee to ashes 
upon the earth in the sight of all 
'19them that behold thee. All they that 
| know thee among the peoples shall 
be astonished at thee: thou art be- 
come Sa terror, and thou shalt never 
be any more. 
20 And the word of the Lorp came unto 
21 me, saying, Son of man, set thy face 
toward Zidon, and prophesy against it, 
22 and say, Thus saith the Lord Gop: Be- 
hold, Iam against thee, O Zidon; and 
I will be glorified in the midst of thee: 
and they shall know that I am the 
Lorp, when I shall have executed 
judgements in her, and shall be saneti- 
23 fied in her. For I will send into her 
pestilence and blood in her streets; 
and the wounded shall 7fall in the 
midst of her, with the sword upon her 
onevery side; and they shall know that 
24T am the Lorp. And there shall be no 
more a pricking brier unto the house 
of Israel, nor a grieving thorn of any 
that are round about them, that did 
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despite nnto them; and they shall 


know that Iam the Lord Gop. 

25 Thus saith the Lord Gop: When I 
shall have gathered the house of Israel 
from the peoples among whom they 
are scattered, and shall be sanctified 
in them in the sight of the nations, then 
shall they dwell in their own land which 

261 gave to my servant Jacob. And they 
shall dwell securely therein; yea, they 
shall build houses, and plant vine- 
yards, and shall dwell securely; when 
I have executed judgements upon all 
those that do them despite round 
about them; and they shall know that 
Iam the Lorp their God. 

29 In the tenth year, in the tenth month, 
in the twelfth day of the month, the 
word of the Lorp came unto me, say- 

2ing, Son of man, set thy face against 
Pharaoh king of Egypt, and prophesy 
against him, and against all Egypt: 
3speak, and say, Thus saith the Lord 
Gop: Behold, I am against thee, Pha- 
raoh king of Egypt, the great dragon 
that lieth in the midst of his rivers, 
which hath said, My river is mine own, 
4and I have made it for myself. And I 
will put hooks in thy jaws, and I will 
cause the fish of thy rivers to stick unto 
thy scales; and I will bring thee up out 
of the midst of thy rivers, with all the 
fish of thy rivers which stick unto thy 
5seales. And I will leave thee throirn 
into the wilderness, thee and all the fish 
of thy rivers: thou shalt fall upon the 
Sopen field; thou shalt not be brought to- 
gether, nor gathered: I have given thee 
for meat to the beasts of the earth and 
6to the fowls of the heaven. And all 
the inhabitants of Egypt shall know 
that I am the Lorp, because they have 
been a staff of reed to the house of 
7Israel. When they took hold of thee 
*by thy hand, thou didst break, and 
didst rend all their shoulders: and 
when they leaned upon thee, thou 
brakest, and madest all their loins to 
8%be atastand. Therefore thus saith 
the Lord Gop: Behold, I will bring a 
sword upon thee, and will cut off from 
9thee man and beast. And the land of 
Egypt shall be a desolation anda waste; 
and they shall know that I am the 
Lorp: because he hath said, The river 

10 is mine, and I have madeit. Therefore 
behold, I am against thee, and against 
thy river's, and I will make the land of 
Egypt an utter waste and desolation, 
fom the tower of Seveneh even unto 

lithe border of Ethiopia. No foot of 
man shall pass through it, nor foot of 
beast shall pass tlyrough it, neither 

12 shall it be inhabited forty years. And 
I will make the land of Egypt a desol- 
ation in the midst of the countries that 
are desolate, and her cities among the 
cities that are laid waste shall be a des- 


olation forty years: and I will scatter 
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the Egyptians among the nations, 
and will disperse them through the 
13countries. For thus saith the Lord 
Gop: At the end of forty years will I 
gather the Egyptians from the peoples 

14 whither they were scattered: and I will 
bring again the captivity of Egypt, 
and will cause them to return into the 
land of Pathros, into the land of their 
1pirth; and they shall be there a base 

15kingdom. It shall be the basest of the 
kingdoms; neither shall it any more 
lift itself up above the nations: and I 
will diminish them, that they shall no 

16inore rule over the nations. And it 
shall be no more the confidence of the 
house of Israel, bringing iniquity to 
remembrance, when they turn to look 
after them: and they shall know that 
I am the Lord Gop. 

17 And it came to pass in the seven and 
twentieth year, in the first month, in 
the first day of the month, the word 
of the Lorp came unto me, saying, 

18Son of man, Nebuchadrezzar king of 
Babylon caused his army to serve a 
great service against Tyre: every head 
was made bald, and every shoulder was 
peeled: yet had he no wages, nor his 
army, from Tyre, for the service that 

19 he had served against it: therefore thus 
saith the Lord Gop: Behold, I will 
give the land of Egypt unto Nebuchad- 
rezzar king of Babylon; and he shall 
carry off her multitude, and take her 
spoil, and take her prey; and it shall be 

20 the wages for his army. I have given 
him the land of Egypt °as his recom- 
penee for which he served, because they 
wrought for me, saith the Lord Gop. 

21 In that day will I cause an horn to 
bud forth wnto the house of Israel, and 
I will give thee the opening of the 
mouth in the midst of them; and they 
shall know that I am the Lorp. 

30 The word of the Lorn came again un- 

2to me, saying, Son of man, prophesy, 
and say, Thus saith the Lord Gop: 

3Howl ye, Woe worth the day! For 
the day is near, even the day of the 
Lorp is near, a day of clouds; it shall 

4)e the time of the heathen. And a 
sword shall come upon Egypt, and 
anguish shall be in #Ethiopia, when 
the slain shall fall in Egypt; and they 
shall take away her multitude, and 
her foundations shall be broken down. 

54Ethiopia, and Put, and Lud, and all 
the mingled people, and Cub, and the 
children of >the land that is in league, 
shall fall with them by the sword. 

6 Thus saith the Lorp: They also that 
uphold Egypt shall fall, and the pride 
of her power shall come down: &from 
the tower of Seveneh shall they fall 
in it by the sword, saith the Lord 

7Gop. And they shall be desolate in 
the midst of the countries that are 

desolate, and her cities shall be in 














the midst of the cities that are wasted. 

8 And they shall know that I am the 
Lorp, when I have set a fire in Egypt, 
and all her helpers are ‘destroyed. 

9In that day shall messengers go forth 
from before me in ships to make the 
careless Ethiopians afraid; and there 
shall be anguish upon them, as in the 
day of Egypt; for, lo, it cometh. 

10 Thus saith the Lord Gop: I will 
also make the multitude of Egypt to 
cease, by the hand of Nebuchadrezzar 

1llking of Babylon. He and his people 
with him, the terrible of the nations, 
shall be brought in to destroy the 
land; and they shall draw their swords 
against Egypt, and fill the land with 

12the slain. And I will make the rivers 
dry, and will sell the land into the 
hand of evil men; and I will make 
the land desolate, and 8all that is 
therein, by the hand of strangers: I 
the Lorp have spoken it. 

13 Thus saith the Lord Gop: I will also 
destroy the idols, and I will cause the 
Simages to cease from Noph; and there 
shall be no more a prince out of the land 
of Egypt: and I will put a fear m the 

14land of Egypt. And I will make Pathros 
desolate, and will set a fire m Zoan, 
and will execute judgements in No. 

15And I will pour my fury upon Sin, 
the strong hold of Egypt; and I will 

16eut off the multitude of No. And I 
will set a fire in Egypt; Sin shall be 
in great anguish, and No shall be 
broken up: and Noph shall hare ad- 

17 versaries 19in the day-time. The young 
men of Aven and of Pi-beseth shall 
fall by the sword: and these cities 

18shall go into captivity. At Tehaph- 
nehes also the day shall withdraw 
itself, when I shall break there the 
yokes of Egypt, and the pride of her 
power shall cease in her: as for her, a 
cloud shall cover her, and her daugh- 

19 ters shall go into captivity. Thus will 
T execute judgements in Egypt: and 
they shall know that Iam the Lorp. 

90 And it came to pass in the eleventh 
year, in the first month, in the seventh 
day of the month, that the word of 

21the Lorp came nuto me, saying, Son 
of man, I have broken the arm of 
Pharaoh king of Egypt; and, lo, it 
hath not been bound up to apply heal- 
ing medicines, to put a roller to bind 
it, that it be strong to hold the sword. 

22 Therefore thus saith the Lord Gop: 

3ehold, I am against Pharaoh king of 
Egypt, and will break his arms, the 
strong, and that which was broken; 
and I will cause the sword to fall out 

293 of his hand. And I will scatter the 
Egyptians among the nations, and will 
disperse them through the countries. 

24 And I will strengthen the arms of the 
king of Babylon, and put my sword in 
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Pharaoh, aud le shall groan before 
him with the groanings of a deadly 
25 wounded man. And £ will hold up 
the arms of the king of Babylon, and

the arms of Pharaoh shall fall down; 
' and they shall know that Iam the Lorp, 
when I shall put my sword into the 
hand of the king of Babylon, and he 
shall stretch it out upon the land of 
26 Egypt. And I will scatte? the Egypt- 
ians among the nations, and disperse 
them through the countries; and they 
shall know that Iam the Lorp. 
| 31 And it came to pass in the eleventh 
year, in the third month, in the first 
day of the month, that the word of the 
2Lorp came nnto me, saying, Son of 
man, say unto Pharaoh king of Egypt, 
and to his multitude; Whom art thou 
Slike in thy greatness? Behold, the 
Assyrian was a cedar in Lebanon with 
fair branches, and with a shadowing 
shroud, and of an high stature; and 
his top was among the ! thick boughs. 
4The waters nourished him, the deep 
made him to grow: her rivers ran round 
about her plantation; and she sefit out 
her channels unto all the trees of the 
5 field. Therefore his stature was ex- 
alted above all the trees of the field; 
and his boughs were multiplied, and 
his branches became long by reason of 
2many waters, when he shot them forth. 
6 All the fowls of heaven made their nests 
in his boughs, and mnder his branches 
did all the beasts of the field bring 
forth their young, and under his sha- 
7 dow dwelt all great nations. Thus was 
he fair in his greatness, in the length 
of his branches: for his root was by 
82many waters. The cedars in the gar- 
den of God could not hide him: the fir 
trees were not like his boughs, and the 
plane trees were not as his branches; 
nor was any tree in the garden of God 
9 like unto him in his beauty. Imade him 
fair by the multitude of his branches: 
so that all the trees of Eden, that were 
in the garden of God, envied him. 
i0 Therefore thus ?said the Lord Gop: 
Because thou art exalted in stature, 
and he hath set his top among the 
ithick boughs, and his heart is lifted 
1iup in his height; I will even deliver 
him into the hand of the mighty one 
of the nations; he shall surely deal 
with him: [have driven him out for his 
12 wickedness. And strangers, the terrible 
of the nations, have cut him off, and 
have left him: upon the mountains 
and in all the valleys his branches are 
fallen, and his boughs are broken by all 
the watercourses of the land; and all 
the peoples of the earth are gone down 
from his shadow, and have left him. 
13 Upon his ruin all the fowls of the 
heaven shall dwell, and all the beasts of 
the field shall be upon his branches: 
14 to the end that none of all the trees by 
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the waters exalt themselves in their | 
stature, neither set their top among the 
thick boughs, nor that their mighty ones 
stand up in their height, even all that 
drink water: for they are all delivered 
unto death, to the nether parts of the 
earth, in the midst of the ehildrven of 
nen, With them that go down to the pit. 

15 Thus saith the Lord Gop: In the day 
when he went down to 4hell I caused 
a mourning: I covered the deep for 
him, and I restrained the rivers there- 
of, and the great waters were stayed: 
and I caused Lebanon 5to mourn for 
him, and all the trees of the field faint- 

1é6ed for him. I made the nations to 
shake at the sound of his fall, when I 
cast him down to #hell with them that 
descend mto the pit: and all the trees 
of Eden, the choice and best of Leba- 
non, all that drink water, were com- 
forted in the nether parts of the earth. 

17 They also went down into 4hell with 
him unto them that be slain by the 
sword; yea, they that were his arm, 
that dwelt under his shadow in the 
midst of the nations. 

18 To whom art thou thus like in glory 
and in greatness among the trees of 
Eden? yet shalt thou be brought down 
with the trees of Eden unto the nether 
parts of the earth: thou shalt He in 
the midst of the uncircumeised, with 
them that be slain by the sword. This 
is Pharaoh and all his multitude, saith 
the Lord Gop. 

32 And it came to pass in the twelfth 
year, in the twelfth month, in the first 
day of the month, that the word of the 

2 Lord came unto me, saying, Son of man, 
take np a lamentation for Pharaoh king 
of Egypt, and say unto him, Thou wast 
likened unto a young lion of the na- 
tions: yet art thou as a dvagon in the 
seas; and thou brakest forth © with thy 
rivers, and troubledst the waters with 

3 thy feet, and fouledst their rivers. Thus 
saith the Lord Gop: I will spread out 
my net over thee with a company of 
many peoples; and they shall bring 

4thee up in my net. And I will leave 
thee upon the land, I will east thee forth 
upon the open field, and will cause all 
the fowls of the heaven to settle upon 
thee, and I will satisfy the beasts of 

5 the whole earth with thee. And I will 
lay thy flesh npon the mountains, and 

6fill the valleys with thy ‘height. I 
will also water with thy blood the land 
wherein thou swimmest, even to the 
mountains; and the watercourses shall 

7 be full of thee. And when I shall ex- 
tinguish thce, I will cover the heaven, 
and make the stars thereof §dark; I will 
cover the sun with a cloud, and the 

8inoon shall not give her ight. Al the 
bright lights of heaven will Lmake*dark 
over thee, and set darkness upon thy 

9land, saith the Lord Gop. I will also 
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vex the hearts of many peoples, when I 
shall bring thy destruction among the 
nations, into the countries which thou 

10 hast not known. Yea, 1 will make many 
peoples amazed at thee, and their kings 
shall be horribly afraid for thee, when 
I shall brandish my sword before them ; 
and they shall trembleat every moment, 
every man for his own life, in the day of 

11 thy fall. For thus saith the Lord Gop: 
The sword of the king of Babylon 

12 shall come upon thee. By the swords 
of the mighty will I cause thy multi- 
tude to fall; the terrible of the nations 
are they all: and they shall spoil the 
pride of Egypt, and all the multitude 

13 thereof shall be destroyed. I will de- 
stroy also all the beasts thereof from 
beside !:many waters; neither shall the 
foot of man trouble them any more, nor 

14 the hoofs of beasts trouble them. Then 
will I 2make their waters clear, and 
cause their rivers to run like oil, saith 

15 the Lord Gop. WhenTI shall make the 
land of Egypt desolate and waste, aland 
destitute of 3that whereof it was full, 
when I shall smite all them that dwell 
therein, then shall they know that I 

16am the Lorp. This is the lamenta- 
tion wherewith they shall lament; the 
daughters of the nations shall lament 
therewith: for Egypt, and for all her 
multitude, shall they lament therewith, 
saith the Lord Gop. 

17 It came to pass also in the twelfth 
year, in the fifteenth day of the month, 
that the word of the Lorp came nnto 

18me, saying, Son of man, wail for the 
multitude of Egypt, and cast them 
down, even her, and the daughters of 
the famous nations, unto the nether 
parts of the earth, with them that go 

19 down into the pit. Whom dost thou pass 
in beauty? go down, and be thou laid

When the priests 
enter in, then shall they not go out of 
the holy place into the outer court, 
but there they shall lay their garments 
wherein they minister; for they are 
holy: and they shall put on other 
garments, and shall approach to that 
which pertaineth to the people. 

15 Now when he had made an end of 
measuring the inner house, he brought 
me forth by the way of the gate whose 
prospect is toward the east, and mea- 

16 sured it round about. He measured 
on the east Jside with the measuring 
reed, five hundred reeds, with the mea- 

17 suring reed round about. He measured 
on the north !side, five hundred reeds, 
with the measuring reed round about. 

18 He measured on the south ! side, five 
hundred reeds, with the measuring 

i9reed. He turned abort to the west 
lside, and measured five hundred reeds 

20 with the measuring reed. He inea- 
sured it 2on the four sides: it had a 
wall round abont, the length five 
hundred, and the brea@th five hund- 
red, to make a separation between that 
which was holy and that which was 

|; common. 

43 Afterward he brought me to the 
gate, even the gate that looketh to- 
2ward the east: aud behold, the glory 
of the God of Israel came from the 
way of the east: and his voice was 
like the sound of many waters: and 
3 the earth shined with his glory. And 
it was according to the appearance of 
the vision which I saw, even according 
to the vision that I saw when I came 
to destroy the city; and the visious 
were like the vision that I saw by the 
river Chebar: and I fell upon my face. 

4 And the glory of the Lorp came into 

the house by the way of the gate whose 

5 prospect is toward the east. And the 

spirit took ine up, and bronght me into 
the inner court; and behold, the glory 

6of the Lorp filled the house. And I 

heard one speaking unto ine out of the 
7house; and a man stood by me. And 
he said unto me, Son of man, this is 
the place of my throne, and the place 
of the soles of my feet, where I will 
dwell in the midst of the children of 
Israel for ever: and the house of Israel 
shall no more defile my holy name, 
neither they, nor their kings, by their 
whoredom, and by the carcases of 
8their kings in their high places; in 
their setting of their threshold by my 
threshold, and their door post beside 
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my door post, and there was but the 
wall between me and them; and they 
have defiled my holy name by their ab- 
ominations which they have connnit- 
ted: wherefore I have consumed them 
Sin mine anger. Now let them put a- 
way their whoredom, and the carcases 
of their kings, far from me, and I will 
dwell in the midst of them for ever. 

10 Thou, son of man, shew the house to 
the house of Israel, that they may be a- 
shamed of their iniquities: and let them 

1imeasure the 4pattern. And if they be 
ashamed of all that they have done, 
make known unto them the form of the 
house, and the fashion thereof, and the 
goings out thereof, and the comings in 
thereof, aud all the forms thereof, and 
all the ordinances thereof, and all the 
forms thereof, and all the laws there- 
of, and write it in their sight: that 
they may keep the whole form thereof, 
and all the ordinances thereof, and do 

12them. This is the law of the house: 
upon the top of the mountain the whole 
limit thereof ronnd about shall be most 
holy. Behold, this is the law of the 
house. 

13 And these are the measures of the 
altar by cubits: (the cubit isa cubit and 
an handbreadth:) the bottom shall 
be a eubit, and the breadth a cubit, 
and the border thereof by the edge 
thereof round about a span: and this 

14shall be the base of the altar. And 
from the bottom ‘upon the ground to 
the lower 8settle shall be two cubits, 
and the breadth one cubit; and from 
the lesser settle to the greater settle 
shall be four cubits, and the breadth a 

15ecubit. And the 9upper altar shall be 
fonr cubits; aud from the altar hearth 
and upward there shall be four horns. 

16 And the altar hearth shall be twelve 
cubits long by twelve broad, square in 

17 the four sides thereof. And the settle 
shall be fourteen cubits long by four- 
teen broad in the four sides thereof; 
and the border about it shall be half a 
eubit; and the bottom thereof shall be 
a cubit about; and the steps thereof 
shall look toward the east. 

18 Andhe said unto me, Son of man, thus 
saith the Lord Gop: These are the or- 
dinances of the altar in the day when 
they shall make it, to offer burnt of- 
ferings thereon, and to sprinkle blood 

19 thereon. Thou shalt give to the priests 
the Levites that be of theseed of Zadok, 
which are near unto me, to mimister un- 
to me, saith the Lord Gop, a young 

20 bullock for a sin offering. And thou 
shalt take of the blood thereof, and put 
it on the four horns of it, and on the 
four corners of the settle, and upon the 
border round about: thus shalt thou 
cleanse it and make atonement for it. 

21 Thou shalt also take the bullock of the 

sin offering, and he shall burn it in the

22 out the sanctuary. And on the second 
day thou shalt offer a he-goat without 
blemish for asin offering ; and they shall 
cleanse the altar, as they did cleanse 

23it with the bullock. When thou hast 
made an end of cleansing it, thou shalt 
offer a young bullock without blemish, 
and a ram out of the flock without 

2tblemish. And thon shalt bring them 
near before the Lorp, and the priests 
shall cast salt upon them, and they shall 
offer them up for a burnt offering unto 

25 the Loxp. Seven days shalt thou pre- 
pare every day a goat for a sin offer- 
ing: they shall also prepare a young 
bullock, and a ram out of the flock ,with- 

26out blemish. Seven days shall they 
make atonement for thealtar and purify 

27it; so shall they Jconsecrate it. And 
when they have accomplished the days, 
it shall be that upon the eighth day, and 
forward, the priests shall make your 
burnt offerings upon the altar, and your 
peace offerings; and I will accept you, 
saith the Lord Gep. 

44 Then he brought me back the way 
of the outer gate of the sanctuary, 
which locketh toward the east; and 

2it was shut. And the Lorp said unto 
me, This gate shall be shut, it shall 
not be opened, neither shall any man 
enter in by it, for the Lorp, the God 
of Israel, hath entered in by it; there- 
3 fore it shall be shut. As for the prince, 
he shall sit therein as prince to eat 
bread before the Lorn; he shall enter 
by the way of the porch of the gate, 
and shall go out by the way of the 
4same. Then he brought me the way of 
the north gate before the house; and 
I looked, and behold, the glory of the 
Lorp filled the house of the Lorp: and 
51 fell upon my face. And the Lorp 
said unto me, Son of man, 2mark well, 
and beheld with thine eyes, aud hear 
with thine ears all that I say unto thee 
concerning all the ordinances of the 
house of the Lorp, and all the laws 
thereof; and 2 mark well the entering in 
of the house, with every going forth of 
6 the sanctuary. Andthon shalt say to the 
rebellious, even to the house of Israel, 
Thus saith the Lord Gop: O ye house 
of Israel, let it suffice you of all your ab- 
7 ominations, in that ye have brought in 
aliens, uncircumcised in heart and un- 
circumcised in flesh, to be in my sanc- 
tuary, to profane it, even my house, 
when ye offer my bread, the fat and the 
blood, and ® they have broken my coven- 
ant, #¢o add unto all your abominations. 


- 8 And ye have not kept the charge of mine 


holy things: but ye have set keepers of 
my charge in my sanctuary for your- 
9selves. Thus saith the Lord Gop, No 
alien, uncircumcised in heart and un- 
circumcised in flesh, shall enter into 
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appointed place of the house, with- | 10 among the children of Israel. But the 


eee 


Levites that went far from me, when 
Israel went astray, which went astray 
from me after their idols; they shall 

Ii bear their iniquity. Yet they shall be 
ministers in my sanctuary, having over- 
sight at the gates of the house, and 
mnlistering in the house: they shall slay 
the burnt offering and the sacrifice for 
the people, and they shall stand before 

12 them to minister unto them. Because 
they ministered unto them before thei 
idols, and became a stuinblingbloek of 
iniquity unto the honse of Isracl; there- 
fore have I lifted up mine hand against 
them, saith the Lord Gon, and they 

13shall bear their iniquity. And they 
shall not come near unto me, to execute 
the office ot priest unto me, nor to 
come near to any of my holy things, 
unto the things that are most holy: 
but they shall bear their shame, and 
their abominations which they have 

14committed. Yet will I make them 
keepers of the charge of the honse, for 
all the service thereof, and for all that 
shall be done therein. 

15 But the priests the Levites, the sons of 
Zadok, that kept the charge of my sanc- 
tuary when the children of Israel went 
astray from me, they shall come near to 
me to minister unto me; and they shall 
stand before me to offer unto me the fat 

16 and the bloo@, saith the Lord Gop: they 
shall enter into my sanctuary, and they 
shall come near to my table, to minister 
unto me, and they shall keep my charge. 

17 And it shall be that when they enter 
in at the gates of the inner court, they 
shall be clothed with linen garments ; 
and no wool shall come upon them, 
whiles they minister in the gates of 

18the inner court, and within. They 
shall have linen tires upon their heads, 
and shall have linen breeches upon their 
loins; they shall uot gird themselves 

19 with any thing that causeth sweat. And 
when they go forth into the outer court, 
even into the outer court to the peo- 
ple, they shall put off their garments 
wherein they minister, and lay them im 
the holy chambers, and they shall put 
on other garments, that they sanctify 
not the people with their garments. 

90 Neither shall they shave their heads, 
nor suffer their locks to grow long; they 

21 shall only poll their heads. Neither 
shall any priest drink wine, when they 

22 enter into the inner court. Neither 
shall they take for their wives a widow, 
nor her that is put away: but they shall 
take virgins of the seed of the house of 
Israel, or a widow that is the widow of 

23a priest. And they shall teach my peo- 
ple the difference between the holy and 
the common, and canse them to discern 
between the unclean and the clean. 

24 And in a controversy they shall stand 


to judge; according to my judgements |

shall they judge it: and they shall 
keep my laws and my statutes in all 
my appointed feasts; and they shall 

25 hallow my sabbaths. And they shall 
come at no dead person to defile them- 
selves: but for father, or for mother, 
or for son, or for daughter, for brother, 
or for sister that hath had no husband, 

26 they may defile themselves. And after 
he is cleansed, they shall reckon unto 

27 him seven days. And inthe day that he 
goeth into the sanctuary, into the inner 
court, to minister in the sanctuary, 
he shall offer his sin offering, saith the 

28 Lord Gop. And they shall have an 
inheritance; I am their inheritance: 
and ye shall give them no possession 

29 in Israel; Iam their possession. They 
shall eat the meal offering, and the sin 
offering, and the guilt offering; and 
every devoted thing in Israel shall be 

30 theirs. And the first of all the firstfruits 
of every thing, and every Joblation of 
every thing, of all your oblations, shall 
be for the priests: ye shall also give 
unto the priest the first of your 2dough, 
to cause a blessing to rest on thine 

3lhouse. The priests shall not eat of 
any thing that dieth of itself, or is 
torn, whether it be fowl or beast. 

45 Moreover, when ye shall divide by 
lot the land for inheritance, ye shall 
offer an oblation unto the Lorn, ®an 
holy portion of the land: the length 
shall be the length of five and twenty 
thousand 7ceds, and the breadth shall 
be 4ten thousand: it shall be holy in 
all the border thereof round about. 

2Of this there shall be for the holy 
place five hundred zn length by five 
hundred in breadth, squareround about; 
and fifty cubits for the >suburbs there- 
3 of round about. And of this measure 
shalt thou measure, a length of five and 
twenty thousand, and a breadth of ten 
thousand: and in it shall be the sane- 
4tuary, which is most holy. It is an 
holy portion of the land; it shall be for 
the priests, the ministers of the sanc- 
tuary, which come near to minister unto 
the Lorp; and it shall be a place for 
their houses, and an holy place for the 
5sanctuary. And five and twenty thou- 
sand in length, and ten thousand in 
breadth, shall be unto the Levites, the 
mninisters of the house, for a possession 
unto themselves, forStwenty chambers. 

6 And ye shall appoint the possession of 

the city five thousand broad, and five 


and twenty thousand long, side by side | 


with the oblation of the holy portion: 
it shall be for the whole house of Israel. 
7 And whatsocver ts for the prince shall 
be on the one side and on the other side 
of the holy oblation and of the posses- 
sion of the eity, in front of the holy 
oblation and in front of the possession 
of the city, on the west side westward, 
and on the east side eastward: and in 
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length answerable unto one of the por- 
tions, from the west border unto the 

Seast border. 7In the land it shall be 
to him for a possession in Israel: and 
iny princes shall no more oppress my 
people; but they shall give the land to 
the house of Israel according to their 
tribes. 

9 Thus saith the Lord Gop: Let it suf- 
fice you, O princes of Israel: remove 
violence and spoil, and execute judge- 
ment and justice; take away your 
Sexactions from my people, saith the 

10 Lord Gop. Yeshall have just balances, 
and a just ephah, and a just bath. 

11 The ephah and the bath shall be of 
one measure, that the bath may con- 
tain the tenth part of an homer, and 
the ephah the tenth part of an homer: 
the measure thereof shall be after the 

12homer. And the shekel shall be twenty 
gerahs: twenty shekels, five and twenty 
shekels, fifteen shekels, shall be your 

13maneh. ‘This is the oblation that ye 
shall offer; the sixth part of an ephah 
from an homer of wheat, and ye shall 
give the sixth part of an ephah from an 

14 homer of barley: and the set portion of 
oil, of the bath of oil, shall be the tenth 
part of a bath out of the cor, which is 
ten baths, evenan homer; for ten baths 

15are an homer: and one lamb of the 
flock, out of two hundred, from the 9 fat 
pastures of Israel; for a meal offering, 
and for a burnt offering, and for peace 
offerings, to make atonement for them, 

16 saith the Lord Gop. All the people of 
the land }°shall give unto this oblation 

17 for the prince in Israel. And it shall 
be the prince’s part to give the burnt 
offerings, and the meal offerings, and 
the drink offerings, in the feasts, and 
in the new moons, and in the sabbaths, 
in all the appointed feasts of the house 
of Israel: he shall prepare the sin offer- 
ing, and the meal offering, and the 
burnt offering, and the peace offerings, 
to make atonement for the house of 
Israel. 

18 Thus saith the Lord Gop: In the first 
month, in the first day of the month, 
thou shalt take a young bullock with- 
out blemish; and thou shalt cleanse 

19the sanctuary. And the priest shall 
take of the blood of the sin offering, 
and put it upon the door posts of the 
house, and upon the four corners of the 
ll settle of the altar, and upon the posts 

20 of the gate of the inner court. And so 
thou shalt do1? on the seventh day of the 
month for every one that erreth, and for 
him that is simple: so shall ye make 

21 atonement for the house. In the first 
month, in the fourteenth day of the 
month, ye shall have the passover, a 
feast of seven days; unleavened bread 

22 shall be eaten. And upon that day shall 
the prinee prepare for himself and for 
all the people of the land a bullock for 
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23a sin offering. And the seven days of 
the feast he shall prepare a burnt of- 
fering to the Lorp, seven bullocks and 
seven rams without blemish daily the 
seven days; and a he-goat daily for a 

24sin offering. And he shall prepare a 
neal offering, an ephah for a bullock, 
and an ephah for a ram, and an hin of 

25 oiltoan ephah. In the seventh month, 
in the fifteenth day of the month, in 
the feast, shall he do the like the seven 
days; according to the sin offering, 
according to the burnt offering, and 
according te the meal offering, and ac- 
cording to the oil. 

46 Thus saith the Lerd Gep: The gate 
ef the inner court that looketh to- 
ward the east shall be shut the six 
working days; but on the sabbath day 
it shall be opened, and in the day of 

2 the new moon it shall be opened. And 
the prince shall enter by the way of 
the porch of the gate without, and 
shall stand by the pest of the gate, 
and the priests shall prepare his burnt 
offering and his peace offerings, and he 
shall worship at the thresheld ef the 
gate; then he shall go forth: but the 
gate shall not be shut until the evening. 

3 And the people of the land shall wor- 
ship at the door of that gate before 
the Lorp in the sabbaths and in the 

4new moons. And the burnt offermg 
that the prince shall offer unto the 
Lorp shall be in the sabbath day six 
lambs without blemish and a ram with- 
5out blemish; and the meal offering 
shall be an ephah for the ram, and 
the meal offering for the lambs as he is 
able to give, and an hin ef oil to an 

6 ephah. And in the day of the new moon 
it shall be a yeung bullock without 
blemish; and six lambs, andaram; they 

7 shall be without blemish: and he shall 
prepare a neal offering, an ephah for 
the bullock, and an ephah for the ram, 
and for the lambs according as the is 

Sable, aud an hin of oi] to an ephah. And 
when the prince shall enter, he shall 
go in by the way ef the porch of the 
gate, and he shall ge ferth by the way 

9 thereof. But when the people of the 
land shall come before the Lorp in 
the appointed feasts, he that entereth 
by the way of the north gate to worship 
shall go forth by the way of the south 
gate; and be that entereth by the way 
of the south gate shall go forth by the 
way of the north gate: he shall not 
return by the way of the gate whereby 
he came in, but shall ge forth straight 

10 before him. And the prince, when they 
goin, shall go in in the midst of them; 
and when they go forth, 2they shall go 

llforth together. And in the feasts and 
in the ?selemnities the meal offering 
shall be an ephah for a bulleck, and 
an ephah for a ram, and for the lambs 
as he is able to give, and an hin of oil 


——— es 
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12te an ephah. And when the prince 
shall prepare a freewill offerimg, a burnt 
offering or peace offerings as a freewill 
offering unto the Lorn, one shall epen 
for him the gate that leoketh toward 
the east, and he shall prepare his burnt 
offering and his peace offerings, as he 
doth on the sabbath day: then he shall 
go forth; and after his going forth one 

13 shall shut the gate. And thou shalt 
prepare a lamb of the first year with- 
ont blemish for a burnt offering unte 
the Lorp daily: merning by morning 

14shalt thou prepare it. And thou shalt 
prepare a meal offering with it merning 
by morning, the sixth part of an ephah, 
and the third part of an hin of oil, to 
4 moisten the fine flour; a meal offering 
unte the Lexp continually by a per- 

15 petual ordinance. Thus shall they pre- 
pare the lamb, and the meal offering, 
and the oil, morning by morning, fora 
continual burnt efering. 

16 Thus saith the Lord Gep: If the 
prince give a gift unto any of his 
sons, it is his inheritance, it shall be- 
long to his sens; it is their possession 

17 by inheritance. But if he give of his 
inheritance a gift te ene of his servants, 
it shall be his to the year of liberty; 
then it shall return to the prince; but 
as for his inheritance, it shall be for 

18his sens. Moreover the prince shall 
net take of the people's inheritance, 
to 5thrust them out of then pesses- 
sion; he shall give inheritance to his 
sons eut ef bis own possession: that 
my people be net scattered every man 
frem his possession. 

19 Then he brought me through the 
entry, which was at the side of the 
gate, into the hely chambers for the 
priests, which looked toward the north: 
and beheld, there was a place en the 

20 hinder part westward. And he said 
unto me, This is the place where the 
priests shall beil the guilt offermg and 
the sin offering, where they shall bake 
the meal offering; that they bring 
them not forth into the euter ceurt, to 

21 sanctify the people. Then he brought 
me forth inte the euter court, and 
caused me to pass by the four corners 
ef the court; and bebold, in every 
corner of the court there was a court. 

22In the four corners of the court there 
were courts Sinclosed, forty cubits long 
and thirty broad: these four in the 

23cerners were of one measure. And 
there was a rew of building round 
about in them, round abeut the four, 
and it was made with boiling places 

24under the rows round about, Then 
said he nnto me, These are the boiling 
heuses, where theministers of the house 
shall boil the sacrifice ef the people. 

47 And he brought me back unto 
the deor of the house; and behold, 
waters issued out frem under the 
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threshold of the house eastward, for 
the forefront of the house was toward 
the east: and the waters came down 
from under, from the right side of the 
2 house, on the sonth of the altar. Then 
bronght he me out by the way of the 
gate northward, and led me round by 
the way without unto the outer gate, by 
the way of the gate that looketh toward 
the east; and behold, there Jran ont 
3 waters on theright side. When theman 
went forth eastward with the line in his 
hand, he measured a thousand cubits, 
and he cansed me to pass through the 
waters, waters that were to the ankles. 
4Again he measured a thousand, and 
caused me to pass through the waters, 
waters that were to the knees. Again 
he measured a thousand, and caused 
me to pass through the waters, waters 
5 that were to the loins. Afterward he 
measured a thousand; and it was a 
river that I could not pass through: for 
the waters were risen, waters to swim 
in, a river that could not be passed 
6throngh. And he said nnto me, Son 
of man, hast thon seen this? Then he 
brought me, and caused ine to return 
7to the bank of the river: Now when I 
had returned, behold, upon the bank 
of the river were very many trees on 
8the one side and on the other. Then 
said he unto me, These waters issue 
forth toward the eastern region, and 
shall go down into the Arabah: and 
they shall go toward the sea; into the 
sea shall the waters go which were 
made to issue forth; and the waters 
9shcll be healed. And it shall come to 
pass, that every living creature which 
swarmeth, in every place whither the 
2rivers come, shall live; and there 
shall be a very great multitude of fish: 
for these waters are come thither, ?and 
the waters of the sea shall be healed, 
and every thing shall live whitherso- 
10ever the river cometh. And it shall 
come to pass, that fishers shall stand 
by it: from En-gedi even unto En- 
eglaini shall be a place for the spread- 
ing of nets; their fish shall be after 
their kinds, as the fish of the great sea, 
Ilexceeding many. But the miry places 
thereof, and the marishes thereof, shall 
not be healed; they shall be 4given up 
12to salt. And by the river upon the 
bank thereof, on this side and on that 
side, shall grow every tree for meat, 
whose leaf shall not wither, neither 
shall the fruit thereof fail: it shall bring 
forth 5new fruit every mouth, because 
the waters thereof issue out of the 
sanctuary: and the fruit thereof shall 
be for meat, and the leaf thereof for 
healing. 
13 Thus saith the Lord Gop: This shall 
be the border, whereby ye shall divide 
the land for inheritance according to 
the twelve tribes of Israel: Joseph 
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1l4shall have ® portions. 
inherit it, one as well as another; 
7eoneerning the which I lifted up mine 
hand to give it unto your fathers: and 
this land shall fall unto you for in- 
15 heritance. And this shall be the border 
of the land: on the north side, from 
the great sea, by the way of Hethlon, 
16 unto the entering in of Zedad; Ha- 
math, Berothah, Sibraim, which is be- 
tween the border of Damascus and the 
border of Hamath; ® Hazer-hatticon, 
17 which is by the border of Hauran, And 
the border from the sea shall be Hazar- 
enon at the border of Damascus, and 
on the north northward is the border 
of Hamath. This is the north side. 
18 And the east side, between Hauran and 
Damascus and Gilead, and the land of 
Israel, shall be Jordan; from the north 
border unto the east sea shall ye 
19measure. This is the east side. And 
the south side southward shall be from 
Tamar as far as the waters of Meriboth- 
kadesh, to the brook of Egypt, unto the 
great sea. This is the south side south- 
20 ward. And the west side shall be the 
great sea, from the south border as 
far as over against the entering in of 
21Hamath. This is the west side. So 
shall ye divide this land unto you 
22 according to the tribes of Israel. And 
it shall come to pass, that ye shall 
divide it by lot for an inheritance unto 
you and to the strangers that sojourn 
among you, which shall beget children 


you as the homeborn among the child- 
ren of Israel; they shall have in- 
heritance with you among the tribes 
23 of Israel. And it shall come to pass, 
that in what tribe the stranger so- 
journeth, there shall ye give him his 
inheritance, saith the Lord Gop. 
48 Now these are the names of the 
tribes: from the north end, beside 
the way of Hethlon to the entering in 
of Hamath, Hazar-enan at the border 
of Damascus, northward beside Ha-

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1 In the third year of the reign of Je- | 
hoiakim king of Judah came Nebuchad- | 
nezzar king of Babylon unto Jerusalem, | 

Qand besieged it. And the Lord gave | 
Jehoiakim king of Judah into his hand, | 
with part of the vessels of the house 
of God; and he carried them into the 
land of Shinar to the house of his god: | 
and he brought the vessels into the 

3treasure house of his god. And the 
king spake unto Ashpenaz the master | 
of his eunuchs, that he should bring in 





certain of the children of Israel, even 
of the seed royal and of the nobles; | 
4youths in whom was no blemish, but | 
well favoured, and skilful in all wisdom, 
and cunning in knowledge, and under- 
standing science, and such as had 
ability tostand in the king’s palace; and 
that he should teach them the learn- 
ing and the tongue of the Chaldeans. 

5 And the king appointed for them a daily 
portion of the king’s ! meat, and of the 
wine which he drank, and that they 
should be nourished three years; that 
at the end thereof they might stand 
6before the knmg. Now among these 
were, of the children of Judah, Daniel, 

7 Hananiah, Mishael,and Azariah. And 
the prince of the ennuchs gave names 
unto them: unto Daniel he gave the 
name of Belteshazzar; and to Hanan- 
iah, of Shadrach; and to Mishael, of 
Meshach; and to Azarial, of Abed- 
8nego. But Daniel purposed in his 
heart that he would not defile himself 
with the king’s meat, nor with the 
wine which he drank: therefore he 
requested of the prince of the eunnchs 
that he might not defile himself. 

9 Now God made Daniel to find favour 
and compassion in the sight of the 
10 prince of the eunuchs. And the prince 
of the eunuchs said unto Daniel, I fear 
my lord the king, who hath appointed 
your neat and your drink: for why 
should he see your faces worse hking 
than the youths which are of your 
own age? so should ye endauger my 
11 head with the king. Then said Daniel 
to2the steward, whom the prince of the 
eunuchs had appoiited over Daniel, 
12 Hananiah, Mishael, and Azariah: Prove 
thy servants, I beseech thee, ten days ; 
and let them give us *’pulse to eat, and 
13 water to drink. Then let our counten- 
ances be looked upon before thee, and 
the countelance of the youths that 
eat of the king’s meat; and as thou 
14seest, deal with thy servants. So he 
hearkened unto them in this matter, 
15 and proved themtendays. Andat the 


end of ten days their countenances ap- 
peared fairer, and they were fatter in 
flesh, than all the youths which did eat 
16 of the king’s meat. So 2the steward 
took away their meat, and the wine 
that they should drink, and gave them 
17pulse. Now as for these four youths, 
God gave them knowledge and skill in 
all learning and wisdom: and Daniel 
had understanding in all visions and 
18dreams. And at the end of the days 
which the king had appointed for bring- 
ing them im, the prince of the eunuchs 
brought them in before Nebuchadnez- 
19zar. And the king communed with 
them; and among then all was found 
none like Daniel, Hananiah, Mishael, 
and Azariah: therefore stood they be- 
20fore the king. And in every matter of 
wisdom and understanding, concern- 
ing which the king inquired of them, 
he found them ten times better than 
all the magicians and enchaunters that 
2iwere in all his realm. And Daniel 
coutinued even wnto the first year of 
king Cyrus, 

2 And in the second year of the reign | 
of Nebuchadnezzar Nebuchadnezzar 
dreamed dreams; and his spirit was 
troubled, and his sleep brake from 

Q%him. Then the king commanded to 
call the magicians, and the enchanters, 
and the sorcerers, and the Chaldeaus, 
for to tell the king his dreams. So 
they came in and stood before the king. 

3 And the king said unto them, I have 
dreamed a dream, and my spirit is 

4troubled to know the dream. Then 
spake the Chaldeans to the king >in 
the Syrian language, 6O king, live for 
ever: tell thy servants the dream, 
and we will shew the interpretation. 

5 The king answered and said to the 
Chaldeans, 7The thing is gone from 
me: if yemake not known unto me the 


dream and the interpretation thereof, | J 


ye shall be cut in pieces, and your 
6 houses shall be madeadunghill. Butif 
ye shew the dream and the mterpreta- 
tion thereof, ye shall receive of me gifts 
and rewards and great honour: there- 
fore shew me the dream and the inter- 
7 pretation thereof. They answered the 
second time and said, Let the king 
tell his servants the dream, and we will 
Sshew the imterpretation. The king 
auswered and said, I know of a cert- 
ainty that ye would 8 gain time, because 
ye see %the thing is gone from me. 
9But if ye make not known unto me 
the dream, there is but one law for 


you: for ye have prepared lying and | ¢ 
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corrupt words te speak before ime, till 
the tine be changed: therefore tell 


ime the dream, and I shall know that 26 interpretation. 


ye can shew me the interpretatien | 
10thereof. The Chaldeans answered 
before the king, and said, There is 
not a man upon the earth that can 
shew the king’s matter: forasmuch 
as no king, lord, ner ruler, hath 
asked such a thing of any magician, 
ll er enchanter, oy Chaldean. And it is 
a rare thing that the king requireth, 
and there is none other that can shew 
it before the king, except the gods, 
12 whose dwelling is not with flesh. For 
this cause the king was angry and very 
furious, and eommanded te destroy all 


13 the wise men of Babylon. Sothe decree | 


went forth, and the wise men were to be 
slain; and they sought Daniel and his 

14 companions te be slain. Then Daniel 
returned answer with counsel and pru- 
dence te Ariech the captain of the king’s 
guard, which was gone forth to slay the 

15 wise men of Babylon; he answered 
and said to Ariech the king’s captain, 
Wherefore is the decree so urgent from 
the king? Then Arioch made the thing 

16 known to Daniel. And Daniel went in, 
and desired of the king that he would 
2appeint him a time, ?and he would 
shew the king the interpretation. 

17 Then Daniel went to his house, and 
made the thing known to Hanan- 
iah, Mishael, and Azariah, his com- 

18panions: that they would desire mer- 
cies of the Ged of heaven concerning 
this secret; that Daniel and his com- 
paniens should not perish with the 
rest of the wise men of Babylon. 

19 Then was the secret revealed unte 
Daniel in a vision of the night. Then 
Daniel blessed the Ged of heaven. 

2) Daniel answered and said, Blessed 
be the name of God for ever and 
ever: for wisdom and might are his: 

2land he changeth the times and the 
seasons’ he remeveth kings, and set- 
teth up kings: he giveth wisdom unto 
the wise, and knowledge to them that 

22 know understanding: he revealeth the 
dleep and secret things: he knoweth what 
is in the darkness, and the light dwell- 

23 eth with him. I thank thee, and praise 
thee, O theu God of my fathers, who 
hast given me wisdom and inight, 
and hast new made known unto me 
what we desired of thee: for thou 
hast made knewn unto us the king’s 

24matter. Therefore Daniel went in unto 
Arioch, whom the king had appointed 
to destroy the wise men of Babylon: 
he went and said thus unto him;

bring me in before the king, and I will 
shew unto the king the interpretation. 
25 Then Arioch breught in Daniel before 
the king in haste, and said thus unto 
him, I have found a man of the child- 
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ren of the captivity of Judah, that | 


will make known unto the kings the 
The king answered 
and said te Daniel, whose name was 
Belteshazzar, Art thou able to make 
known unto me the dream which I have 
seen, and the interpretation thereof? 
27Danicl answered before the king, and 
said, The secret which the king hath 
demanded ean neither wise men, en- 
chanters, magicians, nor soothsayers, 
28shew unto the king; but there is a 
God in heaven that revealeth secrets, 
and he hath made known to the king 
Nebuchadnezzar what shall be in the 
latter days. Thy dreain, and the 
visions of thy head upon thy bed, are 


29 these: as for thee, O king, thy thoughts | 


came into thy mind upon thy bed, what 
should come to pass hereafter: and he 
that revealeth secrets hath made kuown 
30to thee what shall eome te pass. But 
as for me, this seeret is net revealed to 
me for any wisdom that I have more 
than any living, but to the intent that 
the interpretatien may be made known 
to the king, and that thou mayest 
31 know the theughts of thy heart. Thou, 
O king, sawest, and behold a great 
image. This image, which was mighty, 
and whose brightuess was excellent, 
stoed before thee 3 and the aspect there- 
32 of was terrible. As for this image, his 
head was of fine gold, his breast and 
his arms of silver, his belly and his 
33 thighs of brass, his legs of non, his 
feet part of iron, and part of clay. 
34 Thou sawest till that a stone was cut 
out witheut hands, which smote the 
image upon his feet that were of tron 
and clay, and brake them in picees. 
35 Then was the iren, the clay, the brass, 
the silver, and the gold, breken in pieces 
together, and became like the chaff 
of the summer threshing-floors; and 
the wind carried them away, that no 
place was found for them: and the 
stune that smote the image became a 
great ‘mountain, and filled the whole 
36earth. This is the dream; and we 
will tell the interpretation thereof be- 
37 fore the king. Thou, O king, art king 
of kings, unto whom the God rof heaven 
hath given the kmgdom, the power, 
38 and the strength, and the glory; and 
wheresoeyer the children of men dwell, 
the beasts of the field and the fowls 
of the heaven hath he given into thine 
hand, and hath made thee to rule over 
them all: thou art the head of gold. 
thee shall arise another 
kingdom inferior to thee; and another 
third kingdom ef brass, which shall 
40 bear rule over all the earth. And the 
fourth kingdom shall be strong as iron: 
forasmuch as iron breaketh in pieees 
and subdueth all things: and as iron 
that crusheth all these, shall it break 
4lin pieces and crush. And whereas 
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thou sawest the feet and toes, part of 
potters’ clay, and part of iron, it shall 
be a divided kingdom; but there shall 
be in it of the strength of the iron, 
forasmuch as thon sawest the iron 
42 mixed with !miry clay. And as the 
toes of the feet were part of iron, and 
part of clay, so the kingdom shall be 

43 partly strong, and partly 2broken. And 

whereas thou sawest the iron mixed 
with 'miry clay, they shall mingle them- 
selves 3 with the seed of men; but they 
shall not cleave one to another, even 
44 as iron doth not mingle with clay. And 
in the days of those kings shall the 
God of heaven set up a kingdom, 
which shall never be destroyed, nor 
shall the sovereignty thereof be left to 
another people; but it shall break in 
pieces and consume all these king- 
doms, and it shall stand for ever. 
45 Forasmuch as thou sawest that a 
stone was cut out of the mountain 
without hands, and that it brake in 
pieces the iron, the brass, the clay, the 
silver, and the gold; the great God 
hath made known to the king what 
shall come to pass hereafter: and the 
cream is certain, and the interpretation 
46 thereof sure. Then the king Nebu- 
chadnezzar fell upon his face, and wor- 
shipped Daniel, and commanded that 
they should offer an oblation and sweet 

47 odours unto him. The king answered 

unto Daniel, and said, Of a truth your 
God is the God of gods, and the Lord 
of kings, and a revealer of secrets, 
seeing thou hast been able to reveal 
48 this secret. Then the king made Daniel 
great, and gave him many great gifts, 
and made him to rnle over the whole 
province of Babylon, and to be chief 
governor over all the wise men of Baby- 

49 lon. And Daniel requested of the king, 
and he appointed Shadrach, Meshach, 
aud Abed-nego, over the affairs of the 
province of Babylon: but Daniel was 
4in the gate of the king. 

3 Nebuchadnezzar the king made an 
image of gold, whose height was three- 
score cubits, and the breadth thereof six 
cubits: he set it up in the plain of Dura, 

2in the province of Babylon. Then Ne- 
buchadnezzar the king sent to gather 
together the satraps, the deputies, and 
the governors, the *judges, the trea- 
surers, the counsellors, the ®sheriffs, 
and all the rulers of the provinces, 
to come to the dedication of the image 
which Nebuchadnezzar the king had 
3setup. Then the satraps, the deputies, 
and the governors, the 5jndges, the 
treasurers, the counsellors, the ®sher- 
iffs, and all the rulers of the provinces, 
were gathered together unto the dedic- 
ation of the image that Nebuchadnez- 
zar the king had set np; and they 
stood before the image that Nebuchad- 
4nezzar had set up. Then the herald 
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cried aloud, To you it is commanded, O 

5 peoples, nations, and languages, that 
at what time ye hear the sound of the 
cornet, flute, harp, sackbut, psaltery, 
7duleimer, and all kinds of music, ye 
fall down aud worship the golden image 
that Nebuchadnezzar the king hath 
6set up: and whoso falleth not down 
and worshippeth shall the same hour 
be cast into the midst of a burning 

7 fiery furnace. Therefore at that time, 
when all the peoples heard the sound 
of the cornet, flute, harp, sackbut, psal- 
tery, and all kinds of music, all the 
peoples, the nations, and the languages, 
fell down and worshipped the golden 
image that Nebuchadnezzar the king 
Shad set np. Wherefore at that time 
certain Chaldeans came near, and 
brought accusation against the Jews. 

9 They answered and said to Nebuchad- 
nezzar the king, O king, live for ever. 
10 Thou, O king, hast made a decree, that 
every man that shall hear the sound of 
the cornet, flute, harp, sackbut, psal- 
tery, and dulcimer, and all kinds of 
music, shall fall down and worship the 
ligolden image: and whoso falleth not 
down and worshippeth, shall be cast in- 

to the midst of a burning fiery firnace. 
12 There are certain Jews whom thou 
hast appointed over the affairs of the 
province of Babylon, Shadrach, Me- 
shach, and Abed-nego; these men, O 
king, have not regarded thee: they 
serve not thy gods, nor worship the 
golden image which thou hast set np. 
13 Then Nebuchadnezzar in his rage and 
fury commanded to bring Shadrach, 
Meshach, and Abed-nego. Then they 
14 brought these men before the king. Ne- 
buchadnezzar answered and said unto 
them, Is it of purpose, O Shadrach, Me- 
shach, and Abed-nego, that ye serve not 
my god, nor worship the golden image 
15 which I have set np? Now if ye be 
ready that at what time ye hear the 
sound of the cornet, flute, harp, sackbut, 
psaltery, and dulcimer, and all kinds of 
music, ye fall down and worship the 
image which I havemade, well: butif ye 
worship not, ye shall be cast the same 
hour into the midst of a burning fiery 
furnace; and who is that god that 
shall deliver you out of my hands? 
16 Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, 
answered and said to the king, O Nebu- 
chadnezzar, ® we have nonced toanswer 
17 thee in this matter. %If it be so, our 
God whom we serve is able to deliver 
ns from the burning fiery furnace; and 
he will deliver us out of thine hand, O 
18king. Butif not, beit known unto thee, 
O king, that we will not serve thy 
gods, nor worship the golden image 
19which thou hast set up. Then was 
Nebuchadnezzar full of fury, and the 
form of his visage was changed against 
Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego: 
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therefore hespake, and commanded that 
they shouldheat thefurnace seven times 
more than it was wont to be heated. 
20And he commanded certain mighty 
men that were in his army to bind 
Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, 
and to cast them into the burning fiery 
21furnace. Then these men were bound 
in their hosen, their ! tunics, and their 
mantles, and their other garments, and 
were cast into the midst of the burn- 

22 ing fiery furnace. Therefore because 
the king’s commandment was urgent, 
and the furnace exceeding hot, the 
flame of the fire slew those men that 
took up Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed- 

23nego. And these three men, Shadrach, 
Meshach, and Abed-nego, fell down 
bound into the midst of the burniug 

24 fiery furnace. Then Nebuchadnezzar 
the king was astonied, and rose up in 
haste: he spake and said unto his coun- 
sellors, Did not we cast three men bound 
into the midst of the fire? They an- 
swcred and said unto the king, True, O 

95 king. He answered and said, Lo, I see 
four men loose, walking in the midst 
of the fire, and they have no hurt; and 
the aspect of the fourth is like a son 

260f the gods. Then Nebuchadnezzar 
came near to the 2mouth of the burn- 
ing fiery furnace: he spake and said, 
Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, 
ye servants of the Most High God, 
come forth, and come hither. Then 
Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, 
came forth out of the midst of the fire. 

27 And the satraps, the deputies, and the 
governers, and the king’s counsellors, 
being gathered together, saw these 
men, that the fire had no power upon 
their bodies, nor was the hai of their 
head singed, neither were their hosen 
changed, nor had the smell of fire 

28passed on them. Nebuchadnezzar 
spake and said, Blessed be the God 
of Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed- 
nego, who hath sent his angel, and 
delivered his servants that trusted 
in him, and have changed the king’s 
word, and have yielded their bodies, 
that they might not serve nor wor- 
ship any god, except their own God. 

29 Therefore I make a decree, that 
every people, nation, and language, 
which speak any thing amiss against 
the God of Shadrach, Meshach, and 
Abed-nego, shall be cut in pieces, and 
their houses shall be made a dunghill: 
because there is no other god that is 

30 able to deliver after this sort. Then 
the king promoted Shadrach, Meshach, 
and Abed-nego, in the province of 
Babylon. 

4 Nebuchadnezzar the king, unto all the 
peoples, nations, and languages, that 
dwell in all the earth; peace be multi- 

2plied unto you. It hath seemed good 
unto me to shew the signs and wonders

that the Most High Ged hath wrought 


3toward me. IZfow great are his signs! 
and how mighty are his wondcrs! his 
kingdom is an everlasting kingdom, 
aud his dominion is from generation 
to generation. 
4 I Nebuchadnezzar was at rest in mine 
5 house, and flourishing in my palace. I 
saw adream which mademe afraid; and 
the 8thoughts upon nry bed and the vis- 
6 ions of my head troubledme. Therefore 
made I a decree to bring in all the wise 
men of Babylon before me, that they 
might make known unto me the inter- 
7 pretation of the dream. Then came in 
the magicians, the enchanters, the Chal- 
deans, and the soothsayers: and I told 
the dream before them; but they did not 
make known unto me the interpreta- 
Stion thereof. But at the last Daniel 
came in before me, whose name was Bel- 
teshazzar, according to the name of my 
god, and in whom is the spirit of the 
holy gods: and I told the dream before 
9him, saying, O Belteshazzar, master 
of the magicians, because I know that 
the spirit of the holy gods is in thee, 
and no secret troubleth thee, tell me 
the visions of my dream that I have 
seen, and the interpretation thereof. 
10 Thus were the visions of my head up- 
on my bed: I saw, and behold a tree 
in the midst of the earth, and the 
llheight thereof was great. The tree 
grew, and was strong, and the height 
thereof reached unto heaven, and the 
sight thereof to the end of all the 
12earth. The leaves thereof were fair, 
and the fruit thereof much, and in it 
was meat for all: the beasts of the 
field had shadow under it, and the 
fowls of the heaven dwelt in the 
branches thereof, and all flesh was 
13fed of it. I saw in the visions of my 
head upon my bed, and, behold, a 
watcher and an holy one came down 
14from heaven. He cried aloud, and 
said thus, Hew down the tree, and cut 
off his branches, shake off his leaves, 
and scatter his fruit: let the beasts get 
away from under it, and the fowls from 
15his branches. Nevertheless leave the 
stump of his roots in the earth, even 
with a band of iron and brass, in the 
tender grass of the field; and let it be 
wet with the dew of heaven, and let his 
portion be with the beasts in the grass 
16of the earth: let his heart be changed 
from man’s, and let a beast’s heart be 
given unto him; and let seven times 
17 pass over him. The sentence is by the 
decree of the watchers, and the 4de- 
mand by the word of the holy ones: to 
the intent that the living may know 
that the Most High ruleth in the king- 
dom of men, and giveth it to whomso- 
ever he will, and setteth up over it 
18 the lowest of men. This dream I king 
Nebuchadnezzar have seen: and thou, 
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O Belteshazzar, declare the inter- 

pretation, forasmuch as all the wise 
nen of my kingdom are not able to 
make known unto me the interpret- 
ation; but thou art able, for the spirit 
of the holy gods is in thee. 

19 Then Daniel, whose name was Belte- 
shazzar, was astonied for a while, and 
his thoughts troubled him. The king 
answered and said, Belteshazzar, let 
not the dream, or the interpretation, 
trouble thee. Belteshazzar answered 
and said, My lord, the dream be to them 
that hate thee, and the interpretation 

20 thereof to thine adversaries. The tree 
that thou sawest, which grew, and was 
strong, whose height reached mnto the 
heaven, and the sight thereof to all the 

2Learth; whose leaves were fair, and the 
fruit thereof much, and init was meatfor 
all; under which the beasts of the field 
dwelt, and upon whose branches the 
fowls of the heaven had their habitation: 

22it is thou, O king, that art grown and 
become strong: for thy greatness is 
grown, and reacheth unto heaven, and 
thy dominion to the end of the earth. 

23 And whereas the king saw a watcher 
and an holy one coming down from hea- 
ven, and saying, Hew down the tree, 
and destroy it; nevertheless leave the 
stump of the roots thereofin the earth, 
even with a band of iron and brass, in 
the tender grass of the field; and let 
it be wet with the dew of heaven, and 
let his portion be with the beasts of 
the field, till seven times pass over 

24him; this is the interpretation, O 
king, and it is the decree of the Most 
High, which is come upon my lord the 

25 king: that thou shalt be driven from 
men, and thy dwellig shall be with 
the beasts of the field, and thou shalt 
be made to eat grass as oxen, and 
shalt be wet with the dew of heaven, 
and seven times shall pass over thee; 
till thon know that the Most High rul- 
eth in the kingdom of men, and giveth 

26it to whomsoever he will. And where- 
as they commanded to leave the stump 
of the tree roots; thy kingdom shall be 
sure unto thee, after that thon shalt 
have known that the heavens do rule. 

27 Wherefore, O king, let my counsel be ac- 
ceptable unto thee, and ! break off thy 
sins by righteousness, and thine in- 
iquities by shewing mercy to the poor; 
if there may be 2a lengthening of thy 

28 tranquility. All this came upon the 

29 king Nebuchadnezzar. At the end of 
twelve months he was walking °in the 

S0royal palace of Babylon. The king 
spake and said, Is not this great Baby- 
fon, which I have built for the royal 
dwelling place, by the might of my 
power and for the glory of my majesty ? 

31 While the word wasin the king’s mouth, 

there fell a voice from heaven, saying, 

O king Nebuchadnezzar, to thee it is 


spoken: the kingdom is departed 
32from thee. And thou shalt be driven 
from men, and thy dwelling shall be 
with the beasts of the field; thou 
shalt be made to eat grass as oxen, 
and seven times shall pass over thee; 
until thou know that the Most High rul- 
eth in the kingdom of men, and giveth 
33 it to whomsoever he will. The same 
hour was the thing fulfilled npon Nebu- 
chadnezzar: and he was driven from 
men, and did eat grass as oxen, and 
his body was wet with the dew of hea- 
ven, till his hair was grown like eagles’ 
Jeathers, and his nails like birds’ clavs. 
34 And at the end of the days I Nebuchad- 
nezzar lifted up mine eyes unto hea- 
ven, and mine understanding returned 
unto me, and I blessed the Most 
High, and I praised and honoured him 
that liveth for ever; for his dominion 
isan everlasting dominion, and his king- 
dom from generation to generation: 
35 and all the inhabitants of the earth are 
reputed as nothing: and he doeth ae- 
cording to his will im the army of hea- 
ven, and among the inhabitants of the 
earth: and none can 4stay his hand, 
or say unto him, What doest thou? 
36 At the same time mine understanding 
returned unto ime; and for the glory of 
my kingdom, my majesty and bright- 
ness returned wito me; and my coun- 
sellors and my lords sought mmto me; 
and I was established in my kingdom, 
and excellent greatness was added 
37unto me. Now I Nebuchadnezzar 
praise and extol and honour the 
King of heaven; for all his works 
are truth, and his ways judgement: 
and those that walk in pride he is 
able to abase. 
5 Belshazzar the king madea great feast 
to a thousand of his lords, and drank 
2wine before the thousand. Belshazzar, 
whiles he tasted the wine, commanded 
to bring the golden and silver vessels 
which Nebuchadnezzar his father had 
taken out of the temple which was 
in Jerusalein; that the king and his 
lords, his wives and his concubines, 
3 might drink therein. Then they brought 
the golden vessels that were taken out 
of the temple of the house of God 
which was at Jerusalem; and the king 
and his lords, his wives and his con- 
4cubines, drank in them. ‘They drank 
wine, and praised the gods of gold, 
and of silver, of brass, of iron, of wood, 
5and of stone. In the same hour came 
forth the fingers of a man’s hand, and 
wrote over against the candlestick up- 
on the plaister of the wall of the king’s 
palace: and the king saw the part of 
6 the hand that wrote. Then the king’s 
5countenance was changed in hin, 
and his thoughts troubled him; and 
the joints of his loins were loosed, 
and his knees smote one against an- 
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7other. The king eried aloud to bri ing 
in the enchanters, the Chaldeans, aud 
the soothsayers. The king spake 
and said to the wise men of Babylon, 
Whosoever shall read this writing, 
and shew ime the interpretation there- 
of, shall be elothed with purple, and 
have a ehain of gold about his neek, 
and shall 1be the third ruler in the 
Skingdom. Then eame in all the king’s 
wise men: but they could not read 
the writing, nor make known to the 
9 king theiuterpretation. Then was king 
Belshazzar greatly troubled, and his 
countenance was changed in him, and 
10his lords were perplexed. Now the 
qneen by reason of the words of the 
king and his lords came into the 
banquet house: the queen spake and 
said, O king, live fer ever; let net thy 
thoughts trouble thee, nor let thy coun- 
Iltenance be changed: there is a man 
ini thy kingdom, in whom is the spirit 
of the holy gods; and in the days of 
thy father light and understanding 
and wisdom, like the wisdoin of the 
gods, was found in him: aud the king 
Nebuehadnezzar thy father, 2the king, 
I say, thy father, made him inaster of 
the magicians, enchanters, Chaldeans, 
12 and soothsayers ; forasmuch as an ex- 
eellent spirit, and knowledge, and un- 
derstanding, mterpreting of dreams, 
and shewing of dark sentences, and dis- 
solving of doubts, were found in the 
same Daniel, whom the king named 
Belteshazzar. Now let Daniel be ealled, 
and he will shew the interpretation. 
13 Then was Daniel breught in before 
the kmg. The king spake and said un- 
to Daniel, Art thou that Daniel, whieh 
art of the ehildren of the eaptivity 
of Judah, whom the king my father 
14 brought out of Judah? f have heard 
of thee, that the spirit of the gods is 
in thee, and that light and understand- 
ing and excellent wisdom is found in 
15 thee. And now the wise men, the en- 
ehanters, have been brought in before 
me, that they should read this writing, 
and make known unto me the inter- 
pretation thereof: but they could not 
shew the interpretation of the thing. 
16 But I have heard of thee, that thou 


eanst give interpretations, and dissolve 
now if thou canst read the | 


doubts: 
writing, and make known to me the 
interpretation thereof, theu shalt be 
clothed with purple, and have a ehain 
of gold about thy neck, and shalt ! be 
17 the third ruler in the kingdom. Then 
Daniel answered and said before the 
king, Let thy gifts be to thyself, and 
give thy rewards to another; never- 
theless I will read the writing unto 
the king, and make known te him the 
O thou king, the Most 
High God gaye Nebuchadnezzar thy 
father the Eingdom, and greatness, 


19 and glory, “and inajesty : and because 
of the greatness that he gave hin, all 
the peeples, nations, and languages 
trembled and feared before hiin: whem 
he would he slew, and whem he weuld 
he kept alive; and whom he would 
he raised up, aud whom he would 

20he put down. But when his heart was 
lifted up, and his spirit was hardened 
that he dealt proudly, he was deposed 
from his kingly threne, and they took 

2. his glory from him: and he was driven 
from the sons ef men; and his heart 
was made like the beasts, and his 
dwelling was witli the wild asses; he 
was fed with grass like oxen, and his 
body was wet with the dew of heaven: 
until he knew that the Most High 
God ruleth in the kingdom of men, 
and that he setteth up ever it whom- 

22 soever he will. And theu his son, 
O Belshazzar, hast not humbled thine 
heart, though thon knewest all this; 

23 but hast lifted up thyself agamst the 
Lord of heaven; and they have brought 
the vessels of his house before thee, 
and thou and thy lords, thy wives 
and thy coneubines, have drunk wine 
in them; and thou hast praised the 
gods of silver, and gold, of brass, iron, 
wood, and stone, whieh see not, nor 
hear, nor know: and the God in whose 
hand thy breath is, and whose are all 

24 thy ways, hast thou not glorified: then 
was the part of the hand sent from 
before him, and this writing was in- 

25 scribed. And this is the writing that 
was inscribed, 3MENE, MENE, TEKEL, 

26 UPHARSIN. This is the interpretation 
of the thing: mene; God hath num- 
bered thy kingdom, and brought it to 

27an end. TEKEL; thou art weighed in 
the balances, and art found wanting. 

234pERES; thy kingdom is divided, and 
given to the Medes and Persians. 

29Then commanded Belshazzar, and 
they elothed Daniel with purple, and 
put a chain of gold about his neck, 
and made proclamation concerning 
him, that he should !be the third 

30ruler in the kingdom. In that night 
Belshazzar the Chaldean king was 

3lslain. And Darius the Mede received 
the kingdom, being about threescore 
and twe years old. 

GS It pleased Darius to set over the 
kingdom an hundred and twenty sa- 
traps, which sheuld be throughout 

2the whole kingdom; and over them 
three presidents, of whom Daniel was 
one; that these satraps might give 
account unto them, and that the king 

3should have no damage. Then this 
Daniel was distinguished above the 
presid-nts and the satraps, because an ! 
excellent spirit was in him; and the 
king thought to set him ever the whole 
4realm. Then the presidents and the 
satraps sought to find occasion ee | 
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Daniel as touching the kingdom; but 
they could find none occasion nor fault; 
forasmuch as he was faithful, neither 
was there any error or fault found in 

5 him. Thensaid these men, Weshall not 
find any occasion against this Daniel, 
except we find it against him concern- 
6ing the law of his God. Then these 
presidents and satraps assembled 
together to the king, and said thus 
unto him, King Darius, live for ever. 

7 All the presidents of the kingdom, the 
deputies aud the satraps, the counsel- 
lors and the governors, have consulted 
together 2to establish a royal statnte, 
and to make a strong interdict, that 
whosoever shall ask a petition of any 
god or man for thirty days, save of 
thee, O king, he shall be cast into the 
8den of lions. Now, O king, establish 
the interdict, and sign the writing, that 

it be not changed, according to the law 

of the Medes and Persians, which @al- 
9tereth not. Wherefore king Darius 
signed the writing and the interdict. 
10 And when Daniel knew that the writing 
was signed, he went into his house; (now 
his windows were open in his chamber 
toward Jerusalem;) and he kneeled 
upon his knees three times a day, and 
prayed, and gave thanks before his God, 
lias he did aforetime. Then these men 
asseinbled together, and found Daniel 
making petition and supplication before 
12his God. Then they came near, and 
spake before the king concerning the 
king’s interdict; Hast thou not signed 
an interdict, that every man that 
shall make petition unto any god or 
man within thirty days, save unto 
thee, O king, shall be cast into the den 
of lions? The king answered and said, 
The thing is true, according to the 
law of the Medes and Persians, which 
13 altereth not. Then answered they 
and said before the king, That Daniel, 
which is of the children of the captivity 
of Judah, regardeth not thee, O king, 
nor the interdict that thou hast signed, 
but maketh his petition three times 
l4da day. Then the king, when he heard 
these words, was sore displeased, and 
set his heart on Daniel to deliver him: 
and he laboured till the going down of 
15 the sun to rescue him. Then these men 
assembled together unto the king, and 
said unto the king, Know, O king, that 

it is a law of the Medes and Persians, 
that no interdict nor statute which 
the king establisheth may be changed. 
16 Then the king commanded, and they 
brought Daniel, and cast him into the 
den of lions. Now the king spake and 
said unto Daniel, Thy God whom 
thou servest continually, he will de- 
17 liver thee. Anda stone was brought, 
and laid upon the mouth of the den; 
aud the king sealed it with his own 
signet, and with the signet of his lords; 
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4that nothing might be changed con- | ‘Or, 


18cerning Daniel. Then the king went 
to his palace, and passed the night 
fasting: neither were *instruments of 
music brought before him: and his 

19sleep fled from him. Then the king 
arose very early in the morning, and 
went in haste nnto the den of lions. 

20 And when he came near unto the den 
to Daniel, he cried with a lamentable 
voice: the king spake and said to 
Daniel, O Daniel, servant of the living 
God, is thy God, whom thou servest con- 
tinually, able to deliver thee from the 

21lions? Then said Daniel unto the king, 

22.0 king, live for ever. My God hath 
sent his angel, and hath shut the lions’ 
mouths, and they have not hurt me: 
forasmuchas before him innocency was 
found in me; and also before thee, O 

23 king, have I done no hurt. Then was 
the king exceeding glad, and command- 
ed that they should take Daniel up out 
of the den. So Daniel was taken up out 
of the den, and no manner of hurt was 
found npon him, because he had trusted 

24in jus God. And the king commanded, 
and they brought those men which 
had accused Daniel, and they cast 
them into the den of lions, them, their 
children, and their wives; and the 
lions had the mastery of them, and 
brake all their bones in pieces, or 
ever they came at the bottom of the 
den. 

25 Then king Darius wrote unto all the 
peoples, nations, and languages, that 
dwell in all the earth; Peace be multi- 

26 plied unto you. I make a decree, that 
in all the dominion of my kingdom men 
tremble and fear before the God of 
Daniel: for he is the living God, and 
stedfast for ever, and his kingdom that 
which shall not be destroyed, and his 

27 dominion shall be even unto the end: he 
deliverethand rescueth, and he worketh 
signs and wonders m heaven and in 
earth; who hath delivered Daniel from 

28 the power of the lions. So this Daniel 
prospered in the reign of Darius, and 
in the reign of Cyrus the Persian. 

'7 In the first year of Belshazzar king 
of Babylon Daniel Shad a dream and 
visions of his head npon his bed: then 
he wrote the dream and told the sum 

9 of the matters. Daniel spake and said, 
I saw in my vision by night, and, be- 
hold, the four winds of the heaven 

3 brake forth upon the great sea. And 
four great beasts came up from the 

4 sea, diverse one from another. Thefirst 
was like a lion, and had eagle’s wings: 
I beheld till the wings thereof were 
plucked, and it was lifted up from the 
earth, and made to stand upon two 
feet as a man, and a man’s heart was 

5 given toit. And behold another beast, 
a second, like to a bear, and 7it was 
raised up on one side, and three ribs

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were in his mouth between lus teeth: 
and they said thus unto it, Arise, de- 
6 vour much flesh. After this I beheld, 
and lo another, like a leopard, which 
had npou the back of it four wings of 
a fowl; the beast had also four heads; 
Tand dominion was given to it. After 
this I saw in the night visions, and be- 
hold a fourth beast, terrible and !power- 
ful, and strong exceedingly; and it had 
great iron teeth: it devoured and brake 


in pieces, and stamped the residue | 


with his feet: and it was diverse from 
all the beasts that were before it; and 
Sit had ten horns. I considered the 
horns, and, behold, there came up a- 
mong them another horn, a little one, 
before which three of the first horns 
were plucked up by the roots: and, be- 
hold, in this horn were eyes like the 
eyes of a man, and a mouth speaking 
9 great things. I beheld till thrones were 
“placed, and one that was ancient of days 
did sit: his raiment was white as snow, 
and the hair of his head like pure wool; 
his throne was fiery flames, and the 
10 wheels thereof burning fire. A fiery 
stream issued and came forth from 
before him: thousand thousands minis- 
tered unto him, and ten thousand times 
ten thousand stood before him: the 
judgement was set, and the books were 
llopened. I beheld at that time because 
of the voice of the great words which 
the horn spake; I beheld even till the 
beast was slain, and his body destroyed, 
and he was given ®to be burned with 
12 fire. And as for the rest of the beasts, 
their dominion was taken away: yet 
their lives were prolonged for a season 
JSand a time. I saw in the night vis- 
ions, and, behold, there came with the 
clouds of heaven one hike unto a son 
of man, and he caine even to the 
ancient of days, and they brought 
14him near before him. And there was 
given him dominion, and glory, and a 
kingdom, that all the peoples, nations, 
and languages should serve him: his 
dominion is an everlasting doniinion, 
which shall not pass away, and his 
kingdom that which shall not be de- 
stroyed. 
15 As forme Daniel, myspirit was grieved 
in the midst of 4my body, and the vis- 
16ious of my head troubled me. I came 
near unto one of them that stood by, 
and asked him the truth concerning all 
this. So he told me, and made me 
know the interpretation of the things. 
17 These great beasts, which are four, are 
four kings, which shall arise ont of the 
1Searth. But the saints of the Most 
High shall receive the kingdom, and 
possess the kingdom for ever, even for 
19 ever andever. Then I desired to know 
the truth concerning the fourth beast, 
which was diverse from all of them, 
exceeding terrible, whose teeth were of 











iron, and his nails of brass; which de- 


voured, brake in pieces, and stamped 
20 the residue with his feet; and con- 
cerning the ten horns that were on his 
head, aud the other orn which came 
up, and before which three fell; even 
that horn that had eyes, and a mouth 
that spake great things, whose look was 
21Lanore stout than his fellows. I beheld, 
and the same horn made war with 
the saints, and prevailed against them ; 
22 until the ancient of days came, and 
judgement was given >to the saints of 


the Most High; and the time came | 


that the saints possessed the kingdoin. 
23 Thus he said, The fourth beast shall 
be a fourth kingdom upon earth, which 
shall be diverse from all the kingdoms, 


and shall devour the whole earth, and | 


shall 6tread it down, and break it in 

24 pieces. And as for the ten horns, out 
of this kingdom shall ten kings arise: 
and another shall arise after them; 
and he shall be diverse from the former, 
and he shall put down three kings. 

25 And he shall speak words against the 
Most High, and shall wear out the 
saints of the Most High: and he shall 
think to change the times and the 
law; and they shall be given into his 
hand until a time and times and half 

26a time. But the judgement shall sit, 
and they shall take away his dominion, 
to consume and to destroy it unto the 

27end. And the kingdoin and the domin- 
ion, and the greatness of the kingdoms 
under the whole heaven, shall be given 
to the people of the saints of the Most 
High: his kingdom is an everlasting 
kingdom, and all dominions shall serve 

28 and obey him. ‘Here is the end of the 
matter. As forme Daniel, my thoughts 
much troubled me, and my *counten- 
ance was changed in me: but I kept 
the matter in my heart. 

8 In the third year of the reign of 
king Belshazzar a vision appeared 
nnto me, even unto me Daniel, after 
that which appeared unto me at the 

2first. And I saw in the vision; now 
it was so, that when I saw, I was 
in Shushan the %palace, which is in 
the province of Elam; and I saw in 
the vision, and I was by the river 
3 Ulai. Then J lifted up mine eyes, and 
saw, and, behold, there stood before 
the river a ram which had two horns: 
and the two horns were high; but 
one was higher than the other, and 
4the higher came up last. I saw the 





ram pushing westward, and north- | 


ward, and southward; and no beasts 
could stand before hin, neither was 
there any that could deliver out of his 
hand; but he did according to his will, 
5and magnified himself. And as I was 
considering, behold, an he-goat came 
from the west over the face of the whole 
earth, and }©touched not the ground:

3 lein, even seventy years. And Iset my 
face unto the Lord God, }“to seek by 
prayer and supplications, with fast- 
4ing, and sackcloth, and ashes. And I 
prayed unto the Lorp my God, and 
made confession, and said, O Lord, 
the great and dreadful God, which 
keepeth covenant and mercy with them 
that love him and keep his command- 
5meuts; we have sinned, and have 
dealt perversely, and have done wick- 
edly, and have rebelled, even turning 
aside from thy precepts and from thy 
G judgements: neither have we heark- 
ened unto thy servants the prophets, 
which spake in thy name to our kings, 
our princes, and our fathers, and to all 
7 the people of the land. O Lord, right- 
eousuess belongeth nuto thee, but unto 
us confusion of face, as at this day;

And they 
shall eat, and not have enough; they 
shall commit whoredom, and shall not 
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inerease: beeause they have left off to 

11 take heed to the Lorp. Whoredom and 
wine and new wine take away the !un- 

12derstanding. My people ask counsel at 
their stoek, and their staff deelareth un- 
tothem: forthe spirit of whoredom hath 
caused them to err, and they have gone 

13a whoring from under their God. They 
sacrifice upon the tops of the mountains, 
and burn ineense upon the hills, nnder 
oaksand poplarsand terebinths becanse 
the shadow thereof is good: therefore 
your daughters ecoimmit whoredom, and 
1l4your 2brides commit adultery. I will 
not punish your daughters when they 
commit whoredom, nor your 2brides 
when they commit adultery; for they 
themselves go apart with whores, and 
they saerifice with the ®harlots: aud 
the people that doth not understand 
15shall be overthrown. Though thon, 
Israel, play the harlot, yet let not Ju- 
dah ‘offend; and come not ye unto Gil- 
gal, neither go ye up to Beth-aven, nor 
16swear, As the Lorp liveth. For Israel 
hath behaved himself stubbornly, like 
a stubborn heifer: now will the Loxp 
feed them as a lamb in a large plaee. 

17 Ephraim is joined to idols; let him 

alone, *Their drink is become sour: 
they commit whoredom continually ; 

19¢her 7rulers dearly love shame. The 
wind hath wrapped her up inits® wings; 
and %they shall be ashamed because of 
their sacrifices. 

5 Hear this, O ye priests, and hearken, 
ye house of Israel, and give ear, O house 
of the king, for unto you pertaineth 
the judgement; for ye have beenasnare 
at Mizpah, and a net spread upon Ta- 

2ber. And the revolters are gone deep 
llin making slaughter; bnt I am 22a re- 

3 buker of themall. Iknow Ephraim, and 
Israel is not hid from me: for now, O 
Ephraim, thou hast committed whore- 

4dom, Israel is defiled. 1°Their doings 
will not suffer them to turn nnto their 
God: for the spirit of whoredom is 
14within thein, and they know not the 

5 Lorp. And the pride of Israel doth 
testify to lis face: therefore Israel and 
Ephrain shallstumble in their iniquity; 
Judah also shall stumble with them. 

6 They shall go with their floeks and with 
their herds to seek the Lorp; but they 
shall not find him: he hath withdrawn 

7 himself from them. They have dealt 
treacherously against the Lorp; for 
they have borne strange children: 
now shall 2“the new moon devour them 
with their fields, 

8 Blow ye the cornet in Gibeah, and 
the trumpet im Ramah: sound an 
alarm at Beth-aven; behind thee, O 

9Benjamm. Ephraim shall beeome a 


desolation in the day of rebuke: among |. 


the tribes of Israel have I made known 
10 that whieh shall surely be. The prinees 
of Judah are like them that remove the 
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landmark: I will pour ont my wrath 

11 upon them like water. Ephrain is op- 
pressed, he is erushed in judgement ; 
beeanse he was eortent to walk after 

12°°the command. 24 Therefore am J nnto 
Ephraim as a moth, and to the house 

13 of Judahas rottenness. When Ephraim 
saw his siekness, and Judah saw his 
wound, then went Ephraim to Assyria, 
and sent to22king Jareb: but he is not 
able to heal yon, neither shall he eure 

1l4you of yonr wound. For I will be 
unto Ephraim as a lion, and as a young 
lion to the house of Jndali: I, even I, 
will tear and go away; I will carry 
off, and there shall be none to deliver. 

151 will go and return to my place, till 
they acknowledge their offence, and 
seek my face: in their affliction they 
will seek me 24 earnestly. 

G Come, and let us return unto the 
Lorp: for he hath torn, and he will 
heal us; he hath smitten, and he will 

2bind us up. After two days will he 
revive us: on the third day he will 
raise us up, and we shall live before 

3him. And let us know, let us follow 
on to know the Lorp; his going forth 
is sure as the morning: and he shall 
come unto us as the rain, as the latter 
rain that watereth the earth. 

4. O Ephraim, what shall I do unto 
thee? O Judah, what shall I do un- 
to thee? for your goodness is as a 
morning cloud, and as the dew that 

5goeth early away. Therefore have I 
hewed them by the prophets; I have 
slain them by the words of my mouth: 
26and thy judgements are as the light 

6 that goeth forth. For I desire 2 mercy, 
and not sacrifice; and the knowledge 
of God more than burnt offerings. 

7 But they 27like 2>Adam have trans- 
gressed the covenant: there have they 

3 dealt treacherously against me. Gile- 
ad is a city of them that work iniqui- 

9ty, it is stamed with blood. 29 And 
as troops of robbers wait for a man, 
so the company of priests murder in the 
way toward Sheehem: yea, they have 

10 committed lewdness. In the house 
of Israel I have seen an horrible thing: 
there whoredom is found in Ephraim, 

11 Israel is defiled. Also, O Judah, there 
is an harvest appoimted for thee, when 
I bring again the captivity of my 
people. 

" When I would heal Israel, then is 
the iniquity of Ephraim diseovered, 
and the wickedness of Samaria; for 
they commit falsehood: and the thief 
entereth in, and the troop of robbers 

2%°spoileth withont. And they con- 
sider not in their hearts that I re- 
member all their wickedness: now 
have their own doings beset thei ab- 

3o0ut; they are before my face. They 
inake the king glad with their wick- 


edness, and the princes with their 
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an oven heated by the baker ; he ceaseth 
to stir the jire, fvom the kneading of the 

5 dough itil it be leavened. On the day 
of our king the princes linade ? them- 
selves sick with the heat of wine; he 
stretched ont his hand with seorners. 
6 For they have ®inade ready their heart 
like an oven, whiles they lie in wait: 
4their baker sleepeth all the night; in 
the morning it burneth as a flamiiig tire. 

7 They are all hot as an oven, and devour 
their judges; all their kings are fallen: 
there is none among them that ealleth 
Sunto me. Ephraim, he mixeth himself 
among the peoples; Ephraim is a cake 
9not tured. Strangers have devoured 
hisstrength, and he knowethz¢ not: yea, 
gray hairsare® here and there upon him, 
10and he knoweth 7é not. And the ®pride 
of Israel doth testify to his face: yet they 
have not returned unto the Lorp their 

11 God, nor sought bin, for all this. And 
Ephraim is lke a silly dove, without 
Tunderstanding: they call nnto Egypt, 

12 they goto Assyria. When they shall go, 
Iwill spread my net upon them; I will 
bring them down as the fowls of the 
heaven: I will chastise them, 8as their 

1eongregation hath heard. Woe unto 
them! for they have wandered from me; 
destruction unto them! for they have 
trespassed against me: though I would 
redeem them, yet they have spoken lies 

Idagainst me. And they have not cried 
unto me with their heart, but they howl 
upon their beds: 9 they assemble them- 
selves for corn and wine, they rebel a- 

15 gainst me. Though Ihave  taughtand 
strengthened their amnns, yet do they 

16imagine misehief against me. They 
return, but not to him that is on high; 
they are like a deceitful bow: their 
prinees shall fall by the sword for the 
rage of their tongue: this shall be their 
derision in the land of Egypt. 

8 Set the trumpet to thy mouth. As 
an eagle he cometh against the house 
of the Lorp: becanse they have trans- 
gressed my covenant, and trespassed a- 

2gainstmylaw. They shallery unto me, 
3 My God, we Israel know thee. Israel 
hath east off that which is good: the en- 
4emy shall pursue him. Theyhaveset up 
kings, but not by me; 2 they have made 
princes, and I knew it not: of their sil- 
ver and their gold have they made them 
5 idols, that they may be ent off. Hehath 
cast off thy calf,O Samaria; mineanger 
is kindled against them: how long will

from Israel is even this; the workman 
made it, andit isno God: yea, thecalfof 
7 Samaria shall be broken in pieees. For 
they sow the wind, and they shallreap 
the whirlwind: he hath no standing 
corn; the blade shall yield no meal; if 
so be it yield, strangers shall swallow 
Sit up. Israel is swallowed up: now are 
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4 lies. They arealladulterers; they areas

) wheren is no pleasure. Tor they are 
gone up to Assyria, like a wild ass alone 
by himself: Mphraim hath hired 14lov- 
10ers. Yea, though they hire among the 
nations, now will I gather them; and 
they begin to be minished by reason 
of the burden of the “king of princes. 

11 Beeause Ephraim hath multiplied al- 
tars to sin, altars have been unto him 

12to sin. 27Though I write for him my 
law in ten thousand precepts, they are 

13counted as a strange thing. As for 
the saerifices of mine offerings, they 
sacrifice flesh and eat it; but the Lorp 
aecepteth them not: now will he re-

Qiniquity. Take with you words, and 
return unto the Lorp: say unto him, 
Take away all iniquity, and “accept 
that which is good: so will we render 
24as bullocks the offering of our lips. 
8 Asshur shall not save us; we will not 
ride upon horses: neither will we say 
any more to the work of our hands, }’e 
are our gods: for in thee the fatherless 
4findeth mercy. I will heal their back- 
sliding, I will love them freely: for 
mine anger is turned away from him. 
51 will be as the dew unto Israel: he 
shall blossom as the lily, and cast forth 
Ghis roots as Lebanon.

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9 thy fruit found. Who is wise, and he 
shall understand these things? pru- 
dent, and he shall know them? for 
the ways of the Lorp are right, and 
the just shall walk in them; but trans- 
gressors shall fall therein. 
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1 Tue word of the Lorp that. came to 
Joel the son of Pethuel. 

2 Hear this, ye old men, and give ear, 
all ye inhabitants of the land. Hath

2 Blow ye the trumpet in Zion, and 
sonnd an alarm in my holy mountain ; 
let all the inhabitants of the land trem- 
ble: for the day of the Lorp cometh, 

2for it is nigh at hand; a day of dark- 
ness and gloominess, a day of clouds 
and thick darkness, as the dawn spread 
upon the mountains; a great people and 
a strong, there hath not been ever the 
like, neither shall be any more after 
them, even to the years of many gener- 
3atious. A fire devoureth before them; 
aud behind them a flame burneth: the 
laud is as the garden of Eden before 
thein, and behind them a desolate wild- 
erness; yea, and none hath escaped 
4them. The appearance of them is as the 
appearance of horses; and as !horse-

Thus saith the Lorp, which stretch- 
eth forth the heavens, and layeth the 
foundation of the earth, and formeth 

2 the spirit of man within him: Behold, 
I will make Jerusalem a cup of reeling 
unto all the peoples round about, and 
20npon Judah also 2!shall it be in the 

3 siege against Jerusalem. And it shall 
come to pass in that day, that I will 
make Jerusalem a burdensome stone 
for all the peoples; all that burden 
themselves with i1é shall be sore wound- 
ed; and all the nations of the earth 
shall be gathered together against it. 

4In that day, saith the Lorp, I will 
smite every horse with astonishment, 
and his rider with madness: and I will 
open mine eyes upon the house of 
Judah, and will smite every horse of 
5the peoples with blindness. And the 
chieftains of Judah shall say in their 
heart, The inhabitants of Jerusalem 
are my strength in the Lorp of hosts 
6their God. In that day willI make the 
chieftains of Judah like a pan of fire 
among wood, and like a torch of fire 
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among sheaves; and they shall devour 
all the peoples round about, on the right 
hand and on the left: and Jernsalem 
shall yet again dwell in her own place, 
7 evenin Jerusalem.

And it shall 
come to pass in that day, saith the 
Lorp of hosts, that I will cut off 
the names of the idols out of the land, 
and they shall no more be remem- 
bered: and also I will canse the pro- 
phets and the unclean spirit to pass 
3out of the land. And it shall come to 
pass that, when any shall yet prophesy, 
then his father and his mother that 
begat him shall say unto him, Thou 
shalt not live; for thou speakest lies 
in the name of the Lorp: and his 
father and his mother that begat him 
shall thrust him through when he pro- 
4phesieth. And it shall come to pass in 
that day, that the prophets shall be 
ashamed every one of his vision, when 
he prophesieth; neither shall they wear 
5a hairy mantle to deceive: but he shall 
say, I am no prophet, I am a tiller of 
the ground; for I have been made a 
6 bondman from my youth.

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PREFACE. 


THE English Version of the New Testament here presented to the reader 
is a Revision of the Translation published in the year of Our Lord 1611, and 
commonly known by the name of the Authorised Version. 

That Translation was the work of many hands and of several generations. 
The foundation was laid by William Tyndale. His translation of the New 
Testament was the true primary Version. The Versions that followed were 
either substantially reproductions of Tyndale’s translation in its final shape, 
or revisions of Versions that had been themselves almost entirely based on it. 
Three suecessive stages may be recognised in this continuous work of author- 
itative revision: first, the publication of the Great Bible of 1539-41 in the 
reign of Henry VIII; next, the publication of the Bishops’ Bible of 1568 and 
1572 in the reign of Elizabeth ; and lastly, the publication of the King’s Bible 
of 1611 in the reign of James I. Besides these, the Genevan Version of 1560, 
itself founded on Tyndale’s translation, must here be named; which, though 
not put forth by authority, was widely eireculated in this country, and largely 
used by King James’ Translators. Thus the form in which the English New 
Testament has now been read for 270 years was the result of various revisions 
made between 1525 and 1611; and the present Revision is an attempt, after a 
long interval, to follow the example set by a succession of honoured prede- 
cessors. 


{. Of the many points of interest connected with the Translation of 1611, 
two require speeial notice; first, the Greek Text whieh it appears to have 
represented; and seeondly, the character of the Translation itself. 

1. With regard to the Greek Text, it would appear that, if to some extent 
the Translators exercised an independent judgement, it was mainly in choosing 
amongst readings contained in the prineipal editions of the Greek Text that 
had appeared in the sixteenth century. Wherever they seem to have followed 
a reading which is not found in any of those editions, their rendering may 
probably be traeed to the Latin Vulgate. Their chief guides appear to have 
been the later editions of Stephanus and of Beza, and also, to a certain extent, 
the Complutensian Polyglott. All these were founded for the most part on 
manuscripts of late date, few in number, and used with little critical skill. 
But in those days it could hardly have been otherwise. Nearly all the more 
ancient of the doeumentary authorities have become known only within the 
last two centuries ; some of the most important of them, indeed, within the 
last few years. Their publication has called forth not only improved editions 
of the Greek Text, but a succession of instructive discussions on the variations 
which have been brought to light, and on the best modes of distinguishing 
original readings from changes introduced in the course of transcription. 
While therefore it has long been the opinion of all scholars that the commonly 
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received text needed thorough revision, it is but recently that materials have 
been acquired for executing such a work with even approximate completeness. 

2. he character of the Translation itself will be best estimated by con- 
sidering the leading rules under which it was made, and the extent to which 
these rules appear to have been observed. 

The primary and fundamental rule was expressed in the following terms :— 
‘The ordinary Bible read in the Church, commonly called the Bishops’ Bible, 
to be followed, and as little altered as the truth of the Original will permit.’ 
There was, however, this subsequent provision :—‘ These translations to be 
used, when they agree better with the text than the Bishops’ Bible : Tindale’s, 
Matthew’s, Coverdale’s, Whitchurch’s, Geneva.’ The first of these rules, which 
was substantially the same as that laid down at the revision of the Great Bible 
in the reign of Elizabeth, was strictly observed. The other rule was but 
partially followed. The Translators made much use of the Genevan Version. 
They do not however appear to have frequently returned to the renderings of 
the other Versions named in the rule, where those Versions differed from the 
Bishops’ Bible. On the other hand, their work shews evident traces of the 
influence of a Version not specified in the rules, the Rhemish, made from the 
Latin Vulgate, but by scholars conversant with the Greek Original. 

Another rule, on which it is stated that those in authority laid great stress, 
related to the rendering of words that admitted of different interpretations, 
It was as follows :—‘ When a word hath divers significations, that to be kept 
which hath been most commonly used by the most of the ancient fathers, 
being agreeable to the propriety of the place and the analogy of the faith.’ 
With this rule was associated the following, on which equal stress appears to 
have been laid :—‘The old ecclesiastical words to be kept, viz. the word Church 
not to be translated Congregation, &e.’ This latter rule was for the most part 
carefully observed ; but it may be doubted whether, in the case of words that 
admitted of different meanings, the instructions were at all closely followed. 
In dealing with the more difficult words of this class, the Translators appear 
to have paid much regard to traditional interpretations, and especially to the 
authority of the Vulgate; but, as to the large residue of words which might 
properly fall under the rule, they used considerable freedom. Moreover they 
profess in their Preface to have studiously adopted a variety of expression 
which would now be deemed hardly consistent with the requirements of 
faithful translation. They seem to have been guided by the feeling that their 
Version would secure for the words they used a lasting place in the language ; 
and they express a fear lest they should ‘be charged (by scoffers) with some 
unequal dealing towards a great number of good English words,’ which, 
without this liberty on their part, would not have a place in the pages of the 
English Bible. Still it cannot be doubted that they carried this liberty too 
far, and that the studied avoidance of uniformity in the rendering of the same 
words, even when occurring in the same context, is one of the blemishes in 
their work, 

A third leading rule was of a negative character, but was rendered necessary 
hy the experience derived from former Versions. The words of the rule are as 
follows :—‘ No marginal notes at all to be affixed, but only for the explanation 
of the Hebrew or Greek words which cannot without some circumlocution so 
briefly and fitly be expressed in the text.’ Here again the Translators used 
some liberty in their application of the rule. Out of more than 760 marginal 
notes originally appended to the Authorised Version of the New Testament, 
only a seventh part consists of explanations or literal renderings ; the great 
majority of the notes being devoted to the useful and indeed necessary purpose 
of placing before the reader alternative renderings which it was judged that 
the passage or the words would fairly adinit. The notes referring to variations 
in the Greek Text amount to about thirty-five. 
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Of the remaining rules it may be suflicient to notice one, which was for 
the most part consistently followed :—‘The names of the prophets and the 
holy writers, with the other names of the text, to be retained, as nigh as may 
be, accordingly as they were vulgarly used.’ The Translators had also the 
liberty, in ‘any place of special obscurity,’ to consult those who might be 
qualified to give an opinion. 

Passing from these fundamental rules, which should be borne in mind by 
any one who would rightly understand the nature and character of the 
Authorised Version, we must call attention to the manner in which the actual 
work of the translation was carried on. The New Testament was assigned to 
two separate Companies, the one consisting of eight members, sitting at 
Oxford, the other consisting of seven members, sitting at Westminster. There 
is no reason to believe that these Companies ever sat together. They com- 
municated to each other, and likewise to the four Companies to which the Old 
Testament and the Apocrypha had been committed, the results of their 
labours ; and perhaps afterwards reconsidered them: but the fact that the 
New Testament was divided between two separate bodies of men involved a 
grave inconvenience, and was beyond all doubt the cause of many inconsist- 
encies. These probably would lave been much more serious, had 1t not been 
provided that there should be a final supervision of the whole Bible, by 
selected members from Oxford, Cambridge, and Westminster, the three 
centres at which the work had been carried on. These supervisors are said 
by one authority to have been six in number, and by another twelve. 
When it is remembered that this supervision was completed in nine 
mouths, we may wonder that the incongruities which remain are not more 
iumerous. ; 

The Companies appear to have been occupied in the actual business of 
revision about two years and three quarters. 

Such, so far as can be gathered from the rules and modes of procedure, is 
the character of the time-honoured Version which we have been called upon 
to revise. We have had to study this great: Version carefully and minutely, 
line by line; and the longer we have been engaged upon it the more we have 
learned to admire its simplicity, its dignity, its power, its happy turns of 
expression, its general accuracy, and, we must not fail to add, the music of 
its cadences, and the felicities of its rhythm. To render a work that had 
reached this high standard of excellence still more excellent, to increase its 
fidelity without destroying its charm, was the task committed to us. Of that 
task, and of the conditions under which we have attempted its fulfilment, it 
will now be necessary for us to speak. 


II. The present Revision had its origin in action taken by the Convoca- 
tion of the Province of Canterbury in February 1870, and it has been con- 
dueted throughout on the plan laid down in Resolutions of both Houses of the 
Province, and, more particularly, in accordance with Principles and Rules 
drawn up by a special Committee of Convocation in the following May. Two 

Jompanies, the one for the revision of the Authorised Version of the Old 
‘Testament, and the other for the revision of the same Version of the New 
Testament, were formed in the manner specified in the Resolutions, and the 
work was commenced on the twenty-second day of June 1870. Shortly after- 
wards, steps were taken, under a resolution passed by both Houses of Con- 
vocation, for inviting the co-operation of American scholars; and eventually 
two Committees were formed in America, for the purpose of acting with 
the two English Companies, on the basis of the Principles and Rules drawn 
up by the Committee of Convocation. 

The fundamental Resolutions adopted by the Convocation of Canterbury 
on the third and fifth days of May 1870 were as follows :— 
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‘1, That it is desirable that a revision of the Authorised Version of 
the Holy Scriptures be undertaken. 

‘2 “That the revision be so conducted as to comprise both marginal ren- 
derings and such emendations as it may be found necessary to insert in the 
text of the Authorised Version. 

‘3. That in the above resolutions we do not contemplate any new trans- 
lation of the Bible, or any alteration of the language, except where in the 
judgement of the most competent scholars such change is necessary, 

‘4. That in such necessary changes, the style of the language employed 
in the existing Version be closely followed. 

‘5. That itis desirable that Convocation should nominate a body of its own 
members to undertake the work of revision, who shall be at liberty to invite 
the co-operation of any eminent for scholarship, to whatever nation or religious 
body they may belong.’ . 

The Principles and Rules agreed to by the Committee of Convocation on 
the twenty-fifth day of May 1870 were as follows :— 

‘1, To introduce as few alterations as possible into the Text of the 
Authorised Version consistently with faithfulness. 

‘2. To limit, as far as possible, the expression of such alterations to the 
language of the Authorised and earlier English Versions. 

‘3. Each Company to go twice over the portion to be revised, once pro- 
visionally, the second time finally, and on principles of voting as hereinafter 
is provided. 

‘4, That the Text to he adopted be that for which the evidence is de- 
cidedly preponderating; and that when the Text so adopted differs from that 
from which the Authorised Version was made, the alteration be indicated in 
the margin, 

‘5. To make or retain no change in the Text on the second final revision 
by each Company, except ¢vo thirds of those present approve of the same, but 
on the first revision to decide by simple majorities. 

‘6, In every case of proposed alteration that may have given rise to 
discussion, to defer the voting thereupon till the next Meeting, whensoever 
the same shall be required by one third of those present at the Meeting, such 
intended vote to be announced in the notice for the next Meeting. 

‘7, 'To revise the headings of chapters and pages, paragraphs, italics, and 
punctuation. 

‘8, To refer, on the part of each Company, when considered desirable, to 
Divines, Scholars, and Literary Men, whether at home or abroad, for their 
opinions.’ 

These rules it has been our endeavour faithfully and consistently to follow. 
One only of them we found ourselves unable to observe in all particulars. In 
accordance with the seventh rule, we have carefully revised the paragraphs, 
italics, and punctuation. But the revision of the headings of chapters and 
pages would have involved so much of indirect, and indeed frequently of 
direct interpretation, that we judged it best to omit them altogether. 

Our communications with the American Committee have been of the 
following nature. We transmitted to them from time to time each several 
portion of our First Revision, and received from them in return their 
criticisms and suggestions, These we considered with much care and atten- 
tion during the time we were engaged on our Second Revision. We then sent 
over to them the various portions ef the Second Revision as they were 
completed, and received further suggestions, which, like the former, were 
closely and carefully considered. Last of all, we forwarded to them the 
Revised Version in its final form; and a list of those passages in which they 
desire to place on record their preference of other readings and renderings 
will be found at the end of the volume. We gratefully acknowledge their 
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care, vigilance, and accuracy ; and we humbly pray that their labours and our 
own, thus happily united, may be permitted to bear a blessing to both 
countries, and to all English-speaking people throughout the world. 

The whole time devoted to the work has been ten years and a half. The 
First Revision occupied about six years; the Second, about two years and 
a half. The remaining time has been spent in the consideration of the 
suggestions from America on the Second Revision, and of many details and 
reserved questions arising out of our own labours. <As a rule, a session of four 
days has been held every month (with the exeeption of August and September) 
in each year from the commencement of the work in June 1870. The average 
attendance for the whole time has been sixteen each day; the whole Company 
consisting at first of twenty-seven, but for the greater part of the time of 
twenty-four members, many of them residing at great distances from London. 
Of the original number four have been removed from us by death. 

At an early stage in our labours, we entered into an agreement with the 
Universities of Oxford and Cambridge for the conveyance to them of our 
copyright in the work, This arrangement provided for the necessary expenses 
of the undertaking; and procured for the Revised Version the advantage 
of being published by Bodies long connected with the publication of the 
Authorised Version. 


Iif. We now pass onward to give a brief account of the particulars of the 
present work, This we propose to do under the four heads of Text, Trans- 
lation, Language, and Marginal Notes. 

1, <A revision of the Greek text was the necessary foundation of our 
work ; but it did not fall within our provinee to construct a continuous and 
complete Greek text. In many cases the English rendering was considered 
to represent correctly either of two competing readings in the Greek, and 
then the question of the text was usually not raised. A sufficiently laborious 
task remained in deciding between the rival claims of various readings which 
might properly affect the translation. When these were adjusted, our devia- 
tions from the text presumed to underlie the Authorised Version had next to 
be indicated, in accordance with the fourth rule; but it proved inconvenient 
to record them in the margin. A better mode however of giving them 
publicity has been found, as the University Presses have undertaken to print 
them in connexion with complete Greek texts of the New Testament. 

In regard of the readings thus approved, it may be observed that the 
fourth rule, by requiring that ‘the text to be adopted’ should be ‘that for 
which the evidence is decidedly preponderating,’ was in effect an instruction 
to follow the authority of documentary evidence without deference to any 
printed text of modern times, and therefore to employ the best resources of 
criticism for estimating the value of evidence. Textual criticism, as applied 
to the Greek New Testament, forms a special study of much intricacy and 
difficulty, and even now leaves room for considerable variety of opinion among 
competent critics. Different schools of criticism have been represented among 
us, and have together contributed to the final result. In the early part of the 
work every various reading requiring consideration was discussed and voted 
on by the Company. After a time the precedents thus established enabled 
the process to be safely shortened; but it was still at the option of every one 
to raise a full discussion on any particular reading, and the option was freely 
used. On the first revision, in accordance with the fifth rule, the decisions 
were arrived at by simple majorities. On the second revision, at which a 
majority of two thirds was required to retain or introduce a reading at 
variance with the reading presumed to underlie the Authorised Version, many 
readings previousl¥ adopted were brought again into debate, and either re- 
affirmed or set aside. 
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Many places still remain in which, for the present, it would not be safe to 
accept one reading to the absolute exclusion of others. In these cases we have 
given alternative readings in the margin, wherever they seem to be of sufficient 
importance or interest to deserve notice. In the introductory formula, the 
phrases ‘many ancient authorities, ‘some ancient authorities,’ are used with 
some latitude to denote a greater or lesser proportion of those authorities 
which have a distinctive right to be called ancient. These ancient authorities 
comprise not only Greek manuscripts, some of which were written in the 
fourth and fifth centuries, but versions of a still earlier date in different lan- 
guages, and also quotations by Christian writers of the seeond and following 
centuries. 

2. We pass now from the Text to the Translation. The character of the 
Revision was determined for us from the outset by the first rule, ‘to introduce 
as few alterations as possible, consistently with faithfulness.’ Our task was 
revision, not re-translation. 

In the appheation however of this principle to the many and intricate 
details of our work, we have found ourselves constrained by faithfulness to 
introduce changes which might not at first sight appear to be included under 
the rule. 

The alterations which we have made in the Authorised Version may be 
roughly grouped in five principal classes. First, alterations positively required 
by change of reading in the Greek Text. Secondly, alterations made where 
the Authorised Version appeared either to be incorrect, or to have chosen the 
less probable of two possible renderings. Thirdly, alterations of obscure or 
ambiguous renderings into such as-are clear and express in their import. 
For it has been our principle not to leave any translation, or any arrangement 
of words, which could adapt itself to one or other of two interpretations, but 
rather to express as plainly as was possible that interpretation which seemed 
best to deserve a place in the text, and to put the other in the margin. 

There remain yet two other classes of alterations which we have felt to be 
required by the same principle of faithfulness. These are,—Fourthly, altera- 
tions of the Authorised Version in cases where it was Inconsistent with itself 
in the rendering of two or more passages confessedly alike or parallel. Fifthly, 
alterations rendered necessary by consequence, that is, arising out of changes 
already made, though not in themselves required by the general rule of faith- 
fulness. Both these classes of alterations call for some further explanation. 

The frequent inconsistencies in the Authorised Version have caused us 
much embarrassment from the fact already referred to, namely, that a studied 
variety of rendering, even in the same chapter and context, was a kind of 
principle with our predecessors, and was defended by them on grounds that 
have been mentioned above. The problem we had to solve was to discriminate 
between varieties of rendering which were compatible with fidelity to the true 
meaning of the text, and varieties which involved inconsistency, and were 
suggestive of differences that had no existence in the Greek. This problem 
we have solved to the best of our power, and for the most part in the follow- 
ing way. 

Where there was a doubt as to the exact shade of meaning, we have looked 
to the context for guidanee. Ifthe meaning was fairly expressed by the word 
or phrase that was before us in the Authorised Version, we made no change, 
even where rigid adherence to the rule of translating, as far as possible, the 
same Greek word by the same Enghsh word might have prescribed some 
modification. 

There are however numerous passages in the Authorised Version in which, 
whether regard be had to the recurrence (as In the first three Gospels) of 
identical clauses and sentences, to the repetition of the same word in the 
same passage, or to the characteristic use of particular words by the same 
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writer, the studied variety adopted by the Translators of 1611 has produced 
a degree of inconsistency that cannot be reconciled with the principle of faith- 
fulness. In such cases we have not hesitated to introduce alterations, even 
though the sense might not seem to the general reader to be materially 
affected. 

The last class of alterations is that which we have described as rendered 
necessary by consequence ; that is, by reason of some foregoing alteration. The 
cases in which these consequential changes have been found necessary are 
numerous and of very different kinds. Sometimes the change has been made 
to avoid tautology ; sometimes to obviate an uupleasing alliteration or some 
other infelicity of sound ; sometimes, in the case of smaller words, to preserve 
the familiar rhythm; sometimes for a convergence of reasons which, when 
explained, would at once be accepted, but until so explained might never be 
surmised even by intelligent readers. 

This may be made plain by an example. When a particular word is found 
to recur with characteristic frequency in any one of the Sacred Writers, it is 
obviously desirable to adopt for it some uniform rendering, Again, where, 
as in the case of the first three Evangelists, precisely the same clauses or 
sentences are found in more than one of the Gospels, it is no less necessary 
to translate them in every place in the same way. These two principles may 
be illustrated by reference to a word that perpetually recurs in St. Mark’s 
Gospel, and that may be translated either ‘straightway,’ ‘forthwith,’ or 
‘immediately.’ Let it be supposed that the first rendering is chosen, and that 
the word, in accordance with the first of the above principles, is in that 
Gospel uniformly translated ‘straightway.’ Let it be further supposed that 
cne of the passages of St. Mark in which it is so translated is found, word 
for word, in one of the other Gospels, but that there the rendering of the 
Authorised Version happens to be ‘forthwith’ or ‘immediately.’ That ren- 
dering must be changed on the second of the above principles ; and yet such 
a change would not have been made but for this concurrence of two sound 
principles, and the consequent necessity of making a change on grounds 
extraneous to the passage itself. 

This is but one of many instances of consequential alterations which 
might at first sight appear unnecessary, but which nevertheless have been 
deliberately made, and are not at variance with the rule of introducing as few 
changes in the Authorised Version as faithfulness would allow. 

There are some other points of detail which it may be here convenient to 
notice. One of these, and perhaps the most important, is the rendering of the 
Greek aorist. There are numerous cases, especially in connexion with par- 
ticles ordinarily expressive of present tine, in which the use of the indefinite 
past tense in Greek and English is altogether different ; and in such instances 
we have not attempted to violate the idiom of our language by forms of 
expression which it could not bear. But we have often ventured to represent 
the Greek aorist by the English preterite, even where the reader may find 
some passing difficulty in such a rendering, because we have felt convinced 
that the true meaning of the original was obscured by the presence of the 
familiar auxiliary. A remarkable illustration may be found in the seventeenth 
chapter of St. John’s Gospel, where the combination of the aorist and the 
perfect shews, beyond all reasonable doubt, that different relations of time 
were intended to be expressed. 

Changes of translation will also be found in connexion with the aorist 
participle, arising from the fact that the usual periphrasis of this participle in 
the Vulgate, which was rendered necessary by Latin idiom, has been largely 
reproduced in the Authorised Version by ‘when’ with the past tense (as for 
example in the second chapter of St. Matthew’s Gospel), even where the ordin- 
ary participial rendering would have been easier and more natural in English. 
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In reference to the perfect and the imperfect tenses but little needs to be 
said. The correct translation of the former has been for the most part, 
though with some striking exceptions, maintained in the Authorised Version: 
while with regard to the imperfect, clear as its meaning may be in the Greek, 
the power of expressing it is so limited in English, that we have been fre- 
quently compelled to leave the force of the tense to be inferred from the con- 
text. In a few instances, where faithfulness imperatively required it, and 
especially where, in the Greek, the significance of the imperfect tense seemed 
to be additionally marked by the use of the participle with the auxiliary verb, 
we have introduced the corresponding form in English. Still, in the great 
majority of cases we have been obliged to retain the English preterite, and to 
rely either on slight changes in the order of the words, or on prominence 
given to the accompanying temporal particles, for the indication of the mean- 
ing which, in the Greek, the imperfect tense was designed to convey. 

On other points of grammar it may be sufficient to speak more briefly. 

Many changes, as might be anticipated, have been made in the case of the 
definite article. Here again it was necessary to consider the peculiarities of 
English idiom, as well as the general tenor of each passage. Sometimes we 
have felt it enough to prefix the article to the first of a series of words to all 
of which it is prefixed in the Greek, and thus, as it were, to impart the idea of 
dlefiniteness to the whole series, without running the risk of overloading the 
sentence. Sometimes, conversely, we have had to tolerate the presence of the 
definite article in our Version, when it is absent from the Greek, and perhaps 
not even grammatically latent; simply because English idiom would not 
allow the noun to stand alone, and because the introduction of the indefinite 
article might have introduced an idea of oneness or individuality, which was 
not in any degree traceable in the original. In a word, we have been careful 
to observe the use of the article wherever it seemed to be idiomatically 
possible: where 1t did not seem to be possible, we have yielded to necessity. 

As to the pronouns and the place they occupy in the sentence, a subject 
often overlooked by our predecessors, we have been particularly careful; but 
here again we have frequently been bafiled by structural or idiomatical peculi- 
arities of the Enghsh language which precluded changes otherwise desirable. 

In the case of the particles we have met with less difficulty, and have 
been able to maintain a reasonable amount of consistency. The particles in 
the Greek Testament are, as is well known, comparatively few, and they are 
commonly used with precision. It has therefore been the more necessary here 
to preserve a general umformity of rendering, especially in the case of the 
particles of causality and inference, so far as English idiom would allow. 

Lastly, many changes have been introduced in the rendering of the prepo- 
sitions, especially where ideas of instrumentality or of mediate agency, clis- 
tinctly marked in the original, had been confused or obscured in the transla- 
tion. We have however borne in mind the comprehensive character of such 
prepositions as ‘of’ and ‘by,’ the one in reference to agency and the other in 
reference to means, especially in the English of the seventeenth century; and 
have rarely made any change where the true meaning of the original as ex- 
pressed in the Authorised Version would be apparent to a reader of ordinary 
intelligence. 

3. We now come to the subject of Language. 

The second of the rules, by which the work has been governed, prescribed 
that the alterations to be introduced should be expressed, as far as possible, in 
the language of the Authorised Version or of the Versions that preceded it. 

To this rule we have faithfully adhered. We have habitually consulted 
the earlier Versions; and in our sparing introduction of words not found in 
them or in the Authorised Version we have usually satisfied ourselves that 
such words were employed by standard writers of nearly the same date, and 
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had also that general hue which justified their introduction into a Version 
which has held the highest place in the elassical literature of our language. 
We have never removed any archaisms, whether in structure or in words, 
except where we were persuaded either that the meaning of the words was 
not generally understood, or that the nature of the expression led to some 
misconception of the true sense of the passage. The frequent inversions of 
the strict order of the words, which add much to the strength and variety 
of the Authorised Version, and give an archaic colour to many felicities of 
diction, have bee seldom modified. Indeed, we have often adopted the same 
arrangement in our own alterations ; and in this, as in other particulars, we 
have sought to assimilate the new work to the old. 

In a few exceptional cases we have failed to find any word in the older 
stratum of our language that appeared to convey the precise meaning of the 
original. There, and there only, we have used words of a later date; but not 
without having first assured ourselves that they are to be found in the 
writings of the best authors of the period to which they belong. 

In regard of Proper Names no rule was prescribed to us. In the case 
of names of frequent oceurrence we have deemed it best to follow generally 
the rule laid down for our predecessors. That rule, it may be remembered, 
was to this effect, ‘The names of the prophets and the holy writers, with the 
other names of the text, to be retained, as nigh as may be, accordingly as 
they were vulgarly used” Some difficulty has been felt in dealing with names 
less familiarly known. Here our general practice has been to follow the 
Greek form of names, except in the case of persons and places mentioned in 
the Old Testament: im this case we have followed the Hebrew. ° 

4, The subject of the Marginal Notes deserves special attention. They 
represent the results of a large amount of careful and elaborate discussion, 
and will, perhaps, by their very presence, indicate to some extent the intricacy 
of many of the questions that have almost daily come before us for decision. 
These Notes fall into four main groups : first, notes specifying such differences 
of reading as were judged to be of sufficient importance to require a particular 
notice ; secondly, notes indicating the exaet rendering of words to which, for 
the sake of English idiom, we were obliged to give a less exact rendering in 
the text; thirdly, notes, very few in number, affording some explanation 
which the original appeared to require; fourthly, alternative renderings in 
difficult or debateable passages. The notes of this last group are numerous, 
and largely in excess of those which were admitted by our predecessors. In 
the 270 years that have passed away since their labours were concluded, the 
Sacred Text has been minutely examined, discussed in every detail, and 
analysed with a grammatical precision unknown in the days of the last 
Revision. There has thus been accumulated a large amount of materials that 
have prepared the way for different renderings, which necessarily came under 
discussion. We have therefore placed before the reader in the margin other 
renderings than those which were adopted in the text, wherever such render- 
ings seemed to deserve consideration, The rendering in the text, where it 
agrees with the Authorised Version, was supported by at least one third, and, 
where it differs from the Authorised Version, by at least two thirds of those 
who were present at the second revision of the passage in question. 


A few supplementary matters have yet to be mentioned. These may be 
thus enumerated,—the use of Italics, the arrangement in Paragraphs, the 
inode of printing Quotations from the Poetical Books of the Old Testament, 
the Punctuation, and, last of all, the Titles of the different Books that make 
up the New Testament,—all of them particulars on which it seems desirable 
to add a few explanatory remarks. 

(a) The determination, in each place, of the words to be printed in italics 
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has not been by any means easy; nor can we hope to be found in all cases 
perfectly consistent. In the earliest editions of the Authorised Version the 
use of a different type to indicate supplementary words not contained in the 
original was not very frequent, and cannot easily be reconciled with any 
settled principle. A review of the words so printed was made, after a lapse 
of some years, for the editions of the Authorised Version published at Cam- 
bridge in 1629 and 1638. Further, though slight, modifications were itro- 
duced at intervals between 1638 and the more systematic revisions undertaken 
respectively by Dr. Paris in the Cambridge Edition of 1762, and by Dr. Blayney 
in the Oxford Edition of 1769. None of them however rest on any higher 
authority than that of the persons who from time to time superintended the 
publication. The last attempt to bring the use of italics into uniformity and 
consistency was made by Dr. Scrivener in the Paragraph Bible published at 
Cambridge in 1870-73. In succeeding to these labours, we have acted on the 
general principle of printing in italics words which did not appear to be neces- 
sarily involved in the Greek. Our tendency has been to diminish rather than 
to increase the amount of italic printing; though, in the case of difference of 
readings, we have usually marked the absence of any words in the original 
which the sense might nevertheless require to be present in the Version; and 
again, in the case of inserted pronouns, where the reference did not appear to 
be perfectly certain, we have similarly had recourse to italics. Some of these 
cases, especially when there are slight differences of reading, are of singular 
intricacy, and make it impossible to maintain rigid uniformity. 

(b) We have arranged the Sacred Text in paragraphs, after the precedent 
of the earliest English Versions, so as to assist the general reader in following 
the current of narrative or argument. The present arrangement will be 
found, we trust, to have preserved the due mean between a system of long por- 
tions which must often include several separate topics, and a system of frequent 
breaks which, though they may correctly indicate the separate movements of 
thought in the writer, often seriously impede a just perception of the true 
continuity of the passage. The traditional division into chapters, which the 
Authorised Version inherited from Latin Bibles of the later middle ages, 1s 
on illustration of the former method. These paragraphs, for such in fact they 
are, frequently include several distinct subjects. Moreover they sometimes, 
though rarely, end where there is no sufficient break in the sense. The divi- 
sion of chapters into verses, which was introduced into the New Testament 
for the first time in 1551, is an exaggeration of the latter method, with its 
accompanying inconveniences. The serious obstacles to the right understand- 
ing of Holy Scripture, which are interposed by minute subdivision, are often 
overlooked; but if any one will consider for a moment the injurious effect 
that would be produced by breaking up a portion of some great standard work 
into separate verses, he will at once perceive how necessary has been an alter- 
ation in this particular. The arrangement by chapters and verses undoubted- 
ly affords facilities for reference: but this advantage we have been able to 
retain by placing the numerals on the inside margin of each page. 

(ec) A few words will suffice as to the mode of printing quotations from 
the Poetical Books of the Old Testament. Wherever the quotation extends 
to two or more lines, our practice has been to recognise the parallelism of 
their structure by arranging the lines in a manner that appears to agree with 
the metrical divisions of the Hebrew original. Such an arrangement will be 
found helpful to the reader; not only as directing his attention to the poetical 
character of the quotation, but as also tending to make its force and pertinence 
more fully felt. We have treated in the same way the hymns in the first two 
chapters of the Gospel according to St. Luke. 

(2) Great care has been bestowed on the punctuation, Our practice has 
been to maintain what is sometimes called the heavier system of stopping, or, 
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in other words, that system which, especially for convenience in reading aloud, 
suggests such pauses as will best ensure a clear and intelligent setting forth of 
the true meaning of the words. This course has re1dered necessary, especially 
in the Epistles, a larger use of colons and semicolons than is customary in 
modern English printing. 

(ec) We may in the last place notice one particular to which we were not 
expressly directed to extend our revision, namely, the titles of the Books of 
the New Testament. These titles are no part of the original text; and the 
titles found in the most ancient manuscripts are of too short a form to be 
convenient for use. Under these circumstances, we have deemed it best to 
leave unchanged the titles which are given in the Authorised Version as 
printed in 1611, 


We now conclude, humbly commending our labours to Almighty God, and 
praying that his favour and blessing may be vouchsafed to that which has 
been done in his name. We recognised from the first the responsibility of 
the undertaking; and through our manifold experience of its abounding diffi- 
culties we have felt more and more, as we went onward, that such a work can 
never be accomplished by organised efforts of scholarship and criticism, unless 
assisted by Divine help. 

We know full well that defects must have their place in a work so long 
and so arduous as this which has now come to an end. Blemishes and imper- 
fections there are in the noble Translation which we have been called upon to 
revise; blemishes and imperfections will assuredly be found in our own Revision. 
All endeavours to translate the Holy Scriptures into another tongue must fall 
short of their aim, when the obligation is imposed of producing a Version that 
shall be alike literal and idiomatic, faithful to each thought of the original, 
and yet, in the expression of it, harmonious and free. While we dare to hope 
that in places not a few of the New Testament the introduction of slight 
changes has cast a new light upon much that was difficult and obscure, we 
cannot forget how often we have failed in expressing some finer shade of 
meaning which we recognised. in the original, how often idiom has stood in 
the way of a perfect rendering, and how often the attempt to preserve a 
familiar form of words, or even a familiar cadence, has only added another 
perplexity to those which already beset us. 

Thus, in the review of the work which we have been permitted to com- 
plete, our closing words must be words of mingled thanksgiving, humility, and 
prayer. Of thanksgiving, for the many blessings vouchsafed to us throughout 
the unbroken progress of our corporate labours ; of humility, for our failings 
and imperfections in the fulfilment of onr task; and of prayer to Almighty 
God, that the Gospel of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ may be more 
clearly and more freshly shewn forth to all who shall be readers of this Book.

17 of thorns, or figs of thistles? Even so 
every good tree bringeth forth good 
fruit; but the corrupttree bringeth forth 

15 evil fruit. A good treecannot bring forth | 
evil fruit, neither can a corrupt tree— 

19 bring forth good fruit. Hvery tree that | 
bringeth not forth good fruit is hewn | 

20 down, and east into the fire. Therefore 

21 by their fruits ye shall know them. Not 
every one that saith unto me, Lord, 
Lord, shall enter into the kingdom of | 
heaven; but he that doeth the willof my 

22 Father which is im heaven. Many will | 
say to me in that day, Lord, Lord, did 
we not prophesy by thy name, and by 
thy name cast ont ‘devils, and by thy |

then will I profess unto them, I never 
knew you: departfrom ie, ye that work 

24iniquity. Every one therefore which 
heareth these words of mine, and doeth 
them, shall be likened unto a wise man,

and it was restored whole, as the

and many followed him; and he healed

22 Then was brought unto him Sone pos- 
sessed with a devil, blind and dumb: 
and he healed him, msomuch that the 

23 dumb man spake and saw. And all the 
multitudes were amazed, and said, Is 

24this the son of David? But when the 
Pharisees heard it, they said, This man 
doth not cast out 9 devils, but 1°by Beel- 

25 zebub the prince of the 9devils. And 
knowing their thoughts he said unto 
them, Every kingdom divided against 
itself is brought to desolation; and every 
city or house divided against itself shall 

26 not stand: andif Satan casteth out Sa- 
tan, he is divided against himself; how 

27 then shall his kingdom stand? And if 
I by Beelzebub cast out 9 devils, 1° by 
whom do your sons east them ont? 

28 therefore shall they be your judges. But 
if I 1°by the Spirit of God cast out 
9 devils, then is the kingdom of God come 

29upon you. Or how can one enter mto 
the honse of the strong man, and spoil 
his goods, except he first bind the strong 
man? and then he will spoil his house. 

30 He that is not with me is against me; 

’ and he that gathereth not with me seat- 


sin and blasphemy shali be forgiven 
1lynto men; but the blasphemy against 
32 the Spirit shall not be forgiven. And 
whosoever shall speak a word against 
the Son of man, it shall be forgiven

-81tereth. Therefore I say unto you, Every }: 
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him ; but whosoever shall speak against 
the Holy Spirit, it shall not be forgiven 
him, neither in this } werld, ner in that 
33 whichis tecome. Either make the tree 
good, and its fruit good; or make the 
tree corrupt, and its fruit corrupt: for 
34 the tree is knewn by its fruit. Ye off- 
spring ef vipers, how can ye, being evil, 
| speak good things ? for eut ef the abun- 
| dance of the heart the mouth speaketh. 
' 35 The good man eut of his goed treasure 
bringeth forth geed things: and the evil 
man out of his evil treasure bringeth 
36ferth evil things. And I say unte 
you, that every idle word that men 
shall speak, they shall give acceunt 
37 thereof in the day of judgement. For 
by thy words thou shalt be justified, 
and by thy werds thou shalt be con- 
demned. 
88 Then certain of the scribes and Phari- 
sees answered him, saying, 2 Master, we 
39 would see a sign from thee. But he 
answered and said unte them, An evil 
and adulterous generation seeketh after 
a sign; and there shall no sign be given 
to it but the sign ef Jonah the prephet: 
40 for as Jonah was three days and three 
nights in the belly ef the > whale; se 
shall the Son ef man be three days and 
three nights in the heart of the earth. 
'41 The men of Nineveh shall stand up in

Then‘he saith,] 
willreturninto my house whence J came 
out; aud when *he is come, *he findeth 

45it empty, swept, and garnished. Then 
goeth She, and taketh with himself 
seven other spirits mere evil than 
6 himself, and they enter in and dwell 
there: and the last state ef that man 
becometh worse than the first. Even 
so shall it be also unto this evil gene- 
ration. 

46 Whilche was yet speaking to the mul- 
titudes, behold, his mether and his 
brethren stood without, seeking to 

47 speak to him. 7 And one said unte him, 
Behold, thy mether and thy brethren 
stand without, seeking to speak te thee. 

48 But he answered and said unto him that 
told him, Who is my mether? and whe 

49 are my brethren? And he stretched 
forth his hand tewards his disciples, 
and said, Behold, my mother and my 

50 brethren! For whosoever shall do the 
will of my Father which is in heaven, he 
is my brother, and sister, and mother.

13 On that day went Jesus eut of the 


2house, and sat by the sea side. And 
there were gathered unto him great 
multitudes, so that he entered into a 
boat, and sat; and all the multitude 
3stood on the beach. And he spake te 
them many things in parables, saying, 
Behold, the sower went forth to sow; 
4and as he sewed, seme seeds fell by the 
way side, and the birds came and de- 
5 voured them: and ethers fell upon the 
recky places, where they had not much 
earth: and straightway they sprang up, 
because they had ne deepness ef earth: 
6 and when the sun was risen, they were 
scorched; and because they had ne reef, 
7 they withered away. And others fell 
upen the therns; and the thorns grew 
Sup, and cheked them: and others fell 
upon the goed ground, and yielded fruit, 
some a hundredfold, some sixty, seme 
9 thirty. He that hath ears 8, let him hear. 

10 And the disciples came, and said unte 

him, Why speakest theu unte them in 

ll parables? And he answered and said 

unto them, Unte yeu itis given te know 
the mysteries of the kingdomoef heaven, 

12 but te them it is net given. Fer who- 

soever hath, to him shall be given, and 
he shall have abundance: but whose- 
ever hath net, frem him shall be taken 

13 away even that whichhehath. There- 

fore speak I te them in parables; be- 
cause seeing they see not, and hearing 
they hear net, neither do they under- 
l4stand. And unte them is fulfilled the 
prophecy of Isaiah, which saith, 
By hearing ye shall hear, and shall 
in no wise understand; 
And seeing ye shall see, and shall 
in ne wise perceive: 

15 
And their ears are dull of hearing, 
And their eyes they have closed; 
Lest haply they sheuld perceive with 

their eyes, 
And hear with their ears, 
And understand with their heart, 
And sheuld turn again, 
And I should heal them. 
16 But blessed are your eyes, for they see; 
17 and your ears, fer they hear. For verily 
I say unto yeu, that many prophets and 
righteous men desired te see the thmgs 
which ye see, and saw them not; and te 
hear the things which ye hear, and 
18 heard them not. Hear then ye the para- 
19 ble of the sower. When any one heareth 
the word of the kmgdom, and under- 
standeth it not, ther cometh the evil 
one, and snatcheth away that which 
hath been sown in his heart. This is 
he that was sewn by the way side. 
20 And he that was sewn upen the recky 
places, this is he that heareth the 
word, and straightway with joy re- 

21 ceiveth it; yet hath he net roet in him- 

self, but endureth for a while; and 
when tribulation er persecution ariseth

22 stumbleth. And he that was sown a- 
mong the thorns, this is he that heareth 
the word; aud the eare of the 1 world, 
and the deeeitfulness of riches, ehoke 
the word, and he beeometh wnfruitful. 

23 And he that was sown upon the good 
ground, this is he that heareth the 
word, and understandeth it; who veri- 
ly bearcth fruit, and bringeth forth, 
some a hundredfold, some sixty; some 
thirty. 

24 Another parable set he before them, 
saying, The kingdom of heaven is 
likened unto a man that sowed good 

25 seed im his field: but while men slept, 
his enemy came and sowed ?tares 
also among the wheat, and went away. 

26 But when the blade sprang up, and 
brought forth fruit, then appeared 

27the tares also. And the servants 
of the householder came and said 
unto him, Sir, didst thou not sow 
good seed in thy field? whenee then 

23 hath it tares? And he said unto them, 
4An enemy hath done this. And the 
3servants say unto him, Wilt thou then 

29 that we go and gather them up? But he 
saith, Nay; lest haply while ye gather 
up the tares, ye root up the wheat with 

30 them. Let both grow together until the 
harvest: and in the time of the harvest 
J will say to the reapers, Gather up first 
the tares, and bind them in bundles to 
bwn them: but gather the wheat into 
my barn. 

31 Another parable set he before them, 
saying, The kingdom of heaven is like 
unto @ grain of mustard sced, which a 

32 an took, and sowed in his field: whieh 
indeed is less than all seeds; but when 
itis grown, it is greater than the herbs, 
and becometh a tree, so that the birds 
of the heaven come and lodge in the 
branehes thereof. 

33 Another parable spake he unto them; 
The kingdom of heaven is like unto 
leaven, which a woman took, and hid 
in three 5ineasures of meal, till it was 
all leavened. 

34 All these things spake Jesus in para- 
bles unto the multitudes; and without 
a parable spake he nothing unto them: 

35 that it might be fulfilled which was 
spoken by the prophet, saying, 

I will open my mouth in parables; 
I will utter things hidden from the 
foundation ‘of the world. 

36 Then he left the multitudes, and went 
into the house: and his diseiples came 
unto him, saying, Explain unto us the 

37 parable of the tares of the field. And 


he answered and said, He that soweth 
38 the good seed is the Son of man; and 
the fieldis the world; and the good seed, 
these are the sons of the kmgdom; and 
the tares are the sons of the evil one; 
39 and the enemy that sowed them is the 
devil: and the harvest is the end of the 


tlicrefore the tares are gathered up and 
burned with fire; so shall it be in §the 
41 ond of the world. The Son of man shali 
send forth his angels, and they shall ga- 
ther out of his kingdom all things that 
cause stumbling, and tlem that do ini- 


42 quity, and shall east them into the fur- | 


naee of fire: there sliall be the weeping 

43 and gnashing of teeth. Then shall the 
riglteous shine forth as the sun in the 
kingdom of their father. He that hath 
ears, let him hear. 

44 The kingdom of heaven is like nntoa 
treasure hidden in the field; whieh a 
man found, and hid; and 9in his joy he 
goeth and selleth all that he hath, and 
buyeth that field. 

45 Again, the kmgdom of heaven is like 
unto a man that is a merehant seeking 

46 goodly pearls: and having found one 
pearl of great price, he went and sold 
all that he had, and bought it. 

47 Again, the kingdom of heaven is like 
unto a net, that was east into the sea, 

48 and gathered of every kind: whieh, 
when it was filled, they drew up on the 
beach; and they sat down, and gathered 
the good into vessels, but the bad they 

49 east away. So shallit be in 8the end of 
the world: the angels shall come forth, 
and sever the wicked from among the 

50 righteous, and shall cast them into the 
{urnaee of fire: there shall be the weep- 
ing and gnashing of teeth. 


51 Have ye understood all these things? | 


52 They say unto him, Yea. And he said 
unto them, Therefore every seribe who 
hath been made a diseiple to the kmg- 
dom of heaven is like unto 2 man that 
is a householder, whieh bringeth forth 
out of his treasure things new and old. 

53 And it came to pass, when Jesus had 
finished these parables, he departed 

54 thenee. And coming into his own coun- 
try he taught them in their synagogue, 
msomuch that they were astonished, 
and said, Whenee hath this man this 

55 wisdom, and these 11mighty works? Is 
uot this the earpenter’s son? is not his 
mother ealled Mary? and his brethren, 
James, and Joseph, and Simon, and Ju- 

56 das? And his sisters, are they not all 
withus? Whenee then hath this man 

57 all these things? And they were !%of- 
fended in him. But Jesus said unto 
them, A prophet is not without ho- 
nour, save in his own eountry, and in 

58 his own house. And he did not many 
mighty works there because of their 
unbelief. 

14 At that season Herod the tetrareh 

2 heard the report econeerning Jesus, and 


said unto his servants, This is John the | 


Baptist; he is risen from the dead; and 
therefore do these powers work in him. 
8 For Herod had laid hold on John, and 
bound him, and put him in prison for 
the sake of Herodias, his brother Phi- 
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27fear. Butstraightway Jesus spake unto 


4lip’s wife. For John said unto him, It 
5is not lawful for thee tohave her. And 
when he would have put him to death, 
he feared the multitude, because they 
6 counted him as a prophet. But when 
Herod's birthday came, the daughter 
of Herodias danced in the midst, and 
7 pleased Herod. Whereupon he pro- 
mised with an oath to give her what- 
8 soever she should ask. And she, being 
put forward by her mother, saith, 
Give me here in a charger the head 
9of John the Baptist. And the king 
was grieved; but for the sake of his 
oaths, and of them which sat at meat 
with him, he commanded it to be given; 

10 and he sent, and beheaded John in the 

ll prison. And his head was brought in 
a charger, and given to the damsel: 

12 and she brought it to her mother. And 
his disciples came, and took up the 
corpse, and buried him; and they went 
and told Jesus. 

13 Now when Jesus heard 7#, he withdrew 
from thence in a boat, to a desert place 
apart: and when the multitudes heard 
thereof, they followed him Jon foot 

14from the cities. And he came forth, 
and saw a great multitude, and he had 
compassion on them, and healed their 

15sick. And when even was come, the 
(lisciples came to him, saying, The place 
is desert, and the time is already past; 
send the multitudes away, that they 
may go into the villages, and buy them- 

16 selves food. But Jesus said unto them, 
They have no need to go away; give ye 

17 them to eat. And they say mto hin. 
We have here but five loaves, and two 

18 fishes. And he said, Bring them hither 

19to me. And he commanded the multi- 
tudes to 2sit down on the grass; and 
he took the five loaves, and the two 
fishes, and looking up to heaven, he 
blessed, and brake and gave the loaves 
to the disciples, and the disciples to 

20 the multitudes. And they did all eat, 
and were filled: and they took up 
that which remained over of the bro- 

21lken pieces, twelve baskets full. And 
they that did eat were about five 
thousand men, beside women and chil- 
den. 

22 And straightway he constrained the 
disciples to enter into the boat, and to 
go before him unto the other side, tillhe 

23 should send the multitudes away. And 
after he had sent the multitudes away, 
he went up into the mountain apart to 
pray : and when even was come, he was 

24 there alone. But the boat 3 was now in 
the midst of the sea, distressed by the 

25 waves; for the wind was contrary. And 
in the fourth watch of the night he came 

26 unto them, walking upon the sea. And 
when the disciples saw him walking on 
the sea, they were troubled, saying, It 
is an apparition ; and they cried out for 





them, saying, Be of good cheer; it isI; 
28be not afraid. And Peter answered 
him and said, Lord, if it be thou, bid me 
29 come unto thee upon the waters. And 
he said, Come. And Peter went down 
from the boat, and walked upon the 
30 waters, 4 to come to Jesus. But when he 
saw the wind, he was afraid; and be- 
ginning to sink, he cried ont, saying, 
31 Lord,saveme. Andimimediately Jesus 
stretched forth his hand, and took hold 
of him, and saith unto him, O thou of 
little faith, wherefore didst thou doubt ? 
32 And when they were gone up into the 
33 boat, the wind ceased. And they that 
were in the boat worshipped him, say- 
ing, Of a truth thou art the Son of 
God. 
34 And when they had crossed over, they 
35 came to the land, unto Gennesaret. And 
when the men of that place knew him, 
they sent into all that region round 
about, and brought unto him all that 
36 were sick; and they besought him that 
they might only touch the border of 
his garment: and as many as touched 
were made whole. 
15 Then there come to Jesus from Jeru- 
salem Pharisees and scribes, saying, 
2 Why do thy disciples transgress the tra- 
dition of the elders? for they wash not 
3 their hands when they eat bread. And 
he auswered and said unto them, Why 
do ye also transgress the commandment 
4 of God because of your tradition? For 
God said, Honour thy father and thy 
mother: and, He that speaketh evil of 
father or mother, let him ®die the death. 
5 But ye say, Whosoever shall say to his 
father or his mother, That wherewith 
thou mightest have been profited by 
6 me is given to God; he shall not honour 
his father?. And ye have made void 
the 8 word of God because of your tra- 
7 dition. Ye hypocrites, well did Isaiah 
prophesy of you, saying, 
8 This people honoureth me with their 
lips; 
But their heart is far from me. 
9 But in vain do they worship me, 
Teaching as their doctrines the pre- 
cepts of men. 
10 And he called to him the multitude, and 
said nuto them, Hear, and understand: 
11 Not that which entereth into the mouth 
defileth the mau; but that which pro- 
ceedeth out of the mouth, this defileth 
12the man. Then came the disciples, and 
said unto him, Knowest thou that the 
Pharisees were 9 offended, when they 
13 heard this saying? But heanswered and 
said, Every 1°plant which my heavenly 
Father planted not, shall be rooted up. 
14 Let them alone: they are blind guides. 
And if the blind guide the blind, both 
15 shall fallintoapit. And Peter answered 
and said unto him, Declare unto us the 
16parable. And he said, Are ye also

22 And behold, a Canaanitish woman came 
out from those borders, and cried, say- 
ing, Have merey on ine, O Lord, thou 
son of David; my daughter is grievously 

23 vexed with aJdevil. But he answered 
her not a word. And his disciples came 
and besought him, saying, Send her 

24 away; for she crieth after us. But he 
answered and said, I was not sent but 
unto the lost sheep of the house of 

25Israel. But she came and worshipped 

26 him, saying, Lord, help me. And he 
answered and said, It is not meet to 
take the children’s 2 bread and cast it to 

27 the dogs. But she said, Yea, Lord: for 
even the dogs eat of the crumbs which

Jesus answered aud said unto her, 
O woman, great is thy faith: be it 
done unto thee even as thou wilt. 
And her daughter was healed from 
that hour. 

29 And Jesus departed thence, and came 
nigh unto the sea of Galilee; and he 
went up into the mountam, and sat 

30 there. And there came unto him great 
multitudes, having with them the lame, 
blind, dumb, maimed, and many others, 
and they cast them down at his feet; and 

31 he healed them : insomuch that the mul- 
titude wendered, when they saw the 
dumb speaking, the maimed whole, 
and the lame walking, and the biind 
seeing: and they gloriitied the God 
of Israel. 

32 And Jesus called unto him his disci- 
ples, and said, [have compassion on the 
multitude, because they continue with 
me now three days and have nothing to 
eat: and I would net send them away 
fasting, lest haply they faint in the way. 

33 And the disciples say unto him, Whence 
should we have so many loaves in a de- 
sert place, as to fill so great a multitude? 

34 And Jesus saith unto them, How many 
loaves have ye? And they said, Seven, 

35 and a few small fishes. And he com- 
manded the multitude to sit down on 

36the ground; and he took the seven 
loaves and the fishes; and he gave 
thanks and brake, and gave to the dis- 
ciples, and the disciples to the multi- 

37 tudes. And they did all eat, and were

15 prophets. He saith untothem, But who 
16 say ye that Iam? And Simon Peter 
answered and said, Thou art the Christ, 
17 the Son of the living God. And Jesus 
answered and sail unto him, Blessed 
art thou, Simon Bar-Jonah: for flesh 
and blood hath not revealed it unto 
thee, but my Father which isin heaven. 
18 And I also say unto thee, that thou art 
8 Peter, and upon this 9rock I will build 
my church; and the gates of Hades 
19 shall not prevail against it. I will give 
unto thee the keys of the kmgdom of 
heaven: and whatsoever thou shalt bind 
on earth shall be bound in heaven: and 
whatsoever thou shalt loose on earth 
20 shall be loosedin heaven.

21 From that time began 10Jesus to

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ed Judas Iscariot, went unto the chief 

15 priests, and said, What are ye willing 
to give me, and I will deliver him un- 
to you? And they weighed unto him 

i6 thirty pieces of silver. And from that 
time he sought opportunity to deliver 
him unto them. 

17 Now on the first day of unleavened 
bread the disciples came to Jesus, say- 
ing, Where wilt thou that wemake ready 

18 for thee to cat the passover? And he 
said, Go into the city to such a man, and 
say unto him, The >Master saith, My 
time is at hand; I keep the passover at 

19 thy house with my disciples. And the 
disciples did as Jesus appoimted them; 

20 and they made ready the passover. Now 
when even was come, he was sitting at 

21 meat with the twelve °disciples; and as 
they were eating, he said, Verily I say 
unto you, that one of you shall betray 

22me, And they were exceeding sorrow- 
ful, and began to say unto him every

And 
he took %a cup, and gave thanks, and

29 mission of sins. But I say unto you, 
I will not drink henceforth of this fruit 
of the vine, until that day when I drink 
it new with you in my Father’s king- 
dom. 

30 And when they had sung a hymn, they 
went out unto the mount of Olives. 

31 Then saith Jesus nnto them, All ye

46 Arise, let us be going: behold, he is at 
hand that betrayeth me. 

47 And while he yet spake, lo, Judas, 
one of the twelve, came, and with him 
a great multitude with swords and 
staves, from the chief priests and elders 

48 of the people. Now he that betrayed 
him gave them a sign, saying, Whomso- 
ever I shall kiss, that is he: take him. 

49 And straightway he came to Jesus, and 

50 said, Hail, Rabbi; and?kissedhim. And 
Jesus said unto him, Friend, do that for 
which thou art come. Then they came 
and laid hands on Jesus, and took him. 

51 And behold, one of them that were with 
Jesus stretched out his hand, and drew 
his sword, and smote the ®servant of 
the high priest, and struck off his ear. 

52 Then saith Jesus unto him, Put up a- 
gain thy sword into its place: for all 
they that take the sword shall perish 

53 with the sword. Or thinkest thou that 
I cannot beseech my Father, and he 
shall even now send me more than 

54twelve legions of angels? How then 
should the seriptures be fulfilled, that 

55 thus it must be? In that hour said Je- 
sus to the multitudes, Are ye come out 
as against a robber with swords and 
staves to seize me? I sat daily in the 
temple teaching, and ye took me not. 

56 But all this is come to pass, that the 
scriptures of the prophets might be 
fulfilled. Then all the disciples left 
him, and fled. 

57 Andthey that had taken Jesus led him 
away to the house of Caiaphas the high 
priest, where the seribes and the elders 

58 were gathered together. But Peter fol- 
lowed him afar off, unto the court of the 
high priest, and entered in, and sat with 

59 the officers, to see the end. Now the 
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chief priests and the whole council | 
sought false wituess against Jesus, that | 

60 they might put him to death; and they 
found it not, thougl many false wit- 
nesses came. But afterward came two, 

6land said, This man said, I am able to 
destroy the 4 temple of God, and to build 

62it in three days. And the high priest 
stood up, and said unto him, Answerest 
thou nothing? what is it which these 

63 witness against thee? But Jesus held 
his peace. And the high priest said unto 
him, I adjure thee by the living God, 
that thou tell us whether thon be the 

64 Christ, the Son of God. Jesus saith un- 
to him, Thou hast said: nevertheless I 
say unto you, Heneeforth ye shall sce 
the Son of man sitting at the right hand 
of power, and coming on the clouds of 

G5heaven. Then the high priest rent his 
garments, saying, He hath spoken blas- 
phemy: what further need have we of 
witnesses? behold, now ye have heard 

66 the blasphemy: what think ye? They 
answered and said, He is >worthy of 

67 death. Then did they spit in his face 
and buffet him: and some smote him 

68 with the palms of their hands, saying, 
Prophesy unto us, thou Christ: who is 
he that struck thee? 

69 Now Peter was sitting without in the 
court: and a maid came unto him, say- 
ing, Thou also wast with Jesus the Gali- 

Wlxan. But he denied before them all, 
saying, I know not what thou sayest. 

71And when he was gone out into the 
porch, another maid saw him, and saith 
mnto them that were there, This man 

72 also was with Jesus the Nazarene. And 
again he denied with an oath, I know 

73 not the man. And after a little while 
they that stood by came and said to 
Peter, Of a truth thou also art one of 
them; for thy speech bewrayeth thee. 

74 Then began he to curse and to swear, 
I know not the man, And straightway 

75 the cock crew. And Peter remembered 
the word which Jesus had said, Before 
the cock crow, thou shalt deny me 
thrice.

10 of the children of Israel did price; and 
5they gave them for the potter’s field, | 
as the Lord appointed me. 

11 Now Jesus stood before the governor: 
and the governor asked him, saying, 
Art thou the King of the Jews? And 

12 Jesus said unto hin, Thousayest. And 
when he was accused bythe chief priests 

18 and elders, he answered nothing. Then 
saith Pilate unto him, Hearest thou not 
how many things they witness against 

14thee? And he gave hin no answer, not 
even to one word: insomuch that the 

15 governor marvelled greatly. Now at 
6the feast the governor was wont to 
release unto the multitude one prisoner, 

16 whom they would. And they had then 
a notable prisoner, called Barabbas. 

17 When therefore they were gathered 
together, Pilate said unto them, Whom 
will ye that [release unto you? Barab- 
bas, or Jesus which is called Christ? 








19delivered him up. And while he was 
sitting on the judgement-scat, his wife 
sent unto him, saying, Have thou no- 
thing to do with that righteous man: 
for I have suffered many things this day 
20in a dream because of him. Now the 
chief priests and the elders persuaded 
the multitudes that they should ask for 
21 Barabbas, and destroy Jesus. But the 
governor answered and said unto them, 
Whether of the twain will ye that I re- 
lease unto you? And they said, Barab- 
22 bas. Pilate saith unto them, What then 
shall I do mto Jesus which is ealled 
Christ? They all say, Let him be eru- 
| 23 cified. And he said, Why, what evil 
hath he done? But they cried out ex- 
ceedingly, saying, Let him be crucified. 
24So0 when Pilate saw that he prevailed 
nothing, but rather that a tumult was 
arising, he took water, and washed his 
hands before the multitude, saying, I 
aim mnocent ‘of the blood of this right- 
25eous man: see ye to it. And all the 
people answered and said, His blood be 
260n us, and on our children. Then re- 
leased he unto them Barabbas: but 
Jesus he scourged and dehyered to be 
crucified. 
27 Then the soldiers of the governor took 
Jesus into the 8palace, and gathered 
28 unto him the whole 9band. And they 
10 stripped him, and put on him a scarlet 
29robe. And they plaited a crown of 
thorns and put it upon his head, and a

And when they 
had mocked him, they took off from

32 And as they came out, they found a

33 he might bear his cross.: And when they 
were come unto a place called Gol- 
gotha, that is to say, The place of a 

34skull, they gave him wine to drink 
mingled with gall: and when he had 

35 tasted it, he would not drink. And whén 
they had crucified him, they parted his 
garments among them, casting lots: 

36and they sat and watched him there. 

37 And they set up over his head his ac- 
cusation written, THIS IS JESUS THE 

38 KING OF THE JEWS. Then are there 
crucified with him two robbers, one on 
the right hand, and one on the left. 

39 And they that passed by railed on him, 

40 wagging their heads, and saying, Thou 
that destroyest the }2temple, and build- 
est it m three days, save thyself: if 
thou art the Son of God, come down 

41 from the cross. In like manner also 
the chief priests mocking him, with 

42 the scribes and elders, said, He saved 
others; 12himself he cannot save. He 
is the King of Israel; let him now come 
down from the cross, and we will be- 

43 heve onhim. He trusteth on God; let 
him deliver him now, if he desireth him: 

44 for he said, I am the Son of God. And 
the robbers also that were crucified 
with him cast upon him the same re- 
roach. 

45 Now from the sixth hour there was 
darkness over all the land until the 

46 ninth hour. And about the ninth hour 
Jesus cried with a loud voice, saying, 
Eli, Eh, lama sabachthani? that is, My 
God, my God, !> why hast thou forsaken 

47me? And some of them that stood 
there, when they heard it, said, This 

48man ecalleth Elijah. And straightway 
| one of them ran, and took a sponge, and 
filled it with vinegar, and put it ona 
49 reed, and gave him to drink. And the 
rest said, Let be; let us see whether 
50 Elijah cometh to save him.!6 And Jesus 
cried again with a loud voice, and 
51 yielded up his spirit. And behold, the 
veil of the }2temple was rent in twain 
from the top to the bottom; and the 
earth did quake; and the rocks were 
52rent; and the tombs were opened; and 
many bodies of the saints that had 
53 fallen asleep were raised; and coming 
forth out of the tombs after his resur- 
rection they entered into the holy city

And 
God many women were there beholding from

57 And when even was come, there came 
a rich man from Arimathieea, named 
Joseph, who also himself was Jesus’ 

58 disciple: this man went to Pilate, and 
asked for the body of Jesus. Then 
Pilate commanded it to be given up. 

59 And Joseph took the body, and wrapped 

60it in a clean linen cloth, and laid it in 
his own new tomb, which he had hewn 
out in the rock: and he rolled a great 
stone to the door of the tomb, and 

61departed. And Mary Magdalene was 
there, and the other Mary, sitting over 
against the sepulchre. 

62 Now on the morrow, which is the day 
after the Preparation, the chief pricsts

And being moved with compas- 
sion, he stretched forth his hand, and 
touched him, and saith unto hin, I 
42 will; be thou made clean. And straight- 
way the leprosy departed from linn, and 
43 he was made clean. And he ! strictly 
charged him, and straightway sent him 
44 out, and saith unto him, See thou say 
nothing to any man: but go thy way, 
shew thyself to the priest, and offer for 
thy cleansing the things which Moses 
conmmanded, for a testimony unto them.

12rables: that seeing they may see, and 
not pereeive; and hearimg they may 
hear, and not understand; lest haply 
they should turn again, and it should 
13 he forgiven them. And he saith unto 
them, Know ye not this parable? and 
how shall ye know all the parables? 
15 Lhe sower soweth the word. And these 
are they by the way side, where the 
word is sown; and when they have 
heard, straightway cometh Satan, and 
taketh away the word which hath been 
16 sown in them. And these in like man- 
ner are they that are sown upon the 
rocky places, who, whenthey have heard 
the word, straightway receive it with 
17 joy; and they have no root in them- 
selves, but endure for a while; then, 
when tribulation or persecution ariseth 
because of the word, straightway they 
18stumble. And others are they that are 
sown amoung the thorns; these are they 
19 that have heard the word, and the cares 
of the world, and the deceitfulness of 
riches, and the lusts of other things 
entering in, choke the word, and it be- 
20 cometh unfruitful. And those are they 
that were sown upon the good ground; 
such as hear the word, and accept it, 
and bear fruit, thirtyfold, and sixty- 
fold, and a hundredfold.

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brouglit to be pnt mider the bushel, or 
nuder the bed, and not to be put on the 
22 stand? Tor there is nothing hid, save 
that it should be manifested; neither 
was anything made secret, but that it 
23 should come to light. If any man hath 
24 ears to hear, let him hear. And he said 
unto them, Take heed what ye hear: 
with what measure yé mete it shall be 
nieasured unto you: and more shall be 
25 given unto you. For he that hath, to 
him shall be given: and he that hath 
not, from him shall be taken away even 
that which he hath, 
26 And he said, Sois the kngdom of God, 
as if a man should cast seed upon the 
27 earth; and should sleep and rise night 
and day, and the seed should spring up 


‘| 28 and grow, he knoweth not how. The 


earth 1 beareth fruit of herself; first the 
blade, then the ear, then the full corn 
29in the ear. But when the fruit 7is 
ripe, straightway he * putteth forth the 
sickle, beeause the harvest is come, 
30 And he said, How shall we liken the 
kingdom of God? or in what parable 
31 shall we set it forth? 4It is like a grain 
of mustard seed, which, whien it is sown 
upon the earth, though it be Jess than 
all the seeds that are upon the earth, 
32 yet when it is sown, groweth up, and 
becometh greater than all the herbs, 
and putteth out great branches; so 
that the birds of the heaven can lodge 
under the shadow thereof. 
33 And with many sucli parables spake he 
the word unto them, as they were able to 
'34hear it: and without a parable spake 
he not unto them: but privately to his 
own disciples he expounded all things. 
35 Andon that day, when even was come, 
he saith unto them, Let us go over unto 
| 36 the other side. And leaving the multi- 
tude, they take him with them, even as 
he was, in the boat. And other boats 
37 were with him. And there ariseth a 
great storm of wind, and the waves beat 
into the boat, insomuch that the boat 
38 was now filling. And he himself was in 
the stern, asleep on the eushion: and 
they awake him, and say unto him, 
5 Master, carest thou not that we perish? 
39 And he awoke, and rebuked the wind, 
and said unto the sea, Peace, be still. 
And the wind ceased, and there was a 
40 great calm. And he said unto them, 
Why are ye fearful? have ye not yet 
4ifaith? And they feared exceedingly, 
and said one to another, Who then is 
this, that even the wind and the sea 
obey him? 
5 And they came to the other side of the 
sea, into the country of the Gerasenes. 
2 And when he was come out of the boat, 
straightway there met him out of the 
3 tombs aman with an unelean spirit, who 
had his dwelling in the tombs: and no 
man could any more bind him, no, not 
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21 And he said unto them, Is the lamp 


4 with a chain; because that ho had been 


often bound with fetters and chains, aud 
the chains had been rent asunder by 
him, and the fetters broken in pieces: 
andno man had strength to tame hin. 

5 And always, night and day, in the tombs 
and in the mountains, he was erying 
out, and cutting himself with stones. 

6 And when he saw Jesus froin afar, he 
Tran and worshipped him; and crying 
ont with a loud voice, he saith, What 
have I to do with thee, Jesus, thon Son 
of the Most High God? I adjnre thee 
8by God, torment me not. For he said 
unto him, Come forth, thou unclean spi- 

9 rit, out of the man. And he asked hin, 
What is thy name? And he saith unto 
him, My name is Legion; for we are 
10many. And he besought him much that 
he would not send them away out of the 
Ilcountry. Now there was there on the 
mouutain side a great herd of swine 
12feeding. And they besought him, say- 
ing, Send ns into the swine, that we may 
13enter mto them. And he gave them 
leave. Andtheinelean spiritscame out, 
and entered into theswine: and the herd 
rushed down the steep into the sea, 2 
number about two thousand; and they 
14 were choked in the sea. And they that 
fed them fled, and told it in the city, and 

in the country. And they came to see 
15 what it was that had come to pass. And 
they come to Jesus, and behold &him 
that was possessed with devils sitting, 
clothed and in his right mind, even him 
that had the legion: and they were 
1lé6afraid. And they that saw it declared 
unto them how it befell Shim that was 
possessed with devils, and concerning 
17 the swine. And they began to beseech 
18 him to depart from their borders. And 
as he was entering into the boat, he that 
had been possessed with 7devils be- 
sought him that he might be with him. 
19 And he suffered him not, but saith unto 
him, Go to thy house unto thy friends, 


and tell them how great things the Lord | 


hath done for thee, and how he had 

20 merey on thee. And he went his way, 
and began to publish in Decapolis how 
great things Jesus had done for him: 
and all men did marvel. 


21 And when Jesus had crossedover again | 


m the boat unto the other side, a great 
multitude was gathered unto him: and 
22 he was by the sea. And there cometh 
one of the rulers of the synagogue, 
Jairus by name; and seemg him, he 
23 falleth at his feet, and beseeeheth him 
much, saying, My little daughter is at 
the point of death: Z pray thee, that 
thou come and lay thy hands on her, 
that she may be made whole, and hve. 
24And he went with him; and a great 
multitude followed him, and they 
thronged him. 
25 And a woman, which had an issue 
260f blood twelve years, and had suf- 
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fered many things of many physicians, 

and had spent all that she had, and was 
nothing bettered, but rather grew worse, 

27 having heard the things concerning 
Jesus, came in the crowd behind, and 

98 touched his garment. For she said, If I 
touch but his garments, I shall be !made 

29 whole. And straightway the fountain 
of her blood was dried wp; and she felt 
in her body that she was healed of her 

302plague. And straightway Jesus, per- 
ceiving in hnnself that the power pro- 
ceeding from himhad gone forth, turned 
him about in the crowd, and said, Who 

31 touched my garments? And his disci- 
ples said unto him, Thou seest the inul- 
titude thronging thee, and sayest thou, 

32 Who touched me? And he looked round 
about to see her that had done this 

33thing. But the woman fearing and 
trembling, knowing what had been done 
to her, came and fell down before him, 

34tand told him all the truth. And he 
said unto her, Daughter, thy faith hath 
3imade thee whole; go in peace, and be 
whole of thy 2 plague. 

35 While he yet spake, they come from 
the ruler of the synagogue’s house, say- 
ing, Thy daughter is dead: why trou- 

36 blest thou the 4 Master any further? But 
Jesus, 'not heeding the word spoken, 
saith unto the ruler of the synagogue, 

37 Fear not, only beheve. And he suffered 
no man to follow with him, save Peter, 
and James, and John the brother of 

38 James. And they come to the house of 
the ruler of the synagogue; and he be- 
holdeth a tumult,and many weeping and 

39 wailing greatly. And when he was en- 
tered in, he saith nnto them, Why make 
ye a tumult, and weep? the child is not 

40 dead, but sleepeth. And they langhed 
him to scorn. Buthe, having put them 
all forth, taketh the father of the child 
and her mother and them that were 
with him, and goeth in where the child 

4iwas. And taking the child by the hand, 
he saith unto her, Talitha eumi; which 


is, being interpreted, Damsel, I say unto | 


42 thee, Arise. And straightway the dam- 
sel rose up, and walked; for she was 
twelve years old. And they were a- 
mazed straightway with a great amaze- 

43ment. And he charged them much that 
no man should know this: and he com- 
manded that something should be given 
her to eat. 

6 And he went out from thence; and he 
cometh into his own country; and his 

2disciples follow him. And when the 
sabbath was come, he began to teach 
in the synagogue: and ®many hearing 
him were astonished, saying, Whence 
hath this man these things? and, What 

is the wisdom that is given unto this 
man, and what mean such 7 mighty 

3 works wrought by his hands? Is not 
this the carpenter, the son of Mary, 
aud brother of James, and Joses, and 


Judas, and Sinon? and are not his sis- 
ters here with us? And they were 8of- 
4fended in him. And Jesus said unto 
them, A prophet is not without honour, 
save in his own country, and among his 

5 own kin, and in his own house. And 
he could there dono 9mighty work, save 
that he laid his hands upon a few sick 

6 folk, and healed them. And he mar- 
velled because of their unbelief. 

And he went round about the vil- 
lages teaching. 

7 And he called unto him the twelve, 
and began to send them forth by two 
and two; and he gave them authority 

8 over the unclean spirits; and he charged 
them that they should take nothing for 
their journey, save a staff only; no 
bread, no wallet, no }0money in their 

9l1purse; but to go shod with sandals: 
and, said he, put not on two coats. 

10 And he said unto them, Wheresoever 
ye enter into a house, there abide till ye 
11 depart thence. And whatsoever place 
shall not receive you, and they hear you 
not, as ye go forth thence, shake off the 
dust that is under your feet for a tes- 
12 timony unto them, And they went out, 
and preached that mex should repent. 
13 And they cast out many }2devils, and 


anointed with oil many that were sick, |. 


and healed them. 

14 And king Herod heard thereof; for his 
name had become known: and !’he 
said, John 4 the Baptist is risen from 
the dead, and therefore do these powers 

15 work in him. But others said, It is Eli- 
jah. And others said, Jt is a prophet, 

16 even asone of the prophets. But Herod, 
when he heard thereof, said, John, whom 

17 I beheaded,heisrisen. For Herod him- 
self had sent forth and laid hold upon 
John, and bound him in prison for the 
sake of Herodias, his brother Philip’s 

18 wife: for he had marriedher. For John 
said unto Herod, It is not lawful for thee 

19 to have thy brother’s wife. And Hero- 
dias set herself against him, and desired 

20 to kill him; and she could not; for He- 
rod feared John, knowing that he wasa 
righteous man and a holy, and kept him 
safe. And when he heard him, he » was 
much perplexed; and he heard him 

21 gladly. And when a convenient day 
was come, that Herod on his birthday 
made a supper to his lords, and the 
l6high captains, and the chief men of 

22 Galilee; and when ]%the daughter of 
Herodias herself came in and danced, 
18 she pleased Herod and them that sat 
at meat with him; and the king said 
unto the damsel, Ask of me whatsoever 

23 thou wilt, and I will give it thee. And 
he sware unto her, Whatsoever thou 
shalt ask of me, I will give it thee, unto 

24 the half of my kingdom. And she went 
out, and said unto her mother, What 
shall I ask? And she said, The head 

25 of John 1‘the Baptist. And she came 
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in straightway with haste unto the 
king, and asked, saying, I will that thou 
forthwith give me in a charger the head 
26 of John! the Baptist. And the king was 
exceeding sorry ; but for the sake of his 
oaths, and of them that sat at meat, he 
27 would not reject her. And straightway 
the king sent forth a soldier of his guard, 
and commanded to bring his head: and 
he went and beheaded him in the prison, 
28 and brought his head in a charger, and 
gave it to the damsel; and the damsel 
29 gave it to her mother. And when his 
(lisciples heard thereof, they came and 
took up his corpse, and laid it In a 


“tomb. 


30 And the apostles gather themselves 
together unto Jesus; and they told him 
all things, whatsoever they had done, 

31 and whatsoever they had taught. And 
he saith unto them, Come ye yourselves 
apart into a desert place, and rest a 
while. For there were many coming and 
going, and they had no leisure so much 

32.as to eat. And they went away in the 

33 boat to a desert place apart. And the 
people saw them going, and many knew 
them, and they ran there together 2on 
foot from all the cities, and outwent 

34them. And he came forth and saw a 
great multitude, and he had compassion 
on them, because they were as sheep not 
having a shepherd: and he began to 

35 teach them many things. And when the 
day was now far spent, his disciples 
came unto hin, and said, The place is 
desert, and the day is now far spent: 

36 send them away, that they may go into 
the country and villages round about, 
and buy themselves somewhat to eat. 

37 But he answered and said unto them, 
Give ye them to eat. And they say unto 
him, Shall we go and buy two hundred 
8 pennyworth of bread, and give them to 

38eat? And he saith unto them, How 
many loaves have ye? go and see. And 
when they knew, they say, Five, and 

39two fishes. And he commanded them 
that all should ‘sit down by companies 

40 upon the green grass. Andthey sat down 
in ranks, by hundreds, and by fifties. 

41 And he took the five loaves and the two 
fishes, and looking up to heaven, he 
blessed, and brake the loaves; and he 
gave to the disciples to set before them; 
and the two fishes divided he among 

42 them all. And they did all eat, and were 

43 filled. And they took up broken pieces, 
twelve basketfuls, and also of the fishes. 

44 And they that ate the loaves were five 
thousand men. 

45 And straightway he constrained his 
disciples to enter into the boat, and to 
go before him unto the other side to 
Bethsaida, while he himself sendeth the 

46 multitudeaway. And after he had taken 
leave of them, he departed mto the 

47 mountain to pray. And when even was 
come, the boat was in the midst of the 
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48 sea, and he alone on the land. And see- 


ing them distressed in rowing, for the 
wind was contrary unto them, about the 
fourth watch of the night he cometh un- 
to them, walking on the sea; and he 

49 would have passed by them: but they, 
when they saw him walking on the sea, 
supposed that it was an apparition, aid 

50 cried out: for they all saw him, and 
were troubled. But he straightway 
spake with them, and saith unto them, 
Be of good cheer: it is I; be not 

5lafraid. And he went up unto them 
into the boat; and the wind ceased: 
and they were sore amazed in them- 

52 selves; for they understood not con- 
cerning the loaves, but their heart was 
hardened. 

53 And when they had * crossed over, they 
came to the land unto Gennesaret, and 

54 moored to the shore. And when they 
were come out of the boat, straightway 

55 the people knew him, and ran round 
about that whole region, and began to 
carry about on their beds those thatwere 

56 sick, where they heard he was. And 
wheresoever he entered, into villages, or 
into cities, or into the country, they laid 
the sick m the marketplaces, and be- 
sought him that they might tonch if it 
were but the border of his garment: and 
as many as touched Shim were made 
whole. 

7 And there are gathered together unto 
him the Pharisees, and certain of the 
scribes, which had come from Jerusa- 

2 lem, and had seen that some of his dis- 
ciples ate their bread with 7 defiled, that 


~ 8is, mmwashen, hands. For the Pharisees, 


and all the Jews, except they wash their 
hands 8diligently, eat not, holding the 
4 tradition of the elders: and when they 
come from the marketplace, except they 
9wash themselves, they eat not: and 
many other things there be, which they 
have received to hold, }°washings of 
cups, and pots, and brasen vessels}, 
5 And the Phiarisees and the scribes ask 
him, Why walk not thy disciples accord- 
ing to the tradition of the elders, but eat 
6 their bread with ‘defiled hands? And 
he said unto them, Well did Isaiah 
prophesy of you hypocrites, as it is 
written, 
This people honoureth me with their 
hps, 
But their heart is far from me. 
7 But in vain do they worship me, 
Teaching as their doctrmes the pre- 
cepts of men. 
8 Ye leave the commandment of God, 
9 and hold fast the tradition of men. And 
he said unto them, Full well do ye re- 
ject the commandment of God, that ye 
10may keep your tradition. For Moses 
said, Honour thy father and thy mother; 
and, He that speaketh evil of father 
or mother, let him die the death: 
11 but ye say, If a man shall say to his 
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father or his mother, That wherewith 
thou mightest have been profited by 
me is Corban, that is te say, Given to 

12 God; ye no longer suffer him to do 
aught for his father or his mother; 

13 making veid the word of Ged by your 
tradition, which ye have delivered: and 

limany such like things ye do. And he 
called to him the multitude again, and 
said unto them, Hear me all of you, 

15and understand; there is nothing from 
without the man, that going into him 
ean defile him: but the things which 
< preceed out of the man are those that 

17 defile the man.! And when he was 
entered into the house from the multi- 
tude, his disciples asked of him the 

18 parable. And he saith unto them, Are 
ye so without understanding also? Per- 
ceive ye not, that whatsoever from 
without goeth into the man, z¢ caunot 

19defile him; because it goeth not into 
his heart, but into his belly, and gocth 
out into the draught? TJhis he said, 

20 making all meats clean. And he said, 
That which proceedeth out of the man, 

21 that defileth the man. For from within, 
out of the heart of men, 2 evil thoughts 

22 proceed, fornications, thefts, murders, 
adulteries, covetings, wickednesses, de- 
ceit, lasciviousness, an evil eye, railing, 

23 pride, foolishness: all these evil things 
proceed from within, and defile the 

. man. 

24 And from thence he arose, and went 
away into the borders of Tyre ?and $i- 
don. And he entered into a house, and 
would have ne man know it: and he 

25 could not be hid. But straightway a 
woman, whose little daughter had an 
unelean spirit, having heard of him, 

26 came and fell down at his feet. Now 
the woman was a #Greek, a Syrophe- 
nician by race. And she besought him 
that he would cast forth the 5 devil out 

27 of her daughter. And he said unte her, 
Let the children first be filled: for it is 
not meet to take the children’s ® bread 

28 and cast it te the degs. Bunt she an- 
swered and saith unto him, Yea, Lord: 
even the dogs under the table eat of 

29the children’s erumbs. And he said 
unto her, For this saying go thy way; 
the devil is gone out of thy daughter. 

30 And she went away unto her house, 
and found the child laid upen the bed, 
and the 5 devil gone out. 

31 And again he went ont from the bor- 
ders of Tyre, and came through Sidon 
unto the sea of Galilee, through the 

32 midst of the borders of Decapelis. And 
they bring unto him one that was deaf, 
and had an impediment in his speech; 
and they beseech him to lay his hand 

33 upon him. And he took him aside from 
the multitude privately, and put his 
fingers into his ears, and he spat, and 

34 touched his tongue; and looking up to 


heaven, he sighed, and saith unto him, 





35 Ephphatha, that is, Be opened. And 
his ears were opened, and the bend of 
his tongue was loosed, and he spake 

36 plain. And he charged them that they 
should tell no man: but the more he 
charged them, so much the mere a great 

37 deal they published it. And they were 
beyond measure astonished, saying, He 
hath done all things well: he maketh 
even the deaf to hear, and the dumb 
to speak. 

S In those days, when there was again a 
great multitude, and they had nothing 
to eat, he called unto him his disciples, 

2and saith unto them, I have compassion 
on the multitude, because they continue 
with me now three days, and have no- 

3 thing to eat: and if I send them away 
fasting to their home, they will faint in 
the way; and some of them are come 
4frem far. And his disciples answered 
him, Whence shall one be able to fill 
these men with 7bread here in a desert 
5place? And he asked them, How many 
loaves have ye? And they said, Seven. 
G And he.commandcth the multitude to 
sit down on the greund: and he took 
the seven loaves, and having given 
thanks, he brake, and gave to his dis- 
ciples, to set before them; and they set 
7 them before the multitude. And they 
had a few small fishes: and having 
blessed them, he commanded to set 
8these also before them. And they 
did eat, and were filled: and they 
took up, of broken pieces that re- 
9 mained over, seven baskets. And they 
were about four thousand: and he 

10 sent them away. And straightway he 
entered into the boat with his dis- 
ciples, and came into the parts of Dal- 
manutha. 

11 And the Pharisees came forth, and 
began to question with him, seeking of 
him a sign from heaven, tempting him. 

12 And he sighed deeply in his spirit, and 
saith, Why doth this generation seek a, 
sign? verily I say unte you, There shall 
no sign be given unto this gencration. 

13 And he left them, and again entering 
into the boat departed to the other 
side, 

14 And they forgot to take bread; and 
they had net m the boat with them 

15more than one loaf. And he charged 
them, saying, Take heed, beware of the 
leaven of the Pharisees and the leaven 

16of Herod. And they reasoned one with 
another, ®saying, 9 We have no bread. 

17 And Jesus percciving itsaith unto them, 
Why reasen ye, because ye have no 
bread? do ye not yet perceive, neither 
understand? have ye your heart har- 

18dened? Having eyes, see ye not? and 
having ears, hear ye not? and do ye 

19 not remember? WhenI brake the five 
loaves among the five thousand, how 
many baskets full of broken pieces took 
ye up? They say unto him, Twelve. 
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20 And when the seven among the four 
thousand, how many !basketfuls of 
broken pieces took ye np? And they 

2Lsay unto him, Seven. And he said unto 
them, Do ye not yet understand ? 

22 And they come unto Bethsaida. And 
they bring to him a blind ian, and he- 

23 seech him to touch him. And he took 
hold ef the blind man by the hand, and 
brought him ont of the village; and 
when he had spit on his eyes, and laid 
his hands upen him, he asked hin, 

24 Scest thou anght? And he looked up, 
and said, [sce men; for I behold ther 

25 as trees, walking. Then again he laid 
his hands upon his eyes; and he leeked 
stedfastly, and was restored, and saw 

26 all things clearly. And he sent him 
away to his home, saying, Do not even 

enter into the village. 

27 And Jesus went forth, and his dis- 
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ciples, into the villages of Czsarea 
Philippi: and in the way he asked his 
(lisciples, saying unto them, Who do 
28 men say that lam? And they told him, 
saying, John the Baptist: and others, 
Elijah; but others, One of the prophets. 
29 And he asked them, But who say ye 
that lam? Peter answereth and saith 
30 unto him, Thou art the Christ. And he 
charged them that they should tell ne 
siman of him. And he began to teach 
them, that the Son of man must suffer 
many things, and be rejected by the 
elders, and the chief priests, and the 
seribes, and be killed, and after three 
32 days rise again. And he spake the say- 
ing openly. And Peter took him, and 
33 began to rebuke him. But he turning 
about, and seeing his disciples, rebuked 
Peter, and saith, Get thee behind me, 
Satan: for thou mindest not the things 
34 of God, but the things of men. And 
he called unto him the multitude with 
his disciples, and said unto them, If 
any man would come after me, let him 
deny himself, and take up his cress, and 

| 35 follow me. For whosoever would save 
his ?life shall lese it; and whosoever 

| shall lose his 2life for my sake and the 
36 gospel’s shall save it, For what doth it 
profit a man, te gain the whole world, 

37 and forfeit his 2life ? For what should 
aman give in exchange for his “life? 
38 For whosoever shall be ashamed of me 
| and of my words in this adulterous and 
sinful generation, the Son of man also 
Shall be ashamed of him, when he 
cometh in the glory of his Father with 

9 the holy angels. And he said unto them, 
Verily I say unte you, There be some 
here of them that stand by, which shall 

in no wise taste of death, till they see 
the kingdom of Ged come with power. 

2 And after six days Jesus taketh with 
him Peter, and James, and John, and | 
bringeth them up into a high mountain 
apart by themsclves: and he was trans- 

3 figured before them: and his garments 
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as no fuller on earth can whiten them. 
4 And there appeared unto thein Elijah 
with Moses: and they were talking 
5with Jesus. And Peter answereth and 
saith to Jesus, Rabbi, it is good for us 
to be here: and let us make three 3 ta- 
bernacles; one for thee, and one for 
6 Moses, and one for Ehjah. For he wist 
not what to answer; for they became 
7sore afraid. And there came a cloud 
overshadowing them: and there came 
avoice out of the cloud, This is my 
8 beloved Sou: hear ye hin. And suddenly 
looking romid about, theysawne oueany 
more, save Jesus only with themselves. 
9 And as they were coming down from 
the monntam, he charged them that 
they shoukl tell no man what things 
they hat seen, save when the Sen of 
man should have risen again from the 
10dead. And they kept the saying, ques- 
tioning among themselves what the 
rising again from the dead should mean. 
liAnd they asked him, saying, 4The 
scribes say that Elijah must first come. 
12 And he said unto them, Elijah indeed 
cometh first, and restoreth all things: 
aud how is it written of the Son of man, 
that he should suffer many things and 
15 be set at nought? But I say unto you, 
that Elijah is come, and they have also 
(tone unte him whatsoever they listed, 
eveh as it is written of him. 
14 And when they caine to the disciples, 
they saw a great nultitude about them, 
15 and scribes questioning with them. And 
straightway all the multitude, when 
they saw hii, were greatly amazed, and 
16running to him saluted him. And he 
asked them, What question ye with 
17them?

And as he 
was yet a coming, the devil 11 dashed 
him down, and tare him grievously. 
But Jesus rebuked the unclean spirit, 
and healed the boy, and gave him back 

43 to his father. And they were all asto- 
nished at the majesty of God. 

But while all were marvelling at 

all the things which he did, he said 
44uunto his disciples, Let these words 
sink into your ears: for the Son of 
man shall be delivered* up into the 

45 hands of men. But they understood 
not this saying, and it was concealed 
from them, that they should not per- 
ceive it: and they were afraid to ask 
him about this saying. 

46 And there arose a reasoning among 
them, which of them should be } great- 

47est. But when Jesus saw the reason- 
ing of their heart, he took a little 

48 child, and set him by his side, and 
said unto them, Whosoever shall re- 
ceive this little child in my name re- 
eeiveth me: and whosoever shall re- 
ceive me receiveth him that sent me: 
for he that is least among you all, 
the same is great. 

49 And John answered and said, Mas- 
ter, we saw one casting ont devils 
in thy name; and we forbade him, be- 

50 cause he followeth not with us. But 
Jesus said unto him, Forbid him not: 
for he that is not against you is for you. 

51 And it came to pass, when the days 
were well-nigh come that he should 
be received up, he stedfastly set his face 

52 to go to Jernsalem, and sent messengers 
before his face: and they went, and e1- 
tered into a village of the Samaritans, to 

53 makeready forhim. And they did not re- 
ceive hin, because his face was as though 

54 he were going to Jerusalem. And when 
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his disciples James and Joliu saw this, 
they said, Lord, wilt thou that we bid 
fire to come down from heaven, and 

55 consume them}? But he turned, and 

56 rebuked them?. And they went to an- 
other village. 

57 And as they went iu the way, a cer- 
tain man said unto him, I will follow 

58thee whithersoever thou goest. And 
Jesus said unto him, The foxes have 
holes, and the birds of the heaven have 
8nests; but the Son of man hath not 

59 where to lay hishead. And he said unto 
another, Follow me. But he said, Lord, 
suffer me first to go and bury my father. 

60 But he said unto him, Leave the dead to 
bury their owu dead; but go thou and 
publish abroad the kingdom of God. 

61 And another also said, I will follow thee, 
Lord; but first suffer me to bid farewell 

62 tothem that areat my house. But Jesus 
said unto him, No man, having put his 
hand to the plough, and looking back, 
is fit for the kingdom of God. 

10 Now after these things the Lord ap- 
pointed seventy + others, and sent them 
two and two before his face mto every 
city and place, whither he bimself was 

2abouttocome. And hesaiduntothem, 
The harvestis plenteous, but the labour- | 
ers are few: pray ye therefore the Lord 
of the harvest, that he send forth la- | 
3 bourers into his harvest. Go your ways: 
behold, I send you forth as lambs in the | 
4 midst of wolves. Carry no purse, no wal- | 
let, uo shoes: and salute no man on the | 
5way. And into whatsoever house ye 
shall 5enter, first say, Peace be to this 
G6house. And if a son of peace be there, 
yonr peace shall rest upon Shim: but 
7if not, it shailturn to you again. And 
in that same house remain, eating and 
drinking such things as they give: for 
the labonrer is worthy of his hire. Go 
Snot from house to house. And into 
whatsoever city ye enter, and they re- 
ceive you, eat such things as are set 
9before you: and heal the sick that are 
therein, aud say unto them, The king- 

10 dom of Godis come nigh unto you. Bui 
into whatsoever city ye shall enter, and 
they receive you not, go out into the 

11 streets thereof and say, Even the dust 
from your city, that cleaveth to our feet, 
we do wipe off against you: howbeit 
know this, that the kingdom of God is 

12 come nigh. I say unto you, It shall be 
more tolerable in that day for Sodom, 

13 than for that city. Woe unto thee, Cho- 
razin! woe unto thee, Bethsaida! for if 
the 7mighty works had been done in 
Tyre and Sidon, which were done in you, 
they would have repented long ago, sit- 

14 ting in sackcloth and ashes. Howbeit 
it shall be more tolerable for Tyre and 
Sidon in the judgement, than for you. 

15 And thon, Caperneum, shalt thou be 
exalted unto heaven? thou shalt be 

16 brought down uuto Hades. He that 
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heareth you heareth me; and he that 
rejecteth you rejecteth me; and he- 
that rejecteth me rejecteth him that 
sent me. 

17 And the seventy returned with joy, 
saying, Lord, even the §devils are sub- 

18 ject unto usin thy name. And he said 
unto them, I beheld Satan fallen as 

19 lightning from heaven. Behold, lhave 
given you authority to tread upon ser- 
pents and scorpions, aud over all the 
power of the enemy: and nothing shall 

20in any wise hurt you. Howbeit in this 
rejoice not, that the spirits are subject | 
unto you; but rejoice that your names 
are written 11 heaven. 

21 In that same hour he rejoiced 9in the 
Holy Spirit, and said, [1° thank thee, O 
Father, Lord of heaven and earth, that 
thou didst hide these things from the 
wise and understanding, and didst 
reveal thein unto babes: yea, Father; 
11 for soit was well-pleasing in thy sight. 

22 All things bave been delivered unto me 
of my Father: and no one knoweth who 
the Son is, save the Father; and who 
the Father is, save the Son, and he to 
whosoever the Son willeth to reveal 

23him. And turning to the disciples, he 
said privately, Blessed are the eyes 

24 which see the things that ye see: for 
Isay unto you, that many prophets and 
kings desired to see the things which ye | 
see, and saw them not; and to hear the | 
things which ye hear, and heard them | 
not. 

25 And behold, a certain lawyer stood 
up and tempted him, saying, }2 Master, 
what shall I do to inherit eternal life ? 

26 And he said unto him, What is written |

30 Jesus made answer and said, A cer- 
tain man was going down from Je- 
rusalem to Jericho; aud he fell a- 
mong robbers, which both stripped hin | 
and beat him, and departed, leaving 

Aud by chance a cer- 

tain priest was going down that way: 

and when he saw him, he passed by 





820n the other side. And in like man- 
ner a Levite also, wheu he came to 
the place, and saw him, passed by on 
33 the other side. But a certain Saiari- 
tan, as he journeyed, came where he 
was: and when he saw him, he was 
34 moved with compassion, and came to 
him, and bound up his wounds, pour- 
ing on then oil and wine; and he set 
him on his own beast, and brought him 
35 to an inn, and took care of him. And | 
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on the anorrow he took out two ? pence, 
and gave them to the host, and said, 
Take care of him; and whatsoever 
thou spendest more, I, when I come 

36 back again, will repay thee. Which 
of these three, thinkest thou, proved 
neighbour mito him that fell among the 

37 robbers? Aud he said, He that shewed 
mereyonhim, And Jesns said unto hin, 
Go, and do thou likewise. 

38 Now as they went on then way, he 
entered into a certain village: and a 
certain woman named Martha received 

39 him into her house. And she had a 
sister called Mary, which also sat at 
the Lord's feet, and heard his word. 

40 But Martha was? cumbered about much 
serving ; and she came up to him, and 
said, Lord, dost thou not care that my 
sister did leave me to serve alone? 
bid her therefore that she help me. 

41 But the Lord answered and said unto 
her, ? Martha, Martha, thou art anxious 

42 and troubled abont many things: +bnt 
one thing is needful: for Mary hath 
chosen the good part, which shall not be 
taken away from her. 

11 And it came to pass, as he was pray- 
ing in a certain place, that when he 
ceased, one of his disciples said unto 
him, Lord, teach us to pray, even as 

2Jolin also taught his disciples. And 
he said unto them, When ye pray, 
say, °Father, Hallowed be thy name. 

3 Thy kingdom come.® Give us day by 

4day Tour daily bread. And forgive us 
our sins; for we ourselves also forgive 
every one that is indebted tous. And 
bring us not into temptation 8, 

5 And he said unto them, Which of you 
shall have a friend, and shall go unto 
Inm at midnight, and say to him, 

6 Friend, lend me three loaves; for a 
friend of mine is come to me from a 
journey, and I have nothimg to set 

7 before him; and he from within shall 
answer and say, Trouble me not: the 
door is now shut, and my children 
are with me in bed; I cannot rise and 

Sgive thee? I say unto you, Though 
he will not rise and give him, becanse 
he is his friend, yet beeause of his im- 
portunity he will arise and give him 

9%asmany ashe needeth. AndI say unto 
you, Ask, and it shall be given you; 
seek, and ye shall find; knock, and it 

10 shall be opened unto you. For ev ery 
one that asketh receiveth; and he that 
seeketh findeth; and to him that 

11knocketh it shall be opened. And of 
which of you that is a father shall 
his son ask 1a loaf, aud he give hima 
stone? ox a fish, and he for a fish give 

12him a serpent? Or if he shall ask an 

13 egg, will he give him a scorpion? If ye 
then, being evil, know how to give good 
gifts unto your children, how much 
more shall your heavenly Father give 





the Holy Spirit to them that ask him ? 
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14 Andhe wascasting out a U devil which 
wasdumb. And it came to pass, when 
the devil was gone out, the dumb man 
spake; and the multitudes marvelled. 

15 But some of them said, 1” By Beelzebub 
the prince of the devils casteth he 

16 ont?%devils. And others, tempting him, 

17 sought of hima sign from heaven. But 
he, knowing their thoughts, said unto 
them, Every kingdom divided agamst 
itself is brought to desolation ; 4and a 
house divided against a house falleth. 

18 And if Satan also is divided against him- 
self, how shall his kingdom stand? 
because ye say that I cast out devils 

19 22by Beelzebub, And if I!2by Beelzebub 
east out devils, by whom do your 
sons cast them out? therefore shall they 

20 be your judges. But if I by the finger 
of God cast ont devils, then is the 

21 kingdom of God come upon you. When 
the strong man fully armed guardeth 
his own court, his goods are in peace: 

22 but when a stronger than he shall come 
upon him, and overcome him, he taketh 
from him his whole armonr wherein he 

23 trusted, and divideth his spoils. He 
that is not with meis against me; and 
he that gathereth not with me scatter- 

24eth. The unclean spirit when he is 
gone out of the man, passeth through 
waterless places, seeking rest ; and find- 
ing none, he saith, I will turn back 

25 unto my house whenceIcameout. And 
when 15 he is come, } he findeth it swept 

26 and garnished. Then goeth he, and 
taketh to hin seven other spirits more 
evil than /*himself; and theyenter in and 
dwell there: and the last state of that 
man becometh worse than the first. 

27 And it eame to pass, as he said these 
things, a certam woman out of the 
multitude lifted wp her voice, and said 
unto him, Blessed is the womb that 
bare thee, aud the breasts which thou 

28 didst suck. But he said, Yea rather, 
blessed are they that hear the word of 
God, and keep it. 

29 And when the multitudes were gather- 
ing together unto him, he began to 
say, This generation is an evil gene- 
ration: it seeketh after a sign; and 
there shall no sign be given to it but 

30the sign of Jonah. For even as 
Jonah became a sign unto the Nine- 
vites, so shall also the Son of man 

31 be to this generation. The queen of 
the south shall rise np in the judge- 
ment with the men of this genera- 
tion, and shall condemn them: for she 
came from the ends of the earth to 
hear the wisdom of Solomon; and be- 
hold, 17a greater than Solomon is here. 

32The men of Nineveh shall stand 
np in the judgement with this gene- 
ration, and shall condemn it: for 
they repented at the preaching of 
Jonah; and behold, 17a greater than 
Jonah is ae 
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33 No man, when he hath lighted a 
lainp, putteth it in a cellar, neither 
under the bushel, but on the stand, that 
they which entor in may see the light. 

34 The lamp of thy body is thine eye: when 
thine eye is single, thy whole body also 
is full of light; but when it is evil, thy 

35 body also is full of darkness. Look 
therefore whether the hight that is in 

36 thee be not darkness. If therefore thy 
whole body be full of light, having no 
part dark, it shall be wholly full of 
light, as when the lamp with its br ight 
shining doth give thee light. 

37 Now as he spake, a Pharisee asketh 
him to! dine with him: and he went in, 

38 and sat down to meat. Aud when the 
Pharisee saw it, he marvelled that he 
liad not first washed before ! dinner. 

39 And the Lord said unto him, Now do 
ye Pharisees cleanse the outside of the 
enp and of the platter; but your ward 
part is full of extortion and wickedness. 

40 Ye foolish ones, did not he that made 

41 the outside make the inside also? How- 
beit give for alms those things which 
2are within; and behold, all things 
are clean unto you. 

42 But woe nnto you Pharisees! for ye 
tithe mint and rne and every herb, 
and pass over judgement and the love 
of God: bunt these onght ye to have 
done, and not to leave the other undone. 

43 Woe unto you Pharisees! for ye love 
the chief seats in the synagogues, and 
the salutations in the marketplaces. 

44 Woe nnto you! for ye are as the 
tombs which appear not, and the men 
that walk over them know it not. 

45 And one of the lawyers answering 
saith nuto him, ° Master, in saying this 

46 thon reproachest ns also. And he said, 
Woe unto you lawyers also! for ye 
lade men with burdens grievous to be 
borue, and ye yourselves toneh not the 

47 burdens with one of your fingers. Woe 
unto yon! for ye build the tombs of 
the prophets, aud your fathers killed 

48 them. So ye are witnesses and consent 
unto the works of your fathers: for 
they killed them, and ye build their 

49 tombs. Therefore also said the wisdom 
of God, I will send unto them pro- 
phets and apostles; and some of them 

50they shall kill and persecute; that 
the blood of all the prophets, which 
was shed from the foundation of the 
world, may be required of this genera- 

5ltion; from the blood of Abel unto 
the blood of Zachariah, who perished 
between the altar and the 4sanetuary: 
yea, I say nnto you, it shall be re- 

52 qnired of this generation. Woe unto 
you lawyers! for ye took away the 
key of knowledge: ye entered not in 
yourselves, and them that were enter- 
ing in ye hindered. 

53 And when he was come ont from 
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thence, the scribes and the Phari isees | 








began to *press upou kim vehemently, 

and to provoke him to speak of ®many 
54things; laying wait for him, to eateh 

something out of his inouth. 

12 In the mean time, when 7the many 
thousands of the multitude were gather- 
ed together, insomuch that they trode 
one npou another, he began to 8say 
unto his diseiples first of all, Beware 
ye of the leaven of the Pharisees, which 

2is hypocrisy. But there is nothing 
covered up, that shall not be revealed : 
aud hid, that shall not be known. 
3 Wherefore whatsoever ye have said in 
the darkness shall be heard in the light ; 
and what ye have spoken in the ear in 
the inner ehambers shall be proelaimed 
4upon the housetops. And I say unto 
vou my friends, Be not afraid of them 
which kill the body, and after that have 
5no more that they ean do. But I will 
warn you whom ye shall fear: Fear 
him, whieh after he hath killed hath 
*power to east into hell; yea, I say 
6 unto you, Fear hin. Are not five spar- 
rows sold for two farthings? and not 
one of them is forgotten in the sight of 
7 God. But the very hairs of your head 
are all numbered. Fear not: ye are 
of more value than many sparrows. 
8 And I say nnto you, Every one who 
shall confess me before men, 12 him 
shall the Son of man also confess be- 
%fore the angels of God: but he that 
demeth me in the presence of men 
shall be denied in the presence of the 
l0angels of God. And every one who 


shall speak a word against the Son of | 


man, it shall be forgiven him: but 
unto him that blasphemeth against the 
Holy Spirit it shall not be forgiven. 
11 And when they bring you before the 
synagogues, and the rulers, and the 
authorities, be not anxions how or what 
ye shall answer, or what ye shall say: 
12 for the Holy Spirit shall teach you in 
that very hour what ye ought to say. 
15 And one ont of the multitude said 
unto him, ®*Master, bid my brother 
14 divide the inheritance with me. But 
he said nnto him, Man, who made me 
15a judge or a divider over you? And 
he said unto them, Take heed, and 
keep yourselves from all covetousness : 
13for a man’s hfe consisteth not in the 
abundance of the things which he pos- 
16 sesseth. And he spake a parable unto 
them, saying, The ground of a certain 
rich man bronght forth plentifully: 
17 and he reasoned within himself, saying, 
What shall I do, beeause I have not 
18 where to bestow my fruits? And he 
said, This willl do: I willpull down my 
barns,and build greater; and there will 
19 T bestow allmy cornand my goods. And 
I will say to my soul, Soul, thou 
hast much goods laid up for many years; 
take thine ease, eat, drink, be merry. 
20 But God said unto him, Thou fool- 
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ish one, this night lis thy ?soul re- 
quired of thee; and the things which 
thou hast prepared,whose shall they be? 
21So0 is he that layeth up treasure for 
himself, and is not rich toward God. 
22 And he said unto his disciples, There- 
fore I say unto you, Be not anxious 
for your life, what ye shall eat; nor 
yet for your body, what ye shall put 
23on. For the® life is more than the food, 
24and the body than the raiment. Con- 
sider the ravens, that they sow not, 
neither reap; which have no store- 
chamber nor barn; and God feedeth 
them: of how much more value are ye 
25 than the birds! And which of you by 
being anxious can add a cubit unto his 
264stature ? If then ye are not able to do 
even that which is least, why are ye 
27 auxious concerning the rest? Consider 
the lilies, how they grow: they toil not, 
neither do they spin; yet I say unto 
you, Even Solomon in all his glory was 
28 not arrayed hke one of these. But if 
God doth so clothe the grassin the field, 
which to-day is, and to-morrow is cast 
into the oven; how much more shall he 
29 clothe you, O ye of little faith? And 
seek not ye what ye shall eat, and what 
yeshalldrink, neither be ye of doubtful 
30 mind. For all these things do the na- 
tious of the world seek after: but your 
Father knoweth that ye have need of 
3lthese things. Howbeit seek ye *his 
ae kingdom,and these things shall be added 
tiesread | $32unto you. Fear not, little flock; for it 
SY ag is yom Father’s good pleasure to give 
God. 33 you the kingdom. Sell that ye have, 
and give alms; make for yourselves 
purses which wax not old, a treasure in

24 And he said unto thei, Strive to enter 
in by the narrow door: for many, I 
say unto you; shall seek to cnter in, and 

25shall not be 4able. When once the 
master of the house is risen up, and 
hath shut to the door, and ye begin to 
stand without, and to kuock at the 
door, sayiug, Lord, open tous; and he 
shall answer and say to you, I know you 

26 not whence ye are; then shall ye begin 
to say, We did eat and drink in thy 
presence, and thou didst teach in our 

27 streets; and he shall say, I tell you, I 
know not whenee ye are; depart from 

28 me, all ye workers of iniquity. There 
shall be the weeping and gnashing of 
teeth, when ye shall see Abraham, and 
Isaac, and Jacob, and all the prophets, 
im the kingdom of God, and yourselves 

29east forth without. And they shall 
come from the east and west, and from 

‘the north and south, and shall 5sit 

30 down in the kingdom of God. And 
behold, there are last whieh shall be 
first, aud there are first which shall 
be last. 

51 In that very hour there came certain 
Pharisees, saying to him, Get thee out, 
and go hence: for Herod would fain 

32 kill thee. And he said unto them, Go 
and say to that fox, Behold, I cast out 
6devils and perform cures to-day and 
to-morrow, aud the third day I am per- 

33 fected. Howbeit Imust go on my way 
to-day and to-morrow and the day fol- 
lowing: for it cannot be that a prophet 

34 perish out of Jernsalem. O Jerusalem, 
Jerusalem, which killeth the prophets, 
and stoneth them that ave sent nnto 
her! how often would I have gathered 
thy children together, even as a heu 
gathereth her own brood under her 

35 wings, and ye would not! Behold, your 
house is left unto you desolate: and I 
say unto you, Ye shall not see me, until 
ye shall say, Blessed zs he that cometh 
in the name of the Lord. 

14 And it came to pass, wheu he went 
into the house of one of the rulers of 
the Pharisees on a sabbath to eat 
bread, that they were watching him. 

2And behold, there was before him a 
certain man which had the dropsy. 
3 And Jesus auswering spake unto the 
lawyers and Pharisees, saying, Is it 
lawful to heal on the sabbath, or not? 
4 But they held their peace. And he 
took him, and healed hin, and let him 
5go. And he said unto them, Which 
of you shall have 7an ass or an ox 
fallen into a well, and will not straight- 
way draw him up on a sabbath day? 
6 And they could not answer again unto 
these things. 
7 And he spake a 


parable unto 
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those which were bidden, when he 
marked how they chose ont the chief 

Sseats; saying unto them, When thou 
art bidden of any man to a marriage 

feast, sit not down in the chief seat ; 
lest haply a more honourable man 
9than thou be bidden of him, and he 
that bade thee and him shall come 
and say to thee, Give this man place; 
and then thou shalt begin with shame 
10to take the lowest place. But when 
thou art bidden, go and sit down in 
the lowest place; that when he that 
hath bidden thee cometh, he may say 
to thee, Friend, go up higher: then shalt 
thou have glory in the presence of all 

11 that sit at meat with thee. For every 
one that exalteth himself shall be 
humbled; and he that humbleth bhin- 
self shall be exalted. ; 

12 And he said to him also that had 
bidden him, When thou makest a 
dinner or a supper, call not thy friends, 

| nor thy brethren, nor thy kinsmen, nor 

| rich neighbours; lest haply they also 
bid thee again, and a recompense be 

13 made thee. But when thou makest a 
feast, bid the poor, the maimed, the 

1i4lame, the blind: and thou shalt be 
blessed; because they have not :here- 
with to recompeuse thee: for thou 
shalt be recompensed m the resur- 
rection of the just. 

15 And when one of them that sat at 
meat with him heard these things, 
he said nnto him, Blessed is he that 
shall eat bread in the kingdom of God. 

16 But he said unto him, A certain man 
made a great supper; and he bade 

17 many: and he sent forth his 2servant 
at supper tinie to say to them that 
were bidden, Come; for al/ things are 

18 now ready. And they all with one cov- 
sent began to make excuse. The first 
said unto him, I have bought a field, 
and I must needs go out and see it: 

19I pray thee have me excused. And 
another said, I have bought five yoke 
of oxen, and I go to prove them: I 

26 pray thee have me excused. Aud an-

And the lord said 
unto the “servant, Go out into the

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24 be filled. For I say unto you, that 
noue of those men which were bidden 
shall taste of my supper. 

25 Now there went with him great 

multitndes: and he tumed, and said 
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26 unto them, If any man cometh unto 
me, and hateth not his own father, and 
mother, and wife, and children, and 
brethren, and sisters, yea, and his own 
life also, he cammot be my disciple. 

27 Whosoever doth not bear his own 
cross, and come after me, cannot be 

28 my disciple. For which of you, desir- 
ing to build a tower, doth not first sit 
down and count the cost, whether he 

29 have whercwith to complete it? “Lest 
haply, when he hath laid a foundation, | 
and is not able to finish, all that behold 

30 begin to mock him, saying, This mau 
began to build, and was not able to 

31 finish. Or what king, as he goeth to 
encounter another king in war, will not 
sit down first and take counsel whether 
he is able with ten thousand to meet 
him that cometh against him with 

32twenty thousand? Or else, while the 
other is yet a great way off, he sendeth 
an ambassage, and asketh conditions 

33 0f peace. So therefore whosoever he 
be of you that renounceth not all that 
he hath, he cannot be my disciple. 

34 Salt therefore is good: but if even the 
salt have lost its savonr, wherewith 

35 shall it be seasoned? It is fit neither 
for the land nor for the dunghill: 
men cast it out. He that hath ears 
to hear, let him hear. 

15 Now all the publicans and sinners 
were drawing near unto him for to hear 

2him. And both the Pharisees and the 
scribes murmured, saying, This inan 
receiveth sinners, and eateth with 
them. 

3 And he spake unto them this parable, 

d4saying, What man of yon, having a 
hundred sheep, and having lost one of 
them, doth not leave the ninety and 
nine in the wilderness, and go after 
that which is lost, until he find it?

Even so, I say unto you, there 
is joy in the presence of the angels of 
God over oue sinner that repenteth. 

11 And he said, A certain mam ‘had

16 me: for he was *before me. For of his ful- 
ness we all received, and grace for grace. 

17 For the law was given’ by Moses; grace 

18 and truth came ®by Jesus Christ. No 
man hath seen God at any time; 4the 
only begotten Sou,which isin the hosom 
of the Father, he hath declared him. 

19 And this is the witness of John, 
when the Jews sent unto him from Je- 
rusalem priests and Levites to ask him, 

20 Who art thou? And he confessed, and 
denied not; and he confessed, I am not 

21 the Christ. And they asked him, What 
then? Art thou Ehjah? And he saith, I 
am not. Art thou the prophet? And 

22 he answered, No, They said therefore 
unto him, Who art thou? that we may 
give an answer to them that sent us. 

23 What sayest thou of thyself? He said, 
I am the voice of one crying in the wil- 
derness, Make straight the way of the 

24 Lord, as said Isaiah the prophet. 6 And 
they had been sent from the Pharisees. 

25 And they asked him, and said unto him, 
Why then baptizest thou, if thou art not 
the Christ, neither Ehjah, neither the 

26 prophet? John auswered them, saying, 
I baptize with water: in the midst of 
you standeth one whom ye know not, 

27 even he that cometh after me, the latch- 
et of whose shoe I am not worthy to 

28 unloose. These things were done in 
7Bethany beyond Jordan, where John 
was baptizing. 

29 On the morrow he seeth Jesus coming 
unto him, and saith, Behold, the Lamb 
of God, which Staketh away the sin of 

30 the world! This is he of whom J said, 
After me cometh a man which is become 

31 before me: for he was 2before me, And 
I knew him not; but that he should be 
made manifest to Israel, for this cause 

32came J baptizing Swith water. And 
John bare witness, saying, I have be- 
held the Spirit descending as a dove 
out of heaven; and it abode wpon him. 

33 And I knew him not: but he that sent 
me to baptize © with water, he said unto 

- me, Upon whomsoever thou shalt see 
the Spirit descending, and abiding upon 
him, the same is he that baptizeth Swith 

| 34 the Holy Spirit. And I have seen, and 
have borne witness that this is the Son 
of God. 

35 Again on the morrow Jolin was stand- 

56 ing, and two of his disciples; and he 
looked upon Jesus as he walked, and 

37 saith, Behold, the Lamb of God! And 
the two disciples heard him speak, and 

38 they followed Jesus. And Jesus turned, 
and beheld them following, and saith 
unto them, What seek ye? And they 
said unto him, Rabbi (which is to say, 
being interpreted, 9Master), where 

He saith unto them, 
| Come, and ye shall see. They came 
therefore and saw where he abode ; and 
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they abode with him that day: it was 
40 about the tenth hour. One of the two 
that heard John speak, and followed 
him, was Andrew, Simon Peter’s bro- 
41 ther. He findeth first his own brother 
Simon, and saith unto him, We have 
found the Messiah (which is, being 
42 interpreted, 10Christ). He brought him 
unto Jesus. Jesus looked upon him, 
and said, Thou art Simon the son of 
UJohn: thou shalt be called Cephas 
(which is by interpretation, 12 Peter). 
43 Ou the morrow he was minded to go 
forth into Galilee, and he findeth Philip: 
and Jesus saith unto him, Follow me. 
44 Now Philip was from Bethsaida, of the 
45 city of Andrew and Peter. Philip find- 
eth Nathanael, and saith unto him, We 
have found him, of whom Moses in the 
law, and the prophets, did write, Jesus 
46 of Nazareth, the son of Joseph. And 
Nathanael said unto him, Can any good 
thing come out of Nazareth? Philip 
47 saith mto him, Come and see. Jesus 
saw Nathanael coming to him, and saith 
of him, Behold, an Israehte indeed, in 
48 whom is no guile! Nathanael saith unto 
him, Whence knowest thou me? Jesus 
answered and said unto him, Before 
Philip called thee, when thou wast under 
419 the fig tree, I saw thee. Nathanael 
answered him, Rabbi, thou art the Son 
50 0f God; thouart King of Israel. Jesus 
answered and said unto him, Because I 
said unto thee, I saw thee underneath 
the fig tree, believest thou? thou shalt 
51 see greater things than these. Andhe 








unto you, Ye shall see the heaven open- 
ed, and the angels of God ascending and 
descending upon the Son of man. 
& And the third day there was a mar- 
riage in Cana of Galilee; and the mo- 
2 ther of Jesus was there: and Jesus also 
was bidden, and his disciples, to the 
3marriage, And when the wine failed, 
the mother of Jesus saith unto him, 
4They have no wine, And Jesus saith 
unto her, Woman, what have I to do 
with thee? mine hour is not yet come. 
5 His mother saith unto the servants, 
Whatsoever he saith unto you, do it. 
6 Now there were six waterpots of stone 
set there after the Jews’ manner of 
purifying, containing two or three fir- 
7kins apiece. Jesus saith unto them, 
Fill the waterpots with water. And 
8they filled them up to the brim, And 
he saith unto them, Draw out now, and 
bear unto the }%ruler of the feast. And 
9they bare it. And when the ruler of 
the feast tasted the water ‘now be- 
come wine, and knew not whence it was 
(but the servants which had drawn the 
water knew), the ruler of the feast 
10 calleth the bridegroom, and saith unto 
him, Every man setteth on first the 
good wine; and when men have drunk 
freely, then that which is worse: 


saith unto him, Verily, verily, I say 
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thou hast kept the good wine until now. 
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ther it goeth: so is every one that is 


11 This beginning of his signs did Jesus} 9 born of the Spirit. Nicodemus answer- 


in Cana of Galilee, and manifested bis 
glory; and his disciples beheved on him. 

12 After this he went down to Caper- 
naum, he, and his mother, and /zs bre- 
thren, and his disciples: and there they 
abode not many days. 

13 And the passover of the Jews was at 
hand, and Jesus went up to Jerusalem. 

14 And he found in the temple those that 
sold oxen and sheep and doves, and the 

15 changers of money sitting: and he made 
a scourge of cords, and east all out of 
thetemple, both the sheep and the oxen; 
and he poured out the changers’ money, 

16 and overthrew their tables; and to them 
that sold the doves he said, Take these 
things hence; make not my Father’s 

17 house a house of merchandise. His dis- 
ciples remembered that it was written, 
The zeal of thine house shall eat me up. 

13 The Jews therefore answered and said 
naito him, What sign shewest thou unto 
us, seeing that thou doest these things? 

19 Jesus answered and said unto them, 
Destroy this! temple, and in three days 

20I will raise it up. The Jews therefore 
said, Forty and six years was this! tem- 
ple in building, and wilt thou raise it u» 

21in three days? But he spake of the !tem- 

22 ple of his body. When therefore he was 
raised from the dead, his disciples re- 
membered that he spake this; and they 
believed the scripture, and the word 
which Jesus had said. 

23 Now when he was in Jerusalem at the 
passover, duving the feast, many believ- 
ed on his name, beholding his signs 

24 which he did. But Jesns did not trust 
himself unto them, for that he knew all 

25 men, and because he needed not that 
any one should bear witness concern- 
ing 2man; for he himself knew wiat 
Was in man. 

3 Now there was a man of the Phari- 
sees, named Nicodemus, a ruler of the 

2 Jews: the same came unto hin by night, 
and said to him, Rabbi, we know that 
thou art a teacher come from God: for 
no man can do these signs that thou 

3 doest, except God be with him. Jesus 
answered and said unto him, Verily, 
verily, I say unto thee, Except aman be 
born 2anew, he cannot see the kingdom 

4of God. Nieodemus saith unto him, 
How can aman be born when he is old ? 
can he enter a second time into bis mo- 

5 ther’s womb, and be born? Jesns an- 
swered, Verily, verily, I say unto thee, 
iixcept a man be born of water and the 
Spirit, he cannot enter into the king- 

6dom of God. That which is born of the 
flesh is flesh; and that which is born of 

7 the Spirit is spirit. Marvel not that I 


said unto thee, Ye must be born ® anew. 
8+ The wind bloweth where it listeth, and 
thon hearest the voice thereof, but 
knowest not whence it cometh, and whi- 


’ ed and said unto him, How can these 
10 things be? Jesus answered and said 
unto him, Art thou the teacher of Israel, 
and understandest not these things ? 

11 Verily, verily, say uato thee, We speak 
that we do know, and bear witness of 
that we have seen; and ye receive not 

12our witness. If I told you earthly 
things, and ye believe not, how shall ye 
believe, if I tell you heavenly things ? 

13 And no man hath ascended into heaven, 
but he that descended out of heaven, 
even the Son of man, 5which is in hea- 

lftven. And as Moses lifted up the ser- 
peut in the wilderness, even so must the 

15 Son of man be lifted up: that whoso- 
ever 6 beHeveth may in him have eter- 
nal life. 

16 For God so loved the world, that be 
gave his only begotten Son, that who- 
soever believeth on him should not per- 

17 ish, but have eternal life. For God sent 
not the Son into the world to judge the 
world; but that the world should be 

18 saved through bim. He that believeth 
on bim is not judged: he that believ- 
eth not hath been judged already, be- 
cause he hath not beheved on the name 

19 of the only begotten Son of God. And 
this is the judgement, that the light is 
come into the world, and men loved the 
darkness rather than the light; for their 

20 works were evil. For every one that 
Tdoeth ill hateth the hght, and cometh 
not to the light, lest his works should be 

218reproved. But he that doeth the truth 
c meth to the light, that his works may 
be made manifest, 9 that they have been 
wroucht in God. 

22 After these things came Jesus and his 
disciples into the land of Judea; and 
there he tarried with them, and bap- 

23 tized. And John also was baptizing in 
/Kinon near to Salim, because there!°was 
much water there: and they came, and 

24 were baptized. For John was not yet 

25 east into prison. There arose therefore 
a questioning on the part of John’s dis- 

26 ciples with a Jew about purifying. And 
they came unto John, and said to him, 
Rabbi, he that was with thee beyond 
Jordan, to whom thou hast borne wit- 
ness, behold, the same baptizeth, and all 

27men come to him. John answered and 
said, A man can receive nothing, except 

28 it have been given him from heaven. Ye 
yourselves bear ne witness, that I said, 
Tam not the Christ, but, that Iam sent 

29 before him. He that hath the bride is 
the bridegroom: but the friend of the 
bridegroom, which standeth and hear- 
eth him, rejoiceth greatly because of 
the bridegroom’s voice: this my joy 

30 therefore is fulfilled. He must in- 
crease, but I must decrease. 

31 He that cometh from above is a-

32above all. What he hath seen and 
heard, of that he beareth witness; and 
33 no man receiveth his witness. He that 
hath received his witness hath set his 
84 seal to this, that God is true. For he 
whom God hath sent speaketh the 


words of God: for he giveth not the | 


35 Spirit by measure. The Father loveth 
the Son, and hath given all things 

36into his hand. He that believeth on 
the Son hath eternal life; but he that 
2obeyeth not the Son shall not see 
life, but the wrath of God abideth on 
him. 

4, When therefore the Lord knew how 
that the Pharisees had heard that 
Jesus was making and baptizing more 

2disciples than John (although Jesus 
himself baptized not, but his disciples), 

3he left Indea, and departed again into 
4Galilee. And he must needs pass 
5throuzh Samaria. So he cometh toa 
city of Samaria, called Sychar, near to 
the parcel of ground that Jacob gave to 

6 his son Joseph: and Jacob’s 8 well was 
there. Jesus therefore, being wearied 
with his journey, sat 4thus by the well. 

7It was about the sixth hour. There 
cometh a woman of Samaria to draw 
water: Jesus saith unto her, Give me 

Sto drmk. For his disciples were gone 

9away into the city to buy food. The 
Samaritan womnau therefore saith unto 
him, How is it that thon, being a Jew, 
askest drink of me, which am a Sama- 
ritan woman? (®For Jews have no 

10 dealings with Samaritans.) Jesus an- 
— swered and saidunto her, If thou knew- 
est the gift of God, and who it is that 
suith to thee, Give me to drink; thou 
wouldest have asked of Jim, and he 
would have given thee living water. 

11 The woman saith unto him, ® Sir, thou 
hast nothing to draw with, and the well 
is deep: from whence then hast thou 





| 12that living water? Art thou greater 


than our father Jacob, which gave us 


| the well, and drank thereof himself, and 


| 13his sons, and his cattle? Jesus an- 
swered and said unto her, Every one 
that drinketh of this water shall thirst 
14again: but whosoever drinketh of the 
water that I shall give him shall never 
thnst ; but the water that I shall give 
him shall become in him a well of water 
15 springing up unto eternal life. The wo- 
man saith nnto him, ®Sir, give me this 
water, that I thirst not, neither come 
16 allthe way hitherto draw. Jesus saith 
unto her, Go, call thy husband, and 
17come hither. The woman answered 
and said unto him, I have no husband. 
Jesus saith unto her, Thou saidst well, 
181 have no husband: for thou hast had 
five husbands; and he whom thou now 
hastis not thy hnsband: this hast thou 
19 said truly. The woman saith unto him, 
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6 Sir, I perceive that thou art a prophet. 
20 Our fathers worshipped in this moun- 
tain; and ye say, that in Jerusalem is 
the place where men ought to worship. 
21 Jesus saith unto her, Woman, believe 
me, the hour cometh, when neither in 
this mountain, nor in Jerusalem, shall 
22ye worship the Father. Ye worship 
that which ye know not: we worship 
that which we know: for salvation is 
23from the Jews. But the hour cometh, 
and now is, when the true worshippers 
shall worship the Father in spirit and 
truth: 7for such doth the Father seek 
24 tobe his worshippers. &Godisa Spirit: 
and they that worship him must wor- 
25 ship in spirit and truth. The woman 
saith unto him, I know that Messiah 
cometh (which is called Christ): when 
he is come, he will declare unto us all 
26things. Jesus saith unto her, I that 
speak unto thee am he. 

27 And upon this came his disciples; 
and they marvelled that he was speak- 
iug with a woman; yet no man said, 
What seekest thou ? or, Why speakest 

28 thou with her? So the woman left her 
waterpot, and went away into the city, 

29 and saith to the men, Come, see a man, 
which told me all things that ever I 

30 did: can this be the Christ? They 
went out of the city, and were coming 

31to him. In the mean while the disei- 
ples prayed him, saying, Rabbi, eat. 

32 But he said nnto them, I have meat 

33 to eat that ye know not. The disciples 
therefore said one to another, Hath any 

34man brought him aught to eat? Jesus 
saith nnto them, My meat is to do the 
will of him that sent me, and to accom- 

395 plish his work. Say not ye, There are 
yet four months, and then cometh the 
harvest ? behold, I say unto you, Lift up 
your eyes, and look on the fields, that 
they are white already unto harvest. 

36 He that reapeth receiveth wages, and 
gathereth fruit unto life eternal; that 
he that soweth and he that reapeth may 

37 rejoice together. For herein is the 
saying true, One soweth, and another 

38 reapeth. I sent you to reap that where- 
on ye have not laboured: others have 
laboured, and ye are entered into their 
Jabour. 

39 And from that city many of the Sama- 
ritans believed on him because of the 
word of the woman, who testified, He 

40 told me all things that ever I did. So 
when the Samaritans came unto him, 
they besought him to abide with them: 

41and he abode there two days. And 
many more believed because of his 

42 word; and they said to the woman, 
Now we believe, not because of thy 
speaking: for we have heard for our- 
selves, and know that this is indeed 
the Saviour of the world. 

43 And after the two days he went 

44 forth from thence into Galilee. For 
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Jesus himself testified, that a prophet 

45 hath no honour in his own country. So 
when he came into Galilee, the Gali- 
leans received him, having seen all 
the things that he did in Jerusalem at 
the feast: for they also went unto the 
feast.

Jesus 
therefore took the loaves; and having 
given thanks, he distributed to them 
that were set down; likewise also of 
12 the fishes as much as they would. And 
when they were filled, he saith nnto 
his disciples, Gather up the broken 
pieces which remain over, that no- 
| 13thing be lost. So they gathered them 
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np, and filled twelve baskets with | 
broken pieces from the five barley 
lowves, Which remained over unto them 

14 that had eaten. When therefore the 
people saw the > sign which he did, they 
said, This is of @ truth the prophet 
that cometh into the world. 

15 Jesus therefore perceiving that they 
were about to come and take him by 
force, to make him king, withdrew 
again into the mountain himself alone. 

16 And when evening came, his disciples 

I7 went down unto the sea; and they 
entered into a boat, and were going | 
over the sea unto Capnernaum. And it 
was now dark, and Jesus had not yet

They 
said therefore unto him, Lord, ever- 

35more give us this bread. Jesus said 
unto them, I am the bread of life: he 

_ that cometh to me shall not hunger, 
and he that believeth on me shall never 

36 thirst. But I said unto you, that ye 

37 have seen me, and yet beheve not. All 
that which the Father giveth me shall 
come unto me; and him that cometh 

38 to me I willin no wise cast out. For 
I am come down from heaven, not to 
do mine own will, but the will of him 

39 that sent me. And this is the will of 
him that sent me, that of all that 
which he hath given me I should lose 
nothing, but should raise it up at the 

40last day. For this is the will of my 
Father, that every one that beholdeth 
the Son, and believeth on him, should 
have eternal life; and1I will raise him 
up at the last day. 

41 The Jews therefore murmured con- 
cerning him, because he said, I am the 
bread which came down out of heaven. 

42 And they said, Is not this Jesus, the

| swered and said unto them, Murmur | 
'44not among yourselves. No man can 
come to me, except the Father which 
sent me draw him: aud [I will raise

the prophets, And they shall all be 
taught of Ged. Every one that hath 
| heard from the Father, and hath learn- 
| 46 ed, cometh unto me. Not that any man 
hath seen the Father, save he which 
is from God, he hath seen the Father. 
47 Verily, verily, I say unto you, He that 
48 beheveth hath eternal life. I am the 
49 bread of life. Your fathers did eat 
the manna in the wilderness, and they 
50died. This is the bread which cometh 
down out of heaven, that a man may 
5leat thereof, and not die. I am the 
living bread which came down out of 
heaven: if any man eat of this bread, 
he shalllive for ever: yea and the bread 
which I will give is my flesh, for the 
life of the world. 
52 The Jews therefore strove one with 
another, saying, How ean this man 
| 53 give us his flesh to eat? Jesus there- 
| fore said unto them, Verily, verily, I 
say unto you, Except ye eat the flesh 
| ofthe Son of man and drink his blood, 
.54ye have not life in yourselves. He 
that eateth my flesh and drinketh my 
blood hath eternal hfe; and I will 

55 raise him np at the last day. For 
my flesh is 2meat indeed, and my 

56 blood is ?drink indeed. He that eat- 
eth my flesh and drinketh my blood 

57 abideth in me, and I in him. As the

But 
there are some of you that believe 
not. For Jesus knew from the be-

65him. And he said, For this cause 
have I said unto you, that no man ean 
come unto me, except it be given unto 
him of the Father. 

66 Upon this many of his disciples went 
back, and walked no more with him. 

| 67 Jesus said therefore unto the twelve, 

68 Would ye alsogo away? Simon Peter 
auswered him, Lord, to whom shall we 
go? thou Shast the words of eternal 

69 life. And we have believed and know 
that thou art the Holy One of God. 

70 Jesus answered them, Did not I choose 
you the twelve, and one of you is a 

71 devil? Now he spake of Judas the son of 
Simon Iscariot, for he it was that should 
betray him, being one of the twelve. 

7 Andafter these things Jesus walked in 
Galilee: for he would not walkin Judzxa, 
because the Jews sought to kill him. 

2 Now the feast of the Jews, the feast of 
3 tabernacles, wasat hand. His brethren 
therefore said unto him, Depart hence, 
and go into Juda, that thy disciples 
also may behold thy works which 
4thou doest. Forno man doeth any- 
thing in secret, 7and himself sceketh 
to be known openly. If thou doest 
these things, manifest thyself to the 
5 world. For even his brethren did not 
6 believe on him. Jesus therefore saith 
unto them, My time is not yet come; 
7but your time is alway ready. The 
world cannot hate you; but me it hat- 
eth, because I testify of it, that its works 
Sare evil. Go ye up unto the feast: I 
go not up ®yet unto this feast; because 
9my time is not yet fulfilled. And hav- 
ing said these things unto them, he 
abode still in Galilee. 

10 But when his brethren were gone up 
unto the feast, then went he also 
up, not pubhely, but as it were in 

1llsecret. The Jews therefore sought 





him at the feast, and said, Where is 
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12he? And there was much murmuring 
among the multitudes concerning him: 
some said, He is a good man; others 
said, Not so, but he leadeth the multi- 
13 tude astray. Howbeit no man spake 

openly of him for fear of the Jews. 
14 But when it was now the midst of the 
feast Jesus went up into the temple, 
15and tanght. The Jews therefore mar- 
velled, saying, How knoweth this man 
16 letters, haying never learned? Jesus 
therefore answered them, and said, My 
teaching is not mine, but his that sent 
| 17me. If any man willeth to do his will, 
| he shall know of the teaching, whether 
it be of God, or whether I speak from 
18 myself. He that speaketh from himself 
seeketh his own glory: but he that 
| seeketh the glory of him that sent him, 
the same is true, and no unrighteous- 
19ness is in him. Did not Moses give 
you the law, and yet none of you 
doeth the law? Why seek ye to kill me? 
20'The multitude answered, Thou hast a 
211 devil: whoseeketh to killthee? Jesus 
answered and said unto them, I did 
22 one work, and yeall?marvel. For this 
cause hath Moses given you circnmci- 
sion (not that it is of Moses, but of the 
fathers); andon the sabbath ye circum- 
23 ciseaman. Ifa man receiveth circum- 
cision on the sabbath, that the law of 
Moses may not be broken; are ye wroth 
with me, because I made a man every 
24whit whole on the sabbath? Judge 
not according to appearance, but judge 

righteous judgement. 

25 Some therefore of them of Jerusalem 
said, Is not this he whom they seek to 
26 kill? And lo, he speaketh openly, and 
they say nothing unto him. Can it 
be that the rulers indeed know that 
27 this is the Christ? Howbeit we know 
this man whence he is: but when the 
Christ cometh, no one knoweth whence 
28he is. Jesus therefore cried in_ the 
temple, teaching and saying, Ye both 
| know me, and know whence Iam; and

37 Now on the last day, the great day of

38 unto me, and drink. He that believeth 
on me, as the scripture hath said, out 
of his belly shall flow rivers of living 

39 water. But this spake he of the Spirit, 
which they that beheved on him were 
to receive: ‘for the Spirit was not yet 
given; because Jesus was not yet glori- 


40 tied. Some of the multitude therefore, 


when they heard these words, said, 
41 This is of a truth the prophet. Others 
said, This is the Christ. But some 
said, What, doth the Christ come out 


42o0f Galilee? Hath not the scripture 


said that the Christ cometh of the seed 
of David, and from Bethlehem, the 
43 village where David was? So there 
arose a division in the multitude be- 


44 cause of him. Andsome of them would 


have taken him; but no man laid 
hands on him. 

45 The officers therefore came to the chief 
priests and Pharisees; and they said 
unto them, Why did ye not bring him ? 

46 The officers answered, Never man so 

The Pharisees therefore an- 

swered them, Are ye also led astray ? 


48 Hath any of the rulers beheved on him, 
49 or of the Pharisees? But this multi- 


tude which knoweth not the law are 

50 accursed. Nicodemus saith unto them 
(he that came to him before, being one

13light of life. The Pharisees therefore 
said unto him, Thou besarest witness of 

14thyself; thy witnessisnot true. Jesus 
answered and said unto them, Even if I 
bear witness of myself, my witness is 
true; for I know whence f£ came, and 
whither I go; but ye know not whence 

15I come, or whither I go. Ye judge 

16 after the flesh; I judge no man. Yea 
and if I judge, my judgement is true ; 
for Iam not alone, but Land the Father 

17 that sent me. Yea and in your Iw it 
is written, that the witness of two men 

18is true. Jam he that beareth witness 
of myself, and the Father that sent me 

19 beareth witness of me. They said therve- 
fore unto him, Where is thy Father ?

These 
words spake he in the treasury, as he 
taught in the tempie: and no man took 
him; because hishour wasnot yet come. 

21 He said therefore again unto them, I

22come. The Jews therefore said, Will 
he kill himself, that he saith, Whither 

231 go, ye cannot come? And he said 
unto them, Ye are from beneath; I am 
from above: ye are of this world; I 

24am not of this world. Isaid therefore 
wuto you, that ye shall die in your sins: 
for except ye believe that 1I am he, 
25 ye shall die in your sins. They said 
therefore unto him, Who art thou? 
Jesus said untothem, 2? Even that which 
I have also spoken unto you from the 
26 beginning. I have many things to 
speak and to judge concerning you: 
howbeit he that sent me is true; and 
the things which I heard from him, 
27 these speak I 8unto the world. They 
perceived not that he spake to them of 
28the Father. Jesus therefore sid, When 
ye have lifted up the Son of man, then 
shall ye know that 4I am he, and that 
I do nothing of myself, but as the 
Father taught me, I speak these things. 
29 And he that sent me is with me; 
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he hath not left me alone; for I do 
always the things that are pleasing to 
30 him. As he spake these things, many 
believed on him. 
31 Jesus therefore said to those Jews 
which had beheved him, If ye abide in 
my word, thenare ye truly my disciples; 
| 32and ye shall know the truth, and the 
33 truth shall make you free. They an- 
swered unto him, We be Abraham’s 
seed, and have never yet been in bond- 
age to any man: how sayest thou, Ye 
34shall be made free? Jesus answered 
them, Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
Every one that committeth sin is the 
35 bondservant of sin. And the bondser- 
vant abideth not in the house for ever: 
36 the son abideth for ever. If therefore 
the Son shall make yon free, ye shall be 
37 free indeed. I know that ye are Abra- 
hain’s seed; yet ye seek to kill me, be- 
cause my word hath not free course in 
38 you. I speak the things which I have 
seen With ®my Father: and ye also do 
the things which ye heard from your 
39father. They answered and said unto 
him, Our father is Abraham. Jesus 
saith unto them, If ye 7 were Abraham’s 
children, 8ye would do the works of 
40 Abraham. But now ye seek to kill me, 
a man that hath told you the truth, 
which I heard from God: this did not 
41 Abraham. Ye do the works of your 
father. They said unto him, We were 
not born of fornication; we have one 
42 Father, eren God. Jesus suid unto 
them, If God were your Father, ye 
would love me: for I came forth and 
am come from God; for neither have 
| 43 I come of myself, but he sent me. Why 
do ye not %understand my speech ? 
Even because ye cannot hear my word. 
44 Ye are of your fither the devil, and 
the lusts of your father it is your will to 
do. He wis a murderer from the be- 
ginning, and 2°stood not in the truth, 
because thereisnotruthinhim. Y When 
he speaketh a lie, he speiketh of his 
own: for he is a Har, and the fither 
45thereof. But because I say the truth, 
46 ye beheve me not. Which of you con- 
victeth me of sin? If I say truth, why 
47 doye not beheve me? Hethatis of God 
heareth the words of God: for this 
cause ye hear them not, because ye are 
48 not of God. The Jews answered and 
said unto him, Say we not well that thou 
art a Samaritan, and hast a !devil? 
49 Jesus answered, I have not a devil; 
but I honour my Father, and ye dis- 
50 honour me. But I seek not mine own 
glory: there is one that seeketh and 
51judgeth. Verily, veriiy, I say unto you, 
If a min keep my word, he shall never | 
52see death. The Jews said unto him, | 
Now we know that thou hast a }2 devil. 
Abraham is dead, and the prophets; and 
thou sayest, Ifa man keep my word, he 
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greater than our father Abralisin, which 
is dead? and the prophets are dead: 
oS4whom muakest theu thyself? Jesus 
answered, If I glorify niysclf, my glory 
is nothing: it is my Father that glori- 
fieth me; of whom ye say, that he is 
55 your God; and ye have not known 
him: but I know him; and if I should 
say, I know him not, I shall be like 
unto you, a har: but I know him, and 
56 keep his word. Your father Abraham 
rejoiced !to see my day; and he saw 
57it, and was glad. The Jews therefore 
said unto him, Thou art not yet fifty 
years old, and hast thon seen Abrahem ? 
58 Jesus said unto them, Verily, verily, I 
gay unto you, Before Abraham ? was, I 
59am. They took up stones therefore to 
cast at him: but Jesus hid himself, 
and went out of the temple‘. 
9 And as he passed by, he saw a man 
2 blind from his birth. And his disciples 
asked him, saying, Rabbi, who did sin, 
this man, or his parents, that he should 
3 be born blind? Jesus answered, Neither 
did this man sin, nor his parents: but 
that the works of God should be made 
4maimifest in him. We must work the 
works of him that sent me, while it is 
day: the night cometh, when no man 
5can work. When J am in the world, 
6I am the light of the world. When 
he had thus spoken, he spat on the 
ground, and made clay of the spittle, 
Sand anointed his eyes with the clay, 
7 and said unto him, Go, wash in the pool 
of Siloam (which is by interpretation, 
Sent). He went away therefore, and 
S washed, and came seeing.. The neigh- 
bours therefore, and they which saw 
him aforetime, that he was a beggar, 
said, Is not this he that sat and begged? 
9 Others said, It is he: others said, No, 
but he is like him. He said, I am he. 
10 They said therefore unto him, How 
lithen were thine eyes opened? He 
answered, The man that is called | 
Jesus made clay, and anointed mine | 
eyes, and said unto me, Go to Siloam, 
and wash: so I went away and washed, 
1l2and I received sight. And they said 
unto him, Where is he? He saith, I 
know not. 
i3 They bring to the Pharisees him 
14 that aforetime was blind. Now it was 
the sabbath on the day when Jesus 
made the clay, and opened his eyes. 
15 Again therefore the Pharisees also 
asked him how he received his sight. 
And he said unto them, He put clay 
upon mine eyes, and I washed, aud do 
16see. Some therefore of the Pharisees 
said, This man is not from God, be- 
cause he keepeth not the sabbath. But 
others said, How can a man that is a 
sinner do such signs? And there was a 
17 division among them. They say there- 
fore unto the blind man again, What 
sayest thou of him, in that he opened 
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thine eyes? And he said, He is a 
18 prophet. The Jews therefore did not 
believe concerning him, that he hed 
been blind, and had reeeived his sight, 
until they called the parents of him that 
19 had received his sight, and asked them, 
saying, Is this your son, who ye say 
was born blind? how then doth he 
20now see? His parents answered and 
said, We know that this is our son, and 
21 that he was born blind: but how he 
now seeth, we know not; or who opened 
his eyes, we know not: ask him; he is 
of age; he shall speak for himself. 
22 These things said his parents, because 
they feared the Jews: for the Jews had 
agreed already, that if «ny man should 
confess him to be Christ, he should be 
23 put eut ef the synagogue. Therefore 
said his parents, He is of age; ask him. 
24 So they called a second time the man 
that was blind, and said unto him, Give 
glory to God: we know thet this man 
25is a sinner. He therefore answered, 
Whether he be a sinner, I know not: 
one thing I know, that, whereas I was 
26 bind, now I see. They said therefore 
unte him, What did he to thee? how 
27 opened he thine eyes? He answered 
them, I told you even now, and ye did 
not hear: wherefore would ye hear it 
again? would ye also become his dis- 
28 ciples? And they reviled him, and said, 
Thou art his disciple; but we are dis- 
29 ciples of Moses. We know that God 
hath spoken unto Moses: but as for 
this man, we know not whence he is. 
30 The man answered and said unto them, 
Why, hereinis the marvel, that ye know 
not whence he is, and yet he opened 
3il mine eyes. We know that God hear- 
eth not sinners: but if any man be 
a worshipper of God, and do his will, 
32 him he heareth. Since the world began 
it was never heard that any one opened 
33 the eyes of a man born bhnd. If this 
man weré not from God, he could do 
34nothing. They answered and said unto 
him, Thou wast altogether born in sins, 
and dost thou teach us? And they 
cast him out. 
30 Jesus heard that they had cast him 
out; and finding him, he said, Dost 
36 thou believe on the Son of God? He 
answered and said, And who is he, 
Lord, that I may believe on him? 
37 Jesus said unto him, Thou hast both 
seen him, and he it is that speaketh 
38 with thee. And he said, Lord, I 
39 believe. And he worshipped him. And 
Jesus said, For judgement came I into 
this world, that they which see not 
may see; and that they which see may 
40 become blind. Those of the Pharisees 
which were with him heard these things, 
and said unto him, Are we also blind ? 
41 Jesus said unto them, If ye were blind, 
ye would have no sin: but now ye say, 
We see: your sin remaineth. 
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10 Verily, verily, I say unto you, He that 
entereth not by the door mto the fold 
of the sheep, but climbeth up some 
other way, the same is a thief and a 

2robber. But he that entereth in by the 
door is 1}the shepherd of the sheep. 
3To him the porter openeth; and the 
sheep hear his voice: and he calleth 
his own sheep by name, and leadeth 
4them out. When he hath put forth all 
his own, he goeth before them, and 
the sheep follow him: for they know 
5his voice. And a stranger will they not 
follow, but will flee from him: for they 
6 know not the voice of strangers. This 
2parable spake Jesus unto them: but 
they understood not what things they 
were which he spake unto them. 
7 Jesus therefore said unto them again, 
Verily, verily, I say unto you, I am 
8 the door of the sheep. AU that came 
before me are thieves and robbers: but 
9 the sheep did not hear them. Iam the 
door: by me if any man enter in, he 
shall be saved, and shall go in and go 

10 out, and shall find pasture. The thief 
cometh not, but that he may steal, and 
kill, and destroy: I came that they 
may lave hfe, and may “have it 

llabundantly. I am the good shepherd: 
the good shepherd layeth down his life 

12 for the sheep. He that is a hireling, 
and not a shepherd, whose own the 
sheep are not, beholdeth the wolf 
coming, and leaveth the sheep, and 
fleeth, and the wolf snatcheth them, 

13 and scattereth them: he fleeth because 
he is a hireling, and eareth not for the 

14sheep. Iam the good shepherd; and 
T know mine own, and mine own know 

15 me, even as the Father knoweth me, 
and [ know the Father ; and I lay down 

16 my life for the sheep. And other sheep 
I have, which are not of this fold: them 
also I must ‘bring, and they shall hear 
my voice; and *they shall become one 

17 flock, one shepherd. Therefore doth 
the Father love me, because I lay down 

18 my life, that I may take it again. No 
one taketh it away from me, but I 
lay it down of myself. I have 7power 
to lay it down, and I have ‘power to 
take it again. This commandment 
received I from my Father. 

19 There arose a division again among 

20 the Jews because of these words. And 
many of them said, He hath a ®devil, 

2landis mad; why hearye him? Others 
said, These are not the sayings of one 
possessed with a 8devil. Can a 8devil 
open the eyes of the blind ? 

22 %And it was the feast of the dedica- 
tion at Jerusalem: it was winter; 

23and Jesus was walking in the temple 

24in Solomon’s porch. The Jews there- 
fore came round about him, and said 
unto him, How long dost thon hold 
us in suspense? If thou art the 
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25 Christ, tell us plainly. Jesus answered 


them, I told you, and ye believe not: 
the works that I do in my Father's 
26 name, these bear witness of me. But 
ye believe not, because ye are not of 
27my sheep. My sheep hear my voice, 
and I know them, and they follow me: 
28 and I give unto them eternal life; and 
they shall never perish, and no one 
shall snatch them out of my hand. 
2910My Father, which hath given them 
wito me, is greater than all; and no 
one is able to snatch 1! them out of the 
30 Father’s hand. I and the Father are 
3lone. The Jews took up stones again 
32to stone him? Jesus answered them, 
Many good works have I shewed you 
from the Father; for which of those 
33 works do ye stone me? The Jews 
answered him, For a good work we 
stone thee not, but for blasphemy ; 
and because that thou, bemg a man, 
34makest thyself God. Jesus answered 
them, Is it not written in your law, I 
35 said, Ye are gods? If he called them 
gods, unto whom the word of God came 
(and the scripture cannot be broken), 
36 say ye of him, whom the Father }2 sanc- 
tified and sent into the world, Thou 
blasphemest ; because I said, I am the 
37 Son of God? If I do not the works of 
38 my Father, beheve me not. But if Ido 
them, though ye believe not me, believe 
the works: that ye may know and under- 
stand that the Father is in me, and I in 
39 the Father. They sought again to take 
him: and he went forth out of their hand. 
40 Andhewent away again beyondJordan 
into the place where John was at the 
41 first baptizing; and there heabode. And 
many came unto him; and they said, 
John indeed did no sign: but all things 
whatsoever John spake of thisman were 
42 true. And many believed on him there. 
11 Now a certain man was sick, Lazarus 
of Bethany, of the village of Mary and 
2her sister Martha. And it was that 
Mary which anointed the Lord with 
ointment, and wiped his feet with her 
hair, whose brother Lazarus was sick. 

3 The sisters therefore sent nnto him, 
seying, Lord, behold, he whom thou 
4lovestis sick. But when Jesus heard it, 
he said, This sickness is not unto death, 
but for the glory of God, that the Son of 

5 God may be glorified thereby. Now 
Jesus loved Martha, and her sister, and 

6 Lazarus. When therefore he heard 
that lie was sick, he abode at that time 
two days in the place where he was. 

7 Then after this he saith to the disciples, 
8Let us go into Judea again. The 
disciples say unto him, Rabbi, the Jews 
were but now seeking to stone thee ; and 
9goest thou thither again? Jesus an- 
swered, Are there not twelve hours in 
the day? Ifaman walk in the day, he 
stumbleth uot, because he seeth the 
1Olight of this world. But if a man 
walk in the night, he stumbleth, be-

| 23 will give thee. 


ll cause the light is not in him. These 
things spake he: and after this he saith 
unto them, Our friend Lazarus is fallen 
asleep; but I go, that I may awake 

12 him out of sleep. The disciples there- 
fore said unto him, Lord, if he is fallen 

13 asleep, he will !recover. Now Jesus 
had spoken of his death: but they 
thought that he spake of taking rest i 

14sleep. Then Jesus therefore said unto 

15them plainly, Lazarus is dead. And I 
am glad for your sakes that I was not 
there, to the intent ye may beheve; 
nevertheless let us go unto him. 

16 Thomas therefore, whois called 2 Didy- 
mus, said unto his fellow-disciples, Let 
us also go, that we may die with him. 

17 So when Jesus came, he found that 
he had been in the tomb four days 

18already. Now Bethany was nigh unto 
Jerusulem, about fifteen furlongs off; 

19and many of the Jews had come to 
Martha and Mary, to console them 
20concerning their brother. Martha 
therefore, when she heard that Jesus 
Was coming, went and met him: but 

Martha 
therefore said unto Jesus, Lord, if thou 
hadst been here, my brother had not 

22 died. And even now I know that, 
whatsoever thou shalt ask of God, God 

Jesus saith unto her, 

24 Thy brother shall rise again. Martha 

saith unto him, I know that he shall 


| rise again in the resurrection at the. 
25last day. Jesus said unto her, I am 


the resurrection, and the life: he that 
believeth on me, though he die, yet 
26 shall he live: and whosoever liveth and 
belHeveth on me shall never die. Be- 
27 lievest thou this? She saith nnto him, 
Yea, Lord: I have believed that thou 
art the Christ, the Son of God, even he 
28 that cometh into the world. And when 
she had said this, she went away, and 
called Mary 3 her sister secretly, saying, 
The 4 Master is here, and calleth thee. 
29 And she, when she heard it, arose 
30 quickly, and went unto him. (Now 
Jesus was not yet come into the village, 
but was stillin the place where Martha 
31 met him.) The Jews then which were 
with her in the house, and were com- 
forting her, when they saw Mary, that 


‘{ she rose up quickly and went out, fol- 


lowed her, supposing that she was going 
32 unto the tomb to weep there. Mary 
therefore, when she came where Jesus 
was, and saw him, fell down at his feet, 
saying unto hin, Lord, if thou hadst 
been here, my brother had not died. 
33 When Jesus therefore saw her © weep- 
ing, and the Jews also ® weeping which 
came with her, he? groanedin the spirit, 
34 and 8was troubled, and said, Where have 
yelaidhim? They say unto him, Lord, 
come and see. Jesus wept. The Jews 
therefore said, Behold how he loved 
37him! But some of them said, Conld 





not this man, wiich opened the cyes of 
him that was blind, have caused that 
38 this man also should not die? Jesus 
therefore again ®groaning in himself 
cometh to the tomb. Nowitwasacave, 
39and a stone lay against it. Jesus 
saith, Take yeawaythestone. Martha, 
the sister of him that was dead, saith 
unto him, Lord, by this time he stink- 
eth: for he hath been dead four days. 
40 Jesus saith unto her, Said I not unto 
thee, that, if thou believedst, thon 
41 shonidest see the glory of God? So they 
took away the stone. And Jesus lifted 
up his eyes, and said, Father, I thank 
42 thee that thou heardest me. And I 
knew that thou hearest me always: 
but because of the multitude which 
standeth around I said it, that they 
may believe that thou didst send me. 
43 And when he had thus spoken, he cried 
with a loud voice, Lazarus, come forth. 
44 He that was dead came forth, bound 
hand and foot with  grave-clothes ; 
and his face was bound about with a 
napkin. Jesus saith unto them, Loose 
him, and let him go. 
45 Many therefore of the Jews, which 
came to Mary and beheld !2that which he 
46 did, behevedon him. But some of them 
went away to the Pharisees, and told 
them the things which Jesus had done. 
47 The chief priests therefore and the 
Pharisees gathered a council, and said, 
What do we? for this man doeth many 
48 signs. If we let him thus alone, allmen 
will beheve on him: and the Romans 
will come and take away both our place 
49and our nation. But a certain one of 
them, Caiaphas, being high priest that 
year, said unto them, Ye know nothing 


50 at all, nor do ye take account that it is 


expedient for you that one man should 
die for the people, and that the whole 

51 nation perish not. Now this he said 
not of himself: but being high priest 
that year, he prophesied that Jesus 

52 should die for the nation; and not for 
the nation only, but that he might also 
gather together into one the children 

53 of God that are scattered abroad. So 
from that day forth they took counsel 
that they might put him to death. 

54 Jesus therefore walked no more openly 
among the Jews, but departed thence 
into the country near to the wilderness, 
into a city called Ephraim; and there he 

55 tarried with the disciples. Now the 
passover of the Jews was at hand: and 
many went up to Jernsalem ont of the 
country before the passover, to purify 

56themselves. They sought therefore for 
Jesus, and spake one with another, as 
they stood in the temple, What think 
ye? That he will not come tothe feast? 

57 Now the chief priests and the Pharisees 
had given commandment, that, if any 
man knew where he was, he should 
shew it, that they might take him. 
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12 Jesus therefore six days before the 
passover came to Bethany, where 
Lazarus was, whom Jesus raised from 

2the dead. So they made him a supper 
there: and Martha served; but La- 
zarus was one of thei that sat at meat 

3 with him, Mary therefore took a pound 
of omtment of 1spikenard, very pre- 
cious, and anointed the feet of Jesus, 
and wiped his feet with her hair: and 
the house was filled with the odour of 

dthe ointment. But Judas Iscariot, one 
of his disciples, which should betray 

5 him, saith, Why was not this ointment 
sold for three hundred *pence, and 

6 given to the poor? Now this he said, 
not because he cared for the poor; but 
because he was a thief, and having the 
3 bag 4took away what was put therein. 

7 Jesus therefore said, 5Suffer her to 
keep it against the day of my burying. 

8For the poor ye have always with 
you; but me ye have not always. 

9 The common people therefore of the 
Jews learned that he was there: and 
they came, not for Jesus’ sake only, but 
that they might see Lazarus also, whom 

10 he had raised from the dead. But the 
chief priests took counsel that they 

ll might put Lazarus also to death; be- 
cause that by reason of him many cf 
the Jews went awey, and believed on 
Jesus. 

12 On the morrow °a great multitude 
that had come to the feast, when they 
heard that Jesus was coming to Jeru- 

13 salem, took the branches of the palm 
trees, and weut forth to meet him, and 
cried out, Hosanna: Blessed zs he that 
cometh in the name of the Lord, even 

14 the King of Israel. And Jesus, having 
found a young ass, sat thereon; ag it 


' 15is written, Fear not, daughter of Zion: 


behold, thy King cometh, sitting on an 
16ass’s colt. These things understood 
not his disciples at the first: but when 
Jesus was glorified, then remembered 
they that these things were written of 
him, and that they had done these 
17 things unto him. The multitude there- 
fore that was with him when he called 
Lazarus out of the tomb, and raised 
18 him from the dead, bare witness. For 
this cause also the multitude went 
and met him, for that they heard that 
19he had done this sign. The Phari- 
sees therefore said among themselves, 
7Behold how ye prevail nothing: lo, 
the world is gone after him. 
20 Now there werecertain Greeks among 
those that went up to worship at the 
21 feast: these therefore came to Philip, 
which was of Bethsaida of Galilee, 
and «asked him, saymg, Sir, we would 
22see Jesus. Philip cometh and telleth 
Andrew: Andrew cometh, and Philip, 
23 andthey tell Jesus. And Jesus answer- 
eth them, saying, The hour is come, 








21 Verily, verily, I say unto you, Except 
a grain of wheat fall into the earth and 
die, it abideth by itself alone; but if it 

25 die, it beareth much fruit. He that 
loveth his 8life loseth it; and he that 
hateth his Slife in this world shall keep 

26it unto life eternal. If any man serve 
me, let him follow me; and where I 
am, there shall also my servant be: if 
any man serve me, him will the Father 

27 honour. Now is my soul troubled ; and 
what shall I say? Father, save me 
from this 9hour. But for this cause 

28 came I unto thishour. Father, glorify 
thy name. There came therefore a 
voice out of heaven, saying, Lhave both 
glorified it, and will glorify it again. 

29 The multitude therefore, that stood by, 
and heardit, said that it had thundered: 
others said, An angel hath spoken to 

30hin. Jesus answered and said, This 
voice hath not come for my sake, but 

olfor your sakes. Now is the judge- 
ment of this world: now shall the 

32 prince of this world be east out. And 
I, if I be lifted up "from the earth, 

33 will draw all men unto myself. But 
this he said, signifying by what manner 

34 of death he should dic. The multitude 
therefore answeredhim, We have heard 
out of the law that the Christ abideth 
for ever; and how sayest thou, The Son 
of man must be lifted up? who is this 

35 Son of man? Jesus therefore said unto 
them, Yet a little while is the light 
among you. Walk while ye have the 
hight, that darkness overtake you not: 
and he that walketh in the darkness 

36 knoweth not whither he goeth. While 
ye have the light, believe on the light, 
that ye may become sons of light. 

These things spake Jesus, and he 
departed and }% hid himself from them. 

37 But though he had done so many signs 
before them, yet they believed not on 

38him: that the word of Isaiah the 
prophet might be fulfilled, which he 
spake, 

Lord, who hath believed our report ? 
And to whom hath the arm of the 
Lord been revealed? 

39 For this cause they could not believe, 
for that Isaiah said again, 

40 He hath blinded their eyes, and he 

hardened their heart ; 
Lest they should see with their eyes, 
and perceive with their heart, 
And should turn, 
And I should heal them. 

41 These things said Isaiah, beeanse he 
saw his glory; and he spake of him. 

42 Nevertheless even of the rulers many 
beheved on him; but because of the 
Pharisees they did not confess Mi7t, 
lest they should be put out of the 

43 synagogue: for they loved the glory 
of men more thau the glory of God.

17 These things spake Jesns; and lift- 
ing up his eyes to heaven, he said, 
Father, the hour is come; glorify 
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| thy Son, that the Son may glorify thee: 
2 even as thou gavest him authority over 
all flesh, that whatsoever thou hast 

given him, to them he should give eter- 

3nal life. And this is hfe eternal, that 

| they should know thee the only true 

| God, and him whom thou didst send, 

teven Jesus Christ. I glorified thee 

on the earth, having accomplished the 

work which thou hast given me to do. 

5 Andnow, O Father, glorify thou me with 

thine own self with the glory which I 

6 had with thee before the world was. I 
manifested thy name unto the men 

whom thou gavest me out of the world: 

thine they were, and thou gavest them 

to me; and they have kept thy word. 

7 Now they know that all things whatso- 

ever thou hast given me are from thee: 

8 for the words which thou gavest me I 
have given unto them; and tliey re- 
ceived them, and knew of a truth that 

I came forth from thee, and they be- 

9 lieved that thou didst sendime. I] pray 
for them: I 1pray not for the world, 
but for those whom thou hast given

11 And I am no more in the world, and

thee. Holy Father, keep them in thy 
name which thou hast given me, that 
12 they may be one, even as we are.

I guarded them, and not one of them 
perished, but the son of perdition; that 

| 13the scripture might be fulfilled. But 
now I come to thee; and these things 

I speak in the world, that they may 
1l4have my joy fulfilled in themselves. I 
have given them thy word; and the 
world hated them, because they are not 

| of the world, even as I am not of the 
15 world. I1 pray not that thou shouldest 
take them ?from the world, but that 
thu shouldest keep them ?from 3 the 
16 evil one. They are not of the world, 
i7evenaslamnotoftheworld. ‘Sanctify 
them in the truth: thy word is truth. 
18 As thou didst send me into the world, 
19 evensosent [them into the world. And 
for their sakes I 4sanctify myself, that 
they themselves also may be sanctified 
20in truth. Neither for these only do I 
1 pray, but for them also that believe on 
21 me through their word; that they may 
all be one; even as thou, Father, art in 
me, and I in thee, that they also may 
be in us: that the world may believe 
22 that thoudidst sendme,. And the glory 
which thou hast given me I have given 
unto them; that they may be one, even

me, that they may be perfected into 
one; that the world may know that 
ie read thou didst send me, and lovedst them, 
‘whom, | -4evenas thou lovedst me. Father, 5that 
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which thou hast given me, I will that, 
where I am, they also may be with 
me; that they may behold my glory, 
which thou hast given me: for thou 
lovedst me before the foundation of the 
25 world. O righteous Father, the world 
knew thee not, but I knew thee; and 
these knew that thou didst send me; 
26 and I made known unto them thy name, 
and will make it known; that the love 
wuerewith thou lovedst me may be in 
them, and I in them. 
1S When Jesus had spoken these words, 
he went forth with his disciples over 
the ®brook 7 Kidron, where was a gar- 
den, into the which he entered, himself 
2and his disciples. Now Judas also, 
which betrayed him, knew the place: 
for Jesus oft-times resorted thither 
3 with his disciples. Judas then, having 





received the 8band of soldiers, and 
officers from the chief priests and the 
Pharisees, cometh thither with lanterns 
4 and torches and weapons. Jesus there- 
fore, knowing all the things that were 
coming upon hnn, went forth, and saith 
5unto them, Whom seek ye? They an- 
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swered him, Jesus of Nazareth. Jesus | 


saith unto them, Tam he. And Judas 
also, which betrayed him, was standing 
Gwith them. When therefore he said 
uuto them, I am he, they went back- 
7 ward, and fell to the ground. Again 
therefore he asked them, Whom seek 
ye? And they said, Jesus of Nazareth. 
8 Jesus answered, I told you that Iam 
he: if therefore ye seek me, let these 
9 go their way: that the word might be 
fulfilled which he spake, Of those whom 
thou hast given me I lost not one. 

10 Simon Peter therefore having a sword 
drew it, and struck the high priest’s 
servant, and cutoff hisrightear. Now 

11 the %servant’sname was Malchus. Jesus 
therefore said unto Peter, Put up the 
sword into the sheath: the cup which 
the Father hath given me, shall I not 
drink it? 

12 So the 8band and the 1°chief captain, 
and the officers of the Jews, seized Jesus 

13 and bound him, and led him to Annas 
first; for he was father in law to Cai- 
aphas, which was high priest that year. 

14Now Caiaphas was he which gave 
counsel to the Jews, that it was ex- 
pedient that one man should die for 
the people. 

15 And Simon Peter followed Jesus, 
and so did another disciple. Now 
that disciple was known unto the 
high priest, and entered in with Jesus 
into the court of the high priest; 

16 but Peter was standing at the door 
without. So the other disciple, which 
was known unto the high priest, 
went out and spake unto her that 
kept the door, and brought m 

17 Peter. The maid therefore that kept | 
the door saith unto Peter, Art thou) 
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also one of this man’s disciples? He 


18saith, I am not. Now the !servants 
and the officers were standing there, 
having made 2a fire of coals; for it was 
cold; and they were warming them- 
selves: and Peter also was with them, 
standing and warming himself. 

19 The high priest therefore asked Jesus 
of his disciples, and of his teaching. 

20 Jesus auswered him, I have spoken 
openly to the world; I ever taught in 
8 synagognes, and in the temple, where 

‘ all the Jews come together; and in 

21 seerct spake I nothing. Why askest 
thou me ? ask them that have heard me, 
what I spake unto them: behold, these 

22 know the things which I said. And 
when he had said this, one of the officers 
standing by struck Jesus 4with his 
hand, saying, Answerest thou the high 

23 priest so? Jesus answered him, It I 
have spoken evil, bear witness of the 
evil: but if well, why smitest thou me? 

24 Annas therefore sent him bound unto 
Caiaphas the high priest. 

25 Now Simon Peter was standing and 
warming himself. They said therefore 
unto him, Art thou also one of his dis- 
ciples? He denied, and said, Iam not. 

26 One of the ! servants of the high priest, 
being a kinsman of him whose ear 
Peter cut off, saith, Did not I see thee 

27in the garden with him? Peter there- 
fore denied again: and straightway the 
cock crew. 

28 They lead Jesus therefore from Caia- 
phasintothe palace: and it was early; 
and they themselves entered not into 
the palace, that they might not be 
defiled, but might eat the passover. 

29 Pilate therefore went out unto them, 
and saith, What accusation bring ye 

30 against this man? They answered and 
said unto him, If this man were not an 
evil-doer, we shonld not have delivered 

3lhim up unto thee. Pilate therefore 
said unto them, Take him yourselves, 
and jndge him according to your law. 
The Jews said unto him, It is not law- 
ful for ns to put any man to death: 

82 that the word of Jesus might be fulfilled, 
which he spake, signifying by what 
manner of death he should die. 

33 Pilate therefore entered again into the 
5Spalace, and called Jesus, and said 
unto him, Art thou the King of the 

34Jews? Jesus answered, Sayest thou 
this of thyself, or did others tell it thee 

55 concerning me? Pilate answered, Am 
Ia Jew? Thine own nation and the 
chief priests delivered thee nnto 

|36me: what hast thon done? Jesus 

| answered, My kingdom is not of 





this world: if my kingdom were of 
this world, then would my 6servants 
fight, that I should not be delivered to 
| the Jews: but now is my kingdom 
37no0t from hence. Pilate therefore said 

unto him, Art thou a king then? Jesus

answered, 7Thou sayest that [ am a 
king. To this end have I been born, 
and to this end am I come into the 
world, that I should bear witness unto 
the truth. Every one that is of the 
38 truth heareth ny voice. Pilate saith 
unto him, What is truth ? 
~ And when he had said this, he went 
out again unto the Jews, and saith 
unto them, I find no crime in him. 
39 But ye have a custom, that I should 
release unto you one at the passover: 
will ye therefore that I release unto 
40 you the King of the Jews? They cried 
out therefore again, saying, Not this 
man, but Barabbas. Now Barabbas 
was a robber. 
19 Then Pilate therefore took Jesus, 
2and secourged him. And the soldiers 
plaited a crown of thorns, and put it on 
his head, and arrayed him in a purple 
3 garment; and they came unto him, and 
said, Hail, King of the Jews! and they 
4struek him ®8with their hands. And 
Pilate went out again, and saith unto 
them, Behold,I bring him out to you, 
that ye may know that I find no crime 
5in him. Jesus therefore came out, 
wearing the crown of thorns and the 
purple garment. And Pilate saith unto 
6them, Behold, the man! When there- 
fore the chief priests and the officers 
saw him, they cried out, saying, Cru- 
cify him, crucify him. Pilate saith 
unto them, Take him yourselves, and 
crucify him: for I find no crimein hin. 
7 The Jews answered him, We have a 
law, and by that law he ought to die, 
because he made himself the Son of 
SGod. When Pilate therefore heard 
this saying, he was the more afraid; 
and he entered into the ® palace again, 
and saith unto Jesus, Whence art 
thon? But Jesus gave him no answer. 
10 Pilate therefore saith unto him, 
Speakest thou not mto me? knowest 
thou not that I have » power to release 
thee, and have 9 power to crucify thee ? 
11 Jesus answered him, Thou wouldest 
have no %power against me, except 
it were given thee from above: there- 
fore he that delivered me unto thee 
I2hath greater sin. Upon this Pilate 
sought to release him: but the Jews 
cried out, saying, If thou release this 
man, thou art not Cesar’s friend: 
every one that maketh himself a king 
13 10speaketh against Cesar. When Pilate 
therefore heard these words, he brought 
Jesus out, and sat down on the judge- 
ment-seat at a place called The Pave- 
14 ment, but in Hebrew, Gabbatha. Now 
it was the Preparation of the passover: 
it was about the sixth hour. And he 
saith unto the Jews, Behold, your King! 
15 They therefore cried out, Away with 
him, away with hem, crucify him. Pilate 
saith unto them, Shall I crucify your 
King? The chief priests answered, 
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16 We have no king but Cesar. Then 
therefore he delivered him unto them 
to be crucified. 

17 They took Jesus therefore: and he 
went out, bearing the cross for him- 
self, unto the place called The place of 
a skull, which is called in Hebrew 

18 Golgotha: where they crucified him, 
and with him two others, on either 

19 side one, and Jesus in the midst. And 

| Pilate wrote a title also, and put it on 
the cross. And there was written, 
JESUS OF NAZARETH, THE KING OF THE 
20sEws. This title therefore read many 
of the Jews: !for the place where Je- 
sus was crucified was nigh to the city: 
and it was written in Hebrew, and in 

21 Latin, andin Greek. The chief priests 
of the Jews therefore said to Pilate, 
Write not, The King of the Jews; but, 
that he said, Iam King of the Jews. 

22 Pilate answered, What I have written 
I have written. 

23 The soldiers therefore, when they had 
crucified Jesus, took his garments, and 
made four parts, to every soldier a part ; 
and also the 2coat: now the 2coat was 
without seam, woven from the top 

24throughout. They said therefore one 
to another, Let us not rend it, but cast 
lots for it, whose it shall be: that the 
scripture might be fulfilled, which saith, 

They parted my garments among 
them, 

And upon myvesture didtheycast lots. 

These things therefore the soldiers 

25did. But there were standing by thie 

cross of Jesus his mother, and his 

mother’s sister, Mary the wife of 

26 Clopas, and Mary Magdalene. When 
Jesus therefore saw his mother, and 
the disciple standing by, whom he 
loved, he saith unto his mother, Wo- 

27 man, behold, thy sou! Then saith he 
to the disciple, Behold, thy mother! 
And from that hour the disciple took 
her unto his own home. 

28 After this Jesus, knowing that all 
things are now finished, that the scrip- 

ture might be accomplished, saith, I 
| 29 thirst. There was set there a vessel full 
of vinegar: so they put a sponge full of 
| the vinegar upon hyssop, and brought it 
30to his mouth. When Jesus therefore 
had received the vinegar, he said, It is 
finished: aud he bowed his head, and 

| gave up his spirit. 
31 The Jews therefore, becauseit was the 
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Preparation, that the bodies should not 
remain on the cross upon the sabbath 
(for the day of that sabbath wasa high 
day), asked of Pilate that their legs 
might be broken, and that they might 
32 be taken away. The soldiers therefore 
came, and brake the legs of the first, 
and of the other which was crucified 
33 with him: but when they came to 
Jesus, and saw that he was dead 

| d4 already, they brake not his legs: how- 
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beit one of the soldiers with a spear 

‘ pierced his side, and straightway there 

35came out blood and water. And he 
that hath seen hath borne witness, and 
his witness is true: and he knoweth 
that he saith true, that ye also may be- 

36 lieve. For these things came to pass, 
that the scripture might be fulfilled, 
A bone of him shall not be 3 broken. 

37 And again another scripture saith, They 
shall look on him whom they pierced. 

38 And after these things Joseph of 
Arimatha, being a disciple of Jesus, 
but secretly for fear of the Jews, asked 
of Pilate that he might take away the 
body of Jesus: and Pilate gave him 
leave. He came therefore, and took 

39 away his body. And there came also 
Nicodemus, he who at the first came to 
him by night, bringing a ‘mixture of 
myrrh and aloes, about a hundred pound 

40 weight. So they took the body of Jesus, 
and bound it in linen cloths with the 
spices, as the custom of the Jews is to 

41 bury. Now in the place where he was 
crucified there was a garden ; and in the 
garden a new tomb wherein was never 

42 man yet laid. There then because of 
the Jews’ Preparation (for the tomb 
was nigh at hand) they laid Jesus. 

2.0 Now on the first day of the week 
cometh Mary Magdalene early, while it 
was yet dark, unto the tomb, and seeth 
the stone taken away from the tomb. 

2 She runneth therefore, and cometh to 
Simon Peter, and to the other disciple, 
whom Jesus loved, and saith unto them, 
They have taken away the Lord out of 
the tomb, and we know not where they 

3have laid him. Peter therefore went 
forth, and the other disciple, and they 

4 went toward the tomb. And they ran 
both together: and the other disciple 
outran Peter, and came first to the 

5tomb; and stooping and looking in, he 
seeth the linen cloths lying; yet entered 

Ghe notin. Simon Peter therefore also 
cometh, following him, and entered into 
the tomb; a1d he beholdeth the linen 

7 cloths lying, and the napkin, that was 
upon his head, not lying with the linen 
cloths, but rolled up in a place by itself. 

8 Then entered in therefore the other dis- 
ciple also, which came first to the tomb, 

9and he saw, and believed. For as yet 
they knew not the scripture, that he 

10 must rise again from the dead. So 
the disciples went away again unto their 
own home. 

11 But Mary was standing without at 
the tomb weeping: so, as she wept, she 

12 stooped and looked into the tomb; and 
she beholdeth two angels in white sit- 
ting, one at the head, and one at the 
feet, where the body of Jesus had lain. 

13 And they say unto her, Woman, why 
weepest thou? She saith unto them, 
Because they have taken away my 
Lord, and I know not where they | 
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I4have laid him. When she had thus} 21 After these things Jesus manifested 


said, she turned herself back, and 
beholdeth Jesus standimg, and knew 

15 not that it was Jesus. Jesus saith 
unto her, Woman, why weepest thou? 
whom seekest thou? She, supposing 
him to be the gardener, saith unto 
hin, Sir, if thou hast borne him hence, 
tell me where thou hast laid him, and 

16 Iwill take him away. Jesus saith unto 
her, Mary. She turneth herself, and 
saith unto him in Hebrew, Rabboni; 

17 which is to say, 1 Master. Jesus saith 
to her, Touch me not; for I am not 
yet ascended unto the Father: but 
go unto my brethren, and say to them, 
I ascend unto my Father and your Fa- 

18 ther, and my God and your God. Mary 
Magdalene cometh and telleth the dis- 
ciples, I have seen the Lord; and how 
that he had said these things unto her. 

19 When therefore it was evening, on 
that day, the first day of the week, and 
when the doors were shut where the 
disciples were, for fear of the Jews, 
Jesus came and stood in the midst, 
and saith unto them, Peace be unto 

20you. And when he had said this, he 
shewed unto them his hands and his 
side. The disciples therefore were glad, 

21 when they saw the Lord. Jesus there- 
fore said to them again, Peace be 
unto you: as the Father hath sent me, 

22 even so send ITyou. And when he had 
said this, he breathed on them, and 
saith unto them, Receive ye the 3 Holy 

23 Ghost: whose soever sins ye forgive, 
they are forgiven unto them; whose 
soever sins ye retain, they are retained. 

24 But Thomas, one of the twelve, called 
4Didymus, was not with them when 

25 Jesus came. The other disciples there- 
fore said unto him, We have seen the 
Lord. But he said unto them, Except 
I shall see in his hands the print of the 
nails, and put my finger into the print 
of the nails, and put my hand into his 
side, I will not believe. 

26 And after eight days again his dis- 
ciples were within, and Thomas with 
them. Jesus cometh; the doors being 
shut, and stood in the midst, and said, 

27 Peace be unto you. Then saith he to 
Thomas, Reach hither thy finger, and 
see my hands; and reach hither thy 
hand, and put it into my side: and 

28 be not faithless, but beheving. Thomas 
answered and said unto him, My Lord 

29 and my God. Jesus saith nnto hin, 
Because thou hast seen me, >thou hast 
believed: blessed are they that have 
not seen, and yet have believed. 

30 Many other signs therefore did Jesus 
in the presence of the disciples, which 

31 are not written in this book: but these 
are written, that ye may believe that 
Jesusis the Christ, the Son of God; and 
that believing ye may have life in his 
name.

of Tiberias; and he manifested himself 
2en this wise. There were together 
Simon Peter, and Thomas called 
4Didymus, and Nathanael ef Cana in 
Galilee, and the sons of Zebedee, and 
3twe other of his disciples. Simon

They say unto him, We also come 
with thee. They went forth, and enter- 
ed into the boat; and that night they 
4took nothing. But when day was now 
breaking, Jesus stood on the beach: 
howbeit the disciples knew not that 
5it was Jesus. Jesus therefore saith 
unto them, Children, have ye aught to 
6Geat? They answered him, No. And 
he said unto them, Cast the net on 
the right side of the boat, and ye shall 
find. They cast therefore, and now 
they were not able to draw it for the 
7 multitude of fishes. That disciple there- 
fore whom Jesus loved saith unto Peter, 
It is the Lord. So when Simon Peter 
heard that it was the Lord, he girt 
his coat about him (for he was naked), 
8and cast himself into the sea. But 
the other disciples came in the httle 
boat (for they were not far from the 
land, but about two hundred cubits off), 
9dragging the net full of fishes. So 
when they got out upon the land, they 
see Sq fire of coals there, and ‘fish 

10 laid thereon, and 8bread. Jesus saith 
unto them, Bring of the fish which ye 

lihave now taken. Simon Peter there- 
fore went 9up, and drew the net to land, 
full of great fishes, a hundred and fifty 

. and three: and for all there were so 
i2many, the net was not rent. Jesus 
saith unto them, Come and break your 
fast. And none of the disciples durst 
inquire of him, Who art thou? know- 
13ing that it was the Lord. Jesus 
cometh, and taketh the !°bread, and 
giveth them, and the fish likewise. 

14 This is now the third time that Jesus 
was manifested to the disciples, after 
that he was risen from the dead.

Jesus of Nazareth, a man approved of 
God unto you by 7mighty works and 
wonders and signs, which God did by 
him in the midst of you, even as ye your- 

23 selves know; him, being dehvered up 
by the determinate counsel and fore- 
knowledge of God, ye by the hand of 
8lawless men did erucify and slay: 

24 whom God raised up, having loosed the 
pangs of death: because it was not 
possible that he should be holden of it. 

25 For David saith concerning him, 

I beheld the Lord always before my 
face; 

For he is on my right hand, that I 
should not be moved: 

26 Therefore my heart was glad, and 
my tongue rejoiced ; 

Moreover my flesh also shall %dwell 
in hope: 

27 Because thou wilt not leave my soul 
in Hades, 

Neither wilt thou give thy Holy One 
to see corruption. 

28 Thou madest known unto me the 
ways of life; 

Thou shalt make me full of gladness 
l0with thy countenance. 

29 Brethren, I may say unto you freely of 
the patriarch David, that he both died 
and was buried, and his tomb is with us 

30 unto this day. Being therefore a pro- 
phet, and knowing that God had sworn 
with an oath to him, that of the fruit of 
his loins “he would set one upon his 

31 throne; he foreseeing this spake of the 
resurrection of the Christ, that neither 
was he left in Hades, nor did his flesh 

32see corruption. This Jesus did God 
raise up, 12 whereof we all are witnesses. 

33 Being therefore 18 by the right hand of 
God exalted, and having received of the 
Father the promise of the Holy Ghost, 
he hath poured forth this, which ye see

And Peter said 
unto them, Repent ye, and be baptized 
every one of you in the name of Jesus 
Christ unto the remission of your sins ; 
and ye shall receive the gift of the Holy 
39 Ghost. For to you is the promise, and 
to your children, and to all that are afar 
off, even as many a3 the Lord our God 
40 shall call unto him. And with many 
other words he testified, and exhorted 
them, saying, Save yourselves from this 
41 crooked generation. They then ! that 
received his word were baptized: and 
there were added nfo them m that day 
42 about three thousand souls. And they 
continued stedfastly in the apostles’ 
teaching and 2fellowship, in the break- 
ing of bread and the prayers. 
43 And fear came upon every soul: and 
many wonders and signs were done *by 
44the apostles4. And all that beheved 
were together, and had all things com- 
45mon; and they sold their possessions 
and goods, and parted them to all, ac- 
46 cordmg as any man had need. And day 
by day, continuing stedfastly with one 
accord in the temple, and breaking bread 
at home, they did take their food with 
47 gladness and singleness of heart, prais- 
ing God, and having favour with all the 
people. And the Lord added >to them 
day by day those that were being 
saved. 
3 Now Peter and John were going up 
into the temple at the hour of prayer, 
2being the ninthhow. Andacertain man 
that was lame from his mother’s womb 
was carried, whom they laid daily at the 
door of the temple which is called Beau- 
tiful, to ask alms of them that entered 
3 into the temple; who seeing Peter and 
John about to go into the temple, asked 
4 to receive an alms. And Peter, fasten- 
ing his eyes upon him, with John, said, 
5 Look on us. And he gave heed unto 
them, expecting to receive something 
6from them. But Peter said, Silver and 
gold have Inone; but what [have, that 
giveI thee. Inthe name of Jesus Christ 
7 of Nazareth, walk. And he took him 
by the right hand, and raised him up: 
and immediately his feet and his ankle- 
8 bones received strength. And leaping 





up, he stood, and began to walk ; and he | 


entered withthem into the temple,wallk- 
ing, and leaping, and praising God. 
9 And all the people saw him walking and 
10 praismg God: and they took knowledge 
of him, that it was he which sat for alms 
at the Beautiful Gate of the temple: 
and they were filled with wonder and 
amazement at that which had happen- 
ed unto him. 
11 Andas he held Peter and John, all the 
people ran together unto them in the 
Sporch that is called Solomon’s, great- 





it, he answered unto the people, Ye 
men of Israel, why marvel ye at this 
tman? or why fasten ye your eyes on 
us, as though by our own power or 
godliness we had made him to walk ? 
13'the God of Abraham, and of Isaae, 
and of Jacob, the God of our fathers, 
hath glorified his Servant Jesus; 
whom ye delivered up, and denied be- 
fore the face of Pilate, when he had 

14 determined to release him. But ye 
denied the Holy and Righteous One, 
and asked for a murderer to be grant- 

15ed unto you, and killed the % Prince 
of hfe; whom God raised from the 

16 dead ; }Owhereof we are witnesses. And 
by faith in his name hath his name 
made this man strong, whom ye be- 
hold and know: yea, the faith which 
is through him hath given him this 
perfect soundness in the presence of 

17you all, And now, brethren, I wot 
that in ignorance ye did it, as did also 

1s your rulers. But the things which 
God foreshewed by the mouth of all 
the prophets, that his Christ should 
19suffer, he thus fulfilled. Repent ye 
therefore, and turn again, that your 
sins may be blotted out, that so there 
may come seasons of refreshing from 

20 the presence of the Lord; and that he 
may send the Christ who hath been 

21 appointed for you, even Jesus: whom 
the heaven must receive until the times 
of restoration of all things, whereof 
God spake by the mouth of his holy 
prophets which have been since the 

22 world began. Moses indeed said, A 
prophet shall the Lord God raise up 
unto you from among your brethren, 
12}ike unto me; to lim shall ye hearken 
in all things whatsoever he shall speak 

283 unto you. And it shall be, that every 
soul, which shall not hearken to that 
prophet, shall be utterly destroyed 

2tfrom among the people. Yea and all 
the prophets from Samuej and them 
that followed after, as many as have 
spoken, they also told of these days. 

25 Ye are the sons of the prophets, and 
of the covenant which God made 
with your fathers, saying unto Abra- 
ham, And im thy seed shall all the 

26 families of the earth be blessed. Unto 
you fivst God, having raised up his 
Servant, sent him to bless you, in 
turning away every one of you from 
your iniquities. 

4 And as they spake nnto the people, 
lithe priests and the captain of the 
temple and the Sadducees came upon 

2them, being sore troubled because they 
taught the people, and proclaimed in 
Jesus the resmrrection from the dead. 

3And they laid hands on them, and 
put them in ward unto the morrow: 
4for it was now eventide. Bunt many 
of them that heard the word be- 
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lheved; and the number of the men 
came to be about five thousand. 

5 Andit came to pass on the morrow, 
that their rulers and elders and 
scribes were gathered together in Je- 

Grusalem; and Annas the high priest 
was there, and Caiaphas, and Joln, 
and Alexander, aid as many as were 
of the kindred of tho high priest. 

7 And when they had set them in the 
midst, they inquired, By what power, 
or in what name, have ye done this? 

8 Then Peter, filled with the Holy 
Ghost, said unto them, Ye rulers of 

_ 9the people, and elders, if we this day 

are examined concerning a good deed 

done to an impotent man, by what 

10 means this man is made whole; be it 
known unto you all, and to all the 
people of Israel, that in the name of 

Jesus Christ of Nazareth, whom ye 
erucified, whom God raised from the 
dead, even in 2him doth this man stand 

11 here before you whole. He is the stone 

which was set at nought of you the 
builders, which was made the head of 

12 the corner. And in none other is there 

salvation: for neither is there any 
other name under heaven, that is 
given among men, wherein we must 
be saved. 

13 Now when they beheld the boldness of 

| Peter and John, and had perceived that 

| they were nnlearned and ignorant men, 
| they marvelled; and they took know- 
ledge of them, that they had been with 
i4 Jesus. And seeing the man which was 
healed standing with them, they could 
15say nothing againstit. But when they 
had commanded them to go aside out of 
the council, they conferred among 

| 16 themselves, saying, What shall we do to 
these men? for that deed a notable 
4miracle hath been wrought through 
them, is manifest to all that dwell in Je- 
17rusalem; and we cannot deny it. But 
that it spread no fither among the 
people, let ns threaten them, that they 
speak henceforth to no man in this 
| “18name. And they called them, and 
charged them not to speak at all nor 

19 teach in the name of Jesus. But Peter 

and Jolin answered and said unte them, 

Whether it be right in the sight of God 

te hearken unto you rather than unto 
20 God, judge ye: for we cannot but speak 
| the things which we saw and heard. 

21 And they, when they had further threat- 

ened them, lect them go, finding nothing 

how they might punish them, hecause 
of the people; for all men glorified

| 23 And being lect go, they came to their 
own company, and reported all that the 
chief priests and the elders had satd 
24unto them. And they, when they heard

Andnow, Lord, 
look upon their threatenings: and grant 
unto thy 1°servants to speak thy word 

30 with all boldness, while thon stretchest 
forth thy hand to heal; and that signs 
and wonders may be done through the 

31 name of thy holy Servant Jesus. And 
when they had prayed, the place was 
shaken wherein they were gathered to- 
gether; and they were all filled with the 
Holy Ghost, and they spake the werd 
of God with boldness. 

32 And the multitude of them that believ- 
ed were of one heart and soul: and not 
one of them said that aught of the things 
which he pessessed was his own; bunt 

33 they had all things common. And with 
ereat power gave the apostles their wit- 
ness of the resurrection of the Lord 
Jesus!); and great grace was upon them 

34all. For neither was there among them 
any that lacked: for as many as were 
pessessors of lands ox honses sold them, 
and brought the prices of the things 

35 that were sold, and laid them at the 
apostles’ feet: and distribution was 
made unto each, according as any one 
had need. 

36 And Joseph, who by the apostles was 
surnamed Barnabas (which is, being 
interpreted, Son of 12 exhortation), a 

37 Levite, a man of Cyprus by race, hav- 
mg a field, sold it, and brought the 
money, and laid it at the apostles’ feet. 

5 Ent a certain man named Ananias, 
with Sapphira his wife, sold a posses- 
2sion, and kept back part of the price, 
his wife also being privy to it, aad 
brought a certain part, and laid it at 
3 the apostles’ feet. But Peter said, An- 
anias, why hath Satan filled thy heart 
to 13lie to the Holy Ghost, and to keep | 
back part of the price of the land? | 


4 Whiles it remained, did it not remain: 


thine own? and after it was sold, was 
it not in thy power? How is it that 
thou hast conceived this thing in 


thy heart? thou hast not lied unto 
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5men, but unto God. And Ananias hear- 
ing these words fell down and gave up 
the ghost: aud great fear caime upon 

Gall that heardit. And the ! young men 
arose and wrapped him round, and they 
carried him out and buried him. 

7 And it was about the space of three 
hours after, when his wife, not know- 

8 ing what was done, camein. And Peter 
answered unto her, Tell me whether ye 
sold the land for so much. And she 

9 said, Yea, for so much. But Peter said 
unto her, How is it that ye have agreed 
together to tempt the Spirit of the Lord? 
behold, the feet of them which have 
buried thy husband are at the door, 

10 and they shall carry thee out. And she 
fell down immediately at his feet, and 
gave up the ghost: and the young men 
came in and found her dead, and they 
carried her out and buried her by her 

1l husband. And great fear came upon 
the whole church, and upon all that 
heard these things. 

12 And by the hands of the apastles were 
many signs and wonders wrought a- 
mong the people; and they were all 
with one accord in Solomon’s porch. 

13 But of the rest durst no man join him- 
self to them: howbeit the people mag- 

14 nified them; 2and believers were the 
more added to the Lord, multitudes 

15 both of men and women; insomuch 
that they even carried out the sick into 
the streets, and laid them on beds and 
couches, that, as Peter came by, at the 
least his shadow might overshadow 

16 some one of them. And there also came 
together the multitude from the cities 
round about Jerusalem, bringing sick 
folk, and them that were vexed with 
unclean spirits: and they were healed 
every one. 

17 But the high priest rose up, and all 
they that were with him (which is the 
sect of the Sadducees), and they were 

18 filled with jealousy, and laid hands on 
the apostles, and put them in public 

19ward. But an angel of the Lord by 
night opened the prison doors, and 

20 brought them out, and said, Go ye, and 
stand and speak in the temple to the 

21 people all the words of this Life. And 
when they heard this, they entered 
into the temple about daybreak, and 
taught. But the high priest came, and 
they that were with him, aud called the 
council together, and all the senate of 
the children of Israel, and sent to the 
prison-house to have them brought. 

22 But the officers that came found them 
not in the prison; and they returned, 

23 and told, saying, The prison-house we 
found shut in all safety, and the 
keepers standing at the doors: but 
when we had opened, we found no man 

24 within. Now when the captain of the 
temple and the chief priests heard 
these words, they were much perplexed 





concerning them whereunto this would 
25 grow. And there came one and told 
them, Behold, the men whom ye put 
in the prison are in the temple standing 
26 and teaching the people. Then weut 
the captain with the officers, and 
brought them, but without violence; 
for they feared the people, lest they 
27 should be stoned. And when they had 
brought them, they set them before 
the council. And the high priest asked 
28 them, saying, We straitly charged you 
not to teach in this name: and behold, 
ye have filled Jerusalem with your 
teaching, and intend to bring this man’s 
29 blood upon us. But Peter and the apo- 
stles answered and said, We must obey 
30 God rather thanmen. The God of our 
fathers raised up Jesus, whom ye slew, 
31 hanging him on a tree. Him did God 
exalt 3with his right hand to be a Prince 
and a Saviour, for to give repentance 
32,to Israel, and remission of sins. And 
we are witnesses? of these ‘things; 
Gand so is the Holy Ghost, whom 
Sh hath given to them that obey 
im. 
33 But they, when they heard this, were 
cut to the heart, and were minded to 
34slay them. But there stood up one in 
the council, a Pharisee, named Ga- 
maliel, a doctor of the law, hadin honour 
of all the people, and commanded to 
35 put the men forth a little while. And 
he said unto them, Ye men of Israel, 
take heed to yourselves as touching 
these men, what ye are about to do. 
36 For before these days rose up Theudas, 
giving himself out to be somebody ; to 
whom a number of men, about four 
hundred, joined themselves: who was 
slain; and all, as many as obeyed him, 
were dispersed, and came to nought. 
37 After this man rose up Judas of Gali- 
lee in the days of the enrolment, and 
drew away some of the people after him: 
he also perished; aud all, as many as 
obeyed him, were scattered abroad. 
38 And now I say unto you, Refrain from 
these men, and Jet them alone: for if 
this counsel or this work be of men, 
39it will be overthrown: but if it is of 
God, ye will not be able to overthrow 
them ; lest haply ye be found even to be 
40 fighting against God. And to him they 
agreed: and when they had called the 
apostles unto them, they beat them and 
charged them not to speak in the name 
41 of Jesus, and let them go. They therc- 
fore departed from the presence of the 
council, rejoicing that they were count- 
ed worthy to suffer dishonour for the 
42Name. And every day, in the tem- 
ple and at home, they ceased not to 
teach and to preach Jesus as the 
Christ. 
6 Now in these days, when the 
number of the disciples was mul- 
tiplying, there arose a murmuring 
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6 when as yet he had no child. And God 
spake on this wise, that his seed should 
sojourn in a strange land, and that they 
should bring them into bondage, and 
cutreat them evil, four hundred years. 

7 And the nation to which they shall be 
in bondage will I judge, said God: and 
after that shall they come forth, and 

S serve me in this place. And he gave 
him the covenant of cirenmcision: and 
so Abraham begat Isaac, and cirenm- 
cised him the eighth day; and Isaac 
begat Jacob, and Jacob the twelve 

9 patriarchs. And the patriarclis, moved 
with jealousy against Joseph, sold him 
into Egypt: and Ged was with him, 

10 and delivered him out of all his afflic- 
tions, and gave him favour and wisdom 
before Pharaoh king of Egypt; and 
he made him governor over Egypt and 

liall his house. Now there came a 
famine over all Egypt and Canaan, 
and great affliction: and our fathers 

12found no sustenance. But when Jacob 
heard that there was cornin Egypt, he 
sent forth our fathers the first time. 

18 And at the second time Joseph was 
made known to his brethren; and 
Joseph’s race became manifest tinto 

14 Pharaoh. And Joseph sent, and called 
tohim Jacob his father, and all his kin- 

15 dred, threescore and fifteen souls. And 
Jacob went down into Egypt; and he 

16 died, himself, and our fathers; and 
they were carried over unto Shechem, 
and laid in the tomb that Abraham 
bought for a price in silver of the sons 

17 of >Hamor in Shechem. But as the 
time of the promise drew nigh, which 
God vouchsafed unto Abraham, the 
people grew and multiplied in Egypt, 

18 till there arose another king over 

19 Egypt, which knew not Joseph. The 
same dealt subtilly with our race, and 
evil entreated our fathers, that ® they 
should cast out their babes to the end 

20 they might not 7live. At which season 
Moses was born, and was 8exceeding 
fair ; and hewasnourished three months 

2lin his father’s house: and when he 
was cast out, Pharaoh’s daughter took 
him up, and nourished him for her own 

22 son. And Moses was instructed in all the 
wisdom of the Egyptians; and he was 

23 mighty in his words and works. But 
when he was well-nigh forty years old, 
it came into hisheart tovisit his brethren 

24 the children of Israel. And seeing oneof 
them suffer wrong, he defended him, 
and avenged him that was oppressed, 

25 smiting the Egyptian: and he supposed 
that his brethren understood how that 
God by his hand was giving them 9de- 

26 liverance; but they understood not. And 
the day following he appeared unto 
them as they strove, and would have 
set them at one again, saying, Sirs, 
ye are brethren; why do ye wrong 
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of the 1Grecian Jews against the 
Hebrews, because their widows were 
neglected in the daily ministration. 
2And the twelve called the multitude 
of the disciples nuto them, and said, 
It is not 2fit that we should forsake 
the word of God, and 8serve tables. 
34 Look ye out therefore, brethren, from 
ainong you seven men of good report, 
full of the Spirit and of wisdom, 
whom we may appoint over this busi- 
4ness. But we will continue stedfastly 
in prayer, and in the ministry of the 
5 word. And thesaying pleased the whole 
multitude: and they chose Stephen, a 
man full of faith and of the Holy Spirit, 
and Philip, and Prochorus, and Nicanor, 
and Timon, and Parmenas, and Nicolas 
6a proselyte of Antioch: whom they set 
before the apostles: and when they had 
prayed, they laid their hands on them. 
7 And the word of God increased; and 
the number of the disciples multiphed 
in Jerusalem exceedingly ; and a great 
company of the priests were obedient 
to the faith. 
8 And Stephen, full of grace and power, 
wrought great wonders and signs among 
9 the people. But there arose certain of 
them that were of the synagogue called 
the synagogue of the Libertines, and of 
the Cyrenians, and of the Alexandrians, 
and of them of Cilicia and Asia, dispu- 
10 ting with Stephen. And they were not 
able to withstand the wisdom and the 
11 Spirit by which he spake. Then they 
suborned men, which said, We have 
heard him speak blasphemous words a- 
12 gainst Moses, and against God. And 
theystirred up the people,and the elders, 
and the scribes, and came upon him, 
and seized him, and brought him into 
13 the council, and set up false witnesses, 
which said, This man ceaseth not to 
speak words against this holy place, and 
14 the law: for we have heard him say, 
that this Jesus of Nazareth shall de- 
stroy this place, and shall change the 
customs which Moses delivered unto 
15us. And all that sat in the council, 
fastening their eyes on him, saw his 
face as it had been the face of an angel. 
7 And the high priest said, Are these 
2things so? And he said, 
Brethren and fathers, hearken. The 
God of glory appeared unto our father 
Abraham, when he was in Mesopo- 
3tamia, before he dwelt in Haran, and 
said unto him, Get thee out of thy land, 
andfrom thy kindred, and come into the 
4 landwhich I shall shew thee. Then came 
he out of the land of the Chaldeans, and 
dweltin Haran: and from thence, when 
| his father was dead, God removed him 
5 into this land, wherein ye now dwell: and 
| 
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he gave him none inheritance in it, no, 
not so munch as to set his foot on: and he 
promised that he would give it to him 
in possession, and to his seed after him, 
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neighbour wrong thrust him away, say- 
ing, Who made thee a ruler and a judge 
28 overus? Wouldest thou kill me, as thou 
29 killedst the Egyptian yesterday? And 
Moses fled at this saying, and became 
a sojourner in the land of Midian, 
30 where he begat two sons. And when 
forty years were fulfilled, an angel ap- 
peared to him in thewilderness of mount 
31 Sinai, in a flame of firema bush. And 
when Moses saw it, he wondered at the 
sight: and as he drew near to behold, 
32 there came avoice of the Lord, Iam the 
God of thy fathers, the God of Abraham, 
and of Isaac, and of Jacob. And Moses 
33 trembled, and durst not behold. And 
the Lord said unto him, Loose the 
shoes from thy feet: for the place 
whereon thou standest is holy ground. 
34I have surely seen the affliction of 


my people which is in Egypt, and, 


have heard their groaning, and I am 
come down to deliver them: and now 
come, I will send thee into Egypt. 
35 This Moses whom they refused, saying, 
Who made thee a ruler and a judge? 
him hath God sent to be both a 
ruler and a Jdeliverer with the hand 
of the angel which appeared to him 
36in the bush. This man led them 
forth, having wrought wonders and 
signs in Egypt, and in the Red sea, 
and in the wilderness forty years. 
37 This is that Moses, which said unto 
the children of Israel, A prophet shall 
God raise up unto you from among 
38 your brethren, 2hke unto me. This 
is he that was in the ’church in the 
wilderness with the angel which spake 
to him in the mount Sinai, and with 
our fathers: who received living oracles 
39 to give unto us: to whom our fathers 
would not be obedient, but thrust 
him from them, and turned back in 
40their hearts unto Egypt, saying nnto 
Aaron, Make us gods which shall go 
before us: for as for this Moses, which 
led us forth out of the land of Egypt, 
we wot not what is become of him. 
41 And they made a calf in those days, and 
brought a sacrifice unto the idol, and 
42 rejoiced in the works of their hands. But 
God turned, and gave them up to serve 
the host of heaven; as it is written in 
the book of the prophets, 
Did ye offer unto me slain beasts 
and sacrifices 
Forty years in the wilderness, O 
house of Israel ? 
And ye took up the tabernacle of 
Moloch, 
And the star of the god Rephan, 
The figures which ye made to worship 
them : 
And I will carry you away beyond 
Babylon. 
44 Our fathers had the tabernacle of the 
testimony in the wilderness, even as 
he appointed who spake unto Moses,

that he should make it according to the 

45 figure that he had seen. Which also our 
fathers, in their turn, brought in with 
4 Joshua when they entered on the pos- 
session of the nations, which God thrust 
out before the face of our fathers, unto 

46 the days of David; who found favour 
in the sight of God, and asked to find a 

47 habitation for the God of Jacob. But 

48 Solomon built him a house. Howbeit 

the Most High dwelleth not in houses 

made with hands; as saith the prophet, 

The heaven is my throne, 

And the earth the footstool of my feet: 

What manner of house will ye build 
me? saith the Lord: 

Or what is the place of my rest ? 

Did not my hand make all these 
things ? 

51 Ye stiffnecked and uncircumcised in 
heart and ears, ye do always resist the 
Holy Ghost: as your fathers did, so do 

52 ye. Which of the prophets did not your 
fathers persecute? and they killedthem 
which shewed before of the coming of 
the Righteous One; of whom ye have 
now become betrayers and murderers ; 

53 ye who received the law ®as it was or- 
dained by angels, and kept it not. 

54 Now when they heard these things, 
they were cut to the heart, and they 

55 gnashed on him with their teeth. But 
he, being full of the Holy Ghost, looked 
up stedfastly into heaven, and saw the 
glory of God, and Jesus standing on 

56 the right hand of God, and said, Behold, 
I see the heavens opened, and the Son 
of man standing on the right hand of 

57 God. But they cried out with a loud 
voice, and stopped their ears,and rushed 

58 upon him with one accord; and they 
cast him out of the city, and stoned 
him: and the witnesses laid down their 
garments at the feet of a young man 

59 named 8: ul. And they stoned Stephen, 
calling npon the Lord, and saying, 

60 Lord Jesus, receive my spirit. And he 
kneeled down, and cried with a loud 
voice, Lord, lay not this sin to their 
charge. And when he had said this, he 

S fell asleep. And Scul was consenting 
nnto his death. 

And there arose on that day a great 
persecution against the church which 
was in Jerusalem: and they were all 
scattered abroadthroughout theregious 
of Judzea and Samaria, except the apo- 

2stles. And devout men buried Stephen, 
and made great lamentation over him. 
3 Bat Saul laid waste the church, enter- 
ing into every honse, and haling men 
and women committed them to prison. 
4 They therefore that were scatter- 
el abroad went about preaching 
5the word. And Philip went down 
to the city of Samaria, and proclain- 
6ed unto them the Christ. And the 
multitudes gave heed with one ac- 
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by Philip, when they heard, and saw 

7 the signs which he did. 1 For from many 
of those which had unclean spirits, they 
came out, crying with a loud voice: 
and many that were palsied, and that 

Swere lame, were healed. And there 
was niuch joy in that city. 

9 But there was a certuin man, Simon 
by uame, which beforetime in the city 
used sorcery, and amazed the 2people 
of Samaria, giving out that himself was 

10 some great one: to whom they all gave 
heed, from the least to the greatest, 
saying, This man is that power of God 

11 which is called Great. And they gave 
heed to him, because that of long time 
he had amazed them with his sorceries. 

12 But when they believed Philip preaching 
good tidings concerning the kingdom 
of Ged and the name of Jesus Christ, 
they were baptized, both men and wo- 

13 men. And Simon also himself believed: 
and being baptized, he continued with 
Philip; and beholding signs and great 
Smiracles wrought, he was amazed. 

14 Now when the apostles which were at 
Jerusalem heard that Samaria had re- 
ceived the werd of God, they sent unte 

15them Peter and John: who, when they 
were come down, prayed for them, that 

16 they might receive the Holy Ghost: for 
as yet he was fallen upon none of them: 
only they had been baptized into the 

17name of the Lord Jesus. Then laid 
they their hands on them, and they re- 

18ceived the Holy Ghost. New when 
Simeon saw that through the laying on 
of the apostles’ hands the 4+Hely Ghost 

19 was given, he otfered them money, say- 
img, Give me also this power, that on 
whomsoever I lay my hands, he may re- 

20 ceive the Holy Ghost. But Peter said 
unto him, Thy silver perish with thee, 
because thou hast thought to obtain the 

21 gift of God with money. Thou hast 
neither part nor lot in this 5 matter: for 

22 thy heart is not right before God. Re- 
peut therefore of this thy wickedness, 
and pray the Lord, if perhaps the 
thought of thy heart shall be forgiven 

23 thee. For I see that thou Sart in the 
gall of bitterness and in the bond of 

24 iniquity. And Simon answered and 
said, Pray ye for me to the Lord, that 
none of the things which ye have 
spoken come upon me. 

25 They therefore, when they had testified 
and spoken the word of the Lord, return- 
ed to Jerusalem, and preached the gos- 
pel to many villages of the Samaritans. 

26 But an angel of the Lord spake unto 
Philip, saying, Arise, and go 7toward 
the south unto the way that goeth 
down from Jerusalem unto Gaza: the 

27same is desert. And he arose and 
went: and behold, a man of Ethiopia, 
a eunuch of great authority under 
Candace, queen of the Ethiopians, 
who was over all her treasure, who 
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had come to Jerusalem for to wor- 

28 ship; and he was returning and sitting 
in his chariot, and was reading the 

29 prophct Isaiah, And the Spirit said 
unto Philip, Go near, and join thyself 

30 to this chariot. And Philip ran te hin, 
and heard him reading Isaiuh the 
prophet, and said, Understandest thou 

31 what thou readest? And he said, How 
can I, except some one shall guide me? 
And he besought Philip to come up 

32 and sit with him. Now the place of the 

crite which he was reading was 

this, 

He was ledasasheep tothe slaughter; 

And as a lemb before his shearer is 
dumb, 

So he openeth not his mouth: 

In his huniliation his judgement 
was taken away: 

His generation who shall declare? 

For his life is taken from the earth. 

34 And the eunuch answered Philip, and 
said, I pray thee, of whom speaketh 
the prophet this? of himself, or of 

359some other? And Philip opened his 
mouth, and beginning from this 
scripture, preached unto him Jesus. 

36 And as they went on the way, they 
came unto a certain water; and the 
eunuch saith, Behold, here is water; 
what doth hinder me to be baptized ?8 

38 And he commanded the chariet to 
stand still: and they both went down 
into the water, both Philip and the 

39eunuch; and he baptized hun. And 
when they came up out of the 
water, the Spirit of the Lord caught 
away Philip; and the eunuch saw 
him no more, for he went on his 

40 way rejoicing. But Philip was found at 
Azotus: and passing through he preach- 
ed the gospel to all the cities, till he 
came to Ceesarea. 

9 But Saul, yet breathing threatening 
and slaughter against the disciples of 
the Lord, went unto the high priest, 

2and asked of him letters to Damascus 
unto the synagogues, that if he found 
any that were of the Way, whether 
men or women, he might bring them 
3 bound to Jerusalem. Andashejourney- 
ed, it came to pass that he drew nigh 
unto Damascus: and suddenly there 
shone reund about him a light out 
4of heaven: and he fell upon the earth, 
aud heard a voice saymg unto hin, 
Saul, Saul, why persecutest thou me? 
5 And he said, Who art thou, Lord? 
And he said, I am Jesus whom thou 
6 persecutest: but rise, and enter 
into the city, and it shall_ be 
7told thee what thou must de, And 
the men that journeyed with 
him stood speechless, hearing the 
8%voice, but beholding no man. And 
Saul arese from the earth; and when 
his eyes were opened, he saw 
nothing; and they led him by the 
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hand, and bronght him into Damascus. | 28 And he was with them going in and 


9 Aud he was three days without sight, 
and did neither eat nor drink. 

10 Now there was a certain disciple at 
Damascus, named Ananias; and the 
Lord said unto him in a vision, Ananias. 
And he said, Behold, I am here, Lord. 

11 Aud the Lord said unto him, Arise, aud 
go tothe street which is called Straight, 
and inquire in the house of Judas for 
one named Saul, a man of Tarsus: for 

12 behold, he prayeth; and he hath seen 
a man named Ananias coming in, and 
laying his hands on him, that he 

13 might receive his sight. But Ananias 
answered, Lord, I have heard from 
many of this man, how much evil he 

14 did to thy saints at Jerusalem: and here 
he hath authority from the chief priests 
to bind all that call upon thy name. 

15 But the Lord said unto him, Go thy 
way: for he is a }chosen vessel unto 
me, to bear my name before the Gen- 
tiles and kings, and the children of 

16 Israel: for I will shew him how many 
things he must suffer for my name's 

17 sake. And Ananias departed, and enter- 
ed into the house; and laying his hands 
on him said, Brother Saul, the Lord, 
even Jesus, who appeared unto thee in 
the way which thou camest, hath sent 
me, that thou mayest receive thy sight, 

18 and be filled with the Holy Ghost. And 
straightway there fell from his eyes as 
it were scales, and he received his sight ; 

19 and he arose and was baptized; and he 
took food and was strengthened. 

And he was certain days with the 

20 disciples which were at Damascus. And 
straightway in the synagogues he pro- 
claimed Jesus, that he is the Son of God. 

21 And all that heard him were amazed, 
and said, Is not this he that in Jern- 
salem made havock of them which call- 
ed on this name? and he had come 
hither for this intent, that he might 
bring them bonnd before the chief 

22 priests. But Saul increased the more in 
strength, and confounded the Jews 
which dwelt at Damascus, proving that 
this is the Christ. 

23 And when many days were fulfilled, 
the Jews took counsel together to kill 

24him: bnt their plot became known to 
Saul. And they watched the gates also 
day and night that they might kill him: 

25 but his disciples took him by night, and 
let him down through the wall, lower- 
ing him in a basket. 

26 And when he was come to Jerusalem, 
he assayed to join himself to the dis- 
ciples: and they were all afraid of him, 
not believing that he was a disciple. 

27 But Barnabas took him, and brought 

-liim to the apostles, and declared unto 
them how he had seen the Lord in 
the way, and that he had spoken to 
him, and how at Damascus he had 


preached boldly in the uame of Jesus. 











29 going out at Jerusalem, preaching 
boldly in the name of the Lord: and 
he spake and disputed against the 
2Grecian Jews; but they went about 

30 to kill him. And when the brethren 
knew it, they brought him down to 
Ceesarea, and sent him forth to Tarsus. 

31 So the church throughout all Judea 
and Galilee and Samaria had peace, 
being ®edified ; and, walkmg ‘in the 
fear of the Lord and 4in the comfort 
of the Holy Ghost, was multiplied. 

32 And it came to pass, as Peter went 
throughout all parts, he came down also 
to the saints which dwelt at Lydda. 

33 And there he found a certain man 
named Aineas, which had kept his 
bed eight years; for he was palsied. 

34 And Peter said unto him, Aineas, Jesus 
Christ healeth thee; arise, and make thy 

35 bed. Andstraightway he arose. Andall 
that dwelt at Lydda andin Sharon saw 
him, and they turned to the Lord. 

36 Now there was at Joppa a certain 
disciple named Tabitha, which by in-

woman was full of good works and 
37 almsdeeds which she did. And it 
came to pass in those days, that she 
fell sick, and died: and when they 
had washed her, they laid her in an 
38 upper chamber. And as Lydda was 
nigh unto Joppa, the disciples, hearing 
that Peter was there, sent two men 
unto him, intreating him, Delay not to 
39come on unto us. And Peter arose 
and went with them. And when he 
was come, they brought him into the 
upper chamber: and all the widows 
stood by him weeping, and shewing 
the coats and garments which 
Doreas made, while she was with 
40them. But Peter put them all forth, 
and kneeled down, and prayed; and 
turning to the body, he siid, Tabitha, 
arise. And she opened her eyes; 
and when she saw Peter, she sat up. 
41 And he gave her his hand, and raised 
her up; and calling the saints and 
widows, he presented her alive. 
42 And it became known throughout all 
Joppa: and many believed on the Lord. 
43 Andit came to pass, that he abodemany 
days in Joppa with one Simon atanner. 
10 Now there was a certain man in 
Cxesarea, Cornelius by name, a centu- 
rion of the band called the Italian 
26band, a devout man, and one that fear- 
ed God with all his house, who gave 
much alms to the people, and prayed to 
3 Godalway. He saw in a vision openly,as 
it were about the ninth hour of the day, 
au angel of God coming in unto him, 
4and saying tohim, Cornelius. And he, 
fastening his eyes upon him, and be- 
ing affrighted, said, What is it, Lord? 
And he said unto him, Thy prayers 
and thine alms are gore up for a 
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28 and findeth many eome together: and should not be baptized, whieh have | |

Simon a tanner, whose house is by the 

7 seaside. And when the angelthat spake 
unto him was departed, he ealled two 
of his household-servants,and a devout 
soldier of then that waited on him con- 

8tinually; and having relearsed all 
thmgs unto them, he sent them to 
Joppa. 

9 Now on the morrow, as they were on 
their journey, and drew nigh unto the 
eity, Peter went up upon the housetop 

10 to pray, abent the sixth hour: and he 
became hungry, and desired to eat: bnt 
while they made ready, he fell into a 

1ltranee; and he beholdeth the heaven 
opened, and aeertain vessel descending, 
as it were a great sheet, let down by four 

12 eorners upon the earth: wherein were 
all manner of fourfooted beasts and 
creeping thingsof the earthand fowls of 

13 the heaven. And there came a voice to 

14him, Rise, Peter; killandeat. But Peter 
sail, Not so, Lord; for I have never 
eaten any thing that is common and un- 

15 clean. And a voice came unto him again 
the second time, What God hath cleans- 

16 ed, make not thon common. And this 
was done thrice: and straightway the 
vessel was received up into heaven. 

17 Now while Peter was much perplexed 
in himself what the vision whieh he had 
seen might mean, behold, the men that 
were sent by Cornelius, having made 
inquiry for Simon’s house, stood before 

18 the gate, and called and asked whether 
Simon, which was surnamed Peter, 

19 were lodging there. And while Peter 
thought on the vision, the Spirit said 
nnto him, Behoid, three men seek thee. 

20 But arise, and get thee down, and go 
with them, nothing doubting: for I 

2lhave sent them. And Peter went 
down to the men, and said, Behold, I 
am he whom ye seek: what is the eause 

22 wherefore ye are come? And they said, 
Cornelius a centurion, a righteous man 
and one that feareth God, and well re- 
ported of by all the nation of the Jews, 
was warned of God by a holy angel to 
send for thee into his honse, and to hear 

23 words from thee. So he called them 
in and lodged them. 

And on the morrow he arose and went 
forth with them, and eertain of the bre- 
thren from Joppa accompanied him. 

24 And on the morrow ! they entered into 
Czesarea, And Cornelius was waiting 
for them, having ealled together his 

25kinsmen and his near friends. And 
when it came to pass that Peter enter- 
ed, Cornelins met him, and fell down 
at lis feet, and worshipped him. 

26 But Peter raised him up, saying, 
Stand up; I myself also am a man. 

27 And as he talked with him, he went in, 
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he said unto them, Ye yourselves 
know 2how that it is an unlawful 
thing for a man that is a Jew to join 
himself or come unto one of another 
nation ; and yet unto me hath Ged shew- 
ed that I should not eall auy man com- 
29 mon or unclean: wherefore also J eame 
without gainsaying, when I was sent 
for. Task therefore with what intent 
00 ye sent for me. And Cornelius said, Four 
days ago, until this hour, I was keeping 
the ninth hour of prayer in my house ; 
and behold, aman stood before me in 
31 bright apparel, and saith, Cornelius,thy 
prayer is heard, and thine alms are had 
in remembrance in the sight of God. 
32 Send therefore to Joppa, and eali unto 
thee Simon, who is surnamed Peter; he 
lodgeth in the house of Simona tanner, 
33 by the sea side. Forthwith therefore 
Isent tothee; and thou hast well done 
that thou art come. Now therefore we 
are all here present in the sight of God, 
to hear all things that have been com- 
34manded thee of the Lord. And Peter 
opened his mouth, and said, 
Of a trnth I perceive that God is no 
35 respecter of persons: but in every na- 
tion he that feareth him, and worketh 
righteousness, is acceptable to him. 
363'The word which he sent unto the 
children of Israel, preaching 4*g00d 
tidings of peaee by Jesus Christ (he is 
37 Lord of all)—that saying ye yourselves 
know, which was published throughout 
all Judea, beginuing from Galilee, after 
the baptism which John preaehed ; even 
38 Jesus of Nazareth, how that God 
anointed him with the Holy Ghost and 
with power: who went about doing 
good, and healing all that were oppress- 
ed of the devil; for God was with hin. 
39 And we are witnesses of all things which 
he did both in the eountry of the Jews, 
and in Jerusalem; whomalso they slew, 
40 hanging him ona tree. Him God raised 
up the third day, and gave him to be 
41 made manifest, not to all the people, 
but unto witnesses that were chosen 
before of God, even to us, who did eat 
and drink with him after he rese from 
42 the dead. And he eharged us to preach 
uuto the people, and to testify that this 
is he which is ordained of God to be the | 
43 Judge of quick and dead. To him bear 
all the prophets witness, that through 
his name every one that believeth ou 
him shall reeeive remission of sins. 
44 While Peter yet spake these words, 
the Holy Ghost fell on all them which 
45 heard the word. And they of the cireum- 
eision whieh believed were amazed, as 
many as came with Peter, because that 
on the Gentiles also was poured ont 
46 the gift of the Holy Ghost. For they 
heard them speak with tengues, and 
47 magnifyGod. Then answeredPeter,Can 
any man forbid the water, that these 
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| received the Holy Ghost as well as 
48 we? And he commanded them to be 
baptized in the name of Jesus Christ. 
Then prayed they him to tarry certain 
days. 
/ 11 Now the apostles and the brethren 
| that were in Judea heard that the 
| Gentiles also had received the word of 
| 2God. And when Peter was come up to 
| Jerusalem, they that were of the cir- 
3ecumeision contended with him, saying, 
| Thou wentest in to men uncircumcised, 
4and didst eat with them. But Peter 
| 





began, and expounded the matter unto 
5them in order, saying, I was in the 
city of Joppa praying: and in a trance 
I saw a vision, acertain vessel descend- 
ing, as it were a great sheet let down 
from heaven by four corners; and it came 
6 even unto me: upon the which when I 
had fastened mine eyes, I considered, 
and saw the fourfooted beasts of the 
earth and wild beasts and creeping 
7 things and fowls of the heaven. And 
I heard also a voice saying unto me, 
8 Rise, Peter; killand eat. But I said, 
Not so, Lord: for nothing common or 
unclean hath ever entered into my 
9mouth. But a voice answered the 
| second time out of heaven, What God 





hath cleansed, make not thou common. 

10 And this was done thrice: and all were 
11 drawn up again into heaven. And be- 

| hold, forthwith three men stood before 
| the house in which we were, having 
12 been sent from Czesarea unto me. And 
the Spirit bade me go with them, mak- 
ing no distinction. And these six bre- 
thren also accompanied me; and we 
13 entered into the man’s house: and he 
told us how he had seen the angel stand- 
ing in his house, and saying, Send to 
Joppa, and fetch Simon, whose sur- 
'i4name is Peter; who shall speak unto 
thee words, whereby thou shalt be 
15 saved, thou and all thy house. And as 
| I began to speak, the Holy Ghost fell 





on them, evenason us at the beginning. 

16 And remembered the word of the Lord, 
how that he said, John indeed baptized 
with water; but ye shall be baptized 

17} with the Holy Ghost. If then God 
gave unto them the like gift as he did 
also unto us, when we believed on the 
Lord Jesus Christ, who was 1, that I 

18 could withstand God? And when they 
heard these things, they held their 
peace, and glorified God, saying, Then 
to the Gentiles also hath God granted 
repentance unto life. 

19 They therefore that were scattered 
abroad upon the tribulation that arose 
about Stephen travelled as far as Phe- 
nicia, and Cyprus, and Antioch, speak- 
ing the word to none save only to Jews. 

20 But there were some of them, men of 
Cyprus and Cyrene, who, when they 
were come to Antioch, spake unto the 
2Greeksalso, preaching the Lord Jesus. 


10. 47. 


21 And the hand of the Lord was with 


them: and a great number that beliey- 
22ed turned unto the Lord. And the re- 
port concerning them came to the ears 
of the church which was in Jerusalem: 
and they sent forth Barnabas as far as 
23 Antioch: who, when he was come, and 
had seen the grace of God, was glad; 
and he exhorted them all, ?that with 
purpose of heart they would cleave un- 
24 to the Lord: for he was a good man, 
and full of the Holy Ghost and of faith: 
and much people was added unto the 
25 Lord. And he went forth to Tarsus to 
26 seek for Saul: and when he had found 
him, he brought him unto Antioch. And 
it came to pass, that even for a whole 
year they were gathered together 4 with 
the church, and tanght much people; 
and that the disciples were called Chris- 
tians first in Antioch. 
27 Now in these days there came down 
prophets from Jerusalem unto Antioch. 
28 And there stood up one of them named 
Agabus, and signified by the Spirit that 
there should be a great famine over all 
5the world: which canie to pass in the 
29 days of Claudius. And the disciples, 
every man according to his ability, de- 
termined to send 6relief unto the bre- 
30 thren that dwelt in Judea: which also 
they did, sending it to the elders by the 
hand of Barnabas and Saul. 
12, Now abont that time Herod the king 
put forth his hands to afflict certain of 
2 thechureh. And he killed James the bro- 
3 ther of John with the sword. And when 
he saw that it pleased the Jews, he pro- 
ceeded to seize Peter also. And those 
4 were the days of unleavened bread. And 
when he had taken him, he put him in 
prison, and delivered him to four qua- 
ternions of soldiers to guard him; in- 
tending after the Passover to bring him 
5 forth to the people. Peter therefore was 
keptin the prison: but prayer was made 
earnestly of the church unto God for 
Chim. And when Herod was about to 
bring him forth, the same night Peter 
was sleeping between two soldiers, 
bound with two chains: and guards be- 


. 7 fore the door kept the prison. And be- 


hold, an angel of the Lord stood by him, 
and a light shined in the cell: and he 
smote Peter on the side, and awoke hin, 
saying, Rise up quickly. And hischains 
8 fell off from his hands. And the angel 
si1id unto him, Gird thyself, and bind on 
thy sandals. And he did so. And he 
saith unto him, Cast thy garment about 
9 thee, and follow me. And he went out, 
and followed; and he wist not that it 
was true which was done ‘by the 
angel, but thought he saw a vision. 
10 And when they were past the first 
and the second ward, they came unto 
the iron gate that leadeth imto the 
city; which opened to them of its 
own accord: and they went out, 
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and passed on through one street; and 
straightway the angel departed from 
llhim. And when Peter was come to 
himself, he said, Now I know of a truth, 
that the Lord hath sent forth his angel 
and delivered ine ont of the hand of 
Herod, and froin all the expeetation of 

12 the people of the Jews. And when he 
had considered the thing, he came to 
the house of Mary the mother of John 
whose surname was Mark ; where many 
were gathered together and were pray- 

13ing. And when he knoeked at the door 
of the gate, a maid came to answer, 

14named Rhoda. And when she knew 
Peter’s voice, she opened not the gate 
for joy, but ran in, and told that Peter 

15 stood before the gate. And they said 
unto her, Thou art mad. But she con- 
fidently affirmed that it was even so. 

16 And they said, It is his angel. But Peter 
eontinued knoeking: and when they 
had opened, they saw him, and were 

17amazed. But he, beckoning unto them 
with the hand to hold their peaee, de- 
clared unto them how the Lord had 
brought him forth out of the prison. 
And he said, Tell these things unto 
Jaines, and to the brethren. And he de- 

18 parted, and went to another place. Now 
as soon as it was day, there was no 
small stir among the soldiers, what was 

19 become of Peter. And when Herod 
had sought for him, and found him not, 
he examined the guards, and command- 
ed that they should be ! put to death. 
And he went down from Juda to Cx- 
sarea, and tarried there. 

20 Now he was highly displeased with 
them of Tyre and Sidon: and they came 
with one accord to him, and, having 
made Blastus the king’s ehamberlam 
their friend, they asked for peaee, be- 
eause their country was fed from the 

21king’s country. And upon a set day 
Herod arrayed himself in royal apparel, 
and sat on the 2throne, and made an 

22 oration unto them. And the people 
shouted, saying, The voiee of a god, and 

23not of a man. And immediately an 
angel of the Lord smote him, because 
he gave not God the glory: and he was 
eaten of worms, and gave up the ghost. 

24 But the word of God grew and multi- 
plied. 

25 And Barnabas and Saul returned 
3 from Jerusalem, when they had fulfil- 
led their ministration, taking with them 
John whose surname was Mark. 

13 Now there were at Antioch, in the 
chureh that was there, prophets and 
teachers, Barnabas, and Symeon that 
was called Niger, and Lucius of Cyrene, 
and Manaen the foster-brother of Herod 

2the tetrarch, and Saul. And as they 
ministered to the Lord, and fasted, the 
Holy Ghost said, Separate me Barna- 
bas and Saul for the work whereunto 
3I have called them. Then, when they 
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had fasted and prayed and laid their 
hands on them, they sent thein away. 
4 Sothey, being sent forth by the Holy 
Ghost, went down to Seleucia; and 
from thenee they sailed to Cyprus. 
5 Aud when they were at Salamis, they 
proclaimed the word of God in the 
synagogues of the Jews: and they had 
Galso John as their attendant. And 
when they had gone through the whole 
island unto Paphos, they found a eer- 
tam ‘4soreerer, a false prophet, a Jew, 
7 whose name was Bar-Jesus; which was 
with the proconsul, Sergius Paulus, a 
man of understanding. The same call- 
ed unto him Barnabas and Saul, and 
8 sought to hear the word of God. But 
Elyimas the ‘sorcerer (for so is his 
name by interpretation) withstood 
them, seeking to turn aside the pro- 
9 consul from the faith. But Saul, who 
is also called Paul, filled with the Holy 

10 Ghost, fastened his eyes on him, and 
said, O full of all guile and all villany, 
thou son of the devil, thou enemy of all 
righteousness, wilt thou not cease to 
pervert the right ways of the Lord? 

11 And now, behold, the hand of the Lord 
is upon thee, and thou shalt be blind, 
not seeing the sun for a season. And 
immediately there fell on hin a mist 
and a darkness; and he went about 
seeking some to lead him by the hand. 

12 Then the proconsul, when he saw what 
was done, believed, being astonished at 
the teaching of the Lord. 

13 Now Paul and his company set sail 
from Paphos, and came to Perga in 
Pamphylia: and John departed from 

14 them and returned to Jerusalem. But 
they, passing through from Perga, 
eame to Antioch of Pisidia; and they 
went into the synagogue on the sab- 

15 bath day, and sat down. And after the 
reading of the law and the prophets 
the rulers of the synagogue sent unto 
them, saying, Brethren, if ye have any 
word of exhortation for the people, say 

160n. And Paul stood up, and beckoning 
with the hand said, 

Men of Israel, and ye that fear God, 

17 hearken. The God of this people Israel 
chose our fathers, and exalted the peo- 
ple when they sojourned in the land of 
Egypt, and with a high arm led he 

18 them forth out of it. And for about 
the time of forty years ®suffered he 

19 their manners in the wilderness. And 
when he had destroyed seven nations 
in the land of Canaan, he gave them 
their land for an inheritance, for 
about four hundred and fifty years: 

20 and after these things he gave them 
judges until Samuel the prophet. 

21And afterward they asked for a 
king: and God gave unto them Saul 
the son of Kish, a man of the 
tribe of Benjamin, for the space of 

22forty years. And when he had re- 
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moved him, he raised up David to be 
their king; to whom also he bare wit- 
ness, and said, Ihave found David the 
son of Jesse, aman after my heart, who 


ave 23 shall do all my will. Of this man’s 
a seed hath God according to promise 
brought unto Israel a Saviour, Jesus; 

2 Gr. 24 when John had first preached 2 before 
pee his eoming the baptism of repentanee 
res, 25 to all the people of Israel. And as John 


was fulfilling his course, he said, What 
suppose ye that I am? I am not he. 
But behold, there cometh one after me, 
the shoes of whose feet Iam not worthy 
26 to unloose. Brethren, children of the 
stock of Abraham, and those among yon 
that fear God, to usis the word of this 
27 salvation sent forth. For they that 
dwell in Jerusalem, and their rulers, 
because they knew him not, nor the 
voices of the prophets which are read 
every sabbath, fulfilled them by con- 
28 demning him. And though they found 
no eanse of death in him, yet asked 
they of Pilate that he should be slain. 
29 And when they had fulfilled all things 
that were written of him, they took him 
down from the tree, and laid him in a 
80tomb. But God raised him from the 
31 dead: and he was seen for many days 
of them that came up with him from 
Galilee to Jerusalem, who are now his 
32 witnesses unto the people. And we 
bring you good tidings of the promise 
33 made unto the fathers, how that God 
hath fulfilled the same unto onr chil- 
dren, in that he raised up Jesus; as also 
it is written in the seeond psalm, Thou 
art my Son, this day have I begotten 
34 thee. And as coneerning that he raised 
hin up from the dead, now no more to 
return to eorruption, he hath spoken on 
this wise, I will give you the holy and 
35 sure blessings of David. Beeause he 
saith also in another psalm, Thou wilt 
not give thy Holy One to seecorruption. 
86 For David, after he had ?in his own 
generation served the eounsel of God, 
fell on sleep, and was laid unto his 
37 fathers, and saw corruption: but he 
whom God raised up saw no eorruption. 
38 Be it known unto you therefore, bre- 
thren, that through this man is pro- 
claimed unto you remission of sins: 
39 and by hin every one that believeth is 
justified from all things, fron which ye 
could not be justified by the law of 
40 Moses. Beware therefore, lest that 
eome npon you, Which is spoken in 
the prophets ; 
41 Behold, ye despisers, and wonder, 
and 4 perish ; 
For I work a work in your days, 
A work which ye shall in no wise 
believe, if one deelare it unto you. 
42 Andas they went out, they besought 
that these words might be spoken to 
43them the next sabbath. Now when 
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the synagogue broke up, many of the 













Jews and of the devout proselytes fol- 
lowed Panland Barnabas: who, speak- 
ing to them, urged them to continue in 
the grace of God. 

44 Andthe next sabbath almost the whole 

city was gathered together to hear the 


45 word of God. But when the Jewssaw | > Many 
the multitudes, they were filled with authori- 
1eS reat 


jealousy, and contradicted the things 
which were spoken by Paul, and 6 blas- 
46 phemed. And Paul and Barnabas spake 
out boldly, and said, It was necessary 
that the word of God should first be 
spoken to you. Seeing ye thrust it from 
you, and judge yourselves unworthy of 
eternal life, lo, we turn to the Gentiles. 
47 For so hath the Lord eommanded us, 
saying, 
I have set thee for a light of the 
Gentiles, 
That thou shouldest be for salvation 
unto the nttermost part of the 


the Lord. 
6 Or, 
railed 


earth. 

48 And as the Gentiles heard this, they 
were glad, and glorified the word of 
5God: and as many as were ordained to 

49 eternal life believed. And the word of 
the Lord was spread abroad throughont 

50 allthe region. But the Jews urged on 
the devout women of honourable estate, 
andthe ehief men of theeity, and stirred 
up a persecution against Paul and Bar- 
nabas, and cast them ont of their bor- 

5lders. But they shook off the dust of 
their feet against them, and came unto | 

52Teonium. And the disciples were filled 
with joy and with the Holy Ghost. 

14 And it eame to pass in Iconium, that 
they entered together into the syna- 
gogue of the Jews, and so spake, that 
a great multitude both of Jews and of 

2Greeks believed. But the Jews that 
were disobedient stirred up the souls of 
the Gentiles, and made them evil affect- 

3ed against the brethren. Jong time 
therefore they tarried there speaking 
boldly in the Lord, which bare witness 
unto the word of his grace, granting 
signs and wonders to be done by their 

4hands. But the multitude of the city 
was divided; and part held with the 

5 Jews, and part with the apostles. And 
when there was made an onset both of 
the Gentiles and of the Jews with their 
rulers, to entreat them shamefully, 

6 and to stone them, they became aware 
of it, and fled unto the cities of Ly- 
caonia, Lystra and Derbe, and the 

7region round abont: and there they 
preached the gospel. 

8 And at Lystra theresat a certain man, 
impotent in his feet, a cripple from his 
mother’s womb, who never had walked. 

9 The same heard Paul speaking: who, 
fastening his eyes upon him, and seeing 
that he had faith to be 7made whole, 

10 said with a loud voice, Stand upright on 
thy feet. And he leaped up and walked. 

11 And when the multitudes saw what 
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voice, saying in the speech of Lycaonia, 
The gods are eome down to us in the 
12hkeness of men. And they called Bar- 
nabas, ! Jupiter; aud Paul, 2? Mereury, 
because he was the chief speaker. 
13And the priest of !Jupiter whose 
temple was before the eity, brought 
oxen and garlands unto the gates, and 
wonld have done svierifice with the 

14 multitudes. But when the apostles, 
Barnabas and Paul, heard of it, they 
rent their garments, and sprang forth 

15among the multitude, erying out and 
saying, Sirs, why do ye these things ? 
We also are men of like 3 passions with 
you, and bring you good tidings, that 
ye should turn from these vain things 
unto the living God, who made the 
heaven and the earth and the sea, and 

16 all that in them is: who in the genera- 
tions gone by suffered all the nations 

17 to walk in their own ways. And yet he 
left not himself without witness, in 
that he did good, and gave you from 
heaven rains and fruitful seasons, 
filling your hearts with food and glad- 

18ness. And with these sayings scarce 
restrained they the multitudes from 
doing sacrifice unto them. 

19 But there came Jews thither from 
Antioch and Iconium: and having per- 
suaded the multitudes, they stoned 
Paul, and dragged him out of the city, 

20 supposing that he was dead. Butas the 
disciples stood round about him, he rose 
np, and entered into the city: and on 
the morrow he went forth with Bar- 

2lnabas to Derbe. And when they had 
preached the gospel to that city, and 
had made many diseiples, they returned 
to Lystra, and to Iconium, and to 

22 Antioch, confirming the souls of the 
disciples, exhorting them to continue 
in the faith, and that through many 
tribulations we must enter into the 

23 kingdom of God. And when they had 
appointed for them elders in every 
chureh, and had prayed with fasting, 
they commended them to the Lord, 

240n whom they had believed. And 
they passed through Pisidia, and eame 

25to Pamphyha. And when they had 
spoken the word in Perga, they weut 
26down to Attalia; and thence they 
sailed to Antioch, from whence they 
had been committed to the grace of 
God for the work which they had 

27 fulfilled. And when they were come, 
and had gathered the chureh together, 
they rehearsed all things that God 
had done with them, and how that he 
had opened a door of faith unto the 

28 Gentiles. And they tarried no little 
time with the diseiples. 

15 And certain men came down from 

Judea and taught the brethren, saying, 

Except ye be circumcised after the 

eustom of Moses, ye cannot be saved. 





THE ACTS. 
Paul had done, they lifted up their 


2 And when Paul and Barnabas had no 
small dissension and questioning with 
them, the brethren appointed that Paul 
and Barnabas, and certain other of 
them, should go up to Jerusalem unto 
the apostles and elders about this ques- 

3tion. They therefore, being brought 
on their way by the church, passed 
through both Phoenicia and Samaria, 
declaring the conversion of the Gen- 
tiles: and they caused great joy unto 
4all the brethren. And when they were 

eome to Jerusalem, they were received 
of the chureh and the apostles and the 
elders, and they rehearsed all things 
5 that God had done with them. But 
there rose up certain of the sect of tle 
Pharisees who believed, saying, It is 
needful to circumcise them, and to 
charge them to keep the law of Moses. 
6 And the apostles and the elders were 
gathered together to consider of this 
7matter. And when there had been 
mueh questioning, Peter rose up, and 
said unto them, 

Brethren, ye know how that 4a good 
while ago God made choice among you, 
that by my mouth the Gentiles shonld 
hear the word of the gospel, and be- 

Slieve. And God, which knoweth the 
heart, bare them witness, giving them 
the Holy Ghost, even as he did unto 

9us; and he made no distinetion between 
ns aud them, cleansing their hearts by 
10faith. Now therefore why tempt ye 

God, that ye should put a yoke upon 

the neck of the disciples, which neither 

our fathers nor we were able to bear? 

11 But we believe that we shall be saved 
through the grace of the Lord Jesus, 
in hke manner as they. 

12 And all the multitude kept silence; 
and they hearkened unto Barnabas and 
Paul rehearsingwhat signs and wonders 
God had wrought among the Gentiles 

13by them. And after they had held 
their peace, James answered, saying, 

14 Brethren, hearken unto me: Symeon 
hath rehearsed how first God did visit 
the Gentiles, to take out of them a 

15 people for his name. And to this agree 

the words of the prophets; as it is 

written, 

After these things I will return, 

And I will build again the tabernaele 
of David, which is fallen; 

And I will build again the ruins 
thereof, 

And I will set it up: 

That the residue of men may seek 
after the Lord, 

And all the Gentiles, upon whom my 
name is called, 

Saith the Lord, 5who maketh these 
things known from the beginning 
of the world. 

19 Wherefore my judgement is, that 
we trouble not them which from 

among the Gentiles turn to God;

20 but that we ! write unto them, that 
they abstain from the pollutions of 
idols, and from fornication, and from 

21 what is strangled, and from blood. For 
Moses from generations of old hath in 
every city them that preach him, being 
read in the synagogues every sabbath. 

22 Then it seemed good to the apostles 
and the elders, with the whole church, 
to choose men out of their company, 
and send them to Antioch with Paul 
and Barnabas; namely, Judas called 
Barsabbas, and Silas, chief men among 

23 the brethren: and they wrote thus by 
them, The apostles and the elder bre- 
thren unto the brethren which are of 
the Gentiles in Antioch and Syria and 

24 Cilicia, greeting: Forasmuch as we 
have heard that certain 2which went 
out from us have troubled you with 
words, subverting your souls; to whom 

25 we gave no commandment; it seemed 
good unto us, having come to one 
accord, to choose out men and send 
them unto you with our beloved Barna- 

26 bas and Paul, men that have hazarded 
their lives for the name of our Lord 

27 Jesus Christ. We have sent therefore 
Judas and Silas, who themselves also 
shall tell you the same things by word 

28 of mouth. For it seemed good to the 
Holy Ghost, and to us, to lay upon you 
no greater burden than these necessary 

29 things; that ye abstain from things 
sacrificed to idols, and from blood, and 
from things strangled, and from forni- 
cation; from which if ye keep your- 
selves, it shall be well with you. Fare 
ye well. 

30 So they, when they were dismissed, 
came down to Antioch; and having 
gathered the multitude together, they 

31 delivered the epistle. And when they 
had read it, they rejoiced for the 3con- 

32 solation. And Judas and Silas, being 
themselves also prophets, 4exhorted 
the brethren with many words, and 

33 confirmed them. And after they had 
spent some time there, they were dis- 
missed in peace from the brethren unto 

35 those that had sent them forth. But 
Paul and Barnabas tarried in Antioch, 
teaching and preaching the word of 
the Lord, with many others also. 

36 And after some days Paul said unto 
Barnabas, Let us return now and visit 
the brethren in every city wherein 
we proclaimed the word of the Lord, 

37 and see how they fare. And Barnabas 
was minded to take with them John 

38 also, who was called Mark. But Paul 
thought not good to take with them 
him who withdrew from them from 
Pamphylia, and went not with them 

39 to the work. And there arose a sharp 
contention, so that they parted asunder 
one from the other, and Barnabas 
took Mark with him, and sailed away 

40unto Cyprus; but Paul chose Silas, 





and went forth, being commended by 
the brethren to the grace of the Lord. 

41 And he went through Syria and Cilicia, 
confirming the churches. 

16 And he came also to Derbe and to 
Lystra: and behold, a certain disciple 
was there, named Timothy, the son 
of a Jewess which believed; but his 

2father was a Greek. The same was 
well reported of by the brethren that 
3were at Lystra and Iconium. Him 
would Paul have to go forth with him; 
and he took and cireumcised him be- 
cause of the Jews that were in those 
parts: for they all knew that his father 
4was a Greek. And as they went on 
their way through the cities, they 
delivered them the decrees for to keep, 
which had been ordained of the apostles 
5 and elders that were at Jerusalem. So 
the churches were strengthened in the 
faith, and increased in number daily. 
6 And they went through the region 
of Phrygia and Galatia, having been 
forbidden of the Holy Ghost to speak 
7 the word in Asia; and when they were 
come over against Mysia, they assayed 
to go into Bithynia; and the Spirit of 
8 Jesus suffered them not; and passing 
by Mysia, they came down to Troas. 
9 And a vision appeared to Paul in the 
night; There was a man of Macedonia 
standing, beseeching him, and saying, 
Come over into Macedonia, and help us. 
10And when he had seen the vision, 
straightway we sought to go forth into 
Macedonia, concluding that God had 
called us for to preach the gospel unto 
them. 

11 Setting sail therefore from Troas, we 
made a straight course to Samothrace, 

12 and the day following to Neapolis; anit 
from thence to Philippi, which is a city 
of Macedonia, the first of the district, 
a Roman colony: and we were in this 

13 city tarrying certain days. Andon the 
sabbath day we went forth without the 
gate by a river side, where we supposed 
there was a place of prayer; and we 
sat down, and spake unto the women 

14which were come together. And a 
certain woman named Lydia, a seller 
of purple, of the city of Thyatira, one 
that worshipped God, heard us: whose 
heart the Lord opened, to give heed 
unto the things which were spoken by 

15 Paul. And when she was baptized, and 
her household, she besought us, saying, 
If ye have judged me to be faithful to 
the Lord, come into my house, and 
abide there. And she constrained us. 

16 And it came to pass, as we were 
going to the place of prayer, that a 
certain maid having 6a spirit of 
divination met us, which brought 
her masters much gain by sooth- 

17saying. The same following after 

Paul and us cried out, saying, These 

men are ‘servants of the Most High 
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God, which proclaim unto you !the 

18 way of salvation. And this she did 
for many days. But Paul, being sore 
troubled, turned and said to the spirit, 
I charge thee in the name of Jesus 
Christ to come out of her. And it 
came out that very hour. 

19 But when her masters saw that the 
hope of their gain was 2gone, they 
laid hold on Paul and Silas, and dragged 
them into the marketplace before the 

20 rulers, and when they had brought them 
unto the magistrates, they said, These 
men, being Jews, do exceedingly trouble 

21 our city, and set forth customs which 
it is not lawful for us to receive, or 

22 to observe, being Romans. And the 
multitude rose up together against 
them: and the magistrates rent their 
garments off them, and commanded to 

23 beat them with rods. And when they 
had laid many stripes upon them, they 
east them into prison, charging the 

24 jailor to keep them safely : who, having 
received such a charge, cast them into 
the inner prison, and made their feet 

25 fastin the stocks. But about midnight 
Paul and Silas were praying and singing 
hymns unto God, and the prisoners 

26 were listening to them; and suddenly 
there was a great earthquake, so that 
the foundations of the prison-house 
were shaken: and immediately all the 
doors were opened; and every one’s 

27 bands were loosed. And the jailor 
being roused out of sleep, and seeing 
the prison doors open, drew his sword, 
and was about to kill himself, supposing 

28 that the prisoners had escaped. But 
Paul cried with aloud voice, saying, Do 
thyself no harm: for we are all here. 

29 And he ealled for lights, and sprang 
in, and, trembling for fear, fell down 

30 before Paul and Silas, and brought 
then: out, and said, Sirs, what must 

31I do to be saved? And they said, 
Believe on the Lord Jesus, and thou 
shalt be saved, thou and thy house. 

32 And they spake the word of 4the Lord 
unto him, with all that were in his 

33house. And he took them the same 
hour of the night, and washed their 
stripes; and was baptized, he and all 

34 his, immediately. And he brought them 
up into his house, and set >meat before 
them, and rejoiced greatly, with all 
his house, having believed in God. 

35 But when it was day, the 'magistrates 
sent the 7serjeants, saying, Let those 

36men go. And the jailor reported the 
words to Paul, saying, The ?magis- 
trates have sent to let you go: now 
therefore come forth, and go in peace. 

37 But Paul said unto them, They have 
beaten us publicly, uncondemned, men 
that are Romans, and have cast us 
into prison; and do they now cast 
us out privily? nay verily; but let 


them come themselves and bring us 
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38 out. And the ‘serjeants reported these 
words unto the ’magistrates: and they 
feared, when they heard that they were 

39 Romans; and they came and besought 
them ; and when they had brought them 
out, they asked them to go away from 

40 the city. And they went out of the 
prison, and entered into the house of 
Lydia: and when they had seen the 
brethren, they ®comforted them, and 
departed. 

17 Now when they had passed through 
Amphipolis and Apollonia, they came 
to Thessalonica, where was a syna- 

2gogue of the Jews: and Paul, as his 
custom was, went in unto them, and 
for three 9sabbath days reasoned with 
3 them from the scriptures, opening and 
alleging, that it behoved the Christ to 
suffer, and to rise again from the dead; 
and that this Jesus, whom, said he, I 
4 proclaim unto you, is the Christ. And 
some of them were persuaded, and 
consorted with Paul and Silas; and of 
the devout Greeks a great multitude, 
and of the chief women not a few. 
5 But the Jews, being moved with jea- 
lousy, took unto them certain vile 
fellows of the rabble, and gathering a 
crowd, set the city on an uproar; and 
assaulting the house of Jason, they 
sought to bring them forth to the 
6 people. And when they found them 
not, they dragged Jason and certain 
brethren before the rulers of the city, 
crying, These that have turned the 
world upside down are come hither 
7also; whom Jason hath received: and 
these all act contrary to the decrees of 
Cesar, saying that there is another 
8king, one Jesus. And they troubled 
the multitude and the rulers of the 
city, when they heard these things. 
9 And when they had taken security from 
Jason and the rest, they let them go. 

10 And the brethren immediately sent 
away Paul and Silas by night unto 
Bercea: who when they were come 
thither went into the synagogue of 

lithe Jews. Now these were more noble 
than those in Thessalonica, in that 
they received the word with all readi- 
ness of mind, examining the scriptures 
daily, whether these things were so. 

12Many of them therefore believed; 
also of the Greek women of honour- 
able estate, and of men, not a few. 

13 But when the Jews of Thessalonica 
had knowledge that the word of 
God was proclaimed of Paul at Bercea 
also, they came thither hkewise, 
stirring up and troubling the mul- 

14titudes. And then immediately the 
brethren sent forth Paul to go as 
far as to the sea: and Silas and 

15 Timothy abode there still. But they 
that conducted Paul brought him as 
far as Athens: and receiving a 
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thy that they should come to him with 
all speed, they departed. 

16 Now while Paul waited for them at 
Athens, his spirit was provoked within 
him, as he beheld the city full of idols. 

17 So he reasoned in the synagogue with 
the Jews and the devout persons, and 
in the marketplace every day with 

1Sthem that met with him. And certain 
also of the Epicurean and Stoie philo- 
sophers encountered him. And some 
said, What would this babbler say ? 
other some, He seemeth to be a setter 
forth of str ange 1gods: because he 
preached Jesus and the resurrection. 

19 And they took hold of him, and brought 
him unto ®the Areopagus, saying, 
May we know what this new teaching 

20is, which is spoken by thee? For thou 
bringest certain strange things to our 
ears: we would know therefore what 

21 these things mean. (Now all the Athe- 
nians and the str augers sojourning 
there 4spent their time in nothing else, 
hut either to tell or to hear some new 
22 thing.) And Paul stood in the midst 
of the Areopagus, and said, 

Ye men of Athens, in all things I 
perceive that ye are somewhat ® super- 
3stitious. For as I passed along, and 
observed the objects of your worship, 
I found also an altar with this inserip- 
tion, °To AN UNKNOWN GOD. What 
therefore ye worship in ignorance, this 

24set I forth unto you. The God that 
made the world and all things therein, 
he, being Lord of heaven and earth, 
dwelleth not in 7temples made with 

25 hands; neither is he served by men’s 
hands, as though he needed anything, 
seeing he himself giveth to all life, 

(26and breath, and all things; and he 
made of one every nation “of men for 
to dwell on all the face of the earth, 
having determined their appointed 
seasons, and the bounds of their habi- 

27 tation; that they should seek God, if 
haply they might feel after him, and 
find him, though he is not far from 

28 each one of us: for in him we live, 
and move, and have our being; as 
certain even of your own poets have 
said, For we are also his offspring. 

2A) Being then the offspring of God, we 
ought not to think that 8the Godhead 
is like unto gold, or silver, or stone, 

30 graven by art and device of man. The 
times of i ignorauce therefore God over- 
looked; but now he 9commandeth men 
that they should all everywhere repent : 

3linasmuch as he hath appointed a day, 
in the which he will judge the world 
in righteousness 11 by 2 the man whom 
he hath ordained; whereof he hath 
given assurance unto all men, in that 
he hath raised him from the dead. 

32 Now when they heard of the resur- 
reetion of the dead, some mocked; 
| __|_ but others others said, We will hear thee 


33 concerning this yet again. Thus Paul 
d4went out from among them. But 
certain men clave unto him, and be- 
lieved: among whom also was Diony- 
sius the Areopagite, and a woman 
named Damaris, and others with them. 
18 After these things he departed from 
2Athens, and came to Corinth. And 
he found a certain Jew named Aquila, 
a man of Pontus by race, lately come 
from Italy, with his wife Priscilla, 
because Claudius had commanded all 
the Jews to depart from IRome: and 
B3he came unto them; and because he 
was of the same trade, he abode with 
them, and they wrought; for by their 
4 trade they were tentmakers. And he 
reasoned in the synagogue every sab- 
bath, and 3persuaded Jews and Greeks. 

5 But when Silas and Timothy came 
down from Macedonia, Paul was con- 
strained by the word, testifying to the 
6 Jews that Jesus was the Christ. And 
when they opposed themselves, and 
11 bJasphemed, he shook out his raiment, 
and said unto them, Your blood be 
upon your own heads; I am clean: 
from henceforth I will go unto the 
7 Gentiles. And he departed thence, 
and went into the house of a certain 
man named Titus Justus, one that 
worshipped God, whose house joined 
Shard to the synagogue. And Crispus, 
the ruler of the synagogue, ! believed in 
the Lord with all his house; and many 
of the Corinthians hearing believed, 
9and were baptized. And the Lord said 
unto Paul in the night by a vision, Be 
not afraid, but speak, and hold not thy 

10 peace: for [ am with thee, and no man 
shall set on thee to harm thee: for I 

11 have much people in this city. And 
he dwelt there a year and six months, 
teachmg the word of God among them. 

12 Lut when Gallio was proconsul of 
Achaia, the Jews with one eccord rose 
up against Paul, and brought him be- 

13 fore the judgement-seat, saying, This 
man persuadeth men to worship God 

1fcontrary to the law. But when Paul 
was about to open his mouth, Gallio 
said unto the Jews, If indeed it were a 
initter of wrong or of wicked villany, 
O ye Jews, reason would that I should 

15 bew with you: but if they are questions 
about words and names and your own 
liw, look to it yourselves; I am not 
minded to be a judge of these matters. 

16 And he drave them from the judge- 

17 meut-seat. And they all laid hold on 
Sosthenes, the ruler of the synagogue, 
and beat him before the judgement- 
seat. And Gallio cared for none of 
these things. 

18 And Paul, having tarried after this 
yet many days, took his leave of 
the brethren, and sailed thence 
for Syria, and with him Priscilla 
aud Aquila; 
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19in Cenchrez: for he had a vow. Aud 
they came to Ephesus, and he left them 
there: but he himself entered into the 
synagogue, and reasoned with the Jews. 

20 And when they asked him to abide a 

21ilonger time, he consented not; but 
taking his leave of them, and saying, J 
will return again unto you, if God will, 

22 he set sail from Ephesus. And when 
he had landed at Cvesarea, he went up 
and saluted the chureh, and went down 

23to Antioch. And having spent some 
time there, he departed, and went 
through the region of Galatia and Phry- 
gia in order, stablishing all the dis- 
ciples. 

24 Now a certain Jew named Apollos, an 
Alexandrian by race, !a learned man, 
came to Ephesus; and he was mighty 

25in the scriptures. This man had been 
2instructed in the way of the Lord; and 
being fervent in spirit, he spake and 
taught carefully the things concerning 
Jesus, knowing only the baptism of 

26 John: and he began to speak boldly in 
thesynagogue. But when Priscilla and 
Aquila heard him, they took him unto 
them, and expounded unto him the way 

27 of God more carefully. And when he 
was minded to pass over into Achaia, 
the brethren encouraged him, and wrote 
to the disciples to receive him: and 
when he was come, he %helped them 
much which had believed throngh 

28 grace: for he powerfully confutcd the 
Jews, fand that publicly, shewing by 
the scriptures that Jesus was the 
Christ. 

19 Andit came to pass, that, while Apollos 
was at Corinth, Paul having passed 
through the upper country came to 
Ephesus, and found certain disciples : 

2and he said unto them, Did ye receive 
the Holy Ghost when yebelieved? And 
they said unto him, Nay, we did not so 
much as hear whether >the Holy Ghost 

3was given. And hesaid, Intowhatthen 
were ye baptized? And they said, Into 

4 John’s baptism. And Paul said, John 
baptized with the baptism of repent- 
ance, saying unto the people, that they 
should believe on him which should 

5 come after him, that is, on Jesus. And 
when they heard this, they were bap- 
tized into the name of the Lord Jesus. 

6 And when Paul had laid his hands npon 
them, the Holy Ghost came on them; 
and they spake with tongues, and pro- 

7 phesied. And they were in all about 
twelve men. 

8 And he entered into the synagogue, 
and spake boldly for the space of three 
months, reasoning and persuading as to 
the things concerning the kingdom of 

9God. But when some were hardened 
and disobedient, speaking evil of the 
Way before the multitude, he departed 
from them, and separated the disciples, 
reasoning daily in the school of Tyran- 
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10nus. And this continued for the space 
of two years; so that all they which 
dwelt in Asia heard the word of the 
11 Lord, both Jews and Greeks. And God 
wrought special miracles by the hands 
12o0f Paul: insomuch that uuto the sick 
were carried away frou his body hand- 
kerchiefs or aprons, and the diseases de- 
parted from them, and the evil spirits 
13 wentout. But certain also of the stroll- 
ing Jews, exorcists, took upon them to 
name over them which had the evil 
spirits the name of the Lord Jesus, say- 
ing, I adjure you by Jesus whom Paul 
14preacheth. And there were seven sons 
of one Sceva, a Jew, a chief priest, 
15 which did this. And the evil sprit an- 
swered and said unto them, Jesus I 
Tknow, and Paul I know; but who are 
16 ye? And the manin whom the evil spirit 
was leaped on them, and mastered both 
of them, and prevailed against them, 
so that they fled out of that house naked 
17 and wounded. And this became known 
to all, both Jews and Greeks, that dwelt 
at Ephesus; and fear fellupon them all, 
and the name of the Lord Jesus was 
18 magnified. Many also of them that had 
believed came, confessing, and declar- 
19 ing their deeds. And nota few of them 
that practised 8curious arts brought 
their books together, and burned them 
in the sight of all: and they counted the 
price of them, and found it fifty thon- 
20 sand pieces of silver. So mightily grew 
the word of the Lord and prevailed. 
21 Now after these things were ended, 
Paul purposed in the spirit, when he had 
passed through Macedonia and Achaia, 
to go to Jerusalem, saying, After I have 
22 been there, Imust also see Rome. And 
having sent into Macedonia two of them 
that ministered unto him, Timothy and 
Erastus, he himself stayed in Asia for 
a while. 
23 And about that time there arose no 
24 small stir concerning the Way. Fora 
certain man named Demetrius, a silver- 
smith, which made silver shrines of 9Di- 
ana, brought no little business unto the 
25 craftsmen; whom he gathered together, 
with the workmen of like occupation, 
and said, Sirs, ye know that by this 
26 business we have our wealth. And | 
ye see and hear, that not alone at | 
Ephesus, but almost throughout all 
Asia, this Paul hath persuaded and 
turned away much people, saying that 
they be no gods, which are made with 
27 hands: and not only is there danger 
that this our trade come into disrepute ; 
but also that the temple of the great 
goddess 9Diana be made of no ac- 
count, and that she should even be 
deposed from her magnificence, whom 
all Asia and J0the world worship- 
28 peth. And when they heard this, 
they were filled with wrath, and cried 
out, saying, Great 7s 9 Diana of the 
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29 Ephesians. And the city was filled 
with the confusion: and they rushed 
with one accord into the theatre, hav- 
ing seized Gaius and Aristarchus, men 
of Macedonia, Paul’s companions in 

30 travel. And when Paul was minded to 
enter in unto the people, the disciples 

31 suffered him not. And certain also of 
the 1chief officers of Asia, being his 
friends, sent unto him, and besought 

. him not to adventure himself into the 

S2theatre. Some therefore cried one 
thing, and some another: for the as- 
seinbly was in confusion; aud the more 
part knew not wherefore they were 

33come together. ?And they brouglit 
Alexander out of the multitude, the 
Jews putting him forward. And Alex- 
ander beckoned with the hand, and 
would have made a defence unto the 

34 people. But when they perceived that 
he was a Jew, all with one voice about 
the space of two hours cried out, Great 

30 7s 8 Diana of the Ephesians. And when 
the townclerk had quieted the multi- 
tude, hesaith, Ye men of Ephesus, what 
manis there who knoweth not how that 
the city of the Ephesians is temple- 
keeper of the great ° Diana, and of the 
image Which fell down from 4 Jupiter ? 

36 Seeing then that these things cannot be 
gainsaid, ye ought to be quiet, and to 

37 do nothing rash. For ye have brought 
hither these men, which are neither rob- 
bers of temples nor blasphemers of our 

38 goddess. It therefore Demetrius, and 
the craftsmen that are with him, have 
a matter against any man, °the courts 
are open, and there are proconsuls: let 

39them accuse one another. But if ye 
seek anything about other matters, it 
shall be settled in the regular assembly. 

40 For indeed we are in danger to be ®ac- 
cused concerning this day’s riot, there 
being no cause for zit: and as touching 
it we shall not be able to give account 

41 of this concourse. And when he had 
thus spoken, he dismissed the assembly. 

20 And after the uproar was ceased, 
Paul having sent for the disciples and 
exhorted them, took leave of them, and 

2 departed for to go mto Macedonia. And 
when he had gone through those parts, 
and had given them much exhortation, 

She came into Greece. And when he 
had spent three months there, and a 
plot was laid against him by the Jews, 

’ as he was about to set sail for Syria, he 
determined to return through Mace- 

4donia. And there accompanied him 
7as far as Asia Sopater of Berca, the 
son of Pyrrhus; and of the Thessalo- 
nians, Aristarchus and Secundus; and 
Gaius of Derbe, and Timothy; and of 

5 Asia, Tychicus and Trophimus. But 
these Shad gone before, and were wait- 

GingforusatTroas. Andwesailed away 
from Philippi after the days of un- 
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leavened bread, and came unto them to 








Troas in five days; where we tarried 
seven days. 

7 And upon the first day of the week, 
when we were gathered together to 
break bread, Paul discoursed with them, 
intending to depart on the morrow; and 
prolonged his speech until midnight. 

8 And there were many lights in the 
upper chamber,where we were gathered 

9together. And there satin the wmdow 
a certain young man named Eutychus, 
borne down with deep sleep; and as 
Paul discoursed yet longer, being borne 
down by lis sleep he fell down from the 
third story, and was taken up dead. 

10 And Paul went down, and fell on him, 
and embracing him said, Make ye no 
llado; for his hfeisin him. And when he 
was gone up, and had broken the bread, 
and eaten, and had talked with them a 
long while, even till break of day, so 
12 he departed. And they brought the lad 
ahve, and were not a httle comforted. 
13 But we, going before to the ship, set 
sail for Assos, there intending to take 
in Paul: for so had he appointed, in- 
14tending himself to go *by land. And 
when he met us at Assos, we took him 
li5in, and came to Mitylene. And sailing 
from thence, we came the following day 
over against Chios; and thenext day we 
touched at Samos; and 1°the day after 
16 we came to Miletus, For Paul had de- 
termined to sail past Ephesus, that he 
might not have to spend time in Asia; 
for he was hastening, if it were possible 
for him, to be at Jerusalem the day of 
Pentecost. 
17 And from Miletus he sent to Ephesus, 
and called to him the elders of the 
18chureh. And when they were come to 
him, he said unto them, 
Yeyourselves know, from the first day 
that I set foot in Asia, after what man- 
19ner I was with you all the time, serv- 
ing the Lord with all lowliness of mind, 
and with tears, and with trials which 
20 befell me by the plots of the Jews: how 
that I shrank not from declaring unto 
you anything that was profitable, and 
teaching you publicly, and from house 
21 to house, testifying both to Jews and to 
Greeks repentance toward God, and 
faith toward our Lord Jesus ! Christ. 
22 And now, behold, I go bound in the 
spirit unto Jerusalem, not knowing the 
23 things that shall befall me there: save 
that the Holy Ghost testifieth unto me 
in every city, saying that bonds and 
24 afflictions abideme. But Ihold not my 
life of any account, as dear unto myself, 
13g0 that I may accomphsh my course, 
and the ministry which I received from 
the Lord Jesus, to testify the gospel 
25o0f the grace of God. And now, be- 
hold, I know that ye all, among whom 
I went about preaching the king- 
dom, shall see my face no more. 
26 Wherefore I testify unto you this 
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day, that Iam pure from the blood of 

27allmen. For I shrank not from declar- 
ing unto you the whole counsel of God. 

28 Take heed unto yourselves, and to all the 
flock, in the which the Holy Ghost hath 
made you 1 bishops, to feed the chnreh 
of 2God, which he ° purchased with his 

29own blood. I know that after my de- 
parting grievous wolves shall enter in 

30 among you, not sparing the flock; and 
from among your own sclves shall men 
arise, speaking perverse things, to draw 

dl away the disciples after them. Where- 
fore watch ye, remembering that by the 
space of three years I ceased not to ad- 
monish every one night and day with 

32 tears. Andnow I commend you to/God, 
and to the word of his grace, which is 
able to build you up, and to give you the 
inheritance among all them that are 

Ssanctified. I coveted no man’s silver, 

54 or gold, or apparel. Ye yourselves know 
that these hands ministered unto my 
neeessities, and to them that were with 

55me. In all things I gave you an ex- 
ample, how that so labouring ye ought 
to help the weak, and to remember the 
words of the Lord Jesus, how he him- 
self said, It is more blessed to give than 
to receive. 

36 And when he had thus spoken, he 
kneeled down, and prayed with them all. 

37 And they all wept sore, and fellon Paul’s 

38 neck, and kissed him, sorrowing most of 
all for the word which he had spoken, 
that they should behold his face no 
more. And they brought him on his 
way unto the ship. 

A1 And when it eame to pass that we were 
parted from them, and had set sail, we 
came with a straight eourse unto Cos, 
and the next day unto Rhodes, and from 

2thenee unto Patara: and having found 
a ship crossing over unto Phoenicia, we 

83 went aboard, and set sail. And when 
we had come in sight of Cyprus, leaving 
it on the left hand, we sailed unto Syria, 
and landed at Tyre: for there the ship 

4was tounlade her burden. And having 
found the disciples, we tarried there 
seven days: and these said to Paul 
through the Spirit, that he should not 

5set foot in Jerusalem. And when it 
came to pass that we had accomplished 
the days, we departed and went on our 
journey; and they all, with wives and 
children, brought us on our way, till we 
were out of the eity: and kneeling 

6 down on the beach, we prayed, and bade 
each other farewell; and we went on 
board the ship, but they returned home 
again. 

7 And when we had finished the voyage 
from Tyre, we arrived at Ptolemais; 
and we saluted the brethren, and abode 

8 with them one day. And on the mor- 
row we departed, and came unto Cxsa- 
rea: and entering into the house of 

Philip the evangelist, who was one of 
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9 the seven, we abode with him. Now this 
man had four danghters, virgins, whieh 
10 did prophesy, And as we tarried there 
5many days, there came down from 
Juda a certain prophet, named Aga- 
1lbus. And coming to us, and taking 
Paul's girdle, he bound his own feet and 
hands, and said, Thus saith the Holy 
Ghost, So shall the Jews at Jerusalem 
bind the man that owneth this girdle, 
and shall deliver him into the hands of 
12the Gentiles. And when we heard 
these things, both we and they of that 
place besought him not to go up to 
13 Jerusalem. Then Paulanswered, What 
do ye, weeping and breaking my heart ? 
for I am ready not to be bound only, 
but also to die at Jerusalem for the 
14name of the Lord Jesus. And when he 
would not be persuaded, we ceased, 
saying, The will of the Lord be 

done. 
15 And after these days we ®took up our 
baggage, and went up to Jerusalem. 
16 And there went with us also certain of 
the disciples from Czsarea, bringing 
with them one Mnason of Cyprus, an 
early disciple, with whom we should 

lodge. 
17 And when we were come to Jerusalem, 
1S the brethren received us gladly. And 
the day following Paul went in with 
us unto James; and all the elders were 
19present. And when he had saluted 
them, he rehearsed one by one the 
things whieh God had wrought among 
20the Gentiles by his ministry. And 
they, when they heard it, glorified God; 
and they said unto him, Thou seest, 
brother, how many ‘thousands there 
are among the Jews of them which have 
believed ; and they are all zealous for 
21 the law: and they have been informed 
concerning thee, that thou teachest 
all the Jews which are among the Gen- | 
tiles to forsake Moses, telling them not 
to circumcise their children, neither to 
22 walk after the customs. What is it 
| 
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therefore? they willcertainly hear that 

23 thou art come. Do therefore this that 
we say to thee: We have four men 

24 which have a vow on them; these take, 
and purify thyself with them, and be 
at charges for them, that they may 
shave their heads: and all shall know 
that there is no truth in the things | 
whereof they have been informed eon- 
cerning thee; but that thou thyself 
also walkest orderly, keeping the law. 

25 But as touching the Gentiles which | 
have believed, we § wrote, giving judge- 
ment that they should keep themselves 
from things saerificed to idols, and 
from blood, and from what is strangled, 

26and from fornication. Then Paul 

Stook the men, and the next day 

purifying himself with them went 

into the temple, deelaring the ful- 
filment of the days of purification, 
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until the offering was offered for every 

one of them. 
27 And when the seven days were almost 
completed, the Jews from Asia, when 
they saw him in the temple, stirred up 
alithe multitude, and laid hands on him, 
28 crying out, Men of Israel, help: This is 
the man, that teacheth all men every- 
where against the people, and the law, 
and this place: and moreover he brought 
- Greeks also into the temple, and hath 
29 defiled this holy place. For they had 
before seen with him in the city Tro- 
phimus the Ephesian, whom they sup- 
posed that Paul had brought into the 
30temple. And all the city was moved, 
and the people ran together: and they 
laid hold on Paul, and dragged him out 
of the temple: and straightway the 
31 doors were shut. And as they were 
seeking to kill him, tidings came up to 
the 1chief captain of the ?band, that 
32 all Jerusalem was in confusion. And 
forthwith he took soldiers and cen- 
turions, and ran down upon them: and 
they, when they saw the chief captain 
and the soldiers, left off beating Paul. 
33 Then the chief captain came near, and 
laid hold on him, and commanded him 
to be bound with two chains; and in- 
quired who he was, and what he had 
34done. And some shouted one thing, 
sone another, among the erowd: and 
when he could not know the certainty 
for the uproar, he commanded him to 
35 be brought into the castle. And when 
he came upon the stairs, so it was, that 
he was borne of the soldiers for the 
36 violence of thecrowd; forthe multitude 
of the people followed after, crying out, 

| Away with him. 

37 And as Paul was about to be brought 
| into the castle, he saith nnto the chief 
eaptain, May I say something unto 
thee? And he said, Dost thou know 
38 Greek? Art thou not then the Egyptian, 
which before these days stirred up to 
sedition and led out into the wilderness 
the four thousand men of the Assassins? 
39 But Paul said, Iam a Jew, of Tarsus 
| in Cilicia, a citizen of no mean city: 
/ and I beseech thee, give me leave to 
| 40 speak unto the people. And when he 
had given him leave, Paul, standing 
on the stairs, beckoned with the hand 
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unto the people; and when there 
was made a great silence, he spake 
unto them in the Hebrew language, 


| Saying, 
| 22 Brethren and fathers, hear ye the 
defence which I now make unto you. 
2 And when they heard that he spake 
unto them in the Hebrew language, 
they were the more quiet: and he saith, 
3 Tama Jew, born in Tarsus of Cilicia, 
but brought up in this city, at the 
| feet of Gamalhel, instructed accord- 
| ing to the strict manner of the law of 
| our fathers, being zealous for God, 
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4 even as ye all are this day: and I per- 
secuted this Way unto the death, bind- 
ing and dehvering into prisons both 

5menand women. Asalso the high priest 
doth bear me witness, and all the estate 
of the elders: from whom also I receiv- 
ed letters unto the brethren, and jour- 
neyed to Damascus, to bring them also 
which were there unto Jerusalem in 

Gbonds, for to be punished. And it 
came to pass, that, as I made my jour- 
ney, and drew nigh unto Damascus, 
about noon, suddenly there shone from 
heaven a great light round about me. 

7 And I fell unto the ground, and heard 
a voice saying unto me, Saul, Saul, 

Swhy persecutest thou me? And I 
answered, Who art thou, Lord? And 
he said unto me, [am Jesus of Nazareth, 

9whom thou persecutest. And they 
that were with me beheld indeed the 
hight, but they heard not the voice of 

10him that spake to me. And I said, 
What shall I do, Lord? And the 
Lord said unto me, Arise, and go into 
Damascus; and there it shall be told 
thee of all things which are appointed 

11 for thee to do. And when I could not 
see for the glory of that light, being 
led by the hand of them that were 

12 with me, I came into Dainascus. And 
one Ananias, a devout man according 
to the law, well reported of by all the 

13 Jews that dwelt there, came unto me, 
and standing by me said unto me, 
Brother Saul, receive thy sight. And 
in that very hour I ?looked up on him. 

14 And he said, The God of our fathers 
hath appointed thee to know his will, 
and to see the Righteous One, and to 

15 hear a voice from his mouth. For thou 
shalt be a witness for him unto all 
men of what thou hast seen and heard. 

16 And now why tarriest thou ? arise, and 
be baptized, and wash away thy sins, 

17 calling on his name. And it came to 
pass, that, when I had returned to 
Jerusalem, and while I prayed in the 

18 temple, I fell into a trance, and saw 
him saying unto me, Make haste, and 
get thee quickly out of Jerusalem: be- 
cause they will not receive of thee 

19 testimony concerning me. And I said, 
Lord, they themselves know that I im- 
prisoned and beat in every synagogue 

20 them that beheved on thee: and when 
the blood of Stephen thy witness was 
shed, I also was standing by, and 
consenting, and keeping the garments 

2lof them that slew him. And he said 
unto me, Depart: for I will send 
thee forth far hence unto the Gen- 
tiles. 

22 And they gave him audience unto 
this word; and they lifted up their 
voice, and said, Away with such a 
fellow from the earth: for it is not 

23 fit that he should live. And as they 
cried out, and threw off their gar- 
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24 ments, and cast dust into the air, the 
chief captain commanded him to be 
brought into the castle, bidding that 
he should be examined by scourging, 
that he might know for what cause they 

25so shouted against him. And when 
they had tied him up! with the thongs, 
Paul said unto the centurion that stood 
by, Is it lawful for yon to scourge a 
man that is a Roman, and uncondemn- 

26ed? And when the centurion heard it, 
he went to the chief captain, and told 
him, saymg, What art thou about to 

27do? for this man is a Roman. And 
the chief captain came, and said unto 
hii, ell me, art thou a Roman? And 

28he said, Yea. And the chief captain 
answered, With a great sum obtained I 
this citizenship. And Paul said, But I 

29am a Roman born. They then which 
were about to examine him straight- 
way departed from him: and the chief 
captam also was afraid, when he knew 
that he was a Roman, and because he 
had bound him. 

30 But on the morrow, desiring to know 
the certainty, wherefore he was ac- 
cused of the Jews, he loosed him, and 
commanded the chief priests and all 
the council to come together, and 
brought Paul down, and set him be- 
fore them. 

23 And Paul, looking stedfastly on the 
council, said, Brethren, I have lived be- 
fore God in all good conscience until 

2this day. And the high priest Ananias 
commanded them that stood by him 

3to smite him onthe mouth. Then said 
Paul unto him, God shall smite thee, 
thou whited wall: and sittest thou to 
judge me according to the law, and 
commandest me to be smitten contrary 
tto the law? And they that stood by 
said, Revilest thou God’s high priest ? 
5 And Paul said, I wist not, brethren, 
that he was high priest: for it is writ- 
ten, Thou shalt not speak evil of a ruler 

6 of thy people. But when Paul perceiv- 
ed that the one part were Sadducees, 
and the other Pharisees, he cried out 
in the council, Brethren, I am a Pha- 
risee, 2 son of Pharisees: touching the 
hope and resurrection of the dead Iam 

7 called in question. And when he had 
so said, there arose a dissension be- 
tween the Pharisees and Sadducees: 

Sand the assembly was divided. For 
the Sadducees say that there is no re- 
surrection, neither angel, nor spirit: 

9but the Pharisees confess both. And 
there arose a great clamour: and some 
of the scribes of the Pharisees’ part 


stood up, and strove, saying, We find | 
27 lent governor Felix, greeting. Thisman 


no evil in this man: and what if a 
spirit hath spoken to him, or an angel ? 
10 And when there arose a great dissen- 
sion, the chief captain, fearing lest 
Paul should be torn in pieces by them, 


commanded the soldiers to go down | 


and take him by force from among 
them, and bring him into the castle. 

11 And the night following the Lord 
stood by him, and said, Be of good 
cheer: for as thou hast testified con- 
cerning me at Jerusalem, so niust thou 
bear witness also at ome. 

12. Aud when it was day, the Jews band- 
ed together, and bound themselves un- 
der a curse, saying that they would 
neither eat nor drink till they had kill- 

13ed Paul. And they were more than 

14 forty which made this conspiracy. And 


they came to the chief priests and the | 


elders, and said, We have bound our- 
selves under a great curse, to taste no- 
15 thing until we have killed Paul. Now 
therefore do ye with the council signify 
to the chief captain that he bring him 
down unto you, as though ye would 
judge of his case more exactly: and 
we, or ever he come near, are ready to 
16slay him. But Paul's sister’s son heard 
of their lying in wait, 2and he came 
and entered into the castle, and told 
17 Paul. And Paul called unto him one of 
the ceuturions, and said, Bring this 
young man unto the chief captain: for 
18he hath something to tell him. So he 
took him, and brought him to the chief 
captain, and saith, Paul the prisoner 
called me unto him, and asked me to 
bring this young man unto thee, whe 
19 hath something to say tothee. And the 
chief captain took him by the hand, 
and going aside asked him privately, 
What is that thou hast to tell me? 
20 And he said, The Jews lave agreed to 
ask thee to bring down Paul to-morrow 
unto the council, as though thou 
wouldest mquire somewhat more ex- 
2lactly concerning him. Do not thou 
therefore yield unto them: for there 
lie in wait for him of them more than 
forty men, which have bound them- 
selves under a curse, neither to eat 
nor to drink till they have slain him: 
and now are they ready, looking for the 
22 promise from thee. So the chief cap- 
tain let the young man go, charging 
him, Tell no man that thou hast signi- 
23 fied these things to me. And he called 
unto him two of the centurions, and 
said, Make ready two hundred soldiers 
to go as far as Cresarea, aud horsemen 
threescore and ten, and spearmen two 
hundred, at the third hour of the 
24 night: and he bade them provide beasts, 
that they might set Paul thereon, and 
bring him safe unto Felix the go- 
25vernor. And he wrote a letter after 
this form : 
26 Clandius Lysias unto the most excel- 


was seized by the Jews, and was about to 
be slain of them,whenI came upon them 
with the soldiers, and rescued him, hav- 
ing learned that he was a Roman. 
28 And desiring to know the cause where-

fore they accused him, 1I brought him 

29 down unto their council: whem [I found 
te be accused about questions of their 
law, but to have nothing laid to his 
charge worthy of death er of bonds. 

30 And when it was shewn to me that there 
would be a plot against the man, I sent 
him te thee ferthwith, charging his ac- 
cusers also te speak agamst him before 
thee.? 

51 So the seldiers, as it was commanded 
them, took Paul, and brought him by 

32 night to Antipatris. But on the mer- 
row they left the horsemen to go with 

33 him, and returned to the castle: and 
they, when they came te Czesarea, and 
dehvered the letter to the governer, 

34 presented Paul also before him. And 
when he had read it, he asked ef what 
province he was; and when he under- 

35 steod that he was of Cilicia, I will hear 
thy cause, said he, when thine accusers 
also are come: and he commanded him 
to be kept in Hered’s ? palace. 

24 And after five days the high priest 
Ananias came down with certain el- 
ders, and with an erator, one Tertul- 
lus; and they informed the governor 

2 against Paul. And when he was called, 
Yertullus began te accuse him, saying, 
Seeing that by thee we enjoy much 
peace, and that by thy previdence evils 
3 are corrected for this nation, we accept 
it in all ways and in all places, mest 
excellent Felix, with all thankfulness. 
4 But, that I be not further tedieus unto 
thee, I intreat thee te hear us of thy 
5clemency a few werds. For we have 
found this man a pestilent fellow, and 
a mover of insurrections among all the 
Jews throughout ‘the world, and a ring- 

6 leader of the sect of the Nazarenes: who 
moreover assayed to profane the tem- 

8 ple: on whom alse we laid hold: >from 
whom thou wilt be able, by examin- 
ing him thyself, to take knewledge of 
all these things, whereof we accuse 

9him. And the Jews also joined m the 
charge, affirming that these things 
were so. 

10 And when the governor had beckoned 
unto hna to speak, Paul answered, 

Forasmuch as I know that thou hast 
been of many years a judge unto this 
nation, I de cheerfully make my de- 

lifence: seeing that thou canst take 
knowledge, that it is net mere than 
twelve days since I went up to wership 
12at Jerusalem: and neither m the tem- 
ple did they find me disputing with any 
nan or stirring up a crewd, ner in the 

13 synagogues, ner in the city. Neither 
can they prove to thee the things 

14 whereof they new accuse me. But this 
I confess unto thee, that after the Way 
which they cali 6a sect, so serve I the 
God of our fathers, believing all things 
which are according to the law, and 
which are written in the prophets: 





15 having hope teward Ged, which these 
also themselves 7look for, that there 
shall be a resurrection both of the just 

16 and unjust. Herein do I also exercise 
myself te have a censcience veid of of- 

17 fence toward Godand menalway. Now 
after 8many years I came to bring alms 

18te my nation, and efferings: 9%amidst 
which they found me purified in the 
temple, with ne crowd, ner yet with 
tumult: but there were certain Jews 

19frem Asia—who eught te have been 
here befere thee, and to make accusa- 
tion, if they had aught agaist me. 

20 Or else let these men themselves say 
what wreng-doing they feund, when I 

21 steed before the ceuncil, except it be 
for this one voice, that I cried standing 
among them, Touching the resurrec- 
tion of the dead I am called in ques- 
tion before you this day. 

92 But Felix, having more exact knew- 
ledge concerning the Way, deferred 
them, saying, When Lysias the chief 
captain shall come dewn, I will deter- 

23 mine your matter. And he gave erder 
to the centurion that he should be 
kept in charge, and should have indul- 
gence; and not te ferbid any of his 
friends to minister unto him. 

24 But after certain days, I"elix came 
with Drusilla, his wife, which was a 
Jewess, and sent for Panl, and heard 
him concerning the faith in Christ 

25 Jesus. And as he reasoned of right- 
eousness, and temperance, and the 
judgement to come, Felix was terrified, 
and answered, Go thy way for this 
time; and when I have a cenvenient 

26 season, I will call thee unto me. He 
hoped withal that money would be 
given him of Paul: wherefore also he 
sent for him the oftener, and commuu- 

27ed with him. But when two years 
were fulfilled, Felix was succeeded by 
Porcius Festus; and desiring te gain 
favour with the Jews, Felix left Paul 
im bonds. 

2.5 Festus therefore, 2having come into 
the prevince, after three days went up 

2 to Jerusalem from Cxesarea. And the 
chief priests and the principal men of 
the Jews infermed him against Paul; 

Zand they besought him, asking faveur 
against him, that he would send for 
him te Jerusalem; laying wait to kill 

4him on the way. Hewbcit Festus an- 
swered, that Paul was kept in charge 
at Cxsarea, and that he himself was 

5 about to depart thither shortly. Let 
them therefore, saith he, which are ef 
pewer among you, go dewn with me, 
and if there is anything amiss in the 
man, let them accuse him. 

6 And when he had tarried among 
them net more than eight or ten 
days, he went down unto Caesarea; 
and on the morrew he sat on the 
judgement-seat, and cemmanded 
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7 Paul to be brought. And when he was 
come, the Jews whieh had come down 
from Jerusalem stood round about 
him, bringing against him many and 
gricvous charges, which they could not 

8 prove ; while Paul said in his defence, 
Neither against the law of the Jews, 
nor against the temple, nor against 

9 Cesar, have I sinned at all. But Fes- 
tus, desiring to gain favour with the 
Jews, answered Paul, aud said, Wilt 
thou go up to Jerusalem, and there be 

10 judged of these things before me? But 
Paul said, I am standing before Cx- 
sar’s judgement-seat, where I ought 
to be judged: to the Jews have I done 
no wrong, as thou also very well 

liknowest. If then I am a wrong-doer, 
and have committed anything worthy 
of death, I refuse not to die: but if none 
of those things is true, whereof these 
accuse me, No man ean !giveme up unto 
12them. Iappealunto Cesar. Then Fes- 
tus, when he had eonferred with the 
eouncil, answered, Thou hast appealed 
unto Cesar: unto Cesar shalt thou go. 

13 Now when certain days were passed, 
Agrippa the king and Bernice arrived 

14 at Cesarea, 2and saluted Festus. And 
as they tarried there many days, Fes- 
tus laid Paul’s ease before the king, 
saying, There is a certain man left a 

15 prisoner by Fehix: about whom, when 
I was at Jerusalem, the chief priests 
and the elders of the Jews informed 
me, asking for sentenee against him. 

16 To whom I answered, that it is not 
the eustom of the Romans to give up 
any man, before that the aecused have 
the aeeusers faee to face, and have had 
opportunity to make his defence con- 
eerning the matter laid against him. 

17 When therefore they were come toge- 
ther here, I made no delay, but on the 
next day sat down on the judgement- 
seat, and commanded the man to be 

18 brought. Concerning whom, when the 
aceusers stood up, they brought no 
eharge of sueh evil things as I sup- 

19 posed; but had certam questions a- 
gainst him of the own *religion, and 
of one Jesus, who was dead, whom Paul 

20affirmed to be alive. And I, being 
perplexed how to inquire econeerning 
these things, asked whether he would 
go to Jerusalem, and there be judged 

21 of these matters. But when Paul had 
appealed to be kept for the decision of 
4the emperor, I commanded him to be 
kept till I should send him to Cesar. 

92 And Agrippa said unto Festus, I also 
5 could wish te hear theman myself. To- 
morrow, saith he, thou shalt hear him. 

23 So on the morrow, when Agrippa was 
eome, and Bernice, with great pomp, 
and they were entered into the place 
of hearing, with the ehief captaims, 
and the principal men of the city, at 
the command of Festus Paul was 





24 brought in. And Festus saith, King A- 
grippa, and all men which are here pre- 
sent with us, ye beliold this man, about 
whom all the multitude of the Jews 
made suit to me, both at Jerusalem and 
here, eryiug that he ought not to live 

25any longer. But I found that he had 
committed nothing worthy of death: 
and as he himself appealed to 4 the ein- 

26 peror I determined to send him. Of 
whom I have no certain thing to write 
unto my lord. Wherefore I have 
brought him forth before you, and speei- 
allybefore thee, king Agrippa, that,after 
examination had, I may have somewhat 

27 to write. For it seemeth to me unrea- 
sonable, in sending a prisoner, not with- 
al to signify the charges against him. 

26 And Agrippa said unto Paul, Thou art 
permitted to speak for thyself. Then 
Paul stretehed forth bis hand, and 
made his defence: 

2 I think myself happy, king Agrippa, 
that I am to make my defence before 
thee this day touching all the things 

3 whereof Iam accused by the Jews: ®es- 
pecially beeause thou art expert in all 
customs and questions whieh are amoung 
the Jews: wherefore I beseech thee to 

4hear me patiently. My manner of life 
then from my youth uy, which was from 
the beginning among mine own nation, 
and at Jerusalem, know all the Jews; 

5 having knowledge of me from the first, 
if they be willing to testify, how that 
after the straitest sect of our religion I 

6 hveda Pharisee. And nowIstand here 
to be judged for the hope of the promise 

7made of God unto our fathers; unto 
whieh promise our twelve tribes, ear- 
nestly serving Cod night and day, hope 
to attain. And concerning this hope I 

8 am aeceused by the Jews, O king! Why 
is it judged ineredible with you, if God 

9 doth raise the dead? I verily thought 
with myself, that I ought to do many 
things contrary to the name of Jesus of 

10 Nazareth. And this I also did in Jeru- 
salem: and I both shut up many of the 
saints in prisons, having reeeived au- 
thority from the chief priests, and when 
they were put to death, I gave my vote 

llagainst them. And punishing them of- 
tentimes in all the synagogues, I strove 
to make them blaspheme; and being 
exceedingly mad against them, I perse- 
cuted them even unto foreign eities. 

127 Whereupon as I journeyed to Damas- 
eus With the authority and commission 

13 of the chief priests, at midday, O king, 
I saw on the way a light from heaven, 
above the brightness of the sun, shin- 
ing round about me and them that 

Idjourneyed with me. And when we 
were all fallen to the earth, I heard a 
voice saying unto me in the He- 
brew language, Sanl, Saul, why per- 
seeutest thou me? itis hard for thee 

15to kick against 8the goad. And I 
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said, Who art thou, Lord? And the 
Lerd said, I am Jesus whom thou per- 
16 secutest. But arise,and stand upen thy 
feet: for to this end have I appeared 
unto thee, to appoint thee a minister 
and a witness both of the things !where- 
in theu hast seen me, and of the things 
17 wherein I will appear unto thee; deli- 
vering thee from the people, and from 
the Gentiles, unto whom I send thee, 
18 to open their eyes, 2that they may turn 
from darkness to light, and from the 
power of Satan unto God, that they may 
receive remission of sins and an inherit- 
ance among them that are sanctified by 
19faithinme. Wherefore, O king Agrippa, 
I was not disobedient unto the heavenly 
| 20 vision: but declared both to them of 
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Dimascus first, and at Jerusalem, and 
throughout all the country of Judea, 
and also to the Gentiles, that they 
should repent and turn to God, doing 

21 works worthy of repentance. For this 
cause the Jews seized me in the tem- 

22 ple, and assayed to kill me. Having 
therefore obtained the help that is from 
God, I stand unto this day testifying 
both to small and great, saying nothing 
but what the prophets and Moses did 

23 say should come; #how that the Christ 
5must suffer, and thow that he first by 
the resurrection of the dead should pro- 
claim hight both to the people and to 
the Gentiles. 

24 Andas he thus made his defence, Fes- 
tus saith with a leud voice, Paul, thou 
art mad; thy much learning doth turn 

25 thee to madness. But Paul saith, lam 
not mad, most excellent Festus; but 
speak forth werds of truth and sober- 

26ness. For the king knoweth of these 
things, unto whom also I speak freely: 
for | am persuaded that none of these 
things is hidden from him; for this hath 

27 not been dene in acorner. King Agrip- 
pa, believest thou the prophets? I know 

28 that thou believest. And Agrippa said 
unto Paul, With but little persuasion 
thou wouldest fain make me a Chris- 

(29tian. And Paul said, I would to God, 

that whether with little or with much, 
not thou only, but alse all that hear me 
this day, might become such as I am, 
except thesc bonds. 

30 And the king rose up, and the gover- 
| nor, and Bernice, and they that sat 
31 with them: and when they had with- 

drawn, they spake one to another, say- 
ing, This man doeth nothing worthy of 

32 death or ef bonds. And Agrippa said 
unto Festus, This man might have been 
set at liberty, if he had not appealed 
unto Cesar. 

27 And when it was determined that 
we should sail for Italy, they delivered 
Paul and certain other prisoners to a 
centurion named Julius, of the Augus- 

2tan band. And embarking in a ship 
of Adramyttium, which was about to 
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sail unto the places on the coast of Asia, 
we put to sea, Aristarchus, a Macedo- 
nian of Thessalonica, being with us. 

3 And the next day we touched at Sidon: 
and Julius treated Paul kindly, and 
gave him leave to go unto his friends 

4and 7refresh himself. And putting to 
sea from thenee, we sailed under the lee 
of Cyprus, because the winds were con- 

5 trary. And when we had sailed across 
the sea which is off Cilicia and Pam- 
phyha, we came to Myra, a city of 

6Lycia. And there the centurion found 
a ship of Alexandria sailing for Italy; 

7and he put us therein. And when 
we had sailed slowly many days, and 
were come with difficulty over against 
Cnidus, the wind not 8further suffer- 
ing us, we sailed under the lee of 

8 Crete, over against Salmone; and 
with difficulty coasting along it we 
came unto a certain place ealled Fair 
Havens; nigh whereunto was the city 
of Lasea. 

9 And when much time was spent, and 
the voyage was now dangerous, because 
the Fast was now already gone by, Paul 

10 admonished them, and said unto them, 
Sirs, I pereeive that the voyage will be 
with injury and much loss, net only of 
the lading and the ship, but also of our 

1lllives. Butthecenturion gave more heed 
to the master and to the owner of the 
ship, than to those things which were 

12 spokenby Paul. And because the haven 
was not commodious to winter in, the 
more part advised to put to sea from 
thence, if by any means they could reach 
Phoenix, and winter there; which is a 
haven of Crete, looking 9 north-east and 

13 south-east. And when the south wind 
blew softly, supposing that they had ob- 
tained their purpesc, they weighed an- 
chor and sailed along Crete, clese in 

14shore. Butafternolong time there beat 
down from ita tempestuous wind, which 

15 is called Euraquilo: and when the ship 
was caught, and could not face the wind, 
we gave way to zt, and were driven. 

16 And running under the lee of a small is- 
land called 1° Canda, we were able, with 

17 difficulty, to secure the boat: and when 
they had hoisted it up, they used helps, 
under-girding the ship; and, fearing 
lest they should be cast upon the Syrtis, 
they lowered the gear, aud so were 

18driven. And as we laboured exceeding- 
ly with the storm, the next day they 
began to throw the freight overboard ; 
19and the third day they cast out with 
their own hands the 4 tackling of the 
20ship. And when neither sun ner stars 


shone upon ws for many days, and ne 
small tempest lay on ws, all hope that we 
should be saved was now taken away. 
21 And when they had been loug without 
food, then Paul stood ferth in the 
midst of them, and said, Sirs, ye 
should have hearkened unto me, and net 
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have set sail from Crete, and have 

22 zotten this injnry and loss. And now 
l exhort you to be of good cheer: for 
there shall be no loss of hfe among 

23 yon, but only of the snp, For there 
stood by me this night an angel of the 
God whose I am, whom also I serve, 

Q4saying, Fear not, Paul; thon must 
stand before Cesar: and lo, God hath 
granted thee all them that sail with 

25 thee. Wherefore, sirs, be of guod 
cheer: for 1 believe God, that it shall 
be even so as it hath been spoken 

26 unto me. Howbeit we must be cast 
upon a certain island. 

27 But when the fourteenth night was 
eome, as we were driven to and fro in 
the sea of Adria, abont midnight the 
sailors surmised that they were draw- 

28ing near to some country; and they 
sounded, and found twenty fathoms: 
and after a little space, they sounded 

29 again, and found fifteen fathoms. And 
fearing lest haply we should be cast 
ashore on roeky ground, they let go 
four anchors from the stern, and ! wish- 

30ed for the day. And as the sailors 
were seeking to flee out of the ship, and 
had lowered the boat into the sea, 
under colour as though they would lay 

83lout anchors from the foreship, Paul 
said to the centurion and to the soldiers, 
Except these abide in the ship, ye ean- 
32not be saved. Then the soldiers cut 
away the ropes of the boat, and let her 

33 fall off. And while the day was com- 
ing on, Panl besought them all to take 
some food, saying, This day is the four- 
teenth day that ye wait and continue 

34 fasting, having taken nothing. Where- 
fore I beseech you to take some food: 
for this is for your safety: for there 
shall not a hair perish from the head 

35o0f any of you. And when he had said 
this, and had taken bread, he gave 
thanks to God in the presence of all: 

36 and he brake it, and began to eat. Then 
were they all of good cheer, and them- 

37 selves alsotook food. And we were in 
all in the ship 2two hundred threescore 

38 and sixteen sonls. And when they had 
eaten enough, they lightened the ship, 

39 throwing ont thewheat into the sea. And 
when it was day, they knew not the land: 
but they pereeived a certain bay with a 
beach, and they took counsel whether 

40 they could $drive the ship upon it. And 
casting off the anehors, they left them in 
the sea, at the same time loosing the 
bands of the rudders; and hoisting up 
the foresail to the wind, they made for 

41 the beach. But lighting npon a place 
where two seas met, they ran the vessel 
aground; and the foreship struck and re- 
mainedunmoveable,but the stern began 
to break up by the violence of the waves. 

42 And the soldiers’ counsel wasto kill the 
prisoners, lest any of them should swim 

43 out, and escape. But the centurion, de- 
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siring to save Paul, stayed thei froin 
their purpose; and commanded that 
they which could swim should east 
themselves overboard, and get first to 

44 theland: and the rest, some on planks, 
and some on other things from the ship. 
And so it eame to pass, that they all 
escaped safe to the land. 

28 And when we were escaped, then we 
knew that theisland was called 4 Melita. 

2 And the barbarians shewed us no eom- 
mon kindness: for they kindled a fire, 
and received us all, becunse of the 
present rain, and becanse of the cold. 

3 But when Paul had gathered a bundle 
of stieks, and laid them on the fire, a 
viper came ont > by reason of the heat, 

4and fastened on his hand. And when 
the barbarians saw the beast hanging 
from his hand, they said one to another, 
Nodoubt this manisa murderer, whom, 
thongh he hath escaped from the sea, 
yet Justice hath not snffered to live. 

5 Howbeit he shook off the beast into the 

G fire, and took noharm. But they expect- 
ed that he would have swollen, or fallen 
down dead suddenly: butwhen theywere 
long in expectation, and beheld nothing 
amiss come to him, they changed their 
minds, and said that he was a god. 

7 Now in the neighbourhood of that 
place were lands belonging to the ehief 
man of the island, named Publins ; who 
received us, and entertained us three 

Sdays courteously. And it was so, that 
the father of Publius lay sick of fever 
and dysentery : unto whom Paul enter- 
ed in, and prayed, and laying his hands 

9 on him healed him. And when this was 
done, the rest also which had diseases 
in the island eame, and were cured: 

10 who also honoured us with many 
honours ; and when we sailed, they put 
on board such things as we needed. 

11 And after three months we set sail in 
a ship of Alexandria, which had wimter- 
ed in the island, whose sign was ® The 

12 Twin Brothers. And touching at Sy- 
racuse, we tarried there three days. 

13 And from thence we 7made a cireuit, and 
arrived at Rhegium: and after one day 
a south wind sprang up, and on the 

14 second day we came to Puteoli: where 
we fonnd brethren, and were intreated 
to tarry with them sevendays: and so 

15 wecameto Rome. And from thenee the 
brethren, when they heard of us, came 
to meet us as far as The Market of 
Appius, and The Three Taverns: whom 
when Paul saw, he thanked God, and 
took conrage. 

16 And when we entered into Rome, 
8Paul was suffered to abide by himself 
with the soldier that guarded him. 

17 And it came to pass, that after 

three days he ealled together 9those 

that were the ehief of the Jews: and 
when they were come together, he 
said unto them, I, brethren, though 
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I had done nothing against the people, | 25 disbelieved. And when they agreed 


or the customs of our fathers, yet was 
delivered prisoner from Jerusalem into 
18 the hands of the Romans: who, when 
they had examined me, desired to set 
me at liberty, because there was no 
19 cause of death in me. But when the 
Jews spake against it, I was con- 
strained to appeal unto Cesar; not that 
20 I had aught to accuse my nation of. For 
this cause therefore did I }intreat you 
to see and to speak with me: for be- 
cause of the hope of Israel I am bound 
21 with this chain. And they said unto 
him, We neither received letters from 
Juda concerning thee, nor did any of 
the brethren come hither and report or 
22 speak any harm of thee. But we desire 
to hear of thee what thou thinkest: for 
as concerning this sect, itis known tous 
that everywhere it is spoken against. 
23 And when they had appointed him a 
day, they came to him into his lodging 
in great number ; to whom he expound- 
ed the matter, testifying the kingdom 
of God, and persuading them concern- 
ing Jesus, both from the law of Moses 
and from the prophets, from morning 
24 tillevening. And some believed the 
things which were spoken, and some 


not among themselves, they departed, 
after that Paul had spoken one word, 
Well spake the Holy Ghost 2by Isaiah 

26 the prophet unto your fathers, saying, 

Go thou unto this people, and say, 

By hearing ye shall hear, and shall 
in no wise understand ; 

And seeing ye shall see, and shall 
in no wise perceive: 

For this people’s heart is waxed 
gross, 

And their ears are duil of hearing, 

And their eyes they have closed ; 

Lest haply they should perceive 
with their eyes, 

And hear with their ears, 

And understand with their heart, 

And shculd turn again, 

And I should heal them. 

28 Be it known thercfore unto you, that 
this salvation of God is sent unto the 
Gentiles: they will also hear.3 

30 And he abode two whole years in 
his own hired dwelling, and received 

3lall that went in unto him, preach- 
ing the kingdom of God, and teach- 
ing the things concerning the Lord 
Jesus Christ with all boldness, none 
forbidding him. 


THE EPISTLE OF PAUL THE APOSTLE TO THE 


ROMANS. 


1 Paun, a !servant of Jesus Christ, 
called to be an apostle, separated unto 
2 the vospel of God, which he promised 
afore 2by his prophets in the holy 
3 scriptures, concerning his Son, who was 
born cf the seed of David according to 
4the flesh, who was 3declared to be the 
Son of God 4 with power, according to 
the spirit of holiness, by the resurrec- 
tion of the dead; even Jesus Christ our 
5 Lord, through whom we received grace 
and apostleship, unto obedience ‘of 
faith among all the nations, for his 
6name’s sake: among whom are ye 
7 also, called to be Jesus Christ’s: to all 
that arein Rome, beloved of God, call- 
ed to be saints: Grace to you and 
peace from God our Father and the 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

8 First, I thank my God through Jesus 
Christ for you all, that your faith 
is proclaimed throughout the whole 

9world. For God is my witness, whom 
I serve in my spirit in the gospel of his 
Son, how unceasingly I make mention 

10 of you, always in my prayers making 
request, if by any means now at length 
I may be prospered 7by the will of 
11 God to come unto you. For I long to 
see you, that I may impart unto you 


some spiritual gift, to the end ye may 

12 be established; that is, that I with you 
may be comforted in you, each of us by 
the other’s faith, both yours and mine. 

13 And I would not have you ignorant, 
brethren, that oftentimes I purposed to 
comeunto you (and was hindered hither- 
to), that I might have some fruit in you 
also, even as in the rest of the Gentiles. 

141 am debtor both to Greeks and to Bar- 
barians, both to the wise and to the 

15foolish. So, as much as in me is, I 
am ready to preach the gospel to you 

16 also that arein Rome. For I am not 
ashamed of the gospel: for it is the 
power of God unto salvation to every 
one that believeth; tothe Jew first, and 

17 also to the Greek. For therein is re- 
vealed a righteousness of God § by faith 
unto faith: as it is written, But the 
righteous shall live 8by faith. 

18 For ®%the wrath of God is revealed 
from heaven against all ungodliness 
and unrighteousness of men, who 
10hold down the truth in unright- 

19 eousness; because that which may be 
known of God is manifest in them; 
for God manifested it unto them. 

20For the invisible things of him 
since the creation of the world 
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are clearly seen, being perceived 
through the things that are made, even 
his everlasting power and divinity; 

21! that they may be without exeuse: be- 
cause that, knowing God, they glorified 
him not as God, neither gave thanks; 
but became vain in their reasonings, 
and their senseless heart was darkened. 

22 Professing themselves to be wise, they 

23 became fools, and changed the glory 
of the incorruptible God for the like- 
ness of an image of corruptible man, 
and of birds, and fourfooted beasts, 
and creeping things. 

24 Wherefore God gave them up in the 
lusts of their hearts unto uncleanness, 
that their bodies should be dishonoured 

25 among themselves: for that they ex- 
changed the truth of God for a lie, and 
worshipped and served the creature 
rather than the Creator, who is blessed 
2for ever. Amen. 

26 For this cause God gave them up unto 
Svile passions: for their women chang- 
ed the natural use into that which is 

27 against nature : and likewise also the 
men, leaving the natural use of the 
woman, burned in their lust one to- 
ward another, men with men working 
unseemliness, and receiving in them- 
selves that recompense of their error 
which was due. 

28 Andeven asthey 4refused to have God 
in thezr knowledge, God gave them up 
unto a reprobate mind, to do those 

29 things which are not fitting ; being filled 
with all unrighteousness, wickedness, 
covetousness, maliciousness; full of 
envy, murder, strife, deceit, malignity ; 

30 whisperers, backbiters, hatefulto God, 
insolent, haughty, boastful, inventors 
of evil things, disobedient to parents, 

3lwithout understanding, covenant- 
breakers, without natural affection, un- 

32 merciful: who, knowing the ordinance 
of God, that they which practise such 
things are worthy of death, not only do 
the same, but also consent with them 
that practise them. 

2 Wherefore thou art without excuse, 
Oman, whosoeverthon art that judgest: 
for wherein thou judgest S another, thou 
condemnest thyself; for thou that 
judgest dost practise the same things. 

27And we know that the judgement of 
God is according to truth against them 

3 that practise such things. And reckon- 
est thou this, Oman, who judgest them 
that practise such things, and doest the 
same, that thou shalt escape the judge- 

4ment of God? Or despisest thou the 
riches of his goodness and forbearance 
and longsuffering, not knowing that 
the goodness of God leadeth thee to re- 

5 pentance? but after thy hardness and 
impenitent heart treasurest up for thy- 
self wrath in the day of wrath and 
revelation of the righteous judgement of 
6 God; who willrender to every man ac- 
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7 cording to his works: to them that by 
patience in well-domg seck for glory 
and honour and incorruption, eternal 

8life: but unto them that are factious, 
and obey not the truth, but obey un- 
righteousness, shall be wrath and indig- 

Jnation, tribulation and auguish, upon 
every soul of man that worketh evil, 
of the Jew first, and also of the Greek ; 

10 but glory and honour and peace toevery 
man that worketh good, to the Jew first, 
lland also to the Greek: for there is no 
12 respect of persons with God. For as 
many as have sinned without law shall 
also perish without law: and as many 
as have sinned under law shall be 
13 judged bylaw; for not the hearers of a 
law are Sjust before God, but the doers 
Itof a law shall be 9justified: for when 
Gentiles which have no law do by 
nature the things of the law, these, hay- 
ing no law, are a law unto themselves; 
15in that they shew the work of the law 
written im their hearts, their conscience 
bearing witness therewith, and their 
l0thoughts one with another accusing 
16 or else excusing them; in the day when 
God l!shall judge the secrets of men, 
according tomy gospel, by Jesus Christ. 
17 But ifthou bearest the name ofa Jew, 
and restest upon the law, and glori- 
18 est in God, and knowest his will, and 
ltapprovest the things that are excel- 
19 lent, being instructed out of the law, and 
art confident that thou thyself art a 
guide of the blind, a ight of them that 
20are in darkness, 4a corrector of the 
foolish, a teacher of babes, having in the 
law the form of knowledge and of the 
21truth; thou therefore that teachest 
another,teachest thou not thyself? thou 
that preachest a man should not steal, 
22 dost thou steal? thou that sayest aman 
should not commit adultery, dost thou 
commit adultery? thou that abhorrest 
23 idols, dost thou !*rob temples? thou who 
gloriest in 2 the law, through thy trans- 
gression of the law dishonourest thou 
24 God? Forthe name of Godis blasphem- 
edamong the Gentiles because of you, 
25even as it is written. For circumci- 
sion indeed profiteth, if thon be a doer 
of the law: but if thou be a trans- 
gressor of the law, thy circumcision 
26is become uncireumcision. If there- 
fore the uncircumcision keep the or- 
dinances of the law, shall not his 
uncircumcision be reckoned for cir- 
27 cumcision? and shall not the uncir- 
cumcision which is by nature, if it ful- 
fil the law, judge thee, who with the let- 
ter and circumcision art atransgressor 
28 of the law? For he isnot a Jew, which 
is one outwardly; neither is that cir- 
cumcision, whichis outward in the flesh: 
29 but he is a Jew, which is one inwardly ; 
and cireuimcision is that of the heart, 
in the spirit, not in the letter; whose 
praise is not of men, but of God. 
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83 What advantage then hath the Jew? 
or what is the profit of circumcision? 

2 Much every way: first of all, that they 
were intrusted with the oracles of God. 

3 For what if some were without faith? 
shall their want of faith make of none 

4 effect the faithfulness of God? 1God 
forbid: yea, let God be found true, but 
every man a Har; as it is written, 

That thou mightest be justified in 
thy words, 

And mightest prevail when thou 
comest mto judgement. 

5 But if our unrighteousness commend- 
eth the righteousness of God, what 
shall we say? Is God unrighteous who 

| visiteth with wrath? (I speak after the 
6G manner of men.) God forbid: for then 

7 how shall God judge the world? 2 But 
if the truth of God through my lie 
abounded unto his glory, why am I 

8 also still judged as a sinner? and why 
not (as we be slanderously reported, 
and as some affirm that we say), Let us 
do evil, that good may come? whose 
condemnation is just. 

9 What then? %are we in worse case 
than they? No, in no wise: for we be- 
fore laid to the charge both of Jews 
and Greeks, that they are all under 

| 10sin; as it is written, 

| There is none righteous, no, not one; 
There is none that understandeth, 
There is none that seeketh after God ; 
They have all turned aside, they 
are together become unprofitable ; 
| There is none that doeth good, no, 

not so much as one: 

Their throat is an open sepulchre; 

With their tongues they have used 

deceit: 

The poison of aspsis under their lips: 

Wiose mouth is full of cursing and 
bitterness: 

Their feet are swift to shed blood ; 

Destruction and misery are in their 
Ways; 

And the way of peace have they not 

known: 

There is no fear of God before their 

eyes. 

Now we know that what things 
ae the law saith, it speaketh to 
them that are under the law; that 
every mouth may be stopped, and all 
the world may be brought under the 
20 judgement of God: because 4by “the 

works of the law shall no flesh be 

Sjustified in his sight: for 7through 

the law cometh the knowledge of sin. 

21 But uow apart from the law a right- 

eousness of God hath been mani- 

peel being witnessed by the law 
22and the prophets; even the right- 
eousness of God through faith ®in 

Jesus Christ unto all 9them that be- 

23 lieve; for there is no distinction; for 
all have sinned, and fall short of the 
24 glory of God; being justified freely

by his grace through the redemption 
25that is in Christ Jesus: whom God 
l0set forth Mio be a _ propitiation, 
through }*faith, by his blood, to shew 
his righteousness, because of the pass- 
ing over of the sins done aforetime, 
26in the forbearance of God; for the 
shewing, J say, of his righteousness 
at this present season: that he might 
himself be just, and the }°justifier 
of him that hath faith 8in Jesus. 
27 Where then is the glorying? It is ex- 
cluded. By what manner of law? of 
works? Nay: but by a law of faith. 
2815 We reckon therefore that a man is 
justified by faith apart from ® the works 
29 of the law. Or is God the God of Jews 
only? is he not the God of Gentiles 
30 also? Yea, of Gentiles also: if so be 
that God is one, and he shall justify 
the circumcision ‘by faith, aud the un- 
31 circumcision through faith. Do we 
then make l’the law of none effect 
through faith? God forbid: nay, we 
establish 17 the law. 
4 What then shall we say 18that Abra- 
ham, our forefather according to the 
2flesh, hath found? For if Abraham 
was justified * by works, he hath where- 
3 of to glory; but not toward God. For t 
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what saith the scripture? And Abra- ce 
ham believed God, and it was reckon- | tie 


4 ed uuto hin for righteousness. Now to 
him that worketh, the reward is not 
reckoned as of grace, but as of debt. 

5 But to him that worketh not, but be- 
lieveth on him that justifieth the un- 
godly, his faith is reckoned for right- 

6eousness. Even as David also pro- 
nounceth blessing upon the man, unto 
whom God reckoneth righteousness 

7 apart from works, saying, 

Blessed are they whose iniquities 
are forgiven, 
And whose sins are covered. 
8 Blessed is the man to whom the 
Lord will not reckon sin. 

9Is this blessing then pronounced upon 
the circumcision, or upon the uncir- 
cumcision also? for we say, To Abraham 
his faith was reckoned for righteous- 

10 uess. How theu was it reckoned? when 
he was in circumcision, or in uncircuin- 
cision? Not in circumcision, but in un- 

11 circumcision: and he received the sign 
of circumcision, a seal of the righteous- 
ness of the faith which he had while he 
was in uncircuincision: that he might 
be the father of all them that beheve, 
though they be in uncireumcision, that 
righteousness might be reckoned unto 

12 them; and the father of circumcision to 
them who not only are of the circum- 
cision, but who also walk in the steps of 
that faith of our father Abraham which 

13he had in uncircumeision. For not 
Tthrough the law was the promise to 
Abraham or tohisseed, that heshouklbe 
heir of the world, but through the right- 
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1teousness of faith. For if they which 
are of the law be heirs, faith is made 
void, and the promise is made of none 
15 effect: for the law worketh wrath; but 
where there is no law, neither is there 
16 transgression. For this cause it is of 
faith, that ¢t may be according to grace ; 
to the end that the promise may be 
sure to all the seed; not to that only 
which is of the law, but to that also 
which is of the faith of Abraham, who 
17 is the father of us all (as it is written, 
A father of many nations have I made 
thee) before him whom he belheved, 
even God, who quickeneth the dead, 
and ealleth the things that are not, as 
18though they were. Who in hope be- 
lieved against hope, to the end that 
he might become a father of many 
nations, according to that which had 
been spoken, So shall thy seed be. 
19 And without being weakened in faith 
he considered his own body !now as 
good as dead (he being about a hundred 
years old), and the deadness of Sarah’s 
20 womb: yea, looking unto the promise of 
God, he wavered not through unbekef, 
but waxed strong through faith, giving 
21 elory to God, aud being fully assured 
that, what he had promised, he was able 
22 alsoto perform. Wherefore also it was 
reckoned unto him for righteousness. 
23 Now it was not written for his sake a- 
24 lone, that it was reckoned unto him ; but 
for our sake also, unto whom it shall be 
reckoned, who believe ou him that 
raised Jesus our Lord from the dead, 
25 who was delivered up for our trespasses, 
and was raised for our justification. 
5 Being therefore justified 2by faith, 
3let us have peace with God through 
2 our Lord Jesus Christ; through whom 
also we have had our access ‘by faith 
into this grace wherein we stand; and 
Stet us Srejoice in hope of the glory of 
3 God. And not only so, but 7let us also 
Srejoice in our tribulations: knowing 
4 that tribulation worketh patience; and 
patience, probation; and probation, 
5 hope: and hope putteth not to shame; 
because the love of God hath been shed 
abroad in our hearts through the 8 Holy 
6 Ghost which was given unto us. Tor 
while we were yet weak, in due season 
7 Christ died for the ungodly. For 
scarcely for a righteous man will one 
die: for peradventure for ® the good man 
8 some one would even dare to die. But 
God commendeth his own love toward 
us, in that, while we were yet simmers, 
9 Christ died for us. Much more then, 
being now justified 1 by his blood, shall 
we be saved from the wrath of God 
10through him. For if, while we were 
enemies, we were reconciled to God 
through the death of his Son, much 
more, being reconciled, shall we be 
1l saved by his life; and not only so, 
Ubut we also rejoice in God through 


our Lord Jesus Christ, through whom 
we have now received the reconciliation. 

12 Therefore, as through one man sin 
entered into the world, and death 
through sin; and so death passed unto 
13 all men, for that all sinned:—for until 
the law sin was in the world: but sin is 
not imputed when there is no law. 
14 Nevertheless death reigned from Adam 
until Moses, even over them that had 
not sinned after the likeness of Adam’s 
transgression, who is a figure of him 
15 that was tocome. But not as the tres- 
pass, so also zs the free gift. For if by 
the trespass of the one the many died, 
much more did the grace of God, and 
the gift by the grace of the one man, 
Jesus Christ, abound unto the many. 
16 And not as through one that sinned, se 
is the gift: for the judgement came of 
oue unto condemnation, but the free 
gift came of many trespasses unto 
17 12 justification. For if, by the trespass 
of the one, death reigned through the 
one; much more shall they that receive 
the abundance of grace and !8 of the gift 

of righteousness reign in life through 
18 the oue, even Jesus Christ. So then as 
through one trespass the judgement 
came wito all men to condemnation ; 
even so through one act of righteous- 
ness the free gift came unto all men to 
19 justification of life. For as through the 
one man’s disobedience the many were 
made sinners, even so through the obe- 
dience of the one shall the many be 
20 made righteous. And1!the law came in 
beside, that the trespass might abound ; 
but where sin abounded, grace did a- 
21 bound more exceedingly: that, as sin 
reigned in death, even so might grace 
reign through righteousness unto eter- 
nal life through Jesus Christ our Lord. 

G What shall we say then? Shall we 
continue in sin, that grace may abound ? 
2God forbid. We who died to sin, how 
3 shall we any longer live therein? Or are 
ye ignorant that all we who were bap- 
tized into Christ Jesus were baptized 
4into his death? We were buried there- 
fore with him through baptism into 
death: that like as Christ was raised 
froin the dead through the glory of the 
Father,sowe also might walk in newness 
Sof life. Forif we have become } united 
with him by the likeness of his death, we 
shall be also by the likeness of his resur- 

6 rection; knowing this, that our old man 
was crucified with him, that the body of 
sin might be done away, that so we 
should no longer be in bondage to sin; 

7 for he that hath died is justified from sin. 
8 But if we died with Christ, we believe 
9 that we shall also live with him; know- 
ing that Christ being raised from the 
dead dieth nomore; death no more hath 
10 dominion over him. For 16the death 
that he died, he died unto sin once: 
but 1the life that he liveth, he liv- 
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11 eth unto God. Even so reckon ye also 
yourselves to be dead unto sin, but 
alive unto God in Christ Jesus. 

12 Let not sin therefore reign in your 
mortal body, that ye should obey the 

13lusts thereof: neither present your 
members unto sin as instruments of 
unrighteousness; but present your- 
selves unto God, as alive from the dead, 
and your members as instruments of 

14righteousness unto God. For sin shall 
not have dominion over you: for ye 
are not under Jaw, but under grace. 

15 What then? shall we sin, becanse we 
are not under law, but under grace? 

16 God forbid. Know ye not, that to whom 
ye present yourselves as 2 servants unto 
obedience, his 2servants ye are whom 
ye obey; whether of sin unto death, or 

17 of obedience unto righteousness? But 
thanks be to God, that, whereas ye 
were 2servants of sin, ye became obedi- 
ent from the heart to that 4form of 
teaching whereunto ye were delivered ; 

18 and being made free from sin, ye be- 

19came 2servants of righteousness. I 
speak after the manner of men because 
of the infirmity of your flesh: for as ye 
presented your members as servants to 
uncleanness and to iniquity unto ini- 
quity, even so now present your mem- 
bers as servants to righteousness unto 

20 sanctification. For when ye were 
2servants of sin, ye were free in regard 

21 of righteousness. What fruit then had 
ye at that time in the things whereof ye 
are now ashamed? for the end of those 

22 things is death. But now being made 
free from sin, and become servants to 
God, ye have your fruit unto sanctifi- 

23 cation, and the end eternal life. For 
the wages of sin is death; but the 
free gift of God is eternal life in 
Christ Jesus our Lord. 

7 Or are ye ignorant, brethren (for I 
speak to men that know ®the law), how 
that the law hath dominion over a 
man for so long time as he liveth? 

2 For the woman that hath a husband is 
bound by law to the husband while he 
liveth; but if the husband die, she is 
discharged from the law of the husband. 

3 So then if, while the husband liveth, 
she be joined to another man, she shall 
be called an adulteress: but if the 
husband die, she is free from the law, 
so that she is no adulteress, though 

4 she be joined to another man. Where- 
fore, my brethren, ye also were made 
dead to the law through the body of 
Christ; that ye should be joined to 
another, even to lim who was raised 
from the dead, that we might bring 

5forth fruit unto God. For when we 
were in the flesh, the °sinful passions, 
which were through the law, wrought 
in our members to bring forth fruit unto 

6death. But now we have been dis- 
charged from the law, having died to 


that wherein we were holden; so that 
we serve in newness of the spirit, and 
not in oldness of the letter. 

7 What shall we say then? Is the law 
sin? God forbid. Howbeit, I had not 
known sin, except through *the law: 
for I had not known 7coveting, except 
the law had said, Thou shalt not 7 covet: 

8 but sin, finding occasion, wrought in me 
through the commandment all manner 
of 7coveting: for apart from >the law 

9sinzs dead. AndI was alive apart from 
5thelaw once: but when the command- 
ment came, sin revived, and I died; 

10 and the commandment, which was unto 
11hfe, this I found to be unto death: for 
sin, finding occasion, through the com- 
mandment beguiled me, and through it 
12slew me. So that the law is holy, and 
the commandment holy, and righteous, 
18 and good, Did then that which is good 
become death unto me? God forbid. 
But sin, that it might be shewu to be 
sin, by working death to me through 
that which is good ;—that through the 
commandment sin night become ex- 
14 ceeding sinful. For we know that the 
law is spiritual: but I am carnal, sold 
15 under sin. For that which I §do I know 
not: for not what I would, that do I 
practise ; but what I hate, that I do. 
16 But if what I would not, that I do, I 
17 consent unto the law that itis good. So 
now itis no more I that §do it, but sin 
18 which dwellethin me. For I know that 
in me, that is, in my flesh, dwelleth no 
good thing: for to will is present with 
me, but to8do that which is good zs not. 
19 For the good which I would I do not: 
but the evil which I would not, that I 
20 practise. Butif what Iwould not, that 
I do, it is no more I that §do it, but sin 
21 which dwelleth in me. I find then 9the 
law, that, tome who would do good, evil 
22is present. For I delight 1°in the law of 
23 God after theinward man: but I see a 
different law in my embers, warring 
against the law of my mind, and bring- 
ing me into captivity } under the law of 
24sin whichisinmy members. O wretch- 
edman that Iam! who shall deliver me 
25 out of 12the body of this death? 131 
thank God through Jesus Christ our 
Lord. So then I myself with the mind 
serve the law of God; but with the 
flesh the law of sin. 
8 There is therefore now no condemna- 
tion to them that are in Christ Jesus. 

2 For the law of the Spirit of life in Christ 
Jesus made ine free from the law of sin 

Sand of death. For what the law could 
not do,}4in that it was weak through the 
flesh, God, sending his own Son in the 
likeness of }°sinful flesh “and as anoffer- 
ing for sin, condemned sin in the flesh: 

4 that the 17 ordinance of the law might be 
fulfilled in us, who walk not after the 

5 flesh, but after the spirit. For they that 
are after the flesh do mind the things 
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of the flesh; but they that are after the 

6 spirit the things of the spirit. For the 
inind of the flesh is death; but the mind 

7 of the spirit is life and peace: because 
the mind of the flesh is enmity against 
God; for it is not subject to the law of 

8 God, neither indeed can it be: and they 
that are in the flesh cannot please God. 

9 But ye are not in the flesh, but in the 
spirit, if so be that the Spirit of God 
dwelleth in you. But if any man hath 
not the Spirit of Christ, he is none of 
1his. And if Christ is in yon, the body 
is dead because of sin; but the spirit is 
1llife because of righteousness. But if 
the Spirit of him that raised up Jesus 
from the dead dwelleth in you, he that 
raised np Christ Jesus from the dead 
shall quicken also your mortal bodies 
1through his Spiritthat dwellethin you. 

12 Sothen, brethren, we are debtors, not 

13 to the flesh, to live after the flesh: for 
if ye live after the flesh, ye must die; 
but if by the spirit ye 2mortify the 

148deeds of the body, ye shall live. For 
asmany as are led by the Spirit of God, 

15 these are sons of God. For ye received 
not the spirit of bondage again unto 
fear; but ye received the spirit of adop- 
tion, whereby we cry, Abba, Father. 

16 The Spirit himself beareth witness with 
our spirit, that we are children of God: 

17 and if children, then heirs; heirs of 
God, and joint-heirs with Christ; if so 
be that we suffer with him, that we 
may be also glorified with him. 

18 For i reckou that the sufferings of 
this present time are not worthy to be 
compared with the glory which shall 

19 be revealed to us-ward. For the ear- 
nest expectation of the creation waiteth 
for the revealing of the sons of God. 

20For the creation was subjected to 
vanity, not of its own will, but by reason 

21 of him who subjected it, 4in hope that 
the creation itself also shall be delivered 
from the bondage of corruption into 
the liberty of the glory of the children 

220f God. For we know that the whole 
creation groaneth and travaileth in 

23 pain 5together until now. And not 
only so, but ourselves also, which 
have the firstfruits of the Spirit, even 
we ourselves groan within ourselves, 
waiting for our adoption, to awit, the 

24 redemption of our body. For by hope 
were we saved: but hope that is seen 
is not hope: ®for who Thopeth for 

25 that which he seeth? But if we hope 
for that which we see not, then do 
we with patience wait for it. 

26 And in like manner the Spirit also 
helpeth our infirmity: for we know not 
how to pray as we ought; but the 
Spirit himself maketh intercession for 
ws with groanings which cannot be 

27 uttered; and he that searcheth the 


cession for the saints according to the 
28 will of God. And we know that to 
them that love God %all things work 
together for good, even to them that 
are called according to his purpose. 
29 For whom he foreknew, he also fore- 
ordained to be eonforined to the image 
of his Son, that he might be the first- 
30 born among many brethren: and whom 
he foreordained, them he also called: 
and whom he ealled, them he also 
justified: and whom he justified, them 

he also glorified. 
31 What then shall we say to these 
things? If God és for us, who 7s against 
32 us? He that spared not his own Son, but 
delivered him up for us all, how shall he 
not also with him freely give us all 
33 things? Who shall lay anything to the 
charge of God’s elect ? 10It is God that 
34justifieth; who is he that shall con- 
demn? “It is Christ Jesus that died, yea 
rather, that was raised from the dead, 
who is at the right hand of God, who 
35 also maketh intercession for us. Who 
shall separate us from the love lof 
Christ? shall tribulation, or angnish, or 
persecution, or famine, or nakedness, or 
36 peril, or sword? Even as it is written, 
For thy sake we are killed all the 

day long; 
We were accounted as sueep for the 
slaughter. 

37 Nay, in all these things we are more 
than conquerors through him that 
38 loved us. For I am persuaded, that 
neither death, nor life, nor angels, nor 
principalities, nor things present, nor 
39 things to come, nor powers, nor height, 
nor depth,nor any other 8creature,shall 
be able to separate us from the love of 
God, which isin Christ Jesus our Lord. 
9 I say the truth in Christ, Ilie not, my 
conscience bearing witness with me in 
2the Holy Ghost, that I have great 
sorrow and unceasing pain in my heart. 
3 For I could 14wish that I myself were 
anathema from Christ for my brethren’s 
sake, my kinsmen according to the flesh: 
4 who are Israelites; whose is the adop- 
tion, and the glory, and the covenants, 
and the giving of the law, and theservice 
5 0f God, and the promises ; whose arethe 
fathers, and of whom is Christ as con- 
cerning the flesh, 1° who is over all, God 
6 blessed 1¢for ever. Amen. But zt is not 
as though the word of God hath come to 
nought. For they are not all Israel, 
7 which are of Israel: neither, because 
they are Abraham’s seed, are they all 
children: but, In Isaac shall thy seed 
8becalled. That is, itis not the children 
of the flesh that are children of God; 
but the children of the promise are 
9 reckoned for a seed. For this is a word 
of promise, According to this season 
will £ come, and Sarah shall have

14 What shall we say then ? Is there un- 
righteousness with God? God forbid. 

15 For he saith to Moses, J will have merey 
on whom I have mercy, and I will have 
compassion on whom I have compas- 

16sion. So then it is not of him that will- 
eth, nor of him that runneth, but of God 

17 that hath mercy. Forthescripture saith 
unto Pharaoh, For this very purpose 
did I raise thee up, that I might shew 
in thee my power, and that my name 
might be published abroad in all the 

18 earth. Sothen he hath mercy on whom 
he will, and whom he will he hardeneth. 

19 Thou wilt say then nnto me, Why doth 
he stillfind fault ? For who withstandeth 

20 his will? Nay but, O man, who art thou 
that repliest against God? Shall the 
thing formed say to him that formed it, 

21 Why didst thou make me thus? Or hath 
not the potter a right over the clay, from 
the same lump to make one part a vessel 
nuto honour, and another unto dis- 

22 honour? What if God, willing to shew 
his wrath, and to make his power 
known, endured with much longsuffer- 
ing vessels of wrath fitted unto destruc- 

23 tion: land that he might make known 
the riches of his glory upon vessels of 
mercy, which he afore prepared unto 

24 glory, even us, whom he also called, not 
from the Jews ouly, but also from the 

25 Gentiles? As he saith also in Hosea, 

I will eall that my people, which was 
not my people ; 

And her beloved, which was not 
beloved. 

And it shall be, that in the place 
where it was said unto them, Ye 
are not my people, 

There shall they be called sons of 
the living God. 

27 And Isaiah erieth concerning Israel, If 
the number of the children of Israel 
be as the sand of the sea, it is the rem- 

28 nant that shall be saved: for the Lord 
will execute his word upon the earth, 

29 finishing it and cutting it short. And, 
as Isaiah hath said before, 

Except the Lord of Sabaoth had left 
us a seed, 

We had become as Sodom, and had 
been made like unto Gomorrah. 

30 What shall we say then? That the 
Gentiles, which followed not after 
righteousness, attained to righteous- 
ness, even the righteousness which is 

3l of faith: but Israel, following after a 
law of righteousness, did not arrive at 

32 that law. Wherefore? 2 Because they 

sought it not by faith, but as it were 
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33 of stumbling; even as it is written,

7 (that is, to bring Christ down:) or, 
Who shall descend into the abyss ? (that 
is, to bring Christ up from the dead.) 
8 But what saith it? The word is nigh 
thee, in thy mouth, and in thy heart: 
that is, the word of faith, which we 
9 preach: ® because if thou shalt 6 confess 
with thy mouth Jesns as Lord, and 
shalt believe in thy heart that God 
raised him from the dead, thou shalt be 
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unto righteousness; and withthe mouth

2the tribe of Benjamin. God did not 
cast off his people which he foreknew. 
Or wot ye not what the scripture saith 
lof Ehjah ? how he pleadeth with God 
3 against Israel, Lord, they have killed 
thy prophets, they have digged down 
thine altars: and Iam left alone, and 
4 they seek my life. But what saith the 
answer of God unto him? [ have left 
for myself seven thousand men, who 
have not bowed the knee to Baal. 
5 Even so then at this present time also 
there is a remnant according to the 
6 clection of grace. But if it is by grace, 
it is nomore of works: otherwise grace 
7is no more grace. Whatthen? That 
which Israel seeketh for, that he ob- 
tained not; but the election obtained it, 
8 and the rest were hardened: according 
as itis written, God gave them a spirit 
of stupor, eyes that they should not see, 
and ears that they should not hear, un- 

9to this very day. And David saith, 
Let their table be made a snare, and 

a trap, 
And a stumblingblock, and a recom- 
pense unto them: 
10 Let their eyes be darkened, that they 
may not see, 
And bow thou down their back al- 


way. 

11I say then, Did they stumble that they 
might fall? God forbid: but by their 
2fall salvation zs come unto the Gen- 
tiles, for to provoke them to jealousy. 

12 Now if their fall is the riches of the 
world, and their loss the riches of the 
Gentiles; how much more their ful- 
ness? 

13 But I speak to you that are Gentiles. 
Inasmuch then as Iam an apostle of 


14 Gentiles, I glorify my ministry: if by | 


any means I may provoke to jealousy 
them that are my flesh, and may save 
15 some of them. For if the casting away 
of them zs the reconciling of the world, 
what shall the receiving of them be, but 
1G life from the dead? And if the first- 
fruit is holy, sois the lump: and if the 


| 17 root is holy, so are the branches. But 


if some of the branches were broken 
off, and thou, being a wild olive, wast 
grafted in among them, and didst be- 
come partaker with them %of the root 
18 of the fatness of the olive tree; glory 
not over the branches: but if thou 
gloriest, it is not thou that bearest the 
19 root, but the root thee. Thou wilt say 
then, Branches were broken off, that 
20I might be grafted in. Well; by their 
unbelief they were broken off, and thou 
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standest by thy faith. Be not high- 

21 minded, but fear: for if God spared not 
the natural branches, neither will he 

22 spare thee. Lehold then the goodness 
and severity of God: toward them that 
fell, severity; but toward thee, God's 
goodness, if thou continue in his good- 
ness: otherwise thou also shalt be cut 

23 off. And they also, if they continue 
not in their unbelief, shall be grafted 
in: for God is able to graft them in 

24again. For if thou wast cut out of that 
which is by nature a wild olive tree, and 
wast grafted contrary to nature into a 
good olive tree: how much more shall 
these, which are the natural branches, 
be grafted into their own olive tree? 

25 For I would not, brethren, have you 
ignorant of this mystery, lest ye be 
wise in your own conceits, that a hard- 
ening in part hath befallen Israel, un- 
til the fulness of the Gentiles be come 

26in; and so all Israel shall be saved: 
even as it is written, 

There shall come out of Zion the 
Deliverer; 

He shall turn away ‘4ungodliness 
from Jacob: 

27 +And this is my covenant unto them, 

When I shall take away their sins. 

28 As touching the gospel, they are ene-

29 fathers’ sake. For the gifts and the 
calling of God are ® without repentance. 

30 For as ye in time past were disobedient 
to God, but now have obtained mercy 

3l by their disobedience, even so have 
these also now been disobedient, that 
by the mercy shewn to you they also 

32 may now obtain mercy. For God hath 
shut up all unto disobedience, that he 
might have mercy upon all. 

33 O the depth 7of the riches Sboth of 
the wisdom and the knowledge of God! 
how unsearchable are his judgements, 

34and his ways past tracing out! For 
who hath known the mind of the Lord? 

35 or who hath been his counsellor? or 
who hath first given to him, and it 
shall be reeompensed unto him again? 

36 For of him, and through him, and un- 
to him, are all things. To him be the 
glory 9for ever. Amen. 

12 I beseech you therefore, brethren, by 
the mercies of God, to present your 
bodies a living sacrifice, holy, }°accept- 
able to God, which is your lreason- 

2able !2service. And be not fashioned 
according to this }8world; but be ye 
transformed by the renewing of your 
inind, that ye may prove what is 4the 
good and “acceptable and perfect will 
of God. 

3 For I say, through the grace that 
was given me, to every man that is 
among you, not to think of himself 
more highly than he ought to think; 

but so to think as to think soberly,

according as God hath dealt to each 
4man a measure of faith. For even as 
we have many members in one body, 
and all the members have not the same 

5 office: so we, who are many, are one 
body in Christ, and severally members 
6one of another. And having gifts dif- 
fering according to the grace that was 
given to us, whether prophecy, leé us 
prophesy according to the proportion of 
71our faith; or ministry, let us give our- 
selves to our ministry ; or he that teach- 
8 eth, to his teaching; or he that exhort- 
eth, to his exhorting: he that giveth, 
let him do it with *hberality; he that 
ruleth, with diligence; he that sheweth 
9 mercy, with cheerfulness. Let love be 
without hypocrisy. Abhor that which 
is evil; cleave to that which is good. 
10In love of the brethren be tenderly 
affectioned one to another; in honour 

11 preferring one another ; in diligence not 
slothful; fervent in spirit; serving >the 

12 Lord; rejoicing in hope; patient in 
tribulation; continuing stedfastly in 

13 prayer; communicating to the necessi- 
ties of the saints; 4 given to hospitality. 

14 Bless them that persecute you; bless, 

15 and curse not. Rejoice with them that 

16 rejoice; weep with them that weep. Be 
of the same mind one toward another. 
Set not your mind on high things, bnt 
5condescend to Sthings that are lowly. 
Be not wise in your own conceits. 

17 Render to no man evil for evil. Take 
thought for things honourable in the 

18 sight of all men. If it be possible, as 
much as in you lieth, be at peace with 

19all men. Avenge not yourselves, be- 
loved, but give place unto 7 wrath: for 
it is written, Vengeance belongeth un- 
to me; I will recompense, saith the 

20 Lord. But if thine enemy hunger, feed 
him; if he thirst, give him to drink: for 
in so doing thou shalt heap coals of fire 

2lupon his head. Be not overcome of 
evil, but overcome evil with good. 

13 Let every soul bein subjection to the 
higher powers: for there is no power 
but of God; and the powers that be are 

2ordained of God. ‘Therefore he that 
resisteth the power, withstandeth the 
ordinance of God: and they that with- 
stand shall receive to themselves judge- 
3ment. For rulers are not a terror to 
the good work, but to the evil. And 
wouldest thou have no fear of the 
power? do that which is good, and 
thou shalt have praise from the same: 
4 for She is a minister of God to thee for 
good. But if thou do that which is 
evil, be afraid; for She beareth not the 
sword in vain: for he is a minister of 
God, an avenger for wrath to him that 
5doeth evil. Wherefore ye must needs 
be in subjection, not only because of 
the wrath, but also for conscience sake. 
6 For for this cause ye pay tribute also; 


for they are ministers of God’s service, 


attending continually upon this very 

7 thing. Render to all their dues: tri- 
bute to whom tribute ts due; custom 
to whom custom; fear to whom fear; 
honour to whom honour. 

8 Owenoman anything, save to love one 
another: for he that loveth %his neigh- 

9 bour hath fulfilled thelaw. For this, 
Thou shalt not commit adultery, Thou 
shalt not kill, Thou shalt not steal, Thou 
shalt not covet, and if there be any other 
commandment, it is summed up in 
this word, namely, Thou shalt love thy 

10 neighbour as thyself. Love worketh no 
ill to his neighbour: love therefore is 
the fulfilment of }°the law. 

11 And this, knowing the season, that 
now it is high time for you to awake out 
of sleep: for now is ‘salvation nearer 
to us than when we first beheved. 

12 The night is far spent, and the day is 
at hand: let us therefore cast off the 
works of darkness, and let us put on the 

13 armour of light. Let us walk honestly, 
as in the day; not in revelling and 
drunkenness, not in chambering and 
wantonness, not in strife and jealousy. 

14 But put ye on the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and make not provision for the flesh, to 

Le the lusts thereof. 
14 But him that is weak in faith receive 
ye, yet not }2to doubtful disputations. 
2 One man hath faith to eat all things: 
3 but he that is weak eateth herbs. Let 
not him that eateth set at nought 
him that eateth not; and let not him 
that eateth not judge him that eateth: 
4for God hath received him. Who art 
thou that judgest the servant of an- 
other? to his own lord he standeth 
or falleth. Yea, he shall be made to 
stand; for the Lord hath power to 
5 make him stand. One man esteemeth 
one day above another : another esteem- 
eth every day alike. Let each man be 
6 fully assured in his own mind. He that 
regardeth the day, regardeth it unto 
the Lord: and he that eateth, eateth 
unto the Lord, for he giveth God 
thanks; and he that eateth not, unto 
the Lord he eateth not, and giveth God 
7thanks. For none of us hveth to him- 
8 self, and none dieth to himself. For 
whether we live, we live unto the Lord ; 
or whether we die, we die unto the

12 So then each one of us shall give ac- 
count of himsclf te God. 

13 Let us not therefore judge one an- 
other any more: but judge ye this 
rather, that no man put a stunbhneg- 
bleck in his brother’s way, or an occa- 

14sion of falling. I know, and am per- 
suaded in the Lord Jesus, that nothing 
is unclean of itsclf: save that to him 
who accounteth anything tobe unclean, 

15to him it is unclean. For if because of 
meat thy brother is grieved, thou walk- 
est no longer in love. Destroy not with 
thy meat him for whom Christ died. 

16 Let not then your good be evil spoken 

17 of: for the kingdom of God is not eat- 
ing and drinking, but righteousness 
and peace and joy in the Holy Ghost. 

18 For he that herein serveth Christ is 
well-pleasing to God, and approved 

190f men. So then Jet us follow af- 
ter things which make for peace, and 
things whereby we may edify one au- 

20other. Overthrow not for meat’s sake 
the work of God. All things indeed are 
clean; howbeit it is evil for that man 

21 who eateth with offence. It is good 
not to eat flesh, nor to drmk wine, 
nor to do anything whereby thy bro- 

22ther stumbleth?. The faith which 
thou hast, have thou to thyself before 
God. Happy is he that judgeth not 
himself in that which he %appreveth. 

23 But he that doubteth is condemned if 
he eat, because he eateth not of faith; 
and whatsoever is not of faith is 
sin.4 

15 Now we that are strong ought to 
bear the infirmities of the weak, and 

2not to please ourselves. Let each one 
of us please his neighbour for that 
3which is good, unto edifying. For 
Christ also pleased not himself; but, 
as it is written, The reproaches of them 
4 that reproached thee fell upon me. For 
whatsoever things were written afore- 
time were written for our learning, 
that through patience and through 
comfort of the scriptures we might 
5have hope. Now the God of patience 
and of comfort grant you to be of the 
saime mind one with another according 
6 to Christ Jesus: that with one accord 
ye may with one mouth glorify the 
God and Father of our Lord Jesus 
7 Christ. Wherefore receive ye one an- 
other, even as Christ also received 
85 you, to the glory of God. For I say 
that Christ hath been made a minister 
of the circumcision for the truth of 
God, that he might confirm the pro- 
9inises given unto the fathers, and that 
the Gentiles might glorify God for his 

mercy; as it is written, 
Therefore will I 6give praise unto 

thee among the Gentiles, 
And sing unto thy name. 

10 And again he saith, 

Rejoice, ye Gentiles, with his people 
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11 And again, 

Praise the Lord, all ye Gentiles; 
And let all the peoples praise him. 

12 And again, Isaiah saith, 

There shall be the root of Jesse, 

And he that ariseth to rule over the 
Gentiles; 

On him shall the Gentiles hope. 

13 Now the God of hope fill you with all 
joy and peace in believing, that ye may 
abound in hope, in the power of the 
Holy Ghost. 

14 AndImysclfalsoam persuaded of you, 
my brethren, that ye yourselves are full 
of goodness, filled with all knowledge, 

15 able also to admonish one another. But 
I write the more boldly unto you in 
some measure, as putting you again m 
remembrance, because of the grace that 

16 was given me of God, that I should be 
a minister of Christ Jesus unto the Gen- 
tiles, 7ministering the gospel of God, 
that the offering up of the Gentiles 
might be madeacceptable, being sancti- 

17 fied by the Holy Ghost. Ihavethcrefore 
my glorying in Christ Jesus in things 

18 pertaining to God. For I will not dare 
to speak ofany 8 things save those which 
Christ wrought through me, for the 
obedience of the Gentiles, by word and 

19 deed, in the power of signs and wonders, 
in the power of 9the Holy Ghost; so that 
from Jerusalem, and round about even 
unto Hlyricum, I have fully preach- 

20ed the gospel of Christ; yea, 14mak- 
ing it my aim so to preach the gospel, 
not where Christ was already named, 
that I might not build upon another 

21 man’s foundation; but, as it is written, 

They shall see, to whom no tidings 
of him came, 

And they who have not heard shall 
understand. 

22 Wherefore also I was hindered these 

23 many times from coming to you: but 
now, having no more any place in these 
regions, and having these many years 

24a longing te come unto you, whenso- 
ever I go unto Spain (for I hope to see 
you in my journey, and to be brought 
on my way thitherward by you, if first 
in some measure I shall have been satis- 

25 fied with your company)—but now, J 
say, I go unto Jerusalem, ministering 

26 unto the saints. For it hath been the 
good pleasure of Macedonia and Achaia 
to make a certain contribution for the 
poor among the saints that are at Jeru- 

27salem. Yea, it hath been their good 
pleasure; and their debtors they are. 
Yor if the Gentiles have been made par- 
takers of their spiritual things, they owe 
it to them also to minister unto them in 

28 carnal things. When therefore I have 
accomplished this, and have sealed to 
them this fruit, I will go on by you unto 

29Spain. And I know that, when I come 
unto you, I shall come in the fulness of 
the blessing of Christ.

into the fellowship of his Son Jesus | 3ldemption: that, aceording as it is 


Christ our Lord. 

10 Now I beseech you, brethren, through 
the name of our Lord Jesus Christ, that 
ye all speak the same thing, and that 
there be no divisions among you; but 
that ye be perfected together in the 
same mind and in the sanic judgement. 

11 For it hath been signified unto me eon- 
cerning you, my brethren, by them 
which are of the household of Chloe, that 

12 there are contentions among you. Now 
this I mean, that each one of you saith, 
Iam of Paul; and I of Apollos; and I 

13 of Cephas; and I of Christ. 1Is Christ 
divided? was Paul crucified for you? 
or were ye baptized into the name of 

14Panl? @I thank God that I baptized 
none of you, save Crispus and Gaius; 

15 lest any man should say that ye were 

16 baptized intomy name. AndIbaptized 
also the household of Stephanas: be- 
sides, I know not whether I baptized 

17any other. For Christ sent me not to 
baptize, but to preach the gospel: not 
in wisdom of words, lest the cross of 
Christ should be made void. 

18 For the word of the eross is to them 
that are perishing foolishness; but nn- 
to us which are being saved it is the 

19 power of God. For it is written, 

I will destroy the wisdom of the wise, 
And the prudence of the prudent 
will I reject. 

20 Where is the wise? where is the scribe? 
where is the disputer of this 3world? 
hath not God made foolish the wisdom 

21of the world? For seeing that in the 
wisdom of God the world through its 
wisdom knew not God, it was God’s 
good pleasure through the foolishness 
of the ‘preaching to save them that 

22 believe. Seeing that Jews ask for 
signs, aud Greeks seek after wisdom: 

23 but we preach ®Christ crucified, unto 
Jews a stumblingblock, and unto Gen- 

24 tiles foolishness; but unto Sthem that 
are called, both Jews and Greeks, Christ 
the power of God, and the wisdom of 

25God. Because the foolishness of God 
is wiser than men; and the weakness 
of God is stronger than men. 

26 For 7behold your ealling, brethren, 
how that not many wise after the flesh, 
not many mighty, not many noble, § are 

27 called: but God chose the foolish things 
of the world, that he might put to shame 
them that are wise; and God chose the 
weak things of the world, that he might 
put to shame the things that are strong; 

28 and the base things of the world, and 
the things that are despised, did God 
choose, yea %and the things that are 
not, that he might bring to nought 

29the things that are: that no flesh 

30 should glory before Ged. But of him 
are ye in Christ Jesus, who was made 
unto us wisdom from God, and right- 
eousness and sanctification, and re- 


written, He that glorieth, let lin 
glory in the Lord. 

2, And I, brethren, when I came unto 
you, eame not with excellency of 
Ugpeech or of wisdom, proclaiming 

2to yon the mystery of God. For 
I determined not to know anything 
among you, save Jesus Christ, and him 

Zerncified. And I was with you in 
weakuess, and in fear, and in mueh 

4trembling. And my speech and my 
4preaching were not in persuasive 
words of wisdom, but in demonstra- 

5 tion of the Spirit and of power: that 
your faith should not 1°stand in the 
wisdom of men, but in the power of God. 

6 Howbeit we speak wisdom among the 
liperfect: yet a wisdom not of this 
world, nor of the rulers of this 
15 world, which are coming to nought: 

7 but we speak God's wisdom in a mys- 
tery, even the wisdom that hath been 
hidden, which God foreordained before 

8 the worlds unto our glory: which none 
of the rulers of this world knoweth: 
for had they known it, they would not 

Shave crucified the Lord of glory: but 
as it is written, 

Things which eye saw not, and ear 
heard not, 

And which entered not into the heart 
of man, 

Whatsoever things God prepared 
for them that love him. 

1016But unto us God revealed “them 
through the Spirit: for the Spirit 
searcheth all things, yea, the deep 

llthings of God. For who among men 
knoweth the things of a man, save 
the spirit of the man, whieh is in him? 
even so the things of God none know- 

12 eth, save the Spirit of God. But we 
received, not the spirit of the world, 
but the spirit which is of Ged; that 
we might know the things that are 

13freely given to us by God. Which 
things also we speak, not in words 
which man’s wisdom teacheth, but 
which the Spirit teacheth; 18 19com- 
paring spiritual things with spiritual. 

14Now the natural man receiveth not 
the things of the Spirit of God: for 
they are foolishness unto him; and he 
cannot know them, because they are 

15 spiritually 20judged. But he that is 
spiritual “}judgeth all things, and he 

16 himself is 2°judged of no man. For 
who hath known the mind of the 
Lord, that he should instruct him? 
But we have the mind of Christ. 

3 And I, brethren, could not speak unto 
you as unto spiritual, but as unto ear- 

Qnal, as unto babes in Christ. I fed 
you with milk, not with meat; for ye 
were not yet able to bear it: nay, not 

Seven now are ye able; for ye are 
yet carnal: for whereas there is a- 
mong you jealousy and strife, are 
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ye not carnal, and walk after the man- 
4ner of men? For when one saith, I am 
of Paul; and another, I am of Apollos; 
5areyenotmen? What then is Apollos? 
and what is Panl? Ministers through 
whom ye believed; and each as the 
6 Lord gave to him. I planted, Apollos 
watered; but God gave the increase. 
7 So then neither is he that planteth any- 
thing, neither he that watereth; but 
8 God that giveth the increase. Now he 
that plauteth and he that watereth are 
one: but each shall receive his own re- 
9 ward according to his own labour. For 
we are God’s fellow-workers: ye are 
God’s ! husbandry, God’s building. 

10 According to the grace of God which 
was given unto me, as a wise master- 
builder I laid a foundation; and an- 
other buildeth thereon. But let each 
man take heed how he buildeth there- 

llon. For other foundation can no man 
lay than that which is laid, which is 

12 Jesus Christ. Butif any man buildeth 
on the foundation gold, silver, costly 

13 stones, wood, hay, stubble; each man’s 
work shall be made manifest: for the 
day shall declare it, because it is re- 
vealed in fire; 2and the fire itself shall 
prove each man’s work of what sort it 

14is. If any man’s work shall abide which 
he built thereon, he shall receive a re- 

15 ward. Ifany man’s work shall be burn- 
ed, he shall suffer Joss: but he himself 
shall be saved; yet so as through fire. 

16 Know ye not that ye are a >temple of 
God, and that the Spirit of God dwelleth 

17in you? If any man destroyeth the 
3temple of God, him shall God destroy ; 
for the 3temple of God is holy, 4# which 
temple ye are. 

18 Let no man deceive himself. If any 
man thinketh that he is wise among 
you in this >world, let him become a 

| 19 fool, that he may become wise. For the 

wisdom of this world is foolishness with 
God. For it is written, He that taketh 

20 the wise in their craftiness: and again, 

| The Lord knoweth the reasonings ofthe 

21 wise, that they arevain. Wherefore let 

no one glory in men. For all things are 

yours; whether Paul, or Apollos, or Ce- 

phas, or the world, or life, or death, or 

things present, or things to come; allare 

23 yours; and ye are Christ’s; and Christ 
is God's. 

4 lLetamanso account of us, as of minis- 

ters of Clurist, and stewards of the 
2mysteries of God. Here, moreover, it 
is required in stewards, that a man be 
3 found faithful. But with me itis avery 
small thing that I should be judged of 
you, or of man’s 7judgement: yea, I 
48judge not mine own self. For I know 
nothing against myself; yet am I not 
hereby justified: but he that 9judgeth 
5me is the Lord. Wherefore judge 
nothing before the time, until the Lord 
come, who will both bring to light the 
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hidden things of darkness, and make 

manifest the counsels of the hearts; and 

ibe shall each man have his praise from 
od. 

6 Now these things, brethren, I have in 
a figure transferred to myself and Apol- 
los for your sakes; that in us ye might 
learn not to go beyond the things which 
are written; that no one of you be puffed 

7 up for the one against the other. For 
who maketh thee to differ? and what 
hast thou that thou didst not receive? 
but if thou didst receive it, why dost 
thou glory, as if thou hadst not received 

8it? Already are ye filled, already ye are 
become rich, ye have reigned without 
us: yea and I would that ye did reign, 

9 that we alsomightreign with you. For, 
I think, God hath set forth us the apo- 
stles last of all, as men doomed to death: 
for we are made a spectacle unto the 
world, }°and to angels, and to men. 

10 We are fools for Christ’s sake, but ye 
are wise in Christ; we are weak, but ye 
are strong; ye have glory, but we have 

11 dishonour. Even unto this present hour 
we both hunger, and thirst, and are 
naked, and are buffeted, and have no 

12 certain dwellingplace; and we toil, 
working with our own hands: being 
reviled, we bless; being persecuted, we 

13 endure; being defamed, we intreat: we 
are made as the !! filth of the world, 
the offscouring of all things, even until 
now. 

14 I write not these things to shame you, 
but to admonish you as my beloved 

15 children. For though ye should have 
ten thousand tutors in Christ, yet have 
ye not many fathers: for in Christ 
Jesus I begat you through the gospel. 

16 I beseech you therefore, be ye imitators 

170of me. For this cause have I sent 
unto you Timothy, who is my beloved 
and faithful child in the Lord, who 
shall put you in remembrance of my 
ways which be in Christ, even as [ 
teach everywhere in every church. 

18 Now some are puffed up, as though I 

19 were not coming to you. But I will 
come to you shortly, if the Lord will; 
and I will know, not the word of them 
which are puffed up, but the power. 


20For the kingdom of God is not in 
21 word, but in power. 


What will ye? 
shall I come unto you with a rod, 
or in love aud a spirit of meekness? 

5 It is actually reported that there is 
fornication among you, and such forni- 
cation as is not even among the Gen- 
tiles, that one of you hath his father’s 

2wife. And lye are puffed up, and 
13did not rather mourn, that he that 
had done this deed might be taken 

3away from among you. For I verily, 
being absent in body but present in 
spirit, have already, as thongh I were 
present, judged him that hath so 
4wrought this thing, in the name of 
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our Lord Jesus, ye being gathered to- 
gether, aud my spirit, with the power 
5of our Lord Jesus, to deliver such a 
one unto Satan for the destruction of 
the flesh, that the spirit may be saved 
6in the day of the Lord} Jesus. Your 
glorying 1s not good. Know ye not 


that a httle leaven leaveneth the whole | 


7lump? Purge out the old leaven, that 
ye may be a new lump, eveu as ye are 
unleavened. For our passover also hath 

8 been sacrificed, even Christ: wherefore 
let us 2keep the feast, not with old 
leaven, neither with the leaven of ma- 
lice aud wickedness, but with the 
unleavened bread of sincerity and 
truth. 

9 I wrote unto you in my epistle to have 

10no company with fornicators; ®not 
altogether with the fornicators of this 
world, or with the covetous and extor- 
tioners, or withidolaters; for then must 

11 ye needs go out of the world: but 4now 
I write unto you not to keep company, 
if any man that is named a brother be 
a formecator, or covetous, or an idolater, 
or a reviler, or a drunkard, or an ex- 
tortioner ; with such a one no, not to 

I2eat. For what have I to do with judg- 
ing them that are without? Do not ye 

13judge them that are within, whereas 
them that are without God judgeth ? 
Put away the wicked man from among 
yourselves, 

6 Dare any of you, having a matter 
against > his neighbour, go to law before 
the unrighteous, and not before the 

2saints? Or know ye not that the saints 
shall judge the world? and if the world 
is judged by you, are ye unworthy Sto 

3 judge the smallest matters? Know ye 
not that we shall judge angels? how 
much more, things that pertain to this 

4life? If then ye have 7to judge things 
pertaining to this life, §do ye set them 
to judge who are of no account in the 

Sehurech? I say this to move you to 
shame. Is it so, that there cannot be 
found among you one Wise man, who 
shall be able to decide between his bre- 

Gthren, but brother goeth to law with 
brother, and that before uubelievers ? 

7 Nay, already it is altogether 9a defect 
in you, that ye have lawsuits one with 
another, Why not rather take wrong? 

Swhy not rather be defrauded? Nay, 
but ye yourselves do wrong, and de- 

9 fraud, and that your brethren. Or know 
ye not that the unrighteous shall not 
inherit the kingdom of God? Be not 
deceived: neither fornicators, nor ido- 
laters, nor adulterers, nor effeminate, 
nor abusers of themselves with men, 

10nor thieves, nor covetous, nor drnnk- 
ards,nor revilers, nor extortioners, shall 

11 mherit the kingdom of God. And such 
were some of you: but ye 1°were 
washed, but ye were sanctified, but 
ye were justified in the name of the 


—— 


Lord Jesus Christ, and in the Spirit 
of our God. 

12 All things are lawful for me; but not 
all things are expedient. All things are 
lawful for me; but I will not be brought 

13 under the power of any. Meats for the 
belly, and the belly for meats: but God 
shall bring to nought both it and them. 
But the body is not for fornication, but 
for the Lord; and the Lord for the body: 

14 and God both raised the Lord, and will 

15 raise up us through his power. Know 
ye not that your bodies are members 
of Christ ? shall I then take away the 
members of Christ, and make them 

16 members of a harlot? God forbid. Or 
know ye not that he that is jomed toa 
harlot.is one body? for, The twain, saith 

17 he, shall become one flesh. But he that 
is joined unto the Lord is one spirit. 

18 Flee fornication. Every sin that a man 
doeth is without the body; but he that 
comnitteth fornication sinneth against 

19his own body. Or know ye not that 
your body is a temple of the !2 Holy 
Ghost which is in you, which ye have 
from God? and ye are not your own; 

20 for ye were bought with a price: glorify 
God therefore in your body. 

7 Now concerning the things whereof 
ye wrote: It is good for a man not to 
2touch a woman. But, because of forni- 
cations, let each man have his own wife, 
and let each woman have her own hus- 
3 band. Let the husband render unto the 
wife her due: and likewise also the wife 
4unto the husband. The wife hath not 
power over her own body, but the hus- 
band: and likewise also the husband 
hath not power over his own body, 
5 but the wife. Defraud ye not one the 
other, except it be by consent for a 
season, that ye may give yourselves 
unto prayer, and may be together a- 
gain, that Satan tempt you not because 
6of your incontineney. But this I say 
by way of permission, not of command- 
7ment. 1Yet I would that all men were 
even as I myself. Howbeit each man 
hath his own gift from God, one 
after this manner, and another after 
that. 
8 But I say to the unmarried and to 
widows, It is good for them if they 
Jabide even as I. But if they have 
not continency, let them marry: for 
it is better to marry than to burn. 
10But unto the married I give charge, 
yea not I, but the Lord, That the wife 

11 depart not from her husband (but and 
if she depart, let her remaim un- 
married, or else be reconciled to her 
husband); and that the husband leave 

12not his wife. But to the rest say 
I, not the Lord: If any brother hath 
an unbelieving wife, and she is econ- 
tent to dwell with him, let him not 

13 leave her. And the woman which hath 
an unbelieving husband, and he is con- 
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teut to dwell with her, let her not 

14leave her husband. For the unbeliev- 
ing husband is sanctified in the wife, 
and the unbelieving wife is sanctified 
in the brother: else were your children 

15unclean; but now are they holy. Yet 
if the unbelieving departeth, let him 
depart: the brother or the sister is 
not under bondage in such cases: but 

16 God hath ealled! usin peace. For how 
knowest thou, O wife, whether thou 
shalt save thy husband? or how know- 
est thou, O husband, whether thou 

17 shalt save thy wife? Only, as the Lord 
hath distributed to each man, as God 
hath ealled cach, so let him walk. And 

18 so ordain I in all the churches. Was 
any man called being circumcised ? lct 
him not become uncircuincised. Hatli 
any been called in uncireumcision ? 

19let him not be circumcised. Circum- 
cision is nothing, and uncircumcision 
is nothing; but the keeping of the 

20commandments of God. Let each 
man abide in that eallng wherein he 

21 was called. Wast thou called being a 
bondservant? care not for it: ?but 
if thou eaust become free, usezt rather. 

22For he that was called in the Lord, 
being a bondservant, is the Lord’s 
freedman: likewise he that was called, 
being free, is Christ’s bondservant. 

23 Ye were bought with a price; become 

24not bondservants of men. Brethren, 
let each man, wherein he was called, 
therein abide with God. 

95 Now eoncerning virgins I have no 
commandment of the Lord: but I give 
my judgement, as one that hath obtain- 

26 ed mercy of the Lord to be faithful. I 
think therefore that this is good by 
reason of the present distress, namely, 
that it is good for a man 3to be as he 

27is. Art thou bound unto a wife? seek 
not to be loosed. Art thou loosed from 

28a wife? seek not a wife. But and if 
thou marry, thou hast not sinned; and 
if a virgin marry, she hath not sinned. 
Yet such shall have tribulation in the 

29 flesh: and I would spare you. But this 
I say, brethren, the time 4is shortened, 
that henceforth both those that have 
wives may be as though they had none ; 

30 and those that weep, as though they 

wept not; and those that rejoice, as 

though they rejoiced not; and those 
that buy, as. though they possessed not; 


.8land those that use the world, as not 


Sabusing it: for the fashion of this 
32 world passeth away. Dut I would have 
you to be free from cares. He that 
is unmarried is careful for the things 
of the Lord, how he may please the 
33 Lord: but he that is married is eareful 
for the things of the world, how he may 
34 please his wife. Aud there is a differ- 
ence also between the wife and the 
virgin. She that is unmarried is care- 
ful for the things of the Lord, that she 








may be holy both in body and im spirit: 

but she that is married is careful for 

the things of the world, how she may 

35 please her husband. And this I say 
for your own profit; not that I may 
east a Tsnare upon you, but for that 
which is seemly, and that ye may 
attend upon the Lord without distrac- 

36 tion. But if any man thinketh that he 
behaveth himself unseemly toward his 
8virgin daughter, if she be past the 
flower of her age, and if need so re- 
quireth, let him do what he will; he 

37 sinneth not; let them marry. But he 
that standeth stedfast in his heart, 
having no necessity, but hath power as 
touching his own will, and hath de- 
termined this in his own heart, to kcep 
his own §virgin daughter, shall do well. 

38 So then both he that giveth his own 
8virgin daughter in marriage doeth 
well; and he that giveth her not in mar- 

39 riage shall do better. A wife is bound 
for so long time as her husband liveth; 
but if the husband be 9 dead, she is free 
to be married to whom she will; only 

40im the Lord. But she is happier if she 
abide as she is, after my judgement: 
aud I think that I also have the Spirit 
of God. 

8 Now concerning things sacrificed to 
idols: We know that we all have know- 
ledge. Knowledge puffeth up, but love 

2l0edifieth. If any man thinketh that 
he knoweth anything, he knoweth not 

3yct as he ought to know; but if any 
man loveth God, the same is known of 
4him. Concerning therefore the eating 
of things sacrificed to idols, we know 
that no idol is anything in the world, 
5and that there is no God but one. Far 
though there be that are ealled gods, 
whether in heaven or on earth; as there 

6 are gods many, and lords many; yet to 
us there is one God, the Father, of whom 
are all things, and we unto him; and 
one Lord, Jesus Christ, through whom 
are all things, and we through him. 

7 Howbeit in all men there is not that 
knowledge: but some, being used until 
now to the idol, eat as of a thing sacri- 
ficed to an idol; and their conscience 

Sbeing weak is defiled. But meat will 
not commend us to God: neither, if we 
eat not, 4 are we the worse; nor, if we 

9 cat, are we the better. But take heed 
lest by any means this liberty of 
yours become a stumblingblock to the 

10 weak. For if aman see thee which hast 
knowledge sitting at meat im an idol’s 
temple, will not his conscience, if he is 
weak, }4be emboldened to eat things sac- 

11 rificed toidols? For through thy know- 
ledge he that is weak perisheth, the bro- 

12ther for whose sake Christ died. And 
thus, sinning against the brethren, and 
wounding their conscience when it is 

13 weak, ye sin against Christ. Wherefore, 
if meat maketh my hwother to stumble, L 
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will eat no flesh for evermore, that I 
make not my brother to stumble. 
9 Am I not free? am I not an apostle ? 
have I not seen Jesus our Lord ? are not 
2ye my work in the Lord? If to others 
I am not an apostle, yet at least I am 
to you: for the seal of mine apostleship 
3areyeinthe Lord. My defence to them 
4 that examine me is this. Have we no 
5 right to eat and to drink? Have we no 
right to lead about a wife that is a 2 he- 
liever, even as the rest of the apostles, 
and the brethren of the Lord, and 
6 Cephas? Or Ionly and Barnabas, have 
we not a right to forbear working? 
7 What soldier ever serveth at his own 
eharges ? who planteth a vineyard, and 
eateth not the fruit thereof? or who 
feedeth a flock, and eateth not of the 
Smilk of the flock? Do I speak these 
things after the manner of men? or 
9saith not the law also the same? For

it is written in the law of Moses, Thou | 


shalt not muzzle the ox when he 
treadeth out the corn. Is it for the oxen 
10 that God eareth, or saith he it alto- 
gether for our sake ? Yea, for our sake 

it was written : because he that ploweth 
ought to plow in hope, and he that 
thresheth, to thresh in hope of partak- 
llimg. If we sowed unto yon spiritual 
things, is it a great matter if we shall 
12reap your carnal things? If others 
partake of this right over youn, do not 
we yet more? Nevertlicless we did not 
use this right; but we bear all things, 
that we may eause no hindranee to the 

5 gospel of Christ. Knowye not that they 
which minister about sacred things eat 
of the things of the temple, and they 
whieh wait upon the altar have their 
14 portion with the altar? Even so did the 
Lord ordam that they which proclaim 

| the gospel should live of the gospel. 
15 But I have used none of these things: 
and I write not these things that it may 

be so done in my ease: for zt were good 

for me rather io die, than that any man 

| 16shonld make my glorying void. For 
if I preach the gospel, I have nothing 
to glory of; for neeessity is laid npon 
me; for woe is nntome, if I preaeh not 
17 the gospel. For if Ido this of mine own 
will, [havea reward: but if not of mine 
own will, Ihave a stewardship intrusted 
18tome. What thenismy reward ? That, 
when I preach the gospel, I may make 
the gospel without charge, so as not to 
use to the full my right in the gospel. 
19For though I was free from all men, 
I brought myself under bondage to all, 
20that I might gain the more. And to 
the Jews I beeame as a Jew, that I 
might gain Jews; to them that are 
under the law, as under the law, not 
being myself under the law, that I 
might gain them that are under the 
2llaw; to them that are without law, 
as withont law, 
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not being without | 


' 
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ae 


law to God, but under law to Christ, 
that I might gain them that are without 
22 law. 
T might gain the weak: I am become 
all things to all men, that LT imay by nll 
25 means save some, And I do all things 
for the gospel’s sake, that I may be a 
24 joint partaker thereof. Know ye not 
that they which run in a ®raee run all, 
Int one receiveth the prize? Even so 
251un, that ye may attain. And every 
man that striveth in the gaimes is 
tempcrate in all things. Now they do 
it to receive a corruptible erown; but 
26 we an incorruptible. I therefore so 
run, as not nncertainly; so ‘fight IJ, 
27 as not beating the air: but I Shbuffet 
my body, and bring it into bondage: 
lest by any means, after that I have 
preached to others, I myself should be 

rejected. 
10 For I would not, brethren, have you 
ignorant, how that our fathers were 
| all under the cloud, and all passed 
2through the sea; and were all bap- 
tized 6uuto Moses in the cloud and in 
| Bthe sea; and did all eat the same 
| 4 spiritual meat; and did all drink the 
same spiritual drink: for they drank of 
aspiritualrock that followed them: and 
5 the roek was Christ. Howbeit with most 
| of them God was not well pleased: for 
| they were overthrown in the wilderness. 
| 6 Now 7these things were our examples, 
to the intent we should not lust after 
7 evil things, as they alsolusted. Neither 
be ye idolaters, as were some of them ; 
as it is written, The people sat down 
to eat and drink, and rose up to play. 
8 Neither let us commit fornieation, as 
some of them committed, and fell in 
one day three and twenty thousand. 
9 Neither let us tempt the § Lord, as some 
of them tempted, and perished by the 
10serpents. Neither murmur ye, as 
some of them murmured, and perished 
1l by the destroyer. Now these things 
happened unto them %by way of ex- 
ample; and they were written for 
onr admonition, upon whom the ends 
| 120f the ages are come. Wherefore 
let him that thinketh he standeth 
13 take heed lest he fall. There hath no 
temptation taken youn but such as man 
can bear: but God is faithful, who 
will not suffer you to be tempted 
above that ye are able; but will with 
the temptation make also the way of 
eseape, that ye may be able to endure 

ite 

14 Wherefore, my beloved, flee from 
}5idolatry. I speak as to wise men; 
16judge ye what I say. The cup of 
blessing whieh we bless, is it not a 
10¢ommunion of the blood of Christ ? 
The bread which we break, is it not 
| a l0eommunion of the body of Christ? 
17 2 seeing that we, who are many, are one 
Nbread, one hody: for we all partake of 
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18 the one} bread. Behold Israel after the 
flesh : have not they which eat the sacri- 

19 fices communion with the altar ? What 
say I then? that a thing sacrificed to 
idols is anything, or that an idol is 
20 anything? But J say, that the things 
which the Gentiles sacrifice, they sacri- 
fice to 2devils, and not to God: and I 
would not that ye should have com- 
21 munion with 2devils. Yecannot drink 

the cup of the Lord, aud the cup of 

2devils: ye cannot partake of the table 

of the Lord, and of the table of 2 devils. 
| 22 Or do we provoke the Lord to jealousy ? 

are we stronger than he?

23 All things are lawful; but all things 
are not expedient. All things are law- 
24 ful; but all things*edify not. Letno 
man seek his own, but each his neighi- 
25 bour’s good. Whatsoever is sold in the 
shambles, eat, asking no question for 
26 conscieuce sake; for the earth is the 
27 Lord’s, and the fulness thereof. If one 
of them that believe not biddeth you 
to a feast, and ye are disposed to go; 
whatsoever is set before you, eat, ask- 
ing no question for conscience sake. 
28 But if any man say unto you, This 
hath been offered in sacrifice, eat not, 
for his sake that shewed it, and for 
29 conscience sake: conscience, I say, not 
thine own, but the other’s; for why is 

| my liberty judged by another con- 
30 science ? 4If I by grace partake, why 
am I evil spoken of for that for whicli 
311 give thanks? Whether therefore ye 
eat, or drink, or whatsoever ye do, do 
32 all to the glory of God. Giveno occasion 
of stumbling, either to Jews, or to 

| 33 Greeks, or to the church of God: even 
| | as I also please all men in all things, 
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not seeking mine own profit, but the 
| profit of the many, that they may be 
| ll saved. Be ye imitators of me, even 
as I also am of Christ. 
| 2 Now I praise you that ye remember 
| me in all things, and hold fast the tra- 
ditions, even as I delivered them to you. 
3 But I would have you know, that the 
head of every man is Christ; and the 
head of the woman is the man; and the 
4head of Christ is God. Every man 
praying or prophesying, having his 
head covered, dishonoureth his head 
5 But every woman praying or prophesy- 
img with her head unveiled dishonoureth 
her head: for it is one and the same 
6 thing as if she were shaven. For if a 
woman is not veiled, let her also be 
shorn: but if it isa shame to a woman 
to be shorn or shaven, let her be veiled. 
7 For a man indeed ought not to have his 
| head veiled, forasmuch as he is the 
image and glory of God: but the woman 
| Sis the glory of the man. For the man is 
not of the woman; but the woman of 
9the man: for neither was the man 
created for the woman; but the woman 
10 for the man: for this cause ought the 
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woman to Shave a sign of authority on 
11 her head, because of the angels. How- 
beit neither is the woman without the 
man, nor the man without the woman, 
12in the Lord. For as the woman is of the 
man, so is the man also by the woman; 
13 but all things are of God. Judge ye in 
yourselves: is it seemly that a woman 
14 pray unto God unveiled ? Doth not even 
nature itself teach you, that, if a man 
have long hair, it is a dishonour to him ? 
15 But if a woman have long hair, it is 
a glory to her: for her hair is given 
16 her for a covering. But if any man 
seemeth to be contentions, we have no 
such custom, neither the churches of 
God. 
17 But in giving you this charge, I praise 
you not, that ye come together not for 
18 the better but for the worse. For first 
of all, when ye come together 7in the 
church, I hear that ®%divisions exist 
among you; and I partly believe it. 
19 For there must be also ’ heresies among 
you, that they which are approved may 
20 be made manifest among you. When 
therefore ye assemble yourselves to- 
gether, itis not possible to eat the Lord’s 
21lsupper: for in your eating each one 
taketh before other his ownsupper; and 
one is hungry, and another is drunken. 
22 What? have ye not houses to eat and 
to drink in? or despise ye the church 
of God, and put them to shame that 
Mhave not? What shall I say to you? 
12shalil praise youin this? I praise you 
23 not. ForI received of the Lord that 
which also I delivered unto you, how 
that the Lord Jesusin the mght in which 
24 he was betrayed took bread 3 and when 
he had given thanks, he brake it, and 
said, This is my body, which l%is for 
you: this do in remembrance of me. 
25 In like manner also the cup, after sup- 
per, saying, This cup is the new |cove- 
nant in my blood: this do, as oft as ye 
26 drink it, in remembrance of me, For 
as often as ye eat this bread, and drink 
the cup, ye proclaim the Lord’s death 
27 till he come. Wherefore whosoever 
shall eat the bread or drink the cup of 
the Lord unworthily, shall be guilty of 
the body and the blood of the Lord. 
28 But let a man prove himself, and so let 
him eat of the bread, and drink of the 
29cup. For he that eateth and drinketh, 
eateth and drinketh judgement unto 
himself, if he discern not the body. 
30 For this cause many among you are 
weak and sickly, and not a few sleep. 
31 But if we discerned ourselves, we 
32 should not be judged. But !’when we are 
judged, we are chastened of the Lord, 
that we may not be condemned with 
33 the world. Wherefore, my brethren, 
when ye come together to eat, wait one 
34for another. If any man is hungry, 
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the rest will I set in order whensoever 
T come. 
12 Now concerning spiritual gi/ts, bre- 
thren, I would not have you ignorant. 
2Ye know that when ye were Geutiles 
ye were led away unto those dumb 
idols, howsoever ye might be led. 
3 Wherefore I give you to understand, 
that no man speaking in the Spirit of 
God saith, Jesus is anathema; and no 
man can say, Jesus is Lord, but in the 
Holy Spirit. 
4 Now there are diversities of gifts, but 
5 the same Spirit. And there are diver- 
sities of ministrations, and the same 
6 Lord. And there are diversities of 
workings, but the same God, who work- 
7eth all things in all. But to each one 
is given the manifestation of the Spirit 
Sto profit withal. For to one is given 
through the Spirit the word of wisdom; 
and to another the word of knowledge, 
9 according tothe same Spirit: to another 
faith, inthesame Spirit ; and toanother 

10 gifts of healings, in the one Spirit; and 
to another workings of } miracles; and 
to another prophecy; and to another 
discernings of spirits : to another divers 
kinds of tongues; and to another the 

11 interpretation of tongues: but all these 
worketh the one and the same Spirit, 
dividing to each one severally even as 
he will. 

12 For as the body is one, and hath many 
members, and all the members of the 
body, being many, are one body; so also 

13is Christ. For in one Spirit were we all 
baptized into one body, whether Jews 
or Greeks, whether bond or free; and 
were all made to drink of one Spirit. 

14 For the body is not one member, but 

15many. If the foot shall say, Because 
I am not the hand, I am not of the 
body; it is not therefore not of the body. 

16 And if the ear shall say, Because I am 
not the eye, I am not of the body; it 

17is not therefore not of the body. If 
the whole body were an eye, where were 
the hearing ? If the whole were hearing, 

18 where were the smelling? But now hath 
God set the members each one of them 
in the body, even as it pleased him. 

19 And if they were all one member, where 

20were the body? But now they are 

21 many members, but one body. Andthe 
eye cannot say to the hand, I have no 
need of thee: or again the head to the 

22 feet, Lhave no need of you. Nay, much 
rather, those members of the body 
which seem to be more feeble are ne- 

23 cessary: and those parts of the body, 
winch we think to be less honourable, 
upon these we 2 bestow more abundant 
honour; and our uncomely parts have 

24 more abundant comeliness; whereas our 
comely parts have no need: but God 
tempered the body together, giving 
more abundant honour to that part 

25 which lacked; that there should be no 


schism in the body; but that the mem- 
bers should have the same care one for 

26 another, And whether one member suf- 
fereth, all the members suffer with it ; 
or ove member is Shonoured, all the 

27 members rejoice with it. Now ye are 
the body of Christ, and 4 severally mein- 

28 bers thereof. And God hath set some 
in the church, first apostles, secoudly 
prophets, thirdly teachers, then 1mi- 
racles, then gifts of healings, helps, 
5 governments, divers kinds of tongues. 

29 Are all apostles? are all prophets? are 
all teachers? are all workers of )mi- 

30 racles? have all gifts of healings? do 
all speak with tongues? do allinterpret ? 

31 But desire earnestly the greater gifts. 
And a still more excellent way shew I 
unto you. 

13 If I speak with the tongues of men 
and of angels, but have not love, I am 
become sounding brass, or a clanging 

2cymbal. And if Ihave the gift of pro- 
phecy, and know all mysteries and all 
knowledge; and if I have all faith, so as 
to remove mountains, but have not 
53love, lamnothing. And if I bestow all 
my goods to feed the poor, and if I give 
my body Sto be barned, but have not 
4love, it profiteth me nothing. Love 
suffereth loug, and is kind; love envieth 
not; love vaunteth not itself, is not 
5 puffed up, doth not behave itself un- 
seemly, seeketh not its own, is not 
provoked, taketh not account of evil; 
6rejoiceth not in unrighteousness, but 
7 rejoiceth with the truth; 7beareth all 
things, believeth all things, hopeth all 
S8thimgs, endureth all things. Love 
never faileth: but whether there be 
prophecies, they shall be done away; 
whether there be tongues, they shall 
cease; whether there be knowledge, it 
9shall be done away. For we know in 

10 part, and we prophesy in part: but when 
that which is perfect is come, that which 

11is in part shall be done away. When I 
was a child, I spake as a child, I felt as 
a child, I thought as a child: now that 
I am become a man, I have put away 

12 childish things. For now we see in a 
mirror, §darkly; but then face to face: 
now I know in part; but then shall 
I 9know even as also I have been 

1510known. But now abideth faith, hope, 
love, these three; and the greatest 
of these is love. 

14 Follow after love; yet desire earnestly 
spiritual gifts, but rather that ye may 

2prophesy. For he that speaketh in a 
tongue speaketh not unto men, but unto 
God; for no man understandeth; butin 

3 thespirit hespeaketh mysteries. Buthe 
that prophesieth speaketh unto men edi- 
fication, and comfort, and consolation. 

4 He that speaketh in a tongue “edifieth 
himself; bnt he that prophesieth 1‘ edi- 

5fieth the church. Now I would have 
you all speak with tongues, but rather 
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that ye should prophesy: and greater 
is he that prophesieth than he that 
speaketh with tongues, except he in- 
terpret, that the church may receive 
6edifying. But now, brethren, if I come 
uato you speaking with tongues, what 
shall I profit you, unless I speak to you 
either by way of revelation, or of know- 
ledge, or of prophesying, or of teaching? 
7Even things without life, giving a 
voice, whether pipe or harp, if they 
give not a distinction in the sounds, 
how shall it be known what is piped or 
Sharped? Tor if the trumpet give an nn- 
certain voice, who shall prepare himself 

| 9for war? So also ye, unless ye utter by 
| thetonguespeecheasy to be understood, 
how shall it be known what is spoken? 
for ve will be speaking iuto the air. 

10 There are, it may be, so many kinds of 
voices in the world, and 1no hind is 

11 without signification. If then I know 
not the meaning of the voice, I shall 

be to him that speaketh a barbarian, 
and he that speaketh will be a bar- 
12barian 2unto me. So also ye, since ye 
are zealous of ® spiritual gi7ts, seek that 

ye may abound unto the edifying of the 

13 church. Wherefore let him tnat speak- 


eth in a tongne pray that he may inter- ' 


14pret. For if I pray in a tongue, my 

spirit prayeth, but my understanding is 

| 15 unfruitful. What isit then? Iwillpray 

| with the spirit, and I will pray with 

| theunderstanding also: Iwill sing with 

the spirit, and I will sing with the un- 

16 derstanding also. Else if thou bless 

with the spirit, how shall he that filleth 

the place of tthe nulearned say the 

Amen at thy giving of thanks, seeing 

he knoweth not what thou sayest? 

17 For thou verily givest thanks well, but 

18 the other is not ‘edified. I thank Ged, 

I speak with tongues more than you all: 

19 howbeit in the church I had rather speak 

five words with my understanding, that 

I might instruct others also, than ten 
thousand words in a tongue. 

20 Brethren, be not children in mind: 

howbeit in malice be ye babes, but in 

21mind be®men. In the law it is written, 

By men of strange tongues aud hy the 

lips of strangers will I speak unto 

this people; and not even thus will 

22 they hear me, saith the Lord. Where- 

| fore tongues are for a sign, not to 

them that beheve, but to the un- 

believing: but prophesying is for a 

sign, not to the unbeheving, but to 

23them that believe. If therefore the 

| whole church be assembled together, 

and all speak with tongues, aud there 

come in inen unlearned or unbelieving, 

will they not say that ye are iad? 

24 But if all prophesy, and there come 

in one unbelieving or unlearned, he 

is Treproved by all, he isjudged by all; 

25 the secrets of his heart are made mani- 

fest; and so he will fall down on his 








——— 


face and worship God, declaring that 
God is 8ainong you indeed, 

26 What is it then, brethren? When ye 
come together, each one hath a psahn, 
hath a teaching, hath arevelation, hath 
a tongue, hath an interpretation. Let 

27 all things be done unto edifying. Ii 
any mau speaketh in a tongue, let 7¢ be 
by two, or at the most three, and that 

23in turn; and let one interpret: but if 
there be no interpretcr, let hin keep 
silence in the church; aud let him speak 

29 to himself, and to God. And let the 
prophets speak by two or three, and 

30 let the others 9discern. But if a revela- 
tion be made to another sitting by, let 

31 the first keep silence. For ye all can 
prophesy one by one, that all may learn, 

32and all may be !°comforted; and the 
spirits of the prophets are subject to 

33 the prophets; for God is not a God of 
confusion, but of peace; as in all the 
ehurches of the saints. 

34 Let the women keep silence in the 
churches: for it is not permitted unto 
them to speak; but let them be in 

35 subjection, as also saith the law. And 
if they would learn anything, let them 
ask their own husbands at home: for 
it is shameful for a woman to speak in 

36the church. What? was it from you 
that the word of God went forth? or 
came it unto you alone? 

37 Tf any man thinketh himself to be 
a prophet, or spiritual, let him take 
knowledge of the things which I write 
unto you, that they are the command- 

38 iment of the Lord. 14But if any man 
is ignorant, let him be ignorant. 

39 Wherefore, my brethren, desire ear- 
uestly to prophesy, and forbid not to 

40 speak with tongues. But let all things 
be done decently and in order. 

15 Now I make known unto you, bre- 
thren, the gospel which I preached unto 
you, which also ye received, wherein 

2also ye stand, by which also ye are 
saved; ITmake known, Tsay, in what 
words I preached it unto you, if ye hold 
it fast, except ye believed !in vain. 
3 For I delivered unto you first of all that 
which also I received, how that Christ 
died for our sins aceording to the scrip- 
4 tures; and that he was buried; and that 
he hath been raised on the third day 
5 according to the scriptures; and that 
he appeared to Cephas; then to the 
Gtwelve; then he appeared to above five 
hundred brethren at once, of whom the 
greater part remain until now, but 
7soine are fallen asleep; then he ap- 
peared to James; then to all the 
Sapostles; and last of all, as unto 
one born out of due time, he appear- 
9ed to me also. For I am the least 
of the apostles, that am not meet 
to be called an apostle, because I 
10 persecuted the church of God, But

For though I should glory 
somewhat abundantly concerning our 
authority (which the Lord gave for 
building yeu up, and not for casting 
you down), [shall not be put to sheme:

Tor, His 
letters, they say, are weighty and 
strong; but his bodily presenceis weak, 
liand his speech of no aceount. Let 
such a one reckon this, that, what we 
are in word by letters when we are 
absent, such are we also in deed when

3to number or compare ourselves with 
certain of them that commend them- 
selves: but they themselves, measuring 
themselves by themselves, and compar- 
ing themselves with themselves, are 
13 without understandmg.

God knoweth), such a one caught up 
3 even to the third heaven. And I know 
such a man (whether in the body, or 
apart from the body, I know not; God 
4 knoweth), how that he was caught up 
into Paradise, and heard unspeakable 
words, which it is not lawful for a man 
5to utter.

3 Weare bound to give thanks to God 
alway for you, brethren, even as it is 
meet, for that your faith groweth ex- 
ceedingly, and the love of each one of 
you all toward one another aboundeth ; 

4 so that we ourselves glory in you in the 
ehurches of God for your patience and 
faith in all your persecutions and in 

5 the afflictions which ye endure ; which 
is a manifest token of the righteous 
judgement of God; to the end that ye 
may be counted worthy of the kingdom 

6 of God, for which ye also suffer: if so 
be that it is a righteous thing with 
God to recompense affliction to them 

7 that afilict you, and to you that are ai- 
flicted rest with us, at the revelation 
of the Lord Jesus from heaven with the 

Sangels of his power in flaming fire, 
rendering vengeance to them that know 
not God, and to them that obey not the 

9gospel of our Lord Jesus: who shall 
suffer punishment, even eternal de- 
struction from the face of the Lord and 

10from the glory of his might, when he 
shall come to be glorified in his saints, 
and to be marvelled at in all them that 
believed (because our testimony unto 
1iyou was believed) in that day. To 
which end we also pray always for you, 
that our God may count you worthy of

12 power; that the name of our Lord Jesus 
may be glorified in you, and ye in 
him, according to the grace of our God 
and the Lord Jesus Christ. 

2, Nowwe beseech you, brethren,? touch- 
ing the’coming of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
and our gathering together unto hin ; 

2to the end that ye be not quickly 
shaken from your mind, nor yet be 
troubled, either by spirit, or by word, or 
by epistle as from us, as that the day 

3 of the Lord is now present; let no man

4 the son of perdition, he that opposeth 
and exalteth himself against all tlat 
is called God or *that is worshipped;

10 and signs and lying wonders, and with 
all deceit of unrighteousness for them

\lihey might be saved. And for this 
cause God sendeth them a working 
of crror, that they should believe a lie: 

12that they all might be judged who 
believed not the truth, but had plea- 
sure in unrighteousness. 

13 But we are bouud to give thanks 
to God alway for you, brethren be- 
loved of the Lord, for that God chose 
you !!from the beginning unto salva- 
tion in sanctification of the Spirit and 

14!2behef of the truth: whereunto he 
called you through our gospel, to the 
obtaining of the glory of our Lord Jesus 

15 Christ. So then, brethren, stand fast, 
and hold the traditions which ye were 
taught, whether by word, or by epistle 
of ours.

4 not to teach a different doctrine, neither 
to givc heed to fables and endless genea- 
logies, the which minister questionings, ' 
rather than a 'dispensation of God 

5 which is in faith; so do I now. But 
the end of the charge is love out of a 
pure heart and a good conscience and

some having *swerved have turned 

7 aside nnto vam talking; desirmg to be 
teachers of the law, though they under- 
stand neither what they say, nor where-

not made for a righteous man, but 
for the lawless and unruly, for the un- 
godiy and sinuers, for the nuhkoly and 
prefane, for 5inmrderers of fathers and 
3 murderers of mothers, for manslayers.

a widow under threescore years old, 
10having been the wife of one man, well 
reported of for good works; if she hath 
brought up children, if she hath used 
hospitality to strangers, if she hath 
washed the saints’ feet, if she hath re- 

_ jieved the afflicted, if she hath dili- 

11 gently followed every good work. But 
younger widows refuse: for when they 
have waxed wanton against Christ. they 

12 desire to marry ; having condemnation, 
because they have rejected their first 

13 faith. And withal they learn also to be 
idle, going about from house to house ; 
and not only idle, but tattlers also and 
busybodies, speaking things which they 

14 ought not. I desire therefore that the 
younger !widows marry, bear children, 
rule the household, give none occasion

ready someare turned aside after Satan. 

16 If any woman that believeth hath wi- 
dows, let her relieve them, and let not 
thechurch be burdened; that it may re- 
lieve them that are widows indeed. 

17 Let the elders that rule well be counted 
worthy of double honour, especially 
those who labour in the word and in 

18 teaching. Forthescripture saith, Thou 
shalt not muzzle the ox when he tread- 
eth out the corn. And, The labourer is 

19 worthy of his hire. Agaimst an elder 
receive not an accusation, except at the 

20 mouth of two or three witnesses. Them 
that sin reprove in the sight of all, that 

21 the rest also may be in fear. I charge 
thee in the sight of God, and Christ 
Jesus, and the elect angels, that thou 
observe these things without 2pre- 

22 judice, doing nothing by partiality. Lay 
hands hastily on no man, neither be 
partaker of other men’s sins: keep thy- 

23self pure. Be no longer a drinker of 
water, but use a little wine for thy 
stomach’s sake and thine often in- 

24 firmities. Some men’s sins are evi- 
dent, going before unto judgement; and 

25 some men also they follow after. In 
like manner also 3there are good works 
that are evident; and such as are other- 
wise cannot be hid. 

6 let as many as are 4servants under 
the yoke count their own masters wor- 
thy of all honour, that the name of God 
and the doctrine be not blasphemed. 

2 And they that have believing masters, 
let them not despise them, because they 
are brethren; but let them serve them 
the rather, because they that > partake 
of the benefit are believing and beloved. 
These things teach and exhort. 

3 If any man teacheth a different doc- 
trine, and consenteth not to ®sound 


words, even the words of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, and to the doctrine which is 
4 according to godliness; he is puffed up, 
knowing nothing, but ‘doting about 
questionings and disputes of words, 
whereof cometh envy, strife, railings, 
5 evil surmisings, wranghngs of men cor- 
rupted in mind and bereft of the trath, 
supposing that godliness is a way of 
6 gain. But godliness with contentment 
7is great gain: for we brought nothing 
into the world, for neither can we carry 
8 anything out; but having food andcover- 
ing 8we shall be therewith content. 
9 But they that desire to be rich fall into 
a temptation and a snare and many 
foolish and hurtful lusts, such as drown 

10 men in destruction and perdition. For 
the love of money is a root of all 9kinds 
of evil: which some reaching after have 
been led astray from the faith, and have 
pierced themselves through with many 
sorrows. 

11 But thou, O man of God, flee these 
things; and follow after righteousness, 
godliness, faith, love, patience, meek- 

12ness. Fight the good fight of the faith, 
Jay hold on the life eternal, whereunto 
thou wast called, and didst confess the 
good confession in the sight of many 

13 witnesses. Ichargethee in the sight of 
God, who !quickeneth all things, and 
of Christ Jesus, who before Pontius 
Pilate witnessed the good confession ; 

14 that thou keep the commandment, with- 
out spot, without reproach, until the 
appearing of our Lord Jesus Christ: 

15 which in !its own times he shall shew, 
who is the blessed and only Potentate, 
the King of #2kings, and Lord of lords ; 

16 who only hath immortality, dwelling in 
light unapproachable; whom no man 
hath seen, nor can see: to whom be 
honour and power eternal. Amen. 

17 Charge them that are rich in this 
present 14 world, that they be not high- 
minded, nor have their hope set on the 
uncertainty of riches, but on God, who 
giveth us richly all things to enjoy; 

18 that they do good, that they be rich in 
good works, that they be ready to dis- 

19 tribute, 1° willing to communicate; lay- 
ing up in store for themselves a good 
foundation against the time to come, 
that they may lay hold on the hfe 
which is life indeed. 

20 O Timothy, guard that which is com- 
mitted unto thee, turning away from 
the profane babblings and oppositions 
of the knowledge which is falsely so

1 Pavt, an apostle of Christ Jesus ! by | 
the will of God, according to the pro- 
mise of the life which is in Christ Jesus, 

2to Timothy, my beloved child: Grace, 
mercy, peace, from God the Father and 
Christ Jesus our Lord. 

8 I thank God, whom I serve from my 
forefathers in a pure conscience, how 
unceasing is my remembrance of thee 

4inmy supplications, night and day long- 
ing to see thee, remembering thy tears, 

5 that I may be filled with 2joy ; having 
been reminded of the unfeigned faith 
that is in thee; which dwelt first in 
thy grandmother Lois, and thy mother 
Eunice; and, I am persuaded, in thee 

6also. For the which cause I put thee in 
remembrance that thou? stir up the gift 
of God, which is in thee throngh the 

7 laying on of my hands. For God gave 
us not a spirit of fearfulness; but of 

3 power and love and ‘discipline. Be not 
ashamed therefore of the testimony of 
our Lord, nor of me his prisoner: but 
suffer hardship with the gospel accord- 

9 ing to the power of God; who saved us, 
and called us with a holy ealling, not 
according to our works, but according 
to his own purpose and grace, which 


was given us in Christ Jesus cane 


10 times eternal, but hath now been mani- | 
fested by the appearing of our Saviour | 
Christ Jesus, who abolished death, and | 
brought life and incorruption to light | 

11 through the gospel, whereunto I was 
appointed a ® preacher, and an apostle, 

l2and a teacher. For the which cause I 
suffer also these things: yet I ai not | 
ashamed; for [know him whom I have 
believed, and I am persnaded that he 
is able to guard Sthat which I have 
committed unto him against that day. 

13 Hold the pattern of 7sound words which 
thou hast heard from me, in faith and 

14love which is m Christ Jesus. ®That 
good thing which was committed unto | 
thee guard through the » Holy Ghost 
which dwelleth in us. 

15 This thou knowest, that all that are in | 
Asia turned away from me; of whom 

J6are Phygelus and Hermogenes. The | 
Lord grant mercy unto the house of 
Onesiphorus: for he oft refreshed me, 

17 and was not ashamed of my chain; but, | 





when he was in Rome, he sought me 
18 diligently, and found me ‘(the Lord grant 
unto him to find mercy of the Lord in 
that day); and in how many things he 


ministered at Ephesus, thou knowest 
very well. 

2. Thou therefore, my child, be strength- 
ened in the grace that isin Christ Jesus. 

2 And the things which thou hast heard 
from me among many witnesses, the 
same commit thou to faithful men, who 
shall be able to teach others also. 

310Suffer hardship with me, as a good 

4 soldier of Christ Jesus. No soldier on 
service entangleth himself in the affairs 
of this life; that he may please him who 

5S enrolled him as a soldier. And if also 
a man contend in the games, he is not 
crowned, except he have contended law- 
6fully. The husbandman that laboureth 
must be the first to partake of the fruits. 

7 Consider what Isay; forthe Lord shall 
give thee understanding in all things. 

8 Remember Jesus Christ, risen from the 
dead, of the seed of David, according to 

9my gospel: wherem I suffer hardship 
unto bonds, as a malefactor; but the 

10 word of God is not bound. Therefore 
T endure all things for the elect’s sake, 
that they also may obtain the salvation 
which is in Christ Jesus with eternal 

1lglory. Faithful is the !saying: For if 
we died with him, we shall also live 

12 with him: if we endure, we shall also 
reign with him: if we shall deny him, 

13 he also willdeny us: if we are faithless, 
he abideth faithful; for he cannot deny 
himself. 

14 Of these things put them in remem- 
brance, charging them in the sight of 
l2the Lord, that they strive not about 
words, to no profit, to the subverting 

15 of them that hear. Give diligence to 
present thyself approved unto God, a 
workman that needeth not to be asham- 
ed, handling aright the word of truth. 

16 But shun profane babbhngs: for they 

17 will proceed further in ungodliness, and 
their word will 4eat as doth a gangrene: 
of whom is Hymeneus and Phietus; 

18men who concerning the truth have 
Berred, saying that /°the resurrection 
is past already, and overthrow the faith 

19 of some. Howbeit the firm foundation 
of God standeth, having this seal, The 
Lord knoweth them that are his: and, 
Let every one that nameth the name of 
the Lord depart from unrighteousness.

For we have not a high 
priest that cannot be touched with the 
feehng of our infirmities; but one that 
hath been in all points tempted like as 

i6we are, yet without sin. Let us there- 
fore draw near with boldness unto the 
throne of grace, that we may: receive 
mercy, and may find grace to help zs 
in time of need. 

5 For every high priest, being taken 
from among men, is appointed for men 
in things pertaining to God, that he 
may offer both gifts and sacrifices for 

2sins: who can bear gently with the 
ignorant and erring, for that he himself 

3 also is compassed with infirmity; and 
by reason thereof is bound, as for the 
people, so also for himself, to offer for 

4sins. And no man taketh the honour 
unto himself, but when he is ealled of 

5 God, even eas was Aaron. So Christ 
also glorified not himself to be made a 
high priest, but he that spake unto him, 

Thou art my Son, 
This day have I begotten thee: 

6 as he saith also in another place, 

Thou art a priest for ever 
After the order of Melchizedek. 

7 Who in the days of his flesh, having 
offered up prayers and supplications 
with strong crying and tears unto him 
that was able to save him !? from death, 
and having been heard for his godly 

8 fear, though he was a Son, yet learned 
obedience by the things which he suf- 

9fered; and having been made perfect, 
he became unto all them that obey 
him the Sauthor of eternal salvation; 

10named of God a high priest after 
the order of Melchizedek. 

11 Of }4whom we have many things 
to say, and hard of interpretation, 
seeing ye are become dull of hear- 

12ing. For when by reason of the 
time ye ought to be teachers ye 
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have need again !that some one teach 
you the rudiments of the ?first princi- 
ples of the oracles of God; and are be- 
come such as have need of milk, and 

13 not of solid food. For every one that 
partaketh of milk is without experience 
of the word of righteousness; for he is 

lta babe. But solid food is for 3fullgrown 
men, ever those who by reason of use 
have their senses exercised to discern 
good and evil. 

G Wherefore let us ‘cease to speak of 
the first principles of Christ, and press 
on unto > perfeetion ; not laying again a 
foundation of repentance from dead 

2works, and of faith toward God, Sof 
the teaching of 7baptisms, and of lay- 
ing on of hands, and of resurrection of 
the dead, and of eternal judgement. 

3And this will we do, if God permit. 

4 For as touching those who were once 
enlightened 8 and tasted of the heavenly 
gift, and were made partakers of the 

5 Holy Ghost, and 9 tasted the good word 
of God, and the powers of the age to 

6come, and then fell away, it is impos- 
sible to renew them again unto repent- 
auce; seeing they crucify to them- 
selves the Son of God afresh, and put 

7him to an open shame. For the land 
which hath drunk the rain that cometh 
oft upon it, and bringeth forth herbs 
meet for them for whose sake it is also 

8 tilled, receiveth blessing from God: but 
if it beareth thorus and thistles, it is 
rejected and nigh unto a curse; whose 
end is to be burned. 

9 But, beloved, we are persuaded better 
things of you, and things that }! aecom- 
pany salvation, though we thus speak: 

10for God is not wnrighteous to forget 
your work and the love which ye shewed 
toward his name, in that ye ministered 
unto the saints, and still do minister. 

1 And we desire that each one of you may 
shew the same diligence unto the ? ful- 

i2ness of hope even to the end: that ye 
be not sluggish, but imitators of them 
who through faith and patience inherit 
the promises. 

13 For when God made promise to Abra- 
ham, since he could swear by none 

l4greater, he sware by himself, saying, 
Surely blessing I will bless thee, and 

15 multiplying I will multiply thee. And 
thus, having patiently endured, he ob- 

16 tained the promise. For men swear by 
the greater: and in every dispute of 
theirs the oath is final for confirmation. 

17 Wherein God, being minded to shew 
more abundantly unto the heirs of the 
promise the immutability of his coun- 

18 sel, interposed with an oath: that 
by two immutable things, in which it 
is impossible for God to lie, we may 
have a strong encouragement, who 
have fled for refuge to lay hold of the 

19hope set before us; which we have as 

an anchor of the soul, a hope both 
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20 nigh unto God, 








sure and stedfast and entering into 

20 that which is within the veil; whither 
as a forerunner Jesus entered for us, 
having become a higl priest for ever 
after the order of Melchizedek. 

7 For this Melehizedek, king of Salem, 
priest of God Most High, who met 
Abraham returning from the slaugliter 

2 of the kings, and blessed him, to whom 
also Abraham divided a tenth part of 
all (being first, by interpretation, King 
of righteousness, and then also King 
of Salem, which is, King of peace; 

3 without father, without mother, with- 
out genealogy, having neither begin- 
ning of days nor end of life, but made 
like unto the Son of God), abideth a 
priest continually. 

4 Now consider how great this man 
was, unto whom Abraham, the patri- 
arch, gave a tenth out of the chief 

dspoils. And they indeed of the sons of 
Levi that receive the priest’s office have 
commandment to take tithes of the 
people according to the law, that is, of 
their brethren, though these have come 

6 out of the loins of Abraham: but he 
whose genealogy is not counted from 
them hath taken tithes of Abrahain, 
and hath blessed him that hath the 

7 promises. But without any dispute the 

8less is blessed of the better. Andhere 
men that die receive tithes; but there 
one, of whom it is witnessed that he 

9liveth. And, so to say, through Abra- 
ham even Levi, who receiveth tithes, 

10 hath paid tithes; for he was yet in the 
loins of his father, when Melehizedek 
met him. 

11 Now if there was perfection through 
the Levitieal priesthood (for under it 
hath the people received the law), what 
further need was there that another 
priest should arise after the order of 
Melchizedek, and not be reckoned after 

12 the order of Aaron? For the priesthood 
being changed, there is made of neces- 

13 sity a change also l4of the law. For he 
of whom these things are said 1 belong- 
eth to another tribe, from which no man 

14 hath given attendance at the altar. For 
it is evident that our Lord hath sprung 
ont of Judah; as to which tribe Moses 


15 spake nothing concerning priests. And 


what we say is yet more abundantly evi- 
dent, if after the likeness of Melchizedek 


16 there ariseth another priest, who hath 


been made, not after the law of a carnal 
commandment, but after the power of an 


17 ‘6endless life: for itis witnessed of him, 


Thou art a priest for ever 
After the order of Melchizedek. 


18 For there is a disannulling of a fore- 


going commandment because of its 
19weakness and unprofitableness (for 
the law made nothing perfect), and 
a bringing in thereupon of a_ bet- 
ter hope, through which we draw 
And inasmuch as it 
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is not without the taking of au oath 

21 (for they indeed have been made 
priests without an oath; but he with 
an oath ! by him that saith ?of him, 

The Lord sware and will not repent 
himself, 
Thou art a priest for ever); 

22 by so much also hath Jesus become 

23 the surety of a better covenant. And 
they indeed have been made priests 
many in number, because that by death 

24 they are hindered from continuing: but 
he, becanse he abideth for ever, ‘hath 

25 his priesthood > unchangeable. Where- 
fore also he is able to save Sto the 
uttermost them that draw near unto 
God through him, seeing he ever liveth 
to make intercession for them. 

26 For such a high priest became us, 
holy, guileless, undefiled, separated 
from simmers, and made higher than the 

27 heavens; who needeth not daily, like 
those high priests, to offer up sacrifices, 
first for his own sins, and then for the 
sins of the people: for this he did once 

28 for all, when he offered up himself. For 
the law appointeth men high priests, 
having infirmity; but the word of the 
oath, which was after the law, ap- 
pointeth a Son, perfected for evermore. 

8 7Now 8in the things which we are 
saying the chief point 7s this: We have 
such a high priest, who sat down on the 
right hand of the throne of the Majesty 

2 in the heavens, a minister of 9 the sanc- 
tuary, and of the true tabernacle, which 
3the Lord pitched, not man. For every 
high priest is appointed to offer both 
gifts and sacrifices : wherefore it is ne- 
cessary that this high priest also have 
4 somewhat to offer. Now if he were on 
earth, he would not be a priest at all, 
seeing there are those who offer the 
5 gifts according to the law; who serve 
that which is a copy and shadow of 
the heavenly things, even as Moses is 
warned of God when he is about to 
10make the tabernacle: for, See, saith 
he, that thou make all things according 
tothe pattern that was shewed thee in 
6 the mount. But now hath he obtaimed 
a ministry the more excellent, by how 
much also he is the mediator of a bettcr 
3eovenant, which hath been enacted 
7 upon better promises. For if that first 
covenant had been faultless, then would 
no place have been sought for a second. 
8 For finding fault with them, he saith, 


Behold, the days come, saith the Lord. | 


That I will }}make a new 3? covenant 
with the house of Israel and with 
the house of Judah; 

Not according to the ?covenant that 
I made with their fathers 

In the day that I took them by the 
hand to lead them forth out of the 
land of Egypt; 

For they continued not

3covenant, 
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And I regarded them not, saith the 
Lord. 

For this is the covenant that 121 
will make with the house of Israel 

After those days, saith the Lord; 

I will put my laws into their mind, 

And on their heart also will I write 
them: 

And I will be to them a God, 

And they shall be to me a people: 

And they shall not teaeh every man 
his fellow-citizen, 

And every man his brother, saying, 
Know the Lord: 

For all shall know me, 

From the least to the greatest of them.

12. For I will be merciful to their 
iniquities, 
And their sins will I remember no 
inore. 


13In that he saith, A new covenant, he 
hath mede the first old. But that 
which is becoming old and waxeth 
aged is nigh unto vanishing away. 

9 Now even the first covenant had 
ordinances of divine service, and its 
sanctuary, @ sanctuary of this world. 

2 For there was a tabernacle prepared, 
the first, wherein }3were the candlestick, 
and the table, and “the shewbread; 

3 which is called the Holy place. And 
after the second veil, the tabernacle 
which is called the Holy of holies; 

4having a golden censer, and the ark 
of the covenant overlaid round about 
with gold, wherein 36 was a golden pot 
holding the manna, and Aaron’s rod 
that budded, and the tables of the cove- 

5 nant; and above it cherubim of glory 
overshadowing the merey-seat; of 
which things we cannot now speak 

6severally. Now these things having 
been thus prepared, the priests go in 
continually into the first tabernacle, 

7 accomplishing the services; but into 
the second the high priest alone, once 
in the year, not without blood, which 
he offereth for himself, and for the 

848 errors of the people: the Holy Ghost 
this signifying, that the way mto the 
holy place hath not yet been made 
manifest, while as the first tabernacle 

9is yet standing; which zs a parable 
for the time now present; according 
to which are offered both gifts and 
sacrifices that cannot, as tonching the 
conscience, make the worshipper per- 

10 fect, being only (with meats and drinks 
and divers washings) carnal ordinances, 
imposed until a time of reformation. 

11 But Christ having come a high 
priest of the good things to come, 
through the greater and more per- 
fect tabernacle, not made with 
hands, that is to say, not of this 

12creation, nor yet through the blood 
of goats and calves, but through his 
own blood, entered in once for all 

into the holy place, havmg obtain- 
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1 Many 
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ee 


13 ed eternalredemption. For if the blood 
of goats and bulls, and the ashes of a 
heifer sprinkling them that have been 
defiled, sanctify nnto the cleanness of 

14 the flesh: how much more shall the 
blood of Christ, who through the 
eternal Spirit offered himself without 
blemish unto God, cleanse !your con- 
science from dead works to serve the 

15hiving God? And for this cause he is 
the mediator of a new 2covenant, that 
a death having taken place for the re- 
demption of the transgressions that 
were under the first 2covenant, they 
that have been called may receive the 

16 promise of the eternalinheritance. For 
where a 2testament is, there must of 
necessity *be the death of hnn that 

17made it. For a 2testament is of force 
4where there hath been death: °for 
doth it ever avail while he that made 

18it liveth? Wherefore even the first 
covenant hath not been dedicated with- 

19 0ut blood. For when every commanid- 
ment had been spoken by Moses unto 
all the people according to the law, he 
took the blood of the calves and the 
goats, with water and scarlet wool and 
hyssop, and sprinkled both the book 

20itself, and all the people, saying, This 
is the blood of the 2covenant which 

21 Ged commanded to you-ward. More- 
over the tabernacle and all the vessels 
of the ministry he sprinkled in like 

22 manner with the blood. And according 
to the law, I may almost say, all things 
are cleansed with blood, and apart from 
shedding of blood there is no remission. 

23 It was necessary therefore that the 
copies of the things in the heavens 
should be cleansed with these; but the 
heavenly things themselves with better 

24 saerifices than these. For Christ en- 
tered not into a holy place made with 
hands, lke in pattern to the true; but 
into heaven itself, now to appear before 

25 the face of God for us: nor yet that he 
should offer himself often; as the high 
priest entereth into the holy place year 

26 by year with blood not his own; else 
must he often have suffered since the 
foundation of the world: but now once 
at the Send of the ages hath he been 
manifested to pnt away sin 7by the 

27 sacrifice of himself. And inasmuch as 
it is Sappomted unto men once to die, 

28and after this cometh judgement; so 
Christ also, having been once offered 
to bear the sins of many, shall appear 
a second time, apart from sin, to them 
that wait for him, unto salvation. 

10 For the law haying a shadow of the 
good things to come, not the very image 
of the things, ® they can never with the 
same sacrifices year by year, which 
they offer continually, make perfect 

2 them that drawnigh. Else would they 
not have ceased to be offered, because 
the worshippers, having been once 
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cleansed, would have had no more con- 

3 science of sins? But in those sacrifices 
there is a remembrance made of sins 

4 year by year. For it is impossible that 
the lood of bulls and goats should take 

5 away sins. Wherefore when he cometh 
into the world, he saith, 

Sacrifice and offering thon wouldest 
not, 
Buta body didst thou prepare for me; 

6 In whole burnt offerings and sacri- 

jices for sin thou hadst no pleasure: 

7 Then said I, Lo, I am come 

(In the roll of the book it is written 
of me) 
To do thy will, O God. 

8 Saying above, Sacrifices and offerings 
and whole burnt offerings and sacri- 
Jices for sin thou wouldest not, neither 
hadst pleasure therem (the which are 

9 offered according to the law), then hath 
he said, Lo, I am come to do thy will. 
He taketh away the first, that he may 

10 establish the second. By which will 
we have been sanetified through the 
offering of the body of Jesus Christ 

11 once for all. And every 1! priest indeed 
standeth day by day ministermg and 
offering oftentimes the same sacrifices, 
the which can never take away sims: 

12 but he, when he had offered one sacri- 
fice for !sins for ever, sat down on the 

13right hand of God; from henceforth 
expecting till his enemies be made the 

14 footstool of his feet. For by one offer- 
ing he hath perfected for ever them that 

15aresanctified. And the Holy Ghost also 
beareth witness to us: for after he hath 
said, 

16 This is the Scovenant that MT will 

make with them 
After those days, saith the Lord; 
I will put my laws on their heart, 
And upon their mind also will I 
write them ; 
then saith he, 

17 And their sins and their iniquities 

will I remember no more. 

18 Now where remission of these is, there 
is no more offering for sin. 

19 Having therefore, brethren, boldness 
to enter into the holy place by the 

20 blood of Jesus, by the way which he 
dedicated for us, a new and living way, 
though the veil, that is to say, his flesh; 

21 and haring a great priest over the house 

22 of God; let us draw near with a true 
heart in &fuluess of faith, having our 
hearts sprinkled from an evil 16con- 
science, and our body washed with pure 

23 water: let us hold fast the confession 
of our hope that it waver not; for he 

241s faithful that promised: and let us 
consider one another to provoke unto 
25love and good works; not forsaking 
the assembling of ourselves together, 
as the custom of some is, but exhorting 
one another; and so much the more, 
as ye see the day drawing nigh. 
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26 For if we sin wilfully after that we 
have received the knowledge of the 
truth, there remaineth no more a sacri- 

27 fice for sins, but a certain fearful ex- 
pectation of judgement, and a ! fierce- 
ness of fire which shall devour the 

28 adversaries. A man that hath set at 
nought Moses’ law dieth without com- 
passion on the word of two or three 

29 witnesses: of how much sorer punish- 
ment, think ye, shall he be judged 
worthy, who hath trodden under foot 
the Son of God, and hath counted the 
blood of the covenant, wherewith he 
was sanctified, 2an unholy thing, and 
hath done despite unto the Spirit of 

30 grace? For we know him that said, 
Vengeance belongeth unto me, I will 
recompense. And again, The Lord shall 

31 judge his people. It is a fearful thing 
to fall into the hands of the living God. 

32 But eall to remembrance the former 
days, in which, after ye were enlight- 
ened, ye endured a great conflict of 

33 sufferings; partly, being made a gazing- 
stock both by reproaches and afflictions; 
and partly, becoming partakers with 

34 them that were so used. For ye both 
had compassion on them that were in 
bonds, and took joyfully the spoiling of 
your possessions, knowing 8that 4ye 
yourselves have a better possession and 

35 an abiding one. Cast not away there- 
fore your boldness, which hath great 

36 recompense of reward. For ye have 
need of patience, that, having done the 
will of God, ye may receive the promise. 


57 For yet a very little while, 
He that cometh shall come, and shall 
not tarry. 
38 But ‘my righteous one shall live by 
faith: 


And if he shrink back, my soul hath 
no pleasure in him. 

39 Dut we are not Sof them that shrink 
back unto perdition; but of them that 
have faith unto the 7 saving of the soul. 

11 Now faith is the assurance of things 
hoped for, the ®proving of things not 

2seen. For therein the elders had 
3 witness borne to them. By faith we 
understand that the 1 worlds have been 
framed by the word of God, so that 
what is seen hath not been made out 
4of things which do appear. By faith 
Abel offered unto God a more excellent 
sacrifice than Cain, through which he 
had witness borne to him that he was 
righteous, "God bearing witness 2in 
respect of his gifts: and through it he 
5being dead yet speaketh. By faith 
Enoch was translated that he should 
not see death; and he was not found, 
because God translated him: for before 
his translation he hath had witness 
borne to him that he had been well- 
6 pleasing unto God: and without faith 
it is impossible to be well-pleasing 
unto him: for he that cometh to God 
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must believe that he is, and that he is 


a rewarder of them that seek after him. 
7 By faith Noah, being warned of God 
concerning things not seen as yet,moved 
with godly fear, prepared an ark to the 
saving of his house; through which he 
condemned the world, and became heir 
of the righteousness which is according 
8 to faith. By faith Abraham,when he was 
called, obeyed to go out unto a place 
which he was to receive for an inherit- 
ance; and he weut out, not knowing whi- 
9 ther he went. By faith he became a so- 
journer in the land of promise, as in a 
landnothisown,dwelling in tents,with 
Isaac and Jacob, the heis with him of 

10 the same promise: for he looked for the 
city which hath the foundations, whose 

11 14builder and maker is God. By faith 
even Sarah herself received power to 
conceive seed when she was past age, 
since she counted him faithful who 

12 had promised: wherefore also there 
sprang of one, and him as good as dead, 
so many as the stars of heaven in 
multitude, and as the sand, which is 
by the sea shore, innumerable. 

13 These all died in faith, not having 
received the promises, but having seen 
them and greeted them from afar, and 
having confessed that they were stran- 

lfgers and pilgrims on the earth. For 
they that say such things make it 
manifest that they are seeking after a 

l5 country of their own. And if indeed 
they had been mindful of that country 
from which they went out, they would 

16 have had opportunity to return. But 
now they desire a better country, that 
is, a heavenly: wherefore God is not 
ashamed of them, to be called their God: 
for he hath prepared for them a city. 

17 By faith Abraham, beimg tried, 6 of- 
fered up Isaac: yea, he that had gladly 
received the promises was oifering up 

18his only begotten son; even he Mto 
whom it was said, In Isaae shall thy 

19 seed be called: accounting that God és 
able to raise up, even from the dead; 
from whence he did also in a parable 

20receive him back. By faith Isaac 
blessed Jacob and Esau, even concern- 

2ling things to come. By faith Jacob, 
when he was a dying, blessed each of 
the sons of Joseph; and worshipped, 

22 leaning upon the top of his staff. By 
faith Joseph, when his end was nigh, 
made mention of the departure of the 
children of Israel; and gave command- 

23 ment concerning his bones. By faith 
Moses, when lhe was born, was hid 
three months by his parents, because 
they saw he was a goodly child; and 
they were not afraid of the king’s com- 

24mandment. By faith Moses, when he 
was grown up, refused to be called the 

25son of Pharaoh’s daughter; choos- 
ing rather to be evil entreated with 
the people of God, than to enjoy the 
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26 pleasures of sin for a scason; account- 
ing thereproach of !Christgreater riches 
than the treasures of igypt: for he look- 

27 ed unto the recompense of reward. By 
faith he forsook Egypt, not fearing the 
wrath of the king: for he endured, as 

28 seeing him whois invisible. By faith he 
2kept the passover, and the sprinkling 
of the blood, that the destroyer of the 

29 firstborn should not touch them. By 
faith they passed through the Red sea 
as by dry land: which the Egyptians 

30 assaying to do were swallowedup. By 
faith the walls of Jericho fell down, after 
they had been compassed about for 

3lsevendays. By faith Rahab the harlot 
perished not with them that were diso- 
bedient, having received the spies with 

32 peace. And what shall I more say? for 
the time will fail me if I tell of Gideon, 
Barak, Samson, Jephthah; of David and 

33 Samuel and the prophets: who through 
faith subdued kingdoms, wroughtright- 
eousness, obtained promises, stopped 

34 the mouths of ions, quenched the power 
of fire, escaped the edge of the sword, 
froin weakness were made strong, wax- 
edmighty in war, turned to flight armies 

35 of aliens. Women received their dead 
by aresurrection: and others were ®tor- 
tured, not accepting 4 their deliverance; 
that they might obtain a better resur- 

36 rection: and others had trialof mockings 
and scourgings, yea, moreover of bonds 

37 and imprisonment: they were stoned, 
they were sawn asunder, they were 
tempted, they were slain with the sword: 
they went about in sheepskins, in goat- 
skins; being destitute, afflicted, evil en- 

38 treated (of whom the world was not 
worthy), wandering in deserts and 
mountains and caves, and the holes of 

39 the earth. And these all, having had 
witness borne to them through their 

40 faith, received not the promise, God 
having *provided some better thing con- 
cerning ns, that apart from us they 
should not be made perfect. 

12 Therefore let us also, seeing we are 
compassed about with so great a cloud of 
witnesses, lay aside 6 every weight, and 
the sin which 7doth so easily beset ns, 
and let us run with patiencetherace that 

2is set befcre us, looking unto Jesus the 
Sauthor and perfecter of owr faith, who 
for the joy that was set before him e1- 
dured the cross, despising shame, and 
hath sat down at the right hand of the 
3throne of God. For consider bim that 
hathendured such gainsa ying of sinners 
against 9themselves, that ye wax not 
4 weary, fainting in your souls. Ye have 
not yet resisted unto blood, striving 
5 against sin: and ye have forgotten the 
exhortation, which reasoneth with yeu 
as with sons, 
My son, regard not lightly the chas- 
tening of the Lord, 


Nor faint when thou art reproved | 
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of him; 

For whom the Lord loveth le chas- 
teneth, 

And scourgeth every son whom he 
receivetl, 

710 Tt is for chastening that ye endure; 
God dealeth with you as with sous ; 
for what son is there whoin his father 

Schasteneth not? But if ye are with- 
out chastening, whereof all have been 
made partakers, then are ye bastards, 

Yand not sons. Furthermore, we had 
the fathers of our flesh to chasten us, 
and we gave them reverence: shall 
we not much rather be in subjection 
unto the Father of 1 spirits, and live? 

10 For they verily for a few days chas- 
tcned ws as seemed good to them; but 
he for our profit, that we may be 

11 partekers of his holiness. All chasten- 
ing seemeth for the present to be not 
joyous, but grievous: yet afterward it 
yieldeth peaceable fruit unto them that 
have been exercised thereby, even the 

12 /: uit of righteousness. Wherefore !lift 
up the hands that hang down, and the 

13 palsied knees; and make straight paths 
for your feet, that that which is lame 
be not turned out cf the way, but 
rather be healed. 

14 Follow after peace with all men, and 
the sanctification without which no 

15man shall see the Lord: looking care- 
fully lest there be any man that !fall- 
eth short of the grace of God; lest any 
root of bitterness springing up trouble 
you, and thereby the many be defiled; 

161)4lest there be any fornicator, or pro- 
fane person, as Ksaun, who for one mess 

170f meat sold his own birthright. For 
ye know that even when he afterward 
desired to inherit the blessing, he was 
rejected (for he found no place of repen- 
tance), though he sought it diligently 
with tears, 

18 For ye are not come unto 6a mount 
that might be touched, and that burned 
with fire, and unto blackness, and dark- 

10 ness, and tempest, and the sonnd of a 
trumpet, and the voice of words; which | 
voice they that heard intreated that no | 
word more should be spoken untothem: |

18 Because Christ also } suffered for sins 
once, the righteous for the unrighteous, 
that he might bring us fo God; being 
put to death in the flesh, but quickened 

19 in the spirit ; in which also he went and 
preached unto the spirits in prison, 

20 which aforetime were disobedient, when 
the longsuffering of God waited in the 
days of Noah, while the ark was a 
preparing, 2 wherein few, that is, eight 

21 souls, were saved through water: which 
also 3after a true likeness doth now 
save you, even baptism, not the putting 
away of the filth of the flesh, but the 
4interrogation of a good conscience 
toward God, through the resurrection 

22 of Jesus Christ; who is on the right 
hand of God, having gone into heaven; 
angels and authorities and powers be- 
ing made subject unto him. 

4 Forasmuch then as Christ suffered in 
the flesh, arm ye yourselves also with 
the same mind ; for he that hath suffer- 

-ed in the flesh hath ceased Sfrom sin; 
2that 7ye no longer should live the rest 
of your time in the flesh to the lusts of 
3men, but to the will of God. For the 
time past may suffice to have wrought 
the desire of the Gentiles, and to have 
walked in lasciviousness, Insts, wine- 
bibbings, revellings, carousings, and 
4abominable idolatries: wherein they 
think it strange that ye run not with 
them into the same Sexcess of riot, 

5 speaking evil of you: who shall give 
account to him that is ready to judge 

6 the quick and the dead. For unto this 
end 9 was the gospel preached even to 
the dead, that they might be judged 
according to men in the flesh, but live 
according to God in the spirit. 

7 But the end of all things is at hand: 
be ye therefore of sound mind, and be 

S sober unto °prayer: above all things 
being fervent in your love among your- 
selves ; for love covereth a multitude of

Wherefore 
let them also that suffer according to 
the will of God commit their souls in 
well-doing unto a faithful Creator. 

5 The elders therefore among you I ex- 
hort, who am a fellow-elder, and a wit- 
ness of the suffering’ of Christ, whoam 
also a partaker of the glory that shall be 

2revealed: Tend the flock of God which 
is among you, exercising the over- 
sight, not of constraint, but willingly, 
M4 according unto God ; nor yet for filthy 

3 lucre, but of a ready mind; neither as

1 1Simon Peter, a 2servant and apostle 
of Jesus Christ, to them that have 
obtained 3a like precious faith with us 
in the righteousness of 4our God and 

2Saviour Jesus Christ: Grace to you 
and peace be multiphied in the know- 
ledge of God and of Jesus our Lord; 

3 secing that his divine power hath grant- 
ed unto us all things that pertain unto 
life and godliness, through the know- | 
ledge of him that called us “by his own | 

4glory and virtue; whereby he hath 
granted nnto us his precious and ex- | 
ceeding great promises; that through 
these ye may become partakers of ® the 
(livine nature, having eseaped froin the 
corruption that is in the world by lust. 

5 Yea, and for this very cause adding 
on your part all diligence, in your 
faith supply virtue; and in your virtue 

6knowledge; and in your knowledge 
7 temperance ; and in your 7 temperance 
patience; and iu your patience godli- 

7 ness; and in your godliness love of the 
brethren; and in your love of the 

Sbrethren love. For if these things are 
vours and abound, they make you to 
be not idle nor unfruitful unto the 
knowledge of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

9For he that lacketh these things is 
blind, &seeing only what is near, hav- | 
ing forgotten the cleansing from his 

10old sins. Wherefore, brethren, give 
the more diligence to make your 
calling and election sure: for if ye do 
these things, ye shall never stumble: 

11 for thus shall be richly supplied unto 
you the entrance into the eternal king- 
dom of our Lord aud Saviour Jesus 
Christ. 

12 Wherefore I shall be ready always 
to put you in re1uembrance of these 
things, though ye know them, and are 
established in the truth which is with | 

13 you. And I think it right, as long as 
I am in, this tabernacle, to stir you 
up by putting you in remembrance; 

14knowing that the putting off of my 
tabernacle cometh swiftly, even as our | 
Lord Jesus Christ signified unto me. 

15 Yea, I will give diligence that at every 
time ye may be able after my 9decease

16 For we did not follow cunningly devis- 
ed fables, when we made known unto 
you the power and l0coming of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, but we were eye- 

17 witnesses of his majesty. For he 
llyeceived from God the Father honour 
and glory, when there came such a 
voice to bim from the excellent glory, 
This is my beloved Son, in whom I am 

18 well pleased: and this voice we our- 
selves heard l#eome out of heaven, 
when we were with him in the holy 

19mount. And we have the word of pro- 
phecy made more sure; whereunto ye 
do well that ye take heed, as unto a 
lamp shining in a 44dark place, until 
the day dawn, and the day-star arise 

20in your hearts: knowing this first, 
that no prophecy of scripture is of 

21) private interpretation. For no pro- 
phecy ever 146caine by the will of nan: 
but men spake from God, being moved 
by the 17 Holy Ghost. 

2 But there arose false prophets also 
among the people, as among you also 
there shall be false teachers, who shall 
privily bring in 18destructive heresies, 
denying even the Master that bought 
them, bringing upon themselves swift 

2destruction. And many shall follow 
their lascivious domgs; by reason of 
whom the way of the truth shall 

3 be evil spoken of. And in covetous- 
ness shall they with feigned words 
make merchandise of you: whose sen- 
tence now from of old hngereth not, 
and their destruction slumbereth not. 

4For if God spared not angels when 
they sinned, but 1%cast them down to 
20hell, and committed them to 2! pits 
of darkness, to be reserved unto judge- 

5ment; and spared not the ancient 
world, but preserved Noah with seven 
others, 22a preacher of righteousness, 
when he brought a flood uvon the 

6 world of the ungodly; and turning the 
cities of Sodom and Gomorrah into 
ashes condemned them with an over- 
throw, having made them an example 
unto those that should live ungodly; 

7 and delivered righteous Lot, sore dis- 
tressed by the lascivious life of the 
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among them, in seeing and hearing, | 
1vexed his righteous son) froin day to | 

9 day with the7r lawless deeds): the Lord 
knowcth how to deliver the godly ont 
of temptation, and to keep the unright- 
eons nnder punishment nnto the day of 

10 judgement; but chiefly them that walk 
after the flesh in the lust of defile- 
ment, and despise dominion. Daring, 
selfwilled, they tremble not to rail at 

ll2dignities: whereas angels, though 
greater in might and power, bring not 
arailing judgement against them before 

12 the Lord. Bnt these, as creatmves with- 
ont reason, born 3mere animals 4to be | 
taken and destroyed, railing in matters 
whereof they are ignorant, shall in 
their >destroying snrely be destroyed, 

13 suffering wrong as the hire of wrong- 
doing ; men that count it pleasure to 
revel in the day-time, spots and ble- 
rnishes, revelling in their 6 love-feasts 

14 while they feast with you; having eyes 
full of 7 adultery, and that cannot cease 
from sin; enticing nustedfast souls ; 
having a heart exercised in covetous- 

15 ness; children of cursing; forsaking 
the right way, they went astray, having | 
followed the way of Balaam the son of | 
®&Beor, who loved the lire of wrong- 

16 doing; but he was rebuked for his own 
transgression: a dumb ass spake with 
inan’s voice and stayed the madness of 

17 the prophet. These are springs with- 
out water, and mists driven by a storm ; 
for whom the blackness of darknesshath , 

18been reserved. Jor, nttermg great 
swelling words of vanity, they entice in 
the lusts of the flesh, by lasciviousness, 
those who are just escaping from them 

19 that live in error; promising them liber. | 
ty, while they themselves are bondser- 
vants of corruption; for of whom aman. | 
is overcome, of the same is he also. 

20 brought into bondage. Forif,after they | 
have escaped the defilements of the 
world through the knowledge of }°the 
Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ, they are

For it were 
better for them not to have known 
the way of righteousness, than, after

3 This is now, beloved, the second 
epistle that I write unto you; and 
in both of them I stir up your sincere 
mid by putting you in remembrance;

holy prophets, and the commandment 
of the Lord and Saviour through your 
Ss apostles: knowing this first, that Min 
the last days inockers shall come with 
mockery, walking after their own lusts, 
4and saying, Where is the promise of 
his 2coming? for, from the day that 
the fathers fell asleep, all things eon- 
tinue as they were from the beginning 
» of the creation. For this they wilfully 
forget, that there were heavens from 
of old, and an earth compacted out of 
water and Bamidst water, by the word 
Gof God; by which means the world 
that then was, being overflowed with 
7 water, perished: hut the heavens that 
now are, and the earth, hy the same 
word have heen 14stored up for fire, 
being reserved against the day of judge- 
ment and destrnetion of nngodly men. 
8 But forget not this one tiring, beloved, 
that one day is with the Lord as a thon- 
sand years, and a thonsand years as 
Xone day. The Lord is not slack con- 
cerning his promise, as some count 
slackness ; but 1s longsuffering to you- 
ward, not wishing that any should 
perish, but that all should come to re- 
10 pentance. But the day of the Lord will 
come as a thief; in the which the 
heavens shall pass away with a great 
noise, and the elements shall be dis- 
solved with fervent heat, and the earth 
and the works that are therein shall be 
1116bnrned up. Seeing that these things 
are thus all to be dissolved, what man- 
ner of persons ought ye to be in all holy 
12}living and godliness, looking for and 
17 earnestly desiring the !2 coming of the 
day of God, by reason of which the hea- 
vens being on fire shall be dissolved, and 
the elements shall melt with fervent 
13 heat? But, according to his promise, we 
look for new heavens and a new earth, 
wherem dwelleth righteousness. 
14. Wherefore, beloved, seemg that ye look 
for these things, give diligence that ye 
may be found in peace, withont spot and 


15 blamelessin his sight. And aecount that 


the longsuffering of our Lord is salva- 
tion; even as our beloved brother Paul 
also, according to the wisdom given to 
16 him, wrote nnto you; as also in all his 
epistles, sperking in them of these 
things; wherein are some things hard 
to be understood, which the ignorant 
and unstedfast wrest, as they do also 
the other scriptures, unto their own 
17 destruction. Ye therefore, beloved, 
knowing these things beforehand, be- 
ware lest, being carried away with the 
error of the wicked, ye fall from your 
18own stedfastness. But grow in the 
grace and knowledge of our Lord and 
Saviour Jesus Christ. To him be the 
glory both now and 18for ever. Amen.

12 And the fourth angel sounded, and the 
third part of the sun was smitten, and 
the third part of the moon, and the third 
part of the stars; that the third part 
of them should be darkened, and the 
day should not shine for the third part 
of it, and the night in like manner.

And I took the | 
little book ont of the angel’s hand, and | 


ateitup; andit was in my mouth sweet 
as honey: and when I had eaten it, my 

11 belly was made bitter. And they say 
unto me, Thou must prophesy again 
Sover many peoples and nations and 
tongues and kings, 

/11 And there was given me a reed like 
unto a rod: %and one said, Rise, and 
measure the temple of God, and the 
altar, and them that worship therein. 

2 And the court whichis without the tem- 
ple “leave without, and measure it not ; 
for it hath been given unto the nations: 
and the holy city shail they tread un- 

3 der foot forty and two months. And JI 
will give unto my two witnesses, and 
they shall prophesy a thousand two 
hundred and threescore days, cloth- 

4ed in sackcloth. These are the two 
olive trees and the two ! candlesticks, 
standing before the Lord of the earth. 

5 And if any man desireth to hurt them, 
fire proceedeth out of their mouth, 
and devoureth their enemies: and if 
any man shall desire to hurt them, in 

6 this manner must he be killed. These 
have the power to shut the heaven, 
that it rain not during the days of 
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their prophecy: and they have power 
over the waters to turn them into blood, 
and to smite the earth with every 
7 plague, as often as they shalidesire. And 
when they shall have finished their tes- 
timony, the beast that cometh up out of 
the abyss shall make war with them, and 
Sovercome them, and kill them. And 
their ! dead bodies /ze in the street of the 
great city, which spiritually is called 
Sodom and Egypt, where also their Lord 
9was crucified. And from among the 
peoples and tribes and tongues and 
nations do men look upon their 1dead 
bodies three days and a half, and suffer 
not their dead bodies tobe laidina tomb. 

10 And they that dwell on the earth rejoice 
over them, and make merry; and they 
shall send gifts one to another; because 
these two prophets tormented them 

11 that dwell on the earth. And after the 
three days and a half the breath of life 
from God entered into them, and they 
stood upon their feet; and great fear 

12 fell upon them which beheld them. And 
they heard a great voice from heaven

“which artand which wast; because thou 
hast taken thy great power, and didst 

18 reign. And the nations were wroth, and 
thy wrath came, and the time of the 
dead to be judged, and the time to give 
their reward to thy servants the pro- 
phets, and to the saints, and to them 
that fear thy name, the small and the 
great; and to destroy them that de- 
stroy the earth, 

19 And there was opened the temple of 
God that isin heaven; and there was 
seen in his temple the ark of his 4cove- 
nant; and there followed lightuings, 
aud voices, and thunders, and an earth- 
quake, and great hail. 

(12 And a great sign was seen in heaven; 
| a woman arrayed with the sun, and the 
moon under her feet, and upon her head 

2a crown of twelve stars; and she was 
with child: and she crieth out, travail- 
ing in birth, and in pain to be delivered. 
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3 And there was seen another sign in 
heaven; and behold, a great red dragon, 
having seven heads and ten horns, and 
4 upon his heads seven diadems. And his 

tail draweth the third part of the stars 
of heaven, and did cast them to the 
earth: and the dragon stood before the 
woman which was about to be deliver- 
ed, that when she was delivered, he 
5inight devour her child. And she was 
delivered of a son, a man child, who is 
to rule all the nations with a rod of 
iron: and her child was caught up unto 

6 God, and unto his throne. And the 
woman fled into the wilderness, where 
she hath a place prepared of God, that 
there they may nourish her a thou- 
sand two hundred and _ threescore 
days. 

7 Andthere was war inheaven: Michael 
and his angels going forth to war with 
the dragon; and the dragon warred and 

8 his angels; and they prevailed not, nei- 
ther was their place found any more in 

9heaven, And the great dragon was cast 
down, the old serpent, he that is called 
the Devil and Satan, the deceiver of the 
whole > world; he was cast down to the 
earth, and his angels were cast down 

10 with him. -And I heard a great voice 
in heaven, saying, ©Now is come the 
salvation, aud the power, and the king- 
dom of our God, and the authority of 
his Christ: for the accuser of our bre- 
thren is cast down, which accuseth them 

11 before our God day and night. And 
they overcame him because of the blood 
of the Lamb, and because of the word of 
their testimony; and they loved not 

12 their life even unto death. There- 
fore rejoice, O heavens, and ye that 
7dwell in them. Woe for the earth 
and for the sea: because the devil is 
gone down unto you, having great 
wrath, knowing that he hath but a 
short time. 

13 And when the dragon saw that he was 
cast down to the earth, he persecuted 
the woman which bronght forth the 

14man child. And there were given to 
the woman the two wings of the great 
eagle, that she might fly into the wil- 
derness unto her place, where she is 
nourished for a time, and times, and 
half a time, from the face of the serpent. 

15 And the serpent cast out of his mouth 
after the woman water as a river, that 
he might cause her to be carried away 

16 by the stream. And the earth helped 
the woman, and the earth opened her 
mouth, and swallowed up the river 
which the dragon cast out of his 

17mouth. And the dragou waxed wroth 
with the woman, and went away to 
inake war with the rest of her seed, 
which keep the commandments of 
God, and hold the testimony of Jesus:

If any man hath an 
1l0ear, let him hear. 6If any man 77s 
for captivity, into captivity he goeth: 
if any man shall kill with the sword, 
with the sword must he be killed. Here 
is the patience and the faith of the 
saints. 

11 AndI saw another beast coming up out 
of the earth; and he had two horns like 
unto a lamb, and he spake as a dragon. 

12 And he exerciseth all the authority of 
the first beast in his sight. And he 
maketh the earth and them that dwell 
therein to worship the first beast, whose 

13 death-stroke was healed. And he doeth 
great sigus, that he should even make 
tire to come down out of heaven upon 

14 the earth in the sight of men. And he 
deceiveth them that dwell on the earth 
by reason of the signs which it was 
given him to doin the sight of the beast ; 
saying to them that dwell on the earth, 
that they should make an image to the 
beast, who hath the stroke of the sword, 

l5andlived. Andit was given unto him to 
give breath to it, even to the image of 
the beast, Sthat the image of the beast
